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PREFACE 


Political  laws,  wisely  framed,  have  made  the  United  States  powerful 
and  wealthy  to  a  degree  unexampled  in  modern  times ;  and  I  have  thought 
that  a  book  of  facts,  recording  the  public  services  of  our  National  law- 
makers, would  be  a  deserved  tribute  to  them,  and,  at  the  same  time,  be 
generally  useful.  The  record  embraces  the  Senators,  Representatives,  and 
Delegates  who  have  served  under  the  Federal  Constitution,  as  well  as  the 
Delegates  to  the  Continental  Congress,  and  has  been  made  in  each  case  as  cor- 
rect and  concise  as  possible.  Of  many  men  more  might  have  been  written, 
but  that  was  not  deemed  expedient  in  a  work  of  this  kind  ;  and  where  not 
enough  has  been  said,  the  fault  must  be  attributed  to  the  iudiflPerence  of  the 
persons  mostly  interested,  or  to  the  neglect  of  their  friends.  Not  being  a 
politician,  it  has  given  me  but  little  trouble  to  be  impartial.  My  intention 
has  been  to  express  no  opinions  of  living  men,  and  but  seldom  to  echo 
public  opinion  in  regard  to  the  dead.  My  leading  object  has  been  to  pre- 
pare a  kind  of  labor-saving  machine,  for  the  benefit  of  all  who  feel  an 
interest  in  the  political  history  and  future  prosperity  of  the  Republic ;  and, 
in  the  Appendix,  I  have  endeavored  to  bring  together,  from  the  govern- 
ment archives,  a  mass  of  Legislative  and  Executive  information,  calculated 
to  be  of  service  to  Members  of  Congress,  while  engaged  in  their  public 
duties,  and  especially  in  their  examination  of  the  Public  Documents. 
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Abbott,  Amos. — Born  in  Andover, 
Massacliusetts,  h^ei)teiii])or  ]0,  178().  He 
Whs  educiited  at  a  district  school,  but 
spent  the  most  of  his  life  as  a  trader  and 
merchant.  During  the  years  1835,  18:56, 
and  1842,  he  "vvas  a  Eepresentative  in  the 
Massachu.setts  Legislature;  and  from  1840 
to  1842  a  member  of  the  State  Senate.  He 
represented  his  native  State,  in  Congress 
from  1843  to  1840,  and  Avas  a  member  of 
the  Conmiittees  on  the  Militia  and  on 
Manufactures. 

Abbott,  Joel.— Was  born  in  Fairfield, 
Connecticut,  emigrated  to  Georgia,  and 
"was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Wilkes  County,  in  that  State,  from 
1817  to  1825,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committees  on  Connnerce  and  the  Slave- 
Trade.     Died  November  19,  1826. 

Abbott,  Nehemiah. — Born  in  Sidney, 
Maine,  March  '2d,  1806.  He  was  a  lawyer 
by  profession;  was  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Keprescntatives.  in  the  Maine  Legisla- 
ture, in  1842  and  1843,  and  was  elected  to 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Kevolu' 
tionary  Pensions. 

Abercrombie,  James. — He  was  born- 
in  Georgia,  and,  removing  to  Alabama, 
was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1851  to  1855. 

Adair,  John. — He  was  bora  in  1758,  in 
Che.'5tcr  County,  South  Carolina;  emigra- 
ted to  Kentucky  in  1787;  served  as  a 
major  in  the  border  warfare  of  the  time ; 
was  elected  to  the  Kentucky  Legislature, 
serving  one  year  as  Speaker ;  was  a  mem- 
ber in  1799  of  the  Convention  which  formed 
the  State  Constitution  ;  subsequently  held 
the  office  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office  in 
Kentucky;  and  was  a  Senator  of  the 
United  States,  from  Kentucky,  during  the 
years  1805  and  1806;  commanded  the  Ken- 
tucky troops  at  the  battle  of  New  Orleans, 
under  General  Jackson;  and  was  appoint- 
ed a  general  in  the  army.    He  was  elected 


a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ken- 
tucky, from  1831  to  1833,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Military  Afluirs. 
He  died  at  Harrodsburg,  May  19,  1840. 

'  Adams,  Andrew. — He  -Nvas  bora  in 
Stratford,  Connecticut,  in  Januaiy,  1736; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1760 ;  adopted 
the  profession  of  law  and  settled  in  the 
practice  at  Litchfield  in  1764;  from  1777 
to  1782  he  was  a  Delegate  from  Connecti- 
cut to  the  Continental  Congress,- and  was 
one  of  the  signers  of  the  Articles  of  Con- 
federation; and  in  1789  ho  was  appointed 
a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Connec- 
ticut, and  in  1793  Chief  Justice  of  said 
Court.     Died  November  26,  1799. 

Adams,  Benjamin.— Born  at  Worces- 
ter, Massachusetts ;  was  a  member  of  the 
Legislature,  as  Representative,  from  1809 
to  1814,  and  as  Senator,  in  J8J4  and  1815; 
and  Jrom  1822  to  1825;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  his  native  State, 
from  1816  to  1821,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Committees  on  Revolutionary  Pensions 
and  Public  Expenditures.  He  died  at 
Uxbridge,  Massachusetts,  in  April,  1837. 

Adams,  Charles  F. — Born  in  Bo.ston, 

August  18,  1807;  spent  the  most  of  his 
boyhood  in  St.  Petersburg  and,  London, 
Whilst  his  father,  John  Quincy  Adams, 
was  Minister  to  Russia  and  England ;  he 
graduated  at  Harvard  University  in  1825; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1828 ;  served  three  years  in  the 
Lower  House,  and  two  years  in  the  I'pjjcr 
House  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature; 
in  1848  he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Butlalo 
Convention  and  elected  President ;  was  the 
candidate  for  Vice-President  on  the  ticket 
with  Mr.  Van  Buren;  and  he  was  elected 
a  Representative  from  Massachusetts  to  the 
Thirty-sixtli  Congress,  serving  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  ^Manufactures,  and  as 
a  member  of  the  Special  Committee  of 
Thirty-three  on  the  Rebellious  States.  He 
Avas  at  one  time  the  editor  of  a  pajjcr  called 
the  "Boston  Whip:;"   was  u  contributor 
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to  the  North  American  Review,  and  the 
editor  of  the  well-known  Adams  Letters, 
and  is  the  author  of  the  standard  Biogra- 
phy of  liis  grandfather,  John  Adams.  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
but  was  appointed  by  President  Lincoln 
Minister  to  England  in  186L  In  1864  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  upon  him 
by  Harvard  University. 

Adanis,  Green. — Born  in  Barbours- 
ville,  Knox  County,  Kentucky,  August  20, 
181  ti ;  was  bred  a  farmer,  but  read  law  and 
adopted  that  profession  ;  in  ]'i'A2  and  18:53 
he  was  Deputy  SheritT  of  Knox  County; 
in  1839,  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Lt-gis- 
lature,  and  re-elected ;  he  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentucky, 
from  1847  to  1849,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Engraving.  He  was 
also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1814  and 
1856,  and  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Kentucky  from  1851  to  185t-.  lu  1859  he 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  Ken- 
tucky to  theThirty-sixtli  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Pust  Ottid-s  and  Post 
Roads.  In  18(il  lit;  was  appuintt-d  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  Sixth  Auditor  of  the  Treasury. 

Adanis,  John. — Born  at  Bniintrce,  Mu.s- 
sachusctts.  ( )ct(pln'r  ;{<•,  17:5.'>;  gradiiate'l  at 
Harvard  I'niversity  in  1755;  instructed  a 
class  of  schohirs  in  Latin  and  (Jrei'k  for  a 
subsistence  ;  studied  law,  and  having  been 
admitted  to  the  bar,  settled  at  C^uincy  to 
practice  his  profession.  As  a  menUier  of 
the  Continental  Congress,  from  1774  to 
1777,  he  was  among  the  formost  in  recom- 
mending an  independent  (ioverument.  lu 
1777,  ho  wa^i  chosen  Commissioui'r  to  the 
Court  of  Versailles.  On  his  return  he  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Convention  called 
to  prepare  a  form  of  government  for  Ma^- 
sachusetts.  In  September,  1779,  he  was 
appointed  Minister  Pleuijtotentiary  to  ne- 
gotiate a  peace,  and  had  authority  to  form 
a  couHiiercial  treaty  with  Great  Britain. 
In  June,  178U,  he  was  appointed  Amlias- 
sador  to  Holland;  and,  in  11&2,  he  went 
to  Paris  to  engage  in  the  negotiation  for 
peace,  having  previously  obtained  assur- 
ance that  Great  Britain  would  recognize 
the  independence  of  the  United  States. 
After  serving  on  two  or  three  commissions 
to  form  treaties  of  amity  and  commerce 
■with  foreign  powers,  in  1785  he  was  ap- 
pointed first  Minister  to  London ;  and,  in 
1788,  having  been  absent  nine  years,  lie 
returned  to  America.  In  March,  1789,  the 
new  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
went  into  operation,  and  he  became  the 
first  Vice-President,  which  office  he  held  I 
during  the  whole  of  Washiugtou's  udmiu-  j 


istration.  On  the  resignation  of  Washing- 
ton, he  became,  March  4,  1797,  President 
of  the  United  States.  This  was  the 
termination  of  his  jjublic  functi<ms ;  and 
he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  days  upon 
his  farm  in  Quincy,  occupying  himself 
with  agriculture,  and  obtaining  amuse- 
ment from  the  literature  and  politics  of 
the  day.  He  died  on  the  fourth  of  July, 
18'26,  witli  the  same  words  on  his  lips 
which,  fifty  years  before,  on  that  day,  lio 
had  tittered  on  the  tloor  of  Congress : 
"Independence  forever!"  His  principal 
publications  are,  "Letters  on  the  American 
Revolution,"  "Defence  of  the  American 
Coustitution,"  an  "Essay  on  Canon  and 
Federal  Laws,"  a  series  of  letters  under 
the  signature  of  Novanglus,  and  Discourses 
on  Davila.  It  was  as  Vice-President  that 
he  liad  a  seat  in  the  Senate.  In  l^M  his 
lite  and  writings  were  published,  in  ten  vol- 
umes, edited  by  his  grandson,  C.  F.  Adams. 

Adams,  John. — He  was  a  lupvj'seiita- 
Vive  in  Congress,  tVom  (Jrecne  County, 
New  York,  tViini  I'^'.VA  to  H;}.'),  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Invalid  Pen- 
sions. He  died  at  CaLskill,  New  York, 
September  28,  J  854. 

Adams,  John  Quincy. — Born  in  Brain- 
tre.*,  now  (.^nincy,  Mass.,  July  11,  1767. 
When  ten  years  of  age,  he  acc«»mpanied 
his  father  to  France  ;  ami  when  fifteen,  wu.s 
private  secretary  to  the  Amerieau  Minister 
in  Russia.  He  was  graduated  at  Harvard 
University  in  17'^7  ;  studied  law  in  New- 
buryport,  and  s.-ttled  in  Boston.  From 
1794  to  1801  he  was  American  Minister  to 
Holliind,  England,  Sweden,  and  Prussia. 
He  wa.s  a  Senator  in  C«jngre.ss  tVom  1803 
to  IS)"^;  Professor  of  Rliet«tric  in  Harvard 
University,  with  limited  duti<s,  tVotu  l-*(Kj 
to  18U8;  was  appoint«d,  in  1-(»1»,  Minister 
to  Russia ;  assisted  in  negotiating  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent,  in  l-^U;  and  assisted, 
also,  as  Minister,  at  the  Convention  of 
Commerce  wltii  Great  liritiiin,  in  1"^15. 
He  was  .Secretary  of  State  under  President 
Monroe;  and  was  chosen  President  of  the 
I'nited  States  in  1825,  ser\'ing  one  term. 
In  1831  he  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  and  continued  in  that  j)osition 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  the 
Si^)eaker's  room,  two  days  after  falling 
from  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, February  2:J,  1-^48.  His  last  words 
were:  "This  is  the  end  of  earth;  I  am 
content."  He  was  chairman  of  several  of 
the  most  important  committees,  and  always 
a  working  member  ot  the  Hou.se.  He  pub- 
lished "Letters  on  Silesia,"  "Lectures 
ou  Rhetoric  and   Oratory,"   and   varioiu 
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**  Poems,"  besides  many  occasional  letters 
and  speeches.  His  unpublished  writings, 
it  is  said,  would  make  many  volumes. 

Adams,  Parmenio. — He  was  born  in 
Hartfiird,  Conuocticut,  and  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  Batavia,  Gene- 
see County,  New  York,  from  l&Z'i  to  1827. 

Adams,  Robert  H. — He  was  a  Senator 
in  Conp:ress,  by  ai)pointnient,  from  Missis- 
sippi, from  January  to  May,  in  1830,  and 
died  on  the  second  day  of  July  following. 

Adams,  Samuel. — Born  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  in  1722 ;  graduated  at  Har- 
vard University  in  1740;  was  one  of  the 
first  who  organized  measures  of  resistance 
to  the  mother  country  ;  Avas  a  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence ;  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Massachusetts  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1774  to  1782;  signed  the 
Articles  of  Confederation ;  was  a  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  Convention  which 
accepted  the  Federal  Constitution;  and, 
on  the  adoption  of  the  State  Constitution, 
he  was  elected  President  of  the  Senate. 
He  was  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Massachu- 
setts from  1789  to  1794,  and  subsequently 
Governor  until  1797 ;  and  he  died  October 
3,  1803. 

Adams,  Stephen. — He  was  a  native  of 
Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  that  State. 
Eemoving  to  Mississippi,  he  took  an  active 
part  in  public  affairs ;  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature,  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  1845  to  1847 ;  he  was 
elected  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and 
from  1852  to  18-57  Mas  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  Mississippi,  serving  on  several 
committees.  He  removed  to  Tennessee 
with  the  intention  of  practicing  law  at 
Memphis,  where  he  died,  May  11,  1857. 

Adams,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Virginia  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  1778  to  1780,  and  signed  the  Articles 
of  Confederation. 

Addams,  William. — He  was  born  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania;  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  Penusyl- 
fauia  from  1825  to  1829,  and  served  on  a 
Committee  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Insti- 
tutions of  New  York  and  Ohio.  He  was, 
also,  Auditor  of  Berks  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  1813  and  1814  ;  Commissioner  of 
the  County  from  1814  to  1817;  member  of 
the  State  Legislature  from  1822  to  1824; 
and  Associate  Judge  of  Berks  County  from 
1839  to  1842.     Died  in  the  spring  of  1855. 


Adgate,  Asa. — Ho  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  the;  Legislature  of  New  York  from 
Clinton  County,  from  1798  to  1799.  and 
elected  Representative  in  Congress  from 
Essex  Comity,  in  that  State,  from  1H15  to 
1817,  and  was  again  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  in  1823. 

Adrain,  Gamett  B.— Born  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  DectMiiber  20,  Ihk;.  He 
graduated  at  Rutgers  College,  New  .Jersey, 
in  1833;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1837  ;  and  was  a  Representative 
in  the  Thirty-fiftli  Congress  from  New 
Jersey,  serving  as  Chairman  of  th(;  Com- 
mittee on  Engraving.  He  was  also  ekn-ted 
a  member  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Engraving.  In  January,  1861,  he  oflVred 
the  resolution  of  thanks  to  Major  RoUert 
Anderson  for  his  defence  of  Fort  Sumter. 
After  leaving  Congress  he  was  devoted  to 
his  profession. 

Ahl,  John  A. — He  was  bom  in  Stans- 
bury,  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
August,  1815;  received  a  good  English 
education;  studied  medicine  Avitli  his  father, 
and  graduated  at  the  "Washington  Medi- 
cal College"  of  Baltimore.  He  abandoned 
his  profession  in  1850,  and  turned  his  at- 
tention to  various  kinds  of  manufactures, 
and  was  elected  a  Representative  from 
Pennsj'lvania  to  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures. 

Aiken,   William. — He    was    bom    in 

Charleston,  South  Carolina,  in  1800; 
graduated  at  the  South  Carolina  College  in 
1825;  was  a  member  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture in  1838,  1840,  and  1842;  was  Governor 
of  South  Carolina  in  1844;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  that  State  from 
1851  to  1857.  He  Avas  considered  one  of 
the  most  successful  rice  planters  in  his 
native  State. 

Akers,  Thomas  Peter. — He  was  elect- 
ed a  Representative  from  Missouri  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  Congress  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  J.  G.  Miller,  and  served  one  ses- 
sion. 

Albertson,  Nathaniel. — He  was  l)orn 
in  Virginia,  and  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  the  First  Congres- 
sional District  of  Indiana,  from  1849  to 
ltt51,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands. 

Albright,  Charles  J.— He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and   was  elected  from  the 
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State  of  Ohio  a  Eepresentative  to  the 
Thuty-fourth  Congress. 

Aldrich,  Cyrus. — Born  in  Smitlifield, 
Ehode  Island,  in  June,  1(^08 ;  received  a 
common  school  education ;  lias  followed 
the  various  occupations  of  a  sailor,  a  boat- 
man, a  farmer,  a  contractor  on  public 
works,  and  a  mail  contractor ;  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Illinois  Legislature;  also  a 
Register  of  Deeds  nnd  Register  of  the  Laud 
Office  at  Dixon,  in  that  State,  for  four  years  ; 
and,  having  removed  to  Minnesota,  was  a 
member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention 
of  that  State ;  member  of  the  County 
Board  of  Hampshire  County,  in  that  State  ; 
and  was  elected  a  Representative  from 
Minnesota  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  and  was  Chairman  of 
the  Connnittee  on  Indian  Aftairs.  After 
leaving  Congress  he  was  ajtpointed  by 
President  Lincoln  a  commissioner  to  settle 
claims  against  the  Siuux  Indians. 

Alexander,  Adam  R. — He  was  Itorn 

in  \\'asliiugt(pn  C'uiinty,  \irginia,  and  was 
elected  a  Reidi'SfUtativt.-  in  Congress  from 
Madison  County,  Tennessee  from  \n2'.i  to 
18^7,  and  s«'rved  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Tost  OtKces  and  Tost  Ruads. 

Alexander,  Evan. — Boru  in  North 
Carolina:  graduated  at  I'riucetou  College 
in  1787  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Legislttture 
for  two  years ;  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress  from  North  Carolina  from  18U5 
to  I8ul>.      Died  October  '2^,  LrUU. 

Alexander,  Henry  P.— He  was  bom 

in  New  York,  and  was  a  Rejtresentative  in 
Congress  from  Herkimer  County,  iu  that 
State,  from  1841'  to  ^■^')l,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Expenditures  iu 
the  State  Department. 

Alexander,  James,  Jr. — He  was  born 
in  Maryland  ;  was  a  resident  of  St.  Clairs- 
ville,  Belmont  County.  Ohio,  and  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congres.s  from  tlie 
Eleventh  District  in  that  State,  tVoin  I*J7 
to  18;jy,  and  was  a  member  of  the  (?om- 
mittee  on  Public  Expenditures.  Died  Au- 
gust (5,  1846. 

Alexander,  John.— He  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  Ohio, 
May  4,  1>I3,  serving  till  1817. 

Alexander,  Mark. — He  was  l»om  in 
Mecklenburg  County,  Virginia,  and  elected 
a  Representative   iu   Congress    from   that 


State,  from  1819  to  1833,  and  sei-ved  on  the 
Committees  on  Revolutionary  Pensions, 
"Ways  and  Means,  and  Expenditures  in  the 
State  Department,  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia. 

Alexander,  Nathaniel. — Graduated  at 
Princeton  College  iu  177t),  and,  after  study- 
!  ing  medicine,  entered  the   army.     At   the 
j  close  of  the  war  he   resided  at  the  High 
Hills  of  Santee,   purMiing  liis  profession, 
I  and   afterwards   at    Mecklenburg.     While 
<  he  lield  a  seat  in   Congress,   as  a   Repre- 
sentative from  North  Carolina,  fn»m  l^iKJ 
I  to  18(>r»,  the  Legislature  elected  him  (Jover- 
i  nor  for  180<i.     He  died  at  Salisbury,  Marcli 
I  8,  18(18,  aged  tifty-two.     In  all  his  pulilic 
\  stations  he  is  said  t(»  have  discharged  his 
duty  with  ability  and  lirmness. 

Alexander,  Robert. — lb-  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Maryland  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1775  to  J777. 

Alford,    Julius   C. — He   was   bom   in 

Georgia,  and  was  eleeted  a  Kepresentativo 
iu  Congress  tVouj  Tioup  County,  in  that 
State,  troin  Ir3i>  to  l-'TJ,  ami  >erved  as  a 
uiendji-r  t>f  the  Committee  on  Indian  Atfairs. 

Allen,  Andrew. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  I'ennsylvaiiia  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gres  iu  177.')  to  177lJ. 

Allen,  Charles.— He  was  bom  iu  Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts,  August  'J,  I71'7,  and 
was  a  Representative  iu  Congress  from 
that  .State  from  l-^ll*  to  Ki3,  und  a  memlM-r 
of  the  Committee  ou  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. He  was  also  a  member  of  the  State 
Legi.slatnre  iu  l>-ii>,  1833,  H34,  iKi-i,  and 
IH4(»;  and  a  Slate  Senator  iu  IKJ.'.,  \'*.i-*, 
aud  18;{y:  Jn«lge  of  tlie  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  from  IM'i  to  l-'44;  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Supeiior  Court  (toiu  K>8  to  l^.VJ;

Couuui.sjiiouer  to  negotiate  the  Webster 
Treaty  iu  J 842.  He  wa«  also  a  Delegate 
to  the  Peace  Cougress  of  l8(il. 

Allen,  Chilton. — He  wa.s  born  iu  All)e 
marie  County,  \'irginia,  April  G,  1784),  and 
settled  iu  Kentucky  as  a  wiieelright.  lie 
educated  himself  for  the  legal  profession^ 
from  Clark  County  was  elected  in  \r\l  to 
the  Legislature  of  Kentucky  for  several 
terms;  aud  he  wa.s  a  Reprejjeutative  in 
Congress  from  that  State  trom  l'^31  to  l-ifT, 
othciating  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
ou  Territories,  aud  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee ou  Foreign  Atiairs.  Iu  183-  he  was 
President   of  th«   Board  of  luterual   Im- 
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provement ;  and  in  184*2  he  was  ap^ain  re- 
turned to  the  State  Lep^islature,  which  was 
the  hist  puhlic  position  he  occupied.  He 
died  at  Wiucliester,  Septenil)er  3,  1858.  He 
was  a  man  of  ability  and  of  rare  virtues. 

Alleii,  Elisha  H. — Born  in  New  Salem, 
]\[assachusetts,  January  28,  1804;  was 
bred  a  lawyer;  served  in  the  Legislature  of 
Maine  from  183()  to  1841,  and  iu  184G;  in 
1838  as  Speaker ;  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Conp;ress  from  Maine,  from 
1841  to  1843,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Manufactures.  In  1847  he 
removed  to  Boston,  and  was  elected  to  the 
Massachusetts  Legislatme  in  1849;  after 
which  he  was  appointed  Consul  to  Hono- 
lulu, and  has  since  that  time  been  con- 
nected with  the  Government  of  the  Sand- 
wich Islands,  la  1856  he  visited  the  United  j 
States  as  Envoy;  and  in  1857  was  Chief 
Justice  and  Chancellor  of  the  Sandwich 
Islands,  serving  until  1864. 

Allen,  Heman. — He  was  born  in  1 776 ; 
was  a  resident,  if  not  a  native,  of  Milton, 
Vermont ;  adopted  the  pi'ofession  of  law, 
in  which  he  became  distinguished ;  and 
was  a  Representative  iu  Congress  from 
Vermont,  from  1833  to  1839,  serving  as  an 
active  member  of  the  Committe  on  Claims. 
He  subsequently  settled  in  Burlington, 
Vermont,  Avhere  he  died  December  i\,  1844. 

Allen,  Heman. — He  was  born  in  1779, 
and  a  resident  of  Colchester,  Vermont ;  he 
graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  1795, 
and  adopted  the  profession  of  law.  He 
was  Sheriii'  of  Chittenden  County  in  1808 
and  1809;  from  1811  to  1814  he  was  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Chittenden  County  Court ; 
from  1812  to  1817  he  was  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Legislature ;  Avas  appointed 
quartermaster  of  militia,  with  the  title  of 
brigadier;  and  was  a  trustee  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vermont.  He  was  first  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  Ver- 
mont in  1817,  but  resigned  in  1818  to  ac- 
cept from  President  Monroe  the  appoint- 
ment of  United  States  Marshal  for  the 
District  of  A'ermont.  In  1823  he  received 
from  the  same  President  the  appointment 
of  Minister  to  Chili,  which  he  resigned  in 
1828  ;  in  1830  he  was  appointed  President 
of  the  United  States  Brauch  Bank,  at  Bur- 
lington, which  he  held  until  the  exitiration 
of  its  charter,  after  which  he  settled  in  the 
town  of  Highgate,  Vermont,  where  he  died 
of  heart  ditsease,  April  9,  1852. 

Allen,  James  C. — He  was  born  in  Shel- 
by County,  Kentucky,  January  28,  1823; 
received  a  good  common  school  education, 


studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  1)ar 
in  Indiana  iu  1843;  in  l'^46  was  elected, 
for  two  years,  Prosectifing  Attorney  in 
the  Seventh  Judicial  District  of  Indiana; 
and,  having  removed  to  Illinois  in  l^'l"^, 
was  elected  a  member,  in  I'<5()  and  1"^5I, 
of  the  State  Legislature,  and  was  cliusen 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  Illinois, 
from  1H53  to  ly.55,  and  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  Congress,  when  his  seat  was 
contested  unsuccessfully.  He  was  chosen 
Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  for 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  and  in  1^'62  ho 
was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Con- 
gress as  a  Representative,  serving  on  the 
Committees  of  Indian  Affairs  and  Un- 
finished Business. 

AUen,  John. — Born  in  Great  Barring- 
ton,  Massachusetts,  iu  1763;  was  a  law- 
yer by  profession,  and  a  mendjer  of  the 
State  Council  of  Connecticut  for  several 
years ;  was  a  representative  from  that 
State  during  the  last  Congress  which  was 
held  iu  Philadelphia,  from  1797  to  1799. 
He  died  at  Litchfield,  Couuecticut,  Julv 
31,  1812. 

Allen,  John  J. — He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, was  a  resident  of  Harrison  County, 
and  was  elected  a  representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Virginia,  from  1833  to  ]'^35, 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Couunittee 
on  the  District  of  Columbia.  He  subse- 
quently held  the  ofiice  of  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Virginia. 

Allen,  John  W. — Born  in  Litchfield, 
Connecticut,  in  1802;  settled  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  1825,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Senate  of  that  State  from  1835  to  1837,  also 
Mayor  of  Cleveland;  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  18;'.7  to 
1841,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Couunit- 
tee on  the  Militia  and  Military  Atfairs.  He 
was  the  son  of  John  Allen,  of  Great  Bar- 
rington,  Massachusetts. 

Allen,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in  Bos- 
ton ;  was  a  merchant  in  Leicester,  and 
benefactor  of  the  Aca<lemy  there  ;  twice 
Elector  for  President ;  was  a  Ch-rk  of  the 
County  Court  and  a  State  Councillor;  and 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Mas- 
sachusetts, from  1811  to  1813.  He  died 
at  Worcester,  September  2,  1827,  aged 
seventy-eight  years. 

Allen,  Judson.— He  was  ])oru  in  Con- 
necticut, and  removing  to  New  York  wa-? 
elected  a  Rej)resentative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  18:;9  to  1841,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage. 
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Allen,    Nathaniel. — He  was  bora  in  ! 
Dutchess  County,   Xew  York ;  served  in  : 
the  Assembly  of  that  State  in  1812,  and 
was   a  representative   in  Congress,    from  ; 
1819  to  1821,  and  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Manufactures.  ; 

Allen,  Philip. — He  was  bora  in  Provi-  , 
dence,  Ehode  Island,   September  1,  1785;   : 
graduated  at  Brown  University  in  1803; 
■was  elected   to  the    State  Legislature   in 
1819,  182U,  and  1821  ;  devoted  much  at-  | 
tention  to  the  business  of  manufacturing ;  j 
was  Governor  of  Eliode  Island  duriug  the  ; 
years  1 851 ,  1852,  and  1853 ;  and  was  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress,    from   his    native 
State,  from  March  3,  lr^53,  for  six  years, 
seiTing  as  a  member  of  the  Conmiittees  on  I 
Commerce  and  on  Naval  Afl'airs.     Died  in  \ 
Providence,  Rhode  Island,  December  IG, 
1865. 

Allen,  Robert. — Born  in  Augusta  Coun- 
ty, Virginia.  He  was  a  colonel  in  the  army 
under  (Jeneral  Jackson  ;  a  Ivepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  Tennesst-e,  from  I -1 9  to 
1827,  sersiug  as  a  uunilier  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Commerce,  the  Library,  and  Kcvo-  : 
lutionary  Claims.  He  die»l  at  Cartliage, 
Tennessee,  August  VJ,  1-G4,  aged  sixty- 
seven  years. 

Allen,  Robert— Born  in  Woodstock, 
Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  July  3tt. 
1794.  He  was  educatt-d  at  Dickinson  and 
AVashington  colleges,  having  left  the  lat- 
ter institution  on  a  furlough  of  three 
months,  for  the  purpose  of  joining  a  volun- 
teer military  force  in  1."^I3,  but  returned 
and  graduated.  He  studied  law.  and  prac- 
ticed in  his  native  place.  Hi-  held  for  a 
time  the  office  of  Prosecutor  for  the  Com- 
monwealth ;  served  tive  years  in  the  Senate 
of  Virginia,  and  was  a  Kepn-seutative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1^27  to 
1833,  serving  on  the  Committee  for  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

Allen,  Samuel  C— Bora  in  Franklin 
County,  Massachusetts;  graduatt-d  at  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1794;  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive  in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  from 
180Gtol8KI;  a  State  Senator  from  1-12 
to  1815,  and  in  1831  ;  and  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Council  in  1821>  and  1830; 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Massachusetts,  fiom  1>I7  to  l-"29,  offi- 
ciating as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  (»n 
Accounts.  He  died  at  Northtield,  Feb- 
ruary 8,  1842,  aged  seventy  years. 

Allen,    "William.— He    was    born    in 

Ohio,  adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and 


was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Ross  County,  Ohio,  from  18:>:i  to  1835, 
sending  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  ou 
Indian  AtTairs ;  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  1?37  to  1849,  serving  as  a 
member  of  several  important  committees 
in  the  Senate,  during  his  first  term. 

Alien,  William. — Born  in  Butler  Coun- 
ty, Ohio,  August  13,  1827  ;  received  a  good 
English  educatitm,  and  taught  school  for  a 
time;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1-49;  in  185U  he  was  elected 
a  County  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  re- 
elected in  1-52;  and  in  h-.">8  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Ohio,  to  the  Tliirty- 
sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  Accounts.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of 
Committee  on  Expenditures  in  Interior 
Department.  Was  a  delegate  to  the  Chi- 
cago Convention  in  18t>4. 

Allen.  "William  J.— He  was  bom  in 
Tenne.s>ee  in  1-2.-;  removed  with  his 
father  to  Illinois  in  1-29;  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  tlie  bar  in  l'^48;  in  1854 
l«e  was  electeil  to  the  Illinois  Legislature; 
in  K-r)5  was  apjMiinted  I'nite*!  Stati'S  At- 
torney for  the  Di>trict  of  Illinois,  which 
he  resigned  in  1-<J0,  and  was  then  elected 

I  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court.  In  1"S".2  lio 
was  eUfted  a  Representative,  from  Illinois, 

I  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  for  the  un- 
expired term  of  John  S.  Logan,  resigned, 
and  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  ou  the  Committee  of 
CUiius. 

I  Allen,  Willis. — He  was  bora  in  Ten- 
nessee, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Illinois,  from  I"5l  to  lrv55. 

Alley.  John  B.— Born  in  Lynn,  Mas- 
I  sachusetis,   January'  7,    1817;    received  a 
I  good  common  school  education;   was  ap- 
:  prenticed  to  a  shoemaker,  and  received  his 
fret-doni  when  nineteen  years  of  age,  aft.  r 
i  which  he  devoted  himself  to  trading;    he 
subsequently  entered  largely  into  the  .show 
'  and  leather  business,  which  he  has  since 
followed;  he  served  several  years  in  tho 
City  Councils  of  Lynn  ;   wjis  a  member  of 
the  Governor's  Council  in  Ir-ol  ;  a  member 
j  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate  in  l'^2  ;    of 
I  the  State  Constitutional   Convention  held 
in  l.-5^{,  and  in   I'T^'y-'i  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  Massachusetts  to  theTiiiity- 
,  sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committeo 
i  on   Post    Offices    and    Post    Roads.       Re- 
j  elected   to  the  Thirty-seventh  and  also  to 
I  the    Thirty-«'ighlh    Congre.ss,    serving    as 
i  Chainuau  of  the  Committee  uu  Post  0£ce« 
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and  Post  Roads.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  again  on  the  Post 
Otfice  Committee  and  as  a  member  of  that 
on  the  Bankrupt  Law. 

Allison,  James. — He  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Bea- 
ver County,  Pennsylvania,  from  1823  to 

1825. 

Allison,  John. — He  was  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1853, 
and  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-fourth 
Congress. 

Allison,    Robert. — He    was    bom    in 

Peunsylvatiia,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1831 
to  1833. 

Allison,  William  B.— He  was  born  in 
the  Township  of  Perr}',  Wayne  County, 
Ohio,  March  2,  1829;  spent  the  most  of 
his  boyhood  on  a  farm ;  was  educated 
chiefly  at  Alleghany  College,  Pennsylva- 
nia, and  at  the  Western  Reserve  College, 
Ohio ;  studied  law,  came  to  the  bar  in 
1851,  and  practiced  the  profession  in  Ohio 
until  1857,  when  he  settled  in  Dubuque, 
Iowa.  He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Chicago 
Convention  of  1860 ;  in  1861  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Governor's  staff,  and  ren- 
dered essential  service  in  raising  troops  for 
the  war;  and  in  1862  he  was  elected  a 
Representative  from  Iowa  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Public  Lands  and  Roads  and 
Canals.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Ways  and  Means,  Mines  and  Mining,  and 
Expenses  in  the  Interior  Department. 

Alsop,  John, — He  was  a  Delegate  from 
New  York  to  the  Continental  Congress, 
from  1774  to  1776. 

Alston,  Lemuel  J. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  South  Caro- 
lina, from  1807  to  1811. 

Alston,  William  J. — He  was  born  in 
Georgia,  and  removing  to  Alabama,  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1849  to  1851,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Post  Offices  and 
Post  Roads. 

Alston,  Willis.— Born  in  Halifax  Coun- 
ty, North  Carolina.  He  appeared  in  pub- 
lic life  as  early  as  1794,  serving  in  the 
State  Legislature  for  several  years,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,   from 


North  Carolina,  from  1799  to  1803.     Died, 
April  10,  1S37. 

Alston,  Willis,  Jr.— Born  in  North 
Carolina,  and  was  a  Rcprcsentutivt^  in 
Congress,  from  that  Stat<',  from  1.^03  to 
1815,  and  from  lf^'.i5  to  1831.  During  the 
war  of  1812  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Ways  and  Means. 

Alvord,  C. — He  was  a  native  of  Mas- 
sachusetts ;  received  a  li1)eral  educiition ; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law;  served  one 
term  in  each  branch  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture; and  was  elected  a  Reprfscntative 
from  Massachusetts  to  the  Twenty-sixth 
Congress,  but  died  before  taking  his  seat, 
in  the  latter  part  of  1839. 

Ames,  Fisher. — He  was  bom  in  Ded- 
ham,  Massachusetts,  April  9,  1756,  and 
died  July  4,  1808.  He  entered  Harvard 
University  at  the  age  of  twelve  years,  and 
graduated  with  honor;  and,  having  studied 
law,  commenced  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession, in  his  native  town,  in  1781.  He 
was  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  eloquent 
debater  in  the  Houce  of  Representatives, 
and  was  the  author  of  the  "Address"  of 
that  body,  to  Washington,  on  his  retire- 
ment from  the  Presidency.  He  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Convention  for  ratifying  the  Constitution, 
in  1788,  and  after  retiring  from  political 
life,  having  served  in  Couo;ress  for  eight 
years,  from  1789  to  1797,  Tie  was  elected 
President  of  Harvard  University,  but  de- 
clined the  honor.  He  Avas  an  industrious 
writer  as  well  as  a  great  orator ;  and  his 
collected  writings,  with  a  memoir,  were 
published  in  1809. 

Ames,  Oakes. — He  was  bom  in  Easton, 
Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  January 
10,  1804  ;  has  ever  been  a  manufacturer 
by  profession ;  was  a  member,  for  two 
years,  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
State,  and  in  1862  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  Massachusetts  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Conunit- 
tees  on  Revolutionary  Claims  and  Mami- 
factures.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
the  Pacific  Railroad  and  Manufactures. 

Ancona,  Sydenham  E.— He  was  bora 
in  Warwick,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, November  20,  1824,  and,  removing 
to  Berks  County,  was  for  several  years 
connected  with  the  Reading  Railroail  Com- 
pany. He  was  elected  in  18()0  a  Kepre- 
sentative,  from  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thir- 
ty-seventh Congress,  serving  on  the  Com- 
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mittees  on  the  Militia  and  on  Manufac- 
tures. In  J  862  he  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committees  on  Manufactures 
and  on  the  Militia.  Re-elected  to  the  Thir- 
ty-ninth Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tee on  Military  Aft'airs;  and  he  was  one 
of  the  Kepresentatives  designated  by  the 
House  to  attend  the  funeral  of  General 
Scott  in  18(3t). 

Anderson,    Alexander.— He   was    a 

Senator  in  Congress,  from  the  Knoxville 
District,  Tennessee,  during  the  years  1840 
and  184J,  a  part  of  a  term,  and  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  Militia. 

Anderson,  George  "W. — Born  in  Jef- 
ferson County,  Tennessee,  May  22,  }H[i2; 
received  a  liberal  education ;  adopted  the 
profession  of  law :  settled  in  Missouri  in 
185:^;  in  1854  became  the  editor  of  the 
"North  East  Missourian"  newspaper;  was 
elected  in  ]858  to  the  State  Legishiture, 
after  a  previous  defeat;  in  ]"^()2  he  was 
chosen  a  State  Senator,  remaining  in  that 
capacity  until  18()r),  when  h»'  resigned, 
having  ])revitiusly  been  tdfctt-d  a  Iv'cpre- 
sentative  from  ^lissouri  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Conunittees  on 
Public  Lands  and  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Mileage.  Early  in  18(')I  lie 
organized  a  Home  CJnard,  and  was  clioscn 
Colonel  thereof,  and  was  snlts«M|in'ntly 
commissioned  a  Coloiud  of  Militia,  and 
had  counnaud  of  the  Forty-ninth  ngiment 
of  his  State. 

Anderson,  Hugh  J.— Born  in  l-f.l,  in 
Maine,  and  was  Ch  rk  of  the  Waldo  Coun- 
ty Courts  from  ]^27  to  Ir^'dl,  and  a  Kepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Maine,  Iruin 
1837  to  1841,  and  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Naval  AH'airs.  Uv  was  a  lawyor 
by  profession;  Governor  of  Maine  from 
1844  to  1847  ;  and  Connnissioner  of  Cus- 
toms in  Washington,  from  1853  to  185d. 

Anderson,  Isaac. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  18U3  to  1;:^U7. 

Anderson,  John.— He  was  born  in 
Cumberland,  Maine :  was  a  gradiuite  of 
Bowdoin  College  in  1813;  studied  law  and 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1>1(J;  u  member  of 
the  Maine  Senate  in  1824,  and  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Cum- 
berland County,  Maine,  from  182.">  to  l'^33, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Conunittees  on 
Elections  and  Naval  Atlairs.  lie  was  also 
Mayor  of  Portland  in  1833  and  1842; 
United  States  District  Attorney  from  1833 


to  1837;  and  Collector  of  Customs  at 
Portland  from  1837  to  1841,  and  from  1843 
to  1848.  He  died  August  21,  1853,  aged 
sixty-one  years.  • 

Anderson,  Joseph. — He  was  bom  near 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  November  f), 
1757;  enjoyed  what  was  called  at  the  time 
a  good  education;  studied  law;  was  ap- 
pointed an  ensign  in  the  New  Jersey  line 
in  1775;  was  promoted  to  an  adjutancy; 
as  a  captain  fought  at  the  battle  of  Mon- 
mouth;  he  also  went,  in  177'J,  with  Sulli- 
van against  the  Six  Nations:  in  178(1  lie 
was  at  Valley  Forge;  in  17S1  at  the  siego 
of  York  ;  and  after  tlie  war  he  retired  with 
the  rank  of  brevet  nuijor.  He  practiced 
law  in  Delaware  for  seven  years.  In  l7iH 
was  ajjpointi'd  by  Washington  Judge  of 
the  territory  south  of  the  Ohio  River;  re- 
mained in  that  jM)sition  until  the  tirst  Con- 
stitution of  Tennessee  was  formed,  which 
he  aided  in  forming  in  convention;  and 
he  was  an  inthieiitiat  member  of  the  I'nitetl 
States  Senate,  from  Tennessee,  from  17'J7 
to  1815,  serving  at  all  times  upon  import- 
ant committees,  and  acting  tin  two  oc- 
casions as  President  pro  tempore  of  the 
Senate.  He  was  appointed  in  l-^b')  First 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  whero  he  re- 
main»d  iintil  H:M*.  He  died  in  Washing- 
ton, April  17,  1":{7. 

Anderson,  Joseph  H. — He  was  bom 
in  New  York,  and  was  elected  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  frtim  that  State,  from 
1^43  to  1"'47,  and  was  ChairHum  of  the 
Coinmitteo  on  Agriculture,  an<l  a  member 
of  the  Coiiunittee  on  Exp«uditures  in  the 
Treasury  Department. 

Anderson,  Josiah  M.— He  wa.H  born 
in  Temiessee.  and  was  .-l.-.-ted  a  K'epresent- 
ative  in  Congress,  t'lom  the  Tliird  District 
in  that  State,  from  I"'!'.)  to  I-«.V2,  and  was 
a  mend)er  of  the  Conuiiitti-e  on  Private 
Land  Claims.  He  was  al.so  a  Delegate  to 
the  Peace  Congress  of  I8(jl. 

Anderson,  J.  P. — He  was  bom  in  Ten- 
nessee, and  was  elected  a  Delegate  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  Congress  from  the  Territory 
of  Washington. 

Anderson,  Lucien. — Was  born  in 
Maytield,  Kentucky,  in  June,  l'-24 ;  r-- 
ceived  a  good  English  education;  ad«ipteil 
the  profession  of  the  law ;  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  18.")2;  and  served  for 
two  terms  as  a  member  of  the  Kentucky 
Legislature.  In  lr'()3  he  was  elected  a 
Representative  from  Kentucky  to  the  'i'hir- 
ty-eighth  Congress,  serving  as  a  member 
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of  the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. Durinoj  the  mouth  of  Noveuiber,  ld6:i, 
he  %vas  takeu  prisouer  bj  a  party  of  "  Cou- 
federates,"  am]  retained  in  custody  until 
just  before  tlie  meetiuf!:  of  Coug'ress,  when 
he  was  exchanfjed.  lie  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  Baltimore  Couveution  of  18G4,  and  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  Idoo. 

Anderson,  Richard  C,  Jr. — Born  in 

Jetlersou  Couuty,  Kentucky ;  was  elected 
a  Kepresentative  in  Cougress,  froui  Ken- 
tucky, froui  ]817  to  1821,  and  Avas  Chair- 
man of  the  Counnittee  on  Public  Lands 
during^  the  Sixteenth  Conp^ress.  In  1823  he 
was  ajipoiuted  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to 
Colombia,  and  in  182(5  Envoy  Extraordina- 
ry to  Panama ;  but  died  November  C,  182G. 

Anderson,  Samuel.— Bom  in  1774,  in 

Pennsylvania.  He  served  repeatedly  in 
the  Legislature  of  that  State ;  was  Speaker 
of  its  House  during  two  sessions ;  and 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1827  to  1829,  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  Boun- 
dary Line  of  Missouri.  He  died  in  Chester, 
Pennsylvania,  January  17,  1850. 

Anderson,  Simeon  H.— Born  in  Gar- 
rard County,  Kentucky,  March  2,  1832; 
studied  law  and  practiced  with  success  ; 
sei"V'ed  frequently  in  the  Kentucky  Legis- 
lature; was  elected  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress  from  the  Fifth  Congressional 
District  of  Kentucky,  from  1839  to  1841, 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads.  He  died 
at  his  residence  near  Lancaster,  Kentucky, 
August  11,  1840,  before  tlie  expiration  of 
his  term  of  service.  He  had  the  reputation 
of  being  a  remarkably  industrious,  useful, 
and  amiable  man. 

Anderson,  Thos.  L. — Born  in  Greene 
County,  Kentucky,  December  8, 1808.  He 
was  self-educated,  and  removed  to  Mis- 
souri in  1830,  where  he  commenced  the 
practice  of  law  at  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  that 
State  in  1840;  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1844,  1848,  1852,  and  1856 ;  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention  for  remodelling  the 
State  Constitution  in  1845,  and  was  elected 
a  Representative  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Invalid  Pensions.  He  was  re  elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Clahus. 

Anderson,  William. — Born  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  17G3,  and  served 
throughout  the  Revolutionary  War  with 


credit,  taking  a  prominent  part  at  the  siege 
of  Yurktown.  After  the  war  he  returned 
to  Delaware  County,  Pennsylvauiu,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1809  to  1^15,  !in<l  from 
1817  to  1819.  Hi'  was  afterwanls  a  .Iiidgo 
of  Delaware  County  Court,  and  a  Custom- 
house otficer  at  Chester,  in  that  couuty, 
where  he  died,  December  13,  1829. 

Anderson,  William  C. — Born  in  Lan- 
caster, Garrard  County,  Kentucky,  De- 
cember C,  1821);  educated  at  tin"  College 
of  Danville ;  adopted  the  ])rofe.ssion  of 
law ;  served  in  the  Kentucky  Legislature 
in  1851  and  1853;  was  a  I'residcntial 
Elector  in  1856;  and  in  1859  was  elected 
a  Representative,  from  Kentucky,  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Conunittee  on  the  District  of 
Columbia.  Died  at  Frankfort,  Kentucky, 
December  23,  1861. 

Andrews,  Charles. — Born  in  Paris, 
Maine,  in  1814;  studied  law,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1837;  Avas  Clerk  of 
the  County  Court  of  Oxford  County  ;  was 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  from 
1839  to  1843,  a  portion  of  the  time  Speaker 
of  the  House;  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Maine,  from  1851  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Paris 
Hill,  Maine,  April  30,  1852. 

Andrews,  George  R. — He  was  b<tru 
in  New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  the  Fourteenth  Congres- 
sional District  in  that  State,  from  1849  to 
1851,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Elections. 

Andre^vs,  John  T. — He  was  bom  in 
New  York,  and  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  trom  l'-'37 
to  1839,  serving  as  a  member  of  tht;  Com- 
mittee on  Expenditures  in  the  State  De- 
partment. 

Andrews,  Landaff  W. — Bom  in  Flem- 
ing County,  Kentucky,  February  12,  lM'3; 
graduated  at  Transylvania  University  in 
1824;  and  counnenced  the  practice  of  law 
in  1826,  in  which  profession  he  has  since 
been  actively  engaged.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Kentucky  Legislature  in  1834,  and 
in  1838  Avas  elected  a  Rei>resentative  in 
Congress,  serving  from  1839  to  1^43,  and 
acted  on  the  Committees  on  Revolutionary 
Pensions  and  Accounts.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Kentucky  Senate. 

Andrews,  Samuel  G. — He  was  born 
in  Derby,  New  Haven  Couuty,  Connecti- 
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cut,  October  IG,  1799;  received  au  academi- 
cal education,  and  removed  with  his  father 
to  Rochester,  New  York,  in  1816.  He  was 
occupied  chiefly  in  mercantile  and  manu- 
facturing pursuits ;  was  for  several  years 
Mayor  of  Rochester  ;  was  a  member  of  the 
New  York  Lejjislature  in  1831  and  1832, 
from  Monroe  County,  New  York ;  Clerk  of 
the  Monroe  County  Court;  Secretary  of 
the  State  Senate  of  New  York  for  four 
years ;  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Dernier  Re- 
sort for  four  years  ;  and  was  Postmaster  of 
Rochester.  He  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Coumiittee  on  Roads  and  Canals.  Died  in 
Rochester,  New  York,  in  18G3. 

Andrews,  Sherlock  J.— Bom  in  Wal- 
liugford,  Connecticut,  in  1801;  graduated 
at  Union  College,  settled  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  18'25,  and  practiced  law ;  was 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  that 
State,  and  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  1841  to  184:i,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Committtec  on  Com- 
merce. 

Angel,  William  G. — lit-  was  n  native 
of  Newshori'liam,  Rhodt*  Island  ;  was  elect- 
ed a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  IJur- 
lington,  Otsego  County,  New  York,  from 
1825  to  1*^27,  and  again  tVoni  l.''2*.»  to  \r*'M\, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Indian  Atl'airs  and  on  Territories. 

Anthony,  Henry  B. — He  was  born  in 
Coventry,  KIi.mU-  Island,  April  1,  HI."),  of 
Quaker  ancestry ;  graduated  at  Hrown 
University  in  1833,  and  in  I8:i8  he  assumed 
the  editorial  charge  of  the  Providence  Jour- 
nal, wliich  he  retained  untd  calle«l  Ut  a 
seat  in  the  United  States  Senate.  He  was 
elected  Governor  of  Rhode  Island  in  1>49, 
re-elected  in  18.'>t>,  and  declined  a  re-election. 
He  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
Rhode  Island  for  the  term  conniiencing  in 
18o9  and  ending  in  IHuk  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Cojiimittee  on  Printing;  and 
he  was  re-elected  to  the  Senate  for  the  tenn 
ending  in  1871,  again  serving  at  the  head 
of  the  Printing  Committee  and  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Comnnttees  on  Claims,  Naval 
Aft'airs,  and  Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  National 
Committee  appointed  to  accompany  the 
remains  of  President  Lincoln  to  Illinois; 
and  was  one  of  the  Senators  designated  by 
the  Senate  to  attend  the  funeral  of  General 
Scott  in  18GG. 

Anthony,  Joseph  B.— Bora  in  Penn- 
sylvania; was  elected  a  Representative  in 


Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1833  to 
1838,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Territories  and  Military  Affairs. 
He  died  at  Williamsport,  Pennsylvania, 
January  17,  1851. 

Appleton,  John.— Bora  in  Beverly, 
Massachusetts,  February  11,  1815;  gradu- 
ated at  Bowdoin  College,  Maine,  in  1 834  ; 
was  admitted  to  practice  law  at  Portland, 
Maine,  in  \^M.  In  the  wint«-rof  1^^38-'3D 
he  became  editor  of  a  Democratic  news- 
paper in  that  city,  (The  Eastern  Argus, ) 
and  continued  to  be  its  editor  for  the  next 
four  or  five  years,  during  a  part  of  which 
time  he  was  also  Register  of  Probate  for 
the  County  of  Cumberland.  In  b-'45  lio 
accepted  an  invitation  from  Mr.  Bancn)ft, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  become  C'hief 
Clerk  of  the  Navy  Department ;  siibse- 
(lueiitly  he  siieeeeded  >lr.  Trist  as  Chi«>f 
Clerk  of  the  State  Department,  which  was 
then  presided  over  by  Mr.  Buchanan.  lu 
IH48  liewas  appointed,  by  President  Polk, 
Charge  d'Atfaires  of  the'  United  States  to 
Bt)Iivia.  On  his  return  from  that  mission, 
which  he  resigned  after  the  election  of 
(ieueral  Taylor,  he  resumed  the  praetice  of 
law  at  Portland,  in  partuership  with  Na- 
than Clifford,  now  one  of  the  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  I'nited  States ;  but 
st»ou  afterwards,  iu  September,  K>0,  ho 
was  elected.  iVoin  the  Porthmd  District,  a 
member  of  the  Thirty-seeond  Congress. 
In  1?^55  he  joined  Mr.  Buchanan,  at  Lon- 
don, as  Secretary  of  Legation,  but  returned 
home  in  time  for  the  Pn-sideiitial  caiivims 
of  1"'^}.  In  \r^^>7,  having  been  obliged 
from  ill  health  to  decline  the  j)osition  to 
which  he  had  be'en  invited,  of  edit<ir  of  tho 
"Washington  Union,"  he  was  appointed, 
by  President  Buchanan,  Assistant  Secretary 
of  State.  In  May,  i-GU,  he  was  aopointed 
Minister  to  Russia.  He  died,  in  Portland, 
Maine,  August  22,  18G4. 

Appleton,  Nathan. — Born  at  New  Ips- 
wieli.  Niw  liainjisliire.  October  •"»,  I77'J. 
He  enten  d  Dartmouth  College  in  1794,  but 
left  his  studies  there,  after  being  invited  by 
his  brother  to  join  him  in  the  mercantile 
biLsiness  in  Boston.  He  became  interested 
in  the  cotton  manufactnre,  and  iu  li^Jl  wjw 
one  of  the  three  original  founders  of  Lowell. 
He  was  at  dillerent  periods  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  and  from 
1831  to  183:i,  and  again  in  1?^42,  w  a.s  elected 
a  Representative  of  that  State  in  Congress, 
serving  on  important  committees ;  but  soon 
resigned  his  seat,  and  has  since  lak«'n  no 
part  iu  public  atVairs.  He  }»ublished  pam- 
phlets and  essays  on  Currency,  Banking, 
and  the  TaritiF.     He  died  iu  Boston,  July 
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14,  1861.     A  memoir  of  his  life  was  pub- 
lished by  Robert  C.  Wiuthrop. 

Appleton,  William. — Born  in  Brook- 
field,  Massachusetts,  November,  1786,  and 
was  educated  for  mercantile  pursuits,  in 
which  he  was  engaged  extensively  and 
successfully  for  more  than  Irfty  years.  He 
ever  took  a  prominent  part  in  various 
pubUc  enterprises  and  benevolent  objects ; 
gave  much  attention  to  banking  and  finan- 
cial operations,  and  was  for  some  years, 
and  until  the  close  of  the  institution,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Branch  Bank  of  the  United 
States  in  Boston.  In  1850  he  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, and  re-elected  in  1852.  He  was 
also  elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, but  died  in  February,  1862,  in  Boston. 

Archer,  John. — He  was  born  in  Har- 
ford County,  Marjiand,  in  1741,  and 
graduated  at  Nassau  Hall  in  1760.  He 
studied  divinity,  but,  on  account  of  a  throat 
affection,  turned  his  attention  to  medicine, 
and  went  through  a  course  of  study  at  the 
Philadelphia  Medical  College,  having  re- 
ceived the  first  medical  diploma  ever  issued 
in  the  New  World.  At  the  commencement 
of  the  Revolution  he  had  command  of  a 
military  company  ;  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature;  and  after  the  war  he 
practised  his  profession ;  was  a  Presiden- 
tial Elector  in  1797  ;  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress  from  Maryland,  from  1801  to 
1807;  and  died  in  1810.  As  a  medical  man 
he  commanded  great  influence,  and  several 
discoveries  were  made  by  him,  which  have 
been  adopted  by  the  profession. 

Archer,  Stephenson.— He  was  born 
in  Haiiord  County,  Maryland ;  graduated 
at  Princeton  College  in  1 805  ;  Avas  a  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals;  and  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1811  to  1817,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  in  Mississippi  Territory. 
He  was  chosen  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress again,  from  1819  to  1821,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Af- 
fairs. 

Archer,  "William  S. — Born  in  Amelia 
County,  Virginia,  March  5,  1789.  He 
came  of  a  Welsh  family,  a  number  of  whom 
acquitted  themselves  with  honor  in  the  revo- 
lutionary war.  He  obtained  the  rudiments 
of  his  education  at  the  best  grammar 
schools  of  the  day;  graduated  at  the  College 
of  William  and  Mary;  and  studied  laAv.  In 
1812  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature, 
where  he  served,  excepting  one  year,  until 
1819.    In  1820  he  was  elected  a  Represent- 


ative in  Congress  from  Virginia,  where  he 
remained  until  1835,  taking  an  active  part 
in  all  matters  of  national  imjiortanco,  and 
exerting  a  paramount  influence,  especially 
as  Chairman  of  the  Conmiittee  on  Forei<!?n 
Relations,  and  member  of  the  ('oimiilttco 
on  the  Missouri  Compromise.  In  I  "^41  lio 
was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate, 
where  he  remained  until  1847,  having, 
from  the  start,  been  placed  at  the  head  of 
the  Committe<;  on  Foreign  Relations  in 
that  body.  By  his  public  acts,  lie  com- 
manded the  respect  of  the  country  ;  and  by 
the  charms  of  his  private  character,  won 
the  friendship  of  many  of  the  leading  men 
of  his  day.  On  his  retirement  from  public 
life,  he  devoted  himself  to  the  imprnvt-nifnt 
of  his  paternal  estate  ;  and  died  March  2"', 
1855,  of  neuralgia,  with  which  he  had  been 
afflicted  for  twenty  years. 

Armstrong,  James. — A  native  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  distinguished  himself  in  the  In- 
dian wars,  and  Avas  consulted  by  the  pro- 
prietors of  Pennsylvania  on  all  matters 
connected  with  Indian  affairs.  In  1776, 
Congress  promoted  him  from  the  rank  of 
Colonel  to  that  of  Brigadier  General,  and 
he  assisted  in  the  defence  of  Fort  Moultrie, 
and  in  the  battle  of  Germantown ;  in  1777 
he  resigned  his  commission  in  conse(|Uenc6 
of  dissatisfaction  as  to  rank.  He  was  sub- 
sequently elected  a  Representative  to  Con- 
gress from  Pennsylvania,  serving  from 
1793  to  1795,  and  sustained  a  number  of 
other  honorable  offices.  He  died  at  Car- 
lisle, Pennsylvania,  March  9,  1795,  a  few 
days  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  in 
Congress.     Was  brother  of  John. 

Armstrong,  John. — He  was  bom  in 
Carlisle,  Peuu.,  November  25,  17.55,  and 
served  as  an  officer  in  the  revolutionary 
war.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  in  ordt-r  to 
obtain  redress  for  the  giievances  sustained 
by  the  officers  of  the  army,  he  prepared  the 
celebrated  "Newburgh  Letters."  He  was 
a  delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  in 
1778  and  1787,  from  Pennsylvania,  where 
hcAvas  made  Secretary  of  State  and  Adju- 
tant General  of  the  State;  and  to  him  was 
intrusted  the  direction  of  the  last  Pennsyl- 
vania war  against  the  Ct»nnecticut  settlers 
of  Wyoming.  Returning  to  New  York,  he 
was  sent  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
serving  from  1800  to  1804,  when  he  re- 
signed. On  the  return  of  Chancellor  Liv- 
ingston from  the  French  embassy,  he  was 
commissioned  Minister  in  his  i)lace  in  I^<»4  ; 
and  was  also  appointed  a  Commissioner 
Plenipotentiary  to  Spain.  Retuniii^g  to  his 
j  OAvn  country,  he  Avas  appointed  a  Brigadier 
General  in  1812 ;  in  1813,  Secretary  of  War, 
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by  President  Madison,  which  position  he 
resigned  in  consequence  of  ditficiilties 
arrowing  out  of  the  capture  of  "NVasliington. 
From  that  time  he  lived  in  retirement  upon 
His  estate  at  Red  Hook,  but  passed  a  few 
years  in  Maryhind.  He  published  a  brief 
history  of  the  last  war  with  England.  He 
died  at  Red  Hook,  New  York,  April  1, 1843. 

Armstrong,  William.— He  was  bom 
in  Lisburn,  Antrim  County,  Ireland,  De- 
cember 2'3,  ITH'i.  He  came  to  this  country 
in  179*^;  had  a  limited  education;  studifd 
law  in  Winchester,  Virginia  ;  devoted  him- 
self to  mercantile  pursuits.  In  J  "^1:5  he 
was  appointed  by  President  Madison  Col- 
lector for  the  Sixth  District  of  Virginia; 
in  1818  and  1819  he  was  a  mt-mber  of  the 
Virginia  House  of  Delegates;  in  1^22  and 
18*23,  a  member  of  the  lioanl  of  Public 
Works;  and  in  1820  and  b-'24  he  was  a 
Presidential  FJector ;  for  many  years  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace ;  one  year  High  Shcritl' 
of  Hampshire  County ;  and  he  was  a  H»'prt'- 
sentative  in  Congress  from  l-'-Jfj  to  \!^'.V.\. 
Since  that  time  he  has  lived  in  rt'tirement 
in  the  pleasant  valley  of  the  South  Branch 
of  the  Potomac. 

Arnold,  Benedict. — Hi'  was  a  member 
of  the  Ass<iiil)ly  of  New  York,  from  Am- 
sterdam, Montgomery  County,  in  l^U\ 
and  J 817,  and  was  a  Representative  jn 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  18*29  to 
1831. 

Arnold,  Isaac  N.— Horn  in  Hardwickc, 
Otsego  Cotuity,  New  York,  in  NuveujU-r, 
18J5;  while  engaged  in  ac<|uiring  an  edu- 
cation he  taught  school,  studied  law,  and 
came  to  the  bar  in  ISlJo;  iu  \f^'M\  lie  re- 
moved to  Chicago,  Illinois  :  iu  ls:rr  he  was 
First  Clerk  ot  the  City  of  Chicago;  in 
1843  he  was  elected  to  the  Illinois  Legisla- 
ture, and  took  an  active  part  in  the  canal 
improvements;  iu  1844  he  was  a  Presiden- 
tial Elector ;  was  for  a  time  attorney  for 
the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal;  and  iu 
18GU  he  was  elected  a  Representative,  trum 
Illinois,  to  the  Thuty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  .Select  Com- 
mittee on  the  Defences  and  Fortiticatious 
of  the  Great  Lakes  and  Riveis.  In  lHr»*2 
be  was  elected  for  another  term  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  ^lanufactures,  and  as  Chair- 
man of  that  on  Roads  and  Canals.  In  May, 
18(35,  he  was  appointed  by  President  Juhu- 
son  Sixth  Auditor  of  the  Treasury. 

Arnold,  Jonathan.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Rhode  Island  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1782  to  1784. 


Arnold,    Lemuel    H. — Bom    in     St. 

Johnsbury,  ^'ermont,  January  '29,  1792, 
and  removed  to  Rhode  Island  at  an  early 
age.  He  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College, 
iu  181 1 ;  was  educated  for  the  bar,  but 
turned  his  attention  to  mercantile  pursuits. 
In  18:?I,  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  re-elected  in  1832;  he  was  a 
member  ot  the  Governor's  Council  dming 
the  Dorr  rebellion  in  l."^42;  was  a  Rejire- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  l.*^4.'>  to  ]s47;

Arnold,  Peleg. — He  was  a  DeU-gate 
from  Rhode  Island  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  1787  and  1788. 

Arnold,  Samuel. — He  Avas  born  in 
Haddain,  Middlesex  County,  Connecticut, 
June  1,  18U(i;  received  his  education  at 
Plaintield  Academy,  in  Connecticut,  and 
Westli»'ld  Academy,  in  Massachu.setts  ;  ha.s 
devoted  the  most  of  his  life  ti»  agricultural 
pursuit.s,  and  to  various  interests  of  com- 
merce; liaving  also  for  many  years  carried 
on  one  of  the  most  extensive  stone  (piarries 
in  the  I'nion.  He  wa.s,  alst>,  for  a  number  ot 
years.  President  of  the  Bank  of  East  Hud- 
dam.  He  served  his  native  county,  in  tlio 
I>-gislature,  during  the  years  IkVj,  1-^42, 
1*^44,  and  IK') I,  and  was  elected  to  the 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  as  a  Repre.sentativo 
from  Connecticut,  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Claims. 

Arnold,  Samuel  G. — Boni  in  Provi- 
dence, lihode  Islund,  April  12,  1^21; 
graduateil  at  Brown  Fniversity  in  1*^4 1  ; 
having  taken  a  year  from  the  cuurso  to 
travel  iu  Europ-  and  the  East ;  sjK'ut  two 
years  in  a  counting-house  iu  Prt»videuce, 
and  again  visited  Europe;  sjunt  two  years 
at  the  Harvard  Law  Sehmd,  and  having 
graduated,  came  to  the  bar  in  l-l-'i;  but 
instead  of  practising,  again  visited  Europe, 
and  also  S)uih  Auu-rica.  In  K>2  he  was 
elected  Lieutenant-(M»vernor  of  Rlio<le  Isl- 
and; iu  K>\}  and  l"^<'»u,  h»-  published  the 
History  of  the  State  of  Kh<Mle  Island,  a 
work  upon  which  he  had  long  been  en- 
gaged; in  18<J1  he  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Peace  Convention,  and  again  chosen  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of  the  State;  and  on  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion,  he  took  the 
field,  for  a  few  weeks,  iu  command  ot  a  bat- 
tery of  artillery,  as  aide-de-camp  to  (iover- 
nor  Sprague.  In  18<>2,  he  was  uguiu  elected 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  Rhode  Island,  and 
wjis  st.>ou  nt"terwards  chosen  Senator  in 
Congress  from  Rhode  Island,  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  J.  F.  Simmon.s,  r«*signed, 
ser\ing  on  the  Committees  on  Commerce 
aud  Claims. 
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Arnold,  Thomas  D. — He  was  elected 
a  Ivt'pre.seiitative  in  Coug-ress,  from  Kuox 
County,  Tennessee,  from  L^31  to  1833, 
and  for  a  second  term,  from  1841  to  1843, 
representing  Greenville  County  ;  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Committees  on  Elections 
and  Claims. 

Arrington,  Arcliibald. — Tie  was  born 
in  North  Carolina,  and  represented  that 
State  in  Congress,  from  18-11  to  1845,  after 
which  he  retired  to  private  life.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Expenditures 
in  the  War  Department. 

Ash,  Michael  W. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1835  to 
1837,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Navat  Aflairs. 

Ashe,  John  Baptiste. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, from  1790  to  1793;  was  elected  Gover- 
nor of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  l.-^Ol ; 
and  died  November  27,  1802.  He  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  in 
1787  and  1788. 

Ashe,  John  B. — He  was  a  son  of  John 
Baptiste,  and  was  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1843  to 

1845,  representing  the  Tenth  District,  and 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Invalid  Pensions  and  Expenditiu"es  in  the 
State  and  Treasury  Departments. 

Ashe,  "William  S. — Born  in  Wilming- 
ton, N\)rth  Carolina,  and  was  the  son  of 
John  Baptiste ;  was  a  lawyer  by  profes- 
sion; served  in  the  State  Legislature  in 

1846,  and  was  re-elected  in  1848 ;  he  Avas 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  1849  to 
1853,  serving  on  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
penditures in  the  State  Department.  Was 
killed  on  a  railroad  near  Wilmington,  in 
1864. 

Ashley,  Chester.— Born  at  Westfield, 
«  Massachusetts,  June  1,  1.90,  but  was  re- 
moved in  infancy  to  Hudson,  New  York, 
where  he  resided  until  he  reached  the  age 
of  twenty-seven.  He  then  went  to  Illinois, 
and  after  practising  law  in  that  State  for 
two  years,  removed  to  the  Territory  of 
Arkansas,  and  established  himself  in  Little 
Rock,  then  a  mere  landing.  He  was  chosen 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Arkansas,  in 
1844,  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee  in  that  body.  He  served  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  Washington 
City,  April  29,  1848. 


Ashley,  Delos  R.— He  received  a  gene- 
ral education  and  studied  law  in  Monroe, 
Michigan ;  went  to  California  in  1849, 
where  he  held  the  office  of  District  Attor- 
ney in  1851,  l.*'T)2,  and  lH5:i;  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  California  Assembly  in  1^54  and 
1^55;  a  State  Senator  in  1*^56  and  1857; 
and  State  Treasurer  in  1862  and  1863. 
Early  in  1864  he  removed  to  Nevada,  and 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  that 
State  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mines 
and  Mining. 

Ashley,    Henry. — He    was    bom     ia 

Cheshire,  New  Hampshire,  and  was  elect- 
ed a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Delaware  and  Greene  counties,  New  York, 
from  1825  to  1827. 

Ashley,  James  M.— Born  in  Pennsyl- 
A'ania,  November  14,  1824;  was  self-edu- 
cated ;  became  an  adventurer  at  the  age  of 
fifteen,  at  one  time  acting  as  clerk  on  the 
store  boats  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi, 
and  then  doing  service  in  a  printing  office. 
He  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  of  Ohio  in  1849 ;  but,  instead  of  prac- 
tising his  profession,  he  went  into  the  busi- 
ness of  boat-building,  and  was  connected 
with  the  press.  He  subse(|uently  settled 
at  Toledo,  and  went  into  the  wholesale 
drug  business,  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  Ohio,  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  mendjer  of  the 
Committee  on  Territories.  Re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  and  made 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Territories, 
and  also  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  of 
Claims,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Territories,  and  under  his  immediate 
supervision  the  Territories  of  Arizona, 
Idaho,  and  Montana  were  organized.  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serv- 
ing again  at  the  head  of  the  Committee 
on  Territories,  and  as  a  member  of  those 
on  Unfinished  Business  and  Mines  and 
Mining. 

Ashley,  "William  H. — Born  in  Pow- 

i  haian  County,  Virginia,  and  emigrated  to 

Missouri,  then  Upper  Louisiana,  in   1808, 

and  settled  near  the  Lead  Mines.     In  1822, 

he  projected  the  scheme  of  tiie  "  Muiuitain 

Expedition,"  by  uniting  the  Indian  trade 

I  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  with  the  hunting 

I  and  trapping  business.     He  enlisted  about 

j  three  hundred  hardy  men  in  the  business, 

and,  after  various  successes  and  reverses, 

I  having  sustained  numerous  losses  by  In- 

I  dian  robbery  and   river  disasters,  he  and 

his  associates  realized  a  handsome  fortune. 
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He  was  the  first  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
Missouri,  after  it  became  a  State,  and  a 
Representative  in  Conj^ress,  from  183]  to 
18:37.  He  died  near  Boonville,  Missouri, 
March  26,  1838. 

Ashmore,  John  D. — Born  in  Green- 
ville District,  South  Carolina,  Au^ist  7, 
1819 ;  served  as  a  merchant's  clerk  for 
several  years,  and  then  taught  school  until 
he  became  of  age ;  studied  law,  but,  in- 
stead of  following  that  profession,  turned 
his  attention  to  agriculture ;  when  quite 
young  tilled  various  otfices  in  the  State 
Militia  ;  was  a  member  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Legislature  in  1^48,  1850,  and  18.y2; 
in  1853,  he  was  elected  Comptroller  Gene- 
ral of  the  State  for  two  years,  and  re- 
elected for  a  second  term ;  and  lie  was 
subsequently  elected  a  Representative  from 
South  Carolina  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress.    Withdrew  in  December,  1:?'GU. 

Ashmun,  Eli  Pease. — He  was  a  dis- 
tinguished lawyer,  and  for  several  years  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  Senate  of  Massachusetts ;  and  was 
elected,  in  181(5,  U)  sncc«-(-d  (icn(_-ral  Var- 
uum  as  Senator  from  that  State,  in  Con- 
gress;  this  otlice  he  resigned  in  I'^H.  Hi' 
died  at  Northampton,  ^^^.ssachus^.•tts,  May 
10,  1819,  agi'd  forty-L-ight. 

Ashmuu,  George. — Bom  in  Brand- 
ford,  Massachusetts,  l)eceinl)er  'Jo,  18U4; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  l'^'J3;  studied 
law  and  settled  in  Springtield  in  1*^'28.  He 
served  in  the  State  Legislature  during  the 
years  1833,  l.^ii.'),  ie3(),  l'-'3^  and  1^1, 
ofHciating  as  Speaker  of  tlie  House  in  thu 
latter  year.  He  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress  from  1845  to  1S'»1,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Conmiittees  on  the  Judi- 
ciary, Indian  Aft'airs,  and  on  Rules.  Since 
that  time  he  has  been  devoted  to  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession.  In  I.8()U  he  was 
elected  President  of  the  Chicago  Conven- 
tion, convened  to  nominate  a  President 
and  Vice-President,  and  was  subequeutly 
appointed  a  Director  of  the  Union  I'acitic 
Railroad. 

Atchison,   David  R.— He  was   bom 

in  Frogtown,  Fayette  County,  Kentucky, 
August  11,  1807;  was  educated  tor  tlie 
bar;  and  removed  to  Missouri  in  l-iKi. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  that 
State  in  1834  and  1838.  in  l."^4l  he  was 
appointed  Judge  of  the  I*latte  County 
Circuit  Court;  and  during  the  year  1^43 
was  appointed  a  Senator  in  Congress,  to 
which  position  he  was  twice  elected,  serv- 
ing until  1855,  frequently  at  the  head  of 


important  committees,  and  for  several  ses- 
sions as  President  pro  tempore  of  the 
Senate.  He  was  subsequently  devoted  to 
agricultural  pursuits. 

Atherton,  Charles  G. — He  was  bora 
in  Hillsborough  County,  New  Hampshire, 
July  4,  1804 ;  graduated  at  Cambridge  in 
1822;  studied  law,  but  engaged  in  politics 
when  quite  young.  He  was  for  many 
years  in  the  Legislature  of  New  Hami)- 
shire,  and  for  three  years  Speaker  of  the 
House.  He  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress from  1837  to  184:1;  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  1843  to  l.'-'"49;  and  in  Novem- 
ber, 1852,  he  was  re-elected  a  Senator  to 
till  a  vacancy,  and  died  of  apoplexy  in 
Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  N'«»vember 
15,  185:}.  He  was  Chairman,  in  the  Senate, 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Atherton,  Charles  H. — He  was  born 
in  Amherst,  New  Hniiipshire,  August  14, 
177:{,  and  gradiuited  at  Harvard  College 
in  1794.  He  hi;Id  the  otlice  of  Register  of 
Piobate  from  179"<  to  1'<U7;  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative  in  Congress  from  1HJ5  to  I"*I7; 
and  sto«>d  at  the  head  of  the  bar  in  Hills- 
b»>rougli  County  for  many  years.  Ho  died 
in  Aumerst,  January  8,  i-53. 

AtkiuB,  John  D.  C. — He  was  born  in 
Henry  Cnunty,  'li  nnessee,  on  the  4th  of 
June,  ]"^-J5;  gradtuited  at  the  I'niversity 
of  East  Tennessee  in  I84t);  was  elected  to 
the  lower  branch  of  the  Legislature  iu 
l.-'49  and  K>1  ;  was  elected  to  tlie  State 
.Senate  in  1  "".'►.'»;  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
iu  I'^od;  and  was  elected  a  Repre.seutative 
iu  Congress,  from  Teunes.see,  iu  1857,  and 
was  a  uieuiber  of  the  Committee  on  Post 
Offices  and  I'ost  Roa'ls. 

Atkinson,  Archibald. — Bom  in  Islo 
of  Wight  Couutv,  Virj^initt.  S-ptetnber  13, 
17lhi.  He  lett  seliool  jit  the  age  of  eighteen, 
and  entered  tlie  otlice  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court,  and  performed  the  duties 
of  copyist,  devoting  his  leisure  time  to  tlie 
study  of  law,  whicli  he  comjileted  at  the 
Law  .School  of  William  and  Mary  College. 
Iu  1813  he  joined  the  troops  at  Norfolk,  as 
ensign  of  a  volunteer  company,  w  hich  was 
attached  to  the  •J9th  Regiuient,  and  was  at 
battle  of  Craney  Island.  Fpon  leaving 
the  army  he  commenced  the  practice  of 
law  iu  Smithtield,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  from  1815  to  l"fl7, 
and  also  of  the  House  of  Delegates  and 
State  Senate  for  several  years.  In  1*^43 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Virginia,  and  served  until 
1848,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
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tees  on  Xaval  Affairs  and  Commerce.  He 
was  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  his  county 
twenty  years,  Mayor  of  Smithfiekl,  and  a 
magistrate. 

Atlee,  Samuel. — Was  a  Delcp^ate,  from 
Poniisylvanifi,  to  the  Continental  Congress, 
from  1778  to  17 &2. 

Austin.  Archibald.— He  was  a  Rcpre- 
sontative  in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1617  to  1819. 

Averett,  Thomas  H. — He  was  born 
in  Virginia ;  was  a  resident  of  Halifax 
Count}^  and  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  trom  the  Third  District  in  that 
State,  from  1849  to  14^5:^,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committees  on  Invalid  Pensions, 
and  on  Kevisal,  and  Untinished  Business. 

Avery,  Daniel. — Ho  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Hamilton 
County,  New  York,  from  1811  to  1815, 
and  from  Cayuga  County,  from  1816  to 
1817. 

Avery,  William  T.— Born  in  Maury 
County,  Tennessee,  November  11,  1819, 
and  was  very  early  in  life  thrown  upon  his 
own  resources  for  education  and  support ; 
he  is  a  lawyer  by  profession ;  and  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Tennessee  in 
1843.  He  held  several  creditable  .posi- 
tions in  his  native  State,  and  Avas  chosen 
a  Representative  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Expenditures  in  the  State  De- 
partment, and  on  Private  Land  Claims. 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Private  Land 
Claims. 

Aycrigg,  John  B. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from 
1837  to  1839,  and  again  from  1841  to  1843, 
and  v,-as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Expenditures  in  the  Treasury  Department, 
and  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library, 
and  on  Invalid  Pensions.  In  1844  he  was 
also  a  Presidential  Elector  ;  and  he  was  a 
candidate  for  election  to  the  Twenty-sixth 
Congress,  and  although  he  came  Avith  the 
"  Broad  Seal"  of  New  Jersey,  he  was  not 
admitted. 

Babbitt,  Elijah. — Born  in  Providence. 
Rhode  Island,  in  1796 ;  received  a  com- 
mon school  and  academic  education,  in  the 
States  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania ; 
studied  law  in  the  latter  State,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1824 ;  was  Prose- 


cuting Attorney  for  the  State  in  1833 ; 
served  in  the  State  Legislature  in  ]83() 
and  1S37;  was  a  State  Senator  in  1844 
and  l'-'4.');  anrl  was  elected  a  Re{)reseiitu- 
tivL',  from  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a  memlier  of 
the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions. 
Re-elected  to  the  Tiiirty-seventh  Congress. 

Babcock,  Alfred. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Coiigri'ss,  from  New  York, 
from  1841  to  ]"^43,  serving  on  the  Conuuit- 
tee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions. 

Babcock,  Leander. — He  was  born  in 

New  York,  and  was  a   Rr;pre-entative  in 

Congress,  from  that  State,  from  \rib]  to 
1853. 

Babcock,  William. — He  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentativii  in  Congress,  from  Ni.'w  York, 
from  1831  to  1833,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Accounts. 

Bacon,  Ezekiel. — He  was  born  in 
Stocko ridge,  Massachusetts,  in  1776;  gra- 
duated at  Yale  College  in  1804;  the  son  of 
John  Bacon ;  Avas  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature  in  18U5  and  18U6  ;  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 
the  Western  District  of  Massachus'etts,  in 
1813;  First  Comptroller  of  the  United 
States  Treasury  from  1813  to  1815;  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  1807  to  1813. 

Bacon,  John. — He  Avas  born  in  Canter- 
bury, Connecticut,  in  1737  ;  graduated  at 
the  College  of  New  Jersey  in  1765;  studied 
theology,  and,  after  preaching  for  a  time 
in  Maryland,  removed  to  Massachusetts, 
and  settled  in  Boston.  Owing  to  some 
difficulties  Avith  his  congregation,  he  relin- 
quished the  ministry,  and  subsequt^utly 
held  the  positions  of  magistrate.  Repre- 
sentative in  the  State  Legislature,  Presid- 
ing Judge  of  the  Court  of  Conunon  Pleas, 
a  member  and  President  of  the  State 
Senate,  and  that  of  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  from  18(»1  to 
18U3.  He  died  in  Berkshire  County,  Octo- 
ber 25,  18-2U. 

Badger,  George  E. — Born  in  the  town 
of  Newbern,  N(»rth  Carolina,  in  1795.  Ho 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1>13;  studied 
and  practiced  law ;  and  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature  in  1816.  In  182(i  he  Avas 
elected  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
Avhich  he  resigued  in  1825;  he  Avas  ap- 
pointed Secretary  of  the  NaA-y  by  Presi- 
dent Harrison  in  1841 ;  and  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress  in  1846,  and  re-elected 
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in  1849  for  a  term  of  six  years,  serving;  on 
the  Committees  on  Military  and  Naval 
Affairs.  He  was  subsequently  wholly  de- 
voted to  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
visitinf^  Washington  occasionally  to  argue 
cases  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  Died  at  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
May  11,  1866. 

Badger,  Luther. — Born  in  Partridge- 
field,  lierkshire  County,  Massachusetts, 
April  ](),  J7H5,  but  his  father  removed 
to  Broome  County,  Nevv  York,  in  1780. 
Having  made  sufticient  acquaintance  in 
tiie  common  branches  of  an  English  edu- 
cation, he  entered  Hamilton  College  at  the 
age  of  nineteen,  and  spent  two  years 
tlun-e.  In  1807  he  commenced  the  study 
of  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1812,  and  continued  to  practice  liis  pro- 
fession until  1824,  wlien  he  was  elected  a 
Kepresentative  to  the  Niueteentli  Congress. 
He  had  been  engaged  in  military  services 
in  his  State,  and  in  JHli.)  was  appointed, 
by  Governor  Clinton,  Judge  Advocate  for 
the  27th  Jirigade  of  InfautM-  of  New  York 
State,  which  utiice  he  held  for  eight  years. 
In  l!^:i'2  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law, 
and  in  1840  was  appointed  Examiner  in 
Chancery  and  Commissioner  of  Tuitt'd 
States  Loans,  which  otbce  he  held  for 
three  years.  From  l''4t>  to  l-'4i*  he  was 
United  States  District  Attornev  tor  New 
York. 

Baer,  George. — He  was  a  R.'prosenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
17'J7  to  1801,  and  again  from  1815  to  1817. 

Bagby,  Arthur  P.— He  was  b.)rn   in 

A'iioiiiia.  in  IT'tJ;  was  liberally  educated  : 
adojited  the  profession  of  law,  and  sellled 
in  Alabama  in  J818;  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  in  ]>"20  and  I'T'^'J, 
and  was  Speaker  of  the  Hou>e  ;  was  Gov- 
ernor of  Alabama  from  ]"^;>7  to  1S4:{ ;  and 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  tliat  ."^tate, 
from  1842  to  184l>.  His  last  puMic  jtosi- 
'  tion  was  that  of  Minister  to  Kns<ia,  to 
which  he  was  appointed  iu  If>'48.  He  died 
of  yellow  fever,  at  Mobile,  September  21, 
1858.  I 

Bailey,    David   J.— He   was    born    in  ' 
Georgia,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  iu  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1855. 

Bailey,  Goldsmith  F.— Born  in  West- 
moreland, New  Hampshire,  July  17,  l82;i; 
finished  his  schooling  at  the  age  of  six- 
teen ;  became  a  printer  and  edited  a  conn- 
try  paper;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted 
to  tlio  bar  iu  1848 ;  in  1856  he  was  elected 


to  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts ;  in 
1858  and  18(30  to  the  Senate  of  the  State; 
and  was  elected  a  Kepresentative,  from 
Massachusetts,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress. His  health  was  impaired  when  he 
took  his  seat  in  Congress,  and  he  died  at 
Fitchburg,  Massachusetts,  May  8,  18ti2. 

Bailey,  Jeremiah.— He  was  born  at 
Little  Compton,  Kliode  Island;  graduate<l 
at  Brown  L'uiversity,  and  studied  law. 
He  was  a  member  of  tlio  Maine  Legisla- 
ture from  l*']]  to  I'^U;  a  .Judge  of  Pro- 
bate from  1814  to  b"^:{5 ;  and  a  Kepresenta- 
tive in  Congress,  frmn  l/mcoln  County, 
Maine,  from  18:5.5  to  1S.'{7,  serving  on  the 
Connnittees  on  Agriculturi'  and  Expendi- 
tures in  the  Tost  Ottti-e  Department.  He 
was  also  Collector  of  Customs  at  Wiscas- 
set,  from  l."^4'J  to  1853;  and  died  iu  July 
of  that  year. 

Bailey,  John.— He  was   born  in  Nor- 
folk County,  .Mus.siichnsetis  ;   was  a  niem- 
ber  of  the  Ma.S".achuselts  i^egisiature  tVom 
HI5  to  1818;  a  clerk   in   the  D.p^rtment 
of  State   for  a  year;    a   State  .Scmitor  in 
j   18:{1   and   I8.{4;    and  a  Kepresentative  in 
:  Congress,  from  Ma.ssachusetts,  frtun   l&iA 
I  to    l-^:;!,    .serving   on   the   Comn.itte»'H   on 
'  Public  Expenditure.-^  nnd  Expendiiuu-s  iu 
the  State  Department;   and  ditil  at   Dor- 
chester, Massachusetts,  June  2t;,  I*' !5. 

Bailey,  Theodorua.— He  was  liorn  in 
1752;  was  a  K>pie>.rntative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  fiom  17'J;{  to  17'.>7.  and 
again  from  17UU  to  l!*n'.i;  and  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  1H03  to  1h(i4,  when  he  re- 
signed, and  wjw  appointed  Postmaster  of 
New  York  City.      He  died  .*^eptembor  (.», 

Baily,  Joseph. — He  was  born  on  tlie 
Brandywine  battle-grouml,  Chester  Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania,  Marcli  18,  HIO;  re- 
ceived a  limited  educatii»n  throngh  his  own 
exertions,  on  account  of  the  moHerate  cir- 
cunLStanceri  of  his  father.  an<l  was  early 
apprenticed  to  a  mechanical  branch  of 
liusiness,  which  was  his  tirst  step  to  enji- 
nent  success.  From  HiPJ  to  1^45  he  n-pre- 
seuted  his  native  county  in  both  branches 
of  tlie  Legislature,  and  from  K>i»  to  l-'.Vl 
represented  Perry  County,  in  the  Sfat» 
Stnite.  In  1854  ho  wiw  Treasurer  of  the 
State  of  Penn.sylvania,  atid  in  l"MjO  was 
elected  a  I{epre.sentative  from  PenJisylva- 
nia  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committees  on  Agrictilture  auil 
Printing.  He  wa.s  also  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty -eighth  Congress,  serving  on  th.' 
same  Committees;  and  he  was  one  of  th* 
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twelve  Democrats  in  Conp:ress  wlio  voted 
for  the  Constitutional  Anienilinent  abolish- 
ing slavery. 

Baker,  Caleb. — He  was  born  in  Provi- 
clenc-e,  Ivhode  Island;  served  four  years  in 
the  New  York  Assembly ;  and  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1S19  to  1821. 

Baker,  David  J. — He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Illinois,  from  1830  to  1831. 

Baker,  Ed-ward  D. — "Was  born  in  Eng- 
land, brought  to  this  country  when  a  child, 
and  was  early  left  an  orphan  in  Philadel- 
phia. His  lather  was  a  w^eaver,  and  when 
a  boy  he  worked  at  that  business  himself. 
He  obtained  an  education  under  many  dif- 
ficulties ;  first  studied  for  the  ministry,  but 
soon  turned  his  attention  to  the  law,  be- 
comiug  famous  as  an  advocate  in  Illinois, 
to  which  State  he  emigrated  in  his  nine- 
teenth year.  After  serving  in  the  Illinois 
Legislature  for  two  years,  he  resigned ; 
and,  in  ]846,  went  to  Mexico  as  a  colonel 
of  volunteers,  acquitting  himself  with 
credit  at  Cerro  Gordo.  He  was  a  Eepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Illinois,  from 
1849  to  185]  ;  after  which,  he  took  an  ac- 
tive part  in  the  building  of  the  Panama 
Railroad ;  in  1852  he  settled  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, devoting  himself  to  his  profession ; 
he  subsequently  removed  to  Oregon,  which 
State  he  represented  as  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, taking  his  seat  in  March,  1861.  At 
the  outbreak  of  the  Rebellion,  in  1861,  he 
raised  a  body  of  men  in  Philadelphia,  called 
the  California  Regiment,  and  while  gal- 
lantly leading  them  in  battle  at  Leesburg, 
Virginia,  against  a  superior  force,  he  was 
shot  from  his  horse  and  killed,  October  21, 
1861. 

Baker,  Ezra. — He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  jS'ew  Jersey,  from  1815 
to  1«17. 

Baker,  John. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1811 
to  1813.  He  was  a  lawyer,  and  died  in 
Shepherdstown,  Virginia,  August  18, 1823. 

Baker,  Jehu. — He  was  born  in  Fayette 
County,  Kentucky,  November  4,  1822 ; 
received  a  good  education,  studied  law  and 
adopted  it  as  a  profession,  and  was  elected 
a  Representative  from  Illinois  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  Private  Land  Claims  and  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the 
Post  Ofdce  Department,  and  on  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Civil  Service. 


Baker,  Osmyn. — He  was  born  in  Am- 
herst, Massachusetts,  May  IS,  IHKI;  gradu- 
ated at  Vale  Ci.iiege  in  1822;  ad(.pt.'d  the 
l)rofession  of  law;  and  was  a  Iv<'i)resenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  his  native  State, 
from  1839  to  1H45.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  in  ]'^'.V.\ 
and  1834;  State  Councillor  in  ]>53  auil 
1854. 

Baker,  Stephen.— He  was  l)orn  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  August  12,  1-^19;  at  an 
early  age  engaged  in  mercantile  ]»ursuits, 
from  which  he  retired,  in  J'''49,  to  a  country 
seat  in  Duchess  County,  New  York  ;  and 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  New 
York  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Conmiittees  on  Roads  and  Ca- 
nals and  on  Patents. 

Baldwin,  Abraham.— Was  a  tiative 
of  Connecticut,  and  a  graduate  of  Yale 
College  in  1772,  and  from  1775  to  1779  he 
was  a  tutor  in  that  institution.  Having 
studied  law,  he  settled  in  Savannah,  Geor- 
gia, and  soon  after  his  arrival  there  lie  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Legislature.  He 
originated  the  plan  of  the  University  of 
Georgia,  drew  itp  the  charter,  and  persuaded 
the  Assembly  to  adopt  it,  and  was  for  some 
time  its  President.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Continental  Congress  from  1785  to 
1788,  and  a  member  of  the  Convention 
which  framed  the  Constitution  of  the  I'nited 
States,  which  he  dul}^  signed.  From  1789 
to  1799  he  Avas  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress from  Georgia,  and  from  1799  to  1807 
he  was  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Senate,  part  of  the  time  President  pro  tern. 
of  the  Senate.  He  died  March  4,  18U7, 
aged  fifty-three  years. 

Baldwin,  Aiigiistus  C. — "Was  born  in 
Salina,  New  York,  December  24,  1817;  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education,  anil 
having  lost  his  father  when  young,  became 
dependent  upon  his  own  efforts  for  sup])ort ; 
in  1837  he  emigrated  to  Michigan  and  set- 
tled in  Oakland  County  ;  studied  law,  and 
at  the  same  time  taught  school,  and  came 
to  the  bar  in  1842.  In  1844  and  1^46  he 
was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  : 
in  1853  and  1854  was  Prosecuting  Attorney 
for  his  adopted  county;  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  Charleston  and  Baltiniove  Conventions 
of  1860;  and  in  1862  he  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Michigan,  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Agriculture  and  Expendi- 
tures in  the  Interior  Department.  ^Vas  a 
Delegate  to  the  Chicago  Convention  in 
1864. 
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Bald-win,  Henry. — He  was  bom  in 
New  Haveu,  Connecticut,  in  1779;  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  in  1797 ;  and  was  a 
Repre^^entative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  1817  to  Ic^'^i'^,  when  he  resigned. 
He  was  a  distinguished  lawyer,  and  was 
for  many  years  Associate  Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States.  He  died 
in  Philadelphia,  April  '21,  lc!44. 

Baldwin,  John.— He  was  bom  in 
"VYindham,  Connecticut ;  and  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
*1825  to  1829,  serving  on  one  standing  and 
one  select  committee. 

Bald-win,  John  D. — ^Yas  born  in  North 
Stonington,  Connecticut,  Siptember  *2."^, 
]8U»;  graduated  at  Vale  Colligr,  receiving 
the  degree  of  A.  M.  ;  read  law,   but  never 

f)racticed;  went  through  a  course  <»f  theo- 
ogical  studies,  devoted  himself  to  literaiy 
pursuits,  and  imblished  a  volume  entitled 
"Paymond  Hill  ami  other  I'oemf."  In 
1842  he  became  associated  with  the  press, 
first  in  Hartford,  and  then  in  l^oston,  and 
was  editor  of  the  Daily  Comnumwcnlth,  u 
writer  for  the  Advt-rtiser,  and  ^ul)se^^lu■ntly 
became  the  proprietor  of  the  Worcester 
Spy.  He  was  a  Deli-gate  to  the  Chicago 
Convention  of  18(!(i,  and  in  ItHJ'i  he  was 
elected  a  Pepre.sentative,  from  ^lahsachu- 
setts,  to  the  Thii  ty-eighlh  Congiess,  st-rv- 
ing  on  the  Committees  «if  Kxpentiitures,  ou 
Public  liuildiugs,  and  on  Printing;  re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congrt•.^s,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  on  the  Histrict  of 
Columliia  and  Kxpeiiditures  on  the  Public 
Buildings.     He  has  for  many  yeur.s  been 

!)articularly  devoted  to  the  study  ot  ancii-nt 
listory,  and  is  the  author  of  u  wotk  ou  that 
subject,  not  yet  publi.shid. 

Bald-win,  Roger  Sherman.— Horn  at 
New  HavfU,  Conmcticut,  January  4,  179:5; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  l?l  1  ;  ^tud!td 
law  at  Litchtield  Law  .'school;  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  in  Iel4,  and  established  him- 
self in  practice  at  New  Haven,  where  he 
Continued  to  reside.  In  J^:i7  he  was  elect- 
ed to  the  State  Senate;  re-elected  in  I^:^■^, 
and  chosen  I'resident  pro  ttm  of  that  body, 
and  was  a  Trustee  of  Vale  Colhg^'  in  l.-;*>?' 
and  1839.  In  1840  and  1841  he  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  4he  Ceneial  Assiinl<ly, 
and  in  the  latter  year  was  associated  with 
J.  Q.  Adams  in  the  argument  before  the 
Sirpieme  Court  of  the  I  nited  States,  in  the 
case  of  the  Africans  of  the  Amistad.  In 
lJ-44  and  18A^)  he  was  Covenior  of  tlie 
State,  and  in  J  847  was  ai)pointed  and  in 
]f48  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  by 
the    Legislature  of  Connecticut,  serving 


until  1851.  He  subsequently  engaged  in 
his  professional  duties.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  I'eace  Congress  of  ifOl ,  and 
also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  that  year, 
and  died  in  New  Haven.  February  lit,  ibtJ3. 

Bald-win,  Simeon.— Bora  at  Norwich, 
Connecticut,  Dtcember  14,  17151  ;  gradu- 
ated at  Vale  College  in  ]7^l.  In  17>:?  ho 
was  ajtptiinted  tutor  at  the  College,  and 
continued  in  that  station  until  \'f['>,  when 
he  was  admittid  to  the  bar  in  New  Havfii, 
and  conunenced  the  jjractice  of  law.  From 
179U  to  lMi:5  he  was  Cleik  of  the  District 
and  Circuit  Ct)urts  of  the  I'nited  States; 
was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Connecticut,  fiom  \tV'A  to  IftiO,  and  de- 
clined a  re-election.  In  18(  ti  he  was  ap- 
j»ointed,  by  the  Legislature,  Assticiatu 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  and  of  tlio 
Supnuie  Court  of  Krrors,  and  held  the 
ottiee  until  1817.  In  \f^'J2  was  choMU  by 
tin-  (Ji-niral  Assemldy  one  of  tin-  Commis- 
sioners to  locale  the  Furmiiigtoii  Canal, 
and  wa.s  made  President  of  that  Ponrd.  In 
l-'Jti  wa.s  elected  Mayor  of  New  Haven. 
In  l^'^O  he  resigned  iiio  office  U8  Commis- 
sioner. He  died  in  New  Haven,  Mav  t^G, 
It'ol. 

Ball,  Ed-ward.— He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  was  a  liepre.<<entati\e  in  Con- 
giess, from  Ohio,  from  l-.'i3  to  l^."u"^,  and 
was  le-elected  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress. .  He  wa.s  subseipiently  elected  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms  in  the  House  of  Pepresi-utu- 
lives. 

Ball,  William  Lee.— Born  in  Lancas- 
ter County,  \iiginia,  and  was  a  K'rpre- 
sentalive  in  dngiesh.  from  that  State,  from 
1817  to  1?24.  Died  in  ^Vashington,  Feb- 
ruary •/8,  If-M,  aged  forty-tive  }rars. 

Banister,  John.— He  waji  a  Delegate 
fiom  \  irginia  to  the  Continental  Congres.**, 
from  J77o  to  1779,  and  bigned  the  Articles 
of  Confederation. 

Banks,  John.— Wa.s  born  in  Juniata 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  179:{;  was 
biought  up  ou  his  lather's  farm,  but  receiv- 
ed a  classical  education:  studied  law,  and 
came  to  tije  bar  in  lr^l9,  and  settled  in  the 
wfstern  part  of  the  .*^tate ;  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  iKil  to  l.Siti,  when  he  resigiu-d  to 
accept  the  apiwintuient  of  President  Judge 
of  the  Thiid  Judicial  District  of  the  .State; 
in  1p4I  was  the  Whig  candidate  for  Gov- 
ernor, but  failed  to  be  eb-cted  ;  and  in  1^47 
he  resigned  the  Judge.^hip  and  heeame  the 
Stale   Treasurer.      He   wua   bubbeijuently 
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engaged  in  the  practice  of  bis  profession, 
and  died  at  Reading,  on  the  3d  of  April, 
1864. 

Banks,  Linn. — Born  in  Virginia,  and 
was  for  twi'uty  successive  years  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  that  State, 
and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
A'irginia,  from  Ifi'SS  to  184*2,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Connnittee  on  Claims.  He 
was  found  drowned  in  a  stream  in  Madison 
County,  Virginia,  February  24,  1842. 

Banks,  Nathaniel  P. — Born  in  Wal- 

tluiiii,  ^lassacliusetts,  January  '.W,  \>^\ii,  of 
poor  but  respectable  parents,  operatives  in 
a  factory.  He  had  no  advantages  but 
those  afforded  by  the  common  ^chool,  but 
be  became  a  lover  of  books  at  an  early  day, 
and  that  love  has  been  a  source  of  gratifi- 
cation to  him  all  his  life.  His  first  venture 
before  the  public  was  in  the  capacity  of 
newspaper  editor  in  his  native  town,  and 
lie  followed  the  same  pursuit  at  Lowell. 
He  studied  law,  but  did  not  practice  to  any 
great  extent,  and  in  1848  he  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  serving 
in  both  houses,  and  officiating  for  a  time 
as  Speaker.  He  was  chosen  President  of 
the  Convention  held  in  1853,  for  revising 
the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts,  and 
was  soon  afterwards  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  serving  from  1853  to  1857, 
when  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts, by  a  majority  of  24,000.  During 
his  second  term  in  Congress,  he  was  elected 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  it  is  said  that 
not  one  of  his  decisions  was  ever  overruled 
by  the  House.  He  was  elected  Governor 
of  Massachusetts  for  a  second  term,  in 
1858,  and  for  a  third  term  in  1859.  During 
the  Rebellion  of  1861-64,  he  served  in  the 
Union  army  as  a  Major  General  of  Volun- 
teers, and  saw  much  service  in  the  field ; 
and  in  1865  he  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Massachusetts,  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  in  the  place  of  D.  W. 
Gooch,  resigned,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  the  Death  of  President  Lincoln 
and  Rules,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Affairs.  He  was  also 
one  of  the  Representatives  designated  to 
attend  the  funeral  of  General  Scott  in  1866. 

Barber,  Levi. — He  was  born  in  Litch- 
field County,  Connecticut,  and  Avas  a  Re- 
presentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
18J7  to  1819,  and  again  from  1821  to  1823. 

Barber,  Noyes. — He  was  born  in  Gro- 
ton,  Cunnecticut,  April  28,  1781 ;  was  in 
early  life  a  merchant,  but  a  lawyer  by  pro- 
fession ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 


gress, from  his  native  State,  from  1821  to 
1835.  He  died  at  (iroton,  January  3,  1845. 
He  was  a  man  of  ability,  an<i  while  in 
Congress  accuiiiplished  much  good  for  his 
native  State,  whi-re  he  was  universally  re- 
spected as  a  man  and  a  statesman. 

Barbour,  James. — A  native  of  Virginia ; 
was  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Deb'tjates, 
and  Govt-rnor  of  that  State  ;  and  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  1815  to  1825,  offiriating 
as  President  pro  tcm.  of  the  Senate,  a.s 
Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Foreign 
Relations  and  the  District  of  Coluinbia, 
and  serving  on  other  important  coiuinittces. 
He  was  appoiutud  Secretary  of  War  in 
1825,  and  Minister  to  England  in  ]'-2'<. 
He  died  in  Orange  County,  Virginia,  June 
8,  1342,  aged  sixty-six  years. 

Barbour,  John  S. — Born  in  Culpeper 
County,  Virginia,  in  181(1,  and  died  in 
Culpeper  County,  Virginia,  January  12, 
1855.  He  was  in  early  life  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature;  was  from  1823  to 
1833  a  member  of  Congress  from  Virginia ; 
again  in  the  State  Legislature  in  l833-'34  ; 
and  member  tjf  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion in  1829-30.  He  was  a  gentleman  of 
much  ability,  and  exercised  considerable 
influence  in  the  public  afi'airs  of  his  State. 

Barbour,  Lucien. — He  was  born  in 
Canton,  Connecticut,  ^larch  4,  1811 ;  grad- 
uated at  Amherst  College  in  1837,  having, 
while  receiving  his  own  education,  bet-u  a 
teacher  himself;  he  removed  to  Indiana, 
studied  law,  and  settled  in  the  practice  at 
Indianapolis.  He  was  appointed,  by  Presi- 
dent Polk,  United  States  District  Attorney  ; 
acted  a  number  of  times  as  arbitrator  be- 
tween the  State  of  Indiana  and  private 
corporations ;  in  1852  was  appointed  a 
Commissioner  to  prepare  a  cotle  of  prac- 
tice for  the  State;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Indiana,  in  the  Thirty-fourth 
Congress;  since  which  time  he  has  been 
devoted  to  his  profession. 

Barbour,   Philip  P. — Bora    in   1779; 

was  educated  for  the  law,  in  the  practice  of 
which  he  was  successful ;  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1814 
to  1825;  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  1821 ;  in  1825  he  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Eastern  District  of 
Virginia;  was  again  in  Congress  from 
1827  to  1830,  ofliciating  as  Chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Ccunmittee;  and  in  18:it)  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Jackson  an  Associate 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  He  died  in  Washington  City  of 
ossification  of  the  heart,  February  25, 1841. 
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Barclay,  David.— He  was  born  in 
Penusylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Lis  native  State,  from 
1855  to  1857. 

Bard,  David. — He  was  a  graduate  of 
Princeton  College  in  1773,  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1795  to  1799,  and  again  from  1803  to 
1815.     Died  in  Virginia  in  1815. 

Barker,  Abraham  A. — Porn  in  Lovell, 
Oxford  County,  Maine,  March  30,  181(3; 
received  a  common  school  education,  and 
engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  ;  was  early 
a  strenuous  advocate  of  temperance  and 
anti-slavery;  removed  to  Pennsylvania  in 
1854,  and  devoted  himself  to  the  lumber 
and  mercantile  business ;  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Chicago  Covention  of  18GU,  and  in 
1864  he  was  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Claims. 

Barker,  David. — He  was  a  lawyt-r  by 
profession,  and  was  a  Rejiresentative  in 
Congress,  from  Xiw  Hampshire,  from  ]^'27 
to  l^'Ji*,  and  died  in  Rochester,  New  Hamp- 
shire, April  1, 1.-34,  aged  thirty-seven  years. 

Barker,  Joseph. — He  coninionced  his 

classical  studies  at  Harvard  I'uiversity, 
and  graduati-d  at  Yale  College  iu  1771  ; 
was  an  ordai)ied  PreacluT  of  the  Cospel ; 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Cuupre.s.s, 
from  Ma.ssacluifeetts,  from  1805  to  i-uU. 
He  died  in  lbl5,  aged  sixty-fuur  yeui-s. 

Barksdale, "William,— Porn  in  Ruther- 
ford County,  Tennessee,  August  '21,  IrjJ, 
and  jiursued  a  partial  course  of  studies  at 
the  Isashville  University.  He  wa.'<  a  lawyer 
by  profession  ;  held  a  conmiission  in  the 
staff  of  the  2d  Mississippi  Regiment,  iu  the 
Mexican  war,  in  l."^47;  was  a  member  of 
the  Mississippi  Convention  called  iu  1-51 
to  discuss  the  Couipromise  mea.sure.s  of 
1850 ;  and  was  elected  Representative, 
from  Mississijtpi,  iu  the  Thirty-third, 
Thirty-fourth,  Thirty-fifth,  and  Tliirty- 
sixth  Congresses  ;  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs.  Joined 
the  Great  Rebellion  in  iMil,  and  was  killed 
at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  in  le<J3. 

Barlow,  Stephen.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  18*27  to  18*29,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

Barnard,   Daniel  Dewey.— He    was 

born  in  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts, 
in  1797 ;   graduated   at  NVilliams  College 


in  1818 ;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar,  in  New  York,  in  18-21 ;  iu  18'2l'» 
was  elected  District  Attorney  for  the  Coun- 
ty of  ^Monroe,  New  Y'ork  ;  and  was  a  Ren- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1827  to  1829,  and  again  from  J.'-39  to 
1845,  serving  as  Chairnuui  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee.  In  1850  he  was  appointed 
Minister  to  Prussia.  He  devoted  much 
attention  to  literary  pursuits,  and  the  de- 
gree of  LL.D.  was  conl'erred  ui)on  him  by 
the  colleges  of  (ieneva  and  S\\v  Yoik. 
Died  at  Albany,  April  24,  1801. 

Barnard,  Isaac  D. — He  was  a  >.  nat.M 
in  Congress,  from  IN  nnsylvnnia,  from  1>*27 
to  IKil,  and  died  at  West  Chester,  Penn- 
sylvania, Februar}',  lc?34. 

Bamett,  'William. — He  was  elected  .i 
Repiesentuti\ f  in  Congress,  from  (Jeorgia, 
tVoui  ].~12  to  1.''15,  when  he  wtis  ai)pointe<i 
one  of  the  Commissiuuers  to  run  tlie  Creek 
boundary  line. 

Barney,  John. — He  was  a  son  of  Com- 
modore Jo.shua  Parney,  and  a  memV»er  of 
Congress,  fnuu  Marylaiul,  fn»m  I-*25  to 
18*27.  He  died  in  W  a»*hington.  District  of 
Columbia,  January  •2r»,  1.-57,  aged  seventy- 
two  years.  He  w  as  known  iu  Washington 
society  for  many  years  as  an  agreeali!- 
gintlenum;  and  he  left  behiud  liim  an  un- 
finished record  of  "Personal  RecoUeition 
of  Men  and  Thing.s,"  both  iu  this  country 
and  Kurope. 

Bamitz,  Charles  A. — He  was  a  Repn 
seulative  iu  Conjjie.ss,  Irom  Peunsylvauin, 
from  I-IW  to  1-3.5,  and  died  ut  York,  iu 
that  8tate,  in  March,  1-60. 

BaniMvell,  Robert. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congle^s,  from  South  Caro- 
lina, 1791  to  1793. 

Barnwell,  R.  W.— He  was  born  in 
S«»uth  Carolina;  graduated  at  Harvard 
University  in  l.-*21  ;  studied  law,  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  South 
Carolina,  from  l.-*2t>  to  li-33;  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  South  Carolina  College  tiom 
1835  to  1^43,  and  was  a  Senator  iu  Con- 
gress, in  1850,  liy  appoiutment,  to  till  a 
vacancy  caased  by  the  death  of  Frank liii 
H.  Elmore.  In  December,  ItOO,  he  was 
appointed  one  of  the  Commissioners  t 
visit  Wiujhington  iu  behalf  of  South  Car. 
liua,  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  "Con- 
federate" Congress. 

Barr,  Thomas  J. — Bom  in  Xcw  Yor' 
City  iu  1-12:  commenced  life  by  devolin- 
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himself  to  a  variety  of  pnrsuits  ;  from  1835 
to  ]84'2  lie  held  the  position  of  a  landlord 
in  New  Jersey;  in  lf549  and  1850  he  was 
an  Assistant  Alderman  in  the  City  Councils 
of  New  York;  in  JHo'.i  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  State  Senate ;  and  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Conj^ress,  from 
New  York,  taking-  his  seat  during  the 
second  session  of  the  Thirt^'-tifth  Conj^ress, 
and  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Expenses  in  the  State  Department. 

Barrere,  Nelson. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1851  to  1853. 

Barrett,  J.  Richard. — Born  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  removing  to  Missouri,  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  that  State  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 

Barringer,  Daniel  L. — Born  in  ]Meck- 
lenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  October 
1,  1788;  had  a  good  classical  education; 
studied  laAv,  and  practiced  with  success  in 
AVake  County ;  served  in  the  Legislature 
of  North  Carolina  in  J  813,  and  again  from 
1819  to  1822;  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  1826 
to  18:^)5.  He  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1844.  He  subsequently  removed  to 
Tennessee,  and  was  elected  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  that  State. 
He  died  October  16,  1852. 

Barringer,     Daniel     Moreau. — Was 

born  in  Cabarras  County,  North  Carolina, 
and  graduated  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  1826;  he  selected  the  law  as  a 
profession,  having  commenced  to  practice 
in  1829.  In  that  year  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  State  Legislature,  in  Avhich 
position  he  continued  for  a  number  of  years. 
In  1835  he  was  a  member  of  a  convention 
to  amend  the  State  Constitution.  He  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  North 
Carolina,  from  1843  to  J  849,  when  he  was 
appointed  by  President  Taylor  Minister  to 
Spain,  and  continued  in  that  mission  by 
President  Fillmore.  On  resigning  his 
position  as  Minister,  after  serving  four 
years,  he  travelled  extensively  in  Europe, 
and,  on  his  return  home,  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature,  and  in  1855,  having  de- 
clined a  re-election,  retired  to  private  life, 
devoting  himself  to  literary  studies  and 
pursuits.  He  was  also  elected  a  Delegate 
to  the  Peace  Congress  of  1861. 

Barro-w,  Alexander. — Born  in  Nash- 
ville,   Tennessee,    in   1801,   where,    after 


completing  his  education,  he  was  admitted 
to  the  bar;  he  soon  after  removed  to 
Louisiana,  gave  up  the  practice  of  law, 
and  turned  his  attention  to  nlanting.  He 
served  a  number  of  years  in  the  Legislature 
of  Louisiana,  ami  was  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  Louisiana,  from  1841  to  1846. 
Died  December  29,  1846. 

Barrow,    Wasliington.— He    was    a 

nativ^e  of  Tennessee  ;  ;i  hiwycr  by  education 
and  profession;  in  l.'^41  was  appointed 
American  Charge  d'Atlaires  to  Portugal, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Tennessee,  from  1847  to  1-^49,  serving 
on  the  Connnittee  for  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia. 

Barry,  "Williani  S. — He  Avas  born  in 
Mississijipi,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1853  to  1855. 

Barry,  William  T. — He  was  born  in 

Fairfax  County,  Virginia,  March  18,  1780 : 
and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Ken- 
tucky, from  1814  to  1816,  having  previously 
served  in  the  State  Legislature  as  Si)eaker, 
and  during  the  years  18 lU  and  18 IJ,  been 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  the 
same  State.  He  was  also  a  meml)er  of 
President  Jackson's  cabinet,  as  Postmaster 
General,  (the  first,  as  such,  admitted  to 
that  honor,)  and  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occvuTed  in  Liverpool,  England, 
August  30,  1835,  he  Avas  ^liuister  Pleni- 
potentiary of  the  United  States  to  S})ain. 

Barstow,  Gamaliel  H. — He  sened 
three  years  in  the  Assembly  of  New  York, 
four  years  in  the  State  Senate,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1831  to  1833. 

Barstow,  Gideon.— A  native  of  ^^assa- 
chusetts ;  was  a  member  of  both  branches 
of  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  1.-'21  to 
1823.  He  died  in  St.  Augustine,  Fh>rida. 
Avhere  he  had  gone  for  his  health,  March 
26,  1852,  aged  sixty-nine  years. 

Bartlett,  Bailey— He  was  Sheriff  of 
Essex  County,  ^Massachusetts,  for  many 
years,  and  a  liei)resentative  in  Congress, 
from  Massachusetts,  from  1797  to  l^^^l. 

Bartlett,  Ichabod.— He  was  l)orn  in 
Salisbury,  Hillsborough  County,  New 
Hampshire,  in  1786;  graduated  at  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1808;  studied  law,  and 
settled  in  Portsmouth,  Avhcre  he  was  emi- 
nently successful  in  his  profession,  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
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Hampshire,  from  1823  to  1829,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs.  He  was 
also  frequently  in  the  State  Leg-islature, 
and  a  member  of  the  Convention  to  revise 
the  State  Constitution.  He  died  in  Ports- 
mouth October  19,  1853. 

Bartlett,  Josiah. — Bom  in  Xew  Hamp- 
shire in  17()8,  and  died  at  Stratham,  in  that 
State,  April  14,  1838.  He  was  a  physician 
of  extensive  practice,  and  a  Kopresentative 
in  Congress,  from  New  Hampshire,  from 
1811  to  1813;  also  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1792,  1825.  His  father,  bearing  the 
same  name,  was  a  man  of  note,  and  tlic 
first  Governor  of  New  Hami)shin'  after  the 
adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution. 

Bartlett,  Josiah. — Bom  in  Amesbury, 
Massachusetts,  in  November,  1729,  and  died 
May  19,  1795.  He  was  educated  for  the 
medical  profession  ;  held  commissions,  both 
military  and  civil,  under  tlie  myal  govern- 
ment; accompanied  Stark  to  Bennington 
as  medical  agent ;  Avas  a  Delegate  from 
New  Hampshire  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  1775  to  1779,  and  sigut-d  the 
articles  of  confederation  ;  was  anpoiiitrd  in 
the  latter  year  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas.  Justice  of  the  Suptrior 
Court  in  1784,  and  v  hief  Justice  in  17.-S. 
In  1790  he  was  appointed  President  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  elected  by  the  people  in 
1791  and  17lh>.  In  1793  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  New  Hampshire  under  the 
Constitution,  serving  two  years;  and  he 
was  the  president  of  a  medical  society 
establislied  by  his  eft'orts  iu  1791. 

Bartlett,  Thomas,  Jr.— He  was  boni 

in  Vermont ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law  ; 
and  was  a  Peprestyitative  iu  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1851  to  18:>3.  He  sened 
three  years  in  tlie  State  Legislature,  l>oth 
houses;  was  County  Attorney  in  l-«39and 
1841  ;  and  President  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  1850. 

Bartley,  Mordecai — He  was  bom  iu 

Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  (^hio, 
from  1-^23  to  1831,  and  Governor  of  Ohio 
from  1844  to  1840. 

Barton,  David. — He  was  one  of  the 
first  emigrants  to  the  Territory  of  Missouri ; 
President  of  the  Convent  ion  which  met  to 
forai  a  State  Constitution  in  l'!<20;  was  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  Missouri,  from 
1821  to  1831,  and  a  man  of  distinguished 
talents.  Died  near  Boouville,  Missouri, 
September  28,  1837. 


Barton,  Richard  "W. — He  was  bora  in 

Virginia,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1841  to 
1843.  He  also  served  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, and  was  the  first  President  of  the 
Valley  Agricultural  Society.  l)ied  iu 
Frederick  Count v,  Virginia,  March  15, 
1859. 

Bai-tou,  SaniueL — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  served  three  years  in  tlie  As- 
sembly of  that  State,  and  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative iu  Congress  trom  1835  to  183/. 

Basset,  Richard. — He  was  a  member 
from  Delaware  of  the  Convi-ntion  which 
forme(l  the  Constitution  and  signed  that 
instrument;  was  a  Presidential  Flector  in 
1797,  and  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  17-9 
to  179:5.  He  was  also  a  .Justice  of  the 
Federal  Supreme  C'ouit,  Governor  of  Dela- 
ware from  1798  to  l""!,  and  ilied  in  Sep- 
tember, 1815. 

Bassett,  Burwell.— lie  ^^as  l.om  in 
New  Kent  County,  Virginia,  and  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  trom  181(5  to  1?^I3,  Irom  1815  to  ldl9, 
and  from  1821  to  1831. 

Bateman.  Ephraim.— He  was  born  in 
Cumberland,  New  Jer.vy  ;  was  well  edu- 
cated, and  adopted  the  profession  of  nuili- 
cine;  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  fmuj  that 
Slate,  from  l.-^2t>  to  1-29,  and  w;i.s  n  mem- 
ber of  the  C«tinmitlees  on  Agricultun*  and 
Enrolled  Bills;  having  previously  been  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  l-K'i  to 
1823,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  tin- 
Post  Ortice  and  Accounts.  He  was  elected 
to  the  Senate  by  his  own  vote  in  jtiint 
meeting  of  the  h-gislature.  and  a  committee 
of  the  Si-nate  rep«»rted  tluit  his  elei-tion  was 
entirely  legal.     Died  January  21,  l''2U. 

Bates,  Edward.— Was  bom  September 
4,  17i»3,  at  Helmout,  (Joochland  County, 
Virginia.  His  eilucation  was  commenced 
by  his  father,  and  succeeded  by  several 
years  of  academic  instruction,  mo.Htly  at 
Charlotte  Hall,  Maryland,  and  finishetl  by 
an  accomplishetl  p  '  In  early 

youth  he  declined  a  s  warrant, 

and  serAed  in  1*^13,  .in  the  \'ir- 

ginia  Militia,  from  February  to  October. 
In  I-I4  he  migrated  to  St.  Louis,  there 
studied  law,  and  began  to  practice  iu  l-Ki. 
In  1-18  he  was  appointed  Prosecuting 
Attorney  for  that  Circuit;  in  1820  wjis  a 
delegate  to  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, and  was  the  same  year  appointed 
Attorney  (ieneral  of  the  new  Stare  <»f  Mis- 
souri,    lie  resigned  that  office  iu  1822,  and 
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was  elected  to  tlie  loAvcr  branch  of  tlic 
State  Lej^islature.  In  1824  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Monroe  United  States 
Attorney  for  the  Missouri  District  ;  in 
182()  resig;ned,  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  Missouri,  serv 
ing  from  18-27  to  1829.  In  18:J0  he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Senat(%  and  in  18:U 
again  to  the  lower  house  of  the  Legislature. 
In  18:5'i,  being  enfeebled  by  sedentary 
labor,  he  moved  to  the  country,  and  prac- 
ticed law  for  seven  years,  travelling  much 
on  horseback  around  the  prairies.  In  1842 
he  returned  to  St.  Louis,  and  in  1850  he 
was  appointed  by  President  Fillmore  Sec- 
retary of  War,  but  declined  the  office.  In 
1853  was  elected  Judge  of  the  St.  Louis 
Land  Court,  which  office  he  resigned  in 
1856.  During  that  year  he  presided  at  the 
Whig  Convention  of  Baltimore,  and  in 
1858  received  from  Harvard  University 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  In  1801  he  was  ap- 
pointed Attorney  General  in  President 
Lincoln's  Cabinet. 

Bates,  Isaac  C. — Born  at  Granville, 
Massachusetts,  in  1780,  and  graduated  at 
Yale  College  in  1802.  He  studied  law 
and  attained  a  high  position  as  an  advo- 
cate. He  was  frequently  in  the  State 
Legislature  and  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Council;  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress from  1827  to  1833,  and  a  Senator  in 
Congress  from  1841  to  1845,  and  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Pensions.  In 
1837  and  1841  he  was  also  a  Presidential 
Elector.  He  died  in  Washington  City, 
March  16,  1845. 

Bates,  James.— He  was  bred  a  physi- 
cian ;  for  some  years  connected  with  the 
Insane  Hospital  at  Augusta ;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Somerset 
County,  Maine,  from  1831  to  l.'^33,  and  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Expenditures 
in  the  Post  Office  Department. 

Bates,  James  W. — He  was  born  in 
Goochland  Coiuity,  Virginia,  and  was  a 
Delegate  to  Congress,  from  the  Territory 
of  Arkansas,  from  1820  to  1823. 

Bates,  Martin  W. — He  was  born  in 
Salisbury,  Litchfield  Cctunty,  Connecticut, 
February  24,  1787;  he  received  a  good 
English  education,  and  became  a  lawyer 
by  profession,  having  first  studied  medi- 
cine. He  removed  to  Delaware,  and  was 
several  times  elected  to  the  Legislature  of 
that  State  ;  and  in  1850  was  a  member  of 
the  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  State 
of  Delaware.  He  took  his  seat  in  the 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  as  a  Senator  from 


Delaware,  sei"V'ing  from  18.57  tn  1)^59,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  on  Pensions  and 
Revolutionary  Pensions. 

Baxter,  Portus. — Was  born  in  Brown- 
ington,  Orleans  County,  Vermont ;  re- 
ceived a  liberal  education,  adopted  the 
occupation  of  a  mereliant,  and  whs  ejected 
a  Ke[)resent;itive  from  Vermont  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  rm  the 
Committee  on  Elections;  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  an<l  servi-d  on 
the  same  Committee,  and  also  on  that  of 
Expenditures  in  the  Navy  Department. 
In  lr52  and  1856  he  was  a  Presidential 
Elector.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-nintli 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Connnittees  on 
Elections  and  Agriculture. 

Bay,  William  V.  N.— He  was  born  in 

New  York,  and,  having  become  a  citi/en  of 
Missouri,  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  1849  to  1 851 ,  from  that  State. 

Bayard,  James  A. — He  was  bnrn  in 
Pennsylvania  in  1767,  and  graduated  at 
Princeton  College.  After  studying  law  at 
Philadelphia,  he  commenced  the  practice 
in  Delaware.  In  1791)  he  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  Dela- 
ware, serving  from  1797  to  1801,  when  he 
was  appointed  Minister  to  France.  In 
1 804  he  was  elected  to  the  United  States 
Senate,  of  which  body  he  continued  a 
member  till  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Madison,  in  1813,  a  Commissioner  to  ne- 
gotiate a  peace  with  Great  Britain.  The 
absence  of  the  Emperor  from  St.  Peters- 
burg preventing  the  transaction  of  any 
business,  he  proceeded  to  Holland.  He 
lent   his   able   assistance   in  the    negotia- 


tion of  the  treaty  of  peace  at  Ghent.  At 
1  Paris  he  was  apprised  of  his  appointment 
as  Envoy  to  the  Court' of  St.  Petersburg: 
this  he  declined.  He  tendered,  however, 
his  co-operation  in  forming  a  commercial 
treaty  with  Great  Britain ;  but  an  alarming 
illness  compelled  him  to  return  to  the 
United  States.  He  arrived  in  June,  and 
died  August  6,  1815. 

Bayard,  James  A. — He  was  a  native 
of  Delaware,  a  graduate  of  Princeton 
College,  and  a  Senator  in  Citngress,  from 
Delaware,  from  1851  to  1^'64,  and  was 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judi- 
ciary, and  a  member  of  the  Committees 
on  the  Library  and  on  Public  Grounds. 
In  1863  he  was  re-elected  for  his  third 
term,  but  resigned  in  January,  1864.  He 
was  the  son  of  the  Senator  bearing  the 
same  name,  and  a  brother  of  Richard  H. 
I  Bayard. 
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Bayard,  John.— He  was  a  Deletrate 
from  IVnnsjlvania  to  the  Coutiuental  Con- 
gress from  ITir^o  to  1787. 

Bayard,  Richard  H.— He  was  born  in 
Delaware,  graduated  at  Princeton  College 
in  ldJ4,  and  was  a  Senator  in  Connress, 
from  Delaware,  from  IS'Sii  to  1839^  and 
again  from  1841  to  ]84o.  He  was  subse- 
quently appointed  Charge  d'Affaires,  in 
1850,  to  Belgium. 

Baylies,    Francis.— Born    in    Bristol 
County,     Massachusetts,     in    1784;     was 
Register   of    Probate   in   Bristol   County, 
Massachusetts,  froui  1812  to  18vJ0;  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Legislature  from  1827  to  ' 
lS'.i2,  and  also  in  1835;   was  a  Representa-  ' 
live    in    Congress,     from     Massachusetts,   ' 
from  1821   to   1827,   and  in   ]^'A'2  was  ap- 
pointed Charge  d'Atlaires  to  iJuenos  Ayres, 
and  died  October  28,   1352.     He  was  the 
author  of   "A   History  of  the  Plymouth 
Colony." 

Baylies,  "William.— He  graduated  at 
Harvard  College  in  17(50;  was  a  member 
of  the  Provincial  Congress  in  1775;  iiften 
a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Council ;  served  many  years  in  the  State 
Legislature;  was  a  Pn-sidential  Elector 
in  180!  ;  and  a  Representative  in  Congres.s, 
from  Miissachusetts,  from  1H»5  to  JH(H», 
when  his  seat  was  succisst'ully  contested 
by  Charli'S  Turner.  He  died  at  Digliton, 
Massachusetts,  June  17,  I-2<'..  ul'.  d  .  i/htv- 
two  years.

Baylor,  R.  E.  B.— He  was   a   Repre-  ' 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Alabama,  from 
18>9  to  1831. 


Bayly,  Thomas  Henry.— Born  in  Ac- 
comac   County,   A'irginia,   in  1810;    grad- 
uated at  the  University  of  Yirginiarand 
came  to  the  bar  in  1830.     At  the  age  of 
twenty-six  he  was  chosen  a  mendter  o?tlie 
General  Assembly  of  A'irginia,   and   wa.s 
re-elected    for   five    years    in    succession. 
While   a  member  ot'  the  Legislature,   he 
wa.s  elected  by  that  body  a  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral of   the  militia   of  ^Eastern   Virginia. 
He   resigned    his    seat,    and    was    efected 
i  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Superior  Court   of 
I  Law.     In  1844  he  resigned  his  seat  on  the 
bench,  and  was   elected   to   the  House  of 
I  Representatives    from    the   Accounic    Dis- 
trict, and  Continued,   by  successive  elee- 
tions,  a  member  of  the*  Hou.se  for  twelve 
I  years,  until  the  time  of  his  death;  during 
the    Thirty-tirst    Congress    officiating    a.s 
Chainmm  of  the  Committee  of  Ways' and 
Means.

Bayley,  Thomas  M.— Born  in  Vir- 
ginia  in  1775;  entered  i)ublic  life  in  179H, 
and  continued  therein  until  l.SJO;  served 
in  both  branches  of  th«'  State  Legislature, 
and  was  a  nuMuber  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  1K{0;  having  been 
a  Rej)re.stMitative  in  Congress,  from  Vir- 
ginia, from  l'*i:i  to  1815.

Beale,  R  L.  T.— Born  at  Hickory  Hill, 
Westuioi eland  County,  Virginia,  May  22 
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1819;  his  education  was  obtained  chiefly 
at  Noi'thuniberland  Academy,  spending  a 
short  time  at  Dickinson  College,  Pennsyl- 
vania. In  1836  he  commenced  the  study 
of  law,  and  graduated  at  the  University  of 
A^irginia,  as  a  student  of  that  profession, 
in  JHoS,  and  was  licensed  to  ])ractice  in 
IS'.VJ.  In  1847  he  was  elected  a  Kepreseiit 
ative  in  Congress,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Militia.  He  de- 
clined a  re-election  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term.  In  1850  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Keform  Convention  of  Virginia,  and  in 
1857  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate. 

Beall,  Rezin. — He  was  an  officer  in 
Wayne's  army,  with  Harrison  and  Van 
Eensselaer ;  occupied  various  public  sta- 
tions in  Ohio,  and  was  a  member  of  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1813  to  1815, 
and  died  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  February  20, 
1843,  aged  seventy-three  years. 

Beanian,  Fernando  C. — He  was  born 
in  Chester,  "Windsor  County,  Vermont, 
June  28,  18J4  ;  removed  with  his  father  to 
New  York  when  a  boy,  and  left  an  orphan 
at  the  age  of  fifteen ;  received  a  good 
English  education  at  the  Franklin  County 
Academy ;  studied  law  in  Rochester ;  re- 
moved to  Michigan  in  1838,  and  com- 
menced the  practice  df  his  profession ;  was 
for  six  years  Prosecuting  Attorney  for 
Lenawee  County ;  was  Judge  of  Probate 
for  four  years  ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1856 ;  and  in  1860  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  Michigan,  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tee on  Roads  and  Canals.  Re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  and  served  on 
the  same  Committee,  and  also  on  that  on 
Territories.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Territories,  and  the  Death  of  President 
Lincoln,  and  as  Chairman  of  that  on 
Roads  and  Canals. 

Bean,  Benning  M. — He  was  born  in 
Xew  Ilamp.-^biie;  occupied  a  seat  in  the 
State  Legislature  for  five  years,  and  was 
President  of  the  Senate  in  1832;  was  a 
State  Councillor  in  1829 ;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  1833  to  ld37, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture. 

Beardsley,  Samuel. — He  was  born  in 
Otsego  County,  New  York ;  studied  and 
ado]jted  the  profession  of  law  ;  settled  at 
Rome,  Oneida  County,  and  was  District 
Attorney  of  the  same ;  also  held  the  post 
of  Attorney  General  of  the  State  ;  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Oneida 


County,  New  York,  to  the  Twenty -second, 
Twenty-third,  and  a  part  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth,  and  Twenty-eighth  Congresses,  and 
was  Chairman  of  the  Coiimiittee  on  the  Ju- 
diciary. He  also  held  the  offices  of  State 
Senator  in  1823,  and  those  of  Assistant 
Justice  and  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supremo 
Court  of  the  State,  and  the  Federal  ap- 
pointment of  United  States  District  Attor- 
ney for  N<nv  York.  Died  at  Utica,  New 
York,  May  6,  1860. 

Beatty,  John.— He  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton  College  in  17(V.),  and  studied  medicine; 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
New  Jersey,  from  1793  to  1795,  having 
been  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1783  to  1785.  He  died  at  Tren- 
ton, April  30,  1826,  aged  seventy-seven 
years. 

Beatty,  Martin. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentucky 
from  1833  to  1835. 

Beatty,  'Williani. — He  was  born  in 
Ireland,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Pennsylvania,  from  1837  to 
1841. 

Beaumont,  Andre-w. — He  was  bora 

in  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1833  to  1837,  and  died  at  Wilkesbarre, 
Pennsylvania,  October  30,  1853. 

Bedford,  Guiuiing. — He  was  a  Revo- 
lutionary I'atriot ;  was  a  Delegate  from 
Delaware  to  the  Continental  Congress  from 
1783  to  17S7  ;  Avas  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention that  formed  the  Constitution  and 
signed  that  instrument ;  was  chosen  Gov- 
ernor of  Delaware  in  1796  ;  was  afterwards 
appointed  District  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
the  United  States.  He  was  a  graduate  of 
Princeton  College  in  1771,  and  died  in 
1797. 

Bedinger,  George  M.— He  was  an 
ofiicer  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  having 
served  as  Adjutant  in  the  expedition 
against  Chillicothe,  in  1779,  and  as  a  Ma- 
jor at  the  battle  of  IJlue  Licks,  in  17.':*2; 
he  was  one  of  the  earliest  emigrants  into 
the  State  of  Kentucky ;  was  a  memher  of 
the  Kentucky  Legislature  in  1792,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  1HJ3  to 
1807.  He  spent  the  close  of  his  life  in  re- 
tirement, and  died  at  an  advanced  age. 

Bedinger,  Henry. — He  was  horn  in 
Virginia;  received  a  classical  education;

He 
was  also  Governor  of  that  State  from  1849 
to  185M,  and  subsequently  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  that  State. 

Bell,  Samuel. — Born  in  1769,  and  died 
at  Chester,  New  Hampshire,  December  23, 
1850.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth 
College  in  1793;  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  New  Hampshire  from  18J6  to 
1819;  Governor  of  the  State  from  1819  to 
1823;  and  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  1823 
to  1835,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Foreign  Affairs  and  Claims,  and 
officiating  as  Chairman  of  the  latter  during 
the  Twenty-third  Congress. 

Bellinger,  Joseph. — He  was  a  Presi- 
dential P^Iector  in  18U9;  and  a  Represen- 
tative in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1817  to  1819. 

Belser,  James  E. — He  was  born  in 
South  Carolina,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Alabama,  from  1843  to 
1845.  Died  at  Montgomery,  Alabama, 
January  ^16,  1859. 

Benjamin  John  F. — Born  in  the  town 
of  Cicero,  Onondaga  County,  New  York, 
January  23,  1817;  received  a  common 
school  education ;  spent  three  years  in 
Texas,  and  in  1848  settled  in  Missouri,  in 
the  practice  of  the  laAv.  In  1851  and  1852 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Missouri  Legisla- 
ture ;  in  18.56  he  was  a  Presidential  Elec- 
tor; in  1861  he  entered  as  a  private  in  the 
Missouri  cavalry;  in  January,  1862,  he 
was  commissioned  a  Captain;  in  May  of 
the  same  year  a  Major;  in  September  fol- 
lowing a  Lieutenant  Colonel,  which  posi- 
tion he  resigned  on  being  appointed  Pro- 
vost Marshal  for  the  Eighth  District  of  his 
State.  He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  Bal- 
timore Convention  of  1864,  and  was  elected 
a  Reprt'sentative  from  Missouri  to  the  Thir- 
ty-ninth Congress,  serving  on  the  Conunit- 
tees  on  Invalid  Pensions  and  Expenditui'es 
in  the  Interior  Department. 

Benjamin,  Judah  P. — Was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  1849;  a  lawyer  by  pro- 


fession ;  and  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  Louisiana,  to  serve  from  lr5:j 
to  1859,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Private  Land  Claims,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Committees  on  the  Judi- 
ciary and  on  Commerce.  In  1859  was  re- 
elected fur  a  term  of  six  years,  but  was  ex- 
pelled March  14,  18(51.  He  is  of  Hebrew 
descent.  He  became  identified  Avith  tlie 
Rebellion  of  1861,  and  wa.s  Attorney 
General  of  the  so-called  "  Southern  Con- 
federacy." 

Bennet,  Benjamin. — P.orn  in  1762; 
was  a  Baptist  minister,  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Jersev,  from 
1815  to  1819.  He  died  at  Middletown, 
New  Jersey,  October  8,  1840, 

Bennet,  Henry. — He  was  bom  in  New- 
Lisbon,  Otsego  County,  New  York,  Sep- 
tember 29,  18U8;  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1832;  and  having 
been  elected  to  Congress  as  a  Representa- 
tive from  that  State  in  1848,  lias  contimied 
to  be  re-elected,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
Thirty-filth  Congress  he  had  served  in  that 
capacity,  continuously,  the  period  of  ten 
years.  During  the  TLirty-fourth  Congress 
he  w^as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  and  reported  a  number  of 
important  bills  for  the  benefit  of  tlie  West- 
ern States,  and  during  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
same  committee. 

Bennett,  Hiram  P. — Was  bom  in  Car- 
tilage, Maine,  September  2,  1*^26;  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education  in  Ohio  ; 
in  1852  he  was  elected  to  a  Judgeship  in 
Western  Iowa  ;  moved  to  Nebraska  Terri- 
tory in  1854,  and  was  at  once  elected  a 
member  of  the  Territorial  Council ;  in  l'*58 
he  w^as  re-elected  to  the  Nebraska  Legisla- 
ture, and  made  Speaker  of  the  House;  re- 
moved to  Colorado  Territory  in  1  "^59,  and 
was  chosen  a  Delegate  therefrom  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  C(»ngress  ;  and  in  18<)2was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress. 

Bennett,  H.  S. — Born  in  Williamson 
County,  Tennessee,  March  7,  1^07;  re- 
ceived a  limited  education  ;  studied  law, 
and  began  to  i)ractice  in  1830,  wlien  he  re- 
moved to  Mississipj)i,  where  he  held  the 
office  of  Circuit  Judge  for  eight  years,  and 
of  which  State  he  was  a  Representative  iu 
Congress  during  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress. 

Benson,  Egbert. — He  was  eminent  as  a 
statesman  and  jurist,  and  died  at  Jamaica, 
New  York,  iu  August,  1833,  iu  the  eighty- 
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seventh  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1789  to  1793,  taking  an  active  part 
in  its  deliberations.  He  had  previously 
served  as  a  Delegate  in  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1764  to  J  788.  He  was  a 
graduate  of  Columbia  College  in  17(m, 
and  received  literary  honors  from  Harvard 
University  in  18U8,  and  from  Dartmouth 
in  1811.  He  was  also  the  first  President 
of  the  New  York  Historical  Society. 

Benson,  Samuel  P. — He  was  bora  in 
the  town  of  Wiiitlirop,  Elaine ;  graduated 
at  Bowdoiu  College  in  18*J5;  adopted  the 
pi'ofessiou  of  law ;  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature  in  ]8:i4  and  If^'M);  Secre- 
tary of  St.itt!  in  1838  and  \^il  ;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Maine,  in  I8r>3,  and  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  Congress,  when  he  served  as 
Chairman  of  the  Connnittee  on  Naval  Af- 
fairs. He  was  at  one  time  one  of  the 
overseers  of  liowdoin  College. 

Benton,  Charles  S.— Ho  was  born  in 
Maiip,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  1843  to  1849. 

Benton,  SaniueL — He  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  South  Caro- 
lina, from  1793  to  179-. 

Benton,  Thomas  Hart.— He  was  l)orn 
in  Hillsljurougli,  North  Carolina,  March 
14,  17-J,  and  educated  at  Chapel  Hill  Col- 
lege. He  left  that  institution  without  re- 
ceiving a  degree,  and  forthwith  couunenced 
the  study  of  law  in  William  and  Mary 
College,  Virginia,  under  Mr.  St.  George 
Tucker.  In  18 lU  he  entiMed  the  United 
States  Army,  but  soon  resigned  his  com- 
mission of  Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  in  1811 
was  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  he 
commenced  the  ])ractice  of  the  law.  He 
soon  afterwards  emigrated  to  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  where  he  connected  himself  with 
the  press  as  the  editor  of  a  newspaper,  the 
"Missouri  Argus."  In  18-iU  he  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Senate, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  many  imjjortant 
committees,  and  remained  in  that  body  till 
the  session  of  1851,  at  which  time  he  failed 
of  re-election.  As  Missouri  was  not  ad- 
mitted into  the  Union  till  August  10,  1821, 
more  than  a  year  of  Mr.  Benton's  first 
term  of  service  expired  before  he  took  his 
seat.  He  occupied  himself  during  this  in- 
terval before  taking  his  seat  in  Congress  in 
ac([uiring  a  knowledge  of  the  language 
and  literature  of  Spain.  luunediately  after 
lie  appeared  in  the  Senate  he  took  a  promi-  j 
ueut  pait  iu  the  deliberations  of  that  body,  ' 


and  rapidly  rose  to  eminence  and  distinc 
tion.  Few  public  measures  were  discussed 
between  the  years  1821  and  1831  tliut  he 
did  not  participate  in  largely,  and  the  in- 
fluence he  wielded  was  always  felt  and  i-on- 
fessed  by  the  country.  He  was  one  of  the 
chief  props  and  supporters  of  the  admijiis- 
trations  of  I'residents  .lacksmx  and  \nn 
Buren.  The  people  of  Missouri  long  clung 
to  him  as  their  apostle  and  leader,  and  it 
required  persevering  eflort  to  defeat  him. 
But  he  had  served  them  during  the  entire 
period  of  thirty  years  without  interruption, 
and  others,  who  aspired  to  honors  he  en- 
joyed, became  impatient  for  an  opportunity 
to  supplant  him.  His  defeat  was  the  con- 
sequence. Colonel  Benton  was  distin- 
guished tor  his  learning,  iron  will,  practi- 
cal mind,  and  strong  memory.  As  a  pub- 
lic sneaker  he  was  not  interesting  or  calcu- 
lated to  produce  an  etlect  on  the  passions 
of  an  auilience,  but  his  speeches  were  read 
with  avidity,  always  producing  a  decitlej 
influence.  He  Wius  elected  a  liepiefleUta- 
tivo  iu  the  Thirty-third  Congress  for  tlio 
District  of  St.  Louis,  and  on  liis  retire- 
ment from  public  life  devoted  himself  to 
the  pnparatiou  of  a  valuablo  register  of 
the  debates  in  Congiess,  upon  which  ho 
labored  until  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
Washington,  on  the  lOth  of  April,  K*!^,  of 
cancer  iu  the  stomach. 

Beresford,  Richard.— lb-  was  a  Dele- 
gate, Worn  South  Carolina,  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  iVoni  I7.'?3  to  17S'j. 

Bergen,  John  T.— He  was  %  fj.  pre- 
seutalive  iu  Congress,  from  New  Voik, 
from  1831  to  I83:i. 

Bergen,  Tennis  G.— Born  in  Gowanas, 
city  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  Octobur  6, 
1800;  was  educated  at  the  Acathniy  of 
Erasmus  Hall,  riatbu.>h;  was  a  .surveyor 
and  horticulturist;  was  a  member  oftho 
State  Constitutional  Convention  of  I84(j; 
was  Supervisor  of  the  town  of  New  I'trecht 
for  twenty-three  years  ;  serv.-d  in  all  tho 
grades,  from  sergeant  to  colonel,  in  the 
State  Militia;  was  a  member  of  tho 
Charleston  and  Baltimore  Conventions  of 
18(30,  and  was  elected  in  18(>4  a  Kepre- 
sentative, from  New  York,  to  tlie  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  Agriculture. 

Bemhisel,  John  M. — Born  in  Cum- 
berland County,  I'enn.sylvania,  June  23, 
1799;  graduated  in  the  Medical  D-part- 
ment  of  Bennsylvania  University  ;  en- 
gaged iu  the  practice  of  medicine ;  ani 
was  elected  a  Delegate  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
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Congress  from  the  Territory  of  Utah.  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-sixth  aud  Thirty- 
seventh  Congresses. 

Berrien,  John  McPherson.— Born  in 
New  Jersey,  August  2'A,  178 J,  but  when  a 
child  removed  Avith  his  father  to  Georgia. 
He  graduated  at  Princeton  in  his  fifteenth 
year,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1791). 
In  JdUU  he  was  elected  Solicitor  CJeneral, 
and  the  next  year  Judge  of  the  Eastern 
Circuit.  During  the  war  of  1812  he  had 
command  of  a  regiment  of  volunteer  caval- 
ry. He  served  in  the  State  Legislature 
for  several  years.  In  1824  he  was  elected 
to  the  United  States  Senate,  where  he  re- 
mained until  ]  829,  when  he  took  a  seat  in 
the  cabinet  of  President  Jackson  as  At- 
torney General.  For  a  while  afterwards 
he  held  various  positions  of  responsibility 
in  Georgia,  and  in  1840  was  again  elected 
to  the  United  States  Senate  for  six  years, 
taking  an  active  part  in  all  leading  meas- 
ures, and  ofliciating  most  of  the  time  as 
Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee. 
In  1845  he  was  elected  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Georgia,  and  in 
1847  was  once  more  elected  to  the  United 
States  Senate,  resigning  his  seat  in  May, 
1852.  On  his  return  to  Georgia,  he  still 
continued,  in  various  ways,  to  promote 
the  public  good,  and  he  died  at  Savannah, 
January  1,  1856,  universally  lamented. 
He  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best,  most 
di.'^tiuguished,  and  high-minded  statesmen 
of  the  country. 

Bethune,  Laughlin. — A  native  of 
North  Carolina,  ibr  several  years  a  Senator 
in  the  State  Legislature,  aud  from  1831  to 
1833  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
Cumberland  County,  in  that  State,  serving 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Elections. 

Betton,  Silas. — He  graduated  at  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1787  ;  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  fi'om  New  Hampshire, 
from  1803  to  1807;  held  the  office  of 
Sheritf  of  Rockingham  County  for  several 
years ;  and  died  at  Salem,  New  Hampshire, 
in  1822,  aged  fifty-eight  years. 

Betts,  Samuel  R. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1815  to  1817.  He  was  subsequently, 
and  for  many  years,  Judge  of  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict of  New  York. 

Betts,  Thaddeus. — He  Avas  bora  in 
Norwalk,  Connecticut;  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  1807,  and  acquired  great  dis- 
tinction as  a  lawyer.     He  was  at  one  time  I 


Lieutenant  Governor  of  Connecticut,  and 
an  inrtnential  member  of  the  United  States 
Senate  from  ]ii:VJ  to  the  date  <if  liis  death, 
April  7,  1840.  He  was  greatly  respected 
for  his  talents  aud  character. 

Bibb,  George  M. — He  was  bom  iu 
Virginia  iuJ772;  gradm\tfd  at  I'rinceton 
College  in  17U2;  studied  law  and  settk:d 
in  K(;ntucky.  He  was  a  Justici-  and  twice 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Ap))cals  of 
Kentucky;  was  in  the  State  Senate  two 
years ;  held  the  position  of  Chancellor  of 
the  Court  of  Chancery ;  was  Secretary  of 
Treasury  under  President  Tyler ;  after- 
wards practiced  his  profession  in  tiic  City 
of  Washington,  and  acted  as  an  assistant 
in  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  of  »ho 
United  States.  His  services  in  Congress 
were  rendered  as  a  Senator  from  18 J 1  to 
1814,  and  again  from  J82'J  to  1835.  He 
died  in  Georgetown,  D.  C  ,  April  14,  185!). 
One  of  his  marked  peculiarities  was  a 
fondness  for  fishing,  which  he  practiced 
with  enthusiasm. 

Bibb,  "William  W. — Died  at  his  resi- 
dence, in  Fort  Jackson,  Alabama,  July  9, 
1820,  aged  thirty-nine  years.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Georgia, 
from  1806  to  1814,  and  a;  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  1813  to  1816,  and  was  appointed 
in  18]  7  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Ala- 
bama. He  Avas  elected  first  Governor  under 
the  Constitution  of  that  State  in  1819.  He 
Avas  originally  educated  for  the  medical  pro- 
fession. 

BibighaiTS,     Thomas     M.— Born     in 

Pennsylvania  in  J  81 6;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1851  to  the  time  of  his  death,  Avhicli 
occurred  in  Lebanon,  Pennsylvania,  June 
18,  1853. 

Bicknell,  Bennet. — He  Avas  bora  in 
Mansfield,  Connecticut,  in  1803;  and  Avas 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  NeAV 
York,  from  1837  to  1839;  having  been  iu 
the  Assembly  of  the  State  in  L-''J2,  and  a 
State  Senator  from  1815  to  1818.  Died  at 
Morrisville,  Madison  County,  in  18(53. 

Biddle,  Charles  John. — P»oni  in  Phila- 
delphia in  1819;  graduated  at  Princeton 
College  in  1837;  studied  law  and  came  to^ 
the  bar  in  1840;  serA'ed  as  a  Captain  of 
Yoltigeurs,  United  States  Army,  in  tho 
Avar  Avith  Mexico,  and  was  in  the  actions  of 
Contreras,  Churubtisco,  Molino  del  Rey,^ 
Chapultepcc,  and  the  taking  of  the  City  of 
Mexico,  having  been  breveted  a  Major  for 
gallant  and  meritorious   sendees.     After 
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the  Mexican  war  be  resumed  the  practice 
of  his  profession  in  Philadelphia.  lu  ]d()J 
he  was  appointed  a  Colonel  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania Keserve  Volunteer  Corps,  and 
while  in  the  field  in  Yirfriuia  he  Avas  elected 
a  Representative  from  Pennsylvania  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  to  till  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resip^'uation  of  E.  Joy  Morris. 
Before  quitting  the  tield  he  was  tendered 
the  commission  of  Brigadier  General,  but 
declined  it,  preferriug  to  serve  his  con- 
stituents in  a  civil  capacity. 

Biddle,  Edward. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  I'euusylvauia  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  1774  to  177G,  and  again  Irom 
1778  to  J789. 

Biddle,  John. — He  was  bom  in  Phila- 
delphia; was  an  otlici-r  in  the  war  of  IHI'J, 
acquitting  bimself  with  bravery;  held  tlie 
positi(»n  of  Paymaster  in  tbe  Army ;  also 
that  of  Indian  Agent ;  and  was  a  Delegate 
to  Congress,  from  the  Territory  of  Michi- 
gan, from  Jt'Ji)  to  1831,  when  lie  was  ap- 
pointed Register  of  the  Lund  Ollice  at 
Detroit,  Michigan.  For  some  years  before 
his  death  he  had  been  travflliiig  in  Eu- 
rope, and  died  at  the  Wiiite  Sulphur 
Springs,  Virginia,  August  125,  18oi>,  uged 
about  seventy  years. 

Biddle,  Richard. — He  was  a  brother 

of  Nieliolas  Biddlf,  and  a  Itcpresentative 
in  Congress,  from  Western  Pennsylvania, 
from  1^-^37  to  1841,  and  died  at  Pittsburg 
July  7,  1817.  Was  the  author  of  a  Lite 
of  Sebastian  Cabot. 

Bidlack,  Benjamin  A. — He  was  bom 

in  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Keprcsentjitive 
in  Congiess,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  l'^41 
to  184i> ;  and  died  at  IJogota,  New  CJranada, 
February  29,  181D,  to  which  country  he 
had  been  appointed  Charge  d'Atiaires,  im- 
mediately after  leaving  Congress. 

Bidvrell,  Barnabas. — He  graduated  at 
Yale  College  in  178') ;  received  the  degree 
of  LL.D,  trom  that  institution  ;  and  wa.s  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  181.15  to  1^1)7;  from  l^^ul  to 
18U5  he  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature,  and  Attorney  General  for  the 
State  from  18u7  to  181U.     He  died  in  1833. 

Bidwell,  John.— Born  in  Chautauqua 
County,  New  York,  August  '>,  181i>,  both 
of  his  gvaudtathers  having  fought  in  the 
Revolutionary  war.  In  l^J'J  he  went  with 
his  father's  family  to  Erie,  Pa.,  and  in  1831 
to  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio;  was  educated 
at  Kiugsville  Academy ;  taught  school  in 


j  Darke  County  in  the  winter  of  18:]8-':39, 
and  subsequently  followed  the  same  em- 
I  ploynient  for  two  years  in  Missouri.     In

1855  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  of  that  State;  in 
184U,  1842,  and  1844,  he  was  elected  to 
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the  State  Legislature;  he  was  chosen  a 
member  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Congress ; 
in  l^i'iO  he  was  one  of  tliree  Commissioners 
appointed  to  revise  the  statutes  of  the 
State  ;  in  1854  he  went  a  second  time  into 
tlie  State  Senate ;  and  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  in  1854,  for  six  years, 
but  resigned  May,  1858,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  Judge  of  tlie  United  States  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Nor  til  Can>lina,  conferred 
upon  him  by  President  Buchanan.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Finance  and  on  Private  Laud  Claims. 

Bigler,  William. — Born  at  Shermans- 
burg,  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania, 
in  December,  18J4.  He  received  a  moder- 
ate school  education,  and,  instead  of  a 
college,  graduated  in  a  printing-office  ;  by 
his  own  personal  etforts,  he  established, 
and  for  several  years  carried  on,  entirely 
unaided,  the  Cleartield  Democrat ;  dispos- 
ing of  his  paper,  he  devoted  himself  for  a 
time  to  mercantile  pursuits  and  politics; 
in  1841  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Con- 
vention, and  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Senate,  part  of  the  time  Speaker,  up  to 
1847;  in  1851  he  was  elected  Governor  of 
Pennsylvania ;  subsequently  became  Presi- 
dent of  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railroad 
Company  ;  and  in  1855  was  elected  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress  for  six  years,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  Commerce,  Post  Otfices 
and  Post  Roads,  and  Engrossed  Bills. 
Was  a  Delegate  to  the  Chicago  Conven- 
tion in  1864. 

Billiiighurst,  Charles. — He  was  born 
in  Brighton,  Monroe  County,  New  York, 
July  27,  1818;  adopted  the  profession  of 
law,  and,  after  practicing  a  few  years,  re- 
moved to  Wisconsin  in  1847;  and  was  a 
member  of  the  first  Legislature  of  that  State 
in  1848;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1852 ;  and  was  elected  a  Representative  to 
the  Thirty-fourth  Congress  from  Wiscon- 
sin, and  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Ju- 
diciary Committee,  and  was  also  re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress.  Died  at 
Juneau,  Wisconsin,  August  18,  18(55. 

Bines,  Thomas.— He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from 
1814  to  1815,  and  again  from  1811)  to 
1820. 

Eiiighara,  John  A. — He  Avas  born  in 
Pennsylvania  in  1815;  received  an  aca- 
demical education ;  spent  two  years  in  a 
printing-office;  entered  Franklin  College, 
in  Ohio,  but  his  health  prevented  him  from 
graduating;  he  studied  law  in  Ohio,  and 


was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1840;  from  1845 
to  1841)  he  was  Attorney  for  the  State  in 
Tuscarawas  County;  and  in  l.S')4  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Congress,  and  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-fitth  Congress.  During  his  first 
term,  he  was  a  nn-mbt^r  of  the  Committee 
on  Elections,  and  made  a  report  on  the  Illi- 
nois contested  cases,  which  was  adopted  by 
the  House,  and  served  as  a  mfeml>er  of  tlie 
Committee  on  lOxpenditures  in  tli<!  State 
Department.  He  was  also  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Judiciary  Committee;  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress;  and  in  IHiM,  was 
appointed  a  Judge- Advocate  in  the  Arm^'. 
In  August  of  the  same  year,  he  was  ap- 
pointed Solicitor  of  the  Court  of  Claims; 
and  in  May,  1805,  he  was  Assistant  Judge 
Advocate  in  the  trial  of  the  Conspirators, 
who  were  tried  for  murdering  President 
Lincoln.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Military  Affairs,  theFieedmen,  and  Recon- 
struction ;  and  he  was  one  of  the  Rep- 
resentatives designated  by  tlie  House  to 
attend  the  funeral  of  General  Scott  in 
1806. 

Bingham,  Kinsley  S.— He  was  born 
at  Camillus,  Onondaga  County,  New  York, 
December  16,  180«;  received  a  fair  aca- 
demic education  ;  taught  school  for  a  time 
at  Bennington,  Vermont ;  spent  three  years 
in  the  office  of  a  lawyer  as  clerk ;  emigra- 
ted to  Michigan  in  1833,  and  settled  upon 
a  farm  ;  he  was  elected  to  the  Michigan 
Legislature  in  1835,  and  was  five  years  a 
member  of  that  body ;  three  years  elected 
Speaker;  he  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Michigan,  from  1847  to  1'51, 
and  served  on  the  Committee  on  Commerce ; 
and  was  elected  Governor  of  Michigan  in 
1854  and  1850.  He  has  also  held  in  other 
years  the  ofhces  of  Postmaster,  Sujurvisor, 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  Judge  of  Probate, 
and  Brigadier-General  of  Militia.  In  1859 
he  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Michigan  for  six  years.  Died  at  Oak 
Grove,  Livingston  County,  Michigan,  Oc- 
tober 5,  1801. 

Bingham,  "William, — He  graduated  at 
the  College  of  I'liiludelpliia  in  l/C)^,  and 
he  was  agent  for  this  country  at  Mar- 
tinique during  the  Revolution.  In  1780 
he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  Pennsylvania,  and  was  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress  in  17'.)5,  serving 
until  l.-dl,  and  as  President  pro  trm.  of  the 
Senate  during  the  Fourth  Congress.  He 
died  at  Bath,  England,  February  7,  1804, 
aged  fifty- two  years. 
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Binney,    Horace. — He    was    born    in  ' 
Philadi^pliia,    Pennsylvania,    January   4,  ] 
l/dU;   graduated  at  Harvard  University  in  | 
1797;  and  Avas  educated  a  lawy»'r.    He  was 
a  Director  of  the  old  United  States  Bank,  j 
and  one  of  the  tmstees  to  whom  its  atfairs  I 
were  intrusted  when  it  was  wound  up.

the  bar  of  that  State  and  in  the  Legisla-  : 
ture.  He  was  a  Representative  in  Con-  ' 
grcss,  from  17'J'J  to  16U1,  from  New  York. 

Birdsall,  Ausbum. — He  was  bom  in  ! 
New  York,  and  was  a  Kt-presentative  in  Con-  I 
gre.ss,  from  that  State,  trom  ]d47  to  164l>.     ! 

Birdsall,  James. — He  was  a  Roprc-  | 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  New  York,  ' 
from  1615  to  1617,  and  a  member  of  the  I 
Assembly  of  that  State  in  16:{7. 

Birdsall,  Samuel. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Ciuigress,  from  New  York, 
from  1637  to  1639. 

Birdseye,  Victory. — Ho  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1615  to  1617,  and  again  from  1*^41  to 
1843;  a  Delegate  to  the  State  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  I6"il  ;  and  a  State 
Senator  in  1628  and  16'2i),  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  Assembly  for  three  years. 

Birne,  Andrew^. — He  was  a  native  of 
Ireland,  and,  on  becoming  a  citizen  of  Vir- 
ginia, was  elected  a  Representative  iu  Con- 
gress from  1637  to  184]. 

Bishop,  James. — He  was  born  in  New 
Brunswick.  New  Jersey,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1655  to  1657  ;  he  was  bred  a  mer- 
chant, and  has  served  in  the  Legislature  of 
his  native  State. 

Bishop,  Phanuel. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts, 
from  1799  to  16U7.  From  1767  to  1791  he 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate;  and  iu 
179*2,  1793,  1797,  and  1796,  a  Representa- 
tive in  the  State  Legislature. 


Bishop,  "William  D. — He  was  bora  iu 
BloointieUl,  New  Ji-rsey,  September  14, 
18*27;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1649; 
studied  law  as  a  profession,  but  soon  en- 
gaged almost  exclusively  in  railroad  busi- 
ness, having  for  several  years  been  Presi- 
dent of  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company. 
He  was  elected  a  Rej)resentative  to  the 
Thirty-tifth  Congress,  from  Coniu'cticut, 
and  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures.  In  May,  1659,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  lUichanan  Commis- 
sioner of  Patents,  but  resigned  in  January, 
16(j0.  In  16(i0  he  was  re-elected  to  the 
State  Legislature. 

Bissell,  "William  H.— Born  in  Hart- 
wick,  Otsego  County,  New  York,  April  *25, 
1611.  He  was  self-educated,  attending 
school  iu  the  summer,  and  teaching  school 
in  the  winter;  ho  studied  medicine,  and 
graduated  in  16^14  at  the  Medical  College 
in  Philadelphia;  he  removed  tt>  Illinois, 
and  after  practicing  his  profession  until 
1640,  wa.s  elected  to  the  Statt-  Legislature  : 
he  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  th. 
bar  of  Illinois;  after  practicing  with  sm - 
ces.s,  he  was,  in  1644.  elected  a  Pr«»secuting 
Attoniey ;  he  sen-ed  with  tlistinction  in  the 
Mexican  war,  and  especially  at  Buena 
Vista,  as  captain  of  the  *2<1  Regiment  Illi- 
nois Volunteers;  he  was  a  Representative 
in  Congre.ss,  from  Illinois,  from  1649  to 
1S')5  ;  and  in  \<A\  he  wan  elected  (ioveruor 
of  Illinois  for  four  yearn,  to  the  tluties  of 
which  office  he  devoted  his  undivided  at- 
tention. Died  af  .^^priui^'lleld,  Illinois, 
March  18,  I-HIO. 

Black,  Edward  J.— ll'.rii  m  H.  mi.it, 
South  Caroliini,  in  1-<h'i.  He  never  ait«iid- 
ed  collegi*,  but  read  law,  and  was  ailniilted 
to  the  bar  of  Augusta,  (ieorgin,  in  l'*27. 
He  commenced  his  public  life  by  going  into 
the  State  Legislature,  where  he  served  for 
several  years,  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  in 
183.8,  remaining  there  until  1845.  He  died 
in  Barnwell  District,  South  Carolina, 
whither  he  had  gone  for  change  of  ttceue, 
iu  1849 

Black,  Henry. — He  was  bom  in  Some: 
set  County,  Pennsylvania,  February  *2'>. 
178:5,  and  was  the  lather  of  Judge  J.  S. 
Black;  in  1615  he  was  elected  to  the  Stat. 
Legislature,  and  tor  three  successive  year-, 
afterwards  ;  and  in  I'S^O  he  was  appointed 
an  Associate  Judge  of  his  County,  and 
held  the  office  for  twenty  years.  In  1^'41, 
at  a  special  election,  he  was  chosen  to  till 
the  seat  in  Congress  made  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Charles  Ogle,  serving  during  the 
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extra  session  of  tliat  year;  and  -when  on 
the  point  of  his  departnre  for  Washington, 
at  the  eomniencement  of  tlie  rej^ular  ses- 
sion, he  (I'u'd  suddenly,  November '^8, 1«41. 

Black,  James. — He  was  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1843  to  1847. 

Black,  James  A. — He  was  born  in 
South  ('aroliua  :  served  as^a  Captain  in  the 
war  in  \f^l'2;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
C(uigress,  from  that  State,  from  ]-^4:i  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  Died  in  Washing-ton, 
April  5,  1848. 

Black,  John. — He  was  at  one  time  a 
resident  of  Louisiana,  but  removing  to 
Mississippi,  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  18V2  to  18:IS,  ofticiating  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Private 
I^and  Claims  during  the  first  term.  He 
died  in  Winchester,  Virginia,  August  29, 
1854. 

Blackledge,  "William. — Presumed  to 
have  been  the  father  of  the  following.  He 
was  for  several  years  a  meuiber  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  and 
served  that  State  as  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  1803  to  1809,  and  from  1811  to 
1813.  Died  at  Spring  Hill,  Lenoir  County, 
North  Carolina,  Octuber  19,  1828. 

Blackledge,  "William  S. — He  was  born 
in  Pitt  County,  North  Carolina;  was  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North 
Carolina ;  and  he  Avas  elected  to  Congress, 
from  that  State,  for  the  term,  froui  1821  to 
1823.  Died  in  Newbern,  North  Carolina, 
March  21,  1857,  aged  sixty-four. 

Blackmar,  Esbon. — He  was  a  native 
of  New  York,  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1848  to 
1849,  for  the  unexpired  term  of  John  M. 
Holley;  he  also  served  two  years  in  the 
State  Assembly,  fiom  Wayne  County. 

Black-well,  Julius  "W. — He  was  bom 

in  \'irginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1839  to 
1841,  and  again  from  1843  to  1845. 

Blaiiie,    James    Gillespie. — He  was 

born  in  Washington  County.  Pennsylvania, 
in  1830  ;  graduated  at  Washington  College 
in  1847;  adojjted  the  profession  of  editor, 
and,  liaving  removed  to  ^Slaine,  edited  the 
Kennebec  Journal  and  Portland  Advertiser 
for  several  years.  He  served  four  years  in 
the  Maine  Legislature,  two  of  which  as 
Speaker  of  the  House  ;  and  in  18G2  he  was 
3 


]  elected  a  Representative  from  Maine  to  the 
'  Thirty-eightli  Congres.«<,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  tlie  Committee  on  the  Post  Oftice  and 
Post  Roads.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Connnittee  ou 
Military  Affairs  and  th<' Special  Connuitteo 
on  the  Death  of  President  Lincoln,  and  as 
Chairman  of  that  on  the  Delfts  of  the  Loval 
States. 

Blair,  Barnard. — Hi'  was  ;i  native  of 
New  York,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  I -11  to  1813, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Connnittee  of 
Elections. 

Blair,  Francis  P.,  Jr. — Born  in  Lex- 
ington, Kentucky,  February  19,  1H2I  ; 
graduated  at  Princeton  College;  ado])ted 
the  profession  of  law;  was  a  member  of 
the  Missouri  Legislature  in  l''.')2ainl  l.-'54; 
and  elected  a  Representative  from  Missouri 
to  the  Thirty-fiftli  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  Private  Land  Claims.  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  and 
was  Chairman  of  the  Connnittee  ou  Mili- 
tary Affairs.  He  was  also  a  Colonel  of 
volunteers  in  1-:6I,  and  ni  18()2  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  Major  General  in  the  army,  and 
was  subsequently  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress.  During  the  first  session 
of  that  Congress  lie  resigned  his  seat  in  tiie 
House  to  resume  his  position  in  the  army, 
but  by  the  action  of  the  House,  subse- 
quently, the  seat  was  assigned  to  liis  con- 
testant, Samuel  Knox.  In  l!H]C)  he  wa.s 
appointed  by  President  Ji»hns^i  Collector 
of  Customs  for  the  port  of  St.  Louis. 

Blair,  Jacob  B. — Was  born  in  Parkers- 
burg,  Wood  County,  Virginia,  April  11, 
1821 ;  studied  and  adopted  the  profession 
of  law;  was  Prosecuting  Attorney  tor 
Ritchie  County  for  several  years  ;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  Virginia  to 
the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Connnittee  on  Public  Puildings  and 
Grounds.  In  181)3  he  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  W^est  Virginia  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Connnittees  on  Public  Expenditures  and 
Public  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

Blair,  James. — He  was  born  in  Lan- 
caster, South  Carolina,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1^21  to  lS-j-2,  and  from  1>29  to  l-'34. 
He  died  at  Washington,  l>v  his  own  han<l. 
April  1,  1^34. 

Blair,  John. — He  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Tennessee,  ai;d  was  a  Rep- 
re.-<entative  in  Congress,   from  Tennessee,

from  1823  to  1837,  and  ■was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Military  Atiairs.  Before 
enteriufj  Congress  he  sen-ed  in  both 
branches  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  died 
at  Jouesboruugh,  Tennessee,  in  July,  18G3. 

Blair,  Samuel  S. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  elected  a  Kei)resentative 
from  that  State  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Private  Land  Claims.  Pe-elected 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  and  was 
placed  at  the  head  of  that  committee,  serv- 
ing also  on  several  other  counnittees. 

Blaisdell,    Daniel.— He  was   a   State 

Coumillur  from  1MI3  to  1808,  andaKepre- 
Hentative  in  Congress,  from  New  liamji- 
shire,  from  1808  to  b-^11.  Died  in  1?^3-J, 
aged  seventy-three  years. 

Blake,  Heirrison  G. — Porn  in  N<  w 
Fane-,  Windham  County,  Vermont,  ilarch 
17,  l^l>;  received  a  common  sch«iol  edu- 
cation, and  renmved  to  Ohio  in  1*30. 
"Whilst  engaged  as  a  nit-rchant's  clerk  lie 
studied  law,  and  alter  th-voting  much  ot 
liis  life  to  mercantile  pursuit>  lie  adopted 
the  proteKsion  of  law.  He  has  served  tour 
years  in  the  Ohio  Legislature,  and  wjws 
President  of  tlie  State  Senate  in  l-4-'-'4'J; 
and  he  was  electi-d  a  hVpreseiitalive  from 
Ohio  to  the  Tliiity-)-i.\th  Congress,  si-rving 
as  a  member  otthe  Committee  on  Accounts. 
Pe-eh'cted  to  the  Thirty-sev«iitli  Congress, 
serving  ou  the  Committee  on  the  I'ost 
Otlice. 

Blake,  John,  Jr. — lie  was  a  native  of 
Ilscw  York,  and  a  Keprest-utaiive  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  tVoui  180')  to  18(.iy, 
and  was  a  member  of  llie  Assembly  of  that 
State  in  18 IS,). 

Blake,  Thomas  H. — He  was  born  in 
Culv«rt  County,  Maryland,  June,  17lhi, 
andsjient  his  boyhi>«.nl  in  Washington  City. 

He  .served  at  the  battle  of  lUailensliurg  in 
1814;  was  an  early  emigrant  to  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  and  afterwards  to  Indmna 
while  a  Territory;  upon  the  formation  of 
the  State  govenniienr,  he  settled  at  Terre 
Haute;  tliere  practiced  law,  and  served  on 
the  bench  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  was 
District  Attorney ;  and  sub^v«|Uently  en- 
gaged in  mercantile  i)ursuits.  lie  was,  for 
many  years,  a  member  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature, and  It  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  Indiana,  from  1>-J7  to  l^'di).  Under 
President  Tyler's  administration  he  was 
Commissioner  iti'  the  Ceneral  Land  Office, 
and,  upon  his  resignation,   was  apixiinted 

.  President  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal 


Company.  He  held  this  office  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  having  just  returned  tVoui 
England,  where,  as  the  financial  agent  of 
his  State,  he  had  made  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments with  its  juililic  creditors.  He  died 
at  Cincinnati,  while  on  liis  return  from 
Washington,  November '28,  184'J. 

Blanchard,  Jonathan. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  New  Hamjtshiie  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  in  17c3  and  17>4. 

Blanchard,  John. — Ib>rn  in  the  County 
I  of  Caleilonia,  Wriiioiit,  September 3(1.  17-7. 
He  spent  his  boyhood  on  ii  farm  ;    prepared 
,  liimselt  tor  college,  and  graduated  at  Purt- 
'  mouth  in  181*i;   removed  to  I'eniisylvania, 
and  taught  .school ;   read  law,  and  wan  ad- 
1  mitted  t<t  practice;   and  was  n  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1-4.')  to  I-4'.i.      He  died  in  Columbia,  Lan- 
caster County,  March  ■"^,  1S4'J. 

Bland,  Richard. — He  wan  a  nativp  of 
I  Virginia ;    was   lor  some  years   a   leading 
,   member   of  tlie    House  ol    liurgesses.      In 
17l>-  he  VtHA  one  of  the  committ««'  appointed 
to  remonstrate  with  Pailiument  »>n  the  sub- 
ject of  tuiHtion  ;    in   i77i(  wiot  one  of  the 
Committie  of  CorresponUtiiee  ;  and  was  » 
DeU'gate  to  the  Ctintiliental  Congress  lH»m 
1774  to  1770.      He  died  iu  ]71M>,  aged  liirty- 
I  eight  years. 

Bland.  Theodoric— Wils  n  native  of 
Virginia;    having   Oeeii   boin  iu  I74"J,  and 
was  the  uncle  oi  .lolm   Kandolph;   he  whm 
bred  a  physieinn,  l)Ut  upon  the  commence- 
ment ot  thr  Ameriian   wai  lie  (quitted  the 
practice  for  the  army,  aiid  rsse  to  llie  rank 
of   Colonel,    and   had   the    cumm»nd   of   a 
.  regiment    of   dragoons,     lu    I77"J   he   hud 
,  command  of  the  troops  ut  Albemarle   Har- 
racks,    and   continued   in   that  xtutioii   till 
I  elected  to  a. -n-at  in  Congress,  from  N'lrginia, 
;  iu    I7f-0.      He   served    in   that    Uxiy    liiree 
I  years.     He  was  then  cluisen  a  member  of 
the  \'irgiuia  Legislature.     H«  was  a  Kep- 
resentative in  the  tirst  Conirress  under  the 
Constitution,  having  voteil  for  itH  adoption. 
He  died  at  New  York,  June  1,  I7l>0,  while 
attending  a  session  of  Congress,     He  was 
the  tirst  member  of  Congress  whose  death

,  nent  men  was  published  in   1.-4J  ujj  "The 
^  PUud  I'aper*." 
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Bledsoe,  Jesse. — He  was  at  oue  time 
a  distiuo-uislic'd  advocate  and  jurist  of  Ken- 
tiu'ky,  aud  a  .Seuator  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1S1:{  to  1H15;  he  was  also 
I'rofessor  of  Law  in  the  University  of 
Transylvania,  and  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Suttreme  Court  of  Kentucky.  He  died  at 
Nacogdoches,  Texas,  June  3(J,  ld;i7. 

Bleecker,  Hermanus. — He  was  born 
at  All)any,  New  York,  in  1771),  and  died 
there  July  U>,  1>M'J,  He  was  a  member  of 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1811  to 
181."i,  aud,  by  President  Van  Buren,  was 
appointed,  in  1839,  Charge  d'AH^"aires  at 
the  Hague.  In  !82'2  he  was  a  Regent  of 
the  University  of  New  York,  aud  received 
the  degree  of  LL.D. 

Bliss,  George. — Was  born  in  Jericho, 
Chittenden  County,  Vermont,  January  1, 
1813;  received  an  academical  education; 
went  to  Ohio  in  his  twentieth  year,  and 
spent  one  year  in  Granville  College ;  studied 
law  and  came  to  the  bar  in  1841  ;  in  1850 
he  was  appointed  President  Judge  of  the 
Eighth  Judicial  District  of  Ohio,  serving 
oue  year,  or  until  the  State  Constitution  | 
was  changed;  in  1852  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  Ohio  to  the  Thirty-third 
Congress,  and  in  18ti2  he  was  re-elected  to  [ 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  ou  the  Judiciary. 

Bliss,  Philemon. — Born  in  Canton, 
Connecticut,  July  28,  1814  ;  educated  at 
Fairfield  Academy,  Oneida  Institute,  and 
Hamilton  College,  New  Y'"ork ;  was  a  law- 
yer by  profession ;  removed  to  Ohio,  and 
was  elected  President  Judge  of  the  JPour- 
teenth  Circuit  Court,  and,  in  1854,  a  Rep- 
resentative to  the  Thirty-fourth  Congress, 
and  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  ou 
Manufactures. 

Bloodworth,  Timothy. — He  was  born 
in  North  Carolina,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  in 
1790  and  1791,  aud  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States  from  1795  to  1801.  He  died  August 
24,  1814. 

Bloom,  Isaac. — He  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  New  Y'ork  to  the  Eighth 
Congress,  but  died  before  taking  his  seat, 
in  18U3. 

Bloomfield,  Joseph. — Born  in  the  town 
of  ^Voodbridge,  Middlesex  County,  New 
Jersey;  studied  law  until  1775,  when  he 
became  an  active  friend  of  the  Revolution ; 
was  afterwards  Attorney  General  for  New 


Jersey;  Governor  of  that  State  from  1801 
to  1812  ;  was  appointed  a  Brigadier  G»'ue- 
ral  by  President  Madison ;  and  was  a 
Representative!  in  Congress,  from  New 
Jt-rsLiy,  frum  1H17  to  l.-'2l.  As  Chainntin 
of  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pen- 
sions he  reported  the  bill  granting  pensions 
to  soldiers  of  the  Revolutionary  army.  He 
resided  in  Burlington,  New  Jersey,*  numy 
years  before  his  death. 

Blount,  Thomas.— He  was  born  in 
Nortii  Carolina;  was  a  General  of  Militia 
in  that  State  ;  and  a  Representative  from 
the  same,  in  the  Twelfth  Congress.  Died 
in  Washington,  February  9,  1812. 

Blount,  "William. — He  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Cougress  in  1782,  1783, 
178(3,  and  1787,  from  North  Carolina;  and 
was  Governor  of  the  territory  south  of  the 
Ohio,  having  been  appointed  to  that  office 
in  179i).  In  1796,  he  was  chosen  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention  of  Tennessee.  He 
was  elected,  the  same  year,  by  that  State, 
to  a  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate,  but 
was  expelled  in  1797,  for  having,  as  it  was 
alleged,  instigated  the  Creeks  and  Chero- 
kees  to  assist  the  British  in  conquering  the 
Spanish  territories  near  the  United  States. 
While  his  impeachment  was  being  tried  in 
the  United  States  Senate  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  State  Senate  and  made 
President  thereof.  He  died  at  Knoxville, 
March  10,  1810,  aged  iifty-six  years. 

Blount,  "William  G. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1815  to  1819.     Died  May  2J,  1-27. 

Blow,  Henry  T.  — B(Hu  in  Southamp- 
ton County,  Virginia,  July  15,  1817:  re- 
moved to  Missouri  in  1830,  and  graduated 
at  the  St.  Louis  Uuiversity;  devoted  him- 
self to  the  drug  and  lead  business  :  served 
four  years  in  the  State  Senate;  in  181)1  he 
was  appointed  by  President  Lincoln  Minis- 
ter to  Venezuela,  which  he  resigned  in  less 
than  a  year,  and  in  1>()2  he  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Missimri,  to  the  Thir- 
ty-eighth Congress,  serving  ou  the  Com- 
mittee of  Ways  and  Means.  He  was  also 
a  Delegate  to  the  Biiltimore  Convention  of 
18(34.

Senator  from  1845  to  1848.     Died  at  Fall

Borland,  Charles,  Jr. — He  Avas  born 
in  Orange  County,  New  York,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  NeAv  York  Assembly  in 
1820;  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  18-21  to  1823;  and  was 
again  elected  to  the  Assembly  in  183G. 

Borland,  Solon. — He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia ;  Avas  educated  in  North  Carolina; 
serA'ed  in  the  Avar  with  Mexico  as  a  volun- 
teer; Avas  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1844; 
Avas  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Arkan- 
sas, from  J  848  to  1853,  and  was  appointed, 
by  President  Pierce,  Minister  to  Central 
America.  He  also  received,  from  Presi- 
dent Pierce,  the  appointment  of  Governor 
of  the  Territory  of  Ncav  Mexico,  but  de- 
clined. He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of 
1861  as  a  Brigadier  General.  Died  in 
'Texas  early  in  1864. 

Borst,  Peter  I. — He  AA-as  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  the  County  of  Scho- 
harie, NeAv  York,  from  1829  to  1831,  and 
Avas  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
penditures in  the  Post  Office  Department. 
Died  at  Middleburg,  New  York,  November 
14,  1848. 

Boss,  John  L.,  Jr. — He  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Rhode  Island, 
from  1815  to  1819. 

Bossier,  Peter  E. — He  Avas  descended 
from  an  old  French  family  of  Louisiana, 
and  after  serving  ten  years  in  the  State 
Senate,  he  Avas  elected  a  member  of  the 
Twenty-eighth  Congress  from  that  State, 
and  died  in  ^Vashington  before  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term,  April  XJ4,  1844. 

Boteler,     Alexander     R. — Born     in 

She[therdstown,  Jefferson  County, Virginia, 
May  16,  1815.  After  going  through  an 
academic  course  of  studies  in  his  native 
toAvn,  he  entered  Princeton  College,  and 
graduated  in  1835,  and  since  that  tiuie  has 
been  chiefly  de\'oted  to  rural  and  literary 


pursuits.  In  1852  and  18.50,  he  Avas  on 
the  Electoral  tickets.  Whig  and  American  ; 
and  in  1859  he  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Virginia,  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Coinmihi-e  on 
Military  Aflairs.  Din-ing  a  part  of  the 
Rebellion  he  served  as  a  Representative  in 
the  so-called  "  Confederate  congress." 

Botts,  John  M.— P.orn  in  Dumfries, 
Prince  William  County,  Virginia,  Sentein- 
ber  16,  18(12,  but  removed  with  his  tutlitT 
to  Fredericksburg,  and  subsequently  to 
Richmond.  In  1811  he  lost  his  jjiuents, 
at  the  conflagration  of  the  Kichmond  thea- 
tre, and  was  sent  to  a  boarding-school.  At 
eighteen  he  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar,  prac- 
ticed for  six  years,  and  then  retired  to  a 
farm  in  Henrico  County.  He  served  in 
the  Legislature  from  ^3:5  to  1839,  Avhen  lie 
Avas  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Virginia,  and  occupied  that  position 
until  1843  ;  Avas  re-elected  to  the  Thirtieth 
Congress,  and  Avas  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Military  Aft'airs.  He  afterwards 
resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession  in 
Richmond,  Avhere  he  now  resides,  having, 
since  1851,  declined  all  nominations  for 
public  office  in  his  State.  During  the  Re- 
bellion he  remained  faithful  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States. 

Bouck,  Joseph. — He  Avas  born  in  New 
York,  and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1831  to  1833, 
serAnng  on  the  Committee  on  Imprison- 
ment for  Debt. 

Boude,  Thomas. — He  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1801  to  1803. 

Boudinot,  Elias. — Was  bom  in  Phila- 
delphia, May  2,  1740.  He  studied  the  law 
and  became  eminent  in  that  profession. 
At  an  early  period  of  the  Revolutionary 
War,  he  Avas  appointed  by  Congress  Com- 
missary General  of  Prisoners.  In  the  year 
1777  he  Avas  chosen  a  member  of  Conj^ress, 
and  in  1782  Avas  made  President  of  that 
body.  Aft(T  the  adoption  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, he  entered  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives from  Pennsylvania,  Avhere  he  contin- 
ued from  1789  to  1795.  He  then  succeeded 
Rittenhouse  as  Director  of  the  Mint  of  the 
United  States,  an  office  which  he  resigned 
in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  and  lived  from 
that  time  at  Burlington,  N.'w  .lersey.  He 
devoted  himself  earnestly,  to  biblical  liteni- 
ture,  and  l)eing  possessed  of  an  ample  for- 
tune, made  muniticent  donations  to  various 
charitable  and  theological  institutions.  The 
American  Bible  Society,  of  which  he  be- 
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came  Presitleut,  was  jjarticixlarly  an  object 
of  his  bounty.  He  died  at  Builingtim, 
New  Jersey/ October  "^4,  \>l\.  He  jmb- 
lisbed  several  books,  aud  was  devoted  to 
Natural  History. 

Bouldiii,  James  W. — He  was  born  in 
Yirgiuia,  aud  whs  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  \'iro'iuia,  fruni  \^X\  to  1H:W, 
having  been  elected  to  tlie  Twenty-third 
Congress  iu  place  of  his  brother,  T.  T. 
Boiildin,  deceased. 

Bouldiii,  Thomas  T. — He  vas  Itorn  in 
Virginia ;  spent  his  youtli  in  farming : 
adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and  reaelied 
a  high  judicial  position  ;  was  a  member  of 
Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1*^",*1>  to  I -:?:{, 
and  died  in  the  Capitol,  at  Washington. 
February  11,  1"^:34  He  liad  lieen  re-eU-cted 
to  the  Twenty-third  Congress,  but  died 
soon  after  entering  upon  his  thinl  terni. 
On  the  day  preceding  liis  dealli,  he  was 
censured  by  a  colleague  for  omitting  to  rail 
the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  death  <jf 
his  predecessor.  .John  Kandolpli ;  and  he 
bad  risen  to  reply,  when  he  was  seized  with 
paralysis,  sank  down  into  a  cliair.  and  dit-tl 
immediately.  Before  entering  Cougr«'SS,  he 
had  been  a  lawyer  of  high  rank,  and  an 
able  and  upright  judge,  and  highly  respect- 
ed for  his  talents  and  integrity. 

Bouligney,  Dominique. — He  was  born 
in  Louisiana  ;  was  u  lawyer  by  protession  ; 
was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  that  .State, 
from  l."-i4  to  l^vJ'J,  and  died  iu   \^Si. 

Bouligney,  John  Edmund. — He  was 

born  in  Niw  Orleans,  Febriuu-y  .'>.  lr^"J4, 
and  was  of  Creole  ilescent  ;  received  a  good 
education  ;  held  several  othces  of  trust  in 
his  native  city,  and  was  elected  a  Kepre- 
sentative, from  Louisiana,  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congress.  Of  the  rej)resentatives  of 
twelve  millions  of  people,  he  was  the  only 
one  who  refused  to  abandon  his  .State  to 
the  leaders  of  the  secession  movement,  and 
he  continued  in  Congress  until  the  close  of 
his  term.  He  dii-d  'u  Washington,  of  con- 
sumption. Fell r nary 'JO,  b"^li4.  l>omini(pie 
Boligney,  formerly  a  Senator  from  Louis- 
iana, was  his  uncle. 

Bourne,  Benjamin. — He  was  a  native 
of  Bristol,  Kliode  Island,  and  was  born 
about  the  year  17o5,  and  educated  at  Har- 
vard College,  where  he  graduated  in  1775. 
He  was  conspicuous  for  talents  and  learn- 
ing, and  si)ent  a  large  part  of  his  life  in 
public  aud  houorable  employments.  He 
was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Khode  Island,  from  179U  to  ITUG,  when  be 


'  resigned,  and  wa.s  appointed  Judge  of  the 
United  States  District  Cotirt  of  Khode  Is- 
land.    He  died  September  17,  Ic'Uc*. 

Bourne,  Shearjasub. — He  was  a  grad- 
uate of  ilar\ard  Colli-ge  in  17t)4  :  was 
Clii<  f  Ju>tice  of  the  Court  of  Coinuiou 
Pleas  for  Sutl"olk  County,  Massachusetts  ; 
and  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
17:U  to  17'.»:).      lie  died  in  ISUl). 

Bout-well,  George  S.— He  was  born 
in  Brookliiie,  Norfdk  County,  Massachu- 
setts. January  'J-^,  l-l-^.      When  a  boy  he 
had  some  experience  in  farming ;   was  iu 
tlie    mercantile    business    as    apprentic*-, 
clerk,   and   propriitor   ft>r  twenty   years; 
studied  law,  and  came  to  th«'  bar  somewhat 
late  in  lite;   served  sev«'n  ye.-irsin  the  Mas- 
«ichuset.s    Legislature,  bt-tweeu  the  years 
,    1S4*J  and  IpTjU;    was  a  nuMnberof  the  Mas-

Bowen,  John  H. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1813  to  1815. 

Bower,  Gustavus  B. — He  was  horn 
in  Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Missouri,  from  1843  to  1845. 

Bowers,  John  M. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1813  to  1814. 

Bowie,  Richard  I. — He  was  born  in 
Georgetown,  District  of  Columbia,  June 
23,  1807.  He  received  a  classical  educa- 
tion, and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  his 
nineteenth  year,  and,  subsequently,  to 
practice  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  In  1S:U!  and  18;'7  he  was  elected 
to  the  Legislature  of  Maryland;  in  1840 
he  Avas  a  Delegate  to  the  Harrisburg  Con- 
vention, called  to  nominate  a  President; 
and  he  was  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  1849  to  1853.  It  is  claimed  by  his 
friends  that  he  made  the  first  speech  in  the 
House  of  Represimtatives  on  the  Compro- 
mise measures  of  1850. 

Bowie,  Thomas  F. — Born  at  Queen

profession  of  law ;  served  as  Deputy  Attor- 
ney General  for  Prince  George's  County 
sixteen  years ;  served  three  terms  in  the 
Legislature  of  Maryland,  and  was  elected 
a  Reju'esentative,  from  Maryland,  in  the 
Thirty- fourth  and  Thirty-fifth  Congresses. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

Bowie,  Walter. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
1802  to  1805. 

Bowlin,  James  B. — Born  in  Spottsyl- 
vania  County,  Virginia,  in  1804.  He  was 
reared  a  mechanic,  but  obtained  a  common 
school  education;  and,  after  studying  law, 
was  admitted  to  the  bar,  in  Greenbrier 
County,  in  1827.  In  1833  he  removed  to 
St.  Louis,  Missouri ;  in  1834  was  appointed 


Cliief  Clt^k  of  the  State  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  in  l.''35  was  electe<l  a  mt-m- 
ber  of  the  Legislature.  In  1^:57  h«^  was 
maile  District  Attorney  for  St.  Lonis  ;  soon 
after  Attorney  for  the  IJank  of  St.  Lonis; 
in  183i)  he  was  eh-cted  Jndgc  of  the  Crimi- 
nal Court;  and  was  a  Pi-prescntative  in 
Congress,  from  Missom-i,  from  1843  to  1K')L

Bowne,  Obadiah.— lie  was  burn  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1853. 

Bowne,  Samuel  S. — He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  New  York  Assembly  in  1834, 
and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1841  to  1843.  In  H57  he 
was  Judge  of  Otsego  County,  and  held 
various  other  positions  of  trust  and  honor. 
Died  in  Otsego  County,  July  15,  18(J5, 
aged  seventy  years. 

Boyce,  William  W.— P,orn  in  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  October  24,  ]^\'J,  and 
was  educated  at  the  South  Carolina  Col- 
lege and  Virginia  University.  He  adopted 
the  profession  of  law;  was  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina  in  1842, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  1853  to  December,  186t»,  when  he  re- 
signed. He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  as 
a  member  of  the  "Confederate"  Congress. 
His  tastes  are  of  a  literary  character,  and 
he  is  said'.  •  be  fhard  student.  AVhen  re- 
elected to  toe  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  he 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Elections,  and  at  the  time  of  his  leaving 
Congress  he  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Thirty-three  on  the  Rebellious 
States.  He  subsequently  settled  in  Wash- 
ington City. 

Boyd,  Adam. — Ho  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from 
1803  to  1805,  and  again  from  IKH  to  1.^13. 
He  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, and  a  man  of  strong  natural  ability. 
He  died  in  Hackensack,  New  Jersey,  at 
an  advanced  age. 

Boyd,  Alexander.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1813  to  1815. 

Boyd,  John  H. — He  was  ]>orn  in  New 
York,  and  was  a  Pepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1851  to  18.53. 
He  was  a  member,  in  1840,  of  the  State 
Assembly,  from  Washington  County. 

Boyd,  Linn. — Was  born  in  Nashville. 
Tennessee,  Noveinl)er  22,  1^)0.  His  early 
advantages  were  limited,  but  on  arriving 
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at  man's  estate  he  removed  to  Keutucky, 
entered  into  politics,  and  in  1^'27  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Legislature  of  that  .State,  from 
Calloway  County,  servin":  tlnt'e  sessions, 
and  in  l^'M  was  re-elected  fur  another 
session,  from  Trig-gf  County.  He  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  Ken- 
tucky, from  1835  to  18;{7,  from  J^li'J  to 
]847,  and  again  frouj  1"^4T  to  l"-.").").  He 
Avas  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Terri- 
tories during  the  Thirty-tirst  Congress; 
and  during  the  32d  and  33d  Congresses 
occupied  the  chair  of  Sjieaker  of  the  House 
of  Kcpresentatives.  He  also  scrveil  one 
term  as  Lieutenant-Goveruur  of  Kentucky. 
During  liis  career  in  Congress  he  labored 
faithfully  and  constantly  for  his  constitu- 
ents, and  retired  to  private  life  with  a  high 
reputation.  Died  in  I'aducah,  Keutuckv, 
December  IG,  185'J. 

Boyd,  Sempronius  H.— He  was  ln>ni 
in  AVilliamson  County,  Ti-nnessee,  May  'Jr^, 
IS'2^;  received  a  good  English  education ; 
adopted  the  prof»'>sion  ot  law;  in  I."^>1 
raised  a  regiment  fur  the  war  and  i»ecame 
its  commamler,  tiie  same  luiving  aci|uir(-d 
reputation  as  "  the  Lyon  legion ;"  and  in 
18(1*2  he  was  elected  a  liejui'sentative,  from 
Missouri,  to  the  Thiily-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Indian  AtVaiis, 
and  a-i  Chairman  ot  the  Connnittee  «>n 
Uutinished  Business.  .Sub>e*juently  re- 
sumed the  j)ractice  of  his  piofcssiuu. 

Boydeii,  Nathaniel. — Born  in  Frank- 
lin Township,  Mas>achusetts,  August  Iti, 
1791) ;  he  graduated  at  Union  College,  New 
York,  in  i8"Jti;  iu  18"JI  reu)uved  to  North 
Carolina  ;  tlu-re  he  taught  school,  studied 
law,  and  was  elected  a  number  of  times  to 
the  State  Legislature.  He  was  in  Congress 
as  a  Kepresentative,  from  North  Carolina, 
from  1847  to  184i),  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  E.\j)enditures  iu  the 
Navy  Department ;  lie  declined  a  re-elec- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  devoting  his  whole 
attention  to  the  practice  of  Lis  profession. 

Boyer,  Benjamiii  M. — He  was  bora  in 
Montgomery  L  uiuiiy,  reimsylvania,  Janu- 
ary'^-J,  1^-J3;  graduated  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  iu  1^41  ;  studied  law  and 
adopted  that  profession ;  was  l)istrict  At- 
torney for  his  native  county  from  1848  to 
185U;  and  was  elected  a  Kepresentative 
from  Pennsylvania  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Conunittees  on 
Eevolutiouary  IVnsions,  the  MiJitia,  and 
the  Debts  of  Loyal  States. 

Boyle,  Johu. — He  was  born  in  Ken- 
tucky, liberally  educated,  and  a  lawyer  by 


profession.     He  was  a  Judge  of  tlie  Su- 
j)reme    Court   of    Kentucky,     also    Chief 
Justice  of  the  State;   and  a  Kepresentative 
in  Congress,  trom  Kentucky,  troiii  1^U3  to 
j   l"^(ii.l,  when  he  was  appointed  (n)vernor  of 
Illinois  Territory.     He  was  a  distinguished 
I  and    successful   lawyer,    and    able    judge, 
I  and  died  in  Kentucky,  Jnnuary  '2:^,  1>34. 
During  the  eight   years   inmiediately  jtre- 
ceding    his    deatli,    he   was  Judge   of  the 
United    States    District    Cotnt    for    Keu- 
tucky, having  been  appointed  by  I'resident 
Adams. 


Brabsou,  Reese  B. — Born  in  Tennes- 
see, and  elected  a  liepresentative,  tVoui 
that  State,  to  the  Thirty-si.xtli  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  C«)mmitlee  ou 
Invalid  Pensions.  Died  in  Tennessee,  iu 
Sfj)teud)er,   I-tJ3. 


Brace,  Jouathau.— He  was  born  in 
Harrington.  Conneeticut,  Novendu-r  i*J, 
1754,  and  died  at  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
August  'JlJ,  iKfT.  He  WHS  a  gradual*'  of 
Vale  College  in  1771',  and  was  ehetetl  u 
Judge  of  Probate,  Chief  .Judge  of  the 
Hartford  County  C«*url,  and  a  Kepre.senta- 
tive  in  Congress,  tVom  171M  to  1-on.  He 
I  was  also  futjuently  in  the  .State  Legisla- 
ture, at  one  liuie  Stiite  Attorney  for  Hart- 
ford County,  and  for  nine  yeais  Mayor  of 
Hartford. 

Bradbury,  George.— Was  i.oiu  iu 
Portlauil,  tluii  called  lalmoutli,  MasMiehu- 
setts,  iu  177n.  lit-  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  in  1781),  and  iniuieiliatety  coni- 
nieuced  tlie  study  of  Ittw.  He  establisheil 
himself  in  tlie  practice  at  Portland,  now 
Maine.  From  l-dti  to  l^lU  he  wti.s  a  mem- 
ber of  the  .'state  Legislature,  and  al.so  iu 
l"?!!  and  Ir'l'J.  In  If  12  he  was  chosen  to 
represent  the  Cuud^erlantl  District,  MaH.Ha- 
chusetts,  in  Congress,  as  succe.-isor  to  Wil- 
liam Widgery,  whose  vote  on,  and  support 
of  war  measur«*s,  rendered  him  unpopular 
with  his  constituents.  Mr.  Bradbuiy  re- 
ceived the  approbation  of  a  secou<l  eleetiou 
in  1814.  Alter  this  service  he  returned  to 
his  profession,  which  he  pursued  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  in 
I'ortland,  November  7,  1"'23,  having  been 
Associate  Clerk  of  a  court  in  Portland 
from  1817  to  1""'JU,  and  a  State  Senator  in 
18'2J. 


Bradbury,  James  "W.— He  wjls  born 
in  Maine,  in  l~ii."»;  graduated  at  Bowdoin 
College  in  l^"2o;  adopted  the  profession  of 
law  ;  wa^  a  County  Attorney  from  J'^;i4  to 
I8;i8;  a  Presidential  Elector  in  I'*44;  and 
was  a  Senator  iu  Congress,  from  Maine, 
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from  1847  to  1853,  serving  as  Chairnmn  of 
the  Conimittee  on  Priuting. 

Bradbiiry,  Theophilus. — Was  born  in 
that  portion  ot'  Xe\vl)ury  now  Newburyport, 
in  17:>U.  Having  graduated  at  Harvard 
University  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  lie  then 
studied  hiw,  and  practiced  in  Falmouth, 
Maine,  until  1779,  when  he  returned  to  his 
native  town.  After  filling  several  local 
otKces,  he  was  chosen  to  represent  the 
Essex  District  in  Congress  from  1795  to 
1797,  and  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1801.  About  six  years  before  his  death, 
■which  occurred  Septemlier  0,  1803,  he  was 
apj)oiuted  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Massachusetts. 

Bradford,  Allen  A. — He  was  born  in 
Friendship,  Lincoln  County,  Maine,  July 
2'.i,  1815;  spent  his  boyhood  on  a  farm, 
and  received  a  common  school  and  aca- 
demical education;  emigrated  to  Missouri 
in  1841,  where  he  studied  law  and  came  to 
the  bar  in  1843  ;  and  in  1845  he  was  elected 
Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Atchison 
County,  which  office  he  held  for  tive  years. 
In  1851  he  removed  to  Iowa,  and  in  1852 
was  a])pointed  Judge  of  the  Sixth  Judicial 
District  of  that  State,  which  he  resigned  in 
1855.  During  the  latter  year  he  removed 
to  the  Territory  of  Nebraska,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  the 
Territory  in  1856,  1857,  and  1858.  In  1860 
he  settled  in  Colorado,  and  was  appointed, 
in  1862,  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
that  Territory,  which  position  he  held  until 
elected  a  Delegate  from  Colorado  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  National  Committee  appointed  to 
accompany  the  remains  of  President  Lin- 
coln to  Illinois. 

Bradford,  William.— "Was  born  at 
Plyuipton,  Massachusetts,  November  4, 
1729.  He  studied  medicine,  and  establish- 
ed himself  in  practice  at  Warren,  Rhode 
Island,  but  afterwards  removed  to  Bristol. 
He  then  turned  his  attention  to  the  law, 
and  became  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
civilians  of  that  State.  He  took  an  active 
part  in  the  cause  of  his  country  during  the 
Kevolution,  and  afterwards  held  many  im- 
l)ortant  stations.  He  was  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  and  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Senate,  from  Khode  Island, 
from  179:}  to  1797,  Avhen  he  resigned.  He 
was  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate  during 
a  ]tart  of  the  Fifth  Congress.  He  died 
July  6,  1808. 

Bradley,  Edward. — He  was  born  in 
East    Bloomfield,    Ontario   County,    New 


York,  in  April,  1808;  spent  liis  boyhood 
on  a  farm  ;  when  twenty-eight  years  of 
age  he  was  appointed  Associate  Judge  of 
the  Conunon  Pleas  of  that  County;  in 
1839  he  removed  to  Micliigan  and  engaged 
in  the  practice  of  law;  in  l'^42  he  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  of  Michigan;  and 
was  a  l\ei)resentative  from  tiiat  State  to 
the  Thirtieth  Congress.  He  died  in  New 
York  City,  while  on  a  toiu-  for  the  benetit 
of  his  health,  August  5,  1847. 

Bradley,  Stephen  R.— He  was  born  in 
Connecticut,  and  grailuated  at  Yale  Col- 
legia in  1775.  He  was  a  General  of  militia, 
the  intimate  friend  of  General  Ethan  Allen, 
and  the  aid  of  Geuftral  Wooster  when  that 
otticer  fell  in  a  skirmish  with  the  enemy. 
He  was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  the 
first  Senator  from  Vermont  in  the  (,'ongiess 
of  the  United  States,  serving  from  1791  to 
1795,  and  from  1801  to  ldl3:  a  man  of 
eminent  ability,  but  of  eccentric  habits; 
and  died  in  New  Hampshire,  December  16, 
18:»0,  aged  seventy-six  years.  During  a 
part  of  the  Seventh  and  Tenth  Congresses 
he  officiated  as  President  pro  tern,  of  the 
Senate. 

Bradley,  "William  C— IJorn  at  West- 
minster, \'ermont,  March  23,  1782.  He 
entered  Yale  College,  and  was  compelled 
to  leave  when  a  freslunan  in  179(5,  and  yet, 
in  1817,  the  Corporation  of  the  Institution 
surprised  him  with  the  degree  of  M.  A. 
He  studied  law  with  his  father,  Stephen  R. 
Bradley,  and  was  admitted  to  the  l)ar  in 
1802.  The  public  positions  held  by  him 
are  as  follows:  From  1800  to  1803,  Secre- 
tary of  Commissioners  of  Bankruptcy ; 
from  1804  to  1811,  State's  Attorney  for 
Windham  County,  and  part  of  this  period 
Clerk  of  Westminster;  in  180(5-7,  Repre- 
sentative in  the  State  Legislature;  in  1812, 
member  of  the  State  Council ;  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  1813  to  1815; 
from  1817  to  1822,  agent  of  the  United 
States  under  the  Treaty  of  Ghent;  again 
in  Congress  from  1823  to  1827;  in  1850 
again  in  the  State  Legislature;  in  18.5(5  a 
Presidential  Elector;  iu  1857  a  member  of 
the  State  Constitutional  Convention  ;  and 
in  1858  took  formal  leave  of  tlie  bar,  at 
which  he  had  practiced  for  lifty-four  years, 
conferring  honor  upon  his  native  State  and 
winning  a  spotless  rej)Utation  as  a  man. 
He  was  also  Presidential  Elector  in  1857. 

Bradsliaw,  Samuel  C. — He  was  born 
in  Plumstead  Township,  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  June  10,  1809;  received  a 
common  school  education;  stiulied  medi- 
cine, and  graduated  at  the  Pennsylvania 
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Metlical  College  in  1833 ;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  liis  native  State,  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  Congress. 

Brady,   Jasper  E. — He  was  born   in 

New  Jersey,  ami  was  a  Kejiresentative  in 
Congress,  friiin  Pennsylvania,  fro'ii  l-'47 
to  1849.  He  subse(iiiently  settled  in  the 
practice  of  law  at  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania, 
and  afterwards  in  Washington  City. 

Bragg,  John. — He  was  born  in  North 
Carolina,  and  was  a  Kepresentutive  in 
Congress,  from  Alabama,  from  lf^51  to  1853. 

Bragg,  Thomas.— liom  in  Warrenton, 
Warnu  County,  North  Carolina,  Novem- 
ber i>,  1810;  was  chiotly  educated  at  the 
^lilitary  Academy  at  Middletown,  Con- 
necticut; studied  law  aJid  conunenced 
practice  in  l^^'.U  :  in  1"^4'J  was  eleited  to 
the  Assendtly  of  his  State;  in  K)3  was  a 
Presidential  Elector ;  was  (iovernor  of 
North  Carolina  for  two  terms,  from  IK'k> 
to  IH.")!) ;  and  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress for  the  term  commencing  in  ISVJ, 
serving  on  the  Connnittees  on  Piddic  I^iiids 
and  Claims.  Kjci)elled  from  the  Siiate  in 
July,  l-'til,  having  previously  taken  jmrt 
in  the  Kehellion  as  Attorney  (jeueral  of 
the  so-called  Confederate  Slates. 

Brciinard,  Lawrence. — He  wft.s  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  tVom  \'ermont,  during  the 
session  of  1854-'."),  for  the  uncvjiireil  term 
of  William  I'piiam,  decea.sed. 

Branch,  John. — Born  in  Halifax  Coun- 
ty, North  Canilina,  November  4,  178'J  ; 
graduated  at  the  University  of  Nortli  Caro- 
lina in  18(11;  studied  and  practiced  law; 
in  1811  was  elected  a  State  Senator;  re- 
elected every  year  until  l^'17;  was  then 
elected  Governor  of  the  State ;  again  en- 
tered the  State  Senate  in  18'J*2;  served  in 
the  United  States  Senate  from  18*J3  to 
18vJ9  ;  and  was  in  the  latter  year  appointed 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  by  Presitlent  Jack- 
son. On  his  return  lu)nie  from  Washing- 
ton, in  1831,  he  was  elected  to  a  seat  in 
Congress  as  Kepre.sentative  from  North 
Carolina;  in  1834  he  was  again  elected  to 
the  Slate  Senate;  in  l"^iC)  elected  a  mendier 
of  the  Convention  to  revise  the  State  Con- 
stitution; and  in  1843  was  appointed  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Territory  of  Florida;  after 
which  he  retired  to  private  life,  to  enjoy  in 
peace  the  love  and  respect  of  his  many 
friends.  Died  at  Entield,  North  Carolina, 
January  4,  18G3. 

Branch,  Law^rence  O'Brien. — Bom  in 

N\>rili    Carolina    in     l-'JU;     graduated    at 


I  Princeton  College  in  1838;  was  a  lawyer 
!  by  profession ;  and  was  elected  a  Kepre- 
sentative  from  North  Carolina  to  the  Thirty- 
I  fourth  Congress,  and  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
tifth  and  Thirty-sixth  Congresses,  serving  as 
'  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Territories 
I  and  on  Foreign  Atl'airs.     He  took  part  in 
the  Great  liebellion  as  a  General,  and  was 
'  killed  at   tlu'  battle  of  Antietam,   in  Sep- 
tember,  1H')-J. 

Brandegee,  Augustus. — He  was  born 
in   New    London,    Connecticut,   July    I"), 
1828;   graduated  at   Vale  College  in"  1 1^41), 
and    at    the    Yale    Law    School    in    l^ol  ; 
adopted  the  protession  of  law  ;  was  elected 
!  in  1-54,  Kis,  1 -<.',<.»,  and  Isd  a  member  of 
the  Connecticut  LegisUiture,  having  beeji 
chosen  Speaker  in  the  latter  year;  in  |H»;i  he 
was  a  Presidential  Klecttir,  and  was  elected 
I  a  Ki'presentative  frt»m  Cotiiu-t-licut  to  the 
j  Thiity-eighth  Congress,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of   the  Committees   on    Naval    .\tlairs 
I  and  Expenditures  «in  Public  Ibiildings.  and 
I  hImo  as  Chairman  of  a  H|K'cial  Commitleo 
;  on  the  .\ii-line  K'uilroad  trom  Wiisliingttm 
to  New  York.      He  wa.H  also  a  l)elegate  to 
the  Bnltimuro  Ctuivention  of    lfM»4.     He- 
elected  to  tlie  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Ctimmittees  i»n  Naval  Affairs, 
lievolutionary    Pensions,    and    the    Postal 
Railroad  t«)  New  York. 

'  Brayton,  William  D.— lie  was  born 
in  Warwick,  Ki-nl  Ct»unty,  Rhode  Island, 
NovembiT  (I,  I "^15.  Ho  was  educated  at 
Brown  University,  and,  ill  health  piev«Mit- 
ing  him  from  fbllowing  a  sedentary  pro- 
fession, he  entered  into  active  mercantile 
pursuits;  he  held  the  position  for  somo 
time  of  Town  Clerk  ;  was  elected  iu  1^41 
to  the  State  -\ssembly,  serving  two  terms  ; 
af"ter  serving  for  two  years  in  the  Town 
Councils,  part  of  the  time  as  president,  ho 
wa.s  in  1848  electtnl  to  the  Slate  S^-nate ; 
again  elected  to  the  State  Assembly  in 
1851  ;  elected  a  .second  time  to  the  Senate 
in  1^55;  was  Pre-.idential  Elector  in 
]*^.'>t);  and  was  elected  a  memlK-r  from 
Rhode  Island  of  the  Thirty-tifth  and  Thirty- 
sixth  Congresses,  sen'ing  on  the  Commit- 
tee tin  Patents  and  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Expenditures  on  the  Publio 
Buildings. 

Braxton,  Carter. — Born  on  the  NL'itta- 
pony  river,  ^"irginia,  Sptendier  |ii,  I7:{<»; 
graduated  at  the  College  of  William  ami 
Mary;  inheriting  a  large  fortune.  In-  spent 
three  years  in  Englan<l ;  in  I7(j<»  he  wa-s 
elected  to  the  House  of  Burgesses,  in  which 
he  was  conspicuous  ;  was  Sheriff  of  King 
and  Queen  County  for  u  time  ;  on  the  com- 
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menceiiient  of  the  war  he  was  a  member 
ot"  the  Cormiiittee  of  Snfety ;  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Virginia  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  J 776,  and  signed  the  Declaration 
of  Independence ;  after  tliat  service,  fre- 
quently served  in  the  ^'irginia  Legislature; 
and  having  lost  his  large  property  l»y  the 
war,  was  subsequently  greatly  perplex<'<l 
in  his  Hnancial  circumstances.  Died  at 
Richmond,  "N'irginia,  of  jniralvsis,  October 
10,  1797. 

Breck,  Daiiiel. — He  was  born  near 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1788;  gradmited 
at  Dartmouth  College  in  1812;  he  studied 
law,  and  removed  to  Kentucky  in  1814; 
soon  after  commenced  tlie  practice  of  liis 
profession  there.  His  first  public  position 
in  Kentucky  was  that  of  Judge  of  a  County 
Court ;  in  1824  he  was  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature,  and  re-elected  five  years  ;  from 
18:^5  until  1848  he  was  President  of  the 
Branch  Bank  of  Kentucky,  at  Kichmond ; 
in  184U  he  was  a  Presidential  Elector;  in 
1843  he  was  ajjpoiwted  Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Kentucky ;  and  he  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ken- 
tucky, from  1849  to  1851,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Manufactures. 
The  degree  of  LL.D  was  conferred  upon 
him  by  the  Transylvania  University  in 
1843,  and  he  has  attained  the  title  of 
Colonel  in  the  militia  service.  After  leav- 
ing Congress  he  resumed  the  office  of  Bank 
President. 

Breck,  Samuel. — He  was  born  in  Bos- 
ton, July  17,  1771;  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
18"23  to  1825,  and  died  in  Philadelphia, 
September  1,  1802. 

Breckinridge,  James. — He  was  a  Rep- 

reseutativf  in  Cono-ress,  from  Virginia, 
from  l.M)9  to  1817. 

Breckinridge,  James  D.— He  was  born 
in  Jefferson  County,  Kentucky,  and  Avas  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1821  to  1823.  He  died  at  Louisville, 
May,  1849. 

Breckinridge,  John. — "Was  a  Virginian 
by  biitli,  and  the  author  and  advocate  of 
the  celebrated  "Resolutions  of  1798-99" 
in  the  Legislature  of  that  State.  Emi- 
grating to  Kentucky,  lie  was  elected 
United  States  Senator  in  ISOl,  and  was 
appointed  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States,  by  President  JetTerson,  in  .January, 

1805,  holding   that   otfice   until   January, 

1806.  One  of  his  sons,  Robert  C.  Breck- 
inridge,   is   a   distinguished    Presbyterian 


divine ;  another,  John  Cabell  Breckinridge, 
was  an  eminent  lawyer,  and  the  father  of 
Vice-President  Breckinridge.  He  di»-d  at 
Lexington,  Kentucky,  December  14,  l^'UG. 

Breckinridge,  John  C. — H<  was  horn 
near  Lexingtnn,  Kentucky,  January  HI, 
1H21  ;  was  educated  at  t'entre  College, 
Kentucky  ;  spent  a  f«\v  months  at  Prince- 
ton ;  studied  law  at  the  Transylvania  Insti- 
tute, and  was  admitted  to  the  liar  at  Lex- 
ington. He  emigrated  to  Hurlington, 
Iowa,  where  he  riiiiained  for  a  time,  but 
returned  to  Lexington,  where  he  has  since 
resided,  and  when  not  engaged  in  public 
duties  has  practiced  his  jjrofessinn  witli 
success.  He  served  as  a  Major  of  infantry 
during  tlie  Avar  with  Mexico,  and  while  in 
that  country  distinguished  himself  as  the 
counsel  of  Major  General  Pillow  durmg 
the  famous  court-martial.  On  his  n-turn 
from  Mexico  he  Avas  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature  ;  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  the  Ashland  District,  from 
1851  to  1855.  During  Ms  administration. 
President  Pierce  tendered  to  him  the  niis- 
sian  to  S})ain,  but  family  atl'airs  compelle<l 
him  to  decline  the  honor.  He  Avas  elected 
Vice-President  of  the  I'nited  States  in 
1856,  on  the  ticket  Avith  James  Buchanan, 
and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofHce  in 
March,  1857,  as  Presiilent  of  the  United 
States  Senate.  In  l8t)l  he  Avent  into  the 
Senate  as  the  successor  of  Mr.  Crittenden. 
In  1860  he  Avas  nominated  by  the  Southern 
Democratic  >party  as  their  candidate  for 
President,  but  defeated.  He  Avas  expelled 
from  the  Senate  on  the  4th  December, 
1861  ;  and  took  part  in  the  Great  Rebellion 
as  a  General. 

Breese,  Sidney. — He  Avas  born  in 
Whitesborough, Oneida  County.  Ncav  Y(»rk, 
July  15,  1800.  He  attended  Hamilton  Col- 
lege, but  gradmited  at  Union  Collegi'.  He 
removed  to  Illinois,  and  after  due  prepara- 
tion, and  before  becoming  of  age,  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar.  His  tirst  j)til)lic  position 
Avas  that  of  Captain  of  militia,  alter  Aviiich 
he  became  Assistnnt  Secretary  of  State 
under  Secretary  Kane,  and  Avas  a]>|iointed 
Postnuister  of  Kaskaskia.  In  l'^'J2  he  Avas 
appointed  State  Attorney,  Avhich  oftice  he 
held  until  b''27,  wlien  he  Avas  appointed 
Attorney  of  the  United  States  for  Illinois. 
In  1829'he  ])ublished  a  volume  of  Decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  Avhich  noAv  hears  liis 
name,  and  was  the  first  octavo  volnnif  puh- 
lished  in  the  State  :  lie  served  in  flie  Klark 
Hawk  Avar  as  a  Lieutenant  of  volunteers 
In  1835  he  Avas  elected  a  Circuit  .Judge. 
He  Avas  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Illi- 
nois, from  1843  to  1849,  and  olficiated  as 
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Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  ;  he  was  a  Regent  of  the  Smithso- 
nian Institnte  during  President  Polk's  ad- 
ministration. In  JfroU  he  went  into  the 
Illinois  Legislature,  and  was  elected 
Speaker.  He  was  one  of  the  originatiirs 
of  the  Illinois  Cential  Kailruad.  In  Ic'o") 
be  was  again  placed  upon  the  Circuit  Court 
bench,  and  having  been  made  Chief  Judge, 
still  holds  the  position. 

Brengle,  Francis.— He  was  born  in 
Maryland,  and  was  a  liepresentativtf  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  If^A'A  to 
184',.     Died  Derember  lU,  J':^4G. 

Brent,  Richard. — He  was  born  in  ^'ir 
ginia;  was  a  Kepr»-sentative  in  Congres.s, 
from  Virginia;  from  l/'J'j  to  17iU>,  and 
again  from  I^(•l  to  If^O.i;  and  a  Senator 
in  Congr.'ss  from  l^dl)  to  I.'?J4.  He  died 
DecoiilKr  :>(»,  1-14. 

Breiit,  "William  L. — lb  wus  born  in 
Charles  County,  Maryland,  ;tiid  was  a  liep- 
reseutative  in  Congress,  frtmi  Louisiana, 
from  Ifi-^-i  to  J>-J'J.     Died  in  July,  1-4-. 

Brenton,  Samuel.— He  was  a  native 
of  Callatin  Ctauiiy,  Kentucky ;  wh.s  a 
minister  «(f  the  Cosial  from  the  ag.*  of 
twenty  until  ]-^4"^,  when,  striekrn  by  par- 
alysis, he  resignt-d,  and  was  appointed 
Kegister  of  the  Port  Wayne  Land  Othce. 
He  was  elected  to  Congress,  from  Indiana, 
in  llr'al,  and  again  in  Jf.'t').  Jle  was  also 
Presiilent  of  the  l\irt  Wayne  ColU-ge.  He 
died  March  *J'J,  l-.'.T,  aged  forty -eight 
years. 

Brevard,  James. — He  was  boni  in  Ire- 
dell County,  North  Carolina,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  South 
Carolina,  from  l^l'J  to  1-"JI. 

Brewster,  David  P.— He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  JS3i)  to 
1843. 

Bridges,  George  "W.— Was  born  in 
McMinn  County,  Tennessee,  October  it, 
1825;  was  educated  at  the  East  Tennes- 
see University  ;  adt.tpted  the  profession  of 
law  ;  was  Attorney  (jeneral  of  the  State  in 
1849  and  in  1854,  holding  the  office  for 
eleven  years  ;  he'd  the  positions  of  Bank 
Attorney  and  Railroad  Director ;  was  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1800;  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ten- 
nessee, in  18GJ,  to  serve  in  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress  ;  but  having  been  ar- 
rested by  the   "  Confederates"  during  the 


I  Rebellion,  did  not  take  his  seat  until  to- 
I  wards  the  close  of  the  last  session. 

'  Bridges,  Samuel  A.— He  was  born  in 
Colchester,  Conueticut,  January  *J7,  18»C2; 
received  an  academic  education,  and  grad- 
uated at  Williainstown  Cttllege  in  l-"it>; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  l-'jy.  In  If^iJd  he  removetl  to  Pennsyl- 
vania; was  tor  seven  years  Deputy  Atttir- 
ney  General  of  the  State  for  Lehigh  Coun- 
ty ;  and  he  was  a  Rejiresentative  in  Con- 
gre.ss,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1-48  to 
184U,  and  from  1853  to  1855. 

Briggs,  George. — He  was  born  in  Ful- 
ton County,  .New  York,  in  1S»5,  but  re- 
moved to  Vermont  in  1H|3,  to  the  Legi.s- 
lature  of  whieh  State  he  was  elected  in 
I8:{7.  In  I-:?--'  he  settled  in  the  City  of 
New  Y;)rk,  and  for  many  years  devoted 
himself  to  the  hardware  Imsiness,  by  which 
he  anmssed  a  fortune.  He  represent«'d  the 
City  of  New  York  in  Congress.  tVom  184*J 
to  \<}:\,  and  in  1^5."^  was  elected  to  the 
Thirty-.sixth  Congress, '  iMTving  as  Cluiir- 
man  of  the  Committee  ou  Revolutionary 
Claims. 

Briggs,  George  N. — He  was  liorn  in 
Adaii.s  ..r  .\ii.|..\.i,  Heikshire  County, 
Mas>achu.>.et IS,  April  I'J,  IT'.NJ;  eommenci-d 
life  by  learning  the  traile  of  a  hatter  ;  H|H<nt 
one  year  in  an  academy  ;  htu<lieil  law,  and 
waji  admitted  to  the  bar  in  ]'^lf*\  wait  a 
Repre.seutative  in  Congress,  from  Mn«8a- 
chusetts,  from  IStl  to  H43,  officiating  dur- 
ing the  Twenty->eveuth  Congress  n* 
Chairman  tif  the  Committee  on  tin-  Post 
Office;  and  from  1^4  to  l^')!  was  Gover- 
nor of  Massachusetts.  From  li^.'>3  to  1859 
he  also  hehl  the  ]>usition  of  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Plea.>» ;  having  been  a 
member  of  tlie  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  |f?53,  and  Register  ol  Deeds  from 
18-24  to  l-'Jl.     Died  in  l8«iL 

Brigham,  Elijah. — He  was  a  native  of 
Nurtlilmruugh,  Massachusetts;  a  graduate 
of  Dartmouth  College  in  177"' ;  stutlied  law 
at  Harvard  ;  was  a  mercluint  by  occupa- 
tion;  held  many  jtositions  of  tru>t  and  re- 
sponsibility; and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from  Irll 
to  1"^1G.  He  died  in  Wa.shiugton  City,  of 
'  croup,  April  '2'2,  18 Hi,  aged  si-\ty-si.x  years. 

Bright,  Jesse  D.— Bom   at    Norwich, 

,  Chenango  County,   New  York,   December 

I   18,  1812  ;   received  an  academic  e«Jucatior., 

and  studied  law  as  a  profession.     He  wa-s 

Circuit  Judge  of  Indiana,   State  Senator, 

1  Marshal  of  the  L'nited  States  for  the  Dis-

trict  (»f  Indiana,  nnd  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  that  .State.  He  was  a  United  States 
Senator  from  Indiana,  from  lH4r)  to  1S57, 
and  President  of  the  Senat«i  durinp^  several 
sessions.  He  was  cleeted  for  an  additional 
term  in  1^57,  for  six  years,  and  was  Cliair- 
nian  of  the  Connnittee  on  Publie  Buildings 
and  Grounds,  and  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Finance  and  the  Pacific  Rail- 
road. Expelled  for  disloyalty  in  February, 

Brinkerhoff,  Henry  R. — He  was  born 

in  Adams  (.'dunty,  Pennsylvania,  in  \7>i8, 
and  emifjrated  at  an  early  period  to  New 
York.  During;  the  last  war  with  England 
he  served  in  command  of  a  volunteer  com- 
pany, and  distinguished  himself  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Queenstowu.  He  was  twice  elected 
to  the  New  York  Legislature,  and  for 
nuiuy  years  held  the  oitice  of  Major  Gene- 
ral of  tlie  New  York  militia.  In  1837  he 
removed  to  Ohio,  and  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress, as  Representative  from  that  State, 
in  164:5,  but  died  before  the  expiration  of 
his  term,  in  Hurou  County,  Ohio,  April 
3U,  1844. 

Brinkerhcff,  Jacob. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  ami  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1843  to  1847. 

Bristow,  F.  M. — Born  near  Nicholas- 
ville.  Jessamine  County,  Kentuck3%  Au- 
gust 11,  18U4  ;  received  a  good  English  ed- 
ucation ;  studied  law,  but  divided  his  time 
between  that  profession  and  farming  ;  in 
1831  and  1833  he  was  elected  to  tlie  Ken- 
tucky Legislature  ;  in  1846  to  the  State 
Senate  ;  in  1849  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Constitutional  Convention  ;  in  1853  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress  for 
the  unexpired  term  ot  Presley  Ewing  ;  and 
in  1859  was  elected  a  Representative  from 
Kentucky  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Connnittee  on  Agriculture 
and  of  the  Special  Connnittee  of  Thirty- 
three.  Died  at  Elkton,  Kentucky,  June 
lU,  18G4. 

Broadhead,  John  C. — He  was  a  Rep- 

resentatiAe  in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1831  to  1833,  and  again  from  1837  to 
1839. 

Brockenbrough,  "Williani  H. — Born 
in  1813;  he  originally  went  to  Florida  for 
the  benefit  of  his  health,  which,  din-ing  his 
residence  there,  was  a  continual  depression 
upon  his  pliysical  and  mental  energies. 
He,  however,  held  no  undistinguished  jx)- 
sition  as  a  citizen,  having  been,  under  the 
Territorial  government,  a  Senator  from  the 


Western  District,  and  at  one  time  Presi- 
dent of  tlie  Senate,  also  Fnitcfl  States  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  and  a  Rcpri'scntative  in 
Congress,  from  Florida,  from  If^45  t<»  1847. 
He  was  also  a  Presidential  IClector  on  sev- 
eral occasions;  and  he  die<lin  Tallahassee, 
Florida,  in  June  I'^oU,  of  pulmonary  con- 
sumption. 

Brockway,  John  H.— Born  in  Elling- 
ton, Connecticut;  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege in  ]6H);  he  commencecl  aetive  life  by 
teaching  the  academy  at  East  Windsor 
Hill  ;  he  studied  law,  and  has  Imcu  tk- 
voted  to  the  practice*  of  the  professioii  ever 
since.  He  has  fre([tiently  served  in  the 
two  Houses  of  the  State  Legislatmc,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Cojigre.^s,  from 
Connecticut,  from  1-^39  to  1843. 

Broderick,  David  C— Born  iti  the 
District  of  Columbia,  of  Irish  jjarentage, 
in  December,  1818;  when  a  boy  of  five 
years  removed  to  New  York  City  with  his 
father;  during  his  youth  he  was  appren- 
ticed to  the  trade  of  a  stonecutter,  which 
was  the  trade  of  his  father;  was  for  many 
years  foreman  of  a  tire-engin<'  company  in 
New  York,  during  which  period  he  was  an 
active  politician  ;  removed  to  California  in 
1849,  and  engaged  in  the  business  (»f 
smelting  and  assaying  g(»lil;  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention  which  draughted  the 
Constitution  of  that  State ;  served  two 
years  in  the  California  Senate,  and  was 
President  of  that  body  in  1H5I  ;  and  lie 
was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
California,  in  l.'-'ol),  for  the  long  term, 
taking  his  seat  during  the  second  session 
of  the  Thirty-fourth  Congress.  Died  in 
San  Francisco,  California,  September  Ki, 
1859,  from  a  wound  received  in  a  duel 
fouglit  with  David  S.  Terry,  Chief  Justice 
of  tlie  Supreme  Court  of  that  State,  on 
the  13th  of  the  same  month.  He  was  the 
first  member  of  the  United  States  Senate 
ever  killed  in  a  dutd  ;  and  it  is  said  that 
some  of  the  marble  pillars  in  the  old  Senate 
Chamber,  wliere  he  had  a  seat,  were  cut 
by  his  own  father. 

Brodhead,  John. —  He  was  a  minister 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  for 
forty-four  years,  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  New  Hampshire,  fiom  ]^2'J 
to  1833.  He  died  at  New  Maiket,  New 
Hampshire,  April  7,  1838,  aged  sixty-seven 
years. 

Brodhead,  Richard. — He  was  a  native 
of  I'ike  Comity,  I'eniisylvania ;  was  a 
Representative  "in  Congress  from  ]''43  to 
1849,  and  a  Senator  of  the  United  States 
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from  1851  to  1857,  from  Peunsylvauia. 
Died  at  Eastou,  Peunsvlvauia,  September 
17,  1863. 

Bromwell,  Henry  P.  H.— Bum  iu 
Baltimort',  Maiylaml,  Aurrust  '2i^,  18-23; 
spent  sevtu  _\ear.s  uf  his  boyhood  iu  Ohio; 
went  with  his  father  to  Illinois  in  183G  ; 
received  a  fjood  Eiig^Hsh  and  classical  edu- 
cation ;  studied  law,  came  to  the  bar  in 
1853,  and  practiced  iu  different  parts  uf 
the  State;  from  185*2  to  1854  he  was  the 
puljlisher  and  editnr  of  tlie  "  Age  of  Steam 
and  Fire,"  at  Vandalia ;  iu  ].-'53  he  was 
elected  Judge  of  Fayette  C'ouuty  for  tour 
years;  was  a  ]*resideutial  Elector  in  iNjo, 
aud  iu  1864  he  was  elected  a  Kepresenta- 
tive,  from  Illinois,  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  ou  the  Couunittees  on 
I'ateuts  and  Expenses  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment. 

Brouson,  David. — Horn  iu  Sutfield, 
Connectieut;  graduated  at  Dartmouth  Col 
lege  iu  18111;  htudied  law  and  admitted  U) 
the  bar  iu  18*23;  was  a  uieudtir  of  the 
Legislature,  as  Kepreseiitative,  iu  1*32 
ana  1834,  aud  as  Senator  iu  l."'4G;  aud 
was  a  KepreseutHtive  iu  Congress,  friun 
Xorridgewock,  Maine,  tVom  1-41  to  l.'*43, 
uud  served  as  a  memlier  of  the  C'ouuuittee 
on  I'ublic  Lands.  From  l."'5(i  to  1-53,  he 
was  C"ollectt»r  of  Customs  at  IJath,  Maine; 
and  from  1-54  to  1^57  was  Judge  of  I'ro- 
bate  for  Sagadahock  CV>unty.  Died  iu 
Talbot  Countv,  Maryland,  in  November, 
18(J3. 

Broiisoii,  Isaac  H.  —  Horn  iu  L'utlaud, 
New  York,  October  Hi,  l>(f'2,  aud  died  at 
I'ilatka,  Florida,  August  13,  1.-55.  He 
was  educated  for  the  bar,  and  admitted  to 
practice  iu  18*2*2;  and  was  a  Kejiresenta- 
tive  iu  Congress,  from  New  York,  trom 
1837  to  183'J,  officiating  as  Chairman  of 
the  Comudttee  ou  Territories,  when  he  was 
appointed  one  of  the  Territorial  Judges  of 
Florida,  and  from  that  time  uutil  his  death 
he  served  coutiuually  on  the  bench — at  the 
time  of  his  death  being  District  Judge  oi 
the  United  States  for  Northern  Florida. 

Brooke,  Walter. — He  was  a  Senator 
iu  Congress,  tVum  Mississippi,  from  185*2 
to  1853,  iu  place  vt'  H.  S.  Foote,  resigned. 

Brooks,  David. — Was  born  in  1736  ; 
entered  the  army  in  1776  as  a  Lieutenant 
in  the  lV'un>ylvauia  line;  was  captured  at 
Fort  Washington,  and  remained  a  prisoner 
for  two  years.  Upon  V>eing  exchanged, 
he  was  promoted  Assistant  Clothier  Oeneral 
at  headt^uarters,  an  office  of  responsibility. 


which  he  so  filled  as  to  secure  the  friend- 
ship of  Washington.  After  the  close  of 
the  war  he  removed  to  New  Y'ork,  aud 
afterwards  settled  iu  Dutchess  County, 
rei)reseuting  each  locality  iu  the  State 
Legislature.  He  was  a  Kepresentative  iu 
Congress,  from  New  Y'ork,  from  May, 
17l>7,  to  July,  17117;  a  Couunissioner  for 
making  the  first  treaty  with  the  Seneca 
Indians,  (signed  where  the  city  of  I'tica 
now  stands,)  atid  subsequently  first  Judge 
of  Dutchess  County  for  sixteen  years.  He 
died  at  iiis  home,  where  he  was  universally 
esteemed,  iu  August,  I8;{8. 

Brooks,  James. — He  was  born  in  INirt- 
hmd,  Maine,  November  Id,  l"^l(i.  When 
only  eleven  years  old  he  became  a  clerk  iu 
a  store;  when  sixteen  was  a  school  teacher, 
aud  at  the  age  ot'  marly  twenty-one  ho 
gra.lmited  at  the  Wutervllh-  C«. liege.  He 
has  been  an  exleu>ive  traveller  both  in  this 
Country  aud  Europe,  aud  has  published  a 
large  imndjer  of  letters  descriptive  of  his 
tours.  Iu  l-!r>  he  was  elected  to  the 
Legislature  of  Mniue  ;  iu  l''3t)  lie  estab- 
lished the  "  New  York  Daily  Express,"  of 
which  he  ha.s  since  been  the  chief  editor 
and  proprietor;  iu  1*^17  he  was  ••lected  a 
memlter  of  the  New  Yoik  Liigislature,  and 
from  l-4"J  to  1-53  he\\a"»  a  Kepr<s«-utative 
in  Congress,  from  the  city  of  New  Y<irk. 
serving  on  the  Couiinitteeou  Public  Laud<. 
Ke-ek'cted  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Cougre.>.>. 
serving  as  a  uiemiter  of  the  Committee  on 
I'ust  Offices  and  ^o^t  K«»ads.  1^-elected 
to  the  Tliirtyniuih  Cuugre^s,  serving  on 
the  Committees  of  Ways  and  Means  aud 
the  Pacific  Railroad,  but  his  seat  was  »uc- 
cessfully  contested  by  W.  E.  Dodge. 

Brooks,  Micah.— He  was  born  in 
Cheshire,  Connecticut,  iu  1775;  was  edu- 
caleil  by  lii>  lather,  with  \vh«>m  he  removed 
to  Western  New  York,  aud  where  he  taught 
school.  He  settled  on  a  farm,  but  was  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  in  J-'im;,  aini  for 
twenty  years  tliereafter  he  was  a  Coutity 
Judge.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Assembly  iu  1-0'^  and  l'?')!);  wui*  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  tVoni  New 
Y'ork,  from  1815  to  1817  ;  a  member  of  the 
State  Constitutional  Convention  of  1-21  ; 
and  a  I'resideutial  Eh-ctor  in  1-24.  He 
died  iu  Livingston  County,  New  York. 
July  7,  1857. 

Brooks,  Preston  S. — He  was  born  in 
Edi,'etii'id  District,  .South  Carolina,  in  Au- 
gust, l-l'J;  graduated  at  the  South  Caro- 
lina College  in  l."'3'J;  studied  law;  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1"'43,  and  was  a 
State  Represeutative  in  1844.     Iu  1846  be 
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raised  a  conipauy  of  voluutfcrs,  whs  nuult' 
Captain,  and  served  in  the  I'alnictto  Kf<;i- 
nien^durinc^  most  of  the  Mcxii-an  war. 
After  tlie  war  he  devoted  himself  to  i)lant- 
inji-.  lie  Avas  elected  to  Congress  in  \!^7)'.\, 
and  a^raiu  in  ISf)").  In  IHaC)  he  made  a 
personal  assanlt  npon  Cliarlcs  Sumner,  in 
the  United  States  Senate  Chamber,  whicli 
event  caused  much  excitemtait  tlnouofliont 
the  country.  The  attack  was  caused  by 
words  uttered  in  debate  by  Senator  Sum- 
ner apiinst  Senator  Butler,  who  was  Mr. 
JJrooks's  relative.  Mr.  Brooks  died  inWash- 
iufjton,  District  of  Columbia,  January  '^7, 
|.^r)7,  of  acute  inflammation  of  the  throat. 

Broom,  Jacob. — He  was  born  in  Balti-

Broomall,  John  M. — Was  born  in  Up- 
per Chichester,  Delaware  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, January  19,  1816;  received  a 
conunon  school  education ;  studied  law, 
and  has  been  devoted  to  that  profession  ; 
has  served  in  the  Legislature  of  the  State ; 
was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1861  ;  and 
in  1S&2,  was  elected  a  Kepreseutative,  from 
Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Con- 
gress, and  was  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Accounts  and  Public  Expenditures. 
Jie-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Public  Ex- 
penditures and  on  Accounts. 

Broome,  James  M. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress',  from  Delaware,  front 
1805  to  1807.  Graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1794. 

Brown,  Aaron  V. — Born  in  Bruns- 
wick County,  Virginia,  August  15,  1795. 
He  graduated  at  Chapel  Hill  University  in 
1814,  and  in  1815  removed  with  his  parents 
to  Tennessee,  where  he  devoted  himself  to 
the  study  of  law  ;  and  when  admitted  to 
l)ractice,  became  a  partner  of  the  late 
James  K.  Polk,  in  Giles  County,  serving 
in  the  mean  time  for  a  number  of  years  in 
the  Legislature  of  Tennessee.  In  18:W  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  Congress,  from 
Tennessee,  and  re-elected  in  1841  and  1843. 
On  his  retirement  from  Congress,  in  1845, 
he  was  elected  Governor  of  Tennessee; 
and  he  was  at  all  times  considered  one  of 
the  must  faithful  ami  industrious  lenders  of 


the  Deiimcraiic  party  in  Tennessee.  His 
last  positi(jn  was  that  of  Pi»stinaster  (iene- 
ral  in  the  cabinet  <tf  Prcsiilent  Buchanan. 
Among  the  measures  which  marke<l  his 
a<lministration  tA'  our  postal  affairs  may  be 
mentioned  the  esta!)lisliment  of  a  new  and 
shorter  oceanic  connimnication  to  Califor- 
nia, by  'I\'huantepec  ;  of  the  great  overland 
mail  from  Memphis  and  St.  Louis  to  San 
Francisco,  and  another,  across  the  conti- 
nent, by  the  way  of  Salt  l^ake.  His 
speeches,  Congressional  and  political,  were 
published  at  Nashville,  in  I. "^54.  He  ilied 
in  Washington,  March  >,   i^.')'.!. 

Brown,  Albert  G. — He  was  bum  in 
Chester  District,  Suuth  Carolina,  May  :{i, 
1813;  taken  to  Mississippi  when  a  buy; 
adopted  the  law  as  a  profession ;  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Legislature  from  18:^5 
to  1839  ;  and  was  a  Rej)resentative  in  C«>n- 
gress,  from  Mississippi,  in  ].'^4()  and  1841. 
He  was  also  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Supe- 
rior Court  in  185'2  and  1853;  Governor  of 
Mississippi  from  1844  to  1848;  was  a^aiu 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
1848  to  1854;  was  elected  a  United  States 
Senator  from  1854  to  1858;  and  re-elected 
for  six  years,  coumiencing  March  4,  1859, 
but  was  expelled  in  March,  1861,  and 
joined  the  Great  Rebellion.  He  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress, 
and  a  member  of  the  Comnnttee  on  Indian 
Affairs  and  that  of  Enrolled  Bills.  His 
collected  speeches  were  published  in  one 
volume  in  1859. 

Brown,  Anson. — He  was  born  in  New- 
York,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  during  the  years 
1839  and  1840,  and  died  at  Ballston,  New 
York,  June  '21,  1840,  much  respected  for 
his  character  an<l  ac([uirements. 

Brown,    Bedford.— Born    in    C;iswell 
County,    North   Carolina,    in    1795:    wa.s 
elected  to  the  House  of  Commons,  of  that 
State,  in  1815,  in  which  capacity  he  served 
many  years;  and  was  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1829  to  1^4 1, 
ofKciating  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on    Agriculture    during   several    ses.sions. 
He  was  subseipuntly  elected  to  the  Gene- 
ral A.ssembly,  and  at  the  enil  of  his  term 
I  retired  to  private  life.     He  was  first  elected 
I  to  the  Senate  by  one  majority,  and,  to  a 
i  great  extent,    by   a   mere   accident;    but. 
i  having  ac<iuitted  himself  with  ability,  was 
I  re-elected  by  a  large  majority. 

Brown,  Benjamin.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative iji  ( 'uiiuTess.  from  MassHchu.spttA, 
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from  1815  to  1817,  having  served  in  the 
State  Legislature  iu  1809,  1811,  and  1812. 

Brown,  B.  Gratz. — Born  in  Lexing- 
ton,  K(ntiicky,  May  "-^H,  JstiG;  gnulimtcd 
at  the  Tniiisylvauia  University  in  i>^4.'), 
and  at  Yale  Oolietre  in  1847:  studied  law 
in  Louisville,  and  settled  at  St.  Louis,  Mis- 
souri ;  was  a  nH'inlxT  of  the  Legislatiin'  ol" 
that  .State  from  ISVJ  to  l8r>S;  assisted  in 
establishing  the  Missoiiri  *' Demuerat." 
and  editi'd  that  journal  from  IK'4  to  18.VJ. 
A  sjieec-h  that  hi*  delivered  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  ]H.")7,  was  the  initial  movement  in 
behalf  of  freedom  in  that  State.  Wlien  th'- 
war  l»roke  out,  in  l>r>],  he  volnnte.  red  atid 
raised  a  rt'giment,  which  assisted  in  the 
capture  of  Camp  Jackson,  and  wliich  he 
commanded  during  its  K-rm  of  ser\  i«-e. 
He  subse(|U(ntly  conmianded  a  Hrijade  of 
Militia  during  an  invasion  of  the  State. 
His  efforts  in  behalf  of  freedom  were  con- 
tinued during  the  progress  of  the  rebellion, 
and  he  was  Ion-most  in  organizing  the 
movements  which  resultc-d  in  the  onliiuince 
of  freedom  in  1^(;4.  He  was  electeil  n 
Senator  in  C'ongre^s  from  Missiani  for  the 
term  commencing  in  IMII?  and  ending  in 
1 8(57,  serving  on  the  ('(unmittees  on  Mili- 
tary Artaiis,  Pacitie  lJailrna<l,  Indian  Af- 
fairs, Public  Buildings  and  (i  round-, 
Printing,  an«l  as  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Contingent  Expeoses  of  the  Senate, 
and,  sultsetpiently,  im  the  death  of  S.  Foot, 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings  and  (Jrounds.  John  Brown, 
formerly  a  Senator  from  Kentucky,  was 
his  grandfather.

Iu    1"^3*2    he    was    apjt<. luted 
j  Minister  to  Rus.sia  by  President  .Jaekson, 
I  and  on  his  rettirn   trom   that  mission,  in 
I   1^34,  lie  was  elected  by  the  Pennsylvania 
i  Legislature   to  the   Senate  of  the    I'nited 
States,  to  till  the  unexpired  teruj  of  Wil- 
liam Wilkins.  who  had  resigned.     He  wa« 
re-elected  in  18;>7,  and  again  iu  l'^4.'{.     In 
lc45  he  resigned  his  seat  iu  the  Senate, 
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and  became  Secretary  of  State,  and  tlio 
head  of  the  Cabinet  of  President  Polk. 
At  the  close  of  that  eventful  administration 
he  retired  to  private  life  at  his  residence  of 
"  Wheatland,"  near  Lancaster ;  but  he  was 
summoned  aijcain  to  the  jxiblic  service  in 
185:3,  when  he  accepted  tlie  apjtointment, 
from  President  Pierce,  of  Minister  of  the 
United  States  to  the  Court  of  St.  James. 
Having  resigned  this  office,  ho  returned 
home  in  185(1,  and  in  the  summer  of  that 
year  received  the  Democratic  nomination 
for  President  of  tl;e  United  States.  In  the 
following  Noveml)er  he  was  elected  to  that 
position,  and  in  March,  1857,  he  entered 
upon  its  duties,  and  served  until  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Rebellion  in  1861.  In 
18(35  he  published  a  book  giving  a  history 
of  the  close  of  his  administration. 

Bucher,  John  C. — He  was  for  many 
years  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Pennsylvania;  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1831  to  1833; 
and  died  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania, 
October  26,  1851. 

Buck,  Daniel. — He  was  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  and  one  of  the  earliest  settlers 
in  A^'ermont,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1795  to 
1797,  and  died  in  1817.  He  was  the  father 
of  the  Hon.  Daniel  A.  A.  Buck. 

Buck,  Daniel  Azro  A. — He  was  born 
in  Vermont  in  1789;  graduated  at  Middle- 
bury  College  in  1807,  and  also  at  the  West 
Point  Military  Academy  in  1808,  when  he 
entered  the  army.  He  resigned  his  com- 
mission in  1811 ;  was  reappointed  as  a  Cap- 
tain in  the  army  in  18]  3,  but  finally  left 
the  military  profession  in  1815.  He  then 
established  himself  as  a  lawyer  at  Chelsea, 
Vermont,  and  was  for  fourteen  years  a 
member  of  the  State  Legislature,  officiat- 
ing about  half  of  that  time  as  Speaker  of 
the  lower  house.  He  filled  the  office  of 
State  Attorney  for  Orange  County  for  six 
years;  in  1821  he  was  a  Presidential  Elec- 
tor; w^as  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Vermont,  from  1823  to  1825,  and  again 
from  1827  to  1829;  and  was  suljsequently 
connected  with  the  Indian  Bureau  of  the 
War  Department  in  Washington,  where 
he  died  December  24,  1841. 

Buckalew,  Charles  R.— Was  born  in 
Columbia  County,  Pennsylvania,  Decem- 
ber 28,  1821 ;  adopted  the  profession  of 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  1843 ; 
was  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  his  native 
County  from  1845  to  1847  ;  was  a  Senator 
in  the  State  Legislature  from  1850  to  1856; 


in  1854  ho  was  a  Commissioner  to  exchange 
tlie  ratifications  of  a  Treaty  witii  Paraguay; 
was^  a  Senatorial  Presidential  Klcciur  'in 
1856;  in  1857  was  Cliairniaii  of  the  State 
Democratic  Committee,  and  during  the 
same  year  was  re-elected  to  the  State  Sen- 
ate, and  also  apptdnted  a  Commission<r  to 
revise  the  IVnal  (,!ode  of  Pennsylvania  ; 
in  1858  resigned  tlu;  two  latter  )>(jsiiions, 
and  was  a|)i)ointed  by  I'resident  Buchanan 
Resident  Minister  to  Ecuador,  returning 
home  in  ]8()1.  In  18()3  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress  from  Pennsylvania,  by 
a  majority  of  one  vote,  f(»r  tlie  term  ending 
in  b^(J9,  serving  on  the  Cnmmittees  on 
Indian  Affairs,  Post  Oflices  and  Post 
Roads,  Pensions,  Mines  and  Mining,  For- 
eign Relations,  and  Contingent  Expenses  of 
the  Senate,  and  also  as  Chairman  of  the 
Conunittee  on  Ventilation. 

Buckland,  Ralph  P.— Bom  in  Ley  den, 
Massachusetts,  January  20,  1812,  and  was 
removed  to  Ohio  in  the  same  year;  was 
educated  at  Keuyon  College,  but  did  not 
graduate;  studied  law  and  came  to  the  bar 
in  1837;  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  Ohio 
in  1855  and  1857,  serving  four  years;  in 
1861  was  appointed  Colonel  of  the  Seventy- 
second  Ohio  infantry,  and  fought  in  the 
battle  of  Shiloh  as  the  commander  of  a 
brigade  ;  was  made  a  Brigailie-r  fieneral  in 
the  winter  of  1862-'63,  and  in  that  ca})a- 
city  fought  at  Vicksburg ;  was  subsequently 
in  command  of  the  District  of  Memphis, 
and  during  his  absence  in  the  field  in  1-64 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  Ohio  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Banking  and  Currency  and 
on  the  Militia. 

Buckner,  Alexander. — He  emigrated 
from  Indiana  to  Missouri  in  1818;  was  a 
member  of  the  Convention  which  formed 
the  Constitution  of  that  State ;  served  sev- 
eral years  in  the  State  Legislature ;  and 
was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Missouri, 
from  1831  to  1833,  and  died  in  May,  1>33. 
His  term  would  have  expired  in  l.'r^37.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Connnittees  on  Pen- 
sions and  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Buckner,  Aylett.^He  was  born  in 
Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress",  from  that  State,  from  1847  to 
1849. 

Buckner,  Richard  A. — ]5orn  in  Fau- 
quier County,  ^'irginia,  17()3;  was  a  I\ep- 
reseutative  in  Congress,  from  Kentucky, 
from  1823  to  1829;  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1841;  and  died  at  his  residence  in 
Greensburg,  Kentucky,  December  8,  1847. 
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Buel,  Alexander  H. — Born  in  Fair- 
field, llerkinar  County,  New  York ;  re- 
ceived a  limited  education;  was  a  promi- 
nent and  successful  merchant ;  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1850  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  wliich  occurred  in  Washington  City, 
January  3U,  I'^oo. 

Buel,  Alexander  "W. — Was  bom  in 

Rutland  County,  Vermont,  in  1813;  grad- 
uated at  the  W-rmunt  University  in  1831  ; 
taught  school  for  several  years  in  Vermont 
and  New   York,  during  which  period  he 

5)re}iai  ed  himself  for  the  practice  of  the  law. 
;n  1834  he  took  up  his  residence  in  Michi- 
gan;  in  183G  was  Attorney  fur  the  City  of 
Detroit;  in  1837  was  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature;  in  1843  and  J844  was  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  for  Wayne  County ;  in 
1847  was  again  elected  tu  the  Legislature  ; 
and  from  184!)  to  1851  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress  from  Michigan,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Coumiittee  on  Foreign 
Attairs. 

Buffington,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Rej)resentutive 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  troni  18-13  to 
1817. 

BufHiitou,  James.— l>urn  in  Full 
River,  Massachusetts,  March  10,  1817; 
educated  at  the  Friends  College,  Provi- 
dence; served  for  a  time  in  a  factory  at 
Fall  River;  studied  medicine,  and  went 
upon  a  whaling  vuyage  ;  atterwards  be- 
came a  merchant  by  occupation ;  was 
Mayor  of  tin-  City  of  Fall  River  during  the 
years  1854  and  1855;  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  from  Massachu>etts  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-tiftli  Con;:resse8, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
]^Iilitary  AtVairs.  He  was  also  re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Af- 
fairs. Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittue  on  Accounts. 

Buflfiun,  Joseph,  Jr. — He  was  bom  in 

Fitcliliurg,  Massachusetts;  graduated  at 
Dartmouth  College  in  I'-uO;  and  was  a 
Rei)resentative  in  Congre.ss,  tVom  New 
Hampshire,  from  1811)  to  18"21,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Conmiittees  on  Expenditures  in 
the  Navy  Department,  and  on  Public 
Buildings. 

Bugg,  Robert  M. — He  was  bom    in 

Tennessee,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  lc53  to 
1855. 


Bull,  John. — He  was  a  Delegate  from 
South  Carolina  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  1784  tu  1787. 

Bull,  John. — He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Missouri,  from  1833  to 
18-35. 

BuUard,    Henry    Adams. — Bora    in 
Groton,  Massachusetts,  Septemberi),  1788; 
was  educated  at  Harvard  I'niversity,  and 
graduated  in  18U7.     He  was  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  but  liis  knowledge  of  the  mod- 
ern languages  brought  him  in  contact  with 
General  Toledo,  in  Philadelphia,  who  was 
organizing  an  expedition  to  revolutionize 
New    Mr'xico.     He  joined  him  as  his  aid 
and  military  secretary,  and  spent  the  win- 
ter of  1~!'J  with  him  at  Nashville,  and  ac- 
companied him  into    New   Mexico  in  the 
spring.     They  were  defeated  in  a  pitched 
battle  by  the  royal  troons  at  San  Antonio, 
and  sufiered  severe  hardships,  but  he  man- 
aged to  reach  Natchitoches,  and  there  re- 
maineil  and  commencfd  the  practice  tif  his 
j)rofes,sion.      In    l-^'/'J   he  wa.s   elected    to  a 
^eat  on  the  District  Court  Bench,  and  p«T- 
formed  its   duties   for  several  years.     In 
l'^3I  was  cho.sen  a  Kepresiutative  in  Con- 
press  from  Louisiana,  and  served  till  18:^; 
he  was  then  elevated  tn  the  Supr«iiie  Bench 
of  Louisiana,    ami  tilled   the    otlice   until 
1840,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months 
in   I83i.>,    when    he  acted    a.**  Secretary  of 
State.      H«'  then  removed  to  New  Orleans. 
In    1-47    was  anpointed    Professor  of  the 
Civil   Law   in   the   I>aw  School  t»f  Louis- 
,  iaua,  and  delivered  two  courses  of  lectures. 
]  In  l'-5lt  he  wa.s  elected  to  the  Legisluttire, 
,  and  a  few  weeks  at'ter  was  chosen  to  till  a 
I  vacancy   in   Congress,  uecasioued  by    the 
I  resignation  of  C.  M.  Conrad,   and   served 
I  again  in  the  Hou.^e  of  Representatives  one 
I  year.     On  his  return  joumey  homeward  he 
j  was  prostrated  by   tatigue   and  expuhure ; 
he  lingered  thn-e  weeks,  and  died  lu  New 
Orleans,  April  17,  lr51. 

Bulloch,  "William  B.— Bom  in  CJeor- 

gia  in  1770 ;   was  a  lawyer  b^'  nroft-ssiou, 

I  being  a  prominent   member  ot  the  bar  as 

early  as  Ir^UU.     In  l8(.t'J  he  was  Mayor  of 

Savannah,  and  subsequently  Collector  of 

I  that  port.      He  was  United  States  S«nator 

\  from  Georgia  in  Ij^B};    and  in  1^10  was 

.  chosen  ^'resident  of  the  Bank  of  Georgia, 

of  which  he  was  one  of  the  founders,  and 

I  held  the    otlice  twenty-s»ven   years.     He 

I  died  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  March  0,  1>52. 

Bullock,  Archibald. — He  was  a  Dele- 

;  gate  from  Georgia  to  the  Continental  CoU- 
(  gress  troui  1775  to  177G. 
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Bullock,  Stephen. — Born  in  Massa- 
chusetts ;  was  a  lueniber  of  the  Conven- 
tion which  formed  tlie  Constitution  of  that 
State  ;  frequently  served  in  tlie  State  Leg- 
islature ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  from  1797  to 
1799.  He  subsequently  became  Judge  of 
the  Common  Pleas  for  Bristol  County,  and 
served  in  the  State  Senate  and  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Council  ot  Massachu- 
setts. He  died  in  181G,  in  Massachusetts, 
aged  eighty-one  years. 

Bullock,  "Wingfield. — He  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ken- 
tucky, during  the  years  ]."^20  and  1821. 
Died  October  13,  1821,  before  taking  his 
seat. 

Bunch,  Samuel. — Was  born  in  1786. 
He  commanded  a  regiment  in  the  Indian 
war,  under  General  Andrew  Jackson,  and 
in  the  charge  of  the  battle  of  the  Horse- 
shoe, was  the  first  or  second  man  over 
the  breastworks  of  the  enemy.  He  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ten- 
nessee, from  1833  to  1837;  and  died  in 
Granger  County,  Tennessee,  September  5, 
1849. 

Bundy,  Hezekiah  S. — Born  in  Mari- 
etta, Ohio,  August  15,  1817;  received  a 
plain  education,  and  his  father  having  been 
killed  by  the  falling  of  a  tree  when  he  was 
a  mere  boy,  he  took  upon  himself  the  sup- 
port of  the  family ;  was  in  the  mercantile 
ibusiness  as  clerk  and  proprietor  from  1835 
to  1846  ;  after  that  he  turned  his  attention 
to  farming,  and  in  1854  became  connected 
with  the  furnace  business.  During  all 
these  avocations  he  studied  law,  and  came 
to  the  bar  in  1850  ;  was  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature  in  1848;  re-elected  in  1850; 
in  1855  chosen  a  State  Senator;  was  a 
Presidential  elector  in  1860,  and  in  1864 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  from  Ohio 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  Manufactures  and 
Weights  and  Measures. 

Bunner,  Rudolph. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1827  to  1829,  and  died  at  Otsego,  July 
23,  1837,  aged  fifty-eight  years. 

Burch,  John  Chilton. — Bora  in  Boone 
County,  Missouri,  February  1,  1826  ;  re- 
ceived a  liberal  education  and  studied  law  ; 
held  the  position  of  Military  Secretary  to 
the  Governor  of  Missouri ;  in  1850  he  emi- 
grated to  California,  and  turned  his  atten- 
tion to  mining;  in  1853  he  was  elected 
District  Attorney  for  bis  County,  and  com- 


menced the  practice  of  law ;  in  185G  was 
returned  to  the  Assembly,  and  in  1^57  to 
the  State  Senate,  where  ho  remained  until 
IH.VJ,  when  he  was  electe<l  a  l^'itn-sfnta- 
tive,  from  California,  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Agriculture,  and  of  the  Special 
Committee  of  Thirty-three. 

Burd,  George.— He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Peinisvlvania,  from 
1831  to  183.5,  and  died  at  Bedford,  IVnnsyl- 
vania,  January  13,  1844,  aged  fifty  years. 

Bulges,  Tristam. — Born  in  Plymouth 
County,  ^Massachusetts,  February  26,  1770, 
and  died  in  Rhode  Island,  October  13, 
1853.  He  graduated  at  the  Rhode  Island 
College  ;  studied  law  and  taught  school 
at  the  same  t'mw;  commenced  the  j)ractiee 
of  his  profession  in  Providence,  and  ac- 
quired great  influence  and  distinction  as 
an  advocate;  in  1811  Avas  elected  Chief 
Justice  of  Rhode  Island ;  occui)ied  the 
Chair  of  Oratoiy  in  Brown  University  ; 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Rhode  Island,  from  1825  to  1835.  He 
acquired  great  reputation  by  a  parliamen- 
tary contest  with  John  Randolph,  and  left 
behind  him  many  interesting  panqihlets  on 
political  and  literary  subjects.  His  char- 
acteristics as  a  debater  were  withering  sar- 
casm, combined  with  fervid  eloquence  and 
rare  reasoning  power. 

Burgess,  Dempsey.— He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Provincial  Congress  of  North 
Carolina  ;  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  mi- 
litia ;  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  North  Carolina,  from  1795  to  1798. 

Burke,  Edanus.— He  was  born  in  Gal- 
way,  Ireland,  and  came  to  America  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Revolution.  In  1778  he 
was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  South  Carolina,  and  was  a  R.-pre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1789  to  1791.  He  was  an  earnest  Repub- 
lican, and  died  at  Charleston,  March  30, 
1802,  aged  fifty-nine  years.  He  pul)lished 
a  pami)hlet  against  the  Order  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati;  and  because  he  would  not  resign 
his  Judgeship  on  being  <'lect.'d  to  Congress, 
the  Legislature  passed  a  law  prohibiting 
any  State  Judge  from  leaving  the  State,  and 
he  resigned  his  seat  in  Congress. 

Burke,  Edmund.— Bnii  in  "Wi  -tmin- 
ster,  Vermont,  January  23,  i8(i9;  was  ed- 
ucated bv  private  tutors;  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1829;  and  re- 
moved to  New  Hampshire  in  1833,  where 
he  established,    in  Sullivan  County,    the 
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"  New  Hampshire  Argus,"  which  he  edited 
a  number  of  years.  He  was  a  Rt'present- 
ative  in  Congress,  from  New  Hampshire, 
from  ltf:}9  to  1845,  and  was  Chairman  of 
the  Coiimiittec  on  the  Library,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committees  on  Commerce  and 
Claims  ;  and,  by  President  Polk,  was  ap- 
pointed Commissioner  of  Patents  in  Wasn- 
ington. 

Burke,  Thomas. — He  was  born  in  Ire- 
land in  1747  ;  when  about  seventeen  years 
of  age  he  left  Ireland,  and  settled  in  Acco- 
inac  County,  Virginia,  where  he  resided 
some  years,  engaged  in  thestudy  and  prac- 
tice of  medicine.  He  subse(iu«'ntly  changed 
bis  profession  for  that  of  law,  removed  tu 
Norfolk  and  practiced.  In  177vJ  he  re- 
moved to  Hillsborough,  Orange  County, 
North  Carolina.  He  tirst  attracted  })ublic 
attention  in  Mrginia  by  his  writings  in  op- 
position to  the  Stamji  Act,  and  in  North 
Carolina  i»articipated  in  the  t'ormatiou  of 
the  Constitution  for  that  State.  He  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  from 
1777  to  n**!.  In  the  latter  year  he  wjw 
chosen  (iovernor  of  North  Carolina.  Wliile 
in  that  position  he  was  seized  by  the  Tories 
as  a  prisoner  of  State,  and,  being  trans- 
ferred to  Charleston,  he  was  sent  by  Gen- 
eral Leslie  to  James'  Island  on  j>arole, 
where  he  was  detained  as  a  hostuge  ;  and. 
becoming  exasperated,  alter  four  months' 
imprisonment,  he  determined  to  escane,  in 
■which  purpose  he  was  successful,  lie  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  General  Le>lie,  iufoim- 
ing  him  of  his  reasons  for  withdrawing, 
but  considered  himself  subject  to  the  di^- 
posal  of  the  liritish  authority.  An  e.x- 
change  was  etl'ected  by  General  Greene, 
and  he  returned  to  his  position  as  Gover- 
nor. He  retired  from  public  life  the  next 
year,  and  died  near  Hillsborough,  Decem- 
ber 2,  1783. 

Burleigh,  Walter  A.— He  was  a  Del- 
egate tVoin  the  Territory  of  Dakota  to  the 

Thirty-ninth  Conj^^iess. 

Burleigh,  "Williani. — He  was  born  in 
Kockingham,  New  Hampshire,  bred  a  law- 
yer, and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  South  Berwick,  York  county,  Maine, 
for  two  terms,  from  I>'j:{  to  18'27,  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Expendi- 
tures in  the  State  Department.  Died  in 
July,  lci27. 

Burliugame,    Anson. — Bom    in  New 

Berlin,  Chenango  County,  New  York,  No- 
vember 14,  l&^Z.  His  youth  was  spent  on 
the  \Vestem  frontiers,  at  one  time  acting 
with  surveying  parties,  and  at  another  par- 


ticipating in  the  making  of  Indian  treaties, 
far  beyond  the  contines  of  civilization.  He 
laid  the  foundation  of  his  education  at  the 
Branch  University  of  Michigan,  but  re- 
moving to  Massachusetts,  he  entered  Har- 
vard University,  where  he  received  a  de- 
gree in  1S4G.  He  studied  law  and  prac- 
ticed in  Boston.  In  l^o'i  he  was  elected 
to  the  State  .Senate,  and  in  L-oIi  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Cotjventi«»n  for  revising  the  Con- 
stitution of  Massachusetts.  He  was  elected 
a  Eepresentdtive  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress;  was  re-«'lected  to  the  Thirty-tifth, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Conunittee  on 
Foreign  Atlairs.  He  was  also  re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  same  conunittee.  Jn  I.*^)!  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Lincoln  Minister  to 
Austria,  and  subsequently  to  China. 

Burnell,  Barker. — He  was  a  native  of 
Nantuck»*t.  Wh«-n  iudy  twenty-two  years 
of  age  he  wiis  chosen  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  his  native 
Commonwealth.  A  few  years  later  ho 
pas.S4-d  into  the  .S-natorinl  btxly,  wliere.  in 
spite  of  his  y»»uth,  lie  btcame  a  leading 
membt-r.  He  .".at  also  in  the  Convention 
which  framed  the  pn-seut  Cuustitutiou  of 
MasMichiiMi'ttM ;  t'Hik  nil  active  part  in 
thr  Hai::  u  of  |84<» :    and 

served  .\e  in  Congress,

He  died  in  \\  asiiington.  District  of  Colum- 
bia, June  4,  1843,  aged  forty-tive  yeara. 

Burnett,  Jacob. — Was  bom  in  Newark, 
New  Jer>ey,  on  the  •/■JU  of  February,  177n. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  Princeton  Coll.  ge 
in  17D1  :  was  admitted  to  the  bar  by  the 
Supreme  Court  ui'  New  Jersey  in  17iH;,  and 
removed  to  Cincinnati  immediately  there-

He  was  a 
member  of  the  State   Legislature  during 
the  war  of  IpI'.*,  and  took  an  active  j)art 
in  sustaining  the  measures  i>roj>o.sid  in  that 
body   to  aid   the  (Jeneral   CJovernment   in 
maintaining  the  contest.     In  1-"J1  he  was 
appointed  one  of  the  Judges  of  the    Su- 

Ereme  Court  of  Ohio,  wliich  comuii^sion 
e  re-signed  in  December,  18*28,  aud  was 
immediately    afterwards    elected     to    the 
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Senate  of  the  United  States,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resig^nation  of 
his  Mend  General  Harrison,  serving:  until 
1831.  In  the  same  year  he  was  chosen, 
by  the  Leg-islature  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, one  of  the  Commissioners  to  settle 
the  matters  in  controversy  between  that 
State  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Yirgiuia, 
in  regard  to  the  complaints  of  the  latter 
against  the  statute  of  limitation.  He  was 
the  first  President  of  the  Astronomical 
Society  of  Cincinnati,  and  still  continued, 
in  1852,  an  active  member  of  that  institu- 
tion. He  was  for  many  years  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Colonization  Society  of  Hamil- 
ton Connty,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Tnistees  of  the  Medical  College  of  Ohio, 
and  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Cincinnati  College,  and,  upon  the 
nomination  by  Lafayette,  had  been  elected 
a  member  of  the  French  Academy.  In 
1847  he  published  a  volume  entitled  "Notes 
on  the  Early  Settlement  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Territory,"  which  is  considered  as  con- 
taining much  interesting  information,  espe- 
cially as  to  Ohio,  the  progress  of  which  he 
•witnessed  from  a  Territory.  He  died  at 
Cincinnati  in  1853. 

Burnett,  Henry  C— Born  in  Essex 
County,  Virginia,  October  5,  1825;  studied 
law  as  a  profession,  and  practiced  in  Ken- 
tucky ;  was  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Trigg  County,  in  that  State,  from  1851  to 
1853,  and  a  Representative  in  the  Thirty- 
fourth  and  Thirty-fifth  Congresses.^  He 
was  Chairman,  during  the  first  session  of 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Inquiiy  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  Fort 
Snelling,  and  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  the  District  of  Columbia.  Ee-elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  and  also  to 
the  Thirty-seventh,  but  was  expelled  for 
treasonable  conduct  in  December,  IcGl. 

Burnett,  William. — He  graduated  at 
Princeton  College  in  1749,  and  was  a 
Delegate,  from  New  Jersey,  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  in  1780  and  1781 .  Died 
in  1791. 

Biimliam,  Alfred  A.— Born  in  Wind- 
ham, Windham  County,  Connecticut, 
March  8,  1819;  prepared  himself  for  col- 
lege at  the  Sutfield  Literary  Institution; 
taught  school  for  a  while,  and  spent  one 
year  at  Washington  College,  which  he  left 
for  want  of  means  ;  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1843;  was  elected 
to  the  Connecticut  Legislature  in  1844  and 
1845;  was  Clerk  of  the  State  Senate  in 
1846;  and  was  subsequently  appointed 
Judge  of  Probate  for  the  District  of  Dan- 


bury.  In  18.50  he  was  again  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature  ;  in  1857  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  Connecticut ;  in  1858  again 
elected  to  the  Legislature  and  made 
Speaker;  and  in  1^.59  was  elected  a  Ki'p- 
resentativ(',  from  Connecticut,  to  the  Thir- 
ty-sixth Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Patents.  K«.'-elected  to 
the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs. 

Bums,  Joseph.— Born  in  Waynesbo- 
rough,  Augusta  County,  ^'irginia,  March 
11,  18U0  ;  was  educated  at  tlie  Oliio  l.'niou 
Schools ;  was  by  trade  a  hatter  and  then  a 
farmer;  filled  various  Comity  and  State 
offices  ;  and  was  elected,  from  the  State  of 
Ohio,  a  Representative  in  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress.  He  was  a  membi-r  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Expenditures  in  the  Post  Office 
Department  and  on  Invalid  Pensions. 

Burns,  Robert.— He  was  born  in  New 
Hampshire ;  served  three  years  in  the  State 
Legislature  as  Senator  and  Representative, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  Ham])shire,  from  183:5  to  l.'^37. 
Died  at  Plymouth,  New  Hampshire,  June 
20,  1866. 

Bumside,  Thomas. — Was  an  Asso- 
ciate Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1815  to  1816, 
when  he  resigned.  He  died  at  German- 
town,  Pennsylvania,  March  25,  1827. 

Burr,  Aaron. — He  was  born  in  Newark, 
New  Jersey,  February  6,  17.56.  He  grad- 
uated at  Princeton  College  in  1772,  at  the 
age  of  sixteen :  in  1775,  in  his  twentieth 
year,  he  joined  the  American  army  under 
Washington,  at  Cambridge  ;  accompanied 
General  Arnold  as  a  private  soldier  in  his 
expedition  against  Quebec;  after  his  ar- 
rival there,  he  acted  as  an  aide-de-camp  to 
General  Montgomery;  and  on  his  return, 
in  1776,  General  Wiishington  invited  him 
to  join  his  family  at  headquarters.  Some 
circumstances  soon  took  place  by  which 
he  forever  lost  the  confidence  of  Washing- 
ton; and  the  hostility  of  the  former  to  the 
latter,  from  that  time,  was  undisguised  and 
unmitigated.  In  1777  he  was  apjiointed 
Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  distinguished  him- 
self as  an  able  and  brave  otfieer;  but  in 
March,  1779,  he  was,  on  account  of  the 
state  of  his  health,  compelled  to  resign  his 
office  and  retire  from  military  life.  He 
then  devoted  himself  to  the  study  ot  law: 
commenced  practice  at  Albany  in  17 -^2, 
but  soon  removed  to  the  city  ot  Xe\v  lork; 
he  became  distinguished  in  his  profession; 
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was  appointed  Attorney  General  of  New 
York  in  ITefi) ;  from  17i)l  to  1797  he  was  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Senate,  and 
bore  a  conspicuous  part  as  a  leader  of  the 
Democratic  or  Kepublicau  party.  At  the 
election  of  rrosiJeut  of  the  United  States 
for  the  fourth  Presidential  term  Thomas 
JeflFerson  and  Aaron  Burr  had  each  seventy- 
three  votes,  and  the  choice  was  decided  by 
Congress,  on  the  thirty-sixth  ballot,  in 
favor  of  Jefft-rsou  for  President,  and  liurr 
for  Vice-President.  On  the  l*2th  of  July, 
1804,  Colonel  Burr  g'ave  Alexander  Hamil- 
ton, lon»  his  professional  rival  and  politi- 
cal opponent,  a  mortal  wound  in  a  duel. 
He  soon  after  conceived  the  project  of  his 
enterprise  in  the  AVesteru  country  of  the 
United  States  ;  for  which  he  was  at  length 
apprehended  and  brought  to  Richmond,  in 
August,  l':?07,  on  a  charge  of  treason;  and 
after  a  long  trial  was  acquitted.  He  after- 
wards returned  to  the  city  of  New  York, 
practiced  law  to  some  extent,  but  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  life  in  comparative 
obscurity  and  neglect.  He  was  of  small 
stature,  yet  he  had  a  lofty  mien,  a  njilitary 
air,  a  remarkably  brilliant  eye,  and  a 
striking  aj»pearance.  He  |K)ssesseil  dis- 
tinguished talents  and  many  accomplish- 
ments. He  died  on  Staten  Island,  New 
York,  September  14,  1830. 

Burrill,  James. — Ho  was  born  in  Provi- 
dence, Khode  Island,  April  *i.'),  1772;  grad- 
uated at  Brown  University  in  llrif* ;  studied 
law,  devoted  himself  to  its  practice,  and 
was  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Khode 
Island  from  I7i»7  to  I'ri:};  was  a  member 
and  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  in  1^114;  and 
was  Chief  Justice  of  the  State  in  Ic^lG. 
He  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate 
in  1810,  and  ser\ed  as  a  member  of  the 
Committees  on  the  Judiciary,  on  Com- 
merce, on  Manufactures,  and  on  Accounts. 
He  died  at  Washington,  before  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term,  December  25,  18*iU.  He 
was  considered  an  able  scholar  and  a  wise 
judge. 

Burroughs,  Silas   M. — He  was  bom 

in  New  York ;  served  four  years  in  the 
Legislature  of  that  State,  and  was  elected 
a  Kepresentative  to  the  Thirty-tifth  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs.  He 
was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, and  died  at  Medina,"  New  York, 
June  3,  IcjOO. 

Burrows,  Daniel.— He  was  bom  in 
Groton,  Connecticut,  and  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Connecticut,  trom 
1«>1  to  J  823. 


Burro"ws,  Lorenzo. — He  was  bom  in 

Connecticut,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1849  to 
1853;  and  in  18.j5  he  was  elected  Comp- 
troller of  New  York. 

Burt,  Annistead. — lie  was  bom  in 
South  Carolina,  received  a  liberal  educa- 
tion, adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
South  Carolina,  tVum  H4:?  to  IS'>3.  During 
a  part  of  the  Thirtieth  Congress  he  officia- 
ted as  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives. 

Burton,  Hutchins  O.— He  was  bom  in 
Granville  County,  North  Carolina;  .studied 
law;  in  181t)  represented  Mecklenburg  in 
the  State  Legislature,  and,  in  l-^K),  the 
County  of  Halifax;  was  ftir  several  years 
Attorney  (Jeneral  t»f  the  StiUe.  He  served 
as  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
North  Carolina,  from  l-^IU  to  1-^24,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  the  Ju- 
diciary and  Military  A tl'iiirs;  he  was  then 
eU'ited  (iovernor  of  North  Carolina,  from 
1^24  to  Ih27.  He  died  iu  Iredell  County, 
April  21,  \rM. 

Burton,  Robert— Ho  was  a  Delegate 
from  North  Caroliim  to  the  Coutiueutul 
Congress,  from  17-7  to  l7r*H, 

Burwell,  William  B— He  was  a  Kop- 
resentaiive  iu  Congress,  from  Virginia, 
from  I-'INI  to  IHJI.  Died  February  H), 
li^JI,  in  Washington  City,  before  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term. 

Busby,  George  H. — He  was  l>ora  in 
Darstown,  Nortlmnib«  rland  (.'ounty,  Penu- 
sylvania,  July  H>,  1794.  In  ]'*U)  he  re- 
moved with  his  fatiu  r  lo  Ohio,  where  he  ac- 
quired a  knowledge  of  the  cabinet-making 
business  and  dev4.t.-«l  him>elf  to  farming. 
In  J -24  he  was  amMiinted  Clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Comnum  Vleas  and  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  and  subsequently  a  Recorder 
of  Deeds  in  the  County  of  Marion  ;  and  he 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
1-51  to  1?53,  from  Ohio. 

Butler,  Andrevr  Pickens. — He  was 

bom  in  Edgi-tield  District,  .South  Carolina, 
November  19,  179»>.  He  graduated  at 
South  Carolina  College  in  \fTl7,  studied 
law  and  came  to  the  bar  in  lr*18,  became 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  when  quite  a 
young  man,  and  was  appointed,  in  lKi5, 
one  of  the  Judges  of  the  (ieiieral  ."Sessions 
of  Common  Pleas,  which  ottice  he  held 
until  1847,  when  he  was  apj)ointed  by  the 
executive  to  till  the  vacancy  in  the  UuiteU 
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States  Senate,  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
McDuftie.  He  was  subsequently  elected 
and  re-elected  to  the  same  position,  and 
-vvas  in  this  office  at  the  time  of  liis  death, 
which  occurred  at  his  homo,  May  25,  lf^57. 
He  was  a  statesman  of  distinguished  ability 
and  much  intlueuce,  possessed  an  uncom- 
mon degree  of  both  mental  and  ])hysical 
ability,  and  was  a  high-toned  gentleman ; 
popular  in  the  Senate,  and  left  behind  hira 
many  deeply  attached  friends. 

Butler,  Chester. — Born  in  Wilkes- 
barre,  Luzerne  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
March,  1798;  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1817;  read  law  at  the  Litchfield 
School,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1820.  He  served  three  terms  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  Pennsylvania ;  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1845  to  1850,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Revolutionary  Claims.  He 
died  in  Philadelphia,  October  5,  1850. 

Butler,  Ezra. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from  1813 
to  1815,  and  Governor  of  that  State  during 
the  years  1826  and  1827.  He  died  at  Wa- 
terbury,  Vermont,  July  19,  1838. 

Butler,  Josiah. — Born  in  Rockingham 
Coirnty,  New  Hampshire,  in  1780,  and 
died  at  Deerfield,  October  29,  1854.  He 
graduated  at  Harvard  University  in  1803; 
studied  law  in  Virginia,  and  practiced  it 
in  his  native  State.  He  was  repeatedly 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature;  was  a 
County  Sheriff,  and  a  Clerk  of  the  Courts. 
He  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  Hampshire,  in  1817,  and 
served  in  that  capacity  until  1823,  offici- 
ating as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture  during  the  Seventeenth  Con- 
gress. He  Avas  then  appointed  Judge  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  New  Hampshire, 
which  he  held  until  the  office  was  abolished. 

Butler,  Pierce. — He  came  of  the  family 
of  the  Dukes  of  Ormond,  in  Ireland.  Be- 
fore the  Revolution  he  was  a  Major  in  a 
British  regiment  in  Boston,  but  afterwards 
attached  himself  to  the  republican  institu- 
tions of  America.  In  1787  he  was  a  Dele- 
gate, from  South  Carolina,  to  the  old  Con- 
gress ;  in  1788,  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion which  framed  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  having  signed  the  same; 
and,  under  it,  was  one  of  the  first  Senators 
from  South  Carolina,  and  remained  in  Con- 
gress till  1796.  On  the  death  of  J.  E. 
Calhoun,  in  1802,  he  became  again  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  but  resigned  in  1804.  He 
was  opposed  to  some  of  the  measures  of 


Washington's  administration,  btit  apjiroved 
of  the  war  of  181 2.  Ho  died  at  Philadel- 
phia, February  15,  1822,  aged  seventy- 
seven. 

Butler,  Samson  H. — He  was  bom  in 
South  Carolina,  and  w.-us  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1840  to 
1843. 

Butler,  Thomas. — He  was  born  in  Car- 
lisle, Pennsylvania,  an<l  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  fn>ni  Louisiana,  from 
1818  to  1821.     Died  August  14,  1847. 

Butler,  Thomas  B.— He  was  })om  in 
Wether.sfield,  Connecticut,  in  l*^n7;  was 
educated  a  lawyer ;  served  in  the  Connec- 
ticut Legislature ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Connecticut,  from 
1849  to  1851. 

Butler,  "William. — He  was  the  fatlior 
of  the  late  Senator,  A.  P.  Butler,  and  grad- 
uated at  the  College  of  South  Carolina  as 
a  student  of  medicine;  senx-d  as  an  officer 
and  surgeon  both  in  the  army  and  navy  of 
the  United  States ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1801  to  1811.  He  died  December  8, 
1821. 

Butler,  William. — lie  was  a  native  of 
South  Carolina;  graduated  at  the  South 
Carolina  College  in  1810 ;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  South  Caro- 
lina, from  1841  to  1843.  He  was  the 
brother  of  the  late  Senator,  A.  P.  Butler, 
and  his  wife  was  the  sister  of  the  late  Com- 
modore 0.  H.  Perry. 

Butler,  William  O.— He  was  bom  in 

Jessamine  County,  Kentucky,  in  1793,  and 
came  of  a  family  honorably  identified  with 
the  Revolution.  He  was  liberally  educa- 
ted, and  when  the  war  of  1812  broke  out 
he  enlisted  as  a  soldier;  was  an  ensign 
under  General  Winchester,  at  the  battle  of 
the  River  Raisin ;  and  under  General  Jack- 
son, in  the  South,  he  attained  the  rank  of 
Captain,  and  was  nuide  a  Colonel  in  1817. 
After  spending  many  years  in  retirement, 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Kentucky,  in  1839,  and  re- 
elected in  1841  ;  and  during  the  war  with 
Mexico  he  obtained  such  distinction  th.it 
he  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Major 
General  in  the  regular  army  ;  a  swurd  was 
voted  to  him  by  Congress,  March  2,  1^17; 
and  when  Geni-ral  Scott  was  recalled  from 
the  City  of  Mexico,  General  Butler  was 
left  chief  in  comiyand,  and  announced  the 
ratification  of  the  treaty  of  peace.  May  29, 
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1848.  In  1848  he  was  the  Democratic 
candidate  for  Vice-President,  on  the  ticket 
with  Lewis  Cass  for  President.  He  was 
appointed,  by  President  Pierce,  Governor 
of  Nebraska  TLMritory,  but  declined  the 
appointment.  He  is  the  author  of  many 
fugitive  pieces  of  poetry,  several  of  which 
possess  uncommon  merit,  and  one,  entitled 
"The  Boat  Horn,"  has  attained  great  popu- 
larity. In  IHGl  lie  was  a  member  of  the 
Peace  Congress  held  in  Washington. 

Butmaii,  Samuel. — He  was  a  member 
of  tilt-  Maine  Legislature  in  \!^2'2,  leiti,  and 
]&-i7,  and  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  from  l^'JT 
to  Ifi'.W,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Internal  Improvements.  In  li^4(J 
he  was  a  County  Commissioner,  and  in 
185:J  was  re-t'lected  to  the  Legislature,  and 
made  President  of  the  Senate. 

Butteriield,  Martin. — He  was  elected 
a  luiiri-Mniuti\f,  tVnm  >^ew  York,  to  the 
Thirt\->i\th  Ciingie.->s,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

Bynam,  Jesse  A. — Horn  in  Halifax 
Connry,  North  Carolina.  H«'  was  i-tlueatL-d 
at  I'nion  Collegi-,  N«'\v  York;  served  a 
number  of  years  in  the  .State  Legislature; 
and  was  a  member  of  Congress,  from  North 
Carolina,  from  1S:{:{  to  1"'4L  While  in 
Congress  lu>  fought  a  tluel  with  Daniel 
Jenitf  r,  which  terminated  harmlessly  ;  and 
at  the  close  of  his  last  term  he  removed  to 
Louisiana. 

Cabell,   Edward   C— lioni   in   Rich- 

niond.  N'irginia,  in  1-lT;  graduated  at  the 
University  of  Virginia;  and  in  \t*'Jn  re- 
moved to  the  Tenitory  of  Florida,  where 
he  settkd  as  a  cotton  planter.  He  repre- 
sented the  .Stati-  of  Florida  in  Congress, 
from  Ji^47  to  l?r)3. 

CabeU,  Samuel  J.— In  the  beginning 
of  the  war  of  the  Kevolutiou  he  was  at 
William  and  Mary  College,  and  left  there 
to  join  the  tirst  armed  corps  raised  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  soon  attained  the  rank  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in  the  Continental  Army, 
serving  with  honor  in  all  the  campaigns, 
till  the  fall  of  Charleston,  May  1'^  178u, 
when  he  became  a  prisoner,  and  the  close 
of  the  war  restored  him  to  liberty.  For 
many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia 
Assembly,  and  a  Kcprestutative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Virginia,  from  17'J5  to  18(t:i. 
He  died  in  Nelson  County,  Virginia, 
September  4,   l::^lc^,  aged  sixty -one  years. 

Cable,  Joseph.— He  was  born  in  Ohio, 
and  was  a  Iiepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  lc;49  to  1853. 


Cabot,  George.— Born  in  Salem,  Mas- 
sachusetts, in  17;VJ,  and  employed  the  early 
part  of  his  life  in  foreign  commerce.  Be- 
fore he  was  twenty-six  years  old  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  where  he  advo- 
cated those  i)rinciples  of  political  economy 
for  which  he  was  afterwards  distinguished; 
he  was  a  member  i»f  the  Convention  which 
formed  the  Constitution  t>f  that  State,  and 
also  of  that  which  ratiiit-d  tin*  Constitution 
of  the  Fnited  .States,  to  i>rouioti'  whieh  ho 
made  the  most  strenuous  exertions.  From 
17'J1  to  17l)t)  he  served  in  the  Tuited  States 
Senate,  and  was  one  ot  the  most  distin- 
guislu'd  members  of  that  body  ;  a  confi- 
dential friend  of  Washington  and  Hamil- 
ton, to  the  latter  t>f  whom  he  rendered  ujost 
important  assistance  in  forming  his  finan- 
cial .system.  In  IriM  he  wa.s  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Massachusetts,  and  in  IHll 
a  delegate  to  the  Hartford  Convention, 
and  was  made  President  of  that  budy.  He, 
at'ter  that  period,  retired  from  public  life, 
and  died  at  Boston,  April  l^,  I'^'^'.i,  aged 
seventy-two. 

Cadw^alader,  Johu. — He  was  born  in 
PeniiHvlvania,  and  was  a  Ifepresentative, 
from  tLat  State,  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress.

signed in  18."»G;  and  he  was  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  185<),  when  he  presided  over  the 
College.  In  April,  l-.VJ,  without  a  mo- 
ment's warning,  he  beeame  totally  blind. 
Died  in  Johnstown,  New  York,  October 
31,  1859. 

Cady,  John  W. — He  was  a  niemlx-r  of 
the  New  York  Assembly  in  JS->>,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1823  to  ltt>5. 
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Cage,  Harry. — He  was  a  Ropresenta- 

tive  in  Congress,   from  Mississippi,  from 
1S33  to  1835. 

Cahoon,  "William. — He  was  a  Presi- 
dential Kltetor  in  L-^Ul),  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from  ]&2d 
to  1833.  From  18 J 5  to  1S20  he  was  also 
a  State  Councillor  ;  County  Judge  for  nine 
years  ;  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Vermont 
in  18-20  and  18"2l  ;  and  for  seven  years  a 
member  of  the  State  Legislature. 

Cald-well,  George  A. — He  was  born 
in  Keutuekv,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843  to 
1845,  and  again  from  1849  to  1851. 

Cald-well,  Greene  "W. — Born  in  Gas- 
ton County,  North  Carolina,  April  13, 
1811.  He  studied  medicine,  and  practiced 
with  success,  but  subsequently  devoted 
himself  to  the  law.  He  served  a  number 
of  years  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  was 
a  member  of  Congress,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, from  1841  to  1843.  He  was  subse- 
quently appointed  Superintendent  of  the 
United  States  Mint,  at  Charlotte,  which 
position  he  resigned.  He  participated  in 
the  war  with  Mexico  as  volunteer  Captain 
of  a  company  of  dragoons. 

Caldwell,  James. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1813  to  1817. 

Caldwell,  Joseph  P. — Born  in  Iredell 
County,  North  Carolina,  in  1808.  He  was 
educated  at  Bethany  Academy  ;  studied 
law ;  and  entered  public  life  in  1838,  as  a 
member  of  the  State  Legislature,  where 
he  served  a  number  of  j'ears,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  North 
Carolina,  from  1849  to  1853. 

Caldwell,  Patrick  C. — He  was  a  na- 
tive of  South  Carolina,  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1841  to  1843,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Manufactures. 

Calhoun,  John. — He  was  born  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1835  to  1839. 

Calhoun,  John  C. — Born  in  Abbeville 
District,  South  Carolina,  March  18,  ]78'2. 
He  was  of  an  Irish  family.  His  father, 
Patrick  Calhoun,  was  born  in  Ireland,  and 
at  an  early  age  came  to  Pennsylvania, 
thence  went  to  the  western  part  of  Virginia, 
and  after  Braddock's  defeat,  moved  to 
South  Carolina  in   175G.     At   the   ase  of 


thirteen  he  was  })ut  under  tlie  charge  of 
his  Inothcr-in-law,  Dr.  Waddt-U,  in  Cttluin- 
bia  County,  (Jeorgia.  He  enten-'l  Yale 
College  in  IHO'2,  and  graduated  with  dis- 
tinction ;  studied  law  at  Litclifield,  Con- 
necticut;  and  in  l^'(i7  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  of  South  Carolina.  Tlie  next  year  ho 
entered  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  where 
he  served  for  two  sessions  with  ability  and 
distinction,  and  in  J"!  I  was  clfctcd  to  Con- 
gress, where  he  continued  until  1-^17,  when 
he  became  Secretary  of  War  under  Presi- 
dent Monroe,  and  conducted  the  affairs  of 
that  department  with  energy  and  ability 
for  seven  years.  In  1825  he  was  elected 
Vice-President,  and  in  1831,  upon  CJeneral 
Hayne's  leaving  the  Senate  to  become  Gov- 
ernor of  South  Carolina,  Mr.  Calhoun  re- 
signed the  Vice-Presidency,  and  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  United  States  Senate  by 
the  Legislature  of  South  Caroliua.  After 
the  expiration  of  his  Senatorial  term,  he 
went  voluntaril;a|^ito  retirement.  Upon 
the  death  of  Mr^Ptpshur,  in  1843,  he  as- 
sumed the  conduct  of  the  State  Depart 
ment,  which  he  held  until  the  close  of 
President  Tyler's  administration.  In  1845 
he  was  again  elected  Senator,  which  office 
he  held  until  his  decease.  PVom  1811, 
Avhen  he  entered  Congress,  until  his  death, 
he  was  rarely  absent  from  Wasliiugton, 
and  during  the  most  of  that  period  he  wa.s 
in  the  public  sen'ice  of  his  State  and  coun- 
try. He  entered  Congress  at  a  time  of 
unusual  excitement,  preceding  the  declara- 
tion of  war  of  181*2,  and  had  great  influ- 
ence in  favor  of  that  measure.  In  the  diffi- 
culties and  embarrassments  upon  the  ter- 
mination of  war,  and  the  transition  to  a 
peace  establishment,  he  took  a  responsible 
part.  As  a  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate 
he  was  punctual,  methodical,  and  accurate, 
and  had  a  high  regard  for  the  dignity  of 
the  body,  Avhich  he  endeavored  to  presen'e 
and  maintain.  His  connexion  with  nulli- 
fication, his  views  of  thetaritf,  his  opinions 
in  regard  to  slavery,  and  the  nuuiy  and  ex- 
citing questions  arising  from  it.  are  well 
known.  He  shaped  the  course  and  moulded 
the  opinions  of  the  people  of  his  own  State, 
and  of  some  other  Southern  States,  upon 
all  these  subjects.  Amid  all  the  strifes  of 
party  politics,  there  always  existed  between 
him'and  his  political  opi)onents  a  great  de- 
gree of  iH-rsoual  kindness.  He  died  in 
Washington  City,  March  31,  1.-50,  leaving 
behind  him  the  reputation  of  one  ot  the 
greatest  and  the  ptu'est  of  American  .states- 
men. His  collected  writings  and  speeches 
have  been  i)ublished  in  si-veral  octavo  vol- 
umes, and  accompanied  with  a  biography. 

Calhoun,  John  B.— Born  in  1740,  and

graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  1774. 
He  afterwards  studied  law,  in  which  pro- 
fession he  became  disting'uished.  After 
bein«^  for  many  years  in  the  State  Leg^isla- 
ture  of  South  'Carolina,  he  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina,  from 
1801  to  I'^U'i.  He  was  a  decided  republi- 
can, and  supporter  of  Mr.  Jefferson.  He 
was  one  ot  the  committee  who  were  in- 
structed to  report  a  modification  of  the  ju- 
diciary system  of  the  United  States.  He 
died  in  Pendleton  District,  November  3, 
1802. 

Calhoun,  Joseph.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Cmifrress,  from  South  Caroli- 
na, from  1-^07  to  l-^ll. 

Calhoun,  William  B. — lie  was  born  in 
Bost<m,  Massachusetts,  December  2'J, 
1796;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1S14; 
bred  to  the  law;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  his  native  State, 
from  l^'iT)  to  l^l'A.  H4JA'as  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Legisl.irore  from  IH'io  to 
1835,  and  Speaker  for  two  years  ;  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Senate  in  H4«)  and  HI7  ; 
Secretary  of  State  from  1-J-'  to  \<A  ;  Hank 
Commissioner  from  r<>3  to  l"*'^*;  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  l'^44  ;  and  Mayor  of 
Snringfit'ld  in  18,'»«J.  Died  in  Spriugtield, 
Massachusetts,  November  8,  18<>o. 

Call,  Jacob.— He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Indiana,  from  18*24  to 
18-25. 

Call,  Richard  K.— lie  wa-s  ])orn  in 
Kentucky ;  and  having  taken  an  interest 
in  military  at^airs,  became  aide-de-camp  to 
General  .lackstui  in  Hl"^,  and  was  promoted 
to  a  Captain  soon  afterwards,  and  subse- 
quently was  appointed  Prigadier  General 
of  the  Florida  militia.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Legislative  Council  of  Florida  in 
18*2*2;  a  Delegate  to  Congress,  from  that 
Territory,  from  1 8*23  to  1825 ;  Receiver  of 
Public  Money  for  tlie  Land  Office ;  and  he 
held  the  position  of  Governor  ot  Florida 
from  1836  to  1844. 

Calvert,  Charles  B.— He  was  born  in 
Prince  Oenrge  CMumy,  Maryland,  August 
24,  l-iiH;  received  his  earliest  education  in 
Philadelphia,  but  graduated  at  the  Tni- 
versity  of  Virginia  in  1827.  His  whole 
life  has  been  devoted,  on  a  large  scale,  to 
the  pursuits  of  agriculture.  He  wa.s  for 
many  years  President  of  the  Maryland 
Agricultural  Society :  also  of  the  Prince 
George  County  Society;  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  Agricultural 
Society.     He  has  devoted  special  attention 


to  the  raising  of  superior  breeds  of  cattle, 
every  variety  of  which  he  has  tried  on  his 
extensive  farms.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Legislature  of  Mar^-land  in  ]!^:VJ,  1843,  and 
1844;  and  Avas  elected  a  Representative 
from  Maryland  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Comniittees  on  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  on  Agriciilture. 
Died  at  Riverside,  Maryland,  May  14,  1864. 

Calvin,  Samuel.— Porn  in  Washing- 
tonville,  Columbia  County,  Pennsylvania, 
July  30,  ]HI  1.  At  the  age  of  sixteen,  after 
the  death  of  his  father,  he  was  thrttwn  upon 
his  own  resources,  and  became  a  school 
teacher,  with  the  view  of  sunporting  his 
father's  family  aJid  obtaining  the  means  for 
a  classical  education  ;  he  accoinplislwd  this 
object ;  subseiiuently  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  "in  H3t),  and  practiced 
in  HoHidaysburg,  Pennsylvania.  In  r-'48 
he  was  elected  a  member,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, of  the  Thirty-first  Congress,  and  in 
I8.')ti  declined  a  re-election. 

Carabreleng,   ChurchiU  C— He  wa3 

born  in  Washington,  North  Carolina,  in 
I7"^ii,  and  n-ceived  an  a<'adeniical  eilucation 
at  Nt'wbern,  in  that  State.  He  had  a  special 
fondiierts  for  Held  Hoortt,  but  did  not  let 
them  interf«Te  with  liiH  duties  as  a  clerk  in 
a  (-'arolina  store,  where  he  was  engaged  for 
two  years.  He  removed  t4»  New  York  City 
in  1*'<>2,  which  has  sinee  that  time  be«-n  his 
home,  excepting  the  year  IHLMI,  when  ho 
was  a  count ing-nnu.st«  clerk  in  Providenc<», 
Rhode  Island.  U>-  engaged  at  an  early 
day  in  mercantile  pursuits  with  .IdIiu  Jacob 
Astor,  an<l  travelled  extensiv«'Iy  over  the 
world.  He  was  a  Repre.Hentativu  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  H2I  to  I-f3".», 
and  officiated  a.s  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  Commerce,  Ways  and  Means, 
and  of  Foreign  Affairs.  His  report.s  and 
political  pamphlets  were  at  one  time  very 
numeroiLs,  one  of  the  former,  on  Commerce 
and  Navigation,  having  gt»ne  through 
several  editions  and  bei'u  repiiblishe^l  in 
London.  While  travelling  in  Kumpe  in 
\^'.)9  he  received  the  appointment  of  .Min- 
ister to  Russia,  and  on  his  return  to  the 
United  States  he  retired  to  private  lit, 
Died  at  West  Neck,  Long  Island,  April  3" 
1862. 

Cameron,  Simon. — He  was  born  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  17'J1>, 
and  wa.s  left  an  orphan  when  only  nino 
years  of  age.  He  edutati-d  himself  while 
pursuing  the  employment  *>f  a  j»ri!iter  ia 
newspaper  offices  at  Harrisbiirg  and  in 
Washington  City,  and  when  twenty-two 
years  of  age  edited  and  published  a  Demo- 
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cratic  journal  at  the  former  city,  having 
previously  had  charg-e  of  a  paper,  the 
Pennsylvania  Intellif^cncer,  at  Doylestown, 
Pennsylvania.  In  1832  he  established  the 
Middletown  ]5auk  of  IVnnsylvania,  and 
devoted  nmch  of  his  attention  to  the  rail- 
road interests  of  his  native  Htate,  and  before 
enteriuf^  Conj^ress  he  was  the  Cashier  of  a 
bank.  President  of  two  railroad  companies, 
and  Adjutant  General  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  first  elected  a  Senator  in  Cong'ress 
in  1845,  where  he  served  until  1849,  and 
he  was  re-elected  to  the  same  position  in 
1857,  for  the  term  ending  in  1863,  but  re- 
signed in  1861.  He  was  spoken  of  in  18bU 
as  one  of  the  candidates  for  the  Presidency, 
and  in  1861  became  Secretary  of  War  under 
Presideirt  Lincolir.  He  resigned  that  posi- 
tion, and  was  appointed  Minister  to  Eussia 
in  1862.  He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the 
Baltimore  Convention  of  18G4. 

Campbell,    Alexander. — He    was    a 

Senator  in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1809 
to  1813. 

Campbell,  Brookins. — He  was  born  in 
Washington  County,  Tennessee,  in  1808; 
was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature,  and  in  1845  was  unanimously 
elected  Speaker.  He  was  an  officer  in  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  in  the  war 
with  Mexico,  and  a  member  of  Congress, 
from  Tennessee,  from  1853  to  the  time  of 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  December  25,  J  853. 

Campbell,  George  W. — He  was  born 
in  Tennessee  in  1768  ;  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton College  in  1794  ;  received  a  good  edu- 
cation ;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Tennessee,  from  18U3  to  1809,  serving 
during  the  last  two  years  of  his  term  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means ;  was  Judge  of  the  United  States 
District  Court ;  was  elected  Senator  of  the 
United  States  in  1811,  but  resigired  on  being 
appointed  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in 
18J4.  He  resumed  his  seat  in  the  Senate 
the  following  year,  and  served  till  1818, 
when  he  was  appointed  Minister  to  Russia, 
where  he  remaiired  until  1821.  In  1831  he 
was  appointed  one  of  the  commissioners  to 
settle  the  claims  on  France.  He  died  at 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  February  17,  1848. 

Campbell,  James  H.— He  was  born  in 
Willianisp(n't,  Lycoming  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, February  8,  1820  ;  graduated  at 
the  Carlisle  Law  School ;  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1841 ;  was  a  menrber  in  1844  of 
the  Whig  Baltimore  Conventiorr;  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Penn- 


sylvania, from  1855  to  18.57,  and  again  from 
1859  to  1861,  serving  on  the  Cummittei-  on 
Elections  and  as  a  member  of  the  special 
connr)ittce  (»f  thirty-three  on  the  rebellioirs 
States.  Re-eleetrd  to  the  Thirtv-si-venth 
Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  ot'tlic  Com- 
mittee oir  the  Pacilie  Kiulroad.  In  l-iU  lie 
was  ajipointed  by  President  Lineuln  Min- 
ister Resident  to  Sweden. 

Campbell,  John.— I  [e  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  troin 
1801  to  1811  ;  also  Judge  of  tli.-  ( )rphan.s' 
Court  in  Charles  County,  wlii-re  \\v,  died 
June  23,  1828,  aged  sixty-three  years. 

Campbell,    John.— Ho   was    born    in 

South  Carolina;  graduated  at  the  S«juth 
Carolina  College  in  1819;  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congri'ss,  from  that  State, 
from  1829  to  1831,  and  again  from  lH;i7  to 
1845.  Died  at  his  residence  in  Marlborough 
District,  South  Caroliira,  May  19,  1845. 

Campbell,  John. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from 
1837  to  1843. 

Campbell,  John  H.— He  was  bom  in 

Perrnsylvania,  and  was  a  Rei)resentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  fronr  1845  to 
1847. 

Campbell,  John  P. — He  was  born  in 
Kentireky,  and  was  a  Ri'i)resentative,  from 
that  State,  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Congress. 

Campbell,  John  W. — He  was  l)orn  in 
Augusta  County,  Virginia,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  frour  Ohi(»,  trom 
1817  to  1827.     Died  September  24,  1833. 

Campbell,  Lewis  D, — Borrr  in  Frank- 
lin, Warren  County,  (Jhio,  August  9,  1811. 
He  received  a  limited  education;  was  at- 
tached at  an  early  day  to  the  Cincinnati 
Gazette,  as  printer  and  assistant  editor; 
subse(|uently  had  the  entire  contr-ol  of 
another  political  jjaper ;  and  having  studied 
law,  was  admitted  to  practice.  ll,e  was 
elected  a  membrr  of  Congrt-ss,  from  Ohio, 
in  1848,  arrd  was  rv-electt'd  to  each  sitc- 
cessive  Congress,  down  to  the  Thirty-rifth, 
when  his  .seat  was  contested,  and  the  House 
of  Represontatives  decided  against  his 
clainr.  During  tlie  Thirty-third  Congress 
he  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means.  In  Decembrr,  1-65,  lie 
was  appointed  by  President  Johnson  Min- 
ister to  .Mexico. 

Campbell,  Robert  B.— He  was  born 
in  South  Carolina  ;  graduated  at  the  South 
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Carolina  Collecre  in  IfrOO;  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Couf^ress,  fioni  South  Caro- 
lina, from  l&^'.i  to  1.—25,  and  ajjain  from 
1635  to  \r*:i7.  Ht'  was  subsequently  ap- 
pointed by  President  Fillmore  American 
Consul  at  Havana,  Cuba. 

Campbell,  Samuel.— He  was  born  in 
MansHeld,  Conm-etieut,  and  was  u  l\fpre- 
sentiitive  in  Cnno;iess,  from  New  York, 
from  \&^l  to  ]&S3,  having:  previously  served 
five  years  in  tlie  Assembly  of  that  State. 

CampbeU,  Thomas  F. — He  was  a 
native  «>f  South  Carolina,  and  was  a  Kep- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  \f*M  to  1635. 

Campbell,    Thomas    J. — Ho    was    a 

nativL'  of  Tenne.-M-e,  and  a  member  of 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  l.'^'-t'i  to 
1643,  and  twice  Clerk  of  tlie  House  of 
Kepresentatives,  from  l^'JT  to  iSVt;  he 
was  also  11  I'residentijd  Elector  in  1>'37  and 
1641.  During  the  years  1>13  and  l.-^M  he 
was  an  Assistant  Inspector  CJeneral  of 
militia.  He  died  in  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  April  13,  I-oU. 

CampbeU,  Thompson.— He  was  l»onj 
in  I'limsylvania,  and  w  Jis  »  lvtpre>tnta- 
tive  in  Congros,  from  Illinois,  from  1-.'»1 
to  1*53. 

Campbell,  William  B. — Was  born  in 
Ttinu>>ii-,  an<l  w  Inn  :i  voting  man  servid 
in  Florida  as  Captain  in  the  mounted  vol- 
uuteei"s.  He  was  a  mrndier  of  the  State 
Legislature  :  was  a  Ivepresentative  in  Con- 
gress from  1*:!7  to  l'*^43;  went  to  Mexico 
as  Coloml,  commanding  the  First  Kegi- 
nient  TennesMi-  Volunteers,  distinguishing 
himself  at  d-rro  Gordo  and  at  Monterey ; 
was  unanimously  elected  Circuit  Court 
Judge;  and  was  Governor  of  Tennessee 
from  1*-51  to  1-53.  Atter  the  close  of  the 
Kebellion,  in  1pI»5,  he  was  re-elected  a  Kep- 
resentative  tVom  Tt-nnessee  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  but  was  not  admitted  to 
his  seat  until  mar  the  end  of  the  first  ses- 
sion of  that  Congress. 

Campbell,  William  W. — Born  in 
Ch.  riy  \  ;ilky.  New  York,  Juno  10,  16CK); 
graduated  at  Union  College  in  1627,  and 
studied  hiw  with  -Judge  Kent,  of  New 
Y'ork,  and  in  1631  he  commenced  the  prac- 
tice of  his  prol'ession  in  that  city,  having 
previously  written  and  published  a  history 
of  the  Border  War  of  New  York.  He  was 
a  Ivepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1>45  to  1647,  and  then  spent  a 
year  in  Europe.     On  his  return  he  was  ap- 


pointed a  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
New  Y'ork  City,  and  served  seven  yeare, 
and  was  subsequently  elected  a  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State. 

Canby,  Richard  S. — He  was  bora  in 
Ohio,  and  was  a  lujiresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1847  to  164'J. 

Cannon,  Newton.— He  was  born  in 
Guiltord  County,  Norili  Carolina,  and  was 
a  Ivepresentative  in  C«»ngress,  tVom  Ten- 
nessee, from  1614  to  h-'n,  and  again  from 
1^11>  to  16*J3,  and  was  also  apj»ointed  by 
President  Monroe,  in  l^\9,  one  of  two 
Commissioners  to  treat  with  the  Chicka- 
saws.

— He  was  elected  a  Rej)- 
resentative  from  New  York  to  the  Eifjhth 
Congress,  but  resigned  soon  after  taking 
his  seat,  and  Josiah  Hasbrouck  was  elected 
in  his  place. 

Caperton,  Hugh. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia  in  17h»  ;  \\a.s  a  farmer  by  occupa- 
tion; ft  member,  for  many  years,  of  tho 
State  Ix'gislaiure ;  and  a  Kejiresentativo  in 
Congress,  from  the  Greenbrier  region  of 
^'irginia,  from  I -lit  to  l-'b'i.  He  ilied  in 
Monroe  County,  \irginia,  February  l»,  lc*47. 

Carey,  George. — He  was  a  native  of 

Charles  Co'.  •  *'  '  '.  but  removed 
to  CJeorgia,  II  County  in 

1."'44.     lie  \  .  tive  in  Con- 

gress, from  Guorgui,  Hum  lr23  to  1627. 

Carey,  Jeremiah  E.— IJoni  in  Coven- 
try, KluHJe  I>Iand,  Apiil  3(i,  1.-U3;  com- 
menced active  lite  in  tho  State  of  New 
York,  by  working  on  a  farm  and  iu  the 
tannery  of  an  uncle;  he  received  a  good 
common  school  education,  which  he  paid 
for  by  his  own  e.xertiuns  as  a  teacher  ;  he 
studied  law,  and  wus  admitted  to  tlie  bar 
in  lr.it>;  was  elected  to  Congress,  from 
Cherry  Valley  County,  in  1*42,  and,  after 
his  term  as  a  Kepresentative,  removed  to 
the  city  of  New  \ork,  where  lie  has  since 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession, and  holding  many  important  local 
offices  connected  with  the  can  .  ..f  .  lucu- 
tion. 

Carey,  John. — Bom  in  M.i.Mi  -  iii,.ui 
County,  Virginia,  April  5,  171^.';  removed 
with  his  parents  to  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tory in  17i.>6;  from  that  period  until  1612 
he  labored  with  his  father  in  the  tanning 
business;  iu  1614  he  assisted  iu  building 
the  first  stone  house  iu  Columbus ;   alter 
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■uhlcli  he  devoted  liiniself  to  the  various 
employments  of  carpentering-,  millings  iu 
its  various  brandies,  and  tarminp^;  iu  J 825 
he  was  elected  an  Associate  Judge,  which 
office  he  held  for  seven  years ;  he  was 
elected  to  the  Ohio  Legislature  in  1828, 
1836,  and  184:3;  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  Ohio  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture. 

Ccirlile  Jolin  S. — l>orn  in  Winchester,  I 
Frederick  County,  Virginia,  December  J (5,  j 
1817.     He   was   educated   by   his   motlier 
until  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  then  went  j 
into  a  country  store  as  salesnian  and  clerk,   I 
and  at  the  age  of  seventeen  commenced  , 
business  for  himself.     At  the  same  time  he 
read  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  | 
184U,   and   settled   in   Beverly,   Randolph  j 
County,    in    J  84*2,  to    practice.  ,  He   Avas 
elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  1847,  and  i 
served  till  1851.     In  1850  he  was  a  mem-  | 
ber  of   the   Constitutional   Convention  of 
Virginia,  and  in  1855  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  serving  one  term. 
In  1861  he  was  elected  a  Representative 
from  Virginia  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, and  was  soon  afterwards  transferred 
to  the  Senate,  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  Public  Lands  and  Territories.    His  term 
expired  in  1865. 

Carlton,  Peter. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Cono-ress,  from  New  Hampshire, 
from  1807  to"l8U9. 

Cannichael,  Richard  B. — "Was  a  na- 
tive of  Maryland ;  graduated  at  Princeton 
College  in  JH28,  and  studied  law;  was  a 
Representative  from  Maryland  in  the 
Twenty-third  Congress  ;  was  President  of 
the  courts  of  Queen  Anne's  County,  Mary- 
land, in  1861. 

Carmichael,  "William. — Was  a  native 
of  ^laryland  In  1776  he  aided  Mr.  Deane, 
the  American  Minister  at  Paris,  iu  his  cor- 
respondence ;  went  to  Berlin  to  communi- 
cate to  the  King  of  Prussia  intelligence 
concerning  Amencan  commerce,  and  as- 
sisted the  American  Commissioners  in 
Paris.  He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Conti 
nental  Congress  from  1778  to  1780;  was 
Secretary  of  Legation  during  Mr.  Jay's 
mission  to  Spain,  and  remained  as  Charge 
d'Aft'aires  after  Mr.  Jay  left  m  1782,  and, 
receiving  a  commission  in  .1790,  retaiued 
the  office  for  about  fifteen  years.  In  1792 
tie  was  authorized,  jointly  with  William 
Short,  to  negotiate  with  Spain  concerning 
the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
He  died  in  1795. 


Canies,  Thomas  P. — He  was  born  and 
educated  in  Maryland,  studied  law,  and 
settled  in  (Jeorgia.  He  was  tli»?re  suc- 
cessively Solicitor  General,  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, and  Judge  of  tlie  Sujireme  Court,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Georgia,  from  179:5  to  1795.  lie  died  at 
Milledgevilh',  May  .-,  1-22. 

Carpenter,  Davis.— He  was  bom  in 
Walpolc,  Cliisliin'  Counfy,  "Svw  Hamp- 
shire, Decriiibcr  25,  1799:  received  an 
academical  education;  stiidieil  mcclicine, 
and  took  the  degree;  of  M.I),  at  Middle- 
bury  College,  Vermont,  in  1-24.  He  re- 
moved to  the  State  of  New  York  in  1825, 
and  there  attained  the  positi(»n  of  Colonel 
of  a  rirte  corps,  and  was  a  Representative 
iu  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  lr'5:i  to 
1855,  in  place  of  A.  Boody,  resigned.  He 
was  subseciuently  devoted  to  his  prolession 
and  to  surveying. 

Carpenter,  Levi  D. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1843  to  1845,  in  the  place  of  Samuel 
Beardsley,  resigned, 

Carr,  Francis. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  from  1806 
to  1811,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  from  1811  to 
1813.  Died  in  October,  1^21,  aged  sixty- 
nine  years.  . 

Carr,  James. — He  served  three  years 
in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  from 
Bangor,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  trom  1815  to 
18J7. 

Carr,  John. — He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Indiana,  from  1831  to 
18:^7,  and  again  from  18:59  to  1841,  and 
died  in  Clarke  County,  Indiana,  January 
20,  1845. 

Carrington,  Edwaid. — He  was  born 
in  Virginia,  February  11,  17-19;  was  an 
efficient  officer  during  the  Revolution  :  was 
for  some  time  Quartermaster  General  o(  the 
army  under  General  Greene,  in  th»^  South, 
and  greatly  contributed  to  the  advantage 
gained  over  the  «*nemy.  He  was  after- 
wards attaclud  to  the  army  of  the  North, 
but  previously  to  the  evacuation  of  Charles- 
ton resumed  his  former  station.  He  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congitss,  from 
Virginia,  from  1785  to  1786;  was  foreman 
of  the  jurv  which  tried  Aaron  Burr  for 
treason,     lie  died  October  28,  1810. 
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Carroll,  Charles,  of  Carrollton. — He 

was  bum  iu  Aniiupdlis,  Maryland,  ou  the 
2Uth  of  September,  1737;  was  descended 
from  a  respectable  Irish  family  ;  was  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  religion,  and  inherited  a 
very  large  estate.  He  was  sent  at  un  early 
age  to  St.  Onier  to  be  educated,  and  after- 
wards removed  to  Rheims.  After  having 
studied  civil  law  in  France,  he  went  to 
London  and  pursutxl  the  study  of  connnon 
law  at  the  Temple,  and  returned  to  America 
at  the  age  of  twenty-seven.  He  soon  be- 
came known  as  an  advocate  for  liberty, 
and  was  one  of  the  ablest  political  writers 
of  Maryland.  In  177()  lie  was  elected  a 
Delegate  to  the  old  Congress,  and  sub- 
Bcribed  his  name  to  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
the  last  surviving  signer  of  that  document. 
Iu  1778  he  left  Congress,  and  devoted  him- 
self to  the  councils  of  his  native  State  ;  iu 
1789  he  was  elected  a  Senator  to  the  new 
Congress;  and  in  1810  he  quitted  public 
life,  and  passed  the  remainder  of  his  days 
iu  trantjuillity,  beloved  and  revered  by  his 
fi'icnds  and  neighbors,  and  lionortd  by  his 
country.  He  was  ever  con.sidered  a  uiodil 
of  regularity  in  conduct  and  sedateness  in 
judgment.  He  died  in  lialtimore,  Novem- 
ber 14,  183-i. 

CarroU,  Charles  H.— He  was  bom  iu 
Maryland  :  was  a  Representative  iu  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  l."'43to  1847;  n 
memberof  the  Afesembly  of  theState  in  18:Jl}; 
and  a  State  Senat«>r  in  l>'.u.  He  was  u 
lawyer  by  education,  but,  instead  of  prac- 
ticing, devoted  his  whole  time  to  managing 
a  large  estate  in  the  Cieuesee  cuuutry. 
Died  in  Groveland,  Livingston  County, 
New  York,  in  18G5,  aged  seventy -one 
years. 

Carroll,  Dauiel.— He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Maryland  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  1780  to  1784;  sigmd  tlie  Articles  of 
Confederation,  and  also  the  Constitution ; 
a  Representative  in  Ci>ngress,  from  Mary- 
land, iVom  17-9  to  1791,  and  was  that  year 
appointed  Conmiissioner  for  Surveying  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

CaiToll,  James, — He  was  bom  in  Mary- 
land, and  was  a  Representative  iu  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1839  to  1841. 

Carson,  Samuel  P.— Bom  at  Pleasant 
Garden,  Burke  bounty,  North  Carolina. 
He  was  for  several  years  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature,  and  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  N«.>rth  Carolina,  from 
18-25  to  1833.  He  killed  Doctor  Robert  B. 
Vance  in  a  duel  iu  18"27  ;  and  at  the  close 


of  his  services  in  Congress  removed  to 
Arkansas,  where  he  died  iu  November, 
1840. 

Carter,  John. — Born  on  Black  River, 
Sumter  District,  South  Carolina,  Septem- 
ber 10,  179'2;  and  graduated  at  South 
Carolina  College,  Columbia.  He  was  a 
lawyer  by  profession  ;  and  a  Renresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  18*2*2  to  18*29,  when  he  declined  a  re- 
election. His  residence  was  Camden,  but 
he  removed  to  Georgett)wn,  District  of 
Columbia,  in  183(),  where  he  remained 
until  his  deatli,  which  occurred  June  20, 
1850. 

Carter.  Luther  C— Bom  in  Bethel, 
Oxford  County,  Maine,  February  '25,  IHI5; 
received  an  academic  education  ;  settled  in 
New  York  City,  and  devoted  himself  to 
mercantile  pursuits  with  success;  was  a 
member  for  some  years  of  the  Board  of 
Kducation  in  that  city;  and  having  retired 
from  business,  lie  settled  on  a  farm  on 
Long  Island  ;  and  was  elected  a  Ivepre- 
sentative,  from  NfW  York,  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congress,  serving  as  CliairmaJi  ot 
the  Committee  on  the  Dinlrict  of  Columbia. 

Carter,  Timothy  J. — Ho  was  educated 
for  the  legal  pM>l"e.s.sion ;  wa8  Secretary 
of  the  Maine  Senate  in  1K13;  County  At- 
torney froMj  1^33  to  H37  ;  an<l  he  was  a 
Representative  iu  Congress,  from  Maine, 
from  1-;C  to  tlie  date  of  his  <li-ath,  which 
occurrid  at  Washington,  March  14,  1?38. 

Carter,  William  B.— Born  in  Ten- 
nessee in  I'^l'2;  wajj  a  mend>er  of  the 
House  and  S»nale  in  t)ie  State  L«■gi^laturte; 
Pn'sident  ul'  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion; and  fr«>ni  lKk'»  to  1^41  «  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  his  native  State. 
He  died  in  Carter  County,  Teuuejjsee, 
April  J7,  1H48. 

Cartter,  David  K. — He  wa.s  bora  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  J  "^49  to  1853. 
In  1801  he  wa.s  ap|)oinled,  by  President 
Lincoln,  Minister  to  I^olivia,  and  subs*'- 
(piently  a  Judge  of  the  Suj)reuio  Court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

Caruthers,  Robert  L.— Was  bom  in 

Suiirii  Cv.unty.  Tennes.s«H-,  July  31,  IHIO; 
obtained  the  rudiments  of  an  Knglish  edu- 
cation by  his  own  unaided  exertions;  from 
18U»  to  181'^  he  was  clerk  in  a  store;  sub- 
sequently improved  his  education  at  Wood- 
ward Academy  and  Greenville  College; 
studied  law  and  came  to  the  bar  iu  ltf£i; 
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servod  one  year  as  Clerk  in  the  Legislature 
of  Tennessee.  Feturnino:  to  his  native 
county,  was  appointed  Cleik  of  tlie  Chan- 
cery Court  there;  edited  a  paper  for  one 
year;  settled  in  Wilson  County  in  1820, 
and  Avas  soon  afterwards  elected  State's 
Attorney,  holdinn;  tjie  ofHce  live  years  ;  in 
1834  he  was  elected  a  Bripidier  (leneral  of 
Militia;  was  a  member  of  the  Tennessee 
Leg-islature  in  1^35;  was  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  J  845,  declining-  to  run  for  Gover- 
nor; was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  Tennessee,  from  1841  to  184;i,  de- 
clining a  re-election;  in  185'-2  was  called  to 
a  seat  on  tlie  Supreme  Bench  of  Tennes- 
see, holding  the  position  many  years ;  and 
was  a  Delegate  to  the  Peace  Convention  of 
18(31. 

Canithers,  SamiTel. — Born  in  Madi- 
son County,  Missouri,  October  13,  18*2<» ; 
was  educated  at  Clinton  College,  Tennes- 
see ;  was  a  lawyer  by  profession  ;  and  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  from  Missouri,  from 
1853  to  1859;  and  died  soon  after  leaving 
Congress. 

Gary,  George  B. — A  member  of  Con- 
gress Irom  the  Petersbiu-g  District,  Vir- 
ginia, in  1842  and  1843.  He  died  in  South- 
ampton County,  Virginia,  March  5,  1850. 

Gary,  Shepard. — He  was  a  merchant 
and  farmer ;  was  a  member  of  the  Maine 
Legislature  in  1832,  1833,  from  1839  to 
1842,  in  1843,  and  from  1848  to  1854.  He 
was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Maine,  from  1844  to  1845,  and  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Claims.  In 
183C  he  was  a  Presidential  Elector. 

Case,  Gharles. — Born  at  Austinburg, 
Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  December  21, 
1817  ;  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  a  Kep- 
resentative in  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress 
from  Indiana.  Pie  Avas  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions.  Pie  was 
also  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Terri- 
tories. 

Case,  "Walter. — He  was  born  in 
Dutchess  County,  New  York,  and  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  that 
Stale,  from  1819  to  1821. 

Casey,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in  Mary- 
land, and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  I*eunsylvania,  from  1849  to 
1851.  In  ]8()3  he  was  appointed,  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Claims. 
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Casey,  Levi. — He  was  a  Kijn-esenta- 
tive  in  Cciigrcss,  from  South  Carolina, 
from    1803   to    18U7.      Died    February    1, 

18U7. 

Casey,  Samuel  L.— He  was  elected  a 
Kepresentative,  from  Keiilucl<y,  to  the 
Tliirty-scvenlh  Congress,  and  \\  as  subse- 
quently ajipointed,  by  President  Lincoln,  a 
(.'onuiiissioner  tolof.k  after  certain  national 
interests  in  the  Southwestern  States. 

Casey,  Zadock. — He  was  born  in 
Georgia,  and,  on  removing  !«>  Illinois,  was 
a  Kepresentative  in  CVmgress,  from  that 
State,  from  lK\:i  to  1843,  and  also  held  tlio 
oftice  of  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State. 
Died  at  Casey ville,  Illinois,  in  18(52,  aged 
sixty-six  years. 

Caskie,  John  S. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  was  elected  a  Kepresenta- 
tive to  Congress,  from  his  native  State, 
from  1851  to  1855,  serving  as  a  niember  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Cass,  Lewis. — Born  in  Exeter,  New 
Hampshire,  October  9,  1782.  Having  re- 
ceived a  limited  education  at  his  native 
place,  at  the  early  age  of  seventeen  he 
crossed  the  Alleghany  Momitains  on  foot, 
to  seek  a  home  in  the  "Great  West,"  then 
an  almost  unexplored  wilderness.  Settled 
at  Marietta,  Ohio  ;  he  studied  law,  and 
was  successful.  Elected  at  twenty-tive  to 
the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  he  originated  the^ 
bill  which  arrested  tlie  proceedings  of 
Aaron  Burr,  and,  as  stated  by  Mr.  .Jeft'er- 
son,  Avas  the  first  blow  given  to  what  is 
known  as  Burr's  conspiracy.  In  1807  he 
was  appointed,  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  Marshal 
of  the  State,  and  held  the  othce  till  the  lat- 
ter part  of  1811,  Avhen  he  volunteered  to 
repel  Indian  aggressions  on  the  frontier. 
He  was  elected  Colonel  of  the  Third  Regi- 
ment of  Ohio  Volunteers,  and  entered  the 
military  service  of  the  I'nited  States  at 
the  commencement  of  the  war  ot  1812. 
Having  by  a  difficult  march  reached  De- 
troit, lie  urged  the  immediate  invasion  of 
Canada,  and  was  the  autht)r  of  the  pro- 
clamation of  that  event.  He  was  the  tirst 
to  land  in  arms  on  the  enemy's  shore, 
and,  with  a  small  detachment  of  troops, 
fought  and  won  the  Hrst  battle,  that  of  the 
Tarontoe.  At  the  subsequent  capitulation 
of  Detroit  he  was  absent,  on  important 
service,  and  regretted  that  his  conunand 
and  himself  had  been  included  in  that 
ca]iitulation.  Liberated  on  parole,  he  re- 
pain  1  to  the  seat  of  government  to  report 
the  can;  es  of  the  disaster  and  the  failure 
of  the   ca-npaigu.      He   was   immediHtely 
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appointed  a  Colonel  in  the  refnilar  army,  ■ 
and,  soon  after,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  ! 
Brigadier  General ;  havinjr,  iu  the  mean  ' 
time,  been  elected  Major  General  of  the 
Ohio  Volunteers.  On  being  fxchanged  j 
and  released  from  parole,  he  again  repaired 
to  the  frontier,  and  joined  the  armv  for  the 
recovery  of  Michigan.  Being  at  that  time 
without  a  cummaud,  he  ser\'ed  and  dis- 
tinguishp<l  him.self,  as  a  volunteer  aide-d<*- 
camp  to  Gi-neral  Harrison,  at  tlie  battle  of 
the  Thame.s.  He  was  appointed,  by  Presi- 
dent Madison,  in  October,  Jc?13,  Govenior 
of  Michigan.  His  position  combiiH'd,  with 
the  ordinary  duties  of  chief  magistrate  of  a 
civilized  community,  the  iinmL-diute  man- 
agement and  control,  as  superintendent, 
of  the  relations  witli  the  num»'rous  and 
powerful  Indian  tribrs  in  that  region  of 
country.  He  conducted  with  success  the 
affairs  of  the  Territory  under  enjbHrras>iMg 
circumstancis.  Under  his  sway  peace  was 
preserved  between  the  whites  and  the 
treacherous  and  disaffected  Indians,  hiw 
and  order  established,  and  the  Territory 
rapidly  advancid  irf  ]x>pulatioii,  nsource-*, 
and  prosperity.  He  held  this  position  till 
Julv,  l-.U,  when  he  was,  by  rri->itk'nt 
Jackson,  made  S<*cretary  <»f  War.  In  tin* 
latter  part  of  1^:{<>  rresident  Jackson  ap- 
pointed him  Minister  t4>  France,  where  lie 
remained  until  I>'4'2,  when  ht-  recpiested 
his  ncall,  and  returned  to  this  coinitry. 
In  January,  1"^4.'>.  he  was  elect.-d.  by  tfu- 
Legislature  of  Michigan,  to  th«'  Senate  of 
the  United  Slates  ;  whith  place  he  resigned 
on  his  nomination,  in  M:«y,  Ib-l"^,  as  u  cnii- 
didate  for  the  IVisidcncy  by  the  piditical 
party  to  which  he  belonged.  After  thi' 
election  of  his  opponent  (General  Taylor) 
to  that  office,  the  Legislature  of  liis  State, 
in  lr-4'J,  re-elected  him  to  tin-  Senate  for 
the  unexpired  portion  of  his  original  term 
of  six  years.  Wht-n  Mr.  Buchanan  be- 
cam^  President,  he  invited  General  Cass  to 
the  h»'ad  of  the  Department  of  State,  which 
position  he  resigned  iu  Dt-cember,  l-^tk'. 
He  devoted  some  attention  to  litt-rary  pur- 
suits, and  his  writings,  spt-eches,  and  State 
papers  would  make  several  volumes; 
among  which  is  one  entitled  "France,  its 
King,  Court  and  Government,"  published 
in  1640.    He  died  iu  Detroit,  June  17,  IJkJG. 

Cassedy,  George. — He  was  bora  in 
Bergen  County,  New  Jersey,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New  Jer- 
sey, from  iP^Jl  to  }&I7,  and  died  in  Hack- 
ensack.  New  Jersey,  December  31,  I'^A'.i, 
aged  tifty-eight  years. 

Caswell,  Richard. — Born  in  Mary- 
laud,  August  3,  IT'JU;  emigrated  to  North 


Carolina  in  1746,  where,  for  some  years,  he 
was  employed  in  the  public  offices,  and 
afterwards  studied  and  practiced  law  with 
success.  From  1754  to  1771  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Colonial  Assembly,  and  for 
the  last  two  \ears  was  Speaki-rof  the  House 
of  Delegates.

Chaffee,  Calvin  C. — Born  in  Saratoga, 
New  York,  August  28,  1811.  He  early 
devoted  himselt  to  the  study  of  medicine; 
graduated  at  Middlebury  College, Vermont; 
and  on  becoming  a  citizen  of  Massachu- 
setts, he  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty- 
fourtli  and  Thirtj'-lifth  Congresses,  serving 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Invalid 
Pensions.  In  1859  he  was  appointed  Li- 
brarian of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
which  office  he  held  until  1861,  when  he 
was  succeeded  by  the  compiler  of  this 
volume. 

Clialniers,  Joseph  "W. — He  was  a  Sen- 
ator iu  Congress,  from  ^lississippi,  from 
1845  to  1847. 

Chamberlain,  Ebeuezer  M. — He  was 
born  in  Maine,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  fi"om  Indiana,  from  1853  to 
1855. 

Chamberlain,  Jacob  P. — He  was  bom 

iu  Mussachustitts,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Xew  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture. 

Chamberlain,  John  C. — He  graduated 
at  Harvard  University  iu  1793 ;  practiced 
law  at  Alstead,  Xew  Hampshire ;  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1809  to  1811.  He  died  at 
Utica,  Xew  York,  December  8,  1834,  aged 
sixty-two  years. 

Chamberlain,  William. — He  was  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  18U],  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from 
18U3  to  18U.5,  and  again  from  1809  to  1811. 
He  was  a  State  Councillor  from  1796  to 
ld03 ;  served  five  years  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature ;  was  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Ver- 
mont from  1813  to  1815;  and  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  a  State  Court  from  1801  to  1803, 
and  in  1814. 

Chambers,  David. — He  was  born  in 
Allentown,  X^'orthampton  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, iu  1780.  He  was  educated  by  his 
father,  who  was  a  school  teacher ;  and  in 
1794  was  employed  as  a  confidential  ex- 
press to  caiTy  despatches  from  General  j 
Henry  Lee  to  President  Washington  dur-  j 
iug  the  Whiskey  Insurrection;  iu  1796  he  \ 


was  placed  in  the  office  of  .the  Aurora 
newspaper  to  learn  the  printrr's  traile; 
and  after  spending  the  sixtet-n  subs»Mpient 
years  on  a  farm  in  Virginia,  he  removed 
to  Zanesville,  Ohio,  when*  he  condiu-ted  a 
newspaper,  and  was  elected  State  printer. 
When  tlie  seat  of  govcrmnent  was  n-moved 
to  Columbus,  he  was  appointe<l  Secretary 
of  tht!  Senate;  during  the  years  18|'>  and 
1813  he  was  aide-de-camp  to  (Jenenil  Cass; 
and  was  a  Representativ*-  in  Congress, 
from  Ohio,  from  I -'21  to  \^>'.i.  He  subse- 
([uently  served  a  number  of  years  in  the 
State  Legislatine  of  Oiiio ;  was  Speaker  in 
1844,  and  was  a  meml)er  of  the  Cuiistitu- 
tional  Convention  of  1851  ;  having  h!so 
been  elected  Mayor  of  Zanesville,  Re 
corder,  and  Clerk  of  the  Coint  of  Common 
Pleas.  Of  late  years  he  has  been  wholly 
devoted  to  agricultural  ]»ursuits.  Died  at 
Zanesville,  Ohio,  August  8,  1864. 

Chambers,  Ezekiel  F.— Born  in  Kent 
County,  Maryland,  February  28,  1788; 
graduated  at  Wasliington  College  when 
seventeen  years  of  age ;  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1808;  he  per- 
formed some  military  seiwice  in  l'^12.  and 
subsequently  attained  the  rank  of  Briga- 
dier General;  in  18-2-2  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate  against  his  will ;  he  took  an 
active  part  in  1825  in  arranging  a  system 
of  legislation  for  the  recovery  of  slaves; 
he  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Mary- 
land, from  18*26  to  1834,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  the  District  of 
Columbia;  iu  1834  he  was  appointed  Chief 
Judge  of  the  Second  Judicial  District  and 
a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Ajipeals,  which 
offices  he  held  until  1851,  when  the  Judi- 
ciary became  elective;  having  been  in 
1850  an  active  member  of  the  Convention 
which  changed  the  State  Constitution.  He 
was  otfered,  in  1852,  by  President  Fillmore, 
the  post  of  Secretary  of  the  Xavy,  iu  the 
place  of  Secretary  Graham,  who  resigned  : 
but  his  health  compelled  him  to  decline  the 
honor.  In  1833  Yale  College  conferred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws, 
aud  in  1852  he  received  the  same  honor  from 
the  Delaware  College. 

Chambers,  George. — Born  in  Chnm- 
bersburg,  Pennsylvania,  in  17-^6;  gradua- 
ted at  Princeton  College  in  18(>4;  studied 
law,  and  was  admitted'  to  the  bar  in  I8<>7, 
and  practiced  extensively  in  the  Franklin 
County  Courts.  He  was  a  Representativ*' 
in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  18:{3 
to  ]>'37,  and  was  then  elected  a  Delegate 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. In  1851  he  was  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of 
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tbe  Senate,  a  Justice  oftlie  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State,  wbicb  office  lie  held  uutil  tbe 
expiration  of  its  tenure  under  tbe  consti- 
tution. Since  that  time  he  has  lived  in  re- 
tirement, di.scharrringr  man}-  trusts  and  of- 
fices in  promotiuu  of  n-lifrion  and  education, 
in  the  tu^vn  of  his  birlb,  ^vhicb  bears  bis 
father's  name.

— Born  in  New  Jer- 
sey in  177l> ;  emifjiated  to  Kentucky  when 
tliirtt^en  years  of  apre ;  stndied  law,  and 
liractieed  tlie  profes.siou  with  success;  was 
an  aide-de  camp  to  Ut-nt-ral  Harrison  at 
the  battle  of  the  Thames;  was  ajipointed 
Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa  by  Pn's- 
ident  Harrison,  manliest inj,'  jjreut  ability 
and  prudence  in  his  intercourse  with  the 
Indians;  and  by  riesident  Taylor  he  was 
ajtpointed  a  Commissioner  to  maki*  a  treaty

tive, from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Patents.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  the 
Bankrupt  Law  and  on  Patents. 

Chapin,  Graham  H. — He  was  bora  in 
Coum^cticut ;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in 
1817  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  1835  to  1837, 
and  died  in  1843. 

Chapman,  Augustus  A. — Tie  was  born 
in  Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843  to 
1847. 

Chapman,  Bird  B. — He  was  born  in 
Connecticut,  and,  on  removing  to  Nebraska, 
was  elected  a  Dt^legate,  from  that  Territory, 
to  the  Thirty -fourth  Congress. 

Chapman,  Charles. — Bora  at  New- 
town, Fairfield  County,  Connecticut,  June 
21,  1799;  received  a  classical  education; 
was  a  lawyer  by  profession;  was  three 
times  a  member  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  State ;  he  was  United  States 
Attorney  during  the  Administration  of 
President  Tyler,  and  a  Representative  in 
the  Thirty-second  Congress,  from  Connec- 
ticut. 

Chapman,  Henry. — Born  in  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  about  the  year 
1805  ;  received  a  good  education,  and  read 
law  under  the  competent  direction  of  his 
father;  admitted  to  the  bar  about  1826; 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  for  three 
years,  from  January,  1843;  President  Judge 
of  the  Fifteenth  Judicial  District  of  Penn- 
sylvania for  some  years  after  leaving  the 
Senate  ;  Avas  a  Representative  in  the  Thir- 
ty-fifth Congress,  from  Pennsylvania ; 
and  elected  President  Judge  of  the  Seventh 
Judicial  District  of  Pennsylvania  in  1861. 

Chapman,  John. — He  was  a  Represen- 
tative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1797  to  1799. 

Chapman,  John  G. — He  was  born  in 

Charles  County,  Maryland,  July  5,  1798, 
and  died  December  lU,  1856.  He  laid  the 
foundation  of  his  education  at  Yale  College, 
which  he  left  during!)  is  senior  term  on  ac- 
count of  his  health,  and  afterwards  refused 
a  diploma  which  was  tendered  to  him  by 
the  faculty.  He  studied  law  with  William 
Wirt,  and,  after  practicing  for  some  time, 


turned  liis  attention  to  politics,  and  between 
the  years  1824  and  \f*AA  he  was  almost 
constantly  in  the  Legislature  of  Miirylund. 
In  1845  he  was  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  and  again  re-elected  in  1h|7, 
serving  on  important  committees,  and  doing 
much  go(»d  for  his  cniistitui-nts  and  tiie 
l)u1)li<'  at  large.  lie  wasclmsen  President 
of  the  Convention  which  framed  the  j)resent 
Constitution  of  Maryland  ;  and  his  last 
public  act  was  to  preside  as  Chairman  of 
the  National  Whig  Convention,  whieli  met 
in  Baltimore,  in  1H56,  to  nominate  Millard 
Fillmore  for  the  Presirlency.  He  was  an 
(do(|uent  speaker,  tilled  all  liis  jtuhlic  trusts 
with  lidelit}',  and  ilied  lamented  hy  a  large 
numl)er  of  warm  personal  friends. 

Chapman,  Reuben. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  \vas  a  Kejiresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Alaljania,  from  J"^:»5  to  1*^47; 
also  Governor  of  that  State  from  1847  to 
1849. 

Chappell,  A.  H — He  was  born  in 
Georgia,  and  was  a  Representative,  from 
that  State,  to  the  Twenty-eighth  Congress. 

Chappell,  John  J. — Born  in  Fairfield 
Distiict,  South  Carolina,  January  19,  17'^2; 
received  a  common  school  education  ;  stu- 
died law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1804 ;  Avas  a  Solicitor  of  Equity,  Colonel 
of  militia,  a  Trustee  of  the  State  College  in 
1809,  and  a  Bank  Director;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1813  to  1817. 

Charlton,  Robert  M. — Pie  was  born 
in  Savannah,  Georgia,  January  19,  18ii7; 
was  liberally  educated;  studied  law  and 
came  to  the  bar  betore  attaining  his  major- 
ity ;  served  in  the  State  Legislature  ;  be- 
came United  States  District  Attorney; 
and  in  his  twenty-seventh  year  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Eastern  Georgia.  He  was  a  poet,  and  pub- 
lished a  volume  of  poems  in  1839;  and 
also  published  a  prose  work  entitled 
"  Lt^aves  from  the  Portfolio  of  a  Georgia 
Lawyer,"  as  well  as  a  variety  of  Historical 
and  other  Lectures  and  Literary  Addresses. 
His  service  in  Congress  was  as  a  SeiuUor 
from  Georgia,  by  appointment,  during  a 
part  of  the  years  1852  and  1853.  He  died 
at  Savannah,  January  8,  1854. 

Chase,  Dudley. — Was  born  in  Cornish, 
Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire,  De- 
cend)er  30,  1771 .  He  received  an  academic 
education,  and  graduat.'d  at  Dartmouth 
College  in  1791.  Having  been  admitted 
to  the  bar,  he  commenced  practice  in  \  er- 
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mout,  and,  from  1803  to  1811,  be  was 
State's  Attorney  for  Oraiif,'e  County.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
ventions of  1814  and  18vi"J.  lie  was  a  Rep- 
resentative, from  Raudulpli,  to  the  Lt-pris- 
lature  of  Vermont,  in  1>I».'»,  and  the  seven 
succeedinpf  years,  during  live  of  which  he 
was  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  was  again  elected  Representa- 
tive, from  the  same  town,  in  1823  and  l^^'M. 
He  was  elected  I'nited  States  Senator,  from 
Vermont,  from  l-KJto  181D,  but  he  resigned 
bis  seat  in  1817.  He  was  chosen  Oliief 
Justice  of  the  Su])reme  Court  of  Vermont 
in  1817,  holding  the  same  office,  by  annual 
re-elections,  until  1-21.  He  then  returned 
to  Ills  profession  of  the  law  for  a  few  years, 
and  in  18.(J4  be  was  again  chosen  I'nited 
States  Semitor,  from  l'!'"J')  to  l-^^l,  inclu- 
sive, when  be  retired  wholly  from  public 
life,  and  devoted  his  attention  to  farnnng 
and  gardening,  of  which  he  was  excessively 
fond.  He  was  a  brother  of  the  late  IMii- 
lander  Chase,  Bishop  of  Illinois  ;  and  died  j 
at  Randolph,  A'ermont,  February  23,  184G. 

Chase,  George  W.— He  was  bi»rn  in 
New  York,  ami  wa.s  a  Represtntati\e  in 
Congress,  iVum    llmt    Stat*-,    from    1 -.'.3  to 

Chase,  Jereniiah  T-  lb-  was  a  Dele- 
gate, hom  Maryland,  to  the  Contiuentul 
Congress,  from  IT-;)  to  17.-'4. 

Chase,  Lucieu  B.— He   was   b*.rn   in 
A'ermoiit,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con-  j 
press,  from  Tennessee,  from   I.'*4.')  to  1"*47,   I 
and  for  a  second  term,  ending  in  l^VJ.

His  education  began  at  home,  and 
wus  continued  at  the  scIkhjIs  and  acade- 
mies of  New  Hampshire  and  Central  Ohio, 
and  completed  at  the  Cincinnati  College, 
and  at  Dartmouth,  in  New  llampshiie, 
graduating  in  li^viil  He  studied  law,  iu 
Washington  City,  with  William  Wirt,  and 
practiced  bis  profession  iu  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  for  many  years.  His  first  public  po- 
sition was  that  of  School  Examiner,  in 
Cincinnati,  iu  l^'.VJ;  in  I84n  he  wasa  City 
Councilman;  in  1>4.")  he  projected  what 
was  called  a  Liberty  Convention;  was  a 
member  of  the  Free-soil  Convention  held 
at  IJutlalo  in  184"^;  and  was  a  .Senati>r  in 
Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1849  to  18o5; 
and  elected  Governor  of  Ohio,  iu  18.'>,'),  and 
re-elected  in  1>57.  In  l8t)0  lie  wa.s  again 
choseu  a  Senator  iu  Congress,  but  on  the 


day  after  be  took  bis  seat  be  was  appointed 
Secretary  ot  the  Treasury  in  President  Lin- 
coln's Cabinet,  but  resigned  in  September, 
J 864.  He  was  a  member,  also,  of  the  Peace 
Congress  of  18(51.  On  the  (>th  of  Deeeuilter, 
18G4,  he  was  appointed  by  Presidi'ut  Lin- 
coln Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  to  succeed  R.  B.  Taney. 

Chase,  Samuel. — Inirn  in  Somerset 
County,  Maryland,  April  17,  1741  ;  re- 
ct  ivi'd  a  pood  eiluiation,  and  came  to  the 
bar  in  his  twenty- second  year,  settling  at 
Annapolis  ;  he  was  one  of  the  "  Sons  of 
Liberty  ;"  was  sent  by  Maryland  as  a  Del- 
egate to  the  Continental  Congress,  where 
he  served  from  1774  to  177-',  and  in  1781 
and  n^.');  was  a  signer  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence;  and  belt  was  who  nro- 
claimeil  on  the  tloor  <rt'  Congress  that  tliey 
liad  a  .ludas  among  them,  in  the  (x-rson  of 
J.  J.  Zubly,  of  (ii'orgia,  ami  also  made  a 
severe  demonstration  against  the  Soci<'ty 
of  Friends  for  alleged  disloyalty.  In  17-M) 
be  .'Settled  in  li.-iltimore,  and  in  M^"*  was 
ap|H>inted  Chief  Justice  of  the  Crimitud 
C<»urt,  and  was  a  meuiber  of  the  Conven- 
tion that  ratifiiil  tla-  I'edi-ral  Constitution, 
In  I71H»  he  was  appointed  by  Washingtou 
an  associate  on  the  Supieme  IVnch  ;  in 
1^04,  at  the  instigation  of  John  Randolph, 
be  was  imp«aihed,  and  having  lu-en  ar- 
raigned in  I-<i.'.,  a!"t«-r  a  long  trial  his  al- 
leged improper  ennduci  tin  tin-  bench  wiis 
approved.  Died  June  I'J,  1^11.  He  was 
anuinofbigb  character  and  rare  benevo- 
lence, and  it  was  to  him  that  William  Pink- 
uey  was  indebted  for  his  education  and 
subsetjUent  success  iu   life. 

Chase,  Samuel — He  was  boni  in  New 
York,  and  was  a  Represmtative  iu  Ct»n- 
ga-ss,  from  New  York,  from  ld27  to  I-'^U. 

Chastam,  Edward  "W.— He  was  born 
iu  South  Carolina,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  l-.M 
to  1855. 

Chavez,  J.  Francisco. — He  was  bom 
in  Padillas,  Pernalillo  County,  New  Mexi- 
co, June  27,  183:5;  received  a  libeial  edu- 
cation at  St.  Louis,  Missouri;  studied  medi- 
cine at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons in  New  York;  and  was  devt.led  for 
several  years  to  mercantile  pursuits,  and 
to  the  raising  of  cattle  for  the  California 
market.  In  l-iOl  be  entered  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  was  ap- 
pointed Maj(U-  of  the  First  Rt-gimcnt  of  In- 
fantry raised  in  New  Mexico,  and.  ;ift«  r 
participating  iu  several  battb-s  and  -  ' ^ 
much  active  service  on  the  frontier,  h«   ^v  a-. 
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prouioted  to  the  rauk  of  Lieutenant  Colonel, 
and  was  mustered  out  at  his  own  request 
in  18(34  ;  aud  in  1S(J5  he  was  elected  a 
Delegate  from  New  Mexivo  to  the  Thirty- 
iiiuth  Congress. 

Cheatham,  Richard. — ITe  Avas  a  IJep- 
resentalive  in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1837  to  1839.  Died  in  September, 
1845. 

Chestnut,  Jr.,  James. — Born  near  Cam- 
den, South  Carolina,  in  ]6\i);  graduated 
at  rriuceton  College;  from  184"^  to  l^iJ2 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature ; 
from  1854  to  1858  he  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate  ;  he  was  appointed  to  a  seat 
in  the  United  States  Senate,  taking  the 
same  during  the  second  session  of  the  Thir- 
ty-fifth Congress,  and  was  subsequently 
elected  to  that  position,  but  was  expelled 
July  11,  18()J.  He  became  identified  with 
the  Rebellion  of  J  861,  as  a  member  of  the 
so-called  Confederate  Congress. 

Chetwood,  "William. — Born  in  Xew 
Jersey  in  17(39;  graduated  at  Princeton 
College  in  1792 ;  and  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1798.  During  the  Whiskey  Insurrection 
he  attended  Major  General  Lee  as  aide-de- 
camp ;  at  one  time  served  in  the  State 
Council  of  New  Jersey,  and  was  elected  to 
Congress,  from  that  State,  to  fill  a  vacan- 
cy, during  the  administration  of  President 
Jackson.  He  was  an  able  lawyer,  prac- 
ticed his  profession  until  his  seventieth 
year,  and  died  December  18,  1857. 

Cheves,   Laiigdon. — He  was  born  in 

Abbeville  District,  South  Carolina,  Sep- 
tember 17,  1776;  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  18U1 ;  elected  to  the  State  Legislature 
in  18U8 ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in^ 
1809;  and  afterwards  Attorney  General  of 
the  State.  He  w^as  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  South  Carolina,  from  1811 
to  1816,  and  was  Speaker  during  the 
second  session  of  the  Thirteenth  Congress. 
He  was  also  a  Commissioner  of  Claims 
under  the  treaty  of  Ghent ;  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  from  1816  to 
1819,  and  for  a  time  President  of  the 
TTuited  States  Bank.  Resigning  this  trust, 
he  returned  to  Carolina,  and  withdrew  from 
public  life.     He  died  June  26,  1857. 

Childs,  Jr.,  Thomas. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative,  from 
that  State,  during  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress. 

Childs,  Timothy. — He  was  born  in 
Massachu-ictts ;   was  a  member  of  the  As- 


sembly of  New  York  in  1828  and  18:^3; 
and  was  a  Rejjreseutative  in  Coijgre>s, 
from  that  State,  from  1821)  to  l.'^31,  from 
1S35  to  is;',!),  and  again  from  1^41  to  H43. 
Died  at  Santa  (/'ruz,  in  November,  lf:A7. 

Chilton,  Samuel. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  Stutr,  from  1843  to 
1845. 

Chilton,  Thomas. — He  was  a  native 
of  Kentucky,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  l.-'27  to  JKJl, 
and  for  a  second  term  tVom  183;>  to  l)-35. 

Chinn,  Joseph  W. — He  was  a  R(i)vc- 

sentative  in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  tVum 
1831  to  1835,  aud  died  at  Richiuoud,  De- 
cember 5,  1840. 

Chinn,  Thomas  "W.— Ho  was  Imrn  in 
Kentucky,  and,  removing  to  Louisiana, 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1839  to  1841. 

Cliipman,  Daniel.— Born  in   1765,  in 

Salisbury,  Connecticut;  graduated  at  Dart- 
mouth in  1788;  was  a  lawyer  bv  profes- 
sion, and  practiced  at  Ripton,  Vermont. 
He  was  for  many  years  in  the  Legislature, 
and  Avas  frequently  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  his  State,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  last  State  Constitutional  Ctm- 
vention ;  he  was  the  first  reporter  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  author 
of  an  able  work  on  Law  Contracts  for  the 
Sale  of  Specific  Articles,  which  is  highly 
esteemed  by  the  profession.  He  was  ji 
member  of  Congress  from  1814  to  1817, 
and  died  in  Ripton,  April  23,  185t). 

Chipman,  John  S.— He  was  b..rn  in 
Vermont,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  ^Michigan,  from  1845  to  1847. 

Chipman,  Nathaniel.— 15orn  in  Salis- 
bury, Connecticut,  November  15,^17.52; 
graduated  at  Y'ale  College  in  1777;  and 
settled  as  a  lawyer  in  Tinmouth,  Vermont, 
and  was  Professor  «>f  Law  for  twenty- 
eight  years  in  Middlebury  Colleg*'.  In 
17786  he  w^is  elected  a  Judgi;  of  the  Su- 
preme Court ;  in  1789  he  was  cluKsen  Chief 
Jnstice  ;  and  in  1791  was  appointed  Judge 
of  the  United  States  District  Court.  He 
was  substMpientlv  again  elected  Chief  Jus- 
tice, and  from  *1797  to  1803  he  was  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Senate,  from 
Vermont.  In  1793 he  published  "Sketches 
of  the  Principles  of  Government,"  and 
"Reports  and  Dis.sertations."  He  died  at 
Tinmouth,  February  15,  1843.

He  was  a  {graduate 
of  Dartuioutli  College  iu  ITc'J,  and  died  in 
1640.  ! 

Chittenden,  T.  C. — Ho  was  born  in 
Massaeliiisetts,  and  having  removed  to 
New  York,  was  elected  a  liepre-sentativi-, 
from  that  State,  to  the  Twenty-seventh 
Congress. 

Choate,  Rufus. — "Was  born  at  Ipswich, 
Massachusetts,  Oc-t.-bi-r  1,  17U*J.  lie  grad- 
luited  at  Dartuioutli  Coll«'gi'  in  l.'^l^,  auil 
was  aftcrwaids  chosen  a  tutor  in  that  insti- 
tution, but  having  selected  tln'  law  fur  his 
profession,  he  entered  the  Law  .School  at 
Cambridge,  and  after  spending  a  few 
months  there  went  to  ^\'ashington  and 
studied  witii  William  Wirt.  He  completed 
his  legal  studies  at  an  otlice  in  Salem,  and 
commenced  the  jtractice  of  his  prot"es.>»iou 
in  the  town  of  Danvers  in  I'^'.jl.  In  162.'> 
ho  was  elected  a  liepresenlalive  to  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature,  and  iu  1&Z7  ho 
was  iu  the  Senate  of  the  .same  .State.  Hi- 
took  a  prominent  part  in  the  debates,  and 
wiui  much  reputation  by  his  energy  and 
sagacity.  In  1S32  he  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress  from  the  Essex  District, 
but  declined  a  re-election  in  J>:14,  and  re- 
moved to  lioston,  tt»  devote  hims«df  to  his 
profession.  Here  he  took  an  eminent  posi- 
tion at  the  bar,  and  soon  came  into  an  ex- 
tensive practice.  In  1>'41,  on  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  Web>ter  iVom  the  .Senate,  Mr. 
Choate  was  elected  to  till  the  vacancy,  and 
at  the  close  of  his  term  he  gave  him.self  up 
wholly  to  his  profession.  He  w  as  a  Kegent 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  but  re- 
signed the  position.  He  was  greatly  dis- 
tinguished lor  his  elocpience,  but  his  style 
of  speaking  was  peculiar;  his  judgment 
iu  the  management  of  causes  was  con- 
sidered consiuiimate.  His  published  ora- 
tious  and  arguments  are  ijuite  numerous, 
and  all  of  a  high  order.  From  Yale  Col- 
lege  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  He 
died  at  Halitax,  Nova  Scotia,  while  on  his 
way  to  Europe  for  his  health,  July  I'J, 
ISoO.  His  life  and  writings  were  published 
by  Dr.  S.  G.  Brown,  and  another  lile  bv 
E.  G.  Parker.

— He  was  born  in 
Nottingham,  New  Hampshire,  July  -, 
I6(ni;  graduated  at  Ilowdoin  College  in 
16»2,'> ;  jiilopteil  the  profession  of  law,  and 
atlmitted  to  the  bar  in  l'*Vt9:  was  at  one 
time  SjM-aker  of  the  lIou.se  of  Kepresenta- 
tives  ol  Maine,  of  which  ho  was  a  mem- 
ber frouj  \^'.i2  to  16;rr  ;  a  rresidenlial  Elec- 
tor iu  Ki-2',  and  a  member  of  Congres.", 
from  Maine,  from  l^:r7  to  the  time  of  hia 
death.

six  years. 

Claiborne,  John. — Ho  was  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congress,  from  ^'irginia,  iVom 
16U5  to  l."?U6.

Claiborne,  John  F.  H. — Was  a  native 
of  Natchez,  Mississippi;  educated  and 
licensed  as  a  lawyer  m  Virginia;  was  a 
Kepre-sentative  in  the  Legislature  of  Mis- 
sissippi duriug  three  sessions,  and  a  liep- 
reseutative  in  C<»ngress,  from  Mississippi, 
from  16^1')  to  1*^:16;  afterwards  conducted 
the  Natchez  Free  Trader,  and  also  the 
Louisiana  Courier,  leading  journals  of  the 
South,  and  waii  editor  of  an  agricidtiuiil 
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journal  published  in  New  Orleans.  He 
held  the  office  of  United  States  Timber 
Agent  for  the  Districts  of  Louisiana  and 
^Mississippi,  to  ■which  he  was  ajjpiiinted  by 
President  Pierce.  He  wrote  an  historical 
Avork  relating  to  the  Southwest. 

Claiborne,    Nathaniel    H. — He    was 

born  in  Sussex  County,  Virginia;  served 
many  3'ears  in  the  Legislature  of  that  State ; 
was  also  a  member  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil ;  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  IS2')  to  1^;{7.  Di(-d 
in  Franklin  County,  Virginia,  August  15, 
1859,  aged  eighty-three  years. 

Claiborne,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Eep- 
reseutative  in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1793  to  17D9,  and  again  from  IdUl  to  18U5. 

Claiborne,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Eep- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1817  to  18 J 9. 

Claiborne,  William  C.  C— He  studied 
law,  and  settled  in  Tennessee,  of  which 
State  he  assisted  in  forming  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  afterwards  represented  it  in  Con- 
gress from  1797  to  18U1.  In  1801  he  was 
appointed  Governor  of  the  Mississippi  Ter- 
ritory, and  in  1804  of  Louisiana,  and  to 
that  office  he  was  also  chosen  by  the  people, 
after  the  adoption  of  its  Constitution,  from 
18 12  to  1816.  He  was  then  elected  a  Sena- 
tor of  the  United  States,  but  died  before  he 
took  his  seat,  at  New  Orleans,  November 
23,  18J7. 

Clapp,  Asa  W.  H. — He  was  born  in 
Maine,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1847  to  1849. 

Clark,  Abraham. — Born  near  Eliza- 
bethtown,  New  Jersey,  February  15,  1726. 
He  was  a  self-made  man,  and  because  of 
his  habit  i)f  giving  legal  advice  gratuitously 
he  was  called  the  "I'oor  Man's  Counsellor." 
He  was  Sheriff  and  Clerk  of  the  Colonial 
Assembly,  one  of  the  Delegates  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress,  and  a  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence ;  and,  after 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Jersey,  from  ]79l  to  1794.  He  died  Sep- 
tember 15,  1794,  of  stroke  of  tlie  sun. 

Claik,  Ambrose  "W. — He  was  born 
near  Cooperstowu,  Otsego  County,  New 
York,  February  19,  1810;  received  a  com- 
mon school  education  ;  was  employed  in  a 
printing  office  at  Cooperstown  until  he 
became  of  age;  published  for  five  years  ' 
the  Otsego  liepubiican;    established  and  ' 


published  for  eight  years,  in  Lewis  County, 
tlie  Nortliern  Journal ;  and  also  jmblished 
for  sixteen  years  the  Nortliern  New  York 
Journal,  in  Watertown,  Jefferson  County. 
In  \^')[)  he  was  elected  a  Kepn'sentative, 
from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Ct)inmitfee  on 
Printing.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress  in  1862,  and  was  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Printing  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Accounts.  In 
181)5  he  was  appointed  by  President  Lin- 
coln Consul  at  Valparaiso. 

Clark,  Beverly  S. — He  was  born  in 

Virginia,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Kentucky,  from  1847  to  H49. 

Clark,  Christopher. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 

1804  to  1806. 

Clark,  Daniel. — He  was  born  in  Strat- 
ham,  Rockingham  County,  New  Hamp- 
shire, October  24,  1809;  graduated  at 
Dartmouth  College  in  1831 ;  studied  law, 
and  came  to  the  bar  in  1837;  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  in 
the  years  1842,  1843,  1846,  J  854,  and  18.55; 
in  1857  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  New  Hampshire,  and  in  1861 
was  re-elected  for  the  term  ending  in  1867, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on 
Claims,  the  Judiciary,  Indian  Allairs,  and 
as  a  member  of  other  important  committees. 
During  the  first  session  of  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress  he  was  chosen  President  pro  tan. 
of  the  Senate,  but  resigned  the  position  at 
the  close  of  the  second  ses.sion  of  the  same 
Congress.  In  July,  lf^6i},  he  resigned  his 
seat  in  the  Senate,  and  was  appointed  by 
President  Johnson  Judge  of  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  New  Hampshire. 

Clark,  Jr.,  Ezra. — He  Avas  born  in  Ver 
mont,  and  having  removed  to  Connecticut, 
was  elected  a  Representative  to  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Congress,  and  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  sen-ing  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Elections. 

Clark,  Franklin.— He  was  l)orn  in 
Maine;  a  merchant  by  occui)ation ;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1847  to  1849.  "Before  en- 
tering Congress  he  served  in  the  State 
Legislature,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  in  1855. 

Clark,  Horace  F.— He  was  born  in 
Southbiuy,  New  Haven  County,  Connec- 
ticut; graduated  at  Williams  College, 
Massachusetts ;  adopted  the  law  tis  a  pro- 
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fession ;  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  j 
Thirty-fifth    Congress,    from    Now    York, 
serving:  as  a  niemlxM'  of  thi*  Committee  on  \ 
the  Jndiciurv.     He  was  also  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth   Congress,    serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Couiniittee  ou  Indian  Afl'airs. 

Clark,  James.— lie  was  bom  in  Bedford 
County,  Viiginia,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Con{rri->s,  tniui  K«'ntucky,  from  ]Si:{  to 
181G,  and  agaiti  from  1H-J5  to  1^:51,  and 
was  Governor  of  the  State  in  ]^'M't.  lb- 
died  at  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  August  27, 
183t>.

He  wa^*  in  I-^i"'  ap- 
pointed Chief  Cleik  of  the  Navy  IVpart- 
ment,  and  dird  in  the  sixty-lifth  year  of  his 
age. 

Clark,  John  B.— Horn  in  Madison

lawyiT  liy  profession  ;  removed  to  Missouri, 
and  wtu*  appointed  Clerk  of  H<i\vurd  County 
Court  in  I  •'•J  I,  seiving  till  l^'M.  In  I-:"-' 
conunan<led  a  regiment  of  mounted  u.'i  '■'  i 
during  the  lUack  Hawk  war,  and  in.uii 
Major  General  of  militia  in  1-4"':  eleeted 
to  tlie  Legi-hitiue  during  the  si-s.sion  of 
18r»t •-'.'»  1  ;  WHS  chosen  by  the  State  as  com- 
numding  «itlicer  to  ex|Kd  the  Mormons  fiom 
Missouri,  and  was  a  mendK-r  ot  the  Thirty- 
fifth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Couunittee 
ou  Tenitories.  He  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Territtiries.

Clark,  Lot. — He  was  bom  in  New  York  ; 
was  a  LNpiesentative  in  Congress  iVom 
18"^;^  to  l>'J.'(,  when  he  was  appointed  Post- 
master at  Norwiih,  New  York :  and  was  a 
member  of  the  New  York  Assembly  in 
1?40. 

Clark,  M.  S.— He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congres.s.  jrom  P«'nnsylvaiiia,  during 
the  years  18'J0  and  Jf.il. 


Clark,  Robert. — He  was  bora  in  "Wash- 
ington County,  New  York,  and  was  of 
Scotch  descent :  was  a  member  of  the  As- 
sembly of  that  State  from  181'2  to  1815;  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  friim  I'^l'J  to  l.**Jl  ;  and  a  Delegate 
to  the  State  Constitutional  Convention  held 
in  the  latter  year.  He  subsei|Uently  adopted 
the  medical  profession,  and  settled  in  Mon- 
roe, Michigan  Territory,  and  by  President 
Monroe  was  aj^itointed  Register  of  the  Land 
Ottice  for  the  Second  Laud  District  of  said 
Territory. 

Clark,  Samuel. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  and  \\as  a  Rei»resentative  in  Cim- 
gress,  from  New  York,  tVom  18:{;{  to  l^:k'); 
on  removing  to  Michigan  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1-53  to  1855. 

Clark,    "William.— He   was    for  some 
time  prior  to  l-^-.*-^  State  Treasun-r  of  Penn- 
sylvania.    In  \^'^f*  was  appointed  Treasurer 
of  the  United  Slate.s,  and  held  the  ottice  for 
From    I*^3:»  to   l."*37  he  was  a 
I   the    House  of   Representatives 
■  -s  iVom  Pennsylvania.      He  die«l 
in  Daiiphiu  Counlv,   Peunsvlvania,   -\pril 
'28,  1^51. 

Clarke,  Archibald  S.— He  was  a 
meuilK-r  ot  tin-  New  Voik  Senate  tor  four 
years,  iH-ginning  with  l''i;{,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  l-^lli  to  1-17.  He  held  the 
several  positions  of  Clerk,  Surr»»gate,  and 
Judge  ot  Saratoga  County.  Died  at  Clar- 
ence, New  York,  December  4,  1821,  aged 
t"orty- three  years. 

Clarke,  Bayard.— P.oni  in  New  York 
City,  March  IT,  1-15;  educated  at  (JeUeva 
Col!'-;:-  .  and  stti<lied  law.  In  l"^:}*!  he  was 
A"  and   S'Cietury  to  (ieneral  Ca-ss's 

K  -  V  to  France,  and  contiuutd  in  that 
pMMti.'ii  lour  years.  He  then  took  a  f-nrse 
of  study  at  the  Royal  Si-hool  of  Cava  y, 
in  France,  and  afterwards  served  in  Wn- 
Second  Regiment  of  Dragoons  through  the 
Florida  war.  He  resigned  in  1**43,  and 
settled  at  ^Vestchester,  New  York,  which 
LHstrict  he  represented  iu  the  Thirty-l'ourth 
Congress. 

Clarke,  Charles  E. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Rej)resentativf  in 
Congress,  frtun  that  State,  from  1*'4'J  to

of  the  New  York  Assembly  from  Jetfersou 
County. 
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Clarke,  Daniel. — ITo  was  a  Delegate  to 
Coiigves.s,  from  the  Territory  of  Orleans  or 
Louisiuiui,  fiuiii  J 806  to  IdOU. 

Clarke,  Freeman. — Tie  was  horn  in 
Troy,  New  York,  Mareli  '22,  1809;  com- 
nieneecl  active  life  as  a  nicreluint,  but  for 
twenty-seven  years  was  engaged  in  the 
banking  business,  first  as  Cashier  of  the 
Bank  of  Orleans,  at  Albion,  ant!  subse- 
quently as  President  of  several  banks  in 
Ivochester.  He  also  held  the  oftices  of 
Vice-President  and  Treasurer  of  one  or 
more  savings  banks  and  of  several  import- 
ant railroad  companies.  In  J85G  lie  was  a 
Presidential  Elector,  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  from  New  York  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Conunittees  on  ^Manufactures 
and  Invalid  Pensions.  In  March,  18()5, 
he  was  appointed  Comptroller  of  the  Cur- 
rency in  the  Treasury  Department. 

Clarke,  Henry  S. — Born  in  Beaufort 
County,  North  Carolina.  He  studied  law  ; 
went  into  the  JState  Legislature  in  1834; 
was  Solicitor  for  the  State  in  1842 ;  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  North 
Carolina,  from  1845  to  1847. 

Clarke,  John  C. — He  Avas  born  in  Con- 
necticut ;  served  in  the  Assembly  of  New 
Y'ork  in  lr:26;  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1827  to 
1829,  and  again  from  1837  to  1843. 

Clarke,  John  H.— He  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  from  1847 
to  1853. 

Clarke,    Reader    "Wright.— He    was 

born  in  Bethel,  Clermont  County,  Ohio, 
May  18,  1812.  He  obtained  a  good  En- 
glish education,  and  Avlien  fifteen  years  of 
age  learned  the  trade  of  a  printer,  with 
wliicli  he  has  since  been  connected.  He 
studied  law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  1836. 
In  184U  and  1841  he  was  elected  to  the 
Ohio  Legislature;  was  a  Delegate  in  1844 
to  the  lialfiuiore  Convention,  and  was  a 
Presidt'iitial  Elector  at  the  ensuing  elec- 
tion; in  J846  he  was  appointed  Clerk  of 
the  Supreme  and  Common  Pleas  Courts  of 
Clermont  County,  wliich  he  held  for  six 
years ;  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Chicago  Con- 
vention of  1860,  and  in  1864  he  was  elected 
a  Representative  from  Ohio  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  Revolutionary  Pensions  and  on  Print- 
ing. 

Clarke,  Sidney. — Born  in  Southbridge, 
Massachusetts,  October  16,  1831 ;  received 


a  common  school  education;  adopted  the 
profession  of  an  editor,  and  pulilisln-d  tho 
Soutidjritlge  Press.  In  18.")8  lie  ••migrated 
to  Kansas,  and  settled  in  Lawieiice;  was 
a  mendicr  in  ISIriof  thf  State  Legislature; 
subsecpicritly  rendered  military  service 
against  tho  Rebellion  as  a  Caj)tain  of  vol- 
unteers and  Assistant  Provost  Marshal 
General  for  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado, 
and  Diikota,  serving  in  the  latter  capacity 
until  iS(;4,  when  In;  was  elected  a  Rrpre- 
sentiitive  from  Kansas  tt>  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committeos  on 
the  Pacific  Railroad,  Indian  AtVairs,  and 
on  the  Death  of  President  Lincoln,  and 
also  on  the  National  Committee  appointed 
to  accompany  the  remains  of  President 
Lincoln  to  Illinois. 

Clarke,  Staley  N, — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Cnngress,  from  New  York, 
from  1841  to  184:>. 

Clarkson,  Matthe"w. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Continental  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1785  to  1786. 

Clawson,  Isaiah  D. — He  was  born  in 
Woodstown,  New  Jersey,  March  3(1,  1 822 ; 
graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  I'^lO; 
studied  medicine  in  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, taking  his  degree  in  iH43:  was 
a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Assembly  in 
1853;  and  was  elected  a  Representative 
from  that  State  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress, and  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-tifth 
Congress,  sei-ving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Revolutionary  Claims. 

Clay,  Brutus  J. — He  was  born  in  Madi- 
son County,  Kentucky,  July  1,  H08 ;  Avas 
educated  at  Danville  Colloge,  Kentucky, 
and  settled  in  Bourbon  County  as  a  farmer 
in  1837.  In  J840  he  st-rvcd  in  the  State 
Legislature;  was  subse(pieutly  elected 
President  of  the  Bourbon  County  Agricid- 
tural  Society,  wliieh  position  ho  still  holds. 
In  1853  he"  was  elected  I'resident  of  the 
State  Agricultural  Society,  was  re-elected 
for  four  years,  and' then  declined  a  re-elec- 
tion ;  was  again  eU-cted  to  the  Logislaturo 
in  i860;  and  was  elected  a  Reiuesentative 
from  Kentucky  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Agriculture,  and  as  a  member  on 
that  of  Revolutionary  Pensions.  Ever 
since  his  boyhood  he  has  been  devoted  to 
agriculture,'and  especially  to  the  raising  of 
choice  breeds  of  cattle. 

Clay,  Clement  C— He  was  born  in 
Halifax  County,  Virginia,  Deceml^er  L, 
1789;  graduated  at  the  University  of  East 
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Tennessee ;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1809;  and  removed  to  Hunts- 
ville,  Alabama,  in  181  J,  where  he  has  re- 
sided ever  since.  During  the  Creek  war 
he   saw   some   service   as   a   soldier.     He 

ijracticed  his  profession  until  1H17,  when 
16  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Territorial 
Council  of  Alabama;  in  1819  he  was 
chosen  one  of  the  Judg'es  of  the  Circuit 
Court;  in  18'iO  was  chosen  Chief  Justice 
of  that  Court,  and  resigned  in  1823;  in 
18vJ8  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture, and  was  made  Speaker;  he  was  a 
Represi'ntative  in  Congress,  from  Alabama, 
from  1827  to  18:5.');  in  18:).'>  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  Alabama,  serving  two  years  ; 
and  in  ]S'.i7  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress  for  the  term  ending  in  1842. 

Clay,  Jr.,  Clement  C. — He  was  bom 
in  Madisdii,  Alalmma,  about  the  year  I-'IU; 
graduuteil  at  the  University  «»f  Alabama, 
and  sitt-nt  two  years  at  the  University  of 
Virginia ;  studied  law,  and  coiumeiiced 
the  practice  at  Huntsville,  Alabama,  in 
1840;  served  in  the  Legislature  of  Alaltauui 
in  1H42,  1844,  and  1"^!.');  and  was  elected 
by  tlie  Legisjiiture  in  l'^4»>  Judge  of  the 
ISIadison  County  Court,  serving  two  years, 
when  he  resigned.  In  I8.V2  lie  wa.s  a  Presi- 
dential Klector,  and  in  I(*5:{  he  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  Ala- 
bama, and  in  18.VJ  was  re-elected  tor  the 
term  of  six  years,  receiving  i-very  vote  in 
the  Legislature.  Expelled  trom  the  Senate 
March  J  4,  l>t)I,  and  took  part  in  the  lit- 
bellion  of  that  year.  He  wa.s  sul»seiiueiitly 
contined  in  Fortress  Mouroe  as  a  prisoner 
of  state,  but  linally  relea.sed  by  President 
Johnson  on  his  parole. 

Clay,  Henry. — Bom  in  Hanover  Coun- 
ty, ^'ilginia,  April  12,  1777.  Having  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education,  he 
became,  at  an  early  age,  a  copyist  in  the 
office  of  the  Cleik  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
at  Kichiiiond.  At  nineteen  he  counnenced 
the  study  of  law,  and  shortly  afterwards 
removed  to  Lexington,  Keniucky,  where 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1799,  and 
soon  obtained  extensive  practice.  He  be- 
gan his  jiolitical  career  by  taking  an  active 
part  in  the  election  of  Delegates  to  frame 
a  new  Constitution  for  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky. In  1803  he  was  elected  to  the  j 
Legislature  by  the  citizens  of  Fayette  [ 
County,  and  in  181*1)  he  was  appointed  to 
the  United  States  Senate  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term  of  General  Adair,  who  had  re- 
signed. In  1807  he  was  again  elected  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  was  chosen  Speaker.  In  the 
following  year    occurred    his    duel    with 


Humphrey  Marshall.  In  1809  he  was 
again  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Thurston, 
resigned.  In  1811  he  wsus  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
was  chosen  Speaker  on  the  tirst  day  of  his 
api)earance  in  that  body,  and  was  five 
times  re-elected  to  this  otfice.  During  this 
session  his  eloquence  aroused  the  country 
to  resist  the  aggressions  of  (ireat  Hritain, 
and  awakened  a  national  spirit.  In  l-'ll 
he  was  appointed  one  of  the  Commissioners 
to  negotiate  a  treaty  of  i>eace  at  (ihfut. 
Returning  from  this  mission,  he  was  re- 
elected to  Congress,  antl  in  I8I-*  he  spoke 
in  favor  of  recognizing  the  indepemlence 
of  the  South  American  Republics.  In  the 
.same  year  he  put  forth  his  strength  in  be- 
half of  a  national  system  of  internal  im- 
provements. A  nuiuument  of  stone,  in- 
scribed with  his  name,  was  erected  on  tho 
Cumberland  roail,  to  commemorate  his  ser- 
vices in  behalf  of  that  improvement.  In 
the  session  of  |-'I9-'20  he  exerte.l  himself 
for  the  establislimeut  of  protection  to 
American  industry,  aii<l  this  was  folUiwed 
by  .services  in  n'.''  '     Missouri  Coin- 

promi.se.       Alt.  iiient    of    these 

questions,  he  w.:..  'in  Congress,  in 

order  to  attend  to  his  private  atlairs.  In 
1823  he  returned  to  Congress,  and  was  re- 
elected Spt-aker  ;  and  at  this  .session  ho 
exerted  himself  in  su^»port  of  liie  iiuh'- 
I»eudence  of  (ireece.  I  nder  Jolin  (juincy 
Adams  lie  till.d  tin"  otlice  of  S«'eretary  of 
State.  The  attack  upt»n  Mr.  Adams's  ad- 
ministration, and  e.sjH'cially  upou  the  Sec- 
retary ot  State,  by  Joliu  Rjiudolph,  led  to 
a   hostile    n  -    '  «  tween    him   and  Mr. 

Clay,  w  h.  1  without  bloodshed. 

In  l'*29  !;•  to  Kentucky,  and  in 

1831  was  elecieu  Co  ihe  United  States  Sou- 
ate,  where  he  comuieiictHl  his  lalxirs  in 
favor  of  the  taritf.  In  tlie  same  month  of 
his  reajtpearance  in  the  Senati*  he  wan 
auaniniously  n<)minat<-d  for  President  of 
the  United'  Sfate.s.  In  l-3ri  he  wiw  re- 
elected to  the  Senate,  where  he  renmiued 
until  1*^42,  when  he  resigne«l,  and  took  his 
tiual  leave,  as  liesuppo-e<!,  t»f  that  l>ody.  In 
1*^39  he  was  again  nominated  fi-r  tin-  I'resi- 
dency,  l)nt  General  Harri.sou  was  selected 
as  the  candidate.  He  also  received  the 
nomination  in  18 '4  for  President,  and  waa 
defeated  in  this  election  by  Mr.  Polk.  Ho 
remained  in  retirement  in  Kentucky  until 
1849,  when  he  was  re-elected  to  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States  for  the  term  ending^ 
in  18.j5.  Here  he  devoted  all  his  energies 
to  the  measures  known  as  the  CompromiM 
Acts.  His  ettorts  during  this  session  im- 
paired his  strength,  and  he  went  for  hl.s 
health  to  Havana  and  New  Orleans,  but 
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Avith  no  permanent  advantage.  He  re- 
turned to  Washington,  but  was  unable  to 
particij^ate  in  the  active  duties  of  the  Sfu- 
ate,  and  resigned  his  seat,  to  take  effect 
iipon  the  ()th  of  September,  \8')2.  He  died 
iu  "Washington  City,  June  29,  1852.  He 
was  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Colo- 
nization Society,  and  was  for  a  long  time 
one  of  its  most  efficient  officers,  and  also 
its  President.  His  Life  and  Letters,  and 
also  his  Speeches,  were  published  in  several 
volujnes  by  the  late  Calvin  Colton. 

Clay,  James  B.— Born  in  Washington 
City,  November  9,  1817.  He  received  his 
classical  education  at  Transylvania  Uni- 
versity, in  Kentucky,  and  at  the  age  of 
fifteen  went  to  Boston,  where  he  spent  two 
years  in  a  counting-house.  From  Boston 
he  emigrated  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  then 
a  city  of  only  eight  thousand,  and  settled 
upon  a  farm ;  and  when  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  he  returned  to  Kentucky.  After 
speudiug  two  years  in  the  manufacturing 
business,  he  graduated  at  the  Law  School 
of  Lexington,  and  practiced  law  as  the 
partner  of  his  father,  the  Honorable  Henry 
Clay,  until  1849;  and  during  that  year 
President  Taylor  appointed  him  Charge 
d'Aftaires  to  Lisbon ;  and  having  returned 
Lome  by  order  of  the  Government,  he  was 
mentioned  by  name  in  President  Fillmore's 
Message  of  1850.  In  1851  he  again  took 
up  his  residence  in  Missouri,  but  returned 
to  Kentucky  in  1853,  when  he  became  the 
proprietor  of  Ashland.  He  was  elected  to 
Congress  in  1857,  serving  one  term,  and 
on  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Peace  Con- 
vention of  18G1,  held  iu  Washington.  He 
was  identified  Avith  the  Rebellion  of  186 1, 
and  died  in  Montreal,  January  26,  1864. 

Clay,  Jossph.— He  was  an  earnest 
patriot  during  the  Revolution,  and  was  a 
Delegate,  from  Georgia,  to  the  Continental 
Congress,  from  1778  to  1780.  His  son, 
bearing  the  same  name,  became  promi- 
nent as  a  Judge,  and  also  as  a  Baptist 
preacher. 

Clay  Joseph. — He  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton College  iu  \7^A  ;  was  a  Representative 
in  Congr('ss,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1803 
to  1808,  when  he  resigned,  and  died  in 
1811. 

Clay,  Matthew. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1797 
to  1813.     Died  in  1815. 

Clayton,  Augnstm  S. — Born  in  Fred- 
ericksbmg,  Virginia,  November  27,  1783, 


and  died  at  his  residence,  in  Athens,  Geor- 
gia, June  21,  1839.     He  was  educated  at 
the  L'^niversity  of  Georgia;  read  law,  and 
practiced  it  with  eminent  succes.s  ;  served 
in  the   State  Lfgishiture ;  was   apjxtinted 
Judgt'of  the  Superior  Court;  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  l.-'"29;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  troui 
I  1831    to   1.^35.     1I(!   was    for   many  years 
I  skeptical  on  the  sul»ject  of  the  Christiau 
i  religion,  but  at  the  time  of  hi.s  death  was 
I  a  sincere  Ix-liever,  and  a  mend>er  of  the 
j  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.     Heac(iuired 
some  distinction  as  a  p(ditician,   and  the 
political  pamphlet  called   "Crockett's  Life 
of  Van  Buren,"  is  said  to  huvr  been  the 
production  of  bis  pen. 

Clayton,  John  M. — Born  in  Sussex 
j  County,  Delaware,  July  24,  1796;  gradu- 
;  ated  at  Yale  College  in  1815;  was  bred  to 
the  bar,  having  studied  law  in  the  office  of 
John  Clayton,  aud  for  a  time  in  the  Law 
School  at  Litchfit'ld,  Connecticut.  He 
commenced  practice  in  1818,  and  soon  at- 
'  tained  eminence  in  his  profession.  He  was, 
in  1824,  elected  to  the  State  L<>gislature, 
and  subsequently  Secretary  of  State  of 
Delaware;  and  in  1829  was  chosen  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress.  He  was  re-elected  iu 
1835,  aud  resigned  in  December,  ]'^'M].  In 
January,  1837,  was  appointed  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  Delaware,  which  office  he  resigned 
in  1839.  He  was  again  elected  to  the 
Federal  Senate  in  1845,  and  was  a  Senator 
until  1849,  when  he  became  Secretary  of 
State  under  President  Taylor,  which  posi- 
tion he  occupied  until  the  death  of  Taylor, 
in  July,  1850.  During  this  period  he  ne- 
gotiated the  tamous  Clayton-Bulwt.r  Trea- 
ty. He  was  for  the  third  time  elected  to 
the  Senate,  and  took  his  seat  March,  1851, 
and  died  a  Senator,  November  9,  185(5. 
During  his  last  term  in  the  Senate,  he  vin- 
dicated, with  marked  ability,  the  principles 
of  the  treaty  which  he  inaugurated.  At 
the  bar  he  was  a  learned  lawyer  and  an 
eloquent  advocate;  and  during  his  whole 
public  career  acquitted  himself  uprightly, 
with  dignity  and  recognized  ability. 

Clayton,  Joshua. — He  was  the  Gover- 
nor of  Delaware  from  1793  to  1796,  and 
was  chosen  a  Senator  of  the  United  States 
in  1798,  and  died  the  following  year. 

Clayton,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative ill  (Niiigres-.  tVom  Delaware,  trom 
1H13  to  1-17,  and  United  Stales  Senator 
from  1823  to  1-^J(5,  and  again  fn»m  IH37  to 
1H47.  He  had  been  at  diflereut  peri.»d.s  a 
member  of  the  Delaware  Legi.slafure,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and 
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of  the  Superior  Court.  He  died  iu  New- 
castle, Delaware,  August  21,  1?54,  aged 
seveuty-six  years. 

Cleaveland,  J.  F.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative ill  Cuiigress,  from  Georgia,  from 
Ib'.iG  to  l-riJ'J,  but  subsequrutly  removed  to 
Charleston,  where  he  became  a  merchant, 
and  died  May  lU,  ld41. 

Clemens,  Jeremiah. — He  was  bom  in 

Huut^ville,  Alal)ama,  December  28,  1814, 
and  was  educated  at  La  Grange  College 
and  the  University  of  Alabama.  He 
studied  law  at  the  University  of  Transyl- 
vania, in  Kentucky,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  18:34.  1"  18;i<8  he  was  appointed 
United  .States  Attoniey  for  the  Northern 
District  of  Alabama;  iu  1h;U>,  1840,  and 
1841,  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture; in  1^42  raised  a  company  of  volun- 
teer troops,  and  went  to  Texas,  having 
been  appointeil  Lieutenant  Coli»nel,  and 
subsequently  to  the  sauie  oftice  iu  the  regu- 
lar army  ;  in  1*4:{  and  1844  he  was  again 
elected  to  the  Legislature;  in  1''44  seiVLnl 
as  a  Presidential  Elector;  in  l'^4'^  was  ajn 
pointed  (iovernor  of  the  Ci\  il  and  Militarv 
Department  of  I'urchase  in  Mexico,  which 
position  he  held  until  the  clttsi*  of  the  war; 
and  he  wjw  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Alabama,  from  I.'?41»  to  I8.'»:{.  He  was  also 
a  rresid.ntial  EKctor  in  IKVJ.  As  an  au- 
thor Mr.  Clemens  has  jiublished  two  novels, 
entitled  "Ikrnard  Lili"  and  "Mustang 
Gray,"  the  tirst  in  l>7u\  imd  tin-  last  iu 
1857.  H«'  was  subsequently  an  editor. 
Died  in  Huntsville,  May  21,  1805. 

Clemens,  Sherrard. — Horn  at  Wheel- 
ing, Virginia,  April  28,  182(>;  graduated 
at  Washington  College,  rennsylvania;  a 
lawyer  by  profession;  and  during  political 
campaigns  has  held  several  confidential 
positions  in  his  native  State;  and  was 
elected  a  meuiber  of  Congress,  from  De- 
cember, 1"'52,  to  March,  18515,  and  elected 
to  the  Thiny-tifth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Conunittees  on  Manufactures  and  Kevolu- 
tionary  Tensions.  In  185ti  he  was  choseu 
a  Tresidential  Elector.  In  1?5"J  he  was 
wounded  in  a  duel  fought  with  Mr,  Wise, 
and  was  prev».'uted  from  attending  the 
second  ses.-ion  of  the  Thirty-titth  Congress. 
He  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Com- 
merce. 

Clements,  Andre"w  J. — Born  in  Jack- 
son County,  Teuufsst-e.  iu  18:52;  received 
a  common  school  education;  studied  medi- 
cine, and  graduated  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee  in  1858,  after  which  he  prac- 


ticed his  profession  ;  and  in  18C1  was  elect 
ed  a  Representative,  from  Tennessee,  to 
the  Thirty-seventh  Congress. 

Clendenen,  David. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1815  to  1817. 

Cleveland,  Cliauncey  F. — IJorn  iu 
Hampton,  Connecticut,  in  17'Jl>;  was  edu- 
cated in  the  conunon  schools  of  that  vicini- 
ty; studied  law,  und  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  I"'!'.):  he  wa><  in  the  Connecticut 
Legislature  in  l-^2<3,  1-^27,  lr^2S  182«>.  i8:W, 
lHo5,  18:it),  183.8,  1847,  and  184-!,  and 
twice  elected  SiH*aker.  He  was  appointed 
Attoniey  for  the  State  iu  1>:52;  was  (Jov- 
ernor  of  Connecticut  in  b^42  and  l-'4:i; 
and  he  received  fmm  Yale  Collegi*  the  de- 
gree of  LL.D.  He  was  a  Ki-presentativo 
in  Congress  from  H41)  to  1*^5;{;  a  member 
of  the  Peace  Congress  of  l8t)l,and  Presi- 
dential Elector  iu  IfHiO. 

CUfiFord,  Nathan.— He  was  boni  in 
Kumtu'V,  (iraftouCoiiutv,  Nt-w  Hampshire, 
Augiist'lr^,  1-03.  H«- htn-d  f,.r  lollege  at 
the  Haverhill  Acadt-my.  and  completed  his 
education  at  Hampton  Literary  Institution. 
He  htudird  law,  and,  after  being  admitted 
to  the  liar,  r«Mnovtd  to  Mtiini>  in  I ■'27.  He 
was  elected  to  tin-  legislature,  from  York 
County,  in  I'^IUt,  nud  r»-i'lected  for  thne 
years,  during  the  la-nt  two  tK,*cupying  the 
post  of  Sjwaker.  In  l'*:54  he  was  tipiH.int- 
ed  Attorney  (it-m-ral  tor  the  Stair  of  Maine, 
which  othce  he  laid  four  years;  and  ho 
was  a  Repre.sentative  in  CongreHs  friun 
ISW  to  I8i;{.  In  1*^4»»  he  was  appointttl, 
bv  Presidt-nt  Polk.  Attoiiu-y  (n-nenil  of  the 
I'nited  States,  which  otHce  he  lulil  until 
March,  1847,  when  he  was  ap|>uinted  Com- 
missioner to  Mexico.  Whi-n  jM-aco  was 
declared  between  this  country  and  Mexico 
he  was  appointed  Mini>fer  to  that  lifpub- 
lic.  On  his  return  to  the  I'nited  States  he 
settled  in  Portland,  d«'Voting  himstdf  to  his 
prolessiou;  and  in  l'*5^^*  was  appointed, 
by  President  Huchanan,  an  Associate  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States. 

Clinch,  Duncan  L. — Was  a(';.n»'ral  in 
the  United  States  Army,  and  fruin  1-43 
to  1845  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
Georgia.  He  was  a  brave  soldier  and 
noble-hearted  man.  Died  at  Macon,  Geor- 
gia, Octobtr  2"^,  1849. 

Clingan,  "William, — He  was  a  delegate 
from  Pennsylvania  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  1777  to  1771.>,  and  was  a  signer 
of  the  Articles  of  Confederation. 
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Clingman,  Thomas  L. — Born  in  ITuiUs- 
ville,  Surry  Couiiry,  North  Carolina;  fT^ad 
luited  at  Cluipel  Hill  University;  studied 
law,  but  just  as  be  was  about  to  enter  upon 
the  practice  he  was  elected  to  the  House  of 
Commons  of  the  State.  On  his  retirement 
from  the  Leg-islature  in  183G,  he  removed 
to  Ash vi  lie,  in  Ijuncombe  County.  He  was 
soon  after  elected  to  a  seat  in  tlie  State 
Senate  of  North  Carolina.  In  ]  843  he  was 
elected  to  Cong^ress,  and  with  the  exception 
of  one  term,  was  a  member  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  until  the  Tiiirty-tifth 
Conc^ress,  when  he  was  ajipointed  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Att'airs. 
On  the  resignation  of  A.  Biggs,  lie  was  ap- 
pointed a  Senator  in  Congress,  and  in  No- 
veinber,  1858,  his  appointment  Avas  con- 
firmed by  the  Legislature.  He  made  con- 
tributions to  the  sciences  of  geology  and 
mineralogy,  and  brought  to  light  many 
facts  connected  with  the  mountains  of 
North  Carolina,  one  of  the  higliest  peaks 
of  which  it  was  his  fortune  to  explore  and 
measure,  and  which  now  bears  liis  name. 
He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of  18G1  as  a 
Colonel,  having  been  expelled  from  the 
Senate  in  July,  ]8(5J,  to  which  he  had  been 
re-elected  lor  the  term  commencing  in 
March,  ]  861. 

Clinton,  De  Witt.— Born  at  Little 
Britain,  in  Orange  County,  New  York, 
March  2,  17C9.  He  graduated  at  Colum- 
bia College,  with  the  highest  honors,  in 
1786.  He  studied  law,  but  never  engaged 
much  in  its  practice.  He  was  elected  to 
the  Senate  of  New  York  in  1799.  In  July, 
18()'2,  he  fought  a  duel  with  Mr.  Swartwout, 
arising  from  political  controversy  concern- 
ing Mr.  Burr.  He  was  a  Senator  of  the 
United  States  from  18U2  to  18U3,  and  was 
chosen  Mayor  of  New  York  in  1808,  hold- 
ing this  office  until  1815,  excepting  the 
years  1807  and  1810.  While  he  was  Mayor, 
he  was  also  for  several  years  a  State  Sena- 
tor, and  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  Under 
his  auspices,  also,  the  Historical  Society  of 
New  York,  of  which  he  was  at  one  time 
President,  and  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts 
were  incorporated,  the  New  York  City  Hall 
was  founded,  the  Orphan  Asylum  estab- 
lished, and  the  city  fortified.  He  took  a 
great  interest,  as  early  as  1817,  in,  and  did 
more  than  any  other  man  in  behaU\of,  the 
Erie  Canal,  and  that  great  work  was  finish- 
ed duriug  his  administration  as  Governor, 
in  1825.  In  1812  he  consented  to  become 
the  candidate  of  the  Peace  party  for  the 
Presidency  of  the  Unitixl  States.  In  1823 
and  1824  ho  was  President  of  the  Board  of 
Canal  Commissioners  and  during  the  latter 
year  was  elected  Governor  of  the  State, 


and  in  1826  was  re-elected  to  the  same 
office  ;  he  afterwards  declined  the  emliassy 
to  England,  offered  to  liini  by  President 
Adams.     He  died  at  Albany,  February  11 , 

1828. 

Clinton,  George.  —  Born  in  Ulster 
County,  New  York,  July  26,  1739,  and 
died  at  ^Vashingtttn  City,  April  20,  1812. 
Ho  commenced  life  by  sailing  in  a  priva- 
teer ;  served  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  expe- 
dition against  Fort  Frontenac ;  lie  after- 
Avanls  studied  law  ;  was  a  member  of  the 
Colonial  Assembly,  and  also  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Congress  in  1775  ;  he  was  appoint- 
ed a  Brigadier  General  in  1777;  was  Gov- 
ernor of  New  York  for  eig'.iteen  years  ;  from 
1795  to  1800  he  lived  in  retirement  ;  was 
again  chosen  Governor  in  1804;  and  hav- 
ing been  elected  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  during  the  last  year,  he  re- 
tained the  office  until  his  death,  consefpient- 
ly  officiating  as  President  of  the  Senate  a  . 
period  of  eight  years. 

Clinton,  Jr.  George.— He  was  born  iu 
New  York  ;  was  a  mendjerof  the  New  York 
Assembly  in  1801  and  1802;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1804  to  1809. 

Clinton,  James  G. — He  was  bom  in 

New  York,  and  Avas  a  Representative  ia 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1841  to 
1845. 

Clopton,  David. — Born  in  Georgia  in 
1820,  and  elected  a  Rei)resentative,  from 
Alabama,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Expenditiu-es.  Resigned  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1861,  to  take  part  iu  the  Rebellion  of 
that  year. 

Clopton,  John. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1795 
to  1799,  and  again  from  18(.il  to  1816. 
Died  September  11,  1616. 

Clovvney,  W.  K. — He  was  born  in 
South  Carolina;  graduated  at  the  St»uth 
Carolina  College  in  1818;  adopted  the  pro- 
fession of  law;  was  Conmiissioner  in  Erpiity 
of  South  Carolina;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1833 
to  1835,  and  again  from  1837  to  1839. 


Clymer,  George. — He  was  bom  in 
Philadelphia  in  1739,  and  was  a  patriot  of 
the  Revolution.  He  engaged  in  mercautilo 
pursuits,  and  early  esi)oused  the  cause  of 
his  country.  In  1773  he  resolutely  op- 
posed the  sale  of  tea  sent  out  by  the  Brit- 
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ish  Government,  and  not  a  ponnd  was  sold 
in  Philadelphia.  In  1775  he  was  one  of 
the  first  Continental  Treasurers.  In  1776 
lie  was  a  nieniber  of  Coufjress,  and  signed 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.  In  1774 
Lis  furnitjue  was  destroyed  by  the  enemy. 
In  178U  he  co-operated  with  Kobert  Morris 
in  the  establishment  of  a  bank  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  country.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  old  Coiig^ress  in  17>(t,  and  a  Represen- 
tative, inidir  the  Constitution,  from  17^9  to 
]71il,  from  Pennsylvania.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Convention  which  formed 
the  Federal  Constitution,  and  signed  that 
instrument.  In  1791  he  was  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  Excise  Dej)artment  in  I'enn- 
sylvania.  In  MW  he  was  sent  to  Georgia 
to  negotiate  a  treaty  with  the  Creek  and 
Cherokee  Indians.  He  was  afterwards 
I'resident  of  the  Philadelphia  Punk  and  of 
the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts.  He  died  at 
Morrisville,  Pucks  Countv,  January  2'.\, 
1813. 

Cobb,  Amasa. — Porn  in  Crawford 
County,  Illinois,  .Sej.tember  '27,  ]f^^2:i ;  re- 
ceived a  connnon  school  education;  emi- 
grated to  Wisconsin  Territory  in  l^AU ; 
spent  live  years  in  the  lead  mining  businesM, 
and  served  in  the  Mexican  war  as  u  private 
soldier,  during  which  time  he  occasionally 
read  law,  and  at  the  end  of  the  war  he  be- 
gan to  practice  the  legal  profession.  In 
IfoU  he  was  elected  a  District  Atti>rney, 
and  served  four  years  ;  in  \^i*4  was  elected 
to  the  State  Senate,  and  served  two  years; 
in  lt?o5  he  was  upitointed  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  the  State,  and  again  in  Ibo? ; 
was  elected  to  the  State  Legislatun.'  in 
1660;  re-elected  in  IHil,  and  chosen  Speak- 
er ;  in  \!^(\'2  he  served  in  the  volunteer 
service  as  Colonel  of  the  Fitth  Wisconsin 
Regiment,  and  was  elected  a  Represen- 
tative, from  Wisconsin,  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  and  was  a  mendter  of 
the  Connnittee  on  the  Militia,  and  Chair- 
uian  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  En- 
rolled Pills.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Enrolled  Pills,  District  of  Coluuibia,  and 
Mines  and  Mining. 

Cobb,  David. — He  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton College  in  17-J;  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from 
1793  to  1795;  and  was  also  a  member  ot 
the  State  Legislature.  He  died  Ai)ril  17, 
J63U. 

Cobb,  George  T.— He  was  bonie  in 
New  Jersey,  and  ik-ctid  a  Representative, 
from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Couiniittee  on  Invalid 
Pensions. 


Cobb,  Ho'well. — The  uncle  of  Secreta- 
ry Cobb,  and  for  whom  he  was  named,  was 
bora  in  Granville,  North  Carolina,  and  was 
j  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Georgia, 
!  from  1607  to  ISpj.  During  the  last  war 
'  with  England  he  served  with  credit  as  a 
:  Captain  In  the  army,  and  after  peace  was 
j  declared  he  settled  upon  a  i)lant;ttion,  and 
'  devoted  his  whole  attention  to  agriculture. 
!  He  died  about  the  year  16-JO. 

!       Cobb,  Howell — He  was  born  at  Cher- 
'  ry  Hill,  in  JetVerscm  Ctnmty,  Georgia,  Sep- 
tendier  7,  1*^15.     When  a  child,  his  father 
I  removed  to  Athens,  Georgia,  where  lie  has 
I  since  resided.     He  gradunted  at  Franklin 
'  College  in   \^'M;  he  studied  law,  ami  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  IKU);   was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  that  year;    in    1637  ho 
received  the  appointment  of  Solicitor  (ien- 
I  eral  of  the  Western  Circuit,  which  he  held 
four  years  ;   and  he  was    elected  a    h'epre- 
sentativi'  in  C»»ngress  in  1>4'J,  having  been 
re-elected    in    1.--11.     l-4»'»,    and    1.-4-',   and 
during    bis    latter   term    he    was   elected 
'  Speaker.     On    his    retirement    from    Con- 
gress, lie  wai»  chosen  (tovernor  of  (Jeorfjia; 
in  J6o5  he  was  a^ain  eleet«  d  tt.  Congress; 
I  and  on  the  accession  of  Mr.  Puchanan  to 
I  the  Presidency,  Governor  Cobb  went  into 
his  Cabinet  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
Hetttok  a  prominent  part  in  the  Rebellinu 
'  of  1H)|,  and  was  a  member  of  tiie  so-ialled 
[  Confedeiate    Congress,    and     n     I'.i:.  .i.lur 
i  General. 

I  Cobb,  Thomaa  W.— 11-  v.  a-  burn  in 
'  Colundiia  County,  (imrgia,  in  I7.M,  and 
I  attained  a  higii  position  a»  a  law-\er.  He 
I  was  a  Representative  in  Congiess,  from 
[  Georgia,  from  1pI7  to  |h«ji,  and  again 
j  from  lf'*J3  to  b-^i4;  and  he  w  a.«*  a  Sfnat<»r 
I  in  Congress  from  l6-.i4  t*)  l-J"*.  He  wa.-* 
I  subsequently  chosen  a  Judge  of  the  Supe- 
rior Court,  and  died  in  (Juensborough, 
,  February  1,  1631».  He  wjis  the  author  of 
.  many  political  Essays. 


Cobb,  Williamson  R.  W.— He  wan 
born  in  Pay  Cininty,  Tennesse*-,  in  l.-i'7, 
and  in  l.r09  his  father  removed  to  Madison 
County,  Alabama,  with  the  prosperity  of 
which  State  his  name  has  been  identified 
for  many  years.  He  received  a  good  com- 
mon school  education,  and  then  turned  his 
attention  to  farming.  From  this  pursuit  he 
was  called,  in  lc45,  to  a  teat  in  the. *^tale  Leg- 
islature, where  he  lemained  two  years.  In 
1647  he  was  elected  a  liepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  Alabama,  in  which  capa- 
city he  served  his  adopted  ."^tate,  by  buc- 
cessive  re-elections,  down  to  1nU(.  During 
eight  years  of  his  Congressional  caieer  he 
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has  officiated  as  Cliainnaii  of  the  Commit 
tee  on  Unfiuislied  Business,  and  the  bal- 
ance of  the  time  as  Chairman  of  tlie  Com- 
mitte;;  ou  Public  Lauds.  Tbe  credit  is 
awarded  to  him  of  having;  euo-ineered 
through  Congress  the  Bounty  Land  Bill  of 
J850,  and  the  Graduation  Bill  of  J 854.  lie 
was  killed  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a 
pistol  in  Alabama,  inXoveud)er,  18(54.  He 
had  served  in  the  Confederate  Congress, 
but  was  expelled  therefrom  ou  accouut  of 
disloyalty  to  the  Confederacy. 

Coburn,  Stephen. — He  was  born  in 
Maine,  aiul  in  January,  1861,  Avas  elected 
a  Kepresentative,  from  that  State,  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  Israel  Washburn,  Jr.,  resigned. 

Cochran,  James. — He  was  a  Major  of 
militia,  and  represented  the  State  of  New 
York  in  Congress,  from  171)7  to  179i).  He 
died  at  Oswego,  New  York,  November  7, 
1848,  aged  seventy-nine  years.  He  was  at 
one  time  Postmaster  of  Oswego. 

Cochrane,  Clark  B.— Born  in  New 
Boston,  Nbav  Hampshire,  May  31,  1815; 
graduated  at  Union  College,  Schenectady, 
New  York ;  a  lawyer  by  profession  ;  mem- 
ber of  the  New  York  Legislature  in  1843 
and  1844;  and  a  Representative  in  the 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  from  New  York, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Expenditures 
in  the  War  Department.  He  was  also  re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serv- 
ing as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Pri- 
vate Land  Claims.  He  was  also  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Baltimore  Convention  of  1864. 

Cochrane,  John. — Born  at  Palatine, 
Montgomery  County,  New  York;  studied 
at  Union  College  and  graduated  at  Hamil- 
ton College,  New  York ;  is  a  lawyer  by 
profession;  was  Surveyor  of  the  port  of 
New  York  for  four  years,  and  elected  to 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  acting  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Conunittee  on  Commerce.  He 
was  also  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Commerce.  Also  serwed  as  a  Gen- 
eral of  volunteers  in  the  Union  army  in 
1861-2;  and  he  was  subse([uently  elected 
Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
In  1864  he  was  nominated  for  the  office  of 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  on  the 
ticket  with  J.  C.  Fremont. 

Cocke,  John. — He  was  born  in  Bruns- 
wick County,  Virginia,  1772;  in  early  lite 
heeuiigrated  to  Tennessee,  adopted  the  pro- 
fession of  law,  and  became  a  member  of 
the  first  Legislature  of  the  State,  in  1796; 
6 


he  was  Speaker  of  tin-  House  fur  many 
years,  an<l  alstj  a  meud)er  (if  the  Senate. 
From  Isi'j  to  1827  he  was  a  Keprest-nta- 
tive  in  Cungiess,  from  his  aduptt-d  State. 
He  died  in  Grundy  county,  Tennes.see, 
February  li),  1854. 

Cocke,  William.— He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, partici])ated  in  the  military,  civil, 
legislative,  and  judicial  services  \>f  that 
State;  and  on  remtning  to  Tennessee,  be- 
came a  General  of  militia;  served  in  the 
State  Legislature  in  1813;  became  one  of

Coke,  Richard. — lb-  was  a  lawyer  l>y 
profession,  and  possessid  talents  of  a  liigh 
erder,  j.nd  an  energy  st-ldom  eijualbd.  lb- 
was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Virginia,  trom  b^'Vi)  to  l^:?:?,  and  fur  many 
years  a  prominent  member  of  the  bar.  He 
died  in  Abii.gdon,"\'irginia,  March  liU,  Itfol. 

Colcock,  William  F. — He  was  born  in 
South  Carolina;  graduated  at  the  ."^outh 
Carolina  CoUegi' ill  l^'SA;  adopted  the  pro- 
lession  of  law  ;  was  a  membir  of  the  State 
Leg'sjatuie,  and  Sjii-aker  of  tlie  Hou.si';

— Born  in  Meriden,  Con- 
necticut, February  14,  1786;  studied  law, 
and  coannenced  practice  in  Oneida  County, 
New  York  ;  was  for  twenty  years  a  District 
Attorney,  displaying  ability  as  an  advo- 
cate, and  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life 
devoted  much  attention  to  farming.  He 
commanded  a  regiment  of  militia  near 
Sackett's  Harbor,  New  York,  in  1814  ;  rep- 
resented Lewis  County  in  the  Legislature 
of  the  State,  and  in  1821  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Constitutional  Convention ;  he 
was  in  Congress,  from  Ne^\^  York,  from 
1823  to  1825;  and  died  at  Lowville,  Lewis 
County,  November  23,  1848. 

Collins,  John. — Governor  of  Rhode 
Island,  from  J  786  to  1789,  succeeding 
William  Greene.  He  was  a  patriot  of  the 
Revolution,  a  Delegate  to  the  old  Congress 
from    1778   to   1783,   and  a  signer  of  the 
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Rcprfseiitafive  in  Congress  in  17"^'.».  II.*

He  was  a 
Brigadier  General  of  militia  at  the  age  of 
tw^euty  one;  in  1826  was  appomted  a  Dis- 
trict Judge,  and  held  the  tirst  court  ever 
held  iu  Columbus;  was  appointed  to  the 
same  office  in  1820  ;  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate  in  1834  and  18:>7;  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congress,  from  Georgia,  froui 
18:50  to  1843,  and  a  Senator  iu  Congress 
from  1843  to  1849.  He  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Nashville  Convention  in  1850; 
and  he  died  at  Macon,  Georgia,  May  7, 
1855. 

Colston,  Edward. — Born  in  Berkeley 
County,  Virginia,  in  1788,  and  graduated 
at  Princeton  College  in  1806.  He  served 
for  along  time  as  Magistrate  of  the  Cotinty, 
and  in  the  capacity  of  High  Sheritf ;  was 
frequently  a  member  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture; and  was  a  Kepresentative  iu  Congress 
from  Virginia,  from  1817  to  1819.  He  died 
April  23,  1851. 

Comegys,  Joseph  P. — Son  of  Corne- 
lius 1*.  Comegys,  t'oniierly  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Delaware;  was  born  in  St.  Joue'.s 
Neck,  at  Cherbourg,  near  Dover,  Delaware, 
December29,  l^V.i;  was  educated  at  Dover 
Acadeuiy.  In  May,  18:51,  entered  the  office 
of  J.  M.  Clayton  as  a  student  of  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1"^:55.  Elected  ft 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  State  iu  IS42  and  1^4^.  In  January, 
1851,  was  appointed  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly one  vt'  a  committee  of  three  t4i  revise 
the  statutes  of  the  State.  In  November, 
185G,  was  chosen  by  the  Governor  to  till 
the  vacancy  in  the  V'nited  States  Senate, 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  John  M.  Clay- 
ton.

Condict,  John. — He  was  born  in  17.'),');

a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  17'Jl)  to  1803;  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  l-iKi  to  1."^I7  ;  and  again  a 
Representative  during  the  vears  l?rj  and 
18-^(».

— He  was  a  delegate  from 
New  Jersey  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  17^1  to  1784;  and  his  son  bearing  the 
sanie  name  was  a  Representative  in  the 
Federal  Congress. 

Condit,  Silas.  — I>orn  in  New  Jersey  in 
1777  ;  graduated  at  Princeton  College  iu 
17i>r>;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  Jersey,  from  ]^'\\  to  1833.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Ci>nvention  which 
formed  the  State  Constitution  of  1844  ;  for

Conger,  Harmon  S. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Conirivss,  from  New  York, 


from  1847  to  1851.     His  native  State  was 
Connecticut. 

Conger,  James  L. — He  was  born  iu 
New  Jersey,  and  on  removing  to  Michigan, 
was  elected  a  Rej)reseutative  iu  Congress, 
from  1851  to  1853. 

Conkling,  Alfred. — He  was  honi  in 
East  Hamptoji,  Sutl' ilk  County,  New  Yt)rk, 
October  ]•■*,  17-l»;  gratluated  at  Cnioti  Col- 
lege; studied  law  and  came  to  the  bar  iu 
1812;  was  District  Attonu-y  for  Mont- 
gomery County  for  two  or  three  years  ;  and 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  New- 
York  to  the  Seventeentli  Congress.  He 
then  settled  in  All)ajiy,  and  in  l>V*5  was 
apj)oinfed  by  President  A<lams  Judge  of 
the  irnited  States  for  the  Northern  District 
of  New  York,  his  nomiiuitlon  having  been 
unanimou.sly  eoiitirmed  by  the  Senate. 
\Vhile  upon  the  beiuh  he  wrote  two  l.nw 
books  that  were  nnuh  needed  by  the  pro- 
fession, one  of  them  entilUMl  "Conkliiig's 
Treatise,"  and  the  other  "Conkling's  Ad- 
miralty." In  K»VJ  he  was  appointed  by 
Prt'sident  Fillmore  Minister  to  Mexico, 
and  on  his  return  tVom  that  missitm  he  set- 
tled at  Ctene.see,  New  York,  and  devoted 
him.self  nuiinly  to  literary  pursuits,  in- 
cluding the  preparation  ami  publication  of 
new  editions  of  his  law  books.  Two  of 
his  sons  were  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress. 

Coukling,  Frederick  A. — He  was  bora 
in  Montgoiiniy  County,  New  York.  -Au- 
gust 'J".',  I'^ltl;  was  l.reil  >i  merehant.  and 
has  t'ollowed  that  orcupalioii  in  the  city  of 
New  York;  was  a  member  of  the  .Assem- 
bly of  New  York  lu  I'-.'>4,  KAK  and  l-Hid; 
and  wa.s  eleeteil  a  Representative,  from 
New  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Naval  Affairs. 

Conkling,  Roscoe.— \Vas  born  in  Al- 
bany in  \^'^^;  received  a  good  education; 
ado|)ted  the  profession  of  law;  in  1*^41)  he 
was  appointed  District  Attorney  for  (Jueida 
Comity;  in  1^5'^  he  was  elected  Mayor  of 
I'tica,  to  which  place  he  had  removed  in 
I84(»;  and  at  the  close  of  is">"^  he  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  New  York, 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  its  a 
member  of  the  Connnittee  t»n  the  Di>trict 
of  Columbia.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  uu  a  Bankruiit  Law,  and 
also  as  Chairnum  of  that  on  the  District  of 
Columbia;  re-elected  to  the  Thiity-ninth 
Congress.  His  father,  Alfred  C'-nkliug, 
and   his  brother,  Frederick  A.,   were  also 
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Representatives  in  Congress.  In  the  Tliir- 
ty-ninth  Cono^ress  he  .served  on  the  Com- 
mittees of  Ways  and  Means  and  Recon- 
struction. 

Conner,  Henry  "W. — Born  in  Prince 
Georjjfe  Count \ ,  \'ir|i,-iuia,  in  Auo-ust,  I7U3; 
educated  at  the  University  of  Soutli  Caro- 
lina, where  he  graduated  in  18i"J;  in  1814 
he  was  aide-de-camp  to  General  Joseph 
Graham  in  the  Creek  war ;  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, from  1821  toM841,  when  he  declined 
a  re-electittu ;  and  iiaving,  in  1848,  served 
in  the  General  Assembly,  ho  also  declined 
a  re-election  to  that  oflicc,  and  retired  to 
private  life.  Died  in  North  Carolina,  Jan- 
uary 15,  1866. 

Conner,  Samuel  S. — Tie  was  horn  in 
New  Hampsliire;  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege in  1806;  was  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  in 
the  United  States  Army  in  18\2  (18th  In- 
fantry;) was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Massachusetts,  from  1815  to  1817. 
He  also  heldjjhe  office  of  Surveyor  Gene- 
ral in  Ohio  in  i8l9.  He  died  at  Covington, 
Kentucky,  December  17,  1820. 

Conness,  John. — He  was  born  in  Ire- 
land in  1822,  but  came  to  this  country 
when  thirteen  years  of  age ;  was  among 
the  tirst  emigrants  to  California,  where  he 
became  engaged  in  mining  and  mercantile 
pursuits.  In  1852  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature,  and  Avas  re-elected  three 
times.  In  1859  he  was  candidate  for  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  of  California,  and  in  1861 
candidate  for  Governor  of  the  Union  Demo- 
cratic party.  In  1863  he  Avas  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  California,  for 
the  term  ending  in  1869,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Finance  and  the  Pacific 
Road ;  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Mines  and  Mining,  and  as  a  member  also 
of  that  on  Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads. 


Conrad,  Charles  M. — He  was  born  in 
"Winchesh'r,  Virginia,  and  when  an  infant 
went  with  his  father,  first  to  Mississippi, 
and  then  to  Louisiana,  where  he  has  since 
resided.  In  1828  he  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  New  Orleans ;  served  a  number  of 
years  in  the  State  Legislature;  was  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress  in  1842  and  1843;  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention in  1844;  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Louisiana,  from  1849  to 
August,  1850,  when  he  became  Secretary 
of  War  under  President  Fillmore.  Served 
in  the  Southern  Rebellion  as  a  Brigadier 
General. 


Conrad,  Frederick.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Cougnss,  from  Pennsylva- 
nia, fiitm  1-03  to  l~U7. 

Conrad,  John. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Primsylvania,  from 
1813  to  1815. 

Constable,  Albert.— He  was  born  in 
Maryland,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  tVom  18 15  to  i-^47. 

Contee,  Benjamin. — H.;  was  a  Dele- 

gat(!  to  the  Continental  Congress  in  1787 
and  1788,  and  was  a  Representative  iu 
Congress,  from  ^larylaud,  from  1789  to 
1791. 

Conway,  Henry  "W. — He  was  born  in 
Greene  County,  Tennessee,  and  was  a  Dele- 
gate to  C<mgress,  from  the  Territory  of  Ar- 
kan.sas,  from  1823  to  l.':<29. 

Conv/ay,  Martin  F. — Was  born  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  about  the  year 
1830;  removed  to  Baltimore  in  his  four- 
teenth year;  was  bred  a  printer;  followed 
that  business  for  a  time,  and  took  part  in 
originating  the  National  Typographical 
Union.  He  subsequently  studied  law  and 
practiced  for  several  years;  went  to  Kan- 
sas in  1854,  and  was^elected  to  the  Council 
of  the  first  Territorial  Legislature.  I'nder  ' 
the  Topeka  Convention  he  was  chosen 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court.  In 
1856  he  was  President  of  the  Leavenworth 
Constitutional  Convention ;  and  in  1859 
he  was  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Kansas,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Indian  Afi'airs. 

Cook,  Burton  C— Born  in  Monroe 
County,  New  York,  May  11, 1819;  received 
a  collegiate  education ;  adopted  the  pro- 
fession of  law  ;  elected  State  Attorney  for 
the  Ninth  Circuit,  in  1846,  for  two  years  by 
the  Legislature;  re-elected  in  1848  for  four 
years  b}^  the  people  ;  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate  from  l'^52  to  1860,  and  in 
1864  he  was  elected  a  Representative  from 
Illinois  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  .serv- 
ing on  the  Connnittee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Cook,  Daniel  P. — He  was  born  in  Scott 
County,  Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Illinois,  from  1"^20 
to  1827,  and  filled  with  great  ability  his 
duties  as  a  member  of  the  Connnittee  of 
Ways  and  Means.  By  such  men  as  Mr. 
Calhoun  and  Judge  ^^IcLean  he  was  con- 
sidered a  nuin  of  remarkable  talents.  He 
died  at  the  age  of  thirty-two  years  in  Oc- 
tober, 1827. 
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Cook,  Bates. — He  ^vas  a  Ropreseuta- 
tive  in  Coiioress,  from  New  Y»»ik,  from 
3831  to  J."^:}:;.  At  one  time,  from  IHIVJ  to 
1841,  he  held  the  office  of  Coniptroller  of 
New  York,  and  was  also  a  Bank  Comnjis- 
sioner  in  184U.     Died  in  1841. 

Cook,  John  B. — He  was  bom  in  New- 
York,  and  on  takinfr  up  his  residence  in 
Iowa,  was  elfcted  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1853  to  1855. 

Cook,  Orchard. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Conofress,  from  Ma.ssachusetts, 
from  1805  to  181 1.  He  was  a  merchant  by 
occupation,  and  for  some  years  Sheriti'  of 
Lincoln  County. 

Cook,  Thomas  B.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Conjxress,  from  New  York, 
fromlHll  to  1813,  and  a  member  of  the 
Assemljly  of  that  State  in  18:J8  and  183"J. 

Cook,  Zadock. — r.nrn  in  I7(>'J;  wa.s 
frctpu  iilly  in  lia-  Li<:isl;iturf  of  Georgia; 
and  a  Rei)resentativi'  in  Coufrn-ss  trom 
1817  to  18)1).  His  mtinory  is  said  to  have 
been  remarkable,  as  he  could,  alter  readiu;; 
a  chapter  in  the  Bible,  repeat  the  same  from  ' 
befjinning  to  end.  In  J%)4  ho  was  still  ; 
livijig. 

Cooke,  Eleutherbs. — horn  in  Oran- 
viUe,  Washin;:!un  County,  New  York, 
Deceuil)ei  *J5,  I7>7.  He  received  a  liberal 
education,  and  having  studied  law,  prac- 
ticed it  with  success  both  in  New  York  and 
Ohio  until  1>^30.  He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1~:!1  to 
183:?;  served  for  numy  years  in  tiie  Legis- 
lature of  that  State,  beture  and  after  enter- 
ing Congress  ;  and  though  ostensibly  living 
in  retirement,  he  \\as  t'or  many  years  very 
frenueiitly  calli d  upon  to  address  the  citi-  j 
zens  of  Ohio  on  topics  of  a  varied  nature,  j 
on  account  of  his  popularity  as  an  orator.

Cooper,  George  B.— T^orn  at  Long 
Hill,  Morris  County,  New  Jersey,  June  (3, 
18(i8;  received  a  good  conmiou  school 
education;  removed  to  Michigan  in  It^'.iti; 
served  in  the  two  houses  of  the  State 
Legislature;  served  two  terms  as  State 
Treasurer  of  Michigan  ;  held  the  position 
of  Postmaster  at  Jackson  for  eleven  years, 
which  he  resigned  when  chosen  Treasurer  ; 
and  was  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Michigan,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress. 
His  seat,  however,  was  contested  by  \Vil- 
liam  A.  Howanl,  and  bet"ore  the  dost;  of 
the  tirst  session  the  latter  was  aduiitted. 

Cooper,  James.— He  was  bi>n»  in  Fred- 
erick  County.  Marylan.l.  May  .'^,  l-'Hi.  Ho 
comuienced  his  education  at  the  common 
schools  of  the  county,  spent  some  little  time 
at  St.  Mary's  College,  ami  gradnat«d  at 
Washington  College,  IVnn.^^ylvania.  Ho 
studied  law,  and  was  a<lmitted  to  the  bar 
in  IVnnsylvania  in  1*^:14;  was  eheied  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  rennsyl- 
vania,  in  Ir'.is,  and  re-elected  in  l'«4H;  in 
I -'13  he  was  «-lected  to  the  State  Legi.^la- 
tnie,  and  re-elec'ed  in  l-JJ.  W-Ut,  and  M»"<, 
serving  iu  I "^47  a.s  Speaker;  in  J-'H  lio 
was  appointed  Attorney  (Jeneral  of  IVnn- 
.sylvania,  an*]  in  I  "^4'.'  was  cho.Ht>n  a  Sena- 
tor iu  C«>ngress  for  tin"  term  of  six  veal's.

Georgia,  and  was  n  Kepn-xentative  in  Con- 
gress, fioin  that  State,  from  ISRJ  lu  1"<4I, 
and  again  from  J*4'J  to  l'>13. 

Cooper,  Richard  M.— Born  in  Glou- 
cester County.  New  .Jersi-y  ;  was  a  ineinU-r 
of  the  .Si»ciely  of  Friemls;  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congre.ss,  from  New  Jersey, 
from  182i>  to  l-<33.  He  also  served  in  the 
Legislature,  and  was  President  of  the  State 
Bank  at  Camden.  Died  March  in.  1-44, 
aged  seventy-six  years. 

Cooper,  Thomas.— He  was  a   Re|)re- 

sentative  in  Congress,  iVom  Dehiwaje, 
from  1-13  to  1-17. 

Cooper,  Thomas  B. — H«  wa-i  Itorn  in 
Cooperstown,  Lehigh  County,  Penusylva- 
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nia,  December  29,  1823;  was  educated  at 
Penusylvania  Colleo;e  at  Gettysburf^,  and 
also  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  o^raduated  in  lf^4'^;  and  having 
adopted  the  profession  of  a  physician,  he 
was  successful  therein.  lie  was  elected  a 
representative  in  Conp:ress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, for  the  term  endinj^  in  18i)3,  but  died 
at  Cooperstown,  April  4,  ]8()-i,  duriufr  the 
second  session  of  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress. 

Cooper,  "William. — Born  in  New  Jer- 
sey ;  and  havino^  removed  to  Otsego  County, 
New  York,  became  the  founder  of  Coopers- 
town.  He  was  a  Rcpresentatiye  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  1795  to  1797, 
and  again  from  1799  to  1801.  He  was  the 
fathcr^»»f  the  eminent  author,  James  Feni- 
more  Cooper. 

Cooper,  W.  R.— He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from 
1839  to  1841. 

Cornell,  Ezekiel.— He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Rhode  Island  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  178U  to  1783. 

Coriiiiig,  Erastus. — Born  in  Norwich, 
Connecticut,  December  14,  1794.  ^Yheu 
thirteen  years  of  age  he  went  to  Troy,  New 
Y'ork,  and  entered  the  hardware  store  of  his 
uncle,  Benjamin  Smith,  the  bulk  of  whose 
property  he  subsecpently  inherited.  In 
1814  he  removed  to  Albany,  and  continued 
in  the  same  business,  establishing  the  well- 
known  house,  still  in  existence,  of  Eiastus 
Corning  &.  Co.  His  first  public  position 
was  that  of  Alderman  of  the  city  of  xVlbany ; 
from  that  he  was  promoted  to  Mayor,  which 
office  he  held  for  three  years.  He  was 
also  for  several  years  an  influential  railroad, 
bank,  and  canal  company  President;  for 
rseveral  terms  a  member  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature; and  Avas  elected  a  Representative 
to  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  Naval  Afi'airs.  In  J  860  he 
was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  of  AYays 
and  Means;  and  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Peace  Congress  of  1861.  Re-elected  m 
1862  to  the  Thirty  eighth  Congress,  but 
resigned  on  account  of  his  health.  In  1833 
he  was  a  Regent  of  the  University  of  New 
York. 

Corwin,  Moses  B.— He  was  born  in 
Bourbon  County,  Ki-ntucky,  January  5, 
179(1 ;  spent  his  l)oyhood  on  a  farm  in  Ohio  ; 
received  a  good  education ;  studied  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1812.  In 
1838  and  1839  he  was  elected  to  the  Legis- 


lature ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  1849  to  18.')1,  and 
from  l'^.')3  to  18.')5,  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Coiiunittet'  on  the  Post  Office  De-part- 
ment. 

Corwiii,  Thomas. — Born   in    Bnurbon 
County,  Kentucky,  July  29,  1794.      L'ising 

from  humble  life,  he  beca distingui.-lu-d 

as  a  lawyer,  having  come  to  tin-  bar  in 
1817;  was  elected  to  the  Ohio  Legislature 
in  1822,  and  afterwards  a  Kepreseiitativc  to 
Congress,  fiuin  tlie  Warn-n  District,  in 
1S31.  Hecontinue(la  member  of  the  llniisj^ 
uiUillr40;  was  chosen  Governor  of  <  )hio, 
in  October  of  that  year;  and  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  1844.  He  was  Governor 
but  two  years,  \Ydson  Shannon  sui-cec(liiig 
him  in  1842.  The  ^Yhigs  having  a  majority 
in  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  in  IriA^y,  elt-cted 
him  a  United  States  Senator,  which  office 
he  held  till  his  appointment  in  the  cabinet, 
in  1850,  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  undt-r 
President  Fillmore.  He  was  long  known 
in  Congress  as  an  advocate  of  the  Whig 
measures  of  policy.  As  a  stum]»  speaker 
and  before  a  jury,  his  eloquence  was  singu- 
larly eftective.  In  October,  ]rt58,  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Ohio,  for  the  term  connnencing  in  1859  ;  and 
during  that  year  a  volume  of  his  Speeches 
was  published.  He  was  Chairman  ttf  the 
Conunittee  on  Foreign  Ati'aiis,  and  of  the 
Special  Conniiittee  of  Thirty-three,  in  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  on  the  Rebellious 
States.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress,  but  in  1861  was  appointed  by 
Presulent  Lincoln  Minister  to  Mexico.  Af- 
ter his  return  from  Mexico  he  resided  in 
Washington,  where  he  died  December  18, 
1865. 

Cotteral,  J.  L.  T.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Alabama,  from 
1846  to  1847. 

Cottmaii,  Joseph  S.— P>orn  in  Somer- 
set County,  Maryland,  August  16.  1S(I3; 
received  a  classical  education;  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1826;  served  in  the  Maryland 
Legislature ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1841);  and  a  member  of  Congress,  from 
1851  to  1853.  Died  in  Somerset  County, 
Maryland,  in  1863. 

Coulter,  Richard.— He  attained  emi- 
nence as  a  lawyer,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  trom  Penn-^ylvania,  from 
1827  to  ]!^35,  and  died  in  Westm«'reland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  Aprd  21,  1^52.  At 
the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  .lodge  ol  the 
1  Supreme  Couit  of  Penusylvania. 
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Covington,  Leonard. — ITo  was  born 
at  A(|nasc(i,  PiincL'  (u-orixe  County,  Mary- 
land, October  '.'A),  ITlJ"".  In  17'J;5  lie  ob- 
tained, from  General  "Washinofton  the  com- 
mission of  Lieutenant  ot"  diafroous,  and 
joined  tlie  army  under  General  AVayne;  he 
di.stin;]:uislied  himself  at  Fort  Keeovery  and 
the  buttle  of  Miami,  and  was  honorably 
mentioned  in  the  official  report  of  General 
Wayne.  After  the  war  he  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  Captain,  by  Washiufjton,  in 
1794,  and  retired  to  the  pursuits  of  afjricnl- 
ture.  H<*  was  for  numy  years  a  nifuiiicrof 
the  Le»rislatiire  of  Maryland,  and  was 
electeil  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1^05  to  IrtlT.  He  was 
appointed,  by  President  Jerterson,  in  IHOl), 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  a  re;:jiment  of  caval- 
ry, and  in  1H|(»  was  in  eoinmand  at  Fort 
Adams,  on  the  Mississijipi,  and  took  ])os- 
session  of  Haton  Koujri'.  and  a  p(ution  i»f 
AVest  FUirida.

He  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Thirty-fourth  and  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
tifth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committcf 
on  Public  E.\penditnres.  He  was  alst»  ri-- 
elocted  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congre>'s.  an«I 
Avas  made  Cliairman  o(  a  .*^pecial  Commit- 
tee appointed  to  investigate  certain  cluiiges 
made  against  President  Ibichanaii  and  his 
administration.  Ke-eleeted  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serv'ing  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Public  Kxi>enditures. 

Cowan,  Edgar.— II.'  was  born  in  West- 
moreland County,  Pennsylvania,  Septem- 
ber li>,  l-^lo.  After  s|)ending  one  year  at 
Franklin  College,  Ohio,  he  graduat***!  at 
that  institution  in  1-:U».  While  yet  a  niere 
boy  he  was  thrown  upon  his  own  resourci  s 
for  a  support,  and  until  I"^4"2  followed  vari- 
ous employuients — having  bi*en  a  clerk, 
boat-bnilder.  schoolmaster.  an<l  a  student 
of  medicine.  Hesubse<|uently  studied  law, 
and  practiced  the  profession  until  l-'iJI, 
w  bcu  lie  was  chosen  u  Senator  in  Coug-a'ss, 


from  Pennsylvania,  for  the  term  ending  in 
I'^tw,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  For- 
eign Kelations  and  Enrolled  Hills,  and  as 
Cliairman  of  the  Committee  on  Patents  and 
the  Patent  Office,  and  those  on  Finance 
and  Agriculture.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Natiomil  Committee  ap]>ointed  to 
accompany  the  remains  of  President  Lin- 
coln to  Illinois.

moinh;  was  Hui»^-<|uently  a  Hiigiwlier  (Jen- 
eral  of  militia;  and  was  a  Repreju-nlativo 
in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  during  the 
years  ]f*t/J  and  l^UK  Died  September  1*2, 
'l-^lC 

Cox  Samuel  S.— H»-  was  bom  in 
Zanesville,  Ohio;  ijradnate<l  at  Hrowii 
University:  adopted  the  profession  of  law, 
and  was  also  an  e«litor  in  f)hio.  He  was 
appointed  Secretary  of  Legation  t(»  Peru  in 
Km;  and  electe«l  a  Ivepresetitative  from 
Ohio  tit  the  Thirty.fiffh  and  Thirty-sixth 
Congresses,  serving  as  Chairtuan  of  the 
Connnittee  on  Revolutionar}'  Claims.  As 
an  author,  he  pnblislud  a  book  o\  foreign 
travel  called  "The  Buckeye  Abroad,"  and 
on  literary  topics  is  an  occasional  lecturer. 
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He  was  elected  to  the  Tlnrty-seventli  Con- 
p^ress,  serviu<x  ou  the  Committee  on  P\)reigu 
Affairs,  and  was  re-elected  to  tlie  Tliirfy- 
eip^litli  Cont^ress,  serving'  on  the  same  com- 
mittee.

— He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congn'ss,  from  Xew  Jersey,  from 
1813  to  1815;  served  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, and  was  chosen  Sjienker  of  the 
Assembly ;  and  died  at  Burlington. 

Crabb,  G-eorge  W. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Alabama,  from  1839  to  1841. 

Crabb,  Jeremiah.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
1795  to  1796. 

Cradlebaugh,  John. — He  was  born  in 
Ohio,  aud  elected  a  Delegate  from  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Nevada  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress. 

Crafts,  Samuel  C, — He  was  born  in 
Windham  County,  Connecticut ;  and  grad- 
uated at  Harvard  University  in  1790.  His 
father  effected  the  settlement  of  Craftsbury, 
Vermont,  and  upon  the  organization  of  the 
town,  in  1792,  Mr.  Samuel  C.  Crafts  was 
chosen  Town  Clerk,  and  held  the  office  for 
thirty-seven  successive  years.  He  was  the 
youngest  delegate  to  the  Convention  for 
revising  the  State  Constitution  in  1793. 
In  1796,  1800,  1801,  1803,  and  1805,  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Honse  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State.  From  1796  to 
1815  he  was  Register  of  Probate  for  Orleans 
District.  In  1798  and  1799  he  was  Clerk 
of  the  House  of  Representatives.  From 
1809  to  181-2,  and  from  1825  to  1827,  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council. 
Inl800he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of  Orleans 
County  Court,  and  remained  such  till  1816, 
during  the  last  six  years  as  Chief  Judge. 
From  1825  to  1828  he  was  again  Chief 
Judge,  and  from  1836  to  1838  Clerk  of  the 
Court.  In  1816  he  Avas  elected  Representa- 
tive to  Congress,  and  served  for  that  and 
the  three  succeeding  terms — i.  e.,  from  1817 
to  1825,  inclusive.  In  1828  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  Vermont,  and  was  re-elected 
in  1829  and  1830.  In  1829  he  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Constitutional  Convention.  In 
1842  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Paine, 
and  afterwards  elected  by  the  Legislature, 


a  Senator  in  Congress  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  one  year.  He  thus  filled  every 
oflHee  in  the  gift  of  Vermont.  He  died  in 
Craftsl)ury,  A'ermont,  November  19,  1853, 
aged  eighty-four  years. 

Cragiii,  Aaron  H. — ]^)in  in  Weston, 
Vermont,  February  3,  IH'21  ;  adverse  cir- 
ciuustiinces  ])reventcd  him  from  obtaining 
a  collegiate  education  ;  l)ut  having  studied 
law,  came  to  the  bar  in  Albany,  New  York, 
in  1847,  and  the  same  year  removed  to 
Lebanon,  New  Hampshire,  and  practiced 
his  profession.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Legislature  from  1852  to 
1855;  was  elected  a  Representative  from 
that  State  to  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Revolu- 
tionary Claims  and  Printing.  He  was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  same  committees.  In  1859 
he  was  again  elected  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature.  In  1864  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  New  Hampshire, 
for  the  term  of  six  years  from  1865,  serving 
on  the  Committees  on  Naval  Aft'airs,  Terri- 
tories, and  the  Pacific  Railroad. 

Craig,  Hector. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1823  to  1825,  and  again  from  1829  to  1830. 

Craig,  James. — Born  in  Pennsylvania; 
is  a  lawj^er  by  profession ;  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Missouri  Legislature  in  1846  and 
1847  ;  was  Captain  of  a  volunteer  company 
in  the  Mexican  Avar ;  Circuit  Attorney  for 
the  Twelfth  Judicial  Circuit  in  Missouri 
from  1852  to  1856;  and  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive in  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress  from  Mis- 
souri, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Post 
Offices  and  Post  Roads.  He  Avas  also  re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committee  on  Post  Offices  and 
Post  Roads. 

Craig,  Robert.— He  Avas  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1829  to  1833, 
aud  again  from  1835  to  1841. 

Craige,  Burton. — Born  in  RoAvan 
County,  North  Carolina,  March  13,  1811; 
graduated  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1829;  is  a 
laAvyer  by  profession ;  Avas  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature  in  1832  and  1834; 
and  Avas  elected  to  the  Thirty-third,  Thirty- 
fourth,  and  Thirty-fifth  Congresses,  serving 
as  a  member  of  the  Judiciary  Conunittee  ; 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary 
Pensions.  He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion 
of  1861  as  a  member  of  the  Confederato 
Congress. 
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Craik,    "Williani. — He   was   a   Repre- 

sentativf  iu  Cougrt- ^s-s,  from  Maryland,  from 
ITyiJ  to  l^Ol. 

Cramer,  John. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Conjrress.  from  New  York,  from 
1833  to  l^'oT:  havinpr  heeu  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  IHC>,  elected  to  the  State  Con- 
stitutional Convention  in  l^Jl,  and  havinjr 
sen-ed  threo  years  in  the  Assemhly  and 
three  years  iu  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
New  York. 

Crane,  Joseph  H. — B4^rn  in  Elizabeth- 
town,  N<w  Jersey:  studied  law:  was  for 
many  years  President  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  PN-a*  :  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  C  a  Ohio,  from  1  "^J9  to 
)*^"f7:  ail  toll.  Ohio,  November 


Crane,  Stephen. — He  was  a  Delepite 
from  New  Jersey  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  1774  to  177G. 

Cranston,  Henry  Y.— Rom  in  New- 
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Congress,  from  that  State,  from  the  time  of 
its  admission  into  the  Union  in  l*:i6  to 
1S41.  He  died  in  Marshall,  Michigan, 
May  8,  l-o4. 
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Cra'wford,  Joel. — Born  in  Ooliimbia  ' 
County,  Georo-ia,  June  15,  178'.?.  He  was 
educafed  by  pi  ivate  tutors  ;  Lecamo  a  stu- 
dent of  law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice 
in  18U8.  In  181:5  he  joined  tlio  army  of 
General  Floyd,  and  served  through  the 
whole  campaign  as  aide-de-camp  to  the 
General.  After  the  war  he  resumed  the 
practice  of  liis  profession  ;  served  three 
years  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Georgia, 
from  1817  to  18-21. 

Cra-wford,  Martin  J. — He  was  born  in 
Jasper  County,  Georgia,  March  J7,  1820; 
was  educated  at  the  Mercer  University  ;  is 
a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Georgia  Legislature  from  1845  to 
1847.  In  1853  he  was  appointed  Judge  of 
the  Superior  Court  for  the  Chattahoochee 
Circuit,  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-fifth  Congresses, 
serving  in  the  last  on  the  Committees  of 
Ways  and  Means  and  Roads  and  Canals. 
He  was  also  elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  still  sending  on  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means.  Withdrew  in  1861  and 
I'oined  the  Great  Rebellion  of  that  year  as 
a  member  of  the  Rebel  Congress,  and  was 
a  Commissioner  to  Washington. 

Cra-wford,    Thomas      H. — Born     at 

Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  November, 
14,  1786.  He*  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1804;  studied  law  for  three  years, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1»07 ;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1829  to  1833.  During 
the  last  year  named  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature ;  m  1836  he  was  appointed 
a  Commissioner  to  investigate  certain  al- 
leged frauds  in  the  purchase  of  the  reserva- 
tion of  land  of  the  Creek  Indians  ;  in  1838 
he  was  ap]iointed  by  President  Van  Buren 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  took 
up  his  residence  in  Washington,  holding 
that  office  for  seven  years ;  and  in  1845  he 
was  appointed,  by  President  Polk,  Judge 
of  the  Criminal  Court  of  the  District  of  Col- 
umbia, which  arduous  position  he  occu- 
pied until  his  death,  which  took  place  in 
Washington,  January  27,  1863. 

Cra-wford,  William. — He  graduated 
at  Princeton  College,  and  was  a  Represen- 
tative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1809  to  1817. 

Cra'wford,  "William  H. — IJorn  in  Am- 
herst County,  Virginia,  February  24,  1772, 
and  Avith  his  father  settled  in  Georgia  in 
1783.  He  received  an  academical  educa- 
tion, and  subsequently  had  the  manage- 


ment of  Richmond  Academy,  He  studied 
law  and  took  a  high  position  as  a  lawyer. 
He  served  four  years  in  the  State  Legisla 
ture,  and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Georgia,  from  1807  to  1813,  and  during  a 
part  of  the  Twelfth  Congress  officiated  as 
President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate.  l*resi- 
dent  Madison  invited  him  into  his  cabinet 
as  Secretary  of  War,  but  he  declined  the 
honor,  accepting,  instead,  th»i  post  of  Min- 
ister to  France,  in  1813;  on  his  return, 
however,  at  the  end  of  two  years,  he  went 
into  the  War  Department,  In  1817  he 
was  appointed,  by  President  Monroe,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  where  lie  served 
with  marked  ability  until  lf^25,  during 
which  year  he  received  a  flattering  vote  for 
President  of  the  United  States.  In  1827 
he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Northern 
Circuit  of  Georgia,  w^iich  office  he  held 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Albert 
County,  Georgia,  September  15,  1834. 

Creighton,  William, — Born  in  Berke- 
ley County,  Virginia,  October  29,  1778 ; 
graduated  at  Dickinson  College  when  quite 
young;  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  at  the  age  of  twenty  ;  and  in  1798 
he  settled  in  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  devoting 
himself  to  his  profession,  and  holding  many 
positions  of  public  trust.  He  was  the  first 
Secretary  of  State  for  Ohio;  and  was  a 
I  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
I  State,  from  1813  to  1817,  and  again  from 
1827  to  1833.  Died  at  Chi'licothe,  Octo- 
ber 8,  1851,  having  for  many  years  previ- 
ously declined  all  public  office. 

Creswell,  John  A.  J.— Was  born  in 
Port  Depo.sit,  Cecil  County,  Maryland, 
November  18,  1828;  graduated  at  Dickin- 
son College,  Pennsylvania,  in  1848;  stu- 
died law  and  came  to  the  bar  of  Maryland 
in  1850.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Mary- 
land House  of  Delegates  in  1861  and  1862. 
From  August,  1862,  to  April,  1863,  he  was 
an  Assistant  Adjutant  General  for  Mary- 
land, and  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Maryland,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committees  on  Com- 
merce and  Invalid  Pensions.  He  was 
also  a  Delegate  to  tlie  Baltimore  Conven- 
tion of  1864.  In  March,  1865,  he  was 
chosen  a  Senator  in  Congress  for  the  un- 
expired term  of  T.  H.  Hicks,  deceased, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Agriculture 
and  M?nes  and  Mining.  By  request  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  lie  delivered  an 
Eulogy  on  his  friend  and  colleague  Henry 
Winter  Davis,  on  the  22d  of  February,  J  866. 

Ciisfield,  John  W.— Was  horn  in  KenI 
County,   Maryland,    November  6,    18U8 ; 
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received  his  education  at  "NVashing'ton  Col- 
leg'e,  Cliestertown  ;  studied  law  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  li^IUi ;  settled  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  in  Somerset 
County  ;  was  elected  to  the  Maryland  Legf- 
islature  in  lf*'M ;  he  was  a  Representative 
in  Conf^ress,  from  Marylau<l,  from  1847  to 
lf^49;  in  JS'.U  he  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
State  Constitutional  Couvmtion;  in  If^tJl 
he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Peace  Congress ; 
and  was  elected  a  K»-presentative  from 
Maryland,  to  the  Thirty -seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Public 
Lands,  and  on  Public  Expenditures. 

Critteudeu,  John  J. — He  was  born  in 
Woodlni.l  Comity,  Kentucky,  in  Septem- 
ber, 17Nj,  When  (piite  young  he  euterf<l 
the  army,  and  during  ihf  war  of  ISI'J 
served  as  Major  under  General  Iltipkins, 
in  his  expedition,  and  was  aide-dt-camp  to 
Governor  Shelby,  at  the  battle  of  the 
Thames.

Avhen  the  State  Constitution  was  formed, 
and  he  was  elected  first  l?epresentative  to 
Confjress,  serving  till  1821,  and  was  a 
nieniber  of  the  Conmiittee  on  Private  Land 
Claims.  Soon  afterwards  he  was  appointed 
Agent  for  the  Creek  Indians,  then  inhabit- 
ing large  portions  of  Alabama  and  Georgia, 
and  exercised  extensive  influence  over 
them,  until  their  removal  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, in  18:}(j.  lie  died  near  Fort 
Mitchell,  Alabama,  June  25,  1846. 

Crowell,  John.— He  was  born  in  Con- 
necticut, and  was  a  Keprcsentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  1847  to  1851,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Conmiittee  on  Indian 
Affairs. 

Crowninsliield,  Benjamin  "W.— Born 
in  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  in  1774. 
He  filled  with  general  acceptance  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  which  he  was 
appointed  in  December,  1814,  by  Presi- 
dent Madison,  and  served  until  his  resigna- 
tion, in  November,  1818.  In  1820  he  Avas 
also  a  Presidential  Elector.  In  1823  he 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  the  Salem  liistrict  of  Massachusetts, 
and  continued  in  timt  position  until  1831. 
He  died  in  Ilostou,  February  8,  1851. 

Crowninsliield,  Jacob. — He  Avas  a 
member  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
in  18U1,  and  was  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from 
1803  to  1.805,  and  appointed  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  bv  President  Jefferson,  March 
3,  1805.

Crump,  John. — He  was  born  in  Pow- 
hatan County,  Virginia,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1826  to  1827. 

Culbreth,  Thomas. — Born  in  Kent 
County,  Delaware,  and  was  a  Representa- 


tive  in   Congress,    from    Marvland,    from 
1817  to  1821. 

Cnllen,  Elisha  D. — He  was  born  in 
Delawart',  and  elected  a  R<'presentative, 
from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress. 

Cnllom,  Alvan. — He  was  a  native  of 
Kentucky  ;  adopted  the  law  as  his  pro- 
fession ;  served  frefpiently  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Tennessee,  and  was  »  Representa- 
tive in  Ctmgress,  from  Tennessee,  from 
1845  to  1847.  He  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Peace  Congress  of  1861. 

Cullom,  Shelbey  M. — He  was  born 
in  Kentucky,  November  22,  1829;  adopted 
the  profession  of  law  ;  on  removing  to  Illi- 
nois he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture in  1856 ;  re-elected  in  1860,  and  chosen 
Speaker  ;  Avas  a  member  of  the  War  Com- 
mission Avhich  sat  in  Cairo  in  1862;  and  in 
1864  he  Avas  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Illinois,  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Expenditures  in  the  Treasury 
Department. 

Cullom,  William. — He  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1851  to  1855,  and  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  during  the  Thirty-fourth 
Congress. 

Culpepper,  John. — He  Avas  bom  in 
Anson  County,  North  Carolina,  and  repre- 
sented that  State  in  Congress  from  1807  to 
1808,  Avhen  his  seat  Avas  vacated  by  reso- 
lution of  the  House  ;  but  he  Avas  re-elected, 
and  serA^ed  from  1813  to  1817,  from  1819 
to  1821,  and  from  1823  to  1825.  He  Avas 
a  Baptist  preacher,  and  elected  to  the 
General  Assembly,  but  his  seat  Avas  vacated 
on  constitutional  grounds. 

Culver,  Charles  Vernon. — He  Avas 
born  in  I>ogan,  Ohio,  Septendter  6,  1830  ; 
spent  the  most  of  his  life  actively  engaged 
in  business  pursuits,  and  Avas  elected  a 
RepresentatiA^e,  from  Pennsylvania,  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Banking  and  Currency  and 
Expenditures  in  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. 

Culver,  Erastus  D. — He  Avas  born  in 
NcAV  York  :  graduated  at  the  UniA'ersity  of 
Vermont  in  1-^26  ;  served  in  the  Assembly 
of  NeAV  York  in  1838  and  1841,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1845  to  1847. 
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Cumback,  William. — He  v  as  bom  in  ', 
Fmiildiii  County,  Indiana,  Maicli  '24, 
1>'-J1);  was  ediK-a"tCHl  at  tlit- Miami  Uuiver-  . 
sitj,  Ohio;  taught  school  tor  out-  or  two 
years;  attrndfd  the  Law  School  at  Cin- 
cinnati, and  adopted  the  lejjal  jiroiession  ; 
and  he  was  elected  a  Kt-presentative,  from 
Indiana,  in  the  Thiity-touith  Congress. 
He  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
Ic"!)],  and  during  that  year  was  appointed 
an  Additional  Paymaster  in  the  Army. 

Cumming,  Thomas  W. — He  was  bom 

in  Maiyland,  aii'l  was  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,    tVnni  N<\v   Vi>rk,   iVi-ni   1S'»3  to 

Ctimming,  William. — He  wa.s  a  Dele- 
gate, tVoMi  North  Carolina,  to  the  Conti- 
mntal  Congress  in  1T.~4. 

Ciunmins,  John  D.  — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Ivepresentative, 
from  Ohio,  during  the  Thirtieth  Congres.s. 
He  died  of  cin»l<ra  at  Milwaukie,  Wis- 
consin, September  11,  I'^-l-'. 

Cmuiiiigham,  Francis  A.— He  was 
bt>rn  in  South  Carolina,  and  wa.H  a  Kepre- 
penfative  in  Congress,  from  'Ohio,  from 
Irt4:)  to  ]f*A7. 

Curry,  Jabez  L.  M.  — Horn  in  Lin- 
coln ('oiiiitv,  Ceoigia,  June  '»,  IS'Ja,  and 
removed  with  liis  father,  in  Kl"^,  t*»  Talla- 
dega County.  Alabama,  where  he  has  since 
resided  ;  he  graduateil  at  the  I'niversity  of 
CJe«irgia  in  i-'4:{,  and  at  the  Hane  Law 
SchiKil,  Harvard  I'niversity,  in  IM.'i,  and 
practiced  law  with  success  in  Alabama. 
In  I'M**  he  joined  the  lexas  Kangers  for 
the  Mexican  war,  but  soon  returned  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  lower  bianch  of  the  Legislature  of 
Alabama  in  b-47,  \>X\,  and  l.*i>r>;  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  lS.'jt);  and  in  1K'>7  wa« 
elect«d  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  froin 
Alabam,  s«*rvii!g  on  the  Conunittees  on 
lievolutionary  Claims  and  Expenditures 
in  the  State  Department.  Ke-elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  sening  on  the 
Couunittee  on  Naval  AtJ'airs.  Withdrew 
in  iMil,  and  took  part  in  the  Kebellion  of 
that  year  as  a  meml»er  of  the  Kebel  Con- 
gress. After  the  close  of  the  KelK-llion  ho 
wa.s  ordained  a  Preacher  of  the  Gospel  in 
the  Baptist  Church.  In  Ir'tio  he  was  ap- 
pointed President  of  Howard  College,  in 
Alabama. 

Curtis,  Ccultou  B. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  and  was  a  Kejinsentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Peuusy  I  van  ia,  from  lS5i  to  Icoo. 


Curtis,   Edward.— Born  in  Vermont; 

graduated  at  Union  College,  New  York, 
and  practiced  law  in  New  York  City.  He 
took  a  prominent  part  in  the  couiuils  of 
that  city,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  ISiVT  to 
1841.  He  was  a])pointed  Collector  of  Ne\Y  • 
York  by  President  Harrison,  and  removed 
by  I'resident  Polk.  He  was  an  intimate 
friend  of  I)ani»-1  Webster. 

Curtis,  Samuel  R.— Born  in  Ohio, 
(while  his  parents  were  emigrating  to  the 
\Vest  from  Connecticut,)  IVInuary  'A,  1S07. 
He  graduated  at  the  West  Point  Academy 
in  1>:{I,  and  was  appointed  a  Lieutenant 
in  the  I'nited  States  Infantry,  but  resigned 
in  I'^'.i'Z.  He  studied  antl  pursui-tl  tin-  j)ro- 
fession  of  law  in  Ohio;  wa.s  subseiiueutly 
an  engineer  in  Ohio  and  Iowa;  from  \'^'X7 
to  |.*4<i  chief  engineer  of  the  Muskingum 
Wi»rks  ;  during  tiu-  Mexican  war  he  served 
as  an  Adjutant  (leneral  in  mustering  tlio 
State  triK»ps  ;  lie  went  to  Mexico  as  a  Colonel 
under  CJeneral  Taylor,  and  acte.l  for  a  time 
as  (iovemor  of  .Matauioras,  Camargo,  Mon- 
terey, and  Saltillo,  jierforming  nnuh  im- 
portant service;  on  his  return  !rt>m  Mexico 
he  practiced  law  for  a  time,  but  was  called 
to  Iowa  and  Missouri  to  p<*rform  important 
lab»>rs  as  an  engineer,  in  improvements  of 
harbors  and  the  liuilding  ot  railroads;  and 
having  Hnally  settled  at  Ke«ikuk,  in  Iowa, 
he  was  elected  tVom  that  State  a  mendHT 
of  the  Hous»'  in  the  Thirtytifth  Congress. 
He  was  also  re-t  !ecte<l  to  the  Thirty-sixtU 
Congiess,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Military  Atlairs,  and  also  on  the  SjK-cial 
C«»nunittee  of  Thirty-three  on  tin-  Kebel- 
lious  Slates.  He  was  also  u  Delegate  to 
the  Peace  Congress  in  iHil.  Ke-eUcted 
to  the  Thiity-seventh  Congress,  but  re- 
signed, in  IHJI,  ti»  servo  as  a  Brigadier 
and  Major  CJeiieral  in  the  Inion  army 
during  the  KeU-llion.  He  was  sub.se- 
<iuently  appointed  a  Connnissiouer  of  the 
L'nion  Pacific  Kailrcad. 

Cushing,  Caleb.  — Was  b<.rn  in  Salis- 
burA',  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  .Janu- 
ary 17,  Ir^^i).  He  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  in  1*<17,  and  was  subsetjuently  a 
tutor  there  of  mathematics  and  natural 
philosophy;  studied  law  at  Cambridge, 
and  settled  in  Newbury  port  to  practice,  • 
having  come  to  the  bar  in  \f*'^.i.  In  1— J.'i 
and  1"^J»)  he  served  in  the  State  Legi>la- 
ture,  and  in  ]r^\ii)  visiteil  Eumpe  tor  plea 
.sure,  publishing,  on  his  retiuii,  *'  Ki  ini- 
'  uiscences  of  Spain,"  and  "  Keview  of  the 
Kevolution  in  France."  He  alsti  wrote  tbr 
the  "North  Auierican  Keview."  In  1^:5;; 
and    1C34   he    was    again   elected    to    tlie 
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L<'<]^islatuie ;  and  -vvas  a  Kepreseutative  in  j 
Couj^rcss  from  J 835  to  1843.     He  was  ap-  | 
pointtxl,  by  President  Tyler,  Connni.ssioner  i 
to  Cliina,   and  as  such  nef^otiated  an  im- 
portant  treaty.      In    184G   lie   was   ag-ain 
elected  to  the  Lef;:islature.     In  1847  he  was 
chosen  Colonel  of  the  Massachusetts  Kegi- 
nient  of  Volunteers  for  the  Mi'xican  war,   ■ 
and   was   afterwards  ai)pointed    Brigadier  I 
General  by  President  Polk.     In   l8r)U  he  | 
was  for  the  tilth  time  elected  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  in  1851  was  made  a  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.     When  i

be  was  again  re-elected  to  the  Legislature 
of  his  native  State.

Gushing,  Thomas. — He  was  born  in 
17-28  ;  graduated  at  Harvard  University  in 
1744  ;  was  early  a  Kepresentative  in  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  and  Speaker 
of  the  House;  was  a  delegate  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  from  1774  to  1776;  a 
member  of  the  Governor's  Council,  and 
subsequently  elected  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  the  State,  and  while  holding  that  office, 
be  died  in  1788.  Eeceived  the  degree  of  j 
LL.D.  from  Harvard  College.  ! 

Cushman,  John  Paine. — He  was  born 
in  Pomfret,  Connecticut,  in  1784,  anl  grad- 
uated at  Yale  College  in  18U7.  He  studied 
law  and  removed  to  Troy,  New  York, 
where  he  practiced  his  profession.  He 
served  in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1817  to  i819,  and  in  1838  was  appointed 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  having  pre- 
viously been  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Troy, 
and  one  of  the  Regents  of  the  State  Univer- 
sity. Died  in  Troy,  New  York,  September 
16,  1848.  He  was  a  man  of  eminencein  his 
profession,  and  discharged  with  ability 
the  various  offices  Avith  which  he  was  in- 
trusted. 

Cushman,  Joshua. — He  was  born  in 
Plymouth,  Massachusetts;  graduated  at 
Cambridge  in  1787;  studied  divinity;  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Mas- 
sachusetts, from  1819  to  ]S2l ;  and  reitre- 
sented  Maine,  in  Congress,  from  18*21  to 
1825,  after  its  separation  from  Massachu- 
setts. He  was  also  a  State  Senator  in  18U9, 


1810,  16*29,  and  18*20,  and  a  member  of  the 
Assemljly  in  1811  and  1834,  when  he  died. 

Cushman,  Samuel. — Born  in  1783  ; 
was  Judge  of  the  Police  Court  jf  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire,  and  held  several 
offices  of  trust  in  the  State;  sucii  as  Coun- 
cillor, from  1833  to  1835 ;  County  Treasurer, 
from  1823  .o  1828;  and  Navy  Agent  at 
Portsmouih,  from  1845  to  1849.  He  was 
a  Rej)resentative  in  Congress  from  New 
Hampsliire,  from  1835  to  1839,  and  died  iu 
Portsmouth,  May  20,  lf:!51. 

Cuthbert,  Alfred.— Born  in  Savannali, 
Georgia  ;  he  graduated  at  Princeton  College 
in  1803;  and  was  a  Re|)resentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Georgia,  from  IriH  to  1"17; 
again,  from  1821  to  1827,  and  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States,  from  1837  to  1843.  Died 
in  1856. 

Cuthbert,  John  A. — He  was  bom  in 

Savannah,  Georgia ;  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton College  in  li!<U5;  and  was  a  Rejjresen- 
tative  in  Congress,  from  his  native  State, 
from  1819  to  1821,  and  was  appointed  by 
the  President,  in  18*22,  a  Commissioner  to 
treat  with  the  Creek  and  Cherokee  Indians. 

Cutler,  Manasseh. — He  was^  bom  in 
Killingly,  Coimecticut,  in  1742,  and  grad- 
uated at  Yale  College  iu  1765  ;  studied  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1767  ;  re- 
moved to  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  in  1769; 
studied  for  the  ministry,  and  was  ordained 
in  1771  ;  and  was  settled  as  pastor  of  a 
church  in  Hamilton,  Massachusetts,  Sep- 
tember 11,  1771.  He  distinguished  him- 
self by  his  attention  to  several  branches  of 
natural  history,  particularly  by  making  the 
first  essay  toward  a  scientific  description  of 
the  plants  of  New  England,  an  account  of 
several  hundred  of  which,  communicated 
by  him,  Avas  published  by  the  American 
Academy,  of  Avhich  he  Avas  a  member,  and 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  Avas  conferred  upon 
him  by  Harvard  College.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  scientific  explorers  of  the  White 
Mountains.  In  1787  he  organized  an  ex- 
pedition for  the  Northwest  Territory,  and 
in  178-^,  Avith  General  Rufus  Putnam, 
conniienced  a  settlement  at  Marietta,  on 
the  Muskingum,  Ohio.  In  1790  he  returned 
Avith  his  fanuly  to  NeAv  England,  served  a 
number  of  years  in  the  Legislature,  and 
Avas  pastor  of  the  church  at  Hamilton,  Mas- 
sachusetts, until  his  death.  In  1800  he 
was  elected  to  a  seat  in  Congress,  and  re- 
tained it  till  1804,  when  he  declined  any 
further  political  employment  from  its  in- 
terference Avith  his  professional  duties.  Ho 
died  July  28,  1823. 
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Cutler,  "William  P. — Born  near  Mari- 
etta, ()\i\o,  July  ]2,  lHi:i;  \va8  t-k-cted  to 
tlie  Ohio  Lt'<:i.sluture  in  Jc'44,  le'-ir),  and 
]e4<),  ottiL-ititiiip  as  Siienkt-r  of  the  HoUse 
during'  thf  hist  term  ;  he  was  a  nien»l>er  of 
the  Constitutional  Convention  of  IdoO ;  from 
that  period  until  elected  to  Congress,  he 
was  President  of  the  Marietta  and  Cinein- 
nati  Kailroad  Comitany  ;  and  he  \'as  eleeted 
a  Kejnesentative  from  Ohio,  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Conj,'ress,  sei-vin{r  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  the  Militia  and  on  Invalid  Pensions. 

Cutting,  Fraucis  B.— He  was  horn  in 
Xi  w  York;  was  liberally  educated,  and 
adojited  the  profession  of  law  ;  in  l^:{(»  and 
If^'S!  he  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
of  New  York,  from  the  eity  i>f  New  York  ; 
and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  his  native  .State,  from  I'^o'A  to  J.-."). 

Cutts,  Charles.— IJorn  in  >fassaehu- 
setts  in  ITtJ'J;  entered  llunard  College  in 
17>**tj;  graduati-d  in  IT'.Ni  ;  studied  law  with 
Judge  Piik«ring;  wa*;  elected  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  in  l-(i4,  an<l  th«n  SjMuker 
of  the  House;  was  sent  to  tin-  I'nited  Slates 
Senate  in  I'^IO,  from  New  Hampshire,  and 
served  till  JHlll;  and  chosen  Si-cretary  «)f 
tlie  Senate,  from  I'^M  to  I~*i.'>.  U\  appoint- 
ment, he  entered  tlu-  Senati-,  for  a  second 
term,  in  I'-i;?,  but  resigned  in  .lune  of  that 
}ear.      He  died  iu  Virginia  in  l*4t'i. 

Cutts,  Richard.— H..rn  .1  urn- *.*•.;.  1771, 
at  Cutis  l>laud.  >ui-n,  in  the  province  or 
district  of  Mulue,  then  constituting  a  juirt 
of  th»'  Conunonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
and  received  his  early  education  at  Har- 
vard I'niversiiy,  at  which  institution  he 
graduated  in  17lHi,  and  in  the  twentieth 
year  of  his  age.  He  studied  law  ;  wiis  ex- 
tensively engaged  in  conuuerce,  and  t»»ok 
an  active  pait  in  politics.  He  visited 
Kuro|x-,  and  t>n  liis  leturn,  after  serving 
two  successive  years  as  a  member  of  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusi-tts,  he  was, 
at  the  age  of  twenty-nine,  in  1HA»,  elected 
a  n»-mber  of  the  House  of  lu-j»resentalives 
of  the  L'nited  States.  He  took  his  seat  in 
the  Hou.sc,  December  7,  IbUl,  luid  through 
si.x  successive  Congrej»ses,  c«tnstantly  sus- 
tainetl  by  the  continued  c«>ntid«nce  of  his 
constituents,  he  gave  a  tirm  supjMjrt  to 
I'resideiit  Jet^ersou's  administration,  and 
to  that  of  his  successor,  President  Madison, 
until  the  dose  of  his  lirst  term,  March  ;{, 
Ic'Ki,  having  patriotically  sustained,  by 
bis  Votes,  n»in-imi)ortation,  non-intercourse, 
the  embargo,  and  finally  war,  as  measures 
called  for  by  the  honor  and  interest  of  the 
nation,  although  ruinous  to  his  private 
fortune.     On  the  3d  of  June,  of  that  year, 


he  •was  appointed  Superintendent  General 
of  Military  Supplies,  an  office  created  by 
the  act  of  Marcli  :i,  1H31,  the  functions  of 
wliich  were  n-iiuired  t>]ily  during  tlie  con- 
tinuance of  the  war.  The  office  was  ac- 
cordingly abolished  by  the  act  of  March  3, 
1>'17,  to  ])rovide  for  the  prompt  settlement 
of  public  accounts,  hy  tin-  same  act  the 
otHce  of  Second  ('om])trolIer  of  the  Tri  asuiy 
was  created,  to  which  Mr.  Cutts  was  im- 
mediately app«>inted  by  President  James 
Moinoe,  and  which  h«'  held  until  iKi'J; 
after  which  he  resided  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington, in  the  retin-meiit  of  private  lite, 
until  his  death,  April  7,   l-'4r). 

Daggett,  David.— Horn  in  Attlebo- 
rough,  Ma.-sachusitts,  Hecemlier  III,  17()4; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  iu  ]7^':{,  and  was 
professor  of  law  in  that  institution  tor  many 
years,  aiul  subse«pu-ntly  received  the  «le- 
gree  of  LL.l).  t'lom  that  institution.  He 
was  Slate's  Attorney  and  Mayor  of  New 
Haven,  and  frequentlv  a  niemlM-r  of  the 
Legislature,  and  member  of  the  Cotuicil ; 
and  also  served  as  a  Presidential  Klector 
«ui  .several  oi-casions.  From  \f^l'.i  to  IHIU 
he  wa**  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Con- 
necticut; from  JH^rtlto  lKl'.j  h«*  wasa.Iudgo 
of  the  .^upieme  Court  t)f  the  State,  and  wa.i 
Chief  Judge  trom  1->;{J  to  I-IM.  when  ho 
attained  the  age  of  .^eventv  \iiirs.  He  diid 
April  |-,»,  l-.M. 

Daily,  Samuel  O. — He  was  born  iu 
Indiana  in  f-TJ;  was  elected  a  I)«legate, 
fioui  the  Territory  ofN<bra.-»ka,  tiftheThirtv- 
seventh  Congress,  and  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress.  He  was  subse- 
quently apjMiinted  a  l>enuty  Collector  iu 
New  Orleans,  where  he  dtedSeptember  14, 
leCo. 

Dallas,  George  Miflliu.— He  was  born 
July  1(1.  17'.^;,  Ill  the  city  of  Philailelphia, 
where  he  received  his  early  educati«*n.  He 
graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  \fiH>; 
commenced  the  study  of  law  in  his  father's 
ttffice  in  Philadelphia,  and  was  a<lmilted  to 
the  bar  in  1-13.  In  the  same  year  he  ac- 
companied Mr.  Gallatin  to  Kussia  as  his 
pri\ate  secretary,  when  that  gentlemuu 
was  appitinted  a  nieml>«-r  of  the  commission 
to  negotiate  a  peace  under  the  mediation  of 
Alexamler.  During  his  absence,  he  visited 
Kussia,  France,  England,  Holland,  and  the 
Netherlands.  He  returned  to  the  l'nited 
States  in  1-14,  and  at"ler  a.ssisliiig  his  father 
lor  a  time  in  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  he  commenced  the  practice  of 
his  profession  at  Philadelphia.  In  iCl?  he 
was  appointed  the  deputy  of  the  Attorney 
Geneial  of  Philadelphia,  and  soon  wun  a 
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hio^h  reputation  as  a  criminal  lawyer.  He 
took  au  active  part  in  politics,  and  in  18"2o 
he  was  elected  Mayor  of  Philadelj)hia,  and 
on  the  accession  of  General  Jackson,  in 
1820,  he  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  tlie  same  office  wliich  had 
been  held  by  his  fatlier.  Tliis  post  he  lield 
nntil  1831,  when  a  vacancy  having  occurred 
in  tlie  representation  from  Pennsylvania  in 
the  United  States  Senate,  Mr.  Dallas  was 
chosen  to  fill  it.  He  took  an  active  part 
in  the  debates  of  the  stormy  session  of 
1832-'33.  On  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office  in  1833,  he  declined  a  re-election,  and 
resumed  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In 
1837  he  was  appointed  by  President  Van 
Buren  Ambassador  to  Russia,  and  re- 
mained in  that  country  until  October,  J  839, 
when  he  returned  home,  and  once  more  de- 
voted himself  to  the  practice  of  law.  In 
1844  he  was  elected  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States,  and  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  in  March  of  the  following  year. 
His  term  of  office  expired  in  March,  Jc49, 
■when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr  Fillmore. 
He  was  appointed  by  President  Pierce,  in 
]85(j,  to  succeed  Mr.  Buchanan  as  Minister 
at  the  Court  of  St.  James,  in  which  posi- 
tion he  was  retained  by  Mr.  Buchanan, 
when  he  became  President.  Died  in  Phil- 
adelphia, December  31,  1864. 

Dalton,  Tristani. — Was  bom  in  that 
portion  of  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  now 
Newburyport,  in  1743,  and  at  the  early  age 
of  seventeen  graduated  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. He  studied  law  as  an  accom- 
plishment, the  fortune  which  he  inherited 
from  his  father  not  requiring  him  to  prac- 
tice it  as  a  profession,  and  he  took  a  deep 
interest  in  the  cultivation  of  a  large  landed 
estate,  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  West 
Newbury.  Washington,  John  Adams, 
Louis  Pliilippe,  Talleyrand,  and  other  dis- 
tinguished guests  partook  of  his  hospitali- 
ties. As  eminent  for  piety  as  he  was  for 
mental  endowments,  the  Episcopal  Church, 
of  which  he  was  a  warden,  shared  in  his 
generous  liberality  ;  and  he  was  also  noted 
for  the  aftectionate  interest  which  he  took 
in  the  welfare  of  his  servants,  both  black 
and  white.  He  was  a  Representative, 
Speaker  of  the  house  of  Representatives, 
and  a  Senator  in  the  Legislature  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States  in  the  First  Congress  after  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Federal  Cunstitution.  When 
Washington  City  was  founded  Mr.  Dalton 
invested  his  entire  fortune  in  lands  there, 
and  lost  it  by  the  mismanagement  of  a 
business  agent.  At  the  same  time  a  vessel, 
which  was  freighted  with  his  furniture  and 
valuable  library,  was  lost  on  her  voyage

from  Newburyport  to  Washington,  and  he 
thus  found  himself,  after  having  lived  sixty 
years  in  affluence,  penniless.  Several  offi- 
ces of  protit  and  lionor  were  immediately 
tendered  him  by  the  (jiuvernment,  and  he 
accepted  the  Surveyorship  of  Bo.st(jii.  He 
died  in  Boston  in  June,  J 817,  and  his  re- 
mains were  takeu  to  Newburyjjort,  where 
they  were  interred  in  the  burial-ground  of 
St.  Paul's  Church. 

Damrell,  William  S. — IJorn  in  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire,  November  20, 
1809;  never  had  the  privilege  of  even  a 
common  school  education;  was  by  trade  a 
printer;  and  was  elected  a  Reiuesentative, 
from  Massachusetts,  to  the  Thirty-tourth 
Congress,  where  he  served  on  the  Commit- 
tee on  Engraving,  and  to  the  Thirty-Hfth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Roads  and  Canals.  Died  at  Boston,  May 
17,  1860. 

Dana,  Amasa. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Assembly  in  1828  and  1829, 
and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  fi'om 
that  State,  from  1839  to  1841,  and  again 
from  1843  to  1845. 

Dana,  Francis. — He  was  born  in  ]743r 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1762 ;  and 
after  studying  law  resided  a  year  in  Eng- 
land. He  was  a  Delegate  from  Massa- 
chusetts to  the  Continental  Congress  from 
1776  to  1779  and  in  1784;  signed  the  arti- 
cles of  confederation;  was  Secretary  of 
Legation  at  Paris  under  John  Adams ;  was 
appointed  Minister  to  Russia  but  not  of- 
ficially received  ;  was  Chief  Justice  of  the 
State  from  1792  to  1806,  when  he  resigned ; 
and  he  died  in  1811. 

Dana,  Judah. — Born  in  Massachusetts 
in  1772;  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College 
in  1795  ;  commenced  the  practice  of  law  in 
P^ryeburg  ;  was  Attorney  for  Oxford  Coun- 
ty for  six  years ;  Judge  of  Probate  for 
twenty  years  ;  Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas 
fornineyears  ;  one  of  the  Committee  which 
drafted  the  Constitution  of  Maine ;  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  State 
in  1834  ;  and  by  appointment  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, Avas  a  Senator  in  Cimgress,  from 
Maine,  during  the  years  1836  and  1837.  He 
died  atFryeburg,Maine,December  27, 1845. 

Dana,  Nathan. — Born  at  Ipswich, 
Massachusetts,  in  1752  ;  graduated  at  Har- 
vard College  in  1778 ;  was  a  Delegate,  from 
Massachusetts,  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  1785  to  1788;  was  the  framer  of  the 
celebrated  ordinance  passed  by  Congress 
in  1787;  and  though  devoted  to  the  prac- 
tice of  law,  found  time  to  prepare  a  Digest 
of  American  Law  in  nine  volumes.     He  es- 
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tablishcd  a  Professorship  of  Law  in  Har- 
vard University ;  and  after  lie  had  attained 
his  seventieth  year  lie  was  in  the  habit  of 
spending  fourteen  hours  of  each  day  en- 

gaged  in  reading  and  writing.  Died  at 
leverly,  Massachusetts,  February  15,  lf^;i4. 
He  received  from  Harvard  College  the  de- 
gree vl  LL.l). 

Dana,  Samuel. — He  was  a  respectable 
lawyer  and  a  judge,  and  during  the  years 
]dl4  and  Jt^lf)  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts.  He  died  at 
Charleston  in  November,  1835,  in  the  six- 
tieth year  of  his  age. 

Dana,  Samuel  W— He  was  born  in  I 
Conincticut  in  17-17,  and  died  .July  *Ji,  ' 
l^:i<».  He  graduated  at  Vale  College  in  i 
1775,  and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  iVom  '

Dainel,  John  R.  J. — Bom  in  Halifax 
Cov.nty,  North  Carolina  ;  graduated  at  the 
University  of  that  State  in  Itr'JI  ;  studied 
law,  and  practiced  it  with  success.  He 
served  lor  several  years  in  the  (Jeneral  As- 
sembly, and  was  elected  Attorm-y  (ieneral 
of  the  Stale  ;  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  lc'41 
to  }t^o'.\,  serving  through  several  sessions  as  i 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  ou  Claims.        |

Darby,  John  Fletcher. — Born  in  Per- 
son County,  North  Carolina,  December  10 
l^'O;}.  In"lf:'18  he  removed  with  his  father 
to  Missouri,  and  settled  in  St.  Louis  Coun- 
t}',  where,  until  If'lJl},  he  worked  on  a  farm, 
pursuing  liis  studies  under  many  difficul- 
ties, having  jjieviously  received  a  good 
English  education  in  his  native  town. 
After  the  death  of  his  parents,  in  ]^'2r>,  he 
applied  ior  an  ai>pointment  at  West  Point, 
but  being  unsuccessful,  sold  t>ut  his  fa- 
ther's estate,  and  went  to  Frankfort,  Ken- 
tucky, and  studied  law.  In  May,  IHviT, 
having  a  license  to  practice  from  the  Su- 
jinnie  Court  of  Kentuckv,  he  returned  to 
Missouri  and  commence  J  his  prof,  ssioiml 
life.  H«'  was  four  times  chosen  .Mayor  of 
the  City  of  St.  Louis,  and  once  a  member 
of  the  State  Senate,  and  was  a  Represen- 
tative in  Congress,  from  1^51  to  1-5:5,  from 
that  State. 

Dargan,  Edward's.— He  was  born  in 
Nt»rth  Carolina,  ieuiove«l  in  early  youth  to 
Alabama,  where  he  subsei|uently  taught 
schot>l  and  studied  law.

Darling,  Mason  C— Born  in  Belling- 
liam,  Ma.-sachtisetts,  May  )'',  I-«i|  ;  re- 
ceived a  coiiinioii  s»-lnKil  education  ;  com- 
nienceil  active  life  as  h  scho«d  teacher  in 
New  York:  and  having  studied  medicine, 
graduated  at  the  I{4rkHhire  Medical  Insti- 
tution «tf  Ma.ssiichusetts  in  1-*J4.  He  piac- 
tised  his  professioii  f«>rthirtnn  y«-ars,  when 
he  removed  to  Wi.sconsin,  and  aideil  in  es- 
tablishing the  towns  of  .*»heboygan  and 
Fond  du  Lac.  The  princijwil  otli<  ••>  held  by 
him  in  Wisconsin  were  those  of  .ludge  oi 
Probate,  Mayor  of  Fond  «lu  Lac,  a  membei 
for  several  years  of  the  Territorial  Legisla- 
ture, and  a  Representative  in  Conpres.«.

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18G0:  in  1863  and  1804  he  was  President 
of  the  Union  and  Repn1)lic!in  orp;anizati()n 
of  New  York  city  ;  and  in  the  latter  year 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  from  New 
York  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Coiifi^ress,  serving 
on  tlie  Committees  on  Naval  Atiairs,  Ex- 
l)enditures  in  the  Post  Office  Dt'partment, 
and  the  Debts  of  Loyal  States. 

Darlington,  Edward. — He  was  horn 
in  JN'unsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1833  to 
183i). 

Darlington,  Isaac. — Boni  in  West- 
town,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  De- 
cember -13,  1781,  and  died  April  27,  1839. 
He  was  brought  up  to  hard  labor,  partly 
on  a  farm,  and  in  the  shop  of  his  father,  a 
worthy  blacksmith,  and  was  a  Quaker  in 
religion.  lie  educated  himself,  taught 
school,  studied  law,  and  was  successful  as 
a  practitioner.  In  1807  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature ;  served  as  a  volun- 
teer Lieutenant  in  the  last  war  with  Eng- 
land ;  and  was  a  member  of  Congress, 
from  I'ennsylvania,  from  1817  to  1819, 
declining  a  re-election.  In  18"2U  he  was 
appointed  Deputy  Attorney  General  for 
Chester  County,  and  in  1821  was  ai)pointed 
President  Judge  of  the  County  Court, 
which  he  held  until  his  death. 

Darlington,  "William. — Born  in  Birm- 
ingiiam,  Cliester  County,  Penns^'lvania, 
April  28,  1782.  He  was  brought  up  on  a 
farm  until  eighteen  years  old,  trained  in 
the  religion  of  George  Fox,  and  when 
young  had  but  a  limited  education.  He 
studied  medicine,  and  in  1804  graduated 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  In 
180()  he  was  disowned  by  the  Society  of 
Friends  for  accepting  the  appointment  of 
Surgeon  to  a  military  regiment;  in  1807 
he  went  to  India  as  Surgeon  of  a  merchant 
.shii) ;  in  1811  and  1812  he  assisted  in  es- 
tablishing the  West  Chester  Academy, 
Pfuusylvania,  of  which  he  was  long  a 
Trustee  and  the  Secretary ;  in  1813  he  pre- 
pared a  catalogue  of  plants  of  his  nativf 
county;  in  1814  he  took  part  in  establish- 
ing tiie  Bank  of  West  Chester,  and  was 
its  President.  When  Washington  City 
was  attacked  by  the  British,  he  went  to 
camp  as  a  volunteer;  and  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
181.5  to  1817,  and  again  from  1819  to  1823. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  "American 
Philosophical  Society ; "  was  a  Canal 
Commissioner  in  1825.  In  182C  he  aided 
in  forming  a  Natural  History  Socit^ty  in 
West  Chester,  and  Avas  elected  President 
of  the  same ;  and  on  account  of  his  devo- 


tion to  science  and  his  scicntitic  learning, 
a  number  of  rare  plants  wt-re  named  after 
him  by  leailing  naturalists  of  Switzerland 
and  America.  He  also  lield  the  office  of 
Clerk  i»f  the  Court  nf  Chester  Coiiiity ; 
aided  in  f(.unding  and  vvas  President  of  the 
"West  Chester  Medical  Soeii-ty;"  was 
President  of  a  railway  company';  in  1847 
he  was  robbed  of  s'.')(),(l(l(»  belonging  to 
the  bank  of  which  he  was  Presidt^nt ;  liis 
publications  on  botany  and  kindred  sub- 
jects are  (piite  numerous;  in  l.-^lS  In- re- 
ceived from  Yale  College  the  degree;  of 
Doctor  of  Laws,  and  in  ]s.')5  that  of  Doctor 
of  IMiysical  Science  from  Di(d<inson  Col- 
lege; and  he  has  been  elected  a  member 
of  some  forty  learned  soci(;ties  in  America 
and  Europe.     Died  in  1803. 

Darragh,  Cornelius. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843  to  1847 , 

Davee,  Thomas. — Born  in  Plymouth, 
Massachusetts,  l)ecend)er  9,  1797:  re- 
moved to  Maine,  and  was  bred  a  mercdiant; 
served  six  years  in  the  two  Houses  of  the 
Maine  Legislature  ;  served  a  second  term 
in  the  State  Assembly,  and  was  chosen 
Speaker ;  he  was  also  High  Sheritl*  of 
Somerset  County,  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress  from  1837  to  1841.  He  was  also 
for  many  years  a  Postmaster  in  Maine,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a  Seinitor 
elect  of  the  State  Legislature.  He  died, 
supported  l)y  the  hopes  of  the  Christian, 
December  9,  1841. 

Davenport,  Franklin. — He  was  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  New  JiM-sey, 
from  1798  to  1799,  but  was  superseded  by 
J.  Schureman,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress  from  1799  to  l^Ul. 

Davenport,  James. — He  was  a  gra<lu- 
ate  of  Yale  College  in  1777,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Con- 
necticut, from  1790  to  1797,  in  which  year 
he  died. 

Davenport,  John. — He  was  born  in 
Connecticut;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in 
1770;  was  a  tutor  in  that  College  in 
1773-74;  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Connecticut,  from  1799  to  1~^IT. 
He  died  in  1830. 

Davenport,  John. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1827  to  1829. 

Davenport,  Thomas.— He  Avns  born

Office  at  Greensburg,  Louisiana;  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Legislature  of  that  State  in  \t*'M, 
where  he  str\-ed,  from  ditfert-nt  ])arishes, 
some  thirteen  years;  and  he  was  elected  a

tiou;  while  yet  a  boy,  he  was  employed 
as  a  writer  in  the  County  and  Circuit 
Courts  of  his  district ;  studied  law ,  and 
came  to  the  bar  in  l!r'23.  In  l^f^i  he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Lt-gislature,  and  was 
twice  re-elected;  in  I?vW  he  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Constitutional  Convention; 
from  Ir^y  to  H4T  he  was  a  Representative 
iu  Congress  from  Kentucky,  and  declined 
a  re-election  ;  and,  though  always  actively 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession, 
be  has  ever  devoted  much  attention  to  the 
p«n*uits  of  agriculture.

He  was 
a  cadet  from  18:24  to  1828;  Second  Lieu- 
tenant of  infantry  from  1828  to  1833; 
First  Lieutenant  of  drat^oons  from  1833  to 
1835,  serving"  in  various  campaiji^ns  ap;ainst 
tlie  Indians;  was  Adjutant  of  drjig-oons, 
and  at  difierent  times  served  in  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department;  in  1844  was  a 
Presidential  Elector;  in  1845  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  Missis- 
sippi for  one  term,  but  resigned  in  184G  to 
become  Colonel  of  a  volunteer  regiment  to 
serve  in  ^lexico;  in  Mexico  he  received 
the  appointment  of  Brigadier  General ;  in 
1847  was  appointed  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
to  fill  a  vacancy,  and  was  elected  for  the 
term  ending  in  1851,  but  resigned  in  1850; 
was  re-elected  for  a  term  of  six  years,  but 
resigned  ;  was  appointed  Secretary  of  War 
by  President  Pierce,  serving  throughout 
liis  administration  ;  and  in  1857  again  took 
his  Stat  in  the  United  States  Senate  for  the 
term  of  six  years,  serving  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Mihtary  Affairs,  and  a 
member  of  those  on  Public  Buildings  and 
Grounds  and  on  Printing.  In  February, 
1861,  he  withdrew  from  the  Senate,  be- 
came identified  with  the  Great  Rebellion, 
and  was  elected  President  of  the  so-called 
"  Southern  Confederacy."  He  was  subse- 
quently confined  as  a  prisoner  of  state  in 
I'ortress  Monroe. 

Davis,  John. — Born  in  Northborough, 
Massachusetts,  January  13,  1787;  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  in  1812  ;  adopted  the 
profession  of  law ;  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1815;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  J825tol833;  Governor  of  Massachu- 
setts during  the  years  1833  and  1834,  and 
1841  and  1842;  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
1835  to  1841,  and  again  from  1847  to  1853, 
always  serving  on  important  committees 
and  exerting  much  infiuence.  On  account 
of  his  many  popular  qualities,  he  was  called 
"  Honest  John  Davis."  He  died  suddenly, 
at  Worcester,  April  19,  1854. 

Davis,  John.— He  v^as  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1839  to  1841. 

Davis,  John  G. — Born  in  Fleming 
County,  Kentucky,  October  10,  1810.  His 
education  was  obtained  at  a  country  school, 
where,  during  the  winter  months,  he  stu- 
died the  rudiments  of  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic.  He  was  bred  to  the  occupation 
of  a  farmer;  was  elected  Sheriff  of  Parke 
County,  Indiana,  and  resigned  in  1832. 
He  was  Clerk  of  the  Superior  and  Inferior 
Courts  of  that  county  from  1833  to  1851, 
and  was  a  Representative,  from  Indiana, 


in  the  Thirty-second,  Thirty-third,  and 
Thirty-fifth  Congresses,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  and 
also  served  on  the  Committee  to  Examine 
into  the  Accounts  of  the  late  Clerk  of  the 
House,  Williiiiu  Culloui.  He  was  also  re- 
elected to  the  Tiiirty-sixth  Congress,  serv- 
ing as  a  member  of  tiie  Conunittee  on  Pub- 
lic Lands.  Died  at  Terre  Haute,  Indiana, 
January  IS,  IH'A). 

Davis,  John  W. — He  was  born  in  Lan- 
caster, Prinisyhania,  in  1799;  after  com- 
pleting his  medical  studies  in  BahiuKjre, 
in  1821,  at  the  Medical  College,  he  emi- 
grated in  1823  to  Indiana.  He  served  first, 
in  1829,  as  a  Surrogate,  and  then  in  the 
Legislature  of  that  State,  and  was  Speaker 
of  the  lower  branch,  both  before  and  after 
his  senices  in  Congress,  viz:  in  1832  and 
1841 ;  and  was  also  a  Commissioner  to 
make  a  treaty  with  the  Indians.  He  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Indiana, 
from  1835  to  1837,  from  1839  to  1841,  and 
again  from  1843  to  1847,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands, 
and  was  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives during  the  Twenty-ninth  Con- 
gress. He  was,  in  1848,  appointed  Minis- 
ter to  China,  and,  subsequently',  held  the 
position  of  Governor  of  Oregon  Territory. 
He  was  also  President  of  the  Baltimore 
Convention  which  nominated  Franklin 
Pierce  for  President,  in  1852.  Died  at  Car- 
lisle, Indiana,  August  22,  1859. 

Davis,  Reuben. — Born  in  Tennessee, 
January  IS,  1813.  He  was  self-educated, 
owing  to  the  limited  means  of  his  father. 
He  studied  and  practiced  medicine  for  a 
few  years,  and  afterwards  pursued  the  law 
as  a  profession.  In  18.35  was  chosen  Dis- 
trict Attorney  for  the  Sixth  Judicial  Dis; 
trict  of  Mississippi.  In  1837  he  was  re- 
elected to  the  same  office ;  served  four 
months,  in  1842,  on  the  bench  of  the  High 
Com't  of  Errors  and  Appeals  ;  was  in  the 
Mexican  war  as  Colonel  conmiandant  of 
the  Mississippi  Rifles,  but  resigned  cm  ac- 
count of  sickness,  and  was  in  no  battle  - 
was  elected  to  the  lower  branch  of  the 
State  Legislature  from  1855  to  1857;  and 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Cojnmittees  on 
Post  Olfices  and  Post  Roads,  and  Expendi- 
tures in  the  Navy  Dejiartment.  Re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Sjieeial  Committee  of  Thirty- 
three.     Joined  the  Rebellion  in  1861. 

Davis,  Richard  D.— He  was  born  in 
New  York,  graduated  at  Yah-  College  in 
1818,  and  was   a  Representative   in  Con- 
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gress,  from  Lis  native  State,  from  1S41  to 
1^45. 

Davis,  Roger. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  C^>n<:^e>^.  Irum  Pennsvlvania,  from 
Ir-JltolflO. 

Davis,  SamueL — He  was  bom  in  Mas- 

pacliu.-eii.-,  aud  was  a  Kepre<eutative  iu 
Coi'grress,  fri>m  that  State,  frt»m  l-'l::?  to 
l'?)').

Dawson,  John  B. — He  was  born  at 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  1800,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Conf^ress,  from  Lon- 
isiaua,  from  1841  to  the  time  of  his  deatli, 
which  occnrred  at  St.  Francisville,  Lou- 
isiana, June  '26,  1845.  He  had  repeatedly 
served  in  the  Legislature  of  Louisiana; 
was  a  Militia  General  of  the  State;  and 
was  Judge  of  the  Parish  Court  in  which 
he  resided  before  his  election  to  Congress. 

Da-wson,  John  L. — He  was  born  in 
Uniontown,  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania, 
February  7,  1813;  was  educated  at  Wash- 
ington College;  adopted  the  profession  of 
law;  was  appointed  by  President  Polk,  in 
1845,  United  States  Attorney  for  the  West- 
ern District  of  Pennsylvania;  was  elected 
a  Representative,  from  Pennsylvania,  to 
the  Thirty-second  and  Thirty-third  Con- 
gresses, serving  during  the  last  term  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agricul- 
ture;  and  in  1852  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Coiujuittee  on  Foreign  Affairs,  and 
also  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 
Hje  was  the  author  of  the  Homestead  Bill 
which  passed  in  1854;  and  a  Delegate  to 
the  lialtimore  Conventions  of  1844,  1848, 
and  1860,  and  of  the  Cincinnati  Conven- 
tion of  185(5,  when,  on  the  part  of  Penn- 
sylyania,  he  delivered  the  speech  acknowl- 
edging the  nomination  of  Mr.  Buchanan. 
He  was  appointed  Governor  of  Kansas,  by 
President  Pierce,  in  1855,  but  d(;clined  the 
appointment ;  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Rules  and  Foreign  Affairs. 

Dawson,  "William  C. — Born  in  Greene 
County,  Georgia,  January  4,  1798,  and 
died  May  5,  1856.  He  graduated  at  Frank- 
lin College  in  1816;  studied  law  at  home 
and  at  Litchfield,  Connecticut ;  and  having 
been  admitted  to  the  bar,  settled  at  Greens- 
borough,  in  1818,  where  he  was  eminently 
successful  as  a  jury  lawyer.  He  was  for 
twelve  years  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  Georgia,  and  several  times 
Senator  and  Representative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture. He  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Georgia,  from  1837  to  1842;  j 
and  in  1845  he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  i 
Ockmulgee  Circuit;  and  from  1840  to  1855  \ 
he  was  a  Senator  of  the  United  States, 
where  he  served -on  important  conunittees, 
and  spoke  on  many  questions  of  national 


interest,    and    commanded   a  wide   iutlu-: 
ence. 

Dawson,  "William  J. — A  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina, 
from  1703  to  1705. 

Day,  Rowland. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  Xew  York  Assembly  in  1816  and  1817, 
and  was  a  Rcpnisentative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1^523  to  1825,  aud 
again  from  1833  to  1-^35. 

Day,  Timothy  C. — He  was  born  in 
Ohio,  and  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress. 

Dayan,  Charles. — Born  at  Amsterdam, 
New  York,  July  16,  1702;  until  fourteen 
years  of  age  he  worked  in  a  mill ;  at  that 
time  he  began  to  study,  and  was  success- 
ful ;  taught  school  for  four  winters  at  a 
monthly  price  of  two  dollars  per  month  ; 
studied  law,  and  was  a  successful  jiracti- 
tioner  for  many  years.  He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1831  to  1833;  a  State  Senator  in  1827 
and  1828;  acting  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
1820;  and  a  member  of  the  Assi-mbly  in 
1835  and  1836.  He  was  also  District  At- 
torney for  Lewis  County  for  five  years. 

Dayton,  Elias.— He  was  an  officer  of 
the  Rfvolution,  and  in  1778  was  appointed 
by  Congress  Colonel  of  the  New  Jersey 
Regiment,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  was 
promoted  to  Brigadier  General,  and  held 
the  office  of  Major  General  of  Militia.  He 
wa?  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  1787  to  1788.  He  died  at  Eliza- 
bethtown,  July,  1807,  aged  seventy-one. 

Dayton,  Jonathan. — A  native  of  New 
Jersey  ;  graduated  at  Princeton  College  in 
1776  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Convention  in 
1787  which  formed  the  Constitution,  and 
signed  that  instrument ;  was  a  Representa- 
tive  in  Congress  from  1791  to  1700 ;  8[ieaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  1705 
to  1707  ;  and  was  a  Senator  of  tlu>  United 
States,  from  New  Jersey,  from  1700  to 
1805.  He  was  a  distinguished  statesnnm, 
and  died  at  Kli/.abethtown,  New  Jersey, 
October  0,  1824,  aged  about  sixty-eight 
years. 

Dayton,  "William  L. — Born  in  Somer- 
set County,  New  Jersey,  February  17, 
1807;  graduated  at  Princeton  Colh'go  in 
1825;  was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  having 
come  to  the  bar  in  1830;  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Senate  of  New  Jersey  in  1837 ; 
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was  appointed  one  of  the  Justices  of  the 
►Superior  Court  of  the  State  Febmary  28, 
1838,  and  resio;ned  said  otiiee  in  1^41,  and 
resumed  the  jiractiee  of  hiw ;  was  a  Sena- 
tor in  Coufjross  from  l>-42  to  1851.  In 
March,  1857,  was  appointed  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  New  Jersey,  which  otiice  he  held 
until  18(jl,  when  he  was  appointed,  by 
Presidi'ut  Lincohi,  Minister  to  France. 
He  was  also  a  Iic;xent  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution.  Died  iu  Paris,  December  2, 
1804. 

Deau,  Ezra. — lie  was  born  in  Xew 
York,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  1841  to  1845. 

Dean,  Gilbert,— Is  a  native  of  Ploa-sant 
^'all^■y,  Ihitihcss  County,  New  Yoik.  In 
May,  1837,  lie  i-iitered  the  Anienia  Semi- 
nary, and  in  September  of  the  same  year 
he  went  to  Vale  College,  and  graduated  in 
1841.  He  studied  law  in  Pine  Plains,  and 
commenceil  practice  in  Poughkeej)sie  in 
1844,  attaining  eminence  iu  hi-;  protessiun  ; 
and  was  electi-d  a  luiireseiitative  in  C«>n- 
gress,  from  New  York,  tVum  K)!  to  I.S'>:i. 
Whs  re-elected  for  a  hec«ind  term,  but  re- 
signtnl  in  1854  to  accept  the  otHce  of  Judge 
ot  the  Sujireme  Court  of  the  Statu. 

Deaii,  Josiah. — II«-  was  born  in  Hayn- 
ham,  Massachu>etL8,  March  IG,  174'^;  was 
a  Presidential  Elector  in  l'<i)5;  wa-s  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  froui  Ma-s*achu- 
setts,  from  1S»7  to  !-(»l».  From  l->U4  to 
1807  he  WHS  a  State  Senator;  and  in  HIO 
and  181 1  was  a  meud..r  of  the  Stale  Legis- 
lature.    Died  October  14,  1818. 

Deau,  Sidney.— He  was  b«»ru  in  Ghw- 
tenbury,    Hartford    County,    Connecticut, 
November  1(»,    I8I"<.     He  received  only  a 
common  school  education ;   entered   u|M»n 
active  lit''?  as  a  manufacturer;   but  subse- 
quently became  a  clergyman.     Ho  ser\'e<l 
one  year  in  the  Legislatua*  of  Connecticut, 
and  was  elected  a  Hepresentative  in  Con- 
gress,  from   that    State,   in   18,')5,  and  re-  ! 
♦fleeted  in  1857  ;  officiating  during  his  first  i 
term  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  1 
Public  Kx|>endituies,  and  as  a  member  of  j 
the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Iu  l-^iid  he  settled  iu  Khodo  Island  US  a 
clergyman, 

Deane,  Sileis.— A  native  of  Connecti- 
cut;   giadiiated  at    Yale  CoUege  in   1758.   , 
He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con-  ', 
gress  from  1774  to  177t),  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed  a  political  and  connnercial  agent 
to  France,  but  was  recalled  by  Congress,  ' 
iu  couse<iueuce  of  certiiiu  coutracts  which  I 


he  made.  In  1784  he  published  an  address 
to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  com- 
plaining of  the  manner  in  which  he  had 
been  treated.  He  went  to  Europe  soou 
at"ter  an<l  died  in  extreme  poverty  at  Deal, 
England,  in  1789.  His  intercepted  letters 
to  his  brothers  and  others  were  published 
in  178J. 

Dearborn,  Henry. — \Vas  a  native  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  settled,  in  the  prac- 
tice of  Physic,  at  Portsmoutli.  He  was  a 
Captain  in  Stark's  regiment  at  the  battle 
of  Hunker  Hill;  he  accompanied  Arnold 
in  the  expedition  through  the  wilderness  of 
Maine  to  (Quebec ;  he  was  capturtd  by  the 
j  British,  and  put  into  close  confinement ; 
but  in  .May,  177t;,  was  permitted  to  return 
I  on  parole;  in  March,  1777,  he  was  ex- 
!  changed  ;  he  .served  as  a  Major  in  tin-  army 
I  underrates  at  the  capture  of  Hurgoyne. 
j  He  distinguished  himself  at  the  battle  of 
Monmouth  by  a  gallant  charge  on  the 
enemy.  Dearborn  being  sent  t«i  ask  f\)r 
further  orders,  Washington  impiired,  by 
way  of  commendatitm,  "What  troops  are 
tho'swf*  *•  Full-bloodeil  Yankees  from 
New  Hampshire,  sir,"  wjis  the  reply.  Iu 
177'J  he  Hccom|Mini«>tl  Sullivan  in  his  expe- 
dition a;;ainsl  the  Indians;  in  H-^O  he  was 
with  the  army  in  New  Jersey  ;  in  I7r«|  ho 
wa-s  at  Yorktown.  at  the  surrentler  «»f  Ci»ru- 
wallis;  iu  H-^y  Washington  a|)p«»inted  him 
Marshal  of  the  District  of  .Maine.  He  wfis 
elected  a  inemUT  of  Congress,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  171U  lo  I7'J7.  In  1-^<I|  he 
was  apiKjiuteil  Secretary  of  War.  and  held 
the  otluf  till  lrt4»y,  when  h.-  was  appointed 
to  the  otfice  of  Collector  td*  Ho»lon.  lu 
Hl'i  he  received  a  commission  jlh  senior 
Major  General  in  the  army  of  the  I'nited 
States.  In  the  spring  of  l-l^  he  captured 
York,  in  rpp«r  Cauiida,  and  Fort  George, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Niagara,  He  wujj  re- 
called by  Pri-?»ideiit  Madison  in  July.  He 
was  orden-d  to  a.ssume  the  command  of  the 
military  district  of  New  York  City.  Iu 
Hi-J  he  was  appointed  Minister  Plenipo- 
tentiary to  Portugal;  two  years  after  he 
returned  to  America  at  his  own  request. 
He  died  in  18-2y,  aged  seventy-eight  years. 

Dearborn,  HeiuTr  A.  S.— Bora  in  178:1, 

in  Exeter,  New  llaihpsliire;  wa.s  educated 
at  William  and  Mary  College,  Virginia, 
tuid  commenced  the  study  of  law  in  Wash- 
ington, while  his  father  waa  Secretary  of 
War  under  Jeti'erson.  He  tinished  his 
studies  at  Salem,  Mas.sachu.setLs,  and  com- 
menced to  priictic*}  in  that  city.  He  re- 
moved to  Portland,  and  suj»erintended  tbo 
erection  of  the  forts  iu  the  harbor.  Ho 
was  appointed  Collector  of  Boston  by  Pre- 
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Hideiit  Madison,  (having  been  previously 
made  Deputy  Collector  by  his  father,  when 
Collector,)  as  an  inducement  lor  liis  father 
to  accept  the  connnand  of  the  army,  and 
lie  held  the  ofitice  until  removed  by  General 
Jackson  in  1829.  In  181'i  he  was  Briga- 
dier of  Militia,  and  had  the  command  of 
the  troops  in  Boston  harbor.  In  1821  was 
a  member  of  the  Convention  for  revising 
the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts.  lu 
1829  was  a  Representative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture from  Koxbury ;  and  the  same  year 
chosen  Executive  Councillor,  and  the  fol- 
lowing year  a  State  Senator.  From  1831 
to  1833  he  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress. He  was  soon  appointed  Adjutant 
General  of  Massachusetts,  and  continued 
in  that  otfice  till  J 843,  when  he  was  re- 
moved for  lending  some  of  the  State  arms 
during  the  Dorr  Rebellion  in  Rhode  Island. 
In  1847  was  chosen  Mayor  of  Roxbury, 
which  office  he  held  until  his  death.  While 
in  the  Custom-house,  in  Boston,  he  wrote 
and  published  three  volumes  on  the  "Com- 
merce of  the  Black  Sea."  He  also  wrote 
a  biography  of  Commodore  Braiubridge, 
and  one  of  his  father  ;  a  book  on  Architec- 
ture, and  a  Life  of  Christ.  He  died  in 
Portland,  Maine,  July  29,  1851. 

Deberry,  Edmund. — Born  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  North  Carolina,  August 
14,  1787.  He  was  educated  at  the  ordi- 
nary schools  of  the  county,  and  having 
entered  public  life,  in  1806,  as  a  member 
of  the  State  Legislature,  he  continued  to 
serve  there,  with  occasional  intermissions, 
until  1828 ;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  1829 
to  1831,  from  lS33to  184.5,  and  again  from 
1849  to  1851.  Died  in  his  native  county 
in  1859. 

Defrees,  Joseph  H. — He  was  born  in 
Carthage,  AVhite  County,  Tennessee,  May 
13,  1812;  received  a  good  common  school 
education  ;  spent  his  early  days  engaged 
in  the  printing  business,  but  subse(iueutly 
turned  his  attention  to  merchandising  in 
Indiana;  ir  1836  he  was  elected  Sheriff  of 
Elkhart  County,  and  re-elected  in  1838; 
in  1849  he  was  elected  to  the  Indiana 
Legislature,  in  1850  to  the  State  Senate, 
and  in  1864  he  was  chosen  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Indiana,  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Banking  and  Currency  and  Roads  and 
Canals. 

De  Graff,  John  I. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1827  to  1829,  and  again  from  1837  to 
1839. 


Deitz,  William. — He  was  born  in  Scho- 
harie County,  XtAv  York,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  N<'w  York  Assembly  in  1814 
and  1815;  a  Rejfrcsentative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1825  to  1827:  and  a 
State  Senator  from  1830  to  1833. 

De  Jarnette,  Daniel  C— Born  in  Caro- 
line County,  \'irgiuiii,  in  1>'22;  received  a 
liberal  education  ;  adoj)ted  the  occupation 
of  a  farmer ;  served  many  years  in  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia ;  and  was  elected 
a  Representative,  from  that  State,  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Revolutionary  Claims.  Re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Withdrew  in  1861. 

Delano,  Charles. — Born  in  Braintree, 
Massachusetts,  in  1820;  graduated  at  Am- 
herst College  in  1840;  studied  law,  and 
came  to  the  bar  in  1842;  in  1850  he  was 
appointed  Treasurer  of  Hampshire  Coun- 
ty; and  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Massachusetts,  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions. 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress. 

Delano,  Columbus. — He  was  born  in 
Shoreham,  Vermont,  in  1809;  removed  to 
Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  in  1817;  Avas  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  in  1831,  and  became  emi- 
nently successful  both  as  a  criminal  prose- 
cutor and  an  advocate.  In  1844  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  Ohio  to  the 
Twenty-ninth  Congress,  and  served  on  the 
Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions.  In  1847 
he  was  candidate  for  Governor,  but  lacked 
two  votes  of  a  nomination.  In  ISGu  was 
a  Delegate  to  the  Chicago  Conventior. 
In  1861  was  appointed  Commissary  Gene- 
ral of  Ohio,  and  filled  the  office  with  great 
success  until  the  General  Government  as- 
sumed the  subsistence  of  all  State  troops. 
In  1862  he  was  a  candidate  for  United 
States  Senator,  but  again  lacked  two  votes 
of  nomination.  In  1863  he  was  elected  to 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  Ohio,  and 
was  a  prominent  member  of  that  body, 
taking  a  leading  part  in  shaping  the  im- 
portant legislation  of  that  session.  In 
1864  he  was  a  member  of  the  Baltimore 
Convention,  and  Chairman  of  the  Ohio 
Delegation,  zealously  supporting  President 
Lincoln  and  Andrew  Jolinson.  He  was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Claims.  Having  relinquished  the  practice 
of  his  profession,  he  became  extensively 
engaged  in  agricultural  piu'suits  and  the 
business  of  banking. 
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Delaplauie,  Isaac  C. — He  was  bora  iu 
New  Yuik,  and  was  elt-cted  a  Represeuta-  ; 
tive,  from  that  .State,  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Coufjress,  serviiif^  on  the   Committee   on 
Public  liiiilding.s  and  Grounds. 

Dellet,  James. — He  was  a  native  of  ! 
Ireland  ;  and  one  of  the  early  praduatcs  of 
the  University  of  .South  Carolina,  liavinpf 
left  it  in  l":^I(»;  he  adopted  the  profession 
of  law,  coming  to  the  bar  iu  1813;  was  a 
Commissi'iner  in  I^piity  ;  removed  to  Ala- 
bama in  I'jl'".  where  he  was  appointed  a 
Jud{re  of  the  Circuit  Court,  ami  frequently 
represented  his  county  in  tin'  State  Legis- 
lature ;  and  was  a  liepreseutativo  iu  Con- 
gress, from  Alabama,  from  1  '■''.i'J  to  1S4I,  and 
again  frouj  1S4.J  to  l.'!;4.'>.  He  died  at  Clai- 
bourne,  December  "J  1 , 1 848,  aged  sixty  years. 

Demiug,  Henry  C— H.*  was  born  iu

Denver,  James  "W. — Born  in  Win- 
chester, Virginia,  in  1818.  When  quite 
young  he  emigrated  to  Ohio  with  his 
parents ;  received  a  good  education  ;  in 
1841  he  went  to  Missouri,  where  he  taught 
school  and  studied  law ;  he  served  in  the 
Mexican  war  as  a  Captain,  under  appoint- 
ment from  President  Polk;  in  1850  he 
went  to  California,  where  he  was  appointed 
a  member  of  a  relief  committee  to  protect 
emigrants,  and  afterwards  Secretary  of 
State  of  Calitbruia;  he  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive, from  California,  in  the  Thirty-fourth 
Congress ;  by  President  Buchanan  he  was 
appointed  a  Commissioner  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs, which  office  he  resigned  to  accept 
the  appointment  of  Governor  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Kansas,  which  position  he  resigned 
in  November,  1858,  and  was  reappointed 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Atfairs  Resigned 
March,  1859. 

Desaussure,  "William  F. — He  Avas

Desha,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in  Penn-

was  Governor  of  Kentucky  for  four  years, 
frofn  1824  ;  and  died  at  Georgetown,  Ken- 
tucky, October  13,  1842. 

Desha,  Robert. — He  was  a  prominent 
merchant  of  ^Iol>ih',  and  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1H27  to 
1831 .  He  was  the  brother  of  Joseph  Desha.

He  was 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business. 

Dewey,  Daniel. — Was  a  lawyer,  hav- 
ing studied  under  Theodore  Sedgwick,  and 
attained  a  high  rank  in  his  profession.  He 
Avas  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  State, 
and  a  Representative  i%  Congress,  from 
Massachusetts,  in  1813  and  1814,  Avhen  he 
resigned ;  Avas  appointed  Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  ^Massachusetts  in  1814. 
He  died  June  3,  1815. 

De  "Witt,  Alexander. — Born  in  Wor- 
cester County,  Massachusetts,  A]»ril  2, 
1797;  Avas  a  Representative  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  from  1830  to  1836; 
devoted  himself  to  the  manufacturing  busi- 
ness ;  Avas  a  bank  President ;  and  Avas  a 
Representative  in  Cougiess,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  1853  to  1857.  He  Avas  also 
a  State  Senator  in  1842,  1844,  ls'>0,  and 
1851 ;  and  a  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1853. 

De  "Witt,  Charles. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  NcAv  York  to  the  Continental  Congress, 
from  1783  to  1785. 

De  Witt,  Charles  G. — He  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Ncav  York, 
from  1829  to  1831,  and  appointed  Charge 
d'Affaires,  for  Central  America,  in  1833. 
He  died  at  Newburg,  April  13,  1839.

Goshen,  Litclifielil  County,  Connecticut, 
Septendx-r  II,  IHH);  ninoved  with  his 
father  to  Chenango  County.  New  York,  in 
18(.H3  ;  received  a  common  scho«il  education ; 
and  in  18'21  lie  entered  tipon  the  duties  of  a 
school  teacher,  and,  without  the  aid  of  au 
instructor,  mastered  the  Latin  language, 
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and  became  vei'sed  in  tlie  higher  branches 
of  niutheii>atics  and  other  sciences.  He 
studied  law,  came  to  the  bar  in  18:50,  and 
settled  in  l^inghamtou,  wliere  he  lonj^ 
practiced  his  profession  with  success.  In 
18:56  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate, 
serviuf::  from  1837  to  184U;  was  Judo^e  of 
the  Court  of  Errors  from  183G  to  1841 ;  from 
1842  to  1844  he  was  President  of  said  Court, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  and  also  President 
of  the  Senate ;  was  a  Regent  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  York  in  1843;  was  a  member 
of  the  Convention  which  nominated  J.  K. 
Polk  for  President,  and  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  1844 ;  and  he  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress  from  New  York  from  1844  to 
18.')1,  serving  on  important  committees, 
originating  and  ably  supporting  several  im- 
portant measures.  In  18G1  he  was  elected 
Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  New  York ; 
Avas  a  Delegate  to  the  Baltimore  Conven- 
tion of  181)4 ;  and  in  1805  he  was  appointed 
by  President  Lincoln  United  States  District 
Attorney  for  the  Southern  District  of  New 
Y'ork ;  and  died  suddenly  in  that  city  April 
12,  18GG.  Before  accepting  his  last  public 
position  he  declined  several  appointments 
tendered  to  him  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Governor  of  New 
York. 

Dickinson,  David  W, — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1833  to  1835,  and  again  from  J  843  to 
1845,  and  died  at  Franklin,  Tennessee, 
April  27,  of  the  latter  year. 

Dickinson,  Edward. — He  Avas  born  in 
Massachusetts  ;  adopted  the  profession  of 
law ;  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  in  1838  and  1839;  a  State  Sen- 
ator in  1842  and  1843;  a  State  Councillor 
in  1845  and  1846;  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from  1853 
to  1855.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Amherst 
College,  and  a  lawyer  by  profession. 

Dickinson,  John. — He  studied  law  in 
hiladel])hia,  and  spent  three  years  at  the 
emple  in  London.    On  his  return  to  Ame- 
ca  he  commenced  to  practice  in  Philadel- 
hia.     In    1764  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Assembly,  and  in  1765  of  the  General  Con- 
gress.    He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental  Congress,  from  J  774   to   1776,  and 
opposed  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
fearing  the  strength  of  the  country  insuffi- 
cient to  take  so  important  a  stand,  but  was 
the  only  member  of  Congress  to  face  the 
enemy  a  few  days  after  the  publication  of 
the  Declaration.     From  1776  to   1777   he 
was  a  Delegate  to  Congress  from  Delaware, 
and  again  from  1771)  to  1780,  and  signed 


the  Articles  of  Confederation,  as  well  as  the 
Constitution.  In  1781  he  was  President  of 
tlmt  State.  In  1782  he  was  chosen  Presi - 
dent  of  Pennsylvania,  and  tilled  that  office 
till  1785.  In  1767  he  began  to  publish  his 
letters  against  taxation,  and  wrote  the 
greater  portion  of  the  State  papers  of  the 
first  Congress.  His  collected  writings  were 
published  in  1801.  He  died  in  1808,  aged 
seventy-five. 

Dickinson,  John  D.— He  was  born  in 
Middlesex  County,  Connecticut,  in  1767; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1785;  and 
was  a  member  of  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1811)  to  1823,  and  again  from  1827  to 
1831  ;  and  died  at  Troy,  January  28,  1841. 

Dickinson,  Rudolphus. — He  was  born 
in  Massachusetts,  and  having  removed  to 
Ohio,  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1847  to  1849. 
Died  in  August,  1849. 

Dickson,  David. — He  was  a  member^of 
Congress,  iVoiu  Mississippi,  in  1835  and 
183G,  and  died  at  Little  Rock,  Arkansas, 
July  31,  1836. 

Dickson,  John. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1831  to  1835,  and  died  at  West  Bloomfield, 
New  York,  February  22,  1852. 

Dickson,  Samuel.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
during  the  Thirty-fourth  Congress.  He 
died  at  his  residence,  in  New  Scotland, 
New  York,  May  3,  1858,  in  consequence 
of  spinal  injuries  received  while  in  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  public  duties  at  Wash- 
ington. He  had  been  bred  a  physician, 
and  was  universally  respected. 

Dickson,  "William. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1801  to  1807. 

Dillingham,  Paul,  jr. — He  was  born  in 
Shutesl)ury,  Franklin  County,  Massachu- 
setts, August,  1800;  removed  to  Water- 
bury,  Vermont,  with  his  father  in  1805  ; 
received  a  good  education ;  adopted  the 
profession  of  law;  and  was  admitted  to 
practice  in  Washington  County,  in  1824. 
He  was  Town  Clerk  of  Waterbury,  from 
1829  to  1844,  and  Justice  of  the  Peace 
eighteen  years.  He  was  State's  Attorney, 
for  Washington  County,  from  1835  to  1838  ; 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  in  1836  and  1837.  He  was  a 
Representative  to  the  General  AssemMy 
six  years,  and  State  Senator  in  1841   and 
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1842;  and  electetl  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  ]H4:{  to  1^47,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  tlie  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 
He  Las  since  that  time  devoted  himself  to 
the  practice  of  his  ])rufession ;  and  Avas 
elected  Governor  of  Yermuut  tor  the  year 
IbGG. 

Dimmick,  Milo  M. — He  was  bora  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  lJ;4'J  to  ItfoS. 

Dimmick,  William  H.— He  was  l)orn 
in    Milturd,    Rikf   Comity,    IN-nnsylvania,    I 
Decendjer 'iti,  |*|.j,  —  Ho  lectived  an  acatl-  i 
emical  education,  and  adopted  the  profes-  I 
8ion  of  law.    He  was  Prosecuting  Attorney,   i 
for   tlie    Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,   ; 
for  Wayne  County,  in  l^IilJand  1K57  ;  wa.s 
a    nundjer  of   the  State   Senate    iu    ]f^-iiy, 
184(),  and  ]f^47;   and  was  elected  a  Repre-  , 
Bentative,  from  Pennsylvania,  in  the  Thirty- 
liftli    Congress,    ofticiating    as    Chairniau  i 
of  the  Jttint  Conunittre  on  the    Lihrarj". 
He  was  also  re-t-lected  to  the  '1  hirty-sixlh 
Congress,    serving  »>n    the    C«)mmitti'e   on 
Printing.      Hied    at    Houesdale,    I'ennsyl- 
vania,  August  *J,  1-01. 

Dimock,  Davis,  jr.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  C«iiigie.-s,  lr«>m  Pel  iisylvania, 
from  1-41  to  l-4-J.    Hied  January  U,  i.-4'.i. 

Diiismoor,  Samuel. — He  was  born  at 
Londonderry,  New  llanip>hire,  iu  17«W»; 
graduated  at  DartUiouih  ( Ullegi-  in  17-'J; 
was  tor  many  yt-ars  a  Maj«.i  lienciHl  of 
Militia;  u  Presidt-ntial  Elector  in  J^^jl  ; 
and  a  Representative  in  Cougres**,  from 
New  Hampshire,  from  l"^!]  to  l^l:{;  u 
Judge  »>f  I'roliate  ;  and  served  jus  (Joveinor 
of  his  native  State  dining  the  vears  Jf*:{l,  | 
lKi'2,  and  Iblio.  He  died  at  Ke'eue,  March  , 
15,  IKJTi.  '

Disney,  David  T. — He  was  a  native  of 
Ihiltimore,  Maiyland,  and  removed  to  Ciu-  [ 
tinnati,  Uhut,  iu  Ir'Jti.  He  was  fre«|uently 
n  meudier  of  both  branchts  of  the  Slate 
Legislature  i»f  Ohio,  and  three  tin;es  elected 
Sj»eaker.  He  repre.sented  his  adopted  State 
in  Ctiugress,  from  \f^VJ  to  l>oo.  He  died 
in  "NVashitigton,  March  14,  l?ii7,  aged  fifty- 
four  years. 

Divan,  Alexander  S. — He  was  boni  at 
the  head  of  Seiieca  Luke,  town  of  Catharine, 
and  County  of  Tioga,  New  York,  February 
lo,  Jt'U*J;  received  an  acadi-mical  educa- 
tion; studied  law  and  adoj»ted  that  profes- 
sion ;  was  a  Senator  in  the  New  York 
Legislature,  iu  Ic'o"';  and  was  elected  a 
Represeututive,    fruui    New   York,    to   the 


Thirty-'eventh    Congress,    serving    as    a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Dix,  John  A. — Bom  iu  Boscawen,  New 
Hampshire,  July '24,  1798.  He  conunenced 
his  education  by  attending  the  academies  at 
Salisbury  and  Exeter ;  speJrt  one  year  iu  a 
French  college  at  Montreal ;  and,  in  1812, 
was  appointed  a  cadet  in  the  army,  but, 
instead  of  going  to  West  Point,  preferred 
to  join  the  army  on  the  frontier  as  an  En- 
sign;  aud  iu  l!^}'.i  he  was  acting  Adjutant 
of  an  independent  battalion.  In  isi'J  he 
was  aide-de-camp  to  Major  (ieneral  Hrown, 
l>ut  devoted  his  leistne  to  the  study  of  law  ; 
from  that  time  until  1^2?^,  he  visited  Cuba 
and  travelled  iu  Europe  t'or  his  lieallh, 
when  he  .settled  at  Cooperstown  as  a  lawyer. 
In  1-:51  he  was  Ailjutnnt  Cieueral  under 
CJovernor  Throop;  in  l.'?33  he  was  ap- 
pointed S«'cretary  of  State  of  New  York, 
aud  was  a  Regent  of  the  State  l'uive^^ity  ; 
in  1 84 1  he  was  elected  to  the  Ass<-mbly, 
from  Albany;  and  after  making  another 
visit  abroiul,  was  ehcte«l  to  the  Fnited 
States  Senate,  where  he  served  fnuu  l^'4r»to 
184'J.    <  )f  late  years  he  has  b«-en  chiefly  eu- 

faginl  iu  the  numagement  of  a  larpe  estate, 
u  1^2(»  he  received  fVom  Hrown  I'niversity 
the  degree  »»f  Master  of  Arts,  and  iu  l''4.'», 
from  Geneva  CtdUge,  the  <!»  giee  of  l)oct*)r 
•  if  Laws.  Iu  ISiU  he  was  appointed  by 
President  Huchnnan  Postnmster  of  New 
York;  and  iu  .lanmiry,  iNil,  v>hh  ap- 
jioinled  by  Mr.  iJuchaiiau  S<'<-retaiy  of  the 
I'reastjry.  He  .served  in  iSiI  andl-t'ri  as 
a  M»»jor  (u-neral  of  Volunteers,  and  was 
ap]Hdnted  to  the  same  position  iu  the  regu- 
lar army.  In  18(t<i  he  was  appointed  Min- 
ister Rt.tident  to  the  Netherlands. 

Dixon,  Archibald-— Was  born  in  Cas- 
well County,  North  Carolina,  April  2,  l-(r2, 
and  renitived  with  his  father  t(»  Henderson 
County,  Kentucky,  in  ]*•«'.'>.  H«-  received 
only  a  plain  Engii.-h  education  at  the  county 
schruds,  but  ma<le  good  ucv  of  his  advan- 
tages, and  at  the  age  of  twenty  entered 
upon  the  study  of  law,  and  acquired  con- 
siderable reputation  as  a  lawyer.  In  1^30 
he  was  a  Rei)re>eiitative  in  the  Legislature, 
and  iu  l^'Mj  iu  the  .State  Senate,  and  again 
iu  the  Lower  House  iu  1-41.  In  l-4:{wjis 
elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Kentucky. 
In  lf'49  was  a  member  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  for  reforming  State  laws, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  L'nited  States 
Senate,  from  18,')2  to  1 -.'».'>,  being  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resig- 
nation of  his  friend,  Ileury  Clay. 

Dixon,  James.— He  was  bom  in  En- 
field,  Connecticut,  iu  1814;   graduated  ut 
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"Williams  Collej^e,  Massacliusetts,  iu  1834; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law  ;  was  a  mem-  i 
ber  of  the  House  iu  the  Legislature  of  Con- 
necticut iu  1^37,  1838,   and  1844,  and  of 
the  State  Senate  in  1849  and  1854;   was  a 
IJepresentative  iu  Conpi'ess  from  Connec- 
ticut from   184r>  to  1849;    was   elected   a  j 
Senator  in  Congress  for   six   years   from 
1857;   was  re-elected  in  18()3  for  the  term  ; 
ending  in  18l)9;  serving  on  the  Committee  ' 
on  Manufactures  and  various  other  com-  I 
mittees,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  ! 
on  Contingent  Expenses  of  the  Senate,  of  | 
the  Connuittee  on  the  District  of  Columbia,   ; 
and  of  the  Committee  on  the  Post  Otfice 
and  Post  Roads.    He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  National  Committee  appointed  to  ac-  ' 
company  the  remains  of  President  Lincoln 
to  Illinois. 

Dixon,  Joseph  Henry. — A  Represent- 
ative iu  Congress  from  Xorth  Caroliua,  from 
1799  to  1801. 

Dixon,  Nathan  F. — Born  at  Plainfiekl, 
Connecticut,  iu  1774  ;  graduated  at  Brown 
University  in  1799 ;  studied  law,  and 
established  himself  in  Rhode  Island,  in 
1802,  to  practice  his  profession  In  18J3 
he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  General 
A*embly  of  that  State.  From  1839  to 
1842  he  was  a  Senator  of  the  United  States. 
He  died  at  Washington,  District  of  Colum- 
bia, January  *29,  1842. 

Dixon,  Nathan  F. — Born  in  Westerlv, 
Rhode  Island,  May  1,  1812;  fitted  for  Col- 
lege  at  Plaintieid  Academy,  in  Connecticut, 
aud  graduated  at  Brown  University  in 
1833.  He  attended  the  Law  Schools  at 
Xew  Haven  and  Cambridge,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  New  London  in  1837, 
and  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion in  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  CTcneral  Assembly  of 
Rhode  Island  from  1840to  1849;  wasaPres- 
idential  Elector  in  1844  ;  and  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Rhode  Island,  to  the 
Thirty-first  Congress.  He  was  again  elected 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  his  State  in 
1851,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  years, 
held  the  office  until  1859.  In  1863  he  was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Commerce;  and  was  also  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress.  His  father  bearing 
the  same  name  was  a  Senator  in  Congress. 
In  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress  he  served  on 
the  Committees  on  Commerce  and  Expendi- 
tures on  the  Public  Buildings. 

Doane,  William. — He  was  born  in 
Maine,  aud  having  removed  to  Ohio,  was 


elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1839  to  1843. 

Dobbin,  James  C. — He  was  born  in 
1814  ;  graduated  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  in  ]8".»2.  He  was  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  and  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  liis  native  State,  in 
1845,  and  declined  a  re-election.  He  served 
Iu  the  State  Legislature  in  1848  and  1850, 
and  during  the  last  session  officiated  as 
Speaker;  and  in  18.52  was  a  Presidential 
Elector.  His  eloquence  at  the  bar  and  in  tho 
legislative  hall  is  said  to  have  been  (^f  the 
most  winning  charactsr,  and  his  urbane 
manners  and  amiable  disposition  made 
him  a  general  favorite.  He  was  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  during  the  wliole  of  President 
Pierce's  administration,  and  he  died  at  Fay- 
etteville,  North  Carolina,  August  4,  1857. 

Dockery,  A. — He  was  a  native  of  North 
Carolina,  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1845  to  1847,  and 
again  from  1851  to  1853. 

Dodd,  Edward. — Bom  in  Salem, 
Washington  County,  New  York,  in  1805; 
was  bred  a  merchant ;  chosen  County  Clerk 
of  the  County  of  Washington  for  three 
temis  of  three  years  each,  commencuig 
January  1,  1835;  was  a  member  of  the 
Constitutional  Convention  of  New  York  in 
1846;  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  in  1855,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Doddridge,  Philip. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  in 
1829,  and  continued  in  that  position  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  Washington 
Noveml)er  19,  1832.  He  was  a  distin- 
guished lawyer,  aud  commanded  great  in- 
Suence  in  Congress.  He  was  about  sixty 
years  of  age. 

Dodge,  Augustus  C. — He  was  born  in 
Missouri,  and  was  a  Delegate  to  Congress, 
from  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  from  1841  to 
1847  ;  a  Presidential  Elector  for  the  State 
of  Iowa  in  1848 ;  a  Senator  iu  Congress, 
from  the  State  of  Iowa,  from  1848  to  1855  ; 
after  which  lie  received,  from  President 
Pierce,  the  appointment  of  Minister  to 
Spain,  which  he  resigned.  He  was  a  del- 
egate also  to  the  Chicago  Conveutiou  of 
1864. 

Dodge,  Henry. — He  was  born  iu  Indi- 
ana, and  removed  to  Wisconsin  ;  served, 
with  great  credit,  as  an  officer  of  volunteers, 
on  the  Northwestern  frontiers.  lb'  distin- 
guished himself   especially   iu    the  Black 
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Hawk  war,  and,  as  an  Indian  fifrliter,  was  j 
thought  to  have  no  superior.  When  tlie  ! 
first  regiment  of  dragoons  was  raistd  in  j 
]H33,  he  was  aji])ointed  Colonel,  which  | 
office  he  resigned  in  I'^^fi,  when  he  was  i 
appointed  Governor  of  Wisconsin  Territory  j 
and  Superintendent  of  Indian  Atiairs.  He  ,■ 
was  a  Delegate  to  Congress,  from  Wiscon-  I 
sin,  from  J. "^41  to  lr'4r),  and  a  Senator  in  I 
Congress,  from  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  | 
from  184ti  to  leC)?. 

Dodge,  "William  E.— He  was  born  in 
Il!irtt<.r.l,  Coinircticut,  SepffUil-er 4,  l>(ir>; 
received  a  good  coiiiuion  >cliool  education; 
in  liis  thirteenth  year  he  removed  to  New 
York  and  entered  a  counting-house  as 
clerk  ;  and  on  reaching  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  he  comuKnctd  husiness  on  his  own 
account,  and  was  for  forty  years  at  the  liead 
of  one  of  the  nuist  extensive  importing  and 
manufacturing  estahlishments  in  the  c«)un- 
try.  He  was  jnominently  connected  with 
numy  ofthepuV)lic  improvemt-ntsof  llu-day; 
was  a  memlier  of  the  Peace  Convention  of 
li^dl  ;  devotid  much  time  ami  money  to  the 
support  of  the  (Jovernment  during  the  lie- 
beilion  ;  was  for  many  years  President  of 
tlie  National  Temperance  Society  ;  active 
iu  the  various  religious  and  benevolent  op- 
erations of  New  York  :  and  was  elected  a 
lienresentative,  from  New  York,  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress,  liaving  success- 
fully ctintested  the  seat  of  .lames  ItrmikM  : 
serving  on  tlie  Commilteo  on  Foreign 
AlVairs. 

Doe,  Nicholas  B. — Horn  in  New  York, 
and  elected  a  K'epresentative,  from  that 
State,  to  the  Twenty-sixth  Congress,  in 
place  of  A.  iJrown,  deceased. 

Doig,  AndrcTw  W. — He  was  born  in 
Washiiigiou  County,  New  York,  and  was 
a  Keprocntative  iu  Congress,  from  that 
State,  trom  l^'Mi  to  1>4;{,  having  previ«»usly 
served  «>ne  year.  \^'.)'2,  iu  the  State  Assem- 
bly. He  was  nnmy  years  a  teacher  and 
surveyor,  a  County  Clerk  tor  one  year,  and 
held  tlie  office  of  Surrogate  from  l.-!:io  to 
1?4U  He  went  to  California  in  l->49, 
but  subsequently  returned  to  his  native 
county. 

Donnell,  Richard  S. — He  was  bom  in 

Ni>rtli  CaroTuKi.  and  was  a  Kepresentative 
in  Congress,  fiom  that  .State,  from  I?47  to 
1S41».  In  1S(;:{  he  published  a  Letter  on 
the  Kebellion,  which  attracted  gieat  atten- 
tion. 

Donnelly,  Ignatius. — lie  was  born  -n 
rhiladi  lidiia,    Pennsylvania,  November  3, 


1831  ;  graduated  at  the  Central  High 
School  in  that  city ;  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1S53;  emigrated  to 
Minnesota  in  1857;  was  elected  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  of  that  State  in  1S51>;  re- 
elected in  1S<)I,  and  in  1S()*2  was  elected  a 
Kepresentative,  from  Minnesota,  to  tlie 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  and  served  on  the 
Committees  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post 
Koads  and  F.xoenditures  in  the  Interior 
Department,  and  also  on  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Pacific  Kailroad  ;  re-elected 
to  tl:e  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Cominitfees  on  the  Pacific  Kailroad  and 
the  Public  Lands,  ami  aUo  on  tliut  on 
a  Bureau  i>f  Kducation. 

Doolittle,  James  R. —  Horn  in  llniup- 
ton,  \\  a-liiiigtoM  County,  N»'W  York,  .laii- 
uaiy  :5,  l-i.');  graduated  at  (Jeiuva  Col- 
h'ge  in  is;{4  ;  adoiited  the  profession  of  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
New  York  in  ls:r7.  He  was  Distrit  t  At- 
torney for  several  years  for  ^^'yomiIlg 
County,  New  York  ;  and  removed  to  Wi>- 
con>in  in  is')|  ;  was  chosen  Jutlge  of  the 
First  Judicial  Circuit  of  that  State  in  l^'tW, 
but  resigned  in  lK'»r>.  He  was  elected  a 
Senator  of  the  I'nited  States  in  IK'iT,  tor 
six  years,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  ( 'mu- 
mittee  on  Indian  Affairs,  and  as  a  nieniT)er 
of  the  Ctimmittws  on  Fi>reign  Affairs, 
Commerce,  and  Military  Affairs.

recess  of  |.'SV»,  as  a  member  of  a  Siieciai 
Commilltfof  the  S«'nate  he  visited  tde  In- 
dian trilx"«  west  of  the  M'ississipjti  liver. 

Doraey,  Clement. — He  was  lH)ni  in 
Anne  Arundel  County,  Maiyland,and  was 
a  KeptesentHlive  iu  Congress,  from  Mary- 
land, from  li*i5  lo  IKU.  Died  August  r., 
1-40. 

Doty,  James  D— He  was  born  in 
Yew  Vorl:  ;  was  a  delegate  to  Congn  sx, 
from  the  Territory  of  Wiseon.sin,  from  l~::'.» 
to  1"^4J,  and  a  Kepresentative  in  Congiens, 
from  the  Suite  of  Wisconsin,  from  I''4*J  to 
X>3.  He  w  as  also,  for  many  years,  I'nited 
.States  Judge  for  Northern  Micliigaii  ;  al>o 
Superintenilent  of  Indian  Aflairs  ;  and  from 
Ir'Xl  to  1^44  Governor  of  Wisconsin.  In 
1HJ4  he  was  appointed  by  President  Linctdn 
Governor  of  L'tah,  of  which  Territory  he 
had  previously  been  Treasurer  ;  and  died 
iu  iNJo, 

Doiibleday,  Ulysses  F.— He  was  boni 

in  Ni  w  Vuik,  and  was  u  Keppj-eiitative  iu 
Congress,  fiom  that  State,  from  li:^3l  to 
1833,  and  again  from  1^3o  to  1^37. 
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Douglas,  Stephen  A. — Was  born  at 
Uraiiditii,  KiitlaiKl  Ci)Uiity,  Veniiout,  April 
2;{,  ISi;^.  lie  lost  Ills  lather  wliilf  an  in- 
fant, and  Ills  niotluT  beint^  left  in  destitute 
circumstances,  lie  entered  a  cabinet  shop  at 
Middlebury,  in  his  native  State,  for  the  i)ur- 
T)ose  (»f  Icarnintr  the  trade.  After  reniaiu- 
Hifr  there  for  several  months,  he  returned  to 
]>iandon,  where  he  continued  for  a  year  at 
the  same  callinf!^,  but  his  health  obliged 
him  to  abandon  it,  and  lie  became  a  stu- 
dent in  the  academy.  His  mother  having 
married  a  second  time,  he  followed  her  to 
Canandaigua,  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
Here  he  pursued  the  study  of  the  law  until 
his  removal  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1H:}1. 
From  Cleveland  lie  went  still  further  west, 
and  Hnally  settled  in  Jacksonville,  Illinois. 
He  was  at  first  employed  as  clerk  to  an 
auctioneer,  and  afterwards  kept  school,  de- 
voting all  the  time  he  could  spare  to  the 
study  of  the  law.  In  1834  he  was  admitted 
to  the  bar,  soon  obtained  a  lucrative  prac- 
tice, and  was  elected  Attorney  General  of 
the  State.  In  1837  he  was  appointed,  by 
President  Van  Buren,  Register  of  the  Laud 
Otfice,  at  Springfield,  Illinois.  He  after- 
wards practiced  his  profession,  and,  in 
1840,  was  elected  Secretary  of  State,  and 
the  following  year  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  This  office  he  resigned,  after  sit- 
ting upon  the  bench  for  two  years,  in  con- 
sequence of  ill  health.  In  1843  he  w^as 
elected  to  Congress,  and  continued  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Lower  House  for  four  years.  In 
December,  1847,  he  was  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate  for  the  term  ending 
in  J  853  ;  was  re-elected  for  the  term  ending 
1859  ;  and  re-elected  for  another  term,  but 
died  in  Chicago  June  3,  18H1.  He  was 
Chairman,  among  others,  of  the  Committee 
on  Territories.  In  18G0  he  was  the  candi- 
date of  his  own  party  for  the  otSce  of  Pres- 
ident, but  was  defeated. 

Do^wdell,  James  F. — Born  in  Jasper 

County,  (leorgia,  November  26,  1818; 
graduated  at  Randolph  Macon  College  in 

1840,  and  w^as  a  lawyer  by  profession  ;  he 
removed  to  Alabama  in  1846,  and  took 
charge  of  a  female  college  for  one  year,  and 
afterwards  engaged  in  farming  and  plant- 
ing. In  1848  he  was  a  Presidential  Elector. 
He  was  a  Representative,  from  Alabama,  in 
the  Thirty-third,  Thirty-fourth,  and  Thirty- 
fifth  Congresses,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  and  also 
that  of  Inquiry  into  the  Cost  of  Public 
Prinung  and  Laws  relating  thereto. 

Downing,  Charles. — He  Avas  born  in 
Virginia,  and  was  a  Delegate  to  Congress, 
from  the  Territory  of  Florida,  from  1837  to 

1841.  Died  October  24,  1841. 


Downs,  Solomon  W.— He  was  Col- 
lector of  the  I'ort  of  New  Orleans,  and  from 
b-^17  to  1^53  H  Senator  in  Congress  from 
Louisiana.  He  died  at  Orchard  Spring.s, 
Kentucky,   August   14,  1~'54. 

Dowse,  Edward. — Ib^  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts, 
from  1819  to  18'J1,  and  having  resigned,  W. 
Eustis  was  elected  iu  his  place. 

Dowse,  William. — He  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  New  York,  to  the 
Thirteenth  Congress,  but  died  before  tak- 
ing his  seat. 

Drake,  John  R. — He  was  one  f)f  the 

earliest  settlers  in  Tioga  County,  New  York ; 
was  a  Rejiresentative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1817  to  1819  ;  was  elected 
Judge  of  Tioga  County  in  ]HXi ;  and  was 
a  member  of  the  New  York  Assendjly  in 
1834.  He  was  in  ill  health  for  eight  years 
before  his  death,  which  occurred  at  Oswego, 
March  21,  1857,  iu  the  seventy-fourth  year 
of  his  age. 

Draper,  Joseph. — He  was  a  Represen- 
tative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
183U  to  1831,  and  again  from  1832  to  1833. 

Drayton,  "William. — Bom  in  St.  Au- 
gustine, Florida,  December  30,  1776  ;  went 
to-school  in  England,  and  on  returning  to 
South  Carolina  was  for  a  time  A.ssistant 
Clerk  in  a  Court  of  Sessions  ;  studied  law, 
and  came  to  the  bar  in  1797  ;  was  a  Cap- 
tain in  the  South  Carolina  militia ;  in  1812 
was  commissioned  a  Colonel  in  the  United 
States  Army,  and  Inspector  General  in 
1814  ;  assisted  Generals  Scott  and  Macomb 
in  preparing  a  System  of  Infantry  Tactics 
for  the  Army  ;  was  elected  Recorder  of 
Charleston  in  1819  ;  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina,  from 
1825  to  1833;  and  was  chosen  President 
of  the  United  States  Bank  in  1840.  Died 
in  Philadelphia  May  24,  1846. 

Drayton,  William  Henry. — He  was 

horn  in  South  Carolina;  was  educated  at 
We.stmiusteraud  Oxford,  England  ;  in  1771 
Avas  appointed  a  Judge;  was  President  of 
the  Provincial  Congress;  was  made  Chief 
Justice  in  1776  ;  he  was  a  warm  advocate  of 
freedom,  and  ])ublislied  various  pamphlets 
which  strengthened  the  American  cause; 
he  was  a  leading  member  of  the  South  Car- 
olina Assembly;  and  he  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  ContintMital  Congress  from  1778  to 
1779,  and  was  a  signer  of  the  Articles  of 
Confederation.  He  was  the  author  of  a 
History  of  the  Revolution,  which  was  jmb- 
lished  in  three  volumes  by  his  son  iu  1^21. 
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Driggs,  John  F.— "\Va»  boru  iu  Kimki- 
hook.  New  York,  March  3,  Ic'Jii;  was  ap-  ' 
preiiticed  to  a   niHtlmiiicHl    business    citu- 
nected  witli  building  in  New  York  city,   ; 
and  was  a  master  mechanic  until  l^^'iB:  in  ' 
1844   he  was  appointed  Superintendent  of 
the  New   York   Penitentiary,  holding:  tlie 
office  one  year;  settled  in  East  Sajrinaw, 
Michigan,   in   I'^'^G;   was  President  of  that 
villajre  in  IS').'';   durinp  the  two  folltiwinp 
years  lie  was  a  member  of  the   Michipau 
Lerrislature ;  and  in  iHtl'J  lie  was  elected  a 
Keppsentative,    from     Michipan,     to    the 
Thiity-eiphth  Congress,  and  was  a  nnni 
ber  of  th»'  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands. 
Ke-elected    to   the  Thirty-ninth  C"onpress. 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Invalid  Pen- 
sions and  Mints  and  Mining. 

Drum,  Augustus. — He  was  liom  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Hepre>entative 
iu  Congress,  from  that  .Stale,  Irom  I'^M  to 
l^iV). 

Dromgoole,  George  C— He  was  bom 
in  ^  irginia  ;  e<ituate<l  a  lawvi-r;  and  was 
a  Kepiesrntative  in  Congrt'ss,  fn>m  ^■ir- 
ginia,  \u<\u  1>;C)  to  11^41,  and  also  from 
184:itoI^47;  and  died  April  •,^,  1^47.  He 
entered  jiublic  life  when  young;  herve<l  for 
years  in  the  two  houses  of  the  State  L«'gis- 
lature,  and  was  Pre.'»id«-nt  of  the  Senate; 
and  was  a  membiT  of  the  second  Cou>titu- 
tioiuil  Convention  of  Virginia. 

Duane,  James.— A  lawyer  by  j>rofe«- 
Bion ;  \Nas  n  iKlegate  from  New  York  to 
the  Contiiientjil  C«>iigress,  from  1774  to 
17S4,  and  signed  the  Articles  of  ConfithTa- 
tion.  He  wax  appoinfitl  Judpe  of  tlie  I>j>- 
trict  Court  of  New  York  in  llfV;  and  was 
first  Mayor  of  New  York,  after  its  recovery 
from  the  Pritivh.     Died  in  17*J7. 

Dudley,  Charles  E. — He  was  boni  in 
Rhode  Island,  but  early  settled  in  Albany, 
New  York.  He  was  a  merchant  bv  occu- 
pation, and  attained  great  wealth.  He 
was  at  one  time  Mayor  of  Albany,  served 
in  the  New  York  Legislature  from  IrtiU  to 
18*^5,  and  wa.s  a  Senatttr  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  ]>'>  to  IK<3.  Died  at 
Albany,  January  1*3,  1841.  His  widow 
founded  an  astronomical  observatory  at 
Albany,  to  which  she  gave  the  name  of 
her  husband. 

Dudley,  Edw^ard  B. — He  was  a  Rep- 

resentati\e  in  C>'n;.Mf».  tVom  North  Caro- 
lina, from  ]'^'2*J  to  1>;>1  ;  and  in  IKJt)  was 
elected  the  tirst  Govenior  of  North  Carolina 
uuiler  the  amended  Constitution  of  that 
State.      He  was    subsequently   appointed 


President  of  the  Wilmington  and  Raleigh 
Railroad  Company,  and  died  at  Wilming- 
ton, North  Carolina,  in  November,  1855. 

Duell,  R  Holland. — Bom  in  Warren, 
Herkimer  County,  New  York,  December 
20,  ]&2'A;  receive<l  an  academic  education; 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1^45;  in  1850  he  was  elected  District  At- 
torney for  Cortland  County,  and  held  the 
office  six  years;  in  1  ■"•"><)  he  was  elected 
County  Judge  for  said  county;  an«l  in 
18.'>'^  he  was  elected  a  Rejiresf-ntativc,  fiom 
New  York,  to  the  Thirty-si.xth  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Revolutionary  Claims.  Re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  K'»Vi>Iu;ionii!y 
Pensions. 

Duer,  "William. —  lie  was  a  1  »•  ietrate 
from  N<  w  York  to  the  Continental  tdn- 
gress,  in  1777  and  177^,  and  his  son,  b.ar- 
ing  tlie  same  name,  was  a  Representative 
in  the  Federal  Congress.  He  wa.H  one  of 
the  signers  ot  the  Articles  of  Confederation. 

Duer,  William.— pom  in  tlie  city  of 
New  York,  May  25,  l"Si5.  He  graduated 
at  Columbia  College  in  1^24;  studied  law, 
and  in  I"*/**  removeti  to  Oswego,  soon 
alter  retunung  to  New  York;  he  subs.-- 
ijuently  reu)i»ved  to  New  Orleans,  and 
again  retumitl  to  Osw»-go;  he  served  in 
the  l>egislature  of  New  Y«trk  on  two  occa- 
sions; was  District  Attorney  for  O»wego 
County,  an<l  a  Reproentutivi-  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  trom  1"47  to  1^5I.

— He  -was  a  Repre- 
sentativi'  iu  Congress,  from  Louisiana, 
from  1^53  to  J  655. 

Duncan,  Alexander. — ITe  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  Con 
gress,  from  Ohio,  from  18:?7  to  1841,  and 
from  1643  to  1645.  He  died  iu  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  March  2,  165-2. 

Duncan,  Daniel. — Born  in  the  town  of 
Ship[iensburg,  Cumberland  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, July:2"2,  16U(),  and  died  in  Wash- 
ington, June  18,  1849.  He  was  bred  a 
merchant,  and  in  1843  was.,  elected  to  the 
Legishiture  of  Ohio,  from  Licking  County. 
He  was  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
1847  to  1849,  and  more  a  man  of  action 
than  of  words. 

Duncan,  Gamett.— He  was  born  in 
Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Conoress,  from  that  State,  from  1847  to 
1649: 

Duncan,  James  H. — He  was  born  in 
Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  December  5, 
1 793 ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law ;  served 
four  years  in  the  State  Legislature;  was  a 
State  Senator  from  1828  to  1831 ;  State 
Councillor  in  1840  and  1841 ;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  bis  native 
State,  from  1849  to  1853. 

Duncan,  Joseph. — He  served  in  the 
army  with  credit  during  the  last  war  with 
England ;  held  various  offices  of  distinction 
and  trust;  was  Governor  of  Illinois  from 
1834  to  1838,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1627  to  1835. 
He  died  at  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  January 
15,  1844. 

Dunham,  Cyrus  L. — He  was  a  native 
of  New  York  Stare.  As  a  farmer's  boy,  he 
worked  dm'ing  the  summer  months  to  ob- 
tain means  for  his  education  during  the 
winter;  after  acquiring  the  rudiments,  he 
filled  the  huuiblest  position  on  board  a  fish- 
ing craft  from  one  of  the  seaports  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  Newfoundland,  and  after  com- 
pleting his  studies,  he  removed  to  Salem, 
Indiana,  taught  school  and  studied  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Indiana  in 
1846  and  1847,  and  was  a  Representative 


in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1-^49  to 
1855.  Served  again  in  the  Legislature  at 
a  subsecjuent  period. 

Dunlap,  George  W.— He  was  born  in 
Fayette  County,  Kentucky,  February  22, 
1813;  graduated  at  Transylvania  Univer- 
sity, Lexington;  studied  law  and  adopted 
that  profession;  was  a  member  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Legislature  ;  alsoof  tlu'  Border  JJtate 
Convention  held  in  May,  16()1  ;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Kentucky, 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Navy 
Department,  and  also  as  a  meml>er  of  tlie 
Committee  on  Accounts.  In  1604  he  was 
a  Presidential  Elector. 

Dunlap,  Robert  P.— He  was  l)orn  in 
Maine;  graduated  at  Bowdoin  College  in 
16J5;  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the 
barm  1616;  in  1621,  1622,  and  1623,  was 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature ;  in 
1823  he  was  elected  a  State  Senator,  serv- 
ing nine  years,  and  presided  over  that  body 
four  years ;  in  1833  lie  was  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  Maine;  in  1834 
he  was  elected  Governor  of  Maine,  and 
served  four  years;  and  he  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  1843  to  1647. 
During  the  years  1848  and  1649  he  was 
Collector  of  Customs  for  Portland,  and 
from  1853  to  1857  Postmaster  of  Bruns- 
wick ;  alter  which  he  became  President  of 
the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Bowdoin  College. 
Died  in  Brunswick,  Maine,  October  20, 
1859,  aged  seventy  years. 

Dunlap,  "William  C. — He  was  bom  in 

Tinmessce,  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1633  to 
1837. 

Dunn,  George  G. — He  was  bom  in 
1813,  and  died  iu  Lawrence  County,  In- 
diana, in  September,  1857  He  had  held 
many  high  official  trusts,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1647  to  1649.  He  was  a  lawyer,  and 
noted  for  his  abilities  as  an  orator. 

Dunn,  George  H. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Indiana,  from 
1837  to  1839. 

Dunn,  "William  McKee. — Bom  in  the 
Territory  of  Indiana,  December  12,  1>'14; 
graduated  at  the  Stite  College  of  Indiana 
in  1832;  taught  school  for  two  years,  and 
having  entered  Yale  College,  received  from 
that  College  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1635; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law  ;  was  elected 
to   the   Indiana  Legislatme   in    1>4:- ;    a 
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member  uf  the  State  Constitutional  Cou- 
veutiuu  iu  Jt;'5U;  and  in  ISV-^  was  elected 
a  Kepieseuttitive,  from  Indiana,  to  the 
Tliirty-sixth  Congress,  serving:  on  the 
Coniiuittees  on  Manufactures  and  Koads 
and  Canals,  and  also  on  the  .Special  Cuin- 
ujittee  of  Thirty-thrt-e.  Re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Conj^ress,  serving  as  Cliair- 
niau  vt'  the  Conunittec  on  Talents,  after 
whiiji  he  became  a  Judge  Advocate  iu  the 
army. 

Durell,  Daniel  M. — He  was  horn  in 
Mit-ssachusetts ;  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
College  iu  I7U4  ;  studied  law,  and  entered 
U^)on  the  practice  at  Dover  in  171*7  ;  and 
was  a  Kepre.Nentative  iu  (.'ongress,  from 
New  llamjisliiri',  frt)iu  1-H7  to  1>0"J.  He 
also  held  the  post  of  United  Slates  Dis- 
trict Attorney  froui  IKJd  to  l'^;i4.  He  died 
iu  1*41,  aged  seventy -one  years. 

Diirfee,  Job. —  He  was  born  in  Tiver- 
ton, Khode  Island,  iu  17U(J;  graduated  at 
lirown    Uuiversity  iu   l^lli;    ado|>ted   the 

(»rofessiou  of  the  law  ;  and  th«>iigh  for  a 
oug  time  Chief  .lusliee  of  Khode  Inland. 
be  devoted  much  atleutiou  to  poetry  and 
belles  lelires  generally.

he  was  a  Kepreseutative  in  Congress,  from 
Maryland,  troiu  17l>4  to  I7l»<» ;  Comptroller 
of  the  United  States  Treasury  iu  isrj; 
and  iu  If^ll  wa.s  appointed  a  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  w  hich  otlice 
he  held  for  twenty  years.  He  died  iu 
I'rince  (Jeorgc  Couuty,  Maryland,  March 
G,  1.S44. 

Dwight,  Henry  "W.— n..rn  in  Herk- 
shiie  (  ouniy,  Ma'>.iihu>etts  ;  was  a  mem-

Earle,  John  B. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1803  to  1805. 

Earle,  SamueL — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1795  to  1797. 

Earll,  Jonas,  Jr. — Bom  in  1786;  was 

at  one  time  a  Senator  in  the  New  York 
Legislature;  a  member  of  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1827  to  1831 ;  and  a  Canal 
Commissioner  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  in 
October,  1846. 

Earll,  Nehemiah  H. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1839  to 
1841. 

Early,  Peter.— Corn  in  Madison  Coun- 
ty, Virginia,  June  20,  1773,  and  emigrated 
to  Georgia  with  his  father  in  1795.  He 
graduated  at  Nassau  Hall,  Princeton,  and 
studied  law  in  Philadelphia.  He  served  in 
the  United  States  House  of  Representa- 
tives, from  Georgia,  from  1802  to  1807  ; 
and  was  one  ot  the  most  conspicuous 
among  its  members  who  stipported  the  Ad- 
ministration. On  his  return  to  Georgia  he 
was  made  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State,  and  in  1813  was  elected  Gov- 
ernor of  his  adopted  State.  He  was  sub- 
sequently a  State  Stmator,  but  fur  several 
years  before  his  death  lived  in  retirement. 
He  died  August  15,  1817.

(Jraltoii  ('(.uiity,  Nt-w  Hamp- 
shire, April  30.  ]^1A;  received  a  good 
academic  education  ;  studied  law  in  Buf- 
falo, an<l  graduated  at  the  Law  School  of 
Marsliall  College,  Pennsylvania;  removed 
to  Wisconsin  in  1840,  where  he  practiced 
his  profession  until  1854;  besides  holding 
a  number  of  county  of!ices,  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Conv(!ntion  that  formed,  the 
Constitution  of  that  State  ;  served  also  in 
the  Legislature  of  "Wisconsin,  and  was 
Attorney  General  of  tlie  State.  In  18.54 
he  was  appointed  United  States  District 
Attorney  for  the  TeiTitory  ot  Nebraska, 
which  office  he  held  until  18.59,  Avlien  he 
Avas  elected  a  Delegate  to  the  Thirty-sixth

Eastman,  Ira  A. — He  was  born  in  New 
Hampshire  ;  graduated  in  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege in  1829;  served  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, and  was  Speaker  of  the  House 
from  1837  to  1839  ;  he  was  at  one  time 
Secretary  of  the  State  Senate ;  Register  of 
Probate;  and  from  1844  to  1859  was  a 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  and  Supreme  Court; 
and  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  Hampshire,  from  1839  to 
1843. 

Eastman,  Nshemiali. — Was  born  in 
Strafford  County,  New  Hampshire ;  was  a 
lawyer  by  profession  ;  settled  at  Farming- 
ton,  New  Hampshire ;  Avas  a  Senator  in 
the  State  Legislature  from  1820  to  1825  ;  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Hampshire,  from  1825  to  1827.

Plenipotentiary  to  Spain.  He  died  in 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  Novem- 
ber 17,  1856,  aged  sixty-six  years.

Eckley,  Ephraim  R.— I?oni  in  .Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  Dei-ember  1',  Hl*2;  re- 
ceived his  education  in  the  "West  ;  read 
law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  l^'.tT  ;  was  u 
member  of  the  Ohit»  Senate  in  ]r^A'.\,  1S45, 
and  l-4t>,  servin;r  until  b*-')!  :  and  in  IK')3 
lie  was  elected  to  the  St;ite  House  of  Kt-p- 
resentatives.  After  the  lubeliion  bmke 
out  he  had  ch;:r^'e,  as  Cidonel,  of  the 
Twenty-sixth  and  Eiphtieth  L'ejriinents  of 
Ohio  volunteers,  serving  thronpli  sevtral 
batths.  and  at  llie  battle  i>f  Corinth  lie  had 
comuian<l  of  a  lirifj^ad^.

Edmonds,  J.  Wiley. — Tie  wus  boiu 
in  Massaeliusetts,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Ct)ugress,  from  that  State,  from 
1853  to  1855. 

Edmunds,  George  F. — He  was  born 
in  Riclimoud,  Vermont,  February  1,  1&2S; 
received  a  connnon  school  education,  and 
enjoyed  the  instructions  of  a  private  tutor; 
he  studied  hnv,  and  came  to  tlie  bar  in 
1849,  dt-votino-  himself  exclusively  to  the 
legal  profession.  In  1851  he  settled  in 
Burlington,  and  in  1854-'55,  and  in  1857, 
'58,  and  '59  was  elected  to  the  Vermont 
Legislature,  serving  tliree years  as  Speaker; 
in  18(51  and  18()2  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate,  officiating  as  President  pro 
tern,  of  that  body  during  those  years.  On 
the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  he  was 
a  mend)er  of  the  State  Convention  which 
met  to  form  a  coalition  between  the  Re- 
])ul)licaus  and  war  Democrats,  and  drew 
up  the  resolutions  which  were  adopted  in 
that  Convention  as  the  basis  of  union  for 
the  country.  On  the  death  of  Solomon

Edmundson,  Henry  A.— He  was'fiorn 
in  Virginia,  and  having  been  elected  a 
Representative  iu  Congress  from  that  State 
in  1849,  was  re-elected  to  each  successive 
Congress  down  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
luittee  on  Public  Expenditures. 

Edsall,  Joseph  E.— He  was  born  in 
Sus.sex  County,  New  Jersey,  and  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1837  to  1839.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature, 
and  of  the  Convention  which  framed  the 
last  State  Constitution. 

Edward,  John. — He  was  bom  in  New 
York,  and  'was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, froru.  that  State,  from  1837  to  1843. 

Edwards,  Benjamin. — Born  in  Staf- 
ford County,  Virginia,  in  1752,  and  died 
iu  Todd  County,  Kentucky,  November  13, 
1826.  He  had  not  the  advantage  of  a 
classical  education,  and  his  i)ursuits  were 
those  of  agriculture  and  mercliandise.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Maryland  Legisla- 
ture ;  also  of  the  State  Convention  which 
ratified  the  Federal  Constitution  ;  and  a 
member  of  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 


1794  to  1795,  to  fdl  tlie  unexi)ir<'d  term  of 
Uriah  Forrest.  lb;  spent  the  latter  years 
of  his  lite  in  Kentucky,  but  held  no  public 
position  in  that  State. 

Edwards,  Francis  S. — He  was  born 
in  Norwich,  Coimecficut,  May  2"^,  1S|8; 
adoj)ted  the  protession  of  law;  and  remov- 
ing to  New  York,  was  appointed  a  Master 
in  Ciiancery,  in  1841,  for  the  County  of 
Chenango;  in  1^51  was  elected  Surrogate 
of  Cliautau(ine  County;  and  in  1854  to 
the  Thirty-fourth  Congress  from  New  York. 

Edw^ards,  Henry  "W. — Ho  was  bom 
in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  in  1779; 
graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  1797; 
studied  his  profession  at  the  Litchfield  Law 
School,  and  settled  in  New  Haven.  Ho 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
1819  to  1823;  United  States  Senator  from 
1823  to  1827  ;  member  of  the  State  Senate 
in  1828  and  1829;  Speaker  of  the  Con- 
necticut House  of  Representatives  in  1830 ; 
Governor  in  1833,  and  from  1835  to  1838; 
and  upon  his  recommendation  a  geological 
survey  of  the  State  was  taken.  He  died 
in  New  Haven,  July  22,  1847. 

Edwards,  John. — He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  1792  to  1 795. 

Edwards,  John.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1839  to  1843,  and  died  iu  Chester, 
Pennsylvania,  June  25,  1843. 

Edwards,  John  C. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Missouri,  from 
1841  to  1843,  and  Governor  of  that  State 
from  1844  to  1848. 

Edwards,  Ninian. — Bora  in  Mont- 
gomery County,  Maryland,  March,  1775. 
He  was  in  early  life  the  intimate  friend  of 
William  Wirt,  and  graduated  at  Dickinson 
College.  He  studied  both  medicine  and 
law,  but  devoted  himself  to  the  practice  of 
the  law  with  eminent  success.  Removing 
to  Kentucky,  he  w^as  twice  elected  to  the 
Legislature ;  was  appointed  a  Circuit  Clerk, 
and  subsecpumtly  Judge  of  the  General 
Court  of  Kentucky,  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and,  liually, 
Chief  Justice  of  the  State,  and  all  before 
reaching  the  thirty-second  year  of  his  age. 
In  1809  President  Madison  apjxMUted  him 
Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Illinois,  to 
which  otfice  he  was  three  times  reappointed. 
Before  Congress  had  adopttxl  any  mea- 
sures on  the  sjibject  of  volunteer  rangers, 
he  organized  companies,  supplied  tliein 
with  arms,  built  stockade  forts,  and  estab- 
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lished  a  line  of  posts  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Missouri  to  the  Wabash  Kiver.  He  was 
thus  prepared  for  defence,  and  durincr  the 
Indian  wars  on  the  frontiers  was  most  de- 
voted to  his  country's  service.  In  1816  he 
■was  aj)pointed  a  Connnissioner  to  treat 
with  thi*  Indian  triltes.  AVhen  Illinois  be- 
came a  State,  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  st-rvinf^  from  1818  to  18*^4,  when 
he  was  a|)iMiiuted  Minister  to  Mexico,  but 
declined  the  ofHce.  In  I'^viO  lie  was  elected 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  which 
olHce  hi'  tilled  until  1831.  11.-  di.-d  ..f 
cholera  July  2U,  1833. 

EdTvards,  Pierpont — He  was  born  in 
Nortliiiiiiptui),  Ma>Mnliusftts,  April  -',  K>(i, 
and  was  the  y(»un<;ist  s<»n  of  Jonathan 
Edwards,  the  distinpuishe<l  divine.  From 
the  fact  that  his  father  was  a  missionary 
amoufj  the  St4»ckl)rid}re  Imlians,  he  spent 
much  of  his  early  boyhood  amonf^  that 
people,  and  ac«|uired  thf  languaj,'e  .*>o  jn-r- 
fectly  that  he  was  wont  to  say  tliat  he 
"tboufrht  in  Indian."  His  later  boyhood 
liesjH-nt  in  New  Jerst-y  and  Ni>rth  Carulinu, 
and  was  ediicatttl  at  rrincrtun  (.'ollege.

subsetpiently  tilled  the  office  of  I'nited 
States  Jud<::e  ft)r  the  State  of  Ctmnecticut, 
which  he  luld  at  the  time  of  Ids  death, 
which  occurred  at  Hridgepori,  Conuectirut. 
A  pril  I,  I-Jt;.  He  was  the  founder  of  what 
was  called  the  tuUraiion  p-irty  in  Connec- 
ticut, and  by  his  ability  and  |»erseverance 
culled  down  upon  his  head  the  animosity  of 
the  Calvinists;  and  he  wjts  also  the  tirst 
Grand  Master  ainonfj^  the  Masoius  of  Con- 
necticut, havin>;,  in  fact,  drawn  up  the 
constitution  of  the  orl>jrinal  lod^e  in  that 
State.

EdwcU-ds,  Thomas  M. — Boni  in  Che- 
shire, New  Haiiip<liir<- ;  jTraduated  at  Dart- 
mouth College:  adopted  the  profession  of 
law ;  served  eight  years  in  the  New  Utuup- 


shire  Lecrislature  between  the  years  18:i4 
and  185H;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  ia 
185<j;  and  in  Ir^.'/J  was  elected  a  Kepre- 
sentative  from  New  Hampshire  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Atfairs. 
Ke-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress. 

Edwards,  Thomas  O. — He  wa.s  born 

in  Maryland,  and  having  taken  up  his  resi- 
dence in  rHiio,  was  elected  a  Ixepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1^47  to  1*^4" >. 

Edw^ards,  Weldon  N. — Born  in  North- 
ampton County.  North  Carolina,  in  17"^8: 
educated  at  \Varrenton  Acatlemy ;  read 
law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  Hlo;  wiis  in 
the  Legislature  for  two  y«ars :  and  wjvs  a 
member  of  C»»ngress,  from  North  C«rolina, 
tri»m  1"^I«»  to  lr<27.  He  again  went  into 
the  Legislature,  sending  there  from  1-^:13  to 
1844;  and  was  reelected  in  K)0,  w  h»n  ho 
was  uuidu  President  of  the  Stale  Senate. 

Effiier,  Valentine.— He  was  b»»ru  in 
New  Voik;  a  nie.iil>fr  of  the  Assembly  of 
that  Stale  in  \>'£J\  and  a  Kepresi-ntativo 
in  Congres.H  from  1835  to  1837. 

Egbert,  Joseph.— He  yh\a  bora  in  New 
York,  and  was  a  Kepreseijtative  in  Con- 
gress, troui  that  Slate,  from  l'^41  to  18^13. 

Ege,  George. — He  was  a  Kepresentativo 
in  CiHigre.Hs,  from  P«unsylvania,  iluring 
the  years  171H»  and  I7'.'7,  tor  the  unexpired 
term  of  D.  Heister,  resigned. 

Eggleston,  Benjamin.— He  wiis  l)orn 
in  Corinth,  Saratoga  C«>unty,  New  York, 
January  '\  HMi;  removed  with  his  father 
to  HiK-king  County,  Ohio,  in  J-'.II,  where 
he  entered  upon  commer.  ial  pursuits,  and 

'■ "  '  "li  time  he  has  been  extensively 

with  the  business  interents  aiicl 
\  of  Cincinnati  and  Ohio.  He 
wifc.-.  connected  tor  many  yeurs  with  the 
Itoard  «»f  l*ublic  Worksof  Hamilton  County 
and  Cincinnati,  and  was  its  Chairman; 
wa*  the  etlective  Chairman,  also,  of  an 
im{>ortant  Finance  Committee  in  a  time  of 
great  public  distress.  President  of  the  City 
Council,  and  was  likewise  for  some  years 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Chicago  Convention 
of  18(><»,  and  a  Presidential  Klector  at  the 
following  election;  and  in  looking  after 
the  weltare  of  the  Ohio  soldiers  during  the 
rebellion,  rendej^d  services  that  w<re  uni- 
versally acknowledged.  One  or  two  im- 
portant canals  were  inaugurated  by  him 
and  carried  on  under  his  supervision ;  and

Eggleston,  Joseph. — Born  in  Amelia 
County,  Virginia,  November  24,  J/f).],  and 
died  February  15,  1611.  lie  was  educated 
at  the  College  of  William  and  Mary ; 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  war  as  a  Cap- 
tain and  Major  of  cavalry  under  Colonel 
Henry  Lee;  was  in  several  of  the  battles 
fought  by  Gates  and  Greene ;  he  served  in 
the  Virginia  Assembly  for  several  years  ; 
and  was  a  Ixepresentativein  Congress,  from 
Virginia,  from  171)8  to  18U1,  From  the 
time  of  his  leaving  Congress  until  his 
death  he- was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Eldredge,  Charles  A. — Ke  was  born 
in  Bridgeport,  Addison  County,  Vermont, 
February  27,  1821.  When  a  child  he  re- 
moved with  his  parents  to  St.  Lawrence 
County,  New  York ;  studied  law  in  that 
State,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  184H.  In 
1848  he  removed  to  Fond  du  Lac,  AViscon- 
sin;  in  1854  and  1855  he  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Senate;  and  in  1862  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  Wisconsin 
to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Revolutionary  Claims. 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Revolu- 
tionary Claims  and  Naval  Affairs. 

Eliot,  Samuel  A. — Born  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  March  5,  1798;  educated 
at  Harvard  College,  and  engaged  in  com- 
mercial and  manufacturing  business.  He 
was  Mayor  of  Boston  from  1837  to  18ol); 
Representative  and  Senator  in  the  Legisla- 
ture for  three  or  four  years  ;  and  a  Repre- 
st-ntative  in  Congress  from  1850  to  1851. 
He  was  also  Treasurer  of  Harvard  College 
eleven  years.    Died  at  Cambridge  in  1861. 

Eliot,  Thomas  D.— Born  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  March  20,  1808;  graduated 
at  Columbia  College,  W^ashington,  in  1825; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and  settled 
at  New  Bedford ;  served  in  both  houses  of 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature;  served  as 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  for  the  unex- 
pired terra  of  Zeno  Scudder,  in  1855;  and 
was  elected  a  Representative,  from  M^a- 
chusetts,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  C(»gress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Commerce; 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Special  Com-- 
mittee  on  Confiscation  of  the  property  of 
rebels ;  and  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 


tees on  Conmierce  and  on  Expenditures  in 
the  Treasury  Departint-nt,  aiid  also  as 
Chairman  of  the  Special  Coimnittee  on 
Emancipation.  Re-elected  to  tli(?  Tliirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  Commerce  and  as  Chairman  (»f  that  of 
Freedmen.  Several  imj)ortant  bills  bearing 
on  the  colored  race  were  drawn  up  by  him. 

Ellery,  Christopher.— He  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  17''^7;  was  a  Senator  iu 
Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  from  1801 
to  1805;  and  was  appointed,  in  the  latter 
year,  United  States  Commissioiu'r  of 
Loans.  He  was  appointed  Collector  of 
Newport  in  1828,  and  died  in  1840. 

Ellery,  'Williain. — He  was  born  in 
Newport,  R'hode  Island,  Deceud)er  22, 
1727;  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in 
1747  ;  was  a  lawyer  by  profession  ;  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Continental  Congress  from 
1776  to  1780,  and  from  178:}  to  1785;  was 
a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence, and  also  of  the  Articles  of  Confedera- 
tion; in  1786  he  was  appointed  Commis- 
sioner of  Loans  for  Rhode  Island  ;  was 
elected  Chief  Justice  of  the  State ;  and  in 
1789  he  was  appointed  by  AVashington 
Collector  of  Newport,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  February 
15,  1820. 

EUicott,  Benjamin. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1817  to  1819. 

Elliot,  John. — He  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  1794;  resided  in  Sunbury, 
Liberty  County,  Georgia,  and  was  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1819 
to  1825,  serving  on  several  nnportant  com- 
mittees.    He  died  August  9,  1827. 

Elliott,  James. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from  1803 
to  1809,  and  died  at  Newfane,  Vermont, 
November  10,  1839. 

Elliott,  John  M. — Born  in  Scott  Coun- 
ty, Virginia,  May  16,  1820.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  county  schools  of  Kentucky ; 
studied  law,  and  connnenced  the  practice 
in  1843;  was  elected  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture in  1847;  and  in  1853  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Ex- 
penditures. 

Ellis,  Caleb.— I'.orn  at  Waljiole.  Massa- 
chusetts, and  graduated  at  Harvard  Col- 
lege in  J793;  when  admitted  to  the  bar  ho 
seUled  at  Claremont,  New  Hampshire.    He 
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was  a  Representative  in  Conp^ess,  from 
]805  to  Ifrti'J;  was  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  ill  1^11  electtil  to  the  State  Senate. 
In  I'^^lti  he  was  one  of  the  Electors  of

He  In-came  one  of  the 
Judpes  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State; 
in  lf^"jr»  ht*  was  ap|M>infrd  »o  a  seat  in  the 
I'niteil  States  Senate,  Iml  was  dispiaceil  by 
the  Le^Mslature;  in  ["'Si,  however,  the 
Legislature  elected  him  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, where  he  served  until  IKU.  In 
li^'M't  lif  was  appointed  Chaipe  d'Atfaireg 
to  Mexico,  and  ill  IK>1>  full  Minister  to  that 
republic.

He  studi«-d  law,  and  siK»n  laH-ame  eminent 
in  the  piactici'.  In  1T7T  he  was  ehosiu  a 
l)elfpate  in  Coiiirres^  from  Connecticut. 
In  17KI  he  was  elected  to  tlie  Council  of 
Ct»nnecticut,  and  was  a  iikmiiUt  of  tliat 
b<Kly  till  ITM.  when  he  wa*  appointed  a 
Jmlp-e  of  the  Suj>erior  Court  of  that  State. 
In  17^7  he  was  elect«d  a  iiietiilK-r  of  the 
Convention  which  frame*l  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution.

Elmer,  Litcius  Q.  C. — Born  in  Bridg^e- 
ton,  New  .jersey,  in  179:5;  g^raduated  at 
Princeton  College;  was  educated  a  lawyer, 
which  profession  he  practiced  in  his  native 
town.  For  many  years  he  was  Prosecutor 
for  the  State ;  was  in  the  Assembly  from 
1820  to  1823,  tlie  last  year  beint^  Speaker 
of  that  body ;  and  in  18*24  he  was  appointed 
Attorney  of  the  United  States  for  New 
Jersey,  which  office  he  filled  until  1829. 
He  was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
New  Jersey,  from  1843  to  1845;  in  18.50 
was  appointed  Attorney  General  of  the 
State;  and  in  1852  one  of  the  Justices  of 
tlie  Supreme  Court  of  his  State,  which 
office  he  continued  to  hold  until  1859. 

Elmore,  Franklin  Harper. — Born  in 

Laurens  District,  South  Carolina,  in  1799; 
entered  South  Carolina  College  in  Novem- 
ber, 1817,  and  paduated  in  1819;  he  was 
a  lawyer  by  proiession,  and  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1821  ;  was  a  Cokmel  of  Militia, 
and  also  a  Trustee  of  the  South  Carolina 
Colleg-e.  In  1822  he  was  elected  Solicitor 
of  the  Southern  Circuit,  and  was  continued 
in  this  office,  by  re-elections,  until  1837, 
when  he  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  Congress,  and  served  till 
1839;  he  was  that  year  elected  President 
of  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
which  office  he  held  till  his  ap]>ointment 
to  the  Senate  in  April,  1850,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Hon. 
John  C.  Calhoun.  His  voice  was  heard 
but  once  in  the  Senate,  and  then  in  answer- 
ing to  his  name  when  called  by  the  Secre- 
tary. He  died  in  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  I\Iay  29,  1850. 

Ely,  Alfred, — Was  born  in  Lyme,  New 
London  County,  Connecticut,  February 
18,  1815  ;  removed  to  Rochester,  New  York, 
in  1835;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1841,  where  he  has  since  prac- 
ticed his  profession.  In  1840,  while  a 
student  at  law,  he  was  appointed  Clerk  of 
the  Recorder's  Court  of  Rochester;  in  1858 
was  elected  a  Representative,  from  New 
York,  to  the  Thirty-sixtli  C'ong'rcss  ;  was 
re-elected,  and  while  in  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Invalid  Pensions.    In  July,  18G1, 


he  was  a  witness  of  tlie  battle  of  Bull  Run, 
where  he  was  ca])tured  and  taken  us  a 
))risoner  of  war  to  Richmond  ;  alter  a  con- 
finement of  more  than  five  months,  he  was 
exclianped  in  December,  18(jl,  for  the  Hon. 
Charles  J.  Faulkner,  the  American  Minister 
to  France,  who  had  been  imprisoned  for 
disloyalty.  Aftrr  his  return  home,  Mr.  Ely 
published  a  book  with  this  title,  ".Journal 
of  Alfred  Fly,  a  Prisourr  of  War  in  K'ich- 
mond,"  edited  by  the  author  of  this  Dic- 
tionary. 

Ely,  John. — He  was  bom  in  Connecti- 
cut, and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  ]h;;9  to  1^41,  havinp^ 
previously  served  two  years  in  the  Assem- 
bly of  that  State. 

Ely,  William. — He  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  M^l  ;  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from  1805 
to  1815,  and  died  in  1817. 

Embree,  Elisha.— Born  in  Lincoln 
County,  K<'ntucky,  Se]itember  2"^,  l."^Ol, 
and  removed  with  his  father,  in  1811,  to 
the  southwestern  portion  of  Indiana  Ter- 
ritory, wliere  he  long  continued  to  reside. 
He  received  a  common  schofd  education, 
after  which  he  studied  and  practiced  law. 
In  1813  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate 
of  Indiana;  in  1835  was  chosen  by  the 
Legislature  Circuit  Judge,  which  office  he 
held  for  ten  years.  In  1847  he  was  elected 
Representative  in  the  Thirtieth  Congress, 
from  Indiana,  and  after  the  expiration  of 
that  term  became  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits.  Died  at  Princeton,  New  Jersey, 
March  7,  1863. 

Emott,  James. — Born  in  Albany,  New 
Y''ork,  in  1770;  he  did  not  receive  a  colle- 
giate education,  but  in  1800  Union  College 
conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  He 
was  a  distinguished  member  of  the  bar,  and 
under  the  old  Constitution  of  New  York, 
he,  for  several  years,  filled  the  ofKce  of  first 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 
liis  county,  and  in  that  capacity  gave  that 
court  a  rank  among  the  best  of  the  State.

from  18t>4  to  1816;  was  a  Solicitor  of  the 
Northern  Circuit ;  eight  years  a  Trustee  of 
tlie  South  Carolina  College ;  a  Representa- 
tive iu  Congress,  from  South  Caroliua, 
from  1817  to  1821,  aud  died  iu  1841.

His  ediicatidn 
was  received  at  a  villag-e  school  until  iit- 
teeu  years  of  age,  and  his  first  avocation 
was  that  of  a  civil  engineer.  In  1842  he 
commenced  the  study  of  law  in  liis  native 
town,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1845. 
He  was  a  Kepreseutative  in  Congress, 
from  Maryland,  from  1847  to  185:i,  since 
wliich  time  he  has  practiced  his  profession 
at  Elkton.

Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1813  to  1815;  in  1818  and  1S2'2 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate ;  and 
was  for  many  years  the  President  of  a 
Bible  Society,  and  also  of  Mount  Zion  So- 
ciety.    Died  March  8,  1843. 

Evans,  George. — Born  in  Hallowell, 
Maine,  January  12,  1797  ;  graduated  at 
Bowdoin  College,  September  3,  1815  ;  is  a 
lawyer  by  profession;  was  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  Maine  in 
1829  ;  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
1829  to  1841,  and  United  States  Senator 
from  1841  to  1847.  From  1849  to  1850  he 
was  a  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Claims 
against  Mexico  ;  and.  Attorney  General  of 
Maine  in  1853,  1854,  and  1856. 

Evans,  John. — He  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  Continental  Congress,  from  Delaware, 
from  177G  to  1777. 

Evans,  Joshua. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1829  to  1833. 

Evans,  Josiah  J.— He  was  born  in  the 
District  of  Marlborough,  South  Carolina,   | 


November  27,  178();  he  was  for  a  time  a 
merchant's  clerk,  but  graduated  at  South 
Caroliua  College  in  1j-(I8;  taught  school 
ibr  one  year ;  studied  law,  and  rose  to  a 
high  1(  gal  jxtsition  ;  at  an  early  age,  iu 
1812,  1813,  and  1816,  he  was  sent  to  tlie 
Legislature  ;  l)y  that  body  made  Solicitor 
for  the  State  from  liis  district,  wliicli  posi- 
tion he  held  for  thirteen  years  ;  in  1830  lie 
was  choseti  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
which  office  he  held  until  1852,  when  he 
was  elected  to  tlie  United  States  Senate  for 
the  term  ending  in  1^59.  He  died  May  6, 
1858,  of  disease  of  the  lieart,  having,  only 
an  horn-  before  his  death,  been  ])artaking 
of  the  hospitalities  at  dinner  of  his  friend 
and  colleague,  Senator  Hammond.  He'  was 
Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Revolution- 
ary Claims  and  on  Contingent  Expenses  of 
the  Senate,  and  also  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Patents  and  on  Naval  Atiairs. 

Evans,  Lemuel  D. — He  was  born  in 
Tennessee,  and  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Texas,  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress. 

Evans,  Nathan. — Bora  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  June  24,  1804;  received  a 
common  school  education,  and  studied 
law,  being  admitted  to  practice  in  1831. 
He  was  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  Guernsey 
County  for  four  years,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1847   to  1849,  and   now  follows   his  pro- 


Evans,  Thomas.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1797  to  1801. 

Eveleigh,  Nicholas.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate, from  South  Carolina,  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  17el  to  1782. 

Everett,  Edward. — Born  in  Dorches- 
ter, Massachusetts,  Ajiril,  1794.  He  re- 
ceived his  early  education  at  Boston,  and 
entered  Harvard  College  when  little  more 
than  thirteen  years  old,  leaving  it  with 
first  honors  four  years  later,  undecided  as 
to  a  pursuit  for  life.  He  turned  his  atten- 
tion for  two  years  to  the  profession  of 
divinity;  but,  in  1814,  he  Avas  invited  to 
accept  the  new  Professorship  of  Greek 
Literature  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
with  permission  to  visit  Europe.  He  ac- 
cepted the  office,  and,  before  entering  on 
its  duties,  embarked  at  Boston  for  Liver- 
pool. He  passed  more  than  two  years  at 
the  famous  I'niversity  of  Gottingen,  en- 
gaged in  the  study  of  the  German  language 
and  the   branches  of    learning   connected 
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witli  lii.s  ile}mrtnieut.  He  passed  the  winter 
of  JHlT-'Ji*  at  Paris.  The  next  spring'  lie 
uofuin  visited  London,  and  pass»'d  a  tew 
weeks  at  Cand^ridge  and  Oxford.  In  the 
autumu  of  16\S  he  returned  to  the  conti- 
nent, and  divided  the  winter  between 
Florence,  Konie,  and  Naples.  In  the 
sprinj^  of  1"*1'J  he  made  a  short  tour  in 
Greece.  He  came  home  in  Ir^lU,  and  en- 
tered at  once  upon  the  duties  of  his  profes- 
sorship. Soon  after  his  return  he  became 
the  editor  of  the  North  Ameiiean  li'eview, 
a  journal  which,  thouj^h  supported  by 
writers  of  p^ieat  ability,  liad  Required  only 
a  limited  circulation.  Under  its  new  editor 
the  demand  increased  so  rapiiUy  that  a 
secon<l  and  sometimes  a  third  edition  of  its 
numbers  was  refpiired.  In  l."^"JI  he  de- 
livered the  annual  oration  beton'  tlie  IMii- 
Deta-Kappa  Society,  at  C'aiid)rid<je,  Mas- 
sacliu.selts.  This  wa.s  the  first  of  a  series 
of  orations  and  addres.ses  delivered  by  him 
on  public  occasions  of  almost  every  kind 
during  a  »|Uiirler  of  a  centJiry,  and  aller- 
wards  collected  in  several  vidumes.  I'p 
to  l^'i4  111'  had  taken  no  active  intceiit  in 

iuijitics,  but  the  constituency  of  MiiKlle.sex, 
Ja.ssachusett.«,  without  any  solicitation  on 
his  part,  returned  him  to  t'ong-ie>s.  l-\ir 
ten  years  he  sat  in  Conj,'ie.s.s,  and  wti.s  a 
working;  member.  In  \n'.io  he  retired  truiii 
Conjriess,  and  was  for  four  hueceiwive 
years  ehoseii  (ioveriuir  of  Massachusetts. 
In  l.*'4l  he  was  appointed  to  lejiresmt  the 
I'nited  Stales  at  the  I'ourt  of  ."st.  James. 
Althouj^li  the  Seerelarysliip  of  Stale  at 
Washington  was  held  l)y  four  diflereiit 
statesmen,  of  various  lutlities,  duriuf^  liis 
mission,  he  enjoyed  the  contid<-nce  and 
approbation  of  all.  His  scholarship  was 
recotjnized  by  the  l)e.stowal  «»l  the  de;;re« 
of  IJ.C.L.  by  the  I'niversilies  of  Uxti*rd 
and  Cambriilj^e.  He  returnetl  l«i  America 
in  I84r»,  and  was  chosen  President  of  Har- 
vard Ctdlege,  which  otlice  he  le.-igUfd  in 
iMiJ.  On  the  death  of  Mr.  WebBttT  he 
was  appointed  Seeretary  of  State  by  I'res- 
ident  Fillmore,  which  otfice  lie  resijjniMl  for 
a  seat  in  the  Si-nate,  serving  tiom  March, 
Ic'olJ,  ti>  May,  K»-l.  This  positii.n  he  aL-o 
resi'Tiied,  atier  which  time,  althoiig^h  lead- 
ing tin*  quiet  lite  of  a  scholar,  he  g'reatly 
added  to  liis  reputation  by  deliverinj;  oia- 
tious  on  the  Lite  of  Washing'ton,  and  on 
other  topics,  all  being  for  charitable  pur- 
poses, lie  was  the  intimate  frien<l  ot  l)aniel 
Webster,  and  wrote  thf  best  Lite  extant  of 
that  distiiijfuished  man,  who.se  collected 
writiujjs  lie  edited.  In  Irktt}  he  wa.s  nomi- 
nated by  the  Union  party  its  their  candi- 
date tor  the  otttce  of  \ice-i'iesideiit  of  the 
United  States,  but  was  deteated.  Died  in 
liostou,  January  15,  ItioO.    His  last  public 


'  position  was  that  of  Presidential  Elector  in 
lf^04. 

Everett,  Horace. — A  native  of  Ver- 
mont ;  Wits  Ixirn  in  1780;  he  was  a  lawyer 
by  pmtession  ;  settled  in  Windsor,  and 
distinguished  himself  as  one  of  the  most 
successful  jury  advocates  in  Vermont.  He 
served  in  the  State  Leg'islature  in  18I'J, 
:  ]t*2{\  lH->>,  lH-2:i,  IH>4,  and  IKU ;  was 
State's  Attorney  for  Windsor  County,  from 
l.**!:}  to  l^'IT;  and  was  a  prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Constitutional  Convention 
of  l&if*.  He  was  a  Kepre.sentative  in  Con- 
pre.s.s  from  If^'^'J  to  \f^4'A,  and  had  the  title 
confened  upon  him  of  I)tK.-tor  of  Laws. 
Died  at  Windsor,  Vermont,  Januarv  30, 
l^rol.

Ewing,  Thomas. — He  -vvas  born  near 
West  J^ilicrty,  Olno  County,  Virginia,  De- 
ceuiber  'J8,  I7i"^9;  he  received  his  early 
education  chiefly  from  an  elder  sister,  and, 
Avith  his  father's  family,  settled  in  the 
Avilds  vi'  Ohio,  about  17'J2,  Aviicre  he  en- 
joyed the  advantages  of  a  winter  schdol 
and  an  acadt-my  ;  his  life,  during  his  youth 
and  early  manhood,  was  one  of  continuous 
toil;  in  J814  he  was  a  school  teacher;  in 
1815  he  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.  from 
the  Athens  Academy,  the  first  ever  granted 
in  Ohio ;  and  he  studied  law  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  J dl(),  practicing- with 
success  in  the  courts  of  Ohio  and  tlie 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  In 
IS'.iO  he  was  elected  to  a  seat  in  the  United 
States  Senate,  from  Ohio,  where  he  re- 
mained until  1837  ;  he  was  a  member  of 
President  Harrison's  cabinet,  as  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  in  1841  ;  on  the  accession 
of  President  Taylor  to  the  Presidency,  in 
1841*,  he  was  invited  into  the  cabinet,  and 
took  charge  of  the  new  Department  of  the 
Interior;  and,  in  1850,  he  was  appointed 
to  a  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate,  Avhere 
he  remained  until  185J,  when  he  retired 
from  political  life,  and  resumed  the  practice 
of  his  profession  in  Ohio.  He  was  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Peace  Congress  of  1861.

He  received  a  common 
school  education,  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  i82G.  In  183-2  he 
Avas  appointed  reporter  of  the  decisions  of 
the  Supreme  Court;  from  1835  to  1839  he  was 
a  Kepresentative  in  Congress  from  Maine; 
he  Avus  Governor  of  the  State  during  the 
years  1 839,  1 840, 1 84-2,  and  1 843 ;  and  he  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  Congress,  in  1843,  to 
till  a  vacancy,  and  in  1845  was  re-elected 
for  a  terni  of  six  years ;  but  he  died  at 
Washington,  December  24,  1847,  alter  a 
surgical  operation  for  the  relief  of  a  local 
complaint. 

Faran,  James  J. — He  was  born  in  Ohio, 
residing  at  Cincinnati,  and  was  a  Represent- 
ative, from  Ohio,  to  the  Thirtieth  Congress. 


Farelly,  John  W. — He  Avas  bom  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  b't-pn-sentative  in 
Congress,  fromtlial  State,  iVum  1847  tu  1849. 

Farelly,  Patrick. — Born  in  Ireland  in 
17()();  Avas  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and 
Avas  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  ]^^2I  to  |.-'-J().

At  an  early  ap^e 
he  was  sent  to  Liviug'ston  county,  at  tliat 
time  a  wild  rej^lon,  to  learn  the  clothier's 
trade,  and  about  jour  months  later  he  was 
apprenticed  to  a  wool  carder,  in  the  town 
in  which  his  father  lived.     Durino^  the  four 
years  that  he  worked  at  his  trade  he  did 
what  he  could  to  supply  the  defects  of  his 
early  education.     At  the  ap;e  of  nineteen  he 
commeuct'd  the  study  of  law,  and  devoted 
a  portion  of  his  time  to  teachiuor  school. 
In  lS2l   he  removed  to  Erie  county,  and 
pursued    his    legal   studies   in  the  city  of 
ButValo.     Two  years  laier  he  was  admitted 
to  the  Common  Pleas,  and  commenced  the 
practice  of  the  law  at  Aurora,  in  the  same 
county.     In  ld'27  he  was  admitted  as  an  : 
Attorney,  and  in    1829  as  a  Counsellor  in 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  in  the  lollowinf^  : 
year  he  removed  to  Buiialo.     His  political 
life   connnenced    with    his  election  to  the  : 
State  Assembly,  in  which  he  took  his  seat 
in  l&2d.     In  \r<'.j2  he  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress, and  took  his  seat  in  the  following 
year.     In  1835,  at  the  close  of  his  term  in 
office,  he  resumed  the  practice  of  the  law, 
but  was  re-elected  to  Congress   in  1837.  , 
During  this  term  he  took  a  more  promi-  i 
nent  part  in  the  business  of  the  House  than 
during  his  former  term,  and  was  assigned 
a  place  on  the  Committee   on    Elections. 
He    Avas    successively   re-elected    to    the  j 
Twenty-sixth   and    Twenty-seventh  Con- 
gresses.    At  the  close  of  the  first  session  of  i 
the  Twenty-seventh  Congress  he  declined 
a  re-election,  returned  to  Buffalo,  and  again 
devoted  himself  to  his  profession.     In  1847  , 
he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Comptroller 
of  the  State.     In   1848  he  was  nominated 
by  the  Whigs  as  their  candidate  for  Vice- 
President,  and  elected  to  that  office  in  the 
autumn  of  the  same  year.     In  March,  1849,  ' 
he  resigned  his   office  of  Comptroller,  to  ! 
assume   the   duties   of  his   new   position,   j 
where  he  remained  until  the  death  of  Presi-  | 
dent  Taylor,  in  July,  1850,  by  which  he 
was    elevated   to    the   Presidential   chair.  I 
His  term  of  office  expired  March  4,  1853. 
Since  his  retirement  from  public  life  he  has  |

one  years  of  age;  in  1851  he  was  elected  j 
to  the  Senate  of  Ohio;  in  1852  was  a  mem-  i 
ber    of    the    National    Convention  which  • 


nominated  General  Scott  for  the  Presi- 
dency: in  isijl  lie  was  again  elected  a 
State  Si'uator,  and  in  1802  he  was  chosen 
a  Iveprescnfative,  from  Ohio,  to  the  Tliirty- 
eightli  Congress,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Post  Office  and  Post 
Roads.  Re-eiected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Comndttees  on 
the  Post  Oi^ce  and  Post  Roads,  and  Roads 
and  Canals. 

Findlay,  James.— He  was  a  native  of 
Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  a 
member  of  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1825 
to  1831  He  died  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 
December  21,  1835. 

Findlay,  Jolin. — He  was  a  represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1823  to  1827.  He  was  born  in  Franklin 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  brother  of 
James  and  William  Findlay,  who  were  also 
in  Congress. 

Findlay,  "William. — He  was  bom  in 
Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania;  was  Gov 
ernor  of  Pennsylvania  from  1817  to  182U: 
and  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1821  to  1827. 

Findley,  William. — He  came  in  early 
life  from  Ireland.  In  the  Revolution  he  en- 
gaged with  zeal  in  the  cause  of  his  adapted 
country,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  he  re- 
moved to  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention  which  framed  the 
new  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania,  and  a 
member  of  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1791  to  1799,  and  from  18U3  to  1817.  In 
his  politics  he  opposed  the  administration 
of  Mr.  Adams,  and  supported  Mr.  Jetfer- 
son.  He  published  a  Review  of  the  Fund- 
ing System  in  1794,  and  a  History  of  the 
Insurrection  of  the  Four  Western  Counties 
of  Pennsylvania  in  1791).  He  died  at 
Unity  Township,  Greensburg,  April  5, 
1821,  aged  upwards  of  seventy. 

Fine,  John. — Born  in  Xew  York,  August 
26,  1784;  graduated  at  Columbia  College, 
Xew  York,  in  lriU9;  studied  law,  and  set- 
tled in  St.  Lawrence  county,  Xew  York ; 
was  a  Judge  in  that  county  for  eighteen 
years;  was  County  Treasurer  from  1-'2I  to 
1833;  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  1 8:59  to  1 84 1 .  He  published  a  volume 
of  law  lectures. 

Fish,  Hamilton.— He  was  born  in  N<'\v 
York  City  in  I'^ii9;  graduated  at  Columbia 
College  ;'  studied  law,  and  was  ailmittL-d  to 
the  bar  in  I83U  ;  in  1837  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature;  was  a  Representative  in 
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Confrress  from  l.'^43  to  1^4.');  Goveruor  of 
New  York  in  1849;  and  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  Idol  to  ]S')7.  Of  late  years  he 
has  been  travelling'  in  Europe. 

Fisher,  Charles. — Born  in  Rowan 
County,  North  Carolina,  October  '20,  \7fiK 
He  received  an  academical  education,  and 
studied  law,  but  did  not  practice  to  any 
extent.  He  commenced  public  life  by 
}]roing'  into  the  State  Senate  in  l^l.-*,  and  in 
1811)  was  elected  to  Con(jress  from  North

young,  lie  emigrated  with  an  elder  brother, 
in  1815,  to  the  valley  of  the  Alabama 
Kiver,  near  Montgomery,  where  he  has 
ever  since  resided.  He  received  as  good 
an  education  as  new  countjdes  generally 
afford ;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
practice  in  18*21 ;  was  shortly  afterwards  I 
elected  Solicitor  of  the  Judicial  District  in 
which  he  lived ;  was  again  elected  to  the 
same  office  in  1825,  and  held  it  until  182S);

He  had  not  the  benefit  of  a  college  educa- 
tion ;  for  a  time  he  devoted  himself  to  the 
occupation  of  a  hatter;  he  published  and 
edited,  for  several  years,  a  Democratic 
newspaper ;  was  nine  years  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Schools 
in  Pennsylvania ;  and  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress in  185U,  where  he  served  continuously 
until  1859,  acting  as  a  member  of  the 
Committees  on  Naval  Affairs  and  Invalid 
Pensions.  He  was  also  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty  sixth  Congress;  and  while  occupy- 
ing his  seat  as  a  Kepresentative,  estab- 
lished in  Washington  the  National  Deino- 
ocratic  Review,  and  subsequently  edited 
the  Constitutional  Union  in  Washington. 

Flournoy,  Thomas  S.— He  was  born 
in  Virginia,  and  was  a  l\epresentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1^47  to 
1849.  He  ])articipated  in  tlie  great  Rebel- 
lion, and  was  kiUed  in  battle  in  Virginia 
in  June,  1864.

t'esbion  ;  was  a  I'residentiiil  Klector  in  l^44; 
was  elected,  in  I''47,  a  S-nator  in  Congress, 
where  he  reinainetl  until  1^0*2,  otlieiutiug 
us  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relatiois;  and  In- was  elected  (  o.vei  nor  of 
Missis-ippi  in  l~.VJ.  Hi>ub>ei|ii.-iiilv  «pent 
a  few  years  in  California.  In  I -.'»'.♦  lie  ystm 
a  m»-mber  of  the  Southern  Convention  held 
at  Knoxville,  Tennes.se«*.  and  during  hi< 
bt"e  t\»ught  three  duels.  He  identitied  him- 
self with  the  Great  Rebelhou,  and  was  a 
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member  of  the  .Con federate  Conrrress;  and 
after  the  return  of  peace  he  published  "The 
War  of  tlie  Ivebellion." 

Foote,  Samuel  A. — Born  in  Chesliire, 
Connecticut,  November  8,  1780;  p-aduated 
at  Yale  Colleo-e  in  1797,  and  connneuced 
the  practice  of  law  in  his  native  town.  Hi? 
was  chosen  a  Representative  in  Conp-ress, 
from  Connecticut,  in  1819,  182:^  and  183:3; 
was  Speaker  of  the  Connecticut  House  of 
Representative  in  1 825  and  1826;  and  Sen- 
ator in  Conji^ress,  from  1827  to  1833,  serv- 
ing as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Pen- 
sions. In  1834  he  was  elected  Governor 
of  the  State,  and  in  1844  he  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector.  He  died  September  16. 
1846.  He  it  was  wdio  offered,  on  the  floor 
of  Congress,  the  famous  resolutions,  upon 
which  was  founded  the  great  debate  be- 
tween Hayne  and  Webster. 

Forbes,  James. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Maryland  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  1778  to  1780. 

Ford,  James. — He  served  two  years  in 
the  Pennsylvania  Legislature,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  1829  to  1833.  His  life  Avas 
honorably  interwoven  with  the  history  of 
his  State,  and  he  died  at  Lawrenceville, 
Pennsylvania,  August,  1859,  aged  seventy- 
six  years. 

Ford,  William  D. — He  Avas  born  in 
Providence,  Rhode  Island;  served  in  the 
New  York  Assembly  in  1816  and  1817; 
and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1819  to  1821. 

Fornance,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1839  to 
1841. 

Forney,  Daniel  M. — Born  in  Lincoln 
County,  North  Carolina,  May,  1784.  Dur- 
ing the  late  war  with  England  he  served 
as  Major  in  the  State  line,  and  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, from  1815  to  1818,  and  in  1820  Avas 
appointed  Commissioner  to  treat  Avith  the 
Creek  Indians.  From  1823  to  1826  he  was 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature.  In 
1834  he  remaved  to  LoAvndes  County, 
Alabama,  Avhere  he  died  in  October,  1847. 

Forney,  Peter. — Born  in  Lincoln  Coun- 
ty, North  Cardlina,  April,  1756,  He  Avas 
a  patriot  and  soldier  of  the  Revolution.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature 
for  several  years,  and  was  a  Representative 


in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from 
1813  to  1815.  He  served  as  an  Elector 
during  the  Presidential  campaigns  of  Jef- 
ferson, Madison,  M(»nroe,  and  Jackson. 
Dii-d  February  I,  1^34. 

Forrest,  Thomas. — He  Avas  born  in 
Pliiladelpliia,  Pennsylvania,  and  Avas  a 
Rei)resentative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1819  to  1821,  and  again  fiom 
1822  to  1823,  for  the  unexpirtnl  term  of 
William  Milnor.  Died  March  20,  1825. 
He  Avas  elected  to  Congress  by  one  A'ote. 

Forrest,  Uriah. — He  Avas  a  General  in 
the  Revolutionary  Avar;  Avas  Avounded  at 
the  battle  of  Germantown,  from  the  etlV-cts 
of  Avhich  he  never  recovered ;  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress  from  1786  to 
1787;  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Maryland,  during  the  years  1793  and 
1794,  and  resigned.  Died  at  liis  country 
seat  near  Georgetown,  District  of  Columbia, 
in  1805. 

Forrester,  J.  B. — He  was  born  in  Ten- 
nessee, and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  183:}  to  18:37, 
and  Avas  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Claims.     Died  August  31 ,  1845. 

Forsyth,  John. — He  Avas  born  in  Frede- 
ricksburg, Virginia,  October  2,  1780;  grad- 
uated at  Princeton  College  in  1799;  removed 
Aviih  his  father  to  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  afterwards  to  Augusta,  (^eorgia. 
He  studied  laAV,  and  from  1802  to  1808  dis- 
tinguished himself  at  the  Georgia  bar ;  and 
in  1808  Avas  Attorney  General  of  the  State ; 
he  Avas  a  Representative  ni  Congress,  from 
Georgia,  from  1813  to  J  81 8,  and  from  1823 
to  1827  ;  a  Senator  in  Congress,  during  the 
years  1818  and  1819,  and  from  1829  to  18:37, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Commerce;  Govenior  of  Georgia  in  1827, 
1828,  and  1829;  Minister  to  Spain  from 
1819  to  1822  ;  and  Avas  Secretary  of  State 
under  President  .Jackson;  in  Avhich  posi- 
tion he  Avas  continui'd  l)y  I'rcsidciif  Yun 
Bureu  until  the  end  of  his  administration. 
His  superior  abilities  Avere  universally  ac- 
knoAvledged,  and  the  dignity  and  elegance 
of  his  manners  added  much  to  his  popu- 
larity. He  died  in  Washington  city,  of 
bilious  fcA'er,  October  21,  1841. 

Fort,  Tomlinson. — He  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from 
1827  to  1829. 

Forward,  Chauncey. — He  Avns  bom 
at  Old  Granby,  Connecticut,  and  Avn.s 
the  younger  brother  of  Walter  Forward. 
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About  the  year  1800  he  removed  to  Ohio 
with  his  father ;  was  educated  at  Jeflterson 
Colleg^e;  studied  Jaw  aud  came  to  the  bar 
in  Pittsburg-,  Pennsylvania.  In  ]817  he 
settled  in  Somerset,  of  that  State ;  was  fre-  i 
qxiently  elected  to  the  State  Legislature, 
serving  in  both  Houses;  in  1825  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress  for  an  : 
unexpired  term,  and  was  twice  re-elected, 
serving  until  18:{1.  He  never  quitted  pol- 
itics, nor  ceased  to  practice  his  profession, 
but  late  in  life  took  a  special  interest  in 
matters  connected  Avith  the  Baptist  Church, 
and  became  a  very  popular  and  successful 
preacher.  He  died  at  Somerset,  October, 
1839. 

Forward,  "Walter. — Pie  was  bora  in 
Connecticut  in  178G,  where  he  received  a 
liberal  education.     He  removed  to  Pitts- 
burg in  1803,  and  studied  law.     In  1805 
he  became  editor  of  the  paper  called  the 
Tree  of  Liberty;  from  1806  to  1822  he  was 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  law,  aud,  as  a 
pleader,  had  few  equals.     In  1822  he  was 
elected  to  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  as 
a  Representative,  where  her  coLtinned  till 
March,  1825.    In  1837  he  bore  a  prominent 
part  in  the  Pennsylvania  Convention  to  re- 
form the  State  Constitution.     In  ^larcli, 
1841,  President  Harrison  named  him  First  i 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  which  post  he 
held  until  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Tyler  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.   Ouretning  i 
from  President  Tyler's  cabinet,  he  resumed  I 
and  continued  his  practice  at  the  bar,  until  I 
appointed  by  President  Taylor  Charge  d' Af- 
faires to  Denmark,  where  he  spent  several  j 
years,   resigning  his   situation    to   return  , 
home  in  order  to  accept  the  otfice  of  Presi-  I 
dent  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  Alle-  ; 
ghany  County,  to  Avhich  he  had  been  called  | 
by  popular  election.     While  in  court,  em-  I 
ployed  in  his  judicial  duties,  he  was  sud-  ' 
denly  taken  ill,   and   died   in   forty-eight  i 
hours,  at  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania,  Novem-  I 
ber24,  1852.  |

Foster,  Abiel.— Born  in  Andover,  Mas-  ' 
fiachusetts,  August  8,  1735 ;  graduated  at  I 


Harvard  University  in  1756  ;.  studied  theol- 
ogy, and  was  a  pastor  for  eighteen  years 
over  the  Congregational  Church  in  Canter- 
bury, New  Hampshire;  and  in  17Mi  was  a 
Representative  to  the  General  Court  ;  was 
a  Delegate,  from  New  Hauipshire,  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  J783to]785; 
and  Avas  present  at  Washington's  resigna- 
tion of  the  command  of  the  army  at  An- 
napolis ;  he  Avas  a  Rejiresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  NeAV  Hampshire,  from  1789  to 
J79],  and  Avas  again  a  Ivepresentative  iu 
the  Legislature,  and  a  Delegate  t«»  revise 
the  State  Constitution ;  Avas  u  member  ot 
the  State  Senate  from  1793  to  1794,  and  iu 
both  years  Avas  President  of  that  body  ; 
and  Avas  re-elected  to  Congress  from  1795 
to  1803,  He  died  at  Canti-rburv  Februarv 
6,  1800. 

Foster,  A.  Lawrence. — He  Avas  boni 
in  NeAV  York,  aud  Avas  a  liepresentutive 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  froui  |.-^4I  to 
1843. 

Foster,  Dwight— He  Avas  l»orn  in  Mns- 
sachiHftts  iu  17.')7,  aud  died  at  Hrooktit-ld. 
in  that  State,  in  April,  1-23.  He  grailuativl 
at  Brown  I'niversity  in  1774;  studitd  and 
jtiaeticed  law ;  avhs  County  Sin-i  itV  aud 
Judge  of  the  Couuuon  Plens  ;  and  was  u 
Iv'epreseutrttive  iu  Congress,  from  Mussii- 
chusetts,  from  1793  to  1799;  and  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  1800  to  1^^(13,  when  lie 
resigned. 

Foster,  Ephraim  H.— 11.-  eniere.l  pub- 
lic lil'e  wli.-n  (|uite  young,  aud  in  l-''29  was 
Speaker  of  the  liou>r  of  Representatives 
of  Tennessee.  In  l^:{7  he  avhs  electi'd  to 
the  United  States  Senate,  but  in  I.-'39  re- 
signed his  seat  because  he  could  n«»t  obey 
the  instructions  of  the  State  Legislature  ; 
and  iu  1*^43  he  Avas  re-elected  for  two 
years.  On  his  retuni  from  Wasliington  he 
Avas  a  candidate  for  (ioveruor,  but  failed  of 
an  election.  He  died  at  Nashville,  Sep- 
tember 4,  1854. 

Foster,  Henry  A — He  Avas  Ijorn  in 
NeAV  York;  served  in  the  Senate  of  that 
State  from  1831  to  1834,  and  from  1-^41  to 
1844  ;  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  l'-37  to  l-'397  and 
Avas  a  Senator  in  Congress  during  the 
years  1844  and  1845,  by  appointment  of 
the  Governor. 

Foster,  Henry  D.— He  Avas  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  Avas  a  Representativo 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  t'om  1-43  to 
1847. 
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Foster,  Lafayette  S.— He  was  born  in 
Franklin,  Ncu-Lniidon  County,  (Jonneeti- 
cut,  November  -J-^,  IHMi,  and  is  a  diri-rt 
descendant  of  Miles  Standish.  lltt  f:;Tad- 
uated  at  Brown  University  in  1H-2S  ;  studied 
law,  and  came  to  tlie  bar  in  ]S'M  ;  was  a 
member  of  the  CJencral  Assembly  of  Con- 
necticut in  ld:ii)  and  ]84(),  in  1H4(J,  1847, 
and  1848,  and  J  854;  was  Speaker  of  the 
House  in  1847,  ]84>^,  and  1^54;  Mayor  of 
the  city  of  Norwich  for  two  years,  in  I8")(^ 
and  18")]  ;  received  the  deforce  of  LLA). 
from  Browu  University  in  1850;  and  was 
chosen  a  Senator  in  Conp^ress  for  the  term 
conunencing  in  1855  and  endinf^  in  1.-<G1, 
serviuf;'  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Public  Lands,  Pensions,  and  the  Judi- 
ciary. He  was  re-elected  iu  18<)0  for  the 
term  endin*^  in  18(57,  and  durinp;'  the  Thir- 
ty-seventh and  Thirty-eightli  Conf^resses 
he  was  Chairman  of  the  Connnittee  on 
Pensions,  and  a  member  of  the  Committees 
on  Kevolutionary  Claiuis,  Private  Land 
Claiuis,  Indian  Atlairs,  and  Foreign  liela- 
tions ;  and  at  the  extra  session  of  the 
Senate,  in  18(55,  he  was  chosen  President 
pro  tern,  of  tliat  body ;  the  death  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  and  tlie  elevation  of  Andrew 
Johnson  to  the  Presidency  making  him 
acting  Vice-Piesident  of  the  United  States. 
During  the  subsequent  recess,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate, 
lie  visited  some  of  the  Indian  tribes  west 
of  the  Mississippi. 

Foster,  Nathaniel  G.— Born  at  "  The 
Fork,"  iu  Greene  County,  Georgia,  August 
25,  18(19;  graduated  at  Franklin  College 
in  1839  ;  read  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1831,  and  settled  iu  Madison, 
Georgia,  where  he  obtained  a  high  reputa- 
tion as  an  advocate  and  jury  lawyer.  He 
served  three  years  as  Solicitor  General  of 
Ocmulgee  Circuit,  five  years  in  the  State 
Senate,  and  one  year  in  the  House  ;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  the  Thirty-fourth 
Congress. 

Foster,  Stephen  C. — Born  in  Machias, 
Maine,  December  24,  1799 ;  comuienced 
life  as  a  blacksmith,  but  for  the  last  twen- 
ty-five years  has  been  a  luuiber  merchant 
and  ship-builder;  was  in  the  Maine  Legis- 
lature from  1834  to  1837,  again  in  ld40, 
when  he  was  l*resident  of  the  Senate,  and 
again  in  1847;  was  elected  to  Congress, 
from  Maine,  in  1856,  serving  through  the 
Thirty-tifth  Congress  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Maimfactures.  He  is  now 
President  of  the  Washington  Agricultural 
Society  of  his  native  State.  He  was  also 
elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  and 


was  also  a  member  of  the  Peace  Congress 
of  I8(jj. 

Foster,  Theodore. — He  was  born  in 
Massachusetts,  and  was  u  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  Rhode  Island,  from  179U  to 
18U3,  and  died  in  If^'l^. 

Foster,  Thomas  F.— Born  in  Greens- 
borougii,  (Georgia,  Nov.-udier  23,  I79(i.  He 
graduated  at  FraTddm  Coll.-g.-  in  H12; 
read  law  at  home,  and  at  Litchfield,  Con- 
necticut, and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
181(5.  He  was  for  many  years  a  member 
of  the  Georgia  Legislature  ;  and  a  Reprtv 
sontative  in  Congress,  froui  Georgia,  tVoni 
1S29  to  1835,  and  again  froui  1841  to  1843. 
He  died  iu  1847. 

Fouke,  Philip  B. — Born  in  Kaskaskia, 
Illinois,  .lanuaiy  23,  \Ti\-<  \  was  chiefly 
self-educated;  was  first  a  clerk  and  then 
a  civil  engineer ;  in  1>4I  he  establishol  a 
paper  called  the  "  Belleville  Advocjite," 
which  he  printed  andeilited  for  four  years  ; 
he  then  studied  law,  and  after  being  ad- 
mitted to  practfce,  he  was  elected  in  184(J 
Prosecuting  Attorney  for  his  District,  an<l 
re-elected  ;  iu  l''5l  he  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Illinois  Legislaturi' ;  in  1-5(5  ho 
was  again  elected  Prosecuting  Attorney  ; 
and  in  1858  was  elected  a  Re])resentative, 
from  Illinois,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Public  Ex- 
penditures. Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  but  served  as  a  Colonel 
of  Volunteers  in  18G1,  resigning  his  com- 
mission in  18G2. 

Fowler,  John. — He  was  a  soldier  in 
the  Avar  of  the  Revolution  ;  attaine<l  the 
rank  of  Captain  ;  and  was  a  member  of 
Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  1797  to 
1807.  He  died  at  Lexington.  Kentucky, 
August  22,  1849,  aged  eighty-five  yi-ars. 

Fowler,  J.  S.— After  the  close  of  the 
Rebellion  in  l'^65  he  was  elected  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  for  the  term 
ending  in  1871,  but  was  not  admitted  to 
his  seat  until  near  the  end  of  the  first  session 
of  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress.  (A  proper 
notice  of  hin\  is  necessarily  postponed  until 
the  next  edition  of  this  work.) 

Fowlsr,  Orin.— He  was  born  in  C<m- 
necticut  in  1795;  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege in  1815;  studied  divinity,  but  turned 
his  attention  to  jiolitics;  was  elect«Ml  to  the 
Senate  of  Massachusetts  in  Hl*^:  and  w.i,s 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  1^19  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in 
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Wasliington  City,  September  3,  ]85-2.  He 
was  at  one  time  settled  over  a  church  in 
Plainfiekl,  Connecticut. 

Fowler,  Samuel.— Born  inXew  Jersey 
in  1779;  was  a  distinguished  member  of 
the  medical  profession  ;  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from 
1833  to  1837,  Died  in  Sussex  County, 
New  Jersey,  February  21,  1844. 

Franchot,  Richard. — Was  born  in 
Morris,  Otsego  County,  New  York,  in 
1816;  received  an  English  education; 
served  as  a  civil  engineer  for  seven  years ; 
subsequently  turned  his  attention  to  farm- 
ing; was  President  of  the  Albany  and 
Susquehanna  Railroad  Company  ;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  New  York, 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia and  the  Pacific  Railroad. 

Francis,  John  B. — He  was  born  in 
Rhode  Island,  and  was  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1844  to  1'84.'>, 
having  been  Governor  of  Rhode  Island, 
from  1833  to  1838.  Died  tn  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  August  9,  18G4. 

Frank,  Augustus. — He  was  born  in 
Warsaw,  Wyoming  County,  New  York, 
July  17,  l^'-iC)-,  early  became  engaged  in 
mercantile  pursuits,  to  which  lie  was  de- 
voted for  many  years.  In  1858  he  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  New  York, 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Patents  ;  re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  the  Library 
and  on  Mileage;  and  for  a  third  term  was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
when  he  was  made  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library,  serving  also  on  the 
Committee  on  Mileage,  and  the  Select 
Committee  on  the  Bankrupt  Law. 

Franklin,  Benjamin.— Born  in  Boston. 
January  17,  17Ut5 ;  after  various  vicissi- 
tudes, when  seventeen  years  of  age  he 
went  to  Philadelphia,  and  acquired  the 
trade  of  a  printer ;  with  the  help  of  (Tovernor 
Sir  William  Keith  he  visited  England, 
where  he  remained  nearly  two  years  ;  on 
his  return  he  became  a  Clerk,  and  then 
engaged  in  business  on  his  own  account ; 
in  1732  he  commenced  the  publication  of 
"  Poor  Richard's  Almanac,"  which  he  con- 
tinued until  1737  ;  after  that  he  established 
a  newspaper,  and  held  the  various  otfices 
of  State  Printer,  Clerk  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  Postmaster  of  Philadelphia. 
He  was  the  father  and  patron  of  the  Philo- 
sophical Society,  and  of  the  Pennsylvania 


T^niversit}- and  Hospital;  in  1741  he  pub- 
lished the  "General  Magazine;"  and  in 
1744  he  was  elected  to  the  Provincial  As- 
semltly,  holding  the  otiice  ten  yi-ars.  In 
1758  iie  concluded  a  treaty  with  the  In- 
dians at  Carlisle,  and  in  the  following  year 
was  sent  to  Albany,  N.  Y  ,  to  meet  a 
congress  of  commissioners  to  arrange  means 
of  defence  against  the  French  and  Indians. 
He  subsequently  became  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral of  America;  was  sent  t»>  England  as 
an  advocate  and  agent  for  the  province  tui 
two  occasions,  remaining  th»'re  lU'veu 
years;  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Ki'vohi- 
tion  he  returnt-d  to  Anu'ricii,  and  t«tok  an 
active  and  important  part  in  pnl>lic  atVuirs  ; 
was  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
l»endence  ;  a  Delegate  to  the  ('itntineiital 
Congress  in  I77.'>  and  177('):  in  17/"^  ho 
was  sent  to  France  in  a  diplomatic  rapacity, 
where  he  remained  until  I7S.'>;  he  was  ne.xt 
elected  Ciovernor«»f  Pennsylvania,  anil  wa.s 
a  nii'inbtr  of  the  Cttuvention  which  foriutd 
the  IVderal  Constitution,  and  sigTU-d  tliiit 
instrument;  and  he  died  April  17,  171K). 
The  (jualities  of  his  niiml  wt-iv  rfinarkHl)ly 
various,  l)Ut  lie  perhaps  stotnl  pu--emin<-i»t 
as  a  philosiqiher  autl  benefactor  of  man- 
kind. He  made  important  discoverifs  in 
electricity;  wioti*  and  published  miu-li  on 
a  varittyof  themes,  and  liis  Lite,  Writings, 
and  Corn-spondence,  issued  in  twelvo 
volumes,  an-  an  important  t'niture  in  all 
the  best  libraries  of  the  country. 

Franklin,  Jesse.— He  was  b«>rn  in  Surry 
County,  North  Carolina;  served  with  credit 
in  the  Revolutionary  war,  as  a  Major ;  was 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of 
that  State  in  17U4  ;  reprt'seiiti'<l  thiit  Statu 
in  Congress,  from  17'J."»  to  171>7,  and  then 
returned  to  the  Legislature.  From  171HJ 
to  18U.J,  and  from  J8U7  to  |r^l3,  he  was 
United  States  Senator,  otliciating  in  the 
Eighth  Congress  as  I'resident  pro  trm.  of 
the  Senate.  In  1810  he  was  appointed, 
by  PresidL-nt  Madison,  a  Cttinmissiuner  to 
treat  with  the  Chiekasaws,  and  was  elect«'J 
Governor  of  North  Carolina  in  1820.  He 
died  in  Surry  County,  iu  1823,  aged  sixty- 
tive  years. 

Franklin,  John  A. — He  was  born  in 
Worcester  County,  Marylantl,  May  (5.  IH20; 
graduated  at  Jeti^erson  College,  Penn.syl- 
vania,  in  183G ;  studied  law,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1"'41  ;  served  iu  the 
State  Legislature  of  Maryland  in  1*^43, 
and  also  in  l.'^4y,  wlien  he  was  eleet«*d 
Speaker;  in  18.')1  ho  was  cliosen  Pre-nident 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  State; 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Maryland,  from  1853  to  J8.Vj. 
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Franklin,  Meshack. — A  Kipicseuta- 
tive  iu  (Joii;;Te8s,  tVoiii  North  Canirnui,  from 
1807  to  l.-:^  15.  He  served  iu  tlie  House  of 
Commons  of  tliat  State  in  ISOl),  und  in  the 
State  Sen<ate  in  1H'2H  iuul  JH"i*J.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of 
North  Carolina,  and  a  deleg-ate  to  the  Con- 
vention for  revising  the  State  Constitution. 
lie  died  iu  Surry  County,  December  18, 
183'J. 

Freedley,  John.— lie  was  born  (accord- 
ing to  an  interesting  work  published  by 
E.  T.  Freedley,  esq.)  in  Nurristown, 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  May 
22,  1793.  He  conanenced  life  as  a  brick- 
uuiker;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  182U;  he  entered  extensively 
iuto  various  kinds  of  business,  especially 
that  of  quarrying  marble,  and  was  suc- 
cessful ;  au*l  was  a  Representative  iu  Con- 
gress, from  Pennsylvania,  from  1847  to 
1851.     He  died  December  8,  1851. 

Freeman,  John  D. — He  was  born  in 
Xew  Jersey,  and,  having  removed  to  Mis- 
sissippi, was  elected  a  Representative  iu 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to 
1853. 

Freeman,  Jonathan. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative iu  Congress,  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, from  1797  to  18U1.  From  1789  to 
1797  he  was  a  State  Councillor;  from  1793 
to  l8U8  one  of  the  Overseers  of  Dartmoutli 
College  ;  and  died  in  18U8,  aged  sixty-three 
years. 

Freeman,  Nathaniel. — He  Avas  born 
at  Dennis,  Massachusetts,  iu  April,  1741, 
and  died  September  27,  1820.  He  grad- 
uated at  Harvard  University ;  studied 
medicine  ;  and  was  a  patriot  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary war  ;  performed  various  services  in 
the  Legislature  and  as  a  Brigadier  General 
of  Militia ;  he  was  also  a  Judge  of  Pro- 
bate for  forty-seven  years,  and  a  Judge  of 
the  Common  Pleas  for  thirty  years  ;  he  was 
twice  married,  and  had  twenty  children ; 
and  was  a  member  of  Congress,  from  Mas- 
sachusetts, from  1795  to  1799. 

Frelinghnysen,  Frederick. — Born  iu 
New  Jersey,  \\)v\\  13,  1753;  gra'biateil 
at  Princeton  College  iu  177U.  When 
twenty-two  years  of  age  he  was  sent  to 
the  Continental  Congress  ;  and  as  Captain 
of  a  Volunteer  Corps  of  Artillery,  he  was 
at  the  battles  of  Trenton  and  Monmouth, 
and  it  is  said  that  it  was  he  who  killed 
Rhalle,  the  Hessian  commander  at  Trenton. 
He  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  1793 
to  1796,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of 


domestic  ])ereavemonts.  He  stood  among 
the  first  at  tlie  bar  of  New  Jersey,  and  held 
various  State  and  County  otHces.  He  died 
April  13,  18U4. 

Frelinghnysen,  Theodore. — He  was 
born  in  Millstown,  Sonn-rsct  County,  New 
Jersey,  Mareh  28,  1787;  graduated  at 
Princeton  College,  Nassau  Hall,  in  I*<(l4; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
iu  18U8;  was  Attorney  (l<Mienil  of  Ni-w 
Jersey,  from  1.S18  to  iH29;  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  1829;  and  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  Jersey,  from  1829  to 
1835.  Mr.  Frelinghuysen  was  ('l-.ancellor 
of  the  University  of  New  York,  fntm  l-'3'.) 
to  1850,  and  \vhile  in  that  position  was  the 
candidate  of  the  Whig  party  for  Vice-Pres- 
ident upon  the  ticket  with  Hemy  Clay.  In 
1850  he  was  elected  President  of  Rutgers 
College,  where  he  officiated  until  liis  death, 
devoting  mucli  of  liis  time  and  means  t<i 
the  benevolent  and  e<lueational  interests  of 
his  native  State  and  of  the  l^nion.  He  re- 
sided for  some  years  at  Newark,  New 
Jersey,  and  was  Mayor  of  tliat  city  in 
1837  and  1838.  He  also  served  as  Pre.s- 
ident  of  the  American  Temperance  Union, 
of  the  American  Tract  Society,  the  iJoard 
of  Foreign  Missions,  and  of  the  Amerirnu 
Bible  Society.  In  the  church,  he  was  for 
many  years  recognized  as  the  great  leader 
in  all  the  moral  movements  of  the  country, 
and  was  universally  beloved.  Died  at 
New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  April  12, 
1862. 

Fremont,  John  Charles.— I'orn  iu 
Savannah,  Georgia,  January  21,^1813. 
His  father  was  an  emigrant  from  France. 
He  received  a  good  education,  though  left 
an  orphan  at  tour  years  of  age ;  au'l  at  the 
age  of  seventeen  he  graduated  at  Charles- 
ton College.  From  teaching  mathematics 
he  turned  his  attention  to  civil  engineering, 
and  was  reconuuended  to  the  Government 
for  employment  in  the  Mississipi)i  survey. 
He  was  afterwar.ls  «-mployed  at  Washing- 
ton in  constructing  maps  of  that  region. 
Having  rectMve.l  the  conunission  of  a  Lieu- 
tenant of  Engineers,  he  proposed  to  th«i 
Secretary  of  War  to  penetrate  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  His  plan  was  apjiroved,  and 
in  l'^42,  with  a  few  men,  he  explored  the 
South  Pass.  Impatient  of  quii't,  he  planned 
a  new  expedition  to  the  Territory  of  Oregon. 
He  ai)proaclied  the  IJocky  Mountains  by  a 
new  line,  scaled  the  summits  south  of  tho 
South  Pass,  deflected  to  the  Gn-at  Salt 
Lake,  and  connected  his  sin-vey  with  that 
of  Wilkes's  Exploring  Expetlition.  Ho 
also  performed  another  expedition,  in 
which  he  revealed  the  grand   featmes  of 
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Alta  California,  its  great  basin,  the  Sierra 
Nevada,  the  valleys  of  the  San  Joaquin 
and  Sacramento,  and  established  the  geog- 
raphy of  the  western  portion  of  the  conti- 
nent. In  August,  1844,  he  was  planning 
a  third  expedition,  while  writing  the  his- 
tory of  the  second,  and  before  its  publica- 
tion, in  1845,  was  again  on  his  way  to  the 
Pacitic,  collecting  his  mountain  comrades, 
to  examine  in  detail  the  Asiatic  slope  of 
the  continent,  which  resulted  in  giving  a 
new  volume  of  science  to  the  world,  and 
California  to  the  United  States.  After  the 
conquest  of  California,  in  which  he  bore  a 
part,  he  was  the  victim  of  a  quarrel  be- 
tween two  American  commanders,  and 
stripped  of  his  commission  by  court-martial. 
The  President  reinstated  him,  but  he  de- 
clined returning.  He  determined  to  re- 
trieve his  honor.  One  line  more  would 
complete  his  survey,  the  route  for  a  great 
road  from  the  Mississippi  to  San  Francisco.  I 
Again  he  appeared  in  the  far  west.  Ho  [ 
refitted  his  expedition,  and  started  again;  ' 
pierced  the  country  of  the  Apaches;  met,  ! 
awed,  or  defeated  savage  tribes  ;  and  in  a  j 
hundred  days  from  Santa  Fe  stood  on  the  ' 
banks  of  the  Sacramento.  The  pettple  of 
California  reversed  the  judgment  of  tlie 
court-martial,  and  he  was  made  tin-  first 
Senator  of  the  Golden  State,  in  b-'4l»  and 
185J.  He  was  subsequently  a  candidate 
for  President,  in  opposition  to  Mr.  liueh- 
anan,  and  though  he  received  a  large  vote, 
was  defeated.  In  18t)I  lie  served  in  the 
Union  army  as  a  Major  General ;  and  by 
the  Cleveland  Convention  of  ]8r»4  was 
again  nominated  for  the  othce  of  President 
of  the  United  States. 


French,  Ezra  B. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative, from  Maine,  in  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Manufactuies.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Peace  Congress  of  ]8t)l. 
By  President  Lincoln  ha  was  appointed 
Second  Auditor  of  the  Treasury. 

French,  Richard.— He  was  a  native  of 
Kentucky,  and  was  a  Pepreseutative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  18:i5  to 
1837,  from  1843  to  1845,  and  again  from 
1847  to  1849. 

Frey,  Joseph.— He  was  born  in  Penu- 
SA'lvania,  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1827  to 
1831.

a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Penn- 
sylvania, at  tlie  time  of  his  death,  which

In  I  ""J I  lie  wi^-s  .ludge  of  the 
Criminal  Court  of  New  Orleans,  and  was 
appointid  Ju<lge  of  the  Western  District 
of  Florida.  He  shortly  re.signed  his  otlico 
and  returned  to  the  practice  of  law,  at 
New  Orleans,  where  he  died,  of  the  yellow 
fever,  October  C,  \&i.± 

PVost,  George. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  New  Haiiqishiiv  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1777  to  1771). 

Frost,  Joel.— He  was  Ix.rn  in  New  York; 
served  in  the  State  As.senibly  in  l'*'(K»  and 
1808,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  X^'IW  to  \'*'i'i. 

Fry,  Jr.,  Jacob. — He  was  a  native  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  elei-ted  a  liejtre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
18:i,->  to  1  >:{!>. 

Fuller,  George. — He  was  born  in  IVun- 
sylvania,  and  was  a  Representativ*- in  Con- 
gress, trom  that  State,  from  1843  to  1845. 

Fuller,  Henry  M. — He  was  born  in 
Pethauy,  Wayne  County,  Pennsylvania, 
Jainiary  3,  1H;J0 ;  gmdiuit.'d  at  Nassau 
Hall,  Princeton,  in  1"<3'J;  studied  law,  ami 
was  aduiitted  to  the  bar  in  184-J;  in  l.'^48 
was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Penn.syl- 
vania;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Coij- 
gress,  from  that  State,  from  l-'.M  to  \Ki.\, 
and  from  \^'m  to  lr^.')7.  Died  in  Philadel- 
phia December  'Hj,  18tJ0. 

Fuller,  Philo  C. — H(>  was  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Assembly  in  I-<3i> ;  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York,  tVoin 
1833  to  1837  ;  tiie  Second  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral, from  1841  to  1843;  Comptroller  of 
New  Y'ork  in  ISol;  and  died  at  lieueva 
August  IG,  18.'»5. 


Frick,  Henry.— Born  in  Northumber-  FuUer,  Thomas  J.  D.— He  was  bom  in 
land  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1795;  was  j  Hardwick,  Caledonia  Countv,  Vermont, 
educated  as  a  printer;  became  an  editor  of  |  March  17,  18IH;  was  left  an  orphan  when

Fuller,  Timothy.  —  Tie  was  born  at 
Chilm.uk,  Martha's  Vineyard,  ^la.s.sachu- 
setts,  .July  11,  177d,  and  graduated  at  Har- 
vard University  in  IdUl  ;  was  a  member  of 
the  Massacluisetts  Senate  from  1613  to 
1817;  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House  in  1825 ; 
again  a  State  Kepresentative  in  18;]1  ;  a 
State  Councillor  in  J 8:51  ;  and  he  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  ]Massa- 
chusetts,  from  1817  to  1825;  and  died  at 
Grotoii,  Massachusetts,  October  1,  1835, 
aged  tifty-seven  years. 

Fuller,  William  K. — He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Assembly  of  New  Yoik  in  J821) 
and  ]8oU  ;  at  one  time  Adjutant  General  of 
the  State  Militia  ;  and  from  Iti'SS  to  1837  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress. 

Fallerton,  David. — Born  in  1771  ;  was 
for  several  years  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  repre- 
sented that  State  in  Congress,  from  1819  to 
1820,  when  he  resigned.  He  died  at  Green- 
castle,  Pennsylvania,  February  1,  1813. 

Fulltoii,  Andrew  S. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  was  a  Ke])resentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1847  to  184'j. 

Fulton,  John  H. — He  was  a  Kepresent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1833  to  1835,  and  died  at  Abingdon,  Jan- 
uary 28,  ISoQ. 

Fulton,  William  S. — He  was  born  in 
Cecil  County,  Maryland,  June  2,  1795 ; 
graduated  at  Baltimore  College  in  1813, 
and  connnenced  the  study  of  law  with 
William  Pinckney  ;  but  before  coming  of 
age,  he  served  with  great  credit  in  a  volun- 
teer company,  which  was  assigned  to  the 
defence  of  Fort  Mclleury.  He  was  aid  to 
Colonel  Armistead,  taking  charge  of  the 
company  during  the  illness  of  that  com- 
mander, and  returned  with  them  to  the  city 
of  Baltimore.  After  peace  was  restored  in 
1815,  he  removed  to  Tennessee  with  his 
father's  family,  and  resumed  the  study  of 


law  witli  Felix  Grundy.  In  1818  he  volun- 
teered with  the  Nashville  Guards,  and  was 
private  secretary  to  General  .Jack-son  during 
the  Florida  campaign.  lie  settled  in  Ala- 
bama for  the  |uactic(i  of  law,  and  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Jackson,  in  l."^29, 
Secretaiy  of  the  Tt-rritory  of  Arkansas,  and, 
in  1835,  Governor  of  the  same,  wiiich  ollico 
he  held  until  the  Territory  was  admitted 
into  the  Union  as  a  State,  when  lie  was 
el(!Cted  a  Senator,  from  Arkansas,  from 
183G  to  1-11.  He  died  at  K.isewood.  n-ar 
Little  Kock,  Arkan.sas,  August  15,  l-Ji. 

Gadsden,  Christopher. — He  was  born 
in  Charleston,  South  Carnliim,  in  1721  ; 
and  wiis  a  Delegute  from  that  Slate  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  1774  to  J77<) ; 
having  previously  b?en  elected  to  the  New 
York  Congress  of  17(55,  to  petition  against 
the  Stamp  Act.  During  the  siege  of 
Charleston  \t  1780,  he  \vas  taken  jji'isoner 
and  coiiliiied  for  some  months  at  St.  Au- 
gustine. A  parole  was  oflered  him,  but  he 
declined  to  accept  it ;  and  on  his  release  by 
exchange,  he  was  elected  Governor  of  the 
State,  but  declined  to  serve  ou  account  of 
his  age.  He  died  August  28,  1805.  His 
grandson,  bearing  the  same  name,  was  the 
third  Episcopal  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

Gage,  Joshua. — He  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Massacluisetts,  from 
1817  to  1819,  having  been  a  meuiber  of  the 
Legislature  froui  1-^05  to  18U8,  in  HI 3. 
1814,  l.-^20,  and  1821:  and  was  a  State 
Coiuicillor  in  1822  and  1823. 

Gaillard,  John.— A  Senator  of  the 
United  States,  from  South  Carolina,  from 
1804  to  1821).  He  voted  for  the  war  of  1812, 
and  was  repeatedly  called  to  jneside  f)ver 
the  Senate,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice- 
President.  He  died  at  Washington,  Feb- 
ruary 2t),  182G. 

Gainer,  John  P. — He  was  b.)rn  in 
Kentucky  ;  was  a  repre>eutative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  l"^47  to  l'^49; 
and  was  subsetiuently  appointed  (iovernor 
of  Oregon  Territory. 

Gaither,  Nathan. — Mii  was  l)*»rn  in 
Kt  ntucky  ;  was  a  P'-presentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  Stale,  from  1829  to  1-33. 
He  died  at  Columbia,  Adair  County,  Ken- 
tucky, in  1"^  i2,  aged  seventy-seven  years. 

Galbraith,  John. — 1  Fe  was  born  in  PenU' 
sylvauia;  was  l)red  ii  lawyer  ;  .served  sev- 
eral terms  in  tin?  Legislature  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; and  was  a  Kepi'esentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1833  to  1837, 
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and  ao-ain  from  1839  to  3841.  Died  at 
Erie,  June  15,  1860,  while  holding  the 
office  of  United  States  President  Judge  tor 
the  Sixth  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gale,  George.— He  was  a  Eepresenta- 
tive  in  Conirre.ss,    from  Maryland,    from 

1789  to  mn. 

Gale,  Levin.— He  was  born  in  Mar}-- 
laud,  and  Avas  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  18-^7  to  1829. 

Gallatin,   Albert. — Born    at   Geneva, 
January  29,  17t)l  ;  graduated  at  tlie  I'ni- 
versity"^of  his   native  city,    in   1779,    and  j 
during  the  next  year  emigrated  to  America. 
He  cuuuiieuced  his  career  in  Maine,  then  a  j 
part  of  Massachusetts,  having  bt-t-n  idaccd 
in  command  of  a  small  furt   at   Machias,   I 
and  while  there  he  furnished  funds  of  Ins 
own  to  American   troops,  anf!  ai-ted  as  a  ! 
volunteer  also.     He  was  apjiointt'd  a  tutor  j 
at  Harvard    University   in    17"-v;,    and   re-  ; 
moved  to  Pennsylvania  in  J7-3,  where  he  j 
acted  a  prominent  i>art   in  the  State  Con- 
vention of  I7.':'9,  and  served  in  the    lower 
branch  of  the  Legislature  in  179(1  and  1791.  | 
He  also   spent  several  years  in  Virginia,  ! 
and  in  that   State  took  the  oath  of  allegi-  ■ 
ance.     In  1793  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  but  hi;;  seat 
was  vacated,  in  1794,  by  a  resolution  of  the  ]

and  subsequently  diplomatist  and   states- 
man, he  obtained  a  very  high  reputation. 
In  J  813  he  wei  t  to  St.  Petersburg  as   one 
of  the  Envoys  Extraordinary,  to  negotiate 
with  Great  Britain,  imder  the  mediation  of 
Russia,  and  during  the  following  year,  with 
Adams,  Bayard,  Clay,  and  Kussell,  signed 
the  treaty  of  Ghent.     He  assisted  also  in 
concluding    the   Commercial    Convention 
with  England,  at  London,  in  181."),  and  re- 
sided at  Paris,  as  Minister  of  the   I'nited 
State*;  from  1;?1(3  to  1-23.     In  1^27  he  ob- 
tained full  indemnitication  from  England, 
for  injuries  sustained  by  our   citizens   for 
violating  the  Treaty  of  Ghent.     President 
Madison  otien^d  hiui  a  seat  in  his  Cabinet, 
as   Secretary   of  State  ;   President  Monroe 
offered   him  the  post  of   Secretary  of  the 
NaA"y  ;  and  he  was  also  nominated  for  Vice- 
President;  all  which  honors  he  declined. 
In  182>  he  became  a  citizen  of  New  York, 
and  took  an  active  part  in  promoting  the 


literary  and  commercial  interests  of  the 
Empire  City,  and  of  the  Union  at  large. 
In  1831  he  was  a  meuiber  of  the  Free  Trade 
Convention,  and  drew  up  the  memorial  to 
Congress,  which  endjodies  the  views  of  the 
Democratic  party  ;  he  was  President  of  the 
National  Bank  of  New  York,  and  also  of 
the  New  York  Historical  Society,  and  the 
Ethm "logical  Society,  and  advocated  the 
es.alilishment  of  the  New  York  University  ; 
and,  just  before  his  death,  beeame  identi- 
tied  with  the  Smithsonian  Institutitui.  He 
was  a  tine  scholar,  and  published  many 
papers  on  the  currency  and  linancf,  on 
Indian  languajfes.  ami  other  important 
subjects,  lie  di»'d  at  Astoria,  Long  Island, 
August  12,  1849. 

GaUegos,  Jose  Manuel. — He'wasboni 
in  New  M.xico,  ami  was  a  Delegate,  from 
that  Territory,  to  the  Thirty-third  and 
Thirty -fourth  Congresses. 

Gallow^ay,  Joseph.— He  was  Inim  in 
173it;  was  a  member  of  the  A.Hs«Mnbly 
of  Pennsylvania  in  17t>4,  «itVu-iating  tm 
Sl»eaker ;  wiui  a  Delepite  to  the  Continen- 
tal Ciingress  in  177  I  and  177.'),  and  a  signer 
of  the  De'laration  of  Independence,  but 
subsequently  deserteil  the  American  cau^e 
and  joined  tlie  Briti>li  in  N>w  York.  In 
1779  he  w  ;is  examined  before  the  II«)U.'m;  of 
Commons,  and  his  testimony  was  not 
cnditable  to  the  Briii.sli  cuniniander  in 
America.  Died  in  England  in  1H»;{.  He 
was  the  author  of  a  nnnd>er  of  political 
pamphlets  bearing  upou  the  conduct  and 
the  consequences  of  the  war,  which  were 
jiublished  in  London  and  attracted  much 
attention. 

Gallcway,  Samuel.— He  was  Ix.rn  in 
Pennsylvania,  and,  having  removed  to 
Ohio,  was  elected  a  Kepresentative,  from 
that  State,  to  the  Thirty-Iourth  Cougre«iJ. 

Gallup,  Albert. — He  was  at  one  time 
Sheriti"  iif  Albany  County,  New  York;  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Yolk,  from  l?37  to  1841,  and  was  appointed 
by  President  Polk  Collector  of  Providence, 
khode  Island.  He  died  at  Providi-nce  in 
November,  l??ol. 

Gamble,  James.  —  He  was  b<.m  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Kepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  lir.'jl  to 
1855. 

Gamble,  Roger  L.— Was  a  member  of 
the  Hou<e  vi  liipie>entatives  in  Congrt«.t, 
from  Georgia,  trom  Ir33  to*l. "•;{.'»,  uud  from 
1841  to  1?43;  and  afterwards  Judge  of  the 
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Superior   Court   of   that   State.     He   died 
December  20,  1847. 

Gansevoort,    Leonard.— He    ^vas    a 

Delegate  tVoni  New  York  to  the  Contiuen- 
tal  Cougress  in  1787  uud  1788. 

Gansoii,  John. — He  was  born  in  I,c 
Eoy,  Genesee  County,  New  York,  January 
1,  1818;  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in 
1839;  adoi)ted  tlie  profession  of  law;  was 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  iu  1S&2; 
and  Avas  elected  a  Representative  from 
New  Y'ork  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Connnittee  of  Elections. 
He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  Chicago 
Convention  of  1804. 

Gardenier,  Barent. — He  was  a  Eepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  18U7  to  1811. 

Gardner,  Barzilla. — He  graduated  at 
Harvard  University  in  1785;  served  four 
years  in  the  State  Legislature;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Cougress,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  18U9  to  1811. 

Gardner,  Francis. — He  was  born  iu 
Leominster,  ^Massachusetts,  December  '27, 
1771;  graduated  at  Harvard  College  ;  w^as 
a  preacher  of  the  Gospel  in  New  Hamp- 
shire for  half  a  century ;  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1807  to 
1809;  and  died  at  Roxbury,  Massachu- 
setts, June  25,  1835. 

Gardner,  Gideon. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts, 
from  1809  to  1811. 

Gardner,  Joseph. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Pennsylvania  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  1784  and  1785. 

Garfield,  James  A. — He  was  born  in 
Orange,  Cuyahoga  County,  Ohio,  Novem- 
ber 19,  1831  :  graduated  at  Williams  Col- 
lege, Massachusetts,  in  1850,  and  adopted 
the  profession  of  law  ;  in  1859  and  1800 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Senate ;  in 
1861  he  entered  the  aru)y  as  Colonel  of  the 
Forty-second  Regiment  of  Volunteers ;  was 
appointed  a  Brigadier  General  in  1>^()2,  the 
day  that  he  fought  in  the  battle  of  Middle 
Creek,  Kentucky.  He  subse(iuently  served 
at  Shiloh,  Corinth,  and  iu  Alabama,  and 
early  in  1803  he  was  appointed  chief  of 
statf  to  General  Rosecrans,  with  whom  he 
served  up  to  tlie  battle  of  Chickamauga. 
In  1862  he  was  elected  a  Rejjreseutative, 
from  Ohio,  to  the  Thirty -eighth  Congress, 
serviuor  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 


Military  AtTairs.  Before  taking  his  seat  iu 
Congress  he  was  ajjjiointed  a  Major  (.iene 
ral  of  volunteers  "for  gallant  and  nx-iito- 
rious  services  in  the  battle  of  Chickamaugii, 
Georgia,  from  September  19,  l-(i3."  R'e- 
elected  to  the  Thirty-nintl.  Congri-ss,  serv- 
ing on  the  Connnittee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
that  on  the  Postal  Paihoad  to  N<'W  York, 
and  as  Chairman  of  that  on  a  Bureau  of 
Education;  and  also  as  a  Regent  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution. 

Garland,  David  S. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  N'irginia,  tVoni 
1809  to  1611.     Died  in  October,  1.^41. 

Garland.  James. — He  was  a  native  of 
Virginia,  and  a  Representative  in  Cou- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1845  to  1847. 

Garland,  Rice. — He  was  Ixnn  in  \'ir- 
ginia,  and,  having  taken  up  his  residence 
in  Louisiana,  was  a  Ivepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1.-^34  to  l.-^Kl, 
having  resigned  to  become  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Louisiana. 

Garnett,  James  M. — Bom  at  Elm- 
wood,  in  Essex  County,  Virginia,  June  8, 
1770.  He  served  for  several  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Legislature  of  his  native 
State,  and  was  a  l\ej)resentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  ^'irginia,  from  1*05  to  l'-'<i9. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Conventiim  as- 
sembled at  Richm')nd  in  1829  to  r«'vise  the 
Constitution  of  Virginia.  He  was  inter- 
ested in  the  cause  of  education,  and  de- 
voted to  the  pursuits  of  agriculture,  having 
presided  over  the  Agricultural  Soeiety  of 
Fredericksburg  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  and  toiled  laboriously  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  National  Agiicultural  Society. 
He  died  at  Elmwood,  ^lay,  \^\'.\,  aged 
sixty-two  years. 

Garnett,  Muscoe  R.  H.-  He  was  born 
in  Essex  Couuty,  Virginia;  was  educated 
at  the  University  of  Virginia,  and  stvulied 
law  as  a  profession  ;  lie  was  a  member  of 
the  Constitutional  Convention  ot'  tlu*  State 
iu  1850;  a  mend)er  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates in  1853  and  1854,  1855  and  l.-'.5(),  and 
during  the  latter  session  was  Ciiairnuiu  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance.  lie  wa.s 
elected  to  the  Thirty-tilth  Congii'ss  as  a 
Re|)resentative,  from  Virginia,  serving  as 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
and  also  elected  t()  the  Tiiirty-sixth  Con- 
gress. He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Demo- 
cratic Conventions  at  lialtimorc  and  Cin- 
cinnati, in  1>52  and  IS.'.O. 

Garnett,  Robert  S.— He  was  a  n.itivo 
a,    and  a    lupre 


I  of  Essex  County,  \' 
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sentative  in    Congress,    from   that   State, 
from  1817  to  1827. 

Garnsez,  Daniel  G.— He  was  born  in 
Saratoga  Connty,  New  York,  and  was  a 
Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  Xew 
York,  from  l8->5  to  1830. 

Garrison,  Daniel. — He  was  born  in 
Salem  County,  New  Jersey,  and  was  a 
Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Jersey,  from  1623  to  18:^7. 

Garrow,  Nathaniel. —He  was  a  Repre 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1827  to  1829. 

Gartlin,  Alfred. — He  was  liorn  in  North 
Carolina;  graduated  at  the  University  of 
that  State ;  aud  was  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  1823 
to  1825. 

Gartrell,  Lucius  J. — Born  in  Wilkes 
County,  Georp-ia,  January  7,  1821;  edu- 
cated at  Eandolpli  Maeon  College,  Vir- 
ginia, aud  Franklin  College,  Athens, 
Georgia ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law  ; 
and  in  1843  was  elected,  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  Georgia,  Solicitor  General  of 
the  Northern  Judicial  Circuit.  He  re- 
signed in  1847,  on  being  elected  a  Eepre- 
sentative to  the  Legislature,  and  was  re- 
elected in  1849 ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
for  the  State  of  Georgia  in  18rMJ;  and  in 
1857  was  elected  a  Eepresentative  in  the 
Thirty-iifth  Congress  from  Georgia.  Ik- 
was  one  of  the  Eegents  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  and  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Expenditures  in  the  Treasury  De- 
partment; re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  of 
Elections.  Withdrew  in  1861,  and  retired 
to  Georgia. 

Garvin,  "William  S.— He  was  a  Eepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1845  to  J  847. 


Gaston,  William.— Born  in  Newbem, 
North  Carolina,  September  19,  1778.  His 
early  education  was  conducted  by  his 
mother;  advanced  at  the  Catholic  College 
of  Georgetown,  District  of  Columbia  ;  and 
he  graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  179G. 
He  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  prac- 
tice in  1798.  He  served  a  number  of  years 
in  the  State  Legislature,  one  term  as 
Speaker;  and  was  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  1813 
to  1817.    lu  1834  he  was  appointed  Judge 


of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  in  l."^35  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Convention  to  amend 
the  Constitution.  He  continued  on  the 
Bench  until  the  time  of  his  death,  wliich 
occurred  January  23,  1844.  He  was  au 
able  and  successful  lawyer,  and  an  upright 
judge,  had  a  taste  for  j)ollte  literatun-,  and 
is  remembered  in  North  Carolina  as  one  of 
its  most  distinguisht'd  citizens.  He  was  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  IHIS,  anil  later  in 
life  received  from  Princeton  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws,  and  the  same  honor  from 
four  other  institutions  of  learning. 

Gates,  Seth  Merrill — He  was  bt^rn  iu 
Wiulield,   Herkimer  Cotinty,    New    York, 
October  1(5,  l8t»U;   was  .self-educated  ;  stu- 
died law,  and  commenced  practice  in  l'^27; 
was   elected   to   the    State    Legislature   iu 
!  1832,   diclining  a  re-elecliou ;   in   l^'.'W  ho 
i  j>urchased    and    became   edit»)r  of  the  Lo 
Eoy  Gazette;  was  elected  a  Eepresentativo 
i  from  New  York  to  the  Twenty-sixth  Con- 
j  gress,  and    was    elected    to    the   Twenty- 
j  seventh   Congress.     Jii   Ids   paper  and   m 
I  Congress  lie  advocated  the  right  of  petition, 
j  an<l  on  account  of  his  liostility  to  slavery 
'  a  reward  of  live  hundred  dollars  was  otlVreJ 
by  a  Southern  j)lanter  for  his  jM-rsou.     At 
the  close  of  the  Twenty-seventh  CougrcHS 
he  drew  up  a  protest  against  the  annexa- 
tion of  Texas,  which  was  signed  by  twenty- 
two  Eepresentatlves,  John  (^uincy  Adams 
heailmg  the  list  of  names.     In  1^4^^  he  waij 
the  Free-sAil  candidate  tor  I^ieuteiiant  Gov- 
ernor of  New   Yt)rk ;    and   he  has   bieii   a 
resident  of  the  "Old  Genesee"  Di-trit-t  for 
tifty-eight  years. 

Gayarre,  Charles  E.  A.— r.^m  jn  Lou- 
isiana, .January  3,  l-(i."»;  educated  at  the 
College  of  New  (~)rleans  ;  in  l^"Jli  lie  went 
to  Philadelphia  and  studied  law  ;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  l."'2*J,  and  returned 
home  ;  in  183i)  he  was  elected  to  the  Legis- 
lature; in  1-31  was  appointed  Deputy  At- 
torney General ;  iu  H33  Presiding  Judge 
of  the  City  Court  of  New  Orleans  ;  and  iu 
1p35  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
but  ill  health  prevented  him  from  taking 
his  seat.  He  went  to  Europe,  where  ho 
spent  a  number  of  years,  aud  on  his  re- 
turn, in  ]c^43,  was  again  returned  to  tho 
State  Legislature;  and  in  184(>  he  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  of  State,  iu  which  caim- 
city  he  .served  seven  years.  As  an  author 
he  has  acquired  a  high  position,  his  leading 
works  being  as  follows:  "History  of 
Louisiana,"  "  Eomauce  of  the  Histi.ry  of 
Louisiana,"  "Spanish  Donnuation  in  Lou- 
isiana," a  dramatic  novel  called  "The 
School  of  Politics,"  and  a  work  on  "The 
Influence  of  the  Mechanic  Arts." 
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Gayle,  John. — Born  in  Sumter  District, 
South  Carolina,  September  11,  17'J"2;  edu- 
cated at  Soutli  Carolina  College  ;  and  emi- 
grated to  Alabama  in  18J3.  In  1817  lie 
•\va.s  appointed  a  member  of  the  Territorial 
Leoislature ;  was  Solicitor  of  the  First 
Judicial  District  on  the  organization  of 
the  State  Government;  and  in  ]d23  was 
elected  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State.  In  J 8-29  was  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature,  and  was  Speaker  of  the  House. 
In  16'M  was  elected  Governor,  and  re- 
elected in  IS'S'.l.  He  was  Presidential 
Elector  in  1836  and  in  184U,  and  in  1847 
■was  elected,  from  Mobile  County,  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress.  In  1849  he  was 
appointed  Judge  of  the  United  States  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Alabama,  and  died  near 
Mobile,  July  21,  1859. 

Gaylord,  James  M. — He  was  bom  in 
Ohio,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1851  to 
1853. 

Gazley,  James  "W. — lie  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1823  to  1825. 

Gebhard,  John.— He  was  born  in 
Claverack,  Xew  York,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1821  to  1823. 

Geddes,  James. — Born  near  Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania,  July  22,  1763 ;  obtained  a 
limited  education  while  working  upon  a 
farm ;  removing  to  New  Y'ork,  he  organ- 
ized, in  1794,  a  company  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  salt  at  Onondaga;  in  1800  was 
elected  a  magistrate;  in  1804  and  in  1821 
he  was  in  the  State  Legislature ;  in  1809 
an  Associate  County  Justice;  in  18J2 
Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas ;  and  he  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Y^ork,  from  1813  to  1815.  In  1822  he  was 
appointed  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Ohio 
Canal;  and  in  1827  assisted  in  locating  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  as  well  as 
the  Pennsylvania  Canal.  He  died  August 
19,  1838. 

Gentry,  Meredith  P.— He  was  born 
in  North  Carolina  ;  studied  law,  and  settled 
in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Ten- 
nessee; and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1839  to  1843, 
from  1845  to  1847,  and  from  1847  to 
1853. 

German,  Obadiah. — He  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1809 
to  1815,  and  died  September  24,  1842.

Gerry,  Elbridge. — Born  at  Marlde 
head,  Massachusetts,  July,  1744,  and  grad- 
uated at  Harvard  College  in  1762.  He 
devoted  liimself  for  several  years  to  com- 
mi-reial  jtursuits ;  was  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  in  177!'.,  and  was  appointed  on 
the  Conunittee  of  Corr>'si)oudence.  From 
1776  to  17^5  he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress,  and  signed  tiie  Declara 
tion  of  Indejiendence;  also  tlu;  Articles  of 
Confederal i(m.  \Vhile  in  Congress  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Conunittee  of  Public 
Safety  and  Supjjlies,  and  when  the  Cnni- 
mittee  were  in  session  at  Menotomy  he, 
with  Colonel  Orne,  escaped  from  the  lirit- 
ish  troojjs  at  night  by  fleeing  to  a  corn-field, 
while  the  house  was  searched  for  them. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Convention  which 
framed  the  Constitution  of  the  I'nited 
States,  but  declined  subscribing  to  it.  Was 
a  Presidential  Elector  in  1793.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  the  Federal  Congress 
from  1789  to  1793,  and  in  1797  he  was  ap- 
pointed Minister  to  France.  In  1804  he 
Avas  i>ne  of  the  Presidential  Electors,  and 
was  Governor  of  Massachusetts  in  1-10 
and  1811.  In  1813  he  was  inaugurated 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and 
filled  the  office  until  his  death,  which  took 
place  at  "Washington,  November  23,  1-14. 

Gerry,  Elbiidge. — Bora  in  "Waterford, 
Oxford  County,  Maine,  December  6,  1815: 
received  a  good  academical  education; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1839;  in  1840  was  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  Maine;  in  1>'42  was 
appointed  State's  Attorney  for  Oxford 
County,  and  re-elected  by  the  people 
during  the  following  year;  in  1846  he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature ;  and  he 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Maine,  from  1849  to  1851.  Of  late  years 
he  has  resided  in  Portland,  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession. 

Gerry,  James. — He  was  born  in  Mary- 
land, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Pennsylvania,  from  1839  to 
1843. 

Gervais,  John  L. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  South  Carolina  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1782  to  1783. 

Geyer,  Hemy  S. — He  was  born  in 
Frederick  County,  Maryland,  in  1798,  and 
early  in  life  removed  to  Missouri.  He  saw 
some  service  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  was 
Captain  of  the  lirst  militia  company  formed 
in  the  State  of  his  adoption.  He  ado|)ted 
the  profession  of  law,  and  became  eminent 
as  a  practitioner.     He  took  an  active  par 
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in  politics,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention which  formed  a  State  Constitution, 
and  he  was  an  active  member  of  the  first 
two  sessions  of  the  State  Legislature,  and 
was  chosen  Speaker  during  his  second 
term.  He  succeeded  Mr.  I5enton  in  the 
United  States  Senate,  where  he  served  from 
1851  to  1857 ;  and  while  in  Washington 
officiated  as  Attorney  in  the  Dred  Scott 
case.  He  was  a  man  of  ability,  of  pleasing 
manners,  and  of  high  character.  He  died 
at  St.  Louis,  March  5,  1 859. 

Gholson,  James  H.— He  was  born  in 
Virginia;  graduated  at  Princeton  College 
in  1820:  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Virginia,  from  1833  to  1835; 
and  died  at  Ikunswick,  Virginia,  July  2, 
1848,  aged  fifty  years. 

Gholson,  S.  J. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Mississippi,  from 

1837  to  1838. 

Gholson,  Thomas. — He  was  n  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
18U8  to  181G. 

Gibbons,  "William.— He  was  a  l)eh- 
gate  from  Georgia  to  the  Coutinentjil  Con- 
gress from  1784  to  178G. 

Giddings,  Joshua  R.— I^onr  at  Athens, 
Bradford  County,  rtnnsylvania,  October 
6,  171)5;  was  a  lawyer  by  profession; 
practiced  in  Ohio;  was  elected  to  the  Oliio 
Legislature  in  182G;  and  was  a  liej)re- 
sentative  in   Congress,    from   Ohio,    from 

1838  to  1859.  He  was  for  many  years 
recognized  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Anti-slavery  party,  and  was  the  author  of 
a  book  on  Florida,  and  also  of  a  History 
of  the  Great  Rebellion.  In  18<)1  he  w  as 
appointed  by  President  Lincoln  Consul 
General  of  British  North  America;  and 
died  at  Montreal,  suddenly.  May  27,  I8t!4. 

Gilbert,  Edward.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  California, 
from  1850  to  1851. 

^Gilbert,  Ezekiel. — He  was  born  in 
1755,  in  Middletown,  Connecticut ;  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  in  1778;  and  was  a 
member  of  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1793  to  1797.

1790  to  1798,  and  again  from  1^01  to  l-irj; 
and  Fnited  States  Senator  from  1-<I4  to 
1815;  and  was  subseipieutly  a  nienibrr  of 
the  Legislature.

Giliet,  Ransom  H.—AVas  horn  in  New 
Lebanon.   Columbia   Count}-,  Kew  York, 
January  27,  18U0.     His  early  employment 
was  farminof  on  his  father's  farm,  in  Sara- 
toga County,  in  the  smumcr,  and  lumber- 
ing in  the  pine  forest  during  the  winter. 
In  1819  ho  removed  to  St.  Lawrence  Coun- 
ty, where  he  was  employed  to  teach  school, 
during  the  winter,  while  he  attended  the 
St.  Lawrence  Academy  during  the  summer. 
In  18-21   he  engaged  in   the  study  of  law 
with  Silas  Wright,  at  Canton,  still  continu- 
ing to  teach  for  his  support.     He  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar,  and  settled  in  Ogdens- 
burg,  where  he  continued,  devoted  to  his 
profession,  for  about  twenty  years.    In  18'27 
he  was  appointed  Brigade  Major  and  In- 
spector of  Militia;  February  27,   18:50,  he 
was  appointed  Postmaster  of  Ogdensburg, 
which  oiKce  he  filled  three  years;  iu  18:32 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Baltimore  Conven- 
tion, which  nominated  General  Jackson  for 
President;  was  elected  the  same  year  a 
Eepresentative  in  Congress;  re-elected  in 
18:i4,  and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Commerce;  in  18:37  he  was  ap- 
pointed, by  President  A^an  Buren,  a  Com- 
missioner \o  treat  with  the  Indian  tribes  in 
New  York,  and  continued  in  that  service 
until  18;J9;  in  1840  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Baltimore  Convention  which  re-nomi- 
nated Mr.  Van  Buren;  he  then  engaged  in 
practicing  law,  and  continued  to  do  so  until

Gillon,  Alexander. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  179:3  to  1794,  having  died  during  the 
latter  year. 

Gilman,  Charles  J. — He  was  born  in 
New  Hampshire  ;  served  in  the  Legislature 
of  that  State  in  1854;  and  iiaving  removed 
to  Maine,  was  elected  a  Kepresentative  to 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  from  that  State, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Private  Land  Claims. 

Gilman,  John  Taylor. — Born  in  1751, 
and  died  in  J.->2"".  He  was  a  volunteer  in 
the  Eevolutionary  army;  a  Delegate  from 
New  Hampshire,  in  1780,  to  the  Hartford 
Convention;  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental 
Congress,  in  1782  and  178:^,  in  the  latter 
year  succeeding  his  father  as  Treasurer  of 
New  Hampshire.  This  olfice  he  resigned 
to  become  a  Connnissioner  to  settle  certain 
accounts  for  the  States,  but  was  re-elected 
in  1791.  He  was  Governor  of  New  Hamp- 
shire from  1794  tolr05,  andagaiu  from  18i:{ 
to  1815,  when  he  declined  a  re-election. 

Gilman,  Nicholas. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate, from  New  Hampshire,  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress,  from  17.H)  to  17.*^-';  a 
mendjer  of  the  Convention  that  framed  the 
Constitution,  and  signed  that  instrument ; 
after  the  adoption  of  the  Constitutit»u,  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
17^9  to  1797  ;  and  was  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  Hamjishire,  from  ]'^07t  to 
1814.  He  died  at  Phihulelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, May  2,  1814,  age<l  filty-two  years. 

Gilmer,  George  R. — He  was  born  in 
Wilkes  County,  (^ now  Oglethorpe,)  G'-or- 
gia,  April  11,  J  790.     He  received  au  aca- 
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demical  education,  but  did  eoi  enter  coliege, 
on  account  of  ill  health.     He  studied  law, 
and  settled  in  Lexington,  Oglethorp»e  Coun- 
tr,  Georgia.

Ife  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  Norwich,  Ccmnec- 
ticut,  in  1790,  and  settled  in  Plaintield, 
from  which  place  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  the  Legislature  for  nine  ses- 
sions, during  three  of  wiiich  he  was  Speaker 
of  the  House.  He  removed  to  Norwich  in 
1807.  From  1801  to  1805  he  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  and  from  1808  to 
1815  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Council ; 
in  1813  a  Presidential  Elector;  in  1814  a 
Delegate  to  the  Hartford  Convention;  and 
from  1815  to  1818  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court.  He  was  State's  Attorney  fur  the 
County  of  New  London  for  five  years,  and 
Mayor  of  Norwich  for  seventeen  years. 
He  died  at  Norwich,  May  2,  1842. 

Goggin,  "William  L. — Bom  in  Bedford 
County.  Virginia,  May  31,  18(17;  received 
an  academic  education ;  studied  law  in 
Winchester,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1828,  and  practiced  in  several  of  the 
Circuit  and  District  Courts  of  the  State. 
In  1836  he  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature, 
and  in  1837  declined  a  re-election.  In  1839 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Virginia,  and  was  re-elected  in  1841, 
1843,  and  1847,  being  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads 
during  his  last  term.  He  was  afterwards 
appointed  one  of  the  Visitors  to  West  Point, 
under  the  administration  of  President  Fill- 
more, and  since  that  time  he  has  pursued 
his  profession,  in  connexion  with  agricul- 
tural pursuits.  In  1859  he  was  nominated 
as  the  Whig  candidate  for  Governor  of 
Virginia. 

Gold,  Thomas  R. — He  Avas  a  native  of 
New  York  ;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in 
1786 ;  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate 
from  1797  to  1802;  a  member  of  the  As- 
sembly in  1808;  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1809  to 
1813,  and  again  from  1815  to  1817.  He 
died  in  1826. 

Gold.sboroiigh,  Charles  W.— He  was 
Governor  of  the  Stati-  of  Maryland,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  1805  to 
1817.  He  died  at  Shoal  Creek,  Maryland, 
December  13,  1834. 


Goldsborough,    Robert.— He   was  a 

Delrgiite,    frjm    Maryland,    to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  1774  to  1775. 

Goldsborough,  Robert  H.— He  v.as  a 
Senator  of  the  I  nited  Stat-s,  from  Mary- 
land, from  1.-1:5  to  l.spj,  and  again  from 
1835  to  1836.  He  dieil  at  New  Euston, 
Maryland,  October  5,  1836. 

Gooch,  Daiiicl  V7.— P.orn  in  Wells, 
State  of  Maine,  in  January,  1820.  He 
graduated  at  Dartnitjiith  in  1843;  studied 
law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  1816;  com- 
menced the  practice  of  his  profession  in 
Boston  ;  was  elected  in  1852  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  Massachusetts;  in  18.53  to  the 
Constitutional  Convention  of  the  State; 
and  subse(piently  a  Rfi)resentative  in  the 
Thirty-tilth  Congress,  from  Massachusetts, 
for  an  unexpired  term.  He  was  also  elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Territories ; 
re-eiected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Special  Committee  on  tho 
Conduct  of  the  War  ;  and  was  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  .serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Private  I^and  Claims  and 
Foreign  Aft'airs.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  but  in  18(55  was  appointed 
by  President  .Johnson  Navy  Agent  fur  tho 
port  of  Boston. 

Goode,  Patrick  G. — He  was  boni  in 
Virginia,  and  was  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1837  to  l-^i;]. 

Goode,  Samuel. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative ill  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1799  to  1801. 

Goode,  "William  O. — He  was  born  at 
Inglewood,  Mecklenburg  County,  Virginia, 
September  ]i),  1798;  was  educated  at  tho 
College  of  William  and  Mary  ;  studietl  law, 
and  connnenced  the  practice  in  I  "•21  ;  ho 
was,  early  in  life,  elected  fur  several  terms 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature.  Ho 
was  a  member  in  1829  of  the  State  Reform 
Convention  of  Virginia;  in  H3i2  he  was 
again  elected  to  the  State  Legislature,  and 
took  an  active  part  in  the  debates  on  slavery 
of  that  year;  he  was  re-elected  to  the 
Legislatine  in  l"^;i8  ;  and  he  was  lirst  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  ^'ir- 
ginia,  in  1841,  .sen-ing  until  1843.  He  was 
sul)sequently  again  elected  to  the  Legis- 
lature, and  was  Speaker  of  the  Hou.m'  nf 
Delegates  for  several  sessions  :  he  v.as  also 
a  member  of  the  State  Reform  Convention 
of  1850,  and  was  chosen  Chairman  of  tho 
Legislative  Connnittee;  and  he  wa.s  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  called 
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oput  the  New  Constitution  into  operation, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
In  1853  he  was  again  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  Virginia,  and  was 
regularly  re-elected  until  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  in  which  he  served  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. Died  near  Boydtown,  Virginia,  Julv 
3,  1859. 

Goodeiiow,  John  M. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1829  to  1831. 

Goodenow,  Robert. — He  was  born  in 
Faimington,  New  Hampshire,  in  1800; 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  18"21  ;  was  County 
Attorney  from  1828  to  1834,  and  in  1841  ; 
and,  having  taken  Tip  his  residence  in 
Maine,  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1851  to  ]>r)3.  In 
1857  he  was  appointed  IJauk  Commissioner 
for  the  State. 

Goodencw,  Riifus  K. — I'orn  in  llcn- 
niker,  New  llumiisliire,  April  24,  1790, 
but  removed  with  his  father  to  IJrowntield, 
Maine,  where  he  was  educated  in  a  country 
school.  He  was  a  farmer,  and  for  many 
years  a  common  sailor.  He  ente'od  tin' 
army  in  1812  as  Captain  in  the  Thirty-tliird 
Regiment  of  United  States  Infantry,  and 
served  in  that  capacity  until  1815.  Upon 
the  organization  of  a  State  Government  he 
was  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Courts  for  Ox- 
ford County,  and  removed  to  Paris,  and 
held  this  office  sixteen  years.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Maine  Legislature  ;  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  1840 ;  and  represented 
his  district  in  the  Thirty-first  Congress. 

Goodhue,  Benjamin. — Born  at  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  October  1,  1748;  graduated 
at  Harvard  University  in  17GG;  and  re- 
ceived literary  honors  froin  Yale  College  in 
1804.  Early  in  life  he  engaged  in  com- 
mercial pursuits.  He  was  a  "Whig  during 
the  Revolution ;  represented  his  native 
county  in  the  State  Senate  from  1784  to 
1789,  when  he  was  elected  a  Representative 
to  Congress  under  the  new  Constitution, 
and,  assisted  by  Mr.  Fitzsimmons,  of  Phila- 
delphia, formed  our  code  of  revenue  laws, 
the  majority  of  which  have  never  been  ab- 
rogated, in  1791)  he  was  elected  a  Senator 
of  the  United  States,  and  became  distin- 
guished as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Commerce;  but  in  180U  he  resigned  his 
seat  and  retired  from  public  life.  "He  died 
at  Salem,  July  28,  1314. 

Goodrich,  Chauncey.— Bom  at  Dur- 
ham, Connecticut,  October  20,  1759;  grad- 


uated at  Yale  College,  in  1770,  with  a  liigh 
reputation  for  genius  and  acquirements. 
Atter  spending  several  years  as  tutor  in 
that  institution  he  established  himsidf  as  a 
lawyer  at  Hartford  in  1781,  and  soon  at- 
tained to  eminence  in  the  profession.  He 
was  a  Representative  in  tlie  Legislature  iu 
179i?,  and  a  Representative  in  Congress 
fro  m  1 7  95  t  o  1 81 1 1 .  Fro  m  1 802  t  o  1 8(  i7  w  us 
a  Councillor  of  the  State ;  and  lie  was 
elected  Ignited  States  Senator  from  1807  to 
1813.  He  recfived  the  office  of  Mayor  of 
Hartford  iu  ISl'J,  and  resigned  his  st-at  iu 
Congress.  He  was  elictetl  Lieutenant 
G<ivenior  of  the  State  in  \^]'.\,  and  was 
also  a  Delegate  to  the  Hartford  Convention 
in  1-14.  He  died  at  Ilarttord,  August  18, 
1815. 

Goodrich,  Eliziir. — He  was  one  of  tin- 
very  tiw  .surviv(»rs  aiin)ng  tlu-  m»ii  who 
figured  in  jiublic  lif'f  undrr  the  administra- 
tions of  \\  Hsliington  and  the  elder  Adams. 
He  behuiged  to  the  Washington  school  of 
Frderalists,  and  his  removal  from  thr  office 
of  Collector  of  Cnstom.s,  lU  N»w  llaVen, 
innnediately  on  the  accession  of  JftlVrson 
to  the  Presidency,  gave  occasion  U)  the 
famous  letter,  iu  which  Jef^cr.son  avowed 
his  principle  of  removal  tor  imlitii-al  opin- 
ions. l?esid»s  being  honond  with  various 
offices  of  tnist  and  responsihiliiy,  he  was 
for  some  time  Professor  of  Law  in  Yale 
College,  and  for  many  years  the  effieient 
Mayoj  of  New  Haven.  Hr  was  twice 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature,  ami  was  a 
Judge  of  the  County  and  Probate  Courts 
for  fifteen  years,  and  was  a  Presidt-ntiiil 
Elector  in  1797.  He  was  a  Representative 
iu  Congress,  from  Conntcticut,  t'rom  171^.) 
to  1801.  Died  in  New  Haven,  November 
1,  1849. 

Goodrich,  John  Z. — He  was  born  in 
Sheffield,  Mas.sacliusetts,  September  27, 
1801  ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law,  but 
turned  his  attention  to  manufacturing; 
served  in  the  State  Legislature  in  1-4"-  and 
1849;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1-41  ; 
and  was  a  Representative  iu  Congres.s 
from  1851  to  1855,  from  his  native  State. 
In  1801  he  was  appointed,  by  President 
Lincoln,  Collector  of  Boston,  and  wu.s  u 
Delegate  to  the  Peace  Congress  of  Ic^Gl. 

Good-wln,  Henry  C— Born  in  D« 
Ruyter,  Madison  County,  New  York,  .Tune 
25,  1824;  received  an  academic  edueation, 
and  studied  law,  having  been  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1846.  In  1H47  lie  wa.s  elected 
District  Attorney  of  Madison  County,  and 
held  the  office  three  years.  He  wan  a  Rep- 
resentative, from  New  York,  to  the  si-couJ 
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session  of  the  Thirty  third  Conp^ress,  and 
Avas  re-elected  ti)  the  Thirty-lifth,  st'rving 
as  a  member  of  tlie  Committee  on  Claims. 
Died  at  Hamilton,  Madison  County,  New 
York,  November  12,  IdGO. 

Goodwin,  John  N.— Was  born  in 
South  lierwick,  Maine  ;  graduated  at  Dart- 
mouth Collt'f^e  in  1H44  ;  studied  law,  and 
commenced  practice  in  South  JJerwick, 
"was  elected  in  1854  to  the  Senate  of  Mauie ; 
and  in  J  800  a  Representative,  from  Maine, 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Confrress,  serviuf^ 
on  the  Committees  on  the  Militia  and  In- 
valid Pensions.  He  was  sul)se(iuently  a})- 
poiuted,  by  President  Lincoln,  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  and  also 
Governor ;  and  he  was  elected  a  Delegate 
from  Arizona  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
gress. 

Goodwin,  Peterson. — lie  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia, 
from  180:]  to  18 J  8.  Died  in  November  of 
that  year. 

Goodyear,  Charles. — Born  in  Cobles- 
kill,  Schoharie  County,  New  York,  April 
2G,  18U5  ;  graduated  at  Union  College  in 
1824  ;  studied  law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in 
1827;  was  a  member  of  the  State  Assem- 
bly in  1839;  in  184]  was  appointed  First 
Judge  of  Schoharie  County ;  was  a  Rep- 
resentative, from  New  York,  in  the  Twen- 
ty-ninth Congress  ;  discontinued  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession  in  1852,  and  turned 
his  attention  to  the  business  of  private 
banking  in  Schoharie  and  the  city  of  New 
York  ;  and  in  18G4  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  New  York,  for  a  second 
term,  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress.  During 
his  first  term  in  Coufrress  he  served  on  the 
Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions,  and  during 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Private  Land  Claims,  Revolution- 
ary Pensions,  and  on  a  Bureau  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Gordon,  James. — He  was  a  member 
for  seven  years  of  the  State  Senate  of  New 
York,  twelve  years  in  the  State  Assembly, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1791  to  1795. 

Gordon,  Samuel.— He  was  born  in 
New  York,  served  in  the  State  Assembly 
in  1834,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1841  to  1843, 
and  again  from  1845  to  1847. 

Gordon,  William.— lie  was  a  graduate 
of  Harvard  College  in  1779;  was  Attorney 
General  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  ; 


a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Hampshire,  from  1797  to  l^'OU,  when  ho 
resigned  ;  and  died  at  Jioston,  in  May, 
J8U2,  aged  thirty-nine  years. 

Gordon,  William  F. — He  was  a  native 

of  Virginia,  and  a  lu  presentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  l."^29  to  l-'35. 
He  is  said  to  have  been  the  originator  of 
the  Sub-Treasury  System,  Died  in  Albe- 
marle County,  July  2,  1858. 

Gore,  Christopher. — Born  in  Boston, 

Massachusetts,  in  IT'.-^;  grailuated  ut  Har- 
vard Colk-ge  in  177();  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts under  the  Constitution  of  17^0. 
He  settled  in  Jioston  as  a  lawyer,  and,  in 
1789,  was  appointed  District  Attorney  for 
the  District  of  Massachusetts,  under  the 
n(nv  Constitution  of  the  Unite(l  Statts.  In 
1790  he  was  appointed  a  Commissioner 
under  the  fourth  article  of  .Jay's  Treaty. 
This  appointment  obliged  him  to  go  to 
London,  where  he  remained  eiglit  year.s, 
during  the  last  of  which  he  was  left  Charge 
d'Ati'aires.  He  was  again  chosen  (iovernor 
in  18119,  but  only  served  one  term.  In 
1813  he  was  chosen  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States,  in  which  capacity  he  served  until 
181(5,  when,  after  serving  as  a  I'residential 
Elector  during  that  year,  he  retired  to  pri- 
vate life.  He  died  March  1,  1827,  aged 
sixty-eight.  Having  no  children,  Mr.  (ioro 
left  valuable  betpiests  to  the  American 
Academy  and  the  Historical  Society,  of 
which  he  was  a  meml)er ;  and  he  made 
Harvard  College,  of  which  institution  lie 
had  been  a  Fellow  and  Trustee,  liis  re- 
siduary legatee.  He  was  for  a  time  the 
legal  tutor  and  adviser  of  Daniel  ^Vebster. 

Gorham,  Benjamin. — He  was  bom  in 
Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  February  13, 
1775,  and  died  in  Boston,  Septend)er  27, 
J855.  He  graduated  at  Caml)ridge  in 
1795,  studied  law  with  Theophilus  Par- 
sons, of  Newburyport,  and  rose  to  emi- 
nence at  the  bar  of  Boston.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  Ccmgress,  from  the  Suf- 
folk District,  from  1820  to  1823,  fr..m  1827 
to  1831,  and  from  1833  to  lH:i5.  He  wa.s 
afterwards,  for  a  short  time,  member  of 
the  State  Legislature,  but  spent  the  closing 
years  of  his  life  in  retirement. 

Gorham,  Nathaniel.— He  was  born  in 
Charlestown.  Massachusetts,  in  173-^;  wiis 
a  Delegate,  from  that  State,  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  in  1782  and  1783,  and 
from  1785  to  1787,  serving  a  part  of  the 
time  as  President  of  that  body  ;  frequently 
served  in  the  State  Legislature ;  and  was 
1  a  member  of  the  Convention  called  to  framo 
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the  Federal  Constitution,  and  signexl  that 
instrument;  and  he  died  June  11,  1796. 

Gorman,  "Willis  A.— He  was  bom  in 

Kentucky,  and  having  removed  to  Indiana, 
vi^as  elected  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1849  to  1853;  and 
was  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Minne- 
sota from  1853  to  1857. 

Gott,  Daniel. — He  was  born  in  Con- 
necticut, and  on  removing  to  New  York, 
was  elected  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress 
from  1847  to  1851. 

Gould,  Herman  D.— He  was  born  in 
Connecticut,  ar)d  having  taken  up  his  resi- 
dence in  New  York,  was  elected  a  Eepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  tliat  State,  from 
1849  to  1851. 

Govirdin,  Theodore.— He  was  a  Ecp- 

resentativee  in  Congress,  from  Soutli  Caro- 
lina, from  1813  to  1815.  Died  January  17, 
1826. 

Govan,  A.  R. — He  was  born  in  Orange- 
burg, South  Carolina,  and  was  a  Eepresent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1822  to  1827. 

Graham,  James. — Born  in  Lincoln 
County,  North  Carolina,  in  January,  1793. 
He  graduated  at  tlie  University  of  tliat 
State  in  1814;  studied  law,  and  practict-d 
with  success  for  many  years  ;  served  four 
years  in  the  State  Legislature  ;  and  was  a 
Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  Noitli 
Carolina,  from  1833  to  1843,  and  from  1845 
to  1847.  He  spent  the  close  of  his  life  en- 
gaged in  agricultural  pursuits,  and  died 
September  25,  1851. 

Graham,  James  H.— Ho  was  elected  a 
Eepresentative,  from  New  York,  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 

Graham,  "William.— He  was  born  in 
1783;  received  a  limited  education;  was  a 
member  of  the  Convention  Avhich  framed 
the  State  Constitution  of  Indiana ;  served 
many  years  in  both  branches  of  the  State 
Legislature,  and  was  Speaker  in  1 820 ; 
and  was  a  Eepresentative  in  Cono-ress, 
from  Indiana,  from  1837  to  1839.  °Died 
near  Valonia,  Indiana,  in  1857. 

Graham,  "William  A.— He  was  born 
in  North  Carolina,  Septembers,  1840,  and 
was  the  son  of  General  Joseph  Graham,  of 
the  Ee volution ;  he  was  educated  at  Chapel 
Hill  University,    where  he   graduated  in 


1 824  ;  studied  la*\v,  and  came  to  the  bar  at 
Newborn  ;  served  in  the  State  Legislature 
from  1833  to  1836,  and  also  in  1839  and 
1840;  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
North  Carolina,  from  1841  to  1843;  in  1844 
he  was  elected  Govenior  of  the  State,  and 
re-elected  in  1846 ;  he  was  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  under  President  Fillmore ;  and 
subsequently  was  nominated  for  the  otlico 
of  Vice-President  on  the  ticket  with  Wiu- 
field  Scott. 

Granger,  Amos  P. — He  was  bom  in 

SnfKeld,  HurttVivd  Cmiiity,  Connecticut,  in. 
June,  17""9;  received  a  common  sdiool 
educati(Ui  ;  in  l"^!!  he  removed  to  Miinlius, 
New  York,  and  was  for  a  time  President  of 
that  corporation  ;  served  as  a  Captain  of 
Militia  at  Sackett's  Harbor  in  1x12,  and 
subsecjuently  became  a  General  of  Militia; 
in  1820  he  rt-moved  to  Syracuse,  an<l  for 
many  years  devoted  himself  to  agricultural 
and  mercantile  pursuit.s.  lie  was  i-lectod 
a  Eejjresentative,  from  New  York,  to  tho 
Thirty-fourtli  and  Thirty-fifth  Congresses, 
serving  ehietiy  on  the  ('oninuttee  on  T«Tri- 

j  tories.  In  early  life  he  became  /.iali>usly 
attadied  to  the  Kpiscojtal  Churcli,  and  by 
his  liberality  and  knowledge  of  eeclesjasli- 

I  cal  history  did  much  tor  the  prosperity  of 
the  church  in  his  section  of  the  country. 
He  was  a  cousin  of  Francis  Granger. 

Granger,  Bradley  F.— He  was  bom  in 
New  York,  and  elected  a  Ee])resontativo, 
from  Michigan,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Eevo- 
lutionary  Pensions. 

Granger,   Francis. — He   was  bom  in 

Sutheld,  Hartford  County,  Connecticut,  in 
17r7;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  JHII; 
and,  on  removing  to  New  York,  was  for 
five  years,  from  1826,  a  meml)»-r  of  tho 
General  Assembly  of  that  State.  He  was 
a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New- 
York,  from  1*^35  to  HlfT,  and  again  from 
1839  to  1841,  when  he  resigned,  to  reciive 
from  I'residtut  Harrison  tlie  ap|)ointiii(nt 
of  Postmaster  General.  Since  that  time 
he  has  lived  in  retirement. 

Grant,  Abraham  P.— He  was  horn  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  frotn  1-37  to 
1839. 

Grantland,  Seaton.— He  was  bom  in 
Virginia,  and  having  taken  up  his  residence 
near  Milledgeville,  in  Georgia,  was  elerted 
a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1-35  to  1839.  He  was  also  a 
Presidential  Elector. 
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Graves,  "William  J. — He  represented  ] 
tlie  State  of  Kentucky  in  Conj^iess,  from 
18:\'j  to  1841.  In  lr^'.^8  lie  onfrajjed  in  a 
duel  Avith  Jonatlian  C'illey,  iu  wliicli  the 
latter  was  killed.  Died  at  Louisville, 
September  27,  1848,  aged  forty-three  years, 

Gray,  Edward. — PTe  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Conf^ress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1799  to  181:3. 

Gray,  Hiram. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive iu  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1837  to  1839. 

Gray,  John  C. — Tie  was  horn  in  South- 
aniptou  County,  Virginia,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  18"i0  to  1821,  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  James  Johnson. 

Grayson,  William.— Was  a  native  of 

Virginia,  and  a  meiiil)er  of  the  Continental 
Congress.  In  1788  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  of  Virginia  whieh  assendjled 
to  consider  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  made  liimself  conspicuous  both 
by  his  talents  and  his  union  with  Henry  iu 
opposing  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution. 
From  1789  to  1790  he  Avas  a  Senator  of  the 
United  States,  and  died  at  Dumfries,  while 
on  his  Avay  to  the  seat  of  Government, 
March  12,  1790. 

Graysou,  WiUiam  J. — Tie  was  born  in 
Beaufort,  South  Carolina,  in  1788;  grad- 
uated at  the  South  Carolina  College  in 
1809 ;  Avas  bred  to  the  legal  profession ; 
Avas  a  Commissioner  in  Equity  of  South 
Carolina  for  many  years ;  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature  in  1813;  and  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  1833  to  1837  ; 
and  by  President  Taylor  he  Avas  appointed 
Collector  of  the  Customs  at  Charleston, 
holding  the  office  until  1853.  He  subse- 
quently devoted  himself  to  planting.  He 
published  "The  HireUng  and  the  Slave," 
•'Chicora,  and  other  poems,"  and  Avas  the 
author  of  a  Life  of  J.  L.  Petigru.  Died  in 
NeAvbern,  October  4,  1863. 

Greeley,  Horace. — AVas  born  at  Am- 
herst, in  NeAv  Hampshire,  Febniary  3, 
1811.  Until  the  age  of  fourteen  he  attended 
a  common  school  during  Avinter,  Avorking 
in  summer  on  his  father's  farm.  In  1826, 
his  parents  having  removed  to  the  State  of 
Vermont,  Horace,  Avho  had  early  shown  a 
fondness  for  reading,  especially  ncAvspa- 
pers,  and  had  resoh'ed  to  be  a  printer, 
endeavored  to  find  employment  as  an  ap- 
prentice in  a  printing  oftice  in  Whitehall, 
but  Avithout  success.     He  afterAvards  ap- 


plied at  the  office  of  the  Northern  Spectator, 
ni  Poultney,  Vermont,  Avhere  liis  services 
Avere  accepted,  and  Avhere  he  remained 
until  iH'.io,  Avhcn  the  j)aper  Avas  di.scon- 
tinued,  and  he  returned  to  Avork  on  his 
fatlier's  farm.  During  the  folluAviiig  year 
he  arrived  in  the  city  of  Ncav  York,  where 
he  obtained  AV(»rk  as  a  journeyuuin  printer, 
and  Avas  employed  in  A-arious  offices,  Avith 
occasiitnal  intervals,  for  the  next  eighteen 
month;.  In  1-^34,  in  connexion  with  .Jonas 
Winchester,  lie  started  the  New  Yorker,  u 
Aveekly  journal  of  literature  and  general 
intelligence,  and  became  its  editor.  After 
struggling  on  for  several  years,  tlie  journal 
Avas  abandoned.  Din'iug  its  existence, 
Mr.  Greeley  published  several  jiolitical 
campaign  papers,  the  Constitution,  the 
the  Jetfersonian,  and  the  Log  Cabin.  In 
1841  he  connnenced  the  jjublication  of  tiio 
NcAv  Y^^rk  Tribune.  In  1848  he  Avas  cliosen 
to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Thirtieth  Congress, 
and  served  through  the  short  term  })rece«l- 
ing  President  Taylor's  inauguratio!i  In 
l^ol  he  visited  Europe,  and  Avas  chosen 
cliairman  of  one  of  tlie  juries  at  the  World'.s 
Fair.  He  gaAe  an  account  of  his  travehs 
in  a  series  of  letters  to  the  Tribune,  Avhich 
Avere  afterAvards  collected  into  a  volinne. 
He  has  also  published  a  collection  of  lii.s 
addresses,  essays,  &c.,  under  tlie  ttlie  of 
"  Hints  toAvard' Reforms  ;"  and  a  Avork  en- 
titled "The  American  Conflict.  In  1864 
he  Avas  a  Presidential  Elector. 

Green,  Byram. — He  Avas  born  in  New 
Y'ork  ;  served  tive  years  in  the  As.sembly 
of  thai  State  ;  and  was  a  Representative  iu 
Congress,  from  184:?  to  184.'). 

Green,  Frederick  "W. — He  Avas  born 
in  Maryland,  and  having  removed  to  Ohio, 
Avas  elected  a  Representative  iu  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1855. 

Green,  I.  L. — He  Avas  born  in  Massa- 
chusetts ;  graduated  at  Harvard  I'niversity 
in  1781  ;  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Massachusetts,  from  1805  to  18(i9, 
and  again  from  1811  to  l^K'.  He  ilied  iu 
1841.      . 

Green,  Innis. — He  Avns  born  in  Penn- 
svlvania,  an<l  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1827  to 
1831. 

Green,  James  S.— He  was  bom  in 
Fauquier  County,  Virginia,  February  2-^, 
1817;  and  in  1^:56,  Avith  no  fortune  ]»ut  a 
common  I^iglisli  education,  he  removed 
to  Alal)ama,  Aviiere  he  remained  one  year, 
and  then  took  up  his  residence  iu  Missouri, 
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with  which  State  he  has  since  been  iden- 
tified. After  many  strugj^les  with  the 
world,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1^40, 
and  soon  thereafter  entered  upon  a  lucra- 
tive practice.  He  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1844  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Convention, 
held  in  ]845,  for  the  revision  of  tbe  Con- 
stitution of  Missouri ;  and  was  elected  a 
member  of  Congress  in  184G,  ser\Mng^ 
through  two  terms.  He  argued  a  boundary 
dispute  case  in  the  Supreme  Court,  by  ap- 
pointment of  the  Governor  of  Missouri ; 
and  in  1849  took  the  stump  against  the  late 
Hon.  Thomas  H.  Benton.  In  18.^:5  Pres- 
ident Pierce  appointed  him  to  be  Charge 
d' Affaires,  and  subsequently  Minister  Resi- 
dent at  Bogota,  Xew  Granada.  He  was 
again  elected  a  member  of  Congress  in 
1856,  but  before  taking  his  seat  he  was 
chosen  by  the  Legislature  to  represent  tlie 
State  of  Missouri  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  where  be  remained  until 
1861.  During  the  first  session  of  tbe  Tliirty- 
fifth  Congress  he  was  a  member  of  tbe  Com- 
mittees on  the  Judiciary,  and  on  Territo- 
ries, and  at  the  conmiencement  of  the  second 
session  of  that  Congress  he  was  chosen 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Territories. 

Green,  "Willis. — He  was  bom  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  was  a  Repre.sentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from   l8o'J  to  1845. 

Greene,  Albert  C— He  was  bom  in 
East  Greenwhich,  Rhode  Island,  in  17*J-i; 
read  law  in  New  York,  where  hu  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar;  returned  to  his  native 
State,  and  there  commenced  the  practice  of 
his  profession;  in  1815  he  was  elected  to 
the  General  Assemby  of  the  State;  in  181G 
was  elected  a  Brigadier  General  of  Militia, 
and  subsequently  became  a  Major  General ; 
from  1822  to  182b  he  served  again  in  the 
Legislature  of  the  State,  and  was  chosen 
Speaker;  fiora  1825  to  1843  he  was  At- 
torney General  of  the  State;  from  l';45  to 
1851  he  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Rhode  Lsland  ;  and  having  again  served  a 
term  in  each  of  the  two  houses  of  the  State 
Legislature,  he  retired  from  public  life  in 
1 857.  Died  at  Providence,  Jauuaiy  8, 1863. 

Greene,  Ray.— He  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  ]7.:;4;  and  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  from  1797 
to  18U1,  when  he  resigned. 

Greene,  Thomas  M.— He  was  a  dele- 
gate to  Congress,  from  the  Territory  of 
Mississippi,  from  18u2  to  1803. 

Greenup,  Christoplier.— He  was  Gov- 
ernor of  Kentucky  from  1804  to  18o8;  was 


a  patriot  of  the  American  Revolution,  and 
participated  iu  the  perils  of  the  war.  Ho 
was  at  various  times  a  member  of  the  Le- 
gislature of  Kentucky,  and  a  Representa- 
tive of  that  State  in  Congress,  from  171>2 
to  1797,  and  wjis  a  Presidential  Elector  ia 
1809.  He  was  a  man  of  great  nsefiihiess 
in  his  native  State,  and  died  at  Frankfort, 
Kentucky,  April  24,  18J8. 

Greenwood,  A.  B. — Bom  in  Franklin 
County,  Georgia,  .July  II,  1?I  I  :  gnidiiateJ 
at  the  Athens  University,  Get)rgia ;  is  a 
lawyer  by  profession;  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Legislature  of  tin-  State  of  Arkansas, 
from  1842  to  l-'45.  He  was  Prosecuting 
Attorney  for  said  State  from  1-45  to  I85I ; 
Circuit  Judge  from  Kil  to  1''53;  and 
elected  a  Kepre>ientative  in  Congress  from 
18.53  to  1S58  from  Arkansa.s,  serving  a 
portion  of  the  time  as  Chainuau  of  tlio 
Committe**  on  Indian  AtTairs.  Iu  l'^5U  bo 
was  appointed,  by  President  Buchauuu, 
Commissioner  of  Indian  AtTuirs. 

Gregg,  Andre'w. — Bora  in  Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania,  June  l<',  1755;  he  received 
a  good  classical  education,  and  for  neverul 
years  was  tutor  in  the  I'niver.HJty  of  Penn- 
sylvania. In  17''3  he  «)pened  a  ci»untry 
store  in  Middletown,  Dauphin  County, 
whence  ho  removed,  in  I7-'.».  Xr,  n  wilder- 
ness valley,  where  he  corn:  'ul- 
tural  pursuits.  In  1790  1.  1  a 
Represeutat've  in  Congre.v^.  ii...,.  i  ■  ^utsvl- 
vania,  serving  from  1791  to  l-tC,  an«l  a 
Senator  of  the  United  States  from  I -•'7  to 
1813,  serving  for  a  time  as  President  firo 
tern,  of  the  Senate.  In  1814  lie  removed 
to  Bellefonte,  and  in  l-'H!  1..  inted 
Secretary  of  State  of  Vv  Ho 
was  remarkable  lor  a  sou:.  .  .  .Inii- 
nating  mind,  agreeable  and  diguitied  man- 
ners, and  pertormed  his  duties  with  uleut 
and  integrity.  H»-'  died  at  Bellefunte,  May 
20,  1835. 

Gregg,   James   M. — Bom   in   Patrick 
County,  Virginia,  June  2»),  18<H'..      H<-  re- 
ceived  only  a  common  school  • 
and  was  bred  a  practical  farmer, 
the  profession  of  law;  and  in  ]-.,.. 
tied  in  Hendrick  County,  Indiana,     i-'rom 
18:i4  to  I8:f7  he  was  County  Surveyor,  and 
then  chosen  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Couri, 
serving  till  1845.    He  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative of  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  ou  Public 
Expenditures. 

Gregory,  Dudley  S.— He  was  bom  in 

Connecticut;  was  at  one  time  engaged  iu 
the  iron  business  among  the  Adirondack 
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^lomitains  of  Xew  York,  and  Imviiijj  set-  ! 
tied  in  New  Jersey,  was  elected  a  Kepre-  I 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  ' 
from  1.S47  to  1849. 

I 
Greie,  John. — Bom  in  Dumfries.sliire, 
Scotland,  Aujrnst  G,  1779;  educated  at  the  | 
Edinbnrrrli  Hip-h  School ;  emigrated  to 
America  in  1797;  settled  in  Canandaigua, 
New  York ;  studied  law,  and  came  to  the 
bar  in  1804  ;  practiced  his  profession  until 
1820,  when  he  became  President  of  the 
Ontario  Bank,  which  he  held  until  185(5; 
he  was  for  many  years  a  Regent  of  the 
New  York  University,  and  also  a  Vice- 
Chancellor ;  was  long  the  active  head  of  an 
Agricultural  Society,  and  was  one  of  the 
founders  and  corporators  of  the  Ontario  Fe- 
male Seminary.  His  service  in  Congress 
was  for  the  term  commencing  in  184 J,  but 
he  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  first  session. 
Died  at  Canandaigua,  April  9,  1858. 

Grennell,  George. — Bom  in  Greenfield, 
Franklin  County,  Massachusetts,  Decem- 
ber *25,  1786;  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
College  in  18u8;  studied  law,  and  came  to 
the  bar  in  1811 ;  was  Prosecuting  Attorney 
for  Franklin  County  from  1820  to  1828; 
•was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  from 
1824  to  1827;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from  ld29 
to  18:39.  He  was  for  many  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Tmstees  of  Amherst 
College;  and  in  1854  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
was  confen-ed  upon  him  by  that  institution. 
From  1849  to  1853  he  was  Probate  Judge 
for  his  county,  and  subsequently  settled 
down  as  Clerk  of  the  Franklin  County 
Court.  He  was  the  first  man  who  pro- 
posed and  advocated  on  the  floor  of  Con- 
gress the  recognition  of  Hayti. 

Grey,  Benjamin  E. — He  was  bora  in 
Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to 
1855. 

Grider,  Henry. — Was  bom  in  Garrard 
County,  Kentucky,  July  IG,  179G;  re- 
ceived a  good  desultory  education  at  Bowl- 
ing Green,  and  elsewhere ;  studied  law, 
and  while  engaged  in  practice,  also  devoted 
some  attention  to  farming.  He  rendered 
his  first  public  service,  as  a  private  in  the 
army,  during  the  last  war  with  England, 
having  sers^ed  with  Shelby  in  his  campaign 
to  Canada;  in  1827  and  1831  he  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky, 
and  in  1833  to  the  State  Senate,  where  he 
serv-ed  four  years.  He  was  a  Representa-  j 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  j 
1843  to  1847,  and  was  also  re-elected  to  I 


the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  Revolutionary  Claims, 
and  on  .Mileage.  Re-elected  to  the  Tiiirty- 
eiglith  Congress;  was  a  member  of  tho 
Committee  on  the  Territories.  Re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committees*  on  Territories,  Mileage, 
and  Reconstniction. 

Griffin,  Cyrus. — Tie  was  a  native  of 
England;  v.as  a  Delegate  to  the  Continen- 
tal Congress,  from  Virginia,  fn)m  1778  to 
1781,  and  again  from  11^  to  1788,  and 
was  President  of  that  body  during  tho 
latter  year.  He  was  appointed  in  1781) 
Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  Cnitcd 
States,  serving  in  that  office  for  twenty- 
one  years.  He  died  in  1810,  aged  sixty- 
two  years. 

Griffin,  Isaac. — He  was  bom  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1813  to  1817. 

Griffin,  John  K. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congros,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  \^M  to  1841,  and  died  at  Milton, 
South  Carolina,  August  1,  1841. 

Griffin,  Samuel. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1789 
to  1795. 

Griffin,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1803  to  1.^05. 

Grimes,  James  "W. — He  was  bom 
in  Deering,  Hillsborough  County,  New 
Hampshire,  October  16,  i81G;  commenced 
his  education  at  Hampton  Academy,  and 
graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  18;i<'). 
Soon  after  that  tim3  he  emigrated  to  the 
West,  and  in  IS'SS  was  elected  to  the  first 
General  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Iowa, 
to  which  he  was  frequently  re-elected.  He 
was  Governor  of  the  State  of  Iowa  from 
l.'r54  to  1858,  and  in  1.S59  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  for 
six  years,  sening  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  also  of  that  on  Naval  Affairs,  and  as  a 
member  of  those  on  Public  Lands  and 
Public  Buildings.  He  was  also  a  Delegate 
to  the  Peace  Congress  of  I8r)l.  He  was 
re-elected  to  the  Senate  for  the  term  com- 
mencing in  18G5  and  ending  in  1-71,  and 
in  1865  received  from  the  Iowa  College  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  .Special  Joint  Committee  on  the  Re- 
bellious States  and  that  on  Contingent 
Expenses  of  the  Senate  ;  and  he  was  one 
of  the  Senators  designated  by  the  Senate

to  attend  tlie  funeral  of  General  Scott  in 
1866. 

Grmnell,  Joseph.— He  was  born  in 
New  Bedford,  Massaclmsetts,  November 
37,  1788.  His  early  education  was  re- 
ceived at  private  schools.^nd  was  moulded 
in  view  of  a  mercantile  life ;  he  commenced 
business  in  New  York  as  a  commission 
merchant  in  1809,  and  continued  there 
until  1829,  for  five  years  being  connected 
with  John  H.  Rowland,  eleven  years  with 
Preserved  Fish,  and  four  years  with  liis 
brothers,  Moses  H.  and  Henry  Grinnell ; 
in  ]8'29  he  retired  from  the  New  York  con- 
cern, and  visited  Europe ;  on  his  return  he 
settled  in  his  native  place,  devoting  him- 
self to  commerce  generally,  and  especially 
to  the  whale  fishery.  Among  the  laborious 
positions  which  he  has  long  held  in  New 
Bedford,  are  those  of  President  of  the 
Marine  Bank,  of  the  New  Bedford  and 
Taunton  Railroad,  and  of  the  Wamsutta 
Cotton-mill.  In  1889,  1840,  and  1841,  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Governor's  Council 
of  Massachusetts ;  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative to  Congress  in  1843,  and  was 
three  times  re-elected,  serving  on  the  Post 
OflSce  and  Commerce  Conjmittees,  and 
originating  the  idea  of  a  reduction  of  post- 
age and  the  establishment  of  life-bnats. 
Indeed,  so  great  was  Mr.  Grinnoll's  iutlueuce 
on  the  floor  of  Congress,  as  every  measure 
he  proposed  seemed  to  succeed,  he  was  play- 
fully designated  by  his  friends  as  one  of 
the  most  dangerous  men  in  the  House. 

Grinnell,  Josiah  B. — He  was  bom  in 
New  Haven,  Vermont,  December  2*2,  b^'21 ; 
received  a  collegiate  and  theological  edu- 
cation ;  went  to  Iowa  in  18.5.^,  and  turned 
his  attention  to  farming,  having  been  the 
most  extensive  wool-grower  in  the  State, 
to  which  he  has  devoted  special  attention ; 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  for  four 
years ;  a  special  agent  for  the  General  Post 
Oflice  for"  two  years;  and  was  elected  a 
Representative,  irom  Iowa,  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on    Post   OtSces    and   Post   Roads.     Re- 
elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  on  Freedmen,  on  \ 
Agriculture   and   the    Postal   Railroad  to  i 
New  York.     In  June,  1866,  L.  H.  Rous-  I 
seau,  a  fellow  member,  made  a  personal  | 
assault  upon  him  for  words  spoken  in  de-  ' 
bate,  which  resuhed  in  a  resolution  which  ' 
was  passed,  reprimanding  the  assailant  for  | 
"violating  the  rights  and  privilefres  of  the 
House." 

Grinnell,  Moses  H.— Bom  in  New 
Bedford,  Massachusetts,  March  3,   1803; 


was  educated  at  private  schools  and  at 
Friends'  Academy :  was  bred  a  merchant, 
and  frequently  went  abroad  as  supercargo; 
and  he  was  aRt-presentative  in  Cougress, 
from  New  York,  from  1839  to  1841.  He 
Avas  also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1856. 
Moses  H  ,  Henry  Grinnell,  and  Robert  B. 
Minturn,  were  the  gentlemen  composing 
the  distinguished  firm  of  Grinnell,  Mintura 
«fc  Co.,  the  hou.se  taking  that  title  in  182t>, 
though  in  reality  founded  many  years  be- 
fore by  Joseph  Grinnell  and  Preserve  I  Fish. 

Gris-wrold,  Gaylord. — Hf  graduated  at 
Yale  College  in  lTr7;  was  u  member  of 
the  New  York  Assembly  from  1796  to 
1798;  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  J  803  to  l-(->5;  and 
died  in  18(.>9. 

Grisw^old,  John  A. — He  was  bora  in 
Rensselu.r  County.  Ni  w  York,  about  the 
year  1822;  was  educated  tor  tlie  mercan- 
tile profession  ;  settled  liimself  in  the  iron 
trade,  to  which,  in  conucxion  with  bank- 
iLg,  he  has  t-wr  \n-vn  dt-v.-ted.  H»'  .Herved 
one  term  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Troy, 
and  in  1862  he  was  electi'd  a  R«'pres«!ita- 
tive  from  New  York  to  tlie  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serA'ing  on  th»«  CommittJH*  on 
Naval  Affairs.  R.-.e!.-cted  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  the  Dt-iith  of  President  Lincoln  and 
Naval  AtTairs. 

Griswold,  Roger.— Bora  in  Lyme, 
Connecticut,  May  21,  17r.2;  gnidnated  at 
Yale  College  in  17h»,  nnd  studied  law,  in 
the  practice  of  which  he  became  eminent. 
From  1795  to  1805  he  was  a  Repiesenta- 
tive  in  Congress  from  Connect itut.  In 
1801  he  declined  the  appointment  ..t  S«'cre- 
tary  of  \Var,  otVered  him  by  resident 
Adams  a  few  davs  previous  to  th.-  acces- 
sion of  President  Jefferson.  In  184i7  he 
was  chosen  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State;  was  Lieutenant  Governor 
from  1'^(J9  to  1811,  and  then  eNcted  Gov- 
ernor; while  holding  that  office  he  relu-sed 
to  place  four  companies  under  General 
Dearborn,  at  the  requisition  of  the  Presi- 
dent, for  garrison  purposes,  deeming  the 
requisition  unconstitutional,  as  they  were 
not  wanted  to  "repel  invasion."  In  I  "(/J 
he  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector.  A 
scene  that  occurred  between  him  and  Mat- 
thew Lyon  on  the  floor  of  Congie>s  was 
one  of 'great  excitement.  He  received 
from  Harvard  College  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
He  died  in  1812. 

Griswold,  Stanley Bom  in  T..rring- 

ford,  Connecticut,  November,  I7l>"  ;  gradu- 
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ated  at  Yale  College  in  178G;  aud  was  a 
clfcigymau.  lu  1804  be  became  tlie  editor 
of  a  Deniocralic  paper  iu  Walpole,  New 
llaniijsbire,  but  soon  after  was  appointed 
by  President  Jefferson  Secretary  of  tbe 
Territory  of  Micliipui.  lie  was  a  Senator 
iu  Coug-Vess  from  (Jhio  in  1809,  and  United 
States  Judge  for  tbe  Nortliwestern  Terri- 
tory. He  died  at  Sbawneotown,  Illinois, 
August  21,  1814. 

Groesbeck,  William  S. — He  was  born 
in  New  York  about  tbe  year  18'JG;  studied 
law,  and  removed  to  Cincinnati,  wliere  he 
engaged  in  tbe  practice  of  bis  profession; 
in  1852  be  was  a  member  of  the  Commis- 
sion appointed  to  codify  tbe  laws  of  Oiiio; 
AY  as  a  member  in  1851  of  tbe  State  Consti- 
tutional Convention;  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  Ohio  to  tbe  Tbirty-iiftb 
Congress,  serving  on  tbe  Committee  on 
Foreign  Affairs ;  was  a  member  of  tbe 
Peace  Congress  of  18fil,  and  in  1302  was 
elected  to  tbe  Senate  of  Ohio. 

Gross,  Ezra  C. — He  was  born  in 
Windsor  County,  Vermont ;  graduated  at 
tbe  University  of  Vermont  in  18(»(3;  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New- 
York,  from  1819  to  1821  ;  and  was  elected 
to  tbe  Assembly  of  tbat  State  iu  1828  aud 
1829,  but  died  before  tbe  close  of  bis  second 
term. 

Gross,  Samuel. — He  was  a  native  of 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  aud 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
tbat  State,  irom  1819  to  1823. 

Grosvenor,  Thomas  P.— Born  in  Pom- 
fret,  Connecticut,  in  178U,  and  died  April 
25,  1817.  He  graduated  at  Yale  College 
in  18{)0,  and,  after  studying  law,  removed 
to  New  York ;  served  a  number  of  years 
in  tbe  Legislature  of  tbat  State,  and  was 
elected  to  Congress  as  a  Representative, 
serving  from  1813  to  1817. 

Grout,  Jonathaii. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts, 
from  1789  to  1791.  He  was  also  a  State 
Representative  in  1781  and  1784,  and  a 
State  Senator  in  1787  aud  1788. 

Grove,  William  B. — Ho  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina, 
from  1791  to  1803. 

Grover,  Lafayette.— Was  born  in 
Bethel,  Oxford  County,  Maine;  graduated 
at  Buwdoiu  College  ;  studied  law  iu  Phila- 
delphia, where  he  was  admitted  to  tbe  bar 
in  1850,  and  soon  afterwards  took  up  his 


residence  in  Salem,  Oregon  Territory.  In 
1851  he  was  elected  Prosceiiting  Atturuey 
for  tbe  Territory;  in  1852  Auditor  of  Pu!j- 
lic  Acconnts;  served  three  years  in  tlie 
Territorial  Legislature;  .saw  .some  service 
in  tbe  Indian  war.-^of  Or<'gon ;  was  a  Com- 
missioner in  1^54  to  adjnst  the  clniins  of 
citizens  of  Oregon  against  t\n-  United 
States;  he  was  apj)ointed  in  l85o  one  of 
tbe  Commissitniers  to  investigate  the  In- 
dian war  claims  against  the  (Jeneral  (Jov- 
ernment ;  and,  having  been  an  active 
member  of  tbe  Convention  of  lr-57  to  form 
a  State  Constitution,  he  was  stibsiMpicntly 
elected  the  first  Representative  in  Congress 
from  the  prospective  State,  and  took  his 
seat  as  such  in  February,  1859. 

Grover,  Martin. — He  was  a  native  of 
New  York,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  tbat  State,  from  1845  to  1847. 

Gro-w,  Galuaha  A.— Born  in  Ashford, 
Windbam  Comity,  Connecticut,  August 
31,  1823;  was  educated  at  Andierst  Col- 
lege, graduating  in  1844;  adopted  the  law 
as  a  profession,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1847 ;  and  having  settled  among 
tbe  mountains  of  Pennsylvania,  and  lii.s 
health,  iu  1850,  Iteing  delicate,  lie  amused 
himself  by  surveying  wild  lands  and  raft- 
ing;  and  iu  1850  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  Peinisylvania, 
where  he  served  as  a  menilier  of  tbe  Com- 
mittees on  Territories  aud  Public  Priming. 
When  Mr.  Banks  was  Speaker  of  tbe 
House  of  Representatives,  Mr.  Grow  wa.9 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Territories; 
and  during  one  of  the  recesses  of  Congress 
he  visited  Europe.  He  was  re-elected  to 
tbe  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Connnittee  on  Territories. 
Re-elected  to  tl^e  Thirty-seventh  Ci>ngres.s, 
aud  was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  House  vi' 
liepresentatives.  He  was  also  a  Delegate 
to  the  Baltiuiore  Convention  of  p-'iM. 

Grundy,  Felix. — Born  in  Virginia,  Sep- 
tember 11,  1770;  he  removed  with  his 
father  to  Kentucky,  and  was  educated  at 
Bardstown  Academy;  studied  la'v,  and 
soon  became  distinguished  at  the  bar.  He 
coauneuced  his  public  career  at  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  as  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  revising  the  Constitution  of  Ken- 
tucky; was  afterwards,  t'or  six  or  seven 
years,  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  that 
State.  In  1"^0()  he  was  elected  oue  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreuje  Cotirt  of  Kentucky^ 
aud  was  soon  after  Chief  Justice.  In  1807 
lie  removed  to  Na.ihville,  Tennessee,  and 
became  euiineut  as  a  lawyer.  From  It'll 
to  1814  he  was  a  Representative  iu  Con- 
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gress  from  Tennessee,  and  during  several 
years  after  was  a  member  of  the  Lep^isla- 
ture  of  that  State.  From  1829  to  1638  he 
■was  United  States  Senator,  and  in  the 
latter  year  was  apjpointed  by  President 
Van  Bioren  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States;  in  1840  he  resigned  this  position, 
and  was  again  elected  Senator.  He  died 
at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  December  19, 1840. 

Gunn,  James. — He  was  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States,  from  Georgia,  from  1789 
to  1801,  and  died  in  Louisville,  in  that 
State,  July  30,  1801. 

Gurley,  Henry  H. — He  was  bora  in 
Lebanon,  Connecticut,  in  178T ;  was  edu- 
cated at  William-stown  College ;  studied 
law,  and  settled  at  an  early  day  in  Lou- 
isiana; and  he  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  thtit  State,  from  1823  to 
1631.  He  previously  held  the  office  of 
United  States  Judge  of  the  District  Court 
of  Louisiana,  and  died  in  1832. 

Gurley,  John  A. — Bora  in  East  Hart- 
ford, Connecticut,  December  9,  J  81 3;  re- 
ceived an  academic  education  ;  studied  for 
the  ministry,  and  was  settled  as  a  preaclier 
at  Methuen,  Massachusetts,  from  l^i'M  to 
1837,  when  he  removed  to  Cinciuhati, 
Ohio,  where  he  published  a  paper  called 
the  Star  of  the  West  for  fifteen  years.

Died  at  Cincinnati  August  19,  1.803,  while 
holding  the  office  of  Goveraor  of  Arizona, 
confi-rred  upon  him  by  President  Lincoln. 

Gustine,  Amos. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1841  to  1843,  and  died  in  Lost  Creek 
Valley,  Pennsylvania,  March  3,  1844. 

Guthrie,  James. — He  was  born  near 
Bardstown,  Nelson  County,  Kentucky,  in 
1795 ;  educated  at  the  Bardstown  Academy. 
When  twenty  years  of  age  commenced 
trading  with  New  Orleans  as  the  owner  of 
flatboats ;  studied  law,  and  in  his  twenty- 
fifth  year  settled  at  Louisville  as  a  lawyer. 
For  a  time  he  held  the  office  of  Prosecu'tiug 
Attorney  for  the  County  in  which  he  lived, 
and  for  many  years  practiced  his  profession 
with  success.  During  that  period  he  was 
shot  by  a  political  opponent,  and  was  in 
consequence  co'nfined  to  his  bed  for  three 
years.  He  served  nine  years  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Slate  and  six  years  in  the 


'  State  Senate;  was  President  of  the  State 
:  Constitutional  Convention  of  1851 ;    took 
an  active  part  in  the  banking  business  of 
'  Louis-ville.  and,  after  originating,  became 
I  President  of  the  Nashville  and  Louisville 
'  Railroad.     In  1?.53  he  went  into  President 
I  Pierce's  Cabinet  as  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
j  sury;  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Chicago  Cou- 
!  vention  of  l^'A  ;  and  was  elected  a  Senator 
in  Congress  from  Kentucky  in  I8(i5  for  the 
term  ending  in  1-71,  st-ning  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Finance,  Agriculture,  Patents, 
and  Mines  and  Mining. 

Guyon,  Jr.,  James. — He  v.a^  i,.,ni  ia 
Richmond  County,  New  York,  in  1777; 
represented  .Staten  Island  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  New  York  a  number  of  years,  and 
was  a  member  of  Congress  from  1-ILI  to 
1821.  He  died  on  Stateu  Island,  March 
8,  184G. 

Gwin,  William  M. — Born  in  Sumner 
County,  Teiiin-ss.i-,  Oe!.«)>«r  9.  l-".'»:  gnul- 
uated  at  Traijsylvaiiii  I  i     ^  ng- 

ton,  Kentucky,  and  -  is  a 

nrofej*sion ;  he  w.hs  ap,-    ..      ,  ,  ,  .->ate« 

ilarjshal  for  Mis.-jis.sippi ;  and  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress  fr.ini  that 
State,  serving  from  1841  to  1-43.  He  was 
Commissioner  of  Public  l?uildiiigs  tosujK»r- 
intend  the  erection  of  the  New  Orleans 
Custom-liouse ;  a  memlM-r  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  framing  the  Constitution  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  was  one  of  the  tirm  Tutted 
States  Senators  from  that  State,  haviufif 
been  elected  in  l-54»  for  six  years,  and  re- 
elected in  Ir'.'IXJ  for  the  term  which  expired 
in  I'^Gl.  He  was  Cliairmun  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Pacific  Railroad,  and  a  mem- 
l>er  of  the  Committees  on  Finance  and  on 
Post  Offices  and  Post  Roads.  l>uriiig  the 
Rebellion  he  was  arrested  and  iiupiixjiied  for 
his  opposition  to  the  Federal  Uoveiununt, 
but  was  releas(-d  ou  his  parole  by  President 
Johnson  in  150G. 

Gwinnett,  Button. — He  was  bora  in 
England  in  1732  ;  received  a  good  educa- 
tion; came  to  America  in  1770,and  settle  I  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina  ;  was  devut»Nl 
first  to  commercial  pursuits,  and  aft-rwards 
to  planting,  in  Georgia;  ho  joined  the 
popular  party,  and  was  cousjdeuous  at  rev- 
olutionary committees  ;  he  was  a  I  Mlegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress  from  J775to 
1776,  and  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  He  wa.**  a 
member,  in  1777,  of  the  Couv.iiti..n  tu 
fonu  a  State  Constitution  for  GeorL'ia  :  was 
re-elected  to  Congress,  but  haviug  fought 
a  duel  with  General  Mcintosh,  he  wm 
mortally  woimded,  and  died  May  27,  1777. 
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Habersham,  Joseph. — He  was  bora  in 
Geor<2:ia ;  served  with  distinction  in  the 
Revolutionary  war  as  a  Lieutenant  Col- 
onel ;  was  a  delegate  from  Georgia  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  l?."^.')  to  17i':^(5 ; 
was  a})pointed  by  "Washington  Postmaster 
General  in  1795,  and  having  been  con- 
tinued in  office  by  Presidents  Adams  and 
Jetferson,  resigned  in  180*2.  Died  in 
Georgia  in  1815. 

Habersham,   Richard  W.— lie   was 

born  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  in  1781),  and 
was  educated  at  Nassau  Hall,  New  Jersey, 
where  he  graduated  in  1805.  He  distin- 
guislied  himself  as  a  lawyer,  and  occu})ied 
many  stations  of  trust  in  his  native  State, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
1831)  to  1843,  where  he  connnanded  great 
respect  for  his  political  integrity.  He  died 
in  Habersham  County,  Georgia,  December 
2,  1844. 

Hacket,  Thomas  C— He  was  born  in 
Georgia,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1849  to  1851, 
and  was  a  member  of  th#  Committee  on 
Indian  Atfiiirs.  Died  at  Marietta,  Georgia, 
October  8,  1851. 

Hackley,  Jr.,  Aaron.—  Born  in  New 
Haven,  Coiniecticut,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Legislature  in  1814,  1815, 
and  1818,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1819  to  1821. 

Hahn,  John. — He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1815 
to  1817. 

Hahn,  Michael. — Born  in  Bavaria,  in 
November,  18;:)0 ;  was  brought  to  the 
United  States  when  a  child,  and  settled  in 
Louisiana  ;  received  a  public  school  educa- 
tion in  New  Orleans,  and  received  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  in  the  University  of 
Louisiana  ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law  ; 
and  in  18G2  was  chosen  a  Representative  to 
the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  he  and  13.  F. 
Flanders  having  been  elected  during  the 
military  rule  in  Louisiana.  He  took  his 
seat  at  the  close  of  the  session.  lu  18(54 
he  was  elected  Governor  of  Louisiana  for 
the  term  ending  in  1868. 

Haight,  Edward. — Born  in  New  York 
City,  March  26,  1817;  was  educated  at  a 
private  school ;  entered  a  counting-house, 
and  turned  his  whole  attention  to  mer- 
cantile pursuits  ;  became  a  director  in  the 
National  Bank  of  New  York,  and  subse- 
quently Vice-President  of  the  Bank  of  the 
Commonwealth,    and    finally    President, 


which  position  he  still  occupies.  Besides 
acting  us  a  director  in  six  or  seven  banks 
and  insurance  I'ompanies,  In*  hits  frefpicntly 
served  as  an  otlicer  iu  various  benevolent 
institutions.  In  H(;o  h<'  was  elected  u 
Representative,  from  New  York,  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  .serving  on  tho 
Connnittee  on  Manufactures. 

Haile,  William.— He  was  l>oni  in  1797, 
and  died  at  Woodville,  Mississippi,  March 
7,  1837.  He  was  a  member  of  Congress, 
from  Mississippi,  from  l-^^O  to  1828. 

Hale,  Artemas.— I'jorn  in\Vinchendon, 
Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  Octo- 
ber 20,  1783,  and  pursued  the  occupation  of 
a  farmer  until  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
having  rec<'ived  only  a  common  school  ed- 
ucation. He  was  a  teacher  in  Hinghain 
for  ten  years,  ami  then  removed  to  Bridge- 
water,  Avlien;  he  engaged  in  numufacturing. 
He  was  a  Re[)resentative  in  tin-  Legisla- 
ture for  several  years,  and  a  State  Senator 
in  1833  and  1*^34.  In  1>53  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Constitutional  Convention, 
and  a  Rej)resentative  iu  Congress,  from 
Massachusetts,  from  1845  to  1849.  In  lcu4 
he  was  also  a  I'resideutial  Elector. 

Hale,  James  T. — ?Te  was  born  in  Brad- 
ford County,  Pennsylvania,  in  ()ctt)l)«'r, 
1810;  received  a  common  school  education  ; 
studied  law,  aiul  was  admitted  to  tiie  bar 
in  1832;  in  1851  he  was  ai»pointed  Presi- 
dent Judge  in  the  Twentietli  Judicial  Dis- 
trict of  I'eiuisylvania,  and  in  1''58  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serv- 
ing as  a  member  of  the  Connnittee  on 
Claims.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Couunittees  on 
Claims  and  on  Roads  and  Canals.  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-eighth  Ciuign-ss,  and 
was  Chairman  of  the  Couunittee  on  Claims. 
Died  at  Bellefoute,  Pennsylvania,  April  7, 
1865. 

Hale,  John  P. — Bern  in  Rochester, 
Statford  County,  New  Hampshire,  March 
31,  1^0().  After  iireparinghim.-ell' at  Exeter 
Academy,  he  entered  Bowdoin  College,  and 
graduated  in  1827.  He  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1*^30;  in  1>32 
he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature  ;  in 
1834  he  was  apjtointed,  by  President  Jack- 
son, District  Attorney  for  Ni-w  llamiishire, 
and  re-appointed  by  President  Van  Bureu  ; 
in  1843  he  was  elected  a  L'epresentative  in 
Congress  ;  in  \>\\\  he  was  again  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature,  and  chosen  Speaker  ; 
in  1847  lie  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, and  after  serving  until  1853,  devuted 
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himself  for  two  years  to  his  profession,  and  ; 
was  re-elected  in  1855  to  the  United  States  j 
Senate,  and  in  ]859  was  re-elected  for  the  | 
term  ending  in  1865,  serving^  as  Chairman  i 
of  the  Cou.mittee  on  Kaval  Atfan-s,  and  , 
member  of  that  on  Post  Offices  and  Post  j 
Eoads.  In  1852  he  was  the  Free-soil  can-  ; 
didate  for  Vice-President  of  the  United  j 
States.  Soon  after  leaving  the  Senate, 
March  10,  1865,  he  was  appointed,by  Pres- 
ident  Lincoln,  minister  to  Spain. 

Kale,  Robert    S.— Born    in    Chelsea,  j 
Orange  County,  Vermont,  September  24, 
1822  r  graduated  at  the  University  of  Ver-  ] 
mont  in  1842;   studied  law,  and  after  com-  j 
ing  to  the  bar  settled  in  the  practise  of  his  ' 
profession  at  Elizabethtown,  Essex  County,  : 
New  York ;  was   Judge   of  Essex  County 
from  1856  to  1864;  was  appointed  in  1851)  , 
Regent  of  the  University  of  New   York  ; 
in  1860  he  was  a  Presidential  Elector  ;  and  ] 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  from  New 
York  to  the  Thirty -ninth  Congress,  serving 
on    the    Committees  on   the    Militia   and 
Manufactures. 

Hale,  Salma. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  New  Ilauipshire, 
from  1817  to  1819,  and  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature  in  1823,  1824,  and  1845, 
serving  in  both  Houses. 

Hale,  "William.— He  was  one  of  the 
most  influential  men  of  New  Ilampshire, 
and  a  member  of  Congress  from  18Ui)  to 
1811,  and  again  from  1813  to  1817.  Died 
at  Dover,  November  8,  1848,  aged  eighty- 
four  years. 

Haley,  Elisha. — He  was  born  in  Con- 
nelticut,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1835  to  1839. 

Hall,  Augiistus. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  and  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Iowa,  to  the  Thirty  -fourth  Con- 
gress. 

Hall,  Boiling. — He  was  a  member  of 
Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  1811  to  1817  ; 
died  near  Montgomery,  Alabama,  March 
25,  1836,  aged  sixty-seven  years. 

Hall,  Chapin.— Born  in  Ellicott,  Chau- 
tanque  County,  New  York,  July  12,  1816; 
received  a  good  English  education;  has 
devoted  his  life  to  mercantile  pursuits  in 
connexion  with  litmberiug ;  and  was  elected 
a  Representative,  from  Pennsylvania,  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
meniber  of  the  Committee  on  Invalid  Pen- 
sions. 


Hall,  George.— He  was  bom  iu  New 
Haven,  Connecticut ;  was  a  member  of  the 
Assembly  of  New  York  in  1816,  and  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  181U  to  1821. 

Hall,  Hilland. — He  was  born  iu  Ben- 
nington, Vermont,  July  20,  1795.  He  spent 
his  boyhood  on  his  father's  farm,  receiving, 
as  he 'could,  a  good  Engli.-h  education; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1819;  in  1H-J7  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature,  and  afterwards,  for  sev- 
eral  years,  wji.s  State's  Atti«ruey  ;  and  ho 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
A'ermout,  from  1"^33  to  1H43,  otHciating  for 
several  sessions  as  Cliairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Revolutionary  Claims.  Ho  was 
also  Bank  Commissioner  for  Vermont,  from 
le43  to  1?4();  four  years  Judge  of  tlie  Su- 
preme Court;  iu  18:>1»  Second  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury;  and  in  l-'.'il  was  appointed, 
by  President  Pillniure,  Land  Conuiii>sioner 
for  CaliUiruia,  where  he  renaiined  tuitil 
lt.')4.  He  is  now  residing  on  the  farm

Hall,  John. — H«>  was  a  delegate  from

Hall,  Joseph.— He  was  horn  in  Essex 
County,  MasMicliusetts,  June2ti,  1793;  re- 
ceived'a  limited  education;  after  leaving 
Audover  Academy,  went  to  Maine,  and  was 
a  clerk  in  a  store  until  twenty-one  years  of 
age;  served  as  Lieutenant  of  militia  iu 
1?13-14;  from  ldl7  until  1-^19  was  en;:aged 
in  mercantile  pursuits;  wa«  Sherifl"  of  two 
counties  for  twelve  years;  and  was  a  Kep- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  Maine,  from 
1833  to  le37,  having  been  the  tirst  Northern 
man  who  voted  against  receiving  slavery 
petitions.  Before  entering  Congress  ho 
was  for  four  years  Postmaster  of  Camden, 
Maine;  and,' by  President  Polk,  was  ap- 
pointed Navy  Agent  of  Boston  in  1-49.  lie 
has  since  been  connected  with  the  liost.-n 
Custom-hoirse. 

Hall,  La-wrence  W. — He  was  ])oni  in 
Lake  County,  Ohio,  in  1-19  ;  was  educated 
iu  that  State;  graduated  at  Htids.-n  iu 
1839;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  l''A'.]; 
practiced  his  profession  until  1?-51,  wlien 
he  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  which  position  lie  held  until 
1856,  when  he  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Ohio,   to  the  Thirty-liuh  Con- 
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gress,  servinfif  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Ao-riculture,  and  on  Public  Build- 
iiifrs  and  Grounds.  Durinji^  the  troubles  of 
Ir^lri  lie  was  imprisoned  tbr  allcj^'ed  disloy- 
alty, and  died  soon  after  his  releiise,  in 
Ohio,  January  20,  18tj3. 

Hall,  Lyman. — He  was  bom  in  Con- 
necticut in  IT'J.');  prraduated  at  Yale  Col- 
leo^e  in  1747;  Studied  medicine  and  estab- 
lished himself  in  .Sunbury,  Georoia.  He 
early  espoused  the  American  canst' ;  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  C«»no^ress  from 
177.')  to  1779,  and  sifj^ned  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  His  pro|)erty  was  con- 
tiscated  by  the  British  ;  in  1783  he  was 
elected  Governor  of  Georgia;  and  he  died 
iu  that  State  iu  1791. 

Hall,  Nathan  K.— Born  March  28, 
181U,  at  Marcellns,  Onondajra  Connty, 
New  York.  He  read  law  in  the  office  of 
Mr.  (afterwards  President)  Fillmore,  and 
became  his  partner  iu  the  practice  of  their 
profession,  at  Buffalo,  Erie  County,  New 
Y'orii;,  in  183"2.  He  has  held  diticrent  ad- 
ministrative and  judicial  offices  in  his 
native  State,  served  as  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  1847  to  1849.  On 
Mr.  Fillmore's  accession  to  the  Presidency, 
iu  July,  1850,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
office  of  Postmaster  General.

Hall,  Robert  B. — Born  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  January  28,  1812;  was 
educated  for  the  ministry  ;  Avas  a  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  Senate  in  1855;  was 
elected  a  Representative  to  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Congress  in  that  year,  and  was  re- 
elected to  theThirty-tifth  Congress  in  18.J7, 
serving  as  a  member  ot  the  Committee  on 
Revolutionaiy  Pensions. 

HalL,  Thomas  H.— Born  in  Edgecombe 
County,  Nortli  Carolina,  in  1773;  was 
educated  for  the  medical  profession  ;  and 
was  a  RepreseU'tative  in  Congress  from 
1817  10  1&40,  and  again  from  1827  to  1835. 
In  1836  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate,  and  voted  against  the  recep- 
tion of  any  of  the  surplus  revenue  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  by  the  State  of 
North  Carolina.

Convention  of  18(31  ;  was  elected  a  Heprc- 
seniative,  from  Missouri,  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  in  the  place  of  J.  B.

Halloway,  David  P.— Born  in^Vaynes- 
ville,  NVarren  C.-unty,  Ohio,  December  0, 
b'-^09,  but  removed  with  his  parents  to  Cin- 
cinnati in  1.-^13.  In  \f*'S.i  he  went  to  Hich- 
moud,  Indiana,  and  learned  the  printing 
business,  and  sub.seipiently  servid  fonryeai.s 
in  the  office  of  the  "Cincinnati  Gazette." 
He  conunenced  the  publication  of  the 
"Richmond  Palladium"  iu  1832,  editing  it 
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for  many  years.  In  1843  he  was  elected  to 
the  lower  branch  of  the  State  Legislature 
of  Indiana,  and  in  li;:'44  to  the  State  Senate, 
serving  nine  years.  In  1855  he  was  elected 
a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  In- 
diana, and  was  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Agriculture  during  that  term.

HalloTvay,  Ransom. — A  Eepresenta- 
tive in  Congress,  from  the  Eighth  Con- 
gressional Listrict  of  Kew  Yoik,  from 
lc<49  to  1851.  He  died  in  Mount  IMeasuiit, 
Prince  George  County,  Maryland,  April  (J, 
1851. 

Halsey,  Jehiel  H. — He  was  a  member 
of  the  New  York  Senate  from  18IW  to  18:- 5, 
having  previously  been  a  Ixepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  \f^'Z\)  to 
1831. 

Hal-sey,  NicoU. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  Kew  York  Assembly,  from  Tomjikins 
County,  in  1824,  and  a  Kepresentative  iu 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1833  to 
1835. 

Halsey,  Silas. — He  was  a  I?ei>rcsenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  New  York,  tioni 
18U5  to  1807,  and,  having  previously  been 
in  the  Assembly  of  that  Stale  for  several 
years,  was  subsequently,  for  one  year,  a 
member  of  the  State  Senate. 

Halsted,  WilUam.— He  was  born  iu 
New  Jersey  ;  graduated  at  I'rinceton  Col- 
lege in  1812;  and  was  a  Kepresentative  iu 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1837  to 
1839,  and  again  from  1841  to  1843.  He 
was  a  candidate  for  election  to  the  Twen- 
ty-sixth Congress,  and  although  he  came 
with  the  broad  seal  of  his  State,  he  was 
not  admitted. 

Hamer,  Thomas  L.— He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania ;  removed  to  Ohio  when  quite 
young  ;  taught  a  common  school ;  studied 
law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  \r^'>\  ;  served 
several  sessions  in  the  State  Legislature, 
and  was  once  elected  Si)eaker.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ohio, 
from  1833  to  1839,  and  died  at  Monterey, 
Mexico,  while  serving  in  the  war,  Decem- 
ber 3,  184H.  He  entered  the  army  us  a 
private,  and  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Brigadier  General. 

Hamilton,  Alexander. — Born  in  the 

Island  of  St.  Croix,  of  American  parents, 


in  1757 ;  when  sixteen  years  of  age  he 
came  to  New  Y'ork,  and  spent  thret-  years 
in  King's  College;  two  years  afterwards 
he  entered  thr  army  as  an  ottici-r  of  artil- 
lery, and  became  an  Aidt-de-Camp  to 
Washington,  Avith  the  rank  of  Lituti-naut 
CoUmel  ;  he  acquitted  himself  with  credit 
at  the  siege  of  Yurktown  ;  afti-r  the  war  he 
quitted  tlif  army,  and  turned  his  uitentiou 
to  the  law  in  New  York;  he  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Cimgress  in 
178vJ->'3,  and  in  I7?7-'.""."^ ;  iu  17.-*(>  he  wa.n 
elected  to  the  State  Assembly  ;  and  lie  was 
elected  to  the  Convention  which  formed 
the  Federal  Couslitutitiu.  By  his  writings, 
signed  Publius,  lie  did  much  to  serine  its 
adoption,  but  was  the  only  memlier  fr«tm 
New  York  who  signed  that  instjument. 
In  17f*U  lie  w  as  appointed,  by  Washington, 
Seert'tary  of  the  Tr»'u>iuy,  and  eonlintu-d 
in  that  dtlic*'  until  1795,  w  hm  he  n-signrd. 
In  179''  In-  was  H«soeiat<  d  with  Wa.siiiiig- 
ton  in  command  of  tin-  aimy  ;  and  in  I^^'l 
he  iiad  adirticiilty  witli  Aaron  Burr,  which 
rtsidted  in  a  duel,  which  todk  plu«»-  at 
Holtoken,  and  having  n-ceived  a  futul  idiot 
died  on  the  following  day,  July  I*J,  IriM. 
He  was  the  author  of  a  great  variety  of 
able  essays  on  polities  and  linance,  and 
especially  ot  the  largi-st  nundier  ot  ehapters 
publislud  iu  the  "  I'ederalist,"  antl  his  rtd- 
lectfd  w  ritings  were  pubUshvd  iu  edition* 
of  several  volumes. 

Hamilton,  Andrew  J.— IJorn  in  Madi- 
son Cnunty,  Alabania,  Jannuiy  ".'.•<,  l^b'"  . 
received  a  good  common  sehoul  t-ducation, 
spending  his  earlier  years  on  his  father's 
tarin.  He  held  for  some  yi-urs  the  position 
of  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  did 
business  as  a  merchant;  be  sub.-equeiitly 
studied  law,  and  was  adiiulted  to  tlie  bar ; 
in  l'^4t>  he  removed  to  Texas,  an*l  dfVote<l 
himself  to  his  iirofession.  In  that  State 
he  held  the  oftice  of  Attorney  (ieneral; 
served  fre(iuently  in  the  Legislature  ;  in 
185(5  was  a  Presidential  El*clor;  and  w  114 
elected  a  Kepresentative  from  Te.vas  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  seiving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Select  Committee  of  Thirty - 
three.  In  18G2  he  was  appointed,  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  Military  Governor  of  Texa^ 
and  in  lf^(J5.  by  President  Johnson,  I'ri 
visional  Governor  of  the  same  State. 

Hamilton,  James.— Boni  in  Charle-*- 
tou.  South  Carolina,  in  17-9;  was  libe- 
rally educated ;  and  adopted  the  law  as  a 
proiession.  In  ]H\'2,  he  served  with  dis 
tiuctiou  on  the  Canadian  fronti.-r;  wa.s  for 
several  years  Mayor  of  Charlest4»n;  in 
18-23  was  elected  to  the  State  LrgisliHun- : 
and  from  that  position  was  trau.-»lvireU  i 
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the  National  House  of  Representatives, 
Avhere  be  remained  until  ]&2[).  He  was 
subsecjuently  chosen  Governor  of  South 
Carolina,  and  Iwcominfj^  interested  in  the 
Republic  of  Texas,  helped  to  iintinntc  her 
inde]>endence,  and  wvut  to  JOuiopc  as 
JMinister  ricuipoteutiary  from  that  Kepub- 
lic.  He  did  nmeh  to  promote  the  interests 
of  his  native  city  and  State,  and  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  "  Southern  Quarterly 
Review,"  and  also  of  the  JJank  ol  Charles- 
ton. At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a 
Senator  elect  in  Congress,  froni  Texas,  but 
was  drowned  on  his  passag-e  to  Texas, 
Kovember  15,  1857,  by  a  collision  between 
the  steamers  Galveston  and  Opelousas, 
having'  been  a  passenger  on  board  the  lat- 
ter steamer. 

Hamilton,  John, — He  was  at  one  time 

High  Sheritf  of  Washington  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1805  to  16U7. 
He  died  at  home,  August  31,  ]S'.\7. 

Hamiltoii,  William  T. — He  was  born 
in  Maryland,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1849  to 
1855. 

Hamlin,  Edward  S, — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1844  to  1845. 

Hamlin,  Hannibal. — Born  in  Paris, 
Oxford  County,  Maine,  August  27,  1809; 
prepared  himself  for  a  collegiate  education, 
but,  owing  to  his  father's  de^th,  was 
obliged  to  take  charge  of  his  farm,  where 
he  remained  until  he  was  of  age  ;  he  then 
sjient  a  year  in  a  printing  office  as  a  com- 
positor ;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  if^'S'.i,  and  continued  in  active 
practice  mitil  1848;  was  a  member  of  the 
Maine  Legislature  from  1836  to  1840;  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  in  1837,  1839,  and 
1840;  was  elected  a  Representative  to  the 
Twenty-eighth  Congress,  and  re-elected  to 
the  Twenty-ninth  Congress ;  was  again  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
•  in  the  State  Legislature  in  1847  ;  and 
elected  to  the  United  States  Senate,  May 
2o,  1848,  for  four  years,  to  fill  a  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  decease  of  John  Fair- 
field. He  was  re-elected  for  six  years  in 
1851,  and  elected  Governor  of  Maine, 
January  7,  1857,  resigning  his  seat  in  the 
Senate  and  being  inaugurated  Governor 
the  same  day.  On  the  sixteenth  of  the 
same  month,  was  re-elected  United  States 
Senator  for  six  years,  and  resigned  the  office 
of  Governor,  February  20,  1857.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 


Commerce,  and  on  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. In  J.-i(Ju  he  was  nominated  by  the 
l\e{)ublican  party  as  their  candidate  for  the 
offici-  of  \'ict'-l'resident,  and  was  eU-ctt'd. 
In  l>(i5  h(!  was  aj)point4Ml,  by  President 
Johns(ui,  Collector  of  Customs  for  the  port 
of  Boston. 

Hammet,  "William  J.— I  Ii-  was  burn  in 
Virginia;  stu<lied  divinity;  was  Chaplain 
of  the  University  of  Virginia,  wln-n  in*  fin- 
ished his  educatittn  ;  was  at  <»ii<'  time  Chap- 
lain of  Congn-ss;  and  a  Kepns*  ntativj'  in 
Congress,  from  Mississippi,  iK^m  1-13  to 
1845. 

Hammond,  Edv^ard. — He  was  burn  in 
Maryland,  and  was  a  Kepresentativt-  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1849  to 
1853. 

Hammond,  Jabez  D. — Hf  was  a  law- 
yer and  p'lpular  ]»Mlitical  writer  of  New 
York;  did  not  receive  a  collegiate  educa- 
tion, but  Union  College  conferred  on  him 
the  degree  of  A.  M.  lie  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1815  to  1817,  and  on  the  expiration  of  his 
term,  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate,  of 
which  he  was  a  mendx-r  until  1821.  He 
visited  Europe,  in  l"'30,  to  restore  his 
health.  He  was  elected  County  Judge  iu 
1838,  and  alxmt  that  tine*  coimnenced  his 
"Political  History  of  the  State  of  New 
Y'ork."  In  1845  he  was  elected  to  succeed 
Mr.  Van  liuren  as  a  Regent  of  the  I'nivers- 
ity  of  New  York,  and  held  the  otfice  until 
his  death.  After  his  return  from  Europe 
having  withdrawn  in  a  great  measure  from 
public  and  professional  life,  he  devoted 
himself  to  literary  pursuits,  and  jiublished 
works  entitled  "Julius  Mell)ourn,"  "The 
Political  History  of  New  York,"  and  the 
"Life  and  Tiiiu-s  of  Silas  \Vright."  Me 
died  August  ir^,  1855,  in  Cherry  Valh-y. 
New  Y'ork,  his  place  of  residence. 

Hammond,  James  H. — Born  in  N.w- 

bury  District,  Suuth  Carolina,  November 
15,  1807;  gratluated  at  the  State  College, 
Columbia,  in  1827  ;  practiced  law  from  l-*2*^ 
to  1830  ;  was  editor  of  the  Southern  Tinus  ; 
served  his  native  State  in  Congress,  from 
1835  to  1837;  after  which  he  visited  Eu- 
rope for  his  healtjj.  In  1>^4I  he  was  ap 
pointed  a  (General  of  militia;  and  in  1-42 
elected  Governor  of  South  Carolina.  Alter 
spending  about  fifteen  years  in  the  (piiet 
enjoymimt  of  his  plantation,  on  the  Savan- 
nah River,  devoting  himself  to  agricultural 
and  literary  pursuits,  he  was,  in  Novemlier, 
1857,  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate 
in  place  of  A.  P.  Butler,  but  witbdrcwi  n 
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December,  1860.  He  died  at  his  residence 
November  13,  1864. 

Hammond,  Robert  H. — He  was  bom 

in  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  iState,  from  1837  to 
1841.     Died  June  2,  1847. 

Hammond,  Samuel. — Bom  in  Rich- 
mond  County,  Virginia,  September  2J, 
1757 ;  received  as  good  an  education  as 
the  country  atforded  at  the  time ;  when  quite 
young  he  volunteered  in  an  expedition 
against  the  Indians  under  Governor  Dun- 
more,  and  acquiied  distinction  at  tlie  battle 
of  the  Kanawha ;  when  the  Kevolutiou 
broke  out  he  displayed  great  bravery  and 
ability  at  the  battle  of  Long  Bridge,  at  the 
siege  of  Savannah,  where  he  was  made 
Assistant  Quartermaster ;  at  the  battle  of 
Black  Stocks,  Avhere  he  had  three  liorses 
shot  from  under  him,  and  was  wounded  ;  ' 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Capitu- 
lation at  Charleston;  was  at  the  battle  of  : 
King's  Mountain ;  he  was  also  at  the  siege 
of  Augusta;  at  the  battle  of  Cowpens;  the 
battle  of  Eutaw,  where  he  was  again  badly 
wounded;  and  also  at  many  othirs.  Aftrr 
the  war  he  settled  at  Savannah,  and  hrld 
many  positions  of  trust  and  honor;  in  17'J3 
he  headed  a  volunteer  corps,  and  did  good 
service  in  the  Creek  country  ;  served  a  num- 
ber of  years  in  the  Georgia  Legislature; 
was  one  of  the  early  Governors  of  the  State ; 
and  he  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
irom  that  State,  from  ]bli;>  to  IMio.  He 
was  also  api»ointed,  by  President  Jefferson, 
Military  and  Civil  Conmiandant  of  I'pjier 
Louisiana  :  and  Receiver  of  Public  Mont-y 
in  Missouri.  He  was  also  President  of  the 
Bank  of  St.  Louis.  In  1824  he  returned 
to  South  Carolina,  and  was  elected  to  the 
Legislature  of  that  State ;  was  appointed 
Surveyor  General;  and  in  Ibol  Secretary 
of  State.  He  retired  from  public  lite  in 
1835,  and  died  September  11,  le42,  leaving 
behind  a  brilliant  reputation,  both  as  a 
patriot  and  a  man. 

Hammons,  David. — He  was  bora  in 
Oxford  County,  Maine,  in  J8U7;  received 
a  limited  education  :  studied  law  and  com- 
menced the  practice  in  Lovell,  Oxford  Coun- 
ty, in  1836;  was  a  member  of  the  Senate 
of  Maine  in  1840  and  1841;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Maine, 
from  1847  to  1849.  Now  living  in  Bethel, 
Maine,  devoted  to  his  profession. 

Hammons,  Joseph. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Cougrtss,  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, from  1^20  to  ]t33;  and  died  at  Farm- 
ington,  in  that  State,  April,  1836. 


Hampton,  James  G. — He  was  bora  in 
New  Jerst'v  ;  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1835;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  his  native  State,  from  1645 
to  1849. 

Hampton.  Moses. — I><>ru  in  leaver 
County,  Pennsylvania,  October  2'-',  iHKi, 
but  removed  with  his  fatl>«r  to  Trumbull 
County,  Oliio,  so  that  his  oi>portunities  t'or 
even  a  conjinon  school  education  were  lim- 
ited ;  he,  however,  by  his  own  exertions, 
obtained  a  classical  education,  and  gradu- 
ated at  Washington  Colh'ge,  Penn.sylvauia. 
He  studied  law  at  I'niontowu,  and  wa.<  ad- 
mitted to  tlie  liar  in  l"^2l>.  and  coniiii«'n»ed  to 
t)ractici'  in  S^mt-rsft,  Pt-nnKvlvania,  wlieie 
le  remained  until  l^'-l**,  and  tb»'U  we-ut  to 
Pittsburg,  ami  j»ursued  the  practice  of  hi» 
})rotVs.sion.  Fnnn  1-47  to  l.^M,  lie  wji.s  » 
lvt'pr«'sentafive  in  < 'ongnss,  I'roin  IVnnsyl- 

;  vania,  and  dt'dinrd  a  r»-fl«'ction.  In  IK'»3, 
lie  WHU  elected  Pre.sidt-nt  Judge  of  the  l^is- 

'.  trict  Court  for  Alleghany  County,  and  still 
holds  that  office. 

Hampton,  "Wade.— lie  wiw  born  in 
South  Carolina  in  17."m;  he  t«tok  an  uvtive 
part  in  the  war  of  tlu*  K'evolution;  wiut  a 
•  lie|)resentHti\e  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
[  from  1795  to  1797,  and  tiom  J>n;{  to  lHi5; 
I  a  Presidential  Klect«)rin  l.*^Ol  ;  also  in  lr21>; 
'  connnanded  a  brigade  in  l.''l2on  the  North 
I  era  frontier;  he  spent  tlie  larger  part  of  hi» 
I  life  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits,  by 
I  which  he  amassed  u  very  large  fortum-, 
I  having  been  called  the  richest  planter  in 
!  the  I'nited  States;  and  he  died  at  Coluin-

'  Hauchett,  Luther.— Wa.H  bom  in  Port- 
'  age  Couniy.  <  >liio.  netol»er  25,  lv*'2.'i ;  re- 
ceived a  good  education  at  Fremont ;  .stnd- 
'.  ied  law  and  commenced  the  practice  >\  lien 
1  twenty-one  years  of  age;  emigrated  to  \Vi.»- 
consin  in  1H49;  .spent  some  time  engaged 
in  the  lead  and  lumbering  business;  was 
four  years  District  Attorney  tor  Portiige 
Couniy,  in  his  adopted  State';  from  l-.'.»i  to 
iJ^bU  was  a  member  of  the  Wisconsin  Sen- 
ate; and  in  1660  he  was  elected  a  Ifepre- 
sentative,  from  Wisconsin,  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Public  Expenditures,  and  I'rivute 
Land  Claims.  Died  at  Madi:5on,  Wikcuu- 
sin,  November  26,  ic62. 

Hancock,  John. — Bom  near  Quincr, 
Massachusetts,  in  17;}7  ;  graduated  ut  Har- 
vard University  in  17.54;  was  I. red  t».  com- 
mercial pursuits  in  the  connting-houhe  of 
an  uncle,  and  visited  Europe  in  I7(l«»,  and 
,  became  a  successful  mtrcLuut.    lie  was  fur

many  years  one  of  the  selectmen  of  Boston; 
in  176()  went  into  the  Genenil  Assembly  of 
the  State,  where  he  became  disting^uished  for 
bis  ability.  He  was  amonpf  the  first  to  repel 
the  ]Hiliey  of  England,  and  the  tirst  vcssid 
seized  by  the  revenut;  otHeers  was  his  prop- 
erty.  In  1774  he  was  nnanimoiisly  elected 
President  of  the  Provincial  Conj^ress,  and, 
having:  been  elected  a  Delej^ate  to  the  Ccm- 
tinental  Cong-ress  in  177"),  he  was  chosen 
Pn'sident  of  that  body,  servinrr  f^s  such  two 
years  and  a  half,  and  as  a  Delep^ate  from 
1775  to  J 780,  and  from  J7sr)  to  178(5.  He 
was  the  tirst  man  to  sign  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  and  his  peculiar  signature 
is  nuiversally  known  ;  and  he  also  signed 
the  Articles  of  Confederation.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Convention  to  form  a  State 
Constitution;  was  Governor  of  Massachu- 
setts for  five  years,  after  the  adoption  of 
its  Constitution,  and  under  the  Federal 
Constitution,  from  1789  to  near  the  close  of 
the  year  179:?,  when  he  died  on  the  8th  of 
October.  He  was  a  bold  and  high-toued 
patriot,  and  possessed  all  the  personal  qual- 
ities of  a  good  man  and  a  true  gentleman. 

Hancock,  George. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1793  to  1797.  He  served  as  a  Colonel  in 
the  Revolution;  was  greatly  beloved  by 
his  associates,  and  died  at  Fotheringay, 
Virgiuia,  August  1,  182U,  in  the  sixty-sixth 
year  of  his  Jige. 

Hand,  Augustus  C. — He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Senate  of  New  York,  from 
Essex  County,  from  1845  to  1848,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  18:)9  to 
1841.     His  native  State  was  Vermont. 

Hand,  Edward. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Pennsylvania  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, in  1784  and  1785. 

Hanna,  John  A. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1797  to  1805. 

Hanna,  Robert. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  Indiana  Constitutional  Convention  of 
I8i«i;  a  (General  of  ^lilitia;  Avas  for  many 
years  in  the  Stiite  Legislature;  was  a  Sen- 
ator in  Congress,  from  Indiana,  by  appoint- 
ment, from  1831  to  IS'.i'i;  took  an  active 
part  for  many  years  in  th(>  public  affairs  of 
his  State;  and  was  killed  by  the  cars,  while 
walking  on  the  track  of  a  railroad  at  In- 
dianapolis, November  19,  1858. 

Hannegan,  Edward  A. — He  Avas  boni 
in  Ohio,  butspent  his  boyhood  in  Kentucky; 
received  a  good  education,  studied  law  and

Hanson,  Alexander  Contee.— 1  le  was 

a  lawyer  by  profession  :  was  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  17^9  and  1793;  and  at  one  time 
edited  a  political  newspap<'r  called  the 
Federal  Rei)ublican,  first  in  lialtimore  and 
then  at  Georgetown,  District  of  Columl)ia. 
He  was  a  bitter  opi)onent  of  the  adminis- 
tration, and  in  i8|-2  published  an  article 
which  so  irritated  the  populace  that  his 
printing  oflHce  in  Baltimore  was  destroyed. 
He  resolved  to  reissue  the  pajter,  and  took 
possession  of  a  house  for  tiiat  purpose, 
supported  by  several  jjolitical  friends,  well 
armed ;  the  paper  ajtiieared  next  morning 
with  an  article  against  the  people  and 
police  of  Baltimore,  and  in  the  evening  the 
house  was  attacked  by  a  mob,  which  was, 
however,  repelled ;  but  Mr.  Hanson  and 
his  friends  were  obliged  to  surren<ler  to  the 
civil  authorities  for  security,  and  were  con- 
ducted to  jail.  That  building  was  also 
attacked,  and  he  was  thrown  in  front  of 
the  jail,  with  others,  and  left  by  the  mob, 
supposed  to  be  dead.  Tlien  it  was  that  he 
issued  his  paper  in  Georgetown.  He  after- 
wards settled  in  Baliinn)re,  and  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  serving  from 
1813  to  ]fiU^,  when  he  was  elected  a  Sena- 
tor of  the  United  States  from  Maryland. 
He  died  at  Belmont,  April  23,  1819',  aged 
thirty-three  years. 

Hanson,  John. — He  was  distinguished 
as  a  friend  of  his  country,  an<l  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Marylaiul  to  tin-  Continental  Con 
gross  from  17'-!l  to  i783;  Pri'sident  i»fthat 
body  during  the  first  session,  and  a  sigin*r 
of  the  Articles  of  Confederation.  He  died 
in  1785. 

Haralson,  Hugh  A.— Bom  in  Greene 
County,  (Jeorgia,  Xovenilter  13,  IHI5.  He 
graduated  at  the  rnivi'rsiiy  ttf  Georgia  in 
]-'25,  an<l  adopted  the  law-  as  a  profession, 
having,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  been 
permitted  to  ])ractice  before  lie  was  twenty- 
one.  He  was  for  many  years  a  member  of 
the  Georgia  Legislature,  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  1843  to  1851.     He 
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died  at  home  in  October,  1854.  He  also 
participated  in  the  military  affairs  of  the 
State,  and  was  a  Major  General  of  militia ; 
and  when  in  Congress  Avas  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

Hard,  Gideon.— He  was  a  Eepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1833  to  1837,  and  a  Senator  from  that  State 
from  J842tol847. 

Hardeman,  Thomas,  Jr. — He  was  born 
in  Bibb  County,  Georgia,  January  12,  \&2i\ 
and  elected  a  Representative  from  tliat 
State  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Mileage.  He  had 
before  served  in  the  State  Legislature. 
Joined  the  Great  Eebellion  in  18G1. 

Hardin,  Benjamin. — He  Avas  born  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
was  a  Ee])rt'fscutative  in  Congress,  from 
Kentucky,  from  1815  to  1817,  from  1811)  to 
1823,  and  again  from  1833  to  1837,  and 
died  at  Bardstown,  Kentucky,  September 
24,  1852. 

Hardin,  John  J. — He  was  born  at 
Frankfort,  Kentucky,  in  1810;  was  the 
son  of  M.  D.  Hardin,  previously  a  ninnber 
of  Congress.  He  graduated  at  the  Tran- 
sylvania University ;  adopted  the  profession 
of  law  ;  and  having  removed  to  Illinois, 
located  in  Jacksonville,  where  he  practiced 
his  profession  with  success.  He  held  the 
office  of  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  hi?  cir- 
cuit ;  was  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Legis- 
lature from  1836  to  1842;  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Illinois,  from 
1843  to  1845;  and  he  commanded  a  regi- 
ment in  the  war  with  Mexico,  and  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Buena  Vista,  while 
leading  his  men  in  the  tinal  charge,  with 
heroic  gallantry,  February  23,  1847. 

Hardin,  Martin  D.— He  was  bom  on 

the  Monongahela  Piver,  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania, June  21,  1780.  He  was  educat'ed 
chiefly  at  Transylvania  Seminary,  in  Ken- 
tucky;  studied  law;  served  for  several 
years  in  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky ;  was 
at  one  time  Secretary  of  State  for  Kentucky ; 
served  in  the  Northwestern  army  as  a 
Major;  and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress 
during  the  years  1816  and  1817.  He  had 
a  superior  miud,  and  as  a  lawyer  was  emi- 
nently successful.  He  died  in  Franklin 
County,  Kentucky,  October  8,  1823. 

Harding,  Aaron.— Was  bom  in  Greene 
County,  Kentucky  ;  spent  his  boyhood  on 
a  farm  ;  studied  law,  and  came  to  the  bar 
in  1833,  locating  in  Greene  County;  in 


1840  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature, 
and  in  181)1  he  was  elected  a  Kepresenta- 
tive  from  Kentucky,  to  the  Thirty -seventh 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Conimittt'e  on 
Territories.  Ke-elected  to  the  Thirty-eiglith 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Couunittee  on  the 
Post  Otlice  and  Po>t  lioads.  Re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-nintli  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  tm  Banking  and  Currency  ami 
Invalid  Pensions. 

Harding,  Abner  C. — Born  in  East 
Hampton,  Middlesex  county,  Connecticut, 
February  Id,  l>(i7;  was  fdncafed  chietly 
at  Hamilton  Academy,  New  York:  prac- 
ticed law  in  Oneitla  county,  of  tliat  State, 
and  tifteen  years  in  Illinois ;  manageJ 
farms  in  that  State  for  twenty-tivi'  years; 
was  a  meinlter«if  the  Illinois  Constitutional 
Convention  t»f  1^4'^:  served  in  the  State 
Legislature  in  1H48-'41>  an»l  l>.'>ti;  was  tor 
ten  years  engaged  in  ninnaging  railroads. 
In  l."^«»2  lie  enlisted  as  a  private  iu  the 
Kighty-third  lIlinoiH  inlantry,  and,  Imvine 
been  appointed  its  Colonel,  served  with 
success  at  Fort  Donelson;  was  made  » 
Brigadier  Gen«-ral,  and  hml  couimand  at 
Mnrfreesboro'  in  18<)3,  and  in  lHi4  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  Illinois  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  ou  jSlauufuctures  and  uu  tlio 
Militia. 

Hardijig,  Benjamin  F. —  Horn  in  Wy- 
oming County,  Pennsylvania,  January  4, 
1823;  studied  law  in  his  native  county, 
and  came  to  the  bar  in  l'^47  ;  emigrated  to 
Illinois  in  l^'^^<,  and  during  the  t'ldlowing 
year  settled  in  Oregtin  ;  in  1^.50  was  chosen 
a  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  ;  in 
1*^51  was  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Legislative 
Assend)ly;  in  1852  was  chosen  a  member 
of  the  Legislature,  and  made  Speaker.  In 
].S5;>  he  was  appointed  by  President  Pierce 
United  States  District  Attorney  for  the 
Territory  uf  Oregon;  iu  |r<V4  was'appointed 
Secretary  of  the  Territory,  wliich  t.thce  lie 
held  until  Oregon  was  admitted  as  a  Slate. 
From  1859  to  lc't)2  he  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature,  serving  the  two  last  year.s 
as  Speaker;  and  iu  l'^)2  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress  from  Oregon,  taking 
his  .seat  during  the  third  session  of  the 
Thirty-Seventh  Congress,  serving  tin  the 
Couunittee  ou  Naval  Affairs,  and  that  ou 
Public  Lauds. 

Hardy,  SamueL— He  wa.s  a  Delegate 

to  the  Continental  Congress,  from  Virginia, 
from  1783  to  1785. 

Haring,  John. — He  was  a  Delegate  from 
New   York  to   the   Coutiueutal   Congress 
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from  1774  to  1775,  anJ  agaiu  fioiu  17S5  to 

17^.-^. 

Harlan,  Aaron. — He  was  l)orn  in  War- 
ren Comity,  Oliio,  Septeniber  8,  18(i"2;  re- 
ceived a  g;ood  English  education  ;  adopted 
the  profession  of  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
tlie  bar  in  18-25;  in  18:U  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  State  Lep^islature,  and  in 
18:W  and  18:59  was  elected  to  the  State 
Senate  ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1844 
from  Ohio;  in  1849  was  again  elected  to 
the  State  Senate  ;  in  1850  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Constitutional  Convention;  and 
in  185"2  lie  was  elected  a  Kci)resentative  in 
Conp:ress,  tVom  Ohio,  where  he  continued 
to  serve  the  people  of  his  native  district 
until  the  close  of  the  Thirty- tifih  Conj^ress, 
serving-  as  a  member  of  the  Conniiittee  on 
Private  Land  Claims. 

Harlan,  Andrew  J. — He  was  born  in 
Chester,  Clinton  County,  Oliio,  ^larch  29, 
1815 ;  received  a  limited  education  ;  studied 
law,  but  abandoned  the  practice  for  ])olitics ; 
in  1842  he  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  Indiana 
Rouse  of  Kepreseutatives ;  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature  in  1846,  1847,  and  1848; 
and  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Indiana,  from  1849  to  1851, 
and  again  from  1853  to  1855. 

Harlan,  James. — Born  in  Mercer  Coun- 
ty, Kentucky,  June  22,  1800;  received  a 
good  English  education,  and  engaged  in 
mercantile  pursuits  from  1817  to  1821.  He 
then  commenced  the  study  of  the  law,  and 
Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  in  182:3.  In  1829 
he  was  appointed  Prosecuting  Attorney  for 
the  Circuit  in  which  he  resided,  and  held 
the  otBce  four  years.  In  18:i5  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  to  Congress  from 
Kentucky,  and  in  18:37  he  was  re-elected; 
during  the  last  session  he  was  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  for  Investigating  Defal- 
cations. From  1840  to  1844  he  was  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  Kentucky,  and  was  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1841.  In  1845  he 
was  elected  to  the  lower  branch  of  the 
Legislature  ;  and  in  1850  he  was  appointed 
Attorney  General  of  that  State,  which  office 
he  held  until  his  death,  which  occurred  at 
Frankfort,  Kentucky,  Februarj^  18,  18li3. 

Harlan,  James. — He  was  born  in  Clarke 
County,  Illinois,  August  25,  1820;  grad- 
uated at  the  Indiana  Asbury  University  in 
1845;  adopted  the  jn'ofession  of  law;  was 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for 
Iowa  in  1847;  was  President  of  the  Iowa 
Wesleyan  University  in  185:5;  and  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  Iowa 
in  16~){i,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 


!  niittee  on  Public  Lands.  On  the  12th  of 
Janiuiry,  l'^57,  because  of  informality  in 
his  appuintinint,  and  after  long  debate,  his 
seat  was  drc-lare<l  vacant,  but  on  the  17th 
of  the  samn  montli  he  was  electL'd  by  tho 
Legislature  for  the  term  ending  in  HlJl. 
He  was  also  a  Delrjjate  to  the  Peace  Con- 
vention of  l"'*)!.  lie  was  re-i-lectrd  t»j  the 
Senate;  for  tln"  term  ending  in  l^-'w.  In 
March,  1H()5,  lie  was  invited  by  President 
Lincoln  to  succeed  Mr.  Usher  u.s  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  Department.  Att<-r  tho 
death  of  President  Lincoln  he  waived  liis 
right  to  a  seat  in  the  Cabinet  of  Pi('>iilent 
Joinison,  but  the  a]>pointm.'nt  of  tlie  former 
was  confirmed  by  tho  lalter,  and  un  the 
15th  of  May,  18(55,  he  resigned  liis  seal  in 
the  Senate  and  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
Secretary  of  the  Interior.  In  January, 
1860,  he  was  again  re-elected  to  the  Senate 
for  tho  term  commencing  in  l."^r<7  and  end- 
ing in  187:5,  and  in  July  he  resigned  liis 
position  as  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the 
resignation  to  takt;  t'tlect  in  the  Scpteudjcr 
following. 

Harinanson,  John  H. — P)nrn  in  Nor- 
folk, \'irginia,  in  .lanuary,  l.~():5.  He  was 
educated  at  JitlVrson  College,  Mississippi, 
and  having  removed  to  Louisiana,  devoted 
himself  first  to  one  of  tlie  mechanic  art.s, 
then  to  law,  and  afterwards  to  agriculture. 
He  served  in  the  State  Senate  in  l'-^  I  ;  and 
was  elected  to  the  National  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  1845,  and  re-elected  in  l-:i7 
and  1849,  ever  keeping  a  watchful  eye 
upon  the  interests  of  his  adopted  State,  and 
proposed  in  Congress  a  project  to  secure  a 
grant  from  the  United  States  to  Louisiana 
of  all  the  submergid  lands  in  that  State, 
with  a  view  to  their  redemption  from  that 
condition,  ami  thus  ])romoting  the  public 
health.  He  died  in  New  Orleans,  October 
25,  1850.

he  entered  Cortland  Academy  to  prepare 
for  colleg-e  ;  graduated  at  L'uiou  College  in 
]H-24;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  Albany,  where  he  settled.  For 
seveuteeu  years  he  devoted  his  whole  atten- 
tion to  his  profession,  in  which  he  was 
eminently  successful,  avoiding  all  political 
entanglements.  In  1844  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature;  re-elected  in  1''~'45; 
was  a  Delegate  in  1846  to  the  Convention 
for  revising  the  Constitution  of  the  State;

was  elected  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  held  the  position  twelve  years  and  a 
half;  and  in  ]8()]  he  was  elected,  for  six 
years,  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  New 
York,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Private  Land  Claims,  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Committees  on  the  Judiciary, 
Foreigir  Eelations,  and  Public  Lands.

He  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1848,  and  in  18.55  was  elected  a  Represent- 
ative, from  Maryland,  in  the  Thirty-fourth 
Congress,  and  returned  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress  in  1857,  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Mileage.  Also  elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  Naval  Atfairs. 

Harris,  John.— He  was  born  in  New- 
York,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  18U7  to  1809. 

Harris,  John  T. — Born  in  Albemarle 
County,  Virginia,  in  18*23  ;  received  a  good 
English  education,  going  to  school  and 
working  on  his  father's  farm  alternately  ; 
tauglit  school  for  a  while;  studied  law, 
and  was  licensed  to  practice  in  1845;  was 
a  State  Elector  in  1848,  1851,  and  1855;  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  185*2  and  1856; 
was  twice  elected  Attorney  for  the  Com- 


monwealth ;  and  was  elected  a  Represent- 
ative, from  Virginia,  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  ou 
Expenditiues  ou  the  Public  Buildings. 

Harris,  Mark. — He  was  born  in  Ipswich, 
j  ^Massachusetts,   in  1779;   removed  to  Port- 
!  land  in  18UU;  went  into  trade  as  a  grocer; 
I  took   an  active  part  in  politics ;  iield  the 
offices  of  County  and  State  Treasurer  for 
:  twenty  years;  was  a  State  Senator  in  18 IG 
j  and    18J9;    a   State   Councillor   in    182U; 
j  served  also  in  the  State  Legislature ;  and 
I  was   a   Representative  in  Congn-ss,  from 
Maine,  from  1822  to  182:i,    for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  E.  Whitman.     Died  in  New 
York,  March  2,  1843. 

Harris,  Robert.— Tie  was  born  in  Dau- 
phin County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1823  to  1827. 

Harris,  Sampson  V/. — Born  in  Elbert 
County,  Georgia,   February  23,   l^(i9,   and 
died  in  Washington  City,  April   1,   1*^57, 
i  He  graduated  at  Franklin  College  in  1^28 ; 
[  adopted  the  profession  of  law ;  served  one 
I  term  in  the  Georgia  Legislature,  and  tiien 
removed  to  Alabama.     He  was  there  ap- 
pointed Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the  State  ; 
and  in   1847  he  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Alabama,  wht-re  he 
continued  until  his  death. 

Harris,  Thomas  K. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee, 
trom  1813  to  1S15. 

Harris,  Thomas  L.— He  was  born  in 
Norwich,  Connecticut,  October  29,  1816; 
graduated  at  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  in 
1841  ;  studied  law,  in  Connecticut,  with 
Governor  Isaac  Toucey;  was  admitted  to 
the  bar,  in  Virginia,  in  1^42,  and  during 
that  year  commenced  the  practice  of  his 
profession  in  Petersburg,  Menard  County, 
Illinois.  In  1845  he  was  chosen  School 
Commissioner  for  his  county;  and  in  1846 
he  raised  and  commanded  a  company,  and 
joined  the  Fourth  Regiment  >ji'  Illinois  Vol- 
unteers to  serve  in  the  war  with  Mexico  ; 
he  was  afterwards  elected  Major  of  the 
regiment,  and,  owing  to  the  sickness  of  his 
superior  officers,  was  chief  in  command 
during  the  most  of  the  campaign.  He  was 
at  the  taking  of  Vera  Cruz,  and  served  in 
the  navy  battery  with  a  detachment  during 
the  day  of  its  terrible  fire;  was  also  at 
Cerro  Gordo,  and  after  the  wounding  of 
General  Shields  took  command  of  tlie  regi- 
ment, and  was  honorably  mcnti»)ned  in 
i  Government    despatches,    for    placing    a 
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twentj-four  pounder  battering  cannon  on 
the  heights  of  Cerro  Gordo,  during  the 
night  preceding  the  battle.  While  absent 
in  the  army,  in  1846,  he  was  elected  a  Sena- 
tor in  the  Illinois  Legislature,  and  in  IS4S 
was  chosen  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
serving  through  the  Thirty-first,  and  was 
re-elected  to  "the  Thirty-fifth  Congress ; 
during  his  second  term  he  officiated  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Elections. 
He  took  a  special  interest  in  the  election  in 
Illinois  when  he  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress;  and  it  is  supposed 
that,  owing  to  his  declining  health,  tlie 
efforts  he  made  to  attend  the  polls  were  the 
more  immediate  cause  of  his  death,  whidi 
occurred  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  November 
24,  1858.  His  disease  was  pulmonary 
consumption. 

Harris,  W.  L. — He  was  appointed,  by 
the  acting  Governor  of  Mississippi,  in  18.>1, 
to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  United  States 
Senate,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  J. 
Davis ;  biit  it  does  not  appear,  from  the 
Journal  of  the  Senate,  that  he  took  his 
seat. 

Harris,  "Wiley  P. — He  was   born  in 

Mississippi,  and  was  a  J{eprt\st'ntativi^  in 

Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1853  to 
1855. 


Harrison.  Benjamin.— Born  in  Berke- 
ley County,  Virginia  ;  was  educated  at  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary  ;  ixI'wy  per- 
forming important  duties  on  local  commit- 
tees, he  was  elected  to  the  Williamsburg 
Convention  of  1774  ;  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  Continental  Congress  from  1774  to 
1778,  and  signed  the  DedaratitMi  of  Inde- 
pendence; in  1775  lie  wjvs  a  nuMuber  of  the 
Kichmoud  Convention;  took  an  important 
part  in  organizing  means  of  dt-f.-uce; 
wliilein  Congress  lie  served  conspicuously 
on  the  most  important  committees,  and  was 
very  ])opiilar  as  Ciiairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Whole:  he  was  a  CoiuuiUor  of 
Virginia  under  the  new  form  of  govi-ru- 
ment ;  and  he  was  c«»nsiderfd  a  colossus  iu 
the  cause  of  liberty  and  human  lights. 
He  was  a  member  and  Spt-aki-r  of  the 
House  of  liiirgt'sses;  iu  17.-^-J  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  S'irginia,  and  twici-  r»'-«'lert«Hl; 
subseipii'iitly  servt-d  in  tlie  L«'gislatiire ; 
was  a  iiiemlirr  of  the  Convention  crtllt'«l  to 
ratify  the  Federal  Constitution ;  and  ho 
died  in  April,  I71M.  He  was  the  warm 
personal  friend  of  Washingtini,  ami  the 
father  of  Tiesidint  William  limy  Har- 
rison. 

Hanison,  Carter  B.— lit-  wa-^  a  Kipre- 
sentaiivi-  in  I'ongiiss,  from  Virginia,  from 
171K5  to  17'.>'J. 


Harris,  "William  A.— He  was  born  in 
Fauquier  County,  A'irginia,  August  ^, 
18U5;  received  a  classical  education;  he 
adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and  prac- 
ticed it  for  ten  years ;  he  was  twice  elected 
to  the  Legislature  of  Virginia ;  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  1841;  and  he  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Virginia, 
from  1841  to  1843.  He  was  clitor,  for 
several  years,  of  a  journal  called  the  Spec- 
tator, and  subsequently  of  the  Constitution, 
published  iu  Washington;  and  iu  1845  he 
■\^as  appointed,  by  President  Polk,  Charge 
d'Affaiies  to  Buenos  Ayres,  where  he  re- 
mained until  J  851.  After  the  election  of 
Mr.  Buchanan  to  the  Presidency,  he  be- 
came the  editor  and  proprietor  of  fhe  Wash- 
ington Union,  which  continued  in  his  pos- 
session until  he  was  elected  Printer  to  the 
United  States  Senate,  Avhich  office  he  held 
for  two  years.  In  1854  he  removed  to 
Missouri,  and  died  iu  Pike  County,  March 
28,  1864. 

Harrison,  Albert  G.— He  was  a  native 
of  Kentucky ;  a  lawyer  by  profession ; 
and  a  uiember  of  Congress,  from  Missouri, 
from  1835  to  1839.  He  died  at  Fulton, 
Missouri,  September  7,  1839,  highly  es- 
teemed. 


Harrison,  John  S.— lie  was  born  iu 
Ohio,  and  was  a  Kt-pn-sfntativt'  in  Coii- 
g;ress,  from  that  State,  from  1S')3  to  18.57. 

Harrison,  Richard  A. — He  was  horn 
in  England  in  1— J7,  and  emigrated  to  Ohio 
iu  lf^'.i6;  rec»-ived  a  good  English  ••diica- 
!  tion;  served  for  a  tiim-  in  a  printing  otHcu 
!  in  Clarke  County ;  graduated  at  the  Cin- 
j  cinnati  Law  School   m   If* lit;  in   I -'.57   ho 
:  was  elected  to  the  Oliio  Huiisi!  of  Ii4'pre- 
sentatives  ;   subsecpiently  t«>  the  Stato  Sen- 
ate;   and  he  was  elected  a  liepiesentutive, 
iVoin  Ohio,  to  the  Thirty-sev»nth  Cougri's.s, 
i  serving  on  the  Committees  on  Invalid  I'en- 
i  sious  and  the  Militia. 
! 

;      Harrison,  S.  S.— He  was  born  in  Mary- 
1  land ;  and  was  a  Representative  iu  Cou- 
i  gress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from   1833   to 
1837. 

Harrison,  "William.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Maryland  to  the  Contluentul 
Congress  from  1785  to  1787. 

Harrison,  "William  Henry.— Was  |>orn 

in  Charles  County,  \'irginia,  February  *J, 
1773;  was  educated  at  Hampden  Sydney 
College,  aud  afterwards  studied  mediciiio. 
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ITe  received,  from  Washinprton,  a  military 
cdminissioii  in  1791,  and  fbnp^lit  under 
AVayne  in  1792.  After  the  l.attli^  of  Miami 
Kapids,  lie  was  made  Ca]itain,  and  ])lact'd 
in  command  of  Fort  Wasliinnton.  In  1797 
lie  was  a]ipoiuted  Secretary  of  (he  North- 
west Territory ;  and  in  1799  and  iJ-^dO  he 
was  a  Delegate  to  Congress.  Being  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  Indiana,  lie  was  also 
!Su]>erintendent  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  ne- 
gotiated thirteen  treaties.  He  gained  a 
great  victory  in  the  h.ittle  of  Ti])pecanoe, 
November  7,  181 1.  In  the  war  with  Gn-at 
Britain  he  was  commander  of  the  North- 
west army,  and  was  distingnished  in  the 
defence  of  Fort  Meigs,  and  the  victory  of 
the  Thames.  From  IHIG  to  1819  he  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  Ohio;  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1821  and  1825;  and 
from  1825  to  1828,  United  States  Senator. 
In  1828  he  was  Minister  to  the  Republic  of 
Coloml)ia;  and  on  his  return  he  resided 
upon  his  farm,  at  North  Bend,  Ohio.  In 
1>'4U  he  was  elected  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  2:^  votes  out  of  294,  and  in- 
augurated March  4,  1841.  He  died  in  the 
Presidential  mansion,  April  4,  1841. 

Hart,  Enianuel  B. — Born  in  New  York 
City,  October  29,  1811  ;  entered  early  upon 
a  mercantile  occupation;  went  to  the 
Spanish  Main  as  a  supercargo,  and  settled 
in  New  York  as  a  commission  merchant ; 
served  for  a  time  in  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men ;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  1851  to  1853;  he  was  at  one  time  a 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  State  militia; 
and  Avas  appointed,  by  President  Buch- 
anan, Surveyor  of  the  Port  of  New  York, 
Mr.  Hart  has  also  frequently  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  and  National  Conventions 
of  the  Democratic  party. 

Hart,  John. — Bom  in  Hopewell,  Hunt- 
erdon County,  New  Jersey,  in  1715;  re- 
ceived a  good,  plain  education ;  was  a 
farmer  by  occupation ;  frequently  served 
in  the  Colonial  Legislature;  and  he  was  a 
Delegate  from  New  Jersey  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  1774  to  1776,  and 
was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.     Died  in  J78U. 

Hart,  Roswell. — Born  in  Rochester, 
New  York,  in  1824;  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  1843 ;  studied  law  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1847,  but  never  prac- 
ticed the  profession;  devoted  himself  to 
mercantile  pursuits,  and  in  18()4  he  was 
electt'd  a  Representative  from  New  York  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Indian  Atlairs  and  Ex- 
penditures in  the  State  Department. 


Hartley,   Thomas. — He   was   bom   in 

Rtiidiiig,  Pfiiiisylviinia ;  served  in  tlie 
Kt'vohitionary  war  as  a  Colonel  from  177(5 
to  1779;  was  a  lawyer  of  eminence:  and 
a  lvei»resentative  in  Congress,  from  Penn- 
sylvania, from  17-9  until  his  <lftitli,  which 
occurred  at  York,  Pennsylvania,  in  1  >(>(», 

Hai^vey,  Jonathan.— He  was  })orn  in 
Merrimack  County,  New  Humpshire: 
served  seven  years  in  the  two  Houses  of 
the  State  Legislature;  was  Pr»-sident  of 
the  Senate  tVoni  b"^17  to  1"^23:  was  a  State 
Councillor  fnun  1^23  to  1^25;  and  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, from  1825  to  1831,  during  his  last 
term  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Commerce.  Died  in  Sutton,  Ntw 
Hampshire,  August  23,  1859,  aged  sevL-nty- 
nine  years. 

Harvey,  Matthew. — He  was  born  in 
Hillslxiruugh  Ciiuiity,  New  Hampshire,  in 
17>1,  and  was  for  many  years  a  member  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Legislature;  Speaker 
of  the  House  from  b-^l8to  1821,  and  Pre.xi- 
dent  of  the  Senate  from  1^25  to  1828;  a 
State  Councillor  in  182H;  Governor  of  the 
State  in  lf^3(l;  and  in  1831  was  appointed 
Judge  of  the  United  States  District  Court. 
His  services  as  a  Representative  in  (Sou- 
gress,  from  New  Hampshire,  were  rendered 
from  1821  to  1825.  Died  at  Concord,  New 
Hampshire,  April  7,  Ifyiiij. 

Harvie,  John. — He  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  Continental  Congress,  from  Virginia, 
from  1778  to  1779,  and  signed  the  Articles 
of  Confederation. 

Hasbrouck,    Abraham, — He    was    a 

member  of  the  New  York  Assembly,  from 
Ulster  County,  in  1781  and  17>2,  and 
again  in  1811*;  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress  from  1813  to  1815;  and  State 
Senator  in  1822. 

Hasbrouck,  Abraham  B.— He  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  in  18U»;  andwasa 
Rejiresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1^'25  to  1827.  He  was  a  native 
of  Ulster  County,  New  York  ;  but  he  spent 
a  few  years  of  his  life  in  Ni'W  Jersey,  and 
was  President  of  Rutgers  College,  which 
ofKce  he  resigned. 

Hasbrouck,  Josiah. — He  wa.s  for  four 
years  a  member  of  the  New  York  Assem- 
bly, and  a  Representative  iu  Congress, 
from  that  Stat.-,  from  1803  to  1SU5,  and 
again  fn.m  is|7  to  1.-I9. 

Hasca!l,  Augustus  P.— He  was  born 
iu  Massachusetts ;  and  was  a  Reproeuta- 
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five  in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1851  to  1853. 

Haskell,  William   T.— He  was  bom 

in  Teijuessee,  received  a  liberal  education, 
and  adopted  the  profession  of  law  ;  he  com- 
manded, as  Colonel,  a  regiment  of  Ten- 
nessee volunteers  in  the  late  war  with 
Mexico,  having  distinguished  himself  at 
Medelin  and  at  Cerro  Gordo;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Tennes- 
see, from  1847  to  1849.  He  died  at  Hop- 
kinsville,  Tennessee,  March  2o,  1659. 

Haskin,  John  B. — Bom  at  Fordham, 
Westchester  County,  New  Yurk.  August  7,  j 
1821  ;  educated  at  a  public  scht»t»l  in  New 
York  City ;  he  was  a  lawyer  by  profession ; 
held  several  important  city  offices  from 
1846  to  1856,  and  was  then  elected  a  Ki'p- 
resentative  in  the  Thirty-fitth  Cungrt'ss 
from  New  York,  officiating  as  Chairman  uf 
the  Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Navy 
Department ;  and  was  also  elected  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  sennng  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures. 

Hastings,  George.— He  was  bom  in 
Clinton,  Oneida  County,  New  York,  March 
13,  1807;  graduated  at  Hamilton  College 
in  18*26;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  183U;  he  was  District  Attoru»-y 
for  Oneida  County  nine  years;  and  he  was 
a  Eepreseutative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Y''ork,  from  1853  to  1855.  Late  in  the  latter 
year  he  was  elected  Judge  for  Livingston 
County,  which  office  he  now  holds. 

Hastings,  John.— He  was  a  Represents 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1839  to 
1843,  and  died  at  Columbus,  December  29, 
1854. 

Hastings,  L.  Clinton.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Iowa,  from 
1846  to  1847. 

Hastings,  Seth.— He  graduated  at  Har- 
vard University  in  1782  ;  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from 
180 1  to  18U7.  After  his  service  in  Congress, 
he  was  elected  a  State  Senator  in  I81(.i  and 
1814;  was  appointed  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Court  of  Sessions;  and  died  in  1831,  aged 
seventy  yeais,  at  Meudon,  Massachusetts. 

Hastings,  "William  Soden.— He  was 

frequently  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of 
Massachusetts,  in  the  Senate  from  1829  to 
1834,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1837  to  1842. 
He  died  at  the  Sulphur  Springs,  Virffiuia, 
June  17,  1842. 


Hatch,  Israel  T. — He  was  bom  in  New 

York  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of 
that  State  in  l'^52;  and  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative to  the  Thirty-tifth  Coiigje>s.  serv- 
ing as  Chairman  of  the  Commit tei-  on  the 
Militia,  and  as  a  member  of  tin-  Committee 
on  Engraving.  In  lr59  he  was  appointed, 
by  President  Budianau,  to  examine  and 
report  upon  the  working  of  the  Kecijuocity 
Treaty,  and  a  few  weiks  later  was  ap- 
pointed Postmaster  at  Huffalo. 

Hathaw^ay,  Samuel  G. — He  was,  for 

three  vtars.  a  nienil..r  ot  llie  Assemldy  of 
New  York,  one  _\eiir  u  State  SMmt«>r,  and  a 
liepreseiitative  in  Congress,  from  tliut  State, 
trom  lr-:~{  to  1SJ5. 

Hathorn,  John. — He  was  a  number  of 
the  Slate  .'^euate  ot  New  York  in  17-7;  a 
Representative  in  Congre.s.s,  frtun  New  York, 
from  J7."^9  to  17lM,  and  again  from  1795  to 
1797;  and  was  again  elected  to  the  State 
Senate  in  lHi4.  During  the  latter  year  lie 
was  a  Presidential  Elector. 

Hattou,  Robert.  —  Horn  iu  Stimuer 
County,  Tennes.-«'e,  in  1.-V7;  graduateil  at 
Cambridge  I'niveisity;  studied  I|iw.  and 
was  admitted  to  the  l)ar  in  1-49;  served  ia 
the  Tennessee  Legislature  in  l.-.'»r»;  and  in 
lf59  was  electt'd  a  lu-pie>entali\e,  trom 
Tennessee,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Expenses  iu 
tlie  Navy  Department,  He  served  in  the 
Rebt'Uion  ot  1-6 1 ,  and  w  as  killed  at  the  battle 
of  Fair  Oaks,  befoie  Richmond,  iu  lr(t2. 

Haun,  H.  P.— Bom  in  Scott  C<»unty, 
Kentucky;  read  law  at  the  Trau.sylvania 
Univeisity  of  that  State,  and  wtis  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1839;  he  «a.s  for  a  time  At- 
torney for  his  native  county;  removed  to 
I»»wa  in  1^45,  and  wa.s  a  member  of  the 
Convention  which  formed  the  Constitution 
of  that  State  in  ]b46;  removed  to  Califor- 
nia in  l.-,')(i,  and  was  there  elected  a  County 
Judge;  and  in  1-59  was  electid  a  S»-nator 
in  Congress,  from  Caliloruia,  t»)r  tin-  unex- 
pired term  of  the  late  Mr.  iJroderick.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Indian  Atfairs  and  on  Territories.  Died  at 
Marysville,  California.  May  6,  Ir^. 

Havens,  Jonathan  N.— He  graduated 
at  Y'ale  College  in  1777,  and  was  ttir  nine 
years  a  member  of  the  New  Yurk  Assem- 
bly, from  Sutfolk  County,  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  1795  to  179L», 
the  year  of  his  death. 

Haven,  Nathaniel  A.— I  le  w  as  a  native 

of  New  Hauip?«iiire;  graduated  at  Harvard 
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University  in  1779 ;  was  a  member  of  Con- 
grress,  from  that  State,  from  ]f^i)i)  to  Jbll, 
and  died  Marcb,  1^31,  aj^ed  sixty-nim- 
years. 

Haveii,  Solomon  G. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  lf^51  to 
1857.  Died  at  Buflalo,  New  York,  Deeem- 
ber  -24,  Jdl52. 

Hawes,  Albert  G. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentativf  in  Conf^ress,  fruin  Kentueky,  from 
Ifi'M  tti  ].^;i7,  and  died  in  Davis  County, 
Kentucky,  April  14,  l54L). 

Hawes,  Aylett. — Was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Conrrress,  from  Virtriuia,  from  IH II 
to  1817.  He  was  a  pliysician  by  profes- 
sion, and  died  in  Culpeper  County,  Vir- 
ginia, August  31,  1^'SS. 

Hawes,  Richard.  —  He  Avas  born  in 
Caroline  County,  Virginia,  IVbruary  (5, 
1797;  removed  with  liis  family  to  Ken- 
tucky in  1810;  received  a  good  collegiate 
education;  adopted  the  profession  of  law; 
was  a  member  of  the  Kentucky  Legislature 
in  IS-JH,  ]8if9,  and  183(5;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from 
1837  to  1841. 

Hawkes,  James.  —  He  was  born  in 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  Y'ork, 
from  1821  to  1823. 

Hawkins,  Benjamin. — Born  in  Yates 
County,  Nortli  Carolina,  August  15,  1754; 
was  educated  at  Princeton  College;  and 
was  an  excellent  French  scholar,  which 
occasioned  his  becoming  a  personal  friend 
of  Washington,  that  he  might  act  as  inter- 
preter in  his  intercourse  with  tlie  French 
officers  of  his  army.  He  was  with  him  at 
the  battle  of  Monmoutli.  In  178U  he  was 
chosen  Commercial  Agent  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  North  Carolina;  and  from  1781  to 
1784,  and  1786  to  17^7,  he  was  a  Delegate 
in  tlie  First  Congress  ;  and  as  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States,  under  the  Constitution, 
from  North  Carolina,  he  served  from  17^9 
to  17i)5;  and  having  been  appointed,  by 
Washington,  Agent  for  Superintending  all 
the  Indians  south  of  the  Ohio,  he  retained 
that  otlice  until  his  death,  having  tendere<l 
his  resignation,  without  its  being  accepted, 
to  each  successive  President,  from  179(5  to 
1816.  He  Avas  a  man  of  superior  abilities 
and  lofty  character,  and  left  behind  him 
some  valuable  writings  on  "Topography" 
and  "Indian  Character."  He  died  J uue  6, 
1816. 


Hawkins,  George  S.— He  was  ln.rn  in 
New  \(.ik,  and,  having  become  a  citizen 
ot  Florida,  was  elected  a  Representative 
to  the  Tidrty-tifth  and  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gresses, from  that  State,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Private  Laml  Claims,  and 
on  Naval  AtVairs;  and  he  was  a  nuMulter  ol 
the  Select  Counnittee  of  Thirty-three  ou 
the  Rehellious  States. 

Hawkins,  Isaac  R.— After  the  cU.se 
of  the  Ivehellion,  in  l>(i5,  he  was  elected 
a  Ivi'presentative,  from  Tennessee,  t«»  the 
Thirty-iuntli  Congress,  ])ut  was  declared 
not  entitled  to  ids  seat  until  near  the  end 
of  the  first  session  of  that  Congress.  (A 
proper  notice  of  him  is  necessarily  ])ost- 
poned  until  the  next  edition  of  this  work.; 

Hawkins,  Joseph. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1829  to  1831. 

Hawkins,  Joseph  "W. — He  was  a  Rep- 

reseutati\-e  in  Cougiess,  from  Kentucky, 
from  1-^14  to  1815. 

Hawkins,  M.  T. — He  entered  public  life 
in  1819,  asamend)er  of  the  House  of  C«»m- 
mons  of  North  Carolina;  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Senate  from  1823  to  l-'27;  and 
a  Ivepresentative  in  Congress,  from  North 
Carolina,  from  1.-^31  to  |h41.  He  seived 
a?aiu  in  the  Statp  Senate  in  184(5.  He 
was  also  at  one  time  a  General  of  militia. 

Haw^s,  J.  H.  Hobart. — He  Avas  bom  in 

New  York,  and  Avas  a  Re{)resentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to 
1 853. 

Hay,  Andrew  K. — He  Avas  born  in 
Massachusetts,  and,  having  beconii'  a  resi- 
dent of  New  Jersey,  Avas  elected  a  lu-pre- 
seutative  in  Congress,  from  1849  to  1-51. 

Hayden,  Moses.— He  Avas  born  in 
Hampshire  County,  Massachusetts,  and 
Avas  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Sen- 
ate in  1829  aird  183(1,  and  a  Representative 
in  Conefress,  from  New  York,  from  1?23  to 


Hayes,  Rutherford  B. — P>oni  in  Dela- 
Avare,  Ohio,  Octolier  4,  b-'22 ;  graduated  at 
Kenyon  Collegt'.  ()hio,  and  at  the  La\A' 
School  of  Candaidge;  adopted  the  ]irofe.s- 
sion  of  law  ;  was  City  Solicitor  of  Cincin- 
nati fronr  1.*''58  to  1*^(51  :  Major  and  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  of  the  Twenty-third  Ohio 
Volunteers  in  lHt51  ;  Colonel  of  the  same 
from  18(52  to  1>(54,  when  lie  Avas  appointed 
a  Brigadier  General,  and  dunng  the  same 
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year  was  elected  a  Eepresentative  from 
Ohio  to  the  Thirty -ninth  Couofress,  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Private  Laud  Claims, 
and  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 

Library. 

Haymond,  Thomas  S.— He  was  born 
in  Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1849  to 
1851. 

Hayiie,  Authur  P. — He  was  born  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  March  12. 
1790,  received  a  good  education,  and  com- 
menced active  life  in  a  counting-house.  He 
early  formed  an  attachim-nt  for  military  life, 
and,  on  entering  the  army,  rendered  good 
service  during  the  last  war  with  England, 
at  Sackett's  Harbor,  as  First  Lieutenant ; 
on  the  St.  Lawrence,  as  Major  of  cavalry ; 
in  the  Creek  Nation,  as  Inspector  General, 
and  also  at  the  storming  of  Pensacola,  and 
at  New  Orleans.  After  the  war  he  studied 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Penn- 
sylvania. During  the  Florida  war  he  was 
again  called  into  the  field,  and  had  com- 
mand of  the  Tennessee  volunteers,  and  la- 
retired  from  the  army  in  1820.  He  subse- 
quently served  in  the  Legislature  of  S»uith 
Carolina,  and  was  chosen  a  Pre>idential 
Elector  in  \&2S,  voting  for  Jackson;  and 
he  was  appointed  to  a  seat  in  tin*  I'uited 
States  Senate,  from  South  Carolina,  in 
May,  1858,  in  the  place  of  Senator 
Evans. 

Hayne,  Robert  Y. — He  was  born  near 
Charleston,  South  (Carolina,  November  lU, 
1791  ;  his  early  advantages  for  education 
were  limited ;  he  studied  law  with  Langdou 
Cheves,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  before 
he  was  twenty-one  years  of  age,  attaining 
a  high  rank  as  a  lawyer.  In  the  war  of 
1812  he  held  the  commission  of  Lieutenant. 
In  1814  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legis- 
lature, and  in  1818  Speaker,  and  was  also 
Attorney  General  of  the  State.  He  was 
elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  in  1&2A, 
and  continued  there  until  183-.^,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Conunittee  on  Naval 
Affairs.  In  1832,  as  a  member  of  the 
"Union  and  State  Rights  Convention"  of 
South  Carolina,  he  reported  the  ordinance 
of  Nullitication,  and  was  soon  afterwards 
elected  Governor  of  the  State,  serving  until 
1834.  He  \Nas  subsequently  Mayor  of 
Charleston,  and  President  of  \lie  Clmrles- 
ton,  Louisville,  and  Cincinnati  Railrua<l 
Company.  He  died  at  Ashville,  North 
Carolina,  September  24,  1839.  His  abili- 
ties were  of  a  high  order,  and  he  acquired 
distinction  by  his  participation  in  a  debate 
in  the  Senate  with  Daniel  Webster. 


Haynes,  Charles  E. — He  was  born  iu 
Brunswick,  Virginia,  and  was  a  Repre 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from 
1825   to   1829,    and   again  from    1835  to 

1839. 

Hays,  Samuel.— He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  was  a  lu-prest-ntative  iu  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from   1841  to  1843. 

Hays,  Samuel. — He  was  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a  Represcntativo  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1-13  to 
1845. 

HayAvood,  "William  H.,  Jr. — Honi  in 

Wake  County,  North  Carolina,  in  l-^ol  ; 
gradmited  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  1"^19;  studied  law;  entered  public 
lite  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Coiinnous 
in  1-34.  continuing  there  thrcf  years;  in 
\!^'Mi  was  Spi-aker  of  tiie  House;  and  a 
Senator  in  Congress  from  1843  to  l-'4t). 

Hazard,  Jonathan. — He  was  a  Dele 

gate  from  ivlio.lt-  Uhind  to  the  Continental 
Congros  in  IT-7  uml  17-"^. 

Hazard,  Nathaniel. — He  was  born  in 
Newport,  lilioiif  Island,  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  \^\[t  to  1^21.  Died  December 
17,  182U,  in  Wa.shiugtou  City. 

Hazeltiiie,  Abuer. — He  was  a  inemlur 

of  the  Nrw  York  A-.seml»ly  in  1-29  and 
lS3it,  and  a  Rej)resentative  iu  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1833  to  1837. 

Healy,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in  Cli. 
sliirr,  N\\v  H;mipNiiire;  was  a  Represent  . 
five  in  Congress,  from  New  Hampsliiii-. 
from  1^-^25  to  l.'^29,  and  wa.s  a  uiemlier  of 
the  Conunittee  tm  Revolntitinury  Claitns. 
He  was  also  a  Slate  Councillor  from  1-J9 
to  1832,  and  State  Senator  iu  ]'<21. 

Heath,  James  P. — He  was  born  in 
Delaware,  December  21,  1777.  In  I7\fj  he 
was  appointed  a  Lieutenant  in  the  regi- 
ment of  artillerists  and  engineers,  which 
he  resigned  in  l-<»2;  he  wa.s  R'egister  in 
Chancery  at  Annai»olis  at  the  commente- 
ment  of  the  war  of  J^12  ;  he  served  through 
the  whole  war  as  aide-de-camp  to  (n-neml 
Winder;  in  18:w  he  was  wrecke«l  on  the 
steamer  Pulaski,  and  spent  tive  days  and 
nights  afloat  upon  a  piece  of  thewn-ck; 
when  nineteen  years  «jf  age  he  fought  a 
duel  with  John  Knight,  and  reeeivwl  a 
ball  which  never  left  him :  and  he  wan  a 
Representative  iu  Congress,  from  Mary 
land,  Irom  1833  to  lo:i5,  serving  ua  a  mem 
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ber  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce.     He 
died  in  Georgetown,  June  I'i,  l!ioA. 

Heath,  John. — He  was  a  Ivpresenta- 
tive  in  Cuiigress,  tVum  Virginia,  fium  IT'JiJ 
to  1797.  I 

Hebard,  "William. — He  was   born  in  ! 
Coniac-tieut ;    and  having  settled  in  Ver-  ! 
niont,  was  elected  a  Kepiesentative  in  Con-  ! 
grei-s,  from  that  State,  from  1H41)  to  185:?. 
He  was  also  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  \ 
from  18-12  to  1845;  Judge  of  Trobate  fur 
seven  years  ;  served  seven  years  in  the  two 
Louses  of  the  Legislature ;    and  was  two 
years  Attorney  for  Orange  County. 

Hiester,  Daiiiel. — Was  born  in  Berks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1747.  He  re- 
ceived a  good  English  education,  and 
became  a  thorough  business  man.  He 
settled  in  Montgomery  County,  wliere  be 
was  active  during  the  Kevolution,  being 
Colonel,  and  afterwards  Brigadier  General, 
of  the  militia,  and  in  service.  In  1784  he  j 
was  elected  to  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  J 787  was 
appointed  a  commissioner  of  the  Connecti- 
cut land  claims.  He  was  a  member  of  tlic 
First,  Second,  Third,  and  Fourth  Congresses 
from  Pennsylvania.  After  this  he  removed 
to  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and  was  elected 
from  that  State  a  member  of  the  Seventh 
and  Eighth  Congresses,  during  his  attend- 
ance upon  which  last  he  died,  at  Washing- 
ton, March  8,  18U4. 

Hiester,  Daniel. — Son  of  John  Hiester, 
succeeded  his  father  in  Congress,  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Eleventh  Congress. 

Hiester,  Isaac  Ellmaker. — Son  of 
William  Hiester,  was  born  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania ;  received  a  good 
classical  education  ;  graduated  with  honors  ' 
at  Yale  College,  and  studied  law.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Thirty-third  Congress,  in 
which  he  expressed  opinions  upon  the 
slavery  question  not  in  harmony  with  those 
of  his  constituency.  At  the  next  election 
he  was  defeated,  and  resumed  the  practice 
of  law  with  distinguished  success. 

Hiester,  John. — Brother  of  Colonel 
Daniel  Hiester,  was  born  April  9,  1746, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Tenth  Congress 
from  Pennsylvania.  Died  October  15, 
Jcil. 

Hiester,  "William.— Nephew  of  John 
and  of  Colonel  Daniel  Hiester,  was  born 
in  Bern  Township,  Berks  County.  He 
established  himself  in  Lancaster  County, 


wliere  he  cultivated  a  farm,  and  by  liis  in- 
dustry, honesty,  and  good  sense,  recom- 
mended himself  to  the  i»».puiar  regartl.  Ho 
was  a  member  of  the  Twenty-third  and 
Twenty-fnurth  Congresses,  of  tlie  Convrn- 
ti(»n  nf  |s:57  to  revise  tin-  Constituliun  of 
J'enn.sylvania,  and  of  the  State  Si-nate. 
Died  October  J.'),  Iri'ui,  aged  sixty-two 
years. 

Hiester,  Joseph.— Was  bom  in  H.rn 
Township,  Berks  County,  Novend)«-r  J8, 
]7."'>"2,  and  was  brought  up  to  conduct  a 
farm  and  a  store.  Inheriting  a  g<.od  for- 
tune, at  the  outbreak  of  the  lievoliition  he 
equipped  a  company  himself,  with  which 
he  joined  the  army.  He  became  a  Coloni-1 ; 
was  a  prisoner  in  the  .Jersey  piison-ship, 
where  he  exercised  a  liberal  generosity  in 
alleviating  the  suti'erings  of  his  felfow- 
prisoners.  He  was  a  mendjer  of  Conven- 
tion that  framed  the  State  Constitution  of 
1770.  He  served  live  years  in  the  House 
and  four  in  the  Senate  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  179(J.  He  was  a 
member  from  Pennsylvania  of  the  Fifth, 
Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Ninth  Con- 
gresses. In  ]K»7  he  was  apjiointed  one  of 
the  two  Major  Generals  to  command  the 
Pennsylvania  contingent,  called  for  by  the 
President.  After  this  he  retired  from  pub 
lie  life,  but  in  l!^14  his  old  constituency  of 
Berks  would  again  have  him  in  Congress, 
and  elected  him  for  the  Fourte«'nth.  Fif- 
teenth, and  Sixteenth  terms.  In  1817  he 
was  run  for  Governor  uusuccesst'idly,  but 
three  years  afterwards  was  elected,  and 
served  in  that  othce  until  l^'2'.i,  with  great 
credit  for  a  wise  and  honest  administration 
of  public  attairs.  Declining  all  solicita- 
tions to  the  contrary,  he  now,  finally,  re- 
tired from  ofKce,  and  spent  the  serene 
evening  of  an  honorable  life  in  the  midst 
of  the  people  who  loved  him.  He  died  at 
Keading  on  the  luth  of  June,  ISJ'J. 

Helmick,  "William. — Boni  in  JefiVr- 
son  County,  Ohio,  St-ptendier  «!,  1-^17; 
received  a  ct)nmion  school  education,  and 
taught  school  for  seven  yi-ars  ;  studied  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  tiie  bar  in  l^A^i  ;  in 
1851  he  was  elected  a  I'rosecuting  Attor- 
ney;  and  in  1858  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  Ohio  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Post  Offices  and  P(»st  Poads. 
He  subse(piently  accepted  a  chief  clerkship 
in  the  Interior  Department. 

Helms,  "William. — He  was  an  otlicer 
in  the  Kevolutionary  army  ;  a  liepres.nta 
tive  in  Congress,  troui  New  Jersey,  from 
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1801  to  1811 ;  and  removing^  to  Tennessee, 
died  there  at  an  advanced  age. 

Hemphill,  John,— He  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Texas,  from  1859  until 
that  State  seceded,  Avhen  he  became  identi- 
fied -with  the  Great  Rebellion.  Expelled 
from  the  Senate  July  10,  18G1. 

Hempliill,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in 
Delaware  County,  rennsylvaniu,  and  was 
a  leading  member  of  the  old  Federal  party  ; 
he  was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1801  to  1803,  again 
from  1819  to  1827,  and  from  1829  to  1831. 
He  distinguished  himself  particularly  by  a 
speech  on  the  Judiciary  Bill  in  I8(il  ;  and 
was  for  some  time  Judge  of  the  District 
Court  of  Philadelphia.  He  died  in  Phila- 
delphia, May  29,  1842,  aged  seventy-two 
years. 

Hempstead,  Edward. — He  was  bom 
in  Kew  London,  Coiinecticut,  June  3, 
1780;  received  a  classical  education  from 
private  tutors,  and,  having  studied  law, 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  i.""(il.  Alter 
spending  thiee  years  in  Khode  Island  prac- 
ticing his  profession,  he  removed,  in  lf^n4, 
to  the  Territory  of  Louisiana,  travelling 
on  horseback,  and  tarrying  for  u  time  at 
Vincennes,  Indiana  Territory.  He  lirst 
settled  at  St.  Charles,  on  the  Missouri 
River,  but  in  1805  he  removed  to  St.  Louis, 
where  he  resided  the  balance  of  his  life. 
In  180(i  he  was  appointed  Dej)uly  Attorney 
General  for  the  District  i>f  St.  Louis  and 
St.  Charies,  and  in  1809  Attorney  General 
for  the  Territory  of  Upper  Louisiana, 
which  office  he  held  until  1811;  and  he 
was  the  first  Delegate  to  Congress  from 
the  western  side  of  the  Mississij>)i  River, 
representing  Missouri  Territory  from  J**!! 
to  1814.  After  his  service  in  Congress,  he 
went  upon  several  expeditions  against  the 
Indians ;  was  elected  to  the  Territorial 
Assembly,  and  chosen  Speaker;  and  he 
died  on  the  10th  August,  1817.  IK-  was  a 
man  of  ability,  pure,  and  without  reproach, 
and  his  loss  was  deeply  lamented  by  all 
who  knew  him. 

HeiiLsley,  William.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  ^larylaud  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  17b2  to  J  784. 

Henderson,  Archibald.— Pom  in  Gran- 
ville County,  North  Carolina,  August  7, 
1768,  and  died  October  21,  1822.  He  was 
educated  in  his  native  county,  studied 
law,  and  rose  to  a  high  position  at  the  bar 
of  his  State.  He  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  1799 


to  1803;  and  subsequently  elected  to  the 
General  Assembly  lor  several  terms.  His 
learning  was  extensive,  and  his  character 
as  a  man  above  reproach. 

Henderson,  Bennett  H.— He  was  a 

Repn-si-ntativi'  in  Congress,  from  Tennes- 
see, from  1815  to  1817. 

Henderson,  John. — He  was  a  lawyer

I  agricultural   piusuits.      In    1804    he    was 
I  elected  a  Representative,  Irom  Oregon,  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Connnitlees  on  the  Pacific  Railroad,  Mines 
I  and   Mining,  Indian  Atlairs,  and  the  .*^pe- 
j  cial  Committee  on  the  Death  of  President 
I  Lincoln. 

Henderson,  Joseph. — He  \^as  Intra 
in  l'ennsyl\  ania,  and  was  a  Ri  pri-sentu- 
tive  iu  Congress,  from  that  State,  fiom 
1833  to  1^37. 
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Henderson,    J.   Pinckney. — Born  in 

Lincoln  Couuty,  Xortli  C'arolinii,  Marcli 
31,  J>'Uf^.  Ik'  rt'Ofived  a  lilxTul  fducation, 
Lilt  ilid  not  pradurtte,  and  adopted  the  law 
as  a  pvotevssiou,  tirst  visitinu-  Cul)a  tor  his 
Lcaltli,  and  settling  in  Mississippi.  He 
emigrated  to  Texas  in  l^i'Mi,  and  his  first 
civil  otiii-e  was  tliat  of  Attorney  General 
of  the  Ivepnblic  of  Texas,  having  been  aj)- 
pointed  by  President  Honston  in  Ir^'.M) ;  iu 
l^^'M  lie  was  a})}»ointed  Secretary  of  State 
of  tiie  liepnblic;  soon  afterwards  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  to  England  and  France, 
clothed  with  the  additional  powers  of  Com- 
niissit)i)er  to  solicit  the  recognition  of  tlie 
independence  of  Texas  ;  in  1838  he  made 
a  connnercial  arrangement  with  England, 
and  iu  ]83D  a  connnercial  treaty  with 
France;  in  1844  he  was  appointed  a  Sjte- 
cial  Minister  to  the  United  States,  wliich 
mission  resulted  in  the  annexation  of 
Texas;  in  1845  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  wliicli  framed  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  Texas;  in  November,  of 
the  same  year,  was  elected  Governor  of 
the  State ;  and  wiien  the  Mexican  war 
broke  out,  iu  1846,  as  Governor  of  the 
State,  and,  by  permission  of  tlie  Legisla- 
ture, he  took  cvmmund  in  person  of  the 
volunteer  troops  called  for  by  General  Tay- 
lor, served  six  months  as  Major  General, 
and  distinguished  himself  at  tlie  Ijattle 
of  Monterey,  subsequently  receiving  from 
Congress,  for  his  services,  a  vote  of  thanks 
and  a  .sword  valued  at  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars. He  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, in  1857,  from  Texas,  l»ut,  owing  to 
ill  health,  did  not  take  an  active  part  in  its 
proceedings,  and  he  died  in  Washington 
City,  June  4,  1858,  deeply  lamented  by  all 
who  knew  him. 

Henderson,  Samuel. — He  was  a  Eep- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsylva- 
nia, from  1814  to  1815,  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  Jonathan  Roberts. 

Henderson,  Thomas. — He  was  a  grad- 
uate of  Princeton  College  in  17(5 1  ;  was 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Connnon  Pleas  ;  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress,  from 
1771)  to  178U  ;  a  Kepresentative  of  New 
Jersey  in  Congress,  under  the  Constitu- 
tion, from  1795  to  1797  ;  and  was  once 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  that  State. 

Hendriclts,  Thomas  A.— He  was  born 
in  Muskingum  County,  Ohio,  September 
7,  1819;  was  educated  at  South  Hanover 
College;  studied  law,  and  com[)leted  his 
legal  studies  at  Chambersburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  1843 ;  settled  in  Indiana,  and 
practiced  his  profession  with  success ;  in 
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1848  he  was  chosen  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture, and  declined  a  re-election ;  was  uu 
active  member  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  1850;  and  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Indiana,  from  1.-51 
to  18.55;  he  was  appitinted  by  President 
Pierce,  in  IS.55,  Commissi. iner  of  the  (Jene- 
ral  Land  Office,  in  which  he  was  continued 
by  I'resident  liuchanun  until  IKA),  when 
he  resigned.  He  was  subsecpiently  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress  for  the  long  term, 
ending  lfH\[),  serving  on  the  Conmnttees 
on  Claims,  Public  Buildings  and  (irounds, 
the  Judiciary,  I'ublic  Lauds,  an«l  Naval 
A  Hairs. 

Hendricks,  "William,— Bom  in  West- 
moreland County,  rtiuisylvania,  iu  17-3. 
He  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Madi- 
son, Indiana,  haviug  removed  there  in 
1814.  During  his  residence  in  that  State 
he  filled  many  high  and  important  oliices; 
lie  was  Secretary  of  the  Convention  which 
formed  the  i)reseut  Constitution  of  the 
State;  the  first  and  soh^  Kejiresentative  of 
Indiana  in  Congress  from  l-'lti  to  \y*\i2; 
Governor  of  the  State  from  1822  to  1825, 
when  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Senate,  and  served  until 
1837.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Couunit- 
tee  on  Roads  and  Canals.  He  died  iu 
Madison,  May  IG,  b-5U. 

Henley,  Thomas  J. — He  wa.s  born  in 
Ohio,  and  was  a  Keiiresentative  iu  Con- 
gress, from  Indiana,  from  1-43  to  1-49. 
He  subseciueutlv  removed  to  Calitoiuia, 
and  held  the  ottices  of  Indian  Agent  and 
Postmaster  of  San  Francisco. 

Henn,  Benihardt.— He  wa.s  bom  iu 
New  Vol  k,  ami  on  emigrating  to  Iowa,  he 
was  elected  a  Rei)resentative  iu  Congress, 
irom  that  State,  from  1849  to  1853. 

Henry,  James. — He  was  a  Delegate, 

from  \'irginia,  to  the  Continental  Congre.s.s, 
from  1780  to  1781. 

Henry,  John. — He  was  a  graduate  of 
Princetcm  Colli'ge  in  1709;  was  for  several 
years,  from  1778,  a  Delegate  to  the  old 
Congress :  a  Senator  in  Congress,  under 
the  Constitution,  from  Maryland,  from 
1789  to  1797,  when  he  resigned;  and 
elecfcd  Governor  of  Maryland  in  the  lat- 
ter year.  He  died  at  l^a.ston,  I)ectiii1.tr, 
1798. 

Henry,  John  F.— He  was  tlie  broth*  r 
of  Roliert  P.  Henry,  and  was  ebcted  to 
Congress,  from  Kentucky,  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  the  same,  from  l&-ii)  to  1-27. 
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He  ^vas  bom  in  Scott  County,  Kentucky, 
January  17,  1793 ;  received  his  education 
at  the  Georgetown  Academy  of  Kentucky  ; 
studied  medicine,  and  in  Id  13  was  ap- 
pointed Surgeon's  ilate  in  Bosweirs  Regi- 
ment of  Kentucky  troops,  serving  at  Fort 
Meigs.  Subseqriently  graduated  at  the 
New  York  University ;  settled  in  Hopkins- 
ville,  Kentucky,  in  \&22  ;  and  sub.>«et(Uent- 
ly  to  his  service  in  Congress  removed  to 
Burlington,  Iowa. 

Henry,  Patrick.— Born  in  Studley, 
Hanover  County,  Virginia,  May  *2'J,  1730; 
his  education  was  neglected  until  he  had 
reached  the  age  uf  uianliood,  and  was  a 
husband  and  father ;  then  it  was  that  he 
began  to  study  law,  and  was  soon  admit- 
ted to  practice;  in  17t)4  he  made  his  tirst 
striking  efiort  as  an  advocate  and  an  ora- 
tor, and  from  that  year  became  famous. 
He  Avas  the  lirst  man  of  mark  in  ^'irginia 
to  declare  against  the  usurpations  of  Britain. 
In  1765  he  was  chosen  to  the  Virginia  As- 
sembly, and  there  introduced  a  ^et  of  re- 
markable resolutions,  supporting  tlicni  with 
a  speech  of  surpassing  ability;  and  fiom 
that  time  he  was  hailed  as  the  great  advo- 
cate of  human  rights  and  rational  liberty. 
He  was  elected  a  Delegate,  i'rom  Virginia, 
to  the  Continental  Ccngret^s,  from  17  74  to 
177(5;  there  distinguished  himself  as  an 
orator  ;  and  signed  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, lie  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Richmond  Convention  of  1777,  and  again 
electritied  the  people  by  his  eloiiuence  ;  in 
1776  he  was  elected  Governor  of  \  irgiuia, 
re-elected,  and  then  declined  a  re-election ; 
from  J7cO  to  1791  he  served  in  the  Assem- 
bly of  the  State;  was  a  member  in  17.:r>  of 
the  Convention  to  ratify  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution, to  which  he  was  opposed ;  in 
1795  Washington  tendered  to  him  tlie  office 
of  Secretary  of  State,  but  he  preferred  the 
retirement  of  home  and  declined  it ;  was 
again  elected  Governor  in  1796,  but  de- 
clined to  serve ;  in  1799  President  Adams 
oti'ered  him  the  mission  to  France,  but  his 
declining  health  compelled  liim  to  decline 
that  honor  also;  and  on  the  6th  of  June, 
of  that  year,  he  died.  Evidences  of  his 
splendid  intellect  are  abundant  and  "famil- 
iar as  household  words,"  and  a  tribute  that 
he  paid  to  the  Christian  religion,  in  his 
will,  is,  for  beauty  and  force,  without  a 
parallel  in  the  English  language. 

Henry,    Robert    P.— Bom    in    Scott 
County,   Kentucky,   November  24,   17c8; 
graduated  at  the  *  University  of  Transyl- 
vania ;  studied  law  with  Henry  Clay,  and  j 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  J  k)9  ;  served  : 
that  year  as  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  his 


district;  served  in  the  war  of  1812,  as  an 
Aide-de-Camp  to  his  father.  Major  General 
William  Henry ;  subsequently  settled  in 
Christian  County,  and  became  Prosecuting 
Attorney  for  that  circuit;  was  a  Director 
of  the  Piiiicetou  Branch  of  the  Common- 
wealth Bank  ;  and  was  elected  a  Kepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  for 
the  term  from  lc23  to  1^27.  As  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Koads  and  Canals,  he 
obtained  the  tirst  appropriution  ever  granted 
for  improving  the  Mis>issippi  River.  While 
in  Congress  he  received  the  appointment  of 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  which  he 
declined;  and  he  died  of  fever,  August  25, 
1^26,  belore  the  expiration  ot  Lis  term  in 
Congress. 

Henry,  Thomas.— Bora  in  Ireland,  in 
17p5.  He  ser\ed  hi.-,  adopted  State,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  Congress  from  1"«37  to  J*43. 
Died  in  Beaver  County,  I'euusylvunia, 
February  27,  1?'49. 

Henry,  "William.— lie  was  a  Delegate, 
from  Penii.-«vlvania,  to  the  Couliueutal 
Congres.«>  tiom  17-4  to  17?6. 

Henry,  "William. — He  was  b«>rn  in  New 
Hampshire,  and,  having  settUil  iu  Ver- 
mont, devoted  himself  to  mercantile  pur- 
suits Was  for  uiauy  years  Ca.shier  uf  the 
Bank  of  B«'llow»  Fulls,  where  he  resides; 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Vermont,  iVom  1"47  to  1p.'i3,  accom- 
plisliing  much  work  as  a  meutber  vi  seve- 
ral committees. 

Herbert,  John  C.—Uo  wa.s  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congress,  from  Maryland, 
from  lcl5  to  IdPJ. 

Herbert,  Philip  T.— Bora  in  Alabama, 
and  was  a  Kep:e>entative  iu  Congress, 
from  Calilornia,  from  1655  to  1^7. 

Herkimer,  John.— Born  in  Herkimer 
County,  New  York,  in  1773  ;  wa.s  for  many 
years  u  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court ;  and  a 
Representative  in  Congi  ess,  from  New  York, 
from  ltl7  to  1819,  and  again  from  l'"23to 
1625.  Died  at  Danube,  New  York,  June 
8,  lc45. 

Hernandez,  Joseph  M.— He  was  one 

ot  the  prominent  Spanish  citizens  who  re- 
mained iu  the  Territory  of  Florida  at  the 
time  of  its  transfer  to  the  Uni;ed  Stat<*ii. 
He  was  the  first  Delegate  to  Congress,  from 
Florida,  and  subsequently  a  leading  mem- 
ber and  presiding  officer  of  the  Territorial 
Legislature.  At  the  breaking  out  v(  tbe 
Indian  hostilities,  he  w  as  made  a  BriguJier 
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General  in  the  United  States  service.  lie 
Avas  a  man  of  retined  and  elegant  manners ; 
resided  at  St.  Aiig-ustine;  and  died  near 
^laianzas,  Cuba,  June  8,  LSoT,  at  an  ad- 
vanced age. 

Herod,  "William. — Tie  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  Irom  Indiana,  from 
Ibii?  to  1839. 

Herrick,  Anson. — He  was  born  in 
Lewiston,  ^Maine,  January  21,  1812;  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education  ;  at  the 
age  of  fifteen  years  he  Avas  apprenticed  to 
the  business  of  a  printer;  settled  in  New 
York  City  in  18o(),  and  continued  in  the 
same  employment  until  1838,  when  ho 
commenL'ed  the  publicatit)n  of  a  weekly 
jouruai,  now  called  the  New  York  Atlas, 
of  which  he  has  since  been  the  editor  and 
proprietor.  In  1853  he  was  chosen  one  of 
the  Aldermen  of  the  city,  and  served  three 
years,  and  by  President  Buchanan  he  was 
appointed  Naval  Storekeeper  for  New  York, 
which  he  held  until  1861.  In  18t)2  he  was 
elected  Kepresentative,  from  New  York,  to 
the  TliirtA'-eighth  Congicss,  serving  on  the 
Connnittees  on  Kevolutionary  Pensions, 
and  Expenditures  in  the  Navy  Department. 
Ebenezer  Herrick,  who  served  in  Congress 
from  1821  to  J  827,  was  his  father. 

Herrick,  Ebenezer.— He  was  bora  in 
Lincoln  County,  Maine,  and  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Maine,  from 
1821  to  1827,  and  died  at  Lewiston,  in 
that  State,  May  7,  1839.  In  182U  he  held 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  State  Senate, 
and  was  a  State  Senator  iu  1828  and  1829. 

Herrick,  Joshua. — He  was  born  in 
Beverly,  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  in 
1794 ;  received  a  common  school  education; 
removed  to  Maine,  and  became  a  Sheriff  in 
that  State ;  was  Collector  of  the  Port  of 
Kennebunk  from  J829  to  1841;  was  Chair- 
man of  a  Board  of  County  Connnissioners 
from  1842  to  1843;  and  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive iu  Congress,  from  ^Slaine,  from  I84;>  to 
1845,  serving  on  the  Connnittees  on  Naval 
Ati'airs  and  Accounts.  He  was  again  Col- 
lector of  Kennebunk  from  1847  to  1849; 
and  from  185U  to  1857  he  was  Register  of 
Probate  for  York  County,  State  of  Maine. 

Herrick,  Richard  P. — Born  in  Rens- 
selaer County,  New  York,  in  1791  ;  was  a 
man  of  remarkable  business  enterprise ;  and 
a  member  of  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1845  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
occurred  at  Washington,  June  22,  181(3. 

Herrick,  Samuel. — He  Avas  born  in 
Dutchess  County,  New  York,  April  14, 
1779.     He  read  law  at  Garble,  Pennsylva- 


nia, and  was  admitted  to  tlie  bar  in  1805; 
in  1810  he  settled  at  Zanesviile,  Ohio,  and 
was  appointed  Collector  of  Taxes  for  that 
county;  soon  afterwards  Pn»secuting  At- 
torney for  the  same  county;  and  soon  after 
that,  by  Pr••^ident  Madison,  was  appointed 
United  States  District  Attorney  for  Ohio; 
in  1812  he  was  aiipointe<|  one  of  a  Hoard  of 
Commissioners  tor  .s»-ttling  the  Northwest- 
ern boundary  line;  in  the  autiinai  of  that 
year,  he  succeeded  Lewis  Cass  as  Pros«'cu- 
ting  Attorney  for  Muskingum  County; 
in  IS14  he  was  appoi!ite<l  to  the  same  <.tHce 
in  Licking  County;  and  he  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  fnun 
1817  to  1821.  After  his  second  election 
his  seat  was  contested  by  Charles  Ham- 
mond, but  the  House  sustained  his  claim. 
He  Avas  a  Presidential  Elector  in  l-2."<,  and  in 
JSv;9  was  appointed,  by  President  Jackson, 
United  States  District  Attorney  for  Ohio. 
The  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent  in  retire- 
ment, and  he  died  in  December,  1851. 

He"wes,  Joseph. — He  Avas  born  near 
Kingston,  XcAv  Jersey,  in  1730;  Avas  edu- 
cated at  the  Princeton  school;  settled  ia 
Philadelphia  as  a  merchant;  Avhen  thirty 
years  of  age  located  at  Edenton,  North  Car- 
olina; served  in  the  Assembly  of  the  Pro- 
vince; Avas  a  Delegate  from  North  Caro- 
lina to  the  Continental  Congress  from  1774 
to  1777,  and  again  in  1779,  and  signed  the 
Declaration  of  Independence;  and  he  wtis 
fic  facto  the  first  Secretary  of  the  NaA-y. 
Died  in  Philadelphia,  November  10,  1779. 

Hey-ward,  Thomas.— Born  in  Parish 
of  St.  Luke,  South  Carolina,  in  I74»'»;  n>- 
ceived  a  classical  education,  and  studied 
laAV  ;  finishing  his  legal  studies  at  the  Tem- 
ple, in  London;  on  his  return  from  a  tour 
in  Europe  he  Avas  elected  Ut  the  Assembly 
of  South  Carolina;  he  Avas  a  Delegate  to 
the  Continental  Congress  from  1770  to  1778, 
and  signed  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  the  Articles  of  Confederati(»n :  Avaa 
subsequently  a. Judge  of  the  Civil  and  Crim- 
inal Courts  of  the  State:  he  C(unnuinded  a 
company  of  artillery  at  the  battle  of  Beau- 
fort and  was  woundeil ;  served  also  at  Sa- 
A'aunah  and  Charleston;  at  the  latter  |)laco 
he  Avas  taken  prisoner,  and  while  confined 
at  St.  Augustine  his  property  was  pillaged 
and  his  w  ife  died  ;  and  he  Avas  subsetpuntly 
a  member  of  the  Convention  that  torin<-d 
the  Constitution  of  South  Carolina  in  1790; 
and  he  died  in  March,  1809. 

HeyA^T-ard,  "William  H. — He  graduated 
at  Princiton  Coileg*'  in  Ht>8,  and  was  a 
Rej)resentative  in  Congress,  from  Mary 
land,  from  1823  to  1825. 
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Hibbard,  Harry.— He  was  bora  in 
Vermont;  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College 
in  1835;  was  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  New 
Hampshire  House  of  Representatives  in 
1839 ;  Clerk  of  the  same  from  1840  to  1843  ; 
Speaker  of  the  House  in  1844  and  1845;  in 
the  State  Senate  from  1846  to  ]849,  officia- 
ting two  years  as  President;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Hampshire,  from  1849  to  1855. 

Hibshman,  Jacob.— He  was  born  in 
Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1819  to  1821. 

Hickman,    John. —  Bora    in    Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  near  the  IJrandy- 
wine  battle-ground,  Septeinber  11,  18IU; 
received  a  thorough  mathematical  and  clas- 
sical education ;  commenced  the  study  of 
medicine,  but  finding  his  health  too  feeble 
for  the  dissecting-room,  he  studied  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1833.     In  1845 
he  Avas    appointed   District   Attorney   for 
Chester  County,  holding  the  othce  fifteen 
months  ;  in   18.54  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, fi"om  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tee of  Elections ;  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
fiftK  Congress,   serving    as    Chairman   of 
the    v^ommittee    on    Revolutionary    Pen- 
sions; to   the  Thirty -sixth  Congress,  and 
was  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Comnut- 
tee ;  and   to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
again  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Judi- 
ciary   Committee.        He    declined    a    re- 
election to  the  Thirty- eighth  Congress.

Hill,  Hugh  L.  W.  — IJi)ni  in  Tennessee, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1847  to  1849. 


Hicks,  Thomas  HoUyday. — He  was 

born   in    Dorchester    County,    Maryland, 
September  2,  1798  ;  received  a  plain  Eng- 
lish education ;  worked  on  his  father's  farm 
when  a  boy ;  served  for  a  time  as  Consta- 
ble and  Sheriff  of  his  county,  and  subse- 
quently devoted  himself  to  mercantile  pur- 
suits.    In  183(5  he  was  elected  to  the  Elec- 
toral College   of  the   State ;    was   also   a 
member  of  the  Governor's  Council ;  in  1838 
was  appointed  Register  of  Wills;  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  1849  ;  frequently  served  in  the 
Legislature   of  the   State ;  was  Governor 
thereof,  from  1858  to   1862;  and  was  ap- 
pointed a  Senator  in  Congress  in  the  place 
of  James  A.  Pearce,  deceased,  taking  his 
seat  during  the  third  session  of  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  and  was  elected  for  the 
term  ending  in  1867,  sending  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Naval  Affairs,  and  that  on  Claims. 
He  died  in  Washington  City,  February  13, 
l865,  and  will  ever  be  remembered  as  a 


Hill,  Isaac. — Bora  in  Somerville,  Mas- 
sachusetts, April  6,  1788.     In  I79-'  his  pa- 
rents removed  to  a  lann   in  Ashburnhaui, 
Massachusetts;  his  education  was  exceed- 
ingly limited,  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  he 
was  apprenticed  in  a  printmg-otHce,  and  in 
]8(>9,  at  the  expiration  of  his  apprentice- 
ship, he  went  to  Concord,  New  Hampshire, 
and  purchased  the  American  l^itriot,  which 
was  afterwards  issued  as  The  New  Hamp- 
shire Patriot,  and  became  a  j)a|»er  of  im- 
mense circulation  and  intluence  iluring  tin- 
twenty  years  of  his  editorship.    During  that 
time  he  was  twice  chosen  Clerk  of  the  State 
Senate;   was  once  a  Representative  in  th< 
Legislature,  and  was  elected  a  memln-t  oi 
the  State  Senate  in  182U,  1821,  IriJ,  and 
1827.     In  1828  he  was  a  candidate  for  the 
United  States  Senate,  but  not  t-lei-ted.     In 
1829  he  was  appointed,  by  Presid«Mit  .lack- 
son.  Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury, 
and  held  the  otfice  until  April,  l.-^3ii.    Hu  n-- 
turned  to  New  Hampshire,  and  was  elected 
by  the  Legislature  United  States  SenHt«»r 
for  six  years,  from  1831.     In  If^.U]  he  re- 
signed his  senatorship,  being  elected  Gov- 
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ernor  of  New  Hampshire,  and  re-elected  in 
lf^;i7  and  18:^^.  In  1H40  lie  wasjippoiiitcd, 
by  President  Van  Iknen,  .Suli-Trcasmcr  at 
Boston,  and  in  tliat  yi-ar  estahlislied,  in

Hill,  John. — lie  was  born  in  Virji^inia, 
and  was  a  Kepresentativc  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  Ib^U  to  1841. 

Hill,  John. — Porn  in  Stokes  County, 
North  Carolina  ;  served  many  years  in  tlie 
Le^'islature  of  the  State  ;  was  a  Pepresent- 
ative  in  ('ongress,  from  l^l'.U  to  1841,  and 
in  1800  held  the  position  of  Keading  Clerk 
in  the  State  Senate. 

Hill,  Joshua, — Born  in  Abbeville  Dis- 
trict, South  Carolina,  January  10,  1812; 
he  had  not  a  collegiate  education,  but 
studied  law  as  a  i)rofession.  He  was 
elected  a  Pepresentative  to  th(!  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  from  Georgia,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 
Ke-elected  to  the  Thirty-si.xth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committet;  on  Foreign 
Atlairs.  Withdrew  in  F«djruary,  1h()1,  and 
returned  to  Georgia.  He  did  not  take  an 
active  part  in  the  Ptibeliion  ;  and  in  If^Oli 
he  was  apjjomted  by  President  Johnson 
Collector  for  the  port  of  Savannah. 

Hill,  Mark  L. — He  was  born  in  Bidde- 
f(jrd,  Maine,  June  30,  1772.  From  the 
year  1792  to  the  close  of  his  life,  he  had 
been  almost  constantly  in  the  exercise  of 
some  public  employment,  either  by  jiopidar 
election  or  executive  api)ointm(,'nt.  Though 
denied  the  advantages  of  a  lil)eral  educa- 
tion, he  succeeded,  by  assiduous  self-cul- 
ture, in  making  himself  useful  to  liis 
country  and  gaining  honor  to  himself  in 
the  various  posts  of  high  responsibility  to 
which  he  was  successively  elevated.  He 
was,  at  various  periods,  a  member  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Pe{)resentatives  of 
Massachusetts,  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
C«nnm(jn  Pleas,  member  of  Congress,  from 
Massachusetts,  from  i8Ji)  to  Jrt21,  and 
from  Maine,  from  1821  to  l&Z'A;  Post- 
master at  Plii})i>sburg,  Maine,  Collector  of 
the  I'ort  at  Bath,  and  held  several  other 
t(»vvn  and  county  oftices.  He  was  one  of 
the   Overseers  of  Bowdoiu   College   from 


the  first,  until  H21,  when  he  beciime  a 
Trustee,  in  which  »irticc  he  contiiiued  till 
his  decease,  and  during  the  whole  perioil 
of  forty-nine  years,  regularly  attended 
every  meeting  except  one.  He  died  at 
Phippsbuig,  Maine,  November 'JJI,  1-42,  iu 
the  seventy-iirst  year  of  lii.s  uge. 

Hill,  Ralf— Pom  in  Johnson,  Trum- 
bull County,  (Jhio,  October  12,  1-27. 
After  receiving  an  academical  «<lucation 
he  studied  law  at  the  New  York  Slate  and 
National  Law  Scho(»l,  and  received  the 
degrei^  of  LL.  B.  in  IK')!,  and,  on  reiimving 
to  Indiana,  he  was  elected  a  Peprcs.  nfa- 
tive  from  that  State  to  the;  Thirty-ninth 
Congress;  serving  on  the  ('«»iiimitt<'es  ou 
Territories  and  (m  Expenditures  iu  the 
Treasury  I  )epartment. 

Hill,  Thomas. — He  was  born  in  T'enn- 
sylvania,  and  was  a  Pepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  b-^24  to  1^20. 

Hill,  Whitmill. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  North  Carolina  to  the  Conlinentul 
Congress  from  177.ri  to  1781. 

Hill,  "William  H. — Tie  was  a  Reprc- 

sentativi-  in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina, 
from  171>I)  to  180:{,  and  he  wa.s  aUo  ap- 
pointed .Judge  of  the  United  States  District 
Court  for  the  District  of  North  Carolina. 
He  died  iu  180'J. 

Hillen,  Solomon,  Jr.— He  was  born  in 
Maryland,  and  was  a  Pcpicsentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  Ir-'-VJ  to 
1841. 

Hillhouse,  James.— He  was  born  at 
IVIontville,  Connecticut,  October  21,  I7.')4; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  177:5;  after 
due  preparation,  entered  upon  the  practice 
of  law  ;  took  an  active  part  in  the  P'ev«tlu- 
tionary  stiuggle,  and  when  Nrw  Haven 
was  invaded  by  the  Briti>li,was  commander 
of  the  (Jovernor's  (iuards.  He  became  a 
Pepresentative  iu  Congre.ss  in  I7l»l,  and 
three  years  afterwards  he  was  chosen  ft 
Senator  of  the  United  States,  from  Con- 
necticut, and  continued  a  distinguished 
member  for  sixteen  years  ;  and  in  the  Sixth 
Congress  was  Pri-sident  pro  Inn.  of  tho 
Senate.  In  I-IO  he,  resigned  his  seat  in 
the  Senate,  and  took  tin-  (ttfice  of  Connnis- 
sioner  of  the  School  Fund  of  Conneciicut, 
which  he  managed  with  great  abi  ity  and 
fidelity  for  fitteen  years  ;  he  was  also  a  Del- 
egate'to  the  Hartford  Convention  of  1"'I4: 
arid  in  1.-2.'.  he  undertook  to  conduct  the 
construction  of  the  Farmingt«»n  and  Hamp- 
shiie  Cauul.     Ho  was  clroseu  Tieu.Nurer  o( 
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Yale  College  in  1TS2,  and  continued  to 
hold  the  office  until  his  death,  having  done 
much  to  promote  the  interests  ot  that  insti- 
tution. He  died  at  Xe«-  Haven,  December 
29,  1S32. 

Hillhouse,  WiUiam.— He  was  a  Dele- 
ate,  from  Cuuuecticut,  to  the  Continental 
Jon  cress,  from  1T~3  to  17S<5.

Hilliard,  Henry  "W.— He  was  born  in 
North  Carolina,  but  spent  his  boyhood  in  j 
South  Carolina,  at  the  College  ot  which  ; 
State  he  graduated.     He  studied  law,  and  i 
settled  in  Georgia,  but  in  l^M  became  a  j 
citizen  of  Alabama,  occupying  for  several 
years  a  professorship  in  the  L'niversuy  ot 
that  State.     In  183S  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature,   and   in    lc^40    a  Pres- 
idential Elector.  In  1  e4-2  he  was  appointed, 
bv  President  Tvler,  Minister  to  Belgium  ;

lature Solicitor  General  for  the  Western 
District  of  the  State :  and  he  was  a  Kep-  i 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  Georgia, 
from  1851  to  1855,  during  his  second  tenn 
sending  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Private  Laud  Claims.  In  1857  he  was  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Buchanan,  Solicitor 
of  the  United  States  Treasury. 

TTinf^TTian,  Thomas  C— He  was  born 
in  Tennessee  in  1818  ;  served  in  the  Mexi-

— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate, from  Maryland,  to  the  Continental 
Congress :  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from*' 1792  to  1799  ;  and  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress during  the  years  18(.K3  and  1601.  He 
died  January  26,  1822. 


Hinds,  Thomas.— Bom  about  the  year 
1775;  was  a  di<tinguished  officer  in  the 
battle  of  New  Orleans  ;  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Mississippi,  from 
1828  to  1831.

Juue-JiJ,  17^7;   graduated  at   Brown   Uni-  I 
versity  in  18U5;  adopted  the  profession  of  ' 
law  ;  served  iu  the  State  Senate ;  as  a  State 
Councillor;   was  Judge  of  Probate;    and 
was  a  Kepresentative   in  Congress,    from 
Massachusetts,  from  1821   to  1827.     Died 
at  East  Bridgewater,  September  PJ,  1858. 

Hobart,   John  Sloss.— He  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  1757  ;  was  Judge  of  the 


District  Cotirt  of  New  York,  and  held 
several  important  positions  in  that  State 
during  the  Revolutionary  war:  after  which 
he  was  appointed  one  of  tin'  three  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  He  was  (dected  a 
member  of  the  l'nite<l  States  Senate  Ibr 
the  term  commencing  January,  nU**,  l)Ut 
resigned  May  5,  not  having  tak<'n  his  s«'ftt, 
and  was  tlu-n  appointed  Judge  of  the 
United  States  District  Court  of  S«-w  York. 
He  died  February  4,  ISU.5,  aged  sixty-six. 

Hobbie,  Selah  R.— Born  in  Ni'wb«irg, 
New  Yolk,  Marcli  lt»,  17'.>7,  and  at  an  early 
day  established  hims-lf  at  D«'lhi,  Delaware 
Ctttinty,  in  the  ]»ractice  of  law,  w  hen*  he 
was  s(*)on  ajipointcl  District  Attorney  and 
lirigadc  Maj<»r  and  Inspector.  He  was  a 
Representative  iu  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1827  to  1^^2'J,  when,  on  the 
accession  of  General  Jackson  to  the 
I^resideiicv,  he  was  appointed  Assistant 
Postmaster  General,  which  he  held  until 
1H.5(»,  when  he  retired  on  account  «)f  ill 
health,  but  assuim-d  the  duties  of  the  office 
under  Presi.lent  Pierce.

Hodges,  Charles  D.— He  was  elected 

a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Illinois, 
and  took  his  .seat  during  the  second  se^ision 
of  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress. 

Hodges,  George  T.— He  was  born  in 
Clarendon,  Vermont,  July  4,  17-'J:  he  wi».s 
br.'d  to  active  business,  and  was  a  mer- 
chant in  Rutland  fur  many  years:  .served 
frequently  iu  both  Houses  of  the  State 
liCgislature:  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Vermont,  during  the  third 
session  ot  the  Thirty-fourth  Congress.  For 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  was 
President  of  tlie  Bank  of  Rutland:  was  a 
large  contributor  to  the  success  of  the  liur- 
lingtou  Railroad,  and  a  warm  supporter  «»f 
the''  Vermont  Agricultural  Society.  Died 
at  Rutland,  September 'J,  18tiU. 

Hodges,  James  L.— H"  was  a  State 
Senator  in  \^•^^  and  H24,  and  a  Repre- 
.sentative  in  Congress,  from  Ma-isachusetts, 
from  1827  to  1-<:U.  He  died  March  ^, 
184lj,  aged  tifty-six  years. 

Hoffman,  Henry  W.— He  was  born  in 
Marvland,  aJid  was  ii  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1^55  to 
18.57.  He  was  subseciueutly  electe<l  Ser- 
geant-at-arms  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  in  I  •^♦51  he  was  api»ointed  by 
President  Lincoln  Collector  of  the  port  of 
Baltimore. 
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Hoffman,  Michael.— Born  in  the  town 
of  Clifton  Park,  Saratoga  County,  New- 
York,  in  1788.  He  was  educated  as  a 
physician,  but  afterwards  studied  law,  and 
settled  in  Herkimer  County,  where  he  oc- 
cupied a  high  position.  He  was  elected  to 
Congress  in  1824,  and  continued  a  member 
for  eight  years,  seiTing  a  portion  of  the 
time  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Naval  Affairs.  He  was  appointed  a  Canal 
Commissioner  for  the  State  of  New  York, 
wrote  several  able  reports,  and  resigned 
the  office  in  18:^5.  In  1841  he  went  into 
the  House  of  Assembly  from  Herkimer 
County,  and  accomplished  much  good  for 
the  service  and  credit  of  his  State.  He 
was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  Coustitutional 
Convention  of  1846.  and  was  Naval  Officer 
in  the  city  of  New  York ;  he  was  a  power- 
ful and  effective  debater,  and,  as  a  man, 
unselfish  and  of  high  character.  He  died 
at  Brooklyn,  September  "27,  1848. 

HofEhian,  Ogden. — He  was  born  in 
New  York  City  in  1794,  and  graduated  at 
Columbia  College  in  1812;  he  soon  after 
entered  the  navy  as  a  midsliii)man,  but  in 
three  years  he  resigned,  and  studied  law. 
He  commenced  to  practice  in  OraiigL- 
County,  and  was  appointed  District  Attor- 
ney, but  removed  to  New  York  City  in 
182G,  and  was  a  partner  of  Hugh  Maxwell, 
and  became  eminently  successful  in  bis 
profession.  In  le28  he  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive  in  the  Legislature;  from  lS'.d[)  to  18;>5 
was  District  Attorney  ;  and  was  appointed 
United  States  District  Att«)rney  by  Presi- 
dent Harrison.  From  leo7  to  1841  he  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Affairs;  he  was  re-elected  in  1848,  and  in 
1854  was  appointed  Attorney  General  of 
the  State.  He  was  remarkable  for  his  elo- 
quence and  learning,  and  for  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century  occupied  a  high  posi- 
tion at  the  bar  of  New  York.  He  died  in 
that  city,  May  1,  1856. 

Hogan,  John. — Bornin Mallow,  County 
of  Cork,  Ireland,  January  2,  1805;  emi- 
grated to  Baltimore,  Maryland,  with  his 
father  in  1817.  In  that  city  he  was  ap- 
prenticed to  the  trade  of  a  shoemaker,  and 
during  his  term  of  service  did  what  he 
could  to  obtain  an  education,  and  was  an 
attendant  at  the  Asbury  Sunday  School. 
In  1826  he  emigrated  to  the  West ;  in  18ol 
opened  a  store  in  Madison  County,  Illinois ; 
in  1836  was  elected  to  the  State  Legisla- 
tui-e;  in  1838  he  was  elected  by  the  Legis- 
lature Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works ;  re-elected  and  made  President  of 
the  Board;  iu  1841  he  was  appointed  by 


President  Harrison  Register  of  the  Land 
Office  at  Dixon,  Illinois,  where  he  remained 
until  1845;  soon  afterwards  settled  iu  St. 
Louis,  2kIissouri,  resuming  the  nurcautile 
bu.-iness ;  became  engaged  in  insurauce 
companies;  organized  and  was  President 
of  a  savings  institution  and  a  bank;  iu 
1857  was  appointed  by  President  Bucbanau 
Postmaster  of  St.  Louis,  serving  his  wbole 
term;  and  in  1""64  lie  was  elected  a  Repre- 
seutative  from  Missouri  to  tlie  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  seiving  on  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means  and  the  Speeial  Com- 
mittee on  the  Civil  Service.  He  is  the 
author  of  two  j)ublications — on  the  "Re- 
sources of  Mi.-soiiri"  and  on  the  "Com- 
merce and  Manufactures  of  St.  Louis." 

Hogan,  "William. — He  was  a  K'epre- 
sentative  in  Ct'ngie>s,  from  New  York, 
from  1831  to  1833. 

Hoge,  John. — He  was  a  Representative 

in  Congros,  tVoni  Pennsylvania,  from 
IS(»4  to  lH'5,  for  the  unexpired  term  uf 
William  Hoge. 

Hoge,  Joseph  P. — He  wa.s  born  in 
Ohio;  and  having  removed  to  lllinoi.H,  wan 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  Iroin  1843  to  1^47. 

Hoge,  "William- — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
Ibtil  to  18U4,  when  he  resigned,  and  again 
from  18U7  to  I80i>.

I  tive    in    Congress,    from   Tennessee,    from 

1817  to  18iy.

j  Holbrook,  E.  D. — He  was  bom  iu 
Elyiia,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  iu  l-IUJ;  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education  ;  studied 
and  adopted  the  profession  ot  law  ;  and 
having  emigrated  to  Idaho,  was  elected  a 
Delegate  from  that  Territory  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress. 

Holcomb,  George. — He  was  born  iu 
Lambertsville,  Hunterdon  County,  New 
Jersey,  in  17b6  ;  graduated  at  Princeton 
College  in  18U5;  adopted  the  medical  pro- 
fession, and  practiced  it  with  succes.H  ju 
Allentown;  was  a  member  of  the  Stuto 
Legislature  in  1*'I5;  receive<l  from  tiie 
University    of   Maiylaud    the    degree    ul' 
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M.  D. ;  was  a  Representative  in  Conj^ress, 
iVuin  New  Jersey,  from  ]&-il  to  lf^::i8;  and 
died  at  Allentown,  January  14,  IS2S. 

Holladay,  Alexander  R— TTo  was 
born  in  \'ir<;-iiiia,  and  was  a  K'oprcsentative 
in  Cono'it'ss,  tVoiii  that  State,  t'roni  1841)  to 
1853,  and  was  Chairman,  durinj]^  his  first 
term,  of  the  Committee  on  Expenditures 
in  the  Navy  Department. 

Holland,  Cornelius. — Horn  July  9, 
1782;  cstalilishcd  liiiiiself  as  a  pliysician 
at  Canrou,  Elaine;  was  a  meudjer  of  the 
Maine  Constitutional  Convention  of  1819; 
a  member  of  the  State  Legishiture  in  ]&iO 
and  iS2l  ;  and  a  State  Senator  in  1&22, 
1825,  and  1826  He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congfress,  from  Maine,  from  1831  to 
1833,  serving  on  the  Comuiittt'e  on  Elec- 
tions, as  well  as  on  the  Connnittee  of  Rep- 
resentation under  the  Eifth  Census. 

Holland,  James. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Cong-ress,  from  North  Carolina, 
from  J7'J5  to  1797,  and  again  from  18U1  to 
1811. 

Holleman,  Joel. — Bom  in  the  Coujity 
of  Isle  of  Wight,  Virginia,  October  1,  1799; 
was  educated  at  Chapel  Ilill,  North  Caro- 
lina; taught  school  for  some  years,  and 
then  studied  law,  in  the  practice  of  which 
he  was  successful;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1839 
to  1840,  when  he  resigned,  "because  he 
coiild  not  represent  the  feelings  and  wishes 
of  a  majority  of  his  constituents."  He 
was  subsequently  in  the  State  Legislature 
for  several  years,  and  Speaker  of  the  House 
when  he  died,  August,  1844. 

Holley,  John  M. — He  was  born  in 
Saulsbury,  Connecticut,  in  November, 
18U2;  graduated  at  Yale  CoUege  in  1822; 
removed  to  New  York  and  came  to  the  bar 
in  1825 ;  was  a  member  of  the  New  York 
Assembly  from  1838  to  1841  ;  and  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1847  to  1848.  He  died  at  Jack- 
sonville, Elorida,  March  8,  1848,  before  the 
expiration  of  his  term. 

Holman,  "William  S.— Born  in  Verds- 
town,  Indiana.  Si'ptember6,  1822;  receive4 
a  good  English  education  at  common 
schools;  adopted  the  profession  of  law; 
was  a  mend)er  of  the  Convention  to  revise 
.the  Constitution  of  Indiana  in  IfibO;  was 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  in  1851  ; 
was  a  J  udge  of  the  Court  of  Counnon  Pleas 
from  1852  to  1 850  ;  and  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  Indiana  to  the  Thirty-sixth 


Congress,  serving  as  a  mend>cr  of  tin; 
Coumiittee  on  Revohitionary  Claims,  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Claims:  and 
he  was  also  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  ou 
Claims. 

Holmes,  Elias  B.— Born  in  Fletcher, 
Vermont,  May  27,  J-(»7.  He  commenced 
life  as  a  teacher,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty 
emigrated  to  Monroe  C<»unty,  New  York, 
where  he  Htudied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
})ractice  in  l.'^3().  He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  lf^45  to 
1849. 

Holmes,  Gabriel.  — I >orn  in  Sampson 
County,  North  Carolina;  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congre.ss,  tVom  North  Caniiiiia, 
from  1"^25  to  1829.  Educated  at  Harvard 
University,  and  was  a  lawyer  by  profession. 
He  was  in  the  State  Senate  in  l^io",  and 
Governor  of  the  State  in  1821.  He  died 
September  20,  1829,  in  Sampson  County, 
North  Carolina,  aged  sixty-Hve  years. 

Holmes,  Isaac  E,— Bom  in  Cliarleston, 
South  Carolina,  April  5,  1790;  eduwited  at 
the  best  schools  of  liis  native  city,  and 
graduated  with  honors  at  Yale  College  in 
1815;  he  studied  law,  and  was  ailmitted  to 
the  bar  in  1818,  in  Charleston.  He  wa.s 
one  of  the  originators  of  the  "Soutii  Caro- 
lina Association  ;  "  and  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature  in  182().  For  a  time  he 
devoted  himself  to  planting,  but  liis  m«»st 
distinguished  public  service  was  as  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  South  Can)- 
lina,  from  l8:)9  to  1^51,  during  which  period 
he  served  with  ability  at  the  head  of  the 
Committees  of  Commerce  and  the  Navy, 
and  also  on  that  for  Foreign  AHairs.  He 
subsequently  took  up  his  residence  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

Holme.s,  John. — He  was  born  on  Cape 
Cod  in  March,  1773;  gra<luated  at  Browu 
University  in  1790;  studied  law,  and  com- 
menced the  practice  in  Alfred,  Maine,  in 
1799;  was  a  mendjcr  of  the  Massachu.»ietts 
Legislature  in  IS(2  and  JHt3,  and  State 
Senator  from  1813  to  1-^17;  wasa  Boundary 
Commissioner  under  the  Treaty  of  1^'I5; 
was  a  meud)er  of  the  Convention  to  form 
the  ConstitutidU  (tf  Maine,  and  Cliairman 
of  the  Comnuttee  that  drafted  the<lo(uinent 
in  182(t;  having  been  a  Representative  in 
Ci)ngress,  from  ^Massachusetts,  from  1"'I7 
to  l'-'2(>;  and  he  was  a  Senator  in  (_'ongress, 
from  Maine,  fr<»m  1820  to  1K53.  For  a 
jiart  of  1829,  and  from  18:^1  to  I8;i.-',  he  wa,-* 
a  member  of  the  Maine  Legislature;  and 
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he  was  United  States  District  Attorney  for 
Maine  from  1841  till  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred at  Portland,  July  7,  1843.  He  was 
a  prominent  member  of  the  bar  for  forty 
years,  and  distinguished  for  his  eloquence 
and  wit. 

Holmes,  Sidney  T. — He  was  born  in 
Schaghticoke,  Kensselaer  County,  New- 
York,  in  August,  1815;  settled  with  his 
father  in  Morrisville,  Madison  County,  in 
J8J9,  where  he  always  resided;  received 
an  academical  education  ;  studied  law,  and 
came  to  the  bar  in  1841,  prior  to  which 
date  he  spent  five  years  as  a  civil  engineer; 
was  twice  appointed  Loan  Coi'nmissioner 
for  Madison  County,  1848  and  l-^.'jd;  in 
1851  was  eh^cted  Judge  and  .Surrogate  for 
the  same  County,  and  re-elected  in  1855 
and  1859,  serving  until  18()4 — altogether  a 
period  of  twelve  years.  In  l-<)4  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  N(4\v  Ynrk  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Public  Lauds  and  Kevu- 
lutionary  Pensions. 

Holmes,  Uriel. — He  gra<luated  at  Yale 
College  in  ]7>^1,  and  was  a  Kcj)reseiitative 
in  Congress,  from  Connecticut,  from  l-'IT 
to  18J8,  when  he  resigned.  He  died  in 
18-27. 

Holsey,  Hopkins. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia  in  1799,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  \>'.i7  to 
1889.  He  subsetpiently  edited  the  Atheiis 
Banner,  and  tilled  a  large  space  in  the 
politics  of  Georgia.  Died  iu  Columbus, 
Georgia,  March  31,  1859. 

Holt,  Orrin. — He  was  born  in  Connec- 
ticut, and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  that  State  in  183(i,  to  till  an  unexpired 
term,  and  from  1837  to  1839. 

Holten,  Samuel. — Born  in  Danvers, 
Massachusetts,  June  9,  1738,  and  was  bred 
a  physician.  During  the  Revolution  he 
zealously  espoused  the  cause  of  his  country, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  old  Congress 
from  1778  to  1787,  otiiciating  at  one  time 
as  its  President ;  and  he  also  signed  the 
Articles  of  Confederation.  He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative, under  the  Constitution,  from 
1793  to  1795;  and  spent  the  closing  years 
of  his  life  as  Judge  of  Probate  for  Essex 
County,  and  died  January  2,  1816. 

Hook,  Enos. — He  was  bom  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1839  to 
1841. 


Hooks,      Charles. — Born     in     Bertie 

County,  North  Carolina;  served  t\n- numy 
yejirs  in  the  State  Legislature ;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress  during  the 
years  l"^l()  and  l"^!?,  and  from  1819  to 
l>"25.  He  siibseipu-ntly  removed  to  Ala- 
bama, where  he  died  iu  1851. 

Hooper,  Samuel. — Was  born  in  Mar- 
blehead,  Massachusetts,  Kebrnary  :?,  l-i',-'; 
received  his  education  in  that  town  :  spent 
four  years  in  a  counting-room  in  Boston ; 
snbse«[uenfly  made  repeated  vists  to  Kurope 
and  the  West  Indies,  atti-nding  to  com- 
mercial business;  and  in  If^lWsettUd  linally 
in  Boston  as  a  ujerchant,  chi«'tly  engaged 
iu  the  China  trade,  tiie  last  liou^e  of  which 
he  formed  a  jiart  liaving  long  b«-eu  known 
as  William  Applettm  A:  Co.  In  1-51  lu) 
was  elected  to  the  State  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, served  tliree  y»ars,  and  ileelineil 
a  re-eh'ctioii ;  iu  I.*'57  was  i-leete<l  «o  tiie 
State  Senate,  and  dt'dineil  to  serve  a  second 
term  ;  iu  I  Nil  he  wa.s  electetl  a  Representa- 
tive from  Massachusetts  to  till  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignatitiu  »>f  William  Ap- 
pleton  in  the  Thirty-seveutli  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  of  Wavs  and 
Means  ;  and  in  IS4t2  lie  was  re-flectt^d  to 
the  Tliirty-eighth  Congress,  .serving  on  tli- 
same  Conunittee.  Ke-elected  to  tlie  Thirty  - 
ninth  C»>ngri>s,  serving  on  the  Commietet- 
of  Ways  and  Means,  Hanking  and  Cui- 
rency,  and  the  Debts  of  the  l^oyul  State-. 
In  July,  JftJG,  lie  received  from  Howard 
University  the  degree  of  Master  ttf  Arts,  lu* 
"founder  of  the  school  of  mines." 

Hooper,  "William. — He  wa.s  born  in 
BaBton  June  17,  174J:  graduated  at  Hai- 
vard  Tniversity  in  17«;i»;  studied  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  ;  iu  I7l)<»  he  Mttled 
in  Wilmington,  North  Carolina;  in  1770 
he  ha<l  the  courage  to  instij^ate  severe 
measures  against  three  thousand  Rtj^'iilalurs 
in  that  .State,  which  cau-.ed  their  disper.siun  ; 
iu  1773  he  was  elected  to  the  ."^lale  As- 
sembly. He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  fr«un  1774  to  1777,  and 
signed  the  D'*claration  of  Independence  ; 
in  1770  he  was  a  member  of  the  Hills- 
borough  and  Halifax  Convention;  in  17.-7 
he  retired  from  public  life,  and  died  iu 
October,  179i». 

Hooper,  "W.  H. — Born  in  Cambridge, 
Dorchester  County,  Maryland,  l)eceuil)er 
25,  1813;  received  a  common  sehoul  ♦•du- 

cation;   was  for  several  y«ars  -  '     :     i 

store  at  Baltimore  ;   when  s<vi  i 
of  age  built  a  schooner  ;  was  t".pr  ~  .s 

a  merchant  on  tin-  Eastern  Shore  oi  Mary- 
land;  emigrated  to  llliuois  iu  18^,  from 
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which  time  until  1849  he  was  enp^aj^ed  in 
mercantile  pursuits  and  steamboatint;^  on 
the  Mississippi.  In  IrfoO  he  removed  to 
Utah  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Lep^isluturc, 
and  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Territory  ;  and 
in  1859  entered  the  Tliirty-sixth  Congress 
as  a  Dcli'gate  from  the  Territory  of  Utali ; 
and  was  re-elected  a  Delegate  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress. 

Hopkins,  George  "W. — r>orn  in  Gooch- 
land County,  Virginia,  February  '^2,  1S()4. 
He  was  educatt^d  at  tlie  "  old  field  schools" 
of  that  day,  and  for  some  years  alternately 
taught  school  and  studied  law.  During 
the  years  18:^a  and  IS'M  he  served  in  the 
House  of  Delegates,  and  was  elected  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress  in  1835,  and 
was  re-elected  until  1847,  serving' during 
one  session  as  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  after  whicli  lie  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Polk  Charge  d'Atfaires 
of  the  United  States  to  Portugal.  On  his 
return  from  Europe,  in  1849,  he  went  a 
second  time  into  the  House  of  Delegates 
of  Virginia,  and  was  elected  Speaker  of  the 
House.  He  was  subserpiently  elected  a 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  iu  1857 
was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Relations.  Died  March  2,  1861, 
at  which  time  he  was  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Legislature. 

Hopkins,  Samuel. — He  was  born  in 
Albemarle  County,  Virginia.  He  served 
with  distinction  in  the  Revolutionary  Avar, 
Laving  fought  at  Princeton,  Trenton,  Mon- 
mouth, Brandywine,  and  Germantown, 
and  also  as  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  a  Vir- 
ginia regiment  at  the  siege  of  Charleston. 
He  removed  to  Kentucky  in  1797,  and 
served  a  number  of  years  in  the  Slate 
Legislature;  in  1812  led  two  thousand 
troops  against  the  Kickapoo  Indians ;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Kentucky,  from  1813  to  1815.  He  died  at 
an  advanced  age  in  October,  1819. 

Hopkins,  Samuel  M. — He  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  1791,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  \'ork, 
from  1813  to  1815.  He  was  an  eminent 
lawj'er,  and  much  res])ected  as  a  i>liilan- 
thropist  and  a  Christian.  He  died  at 
Geneva,  New  York,  October  8,  1837,  aged 
sixty-live  years. 

Hopkins,  Stephen. — He  was  born  in 
Scituatc,  Massachusetts,  March  7,  17(i7; 
was  brought  up  a  farmer  ;  in  1742  removed 
to  Providence  and  entered  the  mercantile 
business ;  from  1751  to  1754  he  was  Chief 


Justice  of  the  Superior  Court ;  in  1755  he 
was  elected  Gi)VLMiu»r  of  the  State,  and 
with  the  exception  of  four  years  served 
until  1708.  He  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  1774  to  1777, 
and  also  in  177;^,  and  was  a  signer  of  tlie 
Di'claration  of  Independence.  In  I7(t5  he 
published  by  orderut  tlie  Assembly  "  Kights 
of  tlie  Colonies  K.\amined,  and  an  Account 
of  Providence,"  iu  two  volumes.  Died 
July  13,  1785. 

Hopkinson,  Francis. — I>orn  in  Phila- 
deljiliia  in  1737;  his  father  died  when  lio 
was  fourteen  years  of  age,  and,  after  having 
been  taught  by  his  mother,  he  entered  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  wiiere  he  grad- 
uated. He  stmlied  law,  but  was  fond  of 
the  fine  arts,  and  indulged  in  liiimorous 
satire.  In  1705  lie  visited  Kiig!and.  and 
remained  there  two  years.  On  the  breaking 
out  of  the  Kevolution  he  reiidercnl  good 
service  to  the  American  cause  by  the  power 
of  his  pen.  He  was  a  signer  of  the  Do- 
claration  of  Independence  ;  a  Delegate  from 
New  Jersey  to  tlie  Continental  Congress  iu 
1770  and  1777;  he  was  a  .ludge  of  the 
Admiralty  Court;  and  subse(piently  a 
Judge  of'  the  United  States  District  Court. 
Died  of  apoplexy  May  9,  1791. 

Hopkinson,  Joseph.— Horn  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania,  November  12,  I77(»; 
was  educated  at  the  University  of  his  native 
State,  from  which  institution,  as  well  as 
from  Nassau  Hali  and  Harvard  University, 
he  subsequently  received  the  degree  of 
LL.D.  He  studied  law,  and  commenced 
to  practice  at  the  age  of  twenty  at  Kaston, 
and  afterwards  at  Phihidelphia,  and  became 
eminent  iu  his  profession.  He  was  tlie 
leading  counsel  of  Dr.  Rush  in  his  famous 
suit  against  William  Cobbett  in  1799,  and 
was  also  engaged  by  Judge  Chase  in  his 
impeachment  case  before  the  United  Stales 
Senate.  In  l.-^15  lie  was  a  Repiesentnlivo 
iu  Congress  from  Pennsylvania,  and  served 
until  1819,  after  which' he  resided  in  Bor- 
dentown,  New  Jersey,  until  appointed  by 
President  John  Quiiicy  Adams  Ju.lge  of 
the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania,  when 
he  relumed  to  Pliiladelphia,  and  held  this 
office  until  liis  death.  In  1^37  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention 
of  the  State ;  was  one  of  the  Trustees  of 
llie  Universitv  of  Pennsylvania  ;  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  I'Miiladeliihia  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts,  and  Vice-President  of  the  American 
Philosophical  Society.  He  published  many 
interesting  addresses,  and  wrote  the  song 
"Hail,  Columbia."  He  died  at  Phila- 
delpliia,  January  15,  1842. 
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Horn,  Henry. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Coofrress.  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1831  to  1833. 

Hornbeck,  John  "W. — He  was  a  native 
of  Xew  Jer>ey,  and  a  jrradnate  of  Union 
Colleg-e,  New  York.  Removed  to  Penn- 
sylvania, and  tnrned  his  attention  to  the 
profession  of  law.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Honse  of  Representatives  in  Cono^ress, 
from  Pennsylvania,  from  1847  to  1848,  and 
died  at  AUeutown,  Penn.sylvania,  January 
16,  1848. 

Hornblo-wer,  Josiah. — Born  in  Staf- 
fordshire, Eno-land,  in  IT'J'J.  Did  nut  re- 
ceive a  university  edueation,  but  was  a 
great  student,  and  made  him^^elf  acquainted 
with  many  important  branches  of  science, 
and  adopted  the  profession  of  civil  enp:i- 
neering'.  In  1751  he  came  to  America  to 
build  a  steam  entjine  at  the  copper  mines 
near  Belleville,  New  Jersey.  Tiiis  is  said 
to  have  been  the  first  engine  built  in  Nurtii 
America.  lie  became  interested  in  miner- 
alogy and  miuing.  He  espoused  the  cause 
of  American  independence;  was  several 
years  in  the  .State  Legislature,  serving  as 
Speaker;  and  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress,  frouj  17.-')  to  17845.  He 
was  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  loug  period, 
and  in  17'J8was  appointed  Judge  of  Kssex 
County  Court,  whicli  position  he  held  till  his 
death,  Avhich  occurred  January 'J  1,  18uy. 

Horsey,  Outerbridge.— He  was  a  na- 
tive of  Delawaie,  and  born  in  1777;  after 
completing  his  classical  education,  he  stud- 
ied law,  under  James  A.  Bayard,  and  rose 
to  euuueiice  in  his  profession.  He  was  for 
many  years  Attorney  General  of  the  State, 
and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Dela- 
ware, from  181U  to  18'2I.  He  died  at  Need- 
wood,  Maryland,  June  9,  1842. 

Horton,  Thomas  R. — He  was  boni  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1855  to 
1857. 

Horton,  Valentine  B. — He  was  bom  at 
Windsor,  Venuont,  January '.^9,  18U2;  was 
educated  at  Partridge's  Military  Academy, 
in  that  State;  and  atter  that  institution  was 
removed  to  ^Middletown,  Connecticut,  he 
became  a  teacher  therein.  He  studied  law 
at  Middletown,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1830,  after  which  he  removed  to  and 
practiced  his  profession  in  Pittsburg,  He 
removed  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in  1833,  where 
he  followed  his  profession  for  two  years, 
and  in  18;io  removed  to  Pomeroy,  Ohio,  his 
present  residence,  where  he  engaged  in  miu- 


ing and  manufacturing.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Ohio  Constitutional  Convention  of 
18.">0,  and  in  1.-.54  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative to  tlie  Thirty-fourth  Congress, 
and  was  re-elected  to  tlie  Thirty-tit'tli,  his 
business  affairs  causing  him  to  decline  a 
nomination  for  the  next  Congress.  Ho 
was,  however,  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tee of  Ways  and  Means.  In  181(1  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Peace  Congress,  held  iu 
"Washington. 

Hosford,  Jedediah.— He  was  born  in 
Vermont,  and  having  removed  to  New 
Ytirk,  was  electe«l  a  Representativ*'  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  IS') I  to  1p^53. 

Hosmer,  Hezekiah  L.— He  was  a  Ren- 
resentativi'  in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  171J7  to  179t>. 

Hosmer,  Titua. — He  was  a  Delegate, 
from  Connecticut,  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, fmm  1775  to  1779,  and  was  a  signer 
of  the  Articles  of  Confederation. 

I  Hostetter,  Jacob.— He  was  born  iu 
York,  Pennsylvania,  and  wa.>  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1819  to  1821. 

Hotchkiss,  Giles  "W.— A  lawyer  by  jtro- 
fes>ion;  and  in  l"^trj  he  was  elected  a  Kep- 
resentative,  tVom  New  York,  U>  the  Thirty- 
eightli  Congiess,  serving  as  a  meiidter  of 
the  Cunnnittees  on  Claims,  and  on  Private 
Land  Claims.  Re-eU-cted  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  4»n  the  Cotnmitteea 
on  Claims,  and  Private  Land  Claims. 

Houck,  Jacob,  Jr.— He  was  In.rn  in 
New  York,  an«l  was  a  IvVpres«-ntalive  in 
Cungros,  fi.ini  1~41  to  1-43. 

Hough,  David. — He  was  a  Represent  i 
tive  in  Congress,  from  New  Hampshire, 
from  1803  to  18U7. 

Hough,  "WilPam  J. — He  was  born  in 
New  York;  served  in  the  Assembly  of  that 
State,  in  1835  and  1836;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1845  to  1847. 

Houston,  George  S.— He  was  burn  In 
Williamson  County,  Tetmessee,  .lanuary 
17,  l-il,  but  removed,  when  tpiite  young, 
to  the  Fifth  Congressional  Distiict  <)f  Ala- 
bama, where  he  was  edueate«l,  and  has 
since  resided.  Soon  alter  attaining  the  age 
of  twenty-one,  he  was  admitted  t4)  the  bar, 
and  elected  to  the  Alabama  Legislature, 
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and  sensed  two  sessions:  be  was  also,  for 
a  time,  Attorney  for  the  State,  or  Solicitor; 
and  was  a  second  time  elected  to  the  Lefi^is- 
lature.  He  was  elected  a  Kcprescntativt;  to 
Cons'ress,  in  1841,  and  continued  t<»  serve, 
by  successive  elections,  until  1SU»,  when 
he  voluntarily  retired,  for  the  purpose  of 
resuming  the  practice  of  law.  He  was 
again  elected  to  Congress,  in  1851,  and 
subsequently  re-elected,  serving  on  several 
of  the  leading  Committees,  and  officiating 
during  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress  as  ('hair- 
man  of  the  Conmiittee  on  the  Judiciary; 
having,  during  a  former  session,  acted  as 
Chairnum  of  tlie  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Special  Committee  of  Thirty-three.  With- 
drew in  February,  18G1. 

Houston,  John. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  (icorgia  to  the  Continental  Congress, 
from  1775  to  1777. 

Houston,  John  W. — Born  in  Sussex 
County,  Delaware;  studied  at  Newark 
Academy,  and  graduated  at  Yale  College 
in  1834.  He  studied  law  with  John  M. 
Clayton,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1837.  He  was  Secretary  of  State  in  1841  ; 
and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Delaware,  from  1845  to  1851.  He  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Peace  Congress  of  1861. 

Houston,  Sam. — Born  in  Rockbridge 
County,  Virginia,  March  2,  1793.  He  lost 
his  father  when  quite  young,  and  his  mother 
removed  with  her  family  to  the  banks  of  the 
Tennessee,  at  that  time  the  limit  of  civiliza- 
tion. Here  he  received  but  a  scanty  educa- 
tion ;  he  passed  several  years  among  the 
Cherokee  Indians,  and,  in  fact,  through  all 
his  life,  he  seems  to  have  held  opinions 
with  Rousseau,  and  retained  a  predilection 
for  life  in  the  wilderness.  After  having 
served  for  a  time  as  clerk  to  a  country  trader, 
and  kept  a  school,  in  1813  he  enlisted  in  the 
army,  and  served  under  General  Jackson, 
in  the  war  with  the  Creek  Indians.  He 
distinguished  himself  on  several  occasions, 
and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war  he  had 
risen  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  but  soon 
resigned  his  commission,  and  connnenced 
the  study  of  law  at  Nashville.  It  was  about 
this  time  that  he  began  his  political  life. 
After  holding  several  minor  offices  in  Ten- 
nessee, he  was,  in  1823,  elected  to  Con- 
gress, and  continued  a  member  of  that 
body  until,  in  1827,  he  became  Governor 
of  Tennessee.  In  1821),  before  the  ex[)i ra- 
tion of  his  gubernatorial  term,  he  resigned 
his  office,  and  wdnt  to  take  uj)  his  abode 
among  the  Cherokees  in  Arkansas.  Dur- 
ing his  residence  among  the  Indians,  he 


became  acquainted  with  the  frauds  prac- 
ticed upon  them  by  the  government  airents, 
and  undertook  admission  to  Wiishingtou 
for  the  purpose  of  exposing  them.  In  the 
execution  of  this  proj.'ct,  he  met  with  hut 
little  success;  li<-  l)eciime  involved  ill  law- 
suits, and  returned  to  iiis  Indian  friends. 
Dining  a  visit  to  Texas  he  whs  recpiested 
to  allow  his  name  to  ho  used  in  the  can- 
vass, for  a  Convention  which  was  to  meet 
to  form  a  C<uistitution  for  Texas,  prior  to 
its  admission  iiUo  the  Mexican  I'nion.  Ho 
consented,  and  was  unuiiimously  elected. 
The  Constitution  drawn  u|t  Ity  the  Conven- 
tion was  rejected  by  Santa  Anna,  at  that 
time  in  power,  and  the  disatlectioii  of  the 
Texans  caused  thereby  was  still  furtluT 
heighteiu'd  by  a  demand  ujioii  them  to  give 
up  their  arms.  They  determined  upon  a  re- 
sistance; a  militia  was  organized,  and  Aus- 
tin, the  founder  of  the  colony,  was  e!ecte<l 
commander-in-chief,  in  which  office  he  was 
shortly  after  succeeded  i)y(  General  Houst«»n. 
He  c(mducted  the  war  with  vigor,  and  final- 
ly brought  it  to  asuccessful  termination  l»y 
the  battle  of  San  .Jacinto,  which  was  t'ought 
in  April,  I83().  In  May,  I83ii.  he  signed  a 
treaty  acknowledging  the  indepi-nilence  of 
Texas,  and  in  October  of  the  saiiM-  year  he 
was  inaugurated  the  Hrst  President  of  the 
Republic.  At  the  end  of  his  term  of  office, 
as  the  same  person  could  not  conslitution- 
ally  be  elected  President  twice  in  success- 
ion, he  became  a  member  of  the  Texas  Con- 
gress. In  1841,  however,  he  was  again 
elevated  to  the  Presidential  chair.  During 
the  whole  time  that  he  held  that  office  it 
was  his  favorite  policy  to  etft'ct  the  annex- 
ation of  Texas  to  the  Pnited  Stati-s,  but  lie 
retired  from  office  before  he  saw  the  con- 
summation of  his  wishes.  In  184(5  Texas 
became  one  of  the  States  of  the  riiion,  and 
Geueral  Houston  was  elected  to  the  Senate, 
of  which  hody  he  leinained  a  inemher  until 
1859,  the  close  of  the  Thirty-liith  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs.  In  18.59  he  was  elected  (iovernor 
of  Texas.  Died  in  Huntersville,  Texjis, 
July  25,  1863. 

Houston,  William. — He  wa.s  a  Dele- 
gate' from  (ieorgia  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  1781  to  1787,  and  was  a  meinbor 
of  the  Convention  which  formed  the  Fe<le- 
ral  Constitution,  hut  did  not  sign  the  instru- 
ment. 

Houston,  William  C— He  graduated 
at  Princrt'm  ('oll<g»'  in  I7<>-^;  was  a  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics  in  the  same;  and  a 
Delegate,  from  New  Jersey,  to  flii'  Conti- 
nental Congress,  from  1779  to  1782.  and 
again  in  1784  and  1785.     Died  in  1788. 
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Howard,  Benjamin.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative iu  Cougress,  from  Kentucky, 
from  1807  to  ]8](>,  when  he  was  appointed 
Governor  of  Indiana  Territory.  He  was 
appointed  Brigadier  General  in  the  United 
States  Army  in  1813;  and  was  once  Gov- 
ernor of  Missouri  Territory.  He  died  at 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  September  18,  1814. 

Howard,  Benjamin  C. — He  was  bom 

in  Maryland;  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  18uy  ;  and  was  a  Keprescntative  in 
Congress,  from  Maryland,  from  1829  to 
1833,  and  again  from  J  835  to  183'J.  He 
was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  Peace  Congress 
of  1861. 

Howard,  Jacob  M. — He  was  bom  in 

Shaftsbury,  Vcnndnt,  July  lU,  1805;  was 
educated  at  the  Academies  of  Bennington 
and  Brattleboroujfh,  and  at  Williams'  Col- 
lege, wdiere  he  graduated  in  l'':iii;  studied 
law,  and  taught  in  an  academy  in  Mas- 
sachusetts for  a  time;  removed  to  Midiigau 
in  1832,  and  came  to  the  bar  of  that  Ter- 
ritory in  1833;  in  1^38  lie  was  a  meinUr 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State;  from  1^41 
to  1843  he  was  a  Kepreseutative  in  Con- 
gress from  Michigan;  iu  ISj4  he  was 
elected  Attorney  General  of  the  State, 
twice  re-elected,  and  sen'iiig  in  all  six 
years;  and  in  18(3*2  he  was  elected  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  in  the  place  of  K.  S 
Bingham,  deceased,  for  the  term  ending  In 
18t)5,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  C<»ui- 
mittee  on  the  Pacitic  liailroad,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Conunittees  on  Military 
Atfairs,  the  Judiciary,  and  Private  Laud 
Claims.  He  was  re-elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress  for  the  terai  commencing  in 
1865,  and  ending  in  1871  ;  serving  on  the 
Library  Counnittee,  that  on  Mines  and 
Mining,  and  those  on  Private  Land  Claims, 
the  Library,  and  the  Special  Joint  Coui- 
mittee  on  the  Rebellious  States. 

Howard,  John  Eager. — He  was  bom 

June  4,  1T5J,  in  Baltimure  County,  Mary- 
laud  ;  and  graduated  at  Princeton  College. 
He  entered  the  army  iu  1776,  as  a  Captain 
in  the  regiment  of  Colonel  J.  C.  Hall;  in 
the  following  year  he  was  promoted,  till 
finally  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of 
the  Second  Maryland  Regiment.  He  was 
an  etticient  coadjutor  of  (Jieene  during  the 
campaign  in  the  South,  distinguishing 
himself  at  the  battle  of  Cowpens,  when, 
says  Lee,  "he  seized  the  critical  moment, 
and  turned  the  fortune  of  the  day;"  also 
at  Guilford,  and  tlie  Eutaws.  He  was  in 
the  engagement  of  White  Plains,  German- 
town,  Monmouth,  Camden,  and  Hobkirk's 
Hill.     Having  been  trained  to  the  infantry 


service,  he  was  remarkably  aj)t  at  charg- 
ing into  close  battle  with  tixed  bayonet; 
at  Cowpens  this  m(»de  of  fighting  was  re- 
sorted to  for  the  first  time  iu  the  war,  and 
in  this  battle  he  had  in  his  hands  at  one 
time  the  swords  of  seven  officers  who  liad 
surrendered  to  him  personally.  On  this 
occasion  he  saved  the  lite  t)t  the  liritish 
General  O'Hara,  whom  he  found  clinging 
to  his  stirrup  antl  asking  ([uarter.  When 
the  army  was  disbanded  he  retir«'(l  to  hi-< 
patrimonial  estate  near  Baltiujore.  In  17-7 
he  wa;t  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, and  was  in  I7H-<  rho-ien  Governor  of 
Maryland,  and  held  the  otfice  three  years. 
He  was  a  Senator  of  the  I'nited  .^tate«J, 
from  Maryland,  from  I71.M)  to  l"^tK{,  and 
was  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Si'uate  In 
the  Sixth  Congress.  He  died  October  1-*, 
l-^,'7. 

How^ard,  Tilghman  A. — Born  near 
Pickensvillt'.  Si. nth  Carolina,  .N'ovi'mlnr 
14,  171^7.  He  received  a  limited  education, 
and  commenced  active  life  as  a  eltrrk  in  ti 
stort',  and  as  a  schoolmnster  ;  reujoved  to 
Tenness4-e  and  devot-il  himsflf  to  tin-  law; 
when  twenty-sevi-n  years  tif  age  wart 
elected  a  ntember  of  the  Tennes*w»'  Ix'gis- 
lature;  was  a  Ja(-k.S4>ii  Klector  in  H^U); 
dining  that  year  remove'l  to  Indiana,  and 
was  appointed,  by  President  Jackson,  Dis- 
trict .\it(iriu'y  tor  tlial  .*>iat«- ;  and  was  ap- 
poiuteil  Charge  d'AtVaires  to  Texa>  in  1*^44, 
in  which  Republic  he  died,  August  16, 
1844.  His  term  of  s^Tvice  as  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress  from  Indiana  wa»  from 
1839  to  1841. 

How^ard,  VoLney  B. — He  was  bom  in 

Norridgewock,  Miine  ;  stU'lied  law;  emi- 
grated to  Mississippi,  where  he  «lif.tin- 
guished  himstdf  as  an  editor,  and  fought 
two  duels,  tirst  with  .'^.  .S.  Pr<iitist,  mid 
next  with  Ooveruitr  McNutt ;  and  having 
emigrateil  to  Texas,  was  elected  a  Kep- 
reseutative in  Congress,  from  that  Stat«-. 
from  1849  to  1853. 

Howard,  William. — Born  in  Virginia, 
and  was  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Ohio,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress-*,  hvr\- 
ing  on  the  Committee  on  R^'visal  and  Un- 
finished Business. 

How^ard,  William  A. — He  was  born  in 
Vermont,  and  having  taken  up  his  n*- 
dence  in  Michigan,  was  elected  a  Mey 
resentative,  from  that  State,  to  th.'  Thirty- 
fourth  and  Thirty-tilth  Congresses,  and 
was  a  member  ol  the  Comiinit«-e  ol  \Va_> - 
and  M.-ans.  Having  c<>iit«-si«d  the  seat  • 
G.  B.  Cooper  iu  l80u,  he  became  a  meni- 
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ber  of  tlie  Thirty-sixth  Congress ;  servinj)^ 
as  a  liieniber  of  tlie  Select  Committee  of 
Thirty-three.  In  1861  lie  was  appointed,  by 
President  Lincoln,  Postmaster  at  Detroit. 

Howe,  John  W. — He  was  born  in  New 
llaiiiiishi'.e,  and  having- settled  in  I'ennsyl- 
vauia,  Avas  ehcted  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  1841)  to  1853. 

Ho'we,  Thomas  M. — He  a\  as  bom  in 

Vcrmunt,  and  having  .settled  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, was  elected  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  1851  to  1855.  He  was  for  many 
years  Cashier,  and  then  President,  of  the 
Exchange  liank  of  Pittsburg. 

Howe,   Thomas  Y.,  Jr. — He  was   a 

native  of  New  York,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1851  to  1853. 

Howe,  Timothy  O. — "Was  born  in 
Livevmore,  Oxford  County,  Maine,  Feb- 
ruary 7,  181(3;  received  an  academical 
education  at  the  Kcadtield  Seminary ; 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1839 ;  settled  at  Keadtield,  and  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Maine  in  1845 ; 
in  the  latter  part  of  that  year  he  removed 
to  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin;  Avas  elected  a 
Circuit  Judge  in  that  State  in  1850,  hold- 
ing the  office  until  1855,  when  he  resigned  ; 
and  in  18(51  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Wiscoi.sin,  for  the  term 
ending  in  1867  ;  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  Finance,  Conunerce,  Pensions,  and 
Claims,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Enrolled  Bills  and  of  that  on  the 
Library. 

Howell,  David. — Born  in  New  Jersey ; 
graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  1 7(J6.  Ke- 
nioving  to  Khode  Island,  he  was  ap[)ointed 
Professor  of  Mathematics,  and  afterwards 
of  Law,  in  Brown's  University.  Practiced 
law  in  Providence,  and  was  chosen  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  He  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress,  from  1762  to 
1785,  and  in  \6l2  was  appointed  District 
Judge  for  Khode  Island,  which  otKcc  he 
filled  .till  his  death.  He  died  in  1824,  aged 
seventy-seven  years. 

Howell,  Edward. — He  was  a  member 
of  the  New  York  Assembly  in  ]S'.>2,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1833  to  1835. 

Howell,  Elias. — He  was  born  in  New 
Jersey,  and  having  taken  up  his  residence 
in  Ohio,  was  elected  a  Kepresentative  in 
Conoress,  from  1835  to  1837. 


Howell,  Jeremiah  B.— He  was  a  na- 
tive of  Rluide  Island,  and  graduated  at 
Brown  I'niversity  in  17^•J;  was  a  Scnutor 
in  Congress,  frum  Rliode  Island,  from  Ij-^U 
to  1817,  and  died  in  162-2. 

Howell,  Nathaniel.— He  gra<luatel  at 
Princeton  College  in  11  f6,  and  wus  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  tVoni  New  York, 
irom  1813  to  181.'),  and  died  at  Canan- 
daigua,  New  York,  October  16,  it^l,  aged 
eighty-one  years. 

Howland,  Benjamin. —  He  was  a  na- 
tive of  Rhode  Island;  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  from  l^Ul  to 
]6{i[i,  and  died  6th  of  May,  18-Jl. 

How^ley,  Richard. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  (Jeorgia  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  178U  to  1781. 

Hubard,  Edmund  W.— He  was  bom  in 

Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress from  that  State,  from  1841  to  1847. 

Hubbard,  Asahel  W.— He  wa.s  born 
in  Iladdani,  (^'oJinei-ticut,  January  \6,  ]>l'J; 
received  a  district  school  etlucation:  removed 
to  Indiana  in  l6'.i6,  and  taught  school  for 
a  time  ;  studied  law  and  came  to  the  bar  in 
1841  ;  in  1847  he  was  elected  to  ihe  Indiana 
Legislature,  and  served  three  years  ;  in  lN")7 
he  removed  to  Iowa,  an<l  was  chi-sen  .ludge 
of  the  Fourth  Judicial  District  of  that  State; 
and  in  1862  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Iowa,  to  the  Thirty-i'ighth  Congress, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Conimittee  on 
Foreign  Affairs,  and  of  the  S[)ecial  Commit- 
tee to  visit  the  Indian  Trilns  ot  the  West. 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Counnittees  on  Public  Ex- 
penditures and  Indian  Atfairs. 

Hubbard,  Chester  D. — He  was  born 
in  llamden,  Connecticut,  November  '^5, 
1814  ;  removed  with  his  parents  to  Western 
Pennsylvania  in  1815;  thence  to  Wheeling, 
Virginia,  in  181U;  graduated  at  the  Wes- 
leyan  University  in  I84l>;  was  engaged  in 
the  lumber,  iron,  ami  banking  l)usine.ss; 
in  185*3  and  1853  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Virginia  Legislature  ;  wjvs  a  member  of  tlie 
Riclunond  (Jonvention  of  1861,  and  also  of 
the  Wheeling  Convention  of  the  same  year; 
served  one  term  in  the  Senate  of  Western 
Virginia  after  its  organization ;  was  a  Del- 
egate to  the  Baltimore  Convention  of  1>6U  ; 
was  the  Connnissioner  from  West  Virginia 
to  the  Soldiers'  National  Cemetery,  and 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  Wes- 
A'irgiuia  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Conunittees  on  Mauutac- 
tures  and  on  Banking  and  Currency. 
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Hubbard,    David.— He  was  born    in 

Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Alabama,  from  1839  to 
3841,  and  for  a  second  term,  from  1849  to 
1851. 

Hubbard,  Denias,  Jr. — Born  in  Win- 
field,  Connty  of  Herkimer,  New  York, 
January  17,  180C  ;  received  an  academical 
education;  Avas  devoted  to  farming  and 
the  practice  of  law  ;  was  for  many  years 
Supervisor  of  Chenango  county,  and  four 
years  Chairman  of  the  Board;  from  18:iS 
to  1840  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Le- 
gislature; and  in  18G4  he  was  elected  a 
Representative  from  New  York  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  the  Tost  Office  and  Post 
Roads. 

Hubbard,  Henry.— He  was  born  in 
Charlestown,  NVw  Hanipshiie,  May  :?, 
1784  ;  graduated  at  Dartmouth  Collcg.'  in 
1803;  studied  law,  and  connnenccd  practice 
in  Charlestown.  He  came  early  into  pub- 
lic life.  He  was  frequently  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislatuie,  and  for  some  years 
Speaker  of  the  House.  He  was  Judge  of 
Probate  for  Sullivan  County,  from  18-J7  to 
18"29;  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
1829  to  1835;  and  a  Senator  in  Congress 
from  1835  to  1841.  He  was  also  Governor 
of  New  Hampshire,  in  1842  and  1843;  and 
from  1846  to  1849  United  States  Assistant 
Treasurer  in  Boston.  For  a  part  of  the 
time,  during  the  Twenty-eiglith  Congress, 
he  was  chosen  S])eaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.  He  died  at  Charlestown, 
New  Hampshire,  June  5,  1857. 

Hubbard,  John  H.— He  was  bom  in 
Salisbury,  Litchlield  County,  Connecticut, 
in  1805;  received  a  good  common  school 
education  ;  studied  law  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1826,  and  was  a  regular 
practitioner  of  his  profession  until  1855. 
For  five  years  he  was  Attorney  for  the 
county  of  Litchfield;  was  twice  elected  to 
the  State  Senate;  and  early  in  18t33  he 
was  elected  a  Representative,  from  Con- 
necticut, to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Patents,  and 
Expenditures  in  the  Post  Otfice  Depart- 
ment. Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committees  on  Roads 
and  Canals  and  on  Patents. 

Hubbard,  Jonathan  H. — Bom  in  17(i8.

Hubbard,  Samuel  Dickinson.- Bom 
at  Middlett)wn,  Connecticut,  August  10, 
1799,  and  died  at  tlie  same  place,  October 
8,  l.S")5.  (Jrailuuted  at  Yale  College  in 
1819;  .studied  law,  but  did  not  practice, 
devoting  himself  chietly  to  the  manufac- 
turing t)usiness.  He  .served  as  a  Ivepre- 
sentative  through  the  Twenty-ninth  and 
Thirtieth  Congresses.  In  IS.VJ  h«'  was  ap- 
pointed Postnuister  (tenernl.  and  lu-ld  the 
otliee  until  tliu  close  of  President  Fill- 
more's administration,  after  which  he  re- 
tired to  private  lile.  He  was  zealous  in 
the  cause  of  education,  and  H<siHte«l  in  the 
establishment  of  the  City  High  School  at 
Miildletown. 

Hubbard,  Thomas  H— He  was  a  na- 
tive of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  and  a 
graduate  of  Yale  College  in  17!H.  Ho 
studied  law,  and  settled  at  Hamilton, 
Madison  County,  New  York,  and  was 
there  Surrogate  for  ten  years.  In  I  "^23  ho 
removed  to  I'tica,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Yt»rk,  from 
1^17  to  l*^  19,  and  from  1821  to  l'^23.  He 
was  cho-ieu  Presidential  El-ctor  in  HI 2, 
1844,  and  lrt.'i2.  He  died  in  I'tieu.  May 
2*2,  1857,  at^ed  seventy-six  years. 

Hubbell,  Edwin  N.— He  wa^  i.orn  in 
Coxsackie,  New  York,  .\ngust  13,  1-15;

He 
studied  law  at  Litchlield,  and  conmieuced 
to  practice  there,  where  he  remained  thirty 
years.

Twice  elected  Judofe  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  that  State  for  terms  of  three 
and  four  years;  was  one  of  the  Electors  at 
laro^e  in  the  Presidential  election  of  1844; 
elected  a  Rcjiresentative  to  the  Thirtieth 
Cono^ress,  and  served  two  years.  In  l'-'r)4

That  he  was  a  remarkable  man  is 
the  undisjiuted  verdict  of  his  countryineu 
throughout  the  Union.

Jackson,  Andrew. — Born  at  the  Wax- 
saAV  Settlement,  North  Carolina,  March  1;"), 
1767.  When  fourteen  years  of  age  he  left 
the  academy  where  he  had  been  placed  I 
and  entered  the  Revolutionary  army,  and  \ 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one  established  himself 
as  a  lawyer  in  Western  North  Carolina. 
When  that  part  of  the  country  became  a 
Territory,  in  1700,  President  Washington 
appointed  him  Attorney  of  the  United  States 
for  the  new  district.  When  said  Territory 
was  formed  into  the  State  of  Tennessee,  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Convention  which 
drcAv  up  the  new  Constitiition,  and  he  was 
immediately  chosen  a  Representative  iu 
Congress,  sers'iug  one  term,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  the  United  States  Senate, 
where  he  continued  until  17D8.

Early  in  the  American  h'evo 
lution  he  joined  tiu'  army;  in  177"'  was 
made  Brigade  Major;  and  iu  17"^1  com- 
nunided  the  Legionary  Corps  of  the  Slate 
of  (ieorgia.  When  the  British  evactinted 
Savannah,  July  12.  1782,  he  receive<l  the 
keys.  For  his  various  services,  the  A.s- 
sembly  of  the  State  presented  him  with  a 
house  and  lot  in  Savannah.     Ou  the  rettirn 
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of  peace  he  engaged  with  success  in  the 
practice  of  law  ;  in  ]780  he  fought  a  duel 
with  Lieutenant  Governor  Wells,  whom 
he  slew,  but  was  wounded  himself  in  both 
knees  ;  and  he  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention which  formed  the  first  Constitution 
of  Georgia.  He  was  chosen  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  in  1789  from  Georgia,  and 
soon  after  a  Senator,  which  office  he  re- 
signed in  1795.  He  was  Major  General  of 
the  Georgia  militia,  and  Governor  of  the 
State  from  1798  till  his  election  as  Senator 
in  1-;01.  He  died  March  18,  18o6,  aged 
forty-eight  years. 

Jackson,  James. — He  was  born  in 
Jeifer-oii  County,  Georgia,  in  ]'!'19;  grad- 
uated at  the  University  of  Georgia  in  IKJ7  : 
and  having  studied  law,  commenced  the 
practice  in  1840.  In  1842  he  wa-s  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  of  Georgia,  hold- 
ing the  office  one  year;  in  l>^-io  he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature,  and  re- 
elected to  the  same  position  in  1-47;  in 
1849  he  was  chosen  by  the  Legislature 
Judge  of  the  Western  Circuit  of  his  State, 
and  was  elected  te  the  same  office  by  the 
people  in  Ir^ii^,  and  again  in  l.-.'»7.  In  June 
of  that  year  he  wa.s  nominated  f»»r  Con- 
gress, resigned  his  judgeship,  and  in  Octo- 
ber following  was  elected  a  R<pres«utative 
to  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Conmiitte»-s  on  Claims  and 
Revolutionary  Claims.  Re-eiecfed  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress.  Resigned  in  Feb- 
ruary, 186J,  and  returned  to  Georgia. 

Jackson,  James  S. — He  was  bom  in 

Madison  Cuuuty,  Kentucky,  and  adopted 
the  profession  of  law.  He  served  in  the 
Mexican  war  as  a  Captain  of  volunteers. 
In  i8<JI  he  was  elected  a  Representative 
from  Kentucky  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress;  but,  while  the  Rebellion  was 
progressing,  he  recruited  a  regiiuent  of 
Kentucky  cavalry ;  was  subsequently  ap 
pointed  a  Brigadier  General,  and  Ma.s  killed 
at  the  battle  of  Perry ville,  in  I8d2,  bravely 
fighting  in  the  senice  of  his  country. 

Jackson,  John  G. — He  was  a  Repre 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
179.5  to  1797,  from  1799  to  1810,  and  again 
from  1813  to  1817. 

Jackson,  Jonathan. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Massachusetts  to  the  Continental 
Congress  in  178'2. 

Jackson,   Joseph  W. — He  was    fre- 

Cjuently  a  member  of  the  City  Council  of 
Savannah  ;  at  one  time  Mayor  of  the  citv; 
served   a  number  of  years  in   the  State 


Legislature;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  KtU  to  18,'»3. 
Died  at  .Savannah.  December  •2-"?.  1"?.j4. 

Jackson,  Richard,  jr. — Bom  in  1764, 
and  died  at  Providence,  April  18,  IKJ.8. 
He  was  a  memlK^r  of  Congress,  from  Rhode 
Island,  from  HH'^  to  l*^!.').  In  .arly  life 
lie  Wits  »-nguged  in  mercantile  bii>iness, 
and  was  auiong  the  first  in  this  country 
who  emV)arked  in  the  nmuufacture  of  cotton. 
He  filled  several  important  public  offices, 
and  was  distinguished  tor  his  benevolence. 

Jackson,  Thomas  B.— He  was  bom  in 
New  York,  and  wus  a  Representative  in 
C«»ngress.  from  that  State,  from  IKf?  to 
l'^4l  ;  and  was  also  for  three  years  a  mem- 
}>er  of  the  As.sen»bly  of  New  York.

mission  to  ICngiaud,  when  he  iiegMtiuted 
the  treaty  which  h.-ms  his  name.  \l>-  wjw 
Governor  of  New  York  from  17115  to  lHt|, 
after  whicii  lie  retired  to  private  life.  Died 
in  18-J9. 

Jayne,  William.— Born  in  Springfield, 
Illinois,  October  ."^,  ISJ));  adopted  the  pru- 
fessi(»n  of  meilicine,  and  practiced  eleven 
years  in  Springfield;  in  1.<>'J  was  electtnl 
^Mayor  of  that  city  ;  was  electeil  t«)  the 
State  Senate  in  18<li»  an<l  iMCd  :  during  the 
latter  year  was  aj)poiuted  (iuveinor  of 
Dakota  Territory;  and  in  l-'irj  he  wiw 
elected  a  Di-legate  from  Dakota  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress.  Alter  oeeu|)ying 
his  seat  for  some  time,  he  was  siiiHjrsedea 
by  J.  B.  S.  Todd. 

Jefferson,  Thomas.— He  was  Imrn  at 
Shadwell,  \'irginia.  in  1743.  His  education 
was  princij)ally  conibicted  by  private  tutors, 
although  In-  passed  two  years  at  tlie  College 
of  William  and  Mary.  He  adopted  the  law 
as  his  iirofessioii ;  was  a  memher  if  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia  from  J7<ll>  to  tiie 
commencement  i»f  the  Amencan  Revolu- 
tion. In  1775  he  was  a  Delegate  in  Con- 
gress; and  on  May  1.5,  177<>,  the  Conven- 
tion of  Virginia  instructed  their  d»«lejratoa 
to  ])ropose  a  Declaration  of  Independeni-e. 
In  .June,  Mr.  Lee  accordingly  made  the 
motion,  and  it  was  voted  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  prepare  one.  The  com- 
mittee was  elected  by  ballot,  and  consist»*d 
of  Thomas  Jeiferson,  John  Ailams,  Benja- 
min Franklin,  Roger  Sherman,  and  Robert 
R.  Livingston.  The  Declaration  was  ex- 
clusively th('  work  of  Jellerson,  to  whom 
the  right  ot  draughting  it  belonged,  as  Chair- 
man oi'  the  Committee,  though  alterations 
and  amendments  were  made  iu  it  by  Adams, 
Franklin,  and  other  members  of  the  C«»ni- 
mitt»'e,  and  afterwards  by  Congress.  .Jef- 
ferson retire'!  frt)m  C«>ngress  September, 
1770,  and  took  a  siat  in  the  Legislature  of 
his  State  in  October.  In  1779  he  wna 
chosen  Governor,  and  held  the  office  two 
years.  He  declined  a  foreign  appointment 
iu  177l'»,  and  again  in  17-1.  He  accepted 
the  appointment  of  one  of  the  Commis- 
sioners for  ni-gotiating  peace,  but  before  h»i 
sailed,  news  was  received  of  the  signing  of 
tlie  provisional  treaty,  and  he  was  e.xcuscd 
from  proceiding  on  the  mission.  He  re- 
turned to  Congress.  In  17H4  he  wrote 
notes  on  the  establishment  of  a  money- 
unit,    and   of    a  coinage   lor    the   United 
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States ;  in  May  of  that  year  he  was  ap- 
pointed, with  Adams  and  Franklin,  a  Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary  to  negotiate  treaties 
of  commerce  with  foreig-n  nations.  In 
1785  he  was  Minister  to  the  French  Court. 
In  1789  he  returned  to  America,  and  re- 
ceived from  Washington  the  appointment 
of  Secretary  of  State,  which  he  held  till 
December,  1793,  and  then  resigned.  In 
September,  ]794,  when  an  aj)pointment 
was  offered  him  by  Washington,  he  re- 
plied, "No  circumstance  will  ever  more 
tempt  me  to  engage  in  anything  public." 
Xotwithstauding  this  determination,  he 
suffered  himself  to  be  a  candidate  for  Pres- 
ident, and  was  chosen  A'ice-Prt^sident  in 
1796.  At  the  election  in  18M1  he  and  Aaron 
Burr  having  an  equal  number  of  electoral 
votes,  the  House  of  Representatives,  after 
a  severe  stniggle,  tinally  determined  in  liis 
favor.  He  was  re-elected  in  18(i5.  At  the 
end  of  his  second  term  lie  retired  from 
office.  He  died  July  4,  ]82(i,  at  one  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  just  tifty  years  fri»m  the 
date  of  the  Declaration  of  Intlependeiice. 
Preparations  had  been  made  throughout 
the  United  States  to  celebrate  this  day  us 
a  jubilee  ;  and  it  is  a  most  remarkable  fact, 
that  on  the  same  day  Joljn  Adams,  a 
signer  with  Jetierson  of  the  Declaration, 
and  the  second  on  the  Coinmitti-e  for 
draughting  it,  and  his  immediate  jiredeces- 
sor  in  the  office  of  President,  also  died. 
Jefferson's  publications  were:  Summary 
View  of  the  Eights  of  Ihitish  America, 
1774  ;  Declaration  of  Independence,  177() ; 
Notes  on  Virginia,  1781  ;  Mauiml  of  Par- 
liamentary Practice,  for  the  Use  of  the 
Senate  ;  Life  of  Captain  Lewis,  1814  ;  and 
some  papers  of  a  philosophical  character. 
His  works,  chiefly  letters,  were  first  pub- 
lished by  his  grandson,  Thomas  Jetierson 
Kandolph,  four  volumes,  8vo.,  1&2\). 

Jenckes,  Thomas  A.— He  was  bom  in 

Providence,  Khode  Island,  in  1818;  gradu- 
ated at  Brown  University  in  If^'Sf^;  studied 
law  and  piacticed  the  profession  until  elect- 
ed, in  leG3,  a  Representative,  from  Rhode 
Island,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serv- 
ing as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Pa- 
tents, and  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Bankrupt  Law,  having  drawn  up  the  bill 
on  that  subject.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress  ;  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  the  Death  of  President  Lincoln,  and  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Patents. 
He  was  also  Chairman  of  a  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Civil  Service. 

Jenifer,  Daniel,  of  St.  Thomas.— He 

was  a  Delegate  from  Maryland  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  from  l"778  to  J  782,  and 


was  also  a  member  of  the  Convention 
which  formed  the  Federal  Constitution, 
and  signed  that  instrument.  His  son, 
bearing  the  same  name,  was  a  member  of 
the  Federal  Congress. 

Jenifer,  Daniel.— Wa^^  frequently  a 
memljcr  of  the  State  Legislature  of  Mary- 
land, and  represented  that  Stale  in  Ci>n- 
gress,  from  18;{1  to  \r:^'X\,  and  frtmi  l-:r>  to 
1841.

Johnson,  Andre-w.— He  was  bom  iu 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  December  29, 
1C(j8  ;  when  ten  years  of  age  he  was  ap- 
prenticed to  a  tailor,  and  ^\orked  at  that  ' 
business,  in  South  Carolina,  until  his  .seven- 
teenth year;  he  never  attended  school,  but

Johnson,  Francis.— He  wa.s  bom  in 
Caroline  County,  Virginia,  and  was  a  Kep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Kentucky, 
from  Il'21  to  I -27. 

Johnson,  Harvey  A. — He  was  bom  in 
Vermont,  and  having  renjoved  to  Ohio, 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  l"-5:{  to  1-55, 

Johnson,  Henry.— Born  in  Tennessee, 
September  14.  17-;;;  studied  law  in  Lou- 
isiana ;  was  C'.erk  of  the  sec»)tid  Superior 
Court  of  Orleans  teiritorj-  in  |H»<):  Judge 
of  the  Parish  Court  of  St.  Mary,  May  I. 
1811  ;  member  of  the  Constituti.  nal  Con- 
vention o(  Louisiana  in  li^l2:  ran  for  Con- 
gress in  1-12,  but  was  defeated;  eb^-ted  a 
Senator  in  Congn'ss  in  1*^1)-'  for  the  unex- 
piied    term    of   W.    C.   C.    Claiborne,    do- 


cea.sed;  and  sat  there  until  1-24,  in  which 
year  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Louisiana ; 
and  in  l'-2(>  wa.s  re-elected,  bidding  that 
oflice  for  four  consecutive  years. 


In  J8li9 
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he  -VT-as  defeated  for  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate by  Edward  Livingston.  Was  a  Eep- 
reseutative  from  Louisiana  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Tweuty-tifth  Congresses.  In 
3842  was  a  candidate  for  Govenior,  but 
was  defeated  by  Alexander  Mouton.  In 
1844  he  was  elected  to  till  the  vacancy  in 
the  United  States  Senate  caused  by  the 
death  of  A.  Porter,  under  which  election 
he  sat  in  the  Senate  until  March,  1^-ld. 
He  Avas  the  head  of  the  Whig  }jarty  in 
Louisiana.  He  died  July  31,  i>(31,  com- 
manding the  highest  respect  alike  of  those 
who  had  adhered  to,  and  of  those  who  had 
opposed  him,  as  a  political  leader. 

Johnson,  HerschellV. — Born  in  Burke 
County,  Georgia,  September  ]^,  lbl'2.  He 
graduated  at  the  University  of  Georgia  in 
1834,  and  adtipted  the  profession  of  law. 
He  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1844  ;  in 
1848  was  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the 
United  States  Senate;  and  in  J?'4i>  he  was 
elected  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court.  In 
18t)0  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Vice-President  on  the  ticket  with  S.  A. 
Douglas,  but  was  defeated ;  and  subse- 
quently served  in  the  Confederate  Senate. 

Johnson,  James. — He  was  bom  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Virginia,  from  1"^I3  to  1^'JO, 
when  he  resigned  and  was  appointed  Col- 
lector of  Xortolk  and  Portsmouth,  Virginia. 
He  also  served  in  the  Slate  Legislature. 
Died  at  Norfolk,  December  7,  Ir'io. 

Johnson,    James. — He    was    bom    in 

Orange  County,  \'irginia  ;  served  as  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  under  Colonel  R.  M.  John- 
son at  the  battle  of  the  Thames;  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  Ken- 
tucky during  the  years  lf^.j  and  l"""Jtl,  his 
death  having  been  announced  in  the  House 
in  December,  lc"26. 

Johnson,  James. — He  was  a  native  of 
Georgia,  and  a  Rejireseutative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  18.^1  to  1-^53 ;  and 
in  18bo  he  was  appointed,  by  President 
Johnson,  Provisional  Governor  of  Georgia. 

Johnson,  James  H. — He  was  born  in 
New  Hampshire,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1845  to 
1847,  serving  on  the  Committee  on  Manu- 
factures He  was  also  a  State  Councillor 
in  1842  and  in  1843,  and  a  State  Senator 
in  1839. 

Johnson,  James  L.— He  was  born  in 
Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representative  iu 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1849  to  1851. 


Johnson,  Jeromus. — He  was  bom  in 

King's  County,  New  York,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative iu  Ct>ugress,  from  New  York 
City,  from  l.'^2.">  to  l^■29,  and  died  in  (ioshen, 
Orange  County,  New  York,  September  7, 
1840. 

Johnson,  John. — He  was  born  in  the 
County  of  Tyrone,  Ireland,  iu  HUH;  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education,  and 
emigrated  to  Ohio,  in  I. -'24,  where  he  was 
devoted  to  agricultural  pursuits.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Senate;  also,  in 
the  last  Coustituti«>nal  Convention  of  that 
State;  and  wa.s  a  Represi-ntative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  l6Zt\  to  1^53. 

Johnson,  John  T. — He  was  l»orn  in 
Sct)tt  County.  Kentueky;  was  a  brother  of 
Richard  M.  Joliuson;  once  Judge  n(  the 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky,  and  repre- 
sented that  State  in  Congress  from  l-'-jj  to 
l.-'2r>.  For  thirty  years  he  was  a  preacher 
of  tlie  Gospel,  without  a  sjilnrv.  lie  died 
in  Lexington,  Mis.souri,  DecemWr  I.t,  18o7. 

Johnson,  Joseph. — He  was  bora  in 
Orange  County,  New  Y«>rk,  and  on  re- 
moving to  \'irginia,  won  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  l"^2:i  to  lf*'J7, 
from  l'?35  to  1841,  and  from  1^15  to  l-*47. 
He  was  also  Governor  of  Virginia  from 
i!?52  to  185(3. 

Johnson,  Noadiah.— He  served  iu  the 
Legislature  of  New  Voik;  was  a  member 
of  Congress,  from  I'lil?  to  1835;  and  died 
at  Albany,  April  4,  1-39. 

Johnson,  Perley  B.— He  wjw  born  in 

Ohio,  and  was  a  K'epreseiitative  in  Con- 
gress, from  tliat  State,  from  1.-43  to  lc^5. 

Johnson,  Philip. — Wiw  bom  in  War- 
ren County,  New  Jersey,  January  17, 
l'^18;  and  "his  grandfather  wa-*  a  .soldii-r  in 
the  Revolutionary  war.  In  lf3U  he  re- 
moved with   his   father    to    Pennsylvania,

Johnson,  Reverdy. — Born  in  Annapj)- 
lis,  Maryland,  May 'Jl,  I7!>(i;  was  edueati'<] 
at  »St.  John's  College,  Annai)olis ;  studied 
law  with  iiis  father;  and  having  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar,  has  i)raeticed  his  profes- 
sion witliout  intermission  to  tlie  present 
time.  His  tirst  appointment  was  that  of 
State  Attorney;  in  1^17  he  removed  to 
Paltimore,  (where  lie  has  since  resided.) 
and  in  18"<iU  was  appointed  Ciiief  Connnis- 
sioner  of  Insolvent  Debtors,  which  ot^ice 
he  held  until  b'-il,  when  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Senate,  serving  two  years;  was 
re-elected,  and  resigned  in  the  second  year 
of  that  term;  in  1^45  he  was  chosen  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  where  lie  remained 
until  lr4'J,  wlien  he  resigned  to  accejjt  tlie 
post  of  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States,  bestowed  upon  him  by  President 
Taylor.  On  his  leaving  the  latter  ])osition, 
he  turned  his  whole  attention  to  his  proff.s- 
siou,  practicing  chictly  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States.  Mr.  Johnson 
has  also  taken  an  active  part  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  seven  volumes  of  l\eports  ot  De- 
cisions in  the  Court  of  Ajjpeals  of  Mary- 
hmd.  He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Peace 
Congress  of  I8(il  ;  and  in  1862  he  was 
again  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
his  native  State  for  the  term  commencing 
March,  J 86:^,  and  ending  in  18()'J,  serving 
on  the  Library  Committee,  those  on  the 
Judiciary  and  Foreign  Ktlations,  and  also 
tlieSpecialJoiut  Committee  on  Kectmstruc- 
tion.  He  was  one  of  the  Senators  desig- 
nated by  the  Senate  to  attend  the  funeral 
of  General  Scott  in  1806. 

Johnson,  Richard  M. — He  was  bom 
in  Kentucky  in  ]78(.l,  and  died  at  Frankfort, 
November  19,  1850.     In  1807  lie  was  cliosen 
a  Reiiresentative  in  Congress  from   Ken- 
tucky, which  post  he  held  until  18i:i.     In 
I8i:i   he   raised   a  voluntetr   regiment    of  j 
cavalry  of  one  thousand  men  to  tight  the  ; 
British    and    Indians   on    the    Lakes,    and   j 
during  the  campaign  that  followed  served 
with  great  credit,  under  General  Harrison,  [ 
as  a  Colonel  of  that  regiment.     He  greatly 
distinguished  himself  at  the  battle  of  the  t 
Thames,  and  the  chief  Tecumseh  is  said  to  j 
have  been  killed  by  his  hand.     In  1814  he  ,

President  Madison.  Hi*  was  agiiin  a  Hop 
resentative  in  Congress  from  l-l'i  to  l^l'J. 
In  1"^I'J  he  went  from  the  Holl^e  into  tlie 
Unitetl  States  Senate  to  till  an  unexpired 
t(!rm  ;  was  re-elected,  and  served  us  Senator 
until  \^'>\).  He  was  re-elected  to  the  House, 
and  remained  there  initil  I-^in",  when  he 
became  \'ice-President,  and  as  siieh  pre- 
sided over  the  Senate.  At  the  time  of  hi.s 
dejith  he  was  a  member  of  tin-  K<'ntn<'ky 
Legislature,  and  he  died  from  a  second  at- 
tack of  paralysis.  He  was  a  kind-he;iiied, 
courageous,  and  talented  nmn. 

Johnson,  Robert  W.— He  wa><  borji  in 
Kentucky  in  l-l  I  ;  and  was  elected  a  Kep- 
resentative  in  Congress  from  Arkansu-H  in 
1847,  and  served  until  \f*W.\,  when  lie  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  Congress,  serving  an 
Chairman  of  the  Ct»inmitte«'  on  Piintiiig, 
and  as  a  member  ot  the  Ctmimittees  on 
Military  Affairs  and  on  Pul)lic  Lands. 
Withdrew  in  1861. 

Johnson,  Thomas. — H<'  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Maryland  to  the  Continental 
Congress  t'rom  177.')  to  1777. 

Johnson,  Waldo  P.— lb  waselectetl 
a  Senator  in  Coiignss  from  Missotjri  in 
IH)]  fur  the  term  ending  in  l-^o7,  but 
was  expelled  by  the  Senate  Januarv  JO, 
186--i. 

Johnson,  'William.— H.-  was  bom  in 
Ireland  in  18IL>;  removed  to  Ohio  in  early 
life;  received  a  good  education;  held  a 
variety  ol'  local  offices  in  Hichmond  C«>unty, 
where  he  long  resided;  adoptid  the  profes- 
sion of  law  ;  and  in  I'^tri  was  elect<-d  a  Hep- 
resentative  from  Ohio  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Kevolutionarv  Claims  and  on  Kxpemlifures 
on  the  Public  Buildings.  Died  at  Mans- 
field, Ohio,  May  :i,  1866. 

Johnson,  William  Cost.— I'.orti  in 
Fredeiick  County,  Maryland,  in  l-tMi;  re- 
ceived anacadenii  -education;  stu<lied  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  Supreme 
Court  in  18:51  ;  and  was  a  K'eppsentativo 
in  Congress  fr«>m  IH:{:{  \o  IKC,  and  from 
\r^:M  to  li^4:5.  Ho  served  in  the  State 
Legislature  before  entering  and  after  he 
leir  Congress ;  was  a  member  of  the  hist 
Convention  for  revising  the  ('ot»stituti«iu  of 
Marvland;  and  was  President  of  the 
National  Convention  of  Y<»ung  Men,  which 
met  in  Washingtoti  to  noininat.-  Henry 
Clay  for  President.  When  in  Congre.s.s 
Mr.  Johnson  officiated  for  a  nunil'er  o\ 
y«ars  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  and  ahso  iw  a  member  K}i  the 
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Judiciary  Committee, 
ton,  April  16,  1860. 


Johnson,  William  S.— Born  in  Strat- 
ford, Conuecticut,  October  7,  17'27  ;  {grad- 
uated at  Yale  College  in  1744  ;  studied  law 
at  Cambridge,  and  acquired  distinction  as 
a  pleader  aud  orator.  In  J 765  he  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  CVtngress  at  New  York,  and 
in  1766  an  agent  for  the  Colony  to  England, 
where,  during  a  residence  of  four  years,  lie 
wah  elected  a  Tutor  of  the  Royal  Society. 
In  177:;^  he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Connecticut ;  was  a 
member  in  178U  of  the  Council  of  Connec- 
ticut; was  again  a  Delegate  to  the  New 
York  Congress  in  1785  ;  and  was  a  member 
in  1787  of  the  Convention  which  framed 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  He 
was  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  I78'J  to 
1791,  and  from  1792  to  I8UU  President  of 
Columbia  College  in  New  York ;  after 
which  he  returned  to  his  native  village, 
where  he  died,  November  14,  1819.  He 
received  from  Oxford  the  degree  of  LL.D., 
and  will  always  be  remembered  as  one  of 
the  great  men  of  this  country.  He  was 
Chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
revise  the  language  of  the  Constitution, 
and  the  corrections  in  the  original  copy  are 
in  his  handwriting. 

John.ston,  Charles.— lie  was  ])orn  in 
Connecticut,  and  was  a  Hepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  l^'.VJ  tu 
1841. 

Johnston,  Charles.— IJorn  in  Chowan 
County,  North  Carolina;  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature  for  many  years,  and 
a  Representative  in  Congress  duiing  the 
years  1801  and  180:2,  having  died  before 
the  expiration  of  his  term. 

Johnston,  Charles  C. — A  member  of 
Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  18:51  to  183"2, 
having  died  at  Washington,  June  18,  of 
the  latter  year.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Imprisonment  for  Debt.  He 
was  found  drowned  in  the  Potouiac,  near 
Alexandria. 

Johnston,  Josiah  S.— He  was  born  in 
Salisbury,  Connecticut,  November "^5,  1784, 
but  was  taken  by  his  father,  in  infancy,  to 
Kentucky.  He  graduated  at  Transylvania 
University,  and  studied  law.  He  removed 
to  Louisiana  in  1805,  and  conunenced  his 
professional  career  at  Alexandria,  on  the 
Red  river;  and  in  1812  was  a  leading  man 
in  the  State  Legislature ;  he  was  next  ap- 
pointed District  Judge,  and  represented 
Louisiana  in  Congress  from  1821  to  1823; 


Died  in  AVashing-  I  and  in  1824  he  was  elected  to  the  L'nited 
States  Senate,  retaining  that  position  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  May  19,  1833, 
by  the  exj)losion  of  gnnpowdt-r  on  board 
the  steamboat  Lioness,  on  Red  River. 


Johnston,  Samuel. — Covernor  of  North 
Carolina  from  17-^7  to  I7."^9;  was  President 
of  the  Ctfiivfutiuu  of  that  Stat«-  which 
ratitifd  the  Fetleral  Constitution,  and  had 
been  a  member  of  Congress  previous  to 
1789,  when  lie  was  appointed  Senator  from 
North  Carolina,  and  served  till  I79:{;  was 
afterwards  a  .hulge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Law  and  K(|uity.  He  wa.s  a  native  of 
Edenton,  and  died  at  Sherwarkey,  August 
18,  16li'),  aged  «ighty-three. 

Jones,  Allen. — He  wtvs  a  Delegate  from 

North  Caroliua  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  1779  to  17>-U. 

Jones,    Benjamin.— He   was   born   in 

Virginia:  and  lia\ing  rrmitve«l  to  Oliio, 
was  elected  a  KV-piestntative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1833  to  1^37. 

Jones,  Daniel  T.— He  wa.s  born  in 
Connecticut  :  and  having  settled  in  New 
York,  was  electfd  a  Kepn-sentvitive  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1855. 

Jones,  Francis. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive   in    Congress,    from    Tennessee,    from 

IS  1 7  to  i>j:;. 

Jones,  George. — He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress  from  Ceorgia  dining  the  session 
of  irtU7. 

Jones,  George  "W.— Horn  at  Vin- 
cennes,  Indiana,  and  giadiiated  at  Trnnsyl- 
vania  University,  Kentucky,  in  1825.  He 
was  bred  to  the  law,  but  ill  heallli  prevented 
him  from  practicing.  He  was  Clerk  of  the 
United  States  District  Court,  in  Missouri, 
in  1826;  served  as  an  aide-de-camp  to 
General  Henry  Dodge  in  th.-  lilack  Hawk 
war  ;  was  chosen  Colonel  of  militia  in  1-32 ; 
subsetpiently  Major  General ;  also  a  Judge 
of  the  County  Court ;  in  1835  was  elected 
a  Delegate  to  Congress  from  the  Territory 
of  Michigan,  and  served  four  years;  in 
1839  was  appointed  by  President  Van 
Buren  Surveyor  General  of  the  northwest; 
was  removed  in  lr^41  for  his  politics,  but 
reappointed  by  President  Polk,  and  re- 
mained in  the  office  until  ls49;  in  IM8  lie 
was  elected  a  I'nited  States  Senator  from 
Iowa  for  six  years,  and  re-elected  in  ]<>'i 
for  six  years,  officiating  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committees  on  Pensions  and  .m  Enrolled 
Bills,  aud  as  a  member  of  the  Cuumiitlee 
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ou  Tenitorios.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
last  tciin  he  was  appointed,  by  Prositlrut 
IJuclmiiHU,  Miiiistur  to  New  Granada.  In 
l.-7(;i  he  was  ehari,''e(l  with  (.lisli»yaity,  and 
imprisoned  in  Foil  Warien. 

Jones,  George  "W. — liDin  in  Kin*^  and 
Queen  County,  Virginia,  March  1'),  J 8(1(5. 
He  beo;an  life  by  adoptirifj  the  occupation 
of  a  saddler;  was  a  Justice  of  the  I'euce 
ior  thieeyt'ars;  in  ISM  a  Justice  to  hold 
the  (.Quorum  Court  in  Lincoln  County;  in 
18;>o  and  I8:J7  was  elected  to  the  Tennes- 
see Leg-islatnre ;  in  IHiW  to  the  ;5tate 
Senate;  in  JH40  and  1S42  was  elected 
Clerk  of  the  Lincoln  County  Court;  and 
was  elected  a  Uepresentative  to  Cnnp^ress 
in  ISl:?,  to  which  position  he  has  been 
reiiMilaily  re-elected  to  l^^.VJ,  servinj;  duriuj:^ 
the  Thirty-tiith  Couf^ress  as  Chairinau  of 
the  Counnittee  on  Koads  and  Canals.  In 
IS'y'.i,  uj)on  the  inauguration  of  President 
Pierce,  Mr.  Jones  was  appointed  si)ecial 
bearer  of  despatches  to  the  American  Con- 
sul at  Havana,  having'  been  authorized  to 
administer  the  official  oath  to  the  Vice- 
President,  W.  K.  King,  who  had  visited 
Cuba  for  his  health.  In  18(31  he  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  l*eaco  Congress  held  in 
Washington. 

Jones,  Isaac  D. — He  was  born  in  Mary- 
land, and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1841  to  1843. 
He  was  a  Delegate  also  to  the  Chicago 
Convention  of  18(J4. 

Jones,  James. — Horn  in  ^Maryland, 
and  removed  to  Georgia  when  young.  He 
studied  law,  and  settled  in  Savannah.  He 
was  often  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of 
Georgia,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress from  17'J'J  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  at  Washington,  January 
12,  1801. 

Jones,  James. — He  was  born  in  Amelia 
County,  \'irginia,  and  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  froui 
1819  to  1823. 

Jones,  Jam.es  C. — I>orn  in  Wilson 
County,  Tennessee,  June  8,  J80'J;  re- 
ceived a  good  education ;  devoted  himself 
in  early  life  to  farming  ;  first  entered  pub- 
lic lite,  in  183!),  as  a  membrr  of  the  Ten- 
nessee Legislature ;  was  Governor  of  Ten- 
nessee from  1841  to  1845,  serving  two 
terms;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1841 
and  1849;  and  in  1851  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  serv- 
ing the  whole  of  his  terui  of  six  years. 
Died  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  October  29,

Besidt'S 
these,  he  lias  published  several  pamphlets 
and  tracts,  in  defence  of  the  protective  sy.s- 
tem.

In  1?23  he  was  elected  to  the  Ohio  Legis- 
lature, serving  ou  lourteen  committees,  and 
was  re-elected  in  I8:i8,  and  subse«|uently 
devoted  much  attention  to  matters  of  State

King,  John. — He  was  born  in  1775;

Kiiig,  John  A. — He  v.as  born  in  New

re-elected  in  1832  and  in  1840  from  Queen's 
County  ;  and  in  1823  he  was  elected  to  tlie 
State  Senate.  He  was  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  New  Yorlc,  from  L'^49  tu 
1851 ;  and  was  also  Governor  of  New  York 
from  1856  to  1853.

was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
New  York,  from  1843  to  1847,  and  again 
from  1849  to  1853;  in  1857  he  was  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  which  position  he 
retained  until  1863,  serving  as  Chainnan  of 
the  Committee  on  Kevolutionary  Pensions. 
During  his  service  in  the  Senate  he  was 
Chairman  of  the  National  Iiepublicau  Com- 
mittee; was  a  Delegate  to  the  Baltimore 
Convention  in  1864,  and  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  the  same  year ;  and  in  tlie  sum- 
mer of  1865  he  was  appointed,  by  Presi- 
dent Johnson,    Collector    of  the   Port  of 


New  York,    He  was  drowned  in  the  harbor 

of  New  York,  November  ]:>,  1865,  liaving, 
as  it  is  supposed,  while  in  a  tit  of  derange- 
ment, thrown  himself  overboard  from  a 
feny  boat.  On  tlu*  day  that  his  successor 
in  the  Custom  House  entered  upon  his 
duties,  in  May,  1~(U),  the  body  ot  the  de- 
ceased was  ])icked  up  in  the  Hudson  river, 
and  was  buried  with  suitable  honors. 

King,  Rufus. — He  was  l)orn  in  Scur- 
borougli,  Maine,  in  17.55;  was  educated  at 
Dummer  Academy,  in  Newbury,  Massa- 
chusetts; graduated  at  Harvard  College 
in  1777;  in  1778  lie  wa.s  aide-de-camp  to 
Sullivan  in  his  expedition  against  the 
British  in  Khode  I.shiud;  he  stuilied  law,

King,  'William  R.  —  Born  in  North 
Carolina,  April  7,  1786;  received  a  f^ood 
education;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  180G;  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  his  native  State,  from 
1811  to  181G;  he  resigned  that  position 
and  accomjianied  William  Pinckney  to 
Europe,  as  Secretary  of  Legation ;  and,  on 
his  return  from  Europe,  he  settled  in  the 
Tenitory  of  Alabama,  and  devoted  him- 
self to  planting.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  which  formed  the  State  Consti- 
tution of  Alabama ;  in  1819  he  was  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Alabama, 
where  he  continued  until  1844,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  Commerce,  and  other  important 
committees ;  in  that  year  he  was  appointed 
Minister  to  France,  and  continued  there 
two  years ;  in  1846  he  was  again  elected 
to  the  United  States  Senate,  where  he  re- 
mained until  elected  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  in  185'2.  During  the  Twenty- 
iburtb,  Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth,  I'hirt.y- 
lirst,  and  Thirty-second  Congresses,  he 
ofiiciated  as  President  pro  ton.  of  the 
Senate,  and  as  a  presiding  officer,  as  well 
as  a  man,  commanded  universal  respect. 
At  the  time  of  his  election  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent his  health  Avas  feeble,  and,  Avhen  the 
time  arrived  for  taking  the  constitutional 
oath  of  that  office,  he  was  in  Cuba,  and 
the  oath  was  administered  by  the  American 
Consul  there.  He  returned  to  his  planta- 
tion at  Cahawba,  Alabama.  April  17,  1852, 
and  died  on  tlu'  following  day. 

Kingsbury,  William  "W. —  Born  in 
Towanda,  Bradford  County,  Pennsylvania, 
June  4,  \&Z^.  He  was  soif-cducatcd  ;  he 
was  bred  a  farmer,  emigi'ated  to  Minnesota, 
and  in  the  year  1 855 "was  first  elected  a 
juember  of  the  Minnesota  Legislature,  and 


again  in  1850.  In  18.57  was  Delegate  to 
the  Convention  fur  framing  a  Constitutitm 
fur  Miiun'suta,  and  elected  a  Didegate  to 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress. 

Kinloch,  Francis. — He  was  a  Deh-gat.-, 
from  Soutli  Carolina,  to  the  Continental 
Congress,  from  17.-^0  to  17."^1. 

Kinnard,  Gaorge  L.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Indiana,  from 
18;3:J  to  18:57,  and  died  at  Cincinnati,  No- 
veml)er26,  18:'^',  from  injuries  received  on 
the  sixter-nth  of  that  month  on  board  the 
steamboat  Flora,  which  exploded  near  that 
city. 

Kinney,  John  Fitch. — Born  in  New 
Haven,  Osweg(^  County,  New  York,  April 
2,  1816;  received  an  academical  education, 
studied  law,  settled  in  Marysville,  Ohio, 
and  was  admitted  to  jiractice  at  "  Court 
and  Banc"  in  1837.  In  183'J  he  removed 
to  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  where  he  practiced 
law  until  1844,  Avhen  lie  removed  to  Lee 
County,  Iov»a;  held  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  the  Legislative  Council  for  the  Territory, 
and  also  that  of  District  Attorney.  Upon 
the  admission  of  Iowa  as  a  State  bo  was 
appointed  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  holding  the  office  two  years,  when 
he  was  elected  to  the  same  by  the  Legis- 
lature for  six  years.  In  185:5  he  was  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Pierce,  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Utah,  and  went  to 
that  Territory  in  1854;  in  18.57  removed  to 
Nebraska  Territory,  and  settled  in  the 
practice  of  law ;  m  1850,  by  President 
Buchanan,  he  was  again  appointed  Chief 
Justice  of  Utah,  holding  that  office  until 
1863,  when  he  was  elected,  by  a  unanimou-; 
vote,  a  Delegate  from  TTtah  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 

Kinsey,  Charles. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey, 
from  1817  to  181!),  and  from  1820  to  1821. 

Kinsey,  James. — He  was  a  Delegate, 
from  Xi'w  Jersey,  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1774  to  1775,  when  he  resigned 
iris  seat.  He  was  active  in  the  cau<e  of 
the  Revolution,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence  for  Burling- 
ton County.  In  1789  he  was  appointed 
Chief  Justice  of  New  Jersey.  He  died  at 
Burlington,  Jainiary  4,  1802,  aged  seventy. 

Kinsley,  Martin.— He  was  born  in 
Bridgewater,  Massachusetts,  June  '2,  1751 : 
graduated  at  Harvard  L^'niversity  in  177>. 
and  studied  medicine ;  performed  some 
service  in  tin-  Revolutionarv  war,  and  wa^ 
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cboseu  ti  Delegate  to  the  Couvention  for 
forming  the  Constitution  of  liis  native  State ; 
served  in  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts 
about  thirty  years ;  he  Avas  also  at  diflerent 
periods  a  member  of  the  State  Council :  a 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas ; 
Judge  of  Probate ;  and  a  Eepreseutative  in 
Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from  1819 
to  18-21.     He  died  June  20,  1835. 

Kirkland,  Joseph. — He  Avas  born  iu 
Old  Xorwich,  Connecticut,  iu  1771 ;  grad- 
uated at  Yale  College  in  1790  ;  removed  to 
Utica,  New  York,  and  Avas  the  lirst  Mayor 
of  that  city ;  served  frequently  iu  the  SttVte 
Legislature  ;  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congi-ess,  from  Kcav  Y'ork,  from  1821  to 
1823.  He  died  at  I^tica,  January  2r), 
1844. 


Kitchell,  Aaron. —  IJom  in  Morris 
County,  New  Jersey;  Avas  a  Avarni  sup- 
porter of  the  Kevolution  ;  u  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Xcav  Jersey,  from  1701 
to  1793,  from  1794  to  1797,  and  from  179L» 
to  1801  ;  and  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
1805  to  1809,  Avhen  he  resigned.  He  Avas 
also  a  monibiT  of  the  State  Legislature. 

Klittera,  John  "W. — He  Avas  a  graduate 
of  Princeton  College  iu  177() ;  and  a  Rej)- 
resentativc  iu  Congress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  1791  to  1801,  Avlien  he  avus  ap- 
jiointed  United  States  District  Attorney  fol# 
the  Eastern  District  i>f  Pennsylvania. 

Kittera,  Thomas. — He  w;is  a  J{opre- 
sentatiA-e  iu  Congress,  IVimu  Ptniisyh  ania, 
from  1.82()  to  1827. 


Kirkpatiick,  Littleton. — ]]oru  iu  New 
Brunswick,  New  Jersey;  graduated  at 
Princeton  College  in  1815 :  and  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Xcav  Jersey, 
from  1843  to  1845.  He  Avas  also  for  Aa'c 
years  Surrogate  of  the  County  of  Mid- 
dlesex. 

Kirkpatrick,  "William. — He  a\  as  born 
in  Amwell,  Hituteidon  County,  New  Jer- 
sey, iu  November,  17»58 :  Avas  educated  at 
Princeton  College,  graduating  in  1788; 
studied  medicine,  and  Avas  admitted  to 
practice  in  1795;  in  180G  he  removed  to 
Salina,  Nbav  Y^ork,  and  became  Superinten- 
dent of  Salt  the  Springs ;  Avas  a  Represent- 
ative iu  Congress,  from  1807  to  1809,  from 
NeAv  Y^ork;  and  died  of  cholera,  at  Salina, 
September  2,  1832. 

KirkAATood,  Samuel  J. — He  Avas  born 
iu  liarlbrd  County,  Maryland,  December 
20,  1813,  and  received  an  academical  edu- 
cation in  Washington  city.  In  18%  he  re- 
moved to  Ohio,  Avhere  he  studied  laAv  and 
came  to  the  bar  in  1843  ;  for  four  years  he 
Avas  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  Richland 
County ;  Avas  a  member  of  the  State  Consti- 
tutional Convention  of  1850  ;  removed  to 
loAva  in  1855  ;  Avas  elected  to  the  Senate  of 
that  State  in  1850  ;  Avas  Governor  of  Iowa

^iin  in  New  York  in  J7><>,  and  was  a

nf  the  orir^inal  eniio-rants  to  New  York. 
1I(>  early  eng^ajred  in  politics,  and  was  a 
member  of  Congress,  from  lSU9to  1^11,  as 
a  Federalist ;  but  during  President  Jack- 
sou's  administratiou  he  became  a  l)emo- 
crat.  He  died  in  "\Villiamsl)nr(r,  New  Y'ork, 
January  i-0,  1855.  This  was  the  person 
to  whom  Irving  playfully  alluded  iu  the 
]>refacetohis  Knickerbocker  as  "my  cousin

He  served  three  years  as  County 
Commissioner,  and  was  appointed,  iu  ]8'i7, 
u  Commissioner  to  extend  the  National 
Eoad  betAveen  Cumberland  and  "Wheeling, 
through  Ohio  and  Indiana  to  the  eastern 
line  of  Illinois.  In  ]8'J"2  he  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature,  and  served  six  years.  In 
}&2S  he  visited  England  to  ac(|uire  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  civil  engineering, 
and  on  his  return  was  appointed  Chief 
Engineer  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Road.

Command- 
ing a  company  of  volunteers,  he  served, 
for  awhile,  in  Vermont  and  Kliode  Island.

cuting Attorney,  and  in  IQio  a  member  of 
tlie  Legislature;  he  was  again  elected  At- 
torney lor  his  district,  and  held  that  position 
until  promoted  to  a  Judgeship,  which  office 
lie  held  by  re-elections  for  eight  years.  In 
1838  he  was  appointed  by  President  Van 
Buren  Receiver  of  Public  Moneys  at  Yin- 
cennes,  holding  the  office  four  years.  In 
]855  he  was  appointed  by  President  Pierce 
Judge  of  the  "Court  of  Land  Claims,"  to 
adjudicate  the  claims  of  the  old  inhabitants 
of  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and  was  reap- 
pointed in  1856.

As 
Chairman  of  tlie  Committee  on  Pensions, 
he  drew  up  and  re)iorted  the  bill  giving  to 
the  soldiers  of  the  Revolution,  twelve  only 
surviving,  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
which  bill  passed  unanimously.  He  is 
partial  to  historical  studies,  and  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  In- 
diana, until  his  entrance  into  Congress. 

Law,  Lyman. — Born  at  New  London, 
Connecticut,  August  19,  1770  ;  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  1791  ;  studied  law  with 
his  lather,  Richard  Law,  (who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Continental  Congress,)  and 
practiced  at  New  London.

He  was  a  Rcpnsentafivi- 
in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1833  to 
1837,  and  for  tbirty  years  discbarged  tin* 
duties  of  Casbier  of  llie  Statr  Hank,  and 
Register  of  tbe  State  Land  Otlic-  of  Ten- 
nessee. In  1849,  ill-  was  appointed,  bv 
President  Taylor,  Indian  Ag«ntof  the  Fort 
Leavenworth  Agency,  and  was  highly  es- 
teemed by  the  Indians  under  his  churgv. 
He  Avas  returning  to  his  residence,  utter

Leake,  Shelton  F. — I'orn  in  Albemarle 
County,  V'irg-iuia,  November  :5U,  181*J;  re- 
ceived a  good  English  education;  taught 
lor  three  years  an  '"old  field  school;" 
studied  law,  and  in  his  tweuty-lifth  year 
was  admitted  to  the  bar;  in  ld4"2  he  was 
elected  to  the  Virginia  House  oft)elegates ; 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Virginia,  from  1845  to  l."r47;  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  1^49;  in  1851  he  was 
elected  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Virginia; 
was  a  candidate  for  Governor  in  1854,  but 
was  defeated ;  and  in  1859  he  was  re-elected 
to  the  Federal  House  of  Kepresentatives 
for  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Connnittee  on  Manufactures. 

Leake,  Walter. — He  was  a  soldier  in 
the  Revolutionary  war ;  in  1821  was  elected 
Governor  of  Mississippi,  having  previously 
served  as  Senator  of  the  United  States,  from 
1817  to  16-2().  He  died  at  Mount  Salus, 
Hinds  Countv,  Mississippi,  November  17, 
1825. 

Learned,  Aniasa.— Born  in  Killingly, 
Connecticut,  November  15,  175(.>,  and  died 
at  New  London,  May  4,  l.*-'25.  He  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  in  1772 :  studied  di- 
vinity, but  preached  for  only  a  short  time ; 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Connecticut,  from  18U1  to  18U5.  He  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Convention  which 
ratified  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States:  in  1^''18  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
necticut Constitutional  Convention;  and 
afterwards  frequently  sat  in  the  Assembly 
of  his  native  State. 

Leary,  Cornelius  L.  L. — Born  in  Balti- 
morc,  Oetoln-r  22,  181:5;  was  educated  at 
St.  Mary's  College,  in  that  city;  in  ]r^'A'> 
he  engaged  in  business  in  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, but  returned  to  Baltimore  in  I8;i7; 
in  1838  lie  was  chosen  a  l^eletrato  to  tin- 


Maryland  As.sembly  ;  in  1^17  he  came  to 
the  biir;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
I'-'oO;  and  in  I'^dl,  at  a  special  election, 
he  waselecte(l  ji  Representative,  from  Mary- 
land, to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  CoMunittee  on  Commerce. 

Leavitt,  Humphrey  H.— He  was  Itorn 
I   in    Sutli.'ld,   Cuniieetieut.    in    .June,    l7iH\ : 
removed  at  an  early  day  with  his  father  to 
.  the  Western  Reserve  of  Ohio  ;  received  an 
i  academical   education ;    and    adojited    tiie 
profession  of  the  law,  having  been  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  in  181(5;  and  he  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  1831  to  18.34. 
He  also  served  in  the  State  Legislature,  in 
the  House  in  1825  and  182(5,   and  in  the 
Senate  in  1827  ;  and  he  has  for  many  years 
been  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  Ohii>, 
having  been  appointed,  in  1834,  by  Presi- 
dent .Jackson. 

Le  Blond,  Francis  C. — Was  born  in 
Ohio,  and  adoi)ted  the  ])rofession  of  law  : 
in  1851  he  was  elected  for  two  years  to  the 
State  Legislature :  was  re-elected  in  1853, 
and  served  as  Speaker  of  that  l)ody ;  and 
in  1.^(52  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Ohio,  to  the  Thirty-eightij  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Publie  Ex- 
penditures. Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Naval  Affairs,  and  Exjjenditures  on  the 
Public  Buildings. 

Leconipte,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in 
Woodtbrd  County,  Kentucky;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ken- 
tucky, from  1^25  to  1833. 

Lee,  Arthur.— He  was  a  Delegate  froqi 
Virginia  to  the  Continental  Congress  from 
1781  to  17^4. 

Lee,  Francis  Lightfoct.  —  I5nrn  in 
Westniorehmd  County,  Virginia.  October 
14,  1734,  and  was  the  brother  of  Richard 
Henry  Lee  ;  he  was  well  educated  by  pri- 
vate tutors;  in  17C5  and  17(5(5  he  was 
elected  to  the  Hou.se  of  Burgesses,  and  was 
a  strong  advocate  of  equal  rights  ;  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  from 
1775  to  17>(',  and  signed  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  and  also  the  Articles  of 
Confederation;  served  in  the  Stale  Legis- 
lature; and  after  retiring  to  priviite  lite, 
died  in  April.  17'J7. 

Lee,  Gideon. — Ib>  was  born  in  Am- 
herst, Massachusett.s,  in  1777;  in  early  lifi* 
removed  to  the  city  of  New  York,  wliere  he 
became  a  leather  merchant,  and  amassed  a 
larce  fortune.      He  was  at  one  time  Mayor 
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of  New  York,  a  Presidential  Elector,  and  a 
member  of  Conrrress  duriog  the  years  1;^36 
and  1837,  He  died  at  Geneva,  New  York, 
August  21,  1841. 

Lee,  Henry. — Boru  in  Virginia,  Janu- 
ary 29,  1756,  and  graduated  at  Princeton 
College  in  1773.  In  1776  he  was  appointed 
a  Captain  of  cavalry,  under  Colonel  Bland, 
and  in  September,  1777,  he  joined  the  main 
army.  His  skill  in  discipline  and  gallant 
bearing  attracted  the  notice  of  Washington, 
and  he  Avas  soon  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Major,  with  the  command  of  a  separate 
corps  of  cavalry,  and  then  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel.  From  1780 
to  the  end  of  the  war  he  served  under 
Greene.  The  services  of  Lee's  Lf-giou  in 
various  actions  were  very  important.  He 
particularly  distinguished  himself  in  the 
battle  of  Guilford ;  afterwards,  he  succeeded 
in  capturing  Fort  Cornwallis,  and  other 
forts ;  he  was  also  conspicuous  at  Ninety- 
six,  and  at  the  Eutaw  Springs.  In  Hr-G 
he  was  appointed  a  Delegate  in  Congress, 
from  Virginia,  in  which  body  he  remained 
till  the  Constitution  was  adojjted,  having  iu 
the  Convention  of  Virginia  advocated  its 
adoption.  In  1791  he  was  chosen  Governor 
of  Virginia,  and  remained  in  oftice  three 
years.  By  appointment  of  AVasliinglon, 
he  commanded  the  forces  sent  to  suppress 
the  Whiskey  Insurrection  in  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  a  member  of  Congress  at  the  \m\o*\ 
of  Washington's  death,  in  1799,  and  was 
appointed,  by  Congress,  to  deliver  a  eulngy 
on  the  occasion.  He  it  was  who  tirst 
uttered  the  memorable  saying  iu  regard  to 
Washington,  "First  in  peace,  tirst  Tn  war, 
and  fust  in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen." 
In  1801  he  retired  to  private  life,  and  iu 
his  last  years  he  was  distressed  witli  pecu- 
ni^iuy  embarrassments ;  while  contined  in 
18U9  within  the  bounds  of  Spottsylvania 
County,  for  debt,  he  wrote  his  valuable 
•'Memoirs  of  the  Southern  Campaigns." 
In  1814,  during  the  mob  at  Baltimore,  he 
was  one  of  the  defenders,  and  was  severely 
wounded,  and  carried  to  the  jail  fur  safety. 
Hetuming  from  the  West  Indies,  where  he 
had  gone  for  health,  he  died  at  Cumberland 
Island,  near  St.  Mary's,  Georgia,  March 
25,  1818.  ^ 

Lee,  Henry  B.— He  was  elected  a  Re- 
presentative, from  New  York,  to  the  Fif- 
teenth Congress,  but  died  before  taking  his 
seat. 


Lee,  John.— He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Marvland.  from  1823  to 
1825. 


Lee,  Joshua. — He  was  born  in  Xev 
York,  and  served  three  years  in  the  Legi-- 
lature  of  that  State,  frooi  Ontario  and  Yates 
counties,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  iwm  18:35  to  ]8;?7. 

Lee,  M.  Lindley.— Born  in  Minisink. 
Orange  County,  New  York,  May  29,  1805: 
spent  his  boyhood  alteniatoly  working  upon 
a  farm  in  summer  and  attending  the  dis- 
trict school  in  winter;  when  sixteen  yea; 
of  age  conunenced  an  academical  conrs. 
of  study,  and  graduated  at  Fnion  Ctdlege 
in  1827 ;  and  having  studied  medicine 
and  surgery,  obtained  a  degree  in  X^'.M^ 
from  the  College  of  Piiysicians  and  Sii:  - 
geons  of  AVestern  New  York.  Wliile  de- 
voting himself  to  his  profession  Iu-  was 
appointed  IVstinaster  of  Fulton.  Orange 
County,  New  York,  serving  from  l>4i»  to 
1*^44;  he  w;us  elected  in  l'-'46  and  1"^47  t«» 
the  Assembly  of  New  York;  subsei|Uently 
held  the  position,  tor  three  terms,  of  Com- 
missioner j^'  Loans  for  the  Slate:  was  a 
member  «)flhe  State  Senate  in  K>5;  and 
in  JS')."^  was  elected  a  Kepresentative  to  tlie 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  from  New  York, 
serving  as  a  n!en:ber  of  the  Conunittee  on 
Post  OtHecs  and  Pi»st  lionds. 

Lee,  Richard  Bland.— He  wh.h  h  nati\ 
of  \'irginia.  aii<i  a  iupresentativo  iu  Coi.

Lee,  Richard  Henry.— Wa.s  b.-.n

a  seat   in  the  House  of  Burgesses  of  Vir- 
ginia, in  1757,  and  proposed  there,  in  1773, 
the  formation   of  a    Committee  of  Corre- 
spondence.

Judge  of  I'robate  from  181);')  to  1814  ;  for 
some  years  Chief  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Fleas  ;  and  he  Avas  appointed,  by 
President  Adams,  United  States  District 
Attorney  for  ]Maine.     Died  in  1814. 

Lee,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tivt,'  in  Congress,  from  Ne\^Jersey,  from 
1833  to  1837  ;  and  died  at  I'Wt  Elizabeth, 
November  2,  1855. 

Lee,  Thomas  Sim.— He  was  born  in 
1744  :  was  Covernor  of  Maryland  from 
1779  to  1783;  a  Delegate  to  the  Continen- 
tal Congress  in  1783  and  1784;  was  a 
member  of  the  Convention  which  foimed 
the  Federal  Cortstitutiou;  was  again  Gov- 
ernor from  1792  to  1794  ;  and  died  in  1819.

LefiEler,  Shepherd.  — lb-  was  born  in 
Pc^nnsylvania ;  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congri'ss,  from  Iowa,  from  184(5  to  1-51. 

Leftwich,  Jabez. — He  was  liorn  in 
Bedford  County,  \'irginia,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1821  to  1825.  " 

Leftwich,  Jolm  "W. — After  the  close  of 
the  Rel)ellion,  in  1805,  he  was  elected  a 
Re])reseiitative  from  Tennessee  to  the 
Thirty-nintli  Congress,  but  was  not  admit- 
ted to  his  seat  until  near  the  end  of  the 
first  session  of  that  Congress.  (A  proper 
notice  of  him  is  necessarily  postponed  until 
the  next  edition  ot"  this  work.) 

Legare,  Hugh  Swinton. — He  was  born 
at  Charli'stiiu,  South  Carolina,  .lanmiry  2, 
1797;  graduated  at  the  College  of  that 
State  in  1814,  and,  after  having  studied 
law,  went  to  Europe,  where  he  renniiued 
until  1820,  occu])ied  with  the  ptn-suits  of 
literature.  On  his  return  to  Charleston  he 
devoted  himself  to  the  practice  of  liis  pro- 
fession and  to  agricultinal  pursuits.  In 
1830  he  was  appointed  Attorney  (t.-noral  of 
the  State,  and  was  the  ])rincipal  editor  of 
the  Southern  Review.  In  l'^32  he  was 
appointed  Charge  d'Art:aires  of  the  I'nited 
States  to  Belgiinn;  from  1837  to  1-^39  was 
a  Representative  of  his  native  State  in 
Congress;  and  in  1841  was  appointed 
Attorney  General  of  the  ITnited  States  by 
President  Tyler,  and  also  Acting  Secretary 
of  State.  He  died,  suddenly,  at  Btiston. 
June  20,  1  "^43,  while  accouipanylng  the  Pre- 
sident in  his  journey  to  attend  the  Bunker 
Hill  Celebration.  His  liui'  taste  as  a 
writer,  his  eminent  acquirements  as  a 
scholar,  and  his  learning  and  eloqiunice  as 
a  lawyer,  were  known  and  appreciated 
throughout  the  Tnion.  His  writings  were 
collected  and  pul)lisiied  in  l^lf). 

Lehmaii,  William  E. — 15orn  in  Phila- 
delphia, August  21,  1822:  graduated  at 
the  L^niversity  of  Pennsylvania  in  l""4i?: 
studied  law,  and,  after  i)racticing  with  suc- 
cess, retired  from  the  bar  and  travelled  in 
Europe.  liy  Pnsident  P«>lk  he  was  aj)- 
pointed  an  'E.xaminer  of  Post  Otlices  in 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  hi-^  only 
office  by  appointment ;  and  he  was  elected 
a    Representative    from    Pennsylvania   to 
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the  Tbirty-seventli  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 
His  family  -was  one  of  note  in  Dresden, 
his  father  and  grandfather  liaving  acquired 
distinction  in  tlie  civil  and  military  ser- 
vice. 

Leib,  Michael. — He  was  a  Eepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
]799  to  ]8U6,   when  he  resigned,   and  a 
Senator  of  the  United  States  from  IdUS  to 
18 J 4,  and  in  the  latter  year  he  was  ap- 
pointed Postmaster  at  Philadelphia.     lie 
also  served  in  the  Legislature  of  Pennsyl- 
vania both  before  and  after  his  election  to  | 
Congress.      He  was    also   a   Presidential  j 
Elector  in   1809.     Died  in   Philadelphia,  I 
December  ;^8,  1822,  aged  sixty-three  years.  \

Pennsylvania,   the  youngt-st  of  nine  bro- 
thers ;  received  a  conunon  school  and  clas- 
sical  education ;     studied    medicine,    and 
graduated  at  the  Jeti'erst»n  Medical  Institu- 
tion in  Philadelphia;  j»racticed  his  profes- 
sion in  Cohunbia  County  ;   and  was  a  Kep- 
resentative  in  Congress  from  Pennsylvania 
from  1845  to  1847,  serving  as  Chairman  of  \ 
the  Committee  on  Expenditures  in  the  War  ; 
Department.     Died  June  17,  1^4"^. 

Leidy,  Paul. — Born  in  Hemlock,  Co-  I 
lumbia  County,  Pennsylvania,  November  j 
21,  1813.     He  was  educated  at  a  conimou 
school;  the  early  part  uf  his  life  was  de- 
voted to  agricultural  pursuits;    from  the  j 
age  of  sixteen  to  twenty-four  he  followed  i 
the  business   of  a  tailor;  taught   school,   | 
and  having  studied  law  at  the  same  time, 
has  since  practiced  that   profession.     He  I 
was   ibr   iive  years  District  Attorney  for  !

and  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  1834  to 
1837. 

Leiper,  George  G.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1829  to  1^31. 


Leiter,  Benjcuniii  F. — He  wa.s  born  in 
Leitersburir,  AVashington  Countv,  Marv- 
land,  October  13,  1813.  He  was  vh\vti\ 
educated  by  his  father;  taught  school  in 
^Maryland  from  1830  to  1834;  rcniovid  t<< 
Ohio  and  taught  there  until  1842,  nftf 
which  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and  d-- 
voted  himself  to  the  jtracticc  »>f  law,  in 
which  he  was  successful :  lie  was  e!ecte<i 
to  the  Ohio  Eegislature  in  1848,  and  wa> 
chosen  temporary  Cliairman.  by  the  Dc-nii'- 
crats,  acting  as  such  throughout  tlie  Ion;:

and  re-elected  to  each  successive  Congr>'ss. 
serving  as  a  inr'nK.r  ,,t'  tl,,'  (  •..n'.niitf.  i-  in 
Indian  Atlair>. 

Lent,  Jameb.- H'  ss:i>  a  mi<  nibor  ..; 
Congr.ss,  ^n  New  York,  frt»m  1(^29  t<' 
1833,  and  iWtl  in  Washington,  Fel>nmr% 
24,  1^33.  He  was  Cliainnan  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Exi»enditurts  in  xV.r  1*1  ;>:irtmnit 
of  Sti.tc. 

Leonard,  George-.— I i.iu  n  i.  >.n. 
•July  4.  17-'9  ;  gradiuUed  at  Harvard  ( 'ol- 
lege  in  1748;  a  lu-preseiita^ive  in  Congress, 
from  Massachusetts,  from  1789  to  J793, 
and  from  1795  to  17l>7  ;  a  nnm  of  unnsuul 
wealth;  for  bis  learning  was  maili'  u 
Doctor  of  Paws;  and  died  at  Newton, 
Massachusetts,  July  2(J,  HI 9.  His  de- 
scendants are  nunurojis,  and  many  of  tlnin 
distinguished. 

Leonard,  Moses  G. — He  wa.s  bom  in 
Connecticut ;  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  trum  1843  to  lr!45:

He  served  a  number  of  years  in 
the  State  Lep-islatnre,  and  was  at  one  time 
elected    Speaker   of    the   House;    was    a 
Presidential  Elector  in]c"^:57;  and  a  Kep- 
resentative  in  Conj^ress  from  \&S.)  to  18:55;   ; 
Governor  of  Kentucky  from  ].'^4U  to  J 844  ;  j 
and   iu    1849   was    appointed   ^Minister  to 
Mexico.     Died    in    Frankfort,    Kentucky,   ' 
January  24,  18{)J. 

Levin,   Lewis    C. — He    was   Imrn   iu  '. 
Charleston,  Suutli  Carolina,  November  10,   | 
1808;    received  a  liberal  education,  hav- 
incr  graduated  at  Columbia  CIHlef^e,  .Soutli  I 
Carolina ;   adopted  the  profession  of  law,   ; 
and    j)racticed    the    same    in    Maryland, 
Louisiana,  Kentucky,  and  Pennsylvania; 
and   Avas    a   ilepresentative   iu    Cong-ress,   i 
from   Pennsylvania,    from    1845  to    1847, 
and  ag-ain   from    1847    to  1851,  generally 
.serving  on  the  Committee  on  Xaval  Affairs. 
To  him  is  generally  awarded  the  credit  of 
having  founded,  in  ]84;i,  the  Native  Ameri-  I 
can  I'artv.     Died  in  Philadelphia,  March

Lewis,  Abiier.— He  was  born  in  New- 
York  ;  was  a  memlier  of  the  Assembly  of 
that  State,  fronr  Cliautauque  County,  in 
1838  and  18;*>9,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1845  to 
1847. 

Lewis,  Dixon  H. — J>orn  in  Dinwiddle 
County,  Virginia,  in  1802,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  the  South  Carolina  College.  He 
.studied  law,  removed  to  Alabama,  and 
became  eminent  in  his  profession.  He  was 
an  able  and  amiable  man,  and  physically 
very  large  and  lleshy  ;  and  the  story  is 
related  of  him  that,  when  returning  home 
on  one  of  the  Southern  steanxMS,  which 
was  wrecked,  he  refused  to  take  a  seat  in  a 
small  boat,  becanst?  the  lives  of  several 
persons  would  thereby  be  jeopardized,  and 
though  for  a  time  he  was  in  great  danger, 
he  was  rescued.  He  represented  Alabama 
in  Congress  frcmi  1829  to  184!?,  and  from 
1)^44  until  his  death  was  a  Senator  in  Cou- 
ji^ress.    Died  iu  New  York,  October25,  1848. 


Lewis,    Francis. — He    was    born     in 
Llandaff,    ^Vales,    in   March,    J7J:]:    was 


educated  at  Westminster;  emigrated  to 
America  in  17:J5,  and  settled  in  New  York 
as  a  merchant.  In  the  ])rosecution  of  his 
business  he  visited  Kussia  and  other  j)arts 
of  Kurope ;  as  agent  for  supplying  the 
British  troops  h«!  was  present  at  Fort 
Oswego  when  it  surrendeie<l  to  Montcalm, 
and  as  a  prisoner  he  was  taken  to  Mon- 
treal and  France.  After  his  release  "lie  re- 
turned to  America;  became  one  of  the 
"Sons  of  Lil)erty;"  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  1770  to  1779; 
signed  the  Articles  of  Confederaticm ;  and 
was  also  one  of  the  signers  <jf  the  Declara- 
tion of  Indej)eudeue(! ;  and,  after  a  long 
course  of  successful  business  operations, 
died  Decembi'r  :>0,  180:5. 

Lewis,  Joseph,  Jr. — He  was  born  iu 
Virginia,  and  was  a  Pejjresentative  in  (.'ou- 
gre.ss,  from  that  Stat«'.  from  I8(,i:5  to  1.^17. 

Lewis,  Thomas.— He  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative  iu  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
October  17,  180:5,  to  March  5,  1804,  wh<n 
Ins  seat  was  successfully  contested  by  A. 
Moore. 

Lewis,  "William  J. —  He  was  a  Kepre- 

sentative  in  Congress,  tVom  A'irginia,  from 
1817  to  |Si;). 

L'Hommedieu,  Ezra.— He  graduated 
at  Yale  College  iu  1754;  and  was  a  Dele- 
gate, from  New  York,  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1779  to  178:?,  and  again  in 
1787  and  1788.     Died  in  1811. 

Ligou,  Thomas  W.  -  He  was  born  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  A'irginia;  placed 
at  an  early  age  at  Hampden  Sydney  Col- 
lege, but' finished  his  education  at  the 
University  of  Virginia.  He  studied  law. 
and  after  spending  a  year  and  a  half  at  the 
Yale  Law  School  settled  in  Baltimore.  He 
was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Maryland,  from  1H45  to  l."^49,  having  been 
re-elected  for  a  second  term ;  and  was 
elected  in  1(^54  Governor  of  that  State. 

Lilly,  Samuel.— Was  born  in  New

Lincoln,  Abraham.— 11«-  was  born  iii 
Hardin  County,  Kentucky,  February  12. 
18(»9;  removed  with  his  father  to  In<lian;i 
iu  18I();  received  a  limited  education: 
spent  two  years  at  scho(»l  in  Stafford  Coun- 
ty, Virginia  ;  worked  at  rail  sjilitting  for  a 
time;  and  twice  visited  New  Orlean.«?  as  & 
boatman.     Kemoved    to    Illinois  in   ISR 
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and  turned  his  attention  to  agricultural 
pursuits  ;  he  served  as  a  Captain  of  Volun- 
teers in  the  Black  Hawk  War ;  was  at 
one  time  Postmaster  of  New  Salem  ;  and 
he  served  four  years  in  the  Illinois  Legis- 
lature, viz:  1834,  1636,  1838,  and  1840, 
during  which  time  he  turned  his  attention 
again  to  the  study  of  law  with  John  T. 
Stuart,  and  settled  at  Springfield  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Convention  which 
nominated  General  Taylor  for  President  in 
1848;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, fi-om  Illinois,  from  1847  to  184'J, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  the  Post 
Office  and  Post  Roads,  and  on  Expenses 
in  the  War  Department.  In  l^oi  he  ac- 
quired distinction  by  stumping  the  State 
of  Illinois,  for  the  United  States  Senate, 
against  S.  A.  Douglas  :  and  in  18tiU  In- 
was  nominated  by  the  Republican  Party 
as  their  candidate  for  President  of  tin- 
United  States,  and  was  duly  elected  to 
that  position  for  the  term  commencing  the 
4th  of  Marcli,  18G1.  By  tlie  Jialtiuiore 
Convention,  held  in  18(34,  lie  was  nomi- 
nated for  re-election  to  the  Presidency,  and 
was  triumphantly  elected.  In  December, 
1864,  the  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  Princeton  College.  On  the 
14th  of  April,  18(Jo,  while  seated  in  a  pri- 
vate box  at  the  theatre,  he  was  shot  in  the 
head  by  an  assassin,  named  John  Wilkes 
Booth,  and  died  at  seven  o'clock  on  the 
following  morning.  The  circumstances  of 
his  death  filled  the  whole  land  with  horror, 
and  the  demonstrations  to  his  memory 
were  heartfelt  and  universal.  His  name 
was  everywhere  mentioned,  with  rare  kind- 
ness, as  the  Martyred  President. 

Lincoln,  Enoch. — Born  in  Worcester, 
Massachusetts,  December  28,  1788 ;  and, 
after  studying  law,  settled  in  Pryeburg, 
Maine,  and  afterwards  removed  to  Paris. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  1818  to  18'2U,  and  from  IcJl 
to  1826  from  the  new  State  of  Maine,  when 
he  was  elected  Governor  of  Maine,  and  re- 
elected in  1828.  He  published,  while  at 
Fryeburg,  a  poem,  entitled  "The  Village;" 
he  was  also  the  author  of  some  historical 
recollections  of  Maine.  He  died  at  Augus- 
ta, October  8,  1829. 

Lincoln,  Levi.— Born  :May  15,  1749, 
at  Hiughaui,  Massachusetts ;  graduated  at 
Harvard  College  in  1772;  and  settled  as  a 
lawyer  in  Worcester,  where  he  rose  to  dis- 
tinction :  was  Judge  of  Probate ;  a  State 
Senator  in  1797  ;  County  Prosecutor  in 
1775;    a  State  Councillor  in  1806,  1810, 


and  1811;  and  he  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress  from  1799  to  1801 ;  and  during 
the  administration  u{  President  Adams  he 
wrote  a  series  of  political  ]>apers,  called 
"Farmer's^  Letters."  In  1801  lie  was  ap- 
pointed Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States,  and  acted  as  Secretary  of  State  until 
Mr.  Madison  reached  Washington  ;  and  iti 
1807  was  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Mas?;i- 
chusetts  ;  acting  as  Governor  in  I>(>9,  afu: 
the  death  of  Governor  Sullivan.  In  1811 
he  was  appointed  Associate  Judge  of  tin 
Supreme  Court,  but  declined  the  office. 
He  died  at  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  Ajuil 
14,  182(1,  aged  seventy-one  years. 

Lincoln,  Levi — He  was  the  son  t>f  tho 
preceding,  and  was  boni  in  Massachusetts  ; 
was  a  State  Senator  in  \^\\i  ;  a  State  Keji 
resentative    from   1^14   to   182:?,    and    two 
years  Speaker;    Lieutenant    Governor   ot 
*Massaciiu.<etts  in   1M2;{;  Judge  of  the  Sn 
preme  Ctmrt  of  tiie  State  in  l'^24:  a  Presi 
dential  KleAor  in  l.'^25:    Collector  at  1W>- 
ton  from  1841  to  J843;  a  State  .'<enat«»r  in 
1"^44    and     I "^45,    an«l    Pre.-jident    thereof:

Linn,  Lewis  F. — Horn  near  Louisville, 
Kcutueivv,  Novembt'r  5,  179').  He  was 
educated  chielly  by  an  elder  brother,  and 
studied  medicine.  In  18tl9  he  removed  to 
ISIissouri,  and  in  1814  heljied  to  fif^ht  the 
battles  of  his  country.  After  successfully 
practicing  his  profession,  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Len^islaturc  in  1827,  and  in  18:3:5 
was  elected  a  Senator  in  t'on^^ress,  in  which 
capacity  he  served  until  his  deatli,  which 
occurred  at  St.  Genevieve,  Missouri,  Octo- 
ber :J,  184:?.

tive  in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
18-21  to  182:5,  and  again  from  182:3  to  1825. 
Died  at  Cazcuovia,  New  York,  August  4, 
1859. 

Little,  Edward  P. — He  was  born  in 
Massachusetts  in  1788,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  18.52  to  185:}.  He  was  a  State  Repre- 
sentative from  1829  to  18:*4,  and  from  l."^:)5 
to  18:38,  and  Collector  at  I'lviuouth  from 
185:3  to  1857. 

Little,  Peter. — He  was  born  in  Peters- 
burg, Pennsylvania;  renu)vcd  to  Mary- 
land; and  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1811  to 
I8i:3,  and  was  in  the  latter  year  a]i]»ointed, 
1)y  President  Madison,  Colonel  of  infantry  ; 
and  again  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  1 81 G  to  1 829.  Died  February  5,  1 8:30, 
in  lialtimoro  County,  Maryland. 


Littlefield,  Nathaniel  S. — Horn  in 
Vrelis,  Yolk  County,  Maine,  Septembc;r 
2U,  1804  ;  received  a  eonnnon  school  edu- 
caticm  ;  studied  and  adopted  tin'  profession 
of  law  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Maine  Sen- 
ate in  18:{7,  I8:i8,  and  1839;  President  of 
the  same  a  part  of  the  time;  a  Representa- 
tive from  Maine  to  the  Twenty-seventh  and 
Thuty-lirst  CNtngresses;  ami  a  memlx'r  of 
the  Maine  House  of  Repre.sentatives  in 
1854.     Now  devoted  to  his  jirofession. 

Littlejohn,  De  Witt  C— Was  born  in 
Pridgewater,  (Oneida  County,  New  York, 
February  7,  1818;  received  a  thorough 
academic  education;  and  since  I8:i9  has 
been  largely  engaged  in  the  conunerce  of 
the  lakes  and  canals.  a.s  well  as  in  the  manu- 
facture of  flour.  He  served  as  President 
of  the  village  of  Oswego,  and  when  it  be- 
came a  city  he  became  an  Alderman,  and 
was  twice  elected  Mayor.  He  was  seven 
times  elected  to  the  Assembly  of  New  York, 
presiding  as  Speaker  during  five  terms;

Livingston,  Edward. — ]3orn  at  Clare- 
mont.    Livingston   Manor,    New   York,    in

the  bar  in  1785,  and  pursued  his  profession 
till  1795,  when  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative to  Congress  from  New  York  City, 
serving  until  I^U'2.  He  was  then  appointed 
United  States  Attorney  for  the  District  of 
New  York,  and  was  also  Mayor  of  the  city. 
Eemoviug  to  Xew  Orleans  in  1804,  he  be- 
came eminent  there  as  a  lawyer:  at  the  in- 
vasion of  Louisiana  he  acted  as  the  aid  to 
General  Jackson :  was  employed  in  nego- 
tiations for  the  exchange  of  prisoners  after

He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental Con£:ress  from  17S2  to  17dn,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Convention  Avhich 
framed  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts. 
He  Avas  appointed  Judge  of  the  District 
Court,  for  the  Massachusetts  District,  by 
Washington  in  1789;  and  in  1801  was  ap- 
pointed Chief  Justice  of  the  First  Circuit. 
He  Avas  a  member  of  the  Corporation  ot  Har- 
vard College  for  eighteen  years,  and  received 
the  degree  of  LL  D.  froin  that  institution. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  in  17'J1 
lie  deUvered  a  eulogy  on  their  late  Presi- 
dent, James  Bowdoiu.  He  wrote  an  Eng- 
lish Poem,  No.  3,  in  the  Pietas,  printed  at 
Cambridge.

In  I7."*3  he  founded 
the  town  o(  Fairhaven.  wheie  In-  built  saw- 
mills, grist-mills,  eslablislud  a  torge  or  iron 
foundry,   manufactured  paper  from   bass- 
wood,  and  established  a  newspap.-r  calU'd 
The    Farmers'    Library.     He   serve.l    that 
town  in  the  Legislature  ten  years.    In  17h; 
ho  was  Assistant  Judge  «»f  liutland  Count; 
He  was  a  Kfpresentative  in  Congre.sH.  fron 
Vermont,  from  17^  to  1H»L  and  It  was 
during  his  lirst  term  that  he  had  a  jiersonal 
ditlicultv,  on  the  tloor  of  Congress,  with 
Koger  Griswold,  of  Connecticut,  when  nn 
'  unsiiecessful  etVort  was  made  t<»  have  him 
•  expelled.     The  fact  »»f  liis  giving  the  vote 
,  that    made    Jetiersoii     I'nsident,    is    well 
known.     At  thi-  end  of  his  second  term  n.s 
a   Kepresentative   from    Vermont,    he   re- 
moved to  Kentucky,  s.rved  two  yearn  in 
the  Legislature  of 'that  Stat«',   and  was  a 
Kepresentative    in    Congress,    fr(»m    that 
State,  from  1-U3  to  181  L     After  his  final 
retirement  from  Congr«ss,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 13,  l"'ll,  the  Speaker  of  th.-  House  of 
Kepres«'ntatives  presented  a  petition  from 
him,  setting  forth  that  he  had,  many  vears 
before,     been    prosecutid    and    eouvicted 
under  the  seditii>n  law  (see   "State  Trials 
of  the  United  States;")  that  he  had  suf- 
fered imprisonment,  and  been  made  to  nay 
!  the  sum  of  .sl,(i(>t»  W,  and  that  lie  wished 
to  have  the  money  refunded  to  him.     Ou 
July  4,  184(»,  a  law  was  pass<d,  i)aying  to 
his  heirs  the  specified  sum,  with  interest, 
'  from   February,    J7'J'J.     It   was   while   in 
prison  at  Vergennes,  that  he  was  elected 
to  Cono-ress  from  Vermont,  and  at  the  cIo.se 
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ul"  liis  scM-viees  in  Congress,  from  Ken- 
tuck}',  he  was  emiiloycil  to  build  f^uuhoats 
tor  the  war,  but  bet-aine  bankrupt  from  tlif 
.specuU'ition.  In  I'^'iO  lie  was  appointed  a 
Factor  amonp;  tlu;  Cherokee  ImJians  in  i 
Arkansas;  wlien  that  Territory  was  or- 
cjanized,  he  was  elected  the  lirst  Delejj^atc 
to  Couf^ress,  but  did  not  live  to  take  Ids 
seat,  havinjr  died  at  Spadra  BlutV,  Ar- 
kansas. Au^nist  J.  1-J-J. 

Lytle,  Robert  T.  —  He  was  distin- 
P'uislu'd  as  a  imlilic  speaker,  and  was  a 
mendx'r  of  CiMii^ress,  from  Ohio,  from  [f^'Xt 
to  J'^IJ.').  He  died  in  New  Orleans,  De- 
cember 'Jl,  J.'SiV.f. 

Mace,  Daiiiel. — ^^'as  a  native  of  Ross 
County,  Ohio;  he  commenced  life  as  a 
merchant,  in  Warren  County,  Indiana,  but 
subse([uently  became  a  successful  lawyer. 
Ho  was  a  Keprescmtative  in  Congress,  from 
Indiana,  from  J8ol  to  lb55. 

Machir,  James. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
J797  to  17*U).     Died  June  25,  i&ll. 

Maclay,  Samuel. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  I'ennsylvania, 
from  17'J5  to  I7'J7,  and  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  1603  to  1608,  when  lie  re- 
signed. 

Maclay,  William. — He  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Peunsvlvania,  from  1789 
to  17i>l,  and  died  in  April,  1604.  lu  1797 
he  was  a  Presidential  Elector. 

Maclay,  William. — He  was  a  native 
of  I'ennsy ivania ;  held  the  oftices  of  County 
Commissioner  and  Associate  Judge;  was 
a  member  of  the  Assembly;-  and  a  Rej)re- 
sentative  in  Congress,  iVoiii  Pennsylvania, 
from  1615  to  1617,  and  again  from  1617  to 
1619.  Died  January  4,  J6-J5,  aged  fifty- 
nine  years. 

Maclay,  William  B. — I>oru  in  New 
York  City  in  1615  ;  graduaieii  at  the  I'ni- 
versity  of  New  York,  where  he  subse- 
quently officiated  for  a  time  as  Professor 
of  Latin;  he  was  also  a  Trustee,  as  well 
as  Secretary  of  the  University;  he  adopted 
the  profession  of  the  law  ;  and  in  163()  he 
was  associate  editor  of  the  New  York 
(Quarterly  Maga/ine.  He  was  also  an  ac- 
tive member  of  the  Legislature  of  New 
York  for  several  years,  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  in  1643;  was  re-elected  in  1645, 
1647,  and  also  in  1657,  serving  generally 
on    important    committees.     He    was    re- 
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elected  a  Representative  ft»  the  Tiruty->ixth 
Congress. 

Maclay,  William  P. — He  was  born  in 
North  umWerlaiid  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  was  a  liepresentafive  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  161«;  to  i6-Jl,  having 
lirst  entered  Congress  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  Thomas  liurnside. 

Macon,  Nathaniel.— He  was  born  in 
"Warren  County,  North  Carolina,  in  1757. 
His  early  youth  was  marked  by  diligence 
in  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  and  lie 
was  sent  to  Princeton  College  to  complete 
his  education  ;  but  tiie  troubles  of  the  Revo 
lution  closed  tlu^  halls  of  that  institution, 
and  he  returned  home  and  volunteered  as 
a  private  in  a  company  ccjinmanded  by  his 
brother,  having  retused  a  higher  position. 
While  in  the  army  he  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly,  in  which  he 
served  for  several  years.  In  1791  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  and 
continued  a  member  of  that  body  until 
transferred  to  the  United  States  Senate,  in 
1615,  where  he  served  until  1626.  From 
1601  to  1605  he  was  Speaker  of  the  House, 
and  from  1625  to  1626  lie  was  President 
pro  tern,  of  the  Senate.  He  was  for  thirty- 
seven  years  a  member  of  the  House  or 
Senate,  and  was  called  the  Father  of  the 
House,  having  served  a  longer  time  in  that 
body  than  any  other  man.  In  1626  liis 
native  State,  in  honor  of  his  services, 
named  a  county  for  him.  He  afterwards 
returned  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  in 
1635  was  President  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  ot  the  State.  He  was  also  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  16315.  Died  sud- 
denly at  his  residence,  June  29,  1637. 

Macy,  John  B. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  fn.m  Wisconsin,  from 
1653  to  1655.  He  resided  at  Foml  du  Lac, 
and  was  lost,  September  24,  by  the  burn- 
ing of  the  steamboat  Niagara,  on  Lake 
Michigan. 

Madison,  James.— lb- was  born  on  the 
Rappahannock  River,  in  Virginia,  March 
1(),  J 751  ;  anl,  after  due  preparation,  he 
entered  Princeton  College  in  17t)9.  and 
graduated  in  1771,  going  through  the^inior 
and  senior  studii's  in  one  year.  He  re- 
mained at  the  College  until  1772,  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  ib-brcw.  In  177()  he 
was  sent  to  the  (ii'iieral  Assembly,  and  in 
1776  was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Coiin- 
cil;  from  1779  to  17.<)  he  was  a  member  «>f 
the  Continental  Congress,  and  was  chosen 
a  second  time  in  17e«3;  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Convention  at  Philadelphia  which

formed  tlie  Federal  Constitution,  and  signed 
that  instrument,  and  lie  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  under  the 
Constitution,  from  1789  to  1797.  In  1798 
he  went  again  into  the  Assembly,  and  in 
1800  was  an  Elector  for  President.  In  1801 
he  was  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United 
States,  which  office  he  held  until  1809,  when 
he  was  elected  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  served  two  entire  terms.  After 
leaving  the  Executive  chair,  he  retired  to 
private  life  on  his  estate,  known  as  Mont- 
pelier.  He  was  subsequently  a  A'isitor  and 
Rector  of  the  University  of  Virginia;  and 
in  1829  a  member  of  the  State  Conveutii)n, 
which  was  the  last  public  position  lie  held. 
He  was  one  of  the  contributors  to  the  Fed- 
eralist, and  his  collected  State  papers  and 
miscellaneous  writings  have  been  published 
in  several  volumes.  He  died  at  Montpelier, 
Orange  County,  ^'irginia,  June  t28,  18^5, 
and  a  Avork  on  his  Lite  and  Times  was  pul)- 
lished  by  William  C.  Rives  in  ]8(jl. 

Magee,  John. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  If^'St  to  1  ■?:>!. 

Magnider,  Allan  B. — A  native  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  a  lawyer  by  jnoJession.  He  re- 
moved to  Louisiana,  and  in  1*0.")  published 
"  Reflections  on  the  Cession  of  Louisiana 
to  the  L'nited  States;"  and  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  181'2  to 
1813.  He  had  collected  materials  for  a 
general  history  of  the  Indians.  He  died  at 
Opelousas,  Louisiana,  in  April,  ]8-i2. 

Magruder,  Patrick.— He  was  born  in 
Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  in  17G8; 
educated  at  Princeton  College ;  adopted  the 
profession  of  law  ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
1805  to  1807  ;  and  was  Clerk  o'f  the  United 
States  House  of  Representatives,  from  1807 
to  1815.  He  died  in  Petersburg,  A'irgiuia, 
in  1819  or  1820. 

Malbone,  Francis. — He  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  in  1809, 
having  previously  been  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  'that  State,  from  1793  to 
1797.     He  died  June  4,  1809. 

Mallary,  Rolliu  C— He  was  born  in 
New  Haven,  Connecticut,  in  J78-1,  and 
died  in  13ahimore,  April  JG,  1831.  He  rep- 
resented the  State  of  Vermont  in  Congress, 
from  1820  to  1831,  and  took  an  active  part 
in  all  matters  appertaining  to  commerce,  as 
chairman  of  an  important  committee.  He 
was  held  in  the  highest  estimation  both  for 
his  public  acts  and  private  virtues. 


Mallory,  Francis. — He   was  born   in 

Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, tVom  that  State,  from  18:57  to  1839, 
and  again  from  1841  to  1843.  Died  at  Nor- 
folk, March  20,  18G0. 

Mallory,  Meredith. — IJorn  in  Connec- 
ticut, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  1839  to  1841. 

Mallory,  Robert.  —  He  was  born  in 
Madison  County,  Virginia,  November  15, 
l>l'>;  graduated  at  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia in  l."«27;  removed  to  Kentucky  in 
1^39,  where  he  has  devoted  the  most  of  his 
life  to  agricultnral  pursuits;  and  he  wa.s 
elected  n  Representative,  fruni  Kentucky, 
to  the  Thirty -sixth  Congress,  si-rviug  as  a 
member  of  the  Coinmittei'  on  Rt)ads  and 
Canals ;  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-.sevenlh 
Congress,  sening  us  Chairinun  o(  the 
Committee  on  Roads  and  Canals  ;  and  also 
elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Cougres.s,  serv- 
ing on  the  Citnunitteoof  Ways  and  Means. 

Mallory,  Stephen  R.-  He  was  horn  in 
Nassau,  aliout  I-IO;  removed  to  Key  We.st, 
Florida,  wlien young;  .studied  lawandcatne 
to  the  bar  in  that  State;  wa.s  a  Uelegato  to 
the  Nashville  Convention  of  1-50;  and  he 
was  at  one  time  a  correspt»nclt»ut  for  the 
New  York  Herald.  He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Florida,  having  been  elected 
in  1851,  serving  continuonsly,  by  re-elec- 
tion, until  I8l!l.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
Conunittee  on  Naval  Atl'aiis,  and  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Claims.  He  wits  ex- 
pelled >Lirch  II,  18(51,  and  took  part  in  tin- 
Rebellion  a.s  Secretary  of  the  Rebel  Navy. 
After  the  Ivebellion  he  was  arrested  us  a 
Prisoner  of  State,  and  released  on  his  parole 
in  March,  ISJO. 

Manguru,  Willie  P.— l^an  in  Orange 
County,  North  Carolina,  in  171^2,  and  grad- 
uated at  the  University  ot  that  State  iu 
1815.  He  studied  law,  rose  to  eminence  in 
his  profession,  entered  into  polities,  and  wan 
elected  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  Iriltf. 
In  1819  he  was  elected  a  Judge  of  tlie  Su- 
perior Court  ;  and  from  l>23to  1-2G,  served 
as  a  Representative  in  Congress.  He  was 
also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1  r21».  He  woa 
elected  a  I'uited  States  Senator  in  1831,  re- 
elected in  lf^41,  and  for  a  third  term  of  six 
years,  in  1847,  swerving  from  I">42  to  l."^45a8 
President,  pru  tun.,  of  that  liody.  In  18:J7 
he  received  eleven  electoral  votes  for  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States;  and,  during  the 
administration  of  President  Tyler,  was  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  Senate.  He  .sub- 
sequently lived  in  retirement  at  his  borne  in 
North  Carolina.    Died  Septenjlxr  14,  1801. 
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Maiui,  Abijah,  Jr. — Horn  at  FairfieM, 
liirkiiiicr  County,  New  York,  Sejitcnibt-r 
24,  1793;  her«'ceivedngoocl  counnou  seliool 
education,  and  bccanio  a  teacher  in  tlio  dis- 
trict school  in  Oneida  County;  he  ^va.s 
aftenvards  a  merchant.  Postmaster,  and 
Justice  of  the  Peace;  and  elected  to  the 
Lepfislature  in  \&27,  sersMnp^  by  re-elections 
until  IS'M.  lie  was  a  Representative  in 
Confrress,  from  \6'X\  to  l"^:}?,  durinj^  which 
time  he  served  on  several  conmiitteen,  ])einf]r 
once  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Kuks 
and  Orders  of  the  House.  In  I'^M.  on  re- 
turnin<;  to  his  native  county,  he  was  ag^ain 
re-elected  to  the  Lcf^islature.  He  after- 
wards removed  to  New  York  City,  and  de- 
clined all  ofticial  employments. 

Mann,  Horace. — Born  in  Franklin, 
Norfolk  County,  Massachusetts,  May  4, 
179(5.  He  was,  to  some  degjree,  self-edu- 
cated, but  graduated  at  Brown  I'niversity 
in  1819,  where  he  subsequently  held  the 
position  of  Tutor  of  Latin  and  Cin-t-k;  he 
studied  law  at  Litchfield,  Connecticut,  and 
while  counsellor-at-law,  in  Dedham,  Mas- 
sachusetts, where  he  settled  in  18'J<i,  was 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature.  He  re- 
moved to  Boston  in  1834,  where  he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Senate,  chosen  Presi- 
dent of  that  body,  and  also  President  of 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education, 
which  he  was  foremost  in  founding:  he 
also  rendered  important  services  in  behalf  of 
the  Normal  Schools  of  Massachusetts,  and 
was  elected  a  member  of  Congress,  from 
1848  to  1853.  After  that  time  he  continued 
to  be  devoted  to  matters  connected  with 
education,  having  been  appointed  Presi- 
dent c»f  Antioch  College  and  the  North- 
western Christian  University  at  Indian- 
apolis. He  wrote  much  and  well,  and  is 
rtMuembi-red  as  a  benefactor  to  his  race. 
Died  at  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  August  '2. 
18.59.  In  18G5  his  litie  was  published  by  . 
his  widow. 

Mann,  Job. — Born  in  Bethel  Township,  < 
Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania.  March  31, 
1795  ;  received  a  common  school  education  : 
in  181G  was  appointed  Clerk  to  a  board  of 
county   connnissioners;     two   years    after- 
wards he  was  appointed  Kegister,  Kecorder,   | 
and  Clerk  for  the  courts  of  Bedford  County,  : 
all  of  which  positions  be  continued  to  hold  ' 
until  1835,  when  he  was  elected  a  Kepri-- 
sentative  in  Congress,  where  he  served  one 
term.     In  1839  he  was  aduiitted  to  the  bar  :   : 
in    1842  was   appointed  State   Treasurer, 
which  office  he  held  for  three  terms;  and  i 
in    1847  was  again   elected    to  Congress, 
where  he  served  until  1851.  declining  a  re-  I 
election.  i 


Mann,  Joel  K. — He  was  Uirn  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  17~<»,  and  was  a  IJepn-sentative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State.  Irom  1>31  to 
IHIiT).  He  ilied  in  Mont<:^m«-rv  County, 
Pennsylvania,  Septemb«'r  4,  1.''.57. 

Manning,  James.— He  was  a  nativ.-of 
New  Jersey;  graduated  at  Nassau  Hall 
in  17(12.  H«' was  onr  of  the  founders  of 
Brown  rniversity:  when  that  institution 
was  removed  to  Providence  he  became 
first  President.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Bap- 
tist Ciiurch  in  that  town,  and  continued 
in  the  chargr  of  tliese  two  otiices  till  his 
death,  excepting  an  interval  of  six  months, 
in  1785  and  178(3,  during  which  lie  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress.  He 
died  in  1791,  aged  fifty  two  years. 

Manning,  Richard  I. — He  was  born  in 
Sumter  District.  South  Carolina.  May  I. 
17?9;  graduated  at  the  State  College  at 
Columbia  in  181 1  ;  commanded  a  volunteer 
company  in  the  war  of  l-PJ:  was  fre- 
(|uently  in  the  upper  and  lower  House  of 
the  Statf  Legislature ;  was  Governor  of 
South  Carolina  tor  two  years  from  1824;  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  IS'M  to 
1>'3G:  and  died  May  1.  H3«;,  at  Philadel- 
phia, bel'ore  the  expiration  of  his  term,  verv 
suddenly,  while  seated  at  the  table  with 
his  family.  He  was  greatly  respected  for 
his  talent^  and  virtues. 

Marable,  Jolni  H.— He  was  bom  in 
Brunswick  County,  ^'irgiuia,  and  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from  Tennes- 
see, from  1>25  to  1>29. 

Marchand,  Albert  G.— He  wjvs  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Penn.syl- 
vania,  from  1839  to  1843;  and  died  at  his 
residence,  in  Greensburg,  Pennsylvania. 
February  5.  184-^. 

Marchand,  David.— He  was  born  in 
Westmoivland  County.  Pennsylvania,  and 
was  a  Rei)resentative  iu  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1*^17  to  1821. 

Marchant,  Heiuy.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate tVoni  Rhode  Island  to  the  Continental 
Congress  tVom  1777  to  1780,  and  again  in 
17S3  and  1784,  and  was  one  of  the  signers 
of  the  Articles  of  Confederation. 

Marcy,  Daniel. — Born  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, November  7,  18(>9;  became  a  sailor 
when  twelve  years  of  age,  and  at  twenty 
was  master  of  a  ship;  in  1^53  and  1*^.54  he 
was  a  meuiber  of  the  New  Hampshire  Leg- 
islature; in  18,5G  and  1857  of  the  State 
Senate  ;  was  subsequently  engaged  in  tlie 
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mercantile  and  ship-building  business;  and 
was  elected  a  Eepresentative  from  New 
Hampshire  to  the  Thirty  eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Eevoliition- 
ary  Pensions  and  on  Expenditures  in  the 
Navy  Department. 

Marcy,  William  Larned. — He  -was 
born  in  frturbiidge,  "Worcester  County, 
Massachusetts,  in  J7c'(i,  and  died  in  Balls- 
ton  Spa,  New  York,  July  4,  J857.  He 
graduated  at  Brown  University  in  1808; 
taught  school  for  a  while  in  Ne\vj)ort, 
Ehode  Island ;  studied  law,  and  com- 
menced practice  in  Troy,  New  Yoik.  He 
Avas  appointed  Kecorder'  of  that  city  in 
1816;  made  Comptroller  in  18*J:{,  and  re- 
moved to  Albany.  In  \&2[)  he  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  <if  the 
State.  He  was  elected  to  the  United  States 
Senate  in  1831,  but  resigned  in  1833,  liav- 
iug  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee.  Elected  Govern(tr  of  New 
York  in  1832,  and  re-elected  in  I-IM  and 
1836.  He  Avas  Secretary  of  War  under 
President  Polk  from  18-45  to  184U,  and 
Secretary  of  State  under  Prcsidtnt  Pierce 
from  1853  to  1857.  He  was  a  hard-work- 
ing, careful,  plain  man,  and  a  good  scliolar. 
As  a  statesman  and  dijilomatist  he  liad  tin- 
reputation  of  displaying  botli  judgment 
and  skill ;  but  his  crowning  virtue  was  his 
incorruptible  integrity. 

Mardis,  Samuel  "W.— lUirn  in  Ala- 
bama in  18U],  and  died  at  Talladt-ga,  in 
that  State,  November  14,  I&37.  He  was  a 
Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  Alabama, 
from  1831  to  1835,  and  was  much  respected 
for  his  manly  virtues. 

Marion,  Robert. — He  was  a  native  of 
South  Carohna,  and  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  irom  lt('5  to 
1810, 


Markell,  Henry.— He  was  born  in 
Montgomery  County,  New  York,  and  was 
a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1825  to  1829. 

Markel],  Jacob.— He  was  a  Eepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  Yoik, 
from  1813  to  1815. 

Mai-kley,  Philip  S.— He  was  born  in 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
was  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1823  to  \8-47,  and  was 
in  the  laiter  year  appointed  Naval  Ofticer 
for  the  Port  of  Philadelphia.

He  graduated  at  Dart- 
mouth College  in  17-6,  .studird  law,  and 
commenced  practice  in  Woodstock,  Ver- 
mont.

— He  served  four 
years  in  the  Elaine  Legislature,  viz:  1827, 
1828,  1834,  and  1835;  was  a  Ilepreseuta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Maine,  from  1841 
to  1843,  acting  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Militia;  and  from  184()  to 
1841)  he  was  Collector  at  Belfast,  He  was 
also  for  some  years  a  General  of  the  State 
militia. 

Marshall,  Edward  C. — lie  was  born 
in  Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  California,  from  1851  to 
iS53. 

Marshall,  Hunvjhrey. — 1  le  was  among 
the  earliest  pioneers  to  Kentucky,  having 
gone  there  in  1780 ;  he  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Convention  in  1787  ;  served  for 
many  years  in  the  State  Legislature ;  and 
was  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  17'J5  to 

18U1.  He  was  the  author  of  the  first  pub- 
lished History  of  Kentucky,  and  di(Hl  at 

in  advanced  age. 

Marshall,  Humphrey.— Born  at  Fraidc- 
fort,  Kentui'ky,  .laiuiary  i:>,  1812.  He 
graduated  at  West  Point  Academy,  but  re- 
signed his  military  connnission  of  Lieutcn- 
int,  and  studied  law,  whicli  he  practiced 
with  success.  During  the  ten  years  jire- 
ceding  the  Mexican  war,  and  while  devot- 
ing himself  to  his  profession  in  Louisville, 
he  took  an  active  part  in  the  military  ati'airs 


of  the  St^ile  as  Captain,  Major,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel;  lie  served  in  the  Mexican 
war  as  ('oloiu-1  of  cavalry,  tighting  at 
15uena  N'ista,  and  leading  the  charge  of  the 
Ktfutucky  volunteers;  in  l'^47,  after  de- 
clining si.'Veral  important  nominations,  he 
retired  to  a  farm ;  he  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress in  JHll)  as  a  Kepreseutative,  and  re- 
j'lected  in  1851  ;  lie  was  appointed  by  Pres- 
ident Fillmore  Commissi(tner  to  China, 
which  was  immcdiHtely  raised  to  a  tirst- 
class  mission  ;  on  his  return  he  was  elected 
a  Kepreseutative  in  the  Thirty-t'otirth  Con- 
gross  ;  in  lK5l)  lie  was  a  memoer  of  the 
American  National  Council  held  in  New 
York,  where  he  caused  to  be  thrown  otV  all 
secrecy  in  the  j)olitics  of  his  party  ;  and  in 
1857  he  was  re-elect<'d  to  Congress,  serving 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Military 
Artairs.  He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of 
1801  as  a  (ieneral  of  volunteers. 

Marshall,  John. — He  was  born  in  Fau- 
(piier  County,  Virginia,  September  '24, 
1755,  and  was  the  eldest  of  fifteen  children. 
He  liad  some  classical  education  in  his 
youth,  but  his  o])i)ortunities  for  learning 
were  limited,  and  he  never  entered  college, 
his  father,  Thomas  Marshall,  having  been 
a  poor  man,  but  possessed  of  superior 
talents.  At  the  commencement  of  the 
American  war,  he  espoused  it  with  ardor ; 
in  177<)  he  was  appointed  Lieutenant,  and 
in  1777  ]Homoted  to  the  rank  of  Captain. 
In  17."^U  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and 
in  1781  resigned  his  commission,  and  en- 
tered upon  the  practice  of  his  protession, 
soon  rising  to  distinction.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Virginia  Convention  to  ratify 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
as  such  ))roduccd  a  deep  impression  by  his 
logic  and  ehxpience.  He  also  entered  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia,  where  he  was  a 
leader.  President  Washington  invited  him 
to  become  Attorney  General,  and  olVered 
him  the  mission  to  France,  after  Mr.  Mon- 
roe's rclurn,  both  of  which  honors  he  de- 
clinetl.  President  .Vdams  appointed  him 
an  Fnvny  to  France,  with  Pickering  and 
Gerry,  Imt  they  were  not  accredited,  ami 
lie  retunu'd  to 'the  United  States  in  171.»8. 
He  was  a  Representative  in  Congress  in 
171U);  in  I'-UU  he  was  apjiointed  Secretary 
t)f  War :  soon  afterwards  Secretary  of  State : 
and,  January  31,  1*^1>1,  upon  the  nomiJia- 
tion  of  President  Adams,  wa.s  contirmed  as 
Chief  .Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  1  le  wrote  a  "  Life  of  George 
Washington,"  and  a  "  History  of  the 
American  Colonies."  He  died  in  Phila- 
delphia, July  r,,  1^3(1.  As  a  Judg.>  he 
was  the  most  illustrious  in  Aun^ricji,  and 
for   his    public   services    was    ranked    by 
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many  vith  Washino^ton.     He  was  the  ob-  i 
ject  "^of  universal  affection,    respect,    and  \ 
coniidence,  and  in  every  particular  one  ot 
the  greatest  and  best  of  men. 

Marshall,  Samuel  S.— He  ^^as   born 
in  Illinois ;   educated  at  Cumberland  Col- 
lege, Kentucky  ;  studied  law,  and  devoted 
himself  to  its  practice  in  his  native  State. 
He  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature  in 
1846;  by  the  Legislature  he  was  elected 
State  Attorney,  serving  two  years;  in  1651 
he  was   elected  a  Judge  of  the   Circuit 
Court,  in  Avhich  position  he  remained  until 
1854;    and  having  been  elected    to    the  : 
Thirty-fourth  Congre^•s,  from  Illinois,  was  ; 
re-elected    to    the    Thirty-tilth,    and    was  i 
Chairman  of  the  Committee   on  Claims,  j 
He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  Chicago  i 
Convention  of  1864,  and  was  re-elected  to  ; 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  tin- 
Committees  on  Elections   and   on  Frcid- 
men. 

Marshall,  Thomas  A.— Ik-  was  b..ni 
near  A'ersailles.  Kentucky,  January  15, 
1794;  graduated  at  Yulf  Ci'llege  in  J815; 
studied  laAv,  and  entered  upon  tin-  practice 
in  1816;  and  he  was  a  Ki-pnsentative  iu 
Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  l-^'Jl  to 
1835.  He  was  a  Judge  and  Clii«-f  .Justice 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky  for 
about  twenty  years  ;  a  Professtir  of  Law  in 
the  Transylvania  College  :  and  also  served 
in  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky. 

Marshall,  Thomas  F. — He  was  a  n.i- 
tive  of  Kentucky  ;  Judge  of  tlu-  Louisville 
Circuit  Court :  and  a  Kt-presuntative  iu 
Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  1841  to 
1843.  He  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1852.  He  died  near  ^'ersailIes,  Wood- 
ford County,  Kentucky,  Septt-mher  'J*J, 
1864,  in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  his  age. 

Marstoi],  Gilman. — Porn  in  Orford, 
Xew  Haujpshire  ;  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
College  in  1837,  and  at  the  Dane  Law 
School  in  1840;  counnenced  the  practice 
of  law  in  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  in  1841 ; 
in  1845  he  was  elected  to  the  Xew  Hamp 
shire  Legislature,  and  served  four  years  ; 
was  a  member  of  the  Convention  to  revise 
the  Constitution  of  that  State  in  1850,  and 
was  aEepresentative  in  Congress  from  New 
Hampshire  from  1851)  to  1863,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  Elections  and  on  Military 
Affairs.  In  June,  1861,  he  was  appointed 
Colonel  of  the  Second  Eegimeut  New 
Hampshire  Volunteers,  which  he  led  at  the 
battle  of  Bull  Run,  throughout  the  Penin- 
sula Campaign  under  McClellan,  at  the 
second  battle  of  Bull  Pun:    and   also   at 


Fredericksburg,  under  Burnsidc.  Iu  1863 
he  was  comnussioued  a  Brigadier  (Jeueral, 
assigned  to  the  District  of  St.  Mary,  ami 
also'^attathed  to  the  Army  of  tin-  J  anus  in 
1864,  lighting  at  Kingsland  Creek,  Ihury's 
Bluff,  Cold  Harbor,  and  Petersburg.  Early 
in  1865  he  was  re-electtd  to  the  Tliirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Couimitti-es 
on  Mileagi*  and  Military  Affairs  ;  and  on 
the  fall  of  Kichmond  he  retired  fioni  the 
army.  He  was  also  one  of  the  KepreseutJi- 
tives  designated  by  the  House  to  attend 
the  funeral  of  (ieneral  Seott  in  iKKi. 

Martin,  Alexander.— Born  in  (Juilloifl 
County.  North  Carolina,  and  died  in_  No- 
vendur,  l>ti7.  lie  was  educated  at  Prince- 
ton College,  and  devoted  nuuh  attention 
to  the  pursuits  of  literature.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Colonial  Assembly.  an«l 
Colonel  of  a  regiment  in  the  Continental 
line,  having  been  at  the  battles  of  Brandy- 
wine  and  (Jermantttwn.  He  was  subs'^- 
•luently  in  the  State  Senate,  aiul  was 
eleeted  Speaker  ;  he  was  i-lected  (jovt-mnr 
of  North  Carolina  in  17^2.  and  again  in 
17^'^J,  and  was  a  member  of  tlie  Coveiition 
which  framed  the  Constituti»>u  of  the 
L'nited  States.  I'roin  I7'J3  to  I7W  he 
was  Uniteil  States  Seinitor.  In  17'J3  the 
degre*'  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  eonferr»'d 
on  him  by  Princeton  College,  and  at  tin- 
time  of  liis  deulh  he  was  a  Trustee  of  the 
I'niversity  of  North  Carolina. 

Martin,  Barclay.— He  was  lioin  in

Martin,  Elbert  S. — Born  in  Virginia, 
and  elected  a  lupresentative,  from  thai 
State,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  ser\ing 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  ExjM-nd- 
itures  in  the  Post  Office  Deparimiut. 

Martin,  Frederick  S. — He  was  horn  in 
Putlaud  County.  Vennont,  April  2.5,  17114: 
after  spending  his  earl}'  life  as  a  sailor  on 
Lake  Champlain  and  at  sea,  he  settled  at 
Oleau,  New  York,  as  a  hottl-k«  eper  and 
merchant;  in  183(.>  he  was  appointed  Post- 
master at  that  place;  he  servetl  three  years 
in  the  State  Legislature ;  and  was  a  Ken- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  N't-w  YorJc, 
from  lir51  to  18.53. 
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Meirtin,  John  P. — Born  in  Lt'o  County, 
Virf^inia,  OctolxT  II,  JHM;  removed  to 
Kentucky  in  IS26;  in  1811  was  elected  to 
the  Lcfji'slature  of  that  State,  and  re- 
elected the  followiuf^  year;  auil  he  was  a 
Kei>n'seutative  in  Couo^ress,  from  Ken- 
tucky, from  181.')  to  1847.

Martin,  Luther.— Horn  in  New  IJruus- 
wick,  New  .Ii'rsey,  in  1744;  <j^raduated  at 
Nassau  llall  in  17()();  taufj^ht  school  for 
several  years  in  Maryland ;  came  to  the  bar 
in  Virginia,  and  settled  in  Accomac  Coun- 
ty;  in  1774  took  an  active  part  in  opposiup^ 
Eufjland  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Annapolis 
Con^ention  of  that  year;  in  1778  was  ap- 
pointed Attorney  General  of  Maryland ; 
was  a  Delep^ate  to  the  Continental  Couf^ress

In  l''5l  he  settled  in  Indiana, 
and  (.stablished  the  Marion  .lournal  ;  wjls 
a  Presidential  Elector  in  1852;  aud  in  l^<»2 
he  was  elected  a  Kepresentative,  from  Indi- 
ana, to  the  Thirty-eiglith  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions.

McDuiEe,  George. — lie  was  born  iu 
Columbia  ("dunty,  Georgia,  in  17*)^;  wu.s 
for  a  time  a  clerk  in  Augusta  ;  gra<luate<l 
at  the  South  Caroiimi  College  in  l-jlt; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law ;  served  a 
number  of  years  in  the  State  Legislature; 
was  a  Trustee  of  his  Aima  Mater;  a  Major 
of  Militia;  was  elected  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  South  Carolina,  in  1>2I, 
and  served  until  I8:i5,  when  he  was  cho.-en 
Governor  of  the  State.  In  1843  he  wa« 
electe<l  a  Senator  of  the  United  States,  but 
was  conijH'lled  by  ill  health  to  resign  iLat 
stati<»n  before  the  expiration  of  hi.s  term  of 
office.  His  ill  health  was  partly  the  result 
of  a    duel    which    he   fouglit    ili  -Vngu.sta, 
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Georgia,  with  Colonel  Gumming,  iu  which 
he  was  wounded.  He  was  a  co-worker 
and  friend  of  Galhoun  and  Harne.  and  an 
eloquent  defender  of  the  peculiar  institu- 
tions of  the  South.

McHatton,  Robert. — He  was  a  Rei»- 

resentative  in  Congress,  from  Kentucky. 
from  J8-JC)  to  1829.  " 

McHenry,  James. — He  was  born  about 
the  year  1755 :  was  liberally  educated : 
adopted  the  profession  of  medicine,  but  did 
not  practice  ;  served  in  the  KevolutiouarA' 
struggle  as  an  Aide-de-Canip  to  General 
Washington,  and  also  to  Gmeral  Lafayette; 
was  a  Dt'legate,  from  Maryland,  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  1783  to  1781): 
was  a  member  of  the  Convention  that 
formed  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  signed 
that  instrument ;  was  Secretary  of  War 
from  179()  to  18U1,  liaving  been  appointed 
by  Washington  and  continued  in  otfice  by 
President  Adams,  but,  as  he  opposed  the 
policy  of  the  Executive,  he  was  dismissed 
ti-om  the  Cabinet  with  Timothy  Pickering.

McHvaine,  Abraham  R. — liuru  at 
Crum  Creek,  Delaware,  August  14.

In  1837  he 
was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  and  died  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  July  li>,  1832.

Four  years  after 
his  birth  his  father  emigrated  with  his 
family  to  Virginia,  whence  he  removed  to 
Kentucky,  and  finally  settled  iu  the  State 
of  Ohio.  Here  the  son  received  a  scanty 
education  ;  and,  having  determined  to  pur- 
sue the  legal  })rofession,  he  engaged  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  to  writt^  in  the  clerk's  office 
at  Cincinnati,  in  order  to  niaintain  himself, 
by  devoting  a  portion  of  his  time  to  that 
labor,  while  engaged  in  his  studies.  In

He  was  a  brother  of  Judge  McLean, 
and  when  in  Congress  was  mainly  instru- 
mental in  procuring  an  appropriation  of 
half  a  million  of  acres  of  land  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Ohio  Canal  from  Cincinnati 
to  Cleveland.  After  his  service  in  Con- 
gress he  was  engaged  in  business  in  Cin- 
cinnati.

— Born  in  Get- 
tysburg, Adams  County,  Pennsylvania, 
July  31,  1830;  graduated  at  Pennsylvania 
College  in  1848;  devoted  some  attention 
to  the°printing  business,  and  edited  a  paper 
at  Harrisburg  in  1851,  and  lor  several 
years  afterwards.

member  of  tin;  (,'onvention  called  to  revise 
:  the  State  Constitution,  and  chos«'u  Chair- 
!  man;    in   1851   and    H5\>  he  was   elected 
Li(.'Utenant  Governor  of  Ohio  ;  in   ]H.',:5  ho 
was  elected   (Jovernor  of  Ohio;    an»l,  by 
I  Piesident  Buchanan,  was  ap])ointed  I'ir.'^t 
j  Comi)troller  of  the  Pnited  States  Treasury. 
I  Died  at  LancaNter.  Penns\  lvai;ia,  Septem- 
!  ber-J,  1805. 

Meech,  Ezra. — He  was  i.nni  in  New 
;  London,  Ci>nni'cticut,  July  iJl),  I77:{;  was 
associated  in  early  life  with  John  Jacob 
Astor  in  the  fur  trade;  in  180(3  became 
agent  of  the  Northwest  Fur  Company  ;  and 
iu  1801.)  was  agent  for  supplying  the  Britisli 
Government  with  spars  and  tiin))er.  Hav- 
ing settled  in  Vermont,  he  was,  in  l"''^'^  and 
18-J:»,  elected  Chief  Justice  of  Chittendeu 
County  ;  and  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Conventions  of  ]&2'2  and  182(). 
He  was  elected,  iu  1805  and  18U7,  to  the 
State  Legislature  ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Cougress,  from  Vermont,  from  1811) 
to  18"il,  and  again  from  1825  to  l'^i7.  In 
1841  he  was  a  Presidential  Elector.  Dur- 
ing the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  was  de- 
voted to  agricultural  pursuits,  aud  owned 
one  farm,  kept  in  a  high  state  of  cultiva- 
tion, which  contained  three  thousand  acres, 
aud  ui)ou  which  have  been  seen  a  Hock  of 
three  thousand  sheep,  and  a  herd  of  eight 
hundred  oxen.  He  was  remarkable  for  lii.s 
intelligence  and  hos])itality,  aud  not  less  so 
for  his  personal  appearance,  as  he  meastired 
six  feet  live  inches  iu  height,  aud  weighed 
three  hundred  aud  seventy  pounds;  and, 
strange  as  it  may  seem,  he  was  one  of  the 
most  expert  trout  fishers  in  the  country. 
He  died  at  Shelburne.  \'ermont,  September 
2:>,  18.5G. 

Meigs.  Henry. — Boru  in  New  Haven. 
Counectictu,  October  '2-<,  17."^"J;  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  17'.)'';  educated  a  lawyer, 
aud  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Cou- 
gress, from  New  York  City,  from  18 ID  to 
18'il,  aud  for  uuiny  ^-ears  was  an  active 
officer,  Rei-ording  Secretary,  and  Tru.stee 
of  the  American  lustitute'iu  New  York. 
It  was  said  of  him,  as  something  remark- 
able, that  he  never  wore  an  overcoat,  never 
had  a  sore  throat  or  headache,  aud,  when 
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seventy  years  of  age,  did  not  use  glasses. 
Died  in  New  York,  May  '20,  1861. 

Meigs,  Return  J.  —  Was  a  native  of 
Middletown,  Couuccticut:  graduated  at 
Yale  College  in  1785,  and  was  a  lawyer  by 
profession.  He  removed  to  Ohio,  and  be- 
came a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  ;  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  1808 
to  1810;  and  was  Governor  of  the  State, 
from  1810  to  ldl4.  He  was  appointed  Post- 
master General  of  the  United  States  in  1 814, 
and  held  the  office  nine  years.  He  died  at 
Marietta,  March  29,  1825. 

Mellen,  Prentiss. — Born  in  Sterling, 
Massachusetts,  October  11,  1764;  grad- 
uated at  Cambridge  in  1784  ;  studied  law, 
and  settled  at  Bridgewater ;  in  1792  In- 
became  a  citizen  of  Biddeford,  Maine,  uiid 
in  18U6  settled  at  Portland.  In  1817  lie 
was  chosen  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Massachusetts  ;  also  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  1817;  and  on  the  separation  of  Maine, 
in  1820,  he  resigned  his  seat  in  tlie  Senate, 
and  was  elected  the  tirst  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Maine.  He  occu- 
pied a  high  position  as  a  lawyer  and  jurist ; 
and  m  1834,  after  becoming  disipuilitied 
by  age  to  serve  as  judge,  he  resumed  the 
practice  of  law.  His  decisions  may  be 
found  in  the  first  eleven  volumes  ot*  the 
Maine  Reports.  He  was  also  a  Trustee  of 
Bowdoin  College,  from  1817  to  1836;  and 
in  1828  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from 
that  institution.  He  died  at  Portland,  De- 
cember 31,  1840. 

Menifee,  Richard  H.— He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from 
1837  to  1839,  and  died  at  Frankfort,  Feb- 
ruary 21,  1841. 

Menzies,  Johu"W. — Was  born  in  Fay- 
ette County,  Kentucky,  April  12,  1819; 
graduated  at  the  University  of  Virginia  in 
1840 ;  studied  law  and  came  to  the  bar  in 
1841,  establishing  himself  in  Covington, 
Kentucky,  where  ho-  has  ever  since  prac- 
ticed his  profession.  In  1848  and  1855  he 
was  elected  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
Kentucky  ;  and  in  1861  he  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Kentucky,  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Elections,  and  Unfinished 
Business.  He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the 
Chicago  Convention  of  1804. 

Mercer,  Charles  Fenton.— Bom  in 
Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  June  6,  1778; 
graduated  at  Princeton  in  1797.  In  1798, 
while  a  student  of  laAv,  he  tendered  his 
services  to  General  Washington  for  the 


defence  of  the  country  against  a  threatened 
invasion  by  the  French,  and  received  from 
him  a  comuiission  as  First  Lieutenant  of 
Cavalry,  and  soon  after  that  of  Captain, 
which  he  declined,  not  intending  to  devote 
his  life  to  the  military  profession.  In  1803, 
after  spending  a  year  in  Europe,  he  re- 
turned and  practiced  law.  From  1810  to 
1817  he  was  a  member  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Virginia.  In  1"^11  he  was  again 
called  to  military  duty  by  the  General 
Government;  and  in  l"^i:>  was  api)(»inted 
aid  to  the  Governor,  and  rose  to  the  rank 
of  Brigadier  (Jeneral  of  Militia,  having 
command  of  the  forces  at  Norfolk.  In 
1816,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  in  the  L«'gislature,  he  devoted 
his  time  to  tiie  promution  of  internal  im- 
provements, and  wiM  chief  supporter  of 
the  measure  tor  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal,  and  wa>  iippoiiit«'il  I'lesideiit  of  the 
Canal  Company,  lie  was  a  member  oi' 
Congress,  from"  1817  to  IH40.  In  l-CiIJ  he 
visited  Europe  from  iihilantliropic  mo- 
tives, at  his  own  e.xjwnse,  and  used  hi« 
ertVirts  for  the  entire  uhulition  «if  the  Afriean 
slave  trade,  couterring  with  the  chief  ex- 
ecutive officers  of  most  ot  the  kingdoms 
of  Eiirt»pe  on  the  subject.  He  died  at 
Howard,  near  Alexandria,  Virginia,  Mav 
4,  1858. 

Mercer,  James. — He  was  a  Delegate 

to  tht-  Continental  Congress,  tVom  N'irginia, 
from  1779  t..  IT-n. 

Mercer,  John  F. — He  was  a  >oldier  oi 
the  Kevolution  ;  whs  a  member  of  the  old 
Congrt-ss,  in  17«'2;  was  a  member,  tVom 
Maryland,  of  tlie  Conventii»n  which  formed 
the  Federal  Constitution,  hut  did  not  si"^ 
that  instrument;  a  Representative  in  the 
new  Congress,  tVom  1792  to  1794;  (iov- 
ernor  of  Maryland,  from  l-'Ol  to  \^i[i; 
also  a  member  of  the  Lefrislatun*  of  that 
State;  and  died  at  Philadelphia,  Augunt 
30,  1821,  in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  his 
age. 

Mercur,  Ulysses. — He  was  born  in 
Towanda,  Bradford  county,  Pennsylvania, 
August  12.  1-<18;  graduated  at  .iefiersnii 
College  in  1842;  studied  law  while  in  col- 
lege, and  came  to  the  bar  in  liiA'.\;  was  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  I860  ;  in  Man  h, 
1861,  he  was  appointed  President  .Judge 
of  the  Thirteenth  Judicial  District  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  elected  to  the  office  in  Octo- 
ber following  fur  a  term  of  ten  years,  but 
which  he  resigned  on  being  elected  in 
1864  a  Representative,  from  Pennsylvania, 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia. 
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Meredith,  Samuel. — He  was  burn  in 
Philudulpliia  in  ITud  :  was  amonj^f  the  Hist 
to  espouse  the  cause  of  the  lievolution,  in 
which  he  served  and  suttercd,  an<l  ncijuitted 
himself  with  credit  at  the  battles  of  Treu- 
ton  and  Princeton :  and  he  was  one  of 
those  who  enjoyed  tlie  eontidence  and 
frit-ndship  of  Washington.  He  served  for 
H  time  in  the  Colonial  Lejjislature  t)f  Penn- 
sylvania ;  was  a  Delej^ate  from  that  State 
to  tlie  Continental  Conj^ress  in  17^7  and 
J7.'^d;  and  on  the  or^rauization  of  the  Fed- 
ederal  (Joverninent  he  was  appointed  l)y 
President  Washin<:;tou  Treasurer  of  tlu* 
United  States,  in  which  otlice  he  continued 
until  \^i)\,  wiieii  lie  resig-ned.  He  died  at 
Pehnont,  his  seat  in  Wayne  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, in  1":*I7.  He  and  his  brother-in- 
law,  George  Clynier,  p^ave  £10,000  in 
silver  to  carry  on  the  war. 

Meiiwether,  David. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Coni^ness,  from  Georgia,  from 
1>02  to  1807  ;  and  was  appointed,  by  Pres- 
ident Jefferson,  in  1HI)4,  a  Commissioner 
to  treat  with  the  Creek  Indians.  He  was  a 
Presidential  Elector  iu  1813  and  iu  18'2r). 

Meriwether,  David. — He  was  a  Sen- 
ator in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  by  ap- 
pointment, for  one  session,  in  1 8.Vi,  aud  was 
ap))ointed,  l)v  President  Pierce,  May(!,  18.");>, 
Governor  of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico. 

Meriwether,  I.  A. — He  v.as  born  iu 
Georgia,  and  was  a  Kepreseutative  in  Con- 
gress, from  tliat  State,  from  1841   to  J 843. 

Meriwether,  James. — He  was  born  in 
Wilkes  County,  Georgia,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative iu  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from 
18-2r)  to  I8'J7. 

Merrick,  'William  D. — He  tilled  seve- 
ral prominent  pnsirious  in  the  State  of 
Mar^iaud,  and  served  in  the  United  States 
Senate,  from  1838  to  184.').  He  died  iu 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  Feb- 
ruary f),  1857,  at  an  advanced  age.  He 
was  the  author  of  the  cheap  postage  sciieme 
in  Congress. 

Merrill,  Orsamus  C. — He  was  a  Rep- 

restiitutivi?  in  Congress,  from  Vermont, 
from  1817  to  18"20,  when  Iiis  seat  was  suc- 
cessfully contested  l)y  R.  C.  Mallory;  and 
also  held  the  ])ositious  iu  that  State  of 
County  Attorney  for  two  years ;  State 
Councillor  for  four  years  ;  State  Senator 
for  one  year ;  Register  of  Probate  for  two 
years ;  and  Judge  of  l'rol>ate  for  si.\  years. 
He  was  born  iu  Vermont  in  177(5,  aud  died 
at  Bennington,  iu  that  State,  April  1 1,  18G5. 


Mervin,    Orange.  — He    was    born    in 
Litchtield.  Connecticut,  aud  was  a  Repre- 
1  sentative  in  Cougre.ss,  from  Counecticut, 
from  1-2.')  to  n-.>l>. 

I  Metcalf,  Aniiiah.~He  wa.s  a  native  of 
'  New  York  :  a  Ivpiesentative  in  Congress, 
,  from  that  State,  from  l.-1 1  tol8J3,  and  sub- 
secjueiitly  served  four  years  iu  the  As.sem- 
,  bly  of  New  York,  from  Ot.sogo  County. 

'  Metcalf;  Thomas.— He  was  l)oru  in 
Fauquier  Cumity.  \'irginia,  March  'JO, 
i  1780.  W  lien  he  was  ([uite  young,  hi.s 
:  parents  emigrated  to  Kentiu-ky.'and  .->ettled 
in  Fayette,  where  his  education  was  re- 
stricted to  the  advantages  of  a  few  months' 
attendance  at  a  country  school.  He  worked 
at  tlie  trade  of  a  uklsou,  but  employed  liis 
leisure  hours  in  study,  and  soon  developed 
remarkable  intellectual  abilities.  In  1-0'J 
he  first  appeared  as  a  public  speaker,  iu 
defence  of  his  country  against  IJritish  op- 
pression ;  served  in  the  war  of  1812,  and 
in  1813  commanded  a  company  of  infantry 
at  the  battle  of  Fort  Meigs,  and  greatly 
distinguished  himself  tor  his  bravery.  He 
was  subsequently  a  member  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Legislature  for  several  years,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
1810  to  1821).  when  he  was  elected  Gov- 
ernor of  Kentucky,  which  office  he  iield  until 
1833.  In  1834  h<'  was  elected  to  tin,'  State 
Senate,  and  in  184')  was  chosen  President 
of  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement.  Iu 
1848  he  was  appointed  aud  electeil  to  till  the 
unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Crittenden  in  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  after  which  he 
retired  to  his  farm,  between  Maysville  ami 
Lexington.  He  l)oasted  t»f  his  service  as 
a  stone-iuason,  and  delighted  iu  being  called 
the'"  Old  Stone  Hammer."  Hediedin  Nich- 
olas Countv,  Kentucky.  August  18,  lsV>.

New  Jersey,  aud  on  removing  to  Penn«iyl- 
1  vania  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
{  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1 '.")3  to 
I  185.').

Middleton,  Arthur.— He  was  born  on 
,  Ashley   River,    South  Carolina,    iu    1743; 
i  after  a  course  of  studies  at  Westminster, 
,  he   graduated    at    Cambridge,     England ; 
travelled  two  years  in  Furope ;  on  his  re- 
I  turn  liome  he  was  place<l  (»u  various  local 
I  committees  looking  to  liberty  ;   in  177.")  he 
was  one  of  the  cttuiu'il  of  sat'ety  :   was  the 
author  of  th.'  first  draught  of  the  State  Con- 
stitution, aud  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress,  tVom   1770  to  1778,  aud 
i  again  from   1781  to  1783.  aud  signed  the 
I  Declaration  of  ludepeudeuce.     On  the  sur-

render  of  Charleston  he  Avas  taken  prisoner, 
but  released  in  a  few  mouths  by  exchange. 
He  served  frequently  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture ;  and  while  attempting  to  retrieve  his 
fortune,  which  had  been  seriously  affected 
by  the  Avar,  he  died,  January  J,  17d7. 

Middleton,  George. —  Was  born  in 
Philadelphia,  October  24,  1811;  came  of 
the  old  stock  of  the  Society  of  Friends  ;  re- 
ceived a  common  school  education  ;  while 
yet  a  boy  removed  with  his  father  to  New 
Jersey,  and  settled  in  Burlington;  was 
engaged  for  many  years  in  the  business  of 
tanning ;  Avas  twice  elected  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  NcAv  Jersey  ;  has  been  noted  in  his 
district  as  a  local  peace-maker  among  his 
neighbors  ;  and  AA-as  elected  a  Representa- 
tiA'e,  from  New  Jersey,  to  tlie  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  ser\ung  on  the  Committees  on 
Agriculture,  and  on  the  Expenditures  in 
the  Interior  Department. 

Middleton,  Henry.— He  Avas  born  in 
South  Carolina;  Avas  a  Delegate  from 
South  Carolina  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1774  to  177o,  and  was  tlie 
second  member  called  to  otHciate  as  Pres- 
ident OA^er  that  body  His  son.  bearing  the 
same  name,  Avas  subsequently  a  Kepreseutn- 
tive  in  the  Federal  Congress. 

Middleton,  Henry.— A  native  of  South 
Carolina:  Avas  eliosen  a  Kepresentative  in 
the  State  Legislature  in  I'r-Ul  ;  then  State 
Senator  until  elected  Governor  in  I-^IO. 
From  1815  to  1819  he  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive in  Congress,  and  in  l.^-Jl»  Avas  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Monroe,  Minister  io 
Russia,  Avhich  position  he  tilled  for  many 
years.  He  died  in  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina, June  14,  184f). 

MifHin,  Thomas. — He  Avas  born  at  Phila- 
delphia in  1744  ;  Avas  educated  for  tlie  mer- 
cantile profession,  and  after  a  tour  in  Europe 
entered  that  business  Avith  his  brother.  In 
1772 he  Avas  a  Representative  from  Philadel- 
phia in  the  Provincial  Assembly,  and  Avas 
a  Delegate  to  the  Continental"  Congress, 
from  Pennsylvania,  from  1774  to  1776. 
He  distinguished  himself  as  Major  in  the 
army,  at  the  battle  of  Lexington,  and  in 
1776  Avas  appointed  Quartermaster  General, 
and  subsequently  Brigadier  General,  and 
in  1777  attained  the  rank  of  Major  General. 
He  Avas  active  in  raising  neAv  regiments 
for  the  Avar,  previous  to  the  battle  of  Tren- 
ton. In  1782  he  Avas  again  sent  as  Dele- 
gate to  the  Continental  Congress,  serving 
until  1783,  and  Avas  President  of  that  bodA'" 
after  Avhich  he  retired  to  private  life.  In 
1785  he  was  Speaker  of  the  State  Legisla- 


ture; in  1767  Avas  a  member  of  the  Con- 
A-ention  Avhich  framed  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  signed  that  instru- 
ment ;  in  1788  he  was  made  President  of 
the  Supreme  Executive  Council.  He  com- 
manded the  Pennsylvania  troops  during 
the  Whiskey  Insurrection;  and  in  171)0 
Avas  a  member  of  the  Convention  for  form- 
ing the  State  Coiistituliiin  of  Penn-sylvania, 
and  was  chosen  first  Gi>vernor ;  served  nine 
years  and  Avas  again  sent  to  the  Legisla- 
ture.    He  died  January  21,  1800. 

Miles,  "W.  Porcher.— Horn  in  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  in  July,  1828;  pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  "Wellington 
School,"  and  graduated  at  the  Charh-ston 
College;  studied  law;  was  fi>r  Kevernl 
years  Assistant  IVofessor  of  Mathematics  in 
Charleston  College;  he  was  Mayor  of 
Charleston  in  l-.')6  and  1837.  and  inaugu- 
rated the  j»resent  police  systeuj  of  that  city, 
and  ahso  the  present  system  of  tidal  drrtin.s 
for  the  same :  and  he  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative, fr«>m  South  Carolina,  to  tho 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  and  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth.  Mr.  Mile-*  has  luen  a  fre- 
quent contributor  to  the  '•Soutliern  (Quar- 
terly Review,"  and  ha.s  delivered  a  nuinlicr 
of  literary  and  patriotic  aildresses.  It  iMight 
to  be  mentioned,  that  when  the  yellow  t'ever 
was  raging  in  Norfolk,  in  l^.'i.'»,  Mr.  Mile.n 
visited  thai  city  as  a  humauituriun,  ru<I  for 
that  conduct  Avas  rcAvarded  Avith  tlie  i»ftice 
of  Mayor  of  Charleston.  His  Comniitleos 
have  been  th«.>se  of  Connnerfi-.  and  Foreign 
Atiairs.  Re-elected  to  the  Tliirty-soventh 
Congress.  Was  elected  a  member  of  tlie 
South  Carolina  Seceding  Convention  in 
1860,  and  resigned  his  seat  in  Congress. 
Served  as  a  Colonel  iir  the  Rebellion,  and 
as  a  mi-mber  of  the  Confederate  Congrciw. 

Milledge,  John. — He  wa.s  born  in  Sa- 
vannah, (ieorgia,  and  descended  from  one 
of  the  early  settlers  of  the  colony.  He  fre- 
quently served  in  the  Legislature,  and  in 
1780  he  Avas  appointed  Attorney  (Jcneral  of 
the  State,  and  GoA'ernor  in  1*^02.  He  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  I7'J2  to 
1802,  excepting  one  term,  and  a  .Snator  of 
the  United  States  from  18M(;  to  Htt'.^,  .».erv. 
ing  for  a  session  as  President  pro  tern,  of 
the  Senate.  He  Avas  the  principal  founder 
of  the  University  of  Georgia,  and  jtresented 
the  land  Avhich  forms  its  site.  He  died  at 
his  country  seat,  at  the  Sand  Hills,  Febni- 
arA*  9,  181:^.  His  memory  Avas  honored  by 
an  Act  of  the  Legislature  calling  the  capi- 
tal of  the  State  Milledgeville. 

Miilen,  John,-r-He  .vas  born  in  Savan- 
nah, Georgia,  in  l-rOl:  educated  a  laAvyer; 
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-.rvtvl  in  the  Lep;i.slatun'  of  Georgia;  ami 
ilit'd  iR'ur  .Savaunali.  October  15,  l''^4;», 
about  ten  days  after  liis  electiou  ti»  a  seat 
in  the  National  House  ut'  Representatives 
ill  tlif  Twenty-eig^btli  Congress. 

Miller,  Daniel  F. — Born  in  Allofrbany 
County.  Maryland,  ()i-tob('r4,  1-=14;  stu<lied 
law  in  IMttsbur^^-,  and  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  l!^'Sr^\  emipfrated  to  Iowa  in  18:39;  and 
during^  the  foUowinp^  year  was  eleeted  to 
the  Lfo^islature  ot'that  Territory.  In  184S 
he  was  the  Whi^j;'  candidatf  tor  Conji^ress.

— Born  in^Iorris  County, 
New  Jersey ;  bred  a  lawyer  ;  and  was  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey, 
from  1841  to  1847;  and  having  been  re- 
elected, sen-ed  until  1853.  Died  at  Morris- 
town,  New  Jersey,  September  30,  l^&I. 

Miller,  Jesse. — lie  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Ctingress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1830  to  1837,  and  died  at  Ilarrisburg, 
August  2U,  1850.  By  President  Jackson, 
he  was  a]ipointed  First  Auditor  of  the 
Treasury,  and  held  thr  position  until  1841.' 
He  was  also  Canal  Commissioner  of  I'enn- 
sylvania  in  1845  and  1846,  and  Secretary 
of  State  from  184G  to  1848,  serving  for  a 
>liort  time  as  acting  Governor  of  the  State. 

Miller,  John. — He  was  born  in  Dutchess

New  York,  .Inly  30, 
1785  ;  received  a  good  conunon  school  edu- 
cation, with  instruction  in  the  Latin  and 
Greek  languages.  He  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  practice  in  l8(»ri;  from 
that  time  continued  to  pursue  his  profession, 
removing  from  Livingston  to  Hudson  City 
in  1833.

Miller,  Samuel  F. — He  was  born  in 
Franklin,  Delaware  County,  New  York, 
May  27,  1827  ;  graduated  at  Hamilton  Col- 
lege in  1852 ;  studied  law,  and  came  to  the 
bar  in  1853,  but  instead  of  practicing  the 
profession  turned  his  attention  to  farming 
and  lumbering.  In  1854  he  was  elected  to 
the  New  York  Legislature;  in  1850  and 
1857  he  was  Supervisor  of  Franklin ;  was 
for  fifteen  years  identified  as  a  Colonel  with 
the  State  militia;  and  in  18(i2  he  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  New  York, 
to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  tm 
the  Commit"fc?e  on  Public  Lauds.

from  1846  to  1841) ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from  1851 
to  1853. 

Miner,  Charles.—  lie  was  born  in  Nor- 
wich, Connocti,cut,  about  the  year  1778 ; 
when  a  boy  of  nineteen,  removed  with  his 
father  to  Wilkesbarre,  Pennsylvania,  and 
subsequently  settled  iu  Westchester,  and 
for  many  years  published  the  "Village 
Record"  iu  that  place,  which  attained  a 
high  position.

— He  was  born  in 
Woodbury,  Coiuiecticut,  in  17'*4;  received 
a  liberal  education,  and  adopted  the  pro- 
fession of  medicine  ;  after  practicing  for  a 
while  in  Connecticut  he  removed  to  New 
York,  and  after  receiving  from  Yale  Col- 
lege the  title  of  M.  D.,  practiced  his  pro- 
fession in  New  York  with  eminent  success  ; 
in  1827  lie  was  elected  to  the  Legislature 
of  his  adopted  State ;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1833  to  1835.  Died  in  Norwich,  New 
York,  January  12,  1858. 

Mitchell,  James  C. — He  was  born  in 
Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congres*,  from 
Tennessee,  from  1825  to  1829. 

Mitchell,  James  S. — He  was  l)orn  in 
York  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  1821  to  1^27. 

Mitchell,  John. — He  was  born  in  I'erry 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congress,  from  Pennsylvauia, 
from  1825  to  1820.  He  died  at  Beaver. 
Pennsylvania,  in  August,  184'.). 

Mitchell,  Nahum. —  Born  iu  East 
Bridgewater.  Massachusetts,  Febnuiry  12, 
1761.) :  graduated  at  Harvard  University  in 
1789;  taught  school,  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1702.  From  ISll 
to  1821  he  was  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  and  afterwards  Chief 
Justice.  From  1708  to  1812  he  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  the  (Jeneral  Court :  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  1803  to 
1805.  In  1813  to  1814  he  was  State  Sena- 
tor; and  from  1*^14  to  1820  he  was  one  of 
the  Governor's  Council ;  and  from  1822  to 
1827  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  State.  In 
1840  he  published  a  History  of  Bridge- 
wat(M-,  Massachusetts  :  was  a  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  :  and 
published  a  volume  of  sacred  music,  en- 
titled the  "Bridgewater  Collection."  He 
fell  and  died  suddenly  in  one  of  the  streets 
of   Plvmouth.   August   1.    1853.  while  at- 
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tending   the  first   celebration  of  the  em- 
barkation of  the  Pilg-rinis  at  Delft  Haven. 

Mitchell,  Nathaiiiel. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Delaware  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1786  to  1788. 

Mitchell,  Robert. — He  -was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  lt'3o  to  1835,  from  Ohio. 

Mitchell,  Samuel  Latham.— Born  on 
Long  Island  in  1763,  and  was  well  edu- 
cated; after  the  close  of  the  Avar  he  went 
to  Edinburgh,  and  there  studied  medicine 
and  natural  history.  On  his  return  he  was 
appointed  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Nat- 
ural History  in  Columbia  College  :  aud  his 
practice  as  a  physician  was  extensive  ;  he 
edited,  with  Dr.  Smith,  fourteen  volumes 
of  the  "Medical  Repository;"  he  also 
published  a  Life  of  Tammany,  the  Indian 
chief,  and  other  useful  works,  historical 
and  scientific.  He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  18U1  to 
1804,  and  again  from  1810  to  1813;  ami  a 
Senator  from  1804  to  1800.  He  died  in 
New  York,  September  8,  1831. 

Mitchell,  Stephen  M. — He  was  bora 
at  Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  December 
27,  1743 ;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in 
1763  ;  was  chosen  a  tutor  in  the  College  iu 
1766,  in  Avhich  station  he  continued  tliree 
years  ;  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of  law 
in  ]77"2;  was  appointed  in  177"Ja  Judgf  of 
the  Hartford  County  Court,  and  iu  17'Jti 
placed  at  the  head  of  that  Court;  in  1705 
he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Connecticut ;  and  in  1807  Chief 
Justice  of  that  Court,  Avhich  otfice  he  held 
iintil  1814.  when  he  became  disqualitifd 
by  age.  He  Avas  a  Delegate  to  the  old 
Congress  in  1783  and  1785;  and  iu  17t>3 
he  was  appointed  to  the  United  States 
Senate,  which  position  he  held  until  1795 ; 
and  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1805. 
It  was  to  his  services,  while  iu  Congress, 
that  Connecticut  was  greatly  indebted  for 
the  establishment  of  her  title  to  the  tract 
of  land  in  Ohio  called  the  ''Western  Re- 
serve." He  died  in  the  place  of  his  birth, 
September  30,  1835.  In  him  Avere  com- 
bined the  dignity  of  the  Christian,  the 
purity  of  the  patriot,  and  the  virtues  of  the 
faithful  public  servant  and  useful  citizen. 
The  degree  of  LL.D.  Avas  conferred  x^pon 
him  by  Yale  College.

Molony,  Richard  S. — He  wa><  iM.m  m 
Northli.'ld,  Xl'W  Hampshirt- ;  entered  Dart- 
mouth Colk'gu  in  I -'36,  hut  left  the  institu- 
tion before  the  close  of  the  following  year 
aud  connnenced  the  study  of  medicine; 
removed  to  IMiuois,  and  st-tlled  at  lUdvi- 
dere,  liooue  County,  iu  the  practice  of  the 
medical  jijofession  ;  ami  was  a  Representa- 
tive from  Illinois  to  the  Thirty-seeoml  Con- 
1  press,  having  succeeded  liis  iVieiid  aud  col- 
lege classmate,  John  NVcutworth. 

Monell,  Robert. — He  was  a  native  of 
Columbia  County,  New  York,  and  a  l{ei»- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1811)  to  1821,  and  again  from  l82y  to 
1831. 

Monroe,  James.— Boru  April  28,  175.8, 
iu  \Vestnu»relaud  County,  Virginia.  He 
Ava.s  educated  at  ^VilUam  and  Mary  Col- 
lege. In  1776  he  joined  the  army  in  the 
ReA'olutionary  war,  and  continued  with  it 
till  1778,  having  displayed  great  bravery, 
Avhen  he  retired  aud  engaged  iu  the  stmly 
of  law.  In  178U  he  held  the  office  of  3Iili- 
tary  Couunissioner  for  Virginia,  aud  in  that 
capacity  visited  the  Southern  army.  In 
1782  he  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  A.s- 
sembly :  and  iu  1783  a  Delegate  to  Con- 
gress. In  17<8  he  Avas  a  member  of  the 
ConA-ention,  in  Virginia,  to  deliberate  on 
the  proposed  Constitution  for  the  United 
States.  In  17"J0  he  Avas  elected  a  Senator 
of  the  United  States  from  Virginia.  In 
1794  he  receiA-ed  the  appointment  of  Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary  to  France,  and  was 
recalled  iu  1797.  *In  1799  he  Avas  elected 
GoA-ernor  of  Virgiuia.  In  1802  he  avm 
sent  on  a  special  mission  to  France,  Avhich 
resulted  iu  the  purchase  of  Louisiana.  In 
1803  he  Avas  appointed  Minister  to  England ; 
aud  in  1805  heAvas  associated  with  Charles 
Piuckney  to  negotiate  Avith  Spain.  Durinjf 
his  residence  in  England,  lie  aud  Mr.  Wil- 
liam  Piuckney    neirotiated  a   commercial 
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treaty  with  Great  IJritain,  but  it  was  never 
subinitteil  to  the  Senate  l)y  President  Jef- 
ferson,    lie  returned  to  America  in  Ir'O*^.

Having  neither  tiie  advantages 
of  wealth  nor  of  a  good  education,  he  was 
dependent  for  his  support  on  hard  labor. 
In  1755  he  served  as  a  private  soldier  under 
(ieneral  Praddock.  At  the  close  of  the 
campaign  he  retired  to  a  farm  in  Frederick 
County,  At  the  commencement  of  the 
Kevolution  he  commanded  a  troop  of  cav- 


alry, under  General  Washington,  at  Bos- 
ton.    He  wa«  fletached  on  tlie  expedition 
against    Quebec,   and    when   Arnold    was 
wuiuuled  he  took  command  of  his  division; 
but  the  retreat  of  the  otlu-r  division,  aftei- 
i  the   fall   of   Montgomery,    left    Morgan   U>

and  h»-'  was  taken  prisoner.     On  being  ex-

I  ordered  out  by  President  Washington  for 
I  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  Whiskey 
j  Insurrection  in  Pennsylvania.     He  was  a 
'  Representative  in  Congress  from  1795  to 
1  1799.     In  1799  he  published  an  ad(bess  to

I  tration  of  Mr.  Adams.     He  died  at  Win- 
'  Chester,  Virginia,  in  1802,  aged  sixty-nine.

He  was  self-educated  :  served  as  a  Eepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1835  to  1839,  and  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Eevolutionary  Pensions,  and 
declined  a  re-election:  in  1840  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  Clerk  in  the  House  of  Eepre- 
sentatives,  from  which  position  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Legislature  of  Virginia, 
and  declined  a  re-election ;  he  was  a  Demo- 
cratic Elector  in  1844  ;  and  in  1845,  having 
injured  his  health  by  public  sjieakiug,  he 
was  appointed  to  a  clerkship  in  the  Trea- 
sury Department. 

Morrill,  David  L. — Born  in  Epping, 
New  Hampshire,  June  10,  1772,  and  died 
February  4,  1849.  He  attended  Exeter 
Academy,  studied  medicine,  and  com- 
menced the  practice  at  Epsom  in  1793. 
He  also  studied  theology,  and  was  ordained 
a  pastor,  but  resigned  his  charge  in  Ifcll, 
and  resumed  the  practice  of  medicine. 
He  was  a  Eepresentative  to  the  General 
Court  in  1811,  1812,  and  1816,  and  in  1816 
was  chosen  to  the  United  States  Senate  for 
six  years.  He  subsequently  became  a 
member  of  the  State  Senate,  and  its  Presi- 
dent, and  afterwards,  for  four  successive 
terms,  was  elected  Governor  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. He  wrote  and  published  many  oc- 
casional discourses  and  essays  on  various 
religious  and  secular  topics. 


Morrill,  Anson  P. — Was  born  in  Bel- 
grade, Maine.  Juul-  10,  1803;  reoived  the 
advantaf^es  of  a  common  school  education; 
has  been  chietly  devoted  to  mercantile  and 
manufacturing  i)ursuits:  was  for  several 
years  a  member  of  the  Maine  Legislature; 
was  Governor  of  Maine  frtmi  1855  to  1857; 
and  in  1860  was  elected  a  Eepresentative 
from  Maine  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congres.s, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  the  Post  Office 
and  Post  Eoads  and  Eevolutionary  Claims.

— 13oni  in  .Seneca  Coun- 
ty, Is'ew  Yolk,  January  4,  lil'J;  settled 
when  ([uite  yuunj^  in  Vates  County,  and 
was  Ijied  u  farmer ;  having  educated  liini- 
selt",  he  taup^ht  school  tor  a  while,  and  tlien 
adojited  tlie  j)rotession  vl'  law,  which  he 
practiced  witii  success;  was  at  one  time 
District  Attorney  tor  Yates  County ;  served 
one  tenn  in  the  .State  Lefjislature,  and  was 
(liaiiinan  ot"  the  Judiciary  CNuiunittee  ; 
and  >vas  elected  a  lve])resentative,  tVom 
New  York,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Conuuittci'  on  tlie  Judieiary.

Morris,  Edward  Joy. — Jjorn  in  Phila- 
delphia, I'tnnsylvania,  July  15,  lc<17;  grad- 
uated at  Harvard  I'uiversity  ;  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
I'ennsylvania  in  1841,  ld42,  and  lr^4o; 
and  elected  to  the  Twenty-eighth  Congress, 
as  lJej»n'st.-ntative  from  the  First  Con- 
gressional District ;  was  apj>ointed  United 
.States  Charge  d'Aft\iircs  to  Naples  in  1850, 
Avhere  lie  remained  four  years.  On  his  re- 
turn to  Philadelphia  was  chosen  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Girard  Col- 
lege. In  1>5G  was  again  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature,  and  in  the  tall  of  that 
year  Avas  elected  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Con- 
gress, and  was  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee for  the  District  of  Columbia.  As  an 
author  his  publications  are:  "A  Tour 
through  Turkey,  Greece,  and  Egypt, 
Arabia  Petrava,'"  &c. ;  "The  Turkish 
Empire,  Social  and  Political;"  "Afraja, 
or  Life  and  Love  in  Norway,"  (a  transla- 
tion;) and  also  a  translation  from  the 
German  of  Gregozovius,  "Corsica.  Social 
and  Political,"  &e.  He  was  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Aifairs.  Ke-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress;  and  in  1861  was  appointed, 
by  President  Lincoln,  Minister  liesident 
to  Turkey. 

Morris,  Gouvenieur. — Minister  from 
the  United  States  to  France,  and  an  emi- 
iieut  American  statesman  and  orator.  Born 
in  Morrisiana,  New  York,  in  175*2,  and 
graduated  at  King's  Collegf,  in  the  city  of 
Kew  York,  in  17(18.  He  was  bred  to  the 
law,  came  to  the  bar  in  1771,  and  attained 
great  ct.-lebrity  in  the  profession.  In  1775 
he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress, from  New  Y'ork,  and  signed  the 
Articles  of  Confederation ;  and  was  em- 
ployed in  the  public  semce  in  various 
capacities  during  the  Revolutionary  con- 


test, and  in  all  of  them  displayed  great 
zeal  and  ability.  After  the  war  of  the 
Pi'volution  he  retired  from  public,  life, 
although  an  active  nifuiber  of  the  Conven- 
tion which  formed  the  present  Ct»n>titutiou 
of  thr  I'nitetl  Stat»<,  whieli  instrument  he 
signed.  Hi'  was  the  .'^tcond  Prcsidt-nt  «)f 
the  New  York  Historical  Society.  In  \7[)2 
he  was  ap])ointe(l  Mini.-^ter  to  France,  ami 
remained  in  that  eapacity  till  October, 
17'J4.  He  retiuned  to  America  in  I7'JS, 
and  in  1800  was  chosen  a  .Senator  of  the 
United  .States,  from  New  York,  .s(-rving 
three  years.  After  retiring  from  Conj^ress, 
he  spent  seven  years  in  Philadelphia.  He 
died  November  G,  181(5,  aged  si.\ty-four. 
His  publications  were  numerous.  Selec- 
tions from  his  papers,  with  a  sketch  of  his 
lite,  were  published  liv  Jared  .Sparks. 

Morris,  Isaac  IT.— He  is  th.'  fourth 
son  of  Thomas  Morris,  and  brother  of 
Jonathan  D.  Morri.-> ;  was  born  in  Oliio, 
January  2'i,  l^^l'J.  He  studied  laAv,  and 
was  admitted  to  tlie  bar  in  1-:J5;  in  in'M) 
he  emigrated  to  Illinois,  and  si'tth-d  in 
Quincy,  where  he  still  resides.  lu  1«4U 
he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  .State  for 
Illinois,  but  declined  the  ]>ositiou  ;  in  1841 
he  was  chosen  President  of  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  Canal  Company;  in  184G 
he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature 
from  Adams  County;  in  I85t)  he  was 
elected  a  Kepreseutative,  from  Illinois,  to 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  and  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Koads  and 
Canals. 

MoiTis,  Jaiues  R. — He  was  born  in 
Greene  County,  Pennsylvania,  Janiuuy 
10,  1820,  (his  father,  Joseph  Morris,  hav- 
ing been  a  member  of  Congress  in  184:? 
and  1845,)  and  having  become  a  resident 
of  Ohio,  he  was  elected  in  1848  to  the 
Legislature  of  that  State;  and  in  18G0 
he  was  elected  a  IJejiresentative,  from 
Ohio,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings and  Grounds.  In  18152  he  was  re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  ComiuiUee  fur  tljf  District 
of  Colum])ia. 

Morris,  Jonathan  D. — 11.-  is  the  eldest 
son  of  Thomas  Morris;  was  born  in  Ohio: 
and  is  a  lawyer  by  profe.ssion.  He  serve<l 
for  twenty  years  as  Clerk  of  the  Coint  of 
Common  Pleas,  and  of  the  .Supreme  Court 
of  Clermont  County,  Ohio  ;  and  he  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ohio, 
from  184'J  to  1851.  Now  devoted  to  the 
practice  of  his  profession. 
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Morris,  Joseph.— Boru  in  Greene  Coun- 
ty, Pennsvlvania.  October  16,  1795.  He 
was  left  an  orphan  at  the  age  of  ten  years,  ; 
and  taving  been  apprenticed  to  the  trade 
of  a  wheelwright,  he  continued  to  follow 
the  business  until  he  was  twenty-five  years 
old.  In  1824  he  was  elected  Sheriff  of  his  : 
native  county.  In  1829  he  removed  to 
Ohio,  and  devoted  himself  to  merchandis- 
ing ;  he  was  elected  to  the  Ohio  Legisla- 
ture in  1833  and  1834;  he  was  Treasurer  i 
for  Monroe  County  for  one  year,  and, 
while  in  that  office,  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress in  1843,  and  re-elected  in  1845,  serv- 
ing two  entire  terms.  He  died  at  Woods- 
field,  Ohio,  October  23,  1854. 

Morris,  Lewis. — Born  in  Morrisiaua, 
Xew   York,    in   1726 ;    graduated  at  Yale  ' 
College  in  1746  ;  and  turned  his  attention 
to  agriculture  ;  was  a  Delegate,  from  New 
York,   to  the  Continental  Congress   from  | 
1775  to  1777  ;  was  one  of  the  signers  of  , 
the  Declaration  of  Independence ;    served  I 
in  the  Legislature  of  New  York ;  also  in 
the  field,   and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Major 
General  of   Militia.     Died  in  New  York,   | 
January  22,  1798. 

Morris,  Lewis  R. — He  was  a  Kt'pre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from  i 
1797  to  1803. 

Morris,  Mathias. — A  Rt-presentative 
in  Congress,  from  Ptunsylvania,  from  18^55 
to  1839,  and  was  much  respected  for  his 
talents,  He  died  at  Doylestuwn,  Pennsyl- 
vania, November  9,  1839,  aged  fifty-four 
years. 

Morris,  Robert. — He  was  a  native  of 
England,   but  camo  to  the  United  States 
when   a   boy  of  thirteen,    and   settled    in 
Philadelphia  as  a  clerk,  where  he  spent 
the  most  of  his  life  as  an  influential  mer- 
chant and  financier.     He  was  a  member  of 
the   Congress    of    1776,    and    signed    the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  and  also  the 
Articles  of  Confederation.     In  1781  he  ob- 
tained the  control  of  the  American  finances, 
and   rendered   important   services    to    his 
adopted  countr}-.     He  was  a  member  of 
the  Convention  which  formed  the  present 
Constitution,  and  signed  that  instrument ;  i 
and  was  chosen  a  L'nited  States  Senator,  I 
serving  from  1789  to  1795.    Notwithstaud-  ; 
ing  his  valuable  services  to  his  country,  ! 
he   passed   the   latter  years  of  his  life  in  , 
imprisonment  for  debt.     Until  the  period  i 
of    his    impoverishment,    his    house    had 
been  the  scene  of  most  liberal  hospitality.   , 
He  died   May  8,   1S06,  aged  seventy-one  ' 
years. 


Morris,  Samuel  "W. — Born  in  1788 ; 
was  for  many  years  Judge  of  the  District 
Court  of  Tioga  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  Congress  from  1837  to  1841. 
He  died  in  ^Vellsboro^lgh,  Pennsvlvania, 
May  25,  1847. 

Morris,  Thomas.— He  was  tor  three 
years  a  member  of  the  New  York  As- 
sembly, iVom  Ontario  County ;  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  18(U  to 
18U3. 

Morris,  Thomas.  — He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, January  :{,  1776.  and  was  the  son 
of  a  Baptist  elergynian.  When  nineteen 
years  of  age  he  emigrated  to  the  valley  of 
the  Ohio,  and  settled  near  the  present  site 
of  Cincinnati,  but  two  years  utterwards 
removed  to  the  county  of  Clernu»ut.  In 
18(.>2,  while  engage<l  in  the  avocation  of  a 
day  laborer,  and  without  an  instructor,  he 
commenced  tlie  study  of  liiw,  adopted  the 
profession,  and  became  eminent.  Ju  l.*HX» 
he  was  elected  to  the  Legishiture  of  Ohio, 
and  represented  Clermont  County,  either 
in  the  Senate  or  House,  for  a  jM*riotl  of 
twenty-four  years,  doing  much  to  d»'velop 
the  resources  of  his  adopted  State.  He 
was  also  Chief  Judge  «»f  Ohio ;  ami  he 
was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  for  the 
long  term,  from  ]S>3  to  1-39.  He  died 
December  7,  1814;  and  hi^  life  and  col- 
lected speeelies  and  writings  have  been 
published  in  one  volume,  under  the  super- 
vision of  his  son,  Rev.  B.  F.  Morri.'^. 
While  in  Congress  he  ably  defended  the 
ireedom  of  the  press,  the  freedom  of 
speech,  and  the  right  of  jietitiou.  Isaac 
N.    and    Jonathan    D.     M arris    were    hi«t 


Morrison,  George  W.— He  wim  born 
in  Vermont,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  New  Hampshire,  from 
185U  to  1851,  and  again  from  lf<5.3  to 
1855. 

Morrison,  John  A. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Rejtresentative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to 
1853. 

Morrison,  J.  L.  B.— He  was  born  in 
Illinois;  a  lawyer;  he  was  a  Reprf?ent<i- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Illinoi.s,  taking  his 
seat  during  the  third  session  of  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Congress. 

Morrison,  "William  R.— Was  born  in 
Monroe  County,  Illinois,  September  14, 
1825;    received   a    liberal   education,   and 
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atloptt^il  the  professiou  of  hiw  ;  in  1852  was 
chosen  Clerk  of  Monroe  Connty,  which 
ortico  he  resif^ncd  to  r^o  into  the  .Stutc  Legis- 
hiture,  wlioie  ho  served  three  years,  and 
was  .Speaker  of  the  House  in  l^^.VJ  ;  served 
as  a  private  in  tlie  Mexican  war,  lig^htinnf 
under  Coh)uel  llissell  at  IJuena  Vista ; 
after  tlie  Kebelliou  broke  out,  hiM)rganized 
the  Forty-nintli  Ki-ginient  Illinois  Volun- 
tiH-rs,  and  was  si'Vfreiy  wounilfil  at  Fort 
Donelson ;  and  whilr  in  coniniaud  of  his 
rejjiruent  in  the  field  was  elected  a  Rei)re- 
seutative  from  Illinois  to  the  Thirty-eij^hth 
Conp^ress,  serving-  on  the  Cttinmittee  ou 
the  Militia. 

Morrcw,  Jeremiah. — IJoru  iu  Penn- 
sylvania in  1770,  hut  removed  to  the  North- 
west Territory,  now  the  State  of  Ohio,  iu 
17!)5,  and  was  choseu  a  member  of  the 
Territorial  Letjislature  in  1800.  He  was 
tlie  tirst  lJej)resentative  iu  Couo-icss  from 
Ohio,  serving  from  180:5  to  18i:{;  and  was 
a  Senator  in  Congress  from  l^l'.i  to  1819, 
being  appointed  iu  1814  a  Commissioner 
to  treat  with  the  Indians.  He  was  iu  18"21 
a  Presiileutial  Elector,  aud  Governor  of 
Ohio  from  18"2'2  to  1626;  subsequently  a 
Canal  Commissioner;  served  a  second  time 
as  a  Representative  in  Congress  from  1841 
to  184:J,  otKciating  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands ;  and  for  several 
years  before  his  death  was  President  of  the 
Little  Miami  Railroad  Company.  He  died 
in  Ohio,  March  22,  1852. 

Morse,  Freeman  H. — He  was  born  in 
Bath,  Maine,  February  18,  1807 ;  was  in 
the  State  Legislature  from  1840  to  1844, 
and  also  in  1853  and  1856  ;  was  Mayor  of 
]>ath  three  years  ;  was  elected  to  Congress 
k\  in  184;'),  serving  one  term;  aud  was  re- 
•  elected  a  Representative  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  from  Maine,  serving  as  a  mem- 
])er  of  the  Conunittec  on  the  Cost  of  Public 
Printing,  and  that  on  Naval  At^airs.  He 
was  also  re-elected  to  the  Tiiirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, aud  was  a  member  of  the  Special 
Committee  of  Thirty-three  on  the  Rebel- 
lious States.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Peace  Congress  of  18(51  ;  and  by  President 
Lincoln  was  appointed  Consul  at  London.

Mott,  Gorden  N.— Was  born  in  Zanes- 
ville,  Ohio,  October  21,  1812;  studied  law, 
and  came  to  the  bar  in  183G;  during  the 
troubles  in  that  year  between  Mexico  and 
Texas,  he  served  nine  months  as  a  volun- 
teer in  the  Texan  sei"vice ;  and  soon  after 
that  returned  to  Ohio,  and  settled  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession  in  Miami  County.

Mouton,  Alexauder.— He  was  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  from  Lmiisiana,  from  18157 
to  1842. 

Mowry,  Daniel,  Jr. — He  was  a  resident 
of  Sinitiitield,  Rhode  Island,  wliieh  he  rep- 
resented in  the  Colonial  General  Assemlilv 
at  the  time  when  they  passed  tlie  act  which 
renounced  legislation  to  the  King.  He  was 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Conunon  Plea.s  in 
Rhodi-  Island ;  was  elected  a  Delegate  to 
the  Contim-ntal  Congress,  from  tliut  State, 
in  n.*'!.  Although  the  intention  wjui  to 
keep  only  two  delegates  in  Congress,  four 
wereelected,  with  instructi(»ns  ti» servo  aller- 
nately,  each  couple  for  six  months.  Var- 
nuin  and  Mowry  were  to  have  the  tirst  six 
months,  and  Collins  and  EUerv  the  sfcoud. 

Muhlenberg,  Francis  Samuel.— W.ls 

born  in  Philadelphia,  April  22.  1795;  re- 
ceived a  liberal  education;  studied  law,  ami 
was  private  secretary  uf  (iovcrnor  Hiestor, 
of  Pennsylvania.  He  removed  to  Ohio; 
became  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of 
that  State;  and  was  a  Representative,  from 
( )hio,  in  the  Twt'ntifth  Congr»ss.  Died  in 
Pickaway  County,  <  )hio,  in  l-:{2. 

Muhlenberg,  Frederick  Augustus.-- 

Brother  of  F.  S.  MuhK-nlierg;  was  horn  at 
the  Traj)pe,  .Jiuu'  2,  1750;  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
Germany.  On  his  return  he  otKciated  in 
country  churches  in  Pennsylvania,  and  in 
a  church  in  New  York  City,  which  he  left 
when  th<'  British  entered.  In  1779  and  in 
17?U  he  was  elected  to  the  Continental 
Congress  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. For  three  years  following  he  was  a 
member  of  and  Speaker  of  the  State  Leg- 
islature. He  was  a  member  of  and  Pres- 
ident of  the  Council  of  Censors,  and  took 
an  efficient  part  in  calling  the  Convt-niion 
of  1790,  which  revised  the  State  Constitu- 
tion. He  was  President  of  the  State  Con- 
vention called  to  consider  the  ratiticatiou 
of  the  Federal  Constitution,  to  which  he 
gave  an  earnest  support.  H«-  was  ii  mem- 
ber of  the  First,  Second,  Thini,  und  Fourth 
Congresses,  and  was  Speaker  of  the  Hoiwe 
in  the  First  and  Third  Congress.    As  Chair- 
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man  of  the  Coinniittte  of  the  ^^'hok',  he 
fjtive  his  castino-  vote  in  favor  of  the  hiw 
required  to  carry  Jay's  Treaty  into  cll'ect. 
?[e  was  Kcf^ister  of  the  Laiul  Otlic-o  of 
Peinisylvania,  under  Govi-rnors  Mitliin  Hn<l 
McKean,  lioldin;;-  wliich  othrc  lie  died  at 
Lancaster,  on  .Juuf  -1,  I  sol. 

Muhlenb2rg,  Henry  Augustus.— Son 
of  \lv\.  Dr.  Ilciirv  llrucstus  and  ut'pht'w 
of  J.  1*.  G.  and  F.  A.  Muhlcnbcrj,'-,  was 
born  at  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  May  13, 
17S'2.  Carefully  educated  by  his  very 
learned  father,  he  was  ordained  to  the 
Lutheran  ministry  in  1H0*2.  He  was  called 
to  Trinity  Clnn-ch,  Keadiuf]^,  Pennsylvania, 
in  180*2,  and  remained  a  most  acceptable 
pastor  of  that  cono-re^ation  until  ld"2H, 
wlien.  for  ill  health  and  other  causes,  he 
resiofned  the  ministry.  He  was  President 
of  the  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, as  had  been  his  father  and  frrand- 
father  before  him.  He  was  elected  a  Kep- 
resentative  from  Pennsylvania  to  Coup^ress 
in  1&2S,  and  served  from  ^larch  4,  1829, 
until  February,  Id:!"^,  when  he  resigned  his 
seat  and  accepted  the  mission  to  Austria, 
about  that  time  created.  President  Van 
J)iucn  ottered  him  the  Navy  Department, 
when  forming  his  Cabinet,  and  the  mission 
to  Russia,  both  of  which  he  declined.  In 
1835  he  was  the  candidate  of  a  portion  of 
the  Democratic  party  for  Governor.  In 
1840  he  was  recalled,  at  his  own  request, 
from  Austria.  In  1844  he  was  nominated 
for  the  Governorship  by  the  Democratic 
party,  but  during  the  canvass  died  sud- 
denly at  Reading,  on  the  l^tli  of  August  of 
that  year.  He  was  greatly  beloved  by  the 
people,  and  greatly  deserved  their  love  as 
an  upright  man  and  able  statesman. 

Muhlenberg,  Henry  Augustus.  —  A 
sou  of  Henry  A.  ]MuhlenberL^  before  nu'U- 
tioned,  was  born  at  Reading,  I'ennsylvania, 
in  July,  18"23.  He  received  an  excellent 
education,  availing  himself  to  the  fullest 
extent  of  every  advantage  otiered  to  him. 
Graduated  at  Dickinson  College;  stmlied 
law  for  four  years,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  July,  1814.  He  was  elected  ' 
to  the  State  Senat(.'  in  1849,  of  which  body  ' 
he  at  once  became  a  leading  member; 
he  served  his  term  of  three  years.  He 
wrote  a  life  of  (iei-.eral  Muhlenberg.  Was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Thirty-third  Con- 
gress, in  which  body  he  appeared  but  for 
one  day;  sickening  with  typhoid  fever, 
he  was  never  able  to  resume  his  seat,  , 
and  died,  at  Washington,  January  1>,  ]8r)4, 
to  the  great  regret  of  a  constituency  which 
anticipated  for  him  a  long  and  distinguished 
career  in  the  public  service. 


Muhlenberg,  John  Peter  Gabriel.— 
Son  of  Henry  Meleliior  Muhlenberg;   was 
born  at  the  Trapjie,  Pennsylvania,  October 
1,   174lj.     He  was  sent  to  HuUe,   in  Ger- 
many, with  his  two  yoiniger  brothers,  Fred- 
erick A.  and  Henry  K.,  in  I7t;*i,  for  educa- 
I  tion.     The  three  brothers  were  devoted  to 
the  Christain  ministrv.    Peter  was  ordained 
Deacon  in  the  ('liiu-eli  of  Fngland,  on  April 
•Jl.  177-J,  by  the  15i>>hop  of  London;   a  t'ew 
days  after,  I'riest,  in  conq)any  with  William 
I  White,  afterwards  Bishop.     Returning  to 
I  Amt^rica  he  was  settled  over  a  cliurgc  in 
Dunmore,  now  Shenandoah  County,  Vir- 
ginia.    In  1774  lu!  waselected  t(j  the  House 
of  Burgesses  (»f  that  Colony.     At  the  break- 
I  ing  out  of  the  Revolution,  his  ardent  sym- 
jiathies  with  it  carried  him  int<»  the  army. 
In   his   fannvell   .sermon  he  told   his  pco- 
I  pie,   "  there  was  a  time  for  all  things — a 
time  to  jireach  and  a  time  to  fight,  and  that 
now  was  the  time  to  light.''     He  raise<l  the 
,  Eighth  Virginia  Reginnut,  and  was  made 
I  Colonel  of  it.     His  first  campaign  was  in 
I  South    Carolina    and   Georgia.     On   Feb- 
ruary 21,    1777,   he  was   made   Brigadier 
,  (General,  in  which  capacity  he  served  witli 
distinguished    gallantry   at    Braudywine, 
(iermantown,  Momnouth,  Stony  Point,  in 
Virginia,  and  at  Yorktown,  where  he  com- 
manded the  first  Brigade  of  Light  Infantry, 
in  making  the  final  assault  with  which  he 
was  wounded.     In  the  last  promotion  he 
was  made  ^lajor  (ieneral.     After  the  war 
he  was  elected  Vice-Presi<lent  of  Pennsyl 
vania ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  17ll7  ; 
member  of  the  First,  Third,  and  Sixth  Con 
grosses,  from  Pennsylvania;    and  Fniti'd 
States  Senator  in  1801,  which  office  he  re- 
signed in  180-2.     He  left  the  Senate  in  180-2, 
and  was  appointed  Supervisor  of  Revenue 
for  Pennsylvania  in  that  year;  Collector 
of  the  jiort'of  Philadelphia  in  1803,  holding 
which  office  he  died  October  1,  1807. 

Mullen,  Joseph. — He  wa.s  a  native  of 
Ireland,  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1847  to  184'J. 

Muniford,  George. — Born  in  Rownn 
County,  North  Carolina.  He  represented 
it  in  the  (ieneral  Assembly  in  1810  and 
1811;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  1-'17  to  I8ll>,  having  died  in 
Washington  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term,  December  31,  \^18. 

Munaford,  Gurdon  S. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Keproseutativ«-inCon- 
gre.ss,  from  that  State,  from  180r)  to  1811. 

Munroe,  James. — He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia ;  and  having  removed  to  New  York, 
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Avas  elected  a  Eepreseutative  in  Congress 
from  that  State,  serving  from  l^'^O  to  1<"^41. 
He  Avas  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  New 
York  in  1850  and  1852,  and  a  State  Senator 
during  the  three  subsequent  yeais. 

Murfree,  "William  H.— Born  in  Hert- 
ford County,  North  Carolina;  graduated  at 
Chapel  Hill  in  1801,  and  having  studied  ! 
law,  was  a  successful  advocate  He  served 
in  the  State  Legislature  in  1805,  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  J  81 1?  to 
18J7  ;  and  was  Presidential  Elector  in  1813. 
In  1825  he  emigrated  to  Tennessee,  and 
soon  after  died  at  Nashville. 

Murphy,  Charles.— He  was  burn  in 
South  Carolina,  and  was  a  Eej)resentative 
in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  1851  to 
185:J. 

Murphy,  Henry  C. — He  was  born  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  1810;  graduated 
at  Columbia  College  in  1830;  studied  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1833;  was 
at  one  time  Attorney  for  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn; was  elected  ^Slayor  of  that  city  in 
1842;  was  a  Kepreseutative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1843  to  184*J;  and 
by  President  Buchanan  was  appointed 
Minister  to  tlie  Hague.  In  his  tastes  he 
Avas  decidedly  literary,  and  has  devoted 
much  attention  to  the  investigation  of  the 
early  history  of  his  native  .State.  On  his 
return  from  Europe  lie  was  ek-cted  to  the 
Legislature  of  New  York,  serving  both  in 
the  Assimbly  and  Senate. 

Murphy,  John. — He  was  a  native  of 
South  Carolina;  graduated  at  the  South 
Carolina  College  in  1808  ;  was  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  of  South  Carolina ;  Trustei'  of  his 
Alma  Mater;  removed  to  Alabama  in  1817  ; 
was  Governor  of  Alabanui  from  1825  to 
1829,  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1833  to  1835.  He 
died  in  Clark  County,  Alabama,  September 
21,  1841,  in  the  tilty-sixth  year  of  his  age. 

Munay,  Ambrose  S.— He  was  born 
in  New  York,  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  that  State  to  the  Thirty-fourth 
and  Thirty-tifth  Congresses,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Connnittee  on  Mileage. 

Murray,  John.— He  was  born  in  Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1817  to  1821. 

Murray,  John  L.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentuckv, 
from  1838  to  1839. 


Murray,  Thomas. — He  was  bom  ia 
Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1821  to  182:?. 

Munay,  William. — He  was  bom  iu 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  iu 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1-51  to 
1855. 

Munay,  William  Vans.— 1 1*-  Nvas 
born  in  Maryland  about  the  year  I7(>I.  In 
1783  he  went  to  London,  and  entered  as  a 
student  of  law  at  the  Temple,  and  remained 
tliree  years.  On  returning  to  liis  native 
State  he  engaged  in  the  practiee  of  law, 
but  was  soon  elected  to  a  seat  in  the  Legis- 
lature. Iu  1791  ho  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative to  Congress,  and  continued  in 
that  position  until  1797,  when  he  declined 
being  a  eandidale.  H«'  was  ajipointed,  by 
Washington,  Minister  to  the  Netherlands; 
and,  in  connexion  with  Mr.  Ellsworth  and 
Mr.  Davie,  he  negotiated  a  treaty  with 
France  in  lM»<.l.  He  returned  to  the  I'nited 
States  in  l-Ol,  ami  died  December  I  I.  If03. 
He  pos.sessed  great  keenness  of  wit  and 
ilelicacy  of  taste,  and  was  distinguishe*!  for 
his  elotpience,  having  a  mind  well  stored 
with  science  and  literature. 

Myers,  Amos. — Born  in  Lanaster 
County.  PennsyUaiiia,  April  2;!,  1-Vl;  re- 
ceived a  good  academic  education  ;  studied 
law  and  came  to  the  bar  iu  li^4r».  In  1-47 
he  was  appointed  a  District  Attorney  ;  and 
iu  I8t'i2  he  wa.s  elected  a  R«-nresentative 
from  Pennsylvania  to  the  Thirtv-eiglitii 
Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the 
Connnittee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Navy 
Department,  and  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Mileage. 

Myers,  Leonard.— H<-  was  born  iu  At- 
tlebort»ugh,  Bucks  County,  Penusylvauia, 
November  I'A,  1827;  received  a  liberal 
education,  and  adopted  the  profession  ot 
law  ;  was  Solicitor  for  two  municipal  dis- 
tricts in  Philadelphia:  digested  the  oidi- 
nances  for  tlie  consolidation  of  the  eitv, 
and  has  translated  several  works  from  t[ie 
French.  He  was  elected  in  Jro2  a  Repre- 
sentative from  I'eunsylvania  to  the  Thiity- 
eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  I'atents  and  Expenditines  in  the  Post 
Office  Department.  Re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Patents,  Expenditures  iu 
the  Post  Office  Department,  and  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Civil  Service. 

Nabers,  Benjamin  D.— He  wa<»  born 

in  Tennessee;   and  on  rtniuviug  to  Misftis- 
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sippi  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
prress,  from  that  .State,  from  \^'>\  to  ]So'.i. 
Keturninf^  to  Tennes<:ee,  he  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  IriGl  Ironi  that  State. 

Nash,  Abuer. — Ho  was  of  Welsh  de- 
scent, and  burn  in  Prince,  Edward  County, 
Virocinia;  was  educated  for  the  bar;  he 
was  the  lirst  elected  .Speaker  of  the  North 
Carolina  Senate;  the  second  Governor  of 
the  .State,  under  the  Constitution,  in  J7H1  ; 
from  17<S'*J  to  \767}  lie  -was  in  the  Assenddy  ; 
and  Avas  a  Delepfate  to  the  Continental 
Conji^ress  from  17-<'3  to  IT.'r't).  Died  duriiif^ 
the  latter  year  while  on  his  way  to  Phila- 
delphia to  take  his  seat  in  Congress. 

Naudaiii,  Arnold. — He  was  born  in 
Delaware  ;  f;:raduated  at  Princeton  College 
in  \SVij :  and  Avas  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
from  Delaware,  from  IS'i'J  to  lff3G. 

Naylor,  Charles. —  Dnvn  in  the  County 
of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  <Jctober  0, 
180CJ ;  educated  a  lawyer,  admitted  in  J?^'26 
to  the  bar  of  Philadel})hia,  and  was  there 
for  some  years  extensively  engaged  in 
practice.  He  represented  his  native  district 
in  Congress  iVom  l^iiT  to  1.S41.  In  li:;4() 
he  raised  in  Philadelphia  a  company  of 
volunteers,  and  us  their  Captain  took  part 
in  the  war  with  Mexico;  rendezvoused  at 
the  Island  of  Lobos,  in  tlie  Gulf  of  Mexico ; 
landed  with  the  invading  army  at  Vera 
Cruz  ;  was  active  in  the  operations  before 
that  city,  and  in  most  of  the  engagements 
on  General  .Scott's  line.  Upon  the  fall  of 
the  city  of  Mexico,  September  14,  1847,  he 
was  appointed  Governor  of  the  National 
Palace,  (the  "Halls  of  the  Montezumas,'') 
and  keeper  of  the  archives  and  property  of 
that  Republic;  and  continued  to  hold  that 
place,  and  to  aid  in  the  administration  of 
the  government  of  the  city,  till  the  linal 
evacuation  of  it  by  the  American  army, 
June  I'i,  1S4S.  He  has  filled  many  posts 
of  trust  and  lionor  in  his  native  State,  and 
is  at  present  engaged  in  the  ])ractice  of  his 
profession  in  the  city  of  Washington. 

Neal,  Raphael. — He  was  born  in  .St. 
Mary's  County,  Maryland,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1819  to  IS'^,'). 

Neilson,  John.— He  was  a  Delegate 
from  New  Jersey  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  177S  and  1779. 

Nelson,  Homer  A. — He  was  bora  in 
PouL^hkeepsie,  New  York,  August  31, 
1^*29 ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law.  In 
iS.jo  he  was  elected  Judjre  of   Dutchess 


County  for  four  years,  and  in  K)9  was  re- 
elected for  a  second  term,  and  in  IfOi  he 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  New 
York  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congnss,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committei's  on  Indian  Atiairs 
and  rnlinislu-d  Business.  In  l-.')7  Rut- 
gers College,  of  New  Jersey,  conterred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  Congress 
he  was  Colonel  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-ninth  regiment  of  New  York  volun- 
teers, which  he  resigned 

Nelson,  Hugh. — He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  was  at  one  time  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia;  a  Judge 
of  the  General  Court;  a  Presidential  Elec- 
tor in  J  809;  a  mendjer  of  Congress  from 
1811  to  18"2:5;  and  innnediately  afterwards 
appointed  American  Minister  to  Spain.  He 
died  in  Allicmarle  County,  March  1>',  1830. 

Nelson,  Jeremiah. — He  was  born  in 
Rowley.  Essex  County,  M.issachusetts,  in 
17«H;  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in 
179U;  settled  in  Newburyport,  Massachu- 
setts, as  a  mercliant :  served  as  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Massachu.setts, 
from  1805  to  1808,  and  again  from  181.'»  to 
1S23;  and  died  at  Newburvport,  October 
'>,  1838. 

Nelson,  John. — He  was  bom  in  Fred- 
erick, Maryland  ;  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1*"*21  to 
18*23;  in  18:{1  was  appointed  Charge  d' Af- 
faires to  the  Two  Sicilies  ;  and  in  1844  was 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States 
under  President  Tyler. 

Nelson,  Roger. — He  was  a  General  in 
the  Revolutionary  war,  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
1-04  to  isjd,  and  died  at  Fn'dericktown, 
June  7,  l"^!."),  at  an  advanced  agt'. 

Nelson,  Thomas.— Bom  in  York,  Vir- 
ginia, Decendier  '2i'\  1738:  was  educated 
at  Trinity  College,  England  ;  was  devoted 
to  farming,  and  .something  of  a  sport.snian. 
In  1774  he  was  elected  to  the  House  of 
Burgesses,  and  took  a  bold  stand  in  favor 
of  liberty;  was  re-elected  to  that  position; 
after  attending  various  local  conventions, 
he  was  elected  a  Di-legate  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  177."»  to  1777,  and 
again  from  1779  to  J7S0,  and  was  a  signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Ho 
took  some  part  in  the  military  atTairs  of 
tlie  time  as  a  Brigadier  General ;  served  in 
the  State  Legislature:  in  17-1  lie  was 
elected  Governor  of  Virginia ;  he  was 
I)resent  at  the  siege  of  Yorktown.  acquitted 
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himself  with  ability,  and  was  publicly 
thanked  by  "Washington  ;  retired  to  private 
life  in  1781 ;  and  died  in  January,  1789, 

Nelson,  Thomas  A.  R. — He  a\  as  born 
in  Tennessee ;  was  bred  a  lawyer ;  was  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1848;  and  served 
as  a  Eepresentative  from  that  State  in  the 
Thirty-sixth  Conj^ress,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Special  Committee  of  Thirty-three 
on  the  Rebellious  States.  He  Avas  re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  but  was 
prevented  from  takin^'  his  seat  by  the 
forcible  action  of  the  Kebel  Government. 

Nelson,  Thomas  M.— He  was  l)orn  in 
Virginia  in  178"J:  served  with  distinction 
in  the  war  of  1812  as  a  Captain  of  iufantri' : 
after  the  war  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Major,  but  resigned  liis  commission; 
was  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  Ids 
native  State,  from  1810  to  l-Il*,  wlu-n  he 
declined  a  re-election,  and  retired  to  private 
life.     He  died  Novendjer  in,  ]^')',\. 

Nelson,  William. — Bom    in   Clinton, 
Dutchess   County,   New    York,   .June  21». 
1784 ;  he  received  an  academiiiil education ; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  I 
1807;  was  District  Attorney  for  the  couu-  I 
ties  of  Westchester,  Putnam,  and  Pock-  | 
land  for  a  period  of  thirty  years ;  was  a  j 
member  of  the  Assembly  of  New  York  in 
1819  and    ]!i-20,  and   a   State  Senator   in 
1823 ;  and  he  was  a  Pepresentative  in  Cou- 
gi'ess,  from  New  York,  from  1847  to  IfOl. 
He   is    at   the  present  time  a  resident  of 
Peekskill. 

Nes,  Henry.— Born  in  Y'ork,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  179LI,  and  was  educated  a  physi- 
cian.

Avas  appointeil  United  States  Marshal  for 
Oregon,  which  he  resigned  in  lr,V>,  and 
had  the  command  of  a  regiment:  in  1H57 
he  Avas  appointed  Superintendent  of  Indian 
xVtlairs  for  Oregon  and  Washington  Terri- 
tories ;  and  Avas  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  Oregon,  t"or  the  full  term,  begin- 
ning in  18G1  and  ending  in  18(»7,  serving 
on  the  Committees  on  Military  Afiairs  and 
Indian  Affairs,  and  also  the  Special  Com- 
mittee .-ippoiiittd  to  visit  the  Indian  tribes 
of  the  West,  and  the  Committees  on  Com- 
merce and  Pevohitiouary  Claims.  In  18tJ«> 
ho  Avas  aj>pointed  a  visitor  to  the  West 
Point  Academy,  and  Avas  one  of  the  Sena- 
tors designated  to  attend  tlio  funeral  of 
(ieneral  Scott.

He  was  a  distinguished 
member  of  the  National  House  of  Kepre- 
seutatives  from  1807  to  18U9,  and  of  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States  from  1799  to 
1804,  and  ably  supported  the  measures  of 
President  Jetlersou's  administration.  In 
1804  he  re!?igned  his  seat  in  the  Senate 
and  accepted  the  office  of  Collector  of  the 
ports  of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth.  He  was 
afterwards  a  member  of  the  House:  but 
he  resigned  his  seat  in  1809.  In  1814  he 
Avas  Governor,  and  remained  in  office  until 
1817.  He  died  at  Milton,  October  10, 
1820. 

Nichols,  Matthias  H. — Born  in  Salem 
County,  New  Jersey,  October  '.\,  1>24. 
His  education  was  ac(|uired  in  a  printing 
office  and  by  the  aid  of  friends,  who  in- 
structed him  after  tlie  ordinary  hours  of 
labor.

Nuckolls,  "William  C— Hf  avus  Ijorn 
in  South  Carolina  :  graduated  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  that  State  in  1-^20;  adopted  the 
profession  of  law ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  l'^27  to  1-3:5. 

Nugeu,  Robert  H.— He  was  bum  in 
Washington  County.  Pennsylvania,  in 
ISD'J  ;  Avith  his  j)anMits  renH)ved  to  Colum- 
biana County,  Ohio,  in  I"^ll;  settled  in 
Tuscarawas  County  in  I-'2"';  and  in  IHM) 
was  el<-cted  a  Kepresfutative,  from  Ohio, 
to  the  Tliirty-sevi'utli  Congress,  servinp  on 
the  Committee  on  Roads  an«l  Canah.  De- 
clin2d  a  re-election. 

Nye,  James  W.— U.-  uas  born  iu 
Madison  County.  N-w  York,  June  10, 
lf^l5;  adopted  the  profession  of  law;  iu 
1861  was  appointed  by  President  Lincoln 
Governor  of  N«'vada  Ti-nitory,  iu  which 
position  he  continut-d  until  the  adoption  of 
the  Stati"  Constitution,  wln-n  lu'  was  cliosen 
a  Senator  in  Congress  tVom  tin-  new  State 
for  the  tt-rm  comjnencing  in  l-'r»5,  and 
ending  in  1^71,  serving  «»n  the  Commit- 
tees on  Naval  Afiairs,  ami  Territori«'s.  and  as 
Chairman  of  that  on  Enrolled  1  Jills,  llv 
was  also  a  meniU-r  of  the  National  Com- 
niitteo  appointed  to  accompany  the  re- 
mains of  Pn-sidi-ut  Lincoln  to  Ill-noi.'*. 

Oakley,  Thomas  Jackson.— lioru  in 
Dutchess  County,  New  York,  in  1783; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1801  ;  studied 
law,  and  entered  on  the  practice  at  Pough- 
keepsie,  New  York.  In  1810  he  was  ap- 
pointed Surrogate  of  Dutchess  County,  and 
iu  1813  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  wliere  lie  continued  until  1^15, 
when  he  resumed  his  profession,  and  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Assembly.  He 
was  appointed  Attoniey  General  of  the 
State  of  New  York  in  1^19  ;  iu  1820  again 
served  in  the  Assembly,  and  in  1827  he 
was  again  elected  to  Congress.  In  1"'2*^, 
when  the  Superior  Court  of  New  York 
City  was  organized,  he  was  appointed  one 
of  its  Judges ;  and  on  the  reorganization 
of  the  Court,  under  the  Constitution  of 
1846,  he  Avas  elected  the  Chief  Justice,  and 
continued  in  that  position  until  his  death, 
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whicli  oecuried  in  New  York  City,  May 
Jl,  1857.  The  dutit's  of  the  various  sta- 
tions to  wliich  he  was  called  he  dischari^ed 
with  tidelity  and  marked  ability. 

O'Brien,  Jeiemi.ih. — Horn  at  Maehias, 
Maine,  in  J7<'>-^,  and  died  at  Boston,  May 
:!(»,  1858.  lit;  was  a  liepn\sentativt!  in 
Conp;ross,  from  Maine,  from  18'i:?  to  1831. 
Karly  in  life,  and  alter  the  separation  of 
Elaine  from  Massaehnsi'tts,  he  was  for  six 
years  in  the  Lep^islature  of  the  State;.  His 
educational  advanta<^es  were  limited,  V)ut 
he  was  a  man  of  sound  sense  and  solid 
iud<xnient.  He  was  both  a  farmer  and  a 
merchant, 

Odell,  Moses  F. — Uorn  in  Tarrytown, 
AVestchester  County,  New  York,  February 
ti4,  1~'18;  received  a  common  school  edu- 
cation; from  a  clerk  he  rose  to  the  position 
of  Assistant  Collector  of  New  York  City, 
under  President  Polk ;  under  President 
Buchanan  lie  held  the  post  of  Public  Ap- 
praiser, and  he  was  elected  a  Pepresenta- 
tive,  from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Conp^ress,  serving'  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Treasury  Department,  and 
member  of  that  on  Indian  Ati'airs ;  re 
elected  to  the  Thirty-eij^hth  Con^-ress, 
serving-  on  the  Connnittee  on  Military 
Affairs.  In  1805  ht^  was  appointed  by 
President  Johnson  Navy  Agent  for  the 
port  of  New  York,  but  died  iu  that  city, 
June  13,  1866.  He  was  a  man  of  rare 
business  habits,  and  universally  respected. 
His  disease  Avas  cancer  in  the  mouth. 

Ogden,  Aaron. — lie  was  born  in  Eliza- 
bethtown,  New  Jersey,  December  3,  1756; 
graduated  at  Nassau  Hall  in  177;) :  taught 
school  for  a  time :  served  as  an  oflicer  in 
the  army,  during  the  whole  Kevolutiouary 
war  ;  had  a  horse  shot  from  under  him  at 
the  battle  of  .Spriugiield,  New  Jersey ; 
participated  in  the  Sullivan  campaign 
against  the  Indians  ;  and  for  his  services 
at  Yorktown  was  complimented  by  Wash- 
ington ;  after  the  Avar  he  piusued  the  legal 
profession  with  distinction  ;  was  a  l*res- 
idential  Elector  in  18()t);  Avas  a  Senator  iu 
Congress,  from  1801  to  180:5 ;  was  (lovernor 
of  NcAv  .Jersey  in  J^'l'J ;  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  Avas  I'resideut  Ceneral  of  the 
Society  of  Cincinnati.  He  died  at  Jersey 
City,  April  19,  18:51).  During  the  Avar  of 
l8i'J,  President  Madison  otlered  him  a 
conunission  as  Major  General  in  the  Army 
of  tlu;  United  States,  Avhich  honor  he  de- 
clineil,  preferring  to  continue,  as  he  had 
been,  Coimnander-in-chief  of  the  Militia  of 
his  own  State. 


Ogden,  David  A. — He  Avas  born  in 
Morristowii.  New  .Jersey;  studied  law,  and 
to.)k  uj)  his  residence  in  St.  Lawrence 
County,  New  Vork,  in  HIvJ;  Avas  a  mem- 
ber oi'  the  Assi-mbly  in  l."^14  and  1815: 
and  a  Pepresentative  in  Congress  from 
NcAv  York,  froni  1."<I7  to  1811).  He  died  at 
Montreal  Canada,  .lane  U,  l^JO. 

Ogle,  Alexander. — Was  born  in  Mary- 
land about  the  yeiirl7(i5;  removed  at  an 
early  age  to  Somerset,  Pennsylvania ;  in 
1806  lie  Avas  elected  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture, and  fre(juently  re-cjlected ;  and  he 
Avas  a  Ivepresentative  in  Congress  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1817  to  J8l'J.  He 
subseciuently  served  several  yt'ars  in  both 
houses  of  the  State  Legislature ;  Avas  a 
General  of  Militia;  and  for  nine  years 
Prothonotary  of  Ids  County.  Died  in 
Somerset,  Pennsylvania,  October  14,  1852. 

Ogle,  AndreAV  J, — Born  at  Somerset, 
Pennsylvania,  iu  18"2"2,  and  Avas  the  grand- 
son of  Alexander  Ogle.  He  Avas  considered 
a  precocious  politician,  and  Avas  Protho- 
notary of  his  County  Avhen  twenty-one 
years  of  age  ;  and  he  Avas  a  Kepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1841) 
to  1851.  President  Fillmore  ajipointed 
him  Charge  d'Atfaircs  to  Denmark,  1852, 
but  he  died  suddenly  of  apoplexy  before 
accepting  the  appointment. 

Ogle,  Charles. — He  Avas  the  son  of 
Alexander  Ogle,  and  Avas  bora  at  Somerset, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1798.  He  Avas  educated 
for  the  bar,  and  Avas  a  successful  hiAvyer. 
He  Avas  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1837  to  1841,  distin- 
guishing himself  by  a  speech  against  the 
appropriation  tor  furnishing  the  ExecutiA'e 
Mansion.  He  A\as  also  a  General  of 
Militia.  Died,  May  10,  1841,  having  been 
elected  to  the  succeeding  Congress. 

Olcott,  Simeon. —  He  Avas  bmn  in 
17;)7  ;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1761: 
studied  huv,  and  settled  in  the  i)ractice  at 
CharlestOAvn,  New  Hampshire;  he  Avas  ap- 
pointed, in  1784,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  ;  in  1790  a  .Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court ;  Chief  Jutlge  vi'  the  same 
Court  in  1795;  and  Avas  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  Nt^w  Hampshire,  tVom  1801 
to  1805.  He  died  in  New  Hampshire  in 
181.5. 

Olds,  Edson  3. — He  Avas  born  in  \q\- 
mont,  ami  Avas  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  1849  to  -1855.  Iu 
18t)2  he  Avas  for  a  short  time  imprisoned  in 
Fort    Lafayette    for  supi)Osed    disloyalty. 
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and  while  there  confined,  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Assembly  of  Ohio,  having 
previously  served  six  years  in  the  State 
Legislature,  and  been  Speaker  of  the 
Senate. 

Olin,  Abraham  B.— He  was  born  in 
Shaftsbury,  Bennington  County,  Vermont, 
in  1812;  graduated  at  Williams  College, 
Massachusetts,  in  1835;  commenced  the 
practice  of  law  at  Tvoj,  New  York,  in 
1838 ;  was  for  three  years  Recorder  of  the 
City  of  Troy;  and  was  elected  a  Kepre- 
sentative  to  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress  from 
New  York,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Expenditures  on  the  Public 
Buildings.  He  was  also  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Military  Afiairs. 
Ee-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress 
also.  In  lci)3  he  was  ajipointed,  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia:  and  in  l^^Cio 
the  degree  of  LL.D,  was  conferred  upon 
him  by  Union  College.  His  tatlur,  (Jideon 
Olin,  Avas  in  Congress,  from  Vermont, 
during  the  administration  of  President  Jef- 
ferson. 

Olin,  Gideon. — He  was  born  in  Kiiode 
Island,  and  removing  to  Vermont,  became 
one  of  its  founders.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature,  and  Speakt-r  of  tin- 
House,  a  Judge  of  the  County  Court,  and 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  If^iKi  to 
1807.  He  died  at  Shaftsburv,  Vermont, 
in  18-2'2. 

Olini  Henry. — His  boyhood  was  spent  in 
Addison  County,  Vermont ;  lie  was  elected 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  that  State  in 
1799,  and,  excepting  four  years,  ct»ntinutd 
to  serve  in  that  capacity  until  l'-2.'>;  he 
was  also  a  member  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  1814,  l-^'i;*,  and  1828; 
was  an  Associate  Judge  of  the  Addison 
County  Court  from  18U1  to  18(Jti;  Chief 
Judge  of  said  Court  in  1807,  and  from  1810 
to  1 824  ;  and  he  was  chosen  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Charles  Rich,  in  1^24,  and 
served  through  the  term,  ending  in  1825. 
He  died  at  Salisbury,  Vermont,  in  1837,

Harrison  Gray  gradaatcil  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity in  178::5,  and  soon  became  a  success- 
ful practitioner  at  tlie  bar.  He  was  for 
many  years  an  active  and  leading;  member 
of  the  State  Legislature,  serving  as  Speaker 
and  President  of  the  Senate.  He  was 
chosen  a  Representative  in  Confrress,  for 
the  Suffolk  District,  in  1797,  and  served 
through  President  Adams's  administration  ; 
and  in  l5)17  he  was  chosen  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  where  he  remained  for  live  years. 
He  was  also  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  and  Mayor  (if  IJoston,  for  whose 
prosperity  he  accomplished  mudi  good ; 
displaying,  in  all  his  public  stations,  great 
ability,  and  the  utmost  fidelity  to  the 
public  interests.  He  was  also  appointed, 
by  President  Adams.  United  Stati-s  Dis- 
trict Attorney  for  Massachusi-tts,  and  was 
a  Delegate  to  the  Hartford  Convfution  in 
1814.  He  was  distinguished  for  his  schol- 
arly acquirements,  and  for  his  eloquence  as 
an  orator. 

Otis,  John. — He-  was  born  in  Maine  in 
1*01;  graduatid  at  liowdoin  College  in 
l&2:i\  adopted  the  proft-ssion  of  luw ;

In  1843  he  was  elected  a  Renresentntive  in 
Congress  from  Indiana,  and  re-elected  in 
1845.  He  intrinluced  tlie  bill  organizing 
the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  was  one  oi 
its  first  Regents ;  and  he  also  submitted

Owens,  George  W. — A  prominent 
member  of  tlic  Georgia  bar,  and  a  Kepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1835  to  ISUQ.  Died  at  Savannah  in 
185G. 

Owsley,  Bryan  Y. — lie  was  born  in 
Kentucky ;  and  was  a  Kepresentativo  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1841  to 
18i:5. 

Paca,  William.— Born  at  Wye  Hall, 
Maryland,  October  'M,  174(1;  received  a 
liberal  education,  and  adopted  the  pro- 
fession of  law ;  -was  a  member  of  the 
Maryland  Legislature  ;  a  Delegate,  from 
that  State,  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  1774  to  1770:  was  a  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  On  the 
commencement  of  hostilities  he  contributed 
of  his  private  wealth  to  the  public  cause ; 
served  upon  various  important  local  Com- 
mittees :  after  leaving  Congress  he  was 
appointed  Chief  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Maryland,  and  in  1780  he  was 
appointed  Chief  Judge  in  Admiralty  cases ; 
in  1782  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Mary- 
land, and  re-elected  in  1786;  in  1789  he 
was  appointed  District  Judge  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Maryland,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death,  Avhich  occurred  in  1799. 

Packer,  Asa. — He  was  born  in  Con- 
necticut ;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1853 
to  lto7. 

Page,  John. — He  was  one  of  the  first 
Iiepresentatives  in  Congress,  from  Vir- 
ginia, under  the  present  Constitution, 
serving  from  1789  to  1797.  In  1800  he 
was  chosen  one  of  the  Electors  for  Presi- 
dent, and  from  1802  to  1805  was  Governor 
of  Virginia.  He  published  addresses  to 
the  people  in  1790  and  1799.  He  died  at 
Kichmond,  Virginia,  October  11,  1804, 
aged  sixty-four  years. 

Page,  John. — He  was  born  in  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  May  21,  1787;  received 
an  academical  education,   but  was  chieHy  I 
devoted  to  agiieultural  pursuits.

was   a   Ilegister   of  Deeds    from    1828    to  j

Page,  Maim. — He  was  a  Delegate, 
from  Virginia,  to  the  Continental  Congress 
in  1777. 

Page,  Robei't. — He  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  iVom  Virginia,  from  1799 
to  1801. 

Page,  Sherman. — He  was  born  in  Con- 
necticut ;  served  in  the  Assembly  of  New- 
York,  from  Otsego  County,  in  1827 ;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congre.ss,  from 
that  State,  from  1833  to  1837. 

Paine,  Elijah. — Born  in  Brocjvlyn,  Con- 
necticut, January  21,  1757,  an<l  graduated 
at  Harvard  College  in  1781.  He  was  the 
first  President  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Society  of  Harvard,  and  pronounced  the 
first  oration  before  the  same.  He  was  a 
lawyer  by  profession;  and  having  settled 
in  Vermont,  v.as  one  of  the  most  useful 
pioneers  of  the  new  State,  following  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  and  the  employ- 
ments of  farmer,  road  maker,  and  cloth 
manufacturer.  In  1780  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Convention  called  to  revise  the  State 
Constitution,  and  of  which  he  was  Secre- 
tary. In  1787  he  was  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature,  and  so  continued  until  1791, 
when  he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court.  He  was  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  settle  the  controversy  between 
Vermont  and  New  York  in  17-^9  ;  was  a 
Trustee  of  Dartmouth  College;  I'resident 
of  the  Vermont  Colonization  Society ;  a 
pecuniary  benefactor  to  the  University  of 
Vermont ;  received  from  Harvard  College 
the  degree  of  LL.D.,  and  was  elected  a 
Fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  and-  an  honorary  member  of 
several  other  literary  institutions.  He  was 
a  Senator  in  (^'ongress,  from  Vermont, 
from  1795  to  1801.  In  1801  he  was  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Adams,  Judge  of 
the  District  Court  of  ^'crmont,  which  oflice 
he  helil  till  within  a  nnuith  of  his  death, 
when  he  resigned.  He  died  at  Williams- 
town,  Vermont,  April  21,  1842. 
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Paine,  Ephraim.— He  Avas  a  Dele<rate, 
from  New  York,  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  1784  and  1765. 

Paine,  Halbert  E.— He  was  born  in 
Chardou,  Geauga  County,  Oliio,  February 
4,  1826 ;  graduated  at  the  Western  Reserve 
College  in  1845;  studied  law,  and  caaie  to 
the  bar  in  1848,  settling  in  Cleveland  ;  re- 
moved to  Milwaukie,  Wisconsin,  in  1857  ; 
entered  the  army  in  1861  as  Colonel  of  the 
Fourth  AVisconsin  Regiment ;  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General  in 
March,  1863;  and  lost  a  leg  in  the  fullow- 
ing  June,  -while  in  command  of  tlie  Tiiird 
Division  of  the  Nineteenth  Corps,  at  the 
last  assault  on  Port  Hudson.  He  resigned 
his  commission  in  May,  1865;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Wisconsin, 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Electious,  and  the  Select 
Committee  on  the  Freedinen. 

Paine,  Robert  Treat. — He  was  l)orn 
in  Boston,  Massachus.-tts,  in  17:!1  ;  grad- 
uated at  llarvard  College  in  174!.>;  studied 
theology,  and  was  a  Chaphiin  in  the  army 
in  1758;  and,  after  trying  various  uther 
pursuits,  he  settk-d  in  Taunton  as  a  law- 
yer. He  was  a  Delegate  to  tlie  Continental 
Congress  from  1774  to  1778,  and  wa.s  a 
signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
He  was  for  a  while  Attorney  General  of 
Massachusetts,  and  subsetpiently  a  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  State,  in 
1804  he  resigned  the  othce  of  Judge,  and 
Avas  appointed  one  of  the  State  Couneillors ; 
and  in  about  one  year  retired  to  private 
life.  Died  May  11,  1814.  His  son,  bear- 
ing the  same  name,  was  distinguished  as  a 
poet. 

Paine,  Robert  T. — He  was  born  in 
North  Carolina:  and  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  trom  that  State,  from 
1855  to  J  857'. 

Palen,  Rufus. — He  ^vas  born  in  New 
York ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1.^31)  to  1841. 

Palfrey,  John  G.— Born  in  Boston, 
May  '2,  1795.  He  Avas  prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Exeter  Academy,  and  graduated  at 
HarA'ard  in  1815;  he  studied  theology, 
and  Avas  ordained  a  Unitarian  preacher  in 
1818  ;  he  Avas  subsequently,  for  a  number 
of  years,  editor  of  the  "North  American 
RevicAv;"  delivered  a  course  of  lectures 
before  the  LoAvell  Institute ;  during  the 
years  1842  and  1843  he  Avas  a  member  of 
the  General  Court ;  Avas  elected  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  ; 


and  he  Avas  a  member  of  Congress,  from 
1847  to  1849.  His  published  writings  arc 
numerous,  ohietly  of  a  theological  and  polit- 
ical character.    His  last  Avork  was  a  History 

of  New  Enghmd. 

Palmer,  Beriali. — Born  in  New  York  ; 
served  four  years  in  the  As.sembly  of  New 
York,  from  Saratoga  Coiiuty;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congre.ss  from  Hi>3  to

Palmer,  George  W. — Born  in  Hoosick, 
Rensselaer  Count v,  New  York,  January 
i:'),  I'^H:  received  a  coiumon  scho«)l  i>du- 
calion ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law  ; 
was  Surr«>gate  of  Clinton  County  from 
l-'43  to  H47  ;  and  a  Kejtresentative  in  the 
Thirty-Hfth  Congress,  from  Now  York, 
serving  as  a  nu'inber  of  the  Ci  iinnittee  on 
Expenditures  in  the  Post  Oftice  Depart- 
meut.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congres-i,  serving  as  a  ineinlH-r  of 
the  ('onimitte*-  on  Public  Expenditures.

Parker,  Richard. — He  was  born  in

lature in  1836,  where  he  served  tive  years  ; 
and  Avas  two  years  Attorney  tor  the  State. 
He  was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Indiana,  from  1851  to  1855;  he  was,  in 
1846,  President  of  the  White  Water  Cunal 
Company,  the  charter  for  which  he  had 
passed  by  the  Legislature;  in  l'?44  lie  was 
a  Clay  Elector,  and  in  1856  an  Elector  for 
Fremont ;  and  at  the  present  time  is  Presi- 
dent of  the  Junction  Railway  Company  of 
Indiana,  where  he  resides,  chiutly  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits. 

Parker,  Severn  E.— He  was  born  iu 
Northamjiton  County,  A'irginia,  and  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Virginia  Legis- 
lature, an  eminent  lawyer,  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  1819  to  1>-J1. 
He  died  October  2),  1836,  iu  Northampton 
County,  Virginia. 

Parks,  Gorham.— He  was  born  in  the 
western  part  of  Massachust-tts  iu  1793; 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  lbl3; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and  com- 
menced practice  at  Bangor;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Maine, 
from  1833  to  1837.  From  1838  to  1841  he 
was  LTnited  States  Marshal  for  the  District 
of  Maine  ;  from  1843  to  1845  United  States 
Attorney;  and  from  1845  to  1849  United 
States  Consul  at  Rio  Janeiro. 

Parmenter,  William.— He  was  bora  in 
Massachusetts,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  lr37  to 
1845.  He  was  also  a  State  Senator  in  1836 ; 
and  Naval  Officer  at  Boston  from  1845  to 
1849.  Died  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
February  "27,  1866. 

Parris,  Albion  K.— He  was  born  in 
Hebron,  Oxford  Couuty,  Maine,  Januaiy 
19, 1788  ;  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College 


in  1806;  studied  law.  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1809:  in  1811  he  was  aj»poiuted 
Attorney  for  Oxford  Couuty  ;  in  15*13  was 
elected  to  tla-  General  Court;  in  1814  was 
chosen  a  State  Senator;  was  eh-cteU  a 
Representative  iu  Congress  in  1815,  and 
again  in  1817;  in  1816  he  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Constitutional  Convention; 
was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Federal  Dis- 
trict CNiurt  in  1818.  In  1819  he  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Convention  I'or  iVaming 
a  Constitution;  and  in  1S\*0  was  appointed 
Judge  ot  Probate  tor  Cumberland  County. 
He  was  tive  times  elected  Ciovernor  of 
Maine,  tVom  1"^'J*3  to  I8\i7;  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress  in  l,-,*7  and  I-^'JS;  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  in  Ir'i-',  holding  the  office  until  1836, 
when  lie  became  Second  Comptroller  in  the 
Federal  Treasury  Department.  He  left 
this  office  in  l-5ti,  and  returned  to  Portland, 
of  which  city,  in  1*<5*J,  he  Avas  elected 
Mayor.  He  died  in  I'orlland,  February 
11,'18,'.7. 

Parris,  Virgil  D. — IJorn  in  Elaine; 
adopted  the  piot'essiou  of  law  ;  was  A-ssist- 
aut  Secretary  of  the  .State  .<enute  in  1H31  ;

a  State  Senator  in  I'^l'iand  Ir13;  United 
States  Marshal  for  Maine  from  1-44  to  isjS; 
Unitrd  States  Special  Mail  Agent  from 
1K')3  to  K)6;  and  subsequently  held  tho 
office  of  Naval  Storekeeper  at  Kittery, 
Maine.  When  in  the  State  Senate  he  was 
President  pru  lent.,  and  for  a  short  time 
acting  (Jovernor  of  the  .State. 

Parrott,  John  F. — He  wa.s  a  lueinUr, 
iu  l^'ll,  tif  the  New  Hampshire  Legisla- 
ture; a  Represintative  in  Ct»ngre«s,  from 
Ne\v  Hamp>hire,  iVom  1':'I7  to  l-'PJ;  and  a 
Senator  of  the  United  States  from  1-19  to 
l.-'J5;  and  in  l-'\*6  was  appointed  Postma.s- 
ter  at  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.

Partridge,  Samuel. — He  was  l)orn  in 
New  York ;  and  was  a  Keprt's<ntative  in 
Congress,  tVoin  that  State,  fri»in  l^H  to 
1843. 

Paterson,  "William. — Uorn  at  sea,  of 
Iri.-h  parents,  in  174.").  He  graduated  at 
Princeton  in  1763;  studied  law  and  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  in  17()l);  Avas  a  mendji-r  of 
the  Convention  which  formed  the  first  Con- 
stitution of  New  Jersey  in  1770  ;  from  that 
time  until  the  year  1780  he  was  Attorney 
General  of  the  State;  and  was  one  of  the 
first  Senators  in  Congress  from  1789  to 
1790,  when  he  resigned,  having  ])reviousIy 
been  a  member  of  the  Convention  which 
formed  the  Federal  Constitution,  which 
instrument  he  signed.  He  was  Governor 
of  New  Jersey  from  1791  to  1794,  when  he 
was  appointed,  by  the  President,  a  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
which  he  held  until  his  dt?ath  in  1806.  In 
1798  and  1799  he  revised,  l)y  authority  of 
the  Legislature,  the  laws  of  New  Jersey,  a 
work  highly  esteemed  and  the  foundation 
of  the  jurisprudence  of  the  State.  He  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Harvard 
and  Dartmouth. 

Patterson,  David  T. — After  the  close 
of  the  K>'belliou,  in  1865,  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress  from  Tennessee  for  the 
term  ending  in  18o9,  but  was  not  admitted 
to  his  seat  until  near  the  end  of  the  first 
session  of  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress.  (A 
proper  notice  of  him  is  necessarily  post- 
poned until  the  next  edition  of  this  work.) 

Patterson,  James  W. — He  was  born 
in  Henniktr,  Merrimack  County,  New- 
Hampshire,  July  2,  18".io  ;  was  educated 
at  Dartmouth  College,  graduating  in  1848. 
From  1834  to  1859  lie  was  a  Professor  of 
Mathematics  in  Dartmouth  College,  after 
which  he  was  transferred  to  the  chair  of 
Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Meteorology, 
in  the  same  college,  which  he  still  holds. 
From  1858  to  1861  he  was  a  School  Com- 
missioner for  Grafton  County,  and  at  the 
same  time  was  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  State.  In  186-2  he  .served 
in  the  Stat(^  Legislature,  and  was  elected  a 
Kepresentative  from  New  llampsliir.'  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Expenditures  in  the  Treas- 
ury Department,  and  for  the  District  of 


Columbia.  In  1-64  he  was  apjxiintcd  a 
Ifegent  of  the  Sinithsonian  InstitiUion,  and 
was  rtai»pointed  in  1865.  Ke-elected  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Foreign  Affairs  and  the 
Special  Committee  on  the  Death  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  imd  also  on  that  of  a  IJureau 
of  Education.  In  June,  1-^66,  he  was  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress  for  the  term  com- 
mencing in  1867  and  ending  in  1873.

— He  was  born  in 
Maryland,  and  having  settled  in  Ohio,  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1833  to  1838. 

Patterson,  "William. — He  was  born  in 
Londonderry,  New  Hampshire,  June  4, 
1789;  removed  to  the  State  of  New  York 
in  1815,  and  subsequently  settled  in  War- 
saw, Genesee,  now  Wyoming  County.  He 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1837  to  1839,  but 
died  before  the  expiration  of  his  term,  at 
Warsaw,  New  York,  August  14,  1838.

Peckhani,  Rufus  W. — He  Avas  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in

Peek,  Hernianus. — He  was  born  in  xVl- 
bany,  New  York,  and  was  for  two  years  a 
member  of  the  New  York  Assembly,  from 
Sclienectady  County,  and  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1819  to 
1821. 

Peery,  William. — He  was  a  Delegate, 
from  Delaware,  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1785  to  1786. 

Pegram,  John. — He  was  a  native  of 
Virginia,  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1818  to  1819,  to  fill 
the  unexpired  term  of  Peterson  Goodwin. 

Pelton,  Guy  R. — Born  at  Great  Bar- 
rington,  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts, 
August  3,  1825.  His  tastes,  from  early 
boyhood,  had  inclined  him  to  the  study  of 
law,  but  it  was  not  until  he  had  attained 
his  twentieth  year  that  he  was  enabled  to 
prosecute  his  plans  for  a  professional  life, 
having  previously  to  that  time  remained 
upon  the  homestead  farm  with  his  father. 
He  spent  two  years  in  the  academy  of  his 
native  toAvn,  and  three  years  in  the  Con- 
necticut Literary  Institute,  after  which  he 
devoted  one  year  to  teaching  at  Lee,  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  at  Dover  Plains,  New  York, 
employing  his  leisure  in  reading  elementary 
works  on  law.  He  then  entered  a  law  of- 
fice at  Kinderhook,  and  completed  his  stud- 
ies, being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1850.  In 
1851  he  opened  a  law  office  in  New  York 
City,  and  in  1854  Avas  elected  a  Represent- 
ative to  the  Thirty-fourth  Congress,  after 
which  he  retiuned  to  New  York,  and  re- 
sumed his  professional  labors. 

Pendleton,  Edmund. — He  was  a  na- 
tive of  Virginia,  and  held  various  public 
offices  in  that  State.  He  was  a  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  ^Vppeals ;  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  Continental  Congress,  from  1774  to 
1775.  In  17i!^7  was  chosen  President  of 
the  Convention  of  Virginia  which  met  to 
consider   the   Constitution   of  the   United 


States.  In  1789  he  declined  the  appoint- 
ment, by  Washington,  as  District  Judge 
for  Virginia.  He  died  at  Richmond,  Oc- 
tober 11,  1823,  aged  eighty-two. 

Pendleton  Edmund.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  18:51  to  J.-^:'.:!.  ^ 

Pendleton,  George  H.  — Born  in  Cin- 
cinnati, Oliiii,  .July  "^5.  IH-Jf);  is  a  lawyer 
by  profession ;  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Senate  of  Ohio  in  1854  and  1855;  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Oliio,  to  the 
Thirty-fifth,  Thirty-sixth,  and  Thirty-sev- 
enth Congresses,  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  during 
each  term.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Conunittee  of 
Ways  and  Means,  and  as  Chairman  of  a 
Special  Committee  on  admitting  Cabinet 
officers  to  the  fioor  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. His  father,  Nathaniel  Greene 
Pendleton,  was  also  a  Representative  in 
Congress.  In  1864  he  Avas  nominated  for 
the  office  of  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States,  on  the  ticket  with  George  B.  Mc- 
Clellan  for  President. 

Pendleton,  John  S. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia;  in  1841  Avas  appointed  Charge 
d'Affaires  to  the  Republic  of  Chili ;  AA-as  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1845  to  1847,  ani  for  a  second  term, 
ending  in  1849.  In  1851  he  Avas  appointed 
by  President  Fillmore  Minister  Resident 
to  the  Argentine  Confederation ;  and  Avas 
authorized  to  negotiate  Avith  Paraguay,  Sec. 

Pendleton,  Nathaniel  Greene. — Born 
in  Savannah,  Georgia,  in  August,  1793 ; 
removed,  Avith  his  father,  to  New  York  in 
his  childhood  ;  Avas  educated  at  Columbia 
College ;  adopted  the  profession  of  hnv ; 
Avas  an  aid  to  General  E.  P.  Gaines  from 
1813  to  1815;  remoA'ed  to  Ohio  in  1818; 
in  1825  Avas  elected  to  the  Senate  of  Ohio, 
and  re-elected  ;  and  Avas  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1841  to  J  843, 
after  Avhich  he  voluntarily  retired  from 
public  life.  He  Avas  a  man  of  high  char- 
acter and  uncounnon  ability,  and  died  in 
Cincinnati,  June  16,  lt«61.  His  father, 
Nathaniel,  Avas  an  officer  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary Avar,  a  Judge,  and  second  of  Gen- 
eral Alexander  Hamilton  in  his  duel  Avith 
Aaron  Burr. 

Penn,  Alexander  G. — He  AA-as  born  in 
Virginia,  and,  having  settled  in  Louisiana, 
Avas  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1851  to  lt<53.  Died 
suddenly,   in  Washington,  May  8,   18GG, 
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■while  on  a  visit  to  that  city.  He  once  held 
a  position  in  the  Custom-house  of  New 
Orleans. 

Penn,  John. — IJorn  in  Caroline  county, 
Virginia,  May  17,  1741  ;  his  early  educa- 
tion was  detective,  but  he  soon  overcame 
all  obstacles,  and  acquired  a  knowledov  of 
law  ;  in  1774  he  settled  in  North  Carolina  ; 
and  he  was  a  Delegate,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, to  the  Continental  Congress,  from 
1775  to  1780,  and  signed  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  as  well  as  the  Articles 
of  Confederation.  When  Cornwallis  in- 
vaded North  Carolina,  he  was  placed  in 
charge  of  public  attairs,  and  acquitted  him- 
self with  great  credit ;  in  17c4  he  was  ap- 
pointed lieceiver  of  Taxes  ;  and  he  dii-d 
October  26,  1609. 

Peiniiman,  Ebenezer  Jenckes. — He 
was  born  in  Lansingburgli,  Now  York  ; 
when  thirteen  years  of  age  was  apprenticed 
to  the  business  of  printing,  in  the  iiftici-  of 
the  New  Hampshire  .Sentinel,  at  Keene  ; 
when  thirteen  years  of  age  he  jjurchased 
his  indentures,  and  entered  uijon  mercan- 
tile pursuits  in  the  city  of  New  York  ;  re- 
moved to  Michigan  in  Iflio:  and  was 
elected  a  Eepreseutatlve,  from  that  State, 
to  the  Thirty-second  Congress. 

Pennington,  Alexander  C.  M.— Hi- 

was  born  in  Newark,  New  Jersey  ;  a  law- 
yer by  profession;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1853  to  1857.  He  also  served  two  years  in 
the  State  Legislature. 

Pennington,  William.— He  was  born 
in  Newark.  New  Jersey,  in  17!i7 :  received 
a  liberal  education,  and  adopted  the  pro- 
fession of  law ;  in  18:57  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  New  Jersey,  and  annually  re- 
elected until  1843,  acting  at  the  same  "time 
-as  Chancellor  of  the  State,  ex  officio,  and 
taking  a  prominent  part  in  what  was  known 
as  the  "  Broad  Seal  Controversy. "  By  Pre- 
sident Taylor,  he  was  appointed  Governor 
of  Minnesota  Territory,  and  bv  President 
Fillmore,  a  Judge  to  s'ettle  land  claims  in 
California,  both  of  which  positions  he  de- 
clined to  accept.  In  1858,  contrary  to  his 
wishes,  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  New  Jersey,  to  the  Thirtv-sixth  Con- 
gress ;  and,  after  the  lapse  of  'two  months 
after  taking  his  seat,  he  was  elected  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives.  Died  at 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  February  IG,  18&2. 
He  had  been  indisposed,  and  having  taken 
an  overdose  of  morphine,  for  some  other 
medicine,  died  from  its  ett'ects.

County  ol"  rMTiuilillo,  New  Mexico, 
January  9,  1~;5I,  aud  in  18(>:{  he  \ra.s 
elected  a  Delegate,  from  New  Mexico,  to 
the  Thirty-eightli  Congress. 

Perham,  Sidney. — Was  born  in  Wood- 
stock, Oxford  County,  Maine,  March  \i7, 
1811);  until  liis  thirty-fourth  year  he  fol- 
lowed the  double  occupation  of  laruu-r  and 
teacher;  in  1>.")'J  lie  wius  chosen  u  member 
of  the  Maine  Board  of  Agriculture,  which 
position  he  held  for  two  years;  in  !•<>,'>  he 
was  a  nu-mlKT  of  the  State  L«'gi.slature,  and 
officiated  as  SjM-uker :  in  1-5G  he  \vu.s  a 
Presidential  Klector;  in  l"*'*-"^  wa.s  elected 
County  Clerk  for  Oxford  County,  and  re- 
electeJ  in  iSil  ;  and  in  Htiv;  wiuh  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Maine,  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  .'ierving  «>n  the  Commit- 
tees on  Agriculture,  and  Invalid  Pen.siuUM. 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
ser^■ing  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Invalid  Pensions.

Perkins,  Elias.— He  was  bom  in  Nor- 
wich, Connecticut,  April  5,  17G7  ;  grad- 
uated at  Yale  College,  in  ]7n;;  studied 
law,  and  after  practicing  ti  few  years,  re- 
linquiahed  the  i)rofessiou,  and  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Con- 
necticut, from  17'J]  to  l-(»3.  lie  was  sub- 
sequently clu)sen  Judge  of  the  ('ourt  tor 
the  County  of  New  London,  which  office  he 
held  until  iio  became  ineligible  from  his 
advanced  years  ;  was  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
New  London  from  l8"Ji.>  to  If:^.i,  when  he 
declined  a  re-election  ;  and  he  died  in  New 
London,  September  1*7,  H45. 

Perkjjis,  Jared.— He  was  born  in  New

Congress,  from  that  State,  from  K)l  to 
1853.  He  also  held  the  position  o(  State 
Councillor  from  184G  to  1-41I;  .<tate  Rep- 
resentative in  l?r5(t ;  and  died  at  Nashua, 
October  14,  1854. 
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Perkins,  John,  Jr. — He  whs  bum  in 

L(juisiaiia,  July  1,  \^\'J.  lie  ofraduated  at 
Yale  Culle^M-  in  1^40,  and  snb.sfciucntly  at 
the  Law  .Scli(*>l  of  Harvard  Colk-fre  ;  he 
settled,  tor  tlie  pructice  of  liis  profession,  in 
New  Orleans,  but  his  health  compelled  him 
to  travel  in  Europe ;  on  his  return,  in 
I'-'ol,  lie  was  chosen  a  Ju(]ge  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Louisiana,  whicli  ])ositir»n  lie  held 
until  elected  to  Coiij^ress,  in  lf^7)'.],  where 
lie  advocated  Democratic  measures,  and 
remained  until  1855,  servinp^  on  the  Com- 
niittee  on  Foreign  Attairs.  He  is  now  de- 
A'oted  to  planting  in  Louisiana. 

Perrill,  Augustus  L. — He  was  liorn  in 
\'irgiiiiH,  and  was  a  liepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1845  to  1647. 

Perry,  John  J. — He  was  born  in  Ports- 
moutli,  Xew  Hampshire,  August  2,  1811, 
l)Ut  when  a  child  removed  with  his  father, 
IJev.  Daniel  Perry,  to  Oxford,  Maine ;  he 
received  a  comniou  school  education,  and 
of  his  own  accord  spent  three  years  at  the 
"Elaine  Wesleyau  .Seminary,"  paying  for 
his  tuition  by  laboring  on  the  farm  belong- 
ing to  the  institution,  and  also  by  teaching 
school  in  the  Avinter.  Having  spent  three 
years  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits,  he 
turned  his  attention  to  the  law  ;  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  at  Oxford  in  1844,  where 
he  has  juacticed  his  profession  ever  since. 
He  Avas  elected  to  the  Maine  Legislature  in 
1839,  1842,  and  1843;  Avas  afterwards  for 
seven  years  Major  General  of  the  Maine 
militia;  in  1846  and  1847  he  was  elected 
to  the  State  Senate  ;  in  1854  he  was  elected 
Clerk  of  the  Maine  House  of  Eepreseuta- 
tives  ;  and  he  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress from  1(855  to  1857.

Seminary  ;  has  been  chiefly  engaged  in  the 
cloth  and  clothing  business  ;  was  for  many 
years  the  presiding  member  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  Newark,  Ncav  Jersey ; 
served  a  number  of  years  in  th<^  Legisla- 
ture of  that  State  ;  and  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  New  Jersey  to  the  Thirty- 
seventli  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Revolutionary  Claims,  and  Expen- 
ditures on    Public    iJuildinn-s.     Re-elected 


to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Commerce. 

Perry,  Thomas. — He  was  Ijorn  in  Mary- 
land, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1-45  to  1-^47. 

Peter,  George. — ]5orii  in  (;eorgetown, 
Moiitgoniciy  County,  Maryland,  (now  the 
District  of  Columbia, )  September  2'^,  1771). 
He  was  educated  at  private  institutiou.s 
and  at  the  Georgetown  C«dlege;  entered 
the  I'nited  States  Army  in  J71K),  and  re- 
signed in  1809  ;  served  as  a  Major  of  V(dun- 
teers  during  the  war  of  1812;  was  a  Rep- 
r«'sentative  in  Congress  from  1810  to  1819, 
and  again  from  1825  to  1827;  was  elected 
twice  to  the  State  Legislature;  and  also 
served  the  public  as  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works  for  the  State  of  Maryland.  Died 
in  Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  June 
22,  1801. 

Peters,  Richard. — He  was  born  near 
Philadelphia,  August  22,  1744;  graduated 
at  Philadelphia  College  ;  was  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  and  very  successful  in  his  native 
State  from  the  Hueiicy  with  which  ho  spoke 
German.  He  was  remarkable  for  his  wit, 
and  when  he  accompanied  the  delegation 
from  Pennsylvania  to  the  Six  Nations,  the 
Indians  Avere  so  delighted  Avitii  his  vivacity 
that  he  Avas  formally  adopted  by  them  into 
their  tribes.  At  the  commeucement  of  the 
Revolution  he  became  a  Cai>tain  of  volun- 
teers, but  Avas  soon  transfer! ed  to  the  IJoard 
of  War  Avith  Avhich  he  Avas  connected  until 
1781,  Avhen  he  resigned  his  post,  and  re- 
ceived from  Congress  a  A'ote  of  thanks  for 
his  services.  He  Avas  a  Delegate  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  1782  to  1783. 
After  the  organization  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, Washington  offered  him  the  posi- 
tion of  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury-  of  the 
United  States,  Avliich  he  declined,  but  ac- 
cepted that  of  Judge  of  the  District  Court 
of  Pennsylvania,  Avhich  situation  he  occu- 
pied until  his  death.  P.eside  his  duties  on 
the  bench,  he  Avas  cliietly  engaged  in  the 
pursuits  of  agriculture  and  public  Avorks  ; 
Avas  first  President  of  the  Company  Avho 
built  the  permanent  bridge  over  the  Schuyl- 
kill at  Philadelphia.  In  1797  he  published 
his  experiments  in  agriculture  and  im- 
provements in  American  husbandry  ;  Avas 
President  of  the  Philadelphia  Agricultural 
Society,  and  enriched  its  memoirs  Avith 
mauA'  valuable  communications.  He  died 
in  1824. 

Petrie,  George.— He  Avas  born  in  Ncav 
York,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1-47  to  1-49. 
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Petriken,  David.  — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  ]6'o7  to 
1841.     Died  January  3,  1849. 

Pettigrew,  Ebenezer. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, from  1835  to  1837,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Expenses  in  the  Navy 
Department. 

Pettis,  Spencer.— He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  educated  a  lawyer,  and,  on 
taking  up  his  residence  in  Missouri,  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  Avhere 
he  served  from  1829  to  1831.  Died  August 
26,  1831,  aged  twenty-nine  years,  having 
fallen  in  a  duel  with  IVrajor  Thomas  Biddle 
at  St.  Louis. 

Pettit,  Charles.— He  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress  from  Philadel- 
phia from  1785  to  1787. 

Pettit,  John.— liorn  at  Sackett's  Har- 
bor, Jcflerson  County,  New  York,  July  24, 
1807;  he  received  a  good  education,  and 
studied  law,  and  removed  to  Lafayette, 
Indiana,  in  1831,  where  he  has  since  re- 
sided. He  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature,  United  States  District  Attor- 
ney, and  served  in  the  House  vt'  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  from  1843  to  1847, 
and  in  the  United  States  Senate  from  1853 
to  1855.  In  1850  he  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Constitutional  Convention,  and  has 
twice  held  the  office  of  Circuit  Judgf  ;  was 
a  Presidential  Elector  in  1852 ;  and  in  1859 
he  was  appointed,  by  President  Buchanan, 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Federal  Courts  of  Kan- 
sas.

He  was  a  member  of  the  joint  Committee 
on  the  Library.  He  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Library  Committee. 

Peyton,  Bailie.— He  was  born  in  Sum- 
ner County,  Tennessee  :  received  a  liberal 
education,  and  adopted  the  profession  of 
law  ;  he  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress, 


I  from  that  State,  from  1833  to  18:T7  ;  he  wa& 
I  appointed,  by  President  Fillmore,  in  1849, 
;  Minister  toChili ;  was  subsefjuently  elected 
I  L'uited  States  District  Attorney  for  Louis- 
iana; was  I'or  a  time  .-settled  at  San  Fran- 
cisco,  California,    in   the   practice   of  his 
profession,  but  returned  to  his  native  State.

1853  to  1855,  and  declined  a  re-election. 
Since  that  time  he  has  practiced  his  profes- 
sion in  Washington  City. 

Phillips,   Stephen   Clarendon.— He 
was   born   in  Salem,   Massachusetts,   No- 
vember  1,    1801 ;   graduated    at    Harvard 
College  in  18J9,  Avith  high  lionors  ;  began 
to  study  law,  but  soon  became  a  merchant. 
From  1824  to  1829,  by  annual  re-elections, 
he  was   chosen  a  Eepresentative   to    the 
State  Legislature  from  Salem;  from  18o0 
to  1831  he  was  State  Senator,  and  in  l."^32 
and  1833  was  again  a  member  of  the  Housf. 
From  1834  to  1838  he  worthily  repre.sentt'd 
Massachusetts  in   Congress.      From   De-  | 
cember,  1838,  to  March,  1842,  he  was  Mayor 
of  Salem,  and  upon  his  voluntary  retire-  | 
meut  devoted  the  whole  of  his  salary  as 
Mayor  to  the  public  schools  of  the  city. 
In  1840   he  was   one  of  the  Presidential 
Electors  for  Massachusetts,   and   in  1848 
and  1849  was  the  Free-soil  candidate  for 
Governor.     He    held   various    State    and 
private  trusts,  in  the  discharge  of  which,  j 
by  his  abilit}-,  sagacity,  experience,   and  ' 
integrity,  he  rendered  signal  service.     He  | 
was  for  inany  years  a  member  of  the  State  j 
Board  of  Fducation,  and  a  Trustee  of  the  | 
State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Worcester.     He  : 
retired  from  public  life  in  l."^49,  and  was 
extensively   engaged    in     the     lumbering  j 
business.     He  was  lost  by  the  burning  of  ' 
the  steamer  Montreal,  on  the  St.  Lawrence  | 
Eiver,  June  26,  1857,  while  returning  from 
Quebec,  whither  he  had  been  on  business 
to  Three  Elvers,  the  headquarters  vt'  his  I 
operations  in  Canada. 

Philson,    Robert.— He    was    bom    in  i 

Donegal,  Ireland,  and  was  a  Eepresenta-  ■ 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Pennsvlvauia,  from 
1819  to  1821. 


Phoenix,  J.  PhilUps.— He  was  bom  in 
Morristown,  New  Jersey;  was  for  many 
years  a  leading  merchant  in  New  York 
City  ;  served  several  years  in  the  Councils 
of  the  city  ;  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  1843  to  1845 ; 
a  member  of  the  State  Assembly  in  1848, 
from  New  York  City ;  and  again  in  Con- 
gress, from  1849  to  1851,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Commerce.  In 
1841  he  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector. 
Died  suddenly  in  New  York,  May  4,  1?59, 
at  an  advanced  asfe. 


Pickens,  Andrew. — He  was  bom  at 
Paxton,  Pennsylvania,  September  19,  1739, 
and  removed  with  his  father,  in  17.')2,  to 
the  Waxsaw  Settlement,  in  South  Caro- 
lina; he  served  as  a  volunteer  in  Grant's 
expedition  against  the  Cherokees,  and  was 
au  active  military  partisan  during  the  Rev- 
olution. He  was  a  member  «>f  the  State 
Legislature,  from  the  close  of  the  war  until 
1793,  when  he  wa.s  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  iVom  1793  to  1795.  In 
1795  he  was  commissioned  Major  General 
of  the  South  Carolina  Militia,  and  wa.s 
tVequently  a  Conunissituier  to  treat  with  tlie 
Indians.  It  was  his  son  and  not  himself 
who  was  Gitvernor  of  the  State,  from  181G 
to  ISI7.  He  died  m  P.ndleton  District, 
South  Carolina.  August  17,  1-17. 

Pickens,  Francis  W.—IU-  was  born  in 
South  Carolina,  and  was  a  Kepn'.sentativo 
in  Congress,  from  tliat  State,  from  18!{5  to 
1-^45.  In  18.'»>  he  was  appointed  by  I'res- 
ident  Buchanan  Minister  to  liussia;  and  iu 
December,  l^liO,  was  clecteil  (iuveruor  of 
South  Carolina. 

Pickens,  Israel.— Born  iu  Cabarni.s 
County,  North  Carolina ;  served  one  year 
in  the  State  Legislature;  was  a  Representa- 
tive, from  that  State,  in  Coiigre.^s,  from 
1811  to  1*^17,  iu  wliich  year  he  was  ap- 
pointed Register  of  the  Land  Otlice  of 
Mississij)pi  Territory;  on  removing  to 
Alabama,  he  was  elected  Governor  of  that 
State,  in  1-21,  and  in  182«>  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Alal)aina. 

Pickering,  Tinicthy.— Was  born  in 
Salem,  Massachitsetts,  July  17,  1745  ; 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  17(i3,  and 
after  the  usual  course  of  professional  st  udies, 
was  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law.  When 
the  dissensions  betw  een  the  mother  country 
and  our  own  commenced,  he  soon  Ijecanu* 
the  champion  and  leader  of  the  Whigs  of 
the  quarter  where  he  lived.  He  wu.s  a 
member  of  the  Committees  of  Inspection 
and  Correspondence,  and  bore  the  entire 
burden  of  writing.  The  address  which,  in 
1774.  the  inhabitants  of  Salem,  in  full 
town  meeting,  voted  to  Governor  Gage, 
on  the  occasion  of  the  Boston  I'ort  Bill, 
proceeded  from  his  pen.  A  i)art  of  it,  dis- 
chiiming  any  wish  on  the  part  of  the  in- 
habitants of  Salem  to  protit  by  the  closing 
of  the  port  of  Boston,  is  quoted  by  Dr. 
Ramsay,  in  his  History  of  the  Americuu 
Revolution.  In  Ai)ril,  1775,  on  receiving 
intelligence  of  the  battle  of  Lexington,  be 
marched  with  the  regiment  of  which  be 
was  at  the  time  commander,  to  Charles- 
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town,  but  had  not  an  opportunity  of  coniinf^ 
to  action  Brfoie  the  tki.s«'  of  tlie  same 
yi'ar,  when  the  provisional  {^overnnieut 
was  orp:aiiizin<j,  he  was  ajjixiinted  one  of 
tlie  .luilpes  of  the  Court  of  Connnon  IMeas 
tor  Essex,  liis  native  eounty ;  and  side 
Judjje  of  the  Maritime  Court  (which  had 
eopnizanee  of  all  prize  causes)  for  tlie 
Middh^  District,  comprehending  Boston, 
with  .Salem  and  the  other  ports  in  Essex. 
These  otlii-es  he  held  until  lie  accepted  an 
a]ipointnient  in  the  army.  In  1777  he  was 
named  Adjutant  General,  l»y  Washin<;ton, 
and  joined  the  army,  then  at  Middlcbrook, 
New  Jersey.  ]Ie  continued  with  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief until  the  American  forces 
went  into  winter  (luarter.s  at  Valley  For^e, 
liavinp:  been  presmt  at  the  battles  of  IJrandy- 
wine  and  Germantitwn.  He  then  pro- 
ceede<l  to  discharg^e  the  duties  of  a  member 
of  the  Continental  Board  of  "War,  to 
which  he  had  been  elected  by  Congress, 
then  sitting  at  York,  I'ennsylvania.  In 
this  station  he  remained  until  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  General  Greene  in  the 
ottice  of  (Quartermaster  General,  which  he 
retained  during  the  residue  of  the  war, 
and  in  whicli  he  contributed  much  to  the 
sunender  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown. 
From  J 790  to  17'J4  he  Avas  charged,  by 
President  Washington,  with  several  nego- 
tiations with  the  Indian  nations  on  our  fron- 
tiers. In  1791  he  was  also  made  Post- 
master General;  and  in  1794  removed 
from  that  station  to  the  Secretaryship  of 
War,  on  the  resignation  of  General  Knox. 
In  179.')  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of 
State  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Randolph.  From 
that  office  he  was  removed,  by  President 
Adams,  in  1800.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
I'-^Ol  he  returned  to  Massachusetts.  In 
18o:>  the  Legislature  of  that  State  chose 
him  a  Senator  to  Congress,  for  the  residue 
of  the  term  of  Dwight  Foster,  who  had  re- 
signed ;  and  in  1805  re-elected  him  to  the 
same  station  for  the  term  of  six  years.  Af- 
ter its  expiration,  in  1811,  he  was  chosen, 
by  the  Legislature,  a  member  of  the  Exec- 
utive Council,  and  during  the  war  of  181'i 
he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  War  for  the  defence  of  the  State.  In 
1814  he  was  returned  to  Congress,  and 
held  his  seat  until  March,  1817.  He  then 
Hnally  retired  to  private  life.  His  death 
took  place  January  29,  1829.  In  his  man- 
ners, Colonel  Pickering  was  plain  and  un- 
assuming. In  public  life  he  was  distin- 
guished for  energy,  ability,  and  disinter- 
estedness; as  a  soldier  he  was  brave  and 
patriotic  ;  and  his  writings  bear  ample  tes- 
timony to  his  talents  and  information.  He 
was  one  td'  the  leaders  of  the  Federal  party 
of  the  United  States. 


Pickman,  Benjamin.— lie  was  born  in 
17();5:  grailuaiid  at  Cambridge  in  1784; 
visited  ICurone,  and  on  his  return  studied 
law,  and,  th«)ugh  admitted  to  the  bar, 
abandoned  that  jirofes.sion,  devoting  him- 
self tt»  mercantile  pursuits.  In  leUO  he 
was  elected  to  the  State  Legi-slature,  and 
rt-elected  a  number  of  years  to  the  State 
Senate;  in  1807  lie  became  a  member  of 
the  Executivi"  Council;  was  a  liepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  1>()9  to  Ir^ll  ;  and 
in  b"^20  was  a  nuMnber  of  the  Convention 
for  revising  the  State  Constituti(»n.  He 
also  held  many  other  offices  of  trust  and 
honor,  and  died  at  Salem,  Massachusetts, 
in  August,  184:^. 

Pierce,  Franklin. — Was  born  in  the 
town  of  llill.sljorough.  New  Hampshire,  in 
1804,  and,  after  completing  his  academical 
studies,  entered  Bowdoin  College,  Maine. 
On  leaving  college  he  commenced  his  legal 
studies  at  Northampton,  Massachusetts, 
but  subsequently  returned  to  his  native 
State,  and  finished  his  studies  at  Amherst. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  com- 
menced the  practice  of  his  protession  in  his 
native  town ;  but  before  the  end  of  two 
years  he  was  elected  a  IJeprcsentative  in 
the  State  Legislature,  and  during  his 
second  year's  service  was  chosen  Speaker 
of  the  House.  In  18:3:?  he  was  elected  to 
Congress,  and  remained  a  member  of  tlie 
House  of  Kepreseutatives  four  years.  In 
1837  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  but,  after  five  years'  service 
in  that  body,  resigned  his  seat.  He  settled 
in  Concord,  and  resumed  his  practice  at 
the  bar.  He  adhered  to  his  resolution  of 
accepting  no  political  office,  declining  to 
be  a  candidate  for  Governor  of  the  State, 
or  United  States  Senator,  and  refusing  the 
offices  of  Attorney  General  and  Secretary' 
of  War,  which  were  t«'ndered  him  by  Pres- 
ident Polk.  On  the  l)reaking  out  of  the 
Mexican  war,  however,  he  enrolled  himself 
as  a  private  soldier  in  the  New  England 
Pegiment,  but  President  Ptdk  sent  him  a 
Colonel's  commission,  and  subsequently 
raised  him  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General 
in  March,  1^47.  He  was  in  most  of  the 
battles  which  were  fought  between  Vera 
Cruz  and  the  City  of  Mexico.  On  the  res- 
toration of  peace  between  the  two  countries, 
he  resigned  his  commission  and  returned 
1  home,  where  he  remained,  comparatively 
!  xmobserved,  until  the  action  of  the  Balti- 
more Democratic  Convention  gave  him  a 
new  imp<Mtance  throughout  the  Union.  He 
was  nominated  by  that  body  as  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  the  Presidency.  He 
was  elected  President  of  tlie  United  Slates 
in  November,  1852;  was  inaugurated  March 
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4,  1853,  and  served  to  the  end  of  his  term, 
after  which  he  retired  to  private  life  The 
best  biography  of  him  was  written  by  his 
personal  friend,  Nathaniel  Hawthorne. 

Pierce,  Joseph. — Pie  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Hampshire, 
during-  the  years  J  801  and  1802. 

Pierce,  William. — He  served  in  the 
Revolutionary  war  as  an  Aide-de-Camp  to 
General  Greene,  and  for  his  services  a  sword 
was  presented  to  him  by  the  old  Congress; 
he  was  a  Delegate,  from  Georgia,  to  the 
Continental  Congress,  and  a  member  of  the 
Convention  which  formed  the  Federal  Con-  ; 
stitution.  While  in  Congn-ss  he  wrote  his 
impressions  of  the  men  who  served  in  that 
body,  which  were  long  afterwards  pub- 
lished in  a  Savannah  paper,  cnpies  of  which 
are  to  be  found  in  the  library  of  Peter  Force, 
of  Washington. 

Pierson,  Isaac. — He  was  born  August 
15,  1770,  and  died  September  "22,  18:{:{,  in 
New  Jersey.  He  was  educated  at  Prince- 
ton College,  graduating  in  ]7f^'J,  and  was 
subseqirently  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of 
Surgeons  and  Physicians  of  New  York. 
He  practiced  medicine  for  forty  years;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
New  Jersey,  from  J>i7  to  1^:51. 

Pierson,  Jeremiah  H. — lie  was  born 
in  Essex  County,  New  .K-rsey,  and  was  »* 
Representative    in    Congress,    from   New 
York,  from  18-21  to  l&rS. 

Pierson,  Job. — lb'  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1831  to  1835. 

Pike,  Frederick  A.— Born  in  Calais, 
Maine,  where  he  has  always  resided;  was 
for  several  years  a  member  of  the  Maine 
Legislature,  serving  one  term  as  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives.  He  adopted 
the  profession  of  law,  and  was  for  several 
years  attorney  for  the  county  in  which  he 
lived.  He  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Maine,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Naval 
Affairs.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Expenditures  in  the  State  De- 
partment, and  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Naval  Affairs.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  his  old  Com- 
mittees, and  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Expenses  in  the  State  Department.  He 
Avas  also  a  member  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  accompany  the  remains 
of  President  Lincoln  to  Illinois. 


Pike,  James. — He  was  born  in  Salis- 
bury, Massarhust'tts,  in  November,  1818; 
was  educated  at  the  Wesleyau  University, 
in  Connecticut;  was  a  minister  in  tho 
Methodist  Episcopal  Churdi  from  l'^41  to 
1854  :  and  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  New  Hampshire,  in  the  Thirty-fourth 
and  Thirty-lifth  Congresses,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Connnittee  on  Enrolled  liills. 

Pilsbury,  Timothy.--He  was  born  in 
Newbury.  Massachusi-tts,  Ajiril  12,  178l>; 
received  a  conuuon  school  education  ;  spent 
two  years  as  a  clerk  in  a  store,  and  several 
subsei[uent  years  as  a  sailor  and  cotusting 
trader,  making  one  trip  to  Eiiropi'  a.s  cap- 
tain of  a  brig;  settled  in  Muiue.  and  wius 
ai>pointed  a  member  of  ihe  Executive  Coun- 
cil; al<o  served  in  the  State  Legisliituro ; 
went  from  Maine  to  Ohio,  tlience  to  Louis- 
iana, and  tinally  to  Texa.s ;  ho  .served  a 
uuujber  of  years  in  the  Senate  au«l  lloust* 
of  Representatives  of  Texas;  and  when  that 
Repuolic  came  into  the  I'nion  he  wiis  (<i«-etvd 
a  Representative  in  Congn'ss,  from  184l>to 
]841>.  He  die«l  near  ]>auvilU>,  Tcxa«,  No- 
vemli'T  23,  IS5-. 

Pinckney,  Charles. — Horn  in  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  in  175"^  ;  was  a  patriot 
in  the  Revolutionary  struggle;  was  taken 
jtri-soner,  and  sent  t«».'<t.  Augustin<',  Florida  ; 
served  in  the  Provincial  Legislature ;  wiw 
a  member  ot  the  Provincial  CongreM.s  in 
1785;  received  the  degree  of  LL.l).  from 
Princeton  College  in  17e'7;  and  in  17K7 
was  a  Delegate  to  the  Convention  which 
framed  the  Constitution  at'  the  l.'nitud 
States,  and  signed  that  instruuu-nt.  Ho 
was  President  of  tlie  State  Convention 
which  ratifieil  the  Federal  Constitution; 
and  (iovernor  of  South  Carolina,  from  I7rt'.) 
to  1792,  and  from  17%  to  17'JH.  Ho  was 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  171W  to  Hol, 
and  was  appointed,  in  1"^02,  Minister  to 
Spain,  by  President  Jetferson,  holding  that 
position  till  l.'^U5.  He  was  subse<iuently  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  J 8 ID  to 
1821  ;  served  in  the  State  Legislature  in 
l8lUaud  1812;   and  died  October  2*J,  1^-24. 

Pincltney,  H.  L. — He  was  l>orn  in  South 
Carolina,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1"^33  to  I8;f7. 
He  was  the  founder  of  the  Charleston  Mer- 
curv,  and  died  in  Charleston,  February  3, 
1  ^03. 

Pinckney,  Thomas.— He  was  ii  soldier 
of  the  American  Revolution  ;  was  elected 
GoA'ernor  of  South  Carolina  in  I7'~7;  \va« 
appointed  Minister  to  Great  Britain  by 
Washington  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
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Coiifjross,  iVuni  17ULI  to   I'-ol.  .  He  died  in 

Piiidall,  James.— He  was  honi  in  Vir- 
jriiiiu,  and  \\!is  ii  K'.i.nsentative  in  Con- 
frross,  tVu'.n  that  State,  iVoni  1>17  to  I>'J(», 
wlicn  lu'  resijj;nid. 

Pinkiiey,  William.— 15 nin  in  Anna- 
polis, Mill  viand.  Maicli  17,  17(1 1.  Havinpr 
|)re]»ared  Innisi'lf  for  the  bar,  nnder  the  in- 
strnetion  of  Jmlj^e  Chase,  he  was  admitted 
to  piaetiee  in  I7.S5,  and  iinin«>diately  gave 
promise  of  hi;;-h  distinction.  He  was  a 
ip.cnd)er  of  the  Convention  whieh  ratified 
the  Federal  Constitution,  and  from  ]7di)  to 
17i)-J  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Conjjrcss ; 
and  then  a  nienil)er  t)f  the  Kxi-entive  Coun- 
cil, and  made  its  I'resident."  In  171)")  he 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Li>gislature. 
In  170()  he  was  a  Commissioner  under 
Jay's  Treaty,  in  conjunction  with  Mr. 
Gore,  and  remained  in  London  eight  years. 
He  recovered  for  Maryland  a  claim  on  the 
IJank  of  Kno-land  for"  s<(i(»,()UU,  in  ISOO 
he  was  Envoy  Extraordinary  to  England, 
aud  in  IfOr?,  on  the  return  of  ^Ir.  Monroe, 
was  made  Minister  Plenipotentiary.-  He 
returned  to  the  I'nited  States,  and  settled 
in  lialtimore  in  181 1,  and  was  soon  after  a 
member  of  the  State  Senate.  In  Decem- 
ber, 1811,  he  was  appointed  Attorney 
General,  and  remained  in  that  position 
until  1814.  He  commanded  a  battaliou  of 
riflemen,  and  was  wounded  at  ]31adensburg, 
ill  Atigust,  1814.  He  Avas  a  Kepresenta- 
tive in  Congress  from  1815  to  1.^1(5,  aud 
then  made  Minister  to  Russia  and  Envoy 
to  Naples.  On  his  return,  in  1819,  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  United  States 
mScnate,  aud  continued  in  that  station  until 
his  death,  February  25,  18-22.  He  pos- 
stnssed  splendid  talents,  and  was  cue  of  the 
most  accomplished  orators  and  statesmen 
of  bis  time. 

Piper,  William.— He  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Tennsylvania, 
from  1811  tol81'J. 

Pitcher,  Nathaniel.— He  was  born  at 
I/itchtield,  Connecticut  :  and  was  a  mem- 
b(!r  of  the  New  York  Legislature  in  18it0, 
1815,  18U),  and  ].-^l7  ;  a  Delegate  to  the 
State  Cimstitutioual  Convention  of  1821  ; 
at  one  time  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Act- 
ing (iovernor  of  the  State;  at  another, 
Connnissioner  to  survey  the  State  roads  : 
and  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
New  York,  from  1811)  to  1823,  and  again 
from  1831  to  1833. 

Pitkin,  Timothy.— Uorn  in  Farming- 
ton,  Connecticut,  in  17«j5,  aud  graduated 


at  Yale  College  iu  1785.  He  was  for  .seve- 
ral years  a  n>en»ber  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture,  and  Speaker  of  the  House  during 
five  sessions ;  and  a  Kepresentative  iu 
CoJigrcss  from  1H)5  to  J.hH).  In  isitl  he 
pul)iished  "A  Statistical  \'iew  of  the  Com- 
merce of  the  United  States,"  and  iu  1828 
his  "Political  and  Civil  Historj'  of  the 
Cnited  States  from  17(»3  to  the  close  of 
Washington's  Administration."  He  died 
in  New  Havi'U,  December  I"',  1847. 

Pitman,  Charles  W.— He  was  born 
in  New  Jersey;  and  was  a  Kepresentative 
in  Congress,  iVom  Pennsylvania,  from  1-4'J 
to  1851. 

Plant,  David. — Was  a  native  of  Strat- 
ford, Connecticut,  and  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  1804.  In  1819  aud  1820  he  wa.s 
Speaker  of  the  Hou.se  of  Kepresentatives  ; 
in  1821  a  member  of  the  State  Senate,  and 
was  twice  re-elected.  From  1823  to  1827 
he  was  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State; 
aud  from  1827  to  1>21>  a  Keyresentative  iu 
Congress.      He  died  October  18,  1851. 

Plants,  Tobias  A. — He  was  born  in 
Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania,  March  17, 
1811;  was  self-educated;  taught  school 
for  several  years ;  studied  law,  and  came 
to  the  bar  iu"^  1.-41  :  practiced  the  profession 
in  Ohio  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Legis- 
lature from  1858  to  18(31  ;  aud  in  181J4  he 
was  elected  a  Kepresentative,  from  Ohio, 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  ou 
the  Conunittees  on  Public  Expenditures, 
:  on  Mileage,  and  Debts  of  the  Loyal  States. 

Plater,  George. — He  was  a  Delegate,

i  tivc  iu  Congress  from  1811  to  1-19  :   I  uited 
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States  Senator  from  1319  to  ld22 ;  Gover- 
nor of  Virginia  from  18-23  to  18-25;  and  a 
member  of  the  Convention  of  1629-30  for 
amending  the  State  Constitution.  He  was 
twice  appointed  to  the  bench,  but  declined, 
from  a  distrust  of  his  own  qualifications. 
He  was  a  man  of  rare  modesty,  greatly 
respected  and  esteemed  for  public  and  pri- 
vate virtues. 

Plumer,  Arnold. — He  was  bora  in 
Pennsylvania ;  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  1837  to  1839,  and  again 
from  1841  to  1843.  He  was  subsequently 
appointed  United  States  Marshal  fur  the 
Western  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

Plumer,  Gsorge. — He  was  bom  in 
Alleghany  County,  Pennsylvania;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  18*21  to  1&27. 

Pluiner,  "WiUiam. — He  was  born  at 
Newburyport,  ^lassachusetts,  June  2.'), 
1759  ;  received  a  good  education  ;  studied 
law,  and  v  as  admitted  to  the  bar  in  17-7  ; 
was  for  many  years  Solicitor  for  the  Coun- 
ty of  Rockingham  ;  he  was  for  eight  years 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature,  and 
two  years  Speaker  of  the  House  ;  sen'cd 
as  a  member  and  President  of  the  State 
Senate.  He  was  also  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire  in  1813,  and  from  18]Gto  1819; 
and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1802  to  18U7.  He  died  at 
Eppiuff,  New  Hampshire,  December  22, 
lc5U.  " 

Plumer,  V7illiam. — Born  in  Ejtping, 
Xew  Hampshire,  in  1790,  and  died  Sep- 
tember 18,  1854.  He  graduated  at  Cam- 
bridge in  1809;  studied  law,  but  never 
practiced  his  profession.  He  iVtMpiently 
served  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Hampshire,  from  1819  to  1825  ;  his  father, 
whose  name  he  bore,  having  been  a  United 
States  Senator  in  1802,  from  the  same 
State.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention to  form  a  new  State  Constitution 
in  1850 ;  and  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1821. 

Plumme",  Franklin  E.— He  was  at 
one  time  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Mississippi ;  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1831  to  1833, 
and  again  from  1833  to  1835.  He  died  at 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  September  24,  1852. 

Poindexter,  George. — He  was  the 
second  Governor  of  Mississippi,  under  the 
State    Constitution,    from    lbl9   to   1821; 


was  a  Delegate  to  Congress,  from  the  Ter- 
ritory, from  1807  to  1813,  when  he  was 
appointed  Federal  Judge  of  the  Territory  ; 
he  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  1817  to  J"'I9,  and  I'nited  States 
Senator,  from  Mississippi,  from  1830  to 
IS'.io,  serving  for  a  time  as  President  pro 
tern,  of  the  Senate.  He  died  in  Jackson. 
Mississippi,  September  5,  1853. 

Poinsett,  Joel  R. — He   was    bom   in 

Statesburg,  .<outh  Carolina,  in  1779;  spent 
the  most  of  his  youth  iu  travelling  in 
foreign  countries ;  was  a  R«'presentative 
in  Congress,  froju  Soutli  Carolina,  from 
1-21  to  1-^25;  was  appointed,  by  President 
John  (^uincy  Adams,  Uuiteil  States  Minis- 
ter to  Me.\icti;  he  wa.s  Secretary  of  War 
under  President  Van  liua»n :  a!ul  from 
1840  until  his  ihatli  la-  liv»-d  in  retirenj»*nt. 
He  was  a  man  of  letttrs,  and  aujong  other 
things  wrote  an  intrrrsting  btmk  on  Me.\i- 
co.  Ho  died  in  Statfsburg,  South  Caro- 
lina, December  14,  1851. 

Poland,  Luke  P. — He  was  born  in 
Westfurd,  Chittenden  County,  Vermont, 
November  I,  1815;  r<-ceiv»Hl  u  good  com- 
mon school  and  academic  education  ;  com- 
menced the  study  of  law  whin  «ighteen 
years  of  age,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
In  18:t(J;  was  Register  of  Probate  for 
Lamoille  County  iu  183'J  and  1840  ;  wa^* 
a  member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention in  1843;  Prosecuting  Attorney  for 
Lamoille  County  in  1844  and  1*^45;  and  in 
1848  he  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  one 
of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  C»mrt  of 
Vermont,  which  he  continued  to  iiold  by 
annual  elections  until  November,  1"*<>5,^ 
when  he  was  appointed  to  till  the  vacancy" 
in  tiie  United  States  Senate  caused  by  tho 
death  of  Jacub  Collamer.  whose  term 
would  have  expired  in  1807.  Just  before 
his  appointment  to  the  Senate  he  had  lieeu 
re-elected  to  the  Supreme  IJench,  upon 
which  he  held  the  position  of  Chief  Justici', 
to  which  he  was  promoted  in  l-'GO.  The 
Committees  upon  which  he  served  in  the 
Senate  were  those  on  the  Judiciary  and 
Patents  and  the  Patent  Otlice. 

Polk,  James  Knox. — Born  iu  Meck- 
lenburg County,  North  Carolina,  Novem- 
ber 2,  1795 ;  removed  with  his  father,  in 
1806,  to  Tennessee,  and  lived  iu  the  val- 
ley of  Duck  River,  a  branch  of  the  Cum- 
berland. He  graduate'!  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  in  1815;  studied  law 
in  Tennessee  with  Felix  Grundy,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1820  ;  he  was  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
iu  Congress  from  1825  to  1839,  aud  Speuker 
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ill  tbjit  body  tVum  ^^■'3^)  to  1>:}7;  jukI  was 
olt'ctcd  Governor  of  TtiiiKsscc-,  in  Ifr'.VJ, 
for  two  years.  In  I)eeenil)er,  L"^-l  1,  the 
Electors  chose  liini  Presidint  of  the  United 
States;  and  durinf:^  his  eventfnl  adminis- 
tration the  Orefjon  ([uestion  was  settled, 
Texas  annexed,  war  witli  Mexico  declared, 
and  New  Mexico  and  California  were  ac- 
((nireil.  He  died  at  Xashvilli',  Tennessee, 
June  1.".,  l.SH>. 

Polk,  Tnisteii. — He  was  born  in  Sus 
SOX  County,  Drlaware,  May  ''2D,  1811; 
p^raduated  at  Vale  CoUefjc  in  IS'M  ;  studied 
law  at  the  Yale  Law  School;  ami  in  ]S:j5 
he  ennf;rratcd  to  Missouri,  w  here  he  coni- 
menced  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In 
J 845,  while  absent  from  Missouri  for  tlic 
benefit  of  his  health,  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Convention  called  to  re- 
model the  State  Constitution;  in  1848  he 
was  a  I'residential  Elector;  in  1856  he 
was  elected  Governor  of  Missouri,  and  in- 
augurated January,  1857,  but  soon  re- 
signed for  a  seat  in  the  United  States 
Senate,  to  -which  he  was  elected  for  the 
term  of  six  years,  from  March  4,  1857. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Foreign  Ali'airs  and  on  Claims.  Expelled 
for  disloyalty  January  10,  186"2. 

Polk,  "William   H. — He  was  born  in 
Maury  County,  Tennessee,  May  '24,  1815  ; 
educated  at  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina, 
and  the  University  of  Tennessee  ;  studied 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1839  ; 
in  1841  and  1843  he  was  elected  to  the 
State    Legislature ;      Avas    appointed,    by 
President     Tyler,     Charge    d'Aflfaires     to 
|Naples,  where  he  negotiated  a  treaty  with 
"he  Two  Sicilies ;    served  as  a   Major  of 
Dragoons   in   the   Mexican   war ;    was    a  ! 
Delegate  to  the  Nashville  Convention   in  I 
1850  ;  and  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  Tennessee,  from  1851  to  1853.     He  ■ 
Avas  a  brother  of  President  Polk,  and  oj)- 
posed  to  the  Great   Rebellion.      Died   at  j 
Nashville,  December  10,  186*2.  ; 

Pollock,  James. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania;  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1831  ;  was  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  IMeas  ;  was  a  Krpresentative  in 
Congress,  from  his  native  State,  from  1843 
to  1849  ;  and  Governor  of  the  same  from  ' 
1-^55  to  1858.  Was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Peace  Congress  of  1861.  i 

Pomeroy,  Samuel  C— Was  born  in 
Southampton,  Massachusetts,  January  :'>, 
1816;  spent  his  boyhood  on  his  father's 
farm.  After  an  academic  education,  he 
entered  Amherst  College  in   1836;    spent 


four  years  in  New  York  ;  returned  to  his 
nati\e  town,  and  held  various  local 
offices;  and  was  elected  to  the  Legislature 
of  Massachusetts,  in  1 8.5*2.  In  1854  lie 
was  engaged  in  organizing  the  New  Eng- 
land^ Emigrant  Aid  Society,  and  became 
its  financial  agent ;  removed  to  Kansa.s 
in  tilt;  same  y<ar,  and  j)articipated  in  its 
affairs;  was  a  nuinber  of  the  Territorial 
Defence  Connnittce,  a  Delegate  to  the 
Pittsburg  and  Philadelphia  Conventions 
of  1856,  and  also  to  tliat  of  Chicago  in 
1860.  During  the  famine  in  Kansa.s  he 
Avas  Chairman  of  the  Kelief  Connnittee; 
and  in  I ■'^6 1  he  took  his  seat  in  the  United 
States  Senate,  from  Kansas,  for  six  years, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Pensions, 
Claims,  Territories,  Manufactures,  and  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  I'libli'; 
Lands. 

Pomeioy,  Theodore  M.— liorn  in 
Cayuga,  New  York,  December  31,  1824; 
graduated  at  Hamilton  College ;  adopted 
the  profession  of  law  ;  was  District  Attor- 
ney for  Cayuga  County  from  1850  to  1856; 
Avas  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  in 
1857 ;  and  Avas  elected  a  Representative, 
from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Afl'airs*  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  senMng  as  Chairman  of  the 
Connnittee  on  Expenditures  in  the  Post 
Office  DepartuKut,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Aflairs.  Re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-niiUh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  Banking  :ind  Currency 
and  Unfinished  Business. 

Pond,  Benjamin. — He  s<rvcd  four 
years  in  the  AssiMubly  of  New  York,  from 
Essex  County,  and  Avas  a  Re^)resentative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  trom  1811  to 
1813.  He  Avas  re-elected,  but  died  June, 
1.^15. 

Pope,  John. — He  Avas  born  in  Prince 
William  County.  Virginia,  in  1770.  Hav- 
ing lost  one  arm  by  accident,  he  di'termined 
to  study  laAV,  and  attained  emiiu'nce  at  the 
bar;  he  removed  to  Kentucky,  and  served 
a  number  of  }ears  in  the  Legislature ;  Avas 
a  Prcsiilential  Elector  in  1801  ;  Avas  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1807 
to  181:?,  officiating  for  a  time  as  President 
pro  ton.  of  that  body;  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  H37  to  1843.  lu 
18-29  he  Avas  appointed  Governor  o(  the 
Territory  of  Arkansas,  and  died  in  Ken- 
tucky, July  1*2,  1845. 

Pope,  Nathaniel.— He  Avas  a  D»iegate 
to  Congress,  from  the  Territory  of  Illinois, 
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from  1816  to  ]818,  in  which  year  he  was 
appointed  Eegister  of  the  Land  Ofiice  in 
Edwardsville,  Illinois,  and  was  appointed 
in  1819  Federal  Judge  of  the  Illinois  Dis- 
trict. 

Pope,  Patiick  H. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentucky, 
from  1833  to  1835,  and  died  at  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  in  May,  ]c4]. 

Porter,  Albert  G.— Born  in  Lawn-nce- 
burg,  Indiana,  April  *JU,  18'24  ;  graduated 
at  tbe  Asbury  University  in  l^A'.i:  studied 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  l*^-!"*, 
settling  at  Indianapolis;  in  1853  he  was 
appointed  Reporter  of  the  Decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Indiana,  publisliing  five 
volumes ;  served  two  terms  as  City  Attor- 
ney of  Indianapolis ;  was  twice  elected  n 
member  of  the  City  Council;  and  in  18.'- 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  from  Indi- 
ana to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Judiciary  Committee.  Re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Comuiittees  on  the  Judiciary  and  on 
Manulactures. 

Porter,  Alexander. — IJom  in  Ireland 
in  17cG;  and  his  father  having  fallen  u 
victim  there  during  the  disturbances  of 
1708,  lie  emigrated  to  America,  and  settled 
at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  as  a  clergyman. 
He  engaged  in  commerce,  but  afterwards 
studied  law,  and  removed  tu  Louisiana 
about  the  year  18U'J,  Avhere  he  soon  ac- 
quired distinction.  He  assisted  in  forming 
the  Constitution  of  the  State,  and  became 
a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisi- 
ana, serving  fifteen  years  ;  and  was  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress  from  1>33  to  1^37.  Hi- 
died  at  Attakapas,  Louisiana,  January  13, 
1844.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  Senate, 
but  died  before  taking  his  seat. 

Porter,  Augustus  S. — Bom  in  Canan- 
daigua,  New  York,  January  18,  1798; 
graduated  at  Union  College  in  }:il!i; 
studied  law  as  a  profession,  and  practiced 
for  twenty  years  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  of 
which  city  he  was  chosen  Mayor  in  ]8^i8. 
He  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Michi- 
gan, from  184U  to  L>-45 :  and  in  1848  he 
removed  to  Niagara  Falls,  the  residence  of 
his  father,  where  he  has  since  lived  in  re- 
tirement. 

Porter,  Gilchrist.— He  was  bora  in 
Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Missouri,  from  1851  to  1857. 

Porter,  James.— He  Avas  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Asstmblv  in  1814  and  1815, 


and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1817  to  18I'J. 

Porter,  Johu. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1 8uC  to  181 J,  having  firet  been  elected  to 
fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Michael  Lieb, 
resigned. 

Porter,  Peter  B.— He  wa>i  born  in  1773 ; 
a  native  <>(  Salisbury,  Connecticut ;  and 
graduated  at  Yule  College  in  171H.  He 
complett  d  his  law  studies  at  Litchfield,  and 
t  migrated  to  \N'estern  New  Yoik.  He  was 
a  R'ejiiesentative  in  Congrtss,  from  tliat 
State,  from  1801)  to  1-13.  and  fiom  1815  to 
181t>.  As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Rehitions,  he  rej>ort«  d  the  resolu- 
tions authoii/ing  imuiediati-  and  active 
pr«'j)arations  for  war;  and  in  I81G  was  ap- 
pointed Conunissioner  under  the  Treaty  of 
Ghent.  In  1813  he  was  niadr  Major  Gen- 
eral and  chief  in  comnuiiid  of  th»"  State 
troops,  and  in  1'^I5  he  nceivi-d  from  I'resi- 
dent  JSladison  the  ap|K>intment  of  Cum- 
mandfr-iu-chief  of  the  I  'uitrd  States  Arniv, 
which  In-  dediuid.

Pcsey,  Thomas.— He  was  a  Senator  i# 
Congress,  from  Louisiana,  from  181'J  to 
1^13,  by  apj)ointment  of  the  Ciovenjor,  but 
was  superseded  by  J.  Brown  by  the  Legis- 
lature.    He  died  March  ID,  1-V-. 

Post,  Jotham,  Jr.— Bom  in  New  York  ; 
a  graduate  of  Columbia  College ;  and  a 
member  of  the  New  York  Ass«-mbly  for 
four  years  from  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  1813  to 
brio,  from  his  native  .State. 

Postou,  Charles  D.— H.-  was  bom  in 
Hardin  County,  Kentucky,  Ai)ril 'iU,  le:i5; 
removed  to  California  in  1  ■"-.-(•:  was  em- 
ployed in  the  Custom-house  at  San  Fran- 
cisco for  four  years;  and  in  lr-54  he  went 
to  Arizona  as  the  pioneer  of  silver  mining 
enterprises  in  that  Territory.  Uj>e>n  the 
organization  of  a  Territorial  government 
for  Arizona,  lie  was  appointed  Su|H?rin- 
tendent  of  Indian  Aflairs  for  the  Territory  ; 
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anil  at  the  first  election  In-M  lie  was  elected 
a  Delegate  from  Arizona  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congre.s.s,  tiiking  his  seat  at  the 
secon<l  session. 

Potter,  Elisha  R.— IJorn  in  Little  Kest, 
iiDW  Kin;;ston,  lihoile  Island,  in  17(54  ;  in 
iT'Jt)  lie  Avas  cU'cted  a  Ivt'preseiitative  in 
C'oni^ress  tVoin  Khode  Island  tor  tin;  nnex- 
pireu  term  ot"  IJ.  liourne,  resigned;  rc- 
idected  to  the  Filth  Congress,  in  place  of 
IJonrne,  who  derlincd,  but  resigned  him- 
self in  ]7l>7  :  and  he  was  again  a  llepre- 
seutative  iVom  Ir^li'J  to  ]^l'\  serving  on  im- 
portant committees.  lie  was  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature  in  1793,  and  by  semi- 
annual elections  under  the  old  charter  sys- 
tem continued  to  serve  until  his  death, 
excepting  when  iu  Congress,  lie  was  a 
man  of  superior  talents,  and  for  forty  years 
filled  a  large  space  in  the  political  atiairs 
of  liliode  Island.

Potter,  Elisha  R.,  Jr. — Sun  of  the  pre- 
ceding, and  was  born  in  Kingston,  Rhode 
Island,  in  ISll;  graduated  at  Harvard 
University  iu  1 830  ;  was  for  several  years 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature ;  was 
Adjutant  General  of  the  State  in  ld35  and 
183(3;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  1843  to  1845;  and  Commissioner  of 
Public  Schools  from  May,  1841),  to  Octo- 
V)er,  1854,  when  he  resigned,  alter  which 
he  devoted  himself  to  the  practice  of 
law. 

Potter,  Emery  D. — He  was  born  in 
Ohio,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1843  to  1845, 
land  again  from  1849  to  1851. 

Potter,  John  F. — Born  in  Augusta, 
]\Iaiut>,  May  IJ,  1-17;  educated  at  Phillips's 
Academy,  New  Hampshire;  is  a  lawyer 
by  profession ;  was  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  Wisconsin  in  185(5,  and  Judge  of 
Walworth  County  from  ]84'-^  to  1846,  and 
fleeted  a  Representative  in  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Revolutionary  Pensions.  He 
was  re-electt^d  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Revolution- 
ary Pensions.  Elected  also  to  the  Thirty- 
s<;veuth  Congress,  and  made  Chairman  of 
a  Special  Conunittee  on  Govrrnment  Em- 
j>loyt's,  and  also  of  that  on  Public-  Lands. 
He  was  a  Delegate  also  to  the  Peace  Con- 
gress of  ]>:i{Jl.  He  was  appointed  Gov- 
ernor of  Nevada  Territory  by  President 
Lincoln,  but  declined,  and  was  subse- 
•  luently  appointed  Consul  General  of  British 
North  Au:erica.

Potter,  Robert.— Horn  iu  Granville 
County,  North  Carolina.  He  entered  the 
navy  as  a  midshij)man,  but  resigned  tliis 
jiosition,  and  studied  law.  He  entr-red  the 
State  Legislature  in  I'^'iG,  and  was  in  Con- 
gress from  ]H-i<j  to  1831.  He  was  a  second 
time  in  the  Legislature,  but  owing  to  an 
outrage  that  he  committeil  upon  the  per- 
sons of  two  men,  of  whom  he  was  jealous, 
he  lost  all  political  influence,  and,  remov- 
ing to  Texas,  was  killed  in  a  private  brawl. 

Potter,  Samuel  J. — Born  iu  Rhode  Is- 
land, and  was  at  one  time  Deputy  Gov- 
ernor; he  Avas  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
Rhode  Island  during  the  years  1803  and 
1804.  having  died  October  2\)  of  the  latter 
year,  aged  fifty-four  years.

In  182it  he  emigrated  to  Ohio, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  that  State, 
but  S(»on  at'terwards  removed  to  Natchez., 
I  Mississippi.     In  1"^27  lie  was  elected  to  th" 
\  State  Legislature;  in  1828  was  appointed 
:  Chancellor  of  the  State,  serving  three  years : 
'  iu  18:^)  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate. 
'  and,  as  President  of  that  body,  was  called 
'  upon  to  perform  the  duties  of  (Jovernor: 
i  in  183(5  he  distinguished  himself  as  a  soldicJ- 
and  leader  in  behalf  of  Texas  against  Mexi- 
co; in  1-^39  he  visited  Europe  on  business 
for  the  Mississippi  Railroad  ;  on  his  retuni 
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was  appointed  Judge  of  the  High  Court  of 
Errors  and  Appeals:  he  ser^'ed  with  dis- 
tinction in  the  Mexican  war ;  had  a  horse 
shot  from  under  him  at  Monterey:  com- 
manded at  Victoria:  was^at  Vera  Cruz 
and  0)0  Del  Agua :  commissioned  by  the 
President  Major  General  in  the  army :  he 
also  acquitted  himself  with  great  credit  at 
Chapiiltepec ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
in  ld48:  he  was  Governor  of  Mississippi 
in  1850;  and  in  J  855  he  was  elected  ii 
Eepreseutative  in  Congress,  from  Missis- 
sippi, and  re-elected  in  1857,  sei-ving  both 
terms  at  the  head  of  the  Committee  on 
Military  Aifairs.  By  virtue  of  his  experi- 
ence and  strict  integrity  he  ever  coninuiiided 
the  respect  of  alJ,  and  the  kindness  of  his 
heart  and  amiable  manners  won  for  him 
troops  of  friends  among  all  parties.  He 
was  spoken  of  on  two  occasions  as  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  Vice  President, 
and  was  the  recognized  leader  of  those 
favorable  to  the  annexation  of  Cuba.  He 
died  at  his  residence,  in  Mississippi,  July 
J  7,  1858. 

Radford,  Williaiu.  —  Was  born  in 
Poughkeepsie,  Dutchess  County,  New  York, 
June  "24,  J 81 4:  received  a  good  cominou 
school  education ;  settled  in  New  York  City 
in  J82i,t,  and  was  for  a  long  time  engagi-d 
in  mercantile  pursuits ;  and  in  l^tJ'J  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  New  York 
to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Public  liuildings  and 
Grounds.  Ee-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Elections  and  the  Postal  Kailroad  to  New 
York. 

Ramsay,  David. — Born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, April  2,  I74'J  :  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton College  in  1765;  and  having  studied 
medicine  in  Philadelphia,  received  a  Diplo- 
ma from  the  Medical  College  of  that  city 
in  1772.  After  a  short  sojourn  in  ^Mary- 
land  he  removed  to  South  Carolina  in  1773, 
and  settled  in  Charleston,  where  he  attaim-d 
eminence  in  his  prolession.  He  served  in 
the  Carolina  Legislature  during  the  whole 
Eevolutionary  war;  also  in  the  army  as 
surgeon ;  and  published  much  in  behalf  of 
the  American  cause.  He  was  one  of  the 
Privy  Council  and  was  banished  to  St. 
Augustine ;  and  he  was  a  Delegate  to  Con- 
gress from  1782  to  1784,  and  again  from 
1785  to  1786 ;  and  Avas  temporary  Presi- 
dent during  the  sickness  of  Hancock.  In 
1785  he  published  the  ' '  History  of  the  Eevo- 
lution  in  South  Carolina;"  in  170U  the 
"History  of  the  American  Eevolution;" 
in  1801  a  "Life  of  "Washington;"  in  1808 
a  "History  of  South  Carolina:"  and  he 


also  wrote  a  *"  History  of  the  United  States." 
and  a  "I'niversal  History."  which  were 
published  after  his  death.  *Hfe  died  May  7, 
1815,  from  a  wound  received  in  the  street 
from  a  maniac. 

Ramsay,  Nathaniel. — H»'  was  a  D> 
gate   from   Maryland   to   the   Contiuenta.

eral Lafayette ;  returning  to  Carlisle,  he 
was  admitted  to  tlu^  bar  in  18:52;  elected  a 
liepresentative  to  Cong-ress  in  1838;  re- 
elected in  1840,  but  died  in  Baltimore, 
October  17,  I^Ui.  a  few  Aveeks  after  his 
election.

County,  which  position  he  held  until  1^51 ;

:  was  ehctefl  a  Kepresentative,  from  Ken- 
tucky, to  the  Tliirty-eighth  Congress,  sen'- 
ing  on  the  Committee  (»n  Foreign  Aftairs.

I  gress,  from  Virginia,   iVom   1771>  to    178*2; 
in  1787  was  a  member  of  the  Convention 
wliich  formed  the  Constitution  of  the  I'nited 
States,  but  voted  against  its  adoption.     In 
1788  was  Governor  of  Virginia.     In  178'J 
was  Attorney  General  of  the  I'nited  States, 
and   in  17U4  was   Secretary  of  State;  but 
engaging  in  an  intrigue  with  the  I-'rench 
Minister,  he  lost  the  confidence  of  the  Cabi- 
net, and  resigned  in  17*J.").     He  died  Sep- 
tember 12,  I8i:5. 

Randolph,   James  F. — Born    in  Mid- 
dlesex County,  New  Jersey,  June  2ti,  17'J1 : 
received  a  connnon  school  education;  served 
an  apprenticeship  to  the  printing  business, 
and  became  editor  of  the   "Fredunia,"    a 
Aveekly  newspaper,  in  1812,  and  continued 
\  in  that  capacity  for  thirty  years.     He  was 
I  appointed  Collector  of  the  Internal  I'eve- 
i  line  of  the  United  States  in  l8l.j,  and  held 
j  that  office  till  the  close  of  the  war  in  Texas. 
I  He  was  subsequently  Clerk  of  the  Court 
j  of  Common  Pleas  for  his  native  County, 
and  for  two  years  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature.     He  was  a  Kepresentativc  in 
I  Congress  from  1^28  to  18:5:5.  and  was  after- 
I  wards  Presi<lent  of  a  bank  in  New  Bruns- 
wick, New  Jersey,  for  ten  years. 

Randolph,   John,   of  Roanoke. — He 
:  was  born  in  Cliesteriield,  ^'irginia.    June 
I  2,  177:5,  and  claimed  descent   through  liis 
'  grandmother,  from  Pocahontas,  the  daugh- 
ter of  I'owhatan,  the  great  Indian  chief. 
j  His  father  died  in  177."),  leaving  three  sons 
and  a  large   estate;  and    liis   mother  was 
married  in  178:5  to  St.  George  Tucker,  who 
was  his  guardian  during  his  minority.     His 
early  life,  was   spent    at   ditVerent   places, 
under  difterent  instructors,  of  most  of  whom 
{  he  said  "he  never  learned  anytliing."     He 
I  i)assed  a  short  time  at  Princeton  College, 
I  Columbia   College,    and    at   William   and 
I  ^lary  College;  and  for  a  time  he  studied 
law 'with    Edmund    Kandolph.      He   was 
I  elected  a   Kepresentativi^   in  Congress   in 
j  1701),  and  he  continued  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Kepresentatives,  with  tlic  excep- 
I  tion  of  two  intervals  of  two  years  each, 
i  until  182'J;  in  that  vear  he  was  a  member 
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of  the  Convcution  to  revise  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Virginia,  and  he  was  afterwards 
appointed  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Rus- 
sia, by  President  Jackson,  in  1830.  During 
one  of  the  intervals  alluded  to,  from  1825 
to  1827,  he  was  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States.  He  was  never  married,  and  was 
possessed  of  a  large  estate  on  the  Roanoke. 
He  died  at  Philadelphia,  May  24,  1833, 
while  about  to  depart  for  Europe  for  the 
restoration  of  his  feeble  health.  He  was 
distinguished  alike  for  his  genius,  his  etTect- 
ive  eloquence,  and  for  many  eccentricities 
of  thought  and  manner. 

Randolph,  Joseph  Fitz. —  Born  in 
1S03,  in  Xew  Jersey,  and  obtained  an 
ordinary  school  education,  after  Avhich  he 
studied  law,  and  was  licensed  to  practice 
in  1825 ;  he  settled  at  Monmouth  Court- 
house, and  was  appointed  States  Attorney 
for  the  County.  He  was  a  Reprfseutative 
in  Congress,  from  1837  to  1843,  and  during 
one  term  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Revolutionary  Claims.  In  H44 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Convention  whicli 
framed  the  State  Constitution;  and  in  1845 
Avas  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Supremu 
Court  of  New  Jersey,  for  seven  years, 
after  which  he  resumed  the  practice  of  his 
profession  at  Trenton,  where  he  now  re- 
sides. He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Peace 
Congress  of  1801. 

Randolph,  Peyton.— He  was  a  native 
of  Virginia,  and  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished lawers  and  patriots  of  that  State 
In  175G  he  was  appointed  King's  Attorney 
for  the  colony  ot  Virginia,  and  held  the 
office  for  many  years.  In  17GG  lie  was 
elected  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  ; 
in  1773  Avas  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence ;  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  1771  to  1775, 
and  was  President  of  that  body.  He  died 
suddenly  in  Virginia,  October  22.  1775, 
aged  fifty-two. 

Randolph,  Thomas  M.— He  was  a  na- 
tive of  Virginia;  Governor  of  that  State  ; 
and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
1803  to  1807,  and  died  at  Mouticello,  June 
20,  1823. 

Rankin,  Christopher.— He  was  born  in 
Vfashington  County,  Pennsvlvauia,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Missi^ssippi,  from  1819  to  1826.  Died  March 
14,  1826,  in  Washington  City. 

Rantoul,  Robert.— Born  in  Beverly, 
Massachusetts,  May  13,  1805.  He  grad- 
uated  at  Harvard    University    in    L>26 ; 


studied  law  ;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1827,  and  settk-d  in  practice  in  South 
Reading,  and  removed  to  GUmcester  in 
1832 ;  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature 
in  1834,  and  in  1837  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education.  In 
1838  he  renun-ed  to  Boston,  and  in  1843 
was  appointed  Collector  ot  that  i>ort ;  in 
1845  was  appointed,  by  President  Polk, 
United  States  District  Attorney  for  Mas- 
sachusetts;  in  l'^51  succeeded  Mr.  Webster 
in  the  United  States  Senate,  but  remained 
there  only  a  short  time ;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  1851  to  the 
time  of  his  deatli,  which  occurred  at  Wa.sh- 
iugton,  August  7,  1^52.  His  writings 
have  since  been  published  in  a  large 
!  volume.

Raymond,  Henry  J.— He  was  liom  iu 
Lima,     Livingston    County,     New    York, 
January  24,  l'-2(».     As  a  boy  he  worked 
upon   his  father's   farm    in  suinmer,   and 
attended    school    in    winter;     became     a 
teacher  in  a  district  school  wlun  sixteen 
years  of  age  ;  graduated  at  the  University 
of  Vermont  in  1840;   soon  afterwards  re- 
moved to  New  York  City,  and  while  sludy- 
'  ing  law,  taught  the  classics  and  wrote  for 
the  Xew  Y'orker;   in   1841   he  became  thi* 
managing  editor  of  the  New  York  Tribune, 
and  did  much  for  its  reputation,  and  Hub- 
sequently  became  the  leading  editor  of  the 
New  Y'oik  Courier  and  Enquirer,  perform-

Before 
entering  Congress  he  Avas  GoA'ernor  of  Illi- 
nois, from  183U  to  1834.  Died  at  Bells- 
ville,  Illinois,  May  8,  1865. 

Reynolds,  John  H. — Born  in  Moreau, 
Saratoga  County,  New  York,  June  21, 
1819;  received  his  education  at  tlu.' acade- 
mies of  Evansville,  Sandy  Hill,  and  Kin- 
derhook,  Ncav  York,  and  Avas  also  at  Ben- 
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niugton,  Vermont;  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1843;  in  1853  was 
appointed  Postmaster  at  Albany,  by  Presi- 
dent Pierce,  but  removed  in  1654  for  insub- 
ordination as  a  party  man ;  and  in  ld58 
was  elected  a  Eepresentative,  from  New 
York,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Conp-ess,  serv- 
ings as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  tlu' 
Judiciary. 

Reynolds,  Joseph.-  He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1835  to 
1637.  He  also  served  in  the  Assembly  ot 
that  State,  in  1819. 

Rhea,  John.— -He  was  a  iLepreseutativc 
in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1803  to 
181.5,  and  from  1817  to  1823.  In  1810  lie 
was  appointed  United  States  Commi.<sioner 
to  treat  with  the  Choctaws. 

Rhett,  Robert  Barnwell.  — He  was 
born  in  Beaufort,  Soutli  Carolina,  Decem- 
ber 24,  1800;  received  a  liberal  education, 
and  adopted  the  profession  of  law ;  in  1820 
he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature,  and 
in  1832  he  was  elected  Attorney  General  ot 
South  Carolina ;  and  was  a  Kepresentativf 
in  Congress,  from  1838  to  1847,  and  for  a 
second  term,  ending  in  1849  ;  and  was  a 
Senator  in  Congress  during  the  years  1850, 
1851,  and  part  of  1852,  having  resigned, 
contrary  to  the  wishes  of  his  State.  He  is 
said  to  have  been  the  first  man  who  pro- 
posed, and  advocated  on  the  floor  of  Con- 
gress, a  dissolution  of  the  Union.  Of  late 
years  he  has  lived  wholly  retired  from  pub- 
lic life,  on  an  extensive  plantation.  He 
took  part  in  the  Eebellion  of  1861,  as  a 
member  of  the  Confederate  Congress. 

Rhodes,  Samuel.— He  was  a  Delegate 

from  Pennsylvania  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1774  to  1775. 

Ricaud,  James  B.— Eom  in  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  Febnutry  11,  1808;  graduated  at 
Washington  College,  Maryland,  and  was  a 
lawyer  by  profession  ;  was  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland,  in  1834, 
and  of  the  State  Senate  of  Maryland,  from 
1836  to  1844,  inclusive ;  was  an  Elector  of 
President  and  Vice-President  in  183G  and 
1844  ;  and  a  Representative  in  the  Thnty- 
fourth  and  Thirty-fifth  Congresses,  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Manufactures,  and 
also  that  for  Investigating  the  Accounts  of 
a  late  Clerk  of  the  House.  In  1864  he  re- 
signed his  seat  in  the  Maryland  Senate,  and 
was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court. 
Died  at  Chestertown,  Marvland,  January 
24,  1666. 


Rice,  Alexander  H. — Born  in  Newton, 
Massaciuisetts,  in  August,  1818;  received 
a  common  school  education;  sen'ed  in  bis 
father's  paper  mill  as  a  clerk  while  yet 
a  mere  boy ;  subsequently  gradmitt-d  at 
Union  College  in  ]f^44,  after  which  he  en- 
tered on  his  own  account  into  the  paper 
business;  in  18.53  was  elected  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  Boston,  and  became  tlie 
President  of  that  body;  was  Mayor  of 
Boston  in  1>5()  and  1>.57  ;  and  was  ••lected 
a  Representative,  from  Massachusetts,  t<> 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  .serving  on  the 
Committee  on  tlie  District  of  Columbia. 
Re-elected  to  the  Tliirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Cimimittees  on  Naval 
Aflairs  and  on  Expenditures  in  the  Trea- 
sui-y  Department.  Re-elected  to  the  Thir- 
ty-eighth Congress,  serving  as  Chairman 
of  the  Ciunmitteo  on  Naval  Atl'airs,  in 
which  cajiacify  he  introduced  a  large  iiuni- 
ber  of  im])ortant  measures.  Also  re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Ct.mmittee  on  Untinislu-d  Business, 
and  again  at  the  he;id  of  thi"  Committee  «iii 
Naval  A  flairs. 

Rice,  Heniy  M. — He  was  bom  in  Ver- 
nuint,  Noveiiilier  '^9,  l*l(»;  emigruted  to 
Michigan  when  it  was  a  Territory,  and 
since  that  time  has  lived  in  three  other 
Territories,  viz  :  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  and 
Miimesota,  much  of  his  life  having  been 
spent  among  the  wild  Indian  tribes  of  the 
Northwest ;  in  1840  he  was  appointed  a 
sutler  in  the  army  ;  has  been  employed  a*. 
Connnissiouer  in  making  many  Indiiin 
treaties  of  great  importance;  in  I-5:{  la 
was  elected  a  Delegate  to  Congress  from 
Minnesota;  re-elected  in  1855,  liaving 
secured  the  passage  of  the  act  authori/.in}:

— He  graduated  at  Har- 
vard University  in  IT'Jl  ;  adopted  the  pro- 
fession of  law:  was  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture in  ISl'S;  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  from  ]>;15  to 
i-^l'J:  and  die^l  in  1^.j4. 

Rich,  Charles. — He  was  born  in  Hamp- 
shire County,  Massachusetts,  in  177 J,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Vermont,  from  lSi:i  to  ]^lb,  and  again 
from  1H17  to  1&2A.  He  died  at  Sherburne, 
Vermont,  October].").  lS-24. 

Richard,  Gabriel. — He  was  a  Roman 
Catholic  priest,  nud  a  man  of  learning. 
He  was  bora  at  Saintes,  in  France,  Octo- 
ber 15,  1764:  was  educated  at  Anglers: 
received  orders  a:  a  Catholic  seminary-  in 
Paris,  in  179U  :  came  to  America  in  1798 ; 
was  for  a  time  Professor  of  Mathematics 
in  St.  Mary's  College^  Maryland ;  la- 
bored in  Illinois  as  a  missionary  ;  went  to 
Detroit,  Michigan,  in  179'J,  whence  he  was 
sent  as  a  Delegate  to  Congress  in  1823. 
He  died  in  Detroit,  September  1:3,  1832. 
During  his  ministry,  it  became  his  duty, 
according  to  the  Roman  Catholic  religion, 
to  excommunicate  one  of  his  parishioners, 
who  had  been  divorced  from  his  wife. 
The  parishioner  prosecuted  the  priest  for 
•  lefamation  of  character,  which  resulted  in 
his  obtaining  a  verdict  of  Sl.UUU.  This 
money  the  priest  could  not  pay,  and  was 
consequently  imprisoned  in  the  common 
jail;  as  he  had  already  been  elected  a 
Delegate  to  Congress,  he  went  from  his 
prison,  in  the  wilds  of  Michigan,  to  his 
seat  on  the  Hoor  of  Congress.  In  1809  he 
visited  Boston,  and  took  a  j)rinting  press 
to  Michigan,  and  staited  a  jotirnal  called 
the  "Michigan  Essay,"  which  tailed  for 
the  want  of  readers ;  he  then  published 
some  Roman  Catholic  books,  and  the  laws 
lit'  the  Territory,  ail  in  French  :  in  1812, 
after  Hull's  surrender,  he  was  taken  pris- 
oner, and,  after  his  release,  tinding  his 
people    destitute,    purchased    wheat    and 


gave  it  to  the  destitute.  He  wrote  several 
languages,  and  was  a  man  of  superior 
ability  and  rare  benevolence. 

Richards,  Jacob. — He  was  a  Repre-

Richards,  John.  — He  v.as  a  Repre-

— He  was  a  member 
of  tlie  New  York  Assembly  in  1814  and 
1815;  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1823  to  1825. 

Richards,  Mark. — He  was  bo;ii  in  New 
Haven,  Counectieut :  and  was  a  Rejjre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from 
1817  to  1821.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature-  for  eight  years: 
County  Sheriti'  for  live  years ;  a  State 
Councillor  iu  1813  and  1815:  and  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  of  Vermont  in  1  i'i>). 

Richards,  Matthias. — He  was  born  iu

Richardson,  John  P.— He  graduated  at 
the  South  Carolina  College  iu  1819:  was 
a  Judge  ;  a  member  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
■  reseutatives  in  Congress,  from  South  Caro- 
;  liua,  from  1837  to  1840:  Governor  of  that 
State  from  1840  to  1842  :  and  died  in  South 
Carolina  in  1850. 

Richardson,  John  S. — Born  iu  South 

;  Carolina  in   1777,  and  died  at  Chaidestou, 

;May    11,    1 850.      He    was    an    Associate 

Judge   of    the   General   Sessions,    of    the 

Conmion  Pleas,   and   Presiding   Judge  of 

the  Court  of  Appeals:  and  was  elected  a 

member  of  Congress  iu  1820,  but  owiug  to 

I  some  exigency  in   his   private  affairs,  he 

i  was  not  qualiHod.

Richardson.  Joseph.— Born  at  Bil- 
lerica,  Massachusetts,  February  1,  1778;

from  Massachusetts,  from  1827  to  J831 
Hi)  wa.-.  senior  Pastor  over  the  First 
Church  at  Hiugham.  Massachusetts,  for 
tifty  years. 

Richardson,  William  A.— Born  in 
Fayette  County.  Kentucky  :  graduated  at 
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the  Transylvauia  University;  studied  law, 
and  came  to  the  bar  before  attaining  his 
twentieth  year,  and  soon  after  settl<'d  in 
Illinois.  In  1835  he  was  elected  State 
Attorney ;  in  183(5  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature ;  in  1838  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate;  and  in  1844  was  again 
elected  to  the  Legislature,  and  made 
Speaker  of  the  House ;  and  was  chosen  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1844.  In  184(3  he 
served  as  Captain  in  the  Mexican  war,  and 
on  the  battle-field  of  Buena  Vista  was  pro- 
moted by  the  unanimous  vote  of  his  regi- 
ment; in  1847  he  Avas  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Illinois,  where 
he  continued  to  serve  by  re-election  until 
1856,  when  he  resigned;  in  1857  lie  was 
appointed,  by  President  Puchanan,  Gover- 
nor of  Nebraska,  which  he  resigned  in 
1858;  in  1860  he  was,  against  his  consent, 
re-elected  to  the  House  of  Keineseutalives, 
but  before  the  expiration  of  liis  term,  in 
1863,  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congn-ss, 
from  Illinois,  for  the  unexpired  term  t»f  liis 
friend,  S.  A.  Douglas,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Territories  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Richardson,    William   M.—  II i- ,  w as 

born  in  Pelham,  New  Hampsliiic.  January 
4,  1774,  and  graduated  at  tlif  Tniversity 
of  Cambridge  in  171»7.  lie  jnacticed  law 
for  a  few  years  at  Oroton,  Massachusetts; 
and  was  a  member  of  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1811  to  1814,  when  he  re- 
signed. He  removed  to  Portsmouth,  New 
Hampshire,  in  1814,  and  was  appniuted 
Chief  Justice  in  1816:  and  he  discharged 
the  duties  of  the  office  with  high  rcjuita- 
tion  nearly  twenty-two  years.  lie  was  a 
man  of  distinguished  talents,  great  indus- 
try, aud«exteusive  acquirements,  and  high- 
ly respected  tor  his  integrity  and  estimable 
character.  He  was  the  author  of  "The 
New  Hampshire  Justice,"  and  "The  Town 
Officer."  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
first  and  second  volumes  of  the  Newllami)- 
shne  Peports  was  drawn  up  by  the  Chief 
Justice;  nearly  all  the  cases  of  the  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  were  furnished  by  him  ; 
and  of  the  matter  for,  perhaps,  four  volumes 
more,  he  prepared  a  large  share.  He  died 
at  Chester,  New  Hampshire,  March  23, 
1838. 

Richmond,  Jonathan. — He  was  born 
in  Bristol,  Massachusetts,  in  1774;  was 
one  of  the  pioneers  of  Western  New  York 
in  1813;  was  once  Collector  of  the  Cus- 
toms for  the  United  States  ;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1819  to  182J.  He  died  in  Cayuga, 
New  York,  July  29,  1803.

In  \^\l 
he  emigrated  to  Cayuga  County,  New 
Y'ork,  and  devoted  himself  to  making  fan- 
ning mills;  and  in  1822  .s«-ttled  in  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  and  established  an  exten.sivp 
iron  foundry,  which  subsequently  b«'cntne 
an  establishment  f«)r  manufacturing  rail- 
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road  cairiag-es.  In  18*28  he  was  eloctcJ  to 
the  LegisUitiire  of  Ohio,  and  re-elected  in 
J830;  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  18o7  to  184o.  He 
tailed  in  lousiness  in  1811,  and,  tlion<;h  ex- 
onerated by  the  bankruj)!  law,  he  thuug'ht 
propt-r,  in  18")7,  to  ]t!iy  up  his  old  debts,  at 
the  rate  of  two  dollars  for  one ;  and  of 
seventy  eveditors  he  only  found  four  livinof ; 
so  that  he  had  to  liunt  \\\)  and  pay  the 
lieirs,  which  occupied  four  months  of  his 
time. 

Riggs,  Jetur  R.— J5orn  in  ^Morris  Coun- 
ty, New  Jersey,  June  '20,  1809;  studied 
medicine ;  and  praduated  at  the  Barclay 
Street  Jlcdical  University  of  New  York. 
In  18'28  he  made  an  extensive  sea  voyage 
over  the  world :  practised  his  profession 
from  18:V2  to  1841>;  served  two  years  in  the 
New  Jersey  Legislature  ;  spent  one  or  two 
years  in  charge  of  the  hospital  at  Sutter's 
Fort,  California ;  in  1855  was  elected  for 
three  years  to  the  Senate  of  New  Jersey ; 
and  in  1858  was  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress  from  that  State,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Mauufac- 
tuves. 

Riggs,  "Lewis. — AVas  born  in  New  York, 
and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1841  to  1843. 

Riker,  Samuel. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Assembly  in  1784,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1804  to  1805,  and  again  from 
1^07  to  1800. 

Ringgold,  Samuel. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
1"*'10  to  1815,  and  again  from  1817  to  1821. 

Ripley,  Eleazar  W. — He  graduated  at 
I'artmouth  College  in  1800;  studied  law, 
and  settled  in  the  District  of  Maine ;  was 
Speaker  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of 
Representatives  in  1811;  acquitted  him- 
self with  credit  as  an  otHcer  in  the  last  war 
with  England ;  removed  to  Louisiana, 
whence  he  was  elected  to  Congress,  serv- 
ing from  1835  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  at  New  Orleans,  ^^Lirch  2, 
I't'.yj,  aged  iifty-seven  years. 

Ripley,  James  W. — He  was  a  lawyer;

a  Representative,  from  Pittsburg,  in  the 
Thirty-third,  Thirty-fourth,  and  Thirty- 
fifth  Congresses,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Fon-ign  Affairs. 

Ritter,  Burwell  C— He  was  born  in 
Barren  County,  Kentucky ,  January  0, 1 81 0 ; 
received  a  good  English  education :  adopted 
the  business  of  farming,  to  which  he  has 
been  devoted ;  was  a  member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Kentucky  in  1843  and  1850;  in  1864 
he  was  a  Presidential  Elector;  and  in  l"^(35he 
Avas  elected  a  Representative,  from  Ken- 
tucky, to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committees  on  Agriculture  and  Ex- 
penditures in  the  Treasury  Department. 

Ritter,  John. — Was  born  in  Exeter 
Tov>nship,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania, 
February  G,  1779.  He  received  such  edu- 
cation as  the  country  afforded  in  German, 
and  but  three  months  of  English  schooling. 
At  eighteen  years  of  ago  he  entered  the 
printing  olfice  of  the  "Readinger  Adier," 
of  which  his  father  Avas  half-owner.  This 
was  at  the  issue  of  the  second  nuusber  of 
the  paper.  In  1802  he  bought  his  father 
out,  and  continued  as  au  editor  and  proprie- 
tor to  conduct  the  journal  to  the  day  of  his 
death.  He  never  sought  any  othce.  An 
election  to  the  Convention  to  revise  the 
Constitution  of  I'ennsylvania,  in  183G,  and 
to  a  seat  from  Pennsylvania  in  the  Twenty- 
eighth  and  Twenty-ninth  Congresses  ^ame 
to  him  as  a  spontaneous  act  of  popular  con- 
fidence aiul  respect.  He  died  at  Realiiig, 
Novembt'r  2  \,  1851. 

River.'D,  Thomas. — Ho  was  born  in 
Tennessee,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Conjrress  from  1855  to  18.57. 
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Rives,  Trancis  E.— He  was  bom  in 

Virginia,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1837  to  1841. 

Rives,  "William  C. — He  was  born  in 
Nelson  County,  Virginia,  May  4,  1793 ; 
was  educated"  at  Hampden  Sidney  and 
William  and  Mary  Colleges ;  studied  law 
and  politics  under  the  direction  of  Thomas 
Jefferson;  was  aide-de-camp  in  1814  and 
1815  with  a  body  of  militia  and  volunteers, 
called  out  for  the  defence  of  Virginia ;  and 
was  a  member,  in  181G,  of  the  Staunton 
Convention,  called  to  reform  the  State 
Constitution.  He  was  elected  to  the  Leg- 
islature of  Virginia  in  1817,  1818,  and 
1819,  from  Nelson  County;  in  1^22  to  the 
same  position  from  Albemarle  County :  in 
1823  he  was  elected  a  liepreseutative  in 
Congress,  and  he  served  for  tliree  succes- 
sive terms;  in  1829  lie  was  a])pointed  by 
President  Jackson  Minister  to  France  ;  vu 
his  return  in  1832  he  was  elected  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  and  resigni'd  in  I8:i4  ;  was 
re-elected  in  1835,  and  served  to  thi-  end  of 
the  term,  in  1839;  in  1840  wa^  elected  to 
the  Senate  for  a  third  term,  where  he  re- 
mained until  1845  ;  in  1849  he  was  a  srcond 
time  appointed  Minister  to  l'ranc«',  and  re- 
turned in  l'^5:],  when  he  linaliy  retired  from 
political  lite.  He  has  also  added  to  his 
reputation  by  publi.-shing  a  History  of  the 
Life  and  Timt-s  of  .laiui's  Madisi>n.  He 
took  part  in  tlif  Kfbellion  of  18G1  as  u 
member  of  the  so-called  Confederate  Con- 
gress, having  previously  been  a  Delegate 
to  the  Peace  Congress  of  that  year. 

Roane,  John. — He  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia; was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  18U9; 
and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1815  to  1817,  from  1827  to  1831, 
and,  for  a  third  term,  from  1835  to  1837. 

Roane,  John  J.— He  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive in  Congress,  fiom  Virginia,  his  native 
State,  from  1831  to  1833. 

Roane,  John  T.— He  was  a  llepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  A'irginia.  from  18U9 
to  1815. 

Roane,  "William  H.—  Born  in  A'irginia 
in  1788 ;  Avas  twice  elected  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  that  State  ;  once 
a  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly;  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress  from  1815  to 
1817;  and  a  Senator  of  the  United  States 
from  1837  to  1841.  He  died  at  Tree  Hill, 
near  Richmond,  Virginia,  May  11,  1845. 

Robbie,  Renben.— He  was  born  in 
Vermont,  and,  having  settled  in  New  York, 


was'elected  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1853. 

Robbins,  Asher.— Born  in  Wethei-s- 
field,  Connecticut,  in  1757,  and  graduated 
at  Yale  College.  He  was  a  lawyer  by  pro- 
fession ;  was  United  States  District  Attor- 
ney in  1812;  held  many  other  important 
public  positions;  and  was  a  leading  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  from 
1825  to  1839.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Legislature  for  many 
years.  Died  at  Newport.  Rhode  Island, 
February  25,  1H45. 

Robbins,  George  R. — Born  near  Allen- 
town,  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey, 
Sei)tember  24,  l."^12;  graduated  at  the 
Jetierson  Metlieal  College,  Philadelphia,  in

Roberts,  Anthony  E.-  Bora  in  Ches- 
ter County,  Pennsylvania,  Uctobcrv  1*^113, 
but  removed  with  his  parents  to  Lancaster 
County   in    his    infaney.     He    received    a 
common  school  education,  and  comuienced 
life  as  a  merchant.     In  1-39  he  w.is  elected 
Sheritl'of  Lancaster  County,  and  lieltl  the 
office  till  1>42.

I  Court  of  Admiralty  t'or  Pennsylvania,  but 
died  in  July  of  that  year  trt>m  an  attack  of 
gout.  He  was  a  profound  lawyer,  and  an 
earnest  patriot. 

Ross,  HeuryH. — He  wii>  born  in  K.s.spx 
County,  New  Yt>rk,  and  graduated  at  Ci»- 
lumbia  College,  New  York,  iu  l-'d^ ;  studii-d 
law  and  jiracticed  the  prt»fession  in  Ksse.x. 
Essex  County,  New  York,  for  tifty  years  : 
was  a  Representative  iu  Congress,  from 
New  York,  from  I'^25  to  l.~\*7.  He  wa^ 
County  Judge  of  Es.sex  County  in  18-47 
and  1848;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1848,  heading  the  State  ticket,  and  officiat- 
ing as  President  of  the  Electoral  College. 
He  died  September  13.  I,"H52.  He  wa.s  dis- 
tinguished for  his  ability,  eloquence,  dig- 
nity, and  high  cliaracter. 

Ross,  James. — Bon;  about  the  year 
1761,  iu  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  lawye: 
by  profession,  an<l  was  a  member  of  th- 
Convention  that  formed  the  Constitution 
of  Pennsylvania,  in  1790.  He  was  u  Sen- 
ator iu  Congress,  iVoin  Pennsylvania,  Irom 
1794  to  1803,  serving  during  one  session  as 
President  pro  Urn.  of  that  body,  and  died 
at  his  residence,  near  Pittsburg'  November 
,  27,  1847. 


Ross,  Jobu. — He  was  a  Representative 
iu  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1^'<>1» 
to  1811,  and  again  from  i>'15  to  l:^]^,  hav- 
ing resigned. 

Ross,  Lewis  W.  — He  was  born  in 
Seneca  County,  New  York.  December  h. 
1812:  removed  with  his  father  to  Illinois 
when  a  boy;  was  educated  at  the  Illinois 
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College;  adopteil  tlie  profession  of  law. 
In  1840  oikI  1j::'44  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Loj^rslature  ;  was  a  Presidential  Elec- 
tor in  1848  ;  and  a  Delegate  in  18()()  to  tlie 
CLarleston  and  Ijaltiinon'  Conventions.  In 
J8()l  waselect*'<l  t(»  the  State  Constitutional 
Convention;  and  in  \^{\2  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Illinois,  to  the  Thirty- 
eiglith  Confjress,  serving'  on  the  Commit- 
tee on  Invalid  Pensions.  Re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Connnitteo  on  Indian  Affairs. 

Ross,  Thomas. — He  was  a  native  of 
Pennsylvania :  graduated  at  Princeton 
College  in  l^'io;  and  was  a  Repre.«euta- 
tive   in   Congress,    from    that  State,  from 

1849  to  i--:ys. 

Ross,  Thomas  R. — He  was  born  in 
Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ohio, 
from  18PJ  to  18-25. 

Rousseau,  Lovell  H. — He  was  born 
near  Stanford,  Lincoln  County,  Kentucky, 
August  4,  1818,  to  which  place  his  father 
had  emigrated  from  Virginia  ;  was  chiefly 
educated  by  himself,  acquiring  a  good  Eng- 
lish  education,    and   having   adopted   the 
profession  of  law,  practiced  it  with  success 
in  Indiana,  to  which  he  removed  in  1841. 
He  was  elected  for  three  years  to  the  Le- 
gislature of  Indiana,  and  for  three  years  to 
the  Senate  of  the  State  ;   served  through 
the  war  with  ^Mexico  as  a  Captain,   and 
was  present  at  Buena  Vista;  in  1850  he 
returned   to  Louisville,   Kentucky,  where 
he  subsequently  resided.     In  1860  he  was 
elected  by  both  political  parties  to  the  Sen- 
ate of  Kentucky,  and,  after  serving  through 
the  stormy  session  of  1861,   resigned  his 
seat  and  asked  for  permission  to  raise  troops 
for  the  war.     In  June  of  that  year  he  was 
commissioned  a  Colonel  of  volunteers,  and 
in  July  was  in  camp  with  four  companies;

vance  upon    Corintli    after   the   battle   of 
Shiloh,   and   in  the  battle  of  Stone  river 
and  many  smaller  engagements.     He  con- 
ducted,  in  1864,   a  higlih'  important  and  | 
successful  raid  into  the  heart  of  Alabama,    j 
and    defended    Fortress    Kosecrans    with  j 
eight   thousand   men   during   the  siege  of  j 
Na.shville.     In  l8()r)  he  was  elected  a  Rep-  | 
resentative  from  Kentucky  to  the  Thirty-  j 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 


tees  on  Militar}'  Affairs  and  on  Roads  and 
Canals.  He  was  also  one  of  the  Repre- 
sentatives designated  by  the  House  to 
attend  the  funeral  of  (ieueral  Scott  in  IsriO. 
In  .June,  IhK;.  he  made  a  personal  assault 
tin  J.  15.  (JrinncU,  a  fellow  member  of  tlie 
Housi',  for  words  spoken  in  debate;  and 
although  tlur  committee  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate the,  subject  reported  a  res(»lufioii 
to  expel,  the  House  adopted  the  niinoiity 
report  to  rejirimand  him  for  violating  tin- 
privileges  of  the  House;  whercuijon  he  re- 
signed his  seat  as  a  Representative  in  the 
Thii ty-ninth  (,'oiigre<s. 

Rowan,  John.— lie  was  born  in  i'enii- 
sylvania,  in  177o;  emigrated  to  Kentucky 
when  (jnite  young;  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Convention  whicli  formed  the  Consti- 
tution of  1790;  he  was  Secretary  of  State 
in  1804  ;  elected  a  member  of  Congress, 
from  1807  to  1809:  for  many  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly ;  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals  ill  1819;  and  was  a  Sen- 
ator in  Congress,  from  18*2r>  to  li-'ol.  His 
last  public  position  was  that  of  Commis- 
sioner for  carrying  out  a  late  treaty  with 
Mexico.  He  died  in  Louisville.  Kentuekv. 
July  13,  1S4:?. 

Rowe,  Peter.  — He  v.as  a  Keiiicseiua- 
tive  in  Congress,    trom   New   York,  from 

Royce,  Homer  E.— He  was  burn  in 
Ijerksliiie,  Vermont,  in  1819:  received  a 
common  school  education;  studied  law, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  184*2;  was 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  in  1846 
and  1847;  was  Prosecuting  Attorney  for 
the  State  in  1848;  a  State  Senator  in  1849, 
1850,  and  1851  :  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  Vermont  to  the  Tliirty-tifth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  ttf  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs.  He  was 
also  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  nieniber  of  the  same 
Committee.  «% 

Ruffin,  Thomas. — liorn  in  Edgecombe 
County,  North  Carolina:  gratluated  at 
Chapel  Hill  rniversity;  is  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  and  served  as  Circuit  Attorney 
of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Circuit  (tf  the 
State  of  Missouri,  from  December,  1844,  to 
December,  \^i^:  and  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  North  Carolina  to  the 
Thirty-thiid,  Thirty-f.nirth,  Thirty-fifth, 
and  Thirty-sixth  Congresses,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committees  on  Public 
Lands,  on  Accounts,  and  on  the  Militia. 
He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of  \>Hil  as  a 
member   of  the   Rel)el    Congress,    having 
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previously  been  a  Delegate  to  the  Peace 
Congress  of  1861.  He  also  served  as  a 
Colonel  in  the  Southern  army,  and,  from 
the  effects  of  a  wound,  died  at  Alexandria, 
Virginia,  in  October,  1863. 

Ruggles,  Beiijamin. — Born  in  Wind- 
ham County,  Connecticut.  He  obtained 
the  means  for  receiving  a  classical  educa- 
tion by  teaching  a  school  in  -winter.  He 
studied  law,  and  after  his  admission  to  the 
bar  removed  to  Marietta,  Ohio  ;  he  subse- 
quentl}^  settled  at  St.  Clairsvillo;  and  in 
181U  was  elected  President  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  Third  Cir- 
cuit. He  was  elected,  by  the  Legislature, 
a  Senator  of  the  United  States  from  Ohio, 
serving  from  1815  to  IH'So;  and  from  his 
well-known  habits  of  industry  and  con- 
stant devotion  to  the  interests  of  his  con- 
stituents, ho  was  called  "The  Wheelhorse 
of  the  Senate."  From  his  youth  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  frateruit}'.  In 
1837  he  was  a  Presidential  Elector.  Ho 
died  at  St.  Clairsville,  September  2,  1857, 
aged  seventy-four  years.  He  served  on 
many  of  the  most  important  committees. 

Ruggles,  Charles  H.— He  was  born  in 
Litchfield  County.  Connecticut,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Xew  York  Assembly  in 
J 820;  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  fiom 
that  State,  from  18:21  to  1823,  and  also 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York. 

Ruggles,  John. — Porn  in  Westboro', 
Massachusetts ;  was  well  educated,  but 
possessed  a  taste  for  the  mechanic  arts; 
and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Maine, 
from  1835  to  1841,  and  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Commerce.  He  took  a  sjie- 
cial  interest  in,  and  was  the  originator, 
when  in  Congress,  of  the  idea  of  a  re- 
organization of  the  Patent  Othce,  and  the 
very  first  patent  granted  after  the  reorgani- 
zation, July  28,  1836,  was  granted  to  him 
for  a  locomotive  steam-engine.  He  was 
nipe  times  elected  to  the  Maine  Legisla- 
ture, and  officiated  as  Speaker  three  years; 
and  from  1835  to  1841  was  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

Ruggles,  Nathauiel.— He  was  a  native 
of  Massachusetts ;  graduated  at  Harvard 
University  in  1781  ;  was  a  Kepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from 
1813  to  J  819,  and  died  at  Poxbury,  Massa- 
chusetts, December  19,  of  the  latter  year, 
aged  fifty-eight  years. 

Rumsey,  Benjanma.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Maryland  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1776  to  J  778.

He  was  also  in  the 
Assembly  of  that  State,  in  1810  and  1830, 
from  Washington  County,  and  District 
Attorney  for  Northern  New  York.  Died  at 
Salem,  Washington  County,  New  York, 
November  :24, 1861,  aged  sixty-one  years. 

Russell,  James  M. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  aud  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1842  to  1843. 

Russell,  Jeremiah. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  aud  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843  to 
184.3. 

Russell,  Johu. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
181 1;')  to  J.^Ul>. 

Russell,  Jonathan. — He  was  api)ointed 
Minister  Pleuipotentiar}'  to  Sweden  in  1814, 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Massachusetts,  from  1821  to  J 823. 
Died  February  16,  J 832.  His  birthplace 
was  Middlesex  Couuty,  Massachusetts. 

Russell,  Joseph.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  184.5  to  1847,  and  from  1851  to  18.53. 


Russell,  Samuel.--He  was  boru  iu 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
iu  Congress,  fr(Hn  tliat  State,  from  1853  to 
1855. 

Russell,  Wiiliam. — He  was  born  iu 
Ireland,  aud  having  emigrated  to  Ohio, 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  fron; 
that  State,  from  1^27  to  IH.33,  and  again 
from  18  n  to  1843. 

Russell,  William  F.— Horn  in  Sauger- 
ties,  Ulstfir  Couuty,  New  York ;  wa.s  a 
merchant  for  twenty  years,  and  a  member 
of  the  Legislature  of  New  York,  in  1850, 
serving  one  term ;  was  elected  a  Represent- 
ative from  New  York  in  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Indian  Alfairs. 

Rust,  Albert. — lit-  was  born  iu  Vir- 
ginia, and  removing  to  Arkansas,  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1855  to  1857,  and  again  from 
185D  to  1861,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Roads  and  Canals,  and  the  Special  Com- 
mittee of  Thirty-three  on  the  Rebellious 
States.  He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of 
1861,  and  ^vas  a  IJrigadier  General. 

Rutherford,  Joliu. — He  was  a  native, 
of  New  York  City;  a  nephew  (»f  William 
Alexander,  Earl  of  Stirling;  graduated  at 
New  Jersey  College  in  1776 ;  was  educated 
a  lawyer;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1798,  1813,  and  1821;  a  Senator  of  th»r 
United  States,  from  New  Jersey,  from  1791 
to  1798;  and  was  the  last  survivor  of  the 
Senators  iu  Congress  during  the  adminis- 
tration of  Washington.  He  early  retired 
from  public  life,  aud,  being  one  of  the 
largest  landholders  in  New  Jersey,  was  ac- 
tively engaged  in  agricultural  and  internal 
improvements.  He  died  at  Ederston,  New 
Jersey,  February  2:5,  l~4<>.  in  the  eightieth 
year  of  his  age. 

Rutheiford,  Robert. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative iu  Conuress,  from  Virginia, 
from  1793  to  1797. 

Rutledge,  Edwaid. — l!oru  in  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  in  November,  1749; 
received  a  good  education,  and  studied 
law  at  the  Temple  iu  London ;  ho  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress, 
from  1774  to  1777,  and  signed  the  Decla- 
ration of  Independence ;  he  took  part  iu 
military  atl'airs,  and  was  taken  prisoner  at 
Charleston,  reuuiiniug  in  coutiuement 
nearly  a  year;  subsequently  served  iu  the 
State  Assembly;  in  1798  ho  was  elected 
Governor  of  .South  Carolina,  holding  the 
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office  until  his  death,  which  occurred  j 
January  23,  1800.  He  stood  high  both  as  I 
an  orator  and  a  patriot.  j 

Rutledge,  John. — He  was  born  in  Ire-  i 
land  in  1739;  emigrated  to  South  Carolina  ; 
studied  law  in  England,  and,  returning  to 
South  Carolina  in  1761,   took  an   active 
part  in  the  Revolutionary  cause,  and  was  j 
a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress. 
In   J77G  he   was  appointed  President  of 
South  Carolina,  and   Commander-in-chief 
of  that  Colony,  having  also  been  a  member 
of  the  Convention  of  1774.     He  was  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  in  ]779;   Chancellor  of  | 
the  State  in  1781 ;  member  of  the  Conven-  ! 
tion  to  form  the  Constitution,  and  signed  i 
that  instrument ;  a  Representative  iu  Con- 
gress, from  1797  to  1803;  and,  after  liaving  : 
been   Judge   of   the   Court  of  Chancery,   ; 
Chief   Justice    of    South    Carolina,    and 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  was  finally  promoted  to  the  position 
of  Chief  Justice,    in   Avhich   capacity   lie 
died,  January  23,  1H')0. 

Ryail,  D.  B. — He  was  born  in  Trt-nton, 
New  Jersey ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law  ; 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1839  to  1>'41. 

Sabin,  Alvah.— He  wms  born  in  Georgia, 
Vermont,  October  2.3,  J 793;  was  educated 
for  the  ministry;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive^ m  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1853  to  1857.  He  served  ten  years  in  the 
State  Legislature;  and  was  Secretary  of 
State  for  Vermont,  in  1841. 

SabiAie,  Lorenzo.— He  was  born  in 
Lisbon,  New  Hampshire,  February  28, 
1803 ;  was  entirely  self-educated :  Avas 
bred  a  merchant;  was  for  many  years  a 
bank  officer ;  and  was  for  some  time  Sec- 
retary ot  the  Boston  Board  of  Trade.  He 
^^.^s  three  times  elected  to  the  Legislature 
of  Maine,  from  Eastport,  and  was  at  one 
time  Deputy  Collector  of  the  port  of  Pas- 
samaquoddy.  He  has  held,  in  Massachu- 
setts the  position  of  Confidential  Agent  of 
the  Ireasury  Department ;  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative, from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty- 
second  Congress.  He  has  devoted  much 
ot  his  time  to  literary  pursuits,  and  is 
the  auhor  of  a  "  Life  of  Commodore 
PreWe,  "The  American  Loyalists,"  "  Re- 
port   on    the    American    Fisheries,"   and 

^otes  on  Duels  and  Duelling,"  and  has 
beeri  a  contributor  to  the  North  American 
Review.  The  degree  of  A.  M.  was  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  Bowdoin  and  Harvard 
Colleges.

Searing,  John  A. — ]jorn  in  Queen's 
County,  New  Y'ork,  May  14,  1814.  His 
father  died  when  he  was  young,  and  he 
was  educated  at  the  common  schools  of 
New  Y'ork  by  his  grandparents.  He  was 
bred  a  farmer,  held  several  public  positions 
I  previously  to  his  election  as  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature  in  1853,  and  Avas 
chosen  a  Representative  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Couunittees  on 
Revolutionary  Pensions  and  Accounts.

He  settled  as  a 
lawyer  in  Arkansas  in  1835,  and  was  soon 
after  jijipointed  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and 
held  the  ofKce  until  1837;  he  was  Circuit 
Judge  from  1840  to  1842,  and  was  appointed 
in  the  latter  year  Supreme  Judge.  He  was 
a  State  Senator,  and  President  of  the  body 
in  1840,  and  Presidential  Elector  in  1848. 
He  was  a  United  States  Senator  from  1848 
to  1853,  again  fnun  18-53  to  18.59,  and  re- 
elected for  a  term  of  six  years,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Connnittee  on  Indian 
Affairs,  and  a  menJjer  of  the  Committee 
on  Territories.

Seddon,  James  A. — lie  was  born  in

member  of  the  Rebel  Government  as  mem-  j 
ber  of  Congress  in  \8i)],  haviug  previously  j 
been  a  Dt-legate  to  the  Peace  Congress  of  i 
that  year.  In  ld{j2  he  became  the  Con-  ■ 
federate  Secretary  of  War.  ■ 

Sedg-wick,  C.  B. — Born  in   Pompey,  i 
New  York,  March,  18J5;  adopted  the  pro-  : 
fession  of  law  ;  and  v/as  ,elected  a  Kepre-  j 
sentative,  from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-  i 
sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a  meml)er  of  the 
Committee  on  Naval  Affairs.     Rf-elected 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  that  Committee.     In  18<i;i  he 
was   appointed,  by  President  Lincoln,  a 
Commissioner  to  look  after  certain  naval 
affairs. 

Sedgwick,  Theodore. — Was  born  at 
West  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  May,  l74^. 
He  was  educated  at  Yale  Collepe,  but  did 
not  graduate.  On  leaving  this  institution, 
be  commenced  the  study  of  theology,  but 
soon  relinquished  it,  and  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  before  rrachiug 
the  age  of  twenty-one.  He  commenced 
practice  at  Great  Burrington,  Mas.^uchu- 
setts,  then  settled  at  Sheffield,  and  after- 
wards at  Stockbridge,  in  the  same  cduniy. 
He  was  a  zealous  patriot  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary war.  He  was  a  meuibev  of  the 
Provincial  Congress  in  J785  and  178(5; 
and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  after 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitutioi;,  from  1781) 
to  1796.  He  was  a  St^nator  of  the  United 
States  from  179(i  to  1798,  and  served  as 
President  pro  tern,  during  one  session.  In 
1799  he  was  again  a  meiiiber  of  the  House, 
and  was  chosen  Speaker.  From  18(12  until 
his  death,  he  was  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts.  He  died  at  Bos- 
ton, January  24,  1813.  He  received  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  from  IVinceton  and  Cam-  i 
bridge.  As  a  statesman  and  jurist  he  was 
highly  valued  by  his  countiy.  His  life 
was  in  an  uncommon  degree  varied  and 
active;  his  industry  was  unwearied,  and 
an  ardent  enthusiasm  was  the  basis  of  his 
character.

Semmes,  Benedict  J.— Was  boni  iu

School  iu  Baltimore,  about  the  year  If^ll. 
He  settled  in  Piscataway,  Maryland,  where 
he  acquired  an  extensive  practice,  but  sub- 
sequently reliiquLshed  his  profession.

Senter,  William  T.— Born  in  (Jranper 
County,  Tenness.f,  iu  Jti'iiv.',  and  dieM  there 
August  2f^,  l^V.K  He  Avas  u  Reple^enta- 
tive  in  Ctmgress,  fiom  that  .State,  horn 
1843  to  184o. 

Sergeant,  John.— He  was  boni  in  Phila- 
delpliia  iu  1779;  graduated  at  Piinceton 
College  in  179 '»;  he  was  for  a  short  time  a 
clerk  in  a  stoie,  but  studied  law,  and  was 
adu.itted  to  the  bar  in  1799.  liis  tir.st 
appointment  was  that  of  Pioseentor  tor 
the  L'omn.onwealih,  which  he  held  seveial 
years.     He  was  fnr  more  than  half  a  cen- 
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tury  known  and  honored  for  his  extraordi-  | 
nary  ability  in  his  profession  of  the  law, 
for  his  hahitual  courtesy,   his  liheral  fair-  | 
ncss,  and  his  inteo-rit}'.

Settle,  Tliomas.  —  He  was  born  in  \ 
Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina.  He 
was  a  Kepresentative  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture of  that  State  in  1815,  and  in  1826, 
1827,  and  1828,  at  which  last  session  ho 
was  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
He  was  a  IJepresentativc  in  Congress  from 
1817  to  1821.  In  1832  he  was  chosen 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Lav/  and 
Equity,  and  held  the  office  for  twenty 
years,  when  lie  resigned.  He  was  highly 
esteemed  for  his  many  virtues.  He  died 
in  Rockingham  County,  August  5,  18.j7, 
aged  fiixty-tive. 

Severauce,  Luther. — He  was  born  in 
Montague,  Massachusetts,  October  28, 
1797  ;  and  having  been  bred  a  printer,  was 
the  founder  and  editor  of  the  Kennebec 
Journal  tVom  182.')  to  1849,  and  a  Kepre- 
sentative in  CongiesB,  from  Maine,  from 
1843  to  1847.  He  was  frequently  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Maine  Legislature — five  years 
in  the  Assembly,  and  two  years  iu  the  Sen- 
ate—and, by  President  Taylor,  was  ap- 
pointed Commissioner  to  the  Sandwich 
Ihlaud.'.  He  died  of  a  cancer,  January  25, 
1855,  at  Augusta,  Maine. 


Sevier,  Ambrose  H. — Born  in  Ten- 
nessee in  lS()2.  Il(^  had  few  early  advan- 
tages of  education,  but  he  relied  <m  his 
own  energies,  and  removed  to  the  1'erri- 
tory  of  Aikansas,  where,  before  the  :ige  of 
twenty-one,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  ais 
an  attorney.  He  was  first  elected  Cleik 
of  the  Legislature,  and,  so  .soon  as  he  was 
eligible,  waselect<-da  member  oftliat  body, 
first  iif  1823,  and  again  in  l82.'>.  From 
1827  to  1836  he  was  a  Delegate  to  Con- 
gress from  Arkansas  ;  and  when  the  Terri- 
tory became  a  State,  in  1836,  he  was  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress.  He  was  Chairman, 
for  many  years,  of  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Aflairs,  and  afterwards  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Kelatious.  He  resigned  his 
seat  in  the  Senate  in  1848,  to  accept  the 
appointment,  from  President  Polk,  of  a 
special  mission  to  Mexico,  to  negotiate  a 
peace.  Ho  possessed  tlie  uiibounded  con- 
fidence of  his  constituents  and  party. 
He  died  at  Little  Rock.  December  21. 
1848. 

Sevier,  John. — A  native  of  Tennessee, 
having  been  born  iu  1744  ;  was  an  officer 
iu  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  distinguished 
himself  in  the  battle  at  King's  Mountain, 
in  1780.  For  his  services  on  that  occasion, 
the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina,  in  1813, 
voted  him  a  sword.  He  commanded  tlu; 
forces  which  defeated  the  Creek  and  Chero- 
kee Indians,  in  1789.  He  was  afterwards 
a  General  in  the  Provisional  army;  and 
from  1796  to  18U1,  and  18U3  to  18U9,  Gov- 
ernor of  Tennessee;  he  was  a  R-^preseuta- 
tivc  iu  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from 
1811  to  1815,  and  was  then  appointed,  by 
President  Monroe,  one  of  the  Commission- 
ers to  ascertain  the  boundary  line  of  the 
Creek  territory,  and  died  while  engaged  in 
that  service,  at  Fort  Decatur,  Sept<,'n!boi- 
24,  1815. 

Sewall,  Samuel. — Born  in  Boston,  De- 
cember II,  1757.  Pic  graduated  at  Har- 
vard College  in  1776 ;  was  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  and  settled  at  Marblehead  ;  in 
1796  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, serving  till  18U0,  and  was  distin- 
guished in  that  body  by  his  knowledge  of 
commercial  law ;  was  a  Presidential  Elector 
iu  18U1.  In  18UU  he  was  placed  upon  th«- 
bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  ilassachu- 
seLts,  and  in  1813  was  appointed  Chief 
Justice.  He  died  at  Wiscassct,  Juno  8, 
1814,  where  the  gentlemen  of  the  bar 
erected  a  monument  to  bis  memory. 

Seward,  James  L. — He  was  bom  in 
Georgia,  and  bred  a  lawyer.  He  fh"st  en- 
tered Congress,  in  1853,  as  a  Representa- 
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live  from  Georgia,  aud  continued  there  to 
the  close  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Cono:ress,  serv- 
ing as  a  member  of  tlie  Committee  on 
Naval  Affairs. 

Sev/ard,  William  H. — J'>orn  in  Florida, 
Orange  County,  New  York,  May  16,  1801. 
He  graduated  at  Union  College  in  1820; 
v.-as  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1822,  and  en-  I 
tered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  |

During  the  four  years  that  he  held  that  ' 
office  he  upheld  the  system  of  internal  im-  | 
provements,  and  devoted  himself  to  reform-  < 
ing  and  improving  the  system  of  public  j 
education.     His  plan  for  taking  the  man-  ; 
agement  of  the  public  schools  in  New  York 
out   of  the  hands   of  tlie   Public   School  : 
Society,  and  subjecting  them  to  the  control  I 
of  the  State,   caused  considerable  feeling  | 
on  the  subject  at  the  time,  aud  gave  rise  to  I 
au  animated  contest  between  the  Protest- 
ants, who  maintained  the  existing  system,  j 
and  the  Koman  Catholics,  who  favored  the  ', 
change.     On  the  expiration  of  his  second 
term  of  office,  Mr.  Seward  declined  to  be  a 
candidate  for  re-election,  and  resumed  the 
practice  of  his  profession   at  Auburn   in 
1843.    He  had  an  extensive  practice,  chiefly 
in  the  Federal  courts.     In  March,  184'J,  he 
was  chosen  United  States  Senator  for  six 
years,  and  took  his  seat  at  the  extra  session  ' 
called  to  consider  the  nominations  of  Presi-  ' 
dent  Taylor.     He  was  re-elected  iu  1855,   i 
and  held  the    position  until   he  became 
Secretary  of  State  under  President  Lincoln 
in  1861.     In  1860  he  was  si)oken  of  by  a 
large  party  as  a  candidate  for  the  Presi- 
dency, and  during  that  year  made  a  pil- 
grimage to  Egypt  and  the  Holy  Land.    On 
the  night  of  the  assassination  of  President 
Lincoln,  April   14,   1865,  while   confined 
to  his  bed  by  serious  illness,  an  attempt 
was  made  to  take  the  life  of  Mr.  Seward 
also.     The   assassin,    Payne,    inflicted    a 
severe  wound  with  a  knife,  from  the  etiects 
of  which,  after  much  suftering,  he  finally 
recovered  and  resumed  his  duties  in  the 
Cabinet. 

Sewell,  James. — Was  a  Representa- 
tive from  Maryland  in  the  Third  Session  of 
the  Twenty-seventh  Congress,  for  the  un-

Seybert,  Adam.— He  was  a  citizen  ot 

Philadelphia,  and  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Pennsylvania,  frtmi  1809  to 
1815,  and  again  from  J  8 17  to  1819.  He 
died  at  Paris,  May  2,  1825,  betiucatbing 
,$1,000  for  educating  the  deaf  and  dumb. 
and  $500  to  the  Orphan  Asylum  in  Phila- 
delphia. He  was  a  nam  of  science,  aud 
was  particularly  skilful  as  a  chemist  and 
mineralogist.  He  published  Statistical 
Annals  of  the  United  States  froui  17."^9  to 
1818. 

Seymour,  David  L. — He  was  bora  in 
Connecticut ;  removed  to  New  York,  and 
iu  1836  was  a  member  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature ;  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gross,  from  New  York,  from  184:?  to  l,-t45, 
and  from  1851  to  1853. 

Seymour,  Horatio. — lioni  in  Litch- 
liehl,  Couiifcticut,  May  ."{I,  177."^;  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  iu  1797  ;  studied  law 
at  tiie  Litchfield  school,  aud  settled  in  Mid- 
dlebury,  Vermont.  Hi-  was  a  Judgo  of 
Probate,  member  of  the  Council,  and  u 
Senator  in  Cougress,  from  N'lrmont,  from 
l"'2l  to  183:?,  serving  as  Chuirinan  of  tho 
CoMiiiiittee  on  AgrieuUuri'.  He  died  ut 
Mi-nllebury,  XoveMdur21.  IS.'.7. 

Seymour,  Origeu  S. — He  was  born  in 
Litciilield,  Connecticut,  in  l'^0\ ;  was  bred 
a  lawyer;  sirvcd  in  the  State  Legislature, 
and  as  Speaker  in  Is'iO;  and  was  a  liep- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  Connecticut, 
from  1851  to  1855.  He  was  sub.se(piently 
chosen  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Connecticut,  wliich  office  he  held  for  eight 
years. 

Seymour,  Thomas  H.— He  was  born 
in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  I'^Op;  wu.s 
educated  at  the  Middletuwn  Military  Acad- 
emy ;  studied  law,  and  practiced  the  profes- 
sion iu  Hartford  ;  was,  for  several  years,  thr 
editor  of  a  leading  party  paper ;  was  a  Judge 
of  Probate;  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  Connecticut,  from  b'^4:{  to  1"^45;  in 
1846  went  to  Mexico  as  a  Major  of  the  New 
England  Kegiment,  which  he  commanded 
after  the  fall  of  Colonel  Kausom ;  wa.s 
with  General  Scott  at  the  City  of  Mexico; 
was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1.''52;  aud 
elected  Governor  of  the  State  in  1850,  and 
re-elected  three  times;  and  was  appointed, 
by  President  Pierce,  Minister  to  Kussia. 

Seymour,  William.— He  was  bom  in 
Connecticut,  served  as  a  member  of  the 
New  York  Assembly  iu  ]f^:V>  aud  lf:i4,  aud 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress  fron: 
1835  tol8:j7. 
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Shadwick,  "William. — He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Cono-ress  from  Xoith  Caroliua  duriug 
the  years  JTDG  aud  ]7*J7. 

Shankliii,  George  S. — Ke  was  elected 
a  Representative  from  Kentucky  to  the 
Thirty-nintli  Coufrress,  servinf^-  on  the 
Committees  on  the  Death  of  President  Lin- 
coln and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Siiaiiks,  John  P.  C. — Born  iu  Martins- 
burfi^,  A'iro-iuia,  June  17,  1826;  -svas  for  the 
most  part  self-educated ;  removed  to  In- 
diana, where  he  studied  law,  aud  com- 
menced practice  in  1850;  was  elected  to 
the  Indiana  Leq-i-'lature  in  1853  and  1854; 
and  in  1860  he'was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive I'rom  Indiana  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Private  Land  Claims,  and  on  Agriculture. 
He  visited  the  field  of  Bull  Run,  in  July, 
1861,  as  a  spectator,  but  became  a  partici- 
pant ;  during  the  subsequent  recess  of  Con- 
gress he  served  in  Missouri  as  a  member  of 
General  Fremont's  staff,  performing  some 
other  military  service  until  he  resumed  his 
seat  in  Congress  in  December,  1861. 

Shannon,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1826  to  1827. 

Shannon,  Thomas  B. — Born  in  ^yest- 
moreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1827; 
emigrated  to  Illinois  in  1844 ;  in  1849,  to 
California ;  from  1854  to  1861,  was  engaged 
in  merchandising ;  served  four  sessions  in 
the  California  Legislature;  and  in  1863  he 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  Cali- 
fornia to  the  Thirty- eighth  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  National  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  accompany  the  remains 
of  President  Lincoln  to  Illinois. 

Shainion,  "Wilson. — He  was  born  in 
Belmont  County,  Ohio,  February  24,  1802; 
educated  at  Athens  College,  in  Ohio,  and 
Transylvania  University,  in  Kentucky; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and  in  1835 
Avas  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the  State  of 
Ohio;  was  elected  Governor  of  Ohio  iu 
1837,  and  again  in  1842;  by  President 
Tyler  was  appointed  Minister  to  Mexico 
in  1844  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  1853  to  1855.  In 
1855  he  was  appointed,  by  President  Pierce, 
Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas. 

Sharpe,  Peter. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  Assembly  of  New  York  from  1814  to 
li:;20,  otficiating  a  number  of  sessions  as 
Speaker :  he  was  also   a  member  of  the 
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State  Constitutional  Convention  of  1821  ; 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  1823  to 
1825;  and  a  member  of  the  Tarift'  Conven- 
tion held  in  1827. 

Sharpe,  Solomon  P. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  but  remuvrd  to  Kentucky  when 
a  child  ;  he  rectivt-d  a  limited  education, 
Ijut  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  when  nineteen  years  of  age,  aud  was 
successful;  he  sen'ed  a  number  of  years 
iu  the  State  Legislature;  was  Attorney 
General  of  the  State;  and  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  1813  to 
1817.  He  fell  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin, 
while  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  in  No- 
vember, 1835,  aged  fifty-five  years;  and  a 
legislative  reward  of  $3,000  for  the  aiTest 
of  the  murderer  was  offered,  but  in  vain. 

Sharpe,  "William. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  North  Carolina  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1779  to  1762. 

Sha-w,  Aaron. — Bom  in  Orange  Coun- 
ty, New  York,  in  1811;  a  lawyer  by  pro- 
fession ;  was  State's  Attorney  for  eight 
years  in  the  Fourth  Judicial  Circuit  of  Illi- 
nois; and  was  a  member  of  the  State 
House  of  Representatives  in  1849  and  18.50. 
He  was  elected  a  Representative  to  the 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  from  Illinois,  serving 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Militia. 

Shaw,  Henry. — He  was  born  in  "Wind- 
ham County,  Vermont;  studied  law  with 
Judge  Foot,  in  Albany,  New  Y'ork,  and 
settled  in  practice  in  Lanesborough,  Berk- 
shire County,  Massachusetts,  at  the  age  of 
twenty-two;  he  was  nominated  for  Con- 
gress before  he  was  eligible,  and  was  sub- 
sequently elected,  in  1816,  to  the  Sixteenth 
Congress,  and  voted  for  the  Missouri  Com- 
promise, which  prevented  his  re-election. 
He  was  an  intimate  friend  of  Henry  Clay, 
and  was  a  personal  friend  and  acquaint- 
ance of  ten  of  the  Presidents  of  the  llnited 
States.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  for  eighteen  years, 
also  a  member  of  the  Governor's  Council, 
and  was  the  pioneer  in  the  manufacturing 
prosperity  of  Western  Massachusetts.  In 
1833  he  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector. 
In  1848  he  removed  to  New  York,  and  re- 
sided at  Fort  Washington,  on  the  Hudson ; 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education 
in  New  York  City,  and  two  years  in  the 
Common  Council,  and  iu  1853  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Assembly.  He  removed  to 
Newburg  in  1854,  where  he  resided  until 
Avithin  a  few  months  of  his  death,  which 
occurred  at  Peekskill,  October  17,  1857, 
aged  sixty-nine  years. 
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Shaw,  Henry  M.— He  was  born  at 
Newport,  Ehode  Island,  November  20, 
18J9;  studied  medicine,  and  graduated  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania ;  removed 
to  North  Carolina,  and  was  a  State  Sen- 
ator in  1852,  and  a  Eepresentative  from 
that  State,  in  the  Thirty-third  and  Thirty- 
fifth  Congresses,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committees  on  Manufactures  and  Eevolu- 
tionary  Pensions. 

Sliaw,  Samuel.— He  was  born  in  Digh- 
ton,    Massachusetts,    in  December,   1768, 
and  removed  to  Putney,  Vermont,  at  the 
age   of  ten  years ;  he  received  a  limited 
education ;  commenced  the  study  of  medi- 
cine at  the  age  of  seventeen,  and  in  two 
years  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession at  Castleton,  Vermont,  and  became 
eminent  as  a  surgeon.     He  entered  early 
into  politics,  and  was  one  of  the  victims  of 
the  Sedition  Law;  for  his  denunciation  of  [ 
the  administration  of  John  Adams,  he  was  , 
imprisoned,   and   liberated  by  the  people 
without  the  forms  of  law  ;  and  in  171)9  was 
returned  as  a  member  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture.    He  Avas  for  some  time  a  member  of  j 
the  State  Council,  and  was  a  Kepresenta-  | 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from  1808 
to  1813.     He  was  a  personal  friend  of  Jef-  , 
ferson  and  Madison,  and  gave  his  earnest  ' 
support  to  the  measures  for  the  prosecution  ' 
of  the  war.    On  his  retirement  from  Con- 
gress, he  was   appointed  surgeon   in  the 
army,  and  removed  to   the  city  of  New  ; 
York;  he  was  subsequently  stationed  at  '• 
Greenbush,  St.  Louis,  and  at  Norfolk,  and 
held   this    oflice   until    18 IG.     As   an  in-  ' 
stance  of  his  physical  endurance,  it  may  . 
be   mentioned  that  he,  on   one  occasion,  I 
rode  on  horseback  from  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
to  Albany,  New  York,  in  twenty-nine  con-  j 
secutive  days.    He  died  at  Clarendon,  Ver- 
mont, October  22,  1827.  I 

Shaver,  Tristam. — Born  in  New  Hamp- 
shire in   1787 ;    was  a  Representative  in  i 
Congress,  from   that   State,  from   1839  to  : 
1843;  and  died  at   Exeter,    New   Hamp- 
shire, March  14,  1843.  ' 

Sheafe,  James. — He  was  born  in  1755 ;  ' 

was  a   Representative  in  Congress,  from  | 
New  Hampshire,  from   1799   to   1801 ;    a 
Senator  in  Congress  in  1801  and  1802,  re- 
signing June,  1802;  and   died   at  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire,  in  1 829. 

Sheffer,  Daniel. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1837  to 
1839. 


j       Sheffey,  Daniel. — He  was  born  at  Fred- 
I  erick,  Maryland,   in  1770;  had  a  limited 
:  education;  was  bred  to  the  trade  of  a  slioe- 
]  maker,  and  settled  in  Augusta,  Virginia  ; 
he  afterwards  studied  law,  eugaged  in  a 
'  lucrative  practice,   and    frequently  repre- 
sented his    county  in  the   House  o(  Drk- 
gates.     He  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Virginia,   from  1809  to   1817, 
and  took  a  high  rank.    His  speech  in  t'avor 
of  the  renewal  of  the   tirst  IJank  of  the 
United  States  was  a  masterly  priHliu-tioii. 
He  was  opposed  to  the  war  of  1812.     Hi- 
died  at  his  home,  December  3,  1830. 

Sheffield,  William  P.— Was  born  at 
New  Sliorehaiii,  (Block  Island,)  Nrwpoit 
County,  Rhode  Island,  August  30,  1.820. 
His  education  was  obtained  first  at  King- 
ston Academy,  and  theu  from  a  private 
tutor:  studied  law  at  Harvard  riiiversity, 
and  was  admitted  to  tlie  bar  in  l.'-'44.  In 
1841  and  1842  he  was  elected  to  Couvon- 
tions  called  to  frame  a  State  Constitution  ; 
in  1845  lie  was  I'lected,  from  his  native 
town,  to  the  State  Assembly  ;  reumving  his 
residence  to  Tivert«)n,  he  was  again  elected 
to  the  Assembly  in  1><49,  where  ho  con- 
tinued to  serve  until  1S53,  when  he  re- 
signed his  seat,  and  settled  in  Newport. 
That  city  he  lepresented  in  th(«  Assembly 
from  1857  to  l^6\,  when  lie  was  elected  u 
Representative,  from  Rhode  Island,  to  tho 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Conmiittees  on  Commerce  and 
on  Foreign  Atiairs. 

Shellabarger,  Samuel.— liorn  in  Clark 
County,  Ohio,  December  JO,  If^l7  ;  grad- 
uated at  the  ^liami  Uuiver.sitv,  Ohio,  in 
1841;  adopted  the  profession  ot  law;  wan 
a  member  of  the  Oiiio  Legislature  in  I-.VJ 
and  1853;  and  was  elected  a  Ri-presenta- 
tive,  from  Ohio,  tu  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
penses in  the  Interior  Department.  In 
1864  he  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  sening  on  the  Connnittees  on 
Elections  and  Expenditures  in  the  State 
Department,  and  the  Special  Committee 
on  Civil  Service,  and  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Provost  Marshal  linrean. 

Shspard,  Charles  B. — Born  in  New- 
bern.  North  Carolina,  December  5,  lCtl7 ; 
graduated  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1827;  was 
elected  to  Congress  in  1837,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  serve  until  1841:  and  died  in 
October,  1843. 

Shepard,  "William  B.— I'.om  in  New- 
bern,  North  Carolina,  in  1799;  e<lncated  at 
Chape!   Hi!!;    studied   law,    and    became 
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eminent  in  Lis  profession ;  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Con<^ress  from  1827  to  18:>7, 
when  he  declined  a  re-election  ;  in  18:^"^  he 
was  elected  to  the  State  Senate,  and  served 
live  terms.  He  died  at  Elizabetii  City, 
June  20,  1852. 

Shepherd,  William. — Born  in  Massa- 
chusetts, DceembL-r  1,  17:57;  he  served  six 
years  as  a  Captain  in  the  Kevolutionary 
army,  and  distinf^uished  hiniselfat  William 
Henry  and  Crown  Point ;  in  178:}  he  was 
chosen  a  lirif^adier  General,  havinn^  fought 
in  twenty-two  battles ;  he  was  subsequently 
a  Major  General  of  militia ;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  1797  to  180o. 
Died  at  Westtield,  Massachusetts,  Novem- 
ber 11,  1817. 

Shepley,  Ether. — A  Senator  in  Con- 
p-n 'ss,  from  Maine,  from  1833  to  18:36.  He 
was  born  in  Grotou,  Massachusetts,  No- 
vember 2,  1780 ;  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
College  in  1811 ;  studied  law,  and  com- 
menced the  practice  in  Saco,  but  subse- 
(piently  settled  in  Portland  ;  he  Avas  in  the 
I^Iassachusetts  Legislature  in  1819  :  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention  that  formed  the  first 
institution  of  Maine  in  1820 ;  he  was,  for 
thirteen  years,  Attorney  of  the  United 
States  for  Maine  ;  after  leaving  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  he  was  chosen  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Maine,  and 
subsequently  Chief  Justice  of  the  -same, 
which  latter  position  he  held  until  1855. 
While  on  the  bench  he  furnished  the  ma- 
terials for  twenty-six  volumes  of  Reports, 
and,  as  sole  Commissioner,  Avas  appointed 
to  revise  the  statutes  of  Maine.  He  was 
Trustee  of  Bowdoin  College,  from  which 
institution  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.D. 

Sheplor,  Matthias. — Born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
cress,  from  Ohio,  from  1837  to  1839. 

Sheppsrd,  Augustus  H. — He  was 
born  in  Surry  County,  North  Carolina ; 
educated  a  lawyer ;  served  in  the  House  of 
Commons  from  1822  to  1826;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  1829  to 
1639;  again  from  1841  to  18i:},  and  again 
from  1847  to  1851. 

Sherburne,  John  S. — He  Avas  born  in 
New  Hampshire  ;  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
College  in  1776 ;  attended  the  law  school 
at  Harvard ;  Avas  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  NeAv  Hampshire,  from  1793  to 
1797  ;  Avas  United  States  District  Attorney 
in  1803,  and  Judge  of  the  United  States 
District  Court  from  1803  to  18:i0.  He  died 
in  18:30,  aged  seventy-three  years. 


Sheredine,  Upton. — He  Avas  a  Rf^pre- 
scntativc  in  Congress,  from  Marvhuid,  from 
1791  to  1792. 

Shennan,  John. — He  was  born  in  Lan- 
caster, Ohio,  May  10,  1823;  received  a 
good  education  ;  adojited  the  profession  of 
law,  and  came;  to  the  bar  in  1844.  In  1848 
and  1852  he  Avas  a  Delegate  to  the  Whig 
Conventions  of  thost;  years  ;  in  1854  he  Avas 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Ohio,  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  Congress ;  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-fiftii ;  and  on  being  returned  for  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  he  Avas  the  Repub- 
lican candidate  for  Speaker,  and  after  an 
unprecedented  contest,  Avanted  only  one  or 
two  votes  to  secure  his  election;  and  du- 
ring that  Congress  he  Avas  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means.  In  1860 
lie  Avas  elected  to  the  Thirty-seA'enth  Con- 
gress, but  in  1861,  on  the  resignation  of 
Senator  Chase,  he  Avas  chosen  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  for  the  term  expiring  in  1867, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on 
Agriculture  and  on  Finance,  and  as  a 
member  of  those  on  the  Pacific  Railroad 
and  the  Judiciary.  In  Ja,nuary,  1866,  he 
was  re-elected  to  the  Sen;ite  for  the  term 
commencing  in  1867. 

Shennan,  J.  W. — He  was  born  in  Ncav 
York,  and  elected  a  RepresentatiA^e,  from 
that  State,  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business. 

Shennan,  Roger.— Born  at  NeAvton, 
Massachusetts,  April  19,  1721.  He  had  no 
adA^antages  for  education,  yet  he  Avas  eager 
in  the  pursuit  of  knoAv ledge,  and  Avhen 
apprenticed  to  a  shoemaker,  he  often  had  a 
book  open  before  him  Avhile  at  his  Avork. 
In  1743  he  removed  to  Ncav  Milford,  Con- 
necticut, caiTying  his  tools  upon  his  back : 
he  soon  relinquished  his  trade,  however, 
and  Avas  for  a  time  engaged  in  mercantile 
pursuits.  He  afterAvards  studied  laAv,  and 
settled  in  New  HaA'cn,  and  Avas  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1754.  He  Avas  Judge  of  the 
County,  Superior,  and  Supreme  Courts  for  a 
period  of  twenty-three  years ;  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  First  Congress,  in  1774,  and 
continued  a  member  for  many  yeai's.  He 
sign(>d  the  Declaration  of  Independence  in 
1776,  and  also  the  Articles  of  Confedera- 
tion and  the  Constitution.  Atter  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
in  regard  to  Avhich  he  took  a  prominent 
part,  he  Avas  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Connecticut,  and  chosen 
a  Senator  in  1791,  continuing  in  that  sta- 
tion till  his  death,  July  23,  1793.  He  Avas 
a  profound  and  sagacious  statesman,   an 
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able  and  upright  judge,  and  an  exemplary 
Christian.  He  was  made  Master  of  Arts 
by  Yale  College,  and  was  Treasurer  of  that 
institution  from  17G6  to  1776. 

Sherman,  Socrates  N.— He  was  born 
in  Vermont,  and  elected  a  Representative, 
from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
o-ress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on  En- 
penditures  in  the  Interior  Depaitment. 

Sherrill,  Eliakim.— He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1847  to 
1849,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Manufactures. 

Sherwood,  Samuel.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1813  to  1815.  Died  in  New  York  in 
November,  1862.  ' 

Sherwood,  Samuel  B.— He  was  born 
in  Connecticut ;  graduated  at  Yale  College 
in  1786 ;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1817  to  1819,  and 
died  in  1833. 

Shiel,  George  K.— He  was  born  in  Ire- 
land, and  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Oregon,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  the 
Pacific  Railroad. 

Shields,  Benjamin  G.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Alabama,  from 
1841  to  1843. 

Shields,  EbenezeV  J,— Born  in  Geor- 
gia, and  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1835  to 
1839.     Died  May  20,  1846. 

Shields,  James. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  18*29  to 
1831.  Died  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  in 
1831. 

Shields,  James. — Was  born  in  County 
Tyrone,  Ireland,  in  1810,  and  emigrated 
to  America  about  1826.  He  pursued  his 
mathematical  and  classical  studies  luitil 
the  year  1832,  when  he  went  to  Illinois, 
and  commenced  the  practice  of  law  at  Kas- 
kaskia.  In  1836  he  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  Illinois  Legislature,  and  Auditor  of 
the  State  in  1839.  In  1843  he  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court ;  and 
in  1845  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office.  At  the  commencement  of  the  Mex- 
ican war  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Polk  a  Brigadier  General  in  the  United 


States  army,  and,  for  his  distinguished  ser- 
vices during  the  course  of  the  war,  was 
promoted  to" the  rank  of  Brevet  Major  Gen- 
eral. In  1848  he  was  appointed  (Jovcruor  of 
Oregon  Territory,  which  he  resigm-d.  In 
1849  he  was  elected  to  a  scat  in  tlie  United 
States  Senate,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  from 
the  State  of  Illinois.  He  subsequently  took 
up  his  residence  in  the  Territory  of  Minne- 
sota, and  in  18.'37  was  elected  to  rfjjR'sent 
the  same  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
when  it  became  a  State,  in  which  position 
he  served  two  years.  During  the  troubles 
of  1861  he  served  as  a  General  in  the  l.'nicn 
army. 

Shinn,  'William  N.— He  was  boiu  in 
New  Jersey  ;  a  fanner  by  occupation  ;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1833  to  1837. 

Shipherd,  ZebulouR. — H<-  was  a  Ren- 
resentative  in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1813  to  I'^h').  I)i«'d  in  Moriali,  Kssex 
County,  New  York. 

Shippen,  "William.— Born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania ',  gradnated  at  Princi'tou  CiilU-gf  in 
1754.  iStudied  medicine  in  Kdinbiirgh,  aW 
on  his  return  in  1764  he  brgau  in  Philudel- 
l)hia  till'  iirst  course  of  Uctiin-s  on  aniUoniy 
ever  di  livtri'd  in  America.  He  assisted  in 
establishing  the  Medical  School  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  was  appointed  one  of  it.s  prifes- 
sors.  In  1777  he  was  api)ointed  Director 
General  of  the  Medical  Department  in  the 
army,  and  was  a  Delegate  to  the  C«)nti- 
nental  Congress,  from  1778  to  17ftU.  Died 
in  18U8.

He 
was  elected  a  Representative,  from  Ala- 
bama, to  tlie  Tliirty-fourth  and  Thirty-tifth 
Congresses,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Atl'airs. 

Shov/ers,  Jacob. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  ^larylaud,  from 
1853  to  18.^5. 

Sibley,  Henry  H.— He  was  born  in  Feb- 
ruary,  1811,  in  Detroit,  Michigan;  spent 
much  of  his  early  life  on  the  Northwe.-teru 
frontier ;  was  for  many  years  an  Indian 
trader  in  the  employ  of  the  American  Fur 
Compan}',  at  Mackinaw  aird  Fort  Snellinp; 
was  a  Delegate  to  Congress,  from  Minne- 
sota Territory,  from  lt49  to  1-53:  and, 
having  witnessed  the  progres.s  of  Minne- 
sota  from  a  wilderaess   to  an   organized 
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State,  he  was  elected,  in  1857,  its  first  Gov- 
ernor, servinf^  a  part  of  1858.  lie  was  a 
lirig^adier  General  of  volnntecrs  durinf^  the 
Kfbellion,  and  commanded  an  expedition 
aj^aiu.st  the  Minnesota  Indians  in  l8(j:5.  He 
was  the  son  of  Solomon  .Sible}-. 

Sibley,  Jonas. — 1  le  was  born  in  Sntton, 
Massaclmsetts,  March  17,  17G-2;  for  thirty- 
five  years  held  a  variety  of  town  offices  ; 
from  180G  to  18i:i  was  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  ;  was  an  Elector 
for  President  in  1820;  served  again  iu  both 
houses  of  the  Legislature ;  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Constitutional  Convention  of 
18*20;  a  inembcr  of  Congress,  from  Wor- 
cester County,  JNIassachusetts,  from  1823 
to  1825;  and  died  at  Sutton,  iu  that  State, 
February  10, 1834,  sged  seventy-two  years. 

Sibley,  Mark  H. — Born  in  Great  Bar- 
rington,  Massachusetts,  iu  1790,  and  re- 
moved to  Canandaigua,  New  York,  in  1814. 
He  studied  law,  and  was  distinguished  as 
an  advocate.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
New  York  Assembly  iu  1834  and  1835;  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  1837  to 
1839;  subsequently  a  State  Senator ;  and  iu 
1846  a  County  Judge.-  He  died  in  Canan- 
daigua, New  York,  September  8,  1852. 

Sibley,  Solomon. — He  was  born  in 
Sutton,  Massachusetts,  October  7,  17G9. 
He  studied  law,  and  removed  to  Ohio,  in 
1795,  establishing  himself  lirst  at  Marietta, 
and  then  at  Cincinnati,  in  the  practice  of 
his  profession.  He  removed  to  Detroit  in 
1797,  and  in  1799  was  elected  to  the  first 
Territorial  Legislature  of  the  Northwestern 
Territory.  He  was  a  Delegate  to  Congress, 
from  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  from  1820 
to  1823;  in  1824  he  was  appointed  Judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  held  the  office 
until  183(3,  when  he  resigned  in  conse- 
quence of  increasing  deafness.  He  died 
at  Detroit,  April  4,  184G.  He  was  univer- 
sally respected  for  his  talents  and  manifold 
virtues. 

Sickles,  Daniel  E. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  in  October,  1821 ;  acquired  the 
printer's  trade,  which  he  followed  for  some 
years;  he  studied  law,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1843  ;  in  1847  he  was  elected 
to  the  Assembly  of  New  York,  and  in  185G 
to  the  State  Senate.  For  a  short  time, 
when  Mr.  Buchanan  was  the  American 
^linister  in  England,  he  was  the  Secretary 
of  that  legation  ;  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty- 
lifth  Congress,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Forrign  Affairs.  He  was 
re-elected   to   the  Thirty-sixth  Congress; 


before  the  expiration  of  his  first  term,  in 
February,  1859,  he  killed  Philip  Barton 
Key  for  "  dishonoring  liis  bed."  His  trial 
lasted  twenty  days,  and  he  was  acquitted. 
He  served  in  the  army  during  the  Rebellion, 
lost  a  leg  in  batth;,  and  attained  the  rank 
of  Major  General.  In  18GG  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Johnson  Minister 
Resident  to  the  Netherlands,  but  declined. 

Sickles,  TTicholas. — He  was  born  in 
Kinderhook,  New  York  :  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  18:>5  to  1837  ;  and 
died  at  Kingston,  New  York,  May  13,  1845. 

Sill,  Thomas  H. — He  was  a  native  of 
Connecticut ;  a  lawyer  by  profession  ;  and 
settled  in  the  practice  at  Erie,  Pennsylva- 
nia, in  1812.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  to  revise  the  State  Constitu- 
tion ;  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Pennsylvania,  from  1829  to  1831, 
having  served  in  the  same  capacity  for  an 
unexpired  term  in  182G.  In  1825  and  1849 
he  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector. 

Silsbee,  Nathaniel. — Born  in  Essex 
County,  ^iussachusetts,  in  1773,  and  died 
at  Salem,  Massachusetts,  July  1 ,  1850.  He 
was  a  distinguished  and  successful  mer- 
chant, and  frequently  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature,  and  was  for  three  years  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Senate ;  he  served  as  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  181G  to 
1820;  and  Avas  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States,  from  182G  to  1835 ;  also  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  1837.  He  was  the  firm 
supporter  of  the  administration  of  John 
Quincy  Adams,  and  Avhen  his  term  expired, 
Mr.  Silsbee  offered  to  vacate  his  seat  in  the 
Senate  iu  his  favor,  hut  the  ex-President 
declined  the  proposal. 

Silvester,  Peter. — He  was  born  in  New 
York;  was  a  member  of  the  Albany  Com- 
mittee of  Safety  in  1774,  and  of  the  New 
York  Provincial  Congress  ;  was  a  Judge 
of  the  Common  Pleas  in  177G  ;  and  elected 
a  member  of  the  First  Congress  under 
the  Federal  Constitution.  He  was  subse- 
quently a  State  Senator,  and  died  at  Kin- 
derhook, January  30,  1845. 

Silvester,  Peter  H. — He  was  born  at 
Kinderhook,  Columl)ia  County,  Ncav  York, 
February  17,  1807 ;  graduated  at  l^nion 
College  in  1827  ;  studied  law,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  iu  1830 ;  and  he  was  a , 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1847  to  1851. 

Simkins,  Eldred. — He  was  born  in 
Edgefield  District,  South  Carolina,  August 
29,    1779;    was  educated   for  the   bar   at 
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Litchfield,  Connecticut;  was  partner  of 
Mr.  McDuffie;  served  frequently  in  the 
Legislature;  was  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
South  Carolina  in  1812;  a  General  of 
Militia  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  South  Carolina,  from  1817  to 
1821.     Died  at  Edgefield  in  1832. 

Simmons,  George  A. — He  was  born 
in  New  York  ;  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
College  in  1816  ;  served  a  number  of  j^ears 
in  the  Assembly  of  that  State ;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress  to  the 
Thirty-third  and  Thirty-fourth  Congresses 
from  that  State.  In  1852  he  received  from 
his  Alma  Mater  the  degree  of  LL.D.,  and 
died  October  27,  1857,  aged  sixty-six 
years,  at  Keesville,  New  York. 

Simnioiiis,  James  F.— Born  in  Little 
Comptou,  Rhode  Island,  September  10, 
1795.  His  employments  -were  farming  and 
manufacturing;  he  was  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly  from  1828  to  1841  ; 
elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  in  1841, 
for  six  years,  to  March  4,  1847 ;  again 
chosen  for  another  term,  beginning  March 
4,  1857,  but  resigned  in  August,  1862,  and 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Claims,  on  Patents  and  the  Patent  Office, 
and  on  Finance.  During  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Patents.  Died  in  Johnson, 
Rhode  Island,  July  10,  1864. 

Simms,  "^/Villiam  E.— Born  in  Ken- 
tucky; and  elected  a  Representative,  from 
that  State,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  the  Militia. 

Simons,  Samuel.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Connecticut, 
from  1843  to  1845^  and  died  in  Bridgeport, 
Connecticut,  January  13,  1847,  aged  fifty- 
five  years. 

Simonton,  "William.— He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1839  to  1843  ;  and  died  at  South  Hanover, 
Pennsylvania,  May  18,  1846. 

Simpson,  Richard  F.— He  was  born 
in  South  Carolina ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  1843  to  1847.  He 
graduated  at  the  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina in  1816;  adopted  the  profession  of 
law  ;  and  before  entering  Congress  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  his  native 
State. 

Sims,  Alexander  D.— He  was  born  in 
Brunswick  County,  Virginia,  June  12, 
1803 ;  and  died  at  Kingstree,  South  Caro- 


;  lina,  November  10,  1848.  He  went  through 
!  a  course  of  studies  at  Chapel  Hill,  North 
I  Carolina,  and  finished  his  education  at 
Union  College,  New  York.  He  read  and 
practiced  law  in  Virginia;  and,  nmoving 
to  South  Carolina,  taught  an  academy  at 
Darlington  Court  House.  In  1^2! >  In- 
commenced  the  practice  of  law  in  South 
j  Carolina,  and  became  a  prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  bar  in  that  State,  lie  had  a 
taste  for  politics,  and  during  the  Nullitica- 
tion  times  was  active  and  decided :  ami  he 
was  a  member  of  Congress,  from  South 
Carolina,  from  1845  to  1S48.

He 
served  in    the  Revolutionary  War  at    tin- 
battles  of  Trenton  and  Princeton,  in  the 
capacity  of  Captain;  was  for  many  years 
a  member  of  the  Council  and  Assembly  of 
New  Jersey,  and  the  Presiding  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  ;    lie  was  a 
Correspondent  of  the  Committee  of  Saf<-ty 
during  the  Revolution  ;  and  a  Repn-sent."

and  again  from    1797   to    1791».      Was  . 
Presidential  Elector  in  li-i)}. 

Simiickson,  Thomas.— Born  in  Salem. 
New  Jersey,  December  13,  17r^«');  received

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active  life  as  a  nierchaut ;  was  a  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  twenty 
years  ;  a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Legis- 
lature ;  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Errors  aud 
Appeals ;  aud  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress during  the  years  18*28  and  182D.  i

Sitgreaves  Charles. — lie  was  born  in 
Easton,  Pennsylvania,  April  22,  180:5;  re-  ;

military  service  from  1828  to  1838;  mem- 
ber of  the  New  Jersey  Assembly'  in  1831 
and  1833;  was  a  member  in  1834  of  the  ' 
Legislative  Council ;    member  aud  Presi-  ' 
dent  of  the  same  in  1835;  member  of  the 
State  Senate  from  1852  to  1854  ;  was  made  • 
a  Trustee  of  the  State  Normal  School  in  ' 
1855,  which  he  vacated  in  18G4,  when  he  ' 
was  elected  a  Kepresentative,  from   NeAv

lina.    Died  at  Halifax,  in  March,  1801. 

— He   was  born 
in  Philadelphia ;  liberally  educated  ;  stud- 
ied law,  and  settled  in  Easton,  Pennsylva-  ♦ 
nia  ;  Avas  a  member,  in  1790,  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Coijvention  of  the  State ;  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  1795  to  1798  ;    and  Avas  then 
appointed,   by  President  Adams,  Commis-  i 
sioner  to  treat  with  Great  Britain.     Dit'd  ; 
April  4,  1824. 

Skelton,  Charles.— Born  in  Pennsyl-  i 
vania ;  aud  Avas  a  RepresentatiA-e  in  Con-  > 
gress,  from  New  Jersey,  from  1851  to  1855. 

Skinner,  Richard. — Ho  Avas   born  at 

Litchtield,    Connecticut,    May    30,    1783;   j 
and  received  his  education  at  the  celebrated 
law  school  of  his  natiA-e  town ;  he  Avas  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1800  :  and  remoA'ed  to 
Manchester,    Vermont.      In    1801  he  Avas 


ajtpointed  State's  Attorney  for  Bennington 
County,  and  in  1809  Judge  of  Probate  ; 
and  Avas  eli'cted  a  RepresentatiA  e  in  Con- 
gress from  1813  to  1815;  Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  1816  ;  and  Chief  Justice  in 
1817.  In  1818  he  Avas  elected  to  the  loAver 
branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  Avas  Speaker. 
He  Avas  Governor  in  1820,  1821,  and  1822: 
Avas  reappointed  Chief  Justice  in  1824. 
and  resigned  in  1829.  He  difd  at  Man- 
chester, May  23,  1833,  much  respected  for 
his  public  services  and  ])rivate  Avorth.  He 
Avas  President  of  the  Northeastern  Branch

Slade,  Charles. — He  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Illinois,  from  1833 
to  1834 ;  and  died  in  July  of  the  same 
year,  on  his  return  from  "Washington,  in 
Knox  County,  Indiana,  after  an  illness  of 
only  tAA'enty-four  hours. 

Slade,  "William. — Born  in  Cornwall, 
Vermont,  May  9,  1786;  graduated  at  Mid- 
dlebury College  in  1807;  and,  having 
studied  laAv,  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1810.  In  1813  he  Avas  a  Presidential 
Elector.  From  1814  to  1816  he  published 
and  edited  the  "  Columbian  Patriot,"'  and 
at  the  same  time  kept  a  book-store ;  in 
1815  he  Avas  elected  Secretary  of  State. 
Avhich  office  he  held  eight  years,  during 
six  of  Avhich  he  officiated  as  Judge  of 
the  Addison  County  Court ;  and  Avas  sub- 
sequently State's  Attorney  for  the  same 
County,  "^  From  1823  to  1829  he  Avas  a 
clerk  in  the  State  Department  at  Washing- 
ton, His  service  in  Congress,  as  a  Rep- 
resentative from  Vermont,  Avas  from  1831 
to  1843,  On  liis  retirement  from  Congress 
he  Avas  elected  Reporter  of  the  Decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont,  Avhicb 
offi.ce  he  held  one  year;  and  in  1844  he 
Avas  chosen  Governor  of  Vermont.  He 
AA-as  subsequently  made  Secretary'  of  thi'

having  for  its  object  the  furnishing  of  the 
West  Avith  teachers  from  the  East.  In 
1823  he  published  the  "Vermont  State 
Papers;"  in  1825  the  "  Statutes  of  Ver- 
mont:''   and   in  1844  a  volume  of  "'Ver- 
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mont  Eeports."     He  died  at  Middlcbury, 
Vermont,  January  18,  ]859. 

Slaymakei',  Amos. — He  was  born  in 
the  London  Lauds,  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  March  11,  1755;  received  a 
good  common  school  education ;  served  as 
a  soldier  in  the  Eevolutionary  army ;  paid 
much  attention  to  farming,  and  officiated 
as  a  magistrate ;  and  Avas  a  Eepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  during  a 
part  of  the  Thirteenth  Congress,  to  fill  a 
vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  James 
Whitehill.  He  died  in  Salisbury,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  June  12,  1837. 

Slidell,  John. — Born  in  New  York  about 
the  year  1793,  and  on  reaching  the  age  of 
manhood  removed  to  New  Orleans,  where 
he  established  himself  as  a  lawyer,  and 
practiced  his  profession  with  success.  He 
was  appointed,  by  President  Jackson, 
United  States  District  Attorney ;  was  fre- 
quently elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Lou- 
isiana ;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  1843  to  1845 ;  while  in  Congress  he 
was  appointed,  by  President  Polk,  Minister 
to  Mexico ;  and  in  1853  was  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  Senator  Soule,  and  was  re-elected 
for  six  years,  and  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Condition  of  the  Banks, 
and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Naval 
Affairs  and  Foreign  Kelations.  He  witli- 
drew  and  became  identified  with  the  Rebel- 
lion of  1861.     He  went  to  France   as  a

— Born  in  York  Penn- 
sylvania, but  removed  to  Ohio,  while  yet 
a  Territory.  He  was  eleeted  a  na'inber  of 
the  General  Assembly  in  1804,  and  in 
1805  and  180(;  was  Speaker.  Ho  was  a 
Receiver  of  Public  Moneys  at  Canton, 
from  1808  to  l-'IO,  and  aftt-rwards  at 
Wooster,  until  Ifili),  when  In*  was  elected 
to  Congress  as  a  Representative,  continu- 
ing a  member  until  1*'29.

Smart,  Ephraim  K. — Born  at  Prospect, 
(now  Searsport,)  Maine,  iu  1813.  He  was 
thrown  upon  his  own  resources  to  obtain 
means  of  education,  which  ho  reci-ived  at 
the  Maine  Wesleyan  Seminary.  After  tho 
study  of  law  for  three  years,  he  wiis  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  Camden.  He  was 
appointed  Postmaster  in  1838,  and  in  1k4I 
was  elected  State  Senator.  In  1^42  ho 
was  aid  to  the  Governor,  with  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  was  re-elected  to 
the   Senate   the   same  year.     In  1843  bo 
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weut  to  Missouri,  and  practiced  law,  as  uu 
attorney  and  counsellor  and  solicitor  in 
Cluvncerj' ;  but  returned  to  Camden,  and 
Avas  ag-aiu  Postmaster  in  1845.

3,  1793;  graduated  at  Brown  University  in 
1813  ;  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1816 ;  removed 
to  Maine  in  1817;  and  Avas  sent  to  the 
General  Court  of  Massachusetts  in  1820 ; 
Avas  for  many  years  a  Postmaster  in  Maine ; 
from  1830  to  1838  he  Avas  Marshal  of  the 
United  States  for  Maine ;  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  1839  to  1841; 
and  in  1842  he  Avas  appointed  the  United 
States  Commissioner  to  settle  the  North- 
eastern Boundary,  under  the  Ashburton 
Treaty,  Avhich  business  Avas  completed  in 
1847. 

Smith,  Albert.— He  Avas  born  in  Ncav 
York,  and  Avas  a  member  of  the  Ncav  York 
Assembly,  from  Genesee  County,  in  1842, 
and  a'  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1843  to  1847. 

Smith,  Arthur. — Born  in  the  County 
of  Isle  of  Wight,  Virginia,  November  15, 
1785 ;  AA-as  educated  at  the  College  of  AVil- 
liam  and  Mary;  serA'ed  Avith  credit  at  the 
head  of  a  militia  force  at  Norfolk,  in  1812;

Smith,  Bernard. — He  was  born  in 
Morristown,  New  Jersey,  and  Avas  a  Re- 
presentative in  Congress,  from  his  native 
State,  from  1819  to  1821,  Avhen  he  Avas  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Monroe,  Register  of 
the  Land  Ofiice  in  Arkansas. 

Smith,  Caleb  B.— He  Avas  born  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  April  16,  1808 ; 
emigrated  Avith  his  parents  to  Ohio  in 
1814  ;  and  Avas  educated  at  the  Cincinnati 
College  and  Miami  Uni\'ersity;  adopted 
the  profession  of  laAv,  and  settled  in  In- 
diana; in  1832  he  established  and  edited  a 
Whig  journal  called  the  Indiana  Sentinel : 
in  1833  he  Avas  elected  a  member  of  the 
Legislature;  re-elected  in  1834,  1835,  and 
1836,  during  the  latter  year  officiating  as 
Speaker;  in  1847  and  1848  he  AA-as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners  ; 
and  he  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Indiana,  from  1843  to  1849.  He  Avas 
also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1840  and 
1856;  and  after  leaA'ing  Congress,  in  1849, 
he  AA-as  appointed,  by  President  Taylor, 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  for  In- 
vestigating the  Claims  of  American  citizens 
against  Mexico.  He  subsequently  prac- 
ticed his  profession  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio ; 
and  in  1861  Avas  appointed  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  Department,  by  President 
Lincoln.  He  Avas  also  a  member  of  the 
Peace  Congress  held  in  Washington  in 
February,  1861.  In  December,  1862,  he 
resigned  the  office  of  Secretary,  and  Avas 
appointed  Judge  of  the  United  States  Dis- 
trict Court  for  the  District  of  Indiana.

Smith,  Daniel. — He  Avas  one  of  the 
earliest  emigrants  to  Tennessee;  a  General 
of  Militiaj  and  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
from  Tennessee,  during  the  years  1798 
and  1799,  and  again  from  1805  to  1809.  He 
died  in  July,  iSlS. 

Smith,  Delazon. — Was  born  in  Ncav 
Berlin,  Chenango  County,  NeAV  York ; 
graduated  at  the  Oberlifl  Collegiate  In- 
stitute, of  Ohio,  in  1837;  he  studied  laAv, 
but  becoming  a  Avriter  for  the  press,  Avas 
associated  Avith  the  Rochester  True  Jefter- 
sonian,  in  Ncav  York,  and  the  AVestern 
Empire,  in  Dayton,  Ohio ;  he  Avas  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Tyler,  Special  Com- 
missioner to  Quito ;  in  1846  he  removed  to 
loAva  Territory,  Avhere  he  remained  until 
1852,  Avhen  he  emigrated  to  Oregon  Terri-

AA-as  appointed,  by  President  Washington, 
in  the  latter  year,  a  Commissioner  to  treat 
Avith  the  Seneca  Indians  ;  and  Avas  a  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  New  Jersey.  He 
died  in  18117. 

Smith,    Isaac. — He   was   a   native  of

Smith,  Israel. — Bitni  in  Conuocliiiit, 
April  4,  1759.

He  sii'.-f.jm-ntly  set- 
tled at  Rutland,  and  was  sent  to  the  State 
Legislature  from  tliat  town.

Smith,  James. — He  Avas  born  in  Ire- 
land in  1713.  but  cami*  to  America  when  a 
boy;  he  received  a  classical  education  and 
studied  laAv  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania ; 
became  interested  in  iron  Avorks  and  emi- 
nent in  his  profession;  on  the  approadi  of 
AA-ar  he  took  an  active  part  iu  public  atlairs : 
he  raised  a  company  and  commanded  it  in 
the  field,  and  Avas  nuide  a  Colonel ;  also 
took  an  active  part  in  raising  additional 
troops.  He  Avas  a  Delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  1776  to  1778;  u 
signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence ; 
in  1780  he  entered  the  State  Legislature, 
and  after  retiring  from  that  office  he  duvoted 
his  Avhole  attention  to  the  f.  racticc  of  hi.s 
profession.     Died  July  11,  1806. 

Smith,  James  S. — He  Ava^j  born  in 
Orange  County,  North  Carolina,  aud  was 
educated  for  the  medical  profession ;  s*  rve<l 
in  the  Legislature  of  North   Carolina   in 
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1S21  ;  and  was  a  Eeprescutative  in  Coii- 
g:res.s,  from  that  State,  from  1817  to  1821. 

Smith,  Jedediah  K. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Coiif^ress,  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, from  1807  to  1809;  and  from  1822 
to  1825  he  held  the  office  of  Judge  and 
Chief  Judge  of  tlie  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
for  Hillsborough  County;  from  1810  to 
1814  he  was  also  a  State  Co^lncillor;  and 
died  in  1828,  aged  fifty-eight  years. 

Smith,  Jeremiah. — Born  in  Pet<T- 
borough.  New  Hampshire,  and  graduated 
at  Rutgers  College,  New  Jersey,  in  1780, 
and  also  received,  from  Harvard  College, 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Hampshire,  in  1791,  and  continued  there 
till  1797,  being  one  of  the  last  survivors  of 
the  distinguished  men  who  participated 
with  Washington  in  the  administration  of 
the  government.  He  was  appointed,  by 
John  Adams,  in  1801,  a  Judge  of  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court,  but  did  not  serve,  as 
the  office  was  soon  afterwards  abolished  by 
Congress.  He  was  chosen  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire  in  1 809 ;  served  as  a  Presi- 
dential Elector  in  1809,  and  was  for  several 
years  Chief  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  the  State.  His  extraordinary  mental 
endowments  not  only  remained  unimpaired, 
but  even  shone  forth  brightest  when  he 
was  near  the  close  of  his  long  life.  Few 
persons  have  been  more  widely  known 
as  statesmen  and  jurists,  or  have  left  be- 
hind them  a  more  enduring  reputation. 
His  acquaintance  Avith  books  was  extensive, 
and  his  literary  taste  remarkably  correct 
and  pure.  He  was  highly  esteemed,  not 
only  as  a  laAvyer  and  judge,  but  for  his 
eminent  social  qualifications,  and  for  all 
the  attributes  of  a  great  and  good  man. 
He  was  a  devoted  friend  of  Daniel  Web- 
ster, and  died  at  Dover,  New  Hampshire, 
September  21,  1843. 

Smith,  John. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1799  to  1804  ;  from  1804  to  1813  he  was  a 
Senator  in  Congress ;  and  was  appointed, 
in  the  latter  year,  by  President  Madison, 
United  States  Marshal  for  New  Yorlc.

elected  Speaker.  He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Connecticut,  from  1800 
to  1806;  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in 
1809  ;  and  was  again  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  until  1809,  when  he  was  cho- 
sen a  member  of  the  Council.  He  also 
held  the  several  offices  of  Governor  of  Con- 
necticut, from  1812  to  1817,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  Judge  of  the  Superior  Coiut.

Society  of  Antiquaries  in  Copenhagen : 
also  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society, 
and  of  various  religious  associations.  He 
died  at  Sharon,  Connecticut,  November  7, 
1845,  and  had  devoted  the  latter  years  of 
his  life  to  agricuhural  and  literary  pursuits. 

Smith,  John  Speed. — Was  bora  iu 
Jessamine  County,  Kentucky,  July  31, 
1792;  served  as  a  soldier  under  General 
Harrison,  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Tippe- 
canoe ;  was  aide-de-camp  to  the  same  Gen- 
eral at  the  battle  of  the  Thames,  in  1813, 
In  1819  he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature 
of  Kentucky:  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  1821  to 
1823.  In  1827  he  was  again  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature,  and  made  Speaker  of  the 
House  ;    and  subsequently  served  several 
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terms  both  in  the  House  and  Senate.  By 
President  Jackson  he  was  appointed 
United  States  Attorney  for  the  District  of 
Keiitucky;  was  at  one  time  a  Commis- 
sioner to  the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  on  a  mis- 
sion of  local  interest ;  and  also  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Works  in  Kentucky  for 
several  years.  Died  in  Madison  County, 
Kentucky,  June  6,  1854. 

Smith,  John  T.— He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  elected  a  Eepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843 
to  IS45,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Expenditures  in  the  State  De- 
partment. 

Smith,  Jonathan  B.— He  graduated 
at  Princeton  College  in  1760 ;  was  a  Dele- 
gate, from  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress,  from  1777  to  J 778,  and 
was  a  signer  of  the  Articles  of  Confedera- 
tion. 

Smith,  Josiah. — He  was  born  at  Pem- 
broke, Massachusetts,  in  1745 ;  graduated 
at  Harvard  University  in  1774;  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Mas- 
sachusetts, from  1801  to  1803.  On  his  re- 
turn from  Washington,  in  March,  1803,  he 
took  the  small-pox  in  New  York,  and  died 
at  home  before  the  close  of  the  month. 

Smith,  Melancthou. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  New  York  to  the  Continental 
Congress,  from  1785  to  1788. 

Smith,  Merewether. — He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Virginia  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1778  to  1782. 

Smith,  Nathan. — He  was  born  at  Eox- 
bury,  Connecticut,  in  1770;  received  his 
professional  education  at  the  Law  School 
in  Litchfield ;  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention that  formed  the  State  Constitution  ; 
for  many  years  State's  Attorney  for  the 
County  of  New  Haven  ;  frequently  in  the 
State  Legislature,  and  for  several  years 
United  States  Attorney  for  the  District  of 
Connecticut.  He  Avas  also  a  Delegate  to 
the  Hartford  Convention  in  1814.  He  rep- 
resented his  native  State  in  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States,  from  1833  to  1835.  He 
was  long  known  as  an  eminent  lawyer,  re- 
spected for  his  integrity  and  ability.  He 
died  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia, 
December  6,  1836. 

Smith,  Nathaniel.— He  was  born  in 
\Voodbury,  Connecticut,  January  6,  176'2. 
His  education  was  limited,  but  he  obtained 
distinction  bv  the  eners-v  of  his  talents. 


He  studied  law,  and  settled  in  practice  in 
his  native  town,  in  17?!.>.  He  was  for 
many  years  a  member  of  the  State  Lcgis- 
lature,  having  served  in  both  Houses.  Ho 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1795  to  17L»'J.  In  1801)  he 
was  elected  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State,  and  held  the  office  until  1^11). 
His  legal  knowledge  was  extensive,  and  he 
was  greatly  esteemed  for  his  iutegritv  and 
piety.    He  died  March  D,  ld'2± 

Smith,    Oliver    Hampton.— He  wtvs 

born  near  Trenton,  N<'w  Jt-rsey,  October 
'23,  1704,  and  died  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
March  10,  1850,  having,  from  1*^17  and  the 
balance  of  his  life,  been  honorably  identi- 
fied with  the  public  history  of  that  State. 
He  studied  law,  and  in  1824  lie  was  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  for  the  Tliird  District  of 
Indiana.  He  was  elected  to  the  State  Le- 
gislature in  1822  ;  was  u  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Indiana,  from  1827  to  1820; 
and  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  1837  to 
184:{.  He  was  the  author  of  a  work  giving 
his  "  Recollection.s  of  Congressional  Life," 
originally  published  in  the  Indianapolis 
Journal.  When  in  the  Senate  he  wft.s 
Chairman  of  the  Connnittee  on  I'ublie 
Lands,  and  lie  subseciueutly  devoted  niuclj 
attention  to  the  internal  atVairs  of  his 
adopted  State. 

Smith,  Perry. — iiorn  in  Washington. 
Connecticut ;  attended  the  LitcliHeld  ]..aw 
School,  and  settled  in  NfwMilford  in  1^07. 
He  was  a  State  Representative  for  four 
years,  .Judge  of  I'robate  for  two  year.><,  and 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  1-37  to  l-i:i. 
He  died  in  New  Milford  in  18." 2. 

Smith,  Richard;— lie  was  n  Delegate, 
from  New  Ji-rsey,  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1774  to  1776. 

Smith.Robert.— BorninlVi.iix.i.i  i_Mi, 
New  Hampshire,  June  12,  18tt2,  and  re- 
ceived a  limited  education.  He  was  a 
fanner  by  occupation  until  he  attained  Lis 
twentieth  year,  but  subsequently  engaged 
in  manutacturing  and  merchandising.  Jk'e- 
moving  to  Illinois  in  1832,  he  served  in  the 
Illinois  Legislature  from  1836  to  1840  ;  was 
Enrolling  and  Engrossing  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  Illinois,  from 
1840  to  1843,  and  was  then  electt-d  to  Con- 
gress, and  served  till  March  4,  l^VJ,  and 
was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-lifth  Congn^^, 
being  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mi!i  - 
age.  Of  late  years  he  has  taken  an  ii'tivc 
part  in  organizing  the  riillroads  in  hi«< 
adopted  State. 
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Smith,  Samuel. — lie  was  boru  in  Lan- 
caster County,  Pennsylvania,  July  27, 
1752.  lie  was  a  disting-uislied  niercliaut 
of  Baltimore,  and  contributed  largely  to  the 
advancement  of  that  city,  of  which  he  was 
once  INIayor.  He  rose  from  the  rank  of 
Captain  to  that  of  Brigadier  General  in  the 
Kevolutionary  war.  In  177G  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Convention  for  framing  the 
Constitution  of  Maryland;  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1793  to  180.3,  and  again  from  1816  to 
1822 ;  and  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
1803  to  1815,  and  again  from  1822  to  1833, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Connnittee  on 
Finance.  During  a  part  of  the  Ninth  and 
Tenth  Congresses,  he  officiated  as  Presi- 
dent pro  tcm.  of  the  Senate.  He  died  sud- 
denly, at  Baltimore,  April  25,  1839. 

Smith,  Samuel. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from!  805  to  1809. 

Smith,  Samuel. — Born  in  1767,  in  Pe- 
terborough, New  Hampshire ;  held  many 
public  positions ;  was  for  many  years  a 
manufacturer  of  paper;  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from 
1813  to  1815.     He  died  in  1842. 

Smith,  Samuel  A. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Bucks  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, from  1829  to  1833,  serving,  during 
his  second  term,  on  the  Committee  on  Ag- 
riculture. 

Smith,  Samuel  A. — He  was  born  in 
Monroe  County,  Tennessee,  June  26,  1822. 
He  lost  his  father  when  quite  young,  and, 
witli  limited  opportunities  for  attending 
school,  spent  the  most  of  his  time  on  a 
farm  until  he  became  of  age.  At  that  time 
he  began  to  attend  school  in  earnest,  and 
at  the  end  of  three  months  became  a 
teacher,  and  for  two  years  alternately  at- 
tended and  taught  school  in  his  native 
county.  He  also  taught  school,  for  awhile, 
during  ten  mouths  that  he  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1845.  During 
that  year  he  was  elected  Attorney  Gen- 
eral for  the  Third  Judicial  District  of 
Tennessee,  which  office  he  held  until  1848. 
He  Avas  a  Delegate  to  the  National  Con- 
vention of  that  year  held  at  Baltimore,  and 
was  soon  afterwards  elected  a  Presidential 
Elector,  and  was  again  chosen  an  Elector 
in  1852.  In  18.50  he  took  a  deep  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  East  Tennessee  and 
Georgia  Railroad;  and  he  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Tennessee,  to  the 
Thirty-third  Congress,    and    re-elected   to 


the  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-fifth  Con- 
gresses, and  was  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Printing.  In  1859  he  was 
appointed,  by  President  Buchanan,  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  otlice,  and 
resigned  in  February,  18G0. 

Smith,  Thoma.s.— He  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress,  from  Penn- 
sylvania, from  ]7cU  to  1782. 

Smith,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1815  to  1817. 

Smith,  Thomas.— Born  in  Pennsylva- 
nia, and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Indiana,  from  1839  to  1841,  and  again 
from  1843  to  1847. 

Smith,  Truman. — He  was  born  in  Rox- 
bury,  Litchfield  County,  Connecticut, 
November  27,  1791 ;  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  1815;  he  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1818;  he  was  elected 
to  the  State  Legislature  in  1831,  and  re- 
elected in  1832  and  1834  ;  in  1839  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  and 
re-elected  in  1841,  and  184.5,  and  1847;  he 
was  also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1844  ;  in 
1849  he  took  his  seat  in  the  United  States 
Senate  for  a  full  term  of  six  years,  resign- 
ing in  1854.  Of  late  years  he  has  been  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in 
New  York  City,  and  was  appointed,  by 
President  Lincoln,  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Arbitration  in  New  York,  under  the  Treaty 
with  Great  Britain  of  1862. 

Smith,  "William. — He  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress,  from  Mary- 
land, from  1777  to  1778,  and  a  Represent- 
ative under  the  Constitution,  from  1789  to 
to  1791,  when  he  was  appointed,  by  Pre- 
sident Washington,  Auditor  of  the  Treasury. 

Smith,  "William.— He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1789  to  1799,  and  resigned  on  being 
appointed  United  States  Minister  to  Por- 
tugal, by  President  John  Adams. 

Smith,  "William. — He  was  born  in 
North  Carolina,  in  1762;  emigrated  to 
South  Carolina,  and  was  educated  at 
Mount  Zion  College.  He  studied  law,  and 
came  to  the  bar  in  1792.  He  was  a  Sen- 
ator in  Congress,  from  thai|6tate,  from  1816 
to  1823,  and  again  from  M26  to  1831,  offi- 
ciating on  two  occasions  as  President  jno 
tcm.  of  the  Senate.  In  1837  he  received 
the  electoral  vote  of  Virginia  for  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States.     He  served  in 
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the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina,  and  was 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  that  State. 
He  was  a  distinguished  supporter  of  the 
doctrine  of  State  Rights.  He  was  offered 
a  seat  on  the  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  but  declined  it.  He 
spent  the  latter  years  of  his  life  in  Alabama, 
and  died  at  Huntsville,  in  July,  1840. 

Smith,  ■William. — Was  born  in  Ches- 
terfield, Virginia,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive, from  that  State,  to  the  Nineteenth 
Congress. 

Smith,  "William. — Born  in  King  George 
County,  Virginia,  September  6,  1797. 
After  prosecuting  his  studies  at  Plainfield 
Academy,  in  Connecticut,  and  at  private 
schools  in  Virginia,  he  studied  law,  and 
commenced  the  practice  in  1818.  Soon 
after  he  was  the  means  of  establishing  a 
line  of  post  coaches  through  Virginia,  the 
Carolinas,  and  Georgia,  by  which  he  made 
a  fortune;  and  in  1836  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature,  and  re-elected  in 
1840.  He  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress during  the  term  of  1842  and  1843; 
in  1845  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia for  three  years  ;  and  in  1853  was  re- 
elected a  Representative  in  Congress,  in 
which  position  he  continued  until  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  in  I8G1.  He 
was  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Laws  of  Public  Printing,  and  a  member 
of  the  Committee  ou  Territories,  in  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress.  He  subsequently 
served  as  a  Brigadier  General  in  the  Vir- 
ginia army,  and  was  wounded  at  Autie- 
tam. 

Smith,  WiUiam  N.  H.— Born  in  Mur- 
freesboro',  Hertford  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, September  24,  1812;  graduated  at 
Yale  College  in  1834  ;  studied  law  in  New 
Haven  for  two  years,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1839  ;  in  1840  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  State  House  of  Commons ; 
in  1848  to  the  State  Senate ;  before  the  ex- 
piration of  his  senatorial  term  he  was 
chosen  Solicitor  of  the  First  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, holding  the  office  for  eight  years  ;  in 
1858  he  was  re-elected  to  the  House  of 
Commons,  but  resigned  his  seat ;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  sen-ing 
as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Com- 
merce. He  took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of 
1861  as  a  mem||?r  of  the  so-called  Confed- 
rate  Congress. 

Smith,  William  R.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Alabama,  his 
native  State,  from  1851  to  1855,  where  he 


acquired  reputation  by  making  a  demon- 
stration against  Kossuth.  He  has  chiefly 
devoted  himself  to  literature  and  law,  aud 
has  had  a  seat  on  the  bench  of  Alabama. 

Sm.ith,  William  S. — He  graduated  at 
I  Princeton  College  in  1774;  was  for  three 
j  years  a  member  of  the  New  York  Assembly ; 

and  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 

State,  from  1813  to  1816. 

Smithers,  Nathaniel  B.— He  was  bom 
in  Dover,  Delaware,  October  8,  1818: 
graduated  at  Lafayette  College,  IVnusyl- 
vania,  in  1836;  studied  law,  and  came  to 

;  the  bar  in  1840;  was  Clerk  of  the  Dela- 
ware  House   of  Representatives  iu   1845 

;  and  1847;  in  January,  18(53,  he  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  of  State  for  Delaware, 
which  position  he  resigned  ;  and  was  elected 
a  Representative,  from  Delawarr.  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  of  Elections.  He  was  also  a 
Delegate  to  the  Baltimore  Convention  of 
1864. 

Smyth,  Alexauder. — Ht-  was  a  Riprc- 

sentativf  iu  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 

;  1817  to  lr!25,  ami  again  from  1"'27  to  li^'M. 

Died  April  17,  l83u,  iu  Washington,  aged 

sixty-live  years. 

Smyth,  George  W.— Born  iu  North 
Carolina,  and  was  elt-ctcd  a  Represt-ntiitive 
in  Coniriess,  from  Texas,  from  K>'.\  to 
1855. 

Siieed,  William  H. — Ik-  \va.s  bora  in 
Tennessee,  and  was  :i  Rt-preseutativi'  iu 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  I8."i  to 
1857. 

Snodgrass,    John    Frj'-all.— Boru    iu 

Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  March  2,  18(J4  ; 
was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  practiced 
in  Parkersburg,  Virginia.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Virginia  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion assembled  at  Richmond  iu  1850,  aud 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress  from  18,53 
until  his  death,  which  occmTed  while  trying 
a  case  iu  court,  in  Parkersburg,  June  5, 
1854. 

Suow,  William  W. — He  was  born  iu 
Massachusetts,  and,  having  removed  to 
New  York,  was  elected  a  Represeutative. 
from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty-second  Con- 
gress. 

Snyder,   Adam  W.— Bom   iu   l-Ul ; 

frequently  served  in  the  State  Legislature 
of  Ilhnois :  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congres.-:,  from  that  State,  from   IKYT  to 
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1839.  He  was  a  cautlidate  for  Goveraor 
of  the  State  at  the  time  of  his  deatli.  which 
occurred  at  Bellevilli%  Illinoi-^,  May  14, 
1842. 

Snyder,  John. — He  Avas  boni  iu  Peuu- 
sylvauia,  and  was  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1841  to 
1843,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Militia. 

Sollers,  Augustus  R.— Born  in  Mary- 
land, and  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  his  native  State,  from  1841 
to  1843,  and  again  from  1853  to  1855. 

Somes,  Daniel  E, — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  Maine,  in  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Expenditures.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Peace  Congress  of 
1861. 

Soule,  Nathan. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
]831  to  1833.  He  Avas  also  a  member 
of  the  State  Assemblv,  from  Onondaga, 
in  1837. 

Soule,  Pierre. — Born  at  Castillon,  in 
the  Pyrenees,  during  the  First  Consulate 
of  Napoleon.  He  was  destined  for  the 
church,  and  in  1816  was  sent  to  the  Jesuits' 
College  at  Toulouse.  He  was  afterwards 
sent  to  complete  his  studies  at  Bordeaux. 
At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  took  part  in  a  con- 
spiracy against  the  Bourbons,  and,  the  plot 
having  been  discovered,  he  was  olDliged  to 
take  refuge  iu  a  little  village  of  Navarre, 
where  he  remained  for  more  than  a  year, 
following  the  occupation  of  a  shepherd. 
He  was  permitted  to  return  to  Bordeaux ; 
but  he  longed  for  a  more  exciting  scene  of 
action,  and  accordingly  repaired  to  Paris. 
Here,  in  conjunction  with  Barthelemy  and 
Mery,  he  established  a  paper  advocating 
liberal  republican  sentiments.  This  soon 
brought  him  under  the  eye  of  the  authori- 
ties, and  he  was  put  upon  his  trial.  His 
advocate  appealed  to  the  clemency  of  the 
court  in  behalf  of  the  prisoner  on  the  score 
of  his  youth.  This  line  of  defence  did  not 
suit  the  prisoner,  who  rose  from  his  seat 
and  addressed  the  court,  denying  the 
criminality  of  his  opinions  and  conduct. 
His  eloquence  did  not  save  him  from  St. 
Pelagie,  whence  he  succeeded  in  making 
his  escape  to  England.  Disappointed  in 
his  expectations  of  obtaining  a  situation  in 
Chili,  which  had  been  promised  him,  and 
tinding  himself  alone  in  a  strange  country, 
v.holly  ignorant  of  the  language,  he  re- 
turned  to  France.     At  Havre  he  met  a 


''■  friend,  a  captain  in  tlie  French  navy,  who 
advised   him   to   seek    an   asylum   in   the 

i  United  States,  and  otfered  hinr  a  passage 
in  his  ship  as  far  as  St.  Domingo.  He  ac- 
cepted the  proposition,  and  arrived  at  Port- 

i  au-Prince  in  September,  1825.     From  this 

'  place  he  took  passage  to  Baltimore,  and 
linally  removed  to  New  Orleans,  in  the  fall 
of  1825.  Having  determined  to  make  the 
law  his  profession,  he  first  applied  himself 
assiduously  to  the  study  of  English,  and 
passed  his  examination  for  the  bar  in  that 
language,  and  was  admitted.  In  1847  he 
was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  from  Lou- 
isiana, to  fill  a  vacancy,  and  was  re-elected 
in  1849  for  the  term  of  six  years,  but  re- 
signed in  1853.  In  18.53  he  was  appointed 
by  President  Pierce  Minister  to  Spain.  In 
1862  he  was  arrested  in  New  Orleans  for 
disloyalty  to  the  Government,  and,  after 
an  imprisonment  of  some  months  in  Foit 
Lafayette,  he  was  released  on  condition 
that  he  would  not  return  to  Louisiana  until 
the  end  of  the  Rebellion. 

Southard,  Henry. — Born  on  Long  Is- 
land, October,  1749.  When  he  was  eight 
years  of  age  his  father  rci^ioved  to  Basking- 
ridge,  in  the  Colony  of  New  Jersey.  He 
received  but  an  ordinary  education,  and  as 
a  day  laborer  earned  the  money  to  buy  a 
farm.  He  took  an  active  part  iu  the  Revo- 
lutionary war,  and,  after  the  adoption  of 
the  Constitution,  served  nine  years  in  the 
State  Legislature,  and  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from 
1801  to  1811,  and  from  1815  to  1821.  A 
short  time  before  retiring  from  Congress  he 
met  his  son  in  joint  committee,  and  they 
voted  together  on  the  Missouri  Compromise. 
He  died  June  2,  1842.  He  was  a  man  of 
superior  talents  and  remarkable  memory. 

Southard,  Isaac. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey, 
from  1831  to  1833.  Died  September  18, 
1850. 

Southard,  Samuel  L. — Was  the  son 
of  Henry  Southard  ;  born  in  Baskiugridge, 
New  Jersey,  June  9,  1787.  He  graduated 
at  Princeton  in  1804,  and  soon  afterwards 
removed  to  Virginia,  where  he  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bai*.  In  1811  he  returned  to  his 
native  State,  and  rose  to  a  high  position  as 
a  lawyer.  He  was,  for  several  years, 
Deputy  Attorney,  and  in  1814  was  admit- 
ted as  counsellor-at-law,  and  appointed 
Law  Reporter  by  the  Legislature.  In  1815 
he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature,  and,  in 
a  week  after  taking  his  seat,  was  placed 
on  the  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
Jersey.     In  1820   he   was    a   Presidential 
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Elector;  in  1821  he  was  elected  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  serving  as  President  pro  tern. 
of  that  body ;  remained  there  until  l6-2o, 
when  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Monroe  Secretary  of  the  Navy;  he  was 
also  acting  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and 
for  a  short  period  acting  Secretary  of  War. 
In  1823  he  was  elected  a  Trustee  of  Nassau 
Hall,  and  also  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  Princeton.  In  1830  he  was  elected  At- 
torney General  of  the  State;  and  in  1832 
was  Governor  of  the  State.  In  1833  he 
was  re-elected  to  the  United  States  Senate,_ 
and  served  until  1842,  and  on  the  death  of 
President  Harrison  he  became  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate.  He  is  remembered  in 
New  Jersey  as  the  "favorite  son"  of  that 
State.  He  died  at  Fredericksburg,  Vir- 
ginia, June  26,  1842. 

Southgate,   "William  W.  — Born  in 

Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representative  in 

Cono-ress,  from  that  State,  from  1637  to 
1839. 

Spaight,  Richard  D. — He  commenced 
his  academic  studies  in  Ireland,  and  fin- 
ished his  education  at  the  University  of 
Glasgow.  He  joined  the  American  Army 
in  1778,  as  aide-de-camp  to  General  Cas- 
well, and  was  at  the  battle  of  Camden  in 
1780.  In  1781  he  entered  the  House  of 
Commons  of  North  Carolina ;  from  1782  to 
1784  was  a  member  of  the  Continental 
Congress,  and  also  during  the  years  J  785 
and  1786 ;  and  he  was  one  of  the  Delegates 
to  form  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  to  which  his  name  is  appended,  and 
he  was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  J  797.  lu 
1792  he  was  again  elected  to  the  local 
Legislature,  and  was  the  same  year  elected 
Governor  of  North  Carolina.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  1798  to 

1801,  after  which  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate.     On  Sunday,  September  5, 

1802,  he  fought  a  duel  Avit'h  the  Honorable 
John  Stanley,  was  wounded  in  the  side, 
and  died  in  about  twenty  hours. 

Spaiglit,  Richard  D.— He  was  the  sou 

of  the  above,  and  born  in  Newbeni,  North 
Carolina,  in  1796.  He  graduated  at  the 
University  of  that  State  in  1815;  studied 
law;  served  four  years  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature; Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  1823  to  1825 ;  he  subsequently  served 
ten  years  in  the  State  Senate,  and  was 
Governor  of  North  Carolina  in  1835  and 
1836.  After  retiring  from  that  office,  he 
declined  all  public  positions,  and  devoted 
himself  to  agricultural  pursuits.  He  died 
in  1850. 


Spalding,  Rufus  Paine.— He  was  bom 
in  "Wfst  Tisl)ury,  Martha's  Vint-yard,  Ma.>- 
sachusetts,  May  3,  1798.  Went  with  his 
parents  to  Connecticut  when  young ;  was 
educated  at  the  Plaintield  and  Colchester 
Academies ;  and  graduated  at  Yale  College 
in  J817;  studied  law,  and,  removing  to 
Ohio,  commenced  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession in  Trumbull  County  in  1821;  i: 
1839  he  was  elected  to  the  Ohio  Lcgisla 
ture;  re-elected  in  1841,  and  was  Speaker 
of  the  House;  in  1849  he  was  ek-ctud  a 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  held  the 
position  three  years,  until  the  new  State 
Constitution  was  adopted;  and  in  1862  he 
was  elected  a  Representative  from  Ohio  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Ct'Ugress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Naval  AtVuirs,  and  Revolu- 
tionary Pensions.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  Appropriations  and  the  Bankrupt  Lau

sentative  in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from

Spangler,  David.— He  was  u  \Xcy\< 

sentative   in    C»>ngress,    fruin    Oliio,    Irom 
1?3:{  to  l'"37,  and  in  1'"'44  was  nomliuitcd 
by   the  Wliig   party    fur  Governor  of  th.- 
State,   but  declined  the  nonjiiuitii>u.     1! 
died  in  Coshocton,  Ohio,  October  18,  1S'.« 

Spangler,  Jacob. — Born  in  1768;  wus 
a  Repre.>entative  in  Congres.s,  from  Peuu- 
sylvania,  from  1816  to  JHlS,  and  subMs- 
queutly  Sur^•eyor  General  of  the  Stato. 
Died  at  York,  Pennsylvania,  Jnne  IT. 
1843. 

Spaulding,  Elbridge  G.— He  whs  born 
at  Suiiini«T  Hill,  Cayuga  County,  New 
York,  February  24,  18U9;  wu.s  educated 
at  Auburn  Academy  ;  taught  school,  stud- 
ied law,  and  was  admitted  to  |)ractice  in 
Genesee  County.  In  l.'?34  he  removed  to 
Buffalo,  and  in  183(j  waa  Attorney  ot  the 
Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  and  also 
Solicitor  in  Chancery,  and  in  1839  wa.s 
Counsellor  of  the  same.  In  1836  he  was 
appointed  City  Clerk  uf  Butlalo;  in  1>4I 
he  was  Alderman,  and  in  1-47  was  elected 
Mayor.  In  1848  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Assembly  of  the  State;  and  from  1849  to 
1851  he  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
seniug  on  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Re- 
lations. In  1^53  he  was  elected  Tr»-asurer 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Canal  Board  for  two  years,  and 
is  now  President  of  the  Farmers'  and  Me- 
chanics' Bank  of  Genesee,  at  Butialo.  He 
was  also  elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
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niittee  of  Ways  and  Means.    He-elected  to     1819:  and  a  Representative  in  Congress- 
the  Thirtv-seventh  Conjrress.  from  tluit  State,  from  l!:'21  to  1823. 


Speed,  Thomas. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  C'oiicrress,  from  Keuluckv,  from 
1817  to  1-l'J. 

Speight,  Jesse. — Born  in  Greene  Coun- 
ty, North  Carolina,  September  22,  179.3. 
His  education  was  limited,  but  his  natural 
abilities  were  of  a  high  order.  In  1822  he 
was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons ; 
in  1823  of  the  Senate,  where  he  continued 
until  1827,  officiating  several  years  as 
Speaker ;  and  he  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  1829 
to  1837.  He  declined  a  re-election;  re- 
moving to  Mississippi,  was  elected  to  the 
Legislature  there,  and  made  Speaker :  and 
from  1845  to  1847  was  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  his  adopted  State.  He  died  at 
Columbus,  Mississippi,  May  5,  1847. 

Spence,  John  S. — He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Maryland,  from  1837  to 
1841,  and  a  Representative  from  l'^23  to 
182-5,  and  again  from  1836  to  1840.  Died 
October  29,  1840. 

Spence,  Thomas  A. — He  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  ]^-29:  and  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Marv- 
land,  from  1843  to  1845. 

Spencer,  Ambrose. — Bom  in  Salis- 
ban.-,  Connecticut,  December  13,  1765;  in 
1779  entered  Yale  College,  and  remained 
Three  years,  but  graduated  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity in  1783;  studied  law,  and  settled 
at  Hudson,  New  Y'ork.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Assembly  in  1793;  from  1795  to 
1798,  State  Senator;  in  1796  Assistant 
Attorney  General  of  the  Counties  of  Co- 
lumbia and  Rensselaer,  and  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Appointment :  in  1802  was 
Attorney  General  for  the  State;  in  1804 
was  chosen  Judge,  in  1809  he  was  a  Presi- 
dential Elector,  and  in  1810  became  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State. 
In  1823  he  retired  from  the  bench,  and  was 
engaged  at  the  bar;  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1829  to  1831.  He  was  also 
Mayor  of  Albany  one  term.  He  retired  to 
the  village  of  Lyons  in  1839,  and  engaged 
in  agricultural  jpursuits,  and  in  1844  was 
President  of  the  National  Whig  Conven- 
tion at  Baltimore.  He  died  at  Lvons. 
March  13,  1843. 

Spencer,  Elijah.— He  was  born  in  Co- 
lumbia County,  New  York,  and  was  a 
member  of  the   New   York   Assembly   in

Spencer,  James  B. — He  served  as  a 
Captain  in  the  war  of  1>12,  and  was  in 
several  engugt-mtints;  he  was  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  New  York  in  1831  and  1832 ;  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  18:J7  to  1839.  He  subse- 
quently held  the  various  positions  of  Elec- 
tor, Magistrate,  County  Judge,  Collector, 
and  Indian  Agent.  He  died  at  Fort  Cov 
ington.  New  York,  in  March,  1848. 

Spencer,  John  C— He  was  born  in 
Hudson,  New  York,  January  8,  1783.  He 
entered  Williams  College,  but  soon  went 
to  L'nion  College,  where  he  graduated  in 
1806.  President  Nott  was  then  at  the 
head  of  the  College,  and  one  of  the  last 
professional  acts  of  Mr.  Spencer  was  to 
defend  in  court  the  President's  administra- 
tion for  many  years  of  the  aftairs  of  the 
College.  Mr.  Spencer  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  18u9,  and  opened  an  office  in  Canan- 
daigua.  He  lived  in  Canandaigua  until 
1845,  when  he  removed  to  Albany,  where 
he  resided  until  his  death.  He  was  Private 
Secretary  to  Governor  Daniel  D.  Tomp- 
kins, and  at  the  age  of  nineteen  became 
connected  with  public  atfairs,  and  from 
that  time  until  his  last  illness  no  promi- 
nent public  event  occurred  iu  which  he 
did  not  take  an  interest.  In  1811  he  was 
made  Master  iu  Chancery;  in  1813  he  was 
Brigade  Judge  Advocate  in  active  service 
on  the  frontier;  in  1814  he  was  appointed 
Postmaster  of  Canandaigua;  in  1815  was 
Assistant  Attorney  General  for  the  western 
part  of  the  State ;  and  in  1816  was  elected 
to  Congress,  where  he  remained  two  years. 
While  there  he  was  one  of  the  Committee 
who  examined  into  the  affairs  of  the  United 
States  Bank,  and  their  report  was  drawn 
by  his  hand.  In  1820  he  was  first  elected 
to  the  Assembly,  and  was  chosen  Speaker. 
The  next  year  he  was  returned,  but  was  in 
the  minority.  In  1824  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Senate,  and  serv-ed  four  years. 
He  joined  the  Anti-masonic  party,  and 
was  appointed,  by  Governor  Van  Buren, 
Special  Attorney  General,  under  the  law 
passed  for  that  purpose,  to  prosecute  those 
connected  with  the  alleged  abduction  of 
Morgan.  In  1832  he  was  again  elected  to 
the  Assembly.  In  1839  he  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  State  and  Superintendent  of 
'  Common  Schools,  and  did  much  to  reduce 
them  to  a  system.  He  served  for  two 
years.  He  was  appointed  Regent  of  the 
!  University  in  1840.  In  October,  1841,  he 
i  was  made  Secretary  of  War,  by  President 
;  Tvler.  and  in  March,  1843,  was  transferred 
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to  the  Treasury  Department,  but  resigned 
in  1844,  from  bis  opposition  to  the  annexa- 
tion of  Texas.  Mr.  Spencer  was  a  success- 
ful lawyer,  but  he  achieved  his  highest 
fame  from  his  connexion  with  the  revision 
of  the  statutes  of  Xew  York.  Not  content 
with  merely  preparing  the  statutes,  he  fol- 
lowed them  up  with  a  series  of  essays,  ex- 
plaining their  puii^oses.  So  great  conti- 
dence  was  placed  in  him  by  the  people, 
that  he  was  selected  to  revise  the  whole 
body  of  the  law  of  the  State  ;  but  his  ad- 
vancing age  compelled  him  to  decline  the 
task.  He^was  industrious,  and  a  man  of 
intellect  and  intense  energy.  He  died  at 
Albany,  May  ]>',  185.5. 

Spencer,  Joseph.— He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Connecticut  "to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress in  1783  and  1789. 

Spencer,  Richard. — He  was  a  Eepre- 

sentative  in  Confrress.  from  Maryland,  from 
lc29  to  1831. 

Spinner,  Francis  E. — Born  in  the  town 
of  German  Flats,  Herkimer  County.  New 
York,  (where  the  village  of  Mohawk  now 
stands,)  January  '21,  1802;  and  received 
most  of  his  instruction  from  his  father, 
who  was  a  highly  educated  German  clergy- 
man. For  twenty  years  he  was  the  »-x- 
ecutive  officer  of  the  Mohawk  Valley  Bank ; 
he  held  all  the  commissions,  from  the  Guv- 
emors  of  Xew  York,  from  a  Lieutenant  to 
a  Major  General  of  the  State  Artilk-ry: 
was  County  Sherift",  and  Commissioner  for 
building  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum.  From 
1845  to  1849  he  was  Auditor  in  the  Xaval 
Office  at  Xew  York;  and  in  l'!;54  was 
elected  a  Eepresentative  to  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Congress,  and  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-fifth,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Accounts,  He  Avas  re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 
In  186]  he  was  appointed,  by  President 
Lincoln,  United  States  Treasui-er. 

Sprague,  Peleg.— He  was  a  Eepresent- 
ative in  Congress  from  Xew  Hampshire, 
from  1797  to  1799. 

Sprague,  Peleg.— He  was  bom  in 
Duxbury.  Massachusetts,  in  1792;  grad- 
uated at  Havard  University  with  honor  in 
1812;  and  having  adopted  the  profession 
of  law,  settled  in  the  practice  first  at  Au- 
gusta, Maine,  and  then  at  Hallowell;  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Maine  Legislature  in 
1821  and  1822 :  a  Eepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Maine,  from  1825  to  1829;  and 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  1829  to  1^35.

and  in  18tJ2  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  for  the  term 
ending  in  I8*i9,  s«Tving  as  Chairman  of  a 
newly-formed  Committee  on  Manufacture.-*, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  ou 
Commerce,  and  Military  AlTairs.  H«*  is 
also  President  of  several  banks,  and,  when 
at  home,  takes  an  active  part  as  a  l>irector 
in  various  Insurance  Companies.

Stanbsrry,  'Wiliiam.— Born  in  Essex 
County,  New  Jersey,  and  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1827  to 
1833.  He  resided  in  Licking  County.  He 
is  remembered  as  the  member  upon  whom  a 
personal  assault  was  made,  for  words  uttered 
in  debate,  by  Sam  Houston,  in  1832. 

Standifer,  James.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from 
1823  to  1825,  and  again  from  1829  to  1837. 
He  died  near  Kingston,  Tennessee,  August 
24,  183G. 

Stanford,  Richard. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina, 
from  1797  to  181G.  Died  April  9,  1816,  in 
Georgetown,  District  of  Columbia,  aged 
forty-seven  years. 

Stanley,  Edward.  —  Born  in  North 
Carolina  ;  received  a  portion  of  his  educa- 
tion at  the  Military  Academy  at  Middle- 
town,  Connecticut;  studied  law;  served 
three  years  in  the  House  of  Commons  of 


North  Carolina,  and  was  Speaker  of  that 
body.  Was  a  Representative,  from  North 
Carolina,  in  the  Twenty-fifth,  Twenty- 
sixth,  Twenty-seventh,  Thirtieth,  Thirty- 
first,  and  Thirty-second  Congresses,  serv- 
ing on  the  Connnittee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
and  as  a  leader  of  his  party  in  debate.  He 
removed  to  California,  wliere  he  devoted 
himself  to  the  law.  He  was  recalled  from 
there  by  President  Lincoln  in  1862  to  as- 
sume the  duties  of  Military  Governor  of 
North  Carolina.  He  acted  in  this  capacity 
for  some  months,  Avhen  he  resigned  and 
returned  to  California. 

Stanley,  John. — He  was  born  in  North 
Carolina;  was  a  distinguished  member  of 
the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina;  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1801  to  1803,  and  again  from  1809 
to  1811.  He  was  an  able  and  eloquent 
debater,  greatly  respected  for  his  talents 
and  private  character.  While  delivering  a 
speech  in  the  Legislature,  in  1826,  he  Avas 
arrested  by  an  attack  of  hemiplegia,  from 
the  effects  of  which  he  suffered  until  his 
death,  August  3,  1834,  at  Newbern,  North 
Carolina. 

Stanton,  Benjamin. — Born  at  Mount 
Pleasant,  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  June  4, 
1809.  He  lived  on  a  farm  until  the  age  of 
seventeen,  and  then  Avorked  at  the  trade  of 
a  tailor  until  he  Avas  tAventy-one.  He  stud- 
ied laAA',  and  settled  in  Bellefontaine,  Ohio, 
in  April,  1834,  Avhere  he  practiced  his  pro- 
fession. He  Avas  elected  to  the  State  Sen- 
ate in  1841  ;  resigned  in  1842,  but  Avas  re- 
elected the  same  year.  In  1850  he  Avas  a 
Delegate  to  the  Ohio  Constitutional  Con- 
A^ention,  and  in  October  of  that  year  Avas 
elected  to  the  House  of  Representatives  oi 
the  Thirty-second  Congress.  He  Avas  re 
elected  to  the  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty- 
fifth  Congresses ;  and  Avas  one  of  the  Re 
gents  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Military 
Affairs.  He  Avas  also  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 
In  1H;52  he  Avas  Lieutenant  Governor  ot 
Ohio. 

Stanton,  Frederick  P. — Born  in  the 
District  of  Columbia ;  as  a  boy,  Avorked 
Avith  his  father  at  the  business  of  brick- 
laying ;  and  Avas  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1845  to 
1855.  He  Avas  also  appointed  Governor  of 
the  Territory  of  Kansas  in  1858  ;  he  subse- 
quently settled  in  Washington  cit}-  as  a 
kiAvyer.  His  brother,  Richard  H. ,  Avas  also 
a  member  of  Congress. 
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Stanton,  Joseph.  —  Born  in  Rhode 
Island,  and  was  for  many  years  a  leading- 
politician.  He  was  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
from  Ehode  Island,  from  1790  to  1793, 
and  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
1801  to  J8U7. 

Stanton,  Richard  H.  —  Born  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentucky, 
from  1849  to  1855;  also  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  1856. 

Stark,  Benjamin.— Born  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  June  26,  1820  ;  received  an 
academic  education  in  New  London,  Con- 
necticut, and  a  commercial  education  in 
the  city  of  New  York.  In  1845  he  settled 
in  Oregon,  and  established  commercial  re- 
lations with  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and 
with  California  Avhen  a  Mexican  province; 
in  1850  he  abandoned  commercial  pursuits, 
studied  law  and  came  to  the  bar  in  1851  ; 
in  1852  he  was  a  member  of  the  Territorial 
Legislature  of  Oregon  ;  in  186(»  of  the  State 
Legislature  of  that  State  ;  and  ho  was  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  Oregon,  during 
a  part  of  the  years  1861-'2,  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress.  In  1845  he  erected  in 
Portland,  Oregon,  his  present  residence, 
the  first  building,  which  was  a  log  trading- 
house.  He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the 
Chicago  Convention  of  l^^ti^. 

>^^  Starkweather,  David  A.  —  Born  in 
Connecticut,  and  was  elected  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1839  to 
1841,  and  again  from  1845  to  1847.  He 
was  also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1848. 

Starkweather,  George  A.— Born  in 
Connecticut,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1847  to 
1849,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Accounts. 

Starr,  John  F.— Born  in  Philadelphia  in 
1818;  removed  to  New  Jersey  in  J844;  has 
been  engaged  in  business  pursuits ;  and  in 
1863  he  was  elected  a  Representative,  from 
New  Jersey,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  tlie  Committee  on  Manufactures, 
and  that  on  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds. 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty -ninth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  on  Territories, 
on  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and  the 
Postal  Railroad  to  New  York. 

St.  Clair,  Arthur.— Was  born  in  Edin- 
burgh ;  was  a  Lieutenant  under  General 
Wolfe,  and  subsequently  settled  in  Penn- 
sylvania, when  he  became  a  naturalized 
citizen.    At  the  commencement  of  the  Rev- 


olution he  joined  the  American  army,  and 
in  1777  was  appointed  Maj«tr  General,  and 
served  w  ith  distinction.  In  17."-3  he  was 
elected  President  of  the  Cincinnati  Society 
of  his  adopted  State;  was  ti  Delepate  to  the 
Continental  Congress,  from  17-5  to  17^7: 
and  in  the  latter  year  was  chosen  President 
of  that  body.  He  was  subsequently  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  the  Northwest  Terri- 
toiy,  and  in  1790  commanded  an  army 
against  the  Miami  Indians.  He  n-signed 
his  commission  of  Major  (ieneral  in  171.>2, 
and  his  latter  y»'ars  were  passed  in  i)overtv. 
He  died  in  1818. 

Steams,  Asahel.  —  He  was  born  at 
Lunenlmrg.  Massachusetts,  in  1774  :  grad- 
uateil  at  Cambridge  I'uiversit}'  in  1797; 
was  educated  as  a  Jav.-yer ;  practiced  with 
reputation  many  years  at  CheUnsford  ;  was 
several  years  County  Attorney  for  Middle- 
sex County  ;  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  from  1>I5  to 
l."^17  ;  was  appointeil  Professor  of  Law  at 
Cambridge  in  1.-I7,  and  contintied  in  the 
oftice  till  1829,  wlien  he  resigned.  In  1824 
he  published  a  volume  on  iveal  Acliou.s — 
a  learned  work.  He  was  atter\vard.s  ap- 
j)ointed  one  of  the  Cominissioneis  for  revis- 
ing the  statutes  of  the  Couuuonw  ealth. 
After  this  work  was  completed,  liis  liealth 
declined,  and  he  continued  very  leeltle  till 
his  decease.  He  died  at  Cambridge,  M, 
sacluisetts,  Febniary  5,  l^'AV 

Stebbins,  Heniy  G. — Was  l.oni  iiwtho 
city  of  New  Voikiu  1-12:  rereiv  e«l  a  pood 
education  ;  wjis  brought  up  to  tl»-  bu.«.ines8 
of  banking,  and  has  been  ideutitied  witlr 
numy  of  the  important  linaneial  «-veiits  and 
trusts  of  his  native  city.  He  was  at  one 
time  identified  with  the  militia  of  New  York, 
and  w  as  Colonel  of  the  Twelfth  Regiment 
He  was  one  of  the  Commis.sioners  of  the 
I*ark,  and  Long  President  of  the  Board  of 
Comudssioners.  He  was  one  of  tlie  oiigi- 
nators  and  President  of  the  Dramatic  FtUid 
Association,  and  an  active  uumager  of  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Music,  In  1N>2  ho 
was  elected  a  Representative,  from  New 
York,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 
In  October,  lb64,  he  lesigned  his  seat  in 
Congress,  because  he  had  declared  liimself 
in  favor  of  tlie  war,  and  therefore  supposed 
that  he  did  not  lepresent  the  jteace  princi- 
ples of  his  constituents. 

Stedman,  William.— He  gri:duated  at 
Harvard  University  iu  J7>4  :  was  a  lawyer 
of  extensive  practice ;  served  iu  the  State 
Legislature;  was  for  several  vears  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 'in  Wrvces- 
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ter ;  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Conpress, 
from  Massachusetts,  from  1803  to  I81U; 
and  died  in  1831,  at  Newbury  port,  Massa- 
chusetts, af^ed  sixty-six  years.  He  came 
to  the  bar  iu  1787,  and  was  in  tlie  Legisla- 
ture in  1802. 

Steele,  Jchii.  —  A  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from  1790 
to  1793.  He  was  born  in  Salisbury,  No- 
vember 1,  17G4,  and  died  August  14,  1815. 
He  was  brought  up  a  merchant,  but  turned 
his  attention  to  agricultural  pursuits.  He 
served  a  number  of  years  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, part  of  the  time  as  Speaker;  was  a 
member  of  the  State  Convention  to  consider 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States;  he 
was,  in  1806,  Commissioner  to  adjust  the 
boundaries  between  the  States  of  North 
and  South  Carolina  ;  was  a  General  of  the 
militia;  and  held  the  office  of  First  Comp- 
troller of  the  Treasury,  under  Presidents 
Washington  and  Adams.  On  August  14, 
1815,  he  was  again  elected  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, but  on  that  day  he  died. 

Steele,  John  B. — Was  born  in  Delhi, 
Delaware  County,  New  York,  March  28, 
1814  ;  was  educated  at  Delaware  Academy 
and  at  Williams  College,  Massachusetts  ; 
studied  law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  1839; 
in  1841  was  appointed  District  Attorney  for 
Otsego  County,  and  served  his  term  ;  in 
1847  removed  to  Kingston,  Ulster  County, 
and  there  pursued  his  profession;  in  1850 
was  elected  Special  Judge  of  that  county  ; 
and  in  1860  was  elected  a  Representative, 
f.  from  Nev,'  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committees  on  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  on  Revolutionary 
Pensions.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  again  serving  on  the  Committees 
for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  on  Ex- 
penditures in  the  War  Department. 

Steele,  John  N.— Born  iu  Maryland, 
and  elected  a  Representative  iu  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1835  to  1837. 

Steele,  "William  G.  —  Was  born  in 
Somerset  County,  New  Jersey,  December 
17,  1820 ;  educated  at  the  Somerville 
Academy  ;  entered  early  into  the  mercan- 
tile business,  to  which  he  subsequently 
added  that  of  banking  ;  was  appointed,  for 
several  years,  by  the  Governor  of  the  State, 
a  State  Director  for  the  Delaware  and  Rari- 
tan  Canal,  and  the  Camden  and  Amboy 
Railroad  Company;  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  New  Jersey,  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  on  the  Select 
Committee  on  Army  Contracts :  and  he  was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirtv-eighth  Congress, 


serving  on  the  Committees  on  Accounts, 
and  Enrolled  Bills.  He  was  also  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Chicago  Convention  of  ISM. 

Steenrod,  Lewis. — Born  in  Virginia, 
and  elected  a  Reresentative  iu  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  J 839  to  1845. 

Stephens,  Abraham  P.  —  Born  in 
New  York,  and  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to 
1853. 

Stephens,  Alexander  H.  —  B(nn  in 
Taliaferro  County,  Georgia,  February  11, 
1812.     He  was  left  an  orphan  at  the  age  of 
fourteen,  when  kind  friends,   unsolicited, 
furnished  him  with  the  means  to  obtain  an 
education,  all  of  which  he  subsequently  re- 
turned with  interest.     He  prepared  himself 
for  college  in  nine  months,  and  graduated 
at  Franklin  College  in   1832.     He  studied 
1  law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  1834. 
j  After  paying  his  debts,  his  first  earnings 
I  Avere  devoted  to  redeeming  from  the  hands 
j  of  strangers  the  home  of  his  childhood, 
I  which  had  been  sold  after  his  father's  death, 
I  and  upon  which  he  still  resides.     In  1836 
he  Avas  elected  to  the  lower  house  of  the 
State   Legislature,    Avhere   he   served   five 
years,  devoting  himself  especially  to  the 
internal  interests  of  his  native  State.     In 
1839  he  was  chosen  a  Delegate  to  the  Com- 
mercial Convention  at  Charleston,  where 
he  is  said  to  have  made  a  de-^p  impression 
by  his  peculiar  eloquence.     In  1842  he  was 
elected  to  the  Senate  of  his  State ;  and  in 
1843  he  Avas  elected  a  RepresentatiA-e  in 
Congress  from  Georgia,  to  Avhich  position 
he  Avas  regularly  re-elected  to  the  close  of 
the  Thirty-fifth  Congress.     He  has  served 
on    many    committees,     delivered    many 
speeches,  and  it  Avas  Avliile  he  officiated  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Territories 
that  the  Territories  of  Minnesota  and  Ore- 
gon Avere  admitted  into  the  Union.     He 
subsequently   became  identified  Avith  the 
Rebellion  of  1861,  and  Avas  chosen  Vice- 
i  President  and  member  of  Congress  of  the 
j  so-called    "Southern   Confederacy."      He 
i  Avas  subsequently  confined  as  a  Prisoner  of 
!  State  iu  Fort  Warren,  and  released  by  order 
of  President  Johnson. 

I  Stephens,  Philander. — Was  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Re[)resentatives  iu  Con- 
I  gress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1829  to 
I  1833.  He  died  at  Springfield,  Pennsyl- 
'  vania,  July  8.  1842,  aged  ""fifty-four  years. 

Stephenson,  Benjamin. — He  was  a 
:  Delegate  in  Congress,  from  llhnois  Terri- 
''  torv,''from  1815  to  1816,  Avhen  he  Avas  ap- 
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pointed  Receiver  of  Public  Moneys  in  Ed- 
wardsville,  Illinois. 

Stephenson,  James. — He  -was  bom  in 
Gettysburg-,  Pennsylvania,  March  20, 1764  ; 
and  Laving  removed  to  Virginia  at  an  early 
day,  commanded  a  company  in  the  cam- 
paign of  General  St.  Clair;  -was  present  at 
the  quelling  of  the  Whiskey  Insurrection 
in  Pennsylvania,  and  was  promoted  to  the 
office  of  Brigade  Inspector ;  he  served  for 
many  years  as  a  Delegate  to  the  Virginia 
Assembly :  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  lcr03  to  1805, 
from  1809  to  1811,  and  again  from  182-2  to 
1825.     He  died  in  August,  1833. 

Stephenson,  James  S. — He  was  born 
in  York  County,  Pennsylvania  ;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  1825  to  1829;  and  died  at 
Pittsburg.  October  17,  1831. 

Steiigere,  John  B. — He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Montgomery  County, 
Pennsylvania,  from  1827  to  1831  ;  and  a 
member  in  1829  of  the  Committee  on 
Private  Land  Claims. 

Sterling,  Ansel. — He  was  a  native  of 
New  London  County,  Connecticut,  and  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1821  to  1825. 

Sterling,  Micah.— Born  at  Lyme,  Con- 
necticut, in  1781,  and  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  1804.  He  removed  to  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  Avas  for  some  years  a 
member  of  the  Legislature ;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  from  1821  to  1:^23. 
He  died  at  Watertown,  New  York,  April  I 
10,  1844.  I 

Sterrett,  Samuel. — He  was  a  member  : 
of  the  House   of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States,  from  Maryland,  from  1791 
to  1793 ;  and  died  at  Baltimore,  July  12, 
1833,  aged  seventy-seven  years. 

Stetson,    Charles. — He  Avas  bom   in 
New  Ipswich,  New  Hampshire,  November 
7,  1801 ;  was  removed  in  1802  to  Hampden, 
Maine ;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1823; 
studied  law,  and  practiced  the  profession 
until  1833,  when  he  removed  to  the  citv  of 
Bangor      In  1834  he  was  appointed  Judge 
of  the  Municipal  Court  of  that  city ;  sub- 
sequently held  the  office  of  Clerk  of  all  the 
Judicial  Courts  for  the  County  of  Penob-  ; 
scot ;  in  1845  he  was  elected  a  member  of  ' 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  State,   and  i 
re-elected  three  years  in  succession;   and  i 


j  in  1848  he  was  elected  a  Representative 
;  from  Maine  to  the  Thirty-tirst  Congress, 
j  serving  on  the  Connnittee  on  Commerce. 

Stetson,  Lemuel. — He  was  born  in 
,  New  York:  bred  to  the  law;  served  for 
:  three  years  in  the  Assembly  of  that  State; 
I  and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
;  from  1843  to  l."^45,  from  the  same  State; 

was  County  Judge  of  Clinton  County  from 

1847  to  1851. 

Stevens,  Hestor  L. — He  was  born  in 
'  Lima,  Livingston  County,  New  York,  in 
;  October,    18(i3;   received  a  got>d  English 
and  classical  education ;  adi>pted  tlie  pro- 
i  fession  of  law  ;  was  for  several  years  con- 
nected with  the  press  in  Rochester:  and 
having  taken  up  his  residence  in  Michigan, 
I  Avas  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
:  from  tliat  State,  Irom  1)^53  to  1855.     Died 
in  Georgetown,  D.  C  May  7,  18tV4. 

Stevens,  Isaac  I. — He  was  liurn  in 
North  Andover,  Massachusetts,  in  I-^ld: 
graduated  at  the  West  Point  Military 
Academy  in  l'"39,  and  entered  the  Coiiis  of 
;  Engineer??,  in  which  service  he  continued 
until  1>.")3,  when  he  wus  ap|Miint»d  (Jov- 
eruor  and  Superintendent  of  Intlian  AtVairs 
for  the  Territory  of  Washington.  This 
office  he  resigned  in  18.57,  having  jjreviously 
been  elected  a  Delegate  to  Congress  from 
Washington  TeiTitory,  where  lie  continued 
until  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  in 
18G1.  As  an  »»fficer  of  the  army,  he  wa.** 
at  the  siege  of  Vera  Cruz  under  (Jeneral 
Scott ;  fought  in  several  subsetjuent  liattles  ; 
was  severely  wounded  in  the  final  a.-^snult 
upon  the  city  of  Mexieo,  and  was  twice 
breveted  for  gallant  services.  He  also 
sensed  for  a  time  as  an  assistant  in  the  Cou»t 
Survey  Office  in  Washington  City.  When 
Governor  of  Washington  Territory,  ho 
travelled  throughout  its  whole  extent,  and 
as  Commissioner  made  numy  treaties  with 
the  Indian  tribes.  In  September,  1^<JI,  he 
Avas  appointed  a  Brigadier  General  in  the 
volunteer  service,  and  Avas  killed  in  battle 
at  Bull  Run,  Virginia,  in  ifi02. 

Stevens,  James. — He  was  born  in 
Fairlield,  Connecticut ;  served  in  Congress 
as  a  Representative,  from  that  State,  from 
1819  to  1821,  voting  Avith  the  8uutli  on  the 
Missouri  Compromise:  and  in  1-22  was 
appointed  Postmaster  at  Stamford  ;  he  died 
at  that  place  in  April,  l-:'.5.  aged  .sixty- 
seven  years. 

Stevens,   Thaddeus.— l;..:ii    in  Ca,. 
donia   County.    Vermont,   April  4,    17y3; 
graduated  at'  Dartmouth  College  in  1814  ; 
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during'  that  year  removed  to  Pennsylvania ; 
studied  law  and  tauo^ht  in  an  academy  at 
the  same  time;  in  1816  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  Adams  County;  in  18'S.i  was 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature,  and  also 
in  1834,  18:)."),  18:57,  and  1841  ;  in  18:5(5  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Convention  to  re- 
vise the  State  Constitution ;  in  1838  was 
appointed  a  Canal  Commissioner;  in  1842 
he  removed  to  Lancaster ;  and  in  1848  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  the  Thirty-first  Cong'ress,  also  to 
the  Thirty-second;  and  in  1858  was  re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  and 
also  to  the  Thirty-seventh,  duriag  which  he 
was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Ways 
and  Means,  having-  previously  served  on 
various  important  connnittees.  In  1862  he 
was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eig'hth  Con- 
g'ress, again  serving  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  and  also 
as  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Pacific  Railroad.  He  was  also  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Baltimore  Convention  of  1864. 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Death  of  President  Lincoln, 
and  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
a  Postal  Railroad  to  New  York,  and  also  of 
that  on  Reconstruction. 

Stevenson,  Andrew. — He  was  a 
native  of  Culpeper  County,  Virginia,  and 
entered  public  life  in  1804  as  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature,  where,  for  several 
sessions,  he  was  elected  Speaker  of  the 
House.  He  was  a  Representative  in  Con 
gress,  froui  Virgniia,  from  18-21  to  1834 ; 
and  for  the  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  and 
Twenty-second  Congresses,  from  1828  to 
18:34,  was  Speaker.  He  was  appointed 
Minister  to  Great  Britain  in  1836,  and  re- 
mained there  till  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr. 
Everett  in  1841.  After  his  return  to 
America  be  devoted  himself  chiefly  to 
a^ricultm-al  pursuits,  and  to  the  interests 
of  the  University  of  Virginia,  of  which 
institution  he  was  Rector  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  As  a  friend  and  neighbor  he  was 
much  beloved.  He  died  at  Blenheim, 
Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  January  25, 
1857,  aged  seventy-three. 

Stevenson,  John  W. — Born  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  and  wiis  the  son  of  Andrew 
Stevenson;  graduated  at  the  University  of 
Virginia;  read  law,  and  settled  in  Coving- 
ton, Kentucky,  in  1841,  practicing  his 
profession  with  success  ;  was  elected  to  the 
Kentucky  Legislature  in  1845,  1846,  and 
1847;  in  1849  he  was  elected  to  the  State 
Constitutional    Convention,    in   which   he 


took  a  leading  part ;  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Democratic  National  Conventions  of 
1848,  1852,  and  1856 ;  he  was  twice  a 
Senatorial  Elector;  and  was  one  of  three 
Commissioners  appointed  to  revise  the  Civil 
and  Criminal  Code  of  Kentucky;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative  to  the  Thirty-fifth 
Congress  from  that  State,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Elections.  He 
was  also  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  same  Committee. 

Stewart,  Andrew. — Born  in  Fayette 
County,  Pennsylvania,  in  June,  1792.  He 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1815;  was  soon  afterwards  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature,  and  served  three 
years;  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Monroe  District  Attorney  for  Western 
Pennsylvania;  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress  from  1821  to  1829,  from  1831 
to  18:i5,  and  from  1843  to  1847.  In  Con- 
gress and  out  of  it,  he  was  ever  a  Avarm 
advocate  of  what  is  known  as  the  "Ameri- 
can Protective  System,"  and  of  late  years 
he  has  been  devoted  chiefly  to  the  congenial 
pursuits  of  agriculture,  though  paying 
some  attention  to  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing. 

Stewart,  Archibald. — He  Avas  a  Dele- 
gate from  New  Jersey  to  the  Continental 
Congress  in  1784  and  1785,  to  fill  a  tem- 
porary vacancy. 

Stewart,  David. — He  was  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  and  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
from  Maryland,  from  December  6,  1849, 
to  January  12,  1850,  by  Executive  ap- 
pointment, in  place  of  Reverdy  Johnson, 
resigned.  Died  in  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
January  6,  1858. 

Stewart,  Jaines. — He  wa  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina, 
during  the  years  1818  and  1819.

Stewart,  James  A. — He  was  born  in 
Dorchester  County,  ^Maryland,  November 
24,  1808;  received  a  good  education,  and 
studied  law ;  served  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture; Avas  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Maryland ;  and  Avas  elected  a  Represent- 
ative, from  Maryland,  to  the  Thirty-fourth 
and  Thirty -fifth  Congresses,  serA-ing  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Patents. 
He  Avas  also  elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  same  Committee. 

SteAArart,  John. — He  Avas  a  Represent- 
atiA-e   in    Congress,    from    Pennsylvania, 
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from  1800  to  1801,  for  the  unexpired  term  ! 
of  T.  Hartley,  and  was  re-elected  to  the 
Seventh  and  Eighth  Cong-resses. 

Stev^rart,  John. — Born  in  Chatliam, 
Connecticut,  iu  1795;  was  by  occupation 
a  farmer ;  served  many  years  in  the  Con-  , 
necticut  Legislature;  was  Judge  of  Mid-  \ 
dlesex  County  Court ;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Connecticut, 
from  1843  to  1845.  Died  at  Chatham, 
September  16,  18G0. 

Stewai't,  "William. — He  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Mercer,  Mercer  Count3%  Penn- 
sylvania, September  16,    1811;  was   edu- 
cated at  Jefferson  College,  in  that  State; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice 
in  1835.     He  was  a  member  of  the  State  | 
Senate  of  Pennsylvania  for   three  years, 
and  was   elected   a  Eepresentative,    from 
that  State,    to   the  Thirty-fifth  Congress,  ' 
and  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth,  serving  | 
as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on   Ex- 
penses  in  the  War  Department,   and  on 
Agriculture. 

Stewart,  William  M.— Born  iu  Wayne 
County,  New  Wnk,  August  9,   18*27:  re- 
moved with  his  father  to  Ohio  in   1835; 
left  home  in  his  thirteenth  .year,  and  pre- 
pared himself  for  college,  chiefly  in  New 
York ;  entered  Yale  College  iu  1848,  where 
he  remained  eighteen  months,  and  then  left  j 
for  the  gold  fields  of  California.     He  spent  I 
two  years  in  the  mining  business;  iu  18.5"2  I 
commenced  reading  law,  and  during  that 
year  Avas  appointed  District  Attorney  for 
the   County  of  Nevada,   and  was   subse- 
quently elected  to  the  same  office  ;  in  1854, 
during  the  absence  of  the  Attorney  General 
of  California,  he  Avas  appointed  to  perform  j 
the  duties  of  that  office ;  he  next  spent  about 
eighteen  months  practicing  his  profession 
in  San  Francisco;  after  that  he  did  the 
same  in  NeA'ada  City  and  DownicAille  ;  in  !

meucing  in  1865  and  ending  in  1869,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  on  the  Judiciary,  ' 
Public  Lands,  Pacific  Railroad,  and  Mines 
and  Mining.     In  1865  he  received   from 
Yale  College  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  I 

Stiles,  John  D.— Was  born  in  Luzerne 
County,  Pennsylvania,  January  15,  1823:   ! 
received  an  academic  education;  studied  i 
law,  and  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1844 ;   ' 
in  1853  he  was  elected  District  Attorney 


for  Lehigh  County,  and  held  tlie  office  three 
years;  he  Avas  a  Delegate  iu  lr56  to  the 
National  Convention  which  nominated  Mr. 
Buchanan  for  President,  and  was  elected 
to  the  Thirty-sevcntli  Congress,  tor  the 
unexpired  term  of  his  friend,  T.  B.  Cooper, 
deceased,  serving  on  the  Committee  ou 
Revolutionary  Claims.  Iu  18(5*2  he  Avas 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  tlie  Committees  on  Expendi- 
tures in  the  State  Department,  and  Revo- 
lutionary Claims.  He  was  also  aDelegatt^ 
to  tlie  Chicago  Convention  of  1804. 

Stiles,  "William  H. — He  Avas  born  in 
Savannah.  ( Jn.igia :  received  a  gootl  edu- 
cation, and  adopted  tlie  profession  of  law  ; 
in  l^'.y.\  he  Avas  elected  Solicitor  (Jenonil  of 
the  Eastern  District  of  the  State,  which  ho 
resigned  in  183(5;  he  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  CJeorgia.  from  1H43  to 
1845;  and  by  President  Polk  he  was  up- 
pointed  Charge  d'AtVuires  to  Austria,  of 
Avhicli  country,  at'ter  iiis  return,  lie  pub 
lished  a  history.  He  served  as  a  Colonel 
in  the  great  Rebellion,  ami  died  at  Savan- 
nah on  the  *2(ith  of  December,  J.'M55. 

Stilwell,  Thomas  N.— Burn  in  Stihvell. 
Butler  County,   Ohio,    August  '2*J.    JKin 
educated  at  Oxford  and  College  Hill,  OU'u> 
studied  law  in  that  Slate,  and   rermtvetl  to 
Indiana  in  1852,  when  he  was  admitted  to 
the    bar;    in    18.5(5  lie   was   elected  to   the 
Legislature  of  Indiana;  Avas  subseciuently 
engaged  in  the  banking  busines.s;  werveil 
one  year  as  an  oflicer  in   the  war   for  t!.- 
l/nion;   and  in  1x54  was  elected  a  Jieju. 
sentative  from  Indiana  to  the  Thirty-ninti. 
Congress,  serving  on   the  Committee.s  oa 
Agriculture,  and  Invalid  Pensions. 

St.  John,  Daniel  B.— Born  in  Sharoi, 

Litchfield  County,  Ci»nnecticut.  (Jctober  ■', 
1808;  removed    to   New   York;   became  a 
merchant's    clerk,   and  then   followed   the 
mercantih'   business    until    1>'47;    in  Ifi.  • 
Avas  elected  to  the  State  Legislature ;  serv' 
four  years  as  a  member  of  the   Board  ■ 
Supervisors  for  Sullivan  County;  and  av.i 
a  Representative,  from   New  York,  to  th' 
Thirtieth  Congress.     From  1849  until  1  ■<..'• 
he  had  charge  of  the  Bank  Department  " 
NeAv  York,  since  Avhich  time  he  Iiils  l)ee: 
devoted  to  agricultural  pursuits  in   Nev\ 
burg,  New  York. 

St.  John,  Henry.— He  wu..,  born  ii. 
NcAv  York,  and  Avas  a  Representative  ii. 
Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1-'13  to  1-47. 

St.  Martin,  Loiiis.— He  wa-;  boru  in 
Louisiana,    and  Avas  a   Represerjtutive  in

Congress,   from  tliat  State,  tVoin  1S")1   to 
1853. 

Stockton,  John  P. — Uorn  in  Priuc-c- 
ton,  New  Jersey,  Aup^nst  2,  1825,  liis 
latlier  and  p;randtatlier  havinjr  both  served 
in  the  United  States  Senate,  and  his  f^reat 
grandfather  having  been  one  of  the  signers 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  He 
graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  1843; 
studied  law,  was  licensed  to  practice  in 
1846,  and  came  to  the  bar  in  1849.  IFe 
was  appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  New 
Jersey  to  revise  the  laws  of  the  State  ;  was 
for  s(!veral  years  the  reporter  in  chancery, 
and  published  three  volumes,  wliich  bear 
his  name;  was  appointed,  by  President; 
Buchanan,  in  1858,  Minister  Kesident  to 
Komc,  but  on  the  election  of  President 
Lincoln  asked  to  be  recalled ;  since  which 
time,  until  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress 
from  New  Jersey  in  1865,  for  the  term  end- 
ing in  1871,  he  has  been  devoted  to  his 
professio'n.  In  the  Senate  he  served  on  the 
Committee  on  Pensions.  On  the  question 
of  his  right  to  the  seat  in  the  Senate,  there 
was  a  long  debate,  and  he  was  admitted 
by  the  vote  of  ^'i  to  21,  the  deciding  vote, 
owing  to  peculiar  circumstances,  having 
been  cast  by  himself.  The  question,  how- 
ever, was  reconsidered,  he  Avithdrew  his 
vote,  and  then  by  a  vote  of  22  to  21  he  lost 
his  seat  March  27,  1866. 

Stockton,  Richard. — He  was  born  in 
Princeton,  New  Jersey,  October  1,  1730; 
graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  1748 ; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law  and  became 
eminent ;  was  appointed  a  Judge,  both 
under  the  Provincial  government  and  after 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution;  he  was  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  in 
1776  and  1777,  and  signed  the  Declaration 
of  Independence.  Died  February  28, 1781 . 
His  son,  bearing  his  name,  a  grandson, 
and  great  grandson  succeeded  him  as 
members  of  the  Federal  Congress. 

Stockton,  Richard. — Born  at  Prince- 
ton, New  Jersey,  April  17,  1764,  and  gradu- 
ated at  Nassau  Hall  in  1779 ;  on  leaving 
college  he  studied  law,  and  was  admitted 
to  practice  at  the  age  of  twenty.  In  1792 
and  18UI  he  Avas  a  Presidential  Elector. 
He  Avas  a  Senator  of  the  United  States 
from  1796  to  1799,  and  a  RepresentatiA^e  in 
Congress  from  1813  to  1815.  In  1827  he 
Avas  a  Connnissioner  for  settling  the  bound- 
ary line  between  Ncav  York  and  New 
Jersey.  He  Avas  eminently  distinguished 
for  his  talents,  Avas  an  eloquent  and  pro- 
found hiAvyer,  and  during  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century  Avas  at  the  head  of  the 


bar  in  New  Jersey.     He  died  at  Princeton, 
March  7,  1828. 

Stockton,  Robert  Field.  — He  Avas 
born  at  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  Early  in 
life  he  entered  the  United  States  Navy,  and 
was  actiAX'ly  engaged  in  some  of  the  most 
important  naval  battles  during  the  war  of 
1812.  Heconnnandt'd  the  American  squad- 
ron on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  he  Avas  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  colony  of  Liberia. 
He  Avas  one  of  the  first  of  our  commanders 
tointioduce  and  apply  steam  to  naval  i)ur- 
poses,  the  famous  sloop-of-war  Princeton 
having  been  built  under  his  supervision. 
When  Avar  Avas  declared  Avith  Mexico,  he 
Avas  placed  in  command  of  our  fleet  in  the 
Pacific,  and  performed  the  duties  of  Com- 
modore, General,  and  Governor,  and  the 
foundation  of  religion,  education,  and  social 
progress  Avere  laid  by  his  instrumentality  in 
many  of  those  outposts  of  our  Western 
Avorld.  Soon  after  his  return  from  the 
Pacific,  he  resigned  his  commission  in  the 
navy,  and  devoted  himself  to  the  internal 
improvement  of  his  native  State.  He  Avas 
elected  United  States  Senator  for  the  term 
from  1851  to  1857,  but  resigned  in  1853, 
serving  as  a  member  of  several  important 
committees.  The  bill  to  abolish  flogging 
in  the  navy  Avas  introduced  by  him.  He 
Avas  also  elected  a  Delegate  to  the  Peace 
Congress  in  1861. 

Stoddart,  Ebenezer. — Born  in  West 
Woodstock,  Connecticut,  May  6,  1786,  and 
graduated  at  BroAvn  University  in  1806 ; 
he  Avas  a  laAvyer  by  profession,  and  prac- 
ticed extensively;  had  several  years  been 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature ;  and 
Avas  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State  for 
one  year.  He  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress  from  1821  to  1825,  and  died  at 
Woodstock,  August,  1848. 

Stoddai-t,  John  T. — He  graduated  at 
Princeton  College  in  1810;  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Maryland, 
from  1833  to  1835,  and  a  member  of  the 
Committees  on  Claims,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Stokely,  Samuel. — He  Avas  born  in 
Ohio ;  received  a  liberal  education ;  adopted 
the  profession  of  law  ;  served  in  the  State 
Legislature;  and  Avas  a  RepresentatiA-^  in 
Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1841  to  1843, 
serving  on  two  prominent  committees. 

Stokes,  Montford.  — Born  in  North 
Carolina  in  J 760;  Avas  for  several  years 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  subse- 
quently of  the  Senate;  in  Avhich  capacity 
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he  becaniB  so  popular  as  to  be  elected  to 
the  United  States  Senate,  which  honor  he 
declined.  He  was  again  elected  in  1816 
to  the  same  position,  and  served  until  J  823. 
In  1826  he  went  into  the  General  Assembly 
as  Senator;  in  1829  into  the  Commons; 
also  in  1830,  when  he  Avas  elected  Governor 
of  the  State.  In  1831  he  Avas  appointed, 
by  President  Jackson,  Indian  Agent  in 
Arkansas,  where  he  died  in  1842. 

Stokes,  William  B. — He  was  born  in 
Chatham  County,  North  Carolina,  Septem- 
ber 9,  1814;  received,  when  young,  only 
a  limited  education  ;  has  devoted  the  most 
of  his  life  to  agricultural  pursuits;  served 
three  sessions  in  the  Legislature  of  Ten- 
nessee, twice  as  a  Eepresentative  and  once 
as  a  Senator;  and  Avas  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  Tennessee,  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a  mcmbL-r  of  the 
Committee  on  Invalid'  Pensions.  During 
the  Eebelliou  of  1861  he  served  as  a  Colonel 
in  the  Union  army.  In  1865  he  was  re- 
elected a  Eepresentative  from  Tennessee 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  but  was  not 
admitted  to  his  seat  until  near  the  close  of 
the  first  session  of  that  Congress. 

Stone,  Alfred  P.— He  was  a  Eepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1844  to  1845.  By  profession  lie  was  a 
merchant ;  at  one  time  Treasurer  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  ;  was  appointed,  by  President 
Lincoln,  a  Collector  of  Internal  Eevenue ; 
and  died,  by  taking  poison,  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  August  2,  1865. 

Stone,  David.— Born  in  Bertie  County, 
North  Carolina,  February  17,  177U;  gradu- 
ated at  Princeton  College  in  1788  ;  studied 
law,  and  rose  to  a  high  position  at  the  bar. 
He  was  four  years  in  the  State  Legislature ; 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  from  1795  to 

1798  ;  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress  from 

1799  to  1801 ;  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
1801  to  1807  ;  Governor  of  North  Carolina 
in  1808 ;  and  served  a  second  term  as 
United  States  Senator,  trom  1813  to  1814. 
Avhich  position  he  resigned  on  account  of 
disagreements  with  his  constituents.  Died 
October  7,  1818. 

Stone,  James.— Born  in  Kentucky, 
and  was  a  Eepresentative  in  Congres's, 
from  that  State,  from  184  i  to  1845. 

Stone,  James  "W.- Born  in  Kentucky 
in  1813,  and  died  October  13,  1854.  He 
was  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress  from 
1843  to  1845,  and  again  from  18o]  to  1853. 


1750,  and  died  in  1812.  He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  his  native 
State,  from  1789  to  1791  ;  and  was  subse- 
quently, for  many  years,  Judge  of  the 
Charles  County  Court. 

Stone,  Thomas. — Born  at  Pointon 
Manor,  Charles  County,  Maryland,  in  1743; 
received  aliberal  education,  and  adoi)ted  the 
profession  of  law;  early  joined  the  patriots 
of  the  Revolution  ;  was  a  Delegate  to  tlie 
Continental  Congress  from  1775  to  1779, 
and  in  1784  and  1785;  was  a  signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Inde])eudouce;  in  1778  he 
was  chosen  to  the  Maryland  Legislature; 
was  a  Delegate  to  the  Convention  whicli 
framed  the  Frdi-ial  Coi:>t:tutii)n  ;  and  died 
October  7.  IT-T. 

Stone,  "William. — He  wa>!  a  liepro- 
sentativf  in  Coiigri'ss,  from  Tennessee, 
from  1-:;-  n.  l-:'.9. 

Storer,  Bellamy. —  Hi-  \v;is  burn  iu 
Portlauil,  Main.-,  about  tlu-  year  179-'; 
graduated  at  litiwduin  College,  from  which 
he  sub.^eiiuiutly  received  tin-  degree  of 
LL.D.;  removed  to  Cincinnati  Oliio,  wlien 
twenty-one  years  of  uge:  studied  law,  and 
practiced  the  profession;  was  a.  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  18;15  to 
1837;  AN  as  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1844; 
since  Avhich  time  he  has  serve<l  tlnee  terms 
as  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  iu  the 
District  of  Cincinnati.  He  is  also  a  Pro- 
fessor in  the  Cincinnati  Law  College. 

Storer,  Clement. — He  was  born  iu 
17G0,  and  died  at  Portsnmutli,  New  Hanip- 
sliire,  November  22,  1830,  He  was  u 
United  States  Senator,  from  New  Hampo 
shire,  from  1817  to  l-^WK 

Storrs,  Henry  R.— lioin  in  Middle- 
toAvn,  Connecticut,  in  17.-7.  He  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  1804;  practiced  law 
some  years  at  Utica,  New  York  ;  and  dur- 
ing his  residence  there,  was  a  Representa- 
tiA-e  in  Congress  from  1819  to  l."^21,  ami 
from  1823  to  1831.  He  afterwards  estab- 
lished himself  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
Avhere  he  soon  became  a  A-ery  eminent 
practitioner  in  his  profession.  He  was 
possessed  of  extensiA-e  and  A-arious  acquire- 
ments, uncommon  pOAvers  of  discrimina- 
tion, great  logical  exactness,  and  a  ready 
and  poAA-eiful  elocution  ;  and,  as  a  debater 
in  Congress,  he  stood  conspicuous  in  the 
first  rank.  He  died  July  29,  1-^37,  at  New 
Haven. 


Stone,    Michael. —He    Avas    born    in  j      Storrs,  William  L.— He  Avas  born  in 

Charles  County,  Maryland,  about  the  year  |  Connecticut ;  graduated  at  Yale  College  iu 
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1314;  adopted  the  law  as  a  professiou ; 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Connecticut,  i'roni  1829  to  1833,  and  again 
from  1839  to  1840;  and  was  for  many 
years  tlie  Chief  Justice  of  tlic  Supreme 
Court  of  Connecticut. 

Story,  Joseph. — Born  iu  Marhleliead, 
Ma.s.saclui.setts,  ^September  18,  1779.  He 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1798; 
studied  law ;  was  a  member  of  the  State 
Legislature  in  1805,  and  elected  Speaker; 
and  during  the  years  1808  and  1809  he  was 
a  Ivepresentative  in  Congress.  In  1811 
he  was  appointed  by  President  Madison  a 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  which  office  he  held  until  his  death. 
He  acquired  a  large  fortune  from  his  prac- 
tice as  a  lawj'er,  and  it  is  said  that  his 
income  from  the  sale  of  his  legal  writings, 
Avliich  are  numerous  and  of  the  highest 
order,  numbeiing  twenty-seven  volumes, 
with  thirty-four  volumes  of  Decisions,  has 
amounted  to  ten  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  In  1830  he  was  appointed  Dane 
Professor  in  the  Law  School  of  Harvard 
University,  and  subsequently  published 
his  Commentaries  on  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States.  In  early  life  he  was  a 
writer  of  poetry,  and,  iu  his  later  years, 
was  considered,  even  in  England,  "the 
first  of  living  writers  on  law."  He  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  the  Col- 
leges of  Han'ard,  Brown,  and  Dartmouth. 
He  died  in  Cambridge,  September  10,  1845. 
His  Life  was  published  by  his  son.  W.  W. 
Story,  in  1851. 

Stout,  Lansiiig. — Born  in  Paraelia, 
New  York,  March  27,  1828;  received  a 
limited  education,  and  conj^^nenced  active 
life  by  working  on  a  farm  and  teaching 
school ;  became  a  Superintendent  of  public 
schools,  and  studied  law ;  went  to  Cali- 
fornia in  1851,  and  in  1856  was  elected  to 
the  California  Legislature ;  in  1857  he  went 
to  Oregon,  and  turned  his  attention  to  the 
practice  of  law  ;  in  1858  was  elected  Judge 
of  Multnomah  County ;  and  before  the 
close  of  that  year  was  elected  a  Represent- 
ative from  Oregon  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Com-  i 
mittee  on  Expenses  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment, and  of  the  Special  Committee  of 
Thirty- three  on  the  Rebellious  States. 

Stow,  Silas.— He  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1811  to 
181:!. 

Stower,  John  G.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative iu  Congress,  from  New  Y'ork, 
from  J  827  to  1829,  and  was  a  State  Sena- 


tor  from    Madison   County   in    1833   and 
1834. 

Strauahaii,  J.  S.  T. —  He  was  born  iu 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1855  to 
1857. 

Strange,  Robert,— Born  in  Virginia, 
September  20,  179G;  educated  at  Hamp- 
den Sidney  College ;  studied  law,  and  re- 
moved to  North  Carolina,  where  he  took  a 
high  position  in  his  profession  ;  he  served 
a  number  of  years  in  the  State  Legislature ; 
was  elected  iu  1826  a  Judge  of  the  Supe- 
rior Court ;  and  held  the  office  until  he 
was  elected  a  Senator  of  the  United  States, 
from  1836  to  1841,  but  resigned  his  seat  in 
1840,  having  received  from  his  State  in- 
structions incompatible  with  his  ideas  of 
duty.  He  was  subsequently  appointed 
Solicitor  for  the  Fifth  Judicial  District  of 
the  State,  and,  toward  the  close  of  his  life, 
Avas  wholly  devoted  to  his  profession.  He 
Avas  the  author  of  a  noA'el,  printed  for  pri- 
A'ate  circulation,  entitled  "Eoneguski,  or 
The  Cherokee  Chief."     He  died  in  1854. 

Stratton,  Charles  C— Born  iu  New 
Jersey  in  1796  ;  Avas  an  active  politician; 
served  a  number  of  years  in  the  State  Le- 
gislature; and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Ncav  Jersey,  from  1837  to 
1839,  and  again  from  1841  to  1843.  He 
Avas  also  a  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1844,  and  Governor  of  New 
Jersey  from  1844  to  1848,  after  Avhich  he 
retired  to  his  farm  in  Gloucester  Corrnty, 
Avhere  he  died,  March  30,  1859.  He  Avas 
a  candidate  for  election  to  the  Twenty- 
sixth  Congress,  and  although  he  appeared 
Avith  the  broad  seal  of  his  State,  he  Avas 
not  admitted. 

Stratton,  John. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1801 
to  1803. 

Stratton,  John  L.  N, — Born  iu  Mount 
Holly,  New  Jersey,  in  1817;  graduated  at 
Princeton  College  in  1836;  studied  law, 
and  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1839;  and 
in  1858  he  Avas  elected  a  Representative 
from  New  Jersey  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Con- 
gress, serving  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Elections,  and  the  Special  Commit- 
tee of  Thirty-three  on  the  Rebellious  States, 
Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committees  of  Ways  and 
Means,  and  on  National  Armories. 

Stratton,  Nathan  T. — Born  in  New 
Jersey,  and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Con 
gress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1855. 
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Straub,  Christian  M.— Born  in  Penn- 
sylYania,  and  was  a  Eepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1853  to  1855. 

Street,  Randall  S.— He  was  born  in 
Xew  Haven.  Connecticut,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Xev,-  York, 
from  1819  to  18-21. 

Strohm,  John. — He  was  bom,  October 
16.  1793,  in  Lancaster  County.  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  what  is  now  Fulton  Township ; 
received  a  common  school  education,  and 
taught  a  school  for  six  years.  In  1831  he 
was  elected  a  Eepresentative  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  his  native  State,  serving  three 
sessions  in  the  House  and  eight  in  the 
Senate  and  during  one  term  as  Speaker. 
He  was  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress  from 
1845  to  1S47.  and  for  a  second  term  ending 
in  1849. 

Strong,  Caleb. — Bom  in  Northampton, 
Massachusetts,  January,  1745,  and  gradu- 
ated at  Harvard  College  in  1764.  lu  con- 
sequence of  poor  health  he  did  not  com- 
mence the  practice  of  law  for  eight  years 
after^vards.  He  .spent  his  life  at  North- 
ampton, where  his  paternal  ancestors  had 
lived  from  the  year  1659.  In  1775  he  was 
a"  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety ; 
and  in  1780  he  was  chosen  one  of  the 
Council  of  Massachusetts.  In  1779  he 
assisted  in  forming  the  Constitution  of  that 
State ;  and  in  1787  he  also  assisted  in  form- 
ing the  Constitution  of  the  L'nited  States, 
but  did  not  sign  that  instrument.  From 
1789  to  1797  he  was  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
and  from  1800  to  1807  he  was  Governor  of 
the  State:  also,  from  1812  to  1816;  and  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1809.  Governor 
Strong  was  a  man  of  unimpeachable  moral 
character,  and  he  possessed  a  vigorous  and 
well-cultivated  mind.  He  <V"'\  "V-ivomber 
7,  1819. 

Strong,  James. — He  was  bi:rn  in  Wind- 
ham, Couuecticur,  in  1783,  and  graduated 
at  the  L'niversity  of  Vermont  in  1806 ;  was 
a  Eepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1819  to  1821  T  and  again  from 
1823  to  1831.  He  died  in  Chester,  New 
Jersey,  August  8,  1847. 

Strong,  Jedediah.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Connecticut  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  17^2  to  1784. 

Strong,  Selah  B.— He  was  born  in 
Brookhaven,  Long  Island.  Mav  1,  1792: 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  181'! :  studied 
law,  and  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1814  ; 
was    at    one    time    Attorney  for  Sutfolk 


County :  a  Representative  in  Congress 
from  1843  to  1845 :  and  was  appointed,  in 
1847,  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
New  York. 

Strong,  Solomon. — He  wius  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Massachusetts, 
from  1815  to  1819.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  State  Legislature  in  1812.  1813, 
1843,  and  1844:  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  from  1818  to  1842;  and 
died  September  16,  1850,  aged  seventy-one 
years. 

Strong,  Stephen. — lie  was  bora  in 
Coiniecticut,  and  was  a  Representative  iu 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1''45  to 
1847. 

Strong,  Theron  R-— He  was  bi>rn  in 
Connecticut :  s»  rvfd  in  tlie  As.seinbly  ot" 
New  York  from  Wayne  County,  in  1842; 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congres.*, 
from  New  York,  from  18.R>  to  1841. 

Strong,  William. — He  was  born  iu 
Windham  County.  ('  *       *.  and  was  a 

Representative  in  (  i  \'rriiiont, 

from  1811  to  181.5,  ::•.  'in  l-il*  to 

182L  He  was  also  u  Slii-iilf  tor  eight  years 
in  Hartford  County;  Judge  of  tlie  same 
County  ;  and  member  of  tin-  State  Legisla- 
ture for  eight  years. 

Strong  William. — Born  in  Somers, 
Tolland  County,  Connecticut,  May  G, 
1808.  iEducated  at  Plaiuticld  Academy 
and  at  Yale  College.  After  graduating,  in 
1828,  he  taught  school  in  Connecticut  and 
in  New  Jersey,  meanwhile  studying  law; 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Phila-lelpliia,  iu 
1832,  and  soon  after  began  t«)  practice  law 
in  Reading,  Berks  County,  IVnnsylvuuia. 
He  was  elected,  from  Pennsylvania,  to 
the  Thirtieth  and  to  the  Thiny-Hrst  Con- 
gresses. Upon  retiring  from  Congress  he 
resumed  his  profession,  and  continued  in 
the  practice  uutil  1857,  when  he  was  elected 
a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsyl- 
vania tor  fifteen  years. 

Strother,  George  F.— He  was  a  native 

of  Culpeper  County,  Virginia,  a  lawyer 
by  profession,  and  a  Representative '  iu 
Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1-?17  to 
1820,  when  he  was  appointed  Receiver  of 
Public  Moneys  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri 

Strother,  James  F.— He  wa^  born  iu 
Citlpeper  County,  Virginia,  S»-pt. mber  4, 
1811  ;  received  a  collegiate  education,  and 
adopted  the  profession  of  law.  He  served 
ten  years  in  the  Legislature  of  Virginia, 
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liavingoccupiecl  the  chair  of  Speaker  timing 
the  sessions  of  JH47  and  1848.  He  was  a 
member,  in  1H50,  of  the  Convention  which 
formed  the  present  Constitution  of  the 
State ;  and  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress 
from  1851  to  1853.  Died  in  Culpeper 
County,  September  'JO,  ]8t)0. 

Strouse,  Myer. — Was  born  in  Ger- 
many, December  IG,  1825;  came  witli  his 
father  to  the  United  States  in  1832,  and 
settled  in  Pottsville,  Pennsylvania ;  re- 
ceived an  academic  education  and  studied 
law;  from  1848  to  1852  he  edited  a  news- 
paper in  Philadelphia  called  the  North 
American  Farmer,  after  which  he  devoted 
himself  to  the  practice  of  his  pi-ofession ; 
and  in  1 862  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty-eighth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Koads  and  Canals.  Re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Territories,  Expenses  in  the 
Interior  Department,  and  Mines  and  Mining. 

Strudwick,  'William  B.— lie  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Maryland, 
from  1796  to  1797. 

Stuart,  Alexander  H.  H. — He  was 
born  in  Staunton,  Virginia,  April  2,  1807; 
his  early  education  was  received  at  the 
Staunton  Academy,  and  in  1824  he  spent 
one  session  at  William  and  Mary  College  ; 
he  then  commenced  the  study  of  law, 
which  he  tiuished  at  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia, in  1828,  and  was  admitted  to  practice 
in  Staunton  in  that  year.  His  political 
career  began  as  a  member  of  the  Young 
Men's  Convention  in  Washington,  in  1832. 
In  1836  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Delegates,  of  Virginia,  from  the 
County  of  Augusta,  and  was  re-elected  in 
1837  and  1838.  In  1839  he  declined  a  re- 
election and  pursued  the  practice  of  law. 
He  took  an  active  part  in  the  canvass  of 
1840,  for  President  Harrison.  In  1841  he 
Avas  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Virginia,  and  served  till  1843.  In 
1844  he  delivered  the  annual  address  before 
the  American  Institute  in  New  York  City. 
He  was  Presidential  Elector  on  the  Clay 
ticket,  in  1844,  having  been,^from  the  out- 
set of  life,  a  devoted  personal  friend  of 
that  statesman.  He  was  also  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  1848.  In  1850  lie  was  invited 
by  President  Fillmore  to  fill  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  he  held 
until  1853,  and  then  returned  to  his  pro- 
fession in  Staunton.  In  1856  he  was  a 
mendjer  of  the  Convention  which  nomi- 
nated Mr.  Fillmore.  In  1857  was  elected  to 
the  State  Senate  of  Virginia  for  four  years, 


and  devoted  himself  especially  to  the  sub- 
ject of  internal  improvements. 

Stuart,  Andrev/. — Born  in  Pennsyl- 
vania; and  was  elected  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1853  to  1855. 

Stuart,  Archibald. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  elected  a  Reiireseutative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1837  to 
1839. 

Stuart,  Charles  E.— He  was  born  in 
Columbia  County,  New  York,  Xovember 
25,  1810,  and  adopted  the  profession  of 
law.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Michigan 
Legislature  in  1842;  a  Representative  in 
the  Thirtieth  and  Thirty-second  Congresses; 
and  was  elected,  in  1853,  for  six  years,  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  serving  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lauds. 

Stuart,  David. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Michigan,  from  1853  to  1855. 

Stuart,  John  T. — Was  born  in  Fayette 
County,  Kentucky,  November  10,  1 807; 
graduated  at  the  Centre  College,  Danville, 
in  1826 ;  and,  having  studied  law,  settled 
in  Illinois,  Avhere  he  has  since  practiced 
his  profession.  In  1832  and  1834  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Illinois  Legislature  ;  he  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Illinois,  to 
the  Twenty-sixth  and  Twenty-seventh  Con- 
gresses, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Ter- 
ritories. In  1848  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate,  serving  four  years ;  and  in 
1862  he  was  re-elected  a  Representative  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs. 

Stuart,  Philip. — Pie  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
1811  to  1819. 

Sturgeon,  Daniel. — He  Avas  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from  1840 
to  1851,  serving  on  a  great  variety  of  Com- 
mittees. 

Sturgis,  Jonathan. — I'orn  at  Fairfield, 
Connecticut,  August  23,  J740;  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  1759,  and  became  a 
lawyer.  In  1775  he  Avas  chosen  a  Delegate 
to  Congress ;  he  espoused  and  supported 
the  cause  of  Independence,  and  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentative ni  Congress,  from  1789  to  1793, 
Avhen  he  Avas  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Connecticut,  and  continued 
in  the  office  until  18U5.  He  Avas  also  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1797  and  1805;  and 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  ay  as  conferred  upon 
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liim  by  Yale  College.    He  died  at  Fairfield,   \ 
October  4,  1819.  ' 

Sturgis,  Lewis  Burr.— r.orn  in  Fair-  ' 
field,  Connecticut,  in  170-2,  and  graduated  i 
at  Yale  College  in  1782.  He  was  a  Kepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Connecticut, 
from  1805  to  18]7;  and  subsequently  emi-  j 
grated  to  the  State  of  Ohio.  He  died  in  | 
Noi-Avalk,  Ohio,  March  30,  1844.  I 

Sullivan,    George. — He  was  born   in 
Durham,  Xew  Hampshire,  in  1772 ;  grad-  ! 
uated  at  Harvard  University  in  179(»,  and 
commenced  in  early  life  the  practice  of  law  . 
in  Exeter,  which  he  continued  for  more  j 
than  forty  years,  and  acquired  a  high  rep- 
utation.    He  was  a  Representative  in  the  [ 
General  Court  in  1805  and  18J3;  a  IJep-  I 
resentative  in  Congress  in  1811  and  1812;  I 
and  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  in  1814  \ 
and  1815.     He  was  twenty-one  years  At-  j 
torney  General  of  the  State,  which  otlice  he  '• 
resigned  in  1836.     He  died  at  Exeter,  June  ' 
14,   1838,  highly  esteemed  for  Ins  taleut.s 
and  public  usefulness.  1 

Sullivaii,  James. — Born   in  lienvick,  I 
Massachusetts,  (now  Maine,)  April  22,  1744; 
was  educated  by  his  father ;  he  was  a  lawyer  ; 
by  profession ;  settled  at  Bedford,  and  was  | 
Offing's  Attorney  for  the  County  of  York.  He  ; 
took  an  active  part  on  the  side  of  his  country  ' 
during  the  Eevolution.     In  1775  he  was  a  j 
member  of  the  Provincial  Congress,  and  in  i 
1776  was  appointed  Judge  of  die  Superior  , 
Court ;  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  ; 
Congress  in  1782;  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
live  Council,  and  Judge  of  Probate.    In  1 71H) 
was   appointed  Attorney  General,    which 
office  he  retained  till  1807,  when  he  was 
elected  Governor  of  the  State.    He  was  the 
author  of  a  History  of  Maine ;  a  Disserta- 
tion  on  Banks,  and  on  the  Suability  of 
States ;  History  of  Land  Titles  in  Massa- 
chusetts ;  a  Dissertation  on  the  Constitu- 
tional Liberty  of  the  Press  ;  and  a  History 
of  the  Penobscot  Indians.    Died  December 
10,  1808.    Had  the  title  of  LL.D. 

i  Sullivan,  John.— Born  in  Massachu-  I 
setts,  and  died  in  New  Hampshire  in  1795. 
He  settled,  as  a  lawyer,  in  that  State;  at- 
tamed  the  rankof  Major  General  iuthe  Revo- 
lutionary army ;  was  captured  at  the  battle 
of  Long  Island,  and  commanded  a  division 
at  Trenton,  Brandy  wine,  and  Germanto\\Ti, 
and  also  an  expedition  against  the  Indians. 
He  was  a  Delegate,  from  Xew  Hampshire, 
to  the  Continental  Congress,  in  1774  and 
1775,  and  again  in  178u  and  1781;  three 
years  President  of  New  Hampshire ;  and 
in  1789  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the

Summers,  George  W.— He  was  born 
in  Fairfax  County,  ^■ilginia,  near  Alexan- 
dria, l»ut  has  lived  from  infancy  in  Kana- 
wha County,  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State.  He  was  educated  for  the  legal  pro- 
fession, and  came  to  the  bar  in  1827.  In 
1830  he  was  elected  a  nieniber  of  the 
Hoi;se  of  Delegates,  and  continued  to  rep- 
resent Kanawha  County  in  tlie  Legislature 
for  several  years.  He  was  elected  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  the  spring 
of  1841,  and  re-cleeted  in  1843,  .serv- 
ing throughout  the  Twenty-.sevenfh  and 
Twenty-eighth  Congresses.  In  1^50  lie 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  State  Con- 
vention which  framed  the  present  Constitu- 
tion of  Virginia.  In  1851  ho  was  unani- 
mously nominated  as  the  Whig  candidate 
for  Governor  at  the  first  eleetiDU  ot  the 
Governor  by  tlie  people,  that  officer  having 
l)ecn  previously  chosen  by  the  L«'gishiture, 
but  was  defeated.  In  May,  H.'»2.  he  wa.s 
elected  Judge  of  the  Eighteenth  Judicial 
Circuit  in  Virginia,  and  having  served  \\\ 
that  capacity  for  six  vears,  he  lesigned  his 
(tffice  July  i.  185-',  tliere  being  two  years 
of  the  term  for  which  he  had  bi-en  elected 
unexpired.  He  has  of  late  devoted  him- 
self to  agriculture  and  the  practice  of  law, 
and  was  a*l)elegate  to  the  IVace  Congress 
of  1861. 

Simmer,  Charles. — Was  born  in  Bo.s- 
ton,  Massachusetts,  January  6,  If^ll  ;  gra- 
duated at  Harvard  CoU.-ge'in  1>^30;  sp.-nt 
the  three  following  years  at  the  Candu  i-l;:f 
Law  School;  had  the  editi>rial  ehaige  tor 
three  years  of  the  "American  Jurist;" 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  l^'M,  and  set- 
tled in  Boston  ;  was  subsequently  tlio  Re- 
porter of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court, 
and  published  three  volumes,  which  now 
bear  his  name ;  was  for  three  winters  a 
teacher  at  the  Cambridge  Law  School ; 
soon  afterwards  edited  "  Dunlap's  'J'reatisi- 
on  Admiralty  I'ractice;"'  and  about  this 
time  declined  a  Professorship  tendered  U> 
him  by  his  Alma  Mater.  In  1837  h.- 
visited  Europe,  was  received  with  marked 
attention  in  England,  and  remained  abroad 
until  1840.  During  the  years  l-44-'46  he 
produced  an  edition  of  "  Vesey's  Reports," 
in  twenty  volumes  ;  from  that  time  onward 
he  frequently  appeared  in  public  as  a 
speaker  on  various  philanthropic  and  lite 
rary  subjects,  and  two  volumes  of  his  ora- 
tions were  published  in  18.50.  In  1851  h«- 
was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
Massachusetts;  in  li::^56,  for  words  uttere<l 
in  debate  on  the  subject  of  Slavery,  he  was 
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assaulted  at  bis  desk  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, by  Preston  Brooks,  a  Representative 
from  South  Carolina,  from  the  etfccts  of 
Avhich  liis  health  sutfered,  and  he  ag^ain 
visited  Europe,  havinrr  been,  just  befoi'e 
his  departure,  re-elected  for  a  second  term 
to  the  Senate.  In  1853  he  pubhshed  a 
work  on  "White  Slavery  in  the  Bar- 
bary  States,"  and  in  185G  a  volume  of 
"Speeches  and  Addresses."  In  1863  he 
was  re-elected  to  the  Senate  for  the  third 
term,  ending'  in  1869,  serving-  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Kelations, 
and  on  several  other  important  commit- 
tees ;  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  Na- 
tional Committee  appointed  to  accompany 
the  remains  of  President  Lincoln  to  Illinois. 

Sumter,  Thomas.— A  distinguished 
soldier  of  the  American  Kevolution ;  Avas 
a  citizen  of  South  Carolina;  and  was  pro- 
moted, by  Governor  Eutledge,  in  1780, 
from  tlie  office  of  Colonel  to  that  of  Briga- 
dier General.  For  his  services  he  received 
the  thanks  of  Congress,  and  the  applause 
of  his  country.  In  18U1  he  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  serving  until  1809, 
when  he  Avas  appointed  Minister  to  Brazil. 
He  died  suddenly,  June  1,  lS3"i,  aged 
ninety-seven. 

Sumter,  Thomas  D. — Born  in  Penn- 
sylvania ;  and  elected  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  South  Carolina,  from  1840 
to  1843. 

Sutherland,  Joel  B.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Philadelphia 
County,  Pennsylvania,  from  1827  to  1837, 
and  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Commerce  during  the  Twenty-fourth  Con- 
gress. Died  in  Philadelphia,  Xovember 
15,  1861. 

Sutherland,  Josiah. — He  was  born  in 
New  York  ;  and  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive to  the  Thirty-second  Congress  from 
that  State. 

Swan,  John.— He  Avas  a  Delegate,  from 
North  Carolina,  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1787  to  1788. 

Swan,  Samuel. — Born  in  Somerset 
County,  New  Jersey,  in  1771 ;  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentatiA'e  m  Congress,  from  Ncav  Jersey, 
from  1821  to  1831 ;  and  died  at  Brunswick, 
NeAv  Jersey,  August  24,  1844. 

Swauwick,  John.— He  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1795  to  1798,  having  resigned  before 
the  expiration  of  his  second  term. 


Swart,  Peter. — He  was  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Senate,  from  Schoharie 
County,  from  1817  to  1820  ;  and  had  been 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1807  to  1809. 

Swearingen,  Henry. — Born  in  Penn- 
sylvania ;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1839  to  1841. 

SAwearingen,  Thomas  V.— He  Avas 
born  in  Jcifcrson  County,  Virginia  ;  and 
Avas  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1819  to  1822,  Avhen 
he  died,  in  Virginia. 

SAveat,  Lorenzo  D.  M. — Born  in  Par- 
sonsfield,  York  County,  Maine,  May  26, 
1818;  graduated  at  Bowdoin  College  in 
1837,  and  at  the  Harvard  LaAv  School  in 
1840;  during  the  next  tAvo  years  he  prac- 
ticed laAv  in  NcAv  Orleans;  in    1856  and 

1860  he  Avas  City  Solicitor  in  Portland;  in 

1861  and  1862  a  member  of  the  State 
Senate ;  and  Avas  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Maine,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  PriA^ate  Land 
Claims. 

Sv^eeny,  George. — Born  in  Pennsyl- 
A'ania ;  and  Avas  a  RepresentatiA'e  in  Con- 
gress, from  Ohio,  from  1839  to  1843. 

SAweetser,  Charles.— Born  in  Vermont; 
and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Ohio,  from  1849  to  1853. 

SAvift,  Benjamin. — He  Avas  born  in 
Amenia,  New  York,  April  5,  1781 ;  he  re- 
ceived an  academic  education ;  studied  laAV, 
and  Avas  admitted  to  practice  at  Benning- 
ton in  1806 ;  he  Avas  settled  for  a  time 
in  Manchester,  and  subsequently  in  St. 
Albans,  Avhere  he  rose  to  eminence  in  his 
profession.  In  1813  and  1814,  1825  and 
1826,  he  Avas  a  Representative  to  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly :  and  Avas  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  Vermont,  from  1827  to 
1831.  He  received  the  degree  of  A.  M. 
from  Middlebury  College  in  1820,  and  Avas 
a  member  of  the  Corporation  of  that  insti- 
tution from  1830  to  1839.  In  1833  he  Avas 
elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States 
for  six  years,  after  Avhich  he  retired  to  pri- 
vate life.  While  in  apparent  good  health 
he  died  suddenly,  in  an  open  tield  on  his 
farm,  November  11,  1847. 

Swift,  Zephaniah. — He  Avas  born  in 
Wareham,  ^Nlassachusettes,  in  1759  ;  grad 
uated  at  Yale  College  in  1778,  and  estab- 
lished himself  as  a  laAA'yer  at  Windham, 
Connecticut,    Avhere    his    superior   talents 
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gained  him  a  lucrative  practice  iu  his  pro- 
fession. He  was  a  Eepreseutative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Connecticut,  from  1793  to 
1797 ;  and  in  1800  -was  Secretary  to  Ells- 
worth, Davie,  and  Murray,  in  their  mis- 
sion to  France.  Soon  after  his  return  he 
was  placed  on  the  bench  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  State,  where  he  continued 
eighteen  years,  during  the  last  five  of 
which  he  was  Chief  Justice.  He  was 
afterwards  a  member  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture, and  was  one  of  a  Committee  to  revise 
the  Statute  Laws  of  the  State.  He  Avas 
also  a  Delegate  to  the  Hartford  Conven- 
tion. He  published  several  works;  among 
them  was  a  "Digest  of  the  Laws  of  Con- 
necticut, on  the  model  of  Blackstone." 
He  died  at  Warren,  Ohio,  September  '^7, 
1823. 

S-woope,  Jacob. — He  was  a  Eepre- 
seutative iu  Congress,  irom  Virginia,  from 
1809  to  1811. 

Swope,  Saimiel  F. — He  was  born  in 
Kentucky ;  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,   from  that  State,  from  1855  to 

1857. 

Sykes,  George. — He  Avas  born  in  Xcav 
Jersey ;  and  Avas  a  EepresentatiA-e  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1843  to  J  847. 

Sykes,  James. — He  Avas  a  Delegate, 
from  DelaAvare,  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1777  to  1778. 

Symmes,  John  C— He  Avas  a  Dele- 
gate, from  Kew  Jersey,  to  the  Coutineutul 
Congress  in  1785  and  J  786. 

Taber,  Thomas.— He  Avas  born  in  Xew 
York,  May  19,  1785  ;  Avas  devoted  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits  ;  a  member  of  the  >.ew 
York  Legislature  in  1826  ;  a  Eepreseuta- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Ncav  York,  from 
1827  to  1829 ;  and  died  March  21,  ljr62. 

Tabor,  Stephen.— He  Avas  born  in 
Dover,  Dutchess  County,  XeAv  York,  (his 
father,  Ihomas  Tabor,  having  also  served 
in  Congress;)  received  a  good  academical 
education ;  in  1839  he  settled  in  Queen's 
County,  on  Long  Island,  and  was  engaged 
in  the  pursuit  of  farming;  in  I860  and 
1861  he  Avas  elected  to  the  State  Legisla- 
ture;  and  iu  1864  he  Avas  elected  a  Eep- 
reseutative, from  KeAv  York,  to  the  Thirtv- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  Public  Lands. 

Taggart,  Samuel.— Born  in  London- 
derry, Massachusetts;    and  graduated   at 


Dartmouth  iu  1774 ;  he  studied  for  thf 
ministry,  and  settled  iu  Coleraiue  in  1777. 
He  Avas  elected  a  Eepreseutative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusett.><,  serving  from 
1803  to  1817;  aud  died  in  1825,  aged 
scA-enty-oue  year>. 

Tait,  Charles.— He  was  horn  in  Louisa 
County.  A'irginia,  but  removed  at  an  enrl\ 
age  to  (.Jeorgia.  He  Avas  for  several  year- 
a  Judge  of  thi'  Superior  Court  uf  Georgia: 
and  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1^09  to  HI9.  He  distinguished  him 
self  as  a  supporter  of  the  Adininistration- 
of  Madison  and  Monroe.  In  I>I9  lie  w- 
moA'ed  to  Alabama,  and  Ava.s  ajipointed  a 
Judge  of  the  District  Court,  wlien  first 
established  in  that  State,  Avhich  oflicc  h. 
resigned  in  1>26.  He  dii-d  in  \\'ilcn\ 
County,  Alabama,  October  7.  I'-.Ti.  in  tli. 
si.xty-eighth  year  of  his  age. 

Talbot,  Albert  G.— He  was  horn  in 
Ktntiuivy;  aii-l  was  eli-ctt-d  a  K'»'i»resfnta- 
tive,  fruiii.  that  Stale,  to  the  Thirty-fourtli 
and  Thirty-lifth  Congresses,  and  w.i- 
Chairman  of  the  Coinniittee  on  K.xpindr 
tuns  in  the  War  Department,  aud  a  num- 
ber of  that  on  Eoads  uud  Canal?*. 

Talbot,  Isham.— He  Avas  born  in  Ili-d- 
furd  County,  Niigmia,  in  1773;  received  a 
good  education  :  studied  law,  and  pra<- 
ticed  Avith  succe.ss  :  lie  av us  a  n.einber  .' 
the  Kentucky  Siuate  from  l.~I2  to  1^15; 
from  18J5  to'lrl'j  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  for  a  second  term,  from 
1820  to  1825.  He  died  near  Frunkfori, 
September  27,  1837. 

Talbot,  Silas.— He  Avas  a  Ifepresent;: 

tive  iu  Congress,  from  NeAv  York,  fron 
1793  to  1794,  Avhen  he  was  apj»ointed,  b\ 
President  Wasliington.  Captain  in  th« 
Navy,  having  previously  .served  u  numb.  . 
of  years  in  the  State  Ass<.-mbly  from  Mon- 
gomery  County. 

Taliaferro,  Benjamin.- He  A\as  :> 
Eepreseutative  in  Congress,  from  Ceorgia. 
from  1799  to  1802.  Died  September  :; 
1821. 

Taliaferro,  Joini.— He  Avas  born  in 
Spottsylvania  County,  Virginia,  in  176-  : 
Avas  a  Eepreseutative  in  Congress,  from  th:r 
State,  from  1801  to  1^03,  from  l-ll  to  1-13. 
from  1824  to  1831,  aud  from  1-35  to  1^43. 
In  1805  and  1821  he  Avas  also  a  Presidential 
Elector.  For  three  years  before  Iiis  death 
he  Avas  Librarian  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment in  Washington.  He  died  a*t  Lis  resi 
deuce  in  Virginia,  August  18.  1.853. 
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Tedlmadge,  Bsujamiii. — He  was  bora 
iu  Suffolk  County,  New  York,  February 
•^5,  1754.  His  military  services  were  very 
valuable ;  he  acted  a  prominent  part  in  the 
capture  of  Andre ;  planned  and  conducted 
the  expedition  in  1780  which  resulted  in 
the  cai)ture  of  Fort  George  and  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  British  stores  on  Lonf^  Island  ; 
and  was  a  member  of  Washinji^ton's  mili- 
tary family.  After  the  war,  haviuo-  ut- 
tained  the  rank  of  General,  he  engaged  in 
mercantile  pursuits,  and  acquired  a  large 
property.  He  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Connecticut,  from  1801  to 
1817.  He  was  highly  respected  for  his 
public  services  and  private  character,  and 
died  at  Litchfield,  Connecticut,  March  G, 
18:35. 

Tallniadge,  Frederick  A.— He  was 
lii.rn  iu  Litchfield,  Connecticut,  August 
•^'9,  1792;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in 
1811 ;  and  having  studied  law,  settled  in 
practice  in  New  York  in  1814.  In  183G  he 
was  elected  an  Alderman  of  the  city,  and 
also  a  State  Senator;  was,  subsequently, 
five  years  Recordejr  of  the  city  ;  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  New  York,  in  the  Thirtieth 
Congress ;  was  again  Recorder  for  three 
years ;  and  in  1857  was  appointed  General 
Superintendent  of  the  Metropolitan  Police, 
and  was  subsequently  appointed  Clerk  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Tallmadge,  James,  Jr. — He  was  born 
in  Stanford,  Dutchess  County,  New  York, 
January  28,  1788 ;  graduated  at  Brown 
University  in  1798 ;  and  was  by  profession 
a  lawyer.  He  Avas  early  in  life  Private 
Secretary  to  Governor  Clinton,  and  during 
the  war  of  1812  commanded  a  portion  of 
the  force  detailed  for  the  defence  of  New 
York  City.  From  1817  to  1819  he  was  a 
Representative  iu  Congress  fronr  New 
York,  and  declined  a  re-election;  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Convention  which  framed 
the  Constitution  of  the  State ;  and  in  1823 
was  elected  to  the  Assembly  from  Dutchess 
County.  From  1825  to  1828  he  was  Lieu- 
tenant (Governor,  under  Clinton,  and  in 
184(5  a  mrmber  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  New  York.  For  the  last  twenty 
years  of  his  life  he  was  President  of  the 
American  Institute  in  New  York.  He 
visited  Europe,  and  benefited  the  United 
States  by  his  introduction  of  a  knowledge 
of  American  machinery  into  Russia,  and 
induced  that  government  to  adopt  it  in 
their  manufdcture  of  cotton  goods.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  University 
of  New  York,  and  was  President  of  the 
Council.  He  was  honored  with  the  degree 
fo  LL.l).  from  that  institution.  He  died 
24 


I  suddenly  in  New  York  Citv,  September  29, 
I  1853. 

Tallmadge,    Nathaniel    P.— lie    was 

j  born  in  Chatham,  Columbia  County,  New 

,  York,   February    8,    1795 ;    graduated    at 

j  Union  College ;  studied  law,  and  was  ad- 

I  mitted  to  the  bar  in  1818 ;  was  a  member  of 

the  Assembly  of  New  York  in  1828 ;  of  the 

State  Senate  from  1830  to  1833  ;   a  Senator 

in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1833  to 

1844;    and   was   subsequently  appointed, 

by  President  Tyler,   Territorial  Governor 

of  Wisconsin,  where  he  resided,  devoted 

to  his  profession.     Died  at  Battle  Creek, 

Michigan,  November  2,  18G4. 

Tallman,  Peleg. — He  was  horn  at 
Tiverton,  Rhode  Island,  in  17G4  ;  in  1778, 
at  the  age  of  fourteen,  he  entered  into  the 
privateering  service  for  employment ;    in 

1780  he  bad  his  ^^ft  arm  shot  off;  and  in 

1781  he  was  taken  prisoner,  and  Avas  con- 
fined in  Ireland  and  England  till  the  peace 
in  1783.  He  soon  afterwards  became  com- 
mander of  a  merchant  vessel,  and,  after 
following  a  seafaring  life  for  many  years, 
he  devoted  himself  to  the  business  of  a 
merchant,  and  acquired  a  large  fortune. 
He  was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Massachusetts,  from  1811  to  1813,  and 
died  at  Bath,  Maine,  March  8,  1841. 

Tannehill,  Adamson. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Penn.syl- 
vania,  fro.m  1813  to  1815.  Died  December 
23,  1820. 

Tappan,  Benjamin. — Born  at  North- 
ampton,   Massachusetts,    Jlay    25,    1773: 

I  was  taught  the  business  of  copper-plate 
engraving  and  printing ;  devoted  some  at- 
tention to  portrait  painting  ;  and  subse- 
quently studied  and  adopted  the  profession 
of  law.  In  1799  he  emigrated  to  Ohio, 
and  was  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  there ; 
in  1803  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of 
the  new  State;  he  served  in  the  war  of 
1812  as  aide-de-camp  to  General  AVads- 
worth :    Avas   for    seven    years    President 

j  Judge  of  the  Fifth  Ohio  Circuit ;  in  1833 

j  he  was  appointed,  by  President  Jackson, 
United  States  Judge  for  the  District  of 
Ohio ;  and  he  was  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
from  Ohio,  from  1839  to  1845,  serving  :is 
Chairman  ot  the  Conmiittee  on  the  Library. 
He  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1833. 
He  died  at  Steubenville,  Ohio,  April  12.

\  Tappan,  Mason  W. — Born  in  New- 
I  port,  Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire ; 
'  fitted  for  college,  and  studied  law  as  a  pro- 
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fessiou;  he  was  a  mc-iiibcr  of  the  State 
Leg'islature  in  iSb'i,  1854,  aud  l>o5;  aud 
a  Eepresentative,  from  New  Hampshire, 
in  the  Thirty-fourth  Coupfres-s  and  re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-fifth  and  Thirty-sixth, 
serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Judiciary,  and  in  the  last  Congress  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Claims.  He 
■vvas  also  a  member  of  the  Special  Commit- 
tee of  Thirty-three  on  the  Rebellious  States. 

TaiT,  Christiau.— He  was  born  in  Bal- 
timore, Maryland,  aud  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1817  to  1819,  and  again  fronri820  to  1821. 

Tate,  Magnus.— He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  from 
1815  to  1817. 

Tatnall,  Edward  F.— Ho  was  born  in 
Savannah,  Georgia,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  J!^".il 
to  1827. 

Tatiiall,  Josiah. — He  \\as  born  at 
Bonaventure,  near  Savannah,  aud  died  in 
the  West  Indies  in  1804.  His  boyhood 
was  full  of  adventure,  and  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  he  joined  the  army  of  General 
Wayne,  at  Ebenezer.  In  170)5  ho  was  ap- 
pointed Colonel  of  a  Georgia  regiment, 
and  in  160U  a  Brigadier  General,  participat- 
ing extensively  in  the  military  aft'airs  of  the 
State,  and  sers'ing  occasionally  in  tlie  Le- 
gislature. He  also  served  in  17l»G,  at  Louis- 
ville, in  the  General  Assembly  that  re- 
scinded the  Yazoo  Act  of  1793,  and  was  a 
Senator  in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from 
1796  to  1799. 

Tatum,  Absalom. — A  liepresentative 
in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  during 
the  years  179-5  and  1796. 

Taul,  Micah.— He  Avas  a  Kepreseuta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  ICentuckv,  from 
1-815  to  1817. 

Taylor,  Asher. — He  was  a  Reprcsenta- 
rfve,  from  XeAv  York,  to  the  Twenty-eighth 
Congress. 

_^Taylor,  George.— Born  in  Ireland  in 
1716  ;  left  his  father's  house  clandestinely, 
and  came  to  Philadelphia,  where,  as  a  day 
laborer,  he  obtained  the  money  to  pay  hi"s 
passage  across  the  Atlantic ;  soon  became 
a  clerk  with  the  man  who  had  advanced 
him  money  ;  aud  in  after  years  married  the 
widow  of  his  benefactor.  In  1764  he  was 
elected  to  the  Provincial  Assembly  at  Phila- 
delphia, serving  six  vears ;  he  was  re-elected 


to  the  Assembly  in  1775;  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress  in  1776  aud 
1777,  and  was  a  signer  of  the  DeclarHtion  of 
Independence;  aud  spent  the  remainder 
of  his  life  in  retirement.  He  died  at  Eastou. 
Pennsylvania,  February  23,  17'^  1. 

Taylor,  George.  —  He  was  born  in 
Wheeling,  Virginia,  October  19.  1820, 
and,  after  receiving  a  liberal  education, 
turned  his  attention  to  the  study  of  medi- 
cine, but  subsequently  adopted  the  profes- 
sion of  law  :  he  was  admitted  to  the  bur  in 
1840,  aud  removed  to  Indiana.  wher»'  he 
was  successful  as  a  special  pleader.  In 
1844  he  removed  to  Alabama,  and  there 
practiced  his  profession  for  four  years,  after 
which  he  removed  to  New  York.  In  18.5(i 
lie  was  elected  a  Representative  to  thf 
Thirty-fifth  Congress,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Committees  on  Revt>lutiouary 
Claims  and  on  the  Cost  t>f  Public  Build- 
ings. As  an  author,  writing  upon  topic* 
connected  with  the  natural  8ci«'nces,  h«* 
has  b«*eu  successful.  A  work  published  in 
1851,  and  entitled  "Indications  of  the  Cre- 
ator," has  passed  through  four  editiou*. 
and  been  liighly  applauded  by  the  critic* 
of  Kuglund  and  Prance.  He  hnn  also 
written  much  in  behalf  of  popular  e<luc«- 
tion,  and  his  collected  addresses  and  lec- 
tures make  (juitc  a  large  and  iutereiting 
volume. 

Taylor,  John. — He  was  horn  in  Oraugr 
County,  Virginia;  was  distinguwhed  for 
his  attention  to  agriculture,  and  published 
a  work  entitled  '*  Constructor  Constnied: 
an  Inquiry  into  the  Prineijdes  and  Policy 
of  the  Government  of  the  I'nited  Stuten: 
l'?14;"  and  was  a  Senator  of  the  I'nited 
States,  from  Virginia,  from  1792  to  1794, 
when  he  resigned,  aud  in  I'i'o:),  and  from 
1822  to  lr-24.  He  died  in  Caroline  County, 
Virginia,  August  20,  lri24,  at  an  advanced 
age. 

Taylor,  John. — Boin  in  South  Carolina 
in  177U ;  graduated  at  Princeton  College 
in  1790;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  179;{,  but  turned  his  attention 
chiefly  to  planting;  served  in  the  Stat^ 
Legislature  a  number  of  years ;  waa  a 
Presidential  Elector  in  1797  ;  was  a  Kepre- 
seutative  in  Congress,  from  South  Carolina, 
from  1H07  to  l!:?u9,  and  also  from  1>17  to 
1821 ;  was  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
1810  to  1816;  was  a  trustee  of  the  South 
Carolina  College  in  1800;  a  State  Senator 
in  1810  and  1822;  Governor  of  the  Slate 
from  1826  to  1^28;  and  died  in  1*^32.  He 
was  also  at  one  time  Receiver  of  Public 
^loneys  in  Mississippi  Territory. 
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Taylor,  John  J.-  He  was  born  iu  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  liiivino-  settled  in  New 
York,  was  elected  a  liepresentative  in 
Conf^ress,  from  that  State,  from  ]853  to 
1855. 

Taylor,  John  L. —  J)orn  in  Stafford 
County,  ^'irp,•inia,  March  7,  J805;  Avas 
educated  in  the  common  schools  and  sem- 
inaries of  the  neighborhood ;  studied  law 
iu  Washing-ton  City,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1828 ;  settled  in  Chillicothe, 
Ohio,  in  1829;  he  was  for  six  years  Major 
General  of  the  Ohio  Militia;  and  he  was  a 
Keprescntative  in  Congress,  from  Ohio, 
from  1847  to  1855,  serving  from  time  to 
time  on  important  committees. 

Taylor,  John  W. — Born  in  Saratoga 
County,  New  York,  in  1784,  and  grad- 
uated at  Union  College  in  180:].  He 
studied  law  in  Albany ;  was  elected  to  the 
State  Legislature  in  1811,  and  while  in 
that  body  was  elected  to  Congress,  where 
he  served  from  1813  to  1833.  He  was 
Speaker  of  the  House  during  the  second 
session  of  the  Sixteenth  Congress,  during 
the  passage  of  the  Missouri  Compromise. 
He  removed  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1843, 
where  he  died  in  September,  1854.  He 
Avas  for  many  years  a  leading  and  promi- 
nent statesman  of  NeAv  York,  and  was 
esteemed  for  his  personal  virtues  and  libe- 
ral hospitality. 

Taylor,  Jonathan. — He  was  a  native 
of  Connecticut,  and  having  removed  to 
Ohio,  was  elected  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1839  to 
1841. 

Taylor,  Miles. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  and  having  taken  up  his  residence 
in  Louisiana,  was  elected  a  Kepresentative, 
from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty-fourth,  Thirty- 
fifth,  and  Thirty-sixth  Congresses,  and  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
and  on  the  Judiciary,  and  a  member  of 
the  Special  Committee  of  Thirty-three  on 
the  Kebellious  States ;  withdrew  iu  Feb- 
ruary, 18(3]. 

Taylor,  Nathaniel  G. — Born  in  Carter 
County,  Tennessee,  December  29,  1819; 
studied  at  Washington  College  in  that  State, 
but  graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  1840  ; 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
in  1843  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Tennessee,  from  1854  to  1855, 
as  the  successor  of  Brookins  Campbell. 
He  was  also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  1853, 
and  of  late  years  has  been  a  minister  in 
the   Methodist   Episcopal   Church    South. 


In  1865  he  was  re-elected  a  Representative, 
from  Tennessee,  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
gress, but  was  not  admitted  to  his  seat 
until  near  the  ond  of  the  first  session  of 
that  Congress. 

Taylor,  Nelson.— Born  in  South  Nor- 
walk,  Connecticut,  .June  ^,  1821  ;  receiA'ed 
a  common  school  education,  and  adopted 
the  profession  of  law  ;  as  Captain  in  the 
First  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers  ho 
fought  through  the  Mexican  Avar;  was 
elected  in  1849  to  the  State  Senate  of  Cali- 
fornia ;  AA^as  Pn'sident  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  (California  Hospitals,  (Avhich 
subsequently  became  the  State  Insane 
Asylum,)  from  1850  to  1856;  Avas  Sheriff 
of  San  Joaquin  County,  California,  in 
1853  ;  in  1861  he  Avas  mustered  into  mili- 
tary serA'ice  as  Colonel  of  the  Seventy- 
second  Regiment  of  Ncav  York  Volunteer^ ; 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General 
in  1862,  and  in  1864  Avas  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  NcAv  York  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Freedmen,  and  that  on  In\'alid 
Pensions. 

Taylor,  Robert. — He  Avas  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  his  na- 
tive State,  from  1825  to  1827. 

Taylor,  Waller. — He  Avas  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Indiana,  from  1816  to  1825, 
and  died  in  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia, 
August  26,  1826.  He  held  offices  of  trust 
in  the  Territory  of  Indiana,  serA^ed  as  aide- 
de-camp  to  General  Harrison  at  the  battle 
of  Tippecanoe,  and  Avas  a  man  of  high 
literary  attainments. 

Taylor,  William. — He  Avas  born  in 
Connecticut  in  1793 ;  removed  Avith  bis 
parents  to  Onondaga  County,  New  York, 
Avhen  quite  young;  receiA'ed  a  common 
school  education ;  Avas  a  member  in  1812 
of  a  Medical  Society,  and  at  one  timo 
President  of  the  Ncav  York  Medical  Society, 
and  Avas  a  practicing  physician  for  fifty 
years.  He  Avas  for  many  years  President, 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  State  : 
a  member  of  the  State  Legislature  in  1841 
and  1842,  in  1852  and  1853,  in  the  two 
latter  years  representing  Ncav  York  city ; 
and  he  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  Noav  York,  from  1833  to  1839.  Died 
at  Manlius,  Onondaga  Countv,  September 
6,  1865. 

Taylor,    William. — He   Avas    born  iu 

Virginia,    and   Avas    a  Representative  in 

Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1833  to 
1835. 
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Taylor,  "Williani. — L5oiii  in  Alexiiudria, 
District  of  Columbia  ;  adopted  the  profes- 
sion of  law,  which  he  practiced  in  Rock- 
ingham county ;  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1843 
to  1846,  having  died  before  the  expiration 
of  his  second  term,  in  Washington  City, 
January  17,  1846. 

Tazewell,  Heniy. — He  was  a  tieuator 
in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1794 
to  1799,  and  President  pro  tern,  of  the 
Senate  during  a  part  of  the  Third  Con- 
gress. He  died  January  24,  1799,  in  Wasli- 
ington. 

Tazewell,  Littleton  W. —  IJoru  in 
Williamsburg,  Virginia,  in  1774  ;  educated 
at  William  and  Mary  College ;  studied 
law,  and  attained  great  success  in  his  pro- 
fession ;  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia 
Legislature  in  1798;  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1799  to 
1801 ;  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  1824  to 
1832  ;  and  Governor  of  Virginia,  from  1834 
to  1836.  In  the  Senate  he  was  Chuirnum 
of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations, 
and  President  pro  tern,  of  that  body  during 
a  part  of  the  Twenty-second  Congress,  In 
1820  he  was  one  of  the  Commissioners 
under  the  Florida  Treaty,  and  his  hust 
great  effort  as  a  lawyer  was  made  in  tlie 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  iu 
what  was  known  as  the  "  Cochineal  case." 
He  died  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  May  G,  1860.  ' 

Telfair,  Edward.— He  was  a  Delegate, 
from  Georgia,  to  the  Continental  Congress, 
from  1777  to  1779,  and  again  from  1780  to 
1783,  and  he  was  also  one  of  the  signers  of 
the  Articles  of  Confederation. 

Telfair,  Thomas.— He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from 
1813  to  1817.  Died  at  Savannah,  Georgia, 
in  April,  18J8;  was  a  graduate  of  Princeton 
College  in  18C5. 

Teller,  James.— He  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  New  York  to  the  Thirty- 
third  Congress,  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
Gilbert  Dean,  resigned. 

Temple,    William.— Born    in    Queen 
Anne   County,    Maryland,    February   28, 
1815 ;  received  a  good  academic  education, 
and  adopted  the  occupation  of  a  merchant 
in  Smyrna,  Delaware.     In    1844   he  was 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature,  and  was 
Speaker  of  the  House  ;  and  the  Governor  ' 
of  the  State  and  President  of  the  Senate  , 
having  died,  he  became  acting  Governor  | 
for  the  balance  of  the  term.     During  the  I 


next  ten  years  he  was  a  member  of  tlu- 
State  Senate,  and  declined  a,  re-election  iu 
1854  ;  and  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Delaware,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Con- 
gress, but  died  before  taking  liis  seat, 
at  Smvrna,  Delaware,  in  the  summer  of 
1863.  " 

Teu  Eyck,  Egbert. — He  was  born  in 
Rensselaer  County,  Niw  Yurk,  April  18, 
1779;  graduated  at  Williams  Collegt^ ; 
studied  law  in  Albany  ;  was  a  member  of 
the  Assembly  in  1812  and  isi:?,  and 
Speaker;  member  also  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  l'-'22;  and  a  Kepre- 
seutative  iu  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  lf^23  to  1825.  He  also  luld  the  olficfs 
of  Judge  of  the  Jeff«'rson  County  Ciuirt, 
and  President  of  n  County  Agricultural 
Societv.  He  died  at  Watirtitwn,  New 
York,  April  II,  1-44. 

Ten  Eyck,  John  C— liorn  in  Freehold. 
New  .JcisfV,  Muri-li  12,  If^lA;  obtaintnl  a 
classical  education  under  private  tutors  ; 
studied  law,  and  was  a<lmiltet!  to  the  bar 
iu  18:i').  In  I"^39  lie  was  aj)poirjted  Pione- 
cutor  of  the  Pleas  for  llurlingtoii  County, 
holding  the  position  for  ten  yearn  ;  \w  yv'as 
a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1-44  :  and  wiis  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress  for  the  term  com- 
mencing in  1^59,  and  ending  in  JHIm,  hoi  \ 
ing  on  the  Committees  on  Cominerct-,  ui. 
the  Judiciary. 

Teiuiey,  Samuel. — Was  born  in  IlyHe!! 
Parish,  NewburA'.  Massachusetts;  and  ha. 
ing  received  a  collegiate  education  at  llai 
vard  I'uiversity,  graduating  in  1772,  com- 
meuced  the  study  of  medicin«'.     When  the 
Revolutionary  war  began,    lie   wa"   '■■•;•■' 
among  the  assertors  (»f  Lis  country'> 
and  was  present  at  the  battb?  of  lU. 
Hill,  where  he  was  e!nj)loyed  in  attcndaij; 
upon  the  wounded.      He  served  during  the 
whole  war,  and  was  attachet]  to  the  liiiod. 
Island   line  of  the  Provincial   army.      A 
the  close  of  the   war  he  retired   from   h 
profession,   and   settled    at    Exeter,    N«\. 
Hampshire.    For  many  years  he  wa.s  Ju<l(;. 
of  Probate;  and  in  18(H»  was  elected  a  Ri) 
reseutative  from  that  State  in  the  Conga- 
of  the  United   States,  serving  uuiii    I-'mT. 
His  death,  which  occuiTcd  in   J8J6,   \va- 
universally  regretted.     An  ardent  lover  ..; 
his  country,   a   faithful   expounder  of  h.  r 
laws    and    institutions,    and    an    el.  ^runt 
scholar,  his  memory  is  still  fondlv  <  h.  i  Tj,,  ,| 
by  many  who  knew  him. 

Terrill,  "William.— He  v. us  ti.(|iii  htl> 
a  member  of  the  (Jeorgia  Legislature,  anil 
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was  a  Eeprescntative  in  Conj^ress,  from 
that  .State,  from  1817  to  1821.  Becoming 
tired  of  politics,  be  took  great  interest  in 
the  promotion  of  agricultural  science,  and 
in  3853  he  made  a  donation  of  $20,000  for 
the  establishment  of  an  agricultural  pro- 
fessorship in  the  University  of  Georgia, 
Avhich  professorship  bears  his  name.  He 
■was  one  of  the  most  accomplished  and  use- 
ful citizens  of  his  State,  and  died  at  Sparta, 
Georgia,  .luly  4,  J 855. 

Terry,  Nathaniel.  — Uorn  in  Enfield, 
Connecticut,  in  17()8,  and  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  178G.  He  resided  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  and  held  various  offices  in  his 
native  State;  from  1817  to  1819  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  and  died  in 
New  Haven,  June  14,  1844. 

Test,  John. — He  was  a  native  of  Salem, 
New  Jersey,  and  emigrated  to  Indiana; 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1823  to  1827,  and  from  1829 
to  18:}1 .  He  was  Presiding  Judge  of  one  of 
the  Circuit  Courts  of  Indiana;  and  after- 
wards removed  to  Mobile,  Alabama,  where 
he  gained  a  high  reputation  for  his  learn- 
ing and  talents  as  a  Jaw^^er.  He  died  near 
Cambridge  City,  Indiana,  October  9, 1849. 

Thacher,  George. — Born  in  Yarmouth, 
Massachusetts,  April  12,  1754 ;  graduated 
at  Harvard  College  in  J776;  studied  law, 
and  established  himself  in  practice  in  Bidde- 
ford,  Maine  ;  he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  old 
Congress,  and  on  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
stitution, served  as  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  from  1789 
to  1801  ;  in  1792  he  was  elected  a  District 
Judge  in  Maine,  serving  until  1800,  when 
he  was  chosen  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  Massachusetts ;  and  he  held  the 
latter  office  until  January,  1824,  when  he 
resigned,  and  died  on  the  6th  of  April  fol- 
lowing. He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Convention  which  formed  the  Constitution 
of  Maine  in  1819.  He  was  a  man  of  supe- 
rior abilities,  and  performed  all  bis  duties 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  public.  He 
was  famous  for  his  wit,  and  when  a  bill 
was  reported  in  Congress  respecting  the 
use  of  the  eagle  on  American  coin,  he 
playfully  recommended  a  goose,  for  Avhich 
he  was  challenged  by  the  reporter  of  the 
bill,  and  the  challenge  he  ridiculed. 

Thacher,  Samuel. — He  was  born  in 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  July  1,  1776; 
graduated  at  Harvard  University  in  1793  ; 
adopted  the  profession  of  hnv ;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  1802  to  1805.    He  also  served 


eleven  years  in  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture, and  was  Sherifl'  of  Lincoln  County 
from  1814  to  1821.  In  1866  he  was  a  resi- 
dent of  Bangor,  Maine. 

Thayer,  Eli.— Born  in  Mendon,  \\'o\- 
cester  County,  Massachusetts,  June  11. 
1819 ;  graduated  at  Brown  University  in 
1845;  Avas  a  teacher  in  the  Worcester 
Academy  for  three  years  ;  Avas  a  farmer  by 
occupation ;  served  as  Alderman  of  the 
city  of  Yv^orcester  in  1853  ;  he  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentative in  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture during  thcj-ears  1853  and  1854  ;  elected 
a  Representative  to  the  Thirty-fifth  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Militia ;  and  AA'as 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands.  He  Avas  the  founder  of  the 
NeAv  England  Emigrant  Aid  Society-;  and 
has  been  identified  Avith  other  societies  of 
a  benevolent  character. 

Thayer,  M.  Russell. — He  Avas  bom  in 

Petersburg,  Yirginia,   January  27,   1819  : 
graduated  at  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia in  1840  ;  studied  laAA',  and  Avas  admitted 
to  the   bar  in   1842;    and  Avas   elected  a 
Representative,  from  Pennsylvania,  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee   on  Private  Land 
j  Claims.     He  received  from  his  Alma  Mater 
1  the  two  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of 
j  Arts.     Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
j  gress,   serving  on  the  Committee   on  the 
Bankrupt  LaAv,  and  as  Chairman  of  that 
on  Private  Land  Claims. 

Theaker,  Thomas  C— Born  in  York 
County,  Pennsylvania,  February  1,  1812; 
received  a  good  English  education;  re- 
moved to  Ohio  in  1830 ;  has  devoted  the 
most  of  his  life  to  the  occupation  of  a  mill- 
Avright  and  machinist ;  and  he  Avas  elected 
a  Representative,  from  Ohio,  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congress,  serA'ing  on  the  Committees 
on  the  Militia,  and  Enrolled  Bills.  He  Avas 
subsequently  appointed  one  of  a  Board  of 
Commissioners  to  examine  into  the  affairs 
of  the  Pateijt  Office;  and  in  1865  Avas  ap- 
pointed by  President  Johnson  Commis- 
sioner of  Patents. 

Thibodeaux,  B.  G.— Burn  in  Louisiana, 
and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1845  to  1847,  and  for  a 
second  term  ending  in  1849.  Died  in  the 
Parish  of  Terrebonne,  Louisiana,  in  March, 
1866. 

Thomas,  Benjamin  F. — Was  born  in 
Boston,    Februarv  J2,   1813;    removed  to 
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Worcester  in  1819;  graduated  at  Browu 
University  in  1830;  studied  law,  and  Avas 
admitted  to  practice  in  1833  ;  was  a  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  Leg-lslature  in  1842  ; 
w-as  appointed  Judge  of  Probate  for  the 
County  of  Worcester  in  1844,  resigning  the 
office  in  1848  ;  Avas  a  Presidential  Elector 
on  the  Taylor  ticket  in  that  year ;  and  in 
1853  he  Avas  appointed  to  the  bench  of  the 
Supreme  Coxirt  of  Massachusetts,  holdiug 
the  office  six  years,  Avheu  he  resigned.  He 
subsequently  returned  to  Boston  to  practice 
his  profession,  residing  in  West  Koxbury,  ; 
and  in  1861  he  Avas  elected  a  Eepresenta-  | 
tiA-e,  from  Massachusetts,  to  the  Thirty-  [ 
seA^enth  Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  and  the 
Special  Connnittee  on  the  Bankrupt  LaAv. 

Thomas,  David. — He  Avas  a  Represent-  J 
utive  in  Congress,  from  Ncav  York,  from  \ 
1801  to  1808  ;  served  four  years  in  the  | 
Assembly  of  that  State  ;  and  also  held  the  ' 
position  of  State  Treasurer. 

Thomas,  D.  B.— After  tlie  close  uf  tlu'  I 
Rebellion  in  1865  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  Tennessee,  to  tlie  Thirty-  j 
ninth  Congress,  but  Avas  not  declared  en-  i 
titled  to  his  seat  until  near  the  end  of  the  | 
first  session  of  that  Congress.  (A  i)roper 
notice  of  him  is  necessarily  ]>ostponed  until  : 
the  next  edition  of  this  wiirk.) 

Thomas,  Francis. — He   was    born   in  ! 
Frederick  County,  Maryland,  February  3, 
1799;  Avas  educated  at  St.  John's  College,   ! 
in  that  State ;  studied  law,   and  Avas  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1820 ;  Avas  a  member  i 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  in  1822,  1827,  ' 
and  1829,  Avhen  he  Avas  chosen  Speaker;   , 
andAvasaRepreseutatiA-e  in  Congress,  from  j 
Maryland,  from  1831  to  1841.     In  ]r^39  he 
Avas  President  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal ;  and  Avas  a  member  of  the  Maryland 
Constitutional  Convention   in    1850.'    He  | 
Avas  also  the  author  of  the  measure  Avhich 
resulted  in  the  transfer  of  political  poAver 
from    the  slaveholding  counties  in  ]Mary-  j 
land  to  those  portions  Avhere  the  Avliite  pop-  ! 
ulation  Avas    generally  located.      During  ! 
one  term  in  Congress  he  Avas  Chairman  of 
the    Judiciary  Committee,    and   a  report 
made  by  him'  led  to  the  settlement  of  the 
boundary   difficulties    between    Ohio   and 
Michigan.     From   1841    to   1844   he   Avas 
Governor  of  Maryland ;   Avas   elected,   for 
the   sixth  time,    a  RepresentatiA'e   to   the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  and  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Judiciary  Committee.     Also  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  the  Death  of  President  Lin- 


coln, the  Judiciary,  the  Bankrupt  Law, 
and  the  Postal  Railroad  to  New  York.  He 
Avas  one  of  the  first  men  in  Maryland  to 
Avarn  the  people  of  the  approaching  Rebel 
lion;  and  after  hostilities  had  commenced 
raisfd  a  brigade  of  3,000  volunteers,  but 
declined  all  appointments  connected  with 
the  organization. 

Thomas,  Isaac— He  Avas  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from 
1815  to  1-17. 

Thomas,  James  Houston. — Was  born 
in  Iredell  County,  Xoith  Carolina,  Septem- 
ber 22,  l.-^08;  received  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
from  Columbia  College,  Tennrsse'e,  in  1S3(I; 
studied  and  adopted  the  protessiou  of  law; 
in  18:?(j  Avas  elected  Attorney  (leneral  for 
the  Statt%  liolding  the  office  six  years  ;  wjus 
for  many  years  the  law  iiartner  of  James 
K.  Polk  ;  was  a  Represt-ntative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Tennesse«',  from  l.'^47  to  IS^l  ; 
Avjw  a  Presidential  Klector  in  185(1 ;  and  in 
1859  he  Avas  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Tennessee,  to  tlie  Tliirty-sixth  Congre.ss, 
serving  on  the  Committer- on  Revolutionary 
Pensions. 

Thomas,  Jesse  B— He  was  u  Delegate 
to  Congress,  frouj  the  Territory  of  Indiana, 
from  l^'O"'  to  I'-li'J,  and  was  then  appointed 
United  Statis  .Judge  of  Illinois  Territory. 
Ho  Avas  also  one  the  first  Senutorn  in  Con- 
gress, from  Illinois,  liaviug  held  the  posi- 
tion from  181H  to  ]r*'2\),  serving  on  import- 
ant committees.  He  died  in  February, 
K)(». 

Thomas,  John  C— lie  \\,is  a  luju. 
sentative    in   Congress,    iVom    Maryland, 
from  17l>9  to  1>01. 

Thomas,  John  L.,  Jr.— Born  in  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  May  2<»,  I'^Iia;  received 
his  education  at  the  Alleghany  County 
Academy;  studied  law  and  came  t«»  the 
bar  in  iH5G;  in  l"iGl  he  was  appointed 
Solicitor  for  the  city  of  lialtimore,  liolding 
the  otfice  tAvo  years  ;  in  18);:{  he  was  elected 
State  Attorney  for  Maryland;  in  1804  Avas 
a  Delegate  to  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, and  in  18(>5  he  avus  elected  a  R.-p- 
resentative,  from  Marylitnd,  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  E.  H.  Webster,  Hcrv- 
iug  on  the  Committees  on  ( 'onimerce  and 
Revolutionary  Claims. 

Thomas,  Philemon.- A  native  of  North 
Carolina,  Avhere,  during  the  Revylutionttry 
Avar,  he  Avas  engaged  in  many  skirmishes 
Avith    the  British.      He  resi<led  some  vea;  - 
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iu  Kentucky,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  of  that  State ;  he  afterwards 
removed  to  Louisiaua,  and,  iu  1810  and 
ISll,  headed  tlie  iusTurection  at  IJatuu 
Rouge  which  threw  otl'  the  yoke  of  Spain 
from  West  Florida.  He  was  a  Kepresenta- 
tive  in  Congress,  froui  Louisiana,  froui  ISol 
to  1835,  and  died  at  JJaton  liouge,  Louis- 
iana, Noveiuber  18,  18-17,  aged  eighty- 
three  years. 

Thomas,   Philip  Francis.  —  He  was 

born  iu  Talbot  Couuty,  Maryland,  Septem- 
ber 1'2,  1810;  was  educated  at  Dickinson 
College  ;  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1831 ;  in  183G  was  a  meudjer  of 
the   State   Constitutional    Convention;  in 

1838  Avas  elected  to  the  State  Legislature  ; 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,   from 

1839  to  1841  ;  was  subsequently  Judge  of 
the  Land  Oftice  Court  of  the  Eastern  Shore 
of  Maryland  ;  in  1843  and  1845  was  elected 
to  the  House  of  Delegates ;  and  in  1847 
was  elected  Governor  of  Maryland.  In 
the  early  part  of  1860  he  was  appointed, 
by  President  Buchanan,  Commissioner  of 
the  Patent  Oftice,  and  on  the  resignation 
of  Howell  Cobb  as  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, in  December,  1860,  he  Avas  appointed 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  Jlr.  Buchan- 
an's Cabinet. 

Thomas,  Richard. — He  was  a  soldier 
iu  the  Kcvolutionary  Avar,  and  a  Repre- 
sentatiA'e  in  Congress,  from  Pennsyh-auia, 
from  1795  to  1801.  Died  in  Philadelphia 
iu  1832,  aged  eighty-scA-en  years. 

Thomasson,  "William  P. — Born  in 
Henry  County,  Kentucky;  commenced  the 
study  of  law  at  an  early  age ;  and  AA'hen 
eighteen,  Avas  licensed  to  practice  at  Cory- 
don,  Indiana,  from  Avhich  place  he  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature.  He  removed  to 
Louisville  about  the  year  1841,  and  AA-as 
chosen  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Kentucky,  from  1843  to  1847.  He  after- 
wards Avent  to  Chicago,  AA-here  he  AA'as  en- 
gaged in  the  practice  of  Ins  profession  until 
rhe  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion,  aa-Iiou  he 
served  in  the  L^nion  army  as  a  Colonel  of 
volunteers. 

Thompson,  Benjamin. — Born  in  Mas- 
sachusetts iu  1798.  He  held  many  respon- 
sible otBces  in  the  town  of  Charlestown, 
and  Avas  scA'eral  times  a  Representative  in 
tiie  State  Legislature.  He  Avas  tAvice 
elected  to  Congress  as  a  member  from  the 
Fourth  District  of  Massachusetts,  serving 
from  1845  to  1847  ;  and  again  froui  March, 
1851,  till  his  death.  He  united  mental 
■nltivation  and  souud  judgment  Avith  great 


business  tah'ut.  His  serA'ices  upon  the 
Couunittee  on  Military  Aftairs  during  the 
Mexican  war  were  especially  valuable.  He 
died  in  Charlt'stowu,  September  24.   ]^')'2. 

Thompson,  George  "W. — He  was  born 
iu  Ohio;  and,  removing  to  ^'irginia,  Avat 
elected  a  Representative  in  Ccnigress,  froui 
that  State,  from  1S51  to  1852.

In   1847  he  was  a  member  of  the  i 
Convention  which  framed  the  Constitution 
of  Illinois ;  in    1850  he  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature;  in  1862  a  Delegate  ; 
to  the  Convention  to  revise  the  State  Con-  \ 
stitution,  and   in   1864  he  was   elected  a  ; 
Representative  from  Illinois  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
of   Claims  and  the  Select  Committee  on 
the  Bankrupt  Law. 

Thornton,  Matthevr. — Born  in  Ire- 
land in  1714,  but  came  to  this  country  with 
his  father  in  1717  :  studied  medicme  in 
Massachusetts,  but  settled  to  practice  in 
New  Hampshire;  was  appointed  a  Surgeon 
in  tilt!  army;  commanded  a  regiment  of  , 
militia  in  the  Revolutionary  war;  was  j 
President  of  the  I*rovincial  Convention  of  ' 


New  Hampshire ;  was,  for  six  years.  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  Chief  Justice  of  the  Connnon  Pleas ; 
was  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  1776  to  1778;  and  was  one  of 
the  signers  of  tlie  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence. He  also  served  for  several  years 
in  the  General  Court  and  in  the  State 'Sen- 
ate ;  was  appointed  .Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
Quorum  throughout  the  State,  and  died  at 
Newburyport,  Massachusetts,  June24, 1803. 

Throop,  Enos  T.— He  was  borii  in 
Johnstown,  Montgomery  County,  New 
York,  August  21,  1784;  while  performing 
the  duties  of  an  attorney's  clerk,  he  ac- 
quired a  classical  education  ;  studied  law, 
and  settled  in  Auburn ;  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  during  the  years  1815  and 
1816;  in  1823  was  elected  Circuit  Judge  : 
in  1829,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  New 
York;  and  in  1831  was  Governor  of  that 
State.

Thnistou,  Buckner. — Born  in  Virgin- 
ia, about  the  year  1763.  He  emigrated  in 
early  life  to  Kentucky,  and  being  pos- 
sessed of  superior  talents,  he  was  soon 
called  into  the  public  service.  He  was 
appointed  Federal  Judge  in  the  Territory' 
of  Orleans  in  1805,  and  was  the  same  year 
elected  a  member  of  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate, from  Kentucky,  for  six  years,  but  he 
resigned  in  1809,  on  being  appointed,  by 
President  Madison,  Judge  of  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, which  office  he  held  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  at  Washington.  August  30, 
1845. 

Thurman,  Allen  G. — He  was  born  in 
Virginia,  and  ha\ing  taken  up  his  residence 
in  Ohio,  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1845  to  1847. 

Thurman,  John  R. — He  \\as  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1849  to  1851.  and  died  in  New  York, 
.July  25,  1854. 

Thurston,  Benjamin  B. — He  was  born 
in  Hopkinton,  Rhode  Island,  June  29, 
1804;  he  received  a  common  school  edu- 
cation ;  was  bred  a  merchant ;  was  elected 
fourteen  years  in  succession  to  the  Assem- 
bly of  his  native  State ;  was  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  1837  ;  and  in  1838  was  Lieuten 
ant  Governor ;  and  he  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Rhode  Island,  from 
1847  to  1849,  and  again  from  1851  to  1857. 
He  was  subseijuently  elected  a  member  ot 
the  Senate  of  Rhode  Island. 
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Thurston,  John  B. — He  was  bom  in 
Virginia  in  1757  ;  studied  law,  and  emi- 
grated to  Kentucky,  whence  he  was  sent  to 
the  United  States  Senate,  in  1805,  for  a 
long  term.  He  was  subsequently  elected 
a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Kentucky, 
in  which  position  he  continued  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  at  Washino-ton. 
August  30,  1845. 

Thurston,  Samuel  R.— He  was  born  in 
Maine ;  graduated  at  Bowdoin  College  in 
1843,  and  was  a  Delegate  in  Congress, 
from  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  from  1849  to 
1851.

He  grad- 
uated at  Brown  Univenslty  in  1819,  and 
received  the  degree  of  M.  A.  ;  in  1833  was 
elected  a  member  of  tlie  Board  of  Trustees 


of  that  institution.  He  studied  law,  and 
devoted  himself  to  its  practice  in  Provi- 
'  dence,  with  marked  success,  for  thirty 
years;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Rliode  Ishiud,  from  1*^37  to 
1843.  He  was  also  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  State  Legishiture,  and  was 
elected  Speaker  on  several  occasions ;  and 
to  him  was  awarded  the  autliorship  of  the 
free  schools  and  improve<l  judiciary  sys- 
tems of  his  native  State.

Tompkins,  Daniel  D.— He  Avas  born  in  , 
Westchester  County,  Ncav  York,  June  21, 


1774,  His  father  Avas  a  farmer,  and  he 
Avas  his  seA'enth  son.  He  graduated  at 
Columbia  College  in  1795,  then  studied 
laAV,  and  Avas  admitted  to  practice  in  the 
city  of  New  York  in  1797.  In  1821  ln' 
Avas  a  m(;mber  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  the  State,  and  also  served  in 
the  State  Legislature.  He  Avas  elected  a 
RepresentatiA-e  in  Congress  from  1805  to 
]8(j7,  but  resigned  to  accept  an  appoint- 
ment as  Associate  Judge  of  the  Sujjreme 
Court  of  the  State.  In  1807  he  Avas  elected 
Governor  of  the  State,  and  held  that  office 
ten  years.  His  aid  in  sup]»ort  of  the  Na- 
tional GoA'ernment,  during  the  Avar  of  1812, 
gaA'e  him  prominence  as  a  statesman.  He 
jn-orogu'd  the  State  Legislature  in  1812  for 
the  s})ace  of  ten  months,-  to  prevent  the 
establishment  of  the  Bank  of  America  in 
the  city  of  Ncav  York ;  his  opposition  post- 
poned, but  did  not  defeat  the  measure,  and 
a  charter  Avas  granted  in  1813.  In  1817 
he  resigned  the  office  of  Governor,  and 
Avas  elected  Vice-President  of  the  United 
States,  and  ser\^ed  tAVO  terms  ;  by  virtue 
of  Avhich  office  he  Avas  also  President  of 
the  Senate.  He  died  in  Ncav  Y'ork,  June 
11,  1825. 

Tompkins,  Patrick  W. — He  Avas  l)orn 
in  Kentucky,  and  st^ttling  in  Mississippi. 
Avas  elected  a  RepresentatiA'c  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1847  to  1849. 

Toombs,  Robert. — He  Avas  born  in 
Wilkes  County,  Georgia,  July  2,  1810. 
The  first  three  years  of  his  collegiate  life 
Avere  spent  at  the  L'niversity  of  Georgia, 
but  he  left  it  during  the  senior  year,  and 
Avent  to  Schenectady,  Ncav  York,  and  gra- 
duated at  Union  College-  He  read  laAv  at 
the  University  of  Virginia,  under  Judge 
Lomas  ;  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Georgia 
in  1829,  and  practiced  regularly  until  his 
election  to  Congress  in  1845.  His  first 
public  service  Avas  as  Captain  of  Volun- 
teers in  the  Creek  Avar,  in  1836,  under 
General  Winfield  Scott.  In  1837  he  Avas 
elected  to  the  Legislature  from  his  native 
county,  Avhere  he  noAv  resides,  and,  Avith 
the  exception  of  1841,  continued  a  member 
of  the  loAver  branch  until  his  election  to 
the  Federal  Housr  of  Representatives, 
Avhere  he  serA'ed  during  the  TAventy-ninth, 
Thirtieth,  Thirty-first,  and  Thirty-second 
Congresses.  He  entered  the  Senate  during 
the  Thirty-third  Congress  for  six  years, 
and  Avas  re-elected  for  a  second  term,  end- 
ing March  4,  1865.  In  the  House,  and 
also  in  the  Senate,  he  ahvays  served  on 
important  committees.  He  Avas  expelled 
]March  14,  1861,  and  became  Secretary  of 
State  in   the  Rebel  government,   and  Avas 
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also  a,  Brigadier  General  in  the  Great  Re- 
bellion. 

Toucey,  Isaac. — He  was  born  in  Con- 
necticut, in  1798.  He  received  a  common 
school  education;  adopted  the  profession 
of  law,  and  early  in  life  was  State's  Attor- 
ney for  his  native  county.  He  was  a  Eep- 
resentative  in  Congress  from  1835  to  1839; 
in  1846  Avas  elected  Governor  of  Con- 
necticut; in  1848  went  into  President 
Polk's  Cabinet  as  Attorney  General ;  in 
1850  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate  of 
Connecticut:  he  was  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress froin  1852  to  1857  ;  and  in  March  of 
the  latter  year  Avent  into  President  Bu- 
chanan's Cabinet  as  Secretary  of  tlio  Xavy, 
serving  throughout  the  teriii. 

Towns,  George  W.  3.— Born  in 
Wilkes  Count}-,  Georgia,  May  4,  l^O'J. 
He  was  prevented  by'ill  health  from  re- 
ceiving a  collegiate  education,  and  com- 
menced life  as  a  merchant :  afterwards 
studied  law ;  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  of 
Alabama  in  1824,  and  lor  a  time  performed 
the  duties  of  editor  of  a  political  paper. 
In  1826  he  returned  to  Georgia,  and  set- 
tled in  Talbot  County.  He  served  for 
sev^eral  years  in  both  branches  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  that  State ;  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  1835  to  1839,  and 
Avas  re-elected  in  1846 :  his  last  public 
Itosition  Avas  that  of  Governor  of  Georgia, 
to  which  office  he  Avas  elected  in  1847,  and 
was  re-elected  in  1849.  He  died  at  Macon, 
July  15,  18.54. 

Townsend,  DAwight— He  was  born  in 
the  city  of  NeAv  York,  in  1826;  educated 
at  the  Grammar  School  of  Columbia  Col- 
lege; entered  mercantile  life  Avhen  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  ;  retired  from  business  'in 
1862;  and  in  1864  he  Avas  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative, from  KeAv  York,  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  to  till  tlie  vacancy  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Henry  G.  Stebbins, 
serving  on  the  Committee'  on  Coinage, 
Weights,  and  Measures. 

Townsend,  George.— He  Avas  a  Rep-  ' 
resentativs  in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1815  to  1819. 

Townsend,  James.— He  Avas  fleeted  a 
Representative,  from  Xcav  York,  to  the 
Second  Congress,  but  died  in  May,  179J.      ' 

Townsend,   N.   S.— He  Avas   born  in  i 

England,  and  having  settled  in  Ohio,  Avas  , 

elected  a  Representative  in  Congiess,  from  ' 
that  State,  from  1851  to  1853. 


Tracy,    Albert  H. — He  Avas  born   v., 

j  NorAvich,  Connecticut.  June  17,  1793;   re- 
ceived a  good  classical  education  ;  studies  I 
medicine  Avith  his  father,  but  Avhen  eighteen 
i  years   of  age   he  removed  to   XeAv   York 
I  State,   studied  laAv,   and  Avas  admitted  to 
I  the  bar  in  1815  :  and  he  served  three  ti'rm> 
in    Congress  as  a  Representative  from  a 
district  comprehending  almost  th.e  Avliole  ol 
,  that  part  of  XeAv   York  Avest  of  Senec;t 
Lake,  from  1819  to  1825;  and  in  1829  he 
i  Avas  elected  to  the  Senate  of  Xcav  York  for 
'  four  years,  and  Avas  re-elected  for  a  second 
term  of  four  years.     He  was  a  supporter 
of  ^Ir.  Adams  for  President,  and  declined 
a  seat  in  his  Cabinet ;  he  also  declined  u 
Judgeship  tendered  by  (;ovenu)r  Clinton. 
Died  at  HutValo,  Sept'-inber  19,  1859. 

Tracy,  Andrew.— He  Avas  burn  in  Ver- 
mont; educated  a  laAvyer;  and  Avas  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  Statt . 
from  185:J  to  1855.  He  also  served  ten 
year>  in  both  branches  of  the  Srute  Legis- 
latiuc.  and  a\  as  Speaker  from  l'-12  to  1"^45. 

Tracy,  H.  W.-  He  was  U.ru  in  Lu- 
zerne  County,  Pennsylvania,  September 
24,  1K)7;  AVJLS  lireil  a  tanner,  and  devoted 
some  attention  to  mercantile  pursuits;  in 
1861  and  1862  he  Avas  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature  :  Avas  a  memlxT  of  the  Chicago 
Convention  Avhicli  nominated  Mr.  Lincoln 
for  I'resident ;  and  Avas  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  Penu«;ylvania,  to  the  Thir- 
ty-eiglith  Congress,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees for  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
on  E.xpenditiues  in  the  Navy  Department. 

Tracy,  Phiueas  L.— He  Avas  born  in 
XorAvich,  Ci»nnectictit  :  graduated  at  Vale 
College  in  Ihh;:  and  was  a  Jiepresi-nta- 
tive  in  Congress,  from  Genesee  County, 
Xcav  York,  tVom  1827  to  J8:i3,  and  Avaa  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Kxi>enditiirex 
on  Public  Buildings. 

Tracy,  Uri — He  was  born  in  Franklin, 
Connecticut,  and  graduated  at  Yale  Col- 
lege in  17>9 :  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Xew  York,  trom  I8tt5  to 
18U7,  and  again  from  1SU9  to  1813;  and 
died  in  1813. 

Tracy,  Uriah.— Born  in  Franklin.  Con- 
necticut, February  2,  17.55 :  graduated  at 
Yale  College  in  1778  ;  read  law  in  Litch- 
field, and  settled  in  that  town.  He  \va.s 
often  chosen  a  State  Representative,  and 
in  1793  Avas  Speaker  of  the  House.  He 
Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
1793  to  1796;  and  from  1796  to  1H;7  u 
Senator  of  the  United  State.s,  officiating 
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tor  a  short  time  as  President  ;>ro /caaj.  of 
the  Senate.  He  was  also  a  Major  General 
of  Militia;  comniandcd  the  respect  and 
enjoyed  the  friendship  of  the  leadinf^  men 
of  "his  time;  and  di(;d  at  Washington  City, 
July  19,  1807,  and  was  the  tirst  person 
burit'd  in  the  Congressional  bnrying- 
<;round. 

Trafton,  Mark.— He  was  born  in 
Maine ;  and  elected  a  Kc])resentative, 
from  Massachusetts,  to  the  Thirty-fdiirth 
Congress. 

Train,  diaries  R.— Uoru  in  Framing- 
ham,  Massachusetts,  in  1817  ;  worked  on 
a  farm  until  fifteen ;  graduated  at  Brown 
University  in  lb37;  studied  law,  and 
tinished  his  legal  education  at  Cambridge, 
coming  to  the  bar  in  1S41  ;  he  was  elected 
to  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  in  1847  ; 
from  1848  to  1851  was  District  Attorney 
for  Northern  Massachusetts;  in  1852  he 
was  appointed,  by  President  Filmore,  an 
Associate  Judge  of  the  United  States  Court 
in  Oregon,  but  declined  the  office ;  he  was 
a  member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  1353;  was  a  second  time  ap- 
pointed District  Attorney ;  in  1857  and 
1858  he  served  as  a  meml^er  of  the  State 
Council ;  and  he  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Massachusetts,  to  the  Thirty-^ 
sixth  Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Public  P>uildiugs  and 
Grounds.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings.  During  the 
autumn  of  1862  he  served  in  the  army  as  a 
volunteer  aid  on  the  staff  of  his  friend, 
General  Gordon,  and  was  present  at  the 
battle  of  Antietam.  He  was  also  a  Dele- 
orate  to  the  Baltimore  Convention  of 
?864. 

Trapier,  Paul.  —  He  was  a  Delegate 
from  South  Carolina  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  1777  to  1778. 

Treadway,  William  M.— He  was  born 
in  Virginia,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1845  to 
1847^ 

Treadwell,  John.— Born  in  Farmjng- 
ton,  Connecticut,  November  23,  1745 ; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1767;  and 
studied  law,  and  tilled  the  office  of  Judge 
of  Probate,  and  of  other  courts.  From 
1785  to  1766  he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress.  In  1809  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  Connecticut,  and  served  two 
years.  He  was  the  first  President  of  the 
American   Foreign    Mission   Society,    and 


was  a  general  contributor  to  that  and  other 
charitable  institutions.  He  died  August 
lt>,  1H23. 

Tredwell,  Thomas. — He  was  born  in 
Smithtown,  Sutfolk  County,  Long  Island, 
in  1742,  and  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  17(54.  He,  Avas  a  mend)er,  from 
Suffolk  County,  of  the  Provincial  Congress 
of  the  colony  of  New  York  in  1775  and 
1776,  and  of  the  Convention  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  State  of  New  York  in  1776 
and  1777,  by  which  the  first  constitution 
of  the  State  of  New  York  was  adopted,  and 
was  for  many  years  the  last  surviving 
member  of  the  latter  body.  He  also  repre- 
sented his  native  county  in  the  Convention 
of  1788,  to  deliberate  upon  the  adoption  of 
the  Federal  Constitution,  and,  with  the 
other  "  anti-federalists  "  of  that  bo^dy,  vested 
against  its  adoption.  From  1777  to  1783 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly,  and 
from  1786  to  1789  of  the  State  Senate,  from 
the  same  county.  He  was  the  first  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Probates  of  the  State,  serv- 
ing from  1778  to  1787,  and  subsequently 
Surrogate  of  Sufi'olk  County  from  1787  to 
1791 .  He  was  a  mtnnber  of  Congress  from 
his  native  district  from  1791  to  1795.  He 
was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of 
Platt.sburgh,  Clinton  County,  New  York, 
to  which  place  he  removed  in  its  infancy, 
near  the  close  of  the  last  century.  In  18U1 
he  represented  the  counties  of  Clinton  and 
Essex  in  the  State  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  that  year,  of  which  Aaron  Burr  was 
President.  He  was  again  elected  to  the 
State  Senate  and  served  from  1803  to  1807  : 
was  appointed  Surrogate  of  Clinton  County 
in  1807,  and  held  that  office  until  1831, 
making  an  almost  continuous  term  of  pub- 
lic service  of  fifty-six  years.  His  house 
and  farm  at  Plattsburgh  were  pillaged  by 
the  British  at  their  invasion  in  July,  1813. 
He  died  at  Plattsburgh,  January  30,  1832, 
His  grandson,  Thomas  Tredwell  Davis, 
was  a  membtn-  of  the  Tliirty-eighth  and 
Thirty-ninth  Congresses. 

Trezvant,  James.  —  He  was  born  in 
Sussex  County,  Virginia ;  was  a  lawyer 
i  by  profession  ;  was  Attorney  for  the  State : 
I  member  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  of 
the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1830 ;  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Virginia, 
from  1825  to  lf?31,  serving  during  his  last 
term  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  .m 
Military  Pensions.     He  died  in  18;'.>. 

Tiigg,  Abram. — He  was  a  Rt'j)re-eii;^ 
ative  in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  tnnii  I7.t7 
to  1809. 
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Trigg,  John. — He  was  a  Eepresent- 
jxtive  in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from  1797 
to  1804. 

Trimble,  Gary  A.  —  Born  in  Hills- 
borough, Ohio,  September  13,  1813;  gradu- 
ated at  the  Ohio  UniA-ersity  in  1S2S; 
studied  medicine,  and  received  a  medical 
diploma  from  the  Cincinnati  Medical  Col- 
lege in  183(3 ;  in  1837  was  appointed  De- 
monstrator of  Anatomy  in  his  Alma  Mater, 
which  position  he  held  until  1841,  when 
he  settled  in  Chillicothe;  in  1839,  on  ac- 
count of  his  health,  he  retired  from  his  pro- 
fession, and  devoted  himself  to  farming ; 
and  was  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Ohio,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands.  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress. 

Trimble,    David. — He  was    born    in 
Frederick    County,    Virginia,    about    the 
year  1782  :  educated  at  William  and  Mar^'  | 
College;  studied  law,  and  when  he  came  j 
of  age  removed   to   Kentucky.     He   was  ] 
engaged  in  the  war  of  JS12,  serving  two 
campaigns   under   General  Harrison.     lu  ' 
1817  he  was  chosen  a  member  of  Congress  ' 
from  Kentucky,  and  served  without  inter- 
ruption till  1827,  being  highly  esteemed  for 
the  integrity  of  his  principles  and  his  devo- 
tion to  his  public  duties.     After  his  retire- 
ment from  Congress,  he  became  engaged 
in  agriculture  and  the  iron  mauutacture, 
and  in  the  latter  interest  he  did  much  to 
develop   the   resources  of  the  State.     He 
died  at  Trimble's  Furnace,  Keutuckv,  Oc- 
tober 26,  1842. 

Trimble,  Lawrence  S. — He  was  bom 

in  Fleming,  Kentucky,  August  2(5,  1825; 
received  a  good  English  education ;  studied 
law  and  adopted  that  profession;  was  a 
member  of  the  Kentucky  Legislature  in 
18.51  and  1852;  was  Judge  of  the  Equity 
and  Criminal  Court  of  the  first  Judicial 
District  of  the  State  from  1856  to  186U; 
from  1860  to  October,  1865,  was  President 
of  the  Xew  Orleans  and  Ohio  Kaikoad 
Company,  and  was  elected  a  Represent- 
ative, from  Kentucky,  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Revolutionary  Claims,  and  on  Manufac- 
tures. 


^Trimble,  WilMam  A.— He  was  born  in 
J7>6 :  he  .served  with  credit  in  the  army  of 
the  United  States  dimng  the  war  of  1812; 
occupied,  as  commander,  several  frontier 
posts ;  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Ohio,  from  1819  to  1821,  having  died  De- 
cember  13  of  the  latter  vear.

Trumbull,  Joseph. — ]3orn  in  Lebanon, 
Connecticut,  December  7,  17815:  graduated 
at  Yale  College  in  1801  ;  studied  law  and 
practiced  with  success  in  Ohio  ;  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hartford  Bank  for  eleven  years ; 
served  in  the  General  Assembly  in  1832, 
1848,  and  1851  ;  in  1849  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  Connecticut ;  was  President 
of  a  railroad  company ;  rec(Mved  from  Yale 
College  the  degree  of  LL.D. ;  atid  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Connecti- 
cut, in  1834,  for  an  unexpired  term,  and 
from  1839  to  1843. 

Trumbull,  Lyman. — He  was  born  in 
Colchester,  Connecticut,  in  1813;  adopted 
the  profession  of  law ;  removed  to  Illinois, 
and  became  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of 
that  State  in  1840 ;  was  Secretary  of  State 
in  1841  and  1842;  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Illinois  from  1848  to  1853;  was 
elected  a  Representative  from  Illinois  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  Congress,  and  was  elected  a 
Senator  in  Congress  for  the  term  conmienc- 
ing  in  1855  and  ending  in  1861,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judi- 
ciary, and  as  a  member  of  the  Committees 
on  I'ublic  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and 
Indian  Aflairs  ;  and  was  re-elected  f<jr  the 
term  ending  18(37.  In  1864  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  Regent  of  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tution, to  serve  until  December,  1865. 

Tuck,  Amos. — He  was  born  in  Maine  ; 
graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  1835; 
was  for  some  time  a  tutor  in  tliat  institu- 
tion ;  and  removing  to  New  Hampshire, 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 


from  that  State,  from  1847  to  1653.  He 
was  also  a  member  of  the  Peace  Congress 
of  1861. 

Tucker,  Ebenezer. — lb;  was  born  in 
Burlington,  New  .Jersey,  in  1758;  he  was 
a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and 
served  at  the  battle  of  Long  Island ;  he 
filled  many  offices  ol  distinction  and  tru.st, 
among  them  those  of  Collector  and  Post- 
master of  New  Jei'sey  ;  and  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress,  fi-om  New  Jersey,  from 
1825  to  1829.  He  also  held  the  offices  of 
Judge  of  the  Conunon  Pleas,  Justice  of  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  Judge  of 
the  Orphans'  Court.  He  died  at  Tucker- 
ton,  Ne'Nv  .Tcrsey,  September  5,  1845. 

Tucker,  George. — He  was  a  native  of 
A'irginia,  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1819  to  1825. 

Tucker,  Henry  St.  George. — Born  in 
Virginia  in  1779  ;  received  a  liberal  educa- 
tion, and  became  a  prominent  lawyer.  Ho 
was  at  one  time  President  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals ;  also  Professor  of  Law  in  the 
University  of  Virginia ;  the  author  of  sev- 
eral valuable  works  on  law  ;  and  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1815  to  1819.  He  died  at  Winchester,  Vir- 
ginia, August  28,  1848. 

Tucker,  Starling. — He  was  burn  in 
Halifax  County,  North  Carolina,  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  the 
Laurens  District  of  South  Carolina,  from 
1817  to  1831.     He  died  February  4,  1834. 

Tucker,  Thomas  T.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Continental  Congress  from  1787 
to  1788 ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  South  Carolina,  from  1789  to 
1793.     Died  May  2,  1828. 

Tucker,  Tilghman  M. — He  was  born 
in  North  Carolina,  and  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Mississippi,  from 
1843  to  ]84o. 

Turner,  Charles. — Graduated  at  Har- 
vard University  in  1752,  studied  for  the 
ministry,  and  settled  in  Duxbury,  Massa- 
chusetts ;  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress  from  Massachusetts,  serving  from 
1809  to  1813,  and  died  in  1816,  aged  about 
sixty-six  years. 

I  Turner,  Daniel. — Born  in  Wancn 
I  County,  North  Carolina,  September  26, 
I  1796.  He  commenced  his  education  at 
j  Warrenton  Academy  ;  completed  it  at  West 
Point;   in  lbl4  was  appointed  Lieutenant 
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of  artillery,  as  such,  served  at  Brooklyn 
Heights,  and  at  Plattsbnrp:,  and  resigned 
in  1815;  after  leaving  the  army  he  spent 
two  years  at  William  and  ^lary  College ; 
from  3819  to  1823  he  served  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  North  Carolina;  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress  from  1827  to  lf"2d.  He 
subsequently  had  cliarge  of  tlic  Warrentnn 
Female  Seminary. 

Turner,  James. — Born  in  Virginia  in 
the  year  17(50.  His  education  was  such  as 
could  be  atibrded  by  the  common  schools 
of  the  country ;  he  served  in  the  Ivt-volu- 
tion  as  a  private  soldier;  entered  public 
life  in  1800  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
of  North  Carolina;  in  1802  was  I'lected 
Governor  of  the  .State ;  and  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  North  Carolina,  troni 
180G  to  }H]0.  He  died  at  JMooiusbury, 
January  15,  1824,  much  respecti-d  for  his 
talents  and  personal  worth. 

Turner,  James. — He  was  born  in  Mary- 
land, and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  18:53  to  1837.     ; 

Turner,  Thomas  J. —  Born  in  Truujbull 
County,  Ohio,  April  5,  181."),  where  he  re- 
sided until  ti-n  years  of  age,  receiving  all 
his  school  education  within  tliat  time.     In 
1825  he  removed  with   his  father's   family 
to  Butler  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  ho  , 
worked  on  a  farm  until  fourteen  years  old,   ' 
when  the    destitute   cireumstances  of  his 
father  com])elled  him  to  makt-  unusmil  ex- 
ertions to  assist  in  the  support  of  the  family, 
Avhich  he  did  by  working  as  a  laborer  on 
the  Pennsylvania  Canal,  and  contributed 
his  earnings  to  his  father  tnitil  the  age  of 
eighteen.     Leaving  his  father  comfortable, 
he  went   to  the    "far  West,''   and   spent 
three  years  in  St.  Paul's  County,  Indiana, 
and  tinally  settled  in  Freeport,  Stevenson 
County,  Illinois.    He  was  made  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  which  otiice  be  held  for  several 
years  ;  in  1838  he  studied  law  as  a  profes- 
sion, and  obtained  a  lucrative  })ractice.    In 
1842  he  was  elected  Probate  Justice  of  the  ' 
Peace,  and  in  1844  was  appointed  Post- 
master.    In  1845    he  was   chosen   State's  , 
Attorney  for  the  Sixth  Judicial  l^istrict, 
and  in  1846  he  was  elected  a  Kepreseuta-  ; 
tive  in  the  Thirtieth  Congress.    In  1"^54  he 
was  a  member  of  the  lower  house  of  the  ' 
Legislature,   and  chosen  Speaker.     Since  ' 
that  time  he  has  devoted  himself  to   the  I 
practice  of  law.  ' 

Tuniey,  Hopldns  L.— Born  in  Smith  j 

County,  Tennessee,  October  3,  1797.     He  I 

was  in  his  boyhood  bound  to  a  tailor,  and  j 

served  at  that  business  several  vears ;  in  I 


1818  he  entered  upon  the  campaign  against 
the  Seminole  Indians ;  he  did  not  leurn  t«' 
write  until  twenty-two  years  of  age,  and 
yet  soon  after  studied  law,  and  wtuj  very 
successful  at  the  bar;  he  served  about  ten 
years  in  the  Legislature  from  1828  to  183^, 
and  he  was  a  lvej)resentative  in  Congress, 
from  Tennessee,  from  1837  to  1843,  and  in 
the  Senate  of  the  I'uited  States  from  184'. 
to  1-51.  He  died  in  Winchester,  Tenno- 
see,  August  1,  1857,  leaving  behind  hiiu  a 
high  reputation  for  liis  altilities  and  \ir- 
tues.

for  the  unexpired  term  of  .1.  1).  Hright,  and 
inunedint«dy  succeeding  .1.

— He  was  born  in  Vim- 
mom,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  iu  Con- 
gress, fn>ni  New  York,  fron»  1833  to  I.<J7, 
having  Ix'on  a  uieniber  of  the  State  Ah.h«mu- 
bly,  from  Oswego  County,  in  I"'31. 

Tuthill.  Selah.  -  Horn  in  New  York, 
and  was  elected  a  Keprejseutative,  fnuii 
that  State,  to  the  Seventeenth  CongresM, 
Init  dieil  in  Di'-jmiiImt,  1-21. 

Tweed,  "William  M.-  Bom  in  the  ciiy 
ot  New  York.  April  3,  I8"23;  retuMved  u 
conunon  school  education;  la  by  occupa- 
tion a  ehair  u)anufacturer ;  waa  an  .VlcftT- 
man  in  New  Yi>rk  City  in  I -.52  ;  a  meujlKT 
of  the  Thirty-third  Congress;  a  nu'inbt-r 
ol'  tlie  Stiite  Board  of  Kducation^n  1-57: 
and  a  .Supervisor  of  New  York  Citmtv  in 
1-^.5-. 

Tweedy,  Jehu  H. — He  w*,^  ."..u  m 
Connevtiiut;  graduated  at  Yale  College: 
adopteil  the  professitin  t>f  law;  removed  to 
Wisconsin  iu  I8:f7 ;  was  a  meinlxT  of  the 
first  Constitutional  Convention  of  thai 
Territory  iu  184*»:  and  was  elected  a  I>eU- 
gate  to  C<iugress.  fiom  the  same,  in  1^17, 
serving  one  session. 

Tweedy,  Samuel.— He  wa-s  born  iu 
Conneeticut,  and  wus  a  ICepresi-ntative  iu 
Congns<,  from  that  State,  from  l-Itfto  H:15. 
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Tyler    John. — Born    in   Charles   City 
County,    Virginia,    in    1790.      He    com- 
menced his  political  life  at  an  early  i\s;e. 
having  been  elected  to  the  Virginia  Legis- 
lature" at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
live  years  later  to  Congress.     In  18'2G  he 
was  elevated  to  the  station  of  Governor  of 
his  native  State.     He  discharged  the  duties 
of  his  office  but  one  year  and  a  half,  when, 
in  1837,  the  Legislature  selected  him  to  fill  ' 
a  vacancy  in   the    Senate   of  the  United 
States,  where  he  officiated  as  President  pro  j 
tern,  of  that  body.

Tyson,  Jacob. — He  was  a  member  of  j 
the  New  York  Senate,  from  Richmond  i 
County,  in  1828,  and  a  Representative  in  i 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1823  to  j 
1825.  I 

Tyson,  Job  R. — He  v,-as  born  in  Mont-  { 
gomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1804,  ^ 
and  died  near  Philadelphia  in  1858.  He 
was  educated  a  lawyer,  frequently  served 
in  the  City  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Con- 
gress. He  commanded  uncommon  influ- 
ence in  Congress,  and  was  a  man  of  refined 
tastes  in  literature  and  the  fine  arts.  He 
also  served  in  the  city  Councils  of  Phila- 
delphia ;  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  through  his  exertions  the  archives  of 
that  State  were  first  published.  While 
educating  himself,  in  early  life,  he  taught 
in  a  District  School,  and  his  published  ad- 
dresses are  quite  numerous. 

Udree,  Daniel.— Born  in  Philadelphia; 
removed  to  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  entered  largely  into  the  manufac- 
ture of  iron,  and  was  a  most  successful 
25 


business  man.  He  was  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature from  1799  to  1805;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Penn- 
sylvania, from  1813  to  1815,  from  1819 
:  to  1821,  and  from  1823  to  1825,  on  two 
occasions  filling  the  unexpired  terms  of 
men  who  had  resigned.  Died  July  22, 
1828. 

Underliiil,  "Walter. — He  was  born  in 
Xew  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  Stat.-,  from  1849  to 
1851. 

Underwood,  John  W.  H. — Born  in 
Elbert  County,  Georgia,  November  20, 
1816;  received  a  good  English  and  classi- 
cal education ;  studied  law,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1834;  in  1843  was 
elected  Solicitor  General  for  the  Western 
Circuit,  resigning  in  1847 ;  was  a  member 
of  the  Georgia  Constitutional  Convention 
of  1850 ;  declined  two  Judicial  appoint- 
ments tendered  to  him  by  Presidents  Pierce 
and  Buchanan ;  was  a  member  of  the 
Georgia  Legislature  in  1857,  and  chosen 
Speaker ;  and  in  1859  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, from  Georgia,  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on 
Expenses  in  the  Navy  Department.  Re- 
signed in  February,  1861,  on  the  breaking 
out  of  the  Rebellion,  and  returned  to 
Georgia. 

Under"wood,  Joseph  R. —  Born  in 
Goochland  County,  Virginia,  October  24, 
1791.  He  was  adopted  by  his  maternal 
uncle  in  1803,  who  resided  in  Barren 
County,  Kentucky.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation at  various  schools  in  that  State, 
and  ended  his  scholastic  course  at  the 
University  of  Lexington,  in  1811 ;  and 
then  read  law  with  Robert  WicklifFe.  In 
1813  he  entered  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  as  Lieutenant  of  a  Volunteer  Com- 
pany, and  was  badly  wounded  and  taken 
l3y  the  enemy  at  Dudley's  defeat,  com- 
manding his  company  after  the  Captain 
was  mortally  wounded.  He  was  released 
from  captivity,  and  landed  from  the  prison 
ships  on  Lake  Erie,  near  Cleveland,  where 
he  was  lodged  in  a  hospitable  cabin  until 
sufficiently  recovered  to  return  home.  In 
the  fall  of  1813  he  located  at  Glasgow, 
Kentuck}',  and  practiced  law  for  ten  years, 
daring  which  time  he  was  Tnrstee  of  the 
town,  and  County  Attorney;  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Legislature  from  1816  to 
1819.  In  1823  he  removed,  with  his  family, 
to  Bowling  Green,  and  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly  in  1825  and 
1826.  From  1828  to  1835  he  was  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  resigned  on 
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being  elected  a  Rej)reseutative  hi  Congress, 
in  whicli  position  he  served  from  1635  to 
1843.     In  1846  Le  was  again  elected  to  the  , 
Legislature  of  Kentucky,  and  Avas  Speaker  i 
of  Ihe  House.     In  1847  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  United  States  Senate,  for  j 
six  years,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  | 
returned  to  the  practice  of  law.

Goochland   County,    Virginia,    August  7, 
18(J8  ;  graduated  at  the  University  of  \h- 
ginia,  Avhere  he  received  the  first  honors  ; 
in  the  studies  of  laAV,   mathematics,  and 
the  modern  languages,   in  1830.     He  re- 
moved to  Bowling   Green   County,   Ken- 
tucky, at  the  age  of  seventeen ;  a  laAvyer  ^ 
by  profession.  Avith  an  extensive  practice,  j 
In  1833  he  visited  Texas,  and  spent  most  of 
the  time,  until  1840,  in  that  Kepublic    He  , 
was  appointed,  by  President  Lamar,  At- 
torney General  for  the  Eastern  District  of 
that  Republic,  but  held  the  office  only  a 
short  time,  and  also  declined  the  offer  of  a 
place  in  General  Houston's  cabinet,  being  ' 
unAvilling  to  relinquish  his  citizenship  of 
the  United  States.

He 
commenced  life  by  becoming  a  merchant's 
clerk ;  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in 
1821 ;  in  1824  he  Avas  settled  over  the  First 
Church  in  Salem,  Massachusetts ;  and  in 
1844  he  relinquished  the  ministry  on  ac- 
count of  loss  of  voice.  He  has  also,  at 
ditferent  times,  edited  the  Christian  lie- 
vieAv,  (Unitarian ;)  Avas  Mayor  of  Salem  in 
1852 ;  in  1840,  1849,  and  1850  Avas  in  the 
Statp  Legislature;  in  1851,  1857,  and 
1858,  President  of  the  Senate  ;  and  he  Avas 
a  member  of  the  Thirty-third  Congress, 
serving  upon  the  Committee  on  Post  Roads 
and  the  Post  Office,  and  Avas  Chairman  of 
a  Special  Committee  on  the  Smithsonian 
Institution.

was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  184'2;  was 
elected  to  the  State  Legislature  in  1845 
and  1846  ;  was  editor  of  the  Dayton 
Empire  from  1847  to  1849;  for  some  years 
subsequent  to  that  date  he  devoted  himself 
wholly  to  his  profession  and  politics  ;  was 
a  member  of  the  National  Democratic  Con- 
vention held  at  Cincinnati  in  1856  ;  ran 
for  the  Thirty-fifth  Congress  against  L.  D. 
Campbell,  whose  seat  he  successfully  con- 
tested ;  and  he  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congress.  At  the  commencement  of 
the  second  session  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Con- 
gress, and  during  the  Thirty-sixth,  he  was 
placed  on  the  Committee  on  Territories. 
Ke-elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress. 
In  1863  he  was  arrested  by  military  author- 
ity for  expressing  his  opinions  against  the 
war,  was  banished  to  the  Southern  States, 
and  by  way  of  Bermuda  went  to  Canada. 
During  his  exile  he  was  nominated  for 
Governor  of  Ohio  and  defeated.  He  sub- 
sequently returned,  and  was  a  Delegate  to 
the  Chicago  Convention  of  1864. 

Van  Aernam,  Henry. — Was  born  in 
Marcellus,  Onondaga  County,  New  York, 
March  11,  1819;  received  an  academical 
education,  and  graduated  at  a  medical  col- 
lege, adopting  the  profession  of  surgeon 
and  physician ;  held  various  town  offices, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature 
in  1858  ;  in  1862  Avas  appointed  Surgeon  of 
the  One  Hundred  and  Fiffy-fourth  New 
York  Volunteers,  which  he  resigned  in 
1864  ;  and  Avas  elected  a  Representative 
from  New  York  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
gress, serving  ou  the  Conmnittee  on  Invalid 
Tensions. 

Van  Allen,  James  Q. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1807  to  1809,  having  been  a  member 
of  the  State  Assembly  in  1 804,  from  Colum- 
bia County. 

Van  Allen,  John  E.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 


from  1793  to  1799,  and  was  a  member  of 
tlu!  State  Assembly  in  1800  and  1801,  from 
Rens.selaer  County. 

Van  Buren,  John. — He  was  one  of  the 
ablest  lawyers  of  the  Ulster  County  bar,  in 
New  York,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  1H41  to  1843.  He  died  at 
Kingston,  January  16,  1855. 

Van  Buren,  Martin. —  Was  born  at 
Kinderhouk,  New  York,  December  5,  1782. 
His  father's  circumstances  were  humble, 
and  the  son  was  only  abb;  to  obtain  an 
ordinary  education  at  the  common  school 
and  academy  of  his  native  village.  In 
1796  he  left  the  academy,  and  counntmced 
the  study  of  law.  In  1800  he  represented 
the  Republicans  of  his  native  town  in  the 
Congressional  Convention  for  that  District. 
A  part  of  the  years  1802  and  1803  lie 
spent  in  New  York,  still  engaged  in  the 
study  of  his  profession,  and  in  November  of 
the  latter  year  he  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar. 
He  still  continued  to  take  an  active  part 
in  politics.  The  first  official  distinction 
which  he  received  was  conferred  upon  him 
by  Governor  Tompkins,  who  appointed  him 
Surrogate  of  Columbia  County,  in  1808. 
He  took  his  next  step  in  public  life  in  1812. 
In  the  Spring  of  that  year  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Senate.  He  continued  a  member 
of  that  body  until  1820,  having  been,  dur- 
ing that  period,  a  supporter  of  the  war  and 
the  canal  project.  A  portion  of  this  time 
he  also  held  the  otfice  of  Attorney  General. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  the  State  of  New  York  in 
1821,  and  in  February  of  the  same  year  he 
was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate, 
and  re-elected  in  1827,  serving  until  1829. 
The  following  year  the  Gubernatorial  chair 
of  the  State  of  New  York  became  vacant, 
by  the  death  of  Governor  Clinton,  and  Mr. 
Van  Buren  was  selected  as  the  candidate 
for  that  office  by  the  Democratic  party  of 
the  State.  He  was  elected,  but  his  career 
as  Governor  was  brief.  Scarcely  Avas  his 
administration  commenced,  Avhen  President 
Jackson  offered  him  the  appointment  of 
Secretar}-  of  State,  and  Mr.  Xan  Buren  at 
once  accepted  it.  The  President  appointed 
him  Ambassador  to  England,  but  the  Senate 
refused  to  confirm  the  nomination.  He  re- 
ceiA'ed  a  large  majority  of  the  electoral 
votes  for  A'ice-President  in  1832,  Avhich 
office  he  continued  to  fill  during  President 
Jackson's  term.  In  1836  he  Avas  nominated 
for  the  otfice  of  President,  and  elected.  The 
principal  measure  of  his  administration  Avas 
the  establishmtnit  of  the  Independent  Treas- 
ury. In  1840  he  Avas  again  nominated  for 
the  same  ofiice,  but  defeated  by  the  Whig 
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candidate,  General  Harrison.  After  the 
close  of  his  Presidential  term,  in  1841,  he 
lived  in  retirement  at  Kinderhook,  his  })lace 
of  birth,  on  an  estate  to  Avhich  he  gave 
the  name  of  Lindenwald.  In  1848  he  was 
the  Presidential  candidate  of  the  section  of 
the  Democratic  party  styling  themselves 
"Barnburners,"  or,  on  that  occasion, 
"Free-soilers,"  but  was  unsuccessful. 
Died  near  Kinderhook,  July  24,  18G2. 

Vance,  Joseph. — He  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was  one 
of  the  earliest  residents  of  the  State  of  Ohio ; 
served  frequently  in  the  Legislature  of  that  ; 
State ;  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  1821  to  1835 ;  Governor  of  the  State 
in  1836 ;  and  again  in  Congress,  from  1^43 
to  1847,  serving  as  Chairnuiu  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Claims.  In  every  public  position 
he  acquitted  himself  with  ability,  and  dit-d 
near  the  town  of  Urbanna,  Ohio,  August 
24,  1851. 

Vance,  Robert  B.  —  He  was  born  in 
North  Camlina,  and  was  a  Kej)resentative  in 
Congress,  from  tliut  State,  from  1kJ3  to  IS'J5. 

Vance,  Zebulou  B.— He  was  burn  in  ' 
Buncombe  Coianty,  Nortli  Carolina,  May 
13,  1830;  received  a  limited  edui-ation,  and 
spent   one  year  at  the  State  ruiversity, 
through  the  friendship  of  its  distinguished 
President;  he  studied  law,   and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1853;  in  L*^54  he  was  : 
elected  to  the  Legislature,  from  liuncoinbe 
County;  and,  on  the  resignation  of  Hon.  j 
T.  L.  Clingman,  in  1858,  he  was  elected  j 
to  succeed  him  in  the  Federal  House  of  { 
Representatives.    Re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  Revolutionary  Claims ;  and  was  Gover- 
nor of  North  Carolina  from  1861  to  1863. 

Van  Cortlandt,  Philip. — He  served 
through  the  Revolutionary  war  as  a  Colo- 
nel in  the  Ncav  York  line,  fighting  at  Sara- 
toga and  Bemis  Heights ;  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Convention  which  ratitied  the 
United  States  Constitution,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  New  York  Assembly,  from 
Westchester  County,  in  1788,  17si>,  an<l 
1790;  of  the  State  Senate,  from  171)1  to 
1794;  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1793  to  1809.  Died 
November  5,  1831,  in  Westchester  County, 
aged  eighty -two  years.  The  latter  part  of 
his  life  was  devoted  to  agriculture. 

Van  Cortlandt,  Pierre,  Jr.— He  was 
a  Representative  iu  Congress,  from  New 
York,  from  1811  to  1813,  having  been  a 
member  of  the  State  Assembly  in  1777.

'■  Kinderho«^>k.  New  York,  February  5,  1799; 

I  received  a  classical  education;   lie  studied

Vandever,  "William.— Bom  in  Murv- 
land,  and  removing  to  Iowa,  was  elected 
a  Representative,  from  that  Stat«',  to  the 
Thirty-si.xth  Congress,  serving  as  a  un'in- 
ber  of  the  Committee  on  i'ublie  Lands. 
Re-electt'd  to  the  Thirtyseventli  Cougre»n. 
Serv-ed  also  as  a  Colon*-!  in  the  I  'nion  unn\ 
in  1861. 

Van  Dyke,  John.  -He  was  born  in  New 
Jersey:  adtjpted  the  legal  profession ;  and 
was  11  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  lHt7  to  l^ol.  He  is  now 
a  .Judge  of  tlie  Snpreme  Court  of  tlu«  State. 

Van  Dyke,  Nicholas.  He  was  n  Del- 
egate from  Delaware  to  the  Continental 
Congress,  from  1777  to  17>'2,  and  was  :t 
signer  of  tlie  Articles  of  Confederation. 

Van  Dyke,  Nicholas.— He  ;:ra.lii.it..i 
at  Princeton  College  in  17--^  ;  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Diluware, 
from  1807  to  1811  ;  u  Senator  in  Congreun, 
from  1817  to  1-^26  ;  and  died  in  May,  1."'26. 

Van  Gaasbeck,  Peter.-  lie  was  a  lien- 
lesentative  in  C<»ngress,  from  New  York, 
from  1793  to  1795. 

Van  Horn,  Burt.— Born  in  Newfuiie, 
Niagara  County,  New  Vork,  October  *^, 
l.'^23;  was  educated  at  the  Mailisoii  I'lii- 
versity;  was  elected  to  tlie  State  Legisla- 
ture in  18.58,  and  the  two  following  years; 
was  a  Representative,  from  New  York,  in 
the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committees  on  Private  Land  Cliiinui, 
Roads  and  Canals,  and  as  Chairman  of  the 
Select  Committee  on  the  Niagara  Ship 
Canal  ;  and  in  1~»>4  lie  was  r«--eiected  to 
the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  s«rving  ou  the 
Committees  on  Revolutionary  Claim-i  and 
Roads  and  Canals. 
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Van  Horn,  Robert  T.  —  Bom  in  In- 
diana county,  iVnnsylvania,  May  ]0, 1824  ; 
recoived  a  g'ood  Enrrlisli  edufation  ;  adopted 
the  business  of  a  printer ;  -was  twice  Mayor 
of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  Postmaster  of 
the  same ;  rendered  military  service  against 
the  Rebellion  from  1861  to  1804,  as  Major 
and  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  volunteers ;  was 
a  member  of  the  Missouri  Senate  for  three 
years ;  and  was  elected  a  Kepresentative, 
from  Missouri,  to  tlie  Thirty  ninth  Con- 
caress,  serving-  on  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Aftairs. 

Van  Home,  Archibald. — He  was  a 

Kepresentative   in   Congress,    from  Mary- 
lan.l,  from  180?  to  1811. 

Van  Home,  Espy. — He  was  born  in 
Lycoming  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Penn- 
sylvania, from  1825  to  1829.     Died  at  Wil- 


liamsport,  Pennsylvania,  July 


1829. 


Van  Home,  Isaac. — He  was  a  Captain 
in  tlie  Revolutionary  war,  and  a  Kepresent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1801  to  1805,  and  was  then  appointed  Re- 
ceiver of  Public  Moneys  in  Zanesville,  Ohio. 

Van  Houton,  Isaac  B. — He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1833  to  1835. 

Van  Metre,  John  J. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from 
1843  to  1845,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Expenses  in  the  Navy  De- 
partment. 

Van  Ness.  John  P. — He  was  born  in 
Ghent,  Columbia  County,  New  York,  in 
1770.  He  was  educated  at  Columbia  Col- 
lege, and  studied  law,  but  gave  up  the 
practice  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  1801  to 
1803;  and  having  taken  up  his  residence 
in  Washington  City,  became  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  the  Bank  of  the  Metropolis  in  1814; 
he  was  also  elected  Mayor  of  Washington, 
and  both  as  a  public  and  private  citizen  did 
much  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  seat 
of  Government.  While  a  member  of  Con- 
gress he  received,  from  President  Jefferson, 
;i  commission  as  Major  of  Militia  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  which,  with  the  fact 
that  he  married  a  Washington  lady,  was 
tlie  cause  of  his  change  of  residence.  He 
died  in  Waslungton,  March  7,  184C. 

Van  Re.asselaer,  Henry. — He  was  born 
in  New  York ;  entered  West  Point  as  a  cadet 
in  1827  ;  was  commissioned  a  Lieutenant  in 


i  18;)1,  but  resigned  the  following  year;  and 
I  was  a  Rei)resentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
j  York,  from  J  841  to  1843. 

Van  Rensselaer,  Jeremiah. — He  was 
born  in  1741  ;  graduated  .it  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1758  ;  was  a  patriot  of  the  Revolu- 
tion ;  Lieutenant  Governor  of  New  York, 
j  from  1801  to  1803  ;  a  Pr(\sidential  Elector 
I  in  1801  ;  a  member  of  Congress,  from  that 
!  State,  from  1789  to  1791.  '  He  died  in  Al- 
j  bany,  February  22,  b^lO. 

Van  Rensselaer,  Solomon. — He  was 
I  born  in  Rensselaer  County,  Ncav  York,  in 
I  1774  ;  he  served  as  an  officer  under  Genera! 
Wayne  in  1794,  and  was  wounded  through 
j  the  lungs,  and  received  four  wounds  at  the 
;  battle  of  Queenstown  Heights.     In  1799  he 
;  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  ^Major.     He 
was  Adjutant  General  of  New  York,  from 
I  1801  to  1810,  and  m  1813.    He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1819  to  1822,  when  he  Avas  appointed 
Postmaster  at  Albany.    He  died  near  Alba- 
ny, April  23,  1852.  ' 

Van  Rensselaer,  Stephen. — He  was 

born  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  November, 
1764,  and  graduated  at  tin-  University  in 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  in  17b2;  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  New  York  Senate 
in  1795  ;  was  six  years  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor of  New  York  ;  a  member  of  Congress, 
from  1822  to  1829.     It  was  by  liis  casting 
I  vote  in  the  New  York  Delegation  that  J.  Q. 
I  Adams  was  elected  President  in  February, 
;  1825;  was  appointed,  in  1810,  one  of  the 
'  Canal  Commissioners,  and,  for  the  last  four- 
\  teen  years  of  his  life,  was  President  of  the 
Board  ;  and  during  the  last  war  with  Eng- 
land he  commanded,  with  reputation,    as 
:  Major  General  on  the  Niagara  frontier.    He 
I  was  distinguished  for  his  wealth  and  muni- 
I  ficent  charities,  and  enjoyed  the  inherited 
I  title  of  Patroon.     He  died  at  Albanv,  Jan- 
i  nary  26,  1839. 

Van  Rensselaer,  Killian  K. — He  was 
born  in  176:5;  was  a  member  of  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1801  to  1811,  after 
which  he  retired  to  ]irivate  life;  and  died 
in  New  York  City,  .Tune  18,  1845. 

Vansant,   Joshua. — He    was    born   in 

^laryland,  and  was    a   Representative    in 

Congress,    from   that   State,    from   1853  to 

I  1855;  was  also  for  nuiny  years  President 

of  the  Maryland  Institute. 

Van  Valkenbmgh,  Robert  B.— Born 

j  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  September 
4,   1821  :   adopted  the  profession  of  law; 
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served  three  terms  in  the  Legishiture  of 
New  York ;  when  the  Eebellion  broke  out 
he  was  placed  by  the  Governor  of  New 
York  in  charc^e  of  aftairs  at  Elmira,  and 
there  organized  seventeen  rej^iments  for  the 
war ;  and  was  elected  a  Kepresentative, 
from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Militia.  In  1802,  and  while 
in  Congress,  he  took  command,  as  Colonel, 
of  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventh  Eegi- 
ment  New  York  Volunteers,  and  was 
present  at  the  battle  of  Antietam.  He  was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on 
the  Militia  and  Expenditures  in  the  State 
Department.  In  1865  he  was  appointed 
by  President  Johnson  Acting  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs  during  the  absence  of  the 
Commissioner.  In  Decen)ber,  J  865.  he 
was  appointed  by  President  Johnson  Min- 
ister Kesident  to  Japan. 

Van  Winkle,  Peter  G. — Was  born  in 
the  city  of  New  Yorlc,  September  7,  1808; 
removed  to  Parkersburg,  now  West  Vir- 
ginia, in  1835;  was  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Constitutional  Convention  of  185t»; 
also  of  the  Wheeling  Convention  of  18()I  ; 
and  also  of  the  Convention  whicli  formtd 
the  Constitution  of  West  Virginia  in  l."^trJ; 
was  a  member  of  the  Legishiture  of  that 
State  from  its  organization  to  June,  I860; 
and  in  November  of  that  year  was  elected 
a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  AVcst  Virginia, 
for  the  term  ending  in  1869,  serving  on  the 
Committees  on  Finance,  Pensions,  and 
Post  Offices  and  Post  Koads. 

Van    Wyck,    Charles    H.— lie    was 

elected  a  Representative,  from  New  York, 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  ; 
also  elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
and  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Government  Contracts.  AVhile  in  Con- 
gress he  served  in  the  volunteer  service  as 
the  Colonel  of  a  regiment,  and  in  1865  he 
was  appointed  aBrigadier  General  by  brevet. 

Van  Wyck,  William  W.— He  was 

born  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1821  to  1825. 

Varnum,  James  Mitchell.— Was  born 
in  Dracut,  Massachusetts,  in  1749;  gradu- 
ated at  Rhode  Island  College  in  1769: 
studied  law,  and  settled  in  East  Green- 
wich, lu  1774  he  accepted  the  command 
of  a  company  called  the  "Kentish  Guards." 
In  1777  was  promoted  by  Congress  to  the 
rank  of  Brigadier  General     In  1779  he  re- 


signed his  commission  in  the  army,  and 
the  Legislatixre  appointed  him  Major  Gen- 
eral of  Militia.  From  1780  to  1782  he 
was  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, after  Avhich  sers'ice  he  returned  to 
the  practice  of  his  profession.  In  178()  he 
was  again  a  Deh'gate  to  Congress,  and 
served  one  year.  He  was  then  appointed 
Judge  of  the  Nortliwest  'J'erritorv.  He 
died  in  1790. 

Varniim,  John. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Massaciiusetts.  from 
1825  to  18:fl.  He  was  a  native  of  Essex 
County,  Massachusetts ;  ediu'ated  at  Har- 
vard IJniversity ;  practiced  law  for  some 
years  at  Haverhill,  Massachusetts;  was 
frequently  a  member  of  the  State  Legishi- 
ture. He  removed  to  Niles,  in  the  State 
of  Michigan,  where  he  died,  July  2:V  l>:'><". 
aged  sixty-three  years. 

Varniini,  Joseph  Bradley. — Boin  in 
1759,  in  Dracut,  Massailuisetts ;  lie  was 
a  General  in  the  lu'\  ulutiouary  war ;  and 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  1795  t«> 
18J1,  being  four  years  Speaker,  during  the 
Tenth  and  Eleventh  Congresses.  He  whs 
chosen  Senator  in  l>ll,  served  till  l!*\7, 
and  was  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate. 
Of  three  conventions  of  Massaciiusetts  he 
was  a  useful  member.  He  died  suddenly, 
September  II,  1821,  being  then  Majnr 
General  of  a  divisitm  of  the  militia. 

Venable,  Abraham    B. —  lie    wa.s    a 

graduate  of  Pi  inceton  College  in  17H(^;  a 
Rejiresentative  in  Congress,  from  \'irginia, 
from  1791  to  1799;  an*!  a  Seiator  of  the 
United  States  irom  l.^C".?  to  l-i-l.  He  per- 
ished in  the  contiagiation  of  the  lluaire  at 
Richmond,  Virginia,  December  26,  l-^ll. 

Venable,  Abraham  W. — Horn  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  \'irginia,  October 
17,  1799;  graduated  at  Hampden  Sidney 
College  in  1816;  studied  medicine  for  two 
years,  and  then  went  to  Princeton  College, 
where  lie  gradated  in  1819  ;  he  then  studied 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  liar  in  North 
Carolina  in  1821.  He  was  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  1832,  and  also  in  l-'iW;  and  u 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  North 
Carolina,  from  1847  to  \SoA.  His  father 
and  six  uncles  were  in  the  Revolutionary 
war,  serving  their  country  faitlifidly.  He 
took  part  in  the  Rebellion  of  l-^dl  as  a 
member  of  the  so-called  Confederate  ('..n- 
gress,  having  jjreviously  been  e!t  <  :.(|  a 
Presidential  Elector. 

Verplanck,  Daniel  C— H»  was  burn

Verplaiick,  Guliaii  C. — An  American  j 
autlior,  and  born  in  tlie  city  of  New  York,  j 
He  graduated  at  Cohnnbia  College  in  1801 ;

his  admission  to  the  bar,  lie  passed  several 
years  abroad,  in  Great  Britain  and  on  the 
continent.  On  his  return  home  he  became 
interested  in  politics,  and  in  1814  was  a 
candidate  of  the  "malcontents"  in  New 
York  for  the  Assembly.  In  1819  he  wrote 
the  "State  Triumvirate,  a  Political  Tale," 
being  a  satire  on  the  political  parties  of  the 
day,  and  other  Avorks  of  a  similar  descrip- 
tion. In  1820  he  was  a  prominent  member 
of  the  New  York  Legislature,  in  which  he 
was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation. He  soon  after  became  Professor  of 
the  Evidences  of  Christianity  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  New  York,  and  in  1824  he 
published  his  "Essays  on  the  Nature  and 
Uses  of  the  various  Evidences  of  Kevealed 
Religion,"  a  Avork  written  Avith  simplicity 
and  elegance.  The  following  year  ap- 
peared his  "  Essay  on  the  Doctrine  of  Con- 
tracts, being  an  Incpiiry  how  Contracts 
are  affected,  in  Law  and  Morals,  by  Con- 
cealment, Error,  or  Inadequate  Price."  Be- 
sides these  works,  he  contributed  much  to 
various  magazines,  and,  in  conjunction 
with  Mr.  Bryant  and  Mr.  Sands,  he  pub- 
lished the  Talisman,  a  sort  of  annual,  three 
volumes  of  Avhich  appeared.  From  1825 
he  was  for  eight  years  a  member  of  Con- 
gress, from  the  city  of  Ncav  York,  and  he 
was  afterwards,  for  several  years,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  NeAv  York  Senate.  He  also 
published,  in  ]83?>,  a  collection  of  his  dis- 
courses and  addresses  on  various  subjects, 
and  in  1844-'4G  a  handsome  edition  of 
Shakspeare.  He  has  been  a  Regent  of  the 
University  of  New  York  from  January, 
1826,  to  the  present  time. 

Verree,  John  P. — Born  in  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania,  iu  181!J;  is  an  iron  manu- 
lacturer  by  occupation — the  business  of  his 
whole  life  heretofore  ;  was  for  six  years  a 
member  of  the  I'hiladelphia  Select  Council, 
and  four  years  the  presiding  ofMcer  of  that 
body ;  and  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Revolutionary  Pensions. 
Re-elected  to  tho  'rhirty-sfventh.  Con- 
irress. 


Vibbard,  Chauncey.— Was  born  at 
Calway,  Saratoga  County,  New  York, 
November  11,  1-11;  received  a  common 
school  education ;  Avas  employed  for  seA'eral 
years  as  a  clerk  in  a  store,  and  afterAvards 
in  a  railroad  office,  in  Albany ;  in  1848  he 
became  the  Superintendent  of  the  Utica 
and  Schenectady  Railway  Company;  and 
Avas  afterAvards  called  to  the  same  jjosition 
in  the  Ncav  York  Central  Raihvay  Com- 
pany, in  Avhich  capacity  he  continued  until 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Ncav  York, 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  as 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  I'ost 
Ofiice  and  Post  Roads. 

Viiiing,  John. — He  Avas  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Delaware,  from 
1789  to  1792,  and  a  Senator  in  Congress 
from  1795  to  1798,  Avhen  he  resigned.  He 
had  previously  been  elected  a  Delegate  to 
the  Continental  Congress  from  1784  to 
178G. 

Vinton,  Samuel  F.— Born  at  South 
Hadley,  Massachusetts,  September  25, 
1792.  He  graduated  at  Williams  College, 
Massachusetts,  in  1814;  studied  law  in 
MiddletoAvn,  Connecticut,  aud  Avas  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1816,  Avhen  he  removed 
to  Ohio,  and  practiced  his  profession  Avith 
eminent  success.  He  AA-as  first  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress  in  1823,  and 
serA'ed  fourteen  years,  Avhen  he  declined  a 
re-election  ;  he  Avas  re-elected  in  1843,  and 
served  eight  years  in  succession,  Avlien  he 
again  declined  a  re-election,  and  retired  to 
private  life,  Avhere  his  tastes  and  Avishes 
inclined  hnn  to  renuiin.  In  1841  he  Avas 
also  a  Presidential  Elector.  While  in  Con- 
gress, Mr.  Vinton  served  as  chairman  of 
several  of  the  most  important  committees. 
In  1862  he  Avas  -appointed  a  Commissioner 
imder  the  act  emancipating  the  slaves  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  died  in 
Washington  in  May,  1862. 

Voorhees,  Daniel  "W. — Was  born  in 
Fountain  County,  Indiana,  September  26, 
1828;  graduated  at  the  Indiana  Asbury 
University  in  1849;  read  laAv,  and  com- 
menced the  practice  in  1851  ;  in  18.53  he 
Avas  appointed  United  States  District  At- 
torney for  Indiana  by  President  Buchanan, 
Avhich  office  he  held  three  years;  in  1859 
he  Avas  engaged  iu  the  defence  of  John  E. 
Cook,  at  Harper's  Ferry,  for  participation 
in  the  John  lirown  raid.  In  1860  he  Avas 
elected  a  Representati\'e,  from  Indiana,  to 
the  Thirty-seA-enth  Congress,  serving  on 
i  the  Committee  on  Elections,  and  Avas  re- 
'  elected  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  same    Committee.     Occa- 
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sionally,  by  way  of  relieving  the  monotony 
of  professional  life,  be  is  in  tbe  habit  of 
addressing  literary  societies  on  subjects  of 
general  interest.  Ee-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  but  his  seat  was  suc- 
cessfully contested  by  H.  D.  Washburn. 

Vose,  Roger. — He  graduated  at  Har- 
vard University  in  1790 ;  -was  for  many 
3-ears  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  in  New  Hampshire ;  and  was  a 
Eeprcsentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1813  to  1817  ;  and  died  April  J7,  1842.  j 

Vroora,   Peter  D. — He   was   born   in  ' 
Xew  Jersey  ;  graduated  at  Columbia  Col- 
lege, New  York ;  and  was  a  Eeprcsentative 
in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from  1839  i 
to  1841.     He  was  also  Governor  of  New  ' 
Jersey  from  1829  to  1832,  and  for  a  second  i 
term  from  1833  to  183G;  and  a  memljer  of 
the  State  Constitutional  Convention  of  1844. 
In  1852  he  was  a  Presidential  Elector,  and  I 
in  1853  he  was  appointed  Minister  to  Prus-  \ 
sia.     He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  Peace 
Congress  of  1861. 

"Wade,  Benjamiu  F. — He  ^vas  born  in 
Feeding  Hills  Parish,  Massachusetts,  Oc- 
tober 27,  1800;  received  a  limited  education, 
and  commenced  active  life  by  teaching 
school  and  attending  to  agriciritural  pur- 
suits in  Ohio,  to  which  State  he  removed 
when  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  he  studied 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1828, 
and  held  the  various  positions  of  Justice  of  | 
the  Peace,  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  Ash- 
tabula County,  State  Senator,  and  Presi- 
dent of  a  judicial  circuit.  In  1851  he  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  i 
for  the  term  ending  in  1857 ;  and  he  was 
re-elected  for  a  second  and  third  term,  end- 
ing in  1869,  serving  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Territories  and  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Conduct  of  the  War, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Foreign  Relations  and  on  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Wade,    Edwaid.— He    was    born    in 
West  Spriugiield,  Massachusetts,  Novem- 
ber 22,  1803,  and  received  a  common  school 
education ;  he  removed  with  his  father  to 
Andover,  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  in  1821, 
where  he  remained  until  1824,  and  engaged 
in  clearing  the  land.     He  studied  law  in  ! 
Albany  and   Troy,   New  York,   and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  Jefferson,  Ohio,  in 
1827,  and  v»as  elected  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  that   coimty;    in  1832  he   removed  to  i 
Unionville,  and  remained  until  1837,  and  '• 
finally    settled    in    Cleveland.      He    was  I 


elected  a  Representative  from  Ohio  in  the 
Thirty-third  Congress,  to  which  .position 
he  has  been  re-elected,  serving  in  the 
Thirty- sixth  Congress  on  the  Committee 
on  Commerce. 

Wadswortli,  James.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Conriccticut  to  the  Continental 
Congress  from  17~3  to  1786. 

Wadswortli,  Jeremiah.— IK  u.i-  a 
Delegate  from  Connecticut  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  17."*()  to  Hs.-^,  ami  a 
Eeprcsentative  in  Congress,  froiii  th:/ 
State,  from  1789  to  1795. 

Wads-c^rorth,    Peleg. — Was    Itorn    ii 
Duxbury,    Massuchtisetts.    May  6.    174* 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  17«)9,  and 
afterwards  engaged  in  commercial  pursuits. 
He  joined  the  army  as  Captain  ot'  a  com- 
pany of  minuti-  nu-n.  at   litixhuiy.  in  th'* 
beginning  of  the  war,  and  by  his  skill  and 
courage  rose  rapidly  in   the  service.     11 
was  second  in  conunand  of  ihe  forces  sen 
to  Penobscot  by  Massachusetts  in  1779,  on 
which  occasion  he  displayed  great  courage, 
and  was  takpn  prisoner.     He  ro.se  to  tin- 
rank  of  Hrigadier  General.     Alter  the  wai 
in  1784,  he  established  him.self  in  Portland 
Maine,   in  mercantile   busini'ss;    and   wa^. 
employed  much  in  surveying,  in  which  h«' 
was  (piite  skilful.     In  1792  he  was  i-lectt'd 
a  Senator  in  the  Legislature  of  Ma.ssachu- 
setts,  and  the  same  year  was  cho.sen  the 
first  Kepre.sentativo  in  Congress  from  his 
district.     He    was    succf.ssively    re-«'lected 
until    180G,    when    he    declined    a   furthi-^ 
nomination.

Here  he  passed  the  renuiiuderof 
his  days  in  retiren)ent,  enjoying  the  resjK'  ' 
of  a  large  circle  of  his  friend.s  and  fellou 
citizen.s.     He  died  in  1-29. 

Wadsworth,  William  H.— Was  1..  .. 
in  Maysvillf,  Mason   County,   Keutuck\ 
July  4,  1821,   but  came  of  the  old   fami.  ■ 
of  Wadsworihs  who  founded   the   city   oi 
Hartford,    Connecticut.     He  receivt-d  hi.s 
education    from    the   Maysville   Seminary 
and  the   Augusta   College  of  Kentucky 
adopted  the  profession  of  law  ;  sat  in  tl,. 
Senate  of  Kentucky  in   1)^53   and   1-5.'. 
was  a  Presidential  Elector  in  \f**jO,   i)r< 
siding  over  the  Electoral  College  ;   and  wa.^ 
elected  a  Eeprcsentative.  from  Kentucky, 
to  the  Thirty-sevt-nth   Congress,   serving 
on  the  Committee  on  Navaf  Afiair.s.     lie- 
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fleeted  to  the  Thirty-cigbtli  Congress,  ' 
serving  on  the-  Comniit'tee  on  IMiblie  ].and.s  i 
and  the  Joint  Conunittee  on  tlie  library. 

"Wageiier,  D.  D. — ]Ie  \vas  born  in  Peiin-  | 

sylvania,    and    was   a    ]tepresentative    iu  I 

Congress,   from  that  State,  from   ^f^'S'.i  to  ' 

1841.  IJe  was  a  merchant,  and  for  many  ■ 
years  President  of  the  Easton  Bank.     Died 

at  Easton,  I'ennsylvauia,  October  1,  Ib'GO.  i 

Waggainaiiii,    George    A. — lie    was 

Secretary  of  State  of  Lonisiana  under  three 
administrations;  held  various  other  ])ublic 
positions  ;  and  was  a  Senator  in  Congress 
from  1831  to  1835.  lie  died  at  New  Orleans, 
March  23,  1843,  from  the  etfects  of  a  wound 
received  in  a  duel,  aged  fifty-three  years. 

Wagner,  Peter  J. — lie  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Eepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1839  to  1 84 1 . 

Wakeman,  Abraham. — Born  in  Fair- 
rieU,  Connecticut,  May  31,  1824.  He 
received  a  district  school  education;  when 
sixteen  years  of  age  he  removed  to  New 
Rochelle,  New  York,  and  taught  school ; 
he  subsequently  attended  an  academy  in 
Herkimer  County  as  pupil,  working  apart 
of  the  time  on  a  farm  to  pay  his  expenses; 
he  then  went  into  the  wilderness  and  took 
charge  of  a  saw-mill ;  after  that  he  went 
into  the  business  of  selling  books  by  sub- 
scription, travelling  through  much  of  the 
Union ;  in  1844  he  commenced  the  study 
of  the  law  in  Herkimer  County,  New  York ; 
went  to  New  York  City  in  1846,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1847 ;  in  1850  he 
was  elected  to  the  Legislature ;  re-elected 
in  J 851 ;  in  1854  was  elected  an  Alderman 
in  New  York,  serving  two  years ;  and  in 
185G  was  elected  a  Kepresentative  to  the 
Thirty-fifth  Congress.  He  has  also  fre- 
quently served  as  a  member  of  State  con- 
ventions. 

Walbridge,  David  S. — 15orn  in  Ben- 
nington, Vermont,  July  30,  1802;  received 
his  education  from  the  common  schools  of 
the  vicinity;  has  devoted  himself  to  tlie 
various  employments  of  the  farmer,  the 
merchant,  and  the  miller;  he  removed  to 
Michigan  iu  1842 ;  and  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress  from  that  State  in 
1854,  and  served  until  1859. 

Walbridge,    Henry    S.— He    was    a 

Eej)ri'S(iitutive  in  Congress,  from  New- 
York,  from  LS51  to  1853. 

Walbridge,  Hiram.— Born  at  Ithaca, 
Tompkins  County,   New  York,  February 


)i,  1821  ;  commenced  life  by  learaing  the 
trade  of  a  mechanic  ;  subseciuently  received 
a  good  education  at  the  Ohio  Unversity  ; 
when  twenty-three  years  of  age  was  elected 
Brigadier  General  of  the  Ohio  militia ;  and 
removing  to  New  York  City,  Avas  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress  from  New  York, 
serving  fronr  1^,53  to  1855.  In  18G5  he 
was  I'rcsident  of  tlie  Commercial  Conven- 
tion lield  in  Detroit. 


Waldeii,  Hiram. — He  vnjis  bora  in 
Rutland  County,  Vermont,  August  20, 
1800;  received  a  limited  education,  and 
having  removed  with  his  father  to  New 
York,  devoted  himself  to  the  business  of 
cloth  dressing  and  wool  carding;  betook 
an  interest  in  military  at^airs,  and  attained 
the  office  of  Major  General  of  militia;  in 
1836  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legis- 
lature ;  in  1842  lie  was  elected  a  Supervisor 
in  the  county  of  Schoharie ;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Nev.- 
York,  from  1849  to  1851." 

Waldo,  Loiin  P. — Was  bom  in  Can- 
terbury, "Windham  County,  Connecticut, 
February  2,  1802 ;  received  a  thorough 
English  education  in  the  common  schools, 
and  pursued  the  study  of  the  classics  to 
some  extent  under  private  instmctors : 
read  law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in 
the  courts  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  in 
September,  1825;  located  in  Tolland  Coun- 
ty, Connecticut,  Avhere  he  was  State's  At- 
torney from  1837  to  1849;  Avas  two  years 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Probate  in  his  dis- 
trict, and  six  years  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  Ids  State.  In  April,  1849,  he 
was  elected  to  the  Thirty-tirst  Congress, 
and  served  the  term.  In  1852  he  was 
elected  Commissioner  of  the  School  Fund 
of  Connecticut :  Avas,  in  March,  1853,  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Pierce,  Commis- 
sioner of  I'ensions  ;  and  in  June,  1855, 
Avas  elected,  by  the  Legislature  of  Con- 
necticut, to  the  office  of  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  Avhich  (tffico  he  now 
holds. 

Waldron,  Henry. — He  was  born  in 
Albany,  New  York,  October  11,  1819: 
graduated  at  Rutgers  College,  New  Bruns- 
Avick,  New  Jersey,  iu  July,  1836;  became 
a  civil  engineer  by  profession  ;  Avas  elected 
to  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  in  1843 ; 
and  served  as  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress during  the  years  1855,  1856,  1857, 
and  1858,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee  on  Mileage.  He  was  re-elected  to 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  Territories. 
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"Wales,  George  B.— He  was  born  in 
Windham  County.  Vermont;  and  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Ver- 
mont, from  1825  to  18-29.  He  also  served 
six  years  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  was 
Speaker  in  1823  and  1824  ;  and  was  Judge 
of  Probate,  for  Hartford  County,  from  1843 
to  1848. 

Wales,  John. — He  v^as  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Delaware,  from  1849  to 
1851,  in  place  of  John  I>I.  Clayton,  re- 
signed.    Died  December  3,  180:}. 

Walker,  Amasa.— He  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Massachusetts,  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  G.  F.  Bailey,  deceased.  He  was 
a  Presidential  Elector  in  1860. 

Walker,  Benjamin.— He  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  New  York, 
from  1801  to  1803. 

Walker,  David. — He  was  ii  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Kentuckv, 
from  1817  to  1820.  Died  March  1,  182i>, 
having  sent  a  request  to  Congress  tliat  his 
death  should  not  be  officially  noticed, 
which  request  was  complied  with. 

Walker,  Felix.— He  vias  born  in 
Hampshire  County,  Virginia,  July  19, 
1753,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Nortli  Carolina,  from  1817  to 
1823 ;  was  the  friend  and  companion  of 
Daniel  Boone,  when  he  explored  Ken- 
tucky and  founded  Boonsborough ;  ho 
served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Indian  wars  in 
the  Carolinas ;  settled  in  Try  on  County, 
North  Carolina ;  and  was  for  many  years 
in  the  State  Legislature ;  and  subsequent- 
ly removing  to  the  State  of  Mississippi,  he 
died  there  in  1830. 

Walker,  Francis. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  from 
1793  to  1795. 

Walker,  Freeman.— He  was  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  1819 
to  1821,  and  resigned. 

Walker,  George.— He  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from  1814  to 
1815,  by  appointment  of  tiie  Govenior. 
and  was  succeeded  by  W.  T.  Barry,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Legislature. 

Walker,  Isaac  P.— He  was  a  Sena- 
tor in   Congress,    from    Wisconsin,    from 

1848  to  1655,  and  Chairman  of  the  Com- 


mittee on  Revolutionary  Claims.     In  1841 
he  was  a  Presidential  Elector. 

Walker,  John. — He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Virginia,  during  tho  year 
1790,  by  appiiintnient.  but  was  superseded 
by  J.  Monroe. 

Walker,  John  W.— He  graduated  ut 
Princeton  College  in  I80G;  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Alabama,  from  1819  tu 
1822;  and  died  in  April,  1823.  He  r.- 
signed  his  seat  in  Congress  on  account  i<' 
ill  health.  It  was  said  tliat  he  soniotime- 
addressed  the  Senate  when  it  was  though' 
he  would  die  before  Huishing. 

Walker,   Percy.— Born    near    Hunts- 
ville,     Alalianm ;     received    an    ncademi' 
education,  and  in   1^:55  graduated    in  tin 
medical  department   of  tlie   I'niversity  o 
Pennsylvania,  and  renwjved  to  Mobile.    Ht 
served  as  an  t»ffici'r  in  a  volunteer  <-oinpanN 
during    the    Creek    war.       He   afterward 
studied  law  as  a  j)r«»fession,  and  wa.s  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  1842;  he  was  eU'cted 
by  the  Legislature  to  the  oftice  of  State's 
Attornev   for   the    Sixth    Judicial    Cireuit, 
which  lie  hel.l  four  y.-ars.     In  1"^39,  i-^47, 
and  1853,  lie  npresented  Mobik^  County  in 
the  General  Assembly;  and  in   1^55  wa 
elected   a   Repnsentative,  from   Alabain;i 
to   the   Thirty-fourth    Congress.

After  luiving  loeen  for  some  yetirs  out  of 
the  pale  of  politics,  he  was  appointed,  by 
President  Buchanan,  in  18.')7,  (iovernor  of 
the  Territory  of  Kansas,  which  office  ho 
resigned. 

"Walker,  William  A. — He  was  born 
in  New  Uaiiipshir(> ;  and  was  a  licpresenta- 
tive,  in  Congress,  from  New  York,  from 
1853  to  1855.  Died  at  New  York,  Decem- 
ber 18.  1801. 

Wall,  Garret  D.— Born  in  Monmouth 
County,  Now  .Jersey,  March  JO,  1783;  re- 
ceived an  academical  education,  and  in 
1798  commenced  the  study  of  law  at 
Trenton;  iu  1804  was  licensed  as  an  at- 
torney, and  in  1807  as  counsellor  at-law. 
Was  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  1812,  which  office  he  held  for  live 
years.  He  commanded  a  volunteer  com- 
pany at  the  defence  of  Sandy  Hook  in  the 
last  war ;  and  was  Quartermaster  General 
of  the  State  from  1815  to  1837.  In  1827 
he  was  elected  to  the  General  Assembly. 
In  1829  was  appointed  United  States  Dis- 
trict Attorney  for  New  Jersey;  and  the 
same  year  elected  Governor  of  the  State, 
by  the  Legislature,  but  declined  the  ap- 
pointment. He  was  a  member  of  the 
LTuited  States  Senate  from  1835  to  1841. 
In  1843  his  health  was  greatly  impaired  by 
a  stroke  of  paralysis  ;  but  in  1848  he  was 
appointed  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Errors 
and  Appeals,  which  oflice  he  occupied  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  Burlington, 
New  Jersey,  November  22,  1850.  His 
disease  was  dropsy  on  the  chest. 

Wall,  James  W. — Was  born  in  Tren- 
ton, New  Jersey,  in  1820;  his  father. 
Garret  D.  Wall,  having  been  a  Senator 
before  him  ;  graduated  at  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1839 ;  studied  law,  and  commenced 
th»!  practice  in  Trenton ;  his  first  public 
position  was  that  of  Commissioner  of  Bank- 
ruptcy ;  in  1847  he  settled  in  Burlington, 
and  devoted  some  attention  to  literary  pur- 
suits ;  in  1850  he  was  elected  Mayor  of 
Burlington ;  and  in  1854  he  visited  Europe, 
and  published  a  volume,  entitled  "Foreign 
Etchings,  or  Visits  to  the  Old  World's 
Pleasant  Places."  During  the  early  part 
of  the  Rebellion  he  wrote  against  the  ad- 
ministration in  power  for  interfering  with 
the  freedom  of  the  press,  and  was  im- 
prisoned for  a  few  weeks  in  Fort  La- 
fayette, and  on  his  release  was  welcomed 
home  with  great  enthusiasm  by  his  fellow- 
citizens  ;  ;iud  in  .January,  l8l)3,  he  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  New 
Jersey,  for  the  unexpired  term  of  John  W. 


Thompson,  deceased,  but  which  seat  was 
for  a  short  time  occupied  by  R.  S.  Field. 

Wall,  William.— Was  born  in  Phila- 
delphia, March  20,  1801;  served  seven 
years  as  an  apprentice  to  a  ropemaker; 
removed  to  King's  County,  Long  Island, 
in  1822,  where  he  followed  his  business  of 
rope-making  so  successfully  that  Avhen  he 
gave  it  up  in  1851)  he  had  accpiircd  a  large 
fortune.  While  thus  engaged  in  active 
business,  he  was  called  upon  to  fill  a  great 
number  of  local  offices,  such  as  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  School  Trustee,  Su- 
pervisor, Connnissioner  of  Water-works, 
&.C. ;  and  in  18(jO  he  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative from  New  York  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Revolutionary  Claims,  and  Expen- 
ditures on  Public  Buildings. 

j      Wallace,   Daniel. — He  was   born    in 
i  South  Carolina,  and  Avas  a  Representative 
i  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1847  to 
1853. 

Wallace,  David. — H(^  was  born  in 
i  Philadelphia,  April  4,  1799 ;  graduated  at 
j  West  Point  in  1821,  and  served  for  a  time 
'  as  Professor  of  Mathematics.  In  1828  he 
I  was  a  member  of  the  Indiana  Legislature ; 
1  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State 
I  in  1830  and  in  1833;  Governor  of  the  State 
i  from  1837  to  1840;  and  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Indiana,  from  1841 
I  to  1843;  and  subsequently  to  his  service  in 
\  Congress  was  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the 
State;  a  member  of  the  State  Coustitu- 
i  tional  Convention ;  and  in  1856  was  elected 
i  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at 
'  Indianapolis,  where  he  died,  September  5. 
I  1859. 

!  Wallace,  James  M.— He  was  born  in 
'  Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was 
;  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
I  State,  from  1815  to  1821.  It  is  said  he 
,  always  protested  against  the  initial  M.  in 

his  name,   but  never  got  rid  of  it  in  the 

Journals  of  Congress. 

"Wallace,  John  W. — He  was  born  in 
I  i'ennsylvania,   and  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  that  State,  to  the  Thirty-seventh 
,  Congress,    serving  on   the  ('omiiiitt<'e   on

Wallace,  William  H. — Born  in  ^Miami 

County,   Ohio,    July    17,    1811;   sp.Mit  his 

I  early  life  in  Indiana;   removed  to  Iowa  in 

1837:  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature 

I  of  Iowa,  and  served  as  Speaker,  and  also 

I  as  President  of  the  State  Council :  was  ap- 
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pointed,  by  President  Taylor,  Receiver  of 
Public  Moneys  at  Fairfield,  Iowa ;  removed 
to  Washington  Territory  in  185o;  served 
several  sessions  in  the  Territorial  Leg^isla- 
ture;  was  appointed,  in  186],  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  Governor  of  Washinq-tou 
Territory;  was  elected  a  Delegate  there- 
from to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress  ;  was 
appointed  the  first  Governor  of  Idaho  Ter- 
ritory; and  re-elected  to  the  Thirtj'-eighth 
Congress,  as  a  Delegate  from  Idaho.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  National  Committee 
to  accompany  the  remains  of  President 
Lincoln  to  Illinois. 

Walley,  Samuel  H. — Born  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  August  :>!,  1805;  fitted  for 
college  at  Andover  Academy;  graduated 
at  Harvard  College  in  1826 ;  studied  law  ; 
officiated  for  twenty  years  as  Treasurer  of 
a  savings  bank  in  Boston  for  the  benefit  of 
seamen ;  was  also  Treasurer  for  a  long 
time  of  a  railroad  in  Vermont,  and  one  in 
New  York ;  he  was  also  a  member  of  the 
State  Legislature  for  eight  sessions,  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  for  two  years ;  and 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  ]85:i  to 
185.5.  On  his  return  from  Washington  he 
was  the  Whig  candidate  for  Governor  of 
Massachusetts,  but  was  defeated;  was  a 
Bank  Commissioner  in  1858;  and  in  I85'J 
became  President  of  the  Revere  Bank  of 
Boston. 

"Wain,  Robert. — He  was  a  prominent 
merchant  in  Philadelphia,  and  a  member 
of  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1798  to  1801,  first  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  John  Swanwick,  and  was  re-elected. 
Died  January  24,  18)i6,  aged  seventy-one 
years. 

Walsh,  Mike.— Born  in  YaughuU,  Ire- 
land, but  brought  to  this  country  when  a 
child ;  spent  his  boyhood  as  a  wanderer ; 
conducted  a  paper  in  New  York  called  the 
"Subterranean,"  in  which  he  published 
certain  libels,  for  which  he  was  imprisoned 
two  years ;  and  he  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  If 53  to 
1855.  He  subsequently  visited  Europe, 
and  also  Mexico,  and  on  March  17,  1859, 
was  found  dead  in  the  yard  of  a  public 
house  in  New  York.  The  cause  of  his 
death  is  unknown. 

Walsh,  Thomas  Y.— He  was  a  nati\  e 
•of  Maryland,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1853. 

Walton,  Charles  W.— Was  born  in 
Mexico,  Oxford  County,  Maine,  December 
9,  1819;  was  bred  a  printer ;  studied  law, 


and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1843;  in 
1847  was  elected  Attorney  for  Oxford 
County,  which  he  held  for  four  years  ;  re- 
moving to  Androscoggin  County  in  18o.'', 
was  elected  Attorney  fur  tliat  county  i: 
1857,  which  oflice  lie  lield  until  l86t>,  whei. 
he  was  elected  a  Representative  from  Main, 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congre.-Js,  servini: 
on  the  Committee  on  Private  Land  Claini> 
In  May,  in  18(>\',  he  resigned  his  .seat  in  Con 
gress,  and  was  appointed,  by  tlie  Governor, 
a  Judge  of  the  Supremo  Court  of  Maine. 

Walton,  E.  P.— Born  at  Montpelie. 
Vermont,  February  17,  1812;  studied  law  . 
but  was  a  i)ractical  ])rinter  and  editor,  hav- 
ing lor  several  years  edited  tiie  "  \'ernu)nt 
Watchman  :"  he  served  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, as  Representative,  one  term;  ami 
was  then  elected  a  Representative  to  the 
Thirty-fit'th  Congress,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  I'.xpeiiditures. 
He  was  also  re-elected  to  the  Tliirty-sixtli 
and  Thirty-seventh  Congresses,  serving  a- 
a  member  of  tlie  Committee  on  Claini>. 
and  Chairman  of  tliat  on  Printing.  He 
was  also  a  Deh'gate  to  the  Baltimore  Con- 
vention of  |S(;4.  After  h'tiving  Congress 
he  resumed  the  editorship  of  liis  jounml  i:. 
Montpelier,  \'erinont. 

Walton,  George. — He  wa.s  u  native  o 
\'irginia;   born  in  1740;   he  served  an  ap- 
j)rentic«'ship  to  the  carpenter's  trade,  after 
the  expiration  of   wliich    he    removed   to 
(leorgia,  studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1774.     He  was  om-  of  the  four 
individuals  who  caHed  a  public  meeting  at 
Savannah  to  concert  nieasure.s  tor  the  de- 
fence of  the  country  in  1774  ;    wa.s  one  of 
the  Committee  who  prepared  a  jM'tition  !■ 
the  King,  and  drew  up  the  patriotic  re.solu 
tions  adopteil  on  that  occasion.      He  was 
active    in    pruuiuting    the    lievolution    at 
home,  and  in  177«i  was  a  Delegate  to  Con- 
gress, from  Georgia,  and  a  signer  of  tip 
Declaration  of  Inde|>endence.  and  of  th- 
articles  of  Confederation.    When  the  eiieni  \ 
attacked    Savannah    he   was    dangerousl; 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner,  but  was  r«- 
leased   in   1779,   and   the   same  year   wa> 
chosen  Governor  of  the  State  ;   in  178()  wa- 
again  sent  to  Congress ;  and  in  17KI  wa.s 
appointed  Chief  Justice  of  the  Stato;   iu 
1787  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Convention  for 
framing   the   Constitution   of   the   United 
States,   but   declined    taking  liis  seat:    iu 
1789   he   was   a   Presidential    Klector;  in 
1793  was  again   Judge   of   the   Suprem** 
Court ;   and  in  1795  was  elected  to  sti.    ■ '  ' 
James  Jackson  as  a  Senator  in  Coii_ 
serving  one  year.     He  died   Ft-bri:  i  "•    .- 
1804. 
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"Walton,  Matthew. — He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  ■  C.)n,<:;'ress,  tVoni  Kentucky, 
from  1803  to  J8U7,  and  a  Presidential  Elec- 
tor in  1809.     Died  January  J-',  l^ld. 

Walwortli,  Reuben  Hyde. — He  was 
horn  at  Bijzrali,  Connecticut,  in  October, 
I7riD.  He  spent  his  earlier  y(!ars  on  a  farm, 
and  had  tew  advantages  of  education.  He 
commenced  the  study  of  law  at  the  af:^e  of 
.seventeen,  and  when  twenty  Avas  admitted 
to  practice,  and  when  twenty-two  was  li- 
censed as  an  attorney  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  New  York.  He  settled  at  Plattsburg  in 
1811,  and  held  successively  the  ofHces  of 
Master  in  Chancery,  officer  of  militia  dur- 
ing- the  siege  of  Plattsburg  in  1814,  and 
Adjutant  General  of  the  combined  forces, 
having  as  such  participated  in  the  battles 
of  Beekmanstown  and  Pike's  Cantonment. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  House  during  the 
Seventeenth  Congress,  declined  a  re-elec- 
tion, and  was  appointed  a  Circuit  Judge  in 
1823 ;  and  in  1828  he  was  made  Chancellor 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  which  he  held 
for  twenty  years,  when  the  office  Avas  abol- 
ished. His  opinions  as  Chancellor  were 
published  in  fourteen  volumes,  while  his 
other  opinions  occupy  as  many  more. 
From  Yale  College  he  received  the  degree 
of  LL.D. 

Ward,  Aaron. — He  was  born  at  Sing 
Sing,  New  York ;  was  educated  at  Mount 
Pleasant  Academy,  and  adopted  the  pi'o- 
fession  of  law.  He  served,  in  1813,  in  tie 
regular  army  as  a  Captain;  was.  for  a 
time  after  the  war.  District  Attorney  for 
the  County  of  Westchester,  and  subse- 
([uently  attained  the  position  of  Major 
General  of  the  New  York  militia.  His 
terms  of  .service  as  a  Representative  in 
Congress  were  from  1825  to  1829,  from 
1831  to  1837,  and  from  1841  to  1843. 

"Ward,  Artemas. — Graduated  at  Har- 
vard College  in  1748.  He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature ; 
a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  Bos- 
ton; and  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  for  the  County  of  Worcester. 
June  17,  1775,  he  was  appointed  Major 
General  of  the  American  army,  and  was 
intrusted  with  the  command  of  the  right 
win^  of  the  troops  stationed  at  Roxbury 
for  tiie  siege  of  Boston.  He  was  a  Dele- 
gate to  the  Provincial  Congress,  and  a 
Representative  in  the  United'  States  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  from  1791  to 
1795.  He  was  much  esteemed  by  Wash- 
ington, and  although  he  resigned  his  com- 
mission in  April,  i77(;,  yet  at  the  request 
of  the   Commander-in-chief  he  continued 


'  some  time  longer  in  the  service.  He  was 
a  man  of  exemplary  piety  and  incorrupti- 
ble integrity.  After  a  long  and  patient 
endurance  of  many  sufferings,  lie  died, 
October  2-',  l-'OU,  aged  seventy-three  years. 

Ward,  Artsnias. — He  was  a  native  of 
Massachusetts,  and  born  in  17(j3;  grad- 
uated at  Harvard  I'niversity  in  1783;  he 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  practice, 
and  soon  became  eminent  in  his  profession. 
He  was  elected  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusetts,  from  1813  to 
:  1817;  in  1821  he  was  appointed  Chief  Jus- 
:  tice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  which 
office  he  held  for  nineteen  years.  He  died 
in  Boston,  October  7,  1847.  He  was  hon- 
ored with  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Har- 
vard University. 

Ward,  Elijah. — He  was  born  in  Sing 
Sing,  New  York,  September  16,  1816;  re- 
ceived  an  academic   education,   and  was 
bred   a   merchant,  chiefly  in   the  city   of 
i  New  Y'ork,  where  he  was  President  of  the 
I  Mercantile  Library  Association  in    1839 : 
'I  he  studied  law  at  the  L'niversity  of  New 
!  Y^ork,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1843. 
He  was  elected  a  Representative,  from  New 
'  York,  to  the  Thirty-tifth  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia.    In  1860  he  was  re-elected  to  the 
;  Thirty-seventh   Congress,  and  in  1862  to 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
!  Committees  on  Roads  and  Canals,  and  on 
,  Commerce. 

Ward,  Hamilton. — He  was  born  in  Sal- 
isbury, Herkimer  county.  New  York,  July 
3,    1829;    received   a  liberal    education; 
i  studied  law  and  came  to  the  bar  at  Coop- 
I  erstown  in  1851,  settling,  in  the  practice  of 
j  his    profession,    at     Belmont,    Alleghany 
I  County;  in  1856  he  was  elected  District 
j  Attorney  for  said  County,  liolding  the  of- 
:  lice  three  years,  and  was  re-elected  in  1862 ; 
i  during  that  year,  under  an  appointment  of 
'  the  Governor,  he  was  active  in  raising  and 
organizing  the  State  troops;  and  in  1864 
I  he  was  elected  a  Representative,  from  New 
York,  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving 
on  the  Committees  on  Claims  and  on  Ac- 
counts. 

Ward,  Jonathan. — He  was  a  native  of 
:  New  York,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from   1815  to   1817,  having  been  a 
State  Senator,   from  Westchester  County, 
from  1807  to  1810. 

Ward,  Matthias.— He  was  born  in 
Elbert  County,  Georgia,  but  grew  up  to 
manhood    in   Madison  Countv,  Alabama.

He  received  an  academic  education ;  Avas 
a  school  teacher  for  two  years ;  studied 
law,  and  became  a  citizen  of  the  Republic 
of  Texas  in  1836.  He  served  a  number  of 
years  in  the  Congress  of  that  Republic, 
and  when  it  became  a  State,  was  elected  to 
the  Legislature  as  a  Senator.  He  was  a 
inember  of  the  two  Conventions  which 
nominated  Mr.  Pierce  and  Mr.  Buchanan 
for  the  office  of  President ;  in  1856  he  was 
<?hosen  President  of  the  State  Democratic 
Convention  held  at  Austin ;  and  in  1858 
was  appointed  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Texas,  for  the  term  ending  in  1863.  Died  at 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  October  13,  1861. 

"Ward,  Samuel. — A  native  of  Rhode 
Island  ;  was  honorably  associated  in  the 
struggle  for  American  Independence.  He 
was  a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, from  Rhode  Island,  from  1774  to 
1776,  and  died  in  Philadelphia,  Marcli  *25, 
1776,  while  attending  a  session  of  Congress. 

"Ward,  Thomas.— Was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Jersey,  from 
1813  to  1817.  He  died  at  Newark,  New 
Jersey,  February  4, 1842,  aged  eighty-three. 

Ward,  William  T. — He  was  bom  in 

Kentucky  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
€ongress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to  1853. 

Wardwell,  Daniel.  —  "Was  bom  in 
Bristol,  Rhode  Island,  in  17ttl,  his  fathi-r 
having  fought  in  the  Revolution ;  grad- 
uated at  Brown  University  in  1811  ;  soon 
afterwards  removed  to  Rome,  New  York, 
where  he  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar ;  was  four  times  elected  to  the  Le- 
gislature of  his  adopted  State ;  was,  for 
several  years.  Judge  of  a  County  Court ; 
and  he  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1831  to  1837,  serA'ing 
as  Chairman  of  the  Conmiittee  on  Revolu- 
tionary Pensions. 

Ware,  Nicholas.— He  was  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Georgia,  from  1821  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  a\  hich  occurred  in 
New  Y'ork  City,  September  7,  1824. 

Warfield,   Henry  R.— Was    bom   in 

Anne  Amndel  County,  Maryland ;  and 
was  a  Representative*  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1819  to  1825.  On  the 
morning  of  March  18,  1839,  he  was  found 
dead  in  his  bed  at  Frederick,  Maryland. 

Warner,  Hiram.— Born  in  Hampshire 
County,  Massachusetts,  October  29,  J  802; 
he  received  a  good  common  school  educa- 
tion, with  some  knowledge  of  the  classics, 
and  emigrated  to  Georgia  at  the  age  of 
-seventeen,  and  there  taught  school  for  three 


years ;  with  his  earnings  he  was  Enabled 
to  study  the  profession  of  law,  and  was  ad- 
I  mitted  to  practice  in  1825,  and  opened  an 
j  office  at  Knoxville,  in  Crawford  County. 
;  From  1828  to  1831  he  was  a  Ri'preseuta- 
{  tive  in  the  General  Assembly,  and  declined 
1  a  re-election.  In  1833  he  was  elected  by 
the  Legislature  one  of  the  Judges  of  the 
;  Superior  Courts  of  the  State,  autl  was  re- 
!  appointed  in  1836,  holding  the  office  until 
I  1840.

He  wa.s  a 
member  of  Congress,  from  Xiw  Yt)rk.  from 
1847  until  his  death. 

Warren,  Edward  A.-  Born  in  CJreeuf 
County,  Alaliiinia.  May  2,  1818;  received 
a  liberal  education,  and"  studied  the  profes- 
sion of  law.

In  J. -50  he  wa.s 
elected  State's  Attorney  for  the  Sixth  Judi- 
cial District  of  Arkansas ;  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative,  from  that  State,  in  the  Thirty- 
third  Congress,  and  was  re-elected  to  tho 


Thirty-fifth.  He  was  a  member  of  tho 
Committees  on  the  Militia,  and  Railroads 
and  Canals. 

Warren,  Lott.— Bom  in  Burke  Cotmtv. 
Georgia,  October  3<»,  17'.»7 ;  commenced 
life  as  a  clerk  in  a  store:  served  iu  the 
Seminole  war  as  a  Second  Lieutenant  of 
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militia  iu  1818;  studied  law,  and  was  ad-  ! 
niittc'd  to  the  "bar  in  1821  ;  in  IS'i'.i  Iw  was  j 
<'lccted  a  Major  of  battalion;  in  18*24  went 
to  the  State  Legislature;  in  18'J5  was  ap- 
pointed Solicitor  General  to  fill  a  vacancy  ; 
in  1830  he  was  sent  to  tlie  State  Senate  ; 
in  1831  again  elected  to  the  Lower  House; 
and  he  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress, 
from  18:JD  to  1843.  He  is  still  devoted  to 
the  profession  of  law. 

■Washbuni,  Cadwalladei  C— l'>orn 
in  the  town  of  Liverniore,  Maine,  April  2*2, 
1818.  He  was  a  lawyer  by  ])rofession ; 
removed  to  AVisconsin,  and  was  elected  a 
Kepresentative,  from  that  State,  to  the 
Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-fiith  Congresses. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Committees  on 
Private  Land  Claims,  and  Expenditures  on 
the  Public  Buildings.  He  was  re-elected 
to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Private 
Land  Claims,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Spe- 
cial Committee  of  Tlnrty-three.  He  was 
also  a  Delegate  to  the  Peace  Congress  ot 
18G1.  In  November,  18(52,  he  was  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Lincoln,  a  Major 
(ieneral  iu  the  Union  army. 

Washburn,  Henry  D. — He  was  born 
iu  Windsor,  Windsor  County,  Vermont, 
March  28,  1832  ;  and  during  that  year  was 
removed  by  his  father  to  Ohio;  was  early 
apprenticed  to  the  trade  of  a  tanner,  but 
not  liking  the  business,  became  a  school 
teacher,  which  occupation  he  followed  until 
his  twentieth  year;  studied  law,  and  grad- 
uated at  the  New  York  State  and  National 
Law  School,  in  1853.  He  subsequently 
settled  in  Indiana,  and  in  1854  he  Avas  ap- 
pointed Auditor  of  Vermillion  County ; 
elected  to  the  same  position  in  1856,  serv- 
ing as  such  iintil  18C1.  In  July  of  that 
year  he  raised  a  company  for  service  in  the 
war ;  was  promoted  to  the  command  as 
Colonel  of  the  Eiglitecnth  Indiana  Volun- 
teers, in  18G2  ;  and  in  18G4  he  was  breveted 
a  Brigadier  General,  and  was  nmstered  out 
of  the  service  in  18G5;  and  was  elected  a 
Representative,  from  Indiana,  totheThirty- 
ninth  Congress,  having  successfully  con-  I 
tested  the  seat  claimed  by  D.  W.  Voorhees,  ' 
ser\'ing  on  the  Conmiittee  on  Claims.  ' 

Washburn,  Israel,  Jr.— Born  June  G,  i 
1813,  at  Li^vermore,  County  of  Oxford, 
(now  Androscoggin,)  Maine.  He  received  } 
a  classical  education ;  studied  law,  and  in  : 
October,  1834,  was  admitted  to  the  bar;  j 
he  commenced  the  practice  of  law  in  Orono, 
Penobscot  County,  December  1834,  where  : 
he  has  since  resided.  He  was  a  member  | 
of  the  Legislature  in  1842,  and  elected  to  ' 


the  Federal  House  of  Representatives, 
'from  Maine,  for  the  Thirty-second,  Thirty- 
tliird,  Thirty-fourth,  Thirty-iifth,  and 
Tliirty-sixth  Congresses,  serving  in  the 
latter  Congress  as  a  member  of  tiie  Com- 
mittee of  Ways  and  Means.  In  18G0  he 
was  elected  Governor  of  Maine,  and  iu 
1863  was  appointed,  by  President  Lincoln, 
Collector  of  Portland. ' 

Washburn,  William  B.— He  was  born 
iu  Wincln'ndtju,  Massachusetts,  January 
31,  lb20;  graduated  at  Yale  College  in 
1844;  has  always  been  engaged  iu  the 
manufacturing  business;  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Senate  iu  1850,  and  of  the 
Lower  House  iu  1854;  was  subsetiuently 
President  of  the  Greenfield  Bank  ;  and  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  Massachu- 
setts, to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  sening 
on  the  Committees  on  Invalid  Pensions  and 
Roads  and  Canals.  Reelected  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees 
on  Claims  and  Revolutionary  Pensions. 

Washburne,  Elihu  B. — Born  in  Liv 
ermore,  Oxford  County,  Maine,  September 
23,  1816;  served  an  a)iprenticeship  in  the 
printing  office  of  the  Kennebec  Journal ; 
studied  law  at  Harvard  University,  and, 
removing  to  the  West,  practiced  at  Galena, 
Illinois.  He  was  elected  a  Representative 
to  the  Thirty-third  Congress,-  from  that 
State,  and  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-fourth, 
Thirty-lifth,  and  Thirty-sixth  Congresses, 
serving  on  two  occasions  as  Chairman  of 
the  CoDunittee  on  Commerce.  He  was  also 
elected  to  tlie  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
again  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Comm.erce,  and  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  sci-ving  again  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Commerce, 
as  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Library,  and  also  as  Chairman  of  the  Spe- 
cial Committee  on  Immigration.  On  ac- 
count of  his  having  served  continuously  for 
a  longer  period  than  any  other  member  (tf 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  usage  awarded 
to  him  the  title  of  "  Father  of  the  House." 
He  was  the  author,  among  many  others,  of 
the  bill  reviving  the  office  of  Lieutenant 
General,  which  was  conferred  ou  General 
Grant.  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
gress, again  serving  at  the  head  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Conmierce,  and  as  Ciiairman  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  the  death  of  President 
Lincoln,  and  as  a  member  of  those  ou  the 
Rules,  Reconstruction,  Air-line  Railroad  to 
New  York,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Sjjcciai 
Committee  to  Investigate  the  Mi-mphis 
Riots.  Two  of  his  brothers  also  served  in 
Congress,  viz.,  Israel,  jr.,  and  Cadwallader 
C.  Washburn. 
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Washington,  G-eorge.— He  was  born 

at  Bridge's  Creek,  Westmoreland  County, 
Virginia,  February  22,  1732,  and  was  de- 
scended from  a  family  distinguished  for  its 
respectability  and  virtue.     At  the  age  of 
ten  years  he  lost  his  father ;  was  educated 
in  English  literature  and  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  science  by  a  private  tutor  ;  and 
adopted  the  profession  of  a  surveyor.  When 
nineteen  years  of  age,  he  Avas  appointed  an 
Adjutant,  with  the  rank  of  Major;  in  1753 
he  was  employed  by  Dinwiddle  on  a  mis- 
sion to  the  French  army,  in  the  valley  of 
the  Ohio,  and  made  treaties  with  the  In- 
dians ;  he  served  as  an  aide-de-camp  under  \ 
Braddock,  and  on  the  fall  of  that  General,   '. 
displayed  great  ability  in  saving  the  army ; 
in  1758  he  performed  an  expedition  to  Fort 
du  Quesne  ;  after  which,  Avith  the  rank  of 
Colonel,  he  retired  to  the  paternal  estate  of 
Mount  Vernon  and  devoted  himself  to  agri- 
culture.   He  cultivated  nine  thousand  acres 
of  land ;  employed  about  a  thousand  per- 
sons,   slaves   and  others,    on   his    estate, 
whom  he  clothed  with  cloths  made  under 
his  own  superintendence ;  and   it   is  said  j 
that  seven  thousand  bushels  of  wheat  and 
ten  thousand  bushels  of  corn  was  not  an 
uncommon   crop  for   him  to  raise  on  his 
plantation.     He  frequently  ser\-ed  in  the  j 
Legislature  of  Virginia  ;  was  a  Delegate 
to  the  Continental  Congress  in  1774  and  ! 
the  early  part  of  1775 ;  and  on  the  break-  j 
ing  out  of  the  war  he  was  called   to   the  i 
chief  command  of  the   Provincial  troops, 
and  the  record  of  his  services  is  a  history  , 
of  the  war.     He  joined  the  army  at  Cam- 
bridge in  July,   1775;  in   1770  he  fought 
the  battles  of  Long  Island,  Wliite  Plains, 
Trenton,  and  Princeton;  in  1777  those  of  | 
Brandywine  and   Germantown;    in    1778 
that  of  Monmouth ;  and  in  1781   he  cap-  '■ 
tured  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  and  thereby 
virtually  closed  the  war.     When  the  treaty 
of  peace  was  signed,  he  resigned  his  com- 
mission and,  universally  beloved,  retired  to  ; 
private  life.     He  was  elected  the  first  Presi-  '■ 
dent  of  the  United  States,  and  after  having  ■ 
been  re-elected  and  serving  out  his  second 
term,  he  again  retired  to  private  life.     In  ' 
1798  he  was  induced  again  to  accept  tlie 
command  of  the  army,  "but  it  Avas  merely 
to  concentrate  the  efforts  of  his  felloAv  citi-  i 
zens  for  the  promotion  of  the  general  good,  ' 
and  Avas  another  sacrifice  to  his  high  sense  j 
of  duty.     He  died  at  Mount  Vernon,  after  | 
a  short  illness,  of  quinzy  sore  throat,  De-  ! 
cember  14,  1799;  Avas  buried  at  that  place  [ 
Avith  the  honors  due  to  the  noble  champion  [ 
of  the  liberties  of  a  happy  and  prosperous  | 
republic.     The   character   of  Washington  , 
stands  alone  among  the  great  men  of  the  : 
world,  as  a  pure  man,  a  patriot,   a  Avise 


statesman,  a  citizen,  a  ruler,  a  husband- 
man, a  general,  and  a  Christian.  His  life 
has  been  written  and  commented  upon  by 
hundreds  of  Avriters,  but  the  best  biogra- 
phies of  him  Avere  published  by  Joliu  Mar- 
shall, in  five  volumes ;  by  Wiv^hington 
Irving,  also  in  five  volumes,  and  by  I>avid 
Ramsay  and  George  Bancroft ;  and  a  copi- 
ous selection  from  his  manuscripts  avu.s 
edited  by  Jared  Sparks,  and  published  in 
ten  volumes.  His  liome  at  Mount  ^'ernon 
is,  to  loA-ers  of  libert}-  and  tme  greatness, 
a  kind  of  Mecca  :  and  as  the  "  Father  •' 
his  Country,"  his  iininory  Avill  be  vir;' 
rated  as  long  as  the  llcpublic  endures. 

"Washington,  George  C.  —  I{orn  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  August 
20,  1789,  and  died  in  (Jrorgettiwu,  District 
of  Columbia,  July  17,  I.""'54.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Cambridge,  and  became  a  lawyer 
by  profession,  though  partial  to  the  pursuit 
of  agriculture.  At  the  time  of  his  dt-ath. 
he  was  tin"  oldest  and  nearest  survivinp 
malt'  relative  of  his  granduncle,  (M-neral 
Washington.  He  represented  Maryland  in 
Congress,  from  1827  to  18;!:?.  and  from 
18:>5  to  1837.  He  Avas  also  Pre.sid<'nt  of 
the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  and  a 
Commissioiifr  for  the  settlement  of  Indian 
Claims.  When  General  Scott  was  nom: 
nated  for  the  Presidency,  Mr.  Washingt*-; 
Avas  spoken  of  as  the  candidate  for  \\<- 
Presitleut. 

Washington,  WUliam  H. — \Um\   iu 

North  Cartilina  :   i.aaduatrd  at  Yah-  Collrgf 
in  18:5-1,  and  Avas  a  lawyei'  by  pr*)!' 
He  was   iu  Congress  from   l''4l  t-'    i 

and  subsetiuently  five  or  six  year>    u  i: 
State  Legislatiue. 

Watkins,  Albert  G. —  lit  was  born  i: 
Jerterson  County.  Tenn«»ef,  May  5,  li^I.'- 
Avas  educated  at  llolston  College,  Tt-nnr 
see;  adopted  the  protessioii  ot   law;   wa 
elected  to  the  Legislature,  tVom  liis  nuti\ 
county,  in  1815 ;   was  a  i'residential  Elect< 
in  1848;  and  wa.s  first  elected  u  K«'|)re*«<'n: 
ative  in  Congress  in  1849,  and  reelected  i' 
each  succeeding  Congress,   exeinting  tli. 
Thirty-third,  Avhen  he  declined  the   nom 
nation.     He  Avas  a  member  of  the  Comini! 
tees  on  Manufactures,  and  on  the  Miliii:. 

Watmough,  John  G.— He  avos  bom 

on  the  banks  of  the  BrandvAvine,  Delaware. 
December  G,  1793,  and  educated  at  th. 
University  of  Pennsylvania  and  Princeton 
He  served  in  the  war  of  1?^I2,  as  a  Lien 
tenant  in  the  Second  Artillery,  and  whil- 
doing  service  on  the  frontiers,  in  1813  nnl 
1814,    was  Avounded   by  receiving   in  hi- 
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bodj  three  mnsket-balls,  the  last  of  which 
was  extracted  in  1835;  he  resifjued  liis 
commission  in  1810,  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  in  Conj^ress,  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  18:51,  where  he  remained  four 
years,  during'  the  whole  of  which  period 
his  wounds  wen;  open  and  constantly  driv- 
ing him  pain.  His  other  public  positions 
were  those  of  aide-de-camp  to  General 
Gaines  at  New  Orleans,  and  in  the  Creek 
Nation  in  1814  and  1815;  llio^h  Sheriff  of 
Philadelphia  City  and  County  in  1835; 
and  Surve^'or  of  that  ]iort  in  1841.  During 
the'latter  part  of  his  liie  he  lived  in  retire- 
ment, and  died  at  Philadelphia,  November 
29,  1861. 

Watson,  Cooper  K. — He  was  born  in 
Ohio,  and  was  a  Kepresent>;tive  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1855  to  1857. 

Watson,  James. — He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  New  York,  from  1798  to 
1800,  when  he  resigned;  had  previously 
been  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  New 
York  during  the  years  1791,  1794,  1795, 
and  1796;  was  a  State  Senator  in  1797. 

Wattersou,  Harvey  M. — He  Avas  born 
in  Tennessee,  and  Avas  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1839  to 
1843. 

Watts,  John. — He  was  born  in  New 
York  in  1749,  and  died  in  New  York  City, 
September  3,  1836.  He  was  a  member  of 
Congress  from  1793  to  1795. 

Watts,  John  S.— He  was  born  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  elected  a  Delegate,  from  the 
Territory  of  New  Mexico,  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress. 

Wayne,  Anthony. — Born  inEasttown, 
Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1746. 
In  1773  he  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
the  General  Assembly,  where  he  took  an 
active  part  against  the  claims  of  Great 
Britain.  In  1775  he  entered  the  army  as 
Colonel,  and  in  the  battle  at  the  Three 
Rivers,  in  June,  1776,  received  a  wound  in 
the  leg,  and  at  the  close  of  the  campaign 
he  was  made  a  ]>rigadier  General.  In  the 
battles  of  Brandy  wine,  Germantov.u,  and 
Monmouth,  and  especially  at  Stony  Point, 
he  greatly  distinguished  himself,  in  the  lat- 
ter assault  receiving  a  severe  wound  in  the 
head.  In  1781  he  led  the  Pennsylvania 
line,  to  form  a  junction  with  Lafayette  in 
Virginia,  and  engaged  in  the  capture  of 
Cornwallis  ;  after  which  he  conducted  the 
war  in  Georgia  with  equal  .success,  receiv- 
ing from  the  Legislature  of  that  State  a 
26 


valuable  farm  as  a  reward  for  his  services, 
upon  which  In.'  retired  after  the  war.  In 
1787  he  was  a  member  of  the  Convention 
for  framing  the  Constitution,  and  served  as 
aRei)rcsentativc  in  Congress,  from  Georgia, 
in  1791,  but  his  seat  was  vacated  by  a 
resolution  of  the  House.  In  1792  he  was 
again  called  into  military  service,  and  suc- 
ceeded St.  Chiir  in  the  command  of  the 
arni}'^  against  the  Indians,  gaining  a  com- 
plete victory  over  them  in  1794,  at  the  bat- 
tle of  the  Miami ;  he  concluded  a  treaty, 
August  3,  1795,  with  the  hostile  tribes 
northwest  of  the  Ohio.  While  in  thn  ser- 
vice of  his  country,  having  attained  the 
rank  of  Major  General,  he  died  in  a  hut  at 
Presquo  Isle,  and  was  buried  on  the  shore 
of  Lake  Erie,  in  December,  1796. 

Wayne,  Isaac. — He  was  a  Ruprcscni- 
ative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania,  from 
1823  to  1825. 

Wayne,  James  M. — He  was  born  in 
Savannah,  Georgia.  Having  obtained  an 
excellent  preliminary  education,  under  the 
instruction  of  a  privale  tutor,  he  entered 
Nassau  Hall,  (now  Princeton  College,) 
where  he  counted  among  his  fellow-students 
some  of  the  leading  men  of  the  present  day. 
On  his  return  home,  at  the  close  of  his  col- 
legiate course,  he  commenced  the  study  of 
law  with  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
lawyers  of  Savannah ;  but  his  father  having 
died  a  few  months  afterwards,  he  left,  by 
the  advice  of  his  friends,  to  prosecute  his 
studies  at  the  North.  On  his  return  home, 
he  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion, and  also  took  much  interest  in  poli- 
tics. After  three  or  four  years,  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly, 
as  an  opponent  of  the  ' '  relief  law, ' '  which 
had  created  much  feeling  throughout  the 
State.  He  was  re-elected  the  f)llowing 
year,  but  declined  being  a  candidate  the 
third  time.  He  was  next  Mayor  of  the 
city.  On  his  resignation  of  that  office,  he 
was  chosen  .Judge  of  the  Superior  Court, 
and  served  live  years  and  a  half.  He  was 
then  elected  a  member  of  Congress,  in  the 
session  of  1829  and  1830,  and  served  until 
1835.  He  took  a  prominent  position  in 
the  House  as  a  debater,  and  also  proved 
himself  a  good  business  member  on  various 
committees.  He  was  a  supporter  of  Presi- 
dent Jackson,  by  whom  he  was  appointed 
to  a  seat  on  the  bench  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  in  1835.  He  has  proved 
himself  a  sound  and  accomplished  jurist. 
He  has  especially  devoted  his  attention  to 
the  subject  of  admiralty  jurisprudence,  and 
his  opinion  on  points  connected  with  that 
subject  are  everywhere  cited  as  high  au- 
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thority.  In  1865  and  1866,  by  invitation 
of  the  Faculty,  he  delivered  an  occasional 
lecture  before  the  law  students  of  Colum- 
bian College. 

"Weakley,  Robert.— He  was  a  Eepre- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from 
1809  to  1811,  and  in  J  81 9  was  appointed 
United  States  Commissioner  to  treat  with 
the  Chickasaws. 

Webster,  Daniel. — Born  in  the  town 
of  Salisbury,  New  Hampshire.  January  18, 
J  782.  His  opportunities  for  education  were 
very  deficient,  and  he  was  indebted  for  his 
earliest  instruction  to  his  mother.  For  a 
few  months  only,  in  1796,  he  enjoyed  the 
advantages  of  Phillips's  Exeter  Academy ; 
here  his  education  for  college  commenced, 
and  it  was  completed  at  lioscawen.  He 
entered  Dartmouth  College  in  1797,  and 
graduated  in  J  801.  Soon  after  he  engaged 
in  professional  studies,  first  ,in  his  native 
village,  and  afterwards  at  Fryeburg,  in 
Maine,  where,  at  the  same  time,  he  had 
the  charge  of  an  academy,  and  was  also  a 
copyist  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Register  of 
Deeds.  Having  completed  his  legal  studies, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  barof  Sutfolk,  Mas- 
sachusetts, in  the  year  18U5.  lie  com- 
menced the  practice  of  law  in  his  native 
State  and  county ;  in  1807  he  removed  to 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  and  soon 
became  engaged  in  a  respectable  but  not 
lucrative  practice.  In  1812  he  was  chosen 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, and  was  re-elected.  He  removed 
to  Boston  in  181 G,  and  was  placed  at  once 
beside  the  leaders  of  the  Massachusetts  bar, 
having  already  appeared  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  at  Washington. 
By  his  argument  in  the  Dartm.outh  College 
case,  carried  by  appeal  to  AVashington,  in 
1817,  he  took  rank  among  the  most  dis- 
tinguished jurists  in  the  country.  In  1820 
he  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Convention 
for  revising  the  Constitution  of  Massachu- 
setts. He  was  oftered,  about  this  time,  a 
nomination  as  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States,  but  declined.  In  1822  he  was 
elected  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  , 
the  city  of  Boston;  he  took  his  seat  in 
December,  1823,  and  early  in  the  session 
made  his  celebrated  speech  on  the  Greek 
Revolution,  which  at  once  established  his 
reputation  as  one  of  the  first  statesmen  of 
the  age,  and  he  was  re-elected.  In  1826  he  ; 
was  again  elected,  and  under  the  Pres- 
idency of  Mr.  Adams,  he  was  the  leader  of  i 
the  friends  of  the  administration,  first  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  after- 
wards in  the  Senate,  to  which  he  v.-as  , 
elected  in  1827.     His  speech  on  the  Pana-  I 


ma  Mission  was  made  in  the  first  session 
of  the  Nineteenth  Congress.      When   the 
tariii'  law  of  1824  was  brought  forward  he 
I  spoke  against  it  on  the  ground  of  expe- 
I  diency.     He   remained    in    the   Senate    a 
period  of  twelve  years.     In  1830  he  made 
j  what  is  generally  regarded  the  ablest  of 
his  parliamentary  efforts,  his  second  speech 
j  in  reply  to  Colonel  Hayne,  of  South  Caro- 
!  liua.     Mr.  Webster,    although  opposed  to 
the   administration   of    General   Jackson, 
gave  it  a  cordial  support  in  its  measures 
lor  the  defence  of  the  Union,  in  ]8;>2  and 
1833,    but    opposed    its    financial    system. 
In  l?'o9  lie  nuide  u  short  visit  to  Europe. 
His   fame   had   preceded  liiui,  and  he  wits 
received,  in  tlie  Old  World,  with  tlie  atten- 
tion due  t«)  his  character  and   talents,  at 
the  French  and   English  courts.     On  the 
accessi()n   tif  President  Harrison,   lie   was 
appointed  Secretary  of  State,  and  was  con- 
tinued in    this  office  by  President    Tyler. 
President  Tyler's  cabinet  was  broken  up 
in   1*^-12.    Init    Mr.    Wel»st<r   remained    in 
ofiice  till  the  spring  of  1-13,  being  deslrou.'» 
of  putting  some  tither  matters,  connected 
with  our  toreign  relations,  in  a  prosperous 
train.    Mr.  Webster  returned  to  the  Senate 
of  the  United  Stat«\s  in    184.'»,  and   hv  re- 
mained in  that  body  until  Ij^oH,  when  he  was 
appointed  Secretary  of  State,  by  President 
Fillmore.     In  December,  lf"5(),  the  fanuius 
Hiilsemann  letter  was  written.     In   Ir.")!, 
by  his  judicious  management  of  the  Cubtt 
question,  he  obtained  ot  the  Spanish  tJuv- 
ernment    the   jiardon    of  the    lollower.s   of 
Lopez,  who  had  been  dej)orted  t«i  Spain. 
About  the  same  time  he  received  from  tl»e 
English  (jovemment  an  apology  for  the  in- 
terference  of   a    British    cruiser   with   un 
American  steamer,  in  the  waters  of  Nica- 
ragua.    This  was  the  second  time  that  the 
British  Government   had  made   a   siuiilur 
concession  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Webster. 
The  first  was  in  reference  to  the  destruction 
oftbe   "  Caroline"  at  Schlosser.     He  paid 
nnich  attention  to  agriculture,  and  his  re- 
sidence, when  not  engaged  in  public  bu.si- 
ness  at  Washington,  wus  either  at  Marsh- 
field,  in  Mas."5achusetts,  or  the  place  of  liLs 
birth,  in  New  Hampshire.     The  works  of 
Mr.  Webster  were  published  in  six  voluuie-s, 
with  a  biographical   memoir   by  EdwuiU 
Everett.     He   died   October  23',   l.*')2,  at 
Marshfield  ;   in  that  year  his  Private  Life, 
by  the  compiler  of  this  volume,  was  pub- 
lished ;   and  in  18.")7   two  volume**  of  hin 
Private  Correspondence  were  publislied  by 
his   son,    Fletcher   Webster,  subsequ.  i.tly 
killed  in  battle  during  the  liebellioi;. 

"Webster,  Edwin  EL— He  was  U-rn  m 
Harford    County.    Maryland,    March    31, 
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18*29;  was  educated  at  Dickinson  College, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  ^larylund  Senate 
from  1855  to  1859,  serving  two  years  us  the 
President  of  that  body.  In  185(5  he  was 
chosen  a  Presidential  Elector.  His  term  in 
Congress  commenced  with  the  Thirty-sixth 
Congress,  as  a  Representative  from  Mary- 
land, and  he  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Congress,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Claims,  and  on  Public  Expenditures. 
For  a  time  he  rendered  the  State  some  sei-vice 
in  a  military  capacity,  and  was  Colonel  of 
a  Maryland  regiment.  In  18G3  he  was  re- 
elected to  the  Tliirty-eighth  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  of  Claims,  and  on 
the  Militia,  Re-elected  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  but  in  July  18(55  was  appointed 
by  President  Johnson  Collector  of  Customs 
fcr  the  port  of  Baltimore. 

"Webster,  Taylor. — He  was  born  m 
Pennsylvania,  and  having  settled  in  Ohio, 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  State,  from  1833  to  1839. 

Weeks,  John  "W. — He  was  a  County 
Sherijff  in  New  Hampshire  from  1820  to 
1825;  a  State  Senator  in  1827  and  1828;  a 
Jiepresentative  in  Congress,  from  New 
Hampshire,  from  1829  to  1833:  and  Judge 
of  Probate  in  Coos  County,  in  1851. 

"Weeks,  -Josepli.— He  was  born  in 
Massachusetts,  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  New  Hampshire,  from 
1885  to  1839,  having  previously  been  for 
two  years  Judge  of  the  Coxinty  Court  for 
Cheshire  County. 

Weeixrs,  John  C. — He  was  born  in 
Calvert  County,  Maryland,  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  that  State, 
from  1826  to  1829.  I 


"Welch,  "William  "W.— He  was  born  in 
Norfolk,  Connecticut,  December  10,  1818; 
received  the  rudiments  of  his  education  at 
the  comnu^n  schools  and  from  private  in- 
structors, and  having  turned  his  attention 
to  the  science  of  medicine,  received  the 
degree  of  M.I),  from  the  medical  institu- 
tion of  Yale  College,  in  1838;  and,  except- 
ing when  intcrrai)tod  by  his  public  duties, 
has  ever  been  a  practicing  jdiysician.  He 
has  twice  been  elected  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  twice  to  the  Senate 
of  Connecticut ;  and  he  was  a  Representa- 
tive, from  that  State,  during  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Congress. 

"Welkei-,  Martin. — He  was  hon\  in 
Knox  County,  Ohio,  April  '2.5,  1819;  re- 
ceived a  good  education  by  his  own  un- 
aided efforts,  Avhile  working  on  a  farm  or 
employed  as  clerk  in  a  store;  studied  law, 
and  came  to  the  bar  in  1840;  from  18^16  to 
1851  he  was  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  for  Holmes  County  ;  in  1851  he 
was  elected  a  Judge  of  tlie  Common  Pleas 
for  the  Sixth  District,  sei'ving  five  years ; 
in  1857  he  removed  to  Wooster,  "Wayne 
County,  and  was  elected  Lieutenant  Gov 
ernor  of  Ohio,  declining  a  renomination  ; 
in  1861  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  Advo- 
cate, with  the  rank  of  Major,  serving  three 
months  as  a  staff  officer ;  was  soon  after- 
wards appointed  Aide-de-Camp  and  Acting 
Judge  Advocate  General,  with  the  rank  of 
Colonel,  under  the  Governor  of  the  State  : 
in  1862  he  was  an  Assistant  Adjutant 
General,  and  superintended  the  draft  of  the 
State;  and  in  1864  he  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative from  Ohio  to  the  Thirty-ninth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  Revolutionary 
Pensions. 


"Weightman,  Richard  Hanson. — Born 
in  Maryland,  and  educated  at  West  Point ; 
v/as  a  Captain  in  the  Missouri  Battalion  of 
Light  Artillery  Volunteers  in  the  Mexican 
war,  and  distinguished  himself  under  Colo- 
nel Donophan  in  the  battle  of  Sacramento ; 
subsequently  held  the  position  of  additional 
Paymaster:  and  Avas  a  Delegate  to  Con- 
gress, from  New  Mexico,  from  1851  to  1853. 

"Welch,  John. — He  was  born  in  Jeffer- 
son County,  Ohio,  October  28,  1805 ;  was 
educated  at  Franklin  College,  Ohio ;  studied 
law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  l^'.V.l; 
he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  of 
Ohio  in  184(5  and  1847  ;  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  1851  to  1853.  He 
was  subsequently  one  of  the  Trustees  of 
tlie  Ohio  University. 


Wellborn,  M.  J. — Born  in  Georgia,  and 
was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1849  to  1851. 

Weller,  JohnB, — He  was  born  in  Ohio ; 
was   a  Representative   in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1839  to  1845;  was  the  first 
United   States   Commissioner   to    Mexico, 
under  the  treaty  of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo; 
and  having  taken  up  his  residence  in  Cali- 
fornia, was  elected  to  the  United   States 
!  Senate,  in  1851,  for  a  long  term  ;  and  was 
'  subsequently  elected  Governor  of  Califor- 
i  nia.    In  December,  I860,  he  was  appointed 
Minister  to  Mexico ;   and  was  a  Delegate- 
to  the  Chicago  Convention  in  1 864. 

Welles,  William  H. — He  was  a  Sen- 
ator  in   Congress,  from    Delaware,    from 
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1799  to  1604,  Avhen  he  resigned,  and  again 
from  1813  to  1817;  lie  died  Marcli  11, 
1829. 

Wells,  Alfred. — Born  in  Dagsboro', 
Sussex  County,  Delaware,  May  27,  1814; 
adopted  tlie  profession  of  law,  and  settled 
at  Ithaca,  New  York  ;  and  in  1858  was 
elected  a  Eepresentative,  from  New  York, 
to  the  Tliirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  tlie  Militia. 
He  has  also  held  the  positions  of  Deputy 
Clerk,  District  Attorney,  and  Judge  of 
Tompkins  County,  New  York. 

Wells,  Daiiiel,  Jr.— He  was  born  in 
Maine;  received  a  good  English  education  ; 
removed  to  Wisconsin  in  1836 ;  became  ex- 
tensively engaged  at  Milwaukee  in  the 
business  of  banking  and  lumbering ;  lie 
Avas  a  representative  in  Congress,  from 
AVisconsiri,  from  1853  to  1855. 

"Wells,  John. — He  was  bom  in  New 
York,  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  185)  to  1853. 

Wells,  John  S. — He  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  New  Hampshire,  from 
January  to  March,  in  1855,  by  executive 
appointment.  He  tilled  many  local  oflSces, 
and  died  at  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  in 
1860,  aged  litty-six  years. 

Wendover,  Peter  H.— He  was  born 
in  NcAv  York  City ;  was  a  member  of  the 
State  Assembly,  from  the  city  of  New 
York,  in  1804 ;  and  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  tliat  State,  from  1815  to 
1821. 

Wentworth,  John.— He  was  born  in 
Sandwich,  NewHampshirc,  March 5, 1815 ; 
and  was  the  grandson  of  John  Wentworth, 
jr.,  who  was  in  the  old  Congress,  and  who 
signed  the  original  Articles  of  Confedera- 
tion for  New  Hampshire.  He  was  educated 
at  Dartmouth  College,  and  shortly  after 
graduating,  in  1836,  emigrated  to  the  west 
and  settled  in  Chicago,  Hlinois;  was  among 
the  first  who  took  an  interest  in  securing  a 
city  charter  for  the  town ;  and  in  a  short 
time  connected  himself  with  the  Chicago 
Democrat,  which  w^as  long  the  otficial  jour- 
nal of  the  city,  and  which  he  conducted  as 
proprietor  and  editor  for  twenty-five  years. 
Before  becoming  fully  engaged  in  politics 
he  studied  law,  and,  having  finished  his 
course  at  Harvard,  came  to  the  bar  in  1841. 
In  1837  he  became  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Education  and  continued  in  that  posi- 
tion, w^heu  not  in  public  life,  for  many 
years  ;  and  he  was  a  Representative,  from 


Illinois,  to    the   Twenty-eighth,   Twenty- 
ninth,  Thirtieth,  Thirty-first,  and  Thirty- 
second  Congresses,  serving  on  the  Commit- 
tees on  Territories  and  Commerce.    In  1.S57 
and  1860  he  was  Mayor  of  Chicago ;  was 
i  a  member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Con- 
i  vention  of  1861 ;  in  1864  he  was  apnoiuted 
I  one  of  the  Police  Commissioners  of  Chicago : 
I  and   wa.s   subsequently  re-elected   for   the 
I  sixth  term  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
I  sen-ing  on  the  Committees  on  Ways  ami 
i  Means  and  Roads  and  Canals. 
1 

!  Went"worth,  John,  Jr. — He  was  born 
{  in  Sommerswurth,  New  Hampshire,  July 
17,  1745;  graduated  at  Harvaril  l'uiv«rsity 
•■  in  1768  ;  studied  law  and  adopted  the  pro- 
fession, but  upon  the  organization  of  Straf- 
ford County,  he  received  from  his  rehitive, 
Govcnior  .lohn  Wentwortli,  the  a|i])oint- 
raent  of  Register  of  Probate,  which  oflicr 
he  held  until  his  death,  which  occurred  at 
Dover,  New  Humpsliire,  January  10,  1787, 
from  consumption,  growing  out  of  an  at- 
tack of  small-pox.  He  settled  :it  !  >uver 
early  in  life,  and  was  tor  u  while  tlir  -iidy 
lawyer  in  his  county.  He  was  cltcitd  a 
Representative  to  the  State  Legisluturt", 
from  1776  to  H'-'O,  win  n  ho  took  tli«*  ]>lace 
of  his  deceased  father,  also  named  John,  in 
the  Council,  where  he  reinaintd  until  17-^4, 
his  father  having  also  be.-n  President  of  tin- 
first  Revolutionary  Assemldy  in  New  Hump- 
shire,  and  also  a  Colonel  in  the  army.  Hi- 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Semiti'  fritin 
1784  until  his  death;  was  mi  aclivi-  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  of  Safety  during  tlie 
Rtjvolution ;  was  a  Delegate,  from  New 
Hamp.shire,  to  the  Continental  Congress 
in  the  years  1778  and  J779,  s»  rving  four 
sessions,  and  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Articles  of  Confederation,  lb'  h-lt  a  »«»n 
named  Paul,  who  was  the  father  of  John 
Wentworth,  the  la-pusL-ntutix  >•  in  Con- 
gress from  Illinois. 

Wentworth,  Tappaii.— ii.  u.i,  im.ih 
in  Dover,  New  Hampshire.  1-Vbniary  24, 
1802;  and  was  a  Rej»resentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  Massachusi'tts,  from  l^oJ  to 
1855.  He  followed  the  law  as  a  prof«-s8ion. 
and  was  Piesid.  ut  of  the  Common  Council 
of  Lowell  in  1842;  and  s<«rved  four  years 
in  the  State  Senate. 

Westbrook,  John.— He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  a  Rej»resentutive  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1-41  to  \Ki'.\. 

Westbrook,  Theodoric  R.— He  wa.s 
a  native  of  New  York,  and  wus  iv  liejoe- 
sentative  in  Congress,  from  that  State,  Imni 
1853  to  18.55. 
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Westcott,  James  D.— He  was  born  at 
Alexarulriii,  Vir<rinia.  in  May,  1802.  lie 
removed  with  his  father  to  New  Jersey, 
and  Avas  at  an  early  a^^e  admitted  to  the 
bar  of  the  .Supreme  Coint  of  that  State, 
where  he  practiced  his  profession  until 
]8'29;  and  lie  afterwards  hekl,  for  a  short 
time,  a  position  in  the  Consular  Bureau  of 
the  State  Department  at  Washiucjton.  He 
was  appointed,  by  President  Jackson,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Territory  of  Florida,  and  held 
the  office  four  years,  performinf]^  the  duties 
of  the  Governor  durinp^  his  temporary  ab- 
sence. '  He  was  a  member  of  the  Territorial 
Legislature  in  lS'.i'2.  He  was  appointed 
United  States  District  Attorney  for  the 
Middle  District  of  the  Territory,  which 
otiice  he  held  until  183G.  He  was  again  a 
member  of  the  Legislature,  and  a  member 
of  the  Convention  for  framing  a  State  Con- 
stitution in  1838  and  1839.  On  the  admis- 
sion of  Florida  into  the  Union  as  a  State, 
in  1845,  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, and  served  until  1849. 

"Westerlo,  Rensselaer. — He  was  born 
in  New  York,  and  was  a  Kepresentativein 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1817  to 
1819. 

"Wethered,  John.  —  He  was  born  in 
Maryland,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843  to 
1845. 

Whaley,  Kellian  V.  —  Was  born  in 
Onondaga  County,  New  York,  May  (5, 
18'21.  While  yet  young,  he  removed  with 
his  father  to  Ohio,  and  received  a  limited 
education,  and  when  twenty-one  years  old 
he  settled  in  Western  Virginia,  devoting 
himself  to  the  lumber  and  mercantile  busi- 
ness. When  the  Rebellion  broke  out  he 
took  til?  Union  side  of  the  cpiestion,  and 
was  elected  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Invalid  Pen- 
sions. He  afterwards  acted  as  an  aid  to 
Governor  Pierpoint,  in  organizing  and 
equipping  regiments,  ar.d  was  in  command 
at  the  battle  of  Guj'andotte,  when  ho  was 
taken  prisoner,  in  November,  1861.  After 
travelling  with  his  captors  sixty  miles  to- 
wards Richmond,  he  made  his  escape  at 
night  when  surrounded  with  guards,  and 
after  six  days  and  nights  spent  in  tlie 
mountains,  sut^ering  much  from  hunger, 
fatigue,  and  cold,  he  arrived  safely  at  Cat- 
lettsburg,  Kentucky,  and  was  soon  able  to 
resume  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives. He  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress,  serving  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions,  and  as 
a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 


He  was  also  a  Delegate  to  the  Baltimore 
Convention  of  1804.  Re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Revolutionary 
Claims,  and  as  a  member  of  that  on  the  Death 
of  President  Lincoln.  He  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Connnittee  ap])ointed  to 
accompany  the  remains  of  President  Lin- 
coln to  Illinois. 

Whallon,  Reuben. — Born  in  New  Jer- 
sey, and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1833  to  1835,  and 
died  in  Essex  County,  New  York,  April  15, 
1843,  aged  sixty-six  years. 

Wharton,  Jesse. — He  represented  the 
State  of  Tennessee  in  Congress,  from  1807 
to  1809,  and  Avas  a  United  States  Senator 
in  1814  and  1815.  He  died  at  Nashville. 
July  2-2,  1833. 

"Wharton,  Samuel.— He  was  a  Delegate 
from  Delaware  to  the  Continmtal  Congress, 
from  1782  to  1733. 

V/heaton,  Horace. — He  was  born  in 
New  York,  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,   from  that  State,   from  1843  to 

1847. 

Wheaton,  Laban. — He  v.as  born  at 
iLarshtield,  iSIassachusetts,  and  graduated 
at  Harvard  University  in  1774.  He  studied 
both  theology  and  law.  He  was  a  County 
Judge,  and  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  1809  to  1817.  He  died  at  Norton, 
Massachusetts,  March  23,  1846,  aged  nine- 
t3'-two  years. 

Wheeler,  Ezra. — He  was  born  in  Che- 
nango County,  New  York,  in  1820  ;  emi- 
grated to  Berlin,  Wisconsin,  in  1849; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law:  in  1852  he 
Avas  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Wiscon- 
sin ;  in  1854  he  was  elected  to  the  oftice  of 
County  Judge,  holding  the  same  for  eight 
years  ;  and  he  was  elected  a  Representa- 
tive, from  Wisconsin,  to  the  Thirty-(-ighth 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committee  on  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

Wheeler,  Grattan  H.— He  v.as  a  native 
of  New  York,  and  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1831  to  1833. 
He  was  also  a  membt^r  of  the  State  Assem- 
bly, from  Steuben  County,  for  four  years, 
and  one  year  a  member  of  the  State  Senate. 

Wheeler,  John.— Born  in  1823,  at  Dar- 
by, Connecticut;  received  a  good  commer- 
cial education,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty 
entered   the   mercantile  busiuess   in   New 
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York  City;  he  subsequently  euga.2:ed  in 
hotel  keeping,  which  he  followed  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  during  his  service 
as  a  member  of  Congress,  having  been  a 
Eepresentativp  from  1653  to  1857,  from 
New  York. 

Wheeler,  William  A. — Bom  in  Jla- 

lone,  Franklin  County,  New  York,  in  1820; 
Avas  a  member  of  the  class  of  1842  of  the 
University  of  Vermont,  but  did  not  gradu- 
ate ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law ;  in  1850 
and  1851  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legis- 
tme ;  in  1857  and  1858  to  the  State  Senate  ; 
and  in  1860  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  New  York,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress. He  was  for  many  years  engaged  in 
the  banking  business,  and  was  President  of 
the  Ogdensburg  and  Rouse's  Point  Railroad 
Company. 

Whipple,  Thomas. — He  was  born  in 
Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts;  was 
bred  a  physician,  and  served  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  as  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  1821  to  182!).  He  died  at 
Wentworth,  New  Hampshire,  January  2:5, 
1835,  aged  fifty  years. 

Whipple,  William.— Born  in  Kittery, 
Maine,  in  1730  ;  was  educated  at  a  common 
English  school ;  connnenced  active  life  as 
a  sea  captain  ;  in  1759  he  settled  at  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire,  in  the  mercantile 
business;  in  1775  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Provincial  Congress;  in  177G  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Council ;  and  was  a  Delegate  to  the 
Continental  Congress,  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, from  1776  to  1779,  and  one  of  the 
signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
In  1777  he  entered  the  army,  served  with 
distinction  in  several  campaigns,  and  rose 
to  be  a  Brigadier  General ;  in  1782  he  was 
appointed  Financial  Receiver  for  New 
Hampshire,  serving  two  years,  when  he 
resigned  ;  and  also  held  the  otliccs  of  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court,  and  Justice  of  the 
Peace  and  Quorum ;  and  was  a  Commis- 
sioner on  behalf  of  Connecticut  to  settle  the 
land  difficulties  in  Wyoming  Vallev.  Died 
November  28,  1785. 

White,  Addison.  — He  was  born  in 

Kentucky,  and  was  a  Representative  in 

Congress,   from  that  State,   from  1851  to 
1853. 

White,  Albert  S.— Was  born  in  Bloom- 
ing Grove,  Orange  Countv,  New  York,  Oc- 
tober 24,  1803;  graduated  at  Union  College 
m  1822;  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  at  Newburg  in  1825 :  removed  to 
Indiana  in  1829;  and  was  a  Representative 


in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1837  to 
1839;    was  a  Senator  in  Congress,   from 
1839  to  1845:  during  his  service  in  Con- 
gress,   he   was    instrumental   in   securing 
grants  of  land  for  the  Wabash  and  Erie 
Canal ;    and   alter    leaving   Congress,    he 
abandoned  politics  and  turned  his  attention 
to  the  railroad  business,  becoming  Presi- 
dent of  the  Wabash  and  Indian;i}>olis.  and 
of  the  Lake  Ene,  Wabash  and  St.  Louis 
Companies.

White,  Alexander.  — He  was  born  i:; 
Tennes.see,  and  liaving  .settled  in  Alabama, 
was  electeil  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  that  Stale,  from  1>5I  to  J"^53. 

White,  Allison. — I  le  whs  born  in  I'enr.- 
.sylvania,  December  21,  1-16;  received  a 
cununon  school  education  ;  studied  law  and 
practiced  his  protes.-»ion  for  twelve  yejir.s. 
He  was  elected  a  Renre-sentative,  li<-n; 
Pennsylvania  to  the  Thirty-tilth  Con;:iiv^>, 
from  the  Fifteenth  Congressioiuil  Di.ntriit 
tif  that  State,  and  was  Cluiirman  of  tin- 
Committee  on  E.xpenditures  on  th<-  1'mI.'  .• 
Buildings. 

White,  Bartow  W.— He  >\u.s  boiu  in 
Westchester  County,  New  York  ;  and  wtis 
a  Representative  in  CougrtK-*,  from  that 
State,  from  1.825  to  I '•27. 

White,  Benjamin.  — H»-  was  bom  in 
Maine  ;  a  furnier  by  occupation  ;  and  wa.-* 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that 
State,  from  1^44  and  1^45.  During  the 
years  1841  and  1-42  he  was  also  ii  member 
of  the  M:iii;e  Legisluturr. 

White,   Campbell  P.  — Was  l>oru  in 
New  York  ;  fur  many   years  a  ]>ronnnent 
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merchant  in  that  city ;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Con{]^ress,  from  that  JState,  from 
1829  to  Id;}').  He  also  took  a  leading  ])art 
in  the  New  York  Convention  of  1646.  He 
died  February  12,  \>iod,  leavings  an  exalted 
repntation  for  abilities,  and  sterling-  quali- 
ties of  heart  and  manners. 

"White,  Chilton  A. — Was  born  in 
Georgetown,  Brown  County,  Ohio,  Feb- 
ruary, 182G;  studied  law  with  General 
Thomas  L.  Hamer,  under  whom  ho  served 
one  year  as  a  private  soldier  in  Mexico; 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1848,  and  set- 
tled in  his  native  town.  In  1852  and  185;> 
he  was  the  I'rosecuting  Attorney  for  Brown 
County;  in  18o9  and  18(30  was  chosen  a 
Senator  in  the  State  Legislature ;  but  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  his  second  term  he 
was  elected  a  Kepresentative,  from  Ohio, 
to  the  Thirty-seventh  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Public  Expenditures. 
He  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-eightli 
Congress,  serving  on  the  Committees  on 
Manufactures,  and  Expenditures  in  the 
Post  Office  Department. 

"White,  David.— He  was  one  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Kentucky, 
and  represented  that  State  in  Congress, 
from  1823  to  1825.  He  died  in  Franklin 
County,  Kentucky,  February  17,  1835, 
aged  lifty  years. 

"White,  Edward  D.  —  Governor  of 
Louisiana,  and  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  that  State,  from  1829  to  1834, 
and  again  from  1839  to  1843.  His  popu- 
larity was  great  and  well  deserved.  He 
died  in  New  Orleans,  April  18,  1847. 

"White,  Francis. — He  was  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Virginia,  his  native 
State,  from  1813  to  1815. 

"White,  Hugh. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  followed  the  plough  until  he  was 
nineteen  years  of  age,  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  his.  native 
State,  from  1845  to  1851. 

White,  Hugh  Lav/son. — He  was  born 
in  Iredell  County,  North  Carolina,  October  , 
30,  1773  ;  removed  with  his  father  to  Knox  i 
County,  Tennessee,  in  178(5 ;  volunteered 
as  a  private  soldier  during  the  Indian  hos- 
tilities in  1792,     In  1794  he  went  to  Phila- 
delphia, and  pursued   a  course  of  mathe-  . 
matical  stiulies,  and  then  went  to  Lancaster,   : 
Pennsylvania,  and  studied  law.     He  com- 
menced  the   practice  of  his  profession  at 
Knoxville,  in   179ti.     In  1801  he  was  ap- 
pointed Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  ot  the 


State,  and  served  until  1807.  In  1808  he 
was  appointed  District  Attorney,  and  in 
1809  was  electiMl  to  the  State  Senate;  ho 
again  served  six  years  in  the  Supreme 
Court  as  Judge,  and  in  1815  was  chosen 
President  of  the  State  Bank  of  Tennessee. 
In  1820  he  was  again  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate,  and  about  that  time  was  ap- 
pointed, by  Pie.sident  Monroe,  a  Commis- 
sioner to  adjust  the  claims  of  our  citizens 
against  Spain.  He  was  elected  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  1825  to  1835,  and  from 
183(>  to  1840,  serving  on  one  occasion  as 
President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate,  and  on 
important  committees.  At  the  election  for 
President  of  the  United  States,  in  183fi,  he 
received  all  the  votes  (twenty-six)  of  Geor- 
gia and  Tennessee.  He  resigned  his  seat 
in  the  Senate  in  1839,  having  received  in- 
structions to  vote  against  liis  own  judg- 
ment. Soon  after  reaching  his  home,  in 
Knoxville,  he  died  April  10,  1840. 

"White,  James. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from 
1792  to  1794. 

"White,  John. — He  was  born  in  1805 ; 
served  from  1835  to  1815,  as  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  Kentucky,  and  was 
Speaker  of  the  House  during  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Congress.  He  was  Judge  of  the 
Nineteenth  Judicial  District  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  which  occurred  at  Richmond, 
Kentucky,  by  suicide,  September  22,  1845. 
His  talents  and  attainments  Avere  of  a  high 
order. 

"Wliite,    Joseph    L.  —  Was    born    in 
Cherry  Valley,  New  Y'ork;  studied  law  in 
j  Utica,  and  settled  in  Indiana;  was  a  Rep- 
resentative iu  Congress,  from  that  State, 
!  from   1841    to   1843.     After   leaving   Con- 
;  gress   he  settled  in  New  York  City,  and 
j  practiced  his  profession  with  success.     He 
!  subsequently  entered  into  an  India-rubber 
speculation,  and  while  on  a  business  visit 
to  Nicaragua,  he  was  shot  by  a  drunken 
man,  from  the  eftects  of  which  he  died  iu 
January,  IdOl. 

"White,  Joseph  M. — He  was  born  in 

I  Franklin  County,    Kentucky,   and  was  a 

i  Delegate  to  Congress,  from  the  Territory 

of  Florid;!,  from  182:i  to  1837,  and  died  at 

St.    Louis,    Missouri,    October    18,    1839, 

while  on  a  visit  to  his  brother.

':  ([uence  and  acquirements. 

"White,  Joseph  "W. — Was  born  in  Cam- 
j  bridge,  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  October 
!  2,  1822;  studied  law,  and  came  to  the  bar 
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ill  1844  ;  in  1845  and  1847  be  was  appointed 
Prosecuting  Attorney  for  his  native  county ; 
and  was  elected  a  Kepresentative,  from 
Ohio,  to  the  Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  on  Mileage  and  Ex- 
penditures in  the  Treasury  Department. 

White,  Leonard. — Born  in  Haverhill, 
Massachusetts,  in  1767.  He  was  a  fellow- 
student  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  and  at 
Harvard  they  vrere  of  the  class  of  1787. 
He  was  for  many  years  Town  Clerk  and 
Treasurer,  and  represented  his  town  in  the 
Legislature,  and  his  district  in  Congress, 
from  1811  to  1813,  and  then  he  was  ap- 
pointed Cashier  of  the  Merrimack  Bank, 
Avhich  office  he  held  until  the  infirmities  of 
ace  obliged  him  to  retire.  He  died  in 
Haverhill,  October  10,  1849. 

White,  Phillips. — He  was  a  Delegate 
from  New  Hampshire  to  the  Continental 

Congress,  in  178:2  and  1783. 

White,  Phineas. — He  graduated  at 
Dartmouth  College  in  1797,  and  was  a 
Kepresentative  in  Congress,  irom  Vermont, 
from  1821  to  1823.  He  Avas  Register  of 
Probate  in  the  town  of  Pomfret,  from  1800 
to  1809;  County  Attorney  in  1813;  served 
eight  years  in  the  two  branches  of  the 
State  Legislature;  and  died  in  1847,  aged 
seventy-seven  years.  He  was  born  in 
Hampshire  County,  Massachusetts. 

White,  Samuel. — Was  a  United  Statis 
Senator,  from  Delaware,  from  1801  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  at  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  November  4,  1809,  aged  thirty- 
nine  years. 

Whitconib,  James. — Was  born  in 
1795.  He  removed  with  his  father  to  Ohio, 
in  1806;  had  a  country  school  education, 
and  prepared  himself  for  college  by  teaching 
school,  and  graduated  at  Transylvania 
University  with  the  highest  honors.  He 
studied  law,  and  settled  in  practice  in 
Bloomington,  Indiana,  in  1824.  In  1826 
he  was  appointed  Prosecuting  Attorney, 
and  in  1830  was  chosen  a  member  of  the 
State  Senate,  and  served  live  years.  He 
was  appointed  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office  in  1836;  and  in  1841  returaed 
to  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Terre 
Haute,  Indiana.  In  1843  he  was  chosen 
Governor  of  the  State,  and  Avas  re-elected 
in  1846.  He  was  elected  a  Senator  of  the 
United  States  in  1849,  for  the  term  ending 
in  1855,  which  position  he  held  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  in  New  York,  Oc- 
tober 4,  1852.  He  Avas  much  interested  in 
the  American  Bible  Society,  of  Avhicb  as- 
sociation he  was  Vice-President. 


WhitehiU,  James. — He  was  a  l^pre- 

seutative  in  Congress,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  1813  to  1814,  when  he  resigned.  He 
was  also  Judge  of  a  County  Court,  and  a 
General  of  militia.  Died  at  Strasbnrg, 
Pennsylvania,  March  5,  1822,  at  a  very 
advanced  age. 

WhitehiU,  John.— He  was  u  Kepre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  IVunsylvauia, 
from  1803  to  1807.  Died  in  18k')  aged 
ninety-four  years. 

Whitehill,  Robert.— He  was  a  Kepn- 
sentative  in  Congress,  fn)m  Pennsylvjuiiu, 
from  1805  to  ]^l'.i,  the  year  in  which  ho 
died. 

WTiiteley,  William  G.— Burn  in  New- 
ark, Nt'W  Ca.stle  County,  Delaware;  gnui- 
uated  at  Nassau  Hall,  Princeton,  in  lS\if*. 
He  was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  was 
elected  a  member  of  tlie  Tliirty-tifth  Con- 
gress, from  Delaware,  serving  as  Cliairman 
of  the  Connnittei'  on  Agriculturi'.  He  was 
re-elected  to  the  Thirty-.>i.\th  ConnjreH.s, 
serving  on  the  same  tVinunittee,  and  alst> 
on  the  Special  Connnittre  of  Thirty-threo 
on  the  Kebellious  States. 

Whiteside,  Jeukiiis.— lie  was  a  Sen- 
ator in  Cnntriess,  from  Tennessee,  from 
1809  to  1>1  i,  and  died  September  21,  18'22. 

Whiteside,  John. — lie  was  a  Kepre 

sentative  in  ('ongif<s,  from  Pennsylvania, 
from  I >  15  to  1-19. 

Whitfield,    J.  W.— He    Nvu.    l.orn    in 

Tennessee,  and  w.is  ji  Delegate,  ln»ni   the 

'  Territory  of  Kansas,  to  the  Tliirt} -fourth 

i  Ct.ngress. 

Wliitmaii,  Ezekiel. — Horn  in  Ka.si 
j  Bridgewater,  Massju-husetts,  March  II, 
1776;  graduated  at  Brown  ITuiversity  in 
1795;  settled  as  a  lawyer  in  the  Di^itrict  of 
Maine  in  1798;  he  was  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Coumion  Pleas,  and  also  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Maine,  presiding  as  such 
for  twenty-iive  years ;  and  was  a  Kepru- 
seutative  in  Congress,  from  Miissaehnsi«tt«, 
from  1809  to  1811,  and  from  l"il7  to  lr^21  ; 
and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Congretw, 
from  Maine,  from  l'^21  to  1823.  He  wnn 
also  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of 
Maine  in  1815  and  1816,  and  a  nienilK-r  of 
the  Convention  to  term  a  Cunstitntion  in 
1819.  He  is  still  living  in  th.-  .•niovri..nt 
of  a  liappy  old  age. 

Whitman,  Lemuel. — lie  whs  a  n^ui-jii- 
at^'  of  Yale  College  in  l-<i(»:   was  a  Kepre- 
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sentative  in  Congress,  from  Connccticnt, 
from  1823  to  1824;  and  died  at  Farmino-- 
ton,  November  18,  1841. 

"WTiitney,  Thomas  R. — lie  was  born 
in  New  York  City  in  18U4;  served  two 
years  in  the  Assembly  of  that  fstate,  and 
Avas  a  Representative  in  Conp-ess,  from 
New  York,  from  1855  to  1857.  Ho  de- 
voted nnich  of  his  life  to  literary  pursuits, 
having  been  at  one  time  editor  ol'  the  New 
York  tSnuday  News,  and  was  the  author  of 
a  poem  called  the  "Ambuscade,"  and  a 
political  Avork  entitled  "The  American 
Policy  Vindicated."  He  died  April  12, 
1858. 

"Whittemore,  Elias. — Ho  Avas  born  in 
Kockingham  County,  New  Hampshire,  and 
Avas  a  Kepresentative  in  Congress,  from 
New  York,  from  1825  to  1827. 

Whittlesey,  Elisha. — He  Avas  born  in 
AVashington,  Connecticut, October  19,1783; 
he  spent  a  part  of  liis  boyhood  on  a  farm ; 
received  an  academical  education ;  studied 
laAV ;  and  in  1806  removed  to  the  Western 
KeserA'^e  of  Ohio,  from  Avhich  district  he 
Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress  from 
1823  to  1839.  He  served  in  the  Avar  of 
1812  as  aide-de-camp  to  General  E.  Wads- 
Avorth ;  Avas  for  sixteen  years  a  Prosecuting 
Attorney ;  and  Avas  elected  to  the  State 
Legislature  in  182U  and  in  1821.  He  Avas 
appointed,  by  President  Harrison,  Auditor 
for  the  Post  Oflice  Department,  and,  by 
President  Taylor,  Avas  appointed  First 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  Avhich  office 
he  continued  to  liold  until  the  accession  of 
President  Buchanan.  He  Avas  reappointed 
to  the  same  position  by  President  Lincoln 
in  1861. 

Whittlesey,  Fiederick. — He  Avas  born 
in  Washington,  Connecticut,  in  June,  1799 ; 
graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1818;  studied 
hiAv,  and  Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Utica, 
New  York,  in  1821 ;  settled  in  Rochester 
in  1822 ;  Avas  a  RepresentatiA'^e  in  Congress 
from  1831  to  1835;  in  1839  he  Avas  chosen 
Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Eighth  Judicial 
District  of  Ncav  York,  and  retained  the 
office  eight  years;  he  Avas  also  a  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State ;  and  in 
1850  he  was  elected  Professor  of  LaAv  in 
Genesee  College.  He  died  in  Rochester, 
Ncav  York,  September  19,  1851. 

Whittlesey,  Thomas  T.  — He  was 
born  in  Connecticut;  graduated  at  Yale 
College  in  1817  ;  and  Avas  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  his  native  State,  from 
1836  to  1839. 


Whittlesey,  W.  A. — He  Avas  born  in 
Connecticut:  graduated  at  Yale  College; 
studied  laAv,  and  settled  in  practice  in 
Ohio;  and  Avas  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, i'rom  that  State,  from  1849  to  1851. 

Wick,  William  W. — Born  in  Canons- 
burg,  Washington  County,  I'ennsylvania, 
February  23,  1796.  He  receiA-ed  a  classical 
education,  and  Avas  pursuing  a  collegiate 
course  avIku  the  death  of  his  father  threAV 
liim  upon  his  OAvn  resources  ;  he  then  fol- 
loAved  the  occupation  of  a  teacher,  and 
devoted  his  leisure  hours  to  the  study  of 
medicine  until  1818,  Avheu  he  was  induced 
to  adopt  the  laAV  as  his  profession,  and 
prosecuted  his  studies  Avith  the  Hon. 
Thomas  Corwin,  and  located,  for  practice, 
in  Fayette  County,  Indiana,  in  1820.  He 
Avas  that  3'ear  Assistant  Clerk  of  tlie  House 
of  RepresentatiA'es,  and  in  1821  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  State  Senate.  In  1822  he 
Avas  chosen  President  Judge  of  the  Fifth 
Judicial  Circuit,  and  in  1825  became  Secre- 
tary of  State;  in  1829  he  Avas  Attorney  for 
the  State  in  the  same  circuit,  irom  Avhich 
office  he  retired  in  1831,  and  was  again 
President  Judge  for  three  years;  in  1839 
he  Avas  elected  a  RepresentatiA-e  in  Con- 
gress, and  again  in  1845  and  1847  ;  in  1850 
he  Avas  again  chosen  President  Judge,  and 
from  1853  to  1857  Postmaster  at  Indian- 
apolis. He  served  in  the  militia  of  the 
State  as  Brigadier  General,  Quartermaster, 
and  Adjutant  General.  In  1857  he  re- 
sumed the  practice  of  the  legal  profession. 

Wickes,  Eliphalet. — He  Avas  a  Repre- 
seutatiA'c  in  Congress,  from  Ncav  York, 
from  1805  to  1807. 

Wickliflfe,  Charles  A. — He  Avas  born 
in  BardstoAvn,  Kentucky,  June  8,  1788; 
Avas  educated  at  the  BardstoAvn  grannnar 
school ;  studied  law,  and  attained  a  high 
position  at  the  bar.  In  1812  he  Avas  ap- 
pointed aide-de-camp  to  General  Winlock, 
and  during  the  same  year  Avas  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature,  and  re-elected  in 
1813.  He  Avas  at  the  battle  of  the  Thames 
as  aid  to  General  Caldwell,  after  which  be 
Avas  again  elected  to  the  Legislature,  Avliere 
he  continued  until  elected  to  Congress, 
from  Kentucky,  in  1823,  and  to  Avhich  he 
Avas  four  times  re-elected.  He  Avas  for 
several  sessions  Chairman  of  the  Connnit- 
tee  on  Public  Lands.  On  his  retirement 
from  Congress,  in  1833,  he  Avas  again 
elected  to  the  Legislature,  and  Avas  S})eaker 
in  1834  ;  in  1836  he  Avas  elected  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  Kentucky ;  (Ui  the  death  ot 
Governor  Clark,  in  1839,  he  became  Act- 
ing GoA'ernor,  and  in  1841  Avas  appointed 
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Postmaster  General  by  President  Tyler. 
In  1845  he  was  sent  by  President  Polk  on 
a  secret  mission  to  Texas,  to  look  after 
annexation ;  in  1849  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Convention  called  to  revise  the  State 
Constitution;  and  in  1861  he  once  again 
became  a  Eepresentative  in  Congress  from 
Kentucky,  having  previously  occupied  a 
seat  in  the  Peace  Convention  of  February 
in  that  year,  and  served  to  the  close  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress.  He  was  also  a 
Delegate  to  the  Chicago  Convention  of 
1864^ 

Widgery,  William. — He  Avas  a  Lieu- 
tenant of  a  privateer  in  the  Revolutionary 
war ;  served  in  tlie  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature in  1789,  1791,  1793,  1794,  and  1797: 
a  State  Councillor  in  180G  and  18U7; 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  from 
1813  to  1822;  and  a  Kepresentative  in 
Congress,  from  Massachusetts,  iVom  1811 
to  1813.  He  was  born  in  Philadelphia  in 
1753,  and  died  in  Boston,  August  7,  ]^-2'2. 

Wigfall,  Lewis  T.— He  Avas  a  Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Texas,  from  1859  until 
that  State  seceded,  when  he  became  identi- 
fied with  the  Great  Kebellion  as  a  Briga- 
dier General.  Was  expelled  from  the 
Senate  in  July,  1861.  (Refused  all  ap- 
peals for  information.) 

Wilbur,  Isaac— Born  in  IJhodi-  Isl- 
and; was,  for  many  years,  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  in 
180o  was  Acting  Governor.  He  was  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  Rhode 
Island,  from  1807  to  18u9. 

Wilcox,    Jeduthuii.— Burn    in     N.-w 
Hampshire,  in  1709,   and  died  at  Orford. 
in  the  same  State,  in  July,  1838.     He  was  I 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  1813  to  i 
1817.  ! 

Wilcox,  John  A.— He  was  l)orn  in 
North  Carolina,  and  on  removing  to  Mis- 
sissippi, was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1851  to 
J8oo, 

'Wilcox.  Leonard.— He  was  a  native 
ot  New  Hampshire;  graduated  at  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1817  ;  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Legislature ;  was  a  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court;  and  was  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  New  Hampshire,  durino- 
the  years  1842  and  1843.  He  died  in  1850" 
aged  fifty  years. 

Wilde,  Richard  Hem-y.— He  was  born 
m  the  city  ot  Dublin,  September  24,  1789. 


His  childhood  was  passed  in  Baltiinoro. 
His  father  liaving  died,  he  obtained  the 
rudiments  of  learning  from  his  mother  and 
a  private  tutor,  and  in  his  eleventh  year 
was  placed  as  a  clerk  in  a  store ;  in  1802 
he  went  with  his  mother  to  Augusta,  Geor- 
gia, and  the  twain  obtained  a  living  by 
merchandising,  in  a  snuill  way,  the  boy 
devoting  all  liis  leisure  to  books.  Under 
many  dithculties  he  studied  law,  and  j)rac- 
ticed  with  success  ;  also  devoted  himself  to 
polite  literature  ;  a.s  an  advocate  he  rose  to 
eminence  ;  wa.s  made  Attorney  General  of 
Georgia:  and,  in  1815,  was  elected  a  Rej)- 
resentative  in  Congress  from  that  State; 
was  re-elected  in  1^2:5,  and  again  in  l.'!*27. 
serving  with  marked  ability  until  1*^11'). 
After  leaving  Congress  he  visit«'d  Europi 
and  on  Iiis  return  devoted  hinjself  to  liter  a 
tnre,  polities,  and  law.  In  1^4:1  ho  r<- 
inoved  to  New  Orleans,  where  he  added  to 
his  reputation  as  a  lawyer,  and  was  elected 
Professor  of  Constitutional  Law  in  the  I'li: 
versity  of  Louisiana.  He  died  in  Ne\^ 
Orleans,  September  10,  I'47,  leaving  a 
rej)Utation  composed  of  ihe  elements  ol  the 
statesman,  the  orator,  anil  the  ixK't.  One 
of  his  lyrics,  entitled  *'Mv  Life  is  Like  a 
Sunnner  Rose,"  attractetl  the  pruLso  of 
Lord  Byron.  His  literary  proilucti«)ns 
were  tjuite  numerous,  and  tli<'V  all  bear  the 
impress  of  a  git"ted  and  highly  educated 
miud.  His  principal  work  wa.s  a  "Life  of 
Tasso,"  which  evinced  his  familiarity  with 
Italian  literature,  and  gave  him  a  ran!. 
among  the  best  scholars.

elected  a  Representative,  from  Kansas,  t- 
the  Thirty-eighth  Congresn,  serving  on 
the  Committee  ou  Indian  Affair.-*.  He  wa- 
also  a  Delejrate  to  the  Baltimore  Convei: 
tion  of  !-«■.!. 

Wildmaii,  Zalmou.— Ih-  wa.s  froir. 
Daubury,  Connecticut :  and  wan  elected  a 
Representative  in  Congress,  from  thiit 
State,  from  18:15  to  J.-<;Ui.  He  died  at 
Washington,  District  of  ColumbiH,  De- 
cember JO,  l'^35,  before  the  expiration  ot 
his  term. 

Wildiick,  Isaac— He  «a.s  born  in 
New  Jersey ;  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  trom  J  "49  to 
1853. 
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"Wiley,  James   S. — Ho  was   born   in 

Maiuo ;  graduated  at  Wateiville  Collej:^e 
ill  J 83(3;  studied  law;  and  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Maine,  from 
1847  to  1819. 

Willdn,  James  "W. — l>orn  in  17()'2; 
graduated  at  Princeton  College  in  1785; 
was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  ot  New 
York  in  1800  ;  and  held  many  other  places 
in  the  gift  of  his  fellow-citizens  ;  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress  from  1815  to 
1819.  He  died  at  Goshen,  New  York, 
February  23,  184;'.. 

Wilkin,  Sauiusl  J. — He  was  born  in 
New  York ;  graduated  at  Princeton  College 
in  1812  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  1831  to  1833; 
having  been  in  the  State  Assembly,  from 
Orange  County,  in  1824  and  1825.  He 
was  also  the  Whig  candidate  for  Lieutenant 
Governor  on  the  ticket  with  Millard  Fill- 
more. Died  in  Goshen,  Orange  County, 
New  York,  March  11,  1860,  aged  seventy- 
six  years. 

"Wilkins,  William. — He  was  born  in 
1779;  was  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from 
Pennsylvania,  from  1831  to  1834;  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress  from  1843  to  1844  ; 
Secretary  of  War,  from  1844  to  1845, 
under  President  Tyler  ;  and  was  appointed 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Russia  in  1834. 
He  subsequently  held  the  office  of  Judge 
of  the  United  States  District  Court  for 
Western  Pennsylvania ;  and  died  near 
Pittsburgh,  June  23,  1865. 

Wilkinson,  Morton  S.— Was  born  in 
Skaneateles,  Onondaga  County,  New  York, 
January  22,  1819 ;  received  an  academi- 
cal education,  working  occasionally  upon 
his  father's  farm;  in  1837  he  removed  to 
Illinois,  and  was  employed  for  two  years 
upon  the  railroad  works  then  commenced 
in  that  State  ;  returned  to  his  native  town, 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar, 
after  which  he  removed  to  the  West  again, 
and  settled  at  Eaton  Rapids,  in  Michigan  ; 
in  1847  he  settled  in  Minnesota,  and  in 
1849,  when  that  Territory  was  organized, 
he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature,  and  the 
laws  adopted  by  the  Territory  as  its  code 
wore  of  his  draughting  ;  and  in  1 859  he  was 
chosen  a  Senator  in  Congress,  from  Min- 
nesota, for  the  term  ending  in  1865,  serv- 
ing as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Revolutionary  Claims,  and  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs.  He  was 
also  a  Delegate  to  the  jjaltimore  Conven- 
tion of  1864. 


i  Willey,  Calvin. — Born  at  East  Had- 
dam,  Connecticut,  September  15,  1776;  he 
read  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1798;  he  served  in  the  State  Legislatun^ 

j  and  Senate  a  number  of  years,   and  was 

I  Postmaster  at  Statl'ord  Springs  eight  years ; 

I  Judge  of  Probat(?  for  seven  years;  in  1824 
he  was  a  Presidential  Elector;  and  a  Sena- 
tor in  Congress  from  1825  to  1831.  He 
died  at  Stafford,  Connecticut,  August  23, 
1858. 

Willey,  V/aitman  T. — Was  born  on 
JJufialo  Creek,  Monongalia  County,  Vir- 
ginia, October  18,  1811;  received  a  com- 
mon school  education,  and  graduated  at 
Madison  College  in  1831;  studied  law, 
and  came  to  the  bar  in  1833;  in  1841  he 
was  elected  Clerk  of  the  Monongalia 
County  Court;  subsequently  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court,  holding  the  two  fourteen 
years  ;  in  1850  he  was  elected  to  the  Con- 
vention to  reform  the  Constitution  of  Vir- 
ginia ;  in  1853  he  delivered  a  series  of 
lectures  on  Methodism,  took  part  in  va- 
rious local  societies,  lectured  on  various 
topics,  and  wrote  for  the  reviews  ;  in  1858 
he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  National  Conven- 
tion of  that  year  ;  in  the  winter  of  ]860-'61 
he  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Richmond  Con- 
vention :  and  in  1861  he  was  elected  by 
the  reorganized  Legislature  of  Virginia  a 
Senator  in  Congress  ;  and  at  the  close  of 
that  year  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Wheeling 
Constitutional  Convention  ;  and  in  1863 
he  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
from  West  Virginia,  serving  on  the  Com- 
mittees on  Naval  Affairs,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  Engrossed  Bills.  In  1863 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  upon 
him  by  Alleghany  College  of  Pennsylva- 
nia. In  1864  he  was  re-elected  to  the 
Senate  for  the  term  commencing  in  1865 
and  ending  in  1871. 

Williams,  Benjamin. — He  was  a  na- 
tive of  Nortli  Carolina  ;  a  patriot  of  the 
Revolution  ;  and  a  member  of  Congress 
from  1793  to  1795.  He  also  served  many 
years  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  was 
twice  elected  Governor  of  North  Carolina, 
in  1799  and  1807.  He  died  in  Moore 
County,  of  that  State. 

i       Williams,   Christopher  H.-  He  was 
j  born  in  Tennessee ;  and  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  froui  that  State,  from  lc37  to 
1843,  and  again  from  1849  to  1853. 

!       Williams,  David  R.— He  was  a  Kep- 

{  reseutativo  in  Congress,  from  South  Caro- 

I  lina,   from   1805  to   1809,  and  again  from 

1811   to  1813.   in  which  year  he  was  ap- 
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pointed,  by  President  Madison,  Brio:adier 
General.  He  was  also  Governor  of  Soutli 
Carolina  from  1814  to  1816. 

Williams,  George  H.— He  was  born 
in  Columbia  County,  New  York,  March 
23,  1823  ;  received  an  academical  educa- 
tion in  Onondao^a  County,  studied  law, 
and  on  being  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1844 
immediately  emigrated  to  Iowa;  in  1847 
he  was  elected  Judge  of  the  First  Judicial 
District  of  that  State ;  was  a  Presidential 
Elector  in  1852;  from  President  Pierce  he 
received,  in  1853,  the  appointment  of  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  and 
was  reappointed  by  President  Buchanan  in 
1857,  but  resigned;  was  a  member  of  the 
Constitutional  Convention  which  preceded  j 
the  formation  of  a  State  government ;  and  | 
in  1864  he  was  elected  a  Senator  in  Con-  j 
gress,  from  Oregon,  for  the  term  com-  I 
mencing  in  1865  and  ending  in  1871,  serv- 
ing on  the  Committees  on  the  Judiciary, 
on  Claims,  on  Private  Land  Claims,  on 
Finance,  and  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Eebellious  States.  He  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Committee  to  accom- 
pany the  remains  of  President  Lincoln  to 
Illinois. 

Williams,  Heni-y. — He  was  born  in 
Taunton,  Massachusetts,  in  November, 
1804  ;  adopted  the  profession  of  law  ;  and  j 
Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
that  State,  from  1839  to  1841,  and  from  ' 
1843  to  1845.  He  was  also  a  Senator  for 
two  years  ;  and  a  Kepresentative  in  the 
State  Legislature  for  three  years. 

Williams,  Hezekiah. — He  was  born 
in  Woodstock,  Windsor  County,  Vermont ; 
graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  182U; 
studied  law;  was  Register  of  Probate 
from  1824  to  1838;  a  State  Senator  from 
1839  to  1841  ;  and  was  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Maine,  from  1845  to  1849. 
He  died  October  24,  1856,  aged  fifty-eight 
years. 

Williams,  Isaac,  Jr. — He  was  a  native 
of  New  York ;  and  was  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1814  to 
1815,  and  from  1817  to  1819,  and  again 
from  1823  to  1825. 

Williams,  James  W. — He  was  a  na- 
tive of  Maryland,  and  was  for  many  years 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Legislature  of 
that  State,  being  for  a  time  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Delegates.  In  May,  1841,  he 
was  elected  to  Congress  as  a  Representa- 
tive, and  continued  a  member  of  that 
body  until  the  time  of  his  death,   in  De- 


cember, 1842.  While  on  liis  way  to  Wa.sh- 
ington,  December  2,  1843,  lie  was  stricken 
with  paralysis,  while  in  his  carriage,  and 
survived  the  attack  but  a  short  time.  His 
age  was  about  fifty-five  years. 

Williams,  Jared.— He  was  ])oni  in 
Montgomery  Countv,  Maryland,  March  4, 
1766,  and  died  in  Frederick  County,  Vir- 
ginia, January  2,  1831.  In  1811  lie  was 
elected  to  the'llouse  of  Delefratcs  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  served  a  niimber  of  years  ;  and 
he  was  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Virginia,  from  1819  to  1825.  lu  1829  he 
was  a  Presidential  EU-ctor,  voting  for 
General  Jackson,  and  was  appointed,  by 
the  Electoral  College,  to  transmit  the  vote 
to  Washington.  When  not  in  i)ublic  life, 
he  was  devotrd  to  tlie  i»ursuits  of  agricul- 
ture. 

Williams,  Jared  W.— He  wus  bom 
in  New  Hampshire ;  graduated  at  Brown 
University  in  1818;  settled  as  a  lawyer  hi 
Lancaster;  and  was  a  lv«  pii'sentative  in 
Congress,  from  that  Stat*-,  fri»ni  l."^37  to 
1841;  and  a  Senator  in  Congress  from 
1853  to  1854,  by  appointment,  in  place  of 
C.  G.  Atlierton,  decea.std.  Hi*  was  CJover- 
nor  of  New  Hampshire  fioin  1*^47  lo  IH49; 
.served  several  terms  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture ;  and  died  in  Lancaster.  New  Hamp- 
shire, September  29,  1864. 

Williams,  John. — He  wus  a  Delegate, 
from  North  Carolina,   to   the    Continental 
I  Congress   from  1787  to  178^,  and    signed 
'  the  Articles  of  Confederation. 

William.^,  John. — He  was  ti  member 
of  the  New  York  Senate  from  1777  to 
1779,  and  from  178.3  to  1795,  from  Wash 
ington  County;  of  the  Assembly  from 
1781  to  17-^2;  and  a  Repre.sentativ«»  in 
Ci>ngress,  fioni  Now  York,  from  1795  to 
1799. 

Williams,  John. —  li>  wus  a  .Senator 
in  Congress,  from  Tennessee,  from  1815  t«i 
1823,  and  was  highly  respeeti-d  for  hi.s 
talents  and  character.  M.  .' .  i  r  K'ik.x- 
ville,  August  7,  1-37.

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"Williams,  Lemuel. — He  graduated  at 
Harvard  L'liiver.sity  iii  JTtJ.'),  and  was  a 
Keprcseutative  in  Con(:^rc\ss,  from  Massa- 
chusetts, from  ]71)9  to  1805.  He  died  in 
1827. 

Williams,  Lewis.  —  Born  iu  .Surry 
County,  North  Carolina ;  }i;raduat('d  at  tlie 
University  of  North  Carolina  iu  1808; 
entered  tlie  House  of  Commons,  ot  his 
native  State,  in  1813;  was  re-elected  in 
J  814;  and  was  a  Representative  in  Con- 
l^ress  from  1815  to  1842,  wliere,  for  his 
many  good  qualities  and  his  long  service, 
he  was  known  as  the  "Father  of  the 
House."  He  died  in  Washington,  while 
representing  his  State  in  Congress,  Febru- 
ary 23,  1842,  aged  nearly  sixty  years.  He 
was  for  fifteen  years  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Claims. 

Williams,  Marmaduke. — Born  April 
(»,  1772,  in  Caswell  County,  North  Caro- 
lina ;  he  was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  and 
served  as  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  his  native  State,  from  1803  to  1809. 
In  1810  he  removed,  with  his  family,  to 
Madison  Comity,  Alabama,  and  thence  to 
Tuscaloosa,  in  1818.  Pie  was  repeatedly 
elected  to  the  Legislature,  and  was  a  Dele- 
gate, from  Tuscaloosa  County,  to  the  Con- 
vention which  formed  the  State  Constitu- 
tion. Was  a  candidate  for  Governor,  but 
defeated  by  William  W.  Bibb.  In  182G 
was  appointed  a  Commissioner  to  adjust 
the  unsettled  accounts  between  Alabama 
and  Mississippi,  growing  out  of  their  terri- 
torial relationsliip.  In  1832  was  elected 
Judge  of  the  County  Court,  which  office 
he  held  until  April,  1842,  Avhen  he  resigned, 
having  attained  the  age  of  seventy,  which 
the  Constitution  declares  a  disqualification 
for  the  bench.  He  died  in  Tuscaloosa, 
October  29,  1850. 

Williams,  Nathan. — He  was  born  in 
New  York  ;  served  in  the  State  Assembly, 
from  Onondaga,  iu  1816,  1817,  and  1818; 
and  was  a  Representative  in  Congress, 
from  New  York,  from  1805  to  1807. 

Williams,  Reuel.— Born  in  Hallowell 
(now  Augusta,)  Maine,  June  2,  1783  ;  had 
an  academic  education,  and  was  a  lawyer 
by  profession.  He  was  a  Representative 
and  Senator  in  the  Legislature  of  Maine 
for  twelve  years,  and  a  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  1837  to  1843.  He  received 
from  Bowdoin  College  the  degree  of  LL.D., 
and  was  a  Trustee  of  that  institution.  He 
was  also  a  Presidential  Elector  in  183G. 
Died  at  Augusta  in  1862. 


Williams,  Robert. — He  was  born  in 
Caswell  County,  North  Carolina,  and  bred 
to  the  law.  He  was  the  brother  of  Mar- 
maduke Williams,  and  distinguished  for 
his  attainments  :  was  an  Adjutant  General 
of  North  Carolina;  and  a  Representative 
in  Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1797  to 
1803,  and  was  appointed  Commissioner  of 
Land  Titles  in  iMississij)pi  Territory  in 
1803.  He  was  also  Governor  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Mississippi  from  1805  to  1809.  Ho 
emigrated  to  Tennessee  toward  the  close  of 
his  life,  and  died  in  Louisiana. 

Williams,  Sherfod.— He  was  born  i 
Kentucky,    and  was  a  Itepresentativc   in 
Congress,   from  that  State,   from   1835  to 
1841.

in  Windham  Countv.  in  1799,   and   com- 
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menced  practice  at  Mansfield,  whence  he 
removed  to  Hartford  in  J  803.  lu  1809  he 
was  appointed  Attorney  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  School  Fnnd.  He  repre- 
sented the  toAvn  of  Hartford  in  the  General 
Assembly  for  seven  terms,  from  1813  to 
1829 ;  and  was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  Connecticut,  from  1317  to 
1819.  In  1829  he  was  appointed  an  Asso- 
ciate Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors, 
and  in  1834  was  appointed  Chief  Justice  ; 
and  in  the  same  year  he  received  the  degree 
of  LL.D.  from  Yale  College.  He  was 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  Hartford  from  1831 
to  183.5.  In  1847  he  resigned  his  position 
as  Chief  Justice,  his  term  having  expired 
by  constitutional  limitation.  He  was  for 
twenty  years  President  of  the  American 
Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  Vice 
President  for  a  long  time  of  the  Insane 
Retreat  at  Hartford,  and  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  and  subsequently  Presi- 
dent of  the  American  Tract  Society.  He 
lived  in  retirement  at  Hartford,  until  De- 
cember 15,  1861,  when  he  died,  leaving  a 
much-loved  name  for  his  benevolence. 

"Williams,  Thomas  W. — Born  in  Ston- 
ington,  Connecticut,  September  28,  1790 ; 
was  educated  at  Plaintield  and  Stoniugton 
Academies  ;  received  a  commercial  educa- 
tion in  New  York  City,  and  was  engaged 
in  mercantile  business  at  New  Loudon, 
Connecticut,  from  1809.  He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Cone-ress,  from  Connecticut, 
from  1839  to  1843';  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  1846;  and  chosen  I'resiMrntial 
Elector  in  1848. 

Williams,  William.— lie  was  bum  in 
Lebanon,  Windham  County,  Connecticut, 
April  8,  1731  ;  graduated  at  Harvard  Col- 
lege in  1751  ;  in  1755  he  was  commissioned 
as  a  staff  officer,  and  after  one  campaign  j 
among  the   Indians    returned  home    and 
commenced  the  mercantile  business.     Soon 
after  ho  was  elected  ToAvn  Clerk,  a  member 
of  the  Assembly  of  Connecticut,    and   a  ! 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  was  for  nearly 
one  hundred  sessions   member.  Clerk,  or  ' 
Speaker  of  the  House  ot  Representatives. 
At  the  commencement  of  the  war  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  Safetv;  was  one 
of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence; and   a  Delegate  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  1776  to   1778,    and 
again  in  1783  and  1784.    When  the  Govern- 
ment Treasury  was  drained,   he  gave   to  : 
his  country  what  he  called  his  "last  mite,"  ! 
which  amounted  to  more  than  $2,000,  and 
he  was  very  fortunate  in  obtaiuinir  dona- 
tions from  others.     For  forty  years  he  held

gress  from  1845  to  1851  ;  and  subsequently 
President  Judge  of  the  Thirteenth  Judicial  i 
District  of  Pennsylvania,  which  position 
he  resigned,  but  to  which  he  was  re-elected.  !

"Wilson,  E.  K. — He  graduated  at  Prince- 
ton  College   in    1789,  and   was  a  Repre- 
sentative   in    Congress,    from    Maryland,   I 
from  1827  to  1831.  ' 

W"ilson,    Henry. — He    was    born    in  : 
Uauphin  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  that  ; 
State,  from  1823  to  1826.     Died  in  Allen-  ; 
town,  Pennsylvania,  August  14,  1826. 

"Wilson,  Henry. — Born  February  16, 
1812,   in   Farmington,    New   Hampshire; 
was   brougiit  up   on  a  farm ;    and  Avhen 
twenty-one  went  to  Xatick,  Massachusetts,  { 
where  he  learned  to  make  shoes.     In  1840  ; 
lie  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  ^lassa-  ] 
chusetts,  in  which  he  served  four  years,  I 
and  then  four  years  in  the  State  Senate,  of  ' 


which  he  was  President  two  sessions.  In 
18.52  lie  was  the  free  soil  candidate  for 
Congress,  but  was  defeated  by  a  very 
small  vote;  in  1853  he  was  a  member  of 
the  State  Cons'titutional  Convention,  and 
has  since  tht-n  taken  an  active  part  in 
political  conventions;  and  in  1855  he  was 
elected  a  Senator  in  Congress  to  succeed 
Edward  Everett,  and  was  re-elected  in 
1859  for  a  long  term.  From  1842  to  1851 
he  was  actively  connected  with  the  militia 
of  Massachusetts  as  Major,  Colonel,  and 
Brigadier  General.  In  1861  he  raised  the 
Twenty-second  Rfgiment  of  Massachusetts 
Volunteers,  of  which  he  became  Colonel, 
and,  after  joining  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac, was  made  a  member  of  General  Mc- 
Clellan's  stat^',  on  which  ho  served  until 
the  meeting  of  Congress.  Since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  he  has  been  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  of  Military  Affairs, 
which  has  had  to  pass  on  eleven  thousand 
appointments  and  to  devise  most  important 
measures  of  legislation  during  the  rebellion. 
In  1856  he  was  challenged  by  Preston 
Brooks,  of  South  Carolina,  for  pronounc- 
ing his  assault  on  Senator  Sumner  "mur- 
derous, brutal,  and  cowardly,"  but  he  re- 
l)lied  that,  while  believing  in  the  right  of 
self-defence,  he  declined  the  chiillenge,  as 
duelling,  in  his  opinion,  was  a  violation  of 
law  and  the  relic  of  a  barbarous  age.  He 
w^as  again  re-elected  to  the  Senate  for  the 
term  commencing  in  1865,  and  ending  in 
1871,  and  was  made  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Pensions,  though  continuing 
at  the  head  of  the  Military  Committee. 
He  published  a  work  entitled  '•Anti-Slavery 
Measures  in  Congress,"  and  a  History  of 
the  Thirty-seventh  and  Thirty-eighth  Con- 
gresses, as  Avell  as  of  the  Congressional 
measures  connected  with  the  prosecution 
of  the  war  for  the  Union.  lie  was  the 
originator  of  the  bill  abolishing  slavery  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  also  that 
establishing  the  American  Academy  of 
Sciences.  He  was  also  one  of  the  Senators 
designated  by  the  Senate  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  General  Scott  in  18G6. 

"Wilson,  Isaac. — During  the  war  of 
1812  he  commanded  a  company  of  cavalry, 
and  was  in  some  the  severest  actions  on 
the  Northern  frontier.  He  was  subse- 
quently elected  a  member  of  the  Assembly 
of  New  York,  and  also  of  the  Senate.  He 
was  elected  a  Representative  in  Congress 
in  1823,  and  at  the  end  of  his  term,  his 
seat  having  been  successfully  contested  by 
P.  Adams,  was  appointed  lirst  Judge  of 
Genesee  County,  and  held  it  until  his  re- 
moval to  Batavia,  Illinois,  where  he  died 
October  25,  1848. 
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"Wilson,  James. — Bom  near  St.  An- 
drews, Scotland,  in  1742  ;  received  a  classi- 
cal education,  and  had  for  tutors  Doctors 
Blair  and  Watts ;  emigrated  to  Philadelphia 
in  1766,  and  became  an  usher  in  that  city ; 
adopted  the  profession  of  law,  and  removed 
to  Carlisle ;  lived  a  year  in  jSIarylaud,  and 
then  settled  in  Philadelphia ;  was  an  active 
member  of  a  war  convention  in  1773;  was 
a  Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress 
from  1775  to  1778,  in  1782-83,  and  from 
1785  to  1787  ;  was  a  signer  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence;  on  the  commence- 
ment of  hostilities  he  was  appointed  a 
Colonel  in  the  army,  and  was  a  Commis- 
sioner to  treat  with  the  Jndians.  When 
not  in  Congress  he  acted  as  Advocate  Gen- 
eral for  the" French  nation;  was  a  Director 
in  the  Bank  of  North  America;  Avas  a 
member  of  the  Convention  to  form  the 
Federal  Constitution,  and  signed  that  in- 
strument; also  of  that  to  alter  the  Consti- 
tution of  Pennsylvania.  In  17!)0  he  was 
appointed  Law  Professor  in  the  University 
of  Philadelphia;  received  tlie  degree  of 
LL.D. ;  and  died  August  28,  171)8,  in 
Edenton,  North  Carolina,  while  upon  a 
visit  to  that  place. 


"Wilson,  James 


ffrad- 


uated  at  Hai'vard  University  in  178'J:  was 
a  lawyer  by  profession  ;  and  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  New  Hamjishire, 
from  1809  to  1811.  He  died  at  Keene, 
New  Hampshire,  January  4,  1831.>. 

"Wilson,  James. — He  was  born  in  York 
County,  now  Adams  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania, April  28,  1779;  received  a  goml 
English  education ;  in  his  fourteenth  vear 
he  was  bound  to  learn  the  trade  of  a  cabi- 
net-maker, in  Maryland;  from  1811  to 
1822  he  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace ;  and 
was  a  Representative,  from  Pennsylvania, 
to  the  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  and  Twen- 
tieth Congresses,  serving  chiotly  on  the 
Committee  on  Claims.  Soon  after  return- 
ing to  private  life  he  was  again  elected  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  the  duties  of  which 
office  he  continued  to  fill  until  1859.  It  is 
said  of  him  that  he  never  solicited  a  vote 
for  office,  nor  attended  a  political  meeting 
to  promote  his  own  advancement. 

Wilson,  James.— He  was  born  in  New

House  of  Representatives  in  1828,  and  in 
the  Legislature  a  number  of  years ;  prac- 
ticed law  at  Keene;  was  a  General  of 
mihtia  ;  and  a  Representative  in  Cono-ress, 
irom  New  Hampshire,  from  1847  to°J84y. 
He  subsequently  settled  in  California. 


"Wilson,  James. — He  was  bom  in  Cra\v  - 

fordsville.  Montgomery  County,  Indiana, 
April  9,  1S22:  graduated  at  Wabash  Col- 
lego  in  1842;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1845  ;  went  to  Mexico  in  1840  as  a  j)rivate 
in  the  Indiana  regiment,  and  before  his  re- 
turn home  was  jfl-onuited  to  the  office  of 
Quartermaster ;  and  was  elected  a  Repre- 
sentative, f'om  Indiana,  to  the  Tliirty-tifth 
Congress,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Elections..

He  w;is  also  at  one  time 
Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  and  always 
a  man  of  influence.

"Wilson,  Stephen  F. — He  avus  born  in 
Columbia,  Bradford  County,  I'ennsylvania, 
September  4,  182 J  ;  sj)ent  his  boyhood  on 
a  farm,  and  received  his  education  at 
Wellsboro'  Academy,  where  he  was  an  as- 
sistant teacher  for  one  term  ;  he  also,  for  a 
while,  taufrht  in  a  district  school  at  "VVelis- 
boro' ;  studied  and  adopted  the  profession 
of  law  ;  was  a  borough  assessor  for  one 
year  ;  a  school  director  for  six  years  ;  was 
a  Senator  in  the  State  Legislature  in  1863, 
and  1864,  and  though  returned  to  the  State 
Senate,  was  elected  a  Representative,  from 
Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress, 
.serving  on  the  Committees  on  Revolutionary

"Windom,  "William.— Born  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio,  May  10,  1827;  received  an 
academic  education;  studied  law,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1850  ;  was  elected 
Prosecuting  Attorney  for  Knox  County  in 
1852;  removed  to  Minnesota  in  1853,  and 
was  elected  a  Representative,  from  that 
State,  to  the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serv- 
ing as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  and  of  the  Special  Commit- 
tee of  Thirty-three.

Representative,  from  Ncav  Y'ork,  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  I'rivate  Land  Claims.  Re- 
elected to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress.  In 
1865  lie  was  Chairman  of  the  State  Dem- 
ocratic Convention,  previous  to  its  final 
organization.  In  the  Thirty-ninth  Con- 
gress he  served  on  the  Committees  on 
Foreign  Affairs,  and  on  Coinage,  "Weights, 
and  Measures,  and  AVays  and  Means. 

"Wing,  Aiistin  B. — He  was  born  in 
Hampshire  County,  I\Iassachnsetts  ;  was  a 
Delegate  to  Congress,  from  the  Territory 
of  Michigan,  in  1832  ;  resided  at  Monroe, 
and  was  for  many  years  a  leading  man  in 
all  its  local  affairs.  He  died  at  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  August  25,  1849. 

"Wingate,  Jo.seph  F. — He  was  born  in 
Massachusetts ;  was  a  mem])er  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  that  State,  in  1818  and  1819  ;  Col- 
lector of  Customs  at  Bath,  Maine,  from. 
1820  to  1824 ;  member  of  the  Maine  Legis- 
lature in  1825  and  1826  ;  and  was  a  Rep- 
resentative in  Congress,  from  Maine,  from 
1827  to  1831. 

"Wingate,  Paine. — He  was  born  at 
Amesbury,  Massachusetts,  May  14,  1739  ; 
graduated  at  Harvard  University  in  1759  ; 
ordained  as  a  Congregational  minister  at 
Hampton  Falls,  New  Hampshire,  in  1763; 
and  afterwards  removed  to  Stratham,  and 
engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  He  was 
ap])ointed  a  member  of  Congress  under  the 
Confederation  in  1787  ;  after  the  adoption 
of  the  Constitution  he  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  United  States  Senate,  in  1789, 
and  served  till  1793,  when  he  was  elected 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  in  1793, 
serving  until  1795.  In  1798  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
New  Ham]ishire,  and  continued  in  office 
till  May,  1809,  when  he  attained  the  age 
of  seventy.  He  survived  all  others  who 
were  mentbers  of  the  United  States  Senate 
at  the  time  of  his  taking  his  seat  in  that 
body  upon  its  first  organization  ;  and  he 
was'  for  son;e  years  the  oldest  graduate  of 
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extensive  information;  highly  esteemed 
and  respected  for  his  character,  and  his 
honorable  and  useful  life.  He  died  at 
Stratham,  New  Hampshire,  March  7,  183"!?. 

Winslow,  Warren.— He  was  born  in 
Fayetteville,  North  Carolina,  January  1, 
1810  :  entered  Chapel  Hill  University,  and 
graduated  in  1827  ;  having  studied  law, 
was  soon  afterwards  admitted  to  the  bar. 
In  1854  he  was  appointed,  by  President 
Pierce,  a  confidential  agent  to  Madrid,  on 
business  connected  with  the  Black  Warrior 
affair ;  during  his  absence  abroad  he  was 
nominated  for  the  Senate  of  North  Carolina, 
was  elected  a  member  thereof,  and  placed 
in  the  chair  of  Speaker ;  while  in  that  posi- 
tion. Governor  Reid  was  electt-d  to  the 
United  States  Senate,  and  the  duties  of 
Governor  devolved  upon  and  were  per- 
formed by  Mr.  Winslow.  He  was  elected, 
in  1865,  to  the  Thirty-fourth  Congress, 
serving  on  the  Committee  on  Naval  AtJairs ; 
and  was  re-elected  to  the  Thirty-tifth  and 
Thirty-sixth  Congresses,  serving  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committees  on  Naval  Atiairs. 
and  on  the  Library,  and  on  the  Special 
Committee  of  Thirty-three  on  the  Rebel- 
lious States.  He  was  offered,  by  Presi- 
dent Buchanan,  the  mission  to  Sardinia, 
but  declined.  He  took  part  in  tlie  Rebel- 
lion of  1861,  in  some  military  capacity, 
and  was  killed  in  battle  in  18(53. 

Winston,  Joseph. — Born  in  Virginia. 
in  1746.  In  176U  joined  a  company  of 
rangers,  and  marched  to  the  frontier  of  the 
State;  in  a  battle  on  the  Greenbrier,  was 
twice  wounded,  and  had  a  horse  killed 
under  him  ;  had  a  pension  granted  to  him 
by  the  Legislature,  for  his  gaUantry  in 
battle  ;  in  1766  removed  to  North  Carolina ;

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Witherspooii,  John. — iJoru  near  Ed- 
■.iiburgli,  Scotland,  February  5,  17"2'2,  and 
was  a  lineal  descendant  of  John  Knox ; 
graduated  at  the  University  of  Edinbuif^h, 
ill  liis  twcnty-tirst  year,  and  ^vas  licensed 
as  a  preacher,  assistiup;  his  father,  who  was 
also  a  preacher;  in  1710,  Avhile  witnessing- 
the  battle  of  Falkirk,  lie  was  arrested  and 
imprisoned  ;  after  his  release  he  declined 
a  number  of  calls  from  all  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  but  in  ITCG,  through  the  influ- 
ence of  Kichard  Stockton,  he  was  elected 
President  of  Princeton  College,  and  came 
to  America.  In  this  new  sphere  he  was 
eminently  successful ;  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Kevolution  he  espoused  the  Ameri- 
can cause,  and  took  an  active  part  on  com- 
mittees and  in  conventions;  he  was  a 
member  of  the  first  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  New  Jersey  in  177G;  was  a  signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  ;  and  a 
Delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress,  from 
1770  to  17.S3,  and  signed  the  Articles  of 
Confederation.  He  ser\:ed  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  at  the  same  time  frecjuently  occu- 
pied the  pulpit;  revisited  Scotland  in  ]7b2; 
and  on  his  return  retired  to  private  life. 
Died  at  I'rinceton,  November  15,  1794. 
He  left  numerous  literary,  political,  and 
theological  writings  ;  was  distinguished  as 
an  orator:  and  left  a  name  that  will  be 
always  atlectionately  remembered  by  the 
people  of  his  adoptc<l  State.

to  command  a  company  to  defend  the 
irontier  ;  afterwards  studied  medicine,  and 
in  1751  was  chosen  Sheriff  of  Litchfield 
County.  In  1774  he  was  appointed  coun- 
sellor, and  held  the  office  twelve  years ; 
he  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence,  and  of  the  Articles 
of  Confederation ;  a  Delegate  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  from  1775  to  1778,  and 
from  1780  to  1784;  as  a  military  man  he 
rose  to  the  grade  of  ^Major  General,  and 
was  present  at  the  capture  of  liurgoyne; 
and  in  1775  he  was  appointed  Conimis-  ! 
sioner  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Northern 
Department.     In   1785  he  v.as  associated  [ 


with  Lee  and  Butler  in  negotiating  a 
treaty  with  the  Six  Nations ;  in  1780  hi;  was 
elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Connec- 
ticut, holding  th(!  office  ten  years  ;  and  he 
was  GoveriKjr  of  Connecticut  from  1790 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Decem- 
ber, 1797,  regretted  by  all  who  knew  them. 

Wolf,  George. — He  was  born  in  Allen 
Township,    Northampton   County,    Penn- 
sylvania, August  12,  1777.

office  for  five  years;  he  was  also  a  Major 
General  of  Militia  for  several  years,  com- 
manding' the  Second  Division  of  the  State  ; 
was  the  candidate  in  3859  of  the  Democratic 
party  for  the  office  of  Governor,  but  was 
defeated  by  a  small  majority;  and  he  was 
elected  a  Representative,  from  New  Jersey, 
to  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress,  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  and  the 
Special  Committee  on  the  Death  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 

Wright,  George  H. — He  was  born  in 
Concord,  Massachusetts,  June  4,  1817; 
spent  seven  years  on  a  farm ;  settled  in 
Boston,  as  a  merchant,  in  1822 ;  was  con- 
nected with  the  Boston  Courier  for  two 
years,  from  1837,  after  which  he  settled  in 
Nantucket,  in  the  whaling-  business  ;  went 
to  California  in  1849  ;  and  Avas  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  that  State,  dur- 
ing the  years  1850  and  1851. 

Wright,  Hendrick  B. — Born  in  Lu- 
zerne County,  Pennsylvania,  April  24, 
1808;  graduated  at  Dickinson  College  in 
1829;  studied  law,  and  came  to  the  bar  in 
1831 ;  in  1834  he  was  appointed  Deputy 
Attorney  General  for  Luzerne  County; 
was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature  in 
1841  and  1842;  re-elected  in  1843,  and 
made  Speaker  of  the  House  ;  he  was  a 
member  of  all  the  National  Democratic 
Conventions  between  1840  and  1860  ;  and 
of  that  Convention  which  nominated  Mr. 
Polk  for  President  he  was  the  President. 
In  1852  he  was  elected  a  Representative, 
from  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Thirty-third 
Congress  ;  and  he  Avas  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-seventh  Congress,  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cy caused  by  the  death  of  George  W. 
Scranton,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Military  Atlairs. 

Wright,  John  C.-7-He  was  born  in  1733; 
attained  eminence  as  a  lawyer,  and  early 
rose  to  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Ohio.  His 
Law  Reports  are  a  part  of  all  good  libraries 
in  the  Western  States.  He  was  a  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress,  from  Ohio,  from  1823 
to  1829,  and  was  for  many  years  the  owner 
and  editor  of  the  Cincinnati  Gazette.  He 
took  an  active  part,  as  Delegate  from  Ohio, 
in  the  Peace  Congress  of  February,  1861, 
l)Ut  died  in  Washmgton  before  the  ad- 
journment of  that  body,  on  the  13th  of  that 
month. 

Wright,  John  V.— Born  in  McNairy 
^County,  Tennessee,  June  28,  1828;  was  a 


lawyer  by  profession  ;  was  elected  a  Rep- 
resentative to  the  Thirty -fourth  and  Thirty- 
fifth  Congresses,  from  his  native  State  ;  and 
was  a  meml)er  of  the  Committees  on  Revo- 
lutionary Pensions,  and  Expenditures  in 
tlie  War  Department.  Re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-sixth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
Committea  on  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Wright,  Joseph  A.— He  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  having  settled  in  In- 
diana, was  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843  to 
1845  ;  was  Governor  of  Indiana  from  1849 
to  J  857  ;  and  in  1857  he  was  appointed,  by 
President  Buchanan,  Minister  to  Prussia. 
In  1862  he  Avas  appointed  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Indiana,  in  place  of  J.  D. 
Bright,  serving  one  session;  and  in  1863 
he  was  appointed,  by  President  Lincoln, 
Commissioner  to  attend  the  Hamburg  Ex- 
hibition. In  1865  he  was  appointed,  by 
President  Johnson,  for  the  second  time 
Minister  to  Prussia. 

Wright,  Robert. — He  Avas  born  in  Kent 
Countv,  Maryland;  a  Senator  in  Congress, 
from  Maryland,  from  1801  to  1806,  when 
he  resigned ;  at  one  time  member  of  the 
State  Executive  Council ;  Avas  Governor  of 
Maryland  from  1806  to  1809;  a  Represent- 
ative in  Congress,  from  Maryland,  from 
1810  to  1817  ;  re-elected  for  the  term  from 
1821  to  1823  ;  and  died  September  7,  1826. 

Wright,  Samuel  G. — Born  in  1787, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Avas  a  member 
elect  of  Congress,  from  Ncav  Jersey.  Died 
near  Allentown,  New  Jersey,  July  30,  1845. 

Wright,  Silas. — Was  born  at  Amherst, 
Massachusetts,  May  24,  1795.  He  Avorked 
upon  his  father's  farm,  in  Vermont,  in  the 
summer,  and  attended  school  in  the  Avinter. 
Ho  prepared  for  and  entered  college  in 
August,  1811,  and  graduated  at  Middle- 
bury  College  in  1815.  He  read  law  in 
Washington  County,  NeAv  York,  teaching 
school  one  or  tAA'o  Avinters  to  aid  in  de- 
fraying his  OAA^n  expenses.  In  1819,  he 
settled,  in  the  practice  of  the  laAv,  at  Can- 
ton, St.  LaAvrence  County,  Ncav  York, 
Avhere  he  continued  his  residence  until  his 
death.  He  Avas  soon  made  a  Magistrate 
and  Postmaster  of  his  toA\'n,  and  Surrogate 
of  his  county.  He  early  raised  a  uni- 
formed militia  rifle  company,  of  Avhich  he 
was  unanimously  chosen  Captain,  from 
Avhich  position  he  rose  to  be  Colonel  of  a 
rifle  regiment,  and  became  a  Brigadier 
General  of  infantry  in  1827.  He  Avas 
elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  November, 
1823,  and  served  until  March  4,  1827,  Avhen 
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he  resigned  that  office.  Imvinpr  been  elected 
fo  Congress  in  November,  ]t'2(3.     He  took 
liis  seat  in  Conprf-iJs  in  December,  1827. 
Fie    was    re-elected   in    November,    ]8*JS. 
Having-  been   elected   State   Comptroller, 
January  *2T,  1^*J*J,  he  resigned  his  sent  in 
Congress   left  ire    serving    out    liis    term. 
\Vbile  in  Congress,  lie  ser\"ed  as  a  member 
vt'   the  Committee  on   Manufactures,   and 
took  an  active  jiart  in  the  taritf  investiga- 
tions and  discussions  of  1— J*^.

ment, and  died  in  July,  1863. 


Yancy,  Bartlett. — He  Avas  born  in 
Virginia,  and  educated  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  where  he  was,  for  a 
time,  a  tutor.  His  first  appearance  in  pub- 
lic life  was  as  a  member  of  Congress  from 
North  Carolina,  in  1813,  Avhere  he  served 
four  years ;  he  served  for  many  years  in 
the  State  Legislature,  and  frequently  as 
Speaker  of  the  House;  and  his  position  as 
a  lawyer  was  unsurpassed.  He  died  in 
Caswell  County,  August  30,  1828. 

Yaucy,  Joel. — He  was  a  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  from  Kentucky,  from 
18-27  to  1831. 

Yates,  Abraham,  Jr.— He  was  a  Dele- 
gate from  Xi'w  York  to  the  Continental 
Congress  in  1787  and  1788. 

Yates,  Jolin  B. — He  was  born  in  New 
York,  and  was  a  Kepresentative  in  Con- 
gress, from  New  York,  from  1815  to  1817, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of 
that  State  in  1836,  from  Madison  County. 

Yates,  Richard.— He  was  born  in  Ken- 
tucky in  1818;  removed  to  Illinois;  grad- 
uated at  the  Illinois  College,  and  was  bred 
to  tlm  profession  of  law.  He  frequently 
served  in  the  State  Legislature ;  and  was 
a  Representative  in  Congress,  from  Illi- 
nois, from  1851  to  1855.  In  1861  he  was 
elected  Governor  of  Illinois  for  four  years, 
and  participated  extensively  in  the  raising 
of  troops  for  the  National  Army  during  the 
Rebellion;  and  was  elected  a  Senator  in 
Congress,  from  Illinois,  for  the  term  com- 
menciug  in  1865  and  ending  in  1871,  hav- 
ing been  placed  on  the  Committees  on  the 
District  of  Columbia,  the  Pacific  Railroad, 
Territories,  and  Pensions. 

Yates,  Peter  W.— He  was  a  Delegate 
from  New  York  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress from  17:^5  to  1787. 


Yeamaii,  George  H. — He  was  born  in 
Hardin  County,  Kentucky,  November  1, 
1829;  received  his  early  education  under 
many  ditHculties  ;  studied  law,  and  came 
to  the  bar  in  his  twenty-third  year,  enter- 
ing u])on  the  practice  of  his  profession  at 
Owensboro,  Davies  County,  Kentucky. 
In  1854  he  was  elected  Judge  of  Davies 
County,  and  from  that  tim(^  until  1858  de- 
voted his  whole  attention  to  the  law, 
ac(|uiriiig  an  extensive  practice  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  and  Court  of  Appeals.  In  1861 
he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Ken 
tucky,  and  in  1862  he  was  engaged  in 
raising  a  regiment  for  the  Union  service; 
but  when  J.  S.  Jackson  resigned  he  was 
elected  as  his  successor  a  Representative, 
from  Kentucky,  to  the  Thirty-seventh  Con- 
gress, serving  on  the  Committee  on  Mili- 
tary Affairs,  and  was  re-elected  to  the 
Thirty-eighth  Congress,  serving  on  the 
same  Con.unittee.  In  1865  he  was  ap- 
pointed, by  President  Johnson,  Minister 
Resident  to  Denmark. 

Yell,  Archibald. — He  was  born  in 
Tennessee,  and,  removing  to  Arkansas, 
was  appointed  one  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Territory,  and  elected  a  Representative  in 
Congress  from  l.r.36  to  1839,  and  Avas  re- 
elected in  1845,  serving  only  until  1846. 
He  was  also  Governor  of  Arkansas  in  1842 
and  1844.  He  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Buena  Vista,  having  had  command  of  a 
regiment  of  Arkansas  mounted  volunteers. 

Yorke,  Thomas  J. — He  Avas  born  in 
New  Jersey,  and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1837  to 
1839,  and  again  from  1841  to  1813.  He 
was  a  candidate  for  election  to  the  Twenty- 
sixth  Congress,  and,  although  he  came 
Avith  the  Broad  Seal  of  his  State,  he  Avas 
not  admitted. 

Yost,  Jacob  S. — He  Avas  born  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  Avas  a  Representative  in 
Congress,  from  that  State,  from  1843  to 
1847. 

Young,  Augustus. — He  Avas  born  in 
Arlington,  Vermont,  March  20,  1785,  and 
Avas  admitted  to  the  bar  in  St.  Albau's  in 
1810;  he  commenced  practice  at  Stowe, 
and  in  about  eighteen  months  remoA-ed  to 
Craftsbury.  Avhich  town  he  represented  in 
the  General  Assembly  during  eight  ses- 
sions. He  Avas  four  years  State's  Attorney 
for  Orleans  County,  and  Judge  of  Probate 
in  1830.  In  1836  he  Avas  chosen  State 
Senator,  and  Avas  twice  re-elected.  He 
Avas  a  Representative  in  Congress,  from 
Vermont,  from  1841  to  1843,  and  declined 
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a  re-election.  In  1847  be  removed  to  St. 
Alban's,  aud  was  for  .several  years  Judjre 
of  Franklin  County  Court.  He  subse- 
quently devoted  biniself  to  literary  and 
seientilic  pursuits,  and  beinjr  a  learned 
f^eolofifist  aud  mineraloprist,  was  appointed, 
in  IH')!),  .^tatt-  Naturalist.  He  died  at  St, 
Alban's,  June  17,  18.'>7.  He  was  bif^bly 
popular,  possessetl  preat  talents,  and  bis 
scit-ntitie  books  and  tracts  indicate  tbat  be 
was  a  threat  nuitbeniatician  and  a  jirofouud 
reasiiinr.

JMl  E  S  I  D  E  N  T  I  A  L    E  L  E  C  T  0  R  S. 

The  election  of  the  President  and  of  the  Vice-President,  by  Colleges  of  Eh^ctors, 
chosen  in  each  State,  was  first  proposed  in  the  Convention  for  the  Ibrniatiou  of  the 
Constitution,  by  James  W^ilson,  a  delegate  from  Pennsylvania.  It  was  adopted  after 
a  prolonged  discussion,  and  was  regulated  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  of  March  1,  1792. 
The  Electors  must  be  chosen  within  thirty-four  days  preceding  the  tirst  Wednesday  of 
December  of  the  year  in  which  an  election  of  President  and  Vice-President  lakes  place. 
They  must  be  equal  in  number  to  all  the  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  but 
no  Senator  or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States  can  be 
appointed  an  Elector.  The  Electors  were  at  first  chosen  in  four  ditierent  modes,  viz. : 
by  joint  ballot  of  the  State  Legislature,  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches  of 
the  State  Legislature,  by  the  people  of  the  State,  voting  by  general  ticket,  and  by  the 
people,  voting  in  districts.  This  latter  mode  was  evidently  that  which  gave  the  fairest 
expression  to  public  opinion,  by  ajiproaching  nearest  to  a  direct  vote.  But  those  States 
which  adopted  it  were  placed  at  the  disadvantage  of  being  exposed  to  a  division  of 
their  strength,  and  neutralization  of  their  vote;  while  the  Electors  chosen  by  either  of 
the  other  methods  voted  in  a  body  on  one  side  or  the  other,  thus  making  the  voice  of 
the  State  decisively  felt.  This  consideration  induced  the  leading  States  of  Massachu- 
setts and  Virginia,  which  originally  adopted  the  district  svstcm,  to  abandon  it  in 
1800. 

An  Act  of  Congress  Avas  approved  January  23,  1845,  to  establish  a  uniform  time  for 
holdilig  elections  for  Electors  in  all  the  States  of  the  Union,  whereby  they  are  appointed 
in  each  Stale  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November  of 
the  year  in  which  they  are  to  be  appointed.  Each  State  may  also  l)y  law  provide  for 
the  tilling  of  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  Avhich  may  occur  in  its  College  of  Electors, 
Avhcn  such  College  meets  to  give  its  electoral  vote  ;  and  when  any  State  shall  liave 
lield  an  election  for  the  ])urpose  of  choosing  Electors,  and  shall  fail  to  make  a  choice 
on  the  day  aforesaid,  then  the  Electors  may  be  appointed  on  a  subse(|uent  day,  in  such 
manner  as  the  State  shall  by  law  provide."^ 

The  Electors  meet  at  the  capitals  of  their  respective  States,  on  the  first  Wednesday^ 
of  December,  and  vote  by  distinct  ballots  for  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of 
whom  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  They  make  lists 
of  the  number  of  votes  given,  and  of  the  persons  voted  for,  which  they  transmit  sealed, 
by  a  special  messenger,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  at  Washington. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Kepresentatives,  having  met  in  convention  on  a  day  fixed, 
the  President  of  the  Senate  opens  all  the  certiiicates,  and  the  votes  are  counted.     The 
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person  havinj^  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President  is  duly  elected,  if  such 
number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Electors  appointed.  If  no  person  have 
such  a  majority,  then  from  the  persons  having  the  hijrhcst  number,  not  exceeding  three, 
in  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  shall  choose 
immediately,  and  by  ballot,  the  President.  If  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not 
choose  a  President,  ^vheuever  the  right  of  choice  devolves  upon  them,  before  the  4th  of 
March  next  following,  then  the  A'ice-President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  President. 

Should  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice-President  both  become  vacant,  it  then 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  iState  to  comuumicate  information  thereof  to  the 
E.\ecutive  of  each  State,  and  to  cause  the  sime  to  be  jjublished  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper in  every  State,  giving  two  months'  previous  notic*-  that  Electors  ot  President 
shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  in  the  several  States,  within  thirty-four  days  next  pre- 
ceding the  first  Wednesday  in  December  ensiling.  >\  lien  the  choice  of  President  nuist 
j)roceed  as  usual.

The  House  of  Representatives,  on  which  devolved  the  choice  between  Jetlorson  and 
Burr,  voted  to  commence  balloting  on  Wednesday,  the  eleventli  day  of  February,  to 
attend  to  no  other  business  while  the  election  was  pending,  and  not  to  adjourn  until  a 
choice  was  effected.  Seats  were  provided  upon  the  door  for  the  President  and  tht' 
Senators,  but  during  the  act  of  balloting  the  galleries  Avere  cleared  of  spectators,  and 
the  doors  were  closed.  Upon  the  lirst  ballot  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania, 
Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee,  (8,)  voted  for  Thomas 
Jefterson;  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  Delaware,  and 
South  Carolina,  (G,)  voted  tor  Aaron  Burr;  and  the  votes  of  Vermont  and  Maryland 
(thf  representatives  of  which  were  divided)  were  given  blank.  The  balloting  was  con- 
tinued, and  the  House  remained  in  session,  nominally  without  adjournment,  for  seven 
days,  during  Avhich  one  hundred  and  four  members  were  present.  Some  of  them  were 
so  infirm  or  indisposed  that  it  was  necessary  to  provide  beds  for  them,  and  one  member, 
wild  was  (juite  ill,  was  attended  by  his  wife.     On  the  thirty-sixth  ballot,  which  was 
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taken  on  the  afternoon  of  the  seventeenth,  the  votes  of  Delaware  and  South  Carolina 
were  p^iven  blank,  ■while  those  of  Vermont  antl  Maryland  were  piven  to  Mr.  Jefferson, 
and  elected  him.     The  Viee-rri'sidency,  of  course,  devolved  upon  Mr.  IJurr.

South  Caro- 
lina, Tennt'ssee,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Indiana — 7  States.  For  Williaui  II.  CraAv- 
ford  :  Delaware,  A'irri^iuia,  North  CariiliMa,  and  (Jeor<,^ia — 4  Statrs.  The  Speaker  then 
declared  that  Joiix  QUINCV  AoAMS,  haviuo-  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  all  the 
States,  was  duly  elected  President.

all;  John  Quincy  Adams  receiving  the  other  83  electoral  votes.  John  C.  Calhoun 
was  re-elected  Vice-President,  receiving  171  votes;  while  Richard  Rush  had  83  votes, 
and  William  Smith  7.

DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE,  BY  THE  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  INITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA,  IN  CONGRESS  ASSEMBLED.  " 

Sati'rdav,  June  .->',  177G, 

Resolced,  That  the  resolutions  respectiiif^  iudependcncy  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of 
the  whole  Congress. 

The  Cono^ress  then  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Wliole;  and,  after  some 
time,  the  President  resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Harrison  reported,  that  the  Committee 
have  taken  into  consideration  the  matter  to  them  referred,  but  not  having  come  to  any 
resolution  thereon,  directed  him  to  move  for  leave  to  sit  again  on  Monday. 

Resolved,  That  this  Congress  Avill,  on  Monday  next,  at  10  o'clock,  resolve  itself  into 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  take  into  further  consideration  the  resolutions  referred  to 
them. 

Monday,  June  ]0,  1776. 

Agreeable  to  order,  the  Congress  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to 
take  into  their  further  consideration  the  resolutions  to  them  referred ;  and,  after  some 
time  spent  thereon,  the  President  resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Harrison  reported  that  the 
Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  matters  refen'ed  to  them,  and  have  come 
to  a  resolution  thereon,  which  they  directed  him  to  report. 

The  resolution  agreed  to  in  Committee  of  the  AVhole  being  read — 
Resolred,  That  the  consideration  of  the  first  resolution  be  postponed  to  Monday,  the 
tirst  day  of  July  next ;  and  in  the  meanwhile,  that  no  time  be  lost,  in  case  the  Congress 
agree  thereto,  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  declaration  to  the  etiect  of  the 
said  first  resolution,  which  is  in  these  words:  "That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of 
right  ought  to  be,  free  and  independent  States :  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegi- 
ance to  the  British  crown;  atid  that  all  political  connection  between  them  and  the  State 
of  Great  Britain  is,  ftnd  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved."

A  declaration  of  the  Deputies  of  Pennsylvania,  met  in  Provincial  Conference,  was 
laid  before  Congress  and  read,  expressing  their  willingness  to  concur  in  a  vote  of  Con- 
gi-ess  declaring  the  United  Colonies  free  and  independent  States. 

Friday,  June  2^,  177G. 

"Francis  Hopkinson,  one  of  the  Delegates  from  New  Jersey,  attended  and  produced 
the  credentials  of  their  appointment,"  containing  the  following  instructions:  ''If  you 
shall  judge  it  necessary  or  expedient  for  this  purpose,  we  empower  you  to  join  in  declar 
ing  the  United  Colonies  independent  of  Great  Britain,  entering  into  a  confederation  for 
union  and  common  defence,"  &c. 

Monday,  July   1,  177G. 

"A  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  Maryland,  passed  the  SSth  of  June,  was  laid 
before  Congress  and  read,"  containing  the  following   instructions  to  their  deputies  in 
Congress :   "  That  the  deputies  of  said  Colon v,  or  anv  three  or  more  of  them,  be  author- 
33 
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jzed  and  empowered  to  concur  with  the  other  I'uited  Colouies,  or  a  majority  ot  them, 
in  declaring?  the  United  Colonies  tret' aud  iiidt-peuclent  States:  in  fuimiuo^  such  further 
compact  and  confederation  between  them,"  Ac. 

The  order  of  the  day  Iteiuf,'  read  : 

Resolrtd,  Tliat  tliis  Con<Tress  will  lesolve  itstlf  int..  a  (.uuiuiitree  <.f  the  Whole,  t.i 
take  into  considi-ration  the  resolution  respectinjr  independency. 

That  the  Dt  claration  be  referred  to  said  Committee. 

Tlie  Confrress  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole.  After  some  time  the 
President  n^unied  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Hani.son  reported  that  the  Committee  had  come 
to  a  resolution,  which  they  desired  him  to  report,  and  to  move  tor  leave  to  sit  a«ri.in. 

The  resolution  agreed  to  by  the  Committ<-e  of  the  Whole  beiufr  read,  the  determina- 
tion thereof  was,  at  th«-  reqiu-st  of  a  Colony,  pistponed  until  to-morro\v.

When,  in  the  couise  of  human  events,  it  lxci>uies  necessary  for  one  people  todis.-.o.w 
the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with  another,  and  to  assume,  among  the 
powers  of  the  earth,  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of 
nature's  Cod  entitle  them,  a  decent  resju-ct  to  Flie  opinions  of  mankind  requires  tnat 
they  should  declare  tbe  causes  which  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  ail  men  are  created  equal ;  that  they  are 
endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights  ;  that  among  the.M?  are  lite, 
liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  That  to  secure  the.se  rights,  governments  are 
instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed  ; 
that  whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right 
of  the  people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  a  new  govenuneut,  laying  its 
foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall 
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seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate 
tliat  governments  long  established,  should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes  ; 
and  accordingly,  all  experience  hath  shown,  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer, 
while  evils  are  snfferable,  than  to  right  themselves  by  abulishing  the  forms  to  which 
they  are  accustomed.  J»tit  when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  usiirpations,  pursuing 
invariably  the  same  object,  evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  luider  absolute  despotism, 
it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  dut}-,  to  throw  off  such  government,  and  to  provide  new 
guards  for  their  future  security.  Such  has  been  the  patient  sutVerance  of  these  Colonies, 
and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former  systems  of 
government.  The  history  of  the  present  king  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of  repeated 
injuries  and  usurjiations,  all  having,  in  direct  object,  the  establishment  of  an  absolute 
tyranny  over  these  States.     To  prove  this,  let  facts  be  submitted  to  a  candid  world : 

He  has  refused  his  iissent  to  laws  the  most  wliolesome  and  necessary  for  the  public 
good. 

He  has  forbidden  bis  Governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and  pressing  importance, 
unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his  assent  should  be  obtained  :  and  when  so  sus- 
pended, he  has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  acconmiodation  of  large  districts  of  people, 
unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Legislature;  a 
right  inestimable  to  them,  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortable,  and  dis- 
tant from  the  depository  of  their  public  records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatiguing  them 
into  compliance  with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing,  with  manly  firmness, 
his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused,  for  a  long  time  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause  others  to  be  elected ; 
whereby  the  legislative  powers,  incapable  of  annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people 
at  large  for  their  exercise :  the  State  remaining,  in  the  meantime,  exposed  to  all  the 
danger  of  invasion  from  without,  and  convulsions  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  States:  for  that  purj^ose, 
obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreigners;  refusing  to  pass  others  to  encourage 
their  migration  hither,  and  raising  the  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  administration  of  justice,  by  refusing  his  assent  to  laws  for 
establishing  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone,  for  the  tenure  of  their  offices,  and 
the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of  officers  to  harass 
our  people  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies,  without  the  consent  of 
our  legislatiire. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of,  and  superior  to,  the  civil  power. 

He  has  combined,  with  others,  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  foreign  to  our  constitu- 
tion, and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws  ;  giving  bis  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended 
legislation : 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us  : 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  troni  punishment,  for  [any  murders  Avhich  they 
should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these  States  : 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world  : 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent : 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury : 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences: 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring  juovince,  establish- 
ing therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at 
once  an  example  and  tit  instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these 
Colonies  : 

For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  'laws,  and  altering, 
fundamentally,  the  powers  of  our  governments : 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  invested  with  power 
to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his  protection,  and  waging 
war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  eur  coasts,  burnt  our  towns,  and  destroyed  the 
lives  of  our  people. 
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He  is,  at  this  time,  transporting  larg^e  armies  of  foreign  mercenaries  to  complete  the 
works  of  death,  desolation  and  tyranny,  already  begun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty 
and  perfidy  scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unwurthy  the 
head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on  the  high  seas,  to  bear  arms 
against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall 
themselves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insunections  among  us,  and  has  endeavored  to  bring  on  the 
inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the  merciless  Indian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare 
is  an  undistinguished  destruction,  of  all  ages,  .>-exes,  ami  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppression-,  we  luive  petitiouevl  iV.r  redress  in  the  most  humble 
terms;  ('ur  repeated  petitions  have  leen  answeietl  only  by  repeated  injury.  A  prince, 
whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  \\  hich  may  define  u  tyrant,  is  unlit  to  be 
the  ruler  of  a  free  people 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  British  brethren.  We  have  wanied 
them,  from  time  to  time,  of  attenij)ts  made  by  their  legislattire  to  extend  an  unwarrant- 
able jurisdiction  over  us.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigra- 
tion and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  nuignanimity, 
and  we  have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  of  our  conunon  kindred,  to  disavow  these 
usurpations,  which  avouM  inevitably  interrupt  our  connections  and  correspondence. 
They,  too,  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  consanguinity.  We  must,  there- 
fore, ac(iuiesce  in  the  necessity  which  denumds  our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we 
hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  j>eac»',  friends. 

AVe,  therefore,  the  Kepresentatives  of  tlie  I'nited  States  uf  America,  iu  CSeneral  Con- 
gress assembled,  appealing  to  the  Sunreme  .Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our 
intentions,  do,  in  the  name  and  by  tlie  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  Colonics, 
solemnly  publish  and  declare.  That  these  I'nite*!  Colonies  ari*.  and,  of  right,  ought  to 
be, /rf<  utut  iiultpnultut  Stairs;  that  they  are  abstdved  fri>m  all  allegiance  t«>  the  Ikitish 
crown,  and  that  all  political  connection  between  them  and  the  .""iiute  of  (Jrent  llritain,  is, 
and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved;  and  that,  trn  free  and  imlrprndnit  States,  they  have 
full  j)ower  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to 
do  all  other  acts  and  things  which  iitdeprndtnt  States  may  of  right  do.  And,  lor  the 
su})port  ut'  this  declaration,  withatirm  reliance  on  the  protfctiou  of  l)ivini- Providence, 
we  mutually  pledge  to  eaeh  other,  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacreil  honor.

The  sessions  of  the  Continental  Congress  were  commenced  as  follows: 

September  5,  1774,  also  May  10,  1775,  at  Philadelphia;  December  20,  177C,  at 
Baltimore;  March  4,  1777.  at  Philadelphia ;  September  27,  1777,  at  Lanrasicr,  Penn- 
sylvania; September  30,  1777,  at  York,  Pennsylvania;  July  2,  1778,  at  Philadelphia; 
June  30,  1783,  at  Princeton,  Xew  Jersey;  Xovember  2G,  1783,  at  Annapolis,  Maryland  ; 
Xovember  1,  1784,  at  Trenton,  New  Jersey;  January  11,  1785,  at  New  York,  which, 
from  that  time,  continued  to  be  the  place  of  meeting  until  the  adoption  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States.  P^rom  1781  to  1788  Congress  met  annually  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  November,  pursuant  to  the  Articles  of  Confederation.

In  determining  questions  in  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  each  Stale  shall 
have  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  speech  and  debate  in  Congress  sliall  not  b«-  1  in 

any  court  or  place  out  of  Congress  ;  and  the  members  of  C  •  i  in 
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their  persons  from  arrests  auJ  iiiiiirisomnents  durinj^  the  time  of  their  j^oinp:  to  and  from 
and  attendance  on  Conofiess.  except  for  treason,  fduny,  or  breach  of  the  peace. 

Art.  (■>.  Xo  State,  without  the  consent  of  tlie  I'nited  Statt-s  in  Congress  assembled, 
shall  send  any  embassy  to,  or  receive  any  embassy  from,  or  enter  into  any  conference, 
agreement,  alliance,  or  treat}',  with  any  king-,  prince,  or  state;  nor  shall  any  person 
holding'  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  United  .States,  or  any  of  them,  accept  of 
any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  kinj^,  prince,  or 
foreign  state :  nor  shall  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  or  any  of  them,  grant 
any  title  of  nobility. 

S'o  two  or  more  States  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  confederation,  or  alliance  whatever, 
Itetween  them,  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  speci- 
lyinp:  accurately  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  is  to  be  entered  into  and  how  long  it 
-hall  continue. 

Xo  State  shall  lay  any  imposts  or  duties  which  may  interfere  with  any  stipulations  in 
treaties  entered  into  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  with  any  king,  prince, 
or  state,  in  pursuance  of  any  treaties  already  proposed  by  Congress  to  the  courts  of 
France  and  Spain. 

X'^o  vessel-of-Avar  shall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  peace  by  any  State,  except  such  number 
only  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  L'nited  States  in  Congress  assembled  for  the 
defence  of  such  State  or  its  trade ;  nor  shall  any  body  of  forces  be  kept  up  by  any  State 
in  time  of  peace  except  such  number  only  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Uuit«.'d  States  in 
Congress  assembled,  shall  be  det-med  requisite  to  garrison  the  forts  necessary  for  the 
defence  of  such  State ;  but  every  State  shall  always  keep  up  a  well-regulated  and  disci- 
plined militia,  sufficiently  armed  and  accoutred,  and  shall  provide  and  have  constantly 
ready  for  use,  in  public  stores,  a  due  number  of  tield-pieces  and  tents,  and  a  proper 
quantity  of  arms,  amuiunition,  and  camp  equipage. 

Xo  State  shall  engage  in  any  war  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  unless  such  State  be  actually  invaded  by  enemies  or  shall  have  received 
certain  advice  of  a  resolution  being  formed  by  some  nation  of  Indians  to  invade  such 
State,  and  the  danger  is  so  imminent  as  not  to  admit  of  a  delay  till  the  United  States  in 
Congress  assembled  can  be  consulted;  nor  shall  any  state  grant  commissions  to  any 
ships  or  vessels-of-war,  nor  letters  of  marque  or  reprisal,  except  it  be  after  a  declaration 
of  war  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  and  then  only  against  the  kingdom 
or  state,  and  the  subjects  thereof,  against  which  war  has  been  so  declared,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  shall  be  established  by  the  United  States  iu  Congress  assembled, 
unless  such  State  be  infested  by  pirates,  in  which  case  vessels-of-war  may  be  fitted  cut 
for  that  occasion,  and  kept  so  long  as  the  danger  shall  continue,  or  until  the  United 
States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  determine  otherwise. 

Art.  7.  When  land  forces  are  raised  by  any  St^te  for  the  common  defence,  all  officers 
of  or  under  the  rank  of  colonel,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  legislature  of  each  State 
respectively,  by  whom  such  forces  shall  be  raised,  or  in  such  manner  as  such  State  shall 
direct,  and  all  vacancies  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  State  which  first  made  the  appointment. 

Art.  8.  All  charges  of  war,  and  all  other  expenses  that  shall  be  incurred  for  the  com- 
mon defence  or  general  welfare,  and  allowed  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled, 
shall  be  defrayed  out  of  a  common  treasury,  which  shall  be  supplied  by  the  several 
States  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  all  land  within  each  State  granted  to  or  surveyed  for 
any  person,  as  such  laud  and  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  shall  be  estimated 
according  to  such  mode  as  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  from  time  to 
time  direct  and  appoint. 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  proportion  shall  belaid  and  levied  by  the  authority  and 
direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States,  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

Art.  9.  The  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive 
right  and  pov.er  of  determining  on  peace  and  war,  except  iu  the  cases  mentioned  in  the 
sixth  article — of  sending  and  receiving  ambassadors — entering  into  treaties  and  alli- 
ances ;  provided,  that  no  treaty  of  couimerce  shall  be  made  whereby  the  legislative 
power  of  the  respective  States  shall  be  restrained  from  imposing  such  imposts  and  duties 
on  foreigners  as  their  own  people  are  subjected  to,  or  from  prohibiting  the  exportation 
or  importation  of  any  species  of  goods  or  commodities  whatsoever — of  establishing 
rules  lor  deciding  iu  all  cases  what  captures  on  land  or  water  shall  be  legal,  and  in 
what  manner  prizes  taken  by  laud  or  naval  forces  iu  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  divided  or  appropriated — of  granting  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  times  of 
peace — appointing  courts  for  the  trial  of  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high 
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seas,  and  establisbinp;  courts  for  ivceiviug:  and  determining  liually  n]>peals  in  all  cases 
of  captmes  :  provided,  tliat  no  member  of  Congress  shall  be  appointed  a  judge  of  any 
of  the  said  courts. 

The  I'nitcd  States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  also  be  the  last  resort  on  appeal  in  all 
disputes  and  differences  now  subsisting  or  that  hereafter  may  arise  between  two  or  more 
States  couceriiiug  boundary,  jurisdiction,  or  any  other  cause  whatever;  which  authority 
shall  always  be  exercised  in  the  manmr  tollnwing:  whenever  the  legislative  or  execu- 
tive authority  or  hiwliil  agent  of  any  State  in  controversy  with  another  shall  present  a 
petition  to  Congress,  stating  the  matter  in  question,  and  jtraying  for  a  hearing,  notice 
thereof  shall  l»e  given  by  order  of  Congress  to  the  legislative  or  executive  authority  of 
the  other  State  in  controversy,  and  a  day  assigned  for  the  appearance  of  the  parties'  by 
their  lawful  agents,  who  shall  then  be  directed  to  appoint  by  joint  consent  commission- 
ers or  judges  to  constitute  a  court  for  hearing  and  determining  the  matter  in  (juestion  ; 
but  if  they  cannot  agree,  Congress  shall  name  three  persons  out  of  each  v(  the  I'nited 
States,  and  from  the  list  of  such  persons  each  |)arty  shall  alternately  strike  out  one,  the 
]>etitioners  beginning,  until  the  number  shall  he  reduced  to  thirteen;  and  from  that 
number  not  less  than  se\  en  nor  more  than  nine  names,  a>  Congress  shall  direet,  >hall,  in 
the  prejsence  of  Congress,  be  drawn  out  by  lot;  and  the  persons  whose  mimes  shall  be 
so  drawn,  or  any  tive  of  them,  shall  b«'  commissioners  or  judges,  to  hear  and  finally 
determine  the  controversy,  so  always  as  a  major  part  of  the  judges,  who  .shiiU  hear  the 
cause,  shall  agree  in  tin-  determination:  and  if  either  jiarty  .-Imll  negleet  t»»  attend  at 
the  day  appointed,  without  showing  reasons  which  Congress  shall  jutige  sutbcient,  or 
being  jtresi-nt  shall  refuse  to  strike,  the  Congress  shall  procinnJ  to  nominate  three  per- 
sons out  of  each  State,  and  tlie  secretary  of  Congress  shall  strike  in  behalf  of  such 
party  absent  or  refu>ing;  and  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  the  ctuirt  to  be  appeinteil 
in  the  manner  before  pieseriluMl,  >1ih11  1h'  final  and  conelusive;  and  if  any  of  the  parties 
shall  rctuse  to  submit  to  the  authority  of  such  court,  or  to  appear,  or  defeml  their  claim 
or  cause,  the  court  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to  pronounce  sentence  or  judgment,  which 
.shall  in  like  manner  be  linal  and  decisive,  the  judgment  or  sentence  and  other  proceed- 
ings, being  in  either  case  transmitted  to  Congres.s,  and  lodged  among  the  acts  of  Con- 
gress tor  the  security  of  the  parties  coucerne<l:  providetl,  that  every  commissioner, 
before  he  sits  in  judgment,  shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  n!  ■  -•  •■  !  by  one  of  the  judges 
of  the  supreme  or  superior  court  of  the  State,  where  i  .1  be  tried,  "well  and 

truly  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  «[Uestion.  a  •  the  best  of  his  jtidg- 

ment,  without  favor,  atiection,  or  hope  of  reward:"  provided  u!.>o,  that  no  State  shall 
be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  beuetit  of  the  TuiteJ  States. 

All  controversies  concerning  the  private  right  of  soil,  claimed  under  dilTerent  grants 
of  two  or  more  States,  whose  juii^dietioa  a«<  tiny  m.iy  respect  such  lands  atid  the  States 
which  passed  such  grants  are  adjusted,  the  said  grants  or  either  of  them  being  at  the 
same  time  claimed  to  have  originated  antecedent  ta  such  settlement  of  jui  j»diction, 
shall,  on  the  petition  of  either  party  to  the  Cou<rress  of  the  I'nited  States,  be  finally 
determined,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  th-  '  iu-scribed  for  deciding 

disputes  resjiecting  territorial  jurisdi. 

The  United  States  in  Congress  as>.:  ■■!e  and  exclusive  right 
and  power  of  regulating  the  alloy  and  \aiue  ol  cuin  Ktruek  by  their  own  authority,  or 
by  that  of  the  respective  States — fixing  the  .standar«l  of  weight-*  and  measures  through- 
out the  I'nited  Slates — regulating  the  trade  and  \s  ith  the  Indians 
not  members  of  any  of  the  ."^tates  ;  pro\  ided  thr  :  any  State  with- 
in its  own  limits  be  not  infringed  ov  violated — i    .  .   ..  ^    ,_...ating  post  oftices 

from  one  State  to  another  throughout  all  the  United  Slates,  and  exacting  such  postage 
on  the  papers  passing  through  the  same,  as  nuiy  W  re«[uisite  to  defray  the  exp^*nses  of 
the  said  otKce — appointing  all  otiicers  of  the  land  forces  in  the  senice  of  the  I'nited 
States  excepting  regimental  otbcers — appointing  all  the  otbcers  of  the  naval  forces,  and 
commissioning  all  officers  whatever  in  the  service  of  the  United  States — making  rules 
for  the  govennnent  and  regulation  of  the  said  land  and  naval  forces,  and  directing  their 
operations. 

The  United  .States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  have  authority  to  aj»poiiit  a  committee 
to  sit  in  the  recess  of  Congress,  to  be  denominated  **a  committee  of  ttje  .States,"  and  to 
consist  of  one  delegate  from  each  State;  and  to  appoint  such  other  committei's  and  civil 
officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  managing  the  general  affairs  cf  the  United  .*^tat«-s,  under 
their  direction — to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside,  provided  that  no  jK-rson  lie 
allowed  to  ser\e  in  the  ofSce  of  president  more  than  one  year  in  any  term  of  thrt-e  years — 
to  ascertain  the  necessary  sums  of  money  to  be  raised  for  the  .service  of  the  United  Sfati-n, 
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and  to  appiupriate  and  apj)ly  tlif  .same  for  dt-trayino-  tlie  i)ublic  ('X])cn.sf'S — to  borrow 
nionoy  or  emit  Itills  on  tlie  credit  of  the  irnitcd  States,  trausniittinf^  every  half  year  to 
the  respective  Statc-s  an  account  of  the  sinus  of  money  so  Ijorrowed  or  emitted— to  build 
and  e(iuip  a  navy — to  af^ree  upon  tlie  nundxT  of  land  forces,  and  to  make  recjuisitious  from 
each  .State  for  its  {pu)ta,  in  pn)j)ortion  to  the  number  of  white  inliabitants  in  such  State; 
which  requisition  shall  be  bindino-,  and  thereupon  the  lej^islature  of  each  .State  siiall  appoint 
the  regimental  otlicers,  raise  the  men,  and  clotlie,  arm,  and  e([uii)  them,  in  a  soldier-like 
manner,  at  the  expense  o^  the  United  .States  ;  and  the;  otlicers  and  men  so  clothed,  armed, 
and  equipped,  shall  march  to  the  place  appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the 
I'nited  .States  in  C'ono;res.s  assembled:  l)Ut  if  the  United  Stati-s  in  Conj^ress  assembled, 
shall,  on  consideration  of  circumstances,  judge  proper  that  any  .State  should  not  raise 
nitMi  or  should  raise  a  smaller  number  than  its  ([uota,  and  that  any  other  .State  should 
raise  a  greater  number  of  men  than  the  quota  thereof,  such  extra  number  sliall  be  raised, 
officered,  clothed,  armed,  and  ecjuipped,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  ipiota  of  such  .State, 
unless  the  legislature  of  such  State  shall  judge  that  such  extra  nund)er  caninjt  safely  be 
spared  out  of  the  same;  in  which  case  tiiey  shall  raise,  oHicer,  clothe,  arm,  and  e(juip, 
as  many  of  such  extra  number  as  they  judge  can  be  safely  spared.  And  the  officers  and 
]nen  so  clothed,  armed,  and  equipped,  shall  inarch  to  the  place  appointed,  and  within 
the  time  agreed  on  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  shall  never  engage  in  a  war,  nor  grant 
letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  time  of  peace,  nor  enter  into  any  treaties  or  alliances, 
nor  coin  money,  nor  regulate  the  value  thereof,  nor  ascertain  the  sums  and  expenses 
necessary  for  the  defence  and  welfare'  of  the  United  .States  or  any  of  them,  nor  emit  bills, 
nor  borrow  nioney  on  tlie  credit  of  the  United  States,  nor  appropriate  money,  nor  agree 
upon  the  number  of  vcssels-of-war  to  be  built  or  purchased,  or  the  number  of  land  or 
sea  forces  to  be  raised,  nor  appoint  a  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy,  luiless 
nine  States  assent  to  the  same ;  nor  shall  a  question  on  any  other  point,  except  for 
adjourning  from  day  to  day,  be  determined,  unless  by  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  any  time  witliiu  the 
year,  and  to  any  place  within  the  United  States,  so  that  no  period  of  adjournment  be  for 
a  longer  duration  tlian  the  space  of  six  months  ;  and  shall  publish  the  journal  of  their 
proceedings  monthly,  except  such  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances,  or  military 
operations,  as  in  their  judgment  require  secresy ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  delegates 
of  each  State  on  any  question  shall  be  entered  ou  the  journal,  when  it  is  desired  by  any 
delegate;  and  the  delegates  of  a  State,  or  any  of  them,  at  his  or  their  recjuest,  shall  be 
furnished  with  a  transcript  of  the  said  journal,  except  such  parts  as  are  above  excepted, 
to  lay  before  the  legislatures  of  the.  several  States. 

Art.  lU.  The  committee  of  the  States,  or  any  nine  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to 
execute,  in  the  recess  of  Congress,  such  of  the  powers  of  Congress  as  the  United  States 
in  Congress  assembled,  by  the  consent  of  nine  States,  shall  iVom  time  to  time,  think 
expedient  to  vest  them  with  ;  provided  that  no  power  be  delegated  to  the  said  committee, 
for  the  exercise  of  which,  by  the  articles  of  confederation,  the  voice  of  nine  States  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  assembled  is  requisite. 

Art.  ]J.  Canada,  acceding  to  this  confederation,  and  joining  in  the  measures  of  the 
United  States,  sliall  be  admitted  into,  and  entitled  to,  all  the  advantages  of  this  Union ; 
but  no  other  colony  shall  be  admitted  into  the  same  unless  such  admission  be  agreed  to 
by  nine  States. 

Art.  YZ.  All  bills  of  credit  emitted,  moneys  borrowed,  and  debts  contracted,  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  Congress,  before  the  assembling  of  the  United  States,  in  pursuance 
of  the  present  confederation,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  a  charge  against  the 
United  .States,  for  payment  and  satisfaction  whereof  the  said  United  States  and  the  public 
faith  are  hereby  solemnly  pledged. 

Art.  1:3.  Every  State  shall  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled,  on  all  questions  which,  by  this  confi'deration,  are  subinitted  to  them.  And 
the  articles  of  this  contederation  shall  be  inviolably  observed  by  every  State,  and  the 
Union  shall  be  perpetual;  nor  shall  any  alteration  at  any  tiuie  hereafter  be  made  in 
any  of  them,  unless  such  alteration  be  agreed  to  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
be  afterward  confirmed  by  the  legislature  of  every  .State. 

And  whereas  it  has  pleased  the  great  Governor  of  the  world  to  incline  the  hearts  of  the 
legislatures  we  respectively  represent  in  Congress,  to  approve  of  and  to  authorize  us  to 
ratify  the  said  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  Union:  know  yt,  that  we,  the 
undersigned  delegates,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  to  us  given  for  that  purpose, 
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do,  by  these  presents,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  our  respective  constituents,  fully 
and  entirely  ratify  and  confirm  each  and  every  of  the  said  articles  of  confederation  and 
perpetual  I'nion,  and  all  and  sinprular  the  matters  and  thiiifjs  then-in  ct>ntained  ;  and  we 
do  further  solt-mnly  [iledfre  and  enp:af;<*  the  faith  of  our  resjjective  constituents,  that  they 
shall  abide  by  the  di-terminatiuns  of  the  United  States  in  Conp:ress  assembled,  on  all 
questions  which,  by  the  said  confederation,  are  submitted  to  them  ;  and  that  the  articles 
thereof  shall  be  inviolably  observed  by  the  States  we  respectively  rejircsent ;  and  that 
the  Union  be  perpetual. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands,  in  Coup^ress.  Done  at  rhiladel- 
phia,  in  tin-  State  of  IVnnsylvania,  thf  ninth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seveuty-ei;xht,  and  in  the  third  year  of  the  independence  of 
America.

UNITED   STATES   UF   AMKUICA 


We  the  People  of  the  United  States,  iu  order  to  form  a  more  perfect 
Union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquillity,  provide  for  the 
common  defence,  promote  the  general  -sveltare.  and  secure  the  blessings 
of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this 
Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section*  1.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  in  a  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Sect.  '2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen  every 
second  vear  by  the  people  of  the  several  States,  and  the  electors  in  each  State  shall  have 
the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State 
Legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  years,  and  been  seven  years  a  citizen  of  the  L'nited  States,  and  who  shall  not.  when 
elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  which 
may  be  included  within  this  L^'nion,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall 
be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other 
persons.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Congress  of  the  L'nited  States,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years, 
in  such  a  manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of  Representatives  shall  not 
exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  Repre- 
sentative :  and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  Xew  Hampshire  shall 
be  entitled  to  choose  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions one,  Connecticut  five,  New  York  six,  Xew  Jersey  four.  Pennsylvania  eight, 
Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  Virginia  ten,  Xorth  Carolina  five.  South  Carolina  five, 
and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  State  the  executive  authority 
thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and  other  ofiicers:  and  shall 
have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment 

Sect.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators  from  each 
State,  chosen  by  the  Legislature  thereof,  for  six  years  ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one 
vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of  the  first  election,  they 
shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second  class 
at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth 
year,  so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year:  and  if  vacancies  happen  by 
resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislatureof  any  State,  the  Executive 
thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meeting  cf  the  Legislature, 
which  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies. 
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No  person  shall  Ije  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years, 
and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  ni>t,  when  elected,  be 
an  inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall 
have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore,  in  tlie 
absence  of  the  Vice-President,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  inipeachnieuts.  When  sitting  for  that 
purjjose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States 
is  tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside:  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

.Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  reu.nviil  from 
office,  and  disqualification  t<i  hold  and  enjin-  any  othee  of  lumor,  trust,  ur  profit  under 
the  United  States;  but  the  jiarty  convictcil  >hall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  subject  to 
indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according  t»)  law. 

Sf.ct.  4.  The  times,  plac»s,  and  nuinner  of  holding  elections  for  Senati>rs  and  Kep:i 
sentatives  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  Legislature  thereof;   but  the  C'ongnss 
may  at  any  time  by  law  make  or  niter   such   regulations,  except   as    to   the   places  of 
choosing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and   such  meeting  shall  1 
on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  by  law  apj>oint  a  difVerent  day. 

StCT.  ;').  Each  House  shall  be  tlie  judge  «»f  the  elections,  returns,  antl  iiualiticalions 
of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constituti-  a  quorum  to  do  business; 
but  a  smaller  number  nuiy  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  nsay  be  authorized  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  ujeu:bers  in  stich  nuumer  and  under  such  penalties  as  each 
House  may  jtrovide. 

Each  Mouse  nuiy  «letermine  the  rules  of  its  j»roCv'e» lings,  punish  its  members  for  dis- 
orderly behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thinis,  expel  a  member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  jituinal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time  to  time  publish 
the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  require  secrecy  ;  and  the  yeas 
and  nays  ef  the  members  of  either  House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one- 
tifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  House,  durinjj  the  session  of  Congress,   hhall,  witluuU  the  consent  of  ti 
other,  adjoinn  for  mure  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  liie 
two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sr.rT.  (1.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  nhall  receive  a  compensation  for  their 
services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  j)aid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 
They  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  and  bnach  of  the  jjeace,  bo  privileged 
from  arrest,  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  ot  their  respective  Houses,  and  in 
going  to  and  reluming  I'lom  the  same ;  and  fi>r  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  HoUHO 
they  shall  not  be  (juestioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  Senator  or  liepresentative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  bo 
appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the  I'nited  States,  which  shall  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoiuments  whereof  shall  have  Wen  increased  during  such  time; 
and  no  person  holding  any  «  ffice  under  the  United  States  shall  be  a  memU-r  of  either 
House  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  liepresentative- 
but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  wliich  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  an<l  the  Stnate 
shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be-  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  if  he 
approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  lie  shall  return  it,  with  his  ttbjections,  to  that  House 
in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  It",  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  that  House 
shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  t«>gether  with  the  objections,  to  the  other 
Honse,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of 
that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  IJut  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall 
be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  *tf  the  persons  voting  for  and  against 
the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it. 
unless  the  Congress,  by  their  adjournn.ent,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  c  t 
be  a  law. 
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Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a  ([uestion  of  adjournment,)  shall  be 
presented  to  the  I'resident  of  the  United  States  ;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect, 
shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  beiu^  disappruvetl  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  accordino;  to  the  rules  and  limitatiuus  pre- 
scribed in  the  case  of  a  bill. 

Sect.  8.  The  Conj^ress  shall  have  power 

To  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts,  and  excises,  to  pay  the  debts  and  provide 
for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all  duties, 
imposts,  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States ; 

To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States ; 

To  regulate  connnerce  Avith  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several  States,  and  with 
the  Indian  tribes ; 

To  establish  a  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject  of 
bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States; 

To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  I'oreign  coin,  and  fix  the  standard 
of  weights  and  measures ; 

To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current  coin  of  the 
United  States ; 

To  establish  post-otiftces  and  post-roads ; 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited  times  to 
authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries  ; 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court ; 

To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  and  offences 
against  the  law  of  nations; 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  cap- 
tures on  land  and  water; 

To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a 
longer  term  than  two  years ; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy : 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  ; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress 
insurrections,  and  repel  invasions  ; 

To  provide  for  organizmg,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing 
such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to 
the  States  respectively  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the 
militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  district  (not  ex- 
ceeding ten  miles  square),  as  may,  by  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  acceptance 
of  Congress,  become  the  seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  exercise 
like  authority  over  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
in  which  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dock-yards, 
and  other  needful  buildings  ;  and 

To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the 
foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

Sect.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as  any  of  the  States  now  ex- 
isting shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such 
importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in 
cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 

No  capitation  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  proportion  to  the  census  or 
enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  State. 

No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  connnerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of 
one  State  over  those  of  another ;  nor  shall  vessels  bound  to  or  from  one  State,  be  obliged 
to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  bt;  drawn  froni  the  treasury,  but  in  consequence  of  appropriations 
made  by  law  ;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
all  public  money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States;  and  no  person  holding  any 
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office  of  profit  or  trint  under  them  shall,  \vithout  the  consent  of  the  Conjjress.  accept  of 
any  present,  emolument,  otHce,  or  title,  of  any  kind  ^vhatever,  from  any  kiup^,  prince,  or 
foreig'n  8tate. 

Sect.  JO.  Xo  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  confederation  :  arrant  letters 
of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin  money;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  anythinor  \n\t  pfold  and 
silver  coin  a  ti-nder  in  payment  of  debts  ;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  rr  pout  fiicto  law  . 
or  hnv  imi)airinfi:  the  obli<]fations  of  contracts,  or  prrant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  State  shall,  witliout  the  consent  of  the  Congrn'ss,  "lay  any  impost's  or  duties  on 
imports  or  exports,  except  what  maybe  aljsolutely  necessary  for  executing:  its  inspec- 
tion laws;   and  tiie  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  impost>5,  laid   by  any  Statf  on  import-i 
or  exi)orts,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  Sta'tes  ;"and  all  sm-h  law 
.';hall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  control  of  the  Contjress. 

No  State  shall,  Avithout  the  ciuist-nt  of  Con{ra>ss,  lay  any  duty  on  ti>nna<;e.  kd-p 
troo])s  or  ships-of-\var  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  a:rreement  or  compact  with  another 
State,  or  with  a  foreiprn  jxtwi-r,  or  enprajie  in  war,  uii'.->  .i.fM  t'ly  invaded,  or  in  such 
imminent  daufjer  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

AKTICLE  II. 

Si:(  TioN  I.  Till'  Iv\.  cutive  i.owor  shall  be  vest.d  in  a  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  lie  .-hall  liold  his  office  durinj^  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  top^ether  with 
the  Vice-President,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows  : 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  iu  such  manner  as  the  Lejjislaturi'  tlwrt'of  nuiy  direct,  a 
nuiubcr  of  Eli-ctors.  t-qual  to  the  whoU-  nunil)»'r  ^^t'  Senators  and  K<'pr«'st'ntatives  to 
which  the  State  may  be  futitled  in  the  ('on;:rl■^s:   but  no  ."Senator  or  lu'presiMitative,  or 

1)erson  holdinfj  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  tii'*  I'uiled  States,  shall  be  appointtd  an 
^:iector. 

[''The  Eh'Ciors  .--hall  meet  iu  their  respi-ctive  Stales,  and  vote  l)y  ballot  for  two  pt 
.sons,  of  whom  one  at  leant  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  .saine  .*<tate  with  ihemselvi 
And  thi-y  shall  make  a  li^t  t»f  all  the  jiersuns  votrd  for,  and  of  the  nmnber  of  votes  fui 
each;  which  list  thty  shall  s;;;n  and  ci-rtitv,  and  transmit  si-aU'd  to  the  si-at  of  the  (jOV- 
crnment  of  the  United  Statis,  dinctt-d  to  the  President  of  thr  St-mite.  The  Prcsitb-nt  of 
the  Senate  shall,  in  tlie  pie.senc**  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Kepre.st-ntatives,  open  all 
the  certificates,  and  the  vi>tes  shall  then  be  counted.  Thf  j>erson  havinjj  the  pn-ati'st 
number  of  votes  shall  be  the  President,  if  such  niuulHT  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  nuin- 
l)er  of  Electors  appointed;  and  if  there  be  more  than  (me  who  have  such  majoritv,  and 
have  an  eijual  number  of  votes,  then  the  House  of  li'-preseutatives  shall  iuimeiliately 
choose  by  ballot  one  of  them  for  President ;  and  if  no  person  have  a  nuijority,  then  from 
the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall  in  like  manner  choose  the  President. 
But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  voles  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation 
from  each  Slate  liaving  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member 
or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  btates,  and  a  ujajority  of  all  the  States  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  choice.  In  every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  President,  the  person 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  Electors  shall  be  the  Vice-President.  Hut 
if  there  should  remain  two  or  mor^  who  have  equal  voles,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from 
them  by  ballot  the  Vice-President.] 

The  Congress  may  determine  ihe  time  uf  choosing  the  Electors,  and  the  day  on  which 
they  shall  give  their  votes  ;  which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  i>ersi.ii  exeept  a  natuiaI-l>oin  citi/.en.  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  at  the  time  of 
the  auitption  of  this  Constitution,  shail  b-  eligible  to  the  office  of  President  ;  neither 
shall  any  person  be  eligible  lo  that  office  who  .nhall  not  have  attain«'d  to  the  age  of 
thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourieeu  years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  I'rom  office,  or  of  his  death,  n'signation,  or 
inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on 
the  Vice-President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  reuioval,  death, 
resignation,  or  inability,  both  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  declaring  what  officer 
t>hall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  th-*  disability  be 
removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  .ablated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a  compfn.Halion.  which 
shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  Lave  been 

'  Ttiis  claa^  witliiD  brackets  bos  been  »aper»eded  acd  acnuUed  by  tbe  I2th  amendmest  on  poge  537 
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tk'CteJ,  auJ  be  shall  nut  recflvo  witliiu  that  period  any  other  eaiuhiuicut  rroin  the  United 
States,  or  any  ot*  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  ofiieo  he  shall  take  the  tollowin^oatli  or  affirm- 
ation : 

"/rfo  solemnly  ^iccdr  [or  cffinii)  that  I  trill  fnitlifiilly  crinitf:  (he  ojjicr  of  Vresidrnt  of 
the  United  Stntrs,  and  trill,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  prescrcr,  protect,  and  defend  tt  e  Con- 
stitution of  the  L'/titcd  States.'^ 

Sect.  '2.  Tiic  President  shall  be  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  ;  he  may  re([uire  the  opinion,  in  writinj^,  of  the  i)rincipal  officer 
in  each  of  the  Executive  Departments,  upon  any  subject  relatinp:  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  ofHces,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  f^rant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  oifeuces 
ag:ainst  the  United  States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  bj'  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make 
treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  Ambassadors,  other 
public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of 
the  United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  fur,  and  which 
shall  be  established  by  law  :  but  the  Cong^ress  may  by  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such 
inferior  officers,  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  I'resident  alone,  in  the  Courts  of  law,  or  in 
the  Heads  of  Departn.euts. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  lili  up  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  durinrr  the 
recess  of  the  Senate,  by  g-rauting  commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their 
next  session. 

Sect.  3.  lie  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congicss  information  of  the  state  of  the 
Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary 
and  expedient;  he  may  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  houses,  or  either  of 
them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjourn- 
ment, he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive 
Ambassadors  and  other  public  Ministers  ;  he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed,  and  shall  commission  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  4.  The  President,  Vice-President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or 
other  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 

AliTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested  in  one  Supreme 
Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and 
establish.  The  Judges,  both  of  the  Supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compensa- 
tion, which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in  law  and  equity,  arising  under 
this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be 
made,  under  their  authority  ;  to  all  cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers, 
and  Consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction ;  to  controversies  to 
which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party ;  to  controversies  between  two  or  more  States ; 
between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another  State;  between  citizens  of  ditlerent  States;  be- 
tween citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  ditierent  States ;  and 
between  a  State,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  citizens,  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  atiecting  Ambassadors,  other  pul^lic  ^linisters,  and  Consuls,  and  those  in 
wUich  a  State  shall  be  party,  the  Supreme  Cuurt  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachmmit,  shall  be  by  jury;  and  such 
trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  criuies  shall  have  been  committed  ;  but 
when  not  committed  within  any  State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the 
Congress  may  by  law  have  directed. 

Sect.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against 
them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall 
be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act, 
or  on  confession  in  open  court.

AKTICLE  III 

No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  l>e  (quartered  in  any  house,  without  the  consent  o: 
the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

AKTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers,  and  etTe.t*, 
against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  hhall 
issue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly 
describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  Ik;  seized. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otiierwise  infainons  crime,  unless 
on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  f^rand  jury,  except  in  cases  arisini^  in  the  land  or 
naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  dan^^er  ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  oft'ence  to  be  t>vice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life 
or  limb  ;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  ap-ainst  himself,  nor 
be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  iior  shall  i»rivate 
property  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation. 

AKTICLE  VI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  rirrht  to  a  sjjcedy  and  public 
trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been 
committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be 
informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses 
against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to 
have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars, 
the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  other- 
wise re-examined  in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
common  law. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  un" 
usual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution  of  certain  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to  deny 
or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by 
it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States,  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  judicial  pov.-er  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  suit 
in  law  or  equity  commenced  or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by  citizens 
of  another  State,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  State. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote  by  ballot  for  President 
and  Vice-President,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State 
with  themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President,  and 
in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  they  shall  make  distinct 
lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  tor  as  Vice-President, 
and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  trans- 
mit sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted;  the 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  the  President,  if  such 
number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Electors  appointed  ;  and  if  no  person 
have  such  majority,  then  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding- 
three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President.  lUit  in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes 
shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from  each  State  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum 
for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States,^ 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve 
upon  them  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then  the  Vice-President  shall 
act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the 
President.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice-President  shall  bo 
the  Vice-President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Electors  ap 
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pointed ;  and  if  uo  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  hig^hest  uumbers  ou  the 
list  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice-President ;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist 
of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  But  no  person  constitutionally  inelifjible  to  the  oflico  of 
President  shall  be  elip^ildo  to  that  of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Section  1.  Neither  slavery  uor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a  punisluneut  for 
crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United 
States,  or  any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  aj)propriate  le<^isla- 
tiou.

The  ten  first  of  the  preceding  amendments  were  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the 
First  Congress  of  the  United  States,  September  25,  1789,  and  were  finally  ratified  by 
the  constitutional  number  of  States,  December  15,  1791.  The  eleventh  amendment  was 
proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the  Third  Congress,  March  5,  1794,  and  was  declared, 
in  a  message  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  both  Houses  of  Congress,  dated 
January  8,  1798,  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  constitutional  number  of  States.  The 
twelfth  amendment  was  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the  Eighth  Congress,  December 
12,  1803,  and  was  adopted  by  the  constitutional  number  of  States  in  1804.  according  to 
a  public  notico  thereof  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  dated^September  2')  of  the  same  year.

He  has  charge  of  all  correspondence  and  other  matters  connected  with  accounts 
relating  to  any  fund  with  the  disbursement  of  which  the  Department  is  charged. 

THE   TRAXSLATOK. 

His  duties  are  to  furnish  siuh  trauslalious  as  the  Depanment  may  require.  He  also 
records  the  commissions  of  Consuls  and  Vice-Consuls,  when  not  in  English,  upon 
which  exequarurs  are  issued.

He  makes  out  and  records  commissions,  letters  of  appointment,  and  nominations  to 
the  Senate;  makes  out  and  records  exe«iuaturs,  and  reeoids.  wht-n  in  English,  the  com- 
missions on  which  tlu-y  are  issued.     Has  charge  of  the  libraiy.

He  takes  charge  oi'  the  rolls,  or  enrolled  acts  and  resolutions  of  Congress,  as  they  are 
received  at  the  Department  from  the  President :  prepares  the  authenticated  copies  t'here- 
of  which  arc  called  for:  prepares  for.  and  superintends  their  publication,  and  that  of 
treaties,  in  the  newspapers  and  in  btMtk  form:  attends  to  their  distribution  tliroughout 
the  United  States,  and  that  of  all  documents  and  publications  in  regard  to  which  thi^ 
diity  is  assigned  to  the  Department;  writing  and  answering  all  letters  connected  there- 
with.    Has  charge  of  all  Indian  treaties,  and  business  relating  thereto. 
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CLEriK  or  TERRITORIAL  DL  >L\E>S— Till:  >EAL  OF  THE  DEPAUTMENT. 

He  has  charge  of  the  seals  of  the  United  States  and  of  tlio  Departmeat,  and  prepares 
and  attaches  certificates  to  papt^rs  presented  for  authentication;  has  charge  of  the  terri- 
torial business  ;  ininiigratiuu  and  registered  seamen;  records  all  letters  from  the  Depart- 
ment other  than  the  diplomatic  and  consular. 

CLERK  OE  i'AUDONS  AM)  PASSiMjR Ti?, 

He  prepares  and  records  pardons  and  remissions,  and  registers  and  files  the  petitions 
and  papers  on  which  they  are  founded.  Makes  out  and  records  passports  ;  keeps  a 
daily  register  of  all  letters,  other  than  diplomatic  and  consular,  received,  and  of  the 
disposition  made  of  them;  prepares  letters  relating  to  this  business. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  :>TATI>TI<  S. 

He  superintends  the  preparation  of  the  "Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on 
Foreign  Commerce,"  as  rec^uired  by  the  Acts  of  1842  and  1850. 


ATTORNEY  GENERAL'S  OFFICE. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  is  at  the  head  of  this  office,  and  has  an 
Assistant  Attorney  General.  Its  ordinary  business  may  be  classified  under  the  following 
heads : 

1.  Official  opinions  on  the  current  business  of  the  Government,  as  called  for  by  the 
President,  by  any  head  of  Department,  or  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury. 

2.  Examination  of  the  titles  of  all  land  purchased,  as  the  sites  of  arsenals,  custom 
houses,  light-houses,  and  all  other  public  works  of  the  United  States. 

3.  Applications  for  pardons  in  all  cases  of  conviction  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 

4.  Applications  fur  appointment  in  all  the  judicial  and  legal  business  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

5.  The  conduct  and  argument  of  all  suits  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  which  the  Government  is  concerned. 

G.  The  supervision  of  all  other  suits  arising  in  any  of  the  Departments  when  referred 
by  the  head  thereof  to  the  Attorney  General. 

To  these  ordinary  heads  of  the  business  of  the  office  has  been  added  the  direction  ot 
all  appeals  on  land  claims  in  California. 


INTERIOR  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department  is  in  charge  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  one  Assistant 
Secretary,  who  have  the  supervision  and  management  of  the  following  branches  of  the 
public  service  : 

THE  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

The  chief  of  this  office  is  called  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  It  is 
charged  with  the  survey,  management,  and  sale  of  the  public  domain,  and  the  issuing 
of  titles  therefor,  whether  derived  from  confirmation  of  grants  nmde  by  tbrmer  govern- 
ments, by  sales,  donations,  of  grants  for  schools,  military  bounties,  or  public  improve- 
ments, and  likewise  the  revision  of  Virginia  military  bounty  land  claims,  and  the 
issuing  of  scrip  in  lieu  thereof.     The  Land  Office,  also,  audits  its  own  accounts. 

PEN.*;iONS. 

The  Commissioner  of  this  bureau  is  charged  with  the  examination  and  adjudication 
of  all  claims  arising  under  the  various  and  numerous  laws  passed  by  Congress  granting 
bounty  land  or  pensions  for  the  military  or  naval  service  in  the  Kevolutionary  and  subse- 
quent wars  in  which  the  United  Statfs  have  been  engaged. 
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INDIANS. 

This  bureau  is  in  cliarjre  of  a  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  wlio  has  control  of  all 
business  connected  with  the  Indian  tribes. 

I'ATENT  OFFICE. 

To  this  bureau,  whose  liead  is  called  a  Commissioner,  is  cotnniitted  the  execution  and 
performance  of  all  "acts  and  things  touching  and  respecting  the  granting  and  issuing 
of  patents  for  new  and  useful  discoveries,  inventions,  and  improvements;"  and  the  col- 
lection of  statistics. 

An  act  of  Congress  provided  tliat  all  books,  nuips,  chiuts,  and  other  jiublications 
heretofore  deposited  in  the  Department  of  State,  according  to  the  laws  regulating  copy- 
rights, should  be  removed  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  which  is  charged  with  all 
the  duties  connected  with  matters  pertaining  to  copyright  ;  which  duties  have  been 
assigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  the  Patent  Ottice,  as  belonging  most  appro- 
priately to  this  branch  of  the  service. 

Besidi's  the  above  jirincipal  branches  of  this  Kxecutive  Department,  the  organic  act 
of  \HA\i  transferred  to  it.  fmm  the  Treasury  I)ipartment  the  supervision  nf  the  accounts 
of  the  United  States  Marshals  and  Att«irneys.  and  the  Clerks  of  tlie  I'nited  States  Courts, 
the  uuinagement  of  the  lead  and  other  mines  of  the  United  States,  and  the  atiairs  of  the 
Penitentiary  of  the  I'nited  States  in  the  District  of  Columbia:  and  from  the  State  De- 
partment, the  duty  of  taking  and  returning  the  Ci-nsuses  t>f  the  Uniti-d  States,  and  of 
supervising  and  directing  tin-  acts  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  IJuildings.  The  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insauf  of  the  Army  and  Navy  and  of  tlu>  District  of  Columbia  is  also  under 
the  management  of  this  Department.  It  also  has  jurisdicliou  over  what  is  called  the 
Returns  Utiice,  where  all  tin-  contracts  made  bv  the  (iovernmcnt  ure  depottitetl  for  reference. 

Under  act  i>f  February  .'►,  l-.VJ,  "  proviJing  t'or  keeping  and  distriltuting  all  public 
documents,  all  tla-  books,  docunu-nts,  «.Vc..  printtd  or  purchased  by  tla-  (Jovernment," 
the  Annals  of  Congress,  American  State  Pupt-rs,  American  Archives,  Ji-IiVrson's  and 
Adams's  works,  are  transferred  to  this  Department  from  the  State  Department,  Library 
of  Congress,  and  elsewhere.  These  works  are  distributed  to  those  who  are  by  law 
entitled  to  receive  them,  and  to  such  "colleges,  public  libraries,  atliena-ums,  literary 
and  scientitic  institutions,  boards  of  trade,  or  public  associntious,"  as  fhall  be  designated 
by  the  members  of  Congress. 

AOKKlI.TlItt:. 

This  branch  of  public  business  is  in  charge  of  a  Commissioner  and  has  been  re- 
organized into  a  Department,  and  is  independent  of  the  Interior  Department,  of  which 
it  was  formerly  a  subordinate  bureau. 


TKKA-rUV   nKl'Ain.MlA  T. 

The  Treasury  Department  is  in  charge  of  the  S«-cretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  two 
Assistant  Secretaries,  and  the  loUowiug  is  a  brief  iudicatiou  of  the  duties  of  the  several 
bureaus : 

si:nii:r.\uvs  tiFFicE. 

The  Secretary  is  charged  with  the  geneuil  suj>er\isiou  of  the  fiscal  traiisacticpiis  oi  the 
Government,  and  of  the  execution  of  the  laws  concerning  the  commerce  and  navigation 
of  the  United  States.  He  superintends  the  survey  of  the  coast,  the  light- house  establish- 
ment, the  marine  hospitals  of  the  United  States,  and  the  construction  of  certain  public 
buildings  for  custimi-houses  and  other  purposes. 

FIRST  COMrTKOLLER'S  OFFU  E. 

He  prescribes  the  mode  of  keeping  and  rendering  accounts  for  the  civil  and  diplomatic 
service,  as  well  as  the  public  lands,  and  revises  and  certifies  the  balances  arising  thereon. 

SECOND  comptroller's  OFFICE. 

He  prescribes  the  mode  of  keening  and  rendering  the  accounts  (.f  the  Army  and  Navv, 
and  of  the  Indian  and  Pension  bureaus,  of  the  public  service,  and  revises  and  certifies 
the  balances  arisiiijr  thereon. 
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OFFICE  CO.MMLSSIONER  OF  CU.STOMS. 

He  prescribes  the  mode  of  keepinfj  and  mideriiifr  the  accounts  of  the  customs  revenue 
and  disbursements,  and  for  the  building  and  repairing  custom-houses,  &c.,  and  revises 
and  certities  the  balances  arising  thereon. 

FIRST  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

He  receives  and  adjusts  the  accounts  of  the  customs  revenue  and  disbursements,  appro- 
priations and  expenditures  on  the  account  of  the  civil  list  and  under  private  acts  of 
Congress,  and  reports  the  balances  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Customs  and  the  First 
Comptroller,  respectively,  for  their  decision  thereon. 

SECOND  auditor's  OFFICE. 

He  receives  and  adjusts  all  accounts  relating  to  the  "pay,  clothing,  and  recruiting  of 
the  army,  as  well  as  armories,  arsenals  and  ordnance,  and  all  accounts  relating  to  the 
Indian  Department,  and  reports  the  balances  to  the  Second  Comptroller  for  his  decision 
thereon. 

THIRD  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

He  receives  and  adjusts  all  accounts  for  subsistence  of  the  army,  fortifications,  Mili- 
tary Academy,  military  roads,  and  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  as  well  as  fur  pen- 
sions, claims  arising  from  military  services  previous  to  IdJG,  and  for  horses  and  other 
property  lost  in  the  military  service,  under  various  acts  of  Congress,  and  reports  the 
balances  to  the  Second  Comptroller  for  his  decision  thereon. 

FOURTH  AUDITOR'.S  OFFICE. 

He  receives  and  adjusts  all  accounts  for  the  service  of  the  Navy  Department,  and 
reports  the  balances  to  the  Second  Comptroller  for  his  decision  thereon. 

FIFTH  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

He  receives  and  adjusts  all  accounts  for  diplomatic  and  similar  servicer  performed 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Department,  and  reports  the  balances  to  the  Fifit  Comp- 
troller for  his  decision  thereon. 

SIXTH  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE. 

He  receives  and  adjusts  all  accounts  arising  from  the  service  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment. His  decisions  are  final,  unless  an  appeal  be  taken  in  twelve  months  to  the  First 
Comptroller.  He  superintends  the  collection  of  all  debts  due  the  Post  Office  Department, 
and  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  imposed  on  postmasters  and  mail  contractors  for  failing 
to  do  their  duty ;  he  directs  suits  and  legal  proceedings,  civil  and  criminal,  and  takes 
all  such  measures  as  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  enforce  the  prompt  payment  of  moneys 
due  to  the  department ;  instructing  United  States  attorneys,  marshals,  and  clerks  in  all 
matters  relating  thereto  ;  and  receives  returns  from  each  term  of  the  United  States  Courts 
of  the  condition  and  progress  of  such  suits  and  legal  proceedings ;  has  charge  of  all  lands 
and  other  property  assigned  to  the  United  States  in  payment  of  debts  due  the  Post  Office 
Department,  and  has  power  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  bfuefit  of  the  United 
States. 

TREASURER'S  OFFICE. 

He  receives  and  keeps  the  moneys  of  the  United  States  in  his  own  office,  and  that  of 
the  depositaries  created  by  the  Act  of  August  6,  1S4G,  and  pays  out  the  same  upon  war- 
rants drawn  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  countersigned  by  the  First  Comptroller, 
and  upou  warrants  drawn  by  the  Postmaster  General,  couutersigned  by  the  Sixth 
Auditor,  and  recorded  by  the  Register.  He  also  holds  public  moneys  advanced  by  war- 
rant to  disbursing  officers,  and  pays  out  the  same  upon  their  checks. 

REGISTER'S  OFFICE. 

He  keeps  the  accounts  of  public  receipts  and  expenditures  ;  receives  the  returns  and 
makes  out  the  official  statement  of  commerce  and  navigation  of  the  United  States  :  and 
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receives  from  tlie  First  Comptroller  and  Commissioner  of  Customs  all  accounts  anJ  vouch- 
ers decided  by  tliem,  aud  is  charged  by  law  with  their  safe-kcepint^. 

SOLICITORS  OFFICE. 

Ik'  suix'iiiiti-nds  all  civil  suits  commenced  by  the  United  States,  (except  those  arising 
in  the  Post  Office  Department,)  and  instructs  the  United  States  attorneys,  marshals,  and 
clerks  in  all  matters  relating  to  them  and  tlieir  results.  He  receives  returns  from  each 
term  of  the  United  States  Courts,  showing  the  progress  and  condition  of  such  suits;  has 
charge  of  all  lands  and  other  property  assigned  to  ihi-  Unitt-d  States  in  payment  of  debts, 
(except  those  ussignetl  in  payment  of  debts  due  the  Post  Office  Department, )  and  lui-^  jiower 
to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  beuetit  of  the  United  Slates.

Secretary  of  the  Tn-asury  cx-officw  President.  This  board  directs  the  building  and 
repairing  of  light-houses,  light-vessels,  buoys,  and  beacons,  coutract.s  for  supplies  of 
oil,  Ac. 

IMTEI)  ST.\TKS  CO.\ST  SIKVEV. 

It  has  one  Supeiintend.nt.  who  is  also  Su{>crintendent  of  \Vi  iirhts  and  Measures.  All 
the  iliarts  of  the  (Jovernment  emanate  from  this  office. 

INTERNAL  REVEXIE  OFKMK. 
A  Commissioner,  wlio  has  charge  of  all  matters  connerted  witli  the  Ta.\  Laws.

The  l:ead  of  this  ol^ire  has  iliargo  of  everything  conuectid  with  the  issuing  of  money. 

m  RE.vr  OF  (OXSTRirTIOX. 

This  othre  is  in  charge  of  a  Supervising  Archifeet  and  tW4»  aHsistnnt  architects. 

I  MTF.K  >  I  \  ri^  M!N  I. 

This  establishment  is  h'cateJ  in  Thiladelphiu,  but  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  tin- 
Treasury  Departujeut. 

I'OST  olUK'i:  DKl'AKT-MKNT. 

The  direction  and  management  of  the  Post  Office  Department  are  ajisigned  by  tli' 
Constitution  and  laws  to  tlie  Postmaster  (Jeneral.  That  its  busines.-*  may  be  tlio  mo;, 
conveniently  arranged  and  prepared  for  his  linal  action,  it  is  distributeil  among  severi 
bureaus,  as  toUows:  The  Appointment  OtKce,  in  eliarge  of  the  First  Assi.ntaut  1V>' 
nuister  General  ;  tlie  Contract  OtHce,  in  charge  of  the  Si'coud  Assistant  Postmaster  (Jen 
eral;  the  Finance  Otiice.  in  charge  of  tlie  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General ;  and  th 
Inspection  Othce,  in  charge  of  tlie  Chief  Clerk. 

.MM'OINTMKNT  OFFUE. 

To  this  othce  are  assigned  all  4uesiious  which  relate  to  the  establishment  and  discon- 
tinuance of  post  ottices,  changes  of  sites  and  names,  appointment  and  removal  of  po>*t- 
masters,  and  route  and  local  agents,  as,  also,  the  giving  of  instructions  to  j)ostmastei^ 
Postmasters  are  furnished  with  marking  and  rating  stamps  and  letter  balances  by  tli, 
bureau,  which  is  charged  also  with  providing  blanks  and  stationery  lor  the  use  of  tbc 
Department,  and  with  the  suiH'rintendence  of  the  several  agencies  established  for  sup- 
plying i)ostn;asters  with  blanks.  To  this  bureau  is  likewise  assigned  the  supervision  of 
the  ocean  mail  steamship  lines,  and  of  the  foreign  and  international  postal  arruDgements. 

COXTR.\CT  OFFK  E. 

I'o  this  office  is  assigned   the  business  of  arranging  the  mail  service  of  the  United 
States,  and  placing  the  same  under  contract,  embracing  all  correspondence  and  proceed- 
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iugs  respecting:  the  tVeciuency  of  trips,  mode  of  conveyance,  and  times  of  tlepartures  and 
arrivals  on  all  the  routes  ;  the  course  of  the  mail  between  th«  ditl'erent  sections  of  the 
country,  the  points  of  mail  distribution,  and  tlie  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
domestic  mail  service  of  the  United  States.  It  prepares  the  advertisements  for  mail  pro- 
posals, receives  the  bids,  and  takes  charge  of  the  annual  and  occasional  mail  lettings, 
and  the  adjustment  and  execution  of  the  contracts.  All  applications  for  the  establish- 
ment or  alteration  of  mail  arrangements,  and  the  appointment  uf  mail  messengers,  should 
bo  sent  to  this  olHce.  All  claims  should  be  submitted  to  it  for  trans])ortation  service  not 
under  contract,  as  the  recognition  of  said  service  is  tirst  to  be  obtained  through  the  Con- 
tract Office  as  a  necessary  authority  for  the  proper  credits  at  the  Auditor's  otKce.  From 
this  office  all  postmasters  at  the  ends  of  routes  receive  the  statement  of  mail  anange- 
ments  prescribed  for  the  respective  routes.  It  reports  weekly  to  the  Auditor  all  con- 
tracts executed,  and  all  orders  aftecting  accounts  for  mail  transportation :  prei)ares  the 
statistical  exhibits  of  the  mail  service,  and  the  reports  of  the  mail  lettings,  giving  a 
statement  of  each  bid;  also  of  the  contracts  made,  the  new  service  originated,  the  cur- 
tailments ordered,  and  the  additional  allowances  granted  witliin  the  year. 

FIXAXCC  OFFICE. 

To  this  office  are  assigned  the  supervision  and  management  of  the  liuancial  business 
of  the  Department,  not  devolved  by  law  upon  the  Auditor,  embracing  accounts  with  the 
draft  offices  and  other  depositories  of  the  Department,  the  issuing  of  warrants  and  drafts 
in  payment  of  balances,  reported  by  the  Auditor  to  be  due  to  mail  contractors  and  other 
persons,  the  supervision  of  the  accounts  of  offices  under  orders  to  deposit  their  quarterly 
balances  at  designated  points,  and  the  superintendence  of  the  rendition  by  postmasters 
of  their  quarterly  returns  of  postages.  It  has  charge  of  the  dead-letter  office,  of  the 
issuing  of  postage  stamps  and  stamped  envelcrpes  for  the  prepayment  of  postage,  and  of 
the  accounts  connected  therewith. 

To  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  all  postmasters  should  direct  their  ([uar- 
terly  returns  of  postage  ;  those  at  draft  offices  their  letters  reporting  quarterly  the  net 
proceeds  of  their  offices  ;  and  those  at  depositing  offices  their  certificates  of  deposit ;  to 
him  should  also  be  directed  the  weekly  and  monthly  returns  of  the  depositaries  of  the 
Department,  as  well  as  all  applications  and  receipts  tor  postage  stamps  and  stamped 
envelopes,  and  lor  dead  letters. 

IXSPECTIOX  OFFK  F. 

To  this  office  is  assigned  the  duty  of  receiving  and  examining  the  registers  of  the 
arrivals  and  departures  of  the  mails,  certificates  of  the  service  of  route  agents,  and 
reports  of  mail  failures  ;  of  noting  the  delinquencies  of  contractors,  and  preparing  cases 
thereon  for  the  action  of  the  Postmaster  General ;  furnishing  blanks  for  mail  registers, 
and  reports  of  mail  failures;  providing  and  sending  out  mail-bags  and  mail-locks  and 
keys,  and  doing  all  other  things  which  may  be  necessary  to  secure  a  faithful  and  exact 
performance  of  all  mail  contracts. 

All  cases  of  mail  depredation,  of  violation  of  law  by  private  expresses,  or  by  the  forg- 
ing or  illegal  use  of  postage  stamps,  are  under  the  supervision  of  this  office,  and  should 
be  reported  to  it. 

All  communications  respecting  lost  money,  letters,  mail  depredations,  or  other  viola- 
tions of  law,  or  mail-locks  and  keys,  should  be  directed,  "Chief  Clerk,  Post  Office 
Department." 

All  registers  of  the  arrivals  and  departures  of  the  mails,  certificates  of  the  service  of 
route  agents,  reports  of  mail  failures,  applications  for  blank  registers,  and  reports  of 
failures,  and  all  complaints  against  contractors  for  irregular  or  imperfect  service,  should 
lie  directed,  "  Inspection  Office,  Post  Office  Department." 
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NAVY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  duties  of  this  Department  are  distributed  through  the  Secretary's  oftice  and  eight 
bureaus,  viz :  Bureau  of  Yards  aud  Docks  ;  Bureau  of  Navigatiou ;  Bureau  of  Ord- 
nance;  Bureau  of  Coustructiou  aud  Kepair;  Bureau  of  Ecpiipmimt  and  Kecruitiug ; 
Bureau  of  Provisions  and  Clothing;  Bureau  of  Stfum  Engineering;  and  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  .Surgery. 

SECRETARY'S   OFFICE. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  lias  charge  of  everything  connected  with  tin-  n;i\  al  estab- 
lishment, and  ail  the  duties  of  the  several  bureaus  are  performed  luuli-r  his  authority, 
and  their  orders  are  considered  as  euuuiating  from  him.

In  this  office  are  kept  all  the  records  which  refer  to  the  personnel  of  the  army,  the 
rolls,  &c.,  and  where  all  military  commissions  are  made  out ;  all  orders  which  emanate 
from  Headquarters  or  the  War  Department  proper,  pass  through  this  office;  and  here 
are  received  all  the  annual  returns  from  the  army  and  militia  of  tlie  United  .States. 

QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL'S  OFFICE. 

The  objects  of  this  bureau  are  to  insure  an  efficient  system  of  supply,  and  to  give 
facility  and  effect  to  the  movements  and  operations  of  the  army.  It  also  has  control  of 
the  barracks,  and  furnishes  the  clothing  and  all  transportation  that  may  l)e  required  for 
the  army. 

PAYMASTER-GENERAL'S  OFFICE. 

All  tl-.e  disbursements  in  money  are  made  to  the  army  from  this  office.

In  addition  to  a  general  direction  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  Engineer  Coips 
of  the  army,  this  office  is  also  charged  with  the  care  of  the  Military  Academy  at  West 

Point. 

TOrO(;UAl'HICAL    nUREAC. 

This  bureau  has  charge  of  all  topographical  operations  and  surveys  for  military  pur- 
poses, and  for  purposes  of  internal  improvement,  and  of  all  maps,  drawings,  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  those  duties. 

ORDNANCE  lU  REAl'. 

This  office  is  charged  with  the  control  of  the  arsenals  and  armories,  and  lias  the 
superintendence  of  the  manufacture  of  the  arms  and  cannim,  and  the  custody  of  all 
ordnance  stores. 

HUREAl    OF  REFKiEES  AND  FKEEDMEN. 

This  office  is  in  charge  of  a  Major-General  of  the  army,  who  has  several  assistants, 
including  a  Commissioner  and  a  Commissary  of  Subsistence.

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Established  under  the  First  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States :  '"  Congres.s 
shall  have  power  to  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  dis- 
trict (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may,  hy  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the 
acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the  scat  of  the  Government  of  the  T'nited  States,"  &c. 
In  pursuance  of  which  provision  the  State  of  Maryland,  December  23,  1788,  passed  "  An 
act  to  cede  to  Congress  a  district  of  ten  miles  square  in  this  State,  for  the  seat  of  the 
Government  of  the  I'nited  States." 

And  the  State  of  Virginia,  December  3,  1789,  pas.sed  "An  act  for  the  cession  of  ten 
miles  square,  or  any  lesser  quantity  of  territory  within  this  State,  to  the  United  States 
in  Congress  assembled,  for  the  permanent  seat  of  the  General  Government." 

These  cessions  were  accepted  by  Congress,  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  and  the 
permanent  seat  of  Government  established  by  the  "Act  for  establishing  the  temporary 
and  permanent  seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,"  approved  July  IG,  1790: 
and  the  act  to  amend  the  same,  approved  March  3,  1791. 

The  district  often  miles  square  was  accordingly  located,  and  its  lines  and  boundaries 
particularly  established  by  a  proclamation  of  George  Washington,  President  of  the 
United  States,  March  30,  1791,  and  by  the  "Act  conceniing  the  District  of  Columbia," 
approved  February  27.  J-'Ol,  Congress  assumed  complete  jurisdiction  over  the  said 
District,  as  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  the  Constitution.
